The  President: 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  herewith  submit  for 
the  information  of  Congress,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  section 
12  of  "An  act  providing  a  permanent  form  of  government  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,"  approved  June  11,  1878  (20  Stat.  L.,  108),  a 
report  of  their  official  doings  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903. 

financial. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  those  for  the  water 
department  and  expenditures  on  account  of  special  and  trust  funds, 
were  $9,088,554.67.  This  amount  embi*aced  *9,051,980.09  appropri- 
ated for  the  fiscal  3'ear  1903  and  prior  years,  and  $36,574.58  appro- 
Sriated  for  the  fiscal  year  1904  and  made  immediately  available,  the 
etails  of  which  appear  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  auditor. 
During  the  year  the  indebtedness  of  the  District  for  advances  from 
the  United  States  Treasury  in  pureuance  of  the  following  law  was 
reduced  from  $1,759,238.34  to  $1,653,517.51,  and  $35,184.76  applied 
in  payment  of  interest  on  the  former  amount. 

Sbc.  3.  That  until  and  including  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  and  directed  to  advance,  on  the  requisition 
of  the  Commiasioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  made  in  the  manner  now  pre- 
scribed by  law,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the 
general  expenses  of  said  District,  as  authorized  by  Congress,  and  to  reimburse  the 
Treasury  for  the  portion  of  said  advances  payable  by  the  District  of  Columbia  out  of 
the  taxes  and  revenues  collected  for  the  support  of  the  government  thereof:  l^ovided^ 
That  all  advances  made  under  this  act  and  under  the  acts  of  February  eleventh,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one,'  and  June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  not  reimbursed  to 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  on  or  before  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four,  shall  be  reimbursed  to  said  Trejwury  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia from  time  to  time,  within  fi\Q  years,  beginning  July  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  four,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  two  per  per  centum  per  annum 
until  80  reimbursed:  Provided  farther^  That  interest  on  advances  made  prior  to  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  in  the  accounts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  with 
the  United  States  shall  be  computed  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three 
and  paid  immediately  after  the  close  thereof  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  the  saine  rule  of  computation  and  payment  of  interest  shall  apply  to 
all  advances  made  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  and  subsequent 
fiscal  years:  Prmnded  further,  That  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  Departments 
and  the  auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  each  annually  report  the  amount  of 
such  advances,  stating  the  account  for  each  fiscal  year  separately,  and  also  the  reim- 
bursements made  under  this  section,  together  with  the  balances  remaining,  if  any. 
due  to  the  United  States:  And  provided  further.  That  nothing  contained  herein  shall 
be  80  consmied  as  to  require  the  United  States  to  bear  any  part  of  the  cost  of  street 
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extensions,  and  all  advances  heretofore  or  hereafter  made  for  this  purpose  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  repaid  in  full  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of 
Ck)lumbia. 

That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  repealed. 

Approved,  March  3, 1903. 

If  the  total  appropriations  for  which  the  District  funds  were  liable 
up  to  June  30,  1908,  had  been  expended,  advances  from  the  Treasury 
aggregating  $3,266,867.74  would  have  been  required;  the  difference 
between  the  actual  advances  and  the  total  authorized  liability  being 
principally  due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  latter,  embmcing 
among  other  items  those  for  sewage  disposal  and  the  filtration  plant, 
had  not  matured.  The  Commissioners  have  recently  been  advised  by 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  that  the  District  has  a  further  matured 
liabilitv  of  $300,000,  for  two  payments  of  $160,000  each  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States  in  trust  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company,  to  meet  the  District's  half  of  $1,500,000  required  to  be  paid 
in  connection  with  the  railroad  terminal  improvements  under  the  act 
of  February  12,  1901. 

WATER   DEPARTMENT. 

The  revenues  of  the  water  department  during  the  year  1903,  includ- 
ing repayments,  amounted  to  $4^4,860.02,  which  were  $91,139.98  less 
than  the  expenaitures  by  requisition  during  that  period.  The  balance 
in  the  water  fund  at  the  begmning  of  that  year  was  $419,233.92,  thus 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  water  fund  on 
June  30,  1903,  of  $328,093.94,  most  of  which  is  pledged  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  Trumbull  street  pumping  station,  now  in  process 
of  erection. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 


FUNDED    DEBT. 


The  funded  debt  of  the  District  of  Columbia  on  June  30,  1903,  was 
$12,923,630.18,  all  of  which  was  incurred  under  the  forms  of  local 
government  which  existed  in  the  District  prior  to  July  1,  1878.  The 
following  details  of  that  debt  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States,  who  is  charged  by  law  witn  its  management:

RATE  OF  GENERAL  TAX. 

The  rate  of  general  tax  on  real  and  personal  property  was  fixed  at 


provide  for  tne  expenses  of  the  gov( 
Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,'^ as  follows: 

Sbc.  5.  That  hereafter  all  real  estate  in  the  District  of  Columbia  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, includine:  improvements  thereon,  shall  be  assessed  at  not  less  than  two-thirds 
of  the  true  value  therof,  and  shall  be  taxed  one  and  one-half  per  centum  upon  the 
aesessed  valuation  thereof. 

Sec.  6,  par.  2.  On  all  tangible  personal  property,  assessed  at  a  fair  cash  value  (over 
and  above  the  exemptions  provided  in  this  section)  *  *  ♦  there  shall  be  paid  to 
the  collector  of  taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia  one  and  one-half  per  centum  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof. 

POPULATION. 

Based  upon  the  census  of  1900  and  the  normal  rate  of  increase  the 
Commissioners  estimate  the  population  of  the  District  to  be  approxi- 
mately 295,000. 

EXTRAORDrNARY   PROJEC?TS   AND   CURRENT  EXPENDITURES. 

This  year,  as  in  the  preceding  two  jrears,  the  Commissioners  have 
prepared  the  estimates  for  the  appropriations  for  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia for  the  next  fiscal  year  upon  the  principle  that,  presenting  to 
Congress  the  actual  needs  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  they  should 
distinguish  and  ask  Congress  to  distinguish  between  current  expendi- 
tures and  those  for  extraordinary  projects  of  improvement  demanding 
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large  sums  of  money  within  a  short  time  and  extending  their  benefits 
into  the  future.  Everywhere  else  it  is  recognized  that  the  cost  of 
such  improvements  can  not  be  met  out  of  current  revenues  and  ought 
to  be  spread  over  a  series  of  years,  and  therefore  it  is  customary  to 
meet  it  by  an  issue  of  bonds  with  the  usual  provision  for  repayment  by 
a  sinking  fund.  The  United  States  does  not  have  to  borrow  money  in 
any  way  to  meet  its  share  of  such  expenditures  in  the  District  of 
Columbia.  But  the  District  of  Columbia  nmst  borrow  nM)ney  like  any 
other  municipality  to  meet  its  share  of  the  cost  of  such  improvements, 
because  its  current  revenues  can  not  meet  immediately  such  extraor- 
dinary demands  without  compelling  such  a  reduction  in  current 
expenditures  as  would  cripple  the  municipal  services. 

Congress  has  authorized  and  directed  in  recent  years  extraordinary 
municipal  improvements  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  notably  the 
filtration  plant,  the  sewage-disposal  system,  the  District  building,  all 
heartily  approved  by  the  Commissioners  ana  the  community,  of  which 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  required  to  pay  half  the  cost,  besides  the 
contribution  which  it  is  required  to  make  toward  the  new  railway 
terminal  improvement.  All  these  projects  would  be  provided  for 
elsewhere  by  a  bond  issue.  Congress  was  not  willing  to  authorize 
the  issue  of  bonds  for  this  purpose,  and  thus  far  it  has  made  no  per- 
manent arrangement  to  enable  the  District  to  properly  carry  its  share 
of  the  burden.  For  three  years  Congress  has  made  temporary  pro- 
vision from  year  to  year  for  advances  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States  to  the  District,  to  be  repaid  with  interest,  to  meet  any  defi- 
ciency in  the  District  revenues  on  the  general  account,  including  both 
extraordinary  and  current  expenditures.  This  legislation  expires  the 
1st  of  July,  1904,  and  the  amount  then  due  on  that  account  is  to  be 
repaid  within  five  yeara  from  that  day.  Congress  has  made  no  pro- 
vision for  the  District's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  exti-aordinary  improve- 
ments after  the  1st  of  July  next,  although  it  is  evident"  from  the 
projects  authorized  that  larger  amounts  will  be  required  on  that 
account  after  that  day.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  matter  will 
be  considered  by  Congress  at  the  coming  session. 

The  Commissioners  earnestly  repeat  their  recommendations  that 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be  authorized  to  make  advances  from 
the  United  States  funds  to  enable  the  District  to  meet  its  share  of  the 
cost  of  the  extraordinary  improvements,  the  advances  to  be  repaid  by 
the  District  in  installments  and  with  interest.  This  can  be  done  b}'^ 
the  District  out  of  its  current  revenues  without  hampering  current 
expenditures.  It  is  submitted  that  this  is  the  usual  and  businesslike 
way  of  dealing  with  such  matters,  and  that  if  it  is  not  adopted  the 
District  finances  will  be  left  in  an  uncertain  and  embarrassed  condi- 
tion, and  the  appropriation  for  current  needs  may  have  to  be  unduly 
cut  down.  This  ought  not  to  be  done  any  more  than  the  extraordi- 
nary projects  for  improvement  should  be  suspended  or  abandoned. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  the  estimates  submitted  by  the  Commis- 
sioners Tor  the  next  fiscal  year  is  $12,886,725  exclusive  of  those  for  the 
water  department,  which  amount  to  $132,756.  This  unusually  large 
sum  is  not  to  be  set  down  as  annually  required,  for  the  sum  of 
$4,625,155  is  chargeable  to  the  account  of  extraordinary  improve- 
ments which  Congress  and  circumstances  require  shall  be  appropriated 
next  year.  The  items  making  up  this  amount  are  as  follows:  oewers 
and  sewage  disposal  system,  $1,907,000;  filtration  plant,  $1,568,155; 
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District  building,  $700,000;  Connecticut  Avenue  Bridge,  $20(^000; 
AnacoHtia  Bridge,  $100,(K)0;  municipal  hospitjil,  $15(),0(K).  In  the 
estimates  for  current  expenditures  submitted  to  the  Cx)mmissioners 
through  official  channels  the  Commissioners  made  all  pi*actica})le 
redactions,  amounting  to  over  a  million  dollars  in  the  aggregate, 
leaving  the  amount  rc>commended  $8,261,570  on  this  account. 

The  estimated  revenue  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  is  $4,730,935.10.  Deducting  from  this  a  reasonable  installment, 
amounting  to  one-fifth  of  the  amount  of  the  advances  that  will  prol>a- 
blv  have  })een  made  by  the  1st  of  July  next,  which  amount  is  estunated 
at  $2,000,000,  with  the  interest  jmyment  thereon,  together  with  a  pay- 
ment of  $150,000  on  account  of  the  District's  contribution  to  the  terminal 
work  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  there  will  remain 
the  sum  of  $4,140,935.  Doubling  this  amount  by  adding  the  share  of 
the  United  States  under  the  organic  act  of  June  11,  1878,  we  have  an 
appropriation  fund  of  $8,281,870,  or  more  than  is  required  by  the  esti- 
mates for  current  expenditures. 

It  is  hoped  by  the  Commissioners  that  Congress  will  make  a  settle- 
ment of  this  matter,  that  will  cover  at  le^st  a  decade  to  come,  on  the 
principles  which  they  have  suggested. 

OOHMITTEE  TO  SUGGEST  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  DISTRICT  SERVICE. 

On  the  12th  dav  of  August,  19»  3,  the  Commissioners  appointed  Dr. 
W.  C.  Woodward,  health  oflScer,  John  R.  (Jarrison,  auditor,  and  Mon- 
cure  Burke,  of  the  engineer  department,  a  committee  to  examine  all  the 
departments  of  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  report 
on  their  condition  and  their  method  of  doing  business  with  a  view  to 
suggesting  improvements.  Similar  examinations  have  been  made  in 
particular  offices  by  committeas  of  officials,  but  no  such  general  and 
comprehensive  examination.  It  is  believed  by  the  Commissioners 
that  this  committee  will  be  able  to  suggest  improvements  to  be  made, 
either  by  order  of  the  Commisssoners  or  by  action  of  Congress,  which 
will  prove  beneficial  to  the  District  service.  All  the  rexH)nmiendati()ns 
of  the  Commissioners  to  Congress  for  the  improvement  of  the  District 
senices  have  not  been  earned  out,  and  in  the  course  of  twentv-five 
years,  during  which  the  District  government  has  been  gradually 
enlarged,  chiefly  by  detached  provisions  in  different  appropriation 
act>  to  meet  the  most  pressing  needs  as  they  appeared  from  time  to 
time,  there  has  not  been  a  uniform  development  of  all  the  bi*anches  of 
the  government,  so  that  some  are  more  modern  in  method,  better 
equipped  in  personnel  and  facilities  than  others. 

MEMORIAL  BRIDGE. 

The  Commissioners  desire  to  record  once  more  their  belief  that  the 
proposed  memorial  bridge  from  Washington  across  the  Potomac  River 
to  Arlington  should  be  constructed  by  the  National  Government  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  heretofore  made  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 

crni.  SERVICE. 

As  the  President  of  the  United  States,  according  to  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  United  States,  is  not  authorized  under  the  civil-service 
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act  to  extend  the  civil-service  rules  over  the  District  government, 
because,  under  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  the  District  of  Columbia  is  a  municipal  corporation  and  not 
part  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the  Commissioners 
recommend  once  more  that  Congress  pass  a  civil-service  law  for  the 
government  of  the  District  of  (yolumbia.  Most  of  the  large  munici- 
palities of  the  country  now  have  such  a  law.  and  there  is  no  apparent 
reason  why  the  District  government  should  be  excepted  from  the 
advantages"  of  it.  The  Commissioners  have  maintained  a  merit  system 
of  appointment  and  promotion,  but  it  has  no  legal  protection;  and  the 
examinations  which  the  Commissioners  require  for  the  police  and  fire 
departments,  and  in  some  other  special  cases,  are  conducted  by  tlie 
United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  simply  as  a  matter  of  courtesy 
and  can  not  be  required  of  the  Commission  oy  the  Commissioners. 

COMMISSIONER  APPOINTED. 

Henry  B.  F.  Macfarland  was  appointed  on  the  2d  day  of  March, 
1903,  to  succeed  himself  on  the  5th  of  May  following,  and  qualified 
and  took  the  oath  of  olEce  on  the  9th  day  of  May. 

SUBSTITUTE   FOB  CTVIL  COMMISSIONER. 

The  Commissioners  again  recommend  to  Congress  that  provision  be 
made  for  a  substitute  to  act  for  either  of  the  civil  Commissioners  in 
case  of  disability  or  death.  The  law  now  authorizes  the  detail  of  three 
assistants  to  the  Engineer  Commissioner  from  among  the  engineer 
oflScers  of  the  Army  (two  being  now  detailed),  any  one  of  whom  may 
act  as  Commissioner  in  the  absence  of  the  Engineer  Commissioner. 
But  if  a  civil  Commissioner  is  unable  to  act,  there  is  no  one  to  take  his 
place,  and  if  both  the  civil  Commissioners  should  be  unable  to  act,  the 
government  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  so  far  as  the  Commissioners 
are  concerned,  would  be  temporarily  interrupted.  A  majority  of  the 
board  is  required  for  the  transaction  of  business,  except  the  making 
of  contracts  for  construction  work,  which  requires  the  signature  of  aU 
three  Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  oflSce  of  secretary  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  be  established,  and  that  the  incumbent  be  au- 
thorized to  act  in  the  case  of  the  disability  or  death  of  either  of  the 
civil  Commissioners.  If  this  is  not  done,  they  recommend  that  con-* 
tracts  for  construction  work,  like  all  others,  shall  be  valid  when  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  board. 

CELEBRATION  OF  THE  FOURTH  OF  JULY. 

In  accordance  with  the  general  desire  of  the  citizens  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  the  first  oflBcial  celebration  of  Independence  Day  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  under  the  present  form  of  government  was  suc- 
cessfully held  on  the  4th  of  July  last.  The  Commissioners  on  the  19th 
day  of  May,  1903,  appointed  a  committee  of  arrangements,  which 

Prepared  the  programme  for  the  day  and  directed  its  execution.  The 
Resident  of  the  United  States  gave  his  cordial  approval  and  coopera- 
tion, and  authorized  the  use  of  tne  White  House  grounds  for  the  pub- 
lic meeting,  which  he  was  unable  to  attend  because  of  absence  from 
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the  District.  The  War  and  Navy  departments  responded  heartily  to 
the  requests  of  the  committee  of  arrangements,  and  the  officer  in 
charge  of  public  buildings  and  grounds  rendered  valuable  service. 
In  the  morning  of  the  da}^  a  procession,  composed  of  United  States 
troops,  sailor8<»  and  marines,  ordered  to  Washington  for  the  purpose, 
and  thie  District  National  Guard,  of  which  Gen.  S.  B.  M.  Young  wa^ 
grand  marshal,  marched  from  the  Capitol  to  the  White  House,  where, 
on  the  northeast  lawn,  a  public  meeting,  attended  by  seveml  thou- 
sand ladies  and  gentlemen,  was  held.  The  president  of  the  board  of 
Commi^ioners  presided,  addresses  were  made  by  the  Aml)assador  of 
France  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  Admiral  George  Dewey 
introduced  the  reading  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  oy  Barry 
Bulklev.  Rev.  D.  J.  Stafford,  D.  D.,  made  the  invocation,  and  Rev. 
T.  S.  llamlin,  D.  D.,  pronounced  the  benediction.  Patriotic  songs 
were  sung  by  an  adult  chorus,  by  public-school  children,  and  by  all 
present,  led  by  the  Marine  Band. 

In  the  evening  an  elaborate  display  of  aerial  fireworks  was  made  at 
the  Washington  Monument.  The  money  for  the  expenses  was  pro- 
vided by  popular  subscription. 

DISTBICT  BUILDING. 

The  action  of  Congress  at  the  last  session,  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Commissioners,  in  transferring  the  title  of  the 
site  acquired  for  the  District  building  from  the  United  States,  in  whose 
name  it  was  taken,  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  and,  further,  in 
increasing  the  limit  of  cost  for  the  site  and  building  from  $1,500,000 
to  $2,000,000,  was  gratifying  to  the  Commissioners  and  to  the  com- 
munity. 

MILITARY  AND   NAVAL   APPOINTMENTS. 

In  their  last  annual  report  the  Commissioners  recommended  that 
the  District  of  Columbia  representation  among  the  cadets  at  the  Mili- 
tary Academy  at  West  Point  and  the  Naval  Academv  at  Annapolis, 
should  be  dotibled.  Congress  accordingly  provided  that  the. District 
should  hereafter  have  two  midshipmen  at  the  Naval  Academy  instead 
of  one.  It  is  hoped  that  Congress  will  take  similar  action  in  respect 
to  the  Militarv  Academy.  It  is  believed  that  the  population  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  its  unique  situation  and  character,  and  the  fact 
that  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  custom,  selects  the  young 
men  to  be  appointed  at  large  to  the  two  academies  from  among  the 
sons  of  oflScers  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  entitle  the  District  to  this 
additional  consideration. 

REPORTS  ON   PENDING  LEGISLATION. 

According  to  custom,  the  Commissioners  received  and  reported  upon 
bills  relating  to  the  District  of  Columbia  introduced  in  Congress  at 
the  second  session  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Congress  and  referred  to  them 
for  report  by  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House.  From  the  Senate 
92  bilfe  were  referred  and  from  the  House  81  bills  were  referred  to 
the  Commissioners.  All  bills  relating  to  the  District  of  Columbia 
which  passed*  both  houses  were  referred,  according  to  custom,  to 
the  Commissioners  bv  the  President  for  their  objections  before  the 
President  approved  them. 
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FUNERAL   OF   FORMER   GOVERNOR  SHEPHERD. 

The  Commissioners  having  been  notified  that  the  remains  of  Alex- 
ander 11.  Shepherd,  formerly  governor  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
would  be  brought  from  his  residence  in  Mexico,  Batopilas,  Chihuahua, 
to  be  interred  near  his  former  home,  appointed  a  conmiittee  of  prom- 
inent citizens,  with  William  F.  Mattingly  as  chairman,  to  make  the 
necessary  preparations  for  the  funeral.  The  remains,  accompanied 
by  Governor  Shepherd's  famil}^  arrived  on  the  morning  of  tne  4th 
day  of  May,  1903,  and  were  escorted  by  the  Commissioners,  the 
committee  of  arrangements,  and  other  citizens,  together  with  a  portion 
of  the  National  Guard  and  the  High  School  Cadets,  to  the  New  York 
Avenue  Presbyterian  church,  of  which  Governor  Shepherd  was  a 
member,  where  they  lay  in  state  until  the  afternoon,  when  funei-al 
services,  attended  by  the  Commissioners,  the  committee  of  arrange- 
ments, and  a  large  number  of  other  citizens,  were  held,  after  which 
the  remains  were  taken  to  Rock  Creek  Cemetery  and  placed  in  the 
family  vault.  The  committee  on  a  memorial  for  Governor  Shepherd 
has  received  a  considerable  subscription  of  money  and  is  preparing  to 
erect  a  statue  of  Governor  Shepherd,  which  the  Commissioners  think 
should  be  placed  in  front  of  the  new  District  building. 

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  public  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia  were  never  so  good 
or  so  well  housed  and  equipped  as  now,  and  the  work  done  during  the 

East  year  deserves  praise.  This  is  the  most  important  interest  of  the 
district  of  Columbia,  and  calls  for  the  largest  amount  in  the  annual 
appropriations.  The  Commissioners  in  their  estimates  have  recom- 
mended all  that  seemed  practicable  to  recommend  at  this  time  for  the 
necessary  increase  of  buildings  and  other  facilities  and  for  desirable 
increase  in  the  inadequate  salaries  of  teachers.  The  Commissioners 
particularly  recommend  the  estimates  for  the  erection  of  the  Business 
High  School,for  the  extension  of  the  McKinley  Manual  Training  School, 
and  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  the  extension  of  the  Armstrong 
Manual  Training  School.  With  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
public  school  buildings  there  has  been  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the 
number  of  those  for  whom  accommodations  could  not  be  found,  so  that 
none  who  apply  are  turned  away,  and  it  is  practicable  now  to  consider 
a  substitute  for  the  ineffective  compulsory  education  law,  and  the 
Commissioners  may  later  submit  such  a  proposition  to  Congress,  so  as 
to  bring  into  the  schools  those  who  ought  to  be  there  and  who  do  not 
come  voluntarily. 

The  only  change  in  the  membership  of  the  board  of  education  is 
that  caused  by  the  declination  of  George  H.  Harries,  its  vice-president, 
to  accept  the  reappointment  made  by  the  Commissioners  on  July  6, 
19i)3.     The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  James  E.  Fitch. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  \vas 
48,745;  32,987  white  and  15,758  colored,  an  increase  of  0.64  per  cent 
over  the  3^ear  before.  One  thousand  three  hundred  and  sev^enty-one 
teachers  were  employed,  of  whom  925  were  white  and  446  colored. 
The  whole  number  of  male  teachers,  including  supervising  principals, 
was  173,  and  the  number  of  female  teachers  1,198.  The  relatively 
small  number  of  men  employed  in  the  service  of  the  public  schools  is 
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due  to  the  small  salaries  paid  to  men  teachers  in  this  District  and  the 
greater  pecuniary  inducements  offered  by  the  various  departments 
and  scientific  bureaus  of  the  Government  to  educated  young  men. 
The  schools  were  in  session  174  days.  There  were  1,843  pupils  en- 
rolled in  the  night  schools,  which  were  in  session  48  nights,  and 
engaged  the  services  of  52  teachers.  Of  the  entire  enrollment 
of  the  schools  1,776,  or  3.04  per  cent,  were  in  the  kindergartens; 
43,310,  or  88.85  per  cent,  were  in  the  first  eight  grades;  2,673,  or 
5.48  per  cent,  were  in  the  high  schools;  816,  or  1.68  per  cent,  in  the 
manual-training  schools,  and  170,  or  0.35.  per  cent,  in  the  normal 
iichools. 

There  were  127  owned  school  buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  school  year  the  McKinley  Manual  Training 
School,  the  Armstrong  Manual  Training  School,  the  Matthew  G. 
Emery  (12  rooms),  the  Thos.  P.  Morgan  (8  rooms),  the  Petworth  (4 
rooms),  the  Kenilwoi-th  (4  rooms),  for  white  children,  and  the  John 
M,  Langston  (8  rooms),  and  the  \Villiam  Syphax  (8  rooms)  for  colored 
children  were  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies  under  the  charge 
of  the  committee  on  buildings,  repairs,  and  sanitation.  It  is  expected 
that  in  1903  the  Edmonds  School  (8  rooms),  the  Samuel  E.  Wheatley^ 
(8  rooms),  a  4-room  addition  to  the  Brookland  School,  a  4-room  addi- 
tion to  the  Cranch  School,  a  4-room  addition  to  the  Tacoma  School, 
and  a  4-room  building  at  Good  Hope,  all  for  white  children,  and  the 
Abby  S.  Simmons  School  (8  rooms),  the  Henry  P.  Montgomeiy  School 
(8  rooms),  and  the  Keno  school  (4  rooms)  for  colored  pupils  will  l)e 
completed  and  occupied,  thus  adding  accommodations  for  2,070  pupils, 
estimating  45  pupils  to  each  room,  and  reducing  still  further  the 
number  of  enforced  half-day  schools  in  these  localities. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  says  in  his  annual  report:  "  It  may  be 
said  of  the  buildings  completed  and  occupied  duringthe  year  and  of 
those  under  contract  that,  although  they  do  not  represent  as  large 
an  outlay  as  in  some  cities,  they  are  creditable  examples  of  school 
architecture,  and  in  the  essentials  of  light,  heating,  artificial  ventila- 
tion, toilets,  and  conveniences  generallv  lor  pupils  are  a  great  advance 
upon  some  of  our  older  buildings.  None  of  tne  schools  erected  since 
the  organization  of  the  present  board  of  education  are  without  the 
neoessarv  appliances  for  forcing  a  constant  supply  of  fresh  air  into 
every  schoolroom  in  such  volume  and  at  such  a  rate  of  speed  as  to  meet 
the  most  exacting  scientific  requirements  as  to  the  renewal  of  air  in 
schoolrooms.  Expressed  in  terms  of  its  beneficial  and  permanent 
influence  on  the  health  of  teachers  and  pupils,  all  other  improvements 
that  have  really  been  made  in  schoolhouse  construction  are  of  minor 
importance  to  that  of  improved  ventilation. 

Additional  accommodations  for  the  graded  schools  are  needed  in 
Georgetown,  where  an  8-room  building  should  be  erected  near  the 
Curtis;  in  the  extreme  northeastern  section  beyond  Fifteenth  street 
east,  at  Chevy  Chase,  at  Benning,  at  Anacostia,  at  Tenlev,  and  to 
relieve  the  Columbia  Heights  and  Mount  Pleasant  schools.  The  Com- 
missioners will  be  asked  to  provide  for  these  in  their  next  estimates. 

Another  pressing  need  at  this  time  is  that  for  an  extension  of  the 
McKinley  Manual  Training  School.  This  building,  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  251,  carried  through  the  year  an  enrollment  of  457  pupils, 
making  it  necessary  to  house  over  200  of  them  in  the  Central  High 
School,  at  great  inconvenience  to  both  schools.     For  the  coming  year 
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conditions  will  be  much  more  serious,  as  the  enrollment  of  the  school 

Promises  to  reach  nearly  550,  while  the  corresponding  growth  of  the 
lentral  High  School  will  make  it  impossible  for  the  latter  school  to 
surrender  as  many  of  its  class  rooms  to  the  uses  of  the  manual- 
training  school  as  were  devoted  to  that  purpose  during  the  year  just 
closed. 

The  estimate  of  $135,000  for  additional  class  rooms  was  based  upon 
plans  made  at  the  time  the  original  building  was  projected.  A  similar 
need  exists  for  additional  class  rooms  in  the  Armstrong  Manual 
Training  School.  The  only  unimproved  ground  available  for  the 
erection  of  an  addition  lies  east  of  the  present  structure.  It  has  been 
offered  to  the  District  at  a  reasonable  price,  and  should  be  purchased 
and  held  until  an  addition  to  the  present  building  can  be  authorized. 
The  Commissioners  again  urge  the  importance  of  making  provision 
for  a  permanent  and  adequate  home  for  the  Washington  Normal  School. 
The  work  of  this  school,  which  has  always  been  of  a  high  order,  is  all 
the  more  praiseworthy  when  we  come  to  know  that  it  has  been  accom- 

Elished  while  the  school  has  been  occupying  tempoi*ary^  quarters  in  a 
uilding  in  nowise  suited  to  the  uses  oi  a  training  school.  The  plan 
of  securing  a  large  plot  of  ground  noilh  of  Florida  avenue  on  wiiich 
to  place  first  an  elementarj'  school,  already  needed,  and  in  due  time  a 
modern  normal  school  building,  with  ample  space  for  school  frardening 
and  playgrounds,  is  indorsed  l)y  the  board  of  education,  and  has  been 
approved  by  the  local  Citizens'  Association. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  clause  in  the  appropriations  act  which 
has  been  in  force  for  the  last  two  years  restricting  the  membei*ship  of 
night  schools  to  persons  not  over  21  years  of  age  will  be  stricken  out, 
as  it  works  hardship  to  many  worthy  people  whose  e^rly  efforts  to 
obtain  an  education  were  defeated  by  misfortune  or  povert}'  and  whose 
zeal  for  knowledge  and  willingness  to  make  sacrifices  to  get  it  app>eal 
strongly  to  all  who  have  their  welfare  at  heart.  The  Commissioners 
know  of  no  city  which  excludes  adults  from  the  privileges  of  the  night 
school. 

BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 

The  Board  of  Charities,  whose  members  serve  without  salary,  has 
done  important  and  valuable  work  in  the  three  years  of  its  existence. 
The  Commissioners  are  glad  to  renew  their  approval  of  the  policy  and 
recommendations  of  the  ooard,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  Congress, 
which  created  this  board  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  public 
charitable  system,  will  act  in  accordance  with  its  suggestions. 

The  appropriations  for  charities  form  the  second  largest  item  in  the 
District  budget,  and  in  their  expenditure  affect  directly  or  indirectly 
some  of  the  most  vital  interests  of  the  community,  and  they  should 
be  made  and  expended  in  accordance  with  the  best  practice  and  a 
uniform  and  constant  policy.  The  Commissionci-s  believe  that  the 
Board  of  Charities  and  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  should  be 
appointed  by  the  Commissionei*s,  and  that  all  charitable  institutions 
which  can  properly  l)e  considered  public  should  be  directly  under  the 
control  of  the  Commissioners. 

In  its  annual  report  the  Board  reiterates  general  principles  which  it 
has  urged  in  former  reports  and  makes  a  plea  for  action  by  Congress 
indicating  a  definite  permanent  policy  in  dealing  with  District  chanties. 
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The  importance  of  marking  clearly  the  line  between  public  appro- 

E nation  and  private  benevolence  is  again  pointed  out,  and  estimates 
ave  been  prepared  with  a  view  to  eliminating  from  the  appropriation 
bill  such  institutions  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  should  properly 
be  supported  by  private  contributions,  and  the  proper  adjustment  to  a 
general  system  of  such  other  institutions  as  probably  would  be  unable 
to  maintain  themselves  bv  private  charity. 

It  is  ureed  again  that  the  control  and  management  of  the  local  char- 
ities should  be  so  centralized  as  to  bring  about  the  much-desired  har- 
mony and  cooperation  among  the  various  institutions  of  the  local 
charity  system.  In  this  connection  it  is  urged  that  the  public  chari- 
ties should  be  organized  under  the  control  of  the  local  government 
and  not  under  departments  of  the  Federal  Government,  or,  as  in  some 
cases,  under  independent  control. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  moneys  appropriated  for  local  charities 
should  be  expended  through  the  District  disbursing  oflSce  and  its  prop- 
erty office,  which  would  result  in  a  saving  of  salaries  to  numerous 
independent  disbursing  officers  and  a  very  substantial  economy  in  the 
purcnase  of  supplies  under  the  District  contract  system. 

It  is  urged  again  that  the  construction  of  the  new  workhouse  build- 
ing should  be  continued,  as  the  present  system  by  which  several  pris- 
oners are  kept  in  a  single  cell  is  entirely  indefensible  and  almost 
di^raceful. 

The  need  for  beginning  the  new  municipal  hospital  is  strongly 
urged,  with  especial  reference  to  the  imperative  demand  for  imme- 
diate provision  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  such  patients  at  present,  in  so  far  as  they  are  cared  for 
at  all,  being  scattered  about  the  various  wards,  a  constant  menace  to 
the  oliier  {mtients.  There  is  also  an  urgent  need  for  provision  for 
general  chronic  cases;  and  for  indigent  patients  who  are  convalescent, 
for  whom  no  provision  whatever  at  present  exists. 

In  regard  to  child-carinff  work,  the  board  once  more  emphasizes  the 
need  of  organization,  it  being  practically  impossible  for  the  seven 
independent  duplicate  agencies  to  work  with  efficiency  and  coopera- 
tion. It  is  recommend^  that  the  general  supervision  of  all  child- 
caring  work  in  the  District  of  Columbia  be  centralized  in  the  board 
created  by  Congress  for  that  purpose,  namely,  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  an  industrial  training  school  for 
colored  children  be  established  as  a  public  institution,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  proper  training  facilities  for  both  white  and  colored 
children  who  are  public  dependents  and  who  are  not  fitted  for  place- 
ment in  private  homes,  or  as  a  preparation  for  such  placement. 

It  is  believed  that  both  the  institution  and  the  placing-out  systems 
are  necessary  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  that  these  two  methods 
of  dealing  with  dependent  children  should  supplement  one  another. 

It  is  strongly  urged  that  a  juvenile  court  oe  established,  entirely 
independent  or  the  police  court.  The  present  judges  of  tne  police 
court  have  at  consiaerable  personal  sacrifice  made  arrangements  for 
separate  hearings  of  juvenile  cases.  While  this  arrangement  is  a 
great  improvement  over  the  old  system,  where  children  were  brought 
into  the  regular  sessions  of  the  police  court,  still  it  is  far  from  satis- 
&ctory,  as  there  is  present  almost  inevitably  the  moral  atmosphere  of 
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the  police  court,  and  it  is  too  much  to  require  judges  of  the  police 
court  to  perform,  in  addition  to  their  regular  duties,  the  duties  of 
judges  of  the  juvenile  court. 

An  urgent  request  is  made  for  an  appropriation  to  build  the  new 
almshouse  provided  for  by  Congress,  the  grounds  for  which  have  been 
purchased  and  the  plans  prepared.  The  present  structure  is  ill3^ 
adapted  for  its  purpose,  many  old  persons  being  practically  prisoners 
in  tne  third  and  fourth  stories  of  the  building  because  they  are  unable 
to  go  up  and  down  stairs;  and  the  building  is  badly  protected  against 
fire.  The  inmates  are  necessarily  in  more  or  less  close  association  with 
the  prisoners,  because  of  the  location  of  the  almshouse  on  the  prison 
grounds. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Charities,  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  96  persons  at  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  were 
taken  from  the  roll  of  patients  chargeable  to  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Of  this  number,  85  were  nonresidents  and  were  returned  to  their 
friends  or  the  places  of  their  legal  residence;  4  were  United  States 
cases  and  were  transferred  to  the  soldiers'  roll;  and  7  were  transferred 
to  the  pay  list. 

DEFALCATION   IN   AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

A  serious  defalcation  in  the  office  of  the  auditor,  extending  over  a 
period  of  from  three  and  a  half  to  four  years,  was  discovered  in  the 
month  of  June,  1903.  One  of  the  employees  in  the  auditor's  office, 
James  M.  A.  Watson,  had,  during  the  period  named,  appropriated  to 
his  own  use  checks  amounting  to  $73,082.27.  The  arrest  of  tne  culprit 
was  immcdiatel}'  ordered  by  the  Commissioners  and  he  is  now  in  jail 
awaiting  action  by  the  grand  jury.  The  theft  was  made  possible 
through  continued  lack  of  sufficient  safeguards,  a  condition  which  led 
to  the  appointment  of  John  R.  Garrison  as  auditor  on  August  16,  1903, 
fo  supersede  J.  T.  Petty,  and  to  the  entire  separation  of  the  auditor's 
office  from  the  receipt  and  payment  of  money,  the  office  now  being 
restricted  to  its  legitimate  functions  of  auditing  and  accounting. 
Mr.  (iarrisoD^  who,  after  long  service  in  the  Treasury  Department, 
achieved  a  brilliant  record  as  auditor  of  Porto  Rico,  has  already 
accomplished  many  refonns  in  the  auditor's  office,  improving  and 
systematizing  the  methods  of  doing  business.  In  fact,  the  defalcation 
of  Watson  has  not  been  without  its  redeeming  feature,  for  it  has  led  to 
a  thorough  investigation  of  conditions  which  made  the  theft  possible 
and  the  conseiiuent  remed}'  of  faulty  methods. 

In  this  connection,  the  Commissioners  desire  to  indorse  the  recom- 
mendations in  the  report  of  the  auditor,  especially  those  relating  to 
the  treatment  of  the  whole  cost  deposit  fund  and  to  the  settlement  of 
checks  drawn  in  payment  of  claims  against  the  District  and  which 
have  remained  outstanding  unsatisfied  and  unpaid  for  three  years  or 
longer.  There  is  every  reason  why  the  clerical  force  of  the  auditor's 
office  should  be  increased.  The  work  has  expanded  with  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  District  and  the  expense  involved  in  adaitional 
salaries  will  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  increased  thoroughness 
with  which  the  thousands  of  accounts  and  the  books  of  the  offices  of 
the  assessor  and  collector  will  be  examined. 
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DISBUBSIXO  OFFICER, 

Under  the  new  system  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District,  who  is 
bonded  to  the  amount  of  $115,000,  has  been  given  a  dignity  and  respon- 
sibility which  he  did  not  previously  possess  but  whicn  is  contemplated 
by  the  law.  One  of  the  anomalies  of  the  old  method  of  doing  business 
was  the  delivery  of  checks  by  the  auditor  after  they  had  been  signed 
by  the  disbursing  officer,  the  latter  being  regarded  as  a  mere  append- 
age of  the  auditor's  office.  This  practice  has  been  discontinuea  and 
payments  are  made  directly  by  the  disbursing  officer.  Many  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  preparation  and  certification  of  pay  rolls 
and  vouchers,  until,  in  fact,  it  is  believed  that  the  interests  of  the 
District  are  now  safeguarded  in  the  highest  possible  degree. 

PURCHASE  OF  SUPPLIES. 

Under  the  order  of  the  Commissioners  adopted  May  23,  1895,  all 
requisitions  for  general  supplies,  except  in  the  Engineer  Department, 
were  filled  upon  the  order  of  the  auditor  and  the  property  clerk,  the 
submission  of  requisitions  to  the  Commissioners  being  provided  for 
only  in  cases  where  the  propriety  or  expediencv  of  granting  the  req- 
uisition was  a  matter  of  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  subordinate  officers. 
After  the  discovery  of  the  defalcation  of  Watson,  and  while  the  auditor's 
office  was  in  charge  of  the  acting  auditor,  the  attention  of  the  Commis- 
sioners was  invited  to  these  reqmsitions.  Investigation  showed  that  an 
unduly  large  proportion  of  the  articles  purchased  were  being  secured 
in  the  open  market,  and  in  many  cases  without  competition  and  upon  a 
mere  verbal  agreement,  the  dealer  not  being  required  either  to  sign  a 
contract  or  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  agreement. 
These  open-market  purchases  have  been  superseded  bv  competitive 
bids  on  all  supplies  not  included  in  the  annual  schedules,  the  result 
being  a  great  sa\nng  to  the  District.  It  will  be  the  endeavor  of  the 
Commissioners  in  tne  future  to  put  under  contract  all  supplies  fur- 
nished the  District,  thus  eliminating  every  possible  suspicion  of  favor- 
itism or  collusion.  As  a  means  or  improving  the  entire  system  of 
purchasing  and  distributing  District  supplies,  the  Commissioners  have 
incorporated  into  their  estimates  a  scheme  for  the  reorganization  of 
the  office  of  the  property  clerk  and  consolidation  with  that  of  the  super- 
intendent of  property  of  the  Engineer  Department,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  Congress  win  agi'ee  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  which  will  allow 
this  proposed  reorganization  to  be  made  eflfective. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  COLLECHON   OF  TAXES. 

The  imposition  of  a  personal  tax  law  by  Congress  resulted  in  the 
collection  last  year  of  $471,954.26  as  taxes  upon  personal  property. 
Although  a  personal  tax  is  always  more  or  less  objectionable,  and  its 
enforcement  apt  to   become  a  dead  letter,  the  Commissioners  take 

1)leasure  in  stating  that  the  citizens  of  the  District  have  accepted  the 
egblation  with  tne  minimum  of  opposition.  The  execution  of  the 
law  has,  of  course,  created  many  problems,  but  the  Commissioners 
have  attempted  to  solve  all  questions  in  a  spirit  of  equity  to  the  Dis- 
trict and  to  the  taxpayer.  Considering  the  many  interests  involved, 
comphints  have  not  been  numerous,  and  the  acquiescence  in  the  tax 
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indicates  the  patriotic  willingness  of  the  District  people  to  bear  their 
share  of  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  national  capital.  Some  amend- 
ments to  the  law  will  be  suggested  by  the  Commissioners. 

There  should  be  a  reduction  of  the  tax  now  levied  on  building 
associations  and  savings  banks  for  the  helpful  work  done  by  these 
institutions  in  providing  homes  for  the  nonwealthy  class,  and  encourag- 
ing thrift  ought  not  to  be  hampered.  It  would  also  seem  to  be  wise 
to  exempt  from  taxation  such  art  galleries  owned  bv  private  citizens 
as  are  thrown  open  to  the  public  free  of  charge  at  irecjuent  periods. 
Attention  is  also  called  to  what  seems  to  be  a  discrimination  as  between 
certain  corporations  and  individuals  carrying  on  the  same  kinds  of  busi- 
ness, with  a  view  to  remedial  legislation.  The  Commissioners  approve 
the  recommendation  of  the  assessor  that  all  corporations  which  by 
reason  of  incorporation  receive  no  special  franchise  or  privilege  l>e 
assessed  and  taxed  as  individuals  and  partnerships  conducting  the 
same  kind  of  business  or  enterprise  are  assessed  and  taxed. 

The  assessor  recommends  that  the  period  for  meeting  of  the  board 
of  personal  tax  appeals  be  changed  from  the  present  time — November 
15  to  December  15  each  year — to  from  the  lirst  Monday  in  February 
to  the  second  Monda}^  in  March,  each  year,  both  da^^s  included,  to 
enable  the  personal  tax  appraisers  to  make  a  thorough  canvass  of  the 
city,  which  at  present  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

The  eflforts  of  the  Commissioners  to  enforce  the  payment  of  arrears 
of  taxes,  following  the  enactment  of  appropriate  legislation,  have  been 
unusually  successful,  the  receipts  from  this  source  alone  during  the 
past  fiscal  year  having  been  $406,173.06.  Excluding  the  unpaid  realty 
tax  for  1903,  the  total  arrears  outstanding  for  the  twenty-six  years 
from  1877  to  1902,  inclusive,  amounts  to  only  $137,009.12,  aiid  it  is 
fair  to  say  that  this  sum  represents  properties  of  such  doubtful  value  as 
to  make  the  payment  of  taxes  veiy  questionable.  The  law  governing 
sales  of  property  for  delinquent  taxes  has  invited  to  Washington  a 
number  of  investors  in  tax-sale  certificates  and  deeds,  and  their  pres- 
ence has  had  a  wholesome  effect  upon  those  who  made  it  a  constant 
practice  to  evade  paymentof  taxes.  Many  instaiices  have  arisen,  how- 
ever, where  property  owners  have  innocently  allowed  the  payment  of 
a  half  year's  tax  to  be  omitted,  and  in  these,  as  well  as  in  other  easels 
which  appealed  to  the  Commissioners,  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
protect  the  tiixpa^'er.  In  this  connection,  the  Commissioners  suggest 
that  a  law  be  enacted  stating  the  maximum  of  bonus  which  the  pur- 
chaser of  property  at  a  tax  sale  can  receive  for  surrender  of  the  tax 
deed.  It  might  be  added  that  although  the  law  allows  the  private  sale 
of  delinciuent  property,  the  Commissioners  decided  to  conduct  such 
sales  in  a  most  public  manner,  a  coui^se  of  action  which  has  met  with 
universal  approval. 

The  Commissioners  will  ask  Congress  to  enact  a  law  for  renumber- 
ing and  describing  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  in  that  portion  of  the 
District  outside  of  the  city  of  Washington  with  accurate  plats.  If 
this  law  is  enacted  it  will  be  of  great  service  to  the  public  in  the  trans- 
action of  business  with  the  District. 

The  Commissioners  will  also  ask  the  passage  of  a  bill  incorporating 
the  best  features  of  the  present  laws  relating  to  levying  special  assess- 
ments and  water-main  taxes,  with  such  amendments  as  will,  in  their 
opinion,  simplify  and  make  clear  the  conditions  incidental  to  such 
assessments. 
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The  Commissioners  will  also  renew  their  effort,  inaugurated  last 
vear,  to  secure  legislation  which  will  provide  that  any  tax  or  assess- 
ment omitted  from  a  ceitificate  of  taxes  shall  be  absolutely  canceled, 
and  not,  as  the  law  now  provides,  barred  only  as  to  a  subsequent  pur- 
chaser. The  fact  that  6,799  certificates  of  taxes  were  issued  last  year 
without  a  single  error  involving  loss  to  the  District  being  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  assessor  would  seem  to  indicate  that  such  a  law 
can  safely  be  enacted. 

ANACOSTIA  RTVER  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Commissioners  are  gratified  to  learn  that  excellent  progress  is 
being  made  in  the  improvement  of  the  Anmostia  River,  which  they 
have  rep)eatedh'  i-ecommended.  The  project  for  the  improvement  of 
the  river  l>elow  the  navy -yard  bridge  is  being  carried  on  witli  the  appro- 
priation of  $150,000  made  in  the  river  and  harbor  act  approved  June 
13,  1902,  the  total  estimated  cost  being  $1,218,525,  providing  for  a 
channel  20  feet  deep  at  mean  low  tide  and  400  feet  wide  from  the 
mouth  of  the  river  to  the  navy -yard,  including  suflicient  turning  room 
in  front  of  the  yard.  At  the  end  of  October,  ac»cording  to  the  state- 
ment of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army,  a  channel  20  feet  deep 
at  mean  low  water  and  at  least  300  feet  wide  had  been  made  available 
for  a  length  of  about  2,700  feet  upstream  from  the  mouth  of  the  river 
(one-fourth  the  distance  from  the  mouth  to  the  navy -yard),  and  about 
55  acres  of  flats  had  been  filled  in  to  above  low  tide,  of  which  10  acres 
were  then  above  high  tide. 

It  is  understood  that  reports  will  be  made  to  the  coming  Congress 
under  the  provision  of  the  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  act 
approved  Julv  1,  1902,  for  a  survey  and  outline  map  of  land  owned 
by  the  United  States  within  what  is  known  as  the  "flats  of  the  Ana- 
costia  River,  from  its  mouth  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,"  and  for  a  report  by  the  Attorney -General  "upon  the  nature 
of  the  title  to  lands  emDraced  within  said  flats." 

It  is  hoped  by  the  Commissioners  and  the  community  that  Congress 
will,  upon  the  receipt  of  these  reports,  provide  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Anacostia  River  above  the  navy -yard  bridge,  which  will  better  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  especially  of  its 
ea.stern  sex^tion,  and  add  also  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  city  of 
Washington. 

USE  OF   PENALTY   ENVELOPES. 

In  1884  the  Commissioners  were  orally  authorized  to  use  the  penalty 
envelope  of  the  United  States  Government  by  the  then  Postmaster- 
General,  and  such  envelopes  were  utilized  by  afl  the  departments  of 
the  District  government  until  August  24, 1903,  when  the  Commission- 
ers were  informed  by  the  Postmaster-General  that,  in  pursuance  of  an 
opinion  by  the  Assistant  Attornev-General  for  the  Post-Office  Depart- 
ment, dated  August  22, 1908,  and  "  adopted  by  the  Department  as  the 
law  governing  the  matter,"  the  District  government  was  not  author- 
ized by  law  to  use  the  penalty  envelopes,  because  the  Commissioners 
"  are  not  officers  of  the  General  Government  of  the  United  States,  nor 
is  the  business  of  the  District  of  Columbia  the  business  of  the  United 
States  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute  authorizing  the  use  of  the 
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penalty  envelopes."  The  opinion  of  the  Assistant  Attorney -General 
was  brought  forth  by  a  reference  to  him  on  the  part  of  the  Postmaster- 
General  of  a  communication  from  the  Commissioners,  dated  July  14, 
1903,  as  follows: 

The  CommiBsionere  of  the  District  of  CJolumbia  have  the  honor  to  ask  for  a  ruling 
by  the  Post-Office  Department  aa  to  what  is  the  ** official  business"  which  warrants 
tlie  use  of  the  "penalty  envelope"  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  CJommissioners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  practice  of  this  office  has  been  to  treat  as  official 
business,  in  this  connection,  all  the  business  of  the  government  of  the  District  of 
Ck>]umbia,  including  all  action  authorized  by  official  orders  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners. 

The  opinion  was  an  elaborate  one,  going  to  the  fundamental  question 
involvea,  and  the  position  taken  by  the  Assistant  Attorney-General 
was  fortified  by  the  citation  of  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  that  the  District  of  Columbia  is  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion.    In  concluding  the  opinion  the  Assistant  Attorney-General  says: 

It  is  not  intended  herein  to  reflect  ia  any  manner  upon  the  good  faith  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District,  nor  their  predecessors,  in  their  use  of  the  "penalty  envel- 
ope." I  am  satisfied  that  the  practice  of  the  Commissioners  as  statea  in  the  letter 
from  their  president  was  known  to  and  acquiesced  in  by  the  Department.  This  fact, 
while  justifying  the  Commissioners,  is  of  course  not  determinative  of  the  question  of 
their  legal  authority  for  such  use. 

The  Commissioners  believe  that  the  privilege  of  usin^  the  penalty 
envelope  should  be  given  to  the  government  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia by  Congress,  acting  within  its  undoubted  powers,  and  therefore 
recommend  the  necessary  legislation. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS. 

The  Commissioners  believe  that  there  should  be  more  park  reserva- 
tions, and  also  that  playgrounds  should  be  provided  in  connection  with . 
the  public  schools  and  elsewhere,  so  that  there  may  be  ample  facilities 
of  tnis  character.  It  would  be  wise  economy  to  purchase  now  the 
-land  necessary,  and  which  will  inevitably  rise  in  value,  so  that  it  will 
cost  much  more  in  the  future.  The  Commissionei*8  might  well  be 
authorized  by  Congress  to  prepare  a  general  plan  for  increasing  the 
public  grounds  in  tne  District  of  Columbia  in  accordance  with  the  rec- 
ommendations which  they  have  repeatedly  made  to  Congress. 

CORPORATION  COUNSEL. 

The  work  of  the  office  of  the  corporation  counsel  has  been  greatly 
increased  by  the  organization  of  new  branches  of  the  District  gov- 
ernment, such  as  the  insurance  department  and  the  board  of  personal 
tax  appraisers,  while  questions  requiring  legal  decision  are  daily 
becoming  more  numerous.  Scores  or  suits,  involving  matters  of  great 
concern,  have  been  contested  in  the  courts,  and  the  fact  that  the  Dis- 
trict has  been  sustained  in  nearly  every  case  is  the  best  evidence  of  the 
efficiency  and  industry  of  the  corporation  counsel  and  his  assistants. 
His  suggestions  regarding  new  legislation  should  receive  Congressional 
approval.  The  Commissioners  should  be  authorized  to  make  suitable 
regulations  for  the  inspection  of  lumber  and  flour,  and  they  should  be 
authorized  to  remit  nnes  and  grant  pardons  for  oflfenses  against  all 
municipal  laws  and  ordinances.  This  authority  is  now  restricted  to 
offenses  against  the  ordinances  of  the  late  corporation  and  acts  of  the 
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late  le^lative  assembly  and  the  police  and  building  regulationn.  As 
a  condequence,  frequent  applications  are  required  to  be  made  to  the 
President  to  remit  fines  and  grant  pardons  for  violations  of  acts  of 
Congress  relating  to  purely'  municipal  matters. 

Tne  law  relating  to  the  opening  and  closing  of  alleys  and  minor 
streets  should  be  amended.  The  existing  law  has  been  found  to  be 
quite  inadequate,  and  in  some  respects  defective.  With  slight  changes^ 
which  have  been  indic*ated  by  the  Commissioners  in  their  communica- 
tion urging  its  passage,  the  enactment  of  Senate  bill  No.  5715  (56th 
Con^.,  1st  sess.)  will  accomplish  the  desired  result  by  providing  a  pro- 
ceeding in  court  instead  of  before  a  marshaFs  jury,  and  by  authorizing 
assessments  for  benefits  upon  any  and  all  property  actually  benefitecl, 
instead  (as  provided  in  existing  law)  of  unjustly  confining  the  assess- 
ments to  the  square  in  which  the  alley  is  proposed  to  be  opened. 

The  termination  of  the  Potomac  Kiver  nate  litigation  (IT.  S.  v, 
Morris  et  al.)  has  enabled  the  Commissioners  to  obtain  the  possession 
and  control  of  the  entire  wharf  property  on  the  southwestern  front  of 
the  Potomac  River  (except  the  water  front  of  the  Arsenal  grounds  and 
the  flushing  reservoir),  and  thev  have  been  thus  enabled  to  lease  the 
same,  as  was  contemplated  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 
1899,  relative  to  the  control  of  wharf  property.  The  act  of  Congi*es8 
of  August  5,  1886,  under  which  the  case  or  the  United  States  v.  Morris 
et  al.  was  instituted,  did  not  embrace  the  water  front  of  the  Eastern 
Branch  of  the  Potomac  or  Anacostia  River.  While  the  condition  of 
the  Eastern  Branch  water  front  is  not  identical,  it  involves  many 
similar  questions  of  adverse  conflicting  private  claims  of  right  and 
title  to  the  wharf  property,  which  can  only  be  determined  by  some 
such  proceeding  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  United  States. 

Congress,  by  act  of  July  1, 1902,  appropriated  for  a  survev  and  out- 
line map  of  the  land  owned  by  the  United  States  within  the  flats  of 
the  Anacostia  River,  and  directed  the  Attorney-General  to  examine 
and  report  upon  the  nature  of  the  title  to  such  land;  and  the  (Commis- 
sioners express  the  hope  that  this  indicates  a  purpose  to  proceed  at 
an  early  day  with  the  determination  of  the  many  important  questions 
involved  in  the  long-continued  private  occupation  of  wharves  and 
wharfing  property  apparently  belonging  to  the  public.  In  the  interest 
of  all  parties  concerned,  the  Commissioners  urge  that  the  titles  and 
rights  of  occupants  of  the  Anacostia  River  water  front,  and  the  title 
and  rights  of  the  public  concerned,  should  be  authoritatively  settled 
at  the  earliest  pi'acticable  day. 

James  Creek  Canal,  emptying  into  the  Eastern  Branch  of  the  Poto- 
mac River  immediately  south  of  the  Capitol  grounds,  has  been  fre- 
quently called  to  the  attention  of  (Congress  with  a  view  of  obtaining 
legislation  to  remedy  the  existing  conditions.  This  canal,  which  is  an 
open  tide-water  sewer,  has  been  continuously,  for  many  years,  a  menace 
to  the  public  health,  as  well  as  a  source  of  danger  to  life.  Almost 
annually  there  have  been  cases  of  death  by  accidental  drowning  on 
account  of  its  want  of  protection;  two  actions  for  damages  against  the 
District  because  of  such  drownings  are  now  pending.  The  public 
space  bordering  the  canal,  being  parts  of  the  aajoining  and  intersect- 
ing streets  and  avenues,  were  occupied  for  business  purposes  by  per- 
sons who,  in  some  cases,  refused  to  pay  any  rent  or  to  recognize  any 
municipal  control.  By  its  act  of  July  1,  1902,  Congress  appropriateil 
tS^OOO  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  build  a  fence  along  the  banks^ 
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and  authorized  them  to  lease  for  commercial  purposes  the  public  space 
bordering  on  the  canal  for  periods  not  exceeding  one  year.  Acting 
under  this  authority  the  Commissioners  have  leased  all  of  said  space. 
This  long-dela^'^ed  legislation  respecting  the  James  Creek  Canal 
appears  to  have  been  effective. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  making  effective  the 
provisions  of  the  law  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquoi's  to 
minors.  The  act  should  either  be  amended,  or  a  separate  and  specific 
law  on  the  subject  should  be  speedily  enacted  by  Congress  in  order  to 
remedy  serious  defects. 

INCORPORATIONS  UNDER  THE   CODE. 

*  A  large  number  of  incorporations  have  been  made  under  the  code 
of  law  of  the  District  of  Columbia  since  this  became  possible  on  the 
1st  of  July,  1902,  of  enterprises  promoted  by  persons  outside  of  the 
District  of  Columbia.  They  have  availed  themselves  of  the  broad  and 
general  terms  of  the  code  and  of  the  fact  that  it  imposes  no  tax  or  fee 
for  such  incorporation,  except  the  very  small  charge  for  recording  the 
papers  by  the  recorder  of  deeds,  to  incorporate  concerns  for  all  kinds 
of  purposes  and  in  the  aggregate  with  a  nominal  capital  of  over  a 
billion  dollars.  From  the  1st  of  January  until  the  1st  of  December, 
1903,  the  number  of  incorporations  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  recorder 
of  deeds  was  816  and  the  aggregate  capital  authorized  by  the  incorpo- 
rations made  up  to  the  1st  of  October  was  $1,100,000,000.  If  such 
taxes  or  fees  as  arc  imposed  in  States  where  such  incorporations  can 
be  made  had  been  authorized  by  the  code,  a  large  revenue  would  have 
been  derived  by  the  District  from  these  incorporations.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  Congress  consider  an  amendment  to  the  code  which  will 
meet  the  necessities  of  this  caae. 

AUTOMOBILE   REGULATIONS. 

Regulations  governing  the  operation  of  automobiles  were  adopted 
by  the  Commissioners  on  May  7,  1903,  and  became  effective  on  August 
29.  This  action  was  in  harmony  with  the  course  pursued  by  nearly 
every  other  municipality  in  the  United  States,  and  was  rendered 
necessary  by  the  numerous  accidents  due  to  the  use  of  automobiles 
and  the  impossibility  of  identifying  machines  whose  operators  violated 
the  regulations  respecting  speed.  The  regulations  were  framed  with 
a  twofold  object,  namely,  the  identification  of  each  automobile  by  a 
number  and  the  examination  and  licensing  of  each  automobile  operator, 
so  as  to  assure  the  public  that  each  machine  is  under  the  control  of  a 
competent  person.  A  number  of  automobilists  contested  the  regula- 
tions on  the  ground  that  they  were  unjust  and  unreasonable;  but  the 
matter  being  taken  into  the  courts,  the  regulations  were  sustained  in 
every  detail.  There  are  now  but  few  instances  of  noncompliance  with 
the  regulations,  and  the  wisdom  of  their  enactment  has  been  fully 
demonstrated. 

STREET  CLEANING. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1903,  523,077,805  square  yards  of  paved  streets 
and  avenues  were  cleaned  by  hand  under  the  direc^t  supervision  of  the 
Commissioners  at  a  total  cost  of  $91,180.78,  as  against  575,992,920 
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square  yards  at  a  cost  of  $79,704.46  for  the  previous  year.  The 
decrease  of  52,915,115  square  yards  was  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
necessary  to  suspend  work  for  thirty  days  during  the  .last  six  months 
of  the  fiscal  year,  and  also  in  March,  1903,  to  dispense  with  the  services 
of  10  of  the  hand  laborers  in  order  to  avoid  a  deficiency.  There  was 
an  increase  of  $11,476.32  in  the  cost,  owing  to  the  increase  in  the 
laborers'  wages  from  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  diem,  which  went  into  effect 
on  July  1,  1902.  The  cost  per  thousand  square  yards  for  the  past 
year  was  17.4  cents,  as  against  15.4  cents  in  1902.  This  increase  of  2 
cents  per  thousand  square  yards  was  due  to  the  increase  in  the  laborers' 
pav,  as  noted  above. 

t'or  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  there  were  cleaned  by 
machine  232,386, 1'28  square  yards  of  paved  streets  and  avenues,  at  a 
total  cost  of  $41,829.62.  This  was  an  increase  of  24,857,540  square 
yards  in  the  area  cleaned  over  the  previous  year,  although  work  was 
performed  on  a  less  number  of  days,  for  the  reason  that  it  became  nec- 
essary to  suspend  operations  for  thirty  days  during  the  last  half  of 
the  fiscal  year  in  order  not  to  create  a  deficiency.  The  area  cleaned 
dail}'  during  the  past  year  was  1,020,000  square  yards,  as  against 
9(K),<KX)  square  yards  in  1902.  This  increase  in  area  was  due  in  part  to 
the  8  per  cent  increase  in  newly  paved  streets  and  avenues,  and  also  to 
the  addition  to  the  schedules  of  the  100,000  square  yards  which  had 
been  cleaned  bv  the  10  hand  laborers  whose  services  were  dispensed 
with  in  March  last.  During  the  fiscal  year  1904  it  is  calculatcJd  that 
the  area  cleaned  by  machine  will  reach  1,200,000  square  yards  daily, 
due  to  the  addition  of  newly  paved  streets  and  avenues.  The  total  cost 
of  this  work  for  the  past  year  was  $41,829.62,  as  against  $37,355.08. 
The  increase  of  $4,474.54  was  due  solely  to  the  increased  area  cleaned, 
as  the  contract  rate  was  18  cents  per  thousand  square  yards  for  both 
years.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  necessity  of  suspending  work  for 
thirty  days  during  the  last  half  of  the  year^  the  area  cleaned  and  the 
cost  would  have  been  correspondingly  greater. 

On  June  30th  last  the  tnree-j'ear  contract  for  machine  cleaning 
expired.  In  the  early  part  of  that  month  specifications  for  a  new  con- 
tract were  prepared  and  bids  advertised  lor.  These  specifications 
provided  for  cleaning  the  paved  streets  and  avenues  by  machine  sweep- 
ing or  flushing,  the  area  by  the  latter  method  to  approximate  25,000,000 
square  yards  per  annum.  Three  bids  were  received,  the  lowest  being 
l^i  cents  per  1,000  square  yards  for  l)oth  sweeping  and  flushing 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  beginning  July  1,  1903,  and  this  was 
accepted.  During  the  summer  months  the  principal  business  streets 
were  flushed  on  alternate  nights,  and  it  was  round  that  this  method  of 
cleaning  thoroughly  washed  into  the  gutters,  and  thence  into  the 
sewers,  the  fine  dust  and  other  material  that  could  not  be  removed  by 
the  machine  or  hand  brooms. 

BILLBOARDS. 

The  Commissioners  have  exercised  much  care  in  the  administration 
of  the  law  respecting  billboards,  and  have  required  absolute  com- 
pliance with  the  provision  which  requires  the  consent  of  a  maiority  of 
the  residents  on  the  side  of  the  square  upon  which  the  billooard  is 
placed  and  on  the  confronting  side  of  the  opposite  square.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  billboards  which  now  inclose  nearly  every  vacant  lot,  there 
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is  a  disposition  to  place  huge,  and  in  many  cases,  disfiguring  signs 
upon  the  walls  of  stores  and  residences.  There  is  no  law  at  present 
which  limits  this  form  of  publicity,  and  the  matter  is  submitted  witli 
the  remark  that  there  is  considemble  public  opposition  to  the  increase 
of  unsightly  advertisements. 

ELECTRICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

The  special  features  of  the  good  work  done  by  this  department  in 
the  past  year  have  been  the  improvement  in  public  lighting,  the  large 
increase  m  the  number  of  public  and  private  telephone  wires  taken  off 
the  streets  and  placed  under  ground,  and  the  closer  inspection  of  elec- 
trical wiring.  Legislation  is  needed  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to 
deal  more  thoroughly  with  the  matter  of  electrical  wiring  and  other 
work,  so  as  to  diminish  the  dangers  to  the  public,  although  much  has 
been  accomplished  under  the  present  insufficient  law. 

The  total  number  of  lamps  of  all  kinds  has  been  increased  during 
the  fiscal  year  by  627. 

Under  authority  of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved-  June  20,  1902, 
the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company  has  laid  23.4  miles 
of  conduit,  removed  57  poles  and  633.89  miles  of  wire,  and  erected  460 
poles  and  736.5  miles  of  wire.  With  few  exceptions,  the  poles  erected 
within  the  prescribed  area  have  been  placed  in  alleys.  While  there 
has  been  a  net  increase  throughout  the  District  in  the  amount  of  over- 
head construction  the  conditions  have  been  greatly  improved,  especially 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  and  several  heavy  street  lines  of  poles 
removed. 

The  cables  of  the  fire-alarm  and  police  telephone  service  were 
extended  by  the  addition  of  9.04  miles  of  cable,  laid  principally  in  the 
ducts  of  tlie  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company.  Seven 
fire-alarm  boxes,  7  patrol  boxes,  and  five  buildings  were  connected  to 
these  cables. 

Thirty -two  tire-alarm  boxes  were  added,  of  which  8  were  purchased 
and  installed  for  private  parties  without  cost  to  the  District. 

Ten  police-patrol  boxes  were  added  in  the  various  precincts. 

It  is  again  earnestly  requested  that  the  per  diem  employees  of  tnis 
department  be  placed  upon  the  annual  roll. 

INSPECTOR   OF  GAS  AND  METERS. 

Dr.  S.  Calvert  Ford,  who  had  been  inspector  of  gas  and  meters  since 
the  office  was  created  by  act  of  Congress  in  1874,  and  who  had  ren- 
dered faithful  and  zealous  service,  was  obliged  to  retire  on  account  of 
failing  health,  and,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  appointed  E.  G.  Runyan  to  the 
office,  the  duties  of  which  he  assumed  January  2,  1903.  Congre^,  in 
the  act  of  March  3,  1903,  making  provision  for  the  expenses  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  provided  that  hereafter  the  appointments  to  this 
office  should  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  service  in  this  office  has  been  efficiently  rendered. 

POLICE. 

The  police  organization  has  maintained  its  high  standard  during  the 
past  year,  the  superintendent  affecting  changes  which  tended  to  mate- 
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rial  improvement.  There  have  been  few  crimes  of  great  magnitude 
or  depredations  by  professional  criminals.  The  force  has  been  free 
from  scandal  and,  considering  its  limited  numerical  strength,  has  accom- 
plished excellent  service. 

The  District  appropriation  })ill  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress 
provided  for  40  additional  privates,  but  also  provided  that  their  pay 
should  be  only  $720  p>er  annum.  Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  labor 
in  the  District  this  ^ary  does  not  offer  any  inducement  to  meniber- 
ship  in  the  police  force,  wages  of  more  than  $15  a  week  being  easily 
obteinable,  without  night  dutv  and  without  the  expense  of  procuring 
uniforms.  Consequently,  it  Bas  been  found  impossible  to  secure  the 
full  complement  of  men.  As  the  increased  force  is  absol u tely  demanded 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  rapidly  developing  city  and  suburbs, 
the  Commissioners  urge  that  the  salary  of  $720  be  increased  to  $900. 
The  positions  of  captains  and  lieutenants  should  also  be  made  more 
remunerative.  The  salaries  in  the  District  are  much  lower  than  those 
paid  in  other  large  cities  for  like  duties. 

In  notine  the  Fact  that  the  new  building  provided  for  the  fifth  pre- 
cinct is  under  construction  and  will  be  completed  in  the  early  part  of 
the  ensuing  year,  the  Commissioners  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  other  new  station  houses  are  needed.  This  is  especiall}^  the  case 
in  the  first  precinct,  in  the  heart  of  the  city.  The  present  station 
house,  an  old,  inadequate,  and  unhealthy  structure,  shouldbe  replaced 
by  a  central  police  station,  completely  equipped,  modern  in  every 
respect,  and  a  credit  to  the  national  capital.  The  Commissionei*s  have 
not,  however,  estimated  for  this  building,  owing  to  the  enormous 
demands  now  being  made  upon  the  District  finances.  They  regard  as 
much  moi'e  impoi-tant  the  construction  of  a  new  police-court  building, 
the  necessity  for  which  is  so  well  known  as  to  remove  all  occasion  for 
argument.  There  is  a  revival  of  the  suggestion  for  the  establishment 
of  a  magistrate  system  for  the  trial  of  petty  offenders,  and  it  is  urged 
by  the  major  ana  superintendent  of  police  that  much  time  and  money 
can  be  saved  by  its  adoption.  The  question  is  under  consideration 
and  may  occi»sion  further  report  to  Congress.  In  the  meantime  the 
practice  of  segregating  the  trials  of  juveniles  is  being  successfully 
tried. 

In  this  connection  Congress  is  urged  to  appropriate  the  full  amount 
asked  for  the  maintenance  of  the  House  of  Detention.  The  superin- 
tendent of  police  believes  that  the  police  administration  would  be 
greativ  benefited  by  laws  to  punish  fugitives  from  justice,  to  regulate 
the  safe  of  opium  and  cocaine,  to  increase  the  penalty  for  second  offense 
of  larceny,  to  place  probation  officers  under  the  supervision  of  the 
superintendent  of  police,  to  consolidate  the  river  patrol  with  the  police 
department,  and  to  erect  an  asylum  for  inebriates. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  held  its  annual  gathering  in  Wash- 
in^on  during  the  year,  and  the  usual  crowd  in  attendance  was  handled 
with  such  skill  and  care  as  to  secure  to  the  visitors  every  freedom 
from  embarrassment. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  new  Washington  Public  Library  was  formally  opened  on  the 
7th  of  January,  1903,  the  occasion  bemg  one  of  unusual  importance 
and  interest.  The  president  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  who  is 
prescient  of  the  library  building  commission,  presided,  and  formally 
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delivered  the  building  to  Mr.  Theodore  W.  Noyes,  the  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  who  made  an  appropriate  address.  President 
Roosevelt  then  delivered  a  speech,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  Andrew 
Carnegie,  who  came  to  Washington  for  the  pilrp)ose  of  being  present 
upon  the  interesting  occasion.  Mr.  Carnegie  increased  his  previous 
muniiieent  donation  by  the  sum  of  $i^5,000,  which  sum  has  been  used 
for  furnishing  and  decorating  the  interior  of  the  new  building.  It  is 
also  proposed  to  establish  branch  libraries  in  various  sections  of  the 
District,  these  subordinate  libraries  to  be  erected  from  a  further  dona- 
tion which  Mr.  Carnegie  has  offered.  The  new  building  will  shelve 
283,270  volumes.  The  popularity  of  the  institution  is  already  fully 
demonstrated,  the  average  withdrawal  of  books  being  1,000  per  day. 
Inasmuch  as  the  libiary  is  being  admirably  managed  by  a  board  of 
trustees  composed  of  public-spirited  gentlemen  whose  services  are 
freely  rendered,  it  is  hoped  that  (/ongress  will  approve  the  estimates 
of  expenses  which  have  l>een  submitted. 

BATHING   BEACH. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  transferring  the  bathing  beach  to  the 
inner  basin  on  the  Potomac  Flats  was  completed,  and  two  floating 
baths  constructed  and  located  in  the  tidal  reservoir  and  placed  in  use 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  recent  bathing  season.  Both  of  the 
floating  baths  were  located  on  the  northern  l>order  of  the  reservoir 
contiguous  to  the  inner  basin,  and  the  service  rendered  by  them  was 
entirely  satisfactory. 

The  total  attendance  during  the  season  was  33,496  registered  patrons 
and  a  patronage  during  the  hours  when  the  oflice  was  closed  of  one- 
third  of  that  number.  The  diminution  in  attendance  was  due  to  the 
unusual  coolness  of  the  summer,  which  made  the  water  too  cold  for 
comfoitable  general  outdoor  bathing. 

HEALTH    DEPARTMENT. 

Heretofore  the  vital  statistics  of  the  health  department  have  been 
compiled  with  reference  to  flscal  years,  and  as  corresponding  statistics 
for  other  communities  have  been,  with  but  few  exceptions,  compiled 
on  the  basis  of  calendar  years,  accurate  comparison  has  been  impos- 
sible. During  the  past  fiscal  3'ear,  however,  steps  have  been  taken  to 
secure  the  compilation  of  all  vital  statistics  for  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia on  the  basis  of  calendar  vears,  so  as  to  obviate  this  difliculty.  This 
will,  moreover,  have  the  additional  advantage  of  permitting  the  publi- 
cation of  the  annual  report  of  the  department  at  an  earlier  date  than 
has  heretofore  ])een  possible. 

During  the  calendar  year  1902  there  ot^curred  in  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia 5,788  deaths,  representing  a  death  rate  of  19.99  per  thousand. 
This  is  the  lowest  death  rate  recorded  during  the  past  ten  years,  with 
the  exception  of  that  for  18i»7,  which  was  19.79.  The  annual  average 
during  tne  ten-year  period  was  21.22.  Of  the  decedents  whose  deaths 
occurred  in  1902,  3,192  were  white  and  2,590  were  colored,  represent- 
ing death  rates  of  15.92  and  29.13,  respectively.  During  the  past 
decade  the  avemge  death  mte  for  white  people  was  17.29.  Only  once 
during  that  period,  except  in  1902,  did  it  fall  ])elow  17  -in  1897,  when 
it  was  15.88.     The  death  rate  for  the  colored  race  for  1902  is  slightly 
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below  the  average  for  the  decade,  whicli  wa^^  29.73,  but  does  not  com- 
pare favorably  with  the  death  ratios  for  1895,  1897,  and  1898. 

The  mortality  of  infants  during  the  first  year  of  life  was  high,  as  is 
universalh^  the  case.  The  mortaiitv  of  colored  infants  was,  however, 
excessive,  repre.senting  probably  the  death  of  between  4(K)  and  450 
out  of  every  1,(KM)  colored  children  born,  before  they  completed  their 
first  year.  This  mortality  is  one  of  the  potent  factoi-s  in  causing  the 
high  colored  death  lute  genemlly.  It  is,  nowever,  gratifying  that  the 
death  rate  of  infants  shows  evidence  of  decrease  from  year  to  year. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  stands  first  among  the  diseases  which  con- 
tributed to  mortality  in  the  District  during  1902,  and  among  the  other 
diseases  which  are  prev^entable  in  that  they  are  communicable,  pneu- 
monia, t^'phoid  fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  malarial  fever, 
chDdbed  fever,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  and  smallpox  i*ank  next  in 
the  order  named,  as  a  cause  of  death.  Among  diseases  not  ordinarily 
classed  as  preventable,  which  includes,  it  may  l)e  said,  some  diseases 
preventable  largely  through  personal  hygiene  and  others  relative  to 
the  prevention  of  which  but  little  is  known,  the  following  occupy  the 
chief  places,  in  the  order  named:  Valvular  heart  disease,  diarrheal 
disea^ses,  Bright's  disease,  apoplexy,  premature  birth  and  congenital 
debility,  malignant  growths,  bronchitis,  malnutrition  of  infants, 
inflammation  of  the  stomach  and  acute  indigestion,  broncho-pneumonia, 
congeiition  of  lungs,  cerebral  meningitis,  and  convulsions  of  children. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  present  general  crusade  against  tuberculosis 
may  i-esult  in  a  decreased  mortality  from  that  disease,  and  it  may  be 
contidenth'  expected  that  the  excessive  mortality  from  typhoid  fever 
will  be  checked  with  the  completion  of  the  filters  now  in  course  of  con- 
struction. Malarial  fevers  will  become  less  frequent  with  the  drainage 
of  the  marshes  which  occupy  so  large  a  part  of  certain  portions  of  the 
District. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  diarrheal  diseases  among  children 
under  1  year  of  age  has  been  diminishing  since  1896,  and  during  the 
past  three  3  ears  the  death  rate  from  such  causes  among  children  less 
than  2  years  old  has  been  falling  continuously  despite  an  increase  in 
the  death  rate  from  corresponding  diseases  of  adults.  The  prevention, 
however,  of  noncommunicable  diseases  will  probably  be  a<x'omplished 
best  through  the  education  of  the  public  with  reference  to  their  causa- 
tion, and  it  is  hoped  that  through  the  coopemtion  of  the  various  public 
agencies  engaged  in  sanitary  and  educational  work  something  may  be 
accomplished  toward  this  end. 

While  during  the  calendar  year  1902  typhoid  fever  prevailed  to  an 
unusual  degree,  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  w^ere  nuich  less 
numerous  tlian  is  ordinarily  the  case.  Smallpox  during  recent  years 
has  played  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  District  only  through  the  time 
and  money  which  has  been  required  in  order  to  prevent  it  gaining  a 
foothold.     Efforts  to  this  end  have  thus  far  been  successful. 

The  foregoing  statistics  have  reference  to  the  calendar  year  1902. 
In  order  that  information  relative  to  the  mortality  statistics  of  the  Dis- 
trict to  as  late  a  date  as  possible  may  be  available  the  following  state- 
ment is  submitted  with  reference  to  returns  of  deaths  and  of  contagious 
diseases  filed  during  the  first  six  months  of  1908.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  reported  during  that  period  was  3,104,  an  increase  of  66  over 
the  number  reported  during  tne  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 
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Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  increased  from  357  to  419. 
Deaths  from  diarrheal  diseases  an)ong  persons  over  2  years  of  age 
increased  from  18  to  50,  although  deaths  from  corresponding  causes 
among  persons  less  than  2  years  old  decreased  from  93  to  64.  There 
was  no  material  change  in  the  number  of  fatal  cases  of  pneumonia,  378 
having  been  reported  during  the  tii'st  six  months  of  1902  and  366  dur- 
ing the  first  six  months  of  1903.  Gmtifying  decreases  are  noted  with 
reference  to  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  and  scarlet 
fever.  No  comparison  can  be  dmwn  ]>etween  the  number  of  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  reported  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  two  years 
just  mentioned  because  the  law  requiring  cases  of  typhoid  fever  to  be 
reported  was  not  enacted  until  February  4,  1902. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  reported  during  the  first 
half  of  1902  was,  however,  70,  while  the  number  of  deaths  reported 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1903  was  but  37.  During  the  first 
six  months  of  1902,  211  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported,. with  33 
deaths;  the  number  reported  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1903 
was  but  73  and  the  number  of  deaths  but  9.  As  between  the  two 
years  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  fell  from  142  to  53,  and  the 
number  of  deaths  from  6  to  1.  Deaths  from  suicide  have  been  much 
more  common  during  1903  than  during  1902.  During  the  first  half  of 
the  current  year  30  ueaths  from  this  cause  were  reported,  while  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding  year  but  16  occurred 

It  is  hoped  that  much  good  will  be  accomplished  during  the  current 
year  as  a  result  of  the  provision  which  has  been  made  for  the  medical 
inspection  of  public  schools.  Legislation  is  earnestly  desired,  for  the 
restriction  of  what  are  known  as  minor  contagious  diseases,  outside  of 
the  public  schools.  Under  existing  conditions  these  cases  are  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  health  department  only  as  deaths  occur,  and 
there  is  no  statute  in  force  which  restricts  in  any  way  the  movements 
of  patients  suflfering  from  such  maladies.  When  it  is  noted  that  dur- 
ing 1902  more  deaths  occurred  from  a  single  one  of  these  so-called  minor 
contagious  diseases — whooping  cough — than  from  smallpox,  diphthe- 
ria, and  scarlet  fever  put  together,  the  desirability  of  legislation  is 
apparent.  It  will  not  be  necessary  in  such  cases  to  placard  premises, 
or  to  quarantine  patients  as  is  done  in  the  case  of  other  diseases,  but 
no  one  should  be  permitted  knowingly  to  do  any  unnecessary  act  liable 
to  cause  the  spread  of  such  diseases. 

INSPECTION   OF   POOD. 

The  inspection  of  foods  and  drugs  during  the  past  year  has  been 
performed  in  a  much  more  satisfactory  manner  than  heretofore;  not 
only  has  work  been  done  on  a  more  extensive  scale,  but  it  has  been  done 
on  a  more  systematic  basis.  Legislation  is  needed,  however,  to  regu- 
late the  sale  of  ice  and  possibly  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spring  waters. 
Both  of  these  now  form  important  articles  of  commerce  and  are  liable 
to  be  the  media  through  which  communicable  diseases,  notably  typhoid 
fever,  are  spread.  legislation  is  needed,  too,  to  replace  the  unsatis- 
factory pharmacy  and  poison  laws  now  in  force.  During  1902,  12 
suicides  occurred  through  the  use  of  poisons,  and  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  current  year  13  suicides  were  due  to  the  same  cause. 

The  importance,  however,  of  legislation  to  restrict  the  sale  of  poisons 
does  not  rest  wholly  upon  the  desirability  of  limiting  suicide  so  far  a^

may  l)e  possible.  Observations  elsewhere  have  shown  an  apparent 
increase  m  the  number  of  persons  addicted  to  drug  habits,  and  there 
is  no  reason  to  believe  that  conditions  in  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
different.  Every  possible  safeguard,  therefore,  should  be  thrown 
around  the  sale  of  poisons,  so  as  to  prevent  the  formation  of  such 
habits,  and  their  willful  sale  without  a  physician's  prescription  to  per- 
sons known  to  be  so  addicted,  or  the  unnecessary  prescribing  of  such 
remedies  to  persons  of  this  character,  should  be  absolutely  forbidden. 

SMOKB  LAW. 

In  view  of  the  unusual  conditions  which  prevailed  in  the  fuel  mar- 
ket during  the  past  year,  and  which  rendered  it  impossible  temporarily 
for  owners  and  operators  of  power  and  heating  plants  to  exercise  choice 
in  the  selection  of  their  fuel,  the  enforcement  of  the  smoke  law  was 
practically  suspended  for  a  time.  Efforts  were  made  merely  to  mini- 
mize the  amount  of  smoke,  without  undertaking  to  require  a  strict 
compliance  with  law.  During  those  portions  of  the  year  when  the 
fuel  market  was  in  a  normal  condition,  however,  efforts  were  made  to 
secure  compliance  with  the  statute.  In  44  cases  it  was  necessary  to 
institute  prosecution  in  the  police  court  in  order  to  accomplish  this 
end.  Twenty-five  of  these  cases  were  disposed  of  before  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year,  fines  having  been  imposed  or  collateral  forfeited  in  23 
instances  and  2  cases  having  been  nolle  prossed.  The  cases  referred 
to  in  the  previous  rejwrt  as  then  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  have  not  yet  been  settled. 

REMOVAL  OP  ^"EEDS. 

In  the  absence  of  any  specific  appropriation  for  the  removal  of  weeds 
it  has  been  impossible  to  accomplish  anvthing  under  the  law  enacted 
for  that  purpose.  The  amendment  of  this  law  so  as  to  increase  the 
permissible  height  of  weeds  from  4  inches  to  18  inches  is  recommended. 
Such  an  amenoinent  would  serve  to  diminish  the  cost  of  the  general 
enforcement  of  the  law  and  to  make  it  less  onerous  to  citizens. 

POUND  SERVICE. 

Attention  is  again  invited  to  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  pound, 
and  previous  recommendations  for  an  appropriation  for  a  new  estab- 
lishment of  this  character  are  renewed. 

ABATEMENT  OF  NUIBANCBB. 

The  CoHMnissioners  are  seriously  embarrassed  in  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  on  the  property  of  nonresidents  and  on  property  belonging 
to  persons  who  can  not  be  found.  Resident  owners  can  in  most  cases 
be  reached  through  criminal  process.  Nonresident  owners  are  theoret- 
icallv  amenable  to  the  same  laws,  but  practically  they  are  beyond  their 
reacn.  It  is  earnestly'  desired  that  legislation  be  enacted  which  will 
permit  the  Commissioners  to  abate  nuisances  on  property  belonging  to 
nonresidents  and  to  persons  whose  whereabouts  are  unKnowu,  and  to 
assess  the  cost  of  sucn  abatement  against  such  property — the  right  to 
abate  and  assess  to  accrue  only  after  such  notice  has  been  given  by  the 
Commissionei'S  as   the  circumstances  of  the  case  permit  and  after 
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failure  on  the  part  of  tlie  responsible  person  to  comply  with  such 
notice.  Legislation  of  this  character  might  well  be  extended  so  a^^  to 
permit  the  Commissioners  to  exercise  a  similar  right  with  reference 
to  the  property  of  residents  whenever  it  was  found  impi*acticable  to 
secure  abatement  through  criminal  process,  as  occasionally  occurs 
when  the  owner  of  property  is  too  old  or  too  infirm  to  be  taken  into 
court  or  when  the  title  to  the  property  is  in  litigation. 

CONDEMNATION    OF    INSANITARY    IH'ILDINGH. 

The  Commissioners  desire  to  call  attention  again  to  the  necessity  of 
legislation  providing  for  the  condemnation  of  buildings  untit  for  human 
habitation.  That  there  are  buildings  of  this  character  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  now  occupied  is  l)eyona  (juestion,  and  the  need  of  legisla- 
tion seems,  moreover,  to  l>e  generally  admitted.  Great  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  fmming  such  legislation  as  would  be  acceptable 
and  constitutional.  This  question  is,  of  course,  very  closely  connected 
with  the  matter  of  legislation  also  desired  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  on  the  property  of  nonresidents,  as  certain  of  these  houses 
are  owned  by  persons  in  that  class. 

PUBLIC    BATHS. 

Attention  is  again  invited  to  (he  necessity  for  the  establishment  of 
public  baths.  A  considerable  number  of  the  population  are  now  with- 
out facilities  necessary  to  enable  them  to  maintain  personal  cleanliness 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  While  an  effort  has  been  made 
to  remedy  tnis  condition  by  requiring  all  new  brick  houses  to  be  pro- 
vided with  bathrooms,  this  requirement  does  not  fill  the  need  in  so  far 
as  relates  to  houses  already  built.  This  method  of  providing  bathing 
accommodations  effects,  moreover,  a  material  increase  in  the  cost  of 
small  dwellings  and,  therefore,  in  the  rent  of  such  dwellings,  and 
practically  the  liardship  falls  upon  the  poor.  It  is  believed  tSat  due 
provision  should  be  made  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  bath 
houses  at  the  public  expense. 

The  Commissioners,  after  a  public  hearing  on  the  subject,  adopted 
on  April  2,  1903,  a  regulation  prohibiting  expectoration  on  sidewalks 
and  in  municipal  buildings,  as  well  as  street  cars,  which  was  generally 
approved  as  necessary  to  the  public  health  aiuf  to  the  good  appearance 
of  the  public  places  affected.  It  was  generally  respected  ana  enforced 
by  ])ublic  opinion,  so  that,  after  due  notice  tx)  the  public  and  to  indi- 
viduals, it  went  into  successful  operation  without  an  arrest. 

FIRK    DKPAKTMENT. 

This  depai'tment  maintains  its  record  for  efficiency  and  usefulness. 
Upon  the  retirement  of  R.  W.  Dutton,  who  resigned  to  become  deputv 
recorder  of  deeds  of  the  District  of  ("olumbia,  Assistant  Chief  Wil- 
liam T.  Helt  was  promoted  to  chief  engineer,  to  take  effect  July  1, 
under  the  requirement  of  Congress  tliat  the  chief  engineer  should  be 
a  practical  fire  tighter.  The  Conunissioners  believe  that  the  improve- 
ment in  the  administration  of  the  fire  department  during  the  two 
years  of  Mr.  Button's  service  fully  confirmed  their  recommendation 
to  Congi'ess  that  there  should  be  a  superintendent  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment to  perform  the  supeiTisory  duties  which  Mr.  Dutton  performed 
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as  chief  engineer.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Commissioner  having  for 
the  time  being  supervision  of  the  lire  department  to  proper!}'  perform 
such  duties,  now  that  the  tire  department  has  grown  to  such  large 
proportions,  while  at  the  same  time  the  general  demands  upon  the 
time  of  the  Commissioners  have  correspondingly  increased. 

There  is  the  same  necessity  for  a  superintendent  of  the  tire  depart- 
ment as  for  a  superintendent  of*  the  police  department.  In  the  inter- 
val since  the  1st  of  July  the  chief  engineer  has  done  his  best  to  perform 
two  different  functions,  those  of  the  administrator  and  tire  fighter,  but 
the  very  fact  that  in  the  latter  capacitv  he  nmst  respond  to  all  fire 
alarms  after  the  first  and  must  be  out  oi  the  office  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  night  on  this  duty,  besides  taking  much  time  for  the  personal 
inspection  of  national.  District,  and  other  large  buildings  and  the  fire 
department  itsielf,  shows  that  it  is  impossible  for  him  or  anyone  else 
to  meet  these  two  incompatible  demands  satisfactorily.  The  Commis- 
sioner having  supervision  of  the  fire  department  has  devoted  much 
additional  time  to  it,  to  aid  in  supplying  the  lack  of  a  business  super- 
intendent, but  it  is  impracticable  to  do  this  permanently.  It  would  be 
a  gain  to  the  District  in  every  way  to  have  a  superintendent  of  the 
fire  department,  and  it  is  hoped  that  Congress  will  provide  for  it  at 
the  coming  session. 

While  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  alarms  of  fire  responded 
to  by  the  fire  department  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  this  increase 
was  confined  to  local  or  silent  alanns,  and  may  be  safely  attributed  to 
the  general  use  of  oil  as  a  fuel  during  the  coal  strike.  There  were, 
however,  but  31  more  fires,  and  the  estimated  loss  for  the  past  year, 
$157,261,  was,  with  the  exception  of  the  previous  year,  $134,504,  the 
smallest  in  thirteen  years,  the  loss  for  the  two  years  l)eing  the  smallest 
for  two  consecutive  years  since  1890.  The  property  damaged  by  fire 
during  the  past  year  was  covered  by  an  insurance  of  $2,153,872,  the 
loss  being,  tae  fire  marshal  estimates,  less  than  7  per  cent  of  the  insur- 
ance, as  was  the  case  the  year  before. 

No  new  company-  was  added  to  the  department  during  the  fiscal 
year.  The  men,  apparatus,  and  hQrses  for  the  Congress  Heights 
chemical  company  were  provided,  however.  (It  was  placed  in  commis- 
sion on  July  23,  1903.)  The  three  extra  first-class  Metropolitan  steam 
engines  provided  for  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  Julv  1,  1902,  were 
received  by  the  department  early  last  January,  and,  after  being  sub- 
jected to  a  severe  test,  were  at  once  placed  in  service,  replacing  the 
three  small  steamers  which  had  been  condemned.  The  75-foot  aerial 
truck  provided  by  the  same  act  was  received  the  latter  pai-t  of  last 
Decemoer  from  the  Seagi'ave  Company  and  at  once  placed  in  service, 
replacing  the  truck  in  Truck  Company  A,  which  latter  piece  of  appa- 
ratus was  placed  on  reserve.  The  other  piece  of  apparatus  proviaed 
bv  the  act  of  July  1,  1902,  a  double  85-gallon  chemical  engine,  was 
also  received  last  December.  This  piece  of  apparatus  was  provided 
for  the  Congress  Heights  chemical  compan}^  and  met,  as  did  the  other 
pieces  of  apparatus,  eveiy  requirement  when  officially  tested. 

The  contracts  for  the  four  pieces  of  apparatus  provided  for  by  the 
act  of  March  3,  1903,  a  65-foot  aerial  truck  and  three  combination 
chemical  engine  and  hose  wagons,  were  entered  into  a  month  or  two 
after  the  passage  of  the  act  and  they  have  been  received  and  placed  in 
service.  The  house  for  the  truck  company  in  southeast  Washington, 
it  is  expected,  will  be  completed  in  a  short  time,  and,  as  the  men  and 
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apparatus  for  the  company  have  been  provided,  it  will  be  placed  in 
commission  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  house. 

When  this  company  shall  have  been  placed  in  service  the  department 
will  consist  of  14r  steam  engine  companies,  7  truck  companies,  and  5 
chemical  companies,  26  companies  in  all.  Even  then  the  department 
will  not  be  as  large  as  it  should  be  to  meet  every  requirement,  and  the 
Commissioners  approve  the  department's  recommendation  that  there 
be  provided  at  the  earliest  practicable  day  at  least  2  additional  steam 
engine  companies  and  a  trucK  company  for  the  northwestern  se<?tion  of 
the  city,  another  steam  engme  company  in  the  southeastern  section, 
a  steam  engine  and  a  truck  company  for  the  northeastern  section,  a 
truck  company  in  the  southwestern  section,  and  a  chemical  engine  com- 
pany at  Benning,  and  other  suburban  points.  The  Commissioners  also 
approve  the  department's  suggestion  that  3  steam  engines,  a  truck  and  a 
chemical  engine  l>e  provided  for  reserve  purposes,  the  department 
being  but  poorly  provided  in  that  respect  at  the  present  time.  A  small 
aerial  truck  should  also  bo  provided  for  the  Congress  Heights  company, 
such  a  piece  of  apparatus  being  very  badly  ne^ed  in  that  section. 

The  department  points  out  that  the  appropriations  made  for  its 
maintenance  during  the  past  several  years  have  been  insufficient  to 
such  a  degree  as  to  make  deficiency  appropriations  necessary.  The 
members  of  the  department  are  poorly  compensated.  The  Conmiis- 
sionei*s  have,  as  heretofore,  approved  estimates  for  an  increase  of  com- 

Eensation  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  department,  and  it  is  earnestly 
oped  Congress  will  gi-ant  the  increase  recommended. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commissioners  directed  that  applicants 
for  appointment  in  the  tire  department  should,  as  is  required  of  appli- 
cants for  appointment  in  the  police  department,  be  required  to  attain 
a  percentage  of  70  in  a  mental  examination.  The  United  States  Civil 
Service  Commission  kindly  consenting  to  hold  these  mental  examina- 
tions, four  were  conducted,  1)2  applicants  being  examined,  of  whom 
57,  or  about  62  per  cent,  were  successful.  The  Commissioners  are 
satisfied  that  the  excellent  results  obtained  through  such  examinations 
in  the  police  department  will  appear  in  the  fire  department,  especially 
as  fighting  fire  more  and  more  every  year  requires  men  of  intelligence, 
as  well  as  strength. 

The  Commissioners  ai)prove  the  fire  department's  suggestion  that 
larger  water  mains  and  more  fire  hydrants  be  supplied,  and  they  also 
approve  the  suggestion  of  a  high-pressure  water  sj^stem  in  the  city  of 
Washington  for  fire-fighting  purposes,  believing,  with  the  department, 
that  such  a  system  would  mean  greater  economy  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  fire-tightmg  force  and  greatly  increased  security  against  fire. 

While  the  Commissioners  were  unable  to  include  in  their  estimates 
for  the  fiscal  year  1905  the  fire  department's  recommendation  of  a  fire 
boat,  they  realize  the  necessity  for  one  to  protect  the  water  front. 

The  department  invites  attention  to  the  increasing  duties  of  the  fire 
marshal,  and,  remarking  that  it  is  practically  impossible  for  that  officer 
to  give  that  attention  to  the  inspection  of  oils  and  premises  in  which 
it  is  stored  or  sold  which  shoula  be  given,  and  at  the  same  time  prop- 
erly attend  to  his  many  other  no  less  important  duties,  recommends 
that  an  inspector  of  oils  be  provided,  and  that  such  officer  be  empow- 
ered and  airec*ted  to  collect  a  fee  for  every  inspection  made  by  nim. 
It  is  true,  as  stated  by  the  department,  that  such  an  officer  is  provided 
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in  many  other  places,  and  no  doubt  the  imposition  of  sueh  fees  here 
would,  as  the  department  believes,  not  only  provide  for  the  compen- 
sation of  the  inspector  and  his  expenses,  but  also  add  materially  to  the 
revenues  of  the  District. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  poor  condition  of  several  of  the  houses 
occupied  by  the  companies  of  the  fire  department,  and  while  the  Com- 
missioners were  unable  to  include  in  their  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  an  item  for  replacing  these  houses  bv  the  modern  structures 
recommended  by  the  department,  yet  they  lully  agree  that  such  im- 
provements should  be  made. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  member  of  the  fire  department  died 
during  the  past  year  and  that  not  one  was  permanentlv  injured,  while 
the  health  of  the  men  showed  quite  an  improvement.  Three  members 
of  the  department  were  placed  during  the  past  year  on  the  retired 
list,  having  been  found  by  the  surgeons  unfit  for  further  active  duty. 
In  this  connection  attention  is  c*alled  by  the  department  to  the  fact  that 
but  one  oflBcer  of  it,  the  chief  engineer,  is  entitled  to  Ikj  retired,  under 
the  law,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioners,  at  a  monthly  allow- 
ance from  the  relief  fund  exceeding  $50,  whereas  in  the  police  depart- 
ment there  is  no  such  rule.  This  is  no  doubt  an  unintentional  discrim- 
ination, and  the  Commissioners  agree  that  it  should  be  remedied. 
They  also  believe  that  provision  should  be  made  for  dependent 
mothers  of  deceased  firemen. 

The  discipline  of  the  department  continued  good,  the  Commiasion- 
ers  approving  the  action  or  the  department  in  discouraging  the  filing 
of  charges  against  men  accused  of  trivial  oflfenses,  and  also  approved 
its  action  in  rewarding  men  for  performing  exceptional  ser\nces  by 

Sromotion  or  by  granting  then!  extra  time  oflf.  The  Commissioners 
eeply  regret  that  it  is  not  always  possible,  because  of  the  lack  of 
legal  autnority,  to  promote  men  for  exceptional  bravery  or  services. 
The  Commissioners  took  pleasure  in  approving  Chief  Dutton's  recom- 
mendation that,  beginning  July  1,  1903,  the  members  of  the  fire 
department  be  granted  one  day  oflf  duty  in  every  five,  and  trust  with 
him  that  that  action  is  a  step  toward  the  establishment  of  what  is 
known  as  the  *' twelve-hour  shift." 

The  department  continued  its  detail  of  experienced  men  at  the  local 
places  of  public  amusement  during  every  performance  with  excellent 
results,  several  incipient  fires  in  the  places  being  extinguished  during 
the  past  season  by  tnese  men  unknown  to  the  audiences.  The  depart- 
ment also  detailed  men  for  duty  at  Convention  Hall  and  other  places 
occupied  by  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  during  its 
convention  here  October,  1902,  equipping  the  places  with  fire-fighting 
appliances  and  otherwise  affording  protection  against  fire.  Like  pro- 
tection was  also  given  in  a  number  of  other  instances. 

Hotels,  apartment  houses,  places  of  public  amusement,  schools,  and 
other  buildings  were  most  carefully  inspected  during  the  past  year 
by  the  oflBcers  of  the  fire  department,  assisted  bv  representatives  of 
the  office  of  the  inspector  of  buildings  and  of  the  electrical  department, 
and  compliance  witn  the  laws  and  regulations  providing  for  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  enforced.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  (Jom- 
missioners  to  have  this  inspection  continued,  and,  if  possible,  have 
every  section  of  the  city  ana  District  covered  by  regularly  repeated 
visits  of  inspection.     The  Commissioners  also  propose  giving  enex*-t  to 
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the  department's  recommendation  that  the  sale  and  use  of  gasoline  and 
other  nighly  inflammable  oils  be  so  regulated  as  to  insure  greater  safety 
to  those  using  them. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  INSURANCE. 

The  law  creating  this  department,  which  went  into  eflfect  January  1, 
3902,  required  every  insurance  company,  assessment  association,  and 
fraternal  beneficial  association  to  suomit  qualifying  documents  anew, 
each  and  every  one  of  which  documents  had  to  be  carefully  examined, 
or  reviewed  by  the  superintendent  himself,  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining whether  the  companies  submitting  them  were  entitled  to 
licenses  or  not.  This  required  a  great  amount  of  work  and  caused 
much  delay  in  the  insuance  of  preliminary  and  annual  licenses  for  each 
of  the  years  3902  and  1903. 

LICENSES  ISSUED. 

For  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1902,  210  licenses  to 
companies  and  assessment  associations  were  issued,  and  to  principal 
agents,  solicitors,  and  brokers  2,457  were  issued,  the  fees  upon  which 
aggregated  $16,694.76,  which  was  $11,807.89  more  than  was  collected 
from  the  same  source  the  year  before  under  the  old  law. 

Two  hundred  and  one  company  and  assessment  association  licenses 
were  renewed  for  the  license  year  ending  April  30, 1904,  the  combined 
assets  of  which  aggregated  $2,392,023,778.38;  liabilities,  $2,041,987,- 
365.37;  surplus,  $350,036,413.01. 

NEW  COMPANIES  ADMITTED   AND  LICENSES  REFUSED. 

Forty-three  companies  and  assessment  associations  were  licensed  in 
1902  to  do  business  for  the  first  time  in  the  District,  and  33  companies 
and  associations  were  refused  licenses,  or  withdrew  aifter  being  licensed. 

NEW   LAWS  RECOMMENDED. 

There  is  no  law  requiring  insurance  policies  or  renewal  receipts  to  be 
countersigned  bv  agents  who  are  located  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Forty-three  of  ihe  States  have  laws  upon  this  subject,  and  we  would 
recommend  the  passage  of  such  a  law  during  the  present  extra  session 
of  Ck)ngress.  In  this  way  the  extent  of  the  busmess  could  be  ascer- 
tained for  taxation  and  other  purposes,  while  now  a  licensed  company 
may  reinsure  in  unauthorized  companies,  if  the  transaction  is  made 
outside  of  the  District,  or  a  company  that  is  not  licensed  may  solicit 
direct  without  violating  the  law. 

Every  risk  thus  placed  results  in  a  loss  to  the  District  in  the  way  of 
taxes  and  license  fees;  besides,  injustice  is  done  to  the  agents  of  such 
companies  in  the  District  of  Columbia  by  being  deprived  of  their  com- 
missions. 

There  is  no  law  in  the  District  requiring  a  local  company  to  make  a 
deposit  of  securities  in  the  registry  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  For  the  protection  of  policy  holders  and  to  meet 
the  reciprocal  requirements  of  manj^  of  the  States,  we  would  recommend 
the  early  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  the  regular  legal  reserve  life 
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insurance  compaoies  that  are  chartered,  either  hy  special  acts  of  Con- 
fess or  under  the  general  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  deposit 
1100,000  with  the  court,  in  the  class  of  securities  named  in  section  652 
of  the  Code. 

We  would  also  reconunend  that  no  "old  line"  legal  reserve  life 
insurance  company  be  permitted  to  organize  under  either  special  acts  of 
Congress  or  the  general  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia  without  first 
having  a  paid-up  cash  capital  of  $100,000,  or  its  equivalent,  invested  in 
^ch  securities  as  are  named  in  section  652  of  the  Code. 

For  the  further  protection  of  policy  holders,  and  to  prevent  speculation 
by  either  amalgamation  or  liquidation  of  companies  and  associations 
after  being  reinsured,  we  would  recommend  the  immediate  enactment 
of  a  law  that  will  prevent  the  reinsurance  of  any  and  all  local  insur- 
ance companies,  assessment  associations,  or  fraternal  beneficial  associa- 
tions in  an^  insurance  company  or  companies,  assessment  association 
or  associations,  or  fraternal  beneficial  association  or  associations 
chartered  by  special  acts  of  Congress  or  under  the  general  laws  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  the  reinsurance  of  such  described  local  com- 
{Hinies  or  associations  in  a  company  or  companies,  assessment  associa- 
tion or  associations,  or  a  fraternal  beneficial  association  or  associations 
that  are  chartered  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  without  first 
procuring  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance 
and  the  Conunissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 


Under  the  law  creating  the  department  no  taxes  were  collectible 
through  it  in  1902.  Taxes  collected,  however,  by  the  department  of 
insurance  in  1903  on  business  that  was  transacted  in  the  District  in 
1902  agjgregated  $49,382.71,  which  was  $3,862.96  more  than  was  col- 
lected  in  1901  under  the  old  law.  Including  the  franchise  tax  that 
was  levied  against  the  paid-up  capital  of.  local  insurance  companies,  the 
total  comparative  gain  from  license  fees  and  taxes  in  favor  of  the 
department  the  first  jear  amounted  to  $15,670.85. 

The  total  annual  income  from  the  department  will  average  about 
$62,000. 

Total  expenses  incurred  during  the  first  year,  including  salaries  and 
furniture,  aggregated  $6,806.47. 

SUMMABY  OF  FIB8T  YEAKS'    RERULT8. 

According  to  the  number  of  companies  and  associations  that  were 
licensed  for  the  first  time  (43),  the  rejections,  withdrawals,  and  not 
renewed  (33  less  9  that  were  licensed  that  did  not  renew,  eaualing  net 
24),  making  in  all  67,  but  170  of  the  original  237  that  were  licensed  to 
do  business  in  the  District  in  1901  were  licensed  anew  for  the  year 
ending  April  30, 1903.     The  annual  revenue  was  increased  31  per  cent. 

Considering  the  vast  amount  of  detail  work  connected  with  the 
organization  of  a  new  department  of  insurance,  also  the  insufficient 
force  (one  clerk)  that  Congress  provided  to  begin  the  work  on  Janujiry' 
1, 1902,  and  the  appointment  of  only  two  clerks  sinte,  the  progress 
DMde  in  establishing  and  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  department  has 
been  eminently  satisfactory.  ^ 
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The  report  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  who  has  super- 
vision of  the  inspectors  of  boilers,  lumber,  wood,  and  flour,  ana  of 
market  masters  and  markets,  shows  that  during  the  fiscal  year  there 
have  been  15,841  scales  sealed,  140  condemned  for  repairs,  and  80  con- 
demned and  destro3^ed.  Of  weights,  2,816  have  been  sealed  and  126 
condemned.  In  the  case  of  yard  measures,  882  were  sealed  and  4  con- 
demned. Of  liquid  and  dry  measures,  2,902  were  sealed  and  615  con- 
demned. ,  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  in  use  in  the  District  of 
CJolumbia  8,738  liquid  measures  and  3,002  dry  measures,  a  total  of 
6,740  measures,  and  that  3,537  business  places  have  been  visited. 
Improved  conditions  are  reported  in  the  use  of  sealed  and  stamped 
scales,  weights,  and  measures. 

Efforts  (m  a  mcjusure  successful)  have  been  made  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  food  stuffs  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  amendments  to  the 
laws  are  recommended  which  will  give  the  office  additional  authority, 
with  a  view  to  further  regulating  tne  sale  of  provisions  so  that  oppor- 
tunities for  practicing  fraud  upon  the  citizens  will  be  reduced  to  the 
minimum.  The  District  markets,  three  in  number,  and  the  Whole- 
sale Producers'  Market  were  recently  placed  under  the  supervision  of 
the  sealer's  office,  because  of  the  personal  knowledge  of  conditions 
acquired  by  the  sealer  and  assistant  sealers  in  the  frequent  visits 
made  by  them  to  the  markets  in  the  performance  of  their  official 
duties.  Receipts  of  the  markets  were  as  follows:  Eastern,  $3,483; 
Georgetown,  $1,054;  Western,  $5,351.50;  W^holesale,  Market  Space,  on 
hand  July  1,  1902,  $361.79,  receipts  during  the  year,  $1,756.20,  total 
$2,117.99.  Thirty-five  thousand  fifty -two  and  tnree-eignths  cords  of 
wood  were  inspected  during  the  year.  Fees  for  inspections  amounted 
to  $3,154.70;  expenses,  $379.45;  total  net  fees  retained  by  three 
inspectors  for  their  services,  $2,775.25. 

Twelve  million  six  thousand  and  two  feet  of  lumber  were  inspected  and 
were  passed  as  merchantable;  260,338  feet  were  condemned;  $3,632.72 
fees  were  collected;  expenses  amounted  to  $1,136.75,  and  $2,495  was 
retained  by  the  four  lumber  inspectors  for  tneir  services.  Six  hun 
dred  and  twenty-four  boilers  were  inspected  during  the  year;  fees 
collected  for  inspections,  $2,935:  expenses  reportea,  $801.30.  The 
sealer  states  that  280,000  to  300,CK)0  barrels  of  flour  are  consumed  in 
the  District  each  year,  and  recommends  amendments  to  the  act  of 
Congress  governing  the  inspection  of  flour.  The  sealer  isof  the  opinion 
that  the  mspectora  of  lumber,  wood,  boilers,  and  flour  should  be 
salaried  officers.  At  present  fees  are  collected  and  retained  by  these 
inspectors  for  their  services.  Under  a  salary  system  he  thinks  the^e 
offices  would  be  not  only  self-sustaining,  but  also  a  source  of  revenue 
to  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  Commissioners  approve  that  recom- 
mendation. Receipts  of  the  office  from  all  sources  amounted  to 
$19,749.52;  expenses,  $13,430.65;  net  revenue,  $6,318.87. 

coroner's,  office. 

The  coroner  reports  the  number  of  inquests  for  the  year  was  36. 
The  number  of  autopsies  in  District  of  ODlumbia  cases  was  30;  the 
number  of  autopsies  in  United  States  cases  was  31. 
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The  moreue  building  is  approaching  completion  on  the  site  desig- 
nated by  Congress  upon  the  river  front.  It  will  be  a  creditable 
structure  for  its  purpose.  Its  occupation  will  require  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  employees  and  in  the  appropriation.  The  coroner  rec- 
ommends that  a  morgue  keeper  and  an  assistant  morgue  keeper  be 
provided  for,  so  that  tnere  may  be  someone  on  duty  at  the  morgue  day 
and  night,  and  also  that,  inasmuch  as  a  stable  will  be  includeciin  the 
morgue,  a  hostler,  who  would  also  act  as  janitor,  should  be  provided. 
He  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  for  stenographic  reports  of  testi- 
mony at  inquests,  and  recommends  that  a  stenographer  be  provided 
who  could  perform  office  duties  when  not  engaged  in  making  steno- 
graphic reports.  He  reiterates  his  recommendation  that  there  be  no 
sale  of  carbolic  acid  except  upon  the  order  of  a  physician. 

THE   HARBOR  MASTER. 

The  service  of  the  harbor  master,  so  important  to  the  river  front, 
has  been  faithf uU}^  and  successfully  rendered.  The  work  has  increased 
with  the  growth  of  the  District  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  ves- 
sels, especially  pleasure  yachts.  The  harbor  master  suggests  that  the 
provisions  of  section  895  of  the  code  of  laws  for  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia be  extended  to  all  navigable  waters  within  the  limits  of  the  District 
of  Columbia.  This  would  give  him  additional  powers  for  dealing  with 
the  anchorage  of  vessels,  wnich  he  needs.  The  harbor  master  repeats 
his  reconunendation  for  an  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  clearing 
the  Potomac  River  of  ice  when  necessary  to  prevent  flood,  so  that 
the  work  will  be  better  done  than  is  possible  when  he  has  to  wait  until 
a  s^ial  appropriation  is  hurriedly  made.  The  Commissioners  repeat 
their  recommendation  that  the  harbor  master  be  made  a  captain  in  the 
Metropolitan  police  department,  and  that  his  service  be  brought  directly 
under  that  department. 

EXCISE   BOARD. 

The  excise  board   reoorts  that  the  number  of  barroom   licenses 

E anted  for  the  year  enaing  October  31,.  1903,  was  510,  and  the  num- 
r  of  wholesale  licenses  granted  for  the  same  period  was  131.  This 
i»  a  decrease  of  4  barrooms  and  an  increase  of  3  wholesale  liquor  places 
over  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  applications  filed  for  liquor 
licenses  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1904,  was  501  barroom  and 
130  wholesale. 

RAILROAD  TERMINAL. 

The  work  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  in  the  city  of  Washington 
and  providing  a  new  bridge  across  the  Potomac  is  well  under  way. 
The  piei*s  for  the  new  bridge  which  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  Long 
Bridge  have  been  constructed  and  some  of  the  ironwork  for  the  super- 
structure is  in  place.  Work  is  now  in  progress  on  the  tunnel  on  the 
line  of  Virginia  avenue  between  South  Capitol  street  and  Seventh 
street*  east.  All  streets  are  to  be  carried  over  this  part  of  the  line. 
The  land  necessary  for  the  new  union  station,  on  the  line  of  Delaware 
avenue  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Florida  avenue,  has  practi- 
cally all  been  acquired.  Most  of  the  buildings  that  occupied  this  land 
buxe  been  removed,  and  the  work  of  removing  the  remainder  of  them 
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is  progressing  rapidly.  The  Commissioners  have  been  informed  that 
the  work  will  be  pushed  with  all  dispatch,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
structures  will  be  sufficiently  advanced  by  the  spring  of  1905  to  permit 
trains  to  run  in  on  the  new  tracks,  thus  obviating  the  usual  necessity 
of  putting  down  temporary  tracks  to  accommodate  inauguration  traffic. 

DISTRICT  BUILDING. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  CJommissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  acting  jointly,  are  authorized  by  the  municipal  building 
act  approveu  June  6,  1902,  to  contract  for  the  erection  and  completion 
of  a  nreproof  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  municipal  offices 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  cost  of  such  building,  including  site, 
not  to  exceed  $2,000,000.  The  site  for  the  building  (the  old  power- 
house square.  Fourteenth  and  D  streets)  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$550j000.  The  Engineer  Commissioner  is  executive  officer  of  the  com- 
mission, and  Capt.  Chester  Harding,  Corps  of  Engineei-s,  U.  S.  Army, 
was  appointed  oy  the  President  supervisor  of  construction,  having 
charge  of  the  supervision  of  plans,  construction,  etc.  Reasonable 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications, 
which  must  necessarily  take  several  months  for  a  building  of  this  size 
and  character.  It  is  expected  that  work  upon  the  foundations  of  the 
building  will  be  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  calendar  year, 
and  that  a  contract  for  the  building  proper  will  be  let  sometime  during 
the  summer. 

ROADWAY   PAVEMENTS. 

During  the  year  the  prices  paid  for  sheet  asphalt  were  $1.56  to  $1.64 
per  square  yard,  according  to  character  of  base;  and  for  asphalt  block 
^1.66  per  square  yard  on  a  gravel  base  and  $2  per  square  yard  on 
natural  cement  base.  For  the  present  year  the  prices  are,  for  sheet 
asphalt,  $1.51  to  $1.77  per  square  yard,  and  $1.80  per  square  yard  for 
asphalt  block  on  natural  cement  base. 

Every  year  the  Commissioners  receive  petitions  from  residents  and 
property  owners  on  streets  paved  with  granite  block,  reauesting  that 
this  class  of  pavement  be  replaced  with  asphalt  or  asphalt  block.  It 
was  the  practice  formerly  to  gradually  do  this  where  public  interest 
was  benefited.  At  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  clause  was  included 
in  the  District  appropriation  act  providing  that  streets  and  avenues 
named  in  the  schedules,  already  paved  with  Belgian  block  or  granite, 
shall  not  be  paved  or  otherwise  improved  under  the  current  appro- 
priation. During  the  past  working  season  some  granite-block  pave- 
ments have  been  replaced  with  asphalt,  but  this  work  was  done  under 
the  appropriation  for  the  previous  year,  and  was  already  under  contract 
before  the  prohibiting  clause  referred  to  above  was  inserted. 

SIDEWALKS. 

During  the  year  the  prices  paid  for  cement  walks  were  $1.04  and 
$1.11  per  square  yard,  the  latter  price  on  streets  in  the  countv  not 
proviaed  with  roadway  pavements.  The  prices  this  year  will  be  $1 
and  $1.15  per  8<|uare  vara,  respectively. 

Complaints  are  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  failure  to  replace  old 
brick  sidewalks  with  improved  cement  walks.     Under  the  law  half 
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the  cost  of  sidewalk  work  is  paid  by  the  owners  of  the  abutting  prop- 
erty, either  by  permit  work  or  assessment.  When  a  petition  is  received 
from  owners  expressing  their  willingness  to  pay  half  the  cost,  it  has 
been  the  rule  of  the  office  to  order  the  work  when  public  policy  author- 
ized. A  sufficient  number  of  such  requests  are  usually  received  to  use 
up  the  annual  aporopriation  for  the  purpose.  Unaer  this  system  a 
number  of  old  waUcs  nave  not  been  replaced,  since  their  improvement 
was  not  requested  by  a  representative  number  of  owners  of  abutting 
property;  in  fact,  in  many  cases  the  work  has  been  po8iti\ely  opposed 
by  them.  As  the  voluntaiy  requests  for  work  of  this  claracter  are, 
as  a  rule,  sufficient  to  use  up  the  appropriation,  and  as  the  work  was 
in  each  case  desirable,  the  Commissioners  have  complied  with  these 
requests  rather  than  use  the  money  in  forcing  walks  on  owners  who 
objected  to  paying  the  half  cost.  Many  of  these  old  walks,  however, 
•are  in  such  shape  that  it  is  important  that  they  should  be  renewed 
whether  owners  of  abutting  property  are  willing  or  not,  and  during  the 
year  a  number  have  been  replaced  with  cement.  It  is  hoped  to  carry 
the  work  forward  until  all  tne  principal  thoroughfares  are  provided 
with  modem  walks  of  cement. 

BRIDGES. 

The  current  appropriation  act  carries  an  item  of  $48,000  for  con 
tinning  work  on  the  Connecticut  Avenue  Bridge  over  Rock  Creek, 
with  authority  to  enter  into  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  bridge 
at  a  cost,  exclusive  of  appropriations  already  made,  of  $600,000,  tne 
work  to  be  completed  within  four  years  from  July  1, 1903.  The  gen- 
eral design  of  this  bridge  was  determined  by  a  competition  held  several 
years  ago,  which  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the  plans  of  Mr.  George 
S.  Monson,  of  New  York,  who  was  also  appointed  consulting  engineer 
on  the  work.  Mr.  Morison  died  during  the  past  summer,  and  the 
Commissioners  have  not  considered  it  necessary  to  appoint  a  successor. 
Mr.  Edward  Pearce  Casey,  of  New*  York,  was  engaged  as  consulting 
architect.  The  specifications  and  working  drawings  are  under  prep- 
aration by  Mr.  W .  J.  Douglass,  engineer  of  bridges,  and  will  shortly 
be  completed.  It  is  expected  that  proposals  for  the  construction  of 
the  bridge  will  be  invitea  within  a  month  or  two. 

It  is  veiT  necessary  that  means.be  provided  for  rebuilding  the  Ana- 
costia  Bridge.  This  bridge  is  too  narrow  to  accommodate  tmffic  and 
is  structurally  weak.  The  engineer  of  bridges  reports  that  the  stresses 
are  now  far  m  excess  of  good  practice  ana  that  the  hanger  posts  in 
many  cases  are  strained  to  within  a  few  per  cent  of  their  ultimate 
strength.  An  item  of  $100,000  is  included  in  the  estimates  to  begin 
the  reconstruction  of  the  bridge.  It  is  believed  that  it  would  be 
unsafe  and  dan^rous  to  defer  this  work  much  longer. 

The  Commissioners  have  also  included  in  the  estimates  an  item  of 
150,000  for  constructing  a  bridge  across  Piney  Branch  on  the  line 
of  Sixteenth  street  extended.  Tnis  brieve  is  necessary  on  account  of 
the  grade  of  Sixteenth  street,  which  will  cross  Piney  Branch  at  an 
elevation  of  about  60  feet,  which  will  require  the  construction  of  a 
viaduct  about  300  feet  in  length.  It  is  intended  that  one  or  two  streets 
and  one  of  the  avenues  of  the  highway -extension  plans  shall  be  carried 
under  this  viaduct,  the  grade  of  Sixteenth  street  making  this  necessary. 
Tlie  necessity  of  keeping  up  the  grade  of  Sixteenth  street  is  because  of 
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the  high  ground  to  the  north  and  south  of  Piney  Branch  and  the  desir- 
ability of  having  as  easy  a  grade  as  possible  on  this  main  thoroughfare. 
Present  appropriations  provide  for  the  improvement  of  Sixteenth 
street  to  within  a  short  distance  of  Pinev  Branch,  and  in  order  to  carry 
improvements  farther  northward  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
crossing  the  Piney  Branch  valley. 

surveyor's  OFFICE. 

Owing  to  activity  in  building  operations  and  real-estate  transactions, 
the  work  of  this  office  showed  a  large  increase  over  the  preceding  year. 
Under  the  present  regulation,  in  the  case  of  foundations  of  all  new 
buildings  erected,  a  survey  has  to  be  made  to  see  that  the  walls  are 
located  on  the  proper  lines.  As  stated  by  the  surveyor,  the  necessity 
for  such  verification  is  seen  in  the  very  large  number  of  cases  where 
walls  are  found  to  be  beyond  the  limit  authorized  and  are  encroaching 
either  upon  public  highways  or  upon  a  nei§;hbor's  lines.  The  cost  is 
borne  by  fees,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  impoi*tant  work  should  be 
kept  up  by  all  means,  even  though  it  places  a  heavy  burden  upon  the 
suiTcyor's  office.  His  present  force  is  inadequate  to  handle  promptly 
the  present  volume  of  business. 

During  the  year  465  new  sulxii visions  were  prepared  and  recorded. 
Of  these  nine  were  of  large  tracts  in  the  county.  In  order  to  keep 
up  this  work  under  present  conditions  an  increase  of  force  is  necessary. 
This  has  been  asked  for  in  the  estimates  submitted  for  the  coming 
year.  To  indicate  the  rate  at  which  the  work  of  this  office  has  increased 
in  recent  years,  a  comparison  is  given  below  showing  what  the  work 
was  five  years  ago  and  what  it  was  last  year.

The  fees  collected  by  the  office  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
$8,805,  which  were  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as 
other  revenues  of  the  District  of  (>)lumbia  are  deposited.  The  amount 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  office  during  the  year  was  $17,800. 

The  work  of  this  office  is  all  made  obligatory  by  acts  of  Congress. 
The  private  work  is  about  covered  by  the  fees  deposited  in  the  Treas- 
ury, out  the  amount  appropriated  has  not  been  sufficient  to  do  all  work 
promptly  and  accurfirtely. 

NUMBERING   SQUARES  IN   THE   COUNTY. 

It  is  believed  that  the  question  of  securing  a  uniform  system  of 
squares  throughout  the  District  of  Columbia  should  be  taken  up.  The 
present  parcels  of  subdivided  property  in  the  county  are  now  desig- 
nated by  the  name  of  the  subdivision  in  addition  to  the  number  of  the 
square  and  lot,  requiring  the  writing  of  the  name  of  the  subdivision 
on  all  tiix  bills  and  public  records  whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to 
describe  such  a  piece  of  property.  By  having  a  system  of  square 
numbers  the  necessity  for  writing  the  name  of  the  subdivision  would 
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be  avoided.  The  adopted  highway -extensions  plans  which  cover  the 
entire  District  of  Columhia  have  already  divided  the  District  into 
sauares,  so  that  it  is  now  possible  to  devise  a  system  of  numbering 
wnich  would  be  regular.ana  consecutive  for  the  entire  District.  By 
the  adoption  of  such  a  system  the  proper  numbers  of  the  squares  in 
agricultural  tracts  could  be  determmed  and  applied  whenever  a  sub- 
division is  made^  even  though  it  be  distant  or  detached  from  othe. 
subdivided  property.  Of  course,  this  would  involve  the  application 
of  new  numbers  to  the  squares  in  county  subdivisions.  Objection 
mav  be  raised  to  this  on  the  ground  of  the  confusion  that  might  ensue. 
It  IS  believed,  however,  that  it  is  entirely  practicable  to  make  the 
change.  In  the  first  transfer  of  a  piece  oi  property  after  the  new 
numbers  have  been  applied  both  the  old  and  the  new  number  would 
be  given.  After  that  it  would  be  known  by  the  new  number.  The 
squares  of  Greorgetown  were  all  renumbered  in  this  manner  when  it 
was  made  a  part  of  the  city  of  Washington  some  years  ago.  Such  a 
system  of  square  numbers  would  be  very  valuable  for  many  municipal 
purposes,  particularly  for  the  branch  of  the  service  represented  by 
the  offices  of  the  assessor  and  surveyor. 

TREE   SERVICE. 

The  trees  upon  streets  in  the  District  of  Columbia  now  number 
87,4<)7.  For  several  vears  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  parking 
commission  has  been  the  same,  namely,  $25,000,  although  the  number 
of  trees  to  be  cared  for  has  been  increasing  at  the  rate  of  about  2,500 
a  year.  This  appropriation  also  has  to  be  used  for  improving  reser- 
vations under  tne  care  of  the  Commissioners  and  moving  weeds  on 
parkings.  There  is  probably  no  other  single  feature  that  adds  so 
much  k>  the  beauty,  health,  and  comfort  of  the  city  as  its  trees,  and  it 
is  highly  desirable  that  they  be  properly  cared  for  and  the  tree  service 
extended  as  fast  as  practicable  to  streets  not  already  so  provided.  In 
the  estimates  for  the  coming  year  an  additional  amount  is  asked  for  to 
provide  better  care  for  the  trees  already  planted  and  also  to  permit 
needed  planting  on  streets  not  now  supplied;  otherwise  the  number 
of  new  trees  that  can  be  planted  will  be  very  limited,  as  the  appropri- 
ation is  hardly  more  than  sufficient  to  maintain  the  trees  already  in 
existence: 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  parking  commission  are  given  in  the 
report  of  Mr.  Truematf  Lanham,  superintendent  of  parking. 

ROCK   CREEK   PARK. 

The  appropriation  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  park  for  the 
vear  was  only  $2,500.  This  was  one  of  the  smallest  yearly  appropria- 
tions in  the  History  of  the  park,  and  consequently  very  little  could  be 
accomplished;  the  money  was  used  to  make  needed  repairs  at  various 
points  on  the  roads.  The  chain  gang  has  been  utilized  as  far  as  possi- 
ble and  has  been  of  considerable  service.  During  the  year  Ross  road 
was  graded  by  them  for  a  distance  of  3,000  feet  and  a  viaduct  con- 
structed to  carry  the  road  over  a  deep  ravine.  This  viaduct  was  con- 
structed entirely  by  the  chain  gang.  It  is  170  feet  in  length  and  is  45 
feet  high  in  the  center.  It  is  a  creditable  example  of  what  the  gang 
is  capable  of  doing  and  of  the  excellent  way  in  wnich  the  foreman  lias 
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handled  his  men.  Unless  means  are  provided  for  the  opening  and 
gTtuiing  of  the  roads  in  the  north  half  of  the  park,  this  beautiful  sec- 
tion wfll  be  cut  off  to  the  driving  and  riding  public.  The  temporary 
bridges  which  have  been  thrown  across  the  stream  are  becoming  dilapi- 
dated and  dangerous,  and  the  roads  are  getting  in  such  a  condition 
that  they  will  have  to  be  closed  unless  means  are  provided  to  improve 
them. 

The  creek  banks  need  protection,  all  roads  need  repairs  and  constant 
watering  during  dry  weather,  so  that  the  cost  of  keeping  the  park  in 
its  present  condition  is  quite  considerable.  The  popularity  of  the 
park  is  steadil^'^  growing,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  of  this  beautiful  sec- 
tion of  country  can  soon  be  provided  with  good  roads  and  footpaths 
so  as  to  open  it  up  still  further  to  the  public. 

RETENT  ON   CONTRACTS. 

The  law  now  requires  that  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  all  new 
works  shall  be  retained  as  an  additional  security  and  a  guaranty  fund 
to  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  the  term  of  five  years.  It  is  not  believed 
that  this  requirement  is  a  uniform  advantage  to  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Experience  seems  to  indicate  that  in  a  number  of  cases  the  system 
increases  the  cost  and  has  a  tendency  to  decrease  the  number  of  bidders. 
On  proposals  involving  a  retent  some  bidders  add  a  substantial  amount 
on  account  of  this  provision,  so  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  retent 
is  so  much  added  profit  for  them.  It  is  also  believed  that  more  bids 
would  be  received  and  keener  competition  obtained  by  leaving  out  the 
retent  proviso,  since  a  number  of  contractors,  especially  out-of-town 
ones,  do  not  care  to  have  a  part  of  their  capital  tied  up  for  five  years 
in  this  manner.  As  the  public  works  are  carried  on  uncfer  rigid  inspec- 
tion, the  necessity  for  a  retent  is  not  so  important,  and  the  experience 
of  the  office  is  thlat  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  this  retent  is  not 
touched  by  the  Government  at  all,  and  in  the  few  cases  that  use  is 
made  of  it  the  amount  is  small. 

BUILDINGS  AND   BUILDING  INSPECTION. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  great  activity  in  building  opera- 
tions. The  estimated  value  of  buildings  constructed  during  the  fiscal 
year  is  $11,584,603,  an  increase  of  $3,274,363  over  the  preceding  year. 
One  thousand  one  hundred  and  ten  new  dwelling  houses  and  40  apart- 
ments have  been  added  to  the  buildings  of  the  city.  The  city  has 
steadily  pushed  out  beyond  its  original  boundaries.  The  value  of 
buildings  erected  in  the  county  during  the  past  year  is  about  $3,500,000, 
as  against  $2,500,000  for  the  year  previous. 

The  growth  of  building  operations  and  the  increase  in  the  territory 
to  be  covered  has  placed  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  office  of  the  inspector 
of  building.  Congress  has  from  year  to  year  realized  the  necessity 
of  increasing  the  force  of  this  office  and  has  provided  more  men  for 
it,  but  the  increase  in  the  work  has  been  larger  than  was  anticipated, 
and  it  is  necessary  that  still  further  additions  to  the  personnel  be  n^e 
if  this  important  inspection  work  is  to  be  handled  as  it  should  be.  Tlie 
permit  clerk  is  unable  to  issue  building  permits  as  fast  as  they  are 
applied  for,  causing  considerable  annoyance  and  delay  to  builders. 
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T\ie  inspectoT  of  buildings  thinks  that  two  assistant  permit  clerks 
should  De  provided.  At  least  one  additional  man  Ih  essential  to  handle 
the  present  volume  of  business.  In  their  estimates  the  Commissioners 
have  asked  that  one  assistant  permit  clerk  be  provided. 

Another  branch  of  the  office  that  has  more  work  to  do  than  it  can 
properly  attend  to  is  that  having  charge  of  the  inspection  of  elevators 
and  fire  escapes.  Two  inspectors  are  supposed  to  attend  to  this  branch 
of  the  service,  but  the  number  of  buildings  containing  elevators  and 
provided  with  tire  escapes  has  so  largely  increased  in  recent  years 
and  the  territory  has  expanded  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  physically 
impoesible  for  two  men  to  cover  the  ground  efficiently.  In  addition 
to  the  work  of  inspecting  elevators  and  fire  escapes  these  two  inspectors 
are  also  required  to  look  after  the  inspection  of  heating  apparatus, 
installation  of  gasoline  tanks,  location  of  power  boilers,  etc.  The 
office  would  be  considerably  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  a 
mechanical  engineer,  who  should  hsLve  charge  of  the  installation  of 
halting  apparatus,  gasoline  tanks,  and  power  boilers,  thus  relieving 
the  present  two  inspectors  of  this  duty  and  permitting  them  to  give 
more  time  to  the  inspection  of  elevators  ana  fire  escapes.  An  item 
has  been  included  in  the  estimates  for  a  mechanical  engineer. 

Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  competitive  plans  have  been  received 
for  the  new  business  high  school  to  be  located  on  square  north  of 
square  No.  396,  bounded  by  R  street,  Rhode  Island  avenue.  Eighth 
and  Ninth  streets.  As  a  result  of  this  competition,  the  plans  of  Mr. 
B,  Stanley  Simmons  were  selected  and  he  is  now  preparing  the  plans 
and  specifications  preparatory  to  receiving  bids  for  the  building. 

REPAIR  WORK. 

The  work  of  keeping  in  repair  the  numerous  buildings  owned  by 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  growing  larger  and  more  important  each 
year.  The  older  a  building  gets  of  course  the  more  repairs  it  needs, 
and  new  buildings  are  annually  added  to  the  list  of  those  that  have  to 
be  cared  for.  'fiiere  are  now  more  than  200  buildings  to  be  looked 
after  and  more  than  $100,000  is  spent  a  year  in  repairs  and  better- 
ments. It  is  believed  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  keep  the  buildings 
under  close  supervision,  making  needed  repairs  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  necessity  arises,  insteM  of  waiting  until  time  and  wind  and 
weather  have  increased  the  damage  and  the  cofet  of  repair.  The  repair 
shop  has  never  been  provided  with  the  facilities  that  its  importance 
deserves.  The  shop  occupies  rented  quarters  for  which  a  rent  of  $50 
a  month  is  paid;  the  builoing  is  an  old  and  dilapidated  one,  without 
room  or  provision  for  carrying  the  necessary  stock  of  lumber,  hard- 
ware, paints,  castings,  etc.,  as  should  be  done  to  insure  prompt  and 
efficient  work.  The  regular  force  consists  of  1  superintendent,  2 
clerks,  and  3  foremen.  Carpenters,  tinners,  painters,  etc.,  are  taken 
on  from  time  to  time  as  their  services  are  needed.  The  largest  work 
of  repair  is  that  on  school  buildings,  which  has  to  be  done  during  the 
sammer  holidays. 

It  is  believed  that  the  District  should  have  a  properly  fitted-up  repair 
shop  of  its  own,  as  without  such  a  plant  the  repairs  can  not  be  attended 
to  as  promptly  and  efficiently  as  they  should  be,  and  promptness  and 
efficiency  in  work  of  this  character  means  money  saved  in  the  long 
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run.  The  Commissionei's  have  included  an  item  of  $30,000  in  their 
estimates  for  such  a  shop.  An  additional  argument  in  favor  of  the 
item  at  this  particular  time  is  the  fact  that  new  quarters  of  some  kind 
will  have  to  be  provided  within  the  course  of  a  vear  or  two,  as  the 
shop  building.  No.  13  D  street  NW.,  is  within  the  area  affected  by 
changes  in  connection  with  the  new  railway  terminal  improvements. 

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION. 

During  the  year  about  16i  miles  of  sewers  were  constructed,  of 
which  2.8  miles  were  main  sewers. 

Work  upon  the  sewage-disposal  project  has  progressed  at  a  reason- 
able rate.  The  expenditures  to  oate  on  account  of  completed  work 
amount  to  $1,233,092.44.  The  appropriations  to  date  on  account  of 
work  in  progress  aggregate  $1,985,000.  The  estimated  cost  of  com- 
pleting tne  system  is  $1,729,000.  This  is  asked  for  in  the  estimates 
for  the  coming  year.  If  the  necessary  money  is  appropriated,  the 
system  should  oe  completed  by  the  end  of  1905. 

WATER   SERVICE. 

During  the  year  11  miles  of  new  water  mains  were  laid  and  30  new 
fire  hydrants  erected.  Plans  have  been  completed  for  a  water  tower 
and  watchman's  lodge  adjacent  to  the  Reno  reservoir,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  work  will  be  completed  during  the  present  year.  The  water 
tower  is  intended  to  supply  water  to  premises  above  the  350-foot  level, 
the  present  reservoir  not  having  a  sufficient  elevation  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  year  1,448  additional  buildings  were  connected  witn  the 
public  water  system,  making  the  present  number  49,249.  Two  hun- 
dred and  fifty -five  new  meters  were  installed,  the  present  number  being 
1,748. 

The  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  act  approved  March  3  last 
contained  an  item  of  $2,000  for  introducing  the  card-record  system  in 
the  office  of  the  water  registrar.  This  work,  which  involved  the  writing 
of  between  50,000  and  60,000  cards,  and  indexing  the  same,  was  com- 
pleted in  time  for  the  system  to  be  used  at  the  l^ginning  of  the  fiscal 
year,  July  1,  1903,  and  has  been  working  smoothly.  Tne  work  was 
done  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,300. 

Details  of  the  operations  of  the  water  department  are  given  in  the 
reports  of  the  superintendent  and  the  water  registrar. 

WATER   REVENUES. 

The  law  provides  that  the  water  rates  shall  never  be  a  source  of 
revenue  other  than  as  a  means  of  keeping  up  a  supply  of  water,  but 
shall  constitute  a  fund  exclusively  for  the  maintenance,  management, 
and  repair  of  the  system  of  water  distribution.  This  system  of  dis- 
tribution is  maintained  entirely  from  the  revenues  of  the  water  depart- 
ment; the  United  States  does  not  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  keeping 
up  this  branch  of  the  service.  The  sources  of  revenue  are  water 
rents,  water-main  taxes  (a  special  assessment  of  $1.25  per  front  foot 
against  property  abutting  a  street  in  which  a  main  is  laid),  and  fees 
for  taps  and  permits.     The  average  water  rent  in  the  District  of 
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Columbia  is  aboat  $7  per  house  per  year,  which  average  includes  large 
water  takers  served  through  meters.  The  rent  is  calculated  on  the 
width  and  height  of  the  house  where  the  water  is  used  for  domestic 
purposes;  in  the  case  of  hotels,  business  houses,  and  other  establish- 
ments where  the  amount  used  is  large,  the  supply  is  by  meter,  at  the 
rate  of  3  cents  per  thousand  gallons. 

The  law  requires  that  the  water  rates  shall  be  uniform  throughout 
the  District,  and  authorizes  the  establishment  of  a  scale  of  rates  for  the 
different  classes  of  buildings  "according  to  their  size,  dimensions, 
assci^ed  values,  exposures  to  fires,  uses  for  dwellings,  stores,  shops, 
stables,  manufactories,  or  other  purposes,  number  of  occupants,  or 
consumption  of  water,  measured  by  metor  or  otherwise.'"  For  over 
forty  yeare  water  rents  charged  dwellings  have  been  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  the  width  and  height  of  the  house.  This  basis  has  therefore 
become  established  by  long  usage  and  is  generally  known  throughout 
the  District. 

Recently  complaints  have  been  made  that  the  rates  are  not  uniform 
and  that  they  are  excessive,  as  evidenced  by  the  balance  to  the  credit  of 
the  water  fund. 

This  balance  has  been  decreased  $110,000  during  the  past  year  on 
account  of  laying  new  trunk  mains,  work  on  the  new  pumping  station, 
etc.  The  current  revenues  are  inadequate  to  provide  for  these  better- 
ments, and  were  it  not  for  the  surplus  accumulated,  this  necessarv 
work  could  not  be  done  without  creating  a  deficit  in  the  water  fund. 
The  balance  on  hand,  together  with  the  surplus  of  each  year,  is  not 
more  than  sufficient  to  cover  improvements  projected.  It  would  there- 
fore be  inadvisable  to  fix  the  rates,  even  if  possible,  so  that  the  col- 
lections of  one  year,  including  assessments,  should  exactly  meet  the 
ordinary  expenses,  without  making  any  provision  for  emergencies  or 
to  enlarge  and  improve  the  system. 

As  to  a  change  in  the  basis  of  calculating  water  rents,  it  would 
probably  be  possible  to  devise  a  more  intricate  and  costl}'^  system  that 
would  make  nicer  distinctions  between  houses  of  difl'erent  "dimen- 
sions, assessed  values^  exposures  to  fires,"  ete.  Any  change,  no 
matter  upon  what  basis,  would  be  open  to  objections.  It  is  com- 
paratively easy  to  apply  a  rule  uniformly  to  the  different  classes  of 
cases;  it  is  extremely  difficult,  however,  to  devise  a  set  of  general 
rules  that  will  apply  with  uniform  justice  to  every  particular  case. 
There  is  only  one  way  known  to  the  office  of  doing  this,  and  that  is  by 
the  owner  of  the  house  installing  a  water  meter  and  paying  for  the 
amount  of  water  actually  used.  The  office  will  be  very  glaa  to  have 
owners  install  meters  if  they  desire  to  do  so,  but  the  Commissioners 
do  not  wish  to  force  the  use  of  meters  upon  owners  of  dwellings  who 
do  not  want  them,  nor  to  change  old-established  customs  until  there 
appears  to  be  a  general  and  well-founded  demand  for  it. 

The  water-rent  regulations  formerly  provided  for  a  charge  of  50 
cents  per  room  per  year  in  the  case  of  rented  rooms.  This  regulation 
during  the  past  year  was  revoked  as  it  was  found  to  work  unjustly. 

DISTRICT  STABLES. 

Congress  has  enacted  that  ''all  horses,  buggies,  or  carriages  owned 
or  maintained   by  the  District  of  Columbia  shall,  so  far  as  may  be 
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practicable,  be  provided  for  in  stables  owned  or  operated  by  said  Dis- 
trict." This  is  done  at  the  stables  of  the  engineer  department  at  Second 
and  Canal  streets  SW.,  and  on  U  street  near  Sixteenth  HW.  These 
stables  are  crowded  to  care  for  the  horses  now  quartered  there  and  no 
more  animals  can  be  cared  for  until  more  room  is  provided.  A  super- 
intendent and  two  hostlers  are  employed,  who  look  after  the  stalls, 
feed,  harness,  etc.,  the  drivers  being  required  to  care  for  their  own 
horses  and  venicles.

Gentlebien:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  copies  of  orders  of  a  gen- 
eral nature  made  bv  the  Board  of  Commissioners  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1903. 

Work  upon  the  consolidated  card  index  of  the  opinions  of  the  law 
officers  of  the  District  and  of  orders  of  the  Board  has  been  continued 
from  time  to  time  as  intermissions  in  the  current  work  of  the  office 
permitted;  but  as  the  office  force  is  not  in  excess  of  the  requirements 
of  the  regular  work  it  is  called  upon  to  perform,  it  is  difficult  in  this 
waj  to  obtain  satisfactory  results,  in  view  of  the  further  demands 
upon  it  for  clerical  assistance  to  the  Conmiissioners,  especially  while 
Congress  is  in  session.

(h*dered^  That  on  or  before  September  1,  1902,  the  heads  of  the 
several  depailments  of  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  transmit  to  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  a  report,  in 
quadruplicate,  of  the  transactions  of  their  respective  departments  and 
offices  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1902. 

Said  reports  shall  embody  the  following: 

The  operations  of  the  department  or  office  and  other  matters  of 
importance  connected  therewith  during  the  said  year. 

Kecommendations  for  any  extension  or  modification  of  the  service, 
and  any  other  information  and  suggestions  deemed  advisable  for  its 
betterment, 

A  statement  of  the  number  and  compensation  of  employees  detailed 
to  or  from  the  department  or  office  for  a  period  exceeding  one  year. 

The  number  of  overseers,  inspectors,  and  other  employees  of  the 
department  or  office  performing  clerical  or  other  service,  and  their 
work,  and  the  sum  paid  and  out  of  what  appropriation. 

The  heads  of  departments  and  offices  shall  also,  on  or  before  Sep- 
tember 1,  1902,  ti-ansmit  to  the  Commissioners  a  detailed  estimate  in 
quadruplicate,  of  the  amount  that  will  be  required  for  the  conduct  of 
tneir  respective  departments  or  offices  for  the  fiscal  year  to  end  June 
30,1904. 

These  estimates  must  be  prepared  and  submitted  according  to  the 
order  and  arrangement  of  the  appropriation  law  for  the  fiscal  year  to 
end  June  30,  1903. 

They  should  be  prepared  with  care  and  in  detail  and  be  accompanied 
by  full  written  notes  under  each  proposed  new  or  increased  item,  or 
change  of  any  kind,  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  such  additional  or 
increased  appropriation  or  change  is  desirable. 

A  statement  snould  be  subjoined  showing  in  detail  the  number  of 
persons,  other  than  day  laborei-s,  who  were  employed  on  regular  and 
continuous  worR  for  thirty  days  or  more  during  tne  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1902,  in  or  under  their  respective  offices  or  departments, 
under  authority  of  and  paid  from  general  appropriation,  substantially 
as  per  following  form: 


July  17,  1902. 
Ordered^  That  the  park  watchmen  now  provided  for  under  the  head 
of  "Public  buildings  and  grounds"  in  the  executive  and  judicial 
appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  1903,  and  those  that  may  here- 
after be  provided  by  law  for  service  in  any  of  the  public  squares  and 
reservations  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  receive  from  the  sur- 
geons of  the  police  and  fire  departments  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
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free  medical  attendance,  the  same  as  is  rendered  to  the  members  of  the 
Metropolitan  police  force  of  said  District. 

That  the  surgeons  of  the  police  and  fire  departments  will  immedi- 
ately confer  with  the  officer  m  charge  of  public  buildings  and  grounds 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the  above  order. 


July  21,  1902. 
Ordered^  That  the  schedule  of  limitations  and  provisions  relative  to 
the  projection  of  portions  of  buildings  beyond  the  building  line 
adopted  as  a  basis  of  the  Commissioners'  concurrence  under  ''An  act 
making  appropriations  to  supply  deficiences  in  the  appropriations  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1891,  and  for  prior  years,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  March  3,  1891,  is  hereby  amended  by  providing 
that  hereafter  in  all  cases  where  6-foot  areas  now  exist  for  one-third  of 
a  side  of  a  block  it  shall  be  permissible  to  grant  permits  for  additional 
5-feet  areas  on  the  same  side  of  such  block. 


July  23,  1902. 

Ordered^  That  section  208  of  the  building  regulations  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  words  "except  for  residences,  and  in 
every  case  the  supply  pipe  must  be  metered  and  provided  with  a  relief 
valve  of  approved  type  placed  between  the  meter  and  the  elevator;" 
so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  208.  The  further  introduction  of  hvdraulic  elevators  driven 
by  Potomac  water  directly  from  the  mains  is  hereby  prohibited,  except 
for  residences,  and  in  everv  case  the  supply  pipe  must  be  metered  and 
provided  with  a  relief  valve  of  approved  type  placed  between  the 
meters  and  the  elevator.'' 


July  26,  1902. 

Ordered^  That  article  8  of  the  police  regulations  is  hereby  amended 
by  including  therein,  after  section  19,  the  following  section,  to  be 
raiown  as  section  20,  and  that  the  present  sections  20  and  21  of  said 
article,  are  hereby  changed,  respectively,  to  sections  21  and  22,  viz: 

''Sec.  20.  Owners  of  lots  abutting  upon  improved  streets,  avenues, 
and  alleys  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  which  are  above  gi-ade, 
shall  protect  the  same  and  the  parking  in  front  of  such  lots,  so  as  to 
prevent  dirt,  sand,  or  gravel  from  falling  or  being  washed  upon  the 
sidewalks  or  alleyways  abutting  thereon.'" 


July  28,  1902. 

Ordered^  That  section  4  of  article  10  of  the  police  regulations  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  ''bell,"  in  line  6,  the  words 
"(or,  in  the  case  of  motor  vehicles,  a  suitable  horn),"  so  that  the  section 
wUl  be  as  follows: 

"Sec.  4.  Sleighs  and  other  vehicles  on  runners  shall  have  bells  so 
attached  thereto,  or  to  the  animals  drnwing  the  same,  as  to  sound 
when  such  vehicle  is  in  motion;  motor  carriages  and  all  cycles,  bicycles, 
tricycles,  and  carts  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  combustible  waste 
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shall  have  at' all  times  a  suitable  jgong  or  hell  (or,  in  the  case  of  motor 
vehicles,  a  suitable  horn),  sufficiently  distinctive  from  the  bell  pro- 
vided for  the  fire  department  and  ambulance  service,  so  attached  as  to 
be  readily  sounded  for  the  purpose  of  warning  persons  of  their 
approach;  and  all  cycles,  bicycles,  tricyles,  and  motor  vehicles  in 
motion  between  one  hour  after  sunset  and  one  hour  before  sunrise 
shall  dispay  suitable  lights." 


August  5,  1902. 
That  in  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
authorizing  the  leasing  of  public  space  bordering  James  Creek  Canal, 
the  present  occupants  of  said  space  be  notified  that  if  they  desire  or 
intend  to  continue  to  occupy  the  property  they  shall  at  once  make 
application  to  the  Commissioners  to  lease  said  property  for  one  year, 
for  such  figure  as  may  be  deemed  just  by  the  boara  of  assessors,  and 
that  after  the  applications  are  all  received  the  harbor  master  shall 
allot  the  land,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  accordance  with  the  applications. 


August  6,  1902. 
That  authority  is  hereby  granted  the  health  officer  to  direct  sanitary 
and  food  inspectors  of  the  health  department  to  j)roceed  from  time  to 
time,  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary,  to  various  places  in  Marj^- 
land  and  Virginia,  to  be  designated  by  him,  for  the  purpose  of  inspect- 
ing dairy  farms  and  milk  and  other  dairy  products;  the  necessary 
expenses  of  said  inspectors  to  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the 
necessary  expenses  of  sanitary  and  food  inspectors  while  traveling 
outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  dairy 
farms,  milk,  and  other  dairy  products. 


September  26,  1902. 

That  hereafter  applicants  for  appointment  as  street-railway -crossing 
policemen  shall  paks  the  examination  conducted  bv  the  United  States 
Civil  Service  Commission  for  members  of  the  Metropolitan  police 
force,  receiving  an  average  of  not  less  than  70  per  cent  after  having 
met  the  physical  requirements  of  the  surgeons. 

That  tne  age  and  the  physical  requirements  and  the  requirements 
as  to  moral  character  and  personal  courtesy  shall  be  the  same  as  for 
members  of  the  regular  force. 


September  27,  1903. 
That  hereafter  all  bidders  who  are  required  to  submit  a  money  guar- 
antv  with  their  proposals  shall  deposit,  the  amount  of  said  guaranty 
with  the  collector  of  taxes,  and  inclose  the  receipt  therefor  with  their 
respective  proposals,  to  be  returned  to  the  several  bidders  when  the 
conditions  of  the  deposit  shall  have  been  met.  All  advertisements 
hereafter  published  asking  for  proposals  shall  contain  a  notice  to  bid- 
ders conformably  with  this  order, 
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October  18,  1902. 

Ordered^  That  section  13,  article  4,  of  the  Police  Regulations  of  the 
Dis^ict  of  Columbia,  as  amended  September  30,  1902,  is  hereby 
farther  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  loUowing: 

"The  market  master  of  the  wholesale  market  shall  assign  spaces  or 
stands  on  the  sidewalk  and  roadway  next  to  the  curb  on  the  east  side 
of  Twelfth  street  west,  between  north  B  street  and  Little  B  street  north, 
aod  on  the  south  side  of  said  Little  B  street,  between  Tenth  ana 
Twelfth  streets  west,  and  on  the  contiguous  portion  of  the  space  or 
reservation  between  Tenth  and  Twelfth  streets  west,  and  B  and  Little 
B  streets  north,  to  licensed  hucksters  or  produce  dealers  at  large.  No 
person  shall  occupy  such  stands  without  first  having  had  a  space 
uereto  assigned  to  him  in  writing  bv  said  market  master.  The  space 
to  be  assigned  to  each  permittee  shall  not  be  more  than  necessary  and 
sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  one  wagon  with  the  back  thereof 
parallel  to  the  curb,  nor  the  space  to  be  occupied  on  the  sidewalk  to 
extend  more  than  5  feet  inside  the  curb  line.  Each  occupant  of  any 
8ach  space  shall  each  day,  before  leaving  the  same,  sweep  and  clean 
the  sicfewalk  or  other  space  occupied  by  nim,  and  remove  therefrom 
all  deposits,  dirt,  litter,  and.  refuse  matter  which  shall  have  accumu- 
lated thereon  during  his  occupancy  of  such  sidewalk  or  space;  and  the 
occupants  of  stands  on  the  street  shall  sweep  and  clean  tne  contiguous 
roadway  of  the  same  to  a  distance  of  12  feet  from  the  curb  line  thereof 
in  addition  to  the  sidewalk,  and  remove  therefrom  all  deposits,  dirt, 
litter,  and  refuse  matter  which  shall  have  accumulated  thereon  during 
their  occupancy  of  such  space." 


October  31,  1902. 

Ordered^  That  section  6,  article  9,  of  the  Police  Regulations  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

'*No  person  under  the  age  of  16  years  shall  carry  or  have  in  his  or 
her  possession,  upon  anj^  street,  avenue,  road,  alley,  park,  or  other 
pabhc  space  in  the  District  of  Columbia  any  gun,  pistol,  rifle,  air  gun, 
bean  shooter,  sling,  or  other  dangerous  weapon  of  any  character: 
Provided^  however^  That  nothing  in  this  section  8hall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prohibit  members  of  duly  authorized  military  organizations  from 
the  proper  use  of  their  guns  and  other  equipment  as  members  of  such 
organization.'' 

November  15,  1902. 
Ordered^  That  applications  for  appointment  in  the  fire  department 
who  have  served  in  and  have  been  honoiubly  discharged  from  the  Army 
or  Navy  of  the  United  States,  or  who  have  served  in  the  fire  depart- 
ment of  the  District  of  Columbia  with  good  records  and  whose  with- 
drawal therefrom  has  been  by  voluntary  resignation  be  allowed  a  5 
per  cent  credit  on  the  examination  records. 


November  24,  1902. 
Ordered^  That  section  130  of  the  plumbing  regulations  is  hereby 
revoked,  and  that  the  following  be  substituted  therefor: 
"  Sec.  130,  No  disposal  of  wastes  from  a  water-closet  will  be  allowed 
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except  into  a  public  sewer,  or  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  13  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  January  25,  1898." 


December  5, 1902. 

Ordered^  That  section  11,  article  4,  of  the  Police  Regulations  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"  No  person  shall  stop  any  vehicle  abreast  of  any  other  vehicle  upon 
any  street  or  avenue  in  the  l)istrict  of  Columbia,  and  all  vehicles  snail 
be  so  stopped  that  the  sides  or  the  rear  thereof  shall  be  next  to  the  curb 
line  of  the  street  or  avenue:  Provided^  That  in  all  cases  where  vehicles 
congregate  in  the  vicinity  of  receptions,  balls,  theaters,  concei'ts,  or 
private  parties,  or  other  public  entertainment,  they  shall,  while  deliv- 
ering and  taking  up  those  using  them,  keep  the  curb  at  the  right  hand, 
and  while  waiting,  the  vehicles  shall  be  so  arranged,  in  not  more  than 
two  ranks  on  each  side  of  the  street  and  parallel  therewith,  as  to  facili- 
tate their  coming  up  in  proper  direction  when  called  for,  and  for  this 
purpose  a  space  of  at  least  20  feet  shall  be  left  clear  in  the  middle 
of  tne  street  and  along  the  curb  at  the  entmnce  to  the  building  or  place 
where  any  such  assenibly  is  had.  In  the  case  of  a  street  containing  one 
or  more  car  tracks  the  ranks  of  waiting  vehicles  shall  be  so  arranged 
as  to  leave  at  least  4  feet  in  the  clear  outside  the  track." 


December  5,  1902. 
Ordered^  That  the  fee  for  the  inspection  of  spring-balance  scales  is 
hereby  reduced  from  25  cents  to  15  cents  from  and  after  January  1, 
1903,  to  and  including  June  30,  1903,  and  that  thereafter  only  a  semi- 
annual inspection  of  these  scales  be  made  at  the  present  fee,  25  cents 
for  each  inspection. 

February  17,  1903. 

Ordered^  That  section  15,  Article  XIII,  of  the  Police  Regulations  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  aAiended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  15.  No  automobile  or  locomobile  livery  stable  or  building 
wherein  automobiles  or  locomobiles  are  kept  for  hire  shall  be  erectec^ 
located,  established,  or  maintained  upon  any  resident  street  or  avenue 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  without  the  written  consent  of  seventy- 
five  per  centum  of  the  resident  householders  and  real-estate  owners  on 
the  side  of  the  square  on  which  such  stable  or  building  is  to  be  located, 
and  also  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  resident  housenolders  and  real- 
estate  owners  on  the  confronting  side  of  the  opposite  square. 

''' Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  article  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  punisned  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense." 


March  23,  1903. 

Ordered^  That  section  12,  article  4,  of  the  Police  Regulations  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

"  Every  driver  of  a  vehicle  located  on  a  public  stand,  or  engaged  at 
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any  hotel,  theatre,  reception,  ball,  concert,  or  private  party,  or  any 
otter  place  whatever,  shall  place  his  vehicle  while  waiting  in  any  loca- 
tion desi^ated  by  any  member  of  the  Metropolitan  police  foVce  on 
duty,  ana  shall  be  at  all  times  within  five  feet  of  his  vehicle." 


March  23,  1903. 

Ordered^  That  section  5,  article  22,  of  the  Police  Re|rulations  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

''Owners  or  occupants  of  stores  on  business  streets  or  avenues  may 
a-^  the  space  outside  the  front  thereof,  to  the  extent  of  three  feet 
from  the  building  line,  for  the  display,  in  show  cases  or  otherwise,  of 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  directly  connected  with  the  business 
tran^cted  within  their  stores:  Provided^  That  no  meat,  tish,  or  fowl 
shall  be  displayed  outside  of  any  store  on  such  streets  or  avenues, 
except  that  game  and  poultry  may  be  displayed  outside  of  stores  on  such 
streets  or  avenues,  within  three  feet  of  the  building  line,  between  the 
first  day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year:  Provided 
further^  That  the  provisions  of  the  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  owners 
or  occupants  of  stores  or  places  of  business  on  Louisiana  avenue  between 
Ninth  and  Tenth  streets,  and  B  street  between  Ninth  and  Tenth  streets, 
northwest,  who  may  displav  meats  and  provisions  in  front  of  their 
stores  or  places  of  business.^' 


April  2,  1903. 

Ordered^  That  section  33,  Article  X,  of  the  Police  Regulations  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

''Sec.  33.  No  person  shall  expectorate  or  spit  in  or  upon  any  paved 
sidewalk  or  footpath  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  on  any  part  of 
any  street,  railway  car,  or  other  public  vehicle  carrying  passengers 
for  hire,  or  in  or  ujK)n  any  part  of  any  public  building  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Commissionei-s  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Street-railway 
companies,  and  the  proprietors  of  other  public  vehicles  carrying  pas- 
sengers for  hire,  shall  seep  posted  conspicuously  in  each  and  eveiy 
one  of  their  cars  and  public  venicles  notice  forbidding  such  expectora- 
ting or  spitting." 

April  21,  1903. 

Ordered^  That  ''An  ordinance  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unwholesome 
food,  and  the  distribution  of  medicinal  and  poisonous  substances  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,"  adopted  bv  the  Commissioners  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  rfanuary  2, 1902,  is  Kereby  amended  by  adding  after 
section  6  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  6  A.  That  any  person  in  the  District  of  Columbia  who 
receives  milk  or  cream  for  sale  shall  immediately  after  emptying  the 
receptacle  in  which  such  milk  or  cream  has  been  received  tnoroughlv 
rinse  such  receptacle  so  as  to  free  the  same  from  all  remnants  of  milk 
and  of  cream,  or  shall  cause  such  receptacle  to  be  so  rinsed:  and  no 
person  in  said  District  shall  put  or,  having  power  and  autnority  to 
prevent,  permit  to  be  put  into  any  receptacle  which  is  commonly  used 
for  the  storage  or  delivery  of  milk  or  cream  for  sale  anything  which 
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is  filthy  or  offensive,  or  any  refuse  matter  of  any  kind.  Any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  offense."

Ordei^ed^  The  significance  of  Flag  Day  is  now  appreciated  every- 
where; its  celebration  has  spread  from  State  to  State.  It  is  especially 
valuable  to  the  promotion  of  patriotic  sentiments  and  patriotic  action; 
it  administers  to  the  proper  observance  of  the  nation  s  birthday,  the 
greatest  of  all  our  national  anniversaries,  devoted  to  the  celebration 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  which  made  the  American  flag  a 
possibility.  The  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of  the  American  flag  uy 
the  Continental  Congress  on  the  14th  day  of  June,  1777,  falls  this  year 
upon  Sunday.  The  following  day  will  therefore  be  generally  cele- 
brated throughout  the  country  as  Flag  Day.     It  is  therefore 

Ordered^  That  the  15th  proximo  be  adopted  as  Flag  Day,  and  that 
the  flags  on  all  the  District  buildings  be  displayed  on  that  day,  and  the 
citizens  of  the  DistiTct  are  earnestly  invited  to  cooperate  in  the  cele- 
bration by  a  general  displav  of  the  national  ensign. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  appropriate  exercises  be  held  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  that  all  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  especially 
the  young,  take  occasion  on  that  day  to  contribute,  if  they  have  not 
already  done  so,  toward  the  success  of  the  Independence  E)ay  celebra- 
tion to  such  extent  as  their  circumstances  will  permit. 


June  9,  1903. 

Ordered^  That  section  67  of  the  Building  Regulations  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  made  and  promulgated  March  1, 1902,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"No  party  wall  shall  be  constructed  in  the  District  of  Columbia  of 
less  thickness  throughout  than  a  brick  and  a  half,  or  13  inches.  A 
two-story  building  may  be  constructed  with  external  walls,  other  than 
party  wall,  13  inches  in  the  basement  or  foundations  and  9  inches  in 
the  first  and  second  stories.  For  building  more  than  two  stories  in 
height  the  external  and  party  walls  shall  be  at  least  13  inches  thick  and 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  embraced  in  this  section. 
Hereafter  fire  walls  shall  be  constructed  by  bringing  up  the  walls  at 
least  one  foot  higher  than  the  contiguous  portions  of  the  roof  through- 
out the  entire  extent  of  the  roof,  incluaing  mansards.  No  fire  wall 
shall  exceed  four  feet  in  height  above  the  roof  and  must  be  built  of 
hard  brick  in  cement  mortar  and  flashed  over  or  capped  with  non- 
combustible  coping."

I  state  with  pleasure  that  the  clerks  employed  in  this  branch  of  the 
the  assessor's  office  are  efficient  and  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their 
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duties,  and  the  system  in  voffue  leaves,  in  my  judgment,  nothing  to  be 
desired.  A  complete  record  of  all  transactions  is  carefully  kept  and 
thoroughly  indexed,  thus  enabling  the  office  to  promptly  fumisn  any 
information  desired. 

WATER-MAIN  TAX   DEPARTMENT. 

In  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  Commissioners  of  March  3,  1902, 
the  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  present  system  of  levying 
assessments  for  water  mains  and  other  municipal  improvements 
has  prepared  a  bill  incorporating  the  best  features  of  the  present  laws, 
together  with  such  amendments  as  will,  in  their  opinion,  simplify  and 
make  clear  the  conditions  incidental  to  such  assessments. 

The  reasons  for  the  several  changes  in  the  water-main  tax  law  and 
the  radical  departure  in  the  method  of  levying  assessments  for  service 
sewers  are  emuodied  in  a  special  report  of  the  committee  to  the  Com- 
missioners. 

The  method  inaugurated  of  noting  all  arrears  of  taxes  and  assess- 
ments on  the  current  tax  ledgers  ana  bills  has  resulted,  in  the  matter 
of  water-main  assessments,  in  the  largest  collection  since  1895. 

The  operations  of  the  office  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  are 
as  follows:

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  ESTIMATES. 

In  my  estimates  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  1904-5,  an  increase  of 
$4:00  is  asked  for  my  second  assistant  assessor.  The  impoitance  and 
dignity  of  the  position  require  a  knowledge  of  all  the  details  of  the 
office,  strict  integrity,  sound  judgment,  and  gentlemanly  courtesy. 
This  official  has  the  airection  of  many  clerks  in  their  various  duties, 
and  assists  in  the  general  management  of  the  office. 

It  is  important  in  the  interest  of  good  administration  that  this 
increase  be  allowed. 

CURRENT  BUSINESS. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  force  of  this  office  has  been  taxed  to 
the  utmost,  and  with  several  of  the  clerks  it  involved  the  working  of 
extra  hours  in  order  to  perfect  the  current  business  of  the  office,  and 
their  zeal  and  industry  in  this  connection  has  enabled  me  to  install 
and  carry  out  many  needed  reforms. 

Bv  an  appropriation  at  the  last  session  for  temporary  employees, 
renaered  necessary  by  the  increased  volume  of  worJk  both  in  the  per- 
sonal and  real  estate  departments,  the  office  has  been  enabled  to  Keep 
up  all  arrears  and  prevent  complaints  of  taxpayers. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  this  appropriation  be  continued. 

THE  TRIENNIAL  ASSESSMENT. 

The  board  of  assistant  assessors  will  commence  the  triennial  assess- 
ment of  real  estate  for  1905-6  on  or  before  January  1,  1904,  and 
under  tl  e  law  are  required  to  turn  in  the  same  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January    1905,  when  the  board  of  equalization  and  review  will  meet 
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to  receive  and  determine  appeals  from  the  valuations  placed  upon 
property  by  said  board  of  assistant  assessors,  and  for  this  purpose  will 
remain  in  session  until  the  first  Monday  in  June  following,  and  this, 
when  completed,  will  constitute  the  basis  of  assessment  for  the  three 
years  commencing  July  1,  1905. 

These  triennial  assessments,  in  their  compilation,  require  consider- 
able labor,  and  the  work  is  done  bv  a  corps  of  expert  clerks,  which 
work  has  been  found  impracticable  of  accomplisnment  without  an 
additional  clerical  force.  1  am  therefore  compelled  to  urge  an  appro- 
priation of  at  least. $2,500  for  this  purpose,  being  deemed  a  small 
amount  when  compared  with  the  cost  for  such  work  in  prior  years. 

TAX   DEEDS  AND  ARREARS  OF  TAXES. 

From  January  1,  1903,  to  date,  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  1,  1902,  this  office  has  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  collector  of 
taxes  for  execution  693  tax  deeds,  involving  the  payment  of  arrears 
of  general  taxes  due  the  District  of  Columbia  previous  to  1901  in  the 
amount  of  $42,866.  This  work  has  necessitated  the  entire  attention 
of  several  clerks,  the  work  being  of  an  extremely  technical  character 
and  requiring  the  greatest  care. 

During  the  tiscalyear  ending  June  30,  1903,  there  has  been  paid  by 
bills  certified  by  this  office  to  the  collector  of  taxes  arrears  due  pre- 
vious to  the  year  1901  in  the  amount  of  $97,305.66.  I  attribute  the 
Byment  of  this  large  amount,  which  included  taxes  in  the  amount  of 
,505.93,  which  would  have  been  barred  by  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions, to  the  enactment  of  the  above  law. 

At  this  rate  not  many  years  would  elapse  before  the  books  of  the 
office  would  be  entirely  clear  of  delinquent  taxes. 

TAX  LEDGERS. 

The  tax  ledgers,  embracing  all  taxes  on  real  estate  and  personal 
property  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  are  embodied  in  21  books,  cover- 
ing 7,6''5  pages,  and  43,993  accounts,  and  about  110  parcels  of  land. 

Systematic  methods  now  in  vogue  in  this  office  have  resulted  in  great 
advantage  in  perfecting  better  systems  and  meeting  the  demands  of 
the  taxpayers  and  others  having  business  with  this  office. 

TAX   BILLS. 

The  practice  which  has  been  adopted  of  preparing  tax  bills  prior  to 
the  time  for  payment,  arranging  them  in  alphabetical  order,  thus  ren- 
dering them  readily  accessible  when  application  is  made  for  the  same, 
in  lieu  of  the  old  method  of  making  out  bills  when  called  for,  avoids 
great  delay  to  taxpayers. 

If  there  are  arrears  of  taxes,  a  notice  is  attached  to  each  bill,  notify- 
ing the  taxpayer  of  such  delinquent  taxes. 

This  system  has  been  found  to  aid  greatly  in  the  interest  of  the  tax- 
payers and  in  the  dispatch  of  business  in  this  office. 

TIME   FOR  PAYMENT  OF  TAXES. 

Under  the  act  of  February  14,  1902,  it  was  enacted  that  the  whole 
tax  on  real  and  personal  property  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be 
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due  and  payable  in  the  month  of  May  of  each  year;  provided,  how- 
ever, that,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  Noveniber  of  each  year,  the 
real  estate  tax  may  be  paid  in  two  equal  installments,  the  first  in 
November  and  the  second  in  Maj^  but  that  no  penalty  shall  accrue  for 
delinquency  until  the  following  June,  as  hereinafter  provided;  or,  if 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  tax  upon  real  and  personal  property 
shall  not  be  paid  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  the  same 
shall  thereafter  be  in  arrears  and  delinquent,  and  there  shall  then  be 
added,  to  be  collected  with  said  tax,  a  penalty  of  1  per  cent  per 
month  upon  the  amount  thereof,  and  a  like  penalty  on  the  first  day  of 
each  succeeding  month,  until  payment  of  said  tax  and  penaltv,  and  the 
whole  together  shall  constitute  the  delinquent  tax,  to  be  dealt  with  in 
the  manner  now  prescribed  by  law. 

All  the  provisions  of  this  law  seem  to  meet  with  the  requirements  of 
taxpayers,  and  while  it  imposes  additional  burdens  on  the  tax  office, 
it  IS  submitted  that  in  the  interest  of  the  taxpayers  it  is  good 
legislation. 

DUPLICATE   PAYMENTS. 

The  method  now  in  vogue  in  making  out  tax  bills  in  advance  of  the 
time  for  payment  has  resulted  in  reducing  the  number  of  duplicate 
payments  to  a  minimum,  said  bills  being  deposited  in  alphabetical 
order  in  boxes  arranged  tor  the  purpose,  and  the  person  catling  for  a 
bill  is  notified,  if  the  clerk  fails  to  find  said  bin,  that  it  has  been 
delivered;  but  the  most  effectual  means  of  avoiding  duplicate  pay- 
ments is  in  posting  the  credits  each  day,  which  has  been  done,  neces- 
sitating the  working  of  extra  hours  by  the  clerks. 

REMISSION   OP  PENALTIES  AND  INTEREST. 

The  office  is  flooded  with  applications  for  remission  of  penalties  and 
interest,  and  in  about  90  per  cent  of  such  cases  the  grounds  for  relief 
are  based  upon  the  slightest  technicalities  and  have  to  be  acted  upon 
adversely. 

I  desire  to  renew  a  former  reconunendation  on  this  subject,  that 
some  provision  of  law  be  enacted,  vesting  authority  in  the  Commi?*- 
sioners  to  remit  penalties  and  interest  where,  in  their  judgment,  the 
equities  are  strong  enough  to  warrant  it,  and  thus  save  the  District 
and  property  owners  the  expense  of  litigation. 

TRANSFERS  OF  REAL  ESTATE. 

The  number  of  transfers  during  the  past  fiscal  year  aggregate  6,408. 
being  3,916  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  2,492  in  the  county  oi 
Washington,  an  increase,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of 
679.  It  is  estimated  that  these  transfers  represent  about  20,000  pieces 
of  property,  and  the  duties  reduire  the  services  of  three  skilled  clerks, 
one  for  the  transcribing  of  deeds,  wills,  and  decrees  in  the  offices  of  the 
recorder  of  deeds,  register  of  wills,  and  clerk's  office  of  the  supreme 
court,  District  of  Uolumbia.  and  the  other  two  dissect  the  various  items 
for  entry  on  the  cards  and  ledgers.  They  are  required  to  be  experts 
in  this  Ime,  as  errors  would  involve  the  District  in  litigation  and  pecu- 
niary loss.  They  should  receive  salaries  conmiensurate  with  the 
responsibility  relative  to  their  positions. 
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TAX  EXEMPTIONS. 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  again  direct  attention  to  provisions  of  law 
relating  to  educational,  charitable,  and  ecclesiastical  establishments, 
iDcreasmg  the  volume  of  nontaxable  property  to  an  alarming  extent. 
Some  modification  of  the  law  in  such  cases  is  imperatively  demanded. 

The  last  estimated  revenues  from  taxable  property  was  about  44.60 
per  cent;  exempt  property,  such  as  educational,  churches,  charitable 
institutions^  etc.,  2.65  per  cent;  District  of  Columbia,  0.95  per  cent; 
United  States,  51.80  per  cent. 

It  would  appear  it  is  time  to  call  a  halt  with  a  view  to  remedial 
I^islation. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Communications  received  at  this  oflSce,  relating  to  letters  of  inquiry 
as  to  taxes,  tax  sales,  and  to  many  other  innumerable  subjects,  involve 
the  jacketing,  numbering,  and  entry  of  same,  and  in  nearly  every  case 
indorsements  made  of  the  facts  for  transmission  to  the  Commissioners 
for  their  action.  In  this  category  is  included  the  business  relating  to 
the  water-main  tax  department,  the  special  assessment  office,  arrears 
division,  and  current  business  of  the  office,  and  many  inquiries  as  to 
the  systems  in  vogue,  as  compared  with  other  cities,  requiring  the 
services  of  a  great  number  of  clerks. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  I  have  been  ably  assisted  by  my  two 
assistants,  and  also  by  the  clerks  in  charge  of  the  special  assessment 
and  water-main  tax  divisions. 

CERTinCATES  OF  TAXES. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  have  been  issued  by  this  office, 
6,T99  certificates  of  taxes,  for  which  a  fee  of  50  cents  each  was  collected. 
This  is  an  increase  over  the  number  issued  during  the  fiscal  year 
previous  of  279. 

No  errors  in  said  certificates,  involving  a  loss  to  the  District,  have 
come  to  my  attention  during  the  year. 

As  loans  and  sales  often  await  the  issuance  of  these  certificates,  they 
are  therefore  of  vital  importance,- and  every  eflfort  is  made  by  this 
branch  of  the  office  to  facilitate  the  dispatch  of  business. 

I  desire  to  again  urge  upon  the  Commissioners  the  recommendation 
to  Congress  that  the  act  or  May  13,  1892,  be  amended  to  provide  that 
any  tax  or  assessment  omitted  from  a  certificate  of  taxes  shall,  upon 
discovery  of  such  omission,  be  canceled,  and  not,  as  the  law  now  pro- 
vides, barred  as  to  any  purchaser  subsequent  to  date  of  said  certificate. 
As  the  law  now  stands  it  is  necessary  for  property  to  change  hands 
before  such  law  becomes  operative.  Again,  a  property  owner  can  not 
obtain  a  certificate  for  his  own  information  upon  the  reliability  of 
which  he  can  depend.  It  is  certainly  in  the  interest  of  public  policy 
and  public  right  that  when  the  District  of  Columbia,  over  the  hand 
and  seal  of  its  appointed  officer,  gives  its  certificate  as  to  the  condition 
of  taxes  on  property,  that  such  certificate  should  import  absolute 
verity. 

In  addition  to  the  certificates  above  mentioned,  for  which  a  fee  is 
charged,  there  have  been  during  the  past  fiscal  year  issued  by  this 
office  1,500  free  certificates,  accompanying  subdivisions,  condemna- 
tions of  land,  and  tax  deeds,  and  involving  the  same  care  in  their 
preparation  as  the  regular  certificates  of  taxes. 
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COUNTY  PLATS. 

In  my  annual  report  of  1902  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  was 
invited  to  the  growing  necessity  for  accurate  county  plats,  with  the 
recommendation  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  formulate  a 
plan  for  renumbering  and  describing  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  in  that 
portion  of  the  District  outside  the  city  of  Washington,  producing 
accurate  plats  and  the  probable  cost  of  the  same. 

This  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  December  8, 
1902,  and  was  composed  of  the  corporation  counsel,  the  engineer  in 
charge  of  street  extensions,  the  surveyor.  District  of  Columbia,  and  a 
representative  of  this  office. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  made  February  18, 1903,  requesting 
the  enactment  of  a  proposed  bill  and  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
$13,000.  This  report  does  not  treat  with  the  plan  in  aetail,  but  the 
geneml  plan  agreed  upon  seems  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  District  government,  and  when  carried  into  effect 
will  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  public  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business  with  the  District. 

I  think  that  it  is  a  mistake  to  amend  the  law  on  this  subject  as  pro- 

Eosed  by  the  bill  of  the  committee.     I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
e  much  better  to  submit  a  new  bill  to  thoroughly  cover  the  matter  and 
repeal  all  other  laws  inconsistent  therewith. 

if  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  are  adopted  it  will  result 
in  placing  the  county  records  on  an  entirely  new  basis,  involving  much 
time  and  careful  labor  and  an  expenditure  of  about  $5,000  to  carry  out 
that  part  of  the  plan  affecting  this  office.  Every  record  must  be  changed, 
giving  to  each  parcel  or  lot  a  new  and  definite  designation. 

It  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  this  office  if  the  new  plan 
could  be  put  into  operation  with  the  new  triennial  assessment  which 

foes  into  effect  in  1906.     As  the  whole  system  of  county  taxation 
epends  very  much  upon  accurate  plats  I  can  not  too  strongly  urge  the 
adoption  of  the  plan  as  outlined  by  the  conunittee. 

ART  GALLERIES. 

I  recommend  that  art  galleries  ih  the  District  of  Columbia  that  are 
of  sufficient  value,  size,  and  merit  as  to  be  of  general  interest,  and 
are  kept  open  to  the  public  free  of  charge,  at  such  time  or  times  as 
the  ConMnissioners  shall  direct,  be  exempt  from  personal  taxation. 

PERSONAL  TAX. 

The  assessment  of  all  personal  property  liiable  to  taxation  is  made 
annually  by  the  board  of  personal-tax  appraisers,  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  assessor  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  board  of  personal -tax  appeals  meets  to  hear  and  determine  all 
appeals  from  assessments  made  by  the  appraisers,  from  November  15 
to  December  15,  each  year.  I  recommend  that  the  period  for  the 
meeting  of  this  board  be  changed  from  the  present  date,  November  15 
to  December  15,  to  from  the  first  Monday  m  February  to  the  second 
Monday  in  March  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  to  enable  the  personal- 
tax  appraisers  to  make  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  city,  which  at  present 
is  far  from  satisfactory. 

I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  high  percentage  tax  placed  upon  build- 
ing associations  and  savings  banks.     Under  the  act  of  Jufy  1,  1902, 
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bailding  associations  are  required  to  pay  4  per  cent  per  annum  on  their 
gross  earnings  for  the  preceding  year  ending  June  30. 

1  recommend  that  paragraph  9,  section  6,  of  said  act  be  amended,  so 
that  such  building  associations  be  required  to  pay  2  per  cent  per  annum 
on  their  gross  earnings. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  what  seems  to  be  a  discrimination  as 
between  certain  corporations  and  individuals  carrying  on  the  same 
kinds  of  business,  with  a  view  to  remedial  legislation.  I  recommend 
that  all  corporations,  which  by  reason  of  incorporation^  receive  no 
special  franchise  or  privilege,  be  assessed  and  taxed  as  individuals  and 
partnerships  conducting  the  same  kind  of  business  or  enterprise  are 
assessed  and  taxed. 

LICENSES. 

1  recommend  that  proprietors  of  bowling  alleys  conducted  for  gai  n 
which  clause  by  some  inadvertence  was  omitted  from  the  recent 
license  law,  be  again  classed  in  the  category  of  those  entitled  to  pay 
license  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  alley,  per  annum. 

HALL  OF  THE   ANCIENTS. 

This  is  an  institution  which  has  for  its  object  the  exhibition  of 
ancient  Egyptian  architecture  and  customs,  and  is  instructive  and 
edncational  in  its  character.  Such  an  institution  is  worthy  of  encour- 
agement and  commendation. 

The  property  is  listed  on  the  records  as  sublets  43,  44,  and  45, 
square  252,  and  is  assessed  on  its  real  estate  and  personal  property.  An 
annual  license  under  the  head  of  "Exhibitions  '  is  also  charged. 

I  therefore  recommend  such  legislation  as  will  exempt  the  property 
from  personal  and  license  taxes,  provided  the  Commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  have  full  authority  at  such  times  as  they  may 
see  fit  to  direct  the  free  admission  of  the  public. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  detailed  reoort  of  the  operations 
of  tJie  board  of  assistant  assessors  for  the  nscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1903:

Dear  Sir:  Since  October  31, 1902,  the  close  of  the  triennial  assessment  for  1903-1905, 
the  time  of  the  board  of  assistant  assessors  has  been  taken  up  with  work  for  the 
CommiasionerB'  office,  examinations  of  buildings  reported  removed,  reassessment  of 
newly  subdivided  blocks  and  lots,  investigations  into  matters  relative  to  exempt 
property,  completion  of  the  annual  assessment  for  1904,  and  general  work  on  matters 
requiring  investigations  and  reports. 

ThsA  tne  work  of  assessment  is  increasing  year  by  year  can  be  shown  by  the  facts 
that  subdivisions  are  getting  more  numerous  in  locations  both  near  and  remote, 
bnildinss  a^e  increasing  in  number  and  valuation,  as  is  also  the  work  of  repairs. 
The  fi3d  books  of  recent  years,  which  showed  vacant  lots  in  certain  squares  in 
remote  sections  of  the  city,  now  reveal  these  lots  improved  with  fine  haoitations. 
It  is  now  a  necessity  for  a  proper  and  accurate  assessment  of  property  that  the  new 
WKssment  begin  as  quickly  as  possible  after  the  completion  ot  the  old. 

These  facts  are  illustrative  of  the  progressiveness  ol  the  District's  advancement  in 
habitations  and  population.  The  new  law  has  created  greater  exactions  in  the 
application  of  its  methods  of  enforcement  than  known  heretofore,  creating  and 
requiring  laborious  efforts  and  constant  employ,  and  in  general,  as  compared  with 
the  old  system  of  assessment,  is  exacting  in  tne  extreme  in  fulfilling  the  requirements 
of  its  mandate.  The  board  will  very  soon  commence  work  on  the  next  triennial 
asBeesment^  and  its  efforts  will  be  to  establish,  equitably^  valuations  on  the  existing 
basis.  This  hoped  for  expectation,  if  realized,  will  abate  m  great  measure  misonder- 
standings  of  aseeesment  matters.

There  is  no  secret  work  connected  with  the  operations  of  this  board.  All  its 
official  acts  are  open  to  public  inspection  and  every  taxpayer  is  courteously  invited 
and  enc!Ouraged  to  inspect  the  records  and  submit  his  views  orally  or  in  writing 
before  final  action  is  taken,  and  if,  perhaps,  it  is  found  that  some  mistakes  are  made 
or  some  inequalities  remain  unadjusted,  after  the  time  limited  by  law  has  expired, 
this  board  submits  its  action  to  the  public  in  the  confidence  that  in  the  agf^regate 
result  a  reasonably  fair  and  equitable  valuation  in  the  different  sections  has  Men 
reached. 

With  the  above  statements  the  work  of  the  excise  board  is  to  be  mentioned. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ended  in  connection  with  its  duties  of  considering  liquor  appli- 
cations, many  hearings  were  given  cases  held  up  for  cause,  as  also  m  matters  of 
transfer  of  licenses.  Much  time  and  labor  were  called  for  in  the  consideration  and 
adjustment  of  these  particulars.  Many  questions  arose  as  to  the  board's  interpreta- 
tion of  the  excise  law,  and  when  citeo  to  appear  to  defend  it«  rulings  before  the 
courts  in  appealed  cases,  the  board  has  in  every  case  been  sustained  and  affirmed. 

It  is  desirable  that  plats  from  the  surveyor's  office  for  use  in  this  office  should 
show  the  lot  numbers  of  lots  abutting  on  the  newly  subdivided  lots.  This  sugges- 
tion, if  possible  to  carry  out,  would  Be  a  help  and  a  saving  of  time  and  labor. 

While  only  a  casual  thought,  yet  in  the  interest  of  true  valuation  of  city  and  county 
property  deeds  hereafter  recoraed  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  should  con- 
tain the  actual  sale  price,  and  only  such  should  be  of  record  and  for  evidencre  in  place 
of  the  nominal  and  fictitious  values  now  prevalent.  Such  values  would,  if  made 
under  oath,  be  looked  upon  as  properly  determinative  for  the  purpose  of  assessment 
basis  and  a  criterion  for  reaching  equity  and  for  allaying  criticism  on  certain  value 
considerations  in  the  several  parts  of  the  District. 

The  board  finds  that  the  work,  daily  on  the  increase  in  this  office,  calls  for  addi- 
tional clerical  force,  and  enumeration  of  the  many  details  would  be  in  the  nature  of 
a  catalogue. 

The  records  are  on  the  increase  in  scope  and  variation,  and  new  methods  are  now 
supplanting  the  old  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  keep  in  touch  with  progreesiveness. 

Herewith  find  tabulated  statement  showing  the  annual  return  of  new  buildings, 
etc.,  for  1904.

PERSONAL-TAX   DEPARTMENT. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  personal-tax  appraisers  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903: 

Washington,  D.  C,  November  S,  190S. 

Sir:  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  first  annual  report  of  our  efforts 
to  enforce  section  6  of  an  act  entitled  *'An  act  making  appropriations  to  provide  for 
the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1903,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July  1, 1902,  relating  to  the  tax  on 
personal  property. 

In  the  enforcement  of  this  new  law  many  perplexing  questions  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  personal- tax  appraisers  w^hich  demanded  careful  study  and  fre- 
c^uent  reference  to  decisions  of  the  courts,  and  which  required  and  did  consume  much 
time  in  reaching  correct  solution.     Many  sworn  returns  were  rejected  and 


ments  made  in  lieu  thereof,  not  that  we  Questioned  the  veracity  of  the  person  making 
the  return,  but  because  we  felt  assured  tnat  the  return  was  made  from  an  erroneous 
basis,  either  growing  out  of  a  misunderstanding  of  the  requirements  of  the  law,  or  on 
the  definition  given  to  such  words  and  expressionn as  "heirlooms,"  **fair  cash  value,'* 
**  stock  in  trade,"  etc.,  and  in  the  interpretation  given  to,  or  construction  placed  upon, 
article  3  of  paragraph  10,  relating  to  exemptions. 

There  have  been,  however,  comparatively  few  complaints  when  the  large  numl)er 
of  rejections  of  returns  and  assessments  made  by  the  appraisers  are  considered.    We 
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realize,  also,  that  there  never  was,  ifinot,  and  probably  never  will  be  a  personal-tax  law 
soleviedas  to  meet  all  the  rec^uiremente  of  exact  justice,  and  therefore  the  onlv 
¥ay  left  for  a  pablic  appraiser  is  to  conscientioosly  endeavor  to  approach  the  stand- 
tro  of  iufitice  as  nearly  as  human  imperfections  will  permit,  leaving  the  one  who 
demands  perfection  and  will  accept  nothing  else  to  cling  to  his  hobby  until  he 
fiDdflit 

We  established  as  the  rule  for  our  guidance  in  the  execution  of  this  law  the  prin- 
ciple to  make  every  assessment  as  nearly  equitable  in  its  operation  as  we  poi^bly 
coald,  keeping  in  mind  the  provisions  of  the  law  under  which  we  were  to  be  gov- 
oned  in  our  action  and  the  time  we  had  in  which  to  do  so.  For  this  purpose  a 
careful  canvaas  of  the  entire  District  was  first  made  by  the  inspectors,  wnose  duty 
was  to  locate  every  business  and  all  tangible  personal  propert};  and  report  the  same 
to  the  appraisers.  We  thereupon  visited  every  place  of  business  so  reported,  and 
any  others  that  might  have  escaped  the  observation  of  the  inspectors,  and  there, 
bom  a  careful  examination  of  the  property  or  from  such  information  as  was  given  to 
DB  by  the  proprietor  or  those  conducting  the  business,  ^or  from  the  best  information 
we  could  obtain,  made  such  assessment  as  we  deemed  correct  and  just.  The  per- 
centage of  appeals  from  the  appraisements  and  assessments  would  not  exceed  two 
per  cent,  if  tnat  much. 

The  results  can  best  be  shown  by  a  comparison  with  those  obtained  under  the  act 
of  March  3, 1877,  commonly  known  as  the  old  personal-tax  law,  and  the  present  law. 
The  first  act  levied  a  tax  of  IJ  per  cent  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  tangible  and 
intangible  personal  property,  less  the  amount  of  any  valid  and  bona  fide  debt  or 
debts.  The  citizens  had  forty-five  days  in  which  to  make  returns,  while  personal 
jroperty  not  held  for  sale,  to  the  value  of  $500  only,  was  exempt. 

Tne  act  of  July  1,  1902,  commonly  known  as  the  new  personal  tax  law,  the  one 
mid^  which  we  are  now  operating,  levies  a  tax  on  tan^ble  personal  property  at  IJ 
per  cent  of  its  appraised  value,  the  citizen  has  but  tlurty  days  in  wnich  to  make 
return  of  personal  property,  and  Hbraries,  school  books,  wearing  apparel,  articles  of 
personal  adornment,  family  portraits,  heirlooms,  and  household  oelongings  not  held 
tor  sale  to  the  value  of  one  tnousand  dollars,  are  exempt. 

The  general  comparison  between  the  two  laws  demonstrates  that  the  former  law, 
vii,  the  act  of  March  3,  1877,  shpuld  have  produced  more  revenue  than  the  act  of 
Jaly  1,  1902,  if  it  had  been  as  carefully  and  as  systematically  put  into  operation. 
The  following  table  will  show  more  clearly  the  results  obtainea:

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Of  the  uncollected  balance  there  is  due  from  the  Washinffton  Railway  and  Electric 
Company  on  the  capital  stock  or  on  the  gross  earnings  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Ck)mpany  and  the  Columbia  Railway  Company  the  sum  of  $39,335.61,  as  follows: 

Metropolitan  Railroad  Company $30,687.00 

Columbia  Railway  Company 8, 648. 61 

When  these  sums  are  collected,  it  will  leave  a  balance  of  $12,361.73  of  the  personal 
tax  levy  uncollected,  or  less  than  2i  per  cent  of  the  entire  levy. 

It  has  been  said  that  from  experience  comes  wisdom.  We  would,  therefore, 
earnestly  recommend  that  the  time  for  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  personal-tax 
appeals  be  changed,  from  November  15  to  December  15  of  each  year,  to  tne  month  of 
March  of  each  year.  This  recommendation  is  based  on  our  experience  of  last  year, 
and  we  feel  justified  in  saying  that^  in  addition  to  many  other  advantages,  it  will  give 
us  a  continuous  period  from  September  1  to  April  30  of  each  year,  in  which  to  nmke 
our  annual  canvass,  instead  ot  as  at  present,  our  canvaas  being  divided  into  two 
p)eriods  from  September  1  to  November  15  and  from  December  15  to  April  30  of  each 
year.  Every  reason  prompts  us  to  the  conclusion  that  the  change  would  be  more 
satisfactory  in  every  way. 

We  also  recommend  that  Congress  be  asked  for  two  additional  inspectors,  and,  If 
secured,  that  the  District  be  divided  into  six  personal  tax  districts,  with  an  inspector 
assigned  to  each,  whose  duty  should  be  to  make  himself  familiar  with  the  location 
and  kind  of  all  personal  property  within  his  district,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
personal-tax  appraisers.  We  think  no  ailment  is  necessary  to  establish  the  advan- 
tages of  this  over  the  present  one,  as  it  must  be  apparent  to  anyone  who  will  give 
the  subject  but  a  moment's  consideration.  We  feel  confident' that  the  system  of 
reaching  the  personal  property  would  be  more  effectivOj  and  would  result  in  a 
material  increase  in  the  revenues  as  well  as  in  a  more  eauitable  adjustment  of  the 
personal  taxes  among  the  citizens.  The  inspectors  should  be  men  of  intelligence, 
pleasing  address,  and  good  appearance. 

In  conclusion,  we  oner  you  our  thanks  for  the  courtesy  shown  us  on  all  occasions, 
and  for  the  encouragement  given  us  in  our  endeavors  to  perform  our,  not  always 
pleasant,  duties.

?reciation  of  the  valuable  service  rendered  the  office  by  Mr.  E.  W. 
7.  Griffin,  of  the  board  of  assistant  assessors,  who,  during  the  illness 
of  Mr.  Alvey  and  myself,  ably  filled  the  position  of  acting  assessor. 
His  administration  of  this  office,  coupled  with  his  expert  knowledge 
of  all  the  details  of  the  same,  saved  this  branch  of  the  service  from 
being  very  seriously  crippled.

The  triennial  assessment  of  real  and  personal  property  has  resulted 
in  an  increase  of  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  ^67,756.10. 

Increased  rates  and  number  of  interests  taxable,  which  were  not 
subject  to  taxation  heretofore,  have  increased  the  receipts  on  account 
of  miscellaneous  licenses  $248,105.14. 

The  receipts  from  the  department  of  insurance  show  an  increase  of 
$51,761.03,  a  portion  of  this  being  from  arrears. 

The  collection  of  arrears  of  general  taxes  amounts  to  the  large  sum  of 
$406,173.06,  which  it  is  fair  to  assume  was  partly  due  to  the  operation 
of  the  amended  law  in  relation  to  taxes  and  tax  sales,  approved  July 
2,1902. 

In  explanation  I  would  state  that  the  Commissioners,  bv  the  exer- 
cise of  tne  authority  conferred  by  provision  of  that  law,  sola  at  private 
sale  in  January  a  number  of  pieces  of  property  bid  in  by  the  District 
at  sales  of  prior  years,  payments  being  required  in  each  case  of  all 
unpaid  taxes  and  assessments  on  the  property  sold  before  issue  of 
deeds  to  purchasers.  This,  being  followed  oy  the  regular  annual  sale 
for  taxes  in  March,  resulted  in  the  collection  of  arrears  of  many  years' 
standing.  The  payments  on  this  account  were  further  increased  by 
the  publicity  given  these  sales  and  the  very  excellent  system  of  the 
assessor's  office  in  notifying  delinquents  of  un[*aid  taxes  on  property 
liable  for  sale  under  this  law.  Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  the  opera- 
tions of  the  amended  tax  law  greatly  stimulated  the  payment  of  the 
arrears  of  taxes. 

The  law  relating  to  taxes  and  tax  sales  provides  that  taxes  are  due 
and  payable  in  two  installments — first  half  in  November  and  the  sec- 
ond half  in  Maj^,  or  all  in  May  without  penalty,  as  the  penalty  does 
not  commence  to  run  until  June  1.  when  1  per  cent  is  added  to  all 
unpaid  taxes,  and  1  per  cent  on  the  nrst  day  of  each  succeeding  month, 
induding  March.  After  sale,  which  takes  place  in  March,  taxes  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent  per  annum  if  bid  in  by  the  District; 
if  sold  to  outsiders,  12  per  cent  per  annum  is  charged,  and  two  years 

SVen  for  redemption,  after  which  time  settlement  must  be  made  with 
e  purchaser,    rroperty  bid  in  by  the  District  may  be  sold  at  private 
sale  at  any  time. 

The  amount  realized  from  sale  of  5,626  pieces  of  property  at  our 
annual  tax  sale  in  March,  1903,  was  $127,833.81. 

This  exceeds  in  amount  the  sale  of  last  year  by  $14,000  and  700 
pieces  of  property. 
This  form  of  investment  still  appears  to  be  popular  notwithstanding 
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the  rate  of  interest  allowed  purchasers  has  been  changed  from  16  to 
13  per  cent  per  annum,  and  other  requii*ements  adopt^  which  curtail 
some  of  the  privileges  which  were  adVantageous  to  ouvers. 

Great  care  has  b^n  taken  to  arrive  at  a  correct  exhibit  of  balance 
of  taxes  due  the  District,  and  the  statement  herewith  is  confidently 
submitted  as  being  correct.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the 
balance  then  due  was  carefully  revised  by  the  assessor,  by  comparison 
with  the  arrear  cards,  the  differences  reconciled,  and  such  other  means 
taken  to  obtain  figures  that  could  be  relied  upon  as  showing  a  true 
balance  of  realty  tax,  due  and  unpaid,  and  the  monthly  examination 
of  this  account  by  the  auditor  leaves  little  room  to  doubt  the  correct- 
ness of  the  statement. 

The  unpaid  balance  of  personal  taxes  (1877  to  1902)  heretofore  shown 
is  no  longer  a  charge  against  the  collector  by  reason  of  the  repeal  of 
the  law  under  which  the  assessments  were  made.  By  the  elimination 
of  these  balances  the  District  has  lost  nothing,  as  the  office  had  exhausted 
all  the  means  to  enforce  collection  on  this  account  before  the  courts 
declared  the  law  nonenforceable.  The  balance  shown  for  1903  is  all 
diat  remains  unpaid  of  the  assessment  of  $563,533.06  made  under  the 
new  law  approved  July  2, 1902,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  of  this 
amount  more  than  $30,000  has  been  collected  since  the  1st  of  June  last, 
and  every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  office  to  collect  the  balance  due. 

The  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  deputy  collector  of  taxes 
does  not  appear  to  confer  sufficient  authority  to  enable  him  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  collector  during  his  absence,  which  is  the  cause  of 
embarrassment,  and  is  liable  to  seriouslv  interfere  with  the  business  of 
the  office.  Notably  this  is  the  case  in  the  collection  of  checks.  Some 
banks  question  his  right  to  indorse  the  same  for  collection,  and  in 
some  instances  the  office  has  had  to  submit  written  authority  before 
this  right  would  be  recognized.  This  should  not  be  necessary,  and  the 
delay  occasioned  m^ht  disastrously  affect  the  interests  of  the  District. 
Thelaw  of  1887  and  1889  vested  the  cashier  with  the  necessary  author- 
ity, but  the  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  deputy  collector  and 
defining  his  duties  is  not  so  clear  on  that  point,  and  it  is  important  that 
this  matter  should  be  remedied  without  delay. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  Congress  be  asked  to  grant  to  the  deputy 
collector  of  taxes  sufficient  power  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  collector 
in  his  absence. 

Under  the  act  of  Congress  making  an  appropriation  of  $800  for  pre- 
paring tax -sale  certificates  there  were  employed  23  clerks,  who  worked 
1,180  hours,  for  which  they  were  paid  $799.20.  These  clerks  were 
selected  from  the  different  offices  of  the  District  government  on  account 
of  their  familiarity  with  the  work  in  hand,  and  they  proved  their  effi- 
ciency by  the  character  and  quantity  of  the  work  done.  During  the 
time  employed  they  wrote  5,526  certificates,  compared  the  same  with 
the  lagers,  compared  the  statement  for  record,  and  entered  on  the 
sales  book  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  property  sold. 

In  asldng  for  the  renewal  of  the  appropriation  of  $800  for  the  prep- 
aration of  tax-sale  certificates,  ete.,  it  is  recommended  that  the  same 
restrictions  as  have  heretofore  been  made  as  to  the  selection  of  clerks 
be  adojpted,  as  experience  convinces  us  that  it  would  be  very  difficult 
if  not  impossible  to  do  this  work  with  an  inexperienced  force.  It  would 
be  impossible,  in  the  limited  time  for  this  work,  to  impart  sufficient 
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instruction  to  clerks  to  enable  them  to  be  proficient  and  accurate,  hence 
the  necessity  of  employing  only  clerks  familiar  with  the  methods  and 
detail  incidental  to  this  work. 

The  renewal  of  the  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  the  collection  of  over- 
due personal  taxes  is  earnestly  recommended.  A  much  larger  appro- 
priation is  urgently  needed,  as  this  office  is  charged  with  the  collection 
of  this  tax  by  distraint  or  otherwise,  and  it  is  necessary  that  sufficient 
facilities  should  be  provided  for  the  purpose. 

The  close  of  the  fiscal  year  finds  us  with  several  thousand  unpaid 
personal-tax  bills  which  this  office  is  charged,  under  the  law,  with  col- 
lecting, by  distraint  or  otherwise,  and  with  very  limited  facilities  for 
the  purpose.  The  only  means  at  hand  is  an  appropriation  of  $1,500, 
which  has  been  annually  made,  a  sum  entirely  inadequate  for  the 
purpose,  as  experience  has  proven,  and  now,  under  a  new  law,  a  care- 
lul  assessment  nas  greatly  increased  the  number  taxable,  and  has  also 
increased  the  number  wno  will  only  pay  under  duress,  and  being 
unable  to  put  a  force  in  the  field  immediately  after  the  tax  becomes 
delinquent  it  will  thus  be  readily  seen  that  the  difficulties  and  embar- 
rassments of  enforcing  payments  have  greatly  increased.  Much  val- 
uable time  is  lost  before  a  demand  can  be  made;  in  the  meantime 
opportunity  is  given  to  many  engaged  in  business  to  escape  payment 
by  retirement,  or  disposing  of  their  property,  or  changing  location. 
Many  of  them  reside  in  the  county,  from  5  to  8  miles  from  the  city, 
and  m  order  to  reach  them  the  use  of  a  horse  and  vehicle  is  often 
necessary. 

Our  inability  to  reach  this  class  of  delinauents  before  they  have 
taken  the  means  to  avoid  payment  is  caused  oy  the  lack  of  facilities, 
and  this  condition  can  only  be  remedied  by  placing  the  office  in  posi- 
tion to  put  in  the  field  a  sufficient  temporary  force  of  collectors  to 
enforce  the  law  without  delay. 

The  regular  force  of  this  office  can  not  be  used  for  this  purpose 
without  seriously  interfering  with  the  regular  business,  as  it  is  busily 
engaged  from  the  1st  of  July  until  the  1st  of  September  in  the  annual 
collection  of  water  rents;  hence,  being  unable  to  utilize  the  regular 
force,  the  small  appropriation  of  $1,500  which  has  been  allowed  will 
not  permit  the  employment  of  a  force  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

The  success  attending  our  efforts  heretofore  with  an  appropriation 
of  $1,500,  under  a  defective  law,  has  been  of  such  a  character  as  to 
warrant  us  in  earnestly  recommending  to  your  favorable  consideration 
a  larger  appropriation,  believing  that  the  revenues  of  the  District  will 
be  greatly  increased  thereby. 

I  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$8,500  be  allowed  for  the  collection  of  overdue  personal  taxes  in 
arrears,  by  distraint  or  otherwise,  with  authority  to  employ  a  tempo- 
rary force  of  collectors,  furnish  necessary  transportation  for  collectors, 
for  conveying  goods  seized,  and  for  other  necessary  purposes. 

I  beg  to  suggest  that  the  salaries  paid  the  clerks  of  this  office  are  not 
commensurate  with  the  duties,  nor  in  proportion  to  similar  positions  of 
less  responsibility  under  the  District  government.  1  therefore  have 
recommended  increases  that  will,  in  my  judgment,  improve  the  efficiency 
of  the  office,  and  which  I  sincerely  hope  will  receive  your  favorable  con- 
sideration. I  have  recommended  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  deputy 
collector  of  $450  per  annum;  the  cashier,  $200;  the  assistant  cashier, 
$200,  and  the  bookkeeper,  $200.    These  four,  for  which  increases  have 
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been  asked,  constitute  the  important  positions  of  the  office,  being  in 
their  nature  positions  of  trust  and  responsibility,  requiring  more  tnan 
ordinary  ability.  The  present  occupants  are  diligent,  capable,  and 
tmstworty,  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  duties,  and  have  attained  an 
efficiencjr  that  can  only  be  acquired  by  experience  and  strict  attention 
to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  required  or  them.  There  has  been  no 
increase  in  the  compensation  allowed,  but  the  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties have  multipliea  to  a  remarkable  extent  since  they  assumed  them, 
and  I  think  some  reco^tion  should  be  made  for  the  faithful  and 
intelligent  services  rendered. 

An  estimate  is  submitted  for  a  horse  and  wagon  and  the  care  of 
same.  We  find  this  necessary  to  facilitate  the  outside  business  of  the 
office,  especially  in  the  collection  of  checks,  making  deposits,  etc.,  it 
being  safe  and  expeditious. 

An  increased  estimate  for  contingent  expenses  is  made  necessary  by 
the  natural  increase  of  the  business  of  the  office  and  changes  in  the 
methods  of  accounting,  requiring  additional  books,  forms,  etc.  Our 
^stem  of  collecting,  accounting,  and  depositing  the  revenues  of  the 
district  is  the  result  of  experince,  and  1  think  it  is  safe,  simple,  and 
expeditious,  and  appears  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  public;  I  can  suggest 
no  change  of  method  that  would  improve  its  efficiency.  The  present 
force  is  an  experienced,  capable  body  of  clerks,  diligent  and  tiiist- 
worthy  in  the  oischarge  of  their  duties  as  evidenced  dv  the  work  of 
the  office  being  up  to  (£te,  notwithstanding  the  force  has  been  depleted 
the  past  two  months  by  the  enforced  absence  from  duty,  through  sick- 
ness, of  three  of  its  employees.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  sacri- 
ficing the  greater  portion  of  their  leave,  which  was  cheerfully  done  in 
order  to  accomplish  this  result. 

No  employees  were  detailed  to  or  from  this  office  during  the  fiscal 
year. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  estimate  of  the  expenses  of 
this  office  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1^6  :

He  assumes  the  duties  of  the  collector  during  his  absence;  he  is  required 
to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance-of  his  duties,  and  his  salary 
should,  in  some  decree,  accord  with  the  requirements,  dignity,  and 
icntonstbnity  of  the  position.

The  cashier  and  his  assistant  receive  all  pay- 
ments made  the  District  on  account  of  taxes,  etc,  which  aggregate  more 
than  t5.0OO.00O  annually.  The  positions  are  such  as  to  require  unremitting 
care  and  attention;  they  are  responsible  for  all  losses  that  may  occur  on 
account  of  errors,  and  are  requ&ed  to  bond  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties.

Item  6  is  an  increase  of  1200  per  annum  in  the  salarv  of  the  book- 
keeper. The  bookkeeper  is  required  to  keep  account  of  tne  receipts  and 
render  daily  and  monwly  statements  of  the  Dusiness  of  the  office,  ramish 
data  necessary  for  the  refund  of  duplicate  and  erroneous  payments  of 
taxes,  etc

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  oflBce  of 
the  auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30, 1903.  The  transactions  involved  therein  cover  a  period  prior  to 
the  time  1  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office,  which  was  on  August 
17, 1903. 

Following  the  order  of  previous  reports  the  financial  statistics  are 
presented  m  a  series  of  statements  marked  "A"  to  "L,"  inclusive, 
which  show  the  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year,  the 
condition  of  the  revenue  account  at  the  close  thereof,  the  balances 
then  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  various  appropriations  made  by 
Congress  pertaining  to  the  District  of  Columoia,  and  the  balances  to 
the  cr^it  of  the  several  trust  funds  and  special  accounts,  with  other 
statistical  information  relating  to  the  business  of  the  office.  These 
statements  will  be  considered  in  their  order. 

ACCOUNT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  WITH  THE  TREASURY  OF  THE 

UNITED  STATES. 

_  Statement  A  is  a  summary  of  the  account  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia with  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  showing  as  debits,  first, 
the  amount  due  by  the  District  of  Columbia  on  account  of  advances 
in  excess  of  revenues  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1902;  second,  the  amount  advanced  from  the  Treasurv  of  the  United 
States  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  cnargeable  to  the 
revenues  of  the  District  on  account  of  appropriations  payable  there- 
from in  whole  and  in  part;  and  third,  the  interest  computed  at  the 
rate  of  2  per  cent  for  tne  fiscal  year  1903  on  the  excess  of  advances 
over  revenues  to  June  30,  1902,  and  charged  against  the  revenues  in 
order  to  eflFect  a  settlement  of  the  interest  due  and  payable  under  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1903.  The  credits  are  (a)  the  total 
revenues  of  the  District  from  all  sources  collected  and  deposited  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1903,  and  {b)  the  proportionate  part  of  the  repayments  to  appro- 
priations during  said  fiscal  year  credited  back  to  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  the  settlement  of  the  revenue  account.

The  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  act  for  the  current  fiscal 
year,  approved  March  3,  1903  (32  Stat.  L.,  981),  contains  the  follow- 
ing provision: 

That  until  and  includmg  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  nundred  and  four,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  is  authorize  and  directed  to  advance,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia,  made  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  law, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  general  expenses  of  said 
District,  as  authorized  by  Congress,  and  to  reimburse  the  TrSsury  for  the  portion  of 
said  advances  payable  by  the  District  of  Columbia  out  of  the  taxes  and  revenues  col- 
lected for  the  support  of  the  government  thereof:  Provided^  That  all  advances  made 
under  this  Act  and  under  the  Acts  of  Februar}r  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  one. 
and  June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  not  reimbursed  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Unitea 
States  on  or  before  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  shall  oe  reimbursed 
to  said  Treasury  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia  from  time  to  time, 
within  five  years,  beginning  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four^  together  wiUi 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  two  per  centum  per  annum  until  so  remabursed:  Pro- 
vided furihery  That  interest  on  advances  made  prior  to  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  two,  in  the  accounts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  with  the  United  States, 
shall  be  computed  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  and  |)aid  imme- 
diately after  the  close  thereof  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the 
same  rule  of  computation  and  payment  of  interest  shall  apply  to  all  advances  made 
for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundrisd  and  three,  and  subsequent  fiscal  years:  Provufed 
fmihery  That  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  departments  and  the  auditor  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall  each  annually  report  the  amount  of  such  advances,  stating 
the  account  for  each  fiscal  year  separately,  and  also  the  reimbursements  made  under 
this  section,  together  with  the  balances  remaining,  if  any,  due  to  the  United  States. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  having  decided  that  the  foregoing 
provision  or  law  requiring  the  payment  of  interest  on  advances  in  excess 
of  the  revenues  of  the  District  does  not  carry  an  appropriation  from 
which  such  interest  could  be  paid  directly  to  the  Unitea  States,  and  since 
all  taxes  and  revenues  collected  by  the  collector  of  taxes  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1903,  were  deposited  by  him  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States  as  required  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3, 1881  (21  Stat.  L.  460),  the  settlement  of  the  interest  reauired 
by  the  act  of  March  3,  1903,  above  referred  to,  could  only  be  ettected 
by  charging  the  amount  to  the  revenues  of  the  District  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  indicated.

This  statement  (B)  of  appropriations  and  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30, 1903,  agrees  with  the  statement  of  the  revenue  account 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  as  certified  by  the  Auditor  for  the  State 
and  other  Departments  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  October 
22,  1903. 

The  sum  of  $3,266,867.74,  stated  above  as  the  obligated  indebted- 
ness or  liability  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  under  appropriations,  to 
June  30,  1903,  is  exclusive  of  two  amounts  of  $150,000  each,  due, 
respectively,  July  1,  1901,  and  July  1,  1902,  payable  from  the  reve- 
nues of  the  District  of  Columbia,  under  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  12,  1901,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  eliminating  certain  grade  crossings  of  railroads  in  the 
bistrict  of  Columbia,  to  require  and  authorize  the  construction  of  new 
terminals  and  tracks  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  and  for  other  purposes"  (31  Stat.  L.,  778), 
which  section  requires  that  one-half  of  the  appropriation  of  $1,500,000 
made  by  said  act  (to  be  paid  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, at  the  time  and  under  the  conditions  therein  specified)  shall  be 
paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  Treasurer 
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of  the  United  States,  to  be  by  him  invested  in  interest-bearing  bonds 
of  the  United  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  payments  to 
the  Treasurer  to  be  at  the  rate  of  $150,000,  commencing  Julv  1,  1901, 
and  annually  thereafter  at  said  rate,  until  the  full  amount  of  $750,000 
shall  have  been  paid.  There  being  no  surplus  revenues  of  the  District 
on  July  1,  1901,  and  July  1,  1902,  no  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were 
made  under  the  provisions  of  the  aforenamed  act. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  in  his  decision  of  November  4, 
1903,  rendered  to  the  Conmiissioners,  holds  that  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  February  28,  1903,  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  a  union 
rauroad  station  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes" 
(32  Stat.  L.,  909),  does  not  set  aside  the  luture  obligation  to  pay  to 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  the  sum  of  f  1,500,000  (one- 
half  payable  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia),  as  pro- 
vided in  the  act  of  February  12.  1901,  and  does  not  modify  the 
provisions  contained  in  section  8  or  the  latter-named  act  as  to  the  time 
and  manner  in  which  the  Commissioners  shall  make  jpayment  of  the 
said  amount  of  $750,000  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  from 
the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Colmnbia.  The  Comptroller  holds 
that  said  payments  may  be  lawfully  advanced  from  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States  in  like  manner  as  otiier  advances  are  made  to  meet 
expenses  of  the  District. 

If  the  two  payments  aforesaid  of  $150,000  each,  due  and  payable 
July  1,  1901,  and  July  1,  1902,  be  treated  as  an  obligation  of  the  Dis- 
trict on  June  30,  1903,  under  the  said  appropriation,  the  aforenamed 
sum  of  $3,266,867.74,  stated  as  the  obligated  indebtedness  or  liability 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  under  all  appropriations  payable  in  whole 
and  in  part  from  its  revenues  for  the  nscal  vear  ended  June  30,  1903, 
and  prior  years,  in  excess  of  the  revenues  for  said  fiscal  year,  will  be 
increased  to  $3,566,867.74.

of  appropriations  of  like  character  provided  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1903,  and  the  repayments  to  appropriations  during  said 
fiscal  year;  against  which  the  cHar^s  are,  the  total  amount  advanced 
on  account  of  appropriations  pertaining  to  the  District  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1903,  and  the  total  amount  of  the  unexpended 
balances  of  appropriations  carried  to  the  surplus  fund  during  said 
fiscal  year.  The  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  June 
80, 1903,  as  shown  in  this  statement,  subject  to  requisition  on  account 
of  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1903  and  prior  years,  was 
$3,194,624.07.     This  balance  exceeas  that  shown  by  the  book  he 

Treasury  Department  in  the  sum  of  $1,991.77,  which  sum  wasexpended 
by  the  Commissioners  from  the  appropriation  for  "  Improv 
and  repairs,  District  of  Columbia,  1903,"  tor  the  repair  of  certain  streets, 
to  be  charged  to  the  amount  retained  from  the  contract  with  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company,  and  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States.  The  transfer  to  the  credit  of  the  above-named 
appropriation  has  not  been  effected  because  of  a  restraining  order 
issuedT  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the 
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matter  is  held  in  suspense  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States 
pending  the  final  decision  of  the  case  in  said  court. 
The  above  balance  of  $3,1^4,624.07  includes  no  part  of  the  appro- 

B nation  of  $1,500,000  (one-half  payable  from  the  revenues  of  Uie 
district  of  Columbia),  made  by  section  8  of  the  act  of  February  12, 
1901,  for  ^'Terminal  improvements,  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad, 
District  of  Columbia"  (Digest  of  appropriations  1902,  p.  134),  from 
which  appropriation  no  advances  have  been  made. 

If  the  pavments  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  required  by 
section  8  of  the  act  of  February  12,  1901,  namely,  $150,000  to  be  paid 
July  1,  1901,  and  $150,000  to  be  paid  July  1,  1902,  be  taken  into 
consideration  as  subject  to  requisition  on  June  30, 1903,  then  the  total 
balances  of  appropriations  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  on 
that  date,  subject  to  requisition,  would  be  increased  in  the  sum  of 
$300,000,  making  the  tota}  balance  in  the  Treasury  on  June  30,  1903, 
subject  to  requisition  on  account  of  appropriations  for  1903  and  prior 
years,  $3,494,624.07.

Statement  D  exhibits,  in  summary  as  well  as  in  detail,  the  expendi- 
tures under  appropriations  pertaining  to  the  District  of  Columbia, 
chargeable  wholly  and  in  part  to  its  revenues;  the  expenditures  on 
account  of  the  water  department  and  under  special  and  trust  funds  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  aggregating  $9,875,487.66,  of 
which  the  sum  of  $7,249,347.95  was  disbursed  oy  the  disbursing  officer 
of  the  District  from  advances  made  to  him  on  requisitions  of  the  Com- 
missioners upon  vouchers  audited  and  approved  by  the  auditor  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  remainder,  $2,626,139.71,  was  expended 
through  other  a^ncies.

Statement  F  is  a  summary  of  the  advances  to  and  the  disbursements 
by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1903;  statements  G  and  H  are  like  summaries  of 
the  accounts-of  the  special  disbursing  agent  of  the  municipal  building 
commission,  and  of  the  special  disbursing  agent  of  the  board  of  con- 
trol. Rock  Creek  Park,  for  said  fiscal  year. 
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Statement  1  shows  the  total  receipts  of  the  Washington  City  public 
library  from  donations  and  otherwise  to  June  30,  1^3,  and  the  dis- 
bursements therefrom  by  Mr.  Bernard  R.  Green,  the  superintendent 
of  construction,  to  the  close  of  said  fiscal  year.  By  resolution  adopted 
by  the  library  commission  the  accounts  of  the  superintendent  of  con- 
struction are  transmitted  through  the  Engineer  Conmiissioner  to  the 
auditor  of  the  District  for  examination,  and  are  filed  in  this  office. 

MATTHEW  WRIGHT  LEGACY. 

Statement  J  shows  the  investment  of  the  bec^uest,  under  the  will  of 
Matthew  Wright,  deceased,  to  the  city  of  Washington,  in  trust  for  the 
beneficiaries  flierein  named,  and  in  what  manner  the  interest  on  said 
investment  is  deposited  and  paid  to  the  beneficiaries.  The  accounts  of 
the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  said  legacy  are  now  prepared  in  the  auditor's  office,  audited  and 
approved,  and  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other 
Departments  for  his  administrative  or  advisory  audit. 

As  the  money  received  by  the  collector  of  taxes  for  interest  on  this 
legacy  is  not  regularly  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
subject  to  appropriation,  but  to  the  official  credit  of  the  disbursing 
officer  of  the  District  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  the 
accounts  of  the  disbursing  officer  for  the  disbursement  thereof  can  not 
be  officially  audited  ana  certified  by  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and 
other  Departments,  but,  by  the  courtesy  of  that  officer,  are  received 
for  an  administrative  or  advisory  audit  only. 

8HOBTAGE  IN  CEBTAIN  ACCOUNTS  UNDER  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OP  THE 

LATE  AUDITOR. 

Statement  L  is  explanatory  of  the  ascertained  shortage  in  certain 
accounts  in  this  office,  which  occurred  prior  to  the  time  I  assumed  the 
duties  of  auditor,  arising  from  the  alleged  defalcation  of  James  M.  A. 
Watson,  formerly  employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  auditor's  office.  The 
gross  amount  of  this  deficiency  as  ascertained  upon  the  examination 
made  immediatelv  after  the  discoverv  of  the  irregularities  in  the 
accounts  involved,  and  as  subsequently  verified  by  the  report  dated 
July  17,  1903,  of  the  special  examiners  appointed  by  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  and  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  Departments 
to  investigate  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  is 
$77,347.47. 

As  the  said  report  explains  in  detail  how  this  shortage  occurred, 
and  the  methods  which  prevailed  in  relation  to  certain  funds  which 
were  formerly  disbursed  by  the  auditor  of  the  District,  a  copy  of  the 
same  is  submitted  as  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

The  above  gross  deficiency  of  $77,347.47  consists  of — 

(a)  Total  ascertained  shortage  in  the  varioue  deposit  accounts,  now  known 
as  the  '*  Whole  cost  deposit  fund,"  the  checks  drawn  to  reimburse 
said  deposit  accounts  having  been  paid,  but  the  proceeds  thereof 
not  credited  to  said  deposit  accounts  and  not  accounted  for . . .  |54, 339. 98 
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(b)  Checks  dmwn  by  the  disharsing  officer  of  the  District  of  Ck>lamhia 
on  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  to  the  order  of  the  late  auditor 
of  the  District,  payable  from  the  "Permit  fund,  District  of  Colum- 
bia," to  reimburse  the  appropriation  for  "Assessment  and  permit 
work,  District  of  Colombia;'*  said  checks  having  been  paid,  but  the 
proceeds  thereof  not  credited  to  the  said  appropriation  and  not 
accounted  for 123,007.49 

Total 77,347.47 

From  the  above  amount,  being  the  gross  ascertained  shortage, 
the  following  credits  are  to  be  deducted:

Net  ascertained  shortage 73,082.27 

Of  the  aforenamed  net  ascertained  shortage  there  will  be  actually 
r^uired  by  appropriation,  payable  wholly  from  the  revenues  of  the 
Dikrict  of  Columbia,  if  not  otherwise  collected  wholly  or  in  part,  the 
sum  of  $61,578.52,  to  reimburse  the  aforenamed  deposit  accounts, 
being  deposits  by  individuals  and  corporations,  for  the  net  ascertained 
shortege  therein,  and  to  repay  to  the  United  States  the  one-half  of  the 
aforenamed  amount  of  $23,007.49  due  to  the  appropriation  for  "Assess- 
ment and  permit  work.  District  of  Columbia,"  which  appropriation 
was  not  reimbursed  by  the  checks  drawn  for  that  purpose,  as  before 
stated.  The  one-half  of  the  said  amount  due  to  said  appropriation, 
namely,  $11,503.75,  which  if  repaid  to  the  appropriation  would  event- 
ually revert  to  the  credit  of  the  revenues  of  tne  District  of  Columbia, 
will  not  be  re(^uired  as  an  actual  appropriation  payable  from  the  rev- 
enues of  the  District,  but  must  stand  as  a  loss  to  its  revenues.

WHOLE  COST  DEPOSIT  FUND,   DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  various  deposit  accounts  now  known  under  the  general  title  of 
the  *'  Whole  cost  aeposit  fund,  District  of  Columbia,"  consist  of  depos- 
its made  by  indiviauals  and  corporations  to  cover  the  entire  cost  of 
constructing  sewers,  paving  streets,  laying  cement  sidewalks,  repair- 
ing cuts  in  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  ana  roads,  deposits  to  cover  the 
sahries  of  special  policemen  stationed  at  street-railway  crossings, 
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deposits  to  guarantee  sidewalks  and  curbs  during  building  operations, 
etc.,  and  deposits  for  all  other  purposes  where  the  individual  or  cor- 
poration pays  the  whole  cost 

On  July  13,  1903,  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  these  various  deposit 
accounts,  which  had  theretofore  been  deposited  with  the  collector  of 
taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  held  by  him  subject  to  requisi- 
tion of  the  District  auditor,  approved  bv  the  Commissioners,  and 
disbursed  through  the  auditor's  office  by  checks  of  the  auditor  drawn 
upon  official  audits  made  by  him,  and  payable  from  funds  received  on 
requisition  and  deposited  in  sevei-al  banks  to  the  auditor's  official  credit, 
was  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  to  the  official 
credit  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District,  on  account  of  the  whole 
cost  deposit  fund,  saia  balance  being,  $81,737.85.

Balance  to  the  official  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  October  31,  1903,  on  account 
of  the  whole  cost  deposit  fund 148,734.56 

The  payments  made  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  from 
the  ''  Whole  cost  deposit  fund  "  are  baseid  upon  regular  vouchers  duly 
audited  and  approved  by  the  auditor  of  the  District,  a  separate  series 
of  checks  being  used  by  the  District  disbursing  officer,  which  checks 
are  countersigned  by  the  auditor. 

Monthly  accounts  of  the  disbursements  made  by  the  District  dis- 
bursing officer  under  this  fund  are  prepared  in  the  office  of  the  auditor 
of  the  District,  duly  audited,  and  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  for  the 
State  and  other  Departments,  who,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  and  in  the 
interest  of  good  administration  of  District  finances,  causes  an  admin- 
istrative or  advisory  audit  of  said  accounts  to  be  made,  after  which 
they  are  returned  to  the  District  auditor  with  such  comments  by  the 
Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  Departments  as  may  be  deemea  per- 
tinent. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

I  respectfully  submit  for  consideration  and  proper  action  by  the  Com- 
missioners that  a  safer  and  more  satisfactory  method  of  handling  the 
money's  now  deposited  through  the  collector  of  taxes  to  the  credit  of 
the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  on  account  of  the  ''  Whole  cost  deposit  fund,"  and  of  auditing 
the  disbursements  thereof,  would  be  to  secure,  by  means  of  appropriate 
legislation  by  Congress,  authority  to  deposit  in  the  Treasury  of  Uie 
United  States,  subject  to  requisition  of  the  Commissioners,  all  moneys 
now  deposited  to  the  official  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  me 
District  with  the  Treasurer  of  tne  United  -States  under  the  title  of 
"  Whole  cost  deposit  fund,  District  of  Columbia,"  and  to  deposit  in 
like  manner  all  trust  funds  of  like  character  which  are  or  may  be  deposited 
directly  to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  with  the 
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Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  the  moneys  so  deposited  in  the 
Trea^sury  of  the  United  States  to  be  treated  an  an  appropriated  general 
trust  fund  account  under  an  appropriate  title,  such  as  ^'  Miscellaneous 
tniBt  fund  dep>osits,  District  of  Columbia,"  to  be  drawn  upon  by 
requisition  of  the  Oonunissioners  in  favor  of  the  District  disbursing 
officer,  and  to  be  by  him  disbursed  on  duly  audited  vouchers  in  like 
manner  as  the  disbursements  under  regular  District  of  Columbia 
appropriations  are  made.  This  would  simplify  and  unify  the  system 
of  auaiting  by  the  auditor  of  the  District,  elinnnate  the  anomalous  and 
unsatisfactory  method  of  treating  these  special  deposit  accounts,  and, 
while  the  bookkeeping  in  the  auditor's  office,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
the  individual  accounte  of  the  various  depositors,  would  remain  intact, 
the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  would  have  but  one  series  of 
checks  and  one  series  of  accounts,  all  of  which  would  be  finally  and 
officially  audited  by  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  Departments 
in  accordance  with  the  general  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  accounts 
of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

TRANSFEB  OF  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  FUNDS. 

Upon  a  plan  which  I  had  the  honor  of  submitting,  and  which  was 
duly  approved  by  the  Conmiissioners,  all  necessary  transfers  in  appro- 
priations and  funds  are  now  effected  in  the  Treasury  Department,  and 
the  only  case  in  which  it  is  necessary  for  the  disbursing  officer  of  the 
District  to  draw  his  check  to  effect  a  transfer  in  funds  is  where  such 
transfer  must  be  made  from  the  *'  Whole  cost  deposit  fund  "  to  the 
credit  of  some  other  appropriation  or  fund,  and  in  this  case  the  check 
of  the  disbursing  officer  is  made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  by  him  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  proper 
appropriation  or  fund. 

Should  the  moneys  now  to  the  official  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer 
of  the  District  on  account  of  the  '*  Whole  cost  deposit  fund '°  be,  by 
virtue  of  legislation  hereafter  enacted,  deposited  in  the  Treasury  as  an 
appropriated  trust  fund,  subject  to  requisition,  the  necessity  of  draw- 
ing a  check  by  the  disbursing  officer  to  effect  a  transfer  in  any  case 
would  be  obviated. 

No  moneys  are  now  received  by  or  disbursed  through  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  of  the  District,  its  functions  being  limited  and  restricted  to 
those  which  legitimately  pertain  to  an  auditing  and  accounting  office. 

OUTSTANDING    CHECKS   DRAWN   BY   THE    DISBURSING    OFFICERS    OF    THE 

DISTRICT. 

There  is  no  provision  of  law  for  covering  back  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  a  permanent  appropriation  account 
the  amounts  represented  by  checks  drawn  by  the  aisbursing  officer  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States 
which  have  remained  outstanding  or  unpaid  for  three  years  or  more 
sunilar  to  the  law  relating  to  outs^Einding  checks  of  disbursing  officers 
of  the  United  States.  For  this  reason  the  account  of  the  disbui-sing 
oflBcer  or  any  former  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  with  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States  must  remain  open  so  long  as  any  check  or 
checks  are  outstanding,  an  amount  equal  to  that  represented  by 
the  outstanding  checks  being  held  for  the  payment  of  the  same  on 
presentation. 
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RECX)MMENDATION. 


I  respectfully  suggest  the  advisability  of  securing  appropriate  leg- 
islation by  Congress  authorizing  that  the  respective  amounts  repre- 
sented by  checks  di-awn  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  by  any  former  disbursing  officer  of  the  District,  which 
have  remained  outstonding,  unsatisfied,  and  unpaid  for  three  years  or 
more,  shall  be  deposited  by  the  Treasurer  and  covered  back  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  united  States  by  warrant  to  the  credit  of  a  permanent 
appropriation  account  to  be  denominated  "Outstanding  liabilities, 
District  of  Columbia,"  and  to  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  parties  in 
whose  favor  such  checks  were  issued  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  like  manner  as  the  amounts  represented 
by  checks  of  disbursing  officers  of  the  United  States  which  have 
remained  outstanding,  unsatisfied,  and  unpaid  for  three  years  or  more, 
are  covered  back  into  the  Treasury;  and  that  the  payee  or  bona  fide 
holder  of  any  check  drawn  by  the  disbursing  officer,  or  any  former  dis- 
bursing officer,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  amount  of  which  has 
been  so  covered  back  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  shall, 
upon  application  accompanied  with  competent  and  sufficient  proof  and 
the  surrender  of  such  cneck,  be  paid  the  amount  thereof  from  the  said 
appropriation  account,  to  be  denominated  "Outstanding  liabilities. 
District  of  Columbia,"  upon  a  claim  therefor  duly  audited  and  approved 
by  the  auditor  for  the  District,  subject  to  like  conditions  and  provisions 
as  those  required  and  imposed  by  sections  306,  307,  and  308  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  Stetes  with  respect  to  the  payment  of 
the  amounts  represented  by  checks  of  the  disbursing  officers  of  the 
United  States  which  have  been  covered  back  into  the  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  outstanding  liabilities. 

DUPLICATE  PAYMENTS  OF  TAXES  AND  WATER   RENTS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  262  claims  were  audited 
and  paia  for  taxes  and  licenses  improperly  collected,  and  222  claims 
for  water  rents  improperly  collected.  From  Juljr  1,  1903.  to  Novem- 
ber 1,  1903,  165  claims  for  taxes  and  licenses  improperly  collected 
were  audited  and  paid,  and  131  claims  for  water  rents  improperly 
collected. 

The  greater  portion,  by  far,  of  these  claims  arise  from  duplicate 
payments  of  taxes  and  water  rents.  In  most  cases  the  tax  or  water 
rent  is  paid  once  by  the  owner  of  the  property  and  a  second  time  by 
the  agent  of  the  owner.  The  examination  of  these  claims  involves 
considerable  work  in  the  offices  of  the  assessor,  water  registrar,  and 
the  collector  of  taxes.  All  of  them  must  be  specially  approved  by  the 
Commissioners  before  payment.  Regular  audits  are  made  in  the  audi- 
tor's office  and  checks  prepared  in  favor  of  the  respective  claimants, 
which  checks  are  si^ed  by  the  disbursing  officer  and  countersignea 
by  the  auditor.  It  is  respectfully  submitted  that,  in  order  to  reneve 
the  offices  referred  to  from  the  additional  work  imposed  in  refunding 
duplicate  payments  of  taxes  and  water  rents,  some  system  should  be 
devised  which  will  obviate  entirely  such  duplicate  payments,  or,  at 
least,  reduce  the  same  to  the  minimum. 
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A  number  of  the  charitable  institutions,  for  the  maintenance  of  which 
uinual  appropriations,  payable  one-half  from  the  revenues  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  are  provided  by  Congress,  have  individual  disburs- 
ing officers,  bonded  to  the  United  States,  whose  accounts  are  trans- 
mitted through  the  auditor  of  the  District  for  preliminary  exami- 
nation prior  to  the  final  and  official  examination  by  the  Auditor  for 
the  State  and  other  Departments. 

It  is  ascertained  from  the  preliminary  examination  of  such  accounts 
made  in  this  office  that  a  number  of  these  institutions  purchase  their 
supplies,  apparently  in  open  market  and  without  competition,  at  rates 
much  higher  than  the  rates  for  similar  articles  in  the  regular  contracts 
of  the  IMstrict.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  no  reason  appears 
whv  these  institutions  might  not  arrange  to  purchase  their  supplies 
unier  the  District  contracts,  thus  securing  lower  rates  and  effecting 
economy  in  expenditures. 

OFFICE  WORK  AND  CLERICAL  FORCE. 

The  work  of  the  auditor's  office  increases  with  the  expanding  volume 
of  the  business  and  expenditures  of  the  District.  The  followme  sum- 
maiy  exhibits  the  more  important  classes  of  the  work  performed 
dunng  the  past  fiscal  year:

Audits  of  the  daily  reports  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  involving  the  examina- 
tion of  the  coupons  detached  from  tax  bills,  water  bills,  permits,  licenses, 
fees,  and  special  assessments,  about 175,000 

Komber  of  miscellaneous  trust-fund  deposits  posted  to  the  proper  accounts, 
requiring  the  opening  of  about  2,000  new  accounts  in  the  ledgers 2, 163 

Beqnisitions  for  advances  prepared  for  signature  of  the  CJommissioners 256 

Requisitions  for  supplies  examined  and  passed  by  the  auditor,  estimated 
number 6, 500 

Letters  and  other  documents  received,  recorded  and  filed,  about 2, 400 

Letters  and  indorsements,  answered  and  made,  about 1...  600 

The  auditing  of  the  monthly  accounts  of  the  10  justices  of  the  peace 
for  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  payment  of  their  salaries  and  for 
fees  collected,  and  the  accounts  of  the  clerk  of  the  police  court  for 
fines  and  forfeitures,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  code,  has 
added  materially  to  the  work  of  the  oflSce.  The  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  fees  collected,  and  of  the  clerk  of  the 
poUce  court  for  fines  and  forfeitures,  must  be  performed  in  their 
respective  offices  by  a  clerk  assigned  for  that  duty,  in  order  to  verify 
the  numerous  items  of  fees  by  comparison  with  the  dockets.  When 
I  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office  the  work  of  examining  and  verifying 
the  fee  accounts  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  was  in  progress;  since 
thi^  time  (August  17,  1903)  official  audits  have  been  made  of  the 
accounts  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  the  clerk  of  the  police  court 
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for  fees,  fines,  and  forfeitures  from  January  1, 1902,  to  June  30, 1903, 
and  said  accounts  have  been  stated  and  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  for 
the  State  and  other  Departments  for  final  examination  and  settlement. 
The  clerk  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  fee  accounts  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace  and  the  account  of  the  clerk  of  the  police  court  has  been 
temporarily  taken  from  .this  work  in  order  to  make  an  audit  of  the 
books  of  the  assessor,  beginning  with  July  1,  1903.  That  work  is 
now  in  progress. 

The  leasmility  of  auditing  the  assessor's  books  prior  to  July  i, 
1903,  depends  upon  an  increase  in  the  clerical  force  of  this  office. 

The  bookkeeping  necessary  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the 
various  revenues  of  the  Distnct  and  oi  the  numerous  appropriations 
and  subheads  of  appropriations  pertaining  to  the  District  of  Columbia 
involves  a  large  amount  of  work  requiring  expert  skill  and  ability. 
As  required  by  law,  all  checks  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District 
are  prepared  in  the  auditor's  office  and  countersigned  by  the  auditor, 
and  all  of  the  accounts  of  the  disbursing  officer  are  also  made  up  in 
the  auditor's  office  and  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and 
other  Departments.  The  yearly  account  rendered  by  the  collector  of 
taxes  for  tax  levies  and  collections  is  examined  and  verified  by  com- 

Srison  with  the  ledger  account  made  up  in  this  office  from  tne  col- 
jtor's  daily  reports  and  with  the  duplicate  certificates  of  deposits 
made  by  the  collector  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  and 
after  approval  by  the  auditor  is  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  for  the 
State  ana  other  Departments  for  final  settlement.  The  revenue  account 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  prepared  and  stated  in  this  office. 

The  present  clerical  force  is  wholly  inadequate  to  perform  the  work 
of  the  office,  which  is  in  arrears.  The  public  interests  require  that 
there  should  be  provided  sufficient  clerical  force  to  keep  the  business 
of  this  office  up  to  date  and  to  give  to  the  examination  of  every  claim 
and  voucher  that  careful  and  intelligent  scrutiny  which  the  large 
amount  of  audited  expenditures  (exce^ing  $7,000,000  during  the  post 
fiscal  year)  demands. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  entire  clerical  force  asked  for  in 
the  auditor's  estimates  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  may  be 
granted,  being  an  increase  of  three  clerks  over  the  present  number; 
that  annual  salaries  be  provided  for  all  of  the  clerks  assigned  to  this 
office;  and  that  in  lieu  oi  a  chief  clerk  a  deputy  auditor  may  be  author- 
ized and  provided  for  by  law,  as  tending  to  a  better  and  more  systematic 
administration  of  the  varied  and  important  duties  of  the  office. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  faithful,  intelligent,  and  efficient  work  performed  by  the 
employees  of  this  office,  with  zealous  devotion  to  duty,  demands  recog- 
nition and  commendation.  They  have  cheerfully  and  voluntarily 
given  their  time  largely  in  excess  of  the  regular  office  hours  in  order 
to  dispatch  the  public  business  assigned  to  fiieir  respective  desks.

Checks  drawn  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia  on  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  to  the  order  of  the  auditor.  District  of  Columbia,  charged  to  various  appro- 
priations, to  reimburse  the  deposit  and  assessment  fund  for  work  neriormed,  properly 
payable  from  said  appropriations,  but  paid  for  in  the  first  instance  from  said  fund 21, 674. 38 

Total  ascertained  shortage  in  the  various  deposit  accounts  now  known  as  the  "  whole 

cost  deposit  fund" 54,839.96 

Checks  drawn  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States  to  the  order  of  the  auditor.  District  of  Columbia,  charged  to  the  permit 
fund.  District  of  Columbia,  to  reimburse  the  appropriation  for  assessment  and  permit 
work,  District  of  Columbia,  for  the  one-half  of  the  actual  cost  of  work  performed  and 
paid  from  said  appropriation  under  the  voluntary  permit  system,  for  sundry  persons 
from  deposits  made  by  them,  which  under  due  process  of  law  were  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  permit  fund.  District  of  Columbia,  in  the  United  States  Treasury 23, 007. 49 

Total  ascertained  shortage 77.847.47 

From  the  above  amount  of  ^,389.98,  the  ascertained  shortage  in  the  various  deposit 
accounts,  should  be  deducted  the  sum  of  $8,960.03,  represennng  a  cash  deposit  to  the 
credit  of  the  auditor,  District  of  Columbia,  in  the  Traders'  National  Bank.  July  21, 1902, 
and  for  which  no  corresponding  charge  against  any  account  can  be  located,  together 
with  a  further  sum  of  $315.17,  being  the  balance  on  hand  of  an  amount  garnlsheed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Central  National  Bank,  in  partial  satisfaction  of  a  judgment  obtained 
against  J.  M.  A.  Watson,  in  a  civil  action  instituted  against  him  by  the  District  of 
Columbia  (case  No.  46275.  at  law),  making  a  total  deduction  of 4,265.20 

Making  the  net  ascertained  shortage  in  the  foregoing  accounts 73,062.27 

Note.— Of  the  above  shortage  of  $73,082.27,  there  would  be  required  in  the  event  of  an  appropria- 
tion from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  sum  of  $61,578.52.  The  difference  between  the 
foregoing  amounts,  namely,  $11,503.75,  is  the  one-half  of  $28,007.49,  the  shortage  in  the  appropriation 
for  assessment  and  permit  work.  District  of  Columbia,  and  as  this  amount  or$11.508.75.  lias  already 
been  charged  to  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  further  appropriation  therefor  would  be 
unnecessary.

OFFICE  OF  THE  AT7DIT0B  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  C0LX7MBIA.

Messbs:  On  the  22d  ultimo  we  received  respectively  from  the  CJomptroUer  of  the 
Treasory  and  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  Departments,  instractions  as  follows: 

"At  the  request  of  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Colnmhia,  and  at  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  you  are  hereby, 
directed  throii^h  me  to  investigate  the  office  of  the  auditor  for  the  District  of 
Oolambia. 

«  •  «  «  «  «  « 

"  You  will  commence  said  investigation  on  the  morning  of  the  22d  instant  and 
report  the  result  of  said  investigation  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Colombia.  It  is  expected  you  will  be  able  to  complete  said  investigation  and 
oiake  such  report  within  ten  working  days,  and  then  report  back  to  this  office,  the 
space  of  time  to  be  covered  to  relate  back  to  the  time  when  Mr.  James  M.  A.  Watson 
entered  the  office  of  the  auditor  for  the  District  of  Colmnbia." 

Although  the  scope  of  the  investigation  as  indicated  in  the  first  paragraph  of  our 
imtructions  was  to  oe  general,  yet  the  limitations  in  the  second  paragraph,  both  of 
the  period  to  be  covers  and  time  to  be  devoted  to  the  examination,  indicate  that 
OQT  efforts  were  expected  to  be  directed  mainly  toward  ascertaining  what  defalca- 
tions, if  any,  had  been  made,  as  publicly  reported,  bv  Mr.  Watson,  or  in  connection 
with  the  branch  of  work  intrusted  to  him;  how  such  defalcations  were  accomplished, 
and  what  proper  safeguards  were  lacking  in  the  method  of  transacting  business  in 
the  office  to  prevent  such  defalcations  in  the  past  or  their  recurrence  m  the  future. 
Oar  investigation  was  prosecuted  under  limitations  accordingly. 

Mr.  Watfion  appears  to  have  been  put  in  charge  of  the  papers  and  records  of  the 
office  pertaining  to  the  permit  work  in  Decem&r.  1898;  and  from  the  time  of  his 
taking  chaige,  until  about  June  1,  1903,  a  period  of  more  than  four  years,  his  work 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  revised,  checxed  up,  or  otherwise  proved  or  tested  by 
tnv  other  employee  of  the  office,  or  by  the  auditor.  Two  reasons  were  given  for 
iailare  to  make  such  revision  or  test:  FirsL  the  inadequacy  of  the  working  force  of 
the  office,  service  aft^r  office  hours  being  n*equently  required  to  keep  up  with  cur- 
rent work,  without  undertaking  revision;  second,  that  the  auditor  believed  upon 
what  he  considered  to  be  credible  information,  that  from  time  to  time  Mr.  Watson's 
work  was  checked  up  by  Mr.  Lapham  of  the  engineer's  office,  who  furnished  in 
gr^t  part,  <lata  for  vouchers  pertaining  to  Watson's  account 

The  permit  work  ifl  considered  and  acted  upon  under  several  divisions  and  sub- 
divisions. The  first  divisions  or  classes  to  be  noted  are  the  "whole  cost'*  and  **  half 
cost"  work.  In  the  first  named  of  these  classes  the  owner  of  the  property  benefited 
hy  the  work  must  pay  the  whole  cost  of  it,  and  is  required  to  deposit  with  the  col- 
lator of  taxes,  before  the  work  is  done,  an  amount  equal  to  its  cost,  as  estimated  by 
the  engineer  department  Upon  completion  of  the  work,  the  actual  cost  thereof  is 
certified  by  the  engineer  department  to  the  auditor,  who  from  time  to  time  makes 
reqniotion  (upon  the  collector)  for  the  amounts  deposited,  and  the  Commissioners' 
ijproval  directs  pa3rment  to  the  auditor  by  the  collector.  An  audit  is  made  in  fevor 
<«  the  depositor  for  any  excess  of  his  deposit  over  actual  cost  of  work,  if  any,  and 
nch  excess  is  paid  back  to  him  by  the  auditor's  check  bearing  the  same  number  afl 
the  aodit  of  the  account.  The  amount  of  the  actual  cost  is  applied  to  the  reimburse- 
loent  of  the  fund  or  appropriation  primarily  applied  to  pay  for  labor  employed  and 
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material  expended  in  accomplishing  the  work.  The  aadit  for  such  reimbursement, 
from  time  to  time  made,  oroinarily  includes  the  actual  cost  to  many  different  depos- 
itors, amounting  frequently  to  several  thousand  dollars.  In  this  case,  as  in  case  of 
individual  audita,  the  audit  and  the  auditor's  check  drawn  in  payment  bear  the  same 
number.  The  check  is  drawn  by  the  auditor  to  his  own  order,  is  by  him  indorsed, 
and  should  be  deposited  in  the  depoeitory  where  the  fund  to  be  reimbursed  is  kept 
The  whole-cost  work  is  subdivided  into  three  principal  classes,  and  the  funds  per- 
taining to  each  class  are  severallv  kept  in  three  different  banks,  as  will  hereinaher 
be  considered  more  in  detail.  We  are  not  aware  of  any  statutory  provisions  relating 
to  whole-cost  work;  it  appears  to  be  governed  by  regulations  from  time  to  time  made 
by  the  Commissioners. 

In  the  half-cost  work  the  owner  of  property  benefited  by  the  work  must  pay  one- 
half  the  actual  cost  thereof,  the  other  naif  being  paid  by  the  District  of  Columbia. 
This  work  is  explicitly  provided  for  in  the  act  of  August  7,  1894,  under  the  title, 
** Assessment  and  permit  work"  (28  Stat.  L.,  247,  248).  Under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  the  work  naturally  resolves  itself  into  two  classes,  which,  for  convenience,  may 
be  termed  ** compulsory"  and  ** voluntary."  In  the  former  class,  the  work  tote 
done  is  pre<letermined  by  the  Commissioners,  and  when  it  has  been  accomplished 
one-half  of  the  cost  thereof,  including  the  cost  of  assessment,  becomes  a  lien  upon  the 
abutting  property,  and  the  statute  makes  provision  for  the  manner  of  payment  In 
the  latter,  or  voluntary  class,  action  is  taken  on  the  initiative  of  the  property  owner, 
under  the  following  provision  of  the  statute: 

"Property  owners  who  request  improvements  under  the  permit  system  shall 
deposit  m  advance  with  the  collector  of  taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia  an  amount 
equal  to  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  such  improvements,  and  in  such  cases  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  the  notice  hereinbefore  provided  for.  All  moneys 
received  by  the  collector  of  taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  work  done  upon 
the  request  of  property  owners,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  deposited  by  him  in 
the  United  States  Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  permit  fund.  Upon  the  completion 
of  work  done  as  aforesaid  at  the  request  of  property  owners,  the  (commissioners  shall 
repay  to  the  then  current  appropriation  for  assessment  and  permit  work,  out  of  the 
permit  fund,  a  sum  equivalent  to  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  and  shall  return 
to  the  depositors,  from  the  same  fund,  as  application  may  be  made  therefor,  any  sur- 
plus that  may  remain  over  and  above  one-naif  of  the  cost  of  the  work." 

The  above  provision  is  quoted  at  length,  because  an  important  part  of  the  facts 
disclosed  by  our  investigation  relates  to  this  class  of  funas.  To  the  transactionH 
involving  this  class  of  funds  our  first  steps  in  the  investigation  were  directed.  Upon 
completion  of  the  work  for  which  the  estimated  half  cost  was  deposited  an  audit  is 
made  in  the  case  of  each  depositor,  certifying  to  him  the  amount  due  to  him  a« 
excess  of  deposit  over  and  above  half  cost,  and  such  amount  is  repaid  to  him  by  the 
check  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States,  funds  for  which  purpose  having  been  placed  to  his  credit  by 
requisition  and  warrant  on  the  permit  luna.  The  actual  half  cost  deposited  is  only 
applicable  for  repayment  to  the  then  current  appropriation  for  assessment  and  per- 
mit work.  The  statute  requires  the  Commissioners  to  make  this  repayment  The 
precise  method  is  not  prescribed  by  statute.  It  seems  manifest  that  the  method 
should  be  such  as  effectively  to  prevent  the  conversion  of  the  fund  or  any  part  of  it 
to  any  purpose  other  than  that  required  by  law.  The  effective  method  naturally 
su^esting  itself  is: 

That  the  auditor  for  the  District  of  Columbia  state  an  account  somewhat  in  the 
following  form:

JhJB  method  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  placing  to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing 
officer,  by  requisition  and  warrant,  any  part  of  the  permit  fund  accruing  from  voC 
ontary  depositors,  except  such  amounts  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  necesmry  to 
refond  to  depositors  the  surplus  of  deposits  over  and  above  the  ascertained  actual 
half  cost  after  completion  of  the  work. 

The  method  practised  prior  to  Watson's  taking  charge,  and  for  some  time  there- 
after, appears  to  have  been  as  follows:  The  auditor  stated  an  account  similar  in  form 
to  that  above  given,  but  in  favor  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  District  of  Columbia,  to 
whose  order  the  disbursing  officer  issued  his  check  on  the  United  States  Treasurer 
for  the  amount  of  the  audit,  taking  the  collector's  receipt  therefor.  This  check  was 
indorsed  by  the  collector  and  presumed  to  be  depositea  by  him  in  the  Treasury,  to 
he  covered  by  warrant  to  the  proper  appropriation,  ** Assessment  and  permit  work." 

The  method  seems  objectionable  for  several  reasons: 

First  The  check  once  issued  becomes  commercial  paper,  which  with  genuine  or 
ekillfQlly  forged  indorsement  might  be  cashed  at  a  bank  or  even  paid  over  the  counter 
at  the  Treasury. 

Second.  The  collector  having  received  the  deposits  originally  and  deposited  the 
Mine  in  the  Treasury,  as  required  by  law,  he  has  performed  his  full  duty  under  the 
reqairements  of  law,  and  no  valid  reason  is  apparent  for  burdening  his  accounts  fur- 
ther with  such  funds. 

Third.  In  making  his  deposits,  the  collector  frequently,  probably  usually,  massed 
the  funds  under  immediate  consideration  with  other  funds  to  be  covered  to  the  same 
appropriation  under  the  following  provision  of  law  immediately  following  the  pro- 
viaon  above  quoted: 

"All  sums  received  by  the  collector  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  account  of 
Mseasment  work,  and  in  payment  of  assessments  heretofore  made  for  compulsory 
permit  work,  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  for  assessment  and  permit  work 
wr  the  fiscal  year  in  which  they  are  collected." 

^Kh  massing  of  funds  covered  by  one  certificate  of  deposit  renders  it  difficult  to 
verify  the  actual  deposit  of  the  particular  amount  of  the  disbursing  officer's  check. 

Sometime  after  Watson  took  char^  of  the  work,  the  method  was  changed,  so  that 
the  auditor  stated  an  account  in  his  own  favor;  the  disbursing  officer  issued  his 
cheek  to  the  order  of  the  auditor,  who  receipted  for  the  same  to  the  disbursing 
officer;  the  check  was  countersigned  by  the  auditor  and  indorsed  by  him,  sometimes 
by  simply  signing  his  name  as  auditor,  sometimes  to  the  order  of  the  collector  of 
taxes.  It  was,  however,  understood  to  be  the  intention  in  each  case  that  the  check 
shoold  go  to  the  collector,  to  be  by  him  indorsed  and  deposited  as  theretofore.  The 
newmeBiod  was  manifestly  much  more  mischievous  than  the  former  method,  afford- 
ing double  opportunity  for  conversion  of  the  funds,  as  amply  shown  by  the  facts  dis- 
cloeed.  For  example:  Audit  No.  54060,  dated  October  23,  1902,  is  stated  in  favor  of 
J-  T.  Petty,  auditor.  District  of  Columbia,  for  amount  of  half  cost  of  work,  as  per 
Blip  herewith,  $3,821.59,  and  paid  by  check  No.  153706,  to  the  order  of  J.  T.  Petty, 
auditor.  District  of  CJolumbia,  of  even  date  and  amount  with  the  audit,  signed  for 
C.  C.  Bo^FB  by  E.  E.  Jones,  deputy  disbursing  officer,  countersigned  by  A.  Twee- 
dalc,  acting  auoitor,  and  indorsed  by  J.  T.  Petty,  auditor.  District  of  Columbia. 

1^  check,  instead  of  going  to  the  collector  of  taxes  to  be  by  him  indorsed  and 
deposited  in  the  Treasury,  was  cashed  at  the  Central  National  Bank,  as  indicated 
hy  stamped  indorsement  thereon.  While  there  are  no  initials  on  the  check  indicating 
w^  any  person  other  than  the  auditor  presented  it  and  received  the  proceeds  at  the 
hank,  it  ia  alleged  by  Mr.  Petty  and  corroborated  by  other  evidence  in  his  office  and 
^  the  bank,  thai  he  never  presented  and  had  cashed  at  that  bank  any  official  (^heck 
drawn  to  his  order,  but  tnat  the  checks  pertaining  to  Watson's  work,  whether 
iiitended  for  deposit  or  collection,  were  as  a  rule  presented  by  Watson,  and  that  at 
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the  banks  he  was  r^rded  as  the  agent  of  the  auditor  for  such  purpose.  It  may 
therefore  be  reasonably,  if  not  conclusively^  presumed  that  Mr.  Watson  presented 
the  check  and  receivea  the  cash  therefor  in  this  case  as  in  the  case  of  nme  other 
checks  drawn  on  the  Treasury  for  similar  purpMOse,  but  all  cashed  at  the  Central 
National  Bank,  and  amounting  in  the  an^regate,  includinj^  said  check,  to  $23,007.49. 
Seven  other  Treasury  checks  drawn  on  the  permit  fund  m  similar  form  for  similar 
purpose,  amounting  to  $28,449.02,  instead  of  being  turned  over  to  the  collector  of 
taxes,  to  be  by  him  indorsed  and  deposited  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
appropriation  for  assessment  and  permit  work,  were  deposited  in  the  Traders* 
National  Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  whole-cost  fund,  there  kept  on  deposit,  as  shown 
by  the  deposit  book  and  slips.  It  is  presumed  that  these  deposits  were  made  on 
account  of^a  shortage  in  the  Traders'  National  Bank,  from  failure  to  deposit  there 
certain  checks  drawn  on  the  Central  National  Bank  and  on  the  Umted  States 
Treasury,  to  reimburse  the  fund  kept  at  the  Traders*.  The  latter  checks,  drawn  to 
the  order  of  the  auditor  and  indorsed  by  him,  instead  of  being  deposited  in  the 
Traders*  Bank,  as  the  corresponding  vouchers  or  other  data  indicate  that  they  should 
have  been,  appear  to  have  been  camied  at  the  Central  National,  as  hereinafter  more 
specifically  shown. 

The  casning  of  the  ten  Treasury  checks,  amounting  to  $23,007.49,  and  the  defMsit 
of  the  seven  others  at  the  Traders*,  amounting  to  $28,449.02,  leave  the  appropriation, 
assessment  and  permit  work,  short  $51,456.51. 

The  records  of  the  ofiice  show  that  fifteen  checks,  aggregating  $21,674.38,  were 
drawn  on  the  United  States  Treasurer  by  the  disbursing  officer,  District  of  Columbia, 
against  various  appropriations  applicable,  to  the  order  of  J.  T.  Petty,  auditor.  District 
of  Columbia,  upon  audits  made  by  him  in  his  own  favor,  for  the  purpose  of  reim- 
bursing the  fund  kept  in  his  name  at  the  Traders*  National  Bank.  It  appears  that 
these  che<'ks  should  have  been  indorsed,  *'For  deposit  to  the  credit  of,'  signed  by 
the  auditor,  and  deponited  in  the  Traders'  National  Bank.  The  book  of  deposit  at 
that  bank  does  not  show  the  deposit  of  these  checks  or  any  part  of  the  amount 
thereof.  An  examination  of  the  checks  themselves  in  the  Treasurer's  Ofiice  shows 
that  they  were  indorsed  "J.  T.  Pettv,  auditor,  District  of  Columbia,"  and  clashed  at 
the  Central  National  Bank.  The  form  of  indorsement  alx>ve  suggested  is  reeoin- 
mended  by  the  Traders'  National  Bank  in  the  printed  instructions  to  depositors  in 
the  pass  book  furnished  to  the  auditor  for  entering  deposits.  The  important  trust 
reposed  in  the  auditor  in  transactions  of  this  character,  the  det^Uls  of  whose  execu- 
tion were  perhajw  necessarily  imposed  upon  subordinates,  seemed  to  demand  some 
form  of  indorsement  of  these  checks  which  would  have  rendered  more  diflicult,  if 
not  impossible,  their  conversion  to  the  subordinates'  use  and  benefit.  The  fact  that 
Watson  was  the  auditor's  recognized  agent  for  drawing  cash  on  checks  to  meet  pay 
rolls  of  employees,  which  he  seems  often  to  have  properly  done,  made  it  an  easy 
thing  for  him  to  have  the  checks  in  question  cashed. 

Returning  now  to  further  consideration  of  the  **  whole  cost  work,"  it  appem  that 
upon  receiving  the  engineer's  estimate  of  cost  of  work,  the  applicant  deposits  the 
estimated  amount  with  the  collector  of  taxes,  who  in  turn  deposits  the  same,  subject 
to  his  check,  in  the  Citizens*  or  Central  National  Bank,  certificates  of  deposit  being 
sent  to  the  auditor,  District  of  Columbia,  upon  which  the  collector  is  chained  on  the 
auditor's  books  with  the  amount  of  deposit,  and  the  depositors  are  severally  credited. 
When  funds  are  required  for  w^ork  accomplished  or  about  to  be  accomplished, 
requisition  is  made  by  the  auditor  upon  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Colom- 
bia, who  direct  the  collector  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  requisition  to  the  auditor,  and 
the  collector  issues  check  for  such  amount  to  the  order  of  the  auditor,  who  indorses 
the  check  and  deposits  it,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  transaction,  in  one  of  three 
banks. 

For  convenience  the  transactions  are  divided  into  three  classes,  viz:  First,  ** Cross- 
ing sidewalks  account,"  funds  for  which  were  deposited  originaily  in  the  Traders' 
National  Bank;  second,  **  Whole-cost  deposits,**  which  were  deposited  in  the  Cen- 
tral National  Bank,  and,  third,  '' Deposit  and  assessment  fund,"  deposited  originally 
in  the  National  Capital  Bank.  The  line  of  demarcation  between  the  second  and 
third  classes,  at  first  clear,  has  become  less  clearly  defined.  The  third  class,  when 
first  established,  consisted  exclusively  of  accounts  pertaining  to  plumbers*  work,  and 
the  second  class  consisted  of  all  except  crossing  sidewalks  (first  class),  and  plumbers* 
accounts  (third  class).  Little  by  little,  upon  orders  of  the  Commissioners,  various 
transactions  were  paiased  from  the  second  to  the  third  class,  until  the  line  has  become 
somewhat  obscure.  On  or  about  January  9,  1900,  a  transfer  of  funds  from  the 
Traders*  National  Bank  to  the  National  Capital,  and  vice  versa,  was  dedded  upon  for 
prudential  reasons;  and  from  that  date  deposits  of  the  first  class  were  made  in  the 
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National  Capital  Bank,  and  deposits  of  the  third  class  in  the  Traders'  National  Bank. 
It  aimears  that  at  the  time  of  the  transfer  a  settlement  should  have  been  made  with 
escn  Dank,  the  balance  in  each  bein^  properly  verified,  and  check  being  drawn  on 
each  bank  for  its  verified  balance  for  deposit  in  the  other  bank.  No  such  adjustment 
of  the  accounts  appears  to  have  been  attempted. 

The  examination  of  all  the  audits  pertaimng  to  assessment  and  permit  work  made 
in  four  years,  and  of  the  checks  thereupon  issued,  was  a  work  of  such  magnitude  as 
to  preclude  our  nndert^ing  it  in  the  limited  time  at  our  disposal.  Moreover,  the 
disclosares  made  in  our  investigation  of  half -cost  work  revealed  conversion  or  mis- 
applicadon  of  funds  only  in  case  of  audits  made  in  favor  of  the  auditor,  and  of  checks 
drawn  to  his  order.  Similar  disclosures  were  to  be  expected  from  investigation  of 
the  whole-cost  work.  Naturally,  the  interest  of  depositors  would  make  them  diligent 
in  demanding  and  obtaining  the  refund  payments  certified  to  be  due  to  them.  Checks 
were  drawn  to  their  order,  and  would  not  be  available  for  conversion.  The  same 
ifi  approximately  true  of  checks  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  disbursing  officer  or 
collector  of  taxes;  although  it  was  disclosed  that  at  least  in  one  case  a  check  indorsed 
to  the  order  of  the  disbursing  officer  was  paid  at  the  bank  without  his  indorsement, 
a  pen  line  bdng  drawn  through  the  indorsed  words,  **Pay  to  the  order  of  the  dis- 
bareing  officer,  District  of  Columbia."  This  was  check  No.  4664,  on  Central  National 
Bank,  dated  July  1,  1902,  for  $2,761.24.  The  currency  in  this  case  appears  to  have 
been  required  for  a  pay  roll,  and  to  have  been  properly  applied  if  not  properly  drawn. 
But  checks  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  auditor  upon  audits  made  in  his  mvor,  for  the 
purpose  of  reimbursing  appropriations  or  other  funds,  were  upon  a  different  footing. 
When  these  checks  were  drawn  and  indorsed,  and  turned  over  to  the  subordinate 
who  kept  all  the  records  of  the  transaction,  to  be  by  him  properly  deposited  and 
applied,  his  opportunity  arose.  The  funds  or  appropriations  to  oe  reimbursed  were 
sphinxes,  making  no  ctamor  or  demand  for  their  dues.  To  this  class  of  audits  and 
checks,  therefore,  our  investigation  was  directed. 

The  crossing  sidewalks  fund  afforded  little  opportunity  for  conversion,  most  of  the 
depoedts  being  small  in  amount,  and  in  a  large  majority  of  cases  a  refund  to  the 
depositor  was  made  of  the  i^hole  amount  of  the  deposit.  Our  investigation  disclosed 
no  check  on  this  fund  misapplied. 

Twelve  checks  on  the  Central  National  Bank,  anregating  $28,714.98,  which,  from 
imperfect  data  remaining  in  the  office,  appear  to^ave  been  drawn  to  the  order  of 
J.  T.  Petty,  auditor,  District  of  Columbia,  upon  audits  made  for  the  reimbursement 
of  the  deposit  and  assessment  fund,  appear  to  have  been  cashed  at  the  Central 
Xational  Kank.    These  checks  are  hereinafter  more  specificallv  described. 

Three  checks  on  the  National  Capital  Bank,  aggregating  $2,&62.65,  from  imperfect 
data,  appear  to  have  been  drawn  to  the  order  of  J.  T.  Petty,  auditor.  District  of 
Columbia,  for  the  reimbursement  of  some  other  fund  from  the  deposit  and  assees- 
mwit  fund.  Two  of  these  checks  appear  to  have  been  cashed  at  the  Central  National 
Bank.  No  record  is  found  of  the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  any  of  them.  More 
specific  description  of  these  checks  nereinafter  appears. 

The  followmg  transactions  resulting  in  a  loss  of  $1,387.97  appear  to  have  been 
altogether  irregular,  and  the  circuitous  course  pursued  to  reach  the  end  to  be  accom- 
plished, whereby  arose  the  opportunity  for  the  conversion  of  funds,  appears  to  have 
been  entirely  unnecessary.  On  or  about  March  18  and  April  19,  1902,  Mr.  Petty, 
as  disbursing  officer  of  the  Rock  Creek  Park,  required  funds  to  pay  rolls  of  employees 
at  the  park.  Instead  of  drawing  his  check  as  disbursing  officer  of  the  park,  on  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  against  the  funds  applicable,  he  app)ears  to  have 
drawn  checks  as  auditor,  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  Central  National  Bank  as  fol- 
lows: No.  4699,  dated  March  18,  1902,  to  his  own  order,  for  $666.58,  and  No.  4613, 
dated  April  19,  1902,  to  his  own  order,  for  $721.31.  o 

The  first  of  these  checks  appears  to  have  been  indorsed  to  and  by  C.  C.  Rogers, 
the  second  to  have  been  cashed  by  the  collector  of  taxes,  and  the  proceeds  in  both 
cases  i^pear  to  have  been  applied'  to  the  payment  of  the  Rock  Creek  Park  rolls.  So 
^  the  transaction  involved  a  clear  and  apparentlv  unnecessary  misapplication  of 
fends.  To  correct  this,  Mr.  Petty  appears  to  have  drawn  to  his  own  oraer  checks 
on  the  Treasury  as  follows:  No.  271,  dated  April  21,  1902,  for  $721.39,  and  No.  285, 
dated  May  24,  1902,  for  $666.58,  to  be  deposited  in  the  Central  National  Bank,  to 
^wmburae  the  fund  erroneously  drawn  from  that  bank.  Unfortunately,  the  latter 
^iecks,  having  been  indorsed  in  blank,  appear  to  have  been  cashed  at  the  Central 
National  instead  of  being  deposited.  The  fund  in  the  bank  appears  to  be  short  to 
that  extent 

Treasury  check  No.  148077,  dated  September  10,  1902.  drawn  by  the  disbursing 
officer.  District  of  Columbia,  to  the  order  of  auditor,  District  of  Columbia,  for  $354.32, 


aCorrect  amount  |721.8a 
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appears  to  have  been  based  on  audits  52058  to  52061  for  reimbursement  purpoeee. 
The  audits  indicate  that  the  deposit  and  assessment  fimd  at  the  Traders' National 
Bank  should  have  received  $320  of  the  amount,  and  that  the  residue,  $34.32,  should 
have  gone  to  the  appropriation,  *  *  Assessment  and  permit  work  *  *  in  the  Treasury.  The 
check  was  deposited  in  the  Traders'  National  Bank,  leaving  said  appropriation  short 
$34.32.  This  appears  to  have  been  a  case  of  inadvertence  merely,  for  which  Mr. 
Watson  was  in  no  way  responsible.

It  subeeouently  transpired  that  these  18  checks  with  their  accompanying  voochenB 
were  held  hy  the  chief  clerk  pending  the  investigation.  They  are  reported  to  have 
been  found  in  Mr.  Watson's  desk  in  a  search  made  after  the  discovery  of  his  unfaith- 
fulness. The  audits  and  checks  appear  to  have  been  properly  maae,  according  to 
the  practice  of  the  office,  and  it  is  presumed  that  they,  or  their  equivalents,  will  go 
through  as  originally  intended,  alter  the  completion  of  the  investigation  still  m 
progress  in  the  auditor's  office.  For  what  purpose  or  reason  these  vouchers  and 
checks,  running  over  a  period  of  more  than  four  years,  were  held  by  Mr.  Watson  in 
his  desk  conjecture  alone  can  tell,  unless  he  choose  hereafter  to  divulge  his  purpoee. 

A  large  number  of  other  vouchers  were  missing  or  out  of  place,  owing  probably  in 
part  to  the  overhauling  which  the  files  and  recoras  of  the  office  had  undergone  prior 
to  the  beginning  of  our  investigation,  and  probably  in  part  to  the  careteasneaB  or 
studied  irregularity  of  Mr.  Watson's  methods.    The  fact  of  these  missing  or  mis- 

g laced  vouchers  greatly  increased  the  time  consumed  in  our  investigation,  and  may 
ave  led  to  some  errors  in  our  conclusions.  The  absence  of  vouchers  was  especially 
noted  in  case  of  checks  drawn  or  indorsed  to  the  order  of  the  collector  of  Uixes  or 
disbursing  officer,  District  of  Columbia.  Where,  however,  the  checks  bore  the 
indorsement  of  these  officers,  showing  that  the  checks  passed  into  their  hands,  we 
did  not  pursue  the  research  further,  as  the  investigation  of  their  offices  or  trans- 
actions was  not  within  the  scope  of  our  instructions. 


GENERAL   REMARKS. 


We  infer,  from  conversation  had  with  you,  that  you  desired  us  to  note  and  report 
an^  imperfections  or  lack  of  proper  safeguards  in  the  methods  and  practices  of  the 
office,  no  matter  who  may  be  resj)on8ible  for  the  practices  and  methods  questioned. 

First.  We  note  what  seems  to  us  the  manifest  impropriety  of  making  the  auditini? 
officer,  to  a  large  extent,  the  disbursing  officer,  ana  to  a  limited  extent  a  receiving 
officer,  as  to  transactions  so  varied  and  complicated  as  those  assi^ed  to,  or  aasumed 
by,  the  auditor  of  the  District  of  CJolumbia,    Whether  this  combination  of  functions 
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or  duties  reeults  from  statutes  enacted  by  Congress,  from  regulations  promulgated 
bT  the  Commiseioners,  from  assumptions  of  the  auditor,  or  in  ^rttrom  all,  it  seems 
tfike  objectionable.  The  three  governmental  functions  of  receiving,  disbursing,  and 
auditing  should  be  separate,  distinct,  and  independent  of  one  another.  In  other 
words,  all  receipts  of  District  revenues  should  pass  mediately  or  immediately  into 
the  hands  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  who  is  i>roperly  the  receiving  officer  of  the  Dis- 
trict >li8cellaneous  revenues,  such  as  receivea  by  the  inspector  of  buildings,  elee- 
mosynary institutions,  etc.,  which  mav  not  so  conveniently  be  paid  primarily  to  the 
collector,  should  be  regularly  transferred  to  him  under  explicit  regulations,  the 
accounts  for  such  receipts  and  transfers  being  subject  to  audit 

The  functions  of  the  disbursing  officer.  District  of  Columbia,  hitherto  somewhat 
hampered  and  suboniinated,  his  office  being  scarcely  other  than  a  branch  of  the 
aoditor's  office,  should  apparently  be  broadened,  with  an  increase  of  responsibility 
and  of  independence  in  the  sense  that  he  would  not  be  constrained  to  make  pay- 
ments in  accordance  with  the  auditor's  findings,  in  case  of  reasonable  doubt  of  the 
legality  or  propriety  of  the  pajrment,  so  that  he  might  he  held  clearly  responsible 
on  his  bond  for  an  improper  or  illegal  payment 

The  functions  of  an  auditor  are  quasi  judicial  in  connection  with  his  duties  as  an 
accountant  1 1  appears  to  us  that  no  account  should  be  stated  in  favor  of  the  auditor, 
District  of  Columoia,  as  such ;  no  check  issued  to  his  order,  as  such;  that  he  should  be 
chai)zed  with  the  custody  of  no  funds  of  the  District,  and  of  no  funds  held  by  the 
District  in  trust  for  depositors;  that  he  should  be  cluuged  with  no  financial  responsi- 
bility as  to  such  funds,  whether  thev  are  to  be  applied  to  disbursements,  refundments, 
or  to  the  reimbursement  of  one  fund  from  another.  To  our  minds  there  is  a  manifest 
impropriety  in  a  practice  under  which  a  financial  officer's  transactions  are  finally 
auoited  and  passed  upon  by  himself,  either  before  or  after  his  action  as  a  financial 
officer.  Reheved  of  auty  and  obligation  as  the  receiver,  custodian,  or  dbburser  of  the 
funds  of  the  District,  of  funds  held  in  trust  by  the  District,  the  auditor  and  his  office 
forre  would  have  a  far  ampler  opportunity  and  freer  hand  to  attend  to  auditorial 
duties  proper,  both  as  to  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  funds,  and  the  tnmsfer 
thereof,  if  necessary. 

Second.  The  6ict  disclosed  in  the  investigation  that  in  great  part  the  defalcations 
were  perpetrated  in  case  of  checks  drawn  on  funds  properly  applicable  to  expend- 
itures for  the  repayment  or  reimbursement  of  other  funds  primarily  applied  to  the 
expenditures,  emphasizes  the  principle  that,  so  far  as  reasonably  possible,  all  disburse- 
ments should  primarily  be  made  from  funds  applicable  to  the  expenditures,  obvi- 
adns  all  necessity  for  such  reimbursment  of  one  fund  from  another.  This  is  recog- 
nized as  a  fundamental  principle,  as  applied  to  the  different  appropriations,  in  the 
accounting  offices  of  the  Treasury  DejMirtment.     (See  4  Comp.  Dec.,  314.) 

Third.  The  head  of  a  department  or  office  is  not  justified  in  intrusting  to  a  subor^ 
dinate  the  execution  of  the  details  of  important  financial  transactions,  wherein  the 
opportunity  for  wrongdoing  may  arise,  for  a  series  of  years,  without  an  independent 
reN-ision  or  checking  up  of  sucn  subordinate's  work,  however  highly  esteemed  the 
subordinate  may  be.  Misplaced  trust  in  this  case,  as  in  case  of  several  disbursing 
clerks  within  recent  years  in  the  great  departments  of  the  Government,  was  an 
important  factor. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  auditor  and  the  employees  of  his 
office  received  us  cordially  and  extended  every  courtesy  and  aid  in  our  research 
which  could  be  expected  in  so  busy  an  office.  Among  me  employees  to  whom  we 
are  specially  indebted  for  data  and  aid  required,  we  mention  Mr.  Tweedale,  Mr. 
Donovan,  and  Mr.  Roach.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the 
business  of  the  office  of  the  corpomtion  counsel  for  the  fiscal  vear 
ending  June  30,  1903. 

There  were  379  written  opinions  by  the  corporation  counsel  at  the 
request  of  the  Commissioners  and  130  written  communications  to 
interested  parties  relative  to  pending  municipal  matters  and  suits. 

Oral  opinions  have  l)een  renderea  in  numerous  cases  submitted  by 
various  District  officials  concerning  matters  of  current  business  arising 
in  the  administration  of  their  respective  departments. 

Numerous  contracts  and  leases  and  bonds  to  secure  performance  of 
contracts  have  been  examined  and  certified  as  to  correctness  and 
sufficiency  of  form. 

There  was  a  notable  increase  in  the  number  of  tax  deeds,  nearly  300 
having  been  prepared  in  this  office. 

There  were  29  equity  cases,  27  law  cases,  and  6-justice  of  the.  {>eAce 
cases  instituted  during  the  year,  and  21  cases  carried  to  the  court  of 
appeals. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  July  1,  1902,  for  the  taxation  of 
personal  property  ni  the  District  of  Columbia,  has  presented  numerous 
questions  respecting  taxation,  exemptions,  and  licenses. 

Insurance  matters  submitted  to  this  office  for  opinions  have  been 
voluminous.  An  assistant  has  attended  many  of  the  nearings  given  by 
the  department  of  insurance,  and  a  large  part  of  his  time  has  been 
occupied  by  this  department  alone. 

The  organization  of  the  new  municipal  departments,  such  as  the 
insurance  department  and  the  personal  tax  board,  has  added  mate- 
rially to  the  steadily  increasing  volume  of  work  of  this  office. 

There  were  290  lunacy  cases  instituted  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
missioners. By  a  provision  in  the  urgency  deficiency  bill,  approved 
March  3,  1903,  the  old  law  in  force  January  30,  1899,  regulating  the 
conduct  of  lunacy  cases  was  reinstated.  This  law  preserves  to  the 
alleged  lunatic  the  right  to  be  tried  by  jury,  and  likewise  materially 
decreases  the  expenditures  of  the  former  extmvagant  proi'eedings. 
In  former  reports  1  have  called  attention  to  the  desirability  of  repeal- 
ing the  cumbrous  and  expensive  proceedings  for  the  conunitment  of 
indigent  and  dangerous  insane  persons;  in  the  matter  of  expense  alone 
my  estimate  is  that  the  change  will  eflFectuate  a  saving  of  at  least  $5,000. 

Final  judgments  were  rendered  against  the  District  in  the  following 
cases: 

Martha  A.  Coleman  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  45,065. 
Action  for  $25,0(X)  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  reason 
of  falling  during  the  night-time  into  an  unprotected  hole  in  the  side- 
walk in  front  of  2118  Pennsylvania  avenue  NW.     Upon  the  trial  of 
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the  case  plaintiff  obtained  a  verdict,  April  21^  1903,  for  $5,000,  but 
on  motion  of  counsel  for  defendant  the  court  directed  a  remittitur  of 
$1,000.  The  plaintiff  was  seriously  and  permanently  injured,  and  the 
eridence  showed  that  no  effort  haa  been  made  to  protect  pedestrians 
from  injury  at  this  frequented  locality,  although  its  condition  was 
dulv  reported. 

William  H.  Campbell  v.  District  of  Columbia.  Action  before  C. 
S.  Bundy,  justice  or  the  peace,  to  recover  $3(X)  damages  for  injuries 
to  bis  horse  and  damages  to  his  wagon  alleged  to  have  been  sustained 
by  driving  into  a  hole  on  the  rc^way  on  N  street,  between  South 
Cinitol  and  First  streets  SW.     Judgment  for  plaintiff  for  $18.50. 

Onne  Brothers  v.  District  of  Columbia.  Action  before  Lewis  I. 
O'Neal,  justice  of  the  peace,  for  $100  damages  for  injuries  to  horse 
because  of  defective  condition  of  D  street,  between  Thirteen-and-a- 
half  and  Fourteenth  streets  NW.     Judgment  for  plaintiff  for  $50. 

S.  S.  Daish  &  Sons  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  44359. 
Action  in  assumpsit  for  $454,  alleged  to  be  due  on  difference  of  price 
of  coal  furnished  the  District  of  Columbia.  Verdict  and  judgment  for 
plaintiff  for  $169,  with  interest. 

Alice  Eugenia  Grubbs  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  44679. 
Action  for  $25,000  damages  for  injuries  caused  by  stepping  into  hole 
caused  by  sunken  brick  m  the  sidewalk  on  C  street,  oetween  Four- 
and-a-half  and  Sixth  streets  N  W.  Verdict  and  judgment  for  plaintiff 
for  $500. 

Richard  E.  Taylor  9).  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  44698. 
Action  for  $5,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustainea  by  striking 
his  foot  against  a  projecting  gas  box  in  the  sidewalk  of  C  stree^ 
between  First  and  Second  streets  NW.  Verdict  and  judgment  for 
1600. 

GeorgB  G.  Ryan  v.  District  of  Columbia.  Action  before  L.  I. 
O'Neal,  justice  of  the  peace,  to  recover  $145  deposited  with  collector 
of  taxes  to  cover  the  expense  of  repairing  roadway  if  damaged  by 
plaintiff  in  building  houses,  etc.  Judgment  for  plaintiff  for  ^the 
amount  claimed. 

Arlington  Brewing  Company  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No. 
46,001.  Action  to  recover  $338.84  paid  under  protest  to  collector  of 
taxes  for  a  brewer^s  license.  Judgment  for  plaintiff  for  the  amount 
claimed;  the  court  holding  that  the  license  law,  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  1,  1902,  section  7,  paragraph  86,  requiring  brewers, 
etc.,  and  brewers'  agents  to  pay  a  license  tax  does  not  apply  to  local 
agents  of  a  foreign  brewing  company  having  no  place  for  selling  goods 
in  the  District. 

Joseph  Brashears  v.  District  of  Columbia  and  Max  C.  Beuter. 
Action  before  R.  H.  Terrell,  justice  of  the  peace,  for  i30()  damages 
for  personal  injuries  sustained  on  E  street,  between  Third  and  Fourth 
streets  N  W.,  by  reason  of  the  defective  roadway  caused  by  an  exca- 
vation made  by  the  defendant  Beuter,  a  plumber.  Judgment  was 
rendered  for  plaintiff,  and  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict has  been  taken  and  the  case  is  now  pending  there. 

The  following  lawsuits,  other  than  actions  for  damages,  were  insti- 
tuted against  the  District  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District,  viz: 

Dnit^  States  ex  rel.  Patrick  Dannaher  ^v,  Macfarland  et  al.,  at  law. 
No.  45550.  This  was  a  petition  filed  July  29, 1902,  for  a  mandamus  to 
compel  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  sell  to  the 
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petitioner  public  hay  scale  No.  3.  Petitioner  claimed  that  he  was  the 
lowest  bidder  at  the  auction  sale  of  the  hay  scales.  The  defense  was 
that  there  was  a  conspiracy  to  prevent  competitive  bidding,  and  in 
consequence  there  was  only  one  bid,  etc.  The  court,  upon  the  hearing, 
refused  to  grant  the  writ  and  dismissed  the  petition. 

United  States  ex  rel.  Annie  Lawrence  v,  Hopewell  H.  Darneille, 
assessor,  at  law,  No.  46741.  This  was  a  petition  filed  November  3, 
1902,  for  mandamus  to  compel  the  assessor  to  license  a  massage  estab- 
lishment at  408  Tenth  street  NW.  A  license  had  been  granted,  and 
then,  upon  complaints,  it  was  canceled.  The  court  held  that  the 
assessor  was  without  discretion  in  the  matter  of  granting  such  a 
license,  and  was  without  authority  to  cancel  it  when  granted.  The 
mandamus  was  accordingly  granted. 

S.  S.  Daish  &  Sons  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  46773. 
Action  of  account  filed  November  19,  1902,  for  $106.40,  claimed  as 
due  for  coal  furnished  at  Weigh tman  Public  School.  In  this  case  the 
District  admitted  liability  for  and  tendered  $72.92.  The  balance 
claimed  is  contested.    The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Franklin  P.  Nash  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  45973.  This 
was  an  action  filed  Febiiiary  2,  1903,  for  $4,320,  claimed  as  rent  due 
for  hall  No.  706-708  O  street  NW.,  used  for  nearly  three  years  as  an 
armon^  for  the  colored  militia.  Pleas  denying  the  indebtedness  have 
been  filed  and  the  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Mary  G.  Forbes  et  al.  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  46002. 
This  was  an  action  of  ejectment  filed  February  12,  1903,  to  recover 
possession  of  lots  2,  3,  4,  and  6,  in  square  630,  alleged  to  have  been 
condemned  for  an  alley  without  due  process  of  law  in  1873.  Plea  of 
not  guiltv  filed.    The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

John  J.  Nolan  and  Walter  D.  Nolan  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law, 
No.  46137.  Action  on  contract  filed  April  8,  1903,  to  recover  $560 
for  plumbing  repairs  id  Grant  school  building.  Gales  school  building, 
and  m  Garnet  scnool  building.  Pleas  denying  indebtedness  have  been 
filed  and  the  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

William  E.  Speirt'.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  46188.  Claim 
of  $5,269.82,  filed  April  27,  1903,  alleged  to  be  due  for  work  done  on 
extension  of  workhouse.  Pleas  have  been  filed  and  the  case  is  now  on 
the  trial  calendar. 

Joseph  Englehart  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  46224.  Peti- 
tion filed  Mav  19,  1903.  This  was  an  action  of  certiorari  for  the  pro- 
duction of  tlie  papers  and  record  of  the  trial  board  of  the  police 
department.  Petitioner  had  been  tried  by  said  board  and  his  dismissal 
recommended.  He  sought  to  have  the  case  reviewed  and  this  action 
set  aside.  The  court  on  July  13,  1903,  after  a  hearing,  dismissed  the 
petition.     Appeal  wajjj  taken  in  this  case  and  later  withdrawn. 

United  States  ex  rel.  Amelia  H.  Orndorf  v.  Macfarland  et  al.,  at 
law.  No.  46257.  This  was  a  petition  filed  June  2,  1903,  for  mandaniui* 
to  compel  the  Commissioners  to  grant  the  petitioner  a  pension  from 
the  policemen's  pension  fund  on  account  of  the  death  of  ner  husband, 
Charles  H.  Orndorf,  of  the  Metropolitan  police  force.  The  defense 
was  that  the  husband  of  claimant  did  not  die  of  any  disease  contracted 
in  the  line  of  duty,  and,  therefore,  she  was  not  entitled  to  the  benefit 
of  the  fund.  A  replication  to  this  answer  was  filed  and  the  case  now 
stands  on  demurrer  filed  by  the  District.

United  States  ex  rel.  Eidward  Rowzee  and  John  P.  Rowzee  v.  Hope- 
well H.  Dameille  et  al.,  at  law,  No.  46318.  This  was  a  petition  filed 
June  30,  1903,  for  mandamus  to  compel  the  excise  board  to  issue  a 
retail  liquor  license  for  a  barroom  at  Kowzee's  Hotel,  3270  M  street 
XW.  Tne  court  upon  hearing  the  case  dismissed  the  petition  and  dis- 
chary^  the  rule. 

The  following  actions  for  damages  instituted  in  the  supreme  court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the  fiscal  year  are  still  pending. 
The  amount  claimed  in  these  cases  aggregates  1130,000: 

Frank  P.  Hall  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  45522.  Action 
for  $5,000  damages  for  alleged  injuries  to  his  house  on  K  street  N W. 
by  reason  of  excavation  for  a  sewer.  Declaration  filed  July  12, 1902. 
Plea  of  not  guilty  has  been  filed.     The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

J.  Lester  Talbert,  by  next  friend  Tobia  Talbert,  jr.,  v.  Washington 
Baseball  Club,  New  Washington  Brick  Company,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  at  law,  No.  45592.  Action  for  $10,000  daniages  for  per- 
sonal injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  bv  the  falling  of  a  fence 
inclosing  the  ba^ball  park.  Declaration  nled  August  22,  1902. 
Demurrer  was  filed  by  the  District  setting  forth  that  there  was  no 
breach  of  legal  duty  by  it  alleged  which  rendered  it  liable  to  the 
plaintiff. 

Michael  Dore,  jr.,  by  next  friend  Michael  Dore,  v.  Washington 
Baseball  Club,  New  Washington  Brick  Company,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  at  law.  No.  45593.  Action  for  $5,000  damages  for  personal 
injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  reason  of  the  falling  of  a 
fence  inclosing  the  baseball  grounds.  Declaration  filed  August  22, 
1902.  Demurrer  was  filed  by  the  District,  setting  forth  that  there 
was  no  breach  of  legal  duty  by  it  alleged  which  rendered  it  liable  to 
the  plaintiff. 

William  Henry  Ward,  jr.,  by  next  friend,  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at 
law.  No.  45675.  Action  for  $10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries 
allied  to  have  been  sustained  by  the  falling  of  a  tree  on  Sixth  street 
near  H  street  NW.  Declaration  filed  October  1,  1902.  Plea  of  not 
guilty  filed.    The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

George  W.  Cook  v.  District  of  Columbia  and  the  United  States 
Electric  Lighting  Company,  at  law.  No.  45766.  Action  for  $10,000 
damages  for  personal  iniuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  reason 
of  loose  plank  across  ditch  dug  by  the  Electric  Lighting  Company 
under  permit  on  F  street  east  at  intersection  of  Fourteenth  street. 
Declaration  filed  November  17,  1902.  Plea  of  not  guilty  filed.  The 
case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Bowena  Thompson  Dietrich  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No. 
45852.  Action  for  $10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to 
have  been  sustained  from  alleged  defective  condition  of  pavement  on 
K  street  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets  NW.  Declaration  filed 
December  27,  1902.  Plea  of  not  guilty  filed.  The  case  is  now  on  the 
trial  calendar. 

John  H.  Gates  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  45974.  Action 
to  recover  $5,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been 
sustained  by  falling  over  water  stop  box  in  Four-and-a-half  street, 
between  C  street  and  Pennsylvania  avenue  NW.  Declaration  filea 
February  17,  1903.  Plea  of  not  guilty  filed.  The  case  is  now  on  the 
trial  calendar. 
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Thomas  and  James  Martin  %\  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  46039. 
Action  to  recover  $15,000  damages  for  alleged  injuries  to  lots  6,  7,  and 
8,  in  square  east  of  square  6tS.  This  case  involves  the  important 
question  of  alleged  wharf  rights  on  the  Eastern  Branch  or  Anacostia 
Kiver.  Declaration  tiled  February  24, 1903.  Plea  of  not  guilty  filed. 
The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Abraham  Snowden  ^\  Lillian  C.  Paine,  Louis  J.  StoU,  and  Lawrence 
J.  Quill,  at  law,  No.  46023.  Action  to  recover  $10,000  for  alleged 
false  arrest  by  the  defendants,  who  are  members  of  the  Metropolitan 
police  force,  and  by  direction  of  the  Commissioners  the  corporation 
counsel  defends  them.  Declaration  filed  February  18,  1903.  Plea  of 
not  guilty  filed.     The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Elizabeth  M.  Hill  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  46196.  Action 
for  $10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  stumbling  over  projecting  metallic  pipe  or  casting  on  Six- 
teenth street  and  Benning  road.  Declaration  filed  May  4.  Plea  of  not 
guilty  filed.     The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Sftckett  Dwyer  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  46208.  Action 
for  $10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained 
by  falling  over  projection  on  sidewalk  on  K  street  between  Twentieth 
and  Twenty-first  streets  NW.  Declaration  filed  May  9.  Plea  of  not 
guilty  filed.     The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Mary  B.  Meetze  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  46228.  Action 
for  $20,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  reason  of  the  deiective  condition  of  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
premises  No.  220  C  street  N  W.  Declaration  filed  May  20, 1903.  Plea 
of  not  guilty.     The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

Benjamin  Klopfer  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  46243.  Action 
for  $10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  reason  of  the  defective  sidewalk  on  C  street  between  Twelfth 
and  Thirteenth  streets  NW.  Declaration  filed  May  27,  1903.  Plea 
of  not  guilty  filed.     The  case  is  now  on  the  trial  calendar. 

The  following  cases,  besides  the  tax  eases  herein  mentioned,  were 
instituted  against  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  supreme  court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  holding  an  eauity  court: 

Patrick  Dannaher  v,  Macfarland  et  at.,  equity.  No.  23445.  Bill  for 
injunction  to  restrain  the  Commissioners  from  selling  hay  scale  No.  3. 
In  law  cause  No.  45560  the  same  plaintiff  sought  a  mandamus  to  com- 
pel the  Commissioners  to  sell  him  the  scale  on  the  ground  that  he  was 
the  lowest  bidder,  and  being  defeated  therein  brought  this  suit  to  pre- 
vent them  from  selling  it  to  others.  Upon  argument  of  the  case,  the 
same  features  being  present  as  in  the  law  cause  above  mentioned,  the 
court  dismissed  the  bill,  and  from  this  order  an  appeal  has  been  noted 
to  the  court  of  appeals,  but  not  prosecuted. 

Thomas  Brown  t\  William  H.  Ijarman  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
equity.  No.  23673.  Bill  for  injunction  and  appointment  of  a  receiver 
in  connection  with  the  supplying  of  materials  and  labor  at  the  Ann- 
strong  Manual  Training  School.  This  case  was  the  outgrowth  of 
partnership  matters  in  which  the  District  was  not  concerned;  a  decree 
was  entered  dismissing  the  cause. 

Louis  A.  and  Maggie  Sievers  v.  District  of  Columbia  and  Charles 
W.  Huguelv,  equity.  No.  23705.  Bill  to  correct  an  alleged  mistake 
in  the  location  and  dedication  of  an  alley  in  square  442.  Answer  was 
filed,  and  on  Mai*ch  23,  1903,  the  court  decreed  the  dismissal  of  the 
bill. 
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Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity, 
No.  23774.  Filed  February  19,  1903.  This  was  a  bill  for  an  injunc- 
tion and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  and  to  recover  the  amount  of 
retent  under  a  paving  contract  with  the  District.  The  claim  of  the 
company  was  resisted  on  the  ground  that  the  pavement  laid  bv  it  on 
M  street  was  not  in  proper  condition  of  repair  at  the  end  of  the  five- 
year  period  covered  by  the  guarantee.  The  restraining  order  and 
receiver  were  allowed  by  the  court,  and  the  case  is  to  be  heard  on  bill 
and  answer,  and  testimony  to  be  taken. 

Hamilton  and  Colbert  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity,  No.  23777. 
Filed  Februarv  21,  1903.  Bill  for  injunction  to  prevent  the  Commis- 
sioners from  delivering  tax  deed,  under  the  act  of  Confess  approved 
July  1, 1902,  for  lot  15,  square  489.  It  is  claimed  in  this  case  that  the 
act  of  Congress,  the  present  tax  law,  is  unconstitutional,  and  that  any 
sale  thereunder  is  null  and  void.  Answer  has  been  filed,  and  the  case 
now  stands  for  hearing. 

Carl  J.  Liockwood  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity,  No.  23992,  and 
Carl  J.  Lockwood  et  al.  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity.  No.  24004. 
These  were  bills  for  injunction  to  prevent  the  Commissioners  from 
promulgating  the  proposed  "  automobile  regulations. "  It  was  claimed 
that  the  Commissioners  were  without  authority  to  make  these  regula- 
tions, and  that  the  regulations  themselves  were  unconstitutional  in 
tluit  they  were  oppressive  and  unreasonable,  and  illegally  interfered 
with  private  rights  and  property.  Answer  was  filed,  and  after  full 
argument  the  court  refused  the  injunction,  holding  that  the  Commis- 
sioners had  authority  to  make  the  regulations,  and  that  the  regulations 
themselves  were  unobjectionable. 

Robert  S.  Turner -v.  Macfarlandet  al.,  equity,  No.  24030.  This  was 
a  bill  for  an  injunction,  filed  June  27,  1903,  to  restrain  the  Commis- 
sioners from  interfering  with  or  removing  telephone  wires  on  poles 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Washington  Transit  Company  connecting  with 
Wildwood,  Md.,  near  the  District  line.  The  authorities  at  Takoma 
Park,  Md.,  in  their  effort  to  suppress  an  alleged  gambling  resort  fre- 
quented by  betters  on  horse  races,  had  cut  the  wires  in  Maryland  used 
to  receive  the  returns  from  the  race  tracks.  The  plaintiff  had  illegally 
strung  certain  wires  along  and  over  the  public  highway  in  the  District 
without  obtaining  a  permit  therefor;  these  wires  were  removed  by 
order  of  the  Commissioners.  Upon  argument  of  the  case,  the  court 
holding  that  the  wires  were  illegal  and  had  been  strung  without 
authority  of  law,  denied  the  injunction. 

Edward  S.  Rowzee  and  John  P.  Kowzee  v.  Dameille  et  al.,  ejjuitv. 
No.  24065.  Bill  for  injunction  filed  June  30,  1903,  to  enjoin  the 
enforcement  by  the  excise  board  of  its  order  directing  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  by  complainants  at  No. 
3270  M  street  NW.,  in  accordance  witn  notice  that  their  application 
for  renewal  of  a  retail  liquor  license  has  been  rejected.  The  same 
parties  on  June  30,  1903,  filed  their  petition  (at  law.  No.  46318)  for 
mandamus  to  compel  the  issuance  of  tne  license  to  them  for  Rowzee's 
Hotel.  Answers  were  filed,  and,  after  a  hearing,  the  court  refused 
the  injunction,  and  denied  the  mandamus. 

The  following  cases,  tried  during  the  year,  are  now  on  appeal  in 
the  court  of  appeals: 

Cropley  et  al.  -w.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  44419.  Action 
for  $10,000  damages.  Cropley  et  al .  are  the  owners  of  the  * '  fish  wharf  " 
property  in  Georgetown,  extending  from  Water  street  to  the  Potomac 
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Kiver,  conveyed  to  them  January  12,  1885,  by  the  District  by  virtue 
of  two  acts  of  Congress  approved,  respectively,  March  3,  1881  (21 
Stat.  L.,  467),  and  April  1,  1882,  (22  Stat.  L.,  38).  Above  these  lots 
for  many  years  were  several  mills  using  as  power  water  from  the 
canal,  and  beneath  these  mills  ran  a  natural  water-way  which  continued 
over  these  lots  to  the  river  and  which  had  received  the  waste  water 
from  the  mills,  and  the  sewage  of  the  main  sewer  of  Georgetown  for 
more  than  twenty  years  before  the  diversion.  This  commingled  sewer 
and  waste  water  combined  above  these  lots  and  had  its  outlet  over 
them  into  the  river.  On  January  16,  1899,  the  District  entered  on 
the  lots  and  diverted,  during  the  course  of  improvement,  this  waste 
and  sewer  water  to  another  point  westward  into  the  river.  Plaintiffs 
sued  to  recover  $10,000  in  each  of  three  counts  for  the  loss  of  rental 
value  of  this  water  power,  for  allowing  sewage  to  mii^Ie  with  it,  and 
its  diversion.  At  the  trial  the  court  held  the  District  liable  on  one 
count  for  nominal  damages  for  trespass,  and  acquitted  the  District  on 
all  other  claims.  Cross  appeals  were  taken  to  the  court  of  appeals 
by  the  District  and  the  plaintiflfs. 

Frank  Weigand  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1307.  Appeal  from 
judgment  of  police  court,  wherein  the  plaintiif  in  error  was  convicted 
of  selling  milk  which  contained  less  than  3.5  per  cent  of  butter  fat. 

Erskine  M.  Sunderland  v.  District  of  0)lumbia,  No.  1336.  Appeal 
from  judgment  of  police  court,  wherein  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  con- 
victed of  violating  the  automobile-speed  reflations. 

Virgil  G.  Williams  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1340.  Appeal  from 
judgment  of  police  court,  wherein  the  plaintiff  in  error,  a  constable, 
was  convicted  of  obstructing  the  sidewalk  by  furniture,  etc.,  placed 
thereon  by  him  while  obeying  mandate  of  judicial  writ 

James  H.  Richards  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  45092. 
Appeal  from  judgment  in  certiorari.  Petitioner  claims  that  the  Com- 
missioners have  no  authority  to  lay  a  water  main  and  assess  his  prox>- 
erty  therefor  when  it  does  not  abut  on  the  water  main. 

The  following  cases  were  disposed  of  in  the  court  of  appeals  during 
the  year: 

Metropolitan  Sail  road  Company  v.  Macfarland  et  al..  No.  1147. 
Decided  October  15,  1902.  Tnis  was  an  appeal  by  the  plaintiff  in 
error  from  the  order  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
holding  a  district  court  (district  court,  No.  557)  confirming  a  special 
assessment  of  $25,000  for  benefits  against  the  railroad  company  by 
reason  of  the  extension  of  Columbia  road  and  old  Sixteenth  street! 
The  proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  Commissioners  under  the  act 
of  Congress  of  June  6,  1900,  providing  for  the  widening  of  Columbia 
road  and  the  extension  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  from  its  present 
terminus  at  Columbia  road  and  Eighteenth  street  NW.,  along  said 
road  and  old  Sixteenth  street  to  Park  street.  The  juiy  of  concfemna- 
tion  in  assessing  the  said  sum  against  the  ^Metropolitan  Bailroad  Com- 

Kany,  in  express  terms  found  by  their  verdict  that  the  company  was 
enefited  to  that  extent  From  the  order  confirming  this  verdict  the 
railroad  company  appealed  to  the  court  of  appeals,  assigning  as  error 
that  the  court  below  erred  in  refusing  to  instruct  the  jury  that  no 
assessment  for  benefits  should  be  made  against  the  company  and  that 
no  assessment  should  be  made  against  it  as  a  corporation,  but  only 
against  such  of  its  property,  if  any,  as  might  be  benefited,  and  that

the  assessment  f^ainst  it  was  not  supported  by,  but  was  contrary  to, 
the  evidence. 

The  court  of  appeals,  in  affirming  the  order  of  the  court  below, 
held  that  under  the  power  reserved  by  Congress  in  the  charter  of  the 
Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  and  the  chartei-s  of  other  companies 
subjsequently  embraced  by  said  company,  '^  at  any  time  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal "  said  chaiters,  it  was  competent  for  Congress  to 
require  the  company  to  extend  its  lines,  as  indicated  in  said  act  of 
June  6,  190<),  regardless  of  the  consent  of  the  company;  and  that  it 
was  competent  for  Congress  by  said  act  to  provide  that  the  streets 
along  which  said  line  of  i-ailroad  was  to  be  extended  should  be  widened 
and  graded  by  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Commissioners,  and  to 
direct  an  assessment  by  the  juiy  of  condemnation  against  said  com- 
pany of  a  fair  proportion  of  the  expense  of  widening  said  streets,  said 
assessment  to  be  in  proportion  to  tne  benefits  that  the  company  would 
receive  from  the  improvement,  in  common  with  the  abutting  land- 
owners, and  an  objection  that  the  apportionment  of  the  assessments 
for  benefits  by  the  jury  among  the  abutting  landowners  and  the  rail- 
road company  was  unjust  and  inequitable  can  not  be  sustained,  unless 
establisheid  by  clear  and  undubitable  evidence.  From  this  judgment 
of  aflirmance  "the  appellant  has  noted  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States. 

Lvdia  L.  Domer  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1202.  Decided  March 
3, 1903.  Appeal  by  plaintiff  from  a  judgment  of  the  supreme  court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  44335,  entered  upon  a  verdict 
directed  by  the  court  in  an  action  for  $10,000  damages  for  personal 
injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  plaintiff  coming  in  contact 
with  an  iron  gate  opening  outward  on  the  sidewalk  enclosing  the  park- 
ing at  the  corner  of  Tenth  and  H  streets  N  W.  At  the  close  of  the 
testimony  the  trial  court,  on  motion  of  counsel  for  the  District,  directed 
the  jury  to  return  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  on  the  ground 
that  there  was  no  testimony  to  show  that  the  District  had  any  notice, 
actual  or  constructive,  of  the  existence  of  the  alleged  obstruction. 
The  court  of  appeals,  in  reviewing  the  testimony,  held  that  it  was 
sufficient  to  be  submitted  to  the  jury  to  charge  the  District  with  notice 
of  the  existence  of  the  obstmction  caused  by  the  swinging  gate,  if.  it 
was  in  fact  an  obstruction,  and  accordingly  reversed  the  judgment 
of  the  trial  court  and  ordered  a  new  trial. 

Maurice  Ullman  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1222.  Decided  Febini- 
ar}'  3,  1903.  This  was  an  api)eal  from  a  judgment  of  the  police  court 
in  a  case  where  the  plaintin  in  error  was  convicted  of  neglecting  to 
make  report  of  certain  articles  purchased,  and  also  of  neglecting  to 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  purchase  of  second-hand  articles  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose,  contrary  to  the  police  regulations,  while 
engaged  m  the  business  of  licensed  junk  and  second-hand  dealer.  The 
court  of  appeals,  in  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  police  court,  held 
that  the  Commissioners  had  power  to  make  said  police  regulations,  that 
the  police  cx>urt  had  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  and  that  the  regulations 
were  reasonable. 

Theodore  L.  Page  and  Warren  Coffin  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No. 
1227.  Decided  November  4,  1902.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judg- 
ment of  the  police  court,  where  the  plaintiffs  in  error  were  convicted 
of  violating  the  liquor-license  law  by  selling  intoxicating  liquors  in 
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the  Congressional  restaurants  located  and  conducteil  in  the  Capitol 
building.  The  court  of  appeals  revei-sed  the  judgment  of  the  police 
court,  and  held  that  the  act  of  Congress  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  in  the  District  of  Columbia  is  not  applicable  to  the  Con- 
gressional restaurants,  which  are  under  the  supervision  and  control  of 
Congressional  committees  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  members  of 
Congress. 

Gerald  Dupont  r.  District  of  Cohimbia,  No.  1234.  Decided  Novem- 
ber 4,  1902.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  police  court 
where  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  convicted  upon  an  information  charg- 
ing the  violation  of  the  regulations  relating  to  the  removal  and  dispo- 
sition of  garbage.  The  court,  in  affirming  the  judgment  of  conviction, 
distinguishes  between  this  case  and  that  of  Campbell  ?♦.  D.  C.  (the 
dead-animal  case),  19  App.,  D.  C,  131,  holding  in  the  Campbell  case 
that  the  carcass  was  valuable  and  had  undergone  no  decay  whatever, 
and  was  promptly  removed  in  a  wagon  of  approved  construction;  that 
the  death  of  a  horse  is  of  comparatively  infrequent  occurrence  and  not 
capable  of  producing  constant,  widespread  apprehension  of  danger  or 
discomfort.  That  garbage  is  necessarily  composed  largely  of  matter 
noisome,  even  before  its  deposit  in  the  receptacles  providea  for  it,  and 
other  matter  mingled  with  it  must  necessarily  partake  of  its  offensive 
character.  Moreover,  it  is  a  thing  of  almost  hourly  accumulation  in 
every  occupied  house  in  a  large  city,  and  is,  therefore,  a  constant 
menace  to  the  public  health  and  comfort,  and  that  such  conditions 
amply  justify  the  application  of  a  different  rule  as  regards  its  collec- 
tion, removal,  and  final  disposition. 

Mike  Montz  i\  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1237.  Decided  December  2, 
1902.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  police  court  where  the 
plaintiff  in  error  was  convicted  upon  an  information  charging  him  with 
stopping  his  push  cart  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  for  a  longer  period  than 
was  necessary  to  make  a  sale,  not  having  been  approached  and  stopped 
for  that  purpose,  and  thereby  hindering  and  aelaying  the  passage  of 
other  venicles,  and  in  violation  of  section  1,  of  Article  VIII,  or  the 
police  regulations.  The  main  question  in  this  case  was  the  validity  of 
the  police  regulation  prohibiting  licensed  vendors  from  stopping  on 
any  street  or  avenue  in  the  city  tor  a  longer  period  than  may  be  neces- 
sary to  make  a  sale  after  having  been  approached  and  stopped  for  that 
purpose.  The  court  of  appeals  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  police 
court  and  held  the  regulation  to  be  reasonable  and  valid. 

Abraham  Wolff  r.  District  of  (Columbia,  No.  1238.  Decided  April 
7, 1903.  Appeal  by  plaintiff  from  a  judgment  of  the  supreme  court 
of  the  District  of  (Jofumbia,  at  law.  No.  41533,  entered  upon  a  verdict 
in  fav^or  of  the  District  directed  by  the  court  in  an  action  for  personal 
injuries  alleged  to  have  ]>een  sustained  by  plaintiff  by  falling  over  a  car- 
riage step  or  stone  in  front  of  a  residence  on  C  street,  between  Thii'd 
and  Four-anda-half  streets  NW. 

The  court  of  appeals,  in  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  trial  court, 
held  that  the  carriage  step  in  question  was  not  an  unlawful  obstruc- 
tion of  the  street  or  sidewalk,  and  that  the  District  is  not  liable  for 
the  injurv  received  by  the  plaintiff  in  stumbling  and  falling  over  the 
stone.  As  to  the  point  contended  for  b}-  plaintiff  that  the  street  was 
defectively  and  insufficientl}-  lighted,  ana  for  that  reason  the  plaintiff 
ran  against  said  step  and  wa^^  injured,  the  court  said  if  any  insuffi- 
ciency of  lighting  in  fact  did  exist,  such  an  action  as  this  is  not  the 
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remedy  for  the  consequences  of  such  defect.  Money  is  annually 
appropriated  by  Congress  for  lighting  tlie  streets  of  the  city,  but 
whether  such  appropriation  be  sufficient  or  insufficient,  the  courts  can 
not  determine;  nor  can  they  determine  how  the  lights  shall  be  dis- 
tributed through  the  city,  or  how  any  particular  street  or  section  of 
a  street  shall  be  lighted,  whether  by  few  or  many  lights,  or  whether 
by  gas  or  by  electricity;  that  these  are  matters  confined  exclusively  to 
the  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  municipal  authorities.  From  this 
judgment  of  affirmance  the  appellant  noted  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States. 

Albert  E.  Beitzell  r.  District  of  Columbia^  No.  1252.  Decided 
January  20,  1903.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  police 
court  where  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  convicted  of  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  brewer's  agent  without  first  having  obtained  a  license  so 
to  do  and  paying  the  license  tax  therefor  contrary  to  the  act  of  Con- 
eress  approved  July  1,  1902.  The  agreed  facts  in  this  case  were  as 
follows:  Beitzell  is  the  local  Agent  of  C  H.  £vans  &  Sons,  brewers, 
whose  brewery  is  located  in  New  York  State,  and  who  are  licensed  to 
do  business  in  New  York.  Evans  &  Co.  have  no  store  in  the  District 
and  keep  no  stock  here,  but  Beitzell,  in  their  behalf,  solicits  orders  in 
the  EHstrict  for  Evans's  ales  and  porter.  These  orders  when  secured 
are  forwarded  either  by  him  or  the  purchaser  to  the.  company's  place  of 
business  in  New  York  State,  and  are  there  filled  and  the  goods  billed 
direct  to  the  purchaser  in  his  name  and  in  separate  packages;  there  is 
no  breaking  of  the  bulk  on  its  arrival  in  the  District  and  the  goods 
never  come  into  the  hands  of  plaintiff  in  error  and  are  never  under  his 
control.  Sometimes  the  price  of  the  goods  is  paid  for  by  the  purchaser 
to  plaintiff  in  error  and  sometimes  payment  is  made  direct  to  the  com 

Eny  in  New  York,  this  depending  upon  the  option  of  the  purchaser. 
Titzell  is  paid  for  his  services  by  a  commission  on  the  amount  of 
orders  he  secures;  he  has  no  place  of  business  in  the  District  and  keeps 
DO  stock  of  ales,  etc.,  on  storage  or  for  sale,  and  that  the  only  brewery 
he  represents  is  the  Evans  Company.  Upon  this  statement  of  facts 
the  court  of  appeals  held,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  police  court, 
that  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  not  a  orewer's  agent  within  the  meaning 
of  the  law,  and  therefore  not  liable  for  the  license  tax  under  the  said  act 
of  Congress. 

District  of  Columbia  v.  Annie  E.  W.  Frazer,  No.  1253.  Decided 
January  20,  1903.  Appeal  by  the  District  from  a  judgment  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  42413,  entered 
upon  the  verdict  of  a  jury  wherein  the  defendant  in  error  was  allowed 
11,750  damages  bv  reason  of  personal  injuries  sustained  by  falling  on 
the  sidewalk  on  Eighth  street,  near  the  corner  of  I  street  N  W.,  ren- 
dered dangerous  by  an  obstruction  of  accumulated  ice.  The  court  of 
appeals  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  trial  court,  holding  there  was  no 
error. 

Corbin  Thompson  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1260.  Decided 
Jkrch  4,  1903.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  police 
court  in  a  case  where  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  convicted  under  an 
information  charging  him  with  refusing  to  exhibit  to  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures' glass  bottles  used  by  him  in  delivering  milk,  to 
be  inspected,  sealed,  and  stamped.  The  court  of  appeals,  in  affirming 
the  juogment  of  the  police  court,  held  the  regulation  under  which  the 
prosecution  was  had  was  a  valid  exercise  of  tne  power  conferred  upon 
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the  Commissioners  by  Congre&s,  and  that  the  acts  of  Congress  and 
the  regulations  were  reasonable,  and  that  the  plaintiflf  should  be  found 
guilty  if  he  refused  a  demand  of  the  inspector  to  exhibit  the  bottles 
used  by  him  for  the  delivery  of  milk,  to  be  inspected,  sealed,  and 
stamped. 

Frank  Tubins  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1262.  Decided  February 
4, 1903.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  police  court  in  a 
case  where  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  convicted  of  allowing  his  dog  to 
run  at  large  in  the  District,  knowing  it  to  be  fierce  and  dangerous,  in 
violation  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  19,  1878,  as  amended  by  the 
act  of  Congress  of  June  30,  1902.  The  main  point  in  the  case  was 
whether  the  plaintiff  in  error  had  knowledge  of  the  vicious  or  danger- 
ous tendencies  of  the  animal,  and  on  this  point  the  court  of  appeals, 
in  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  police  court,  held  that  the  testimony 
of  the  policeman,  who  had  previously  made  complaint  to  the  plaintiff 
in  error  of  the  dog  making  an  attack  on  a  messenger  bo^,  and  of  other 
witnesses  who  made  complaint  to  him,  was  amply  sufficient  as  tending 
to  show  that  actual  knowledge  was  brought  home  to  the  plaintiff  in 
error  of  the  vicious  character  of  the  animal;  and  that  the  case  was  one 
proper  to  be  submitted  to  a  jury,  or  to  the  trial  court  sitting  as  a  jury, 
for  a  determination  of  the  fact  whether  the  dog  was  actually  fierce  or 
dangerous,  and  whether  as  such  it  annoyed  the  people. 

Itobinson  Lappin  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1276.  Decided  May 
5,  1903.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  jud^ent  of  the  police  court  in  a 
case  where  the  plaintiff  m  error  was  convicted  of  engaging  in  the  busi- 
ness of  a  ''  general  broker"  without  having  paid  the  license  tax  of  $250 
imposed  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  1,  1902.  The  court  of 
appeals  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  police  court  and  held  that  in  so 
far  as  said  act  of  Congress  requires  general  brokers  to  pay  a  license 
tax  of  $250  per  annum,  while  providnig  in  the  second  proviso  of  said 
paragraph  that  any  broker  who  is  a  member  of  a  regularly  organized 
stock  exchange  located  outside  of  the  District  and  transacting  business 
therein  shall  pay  a  sum  equal  to  $100  per  annum,  it  makes  an  unrea- 
sonable discnmination  between  persons  engaged  in  the  same  general 
business,  and  to  that  extent  is  within  the  prohioition  of  the  fifth  amend- 
ment of  the  (Constitution,  inasmuch  as  it  operates  substantially  to  take 
Property,  i.  e.,  the  right  of  occupation,  without  due  process  of  law. 
he  court  reached  the  conclusion  that  there  was  no  reasonable  founda- 
tion for  the  classification  of  the  second  proviso  to  support  the  discrim- 
ination in  the  rate  of  taxation  made  between  persons  engaged  in  the 
same  general  business.  An  appeal  has  been  noted  in  this  case  in  behalf 
of  the  District  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

Patrick  Mann  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1289.  Decided  June  2, 
1903.  The  plaintiff  in  error  in  this  cavse  was  prosecuted  and  convicted 
in  the  police  court  on  an  information  whereby  he  was  charged  with 
tronsporting  a  dead  horse  through  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton and  across  the  Long  Bridge  over  the  Potomac  River  to  a  place  in 
the  State  of  Virginia,  near  the  Potomac  River,  about  2  miles  south  of 
the  said  bridge,  m  alleged  violation  of  Article  XIV,  section  9,  of  the 
police  regulations  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  court  of  appeals 
reversed  the  judgment  of  conviction  of  the  police  court,  and  held  (fol- 
lowing the  case  of  Campbell  v.  District  of  Columbia)  that  the  death 
of  a  domestic  animal  does  not  terminate  the  owner's  property  in  it, 
and  while  he  may  be  required  to  dispose  of  the  carcass  so  that  it  will 
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not  become  a  nuisance,  the  municiiml  authorities  can  not  arbitrarilj 
deprive  him  of  his  property  by  ^ving  it  to  another.  The  owner  is 
entitled  to  a  reasonable  time  for  its  removal,  which  he  may  do  by  the 
agency  of  others,  and  this  includes  the  right  to  dispose  of  it  by  sale 
and  ifci  removal  by  the  vendee;  that  said  police  regulations  have  no 
extraterritorial  force,  and  do  not  apply  to  the  case  of  the  removal  of 
the  carcass  of  a  dead  animal  bv  the  owner  thereof  to  a  place  outside 
of  the  jurisdiction.  An  appeal  has  been  noted  in  this  case  in  behalf  of 
the  District  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

Ernest  Wilkinson  et  al.  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1293.  Decided 
June  25,  1903.  This  was  an  appeal  by  coinplainant  and  intervener 
from  a  decree  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in 
«|uity  No.  23640,  dismissing  their  bill  to  cancel  and  enjoin  the  collec- 
tion of  an  assessment  for  benefits  made  by  the  iury  of  condemnation 
io  the  proceedings  for  the  extension  of  Sixteenth  street  under  certain 
acts  of  Congress.  Publication  under  these  proceedings  was  made  and 
notice  duly  served  on  the  parties  in  interest,  and  on  Januar)'  4, 1901, 
the  jury  was  impaneled  in  the  cause  and  personally  viewed  the  prop- 
erty and  heard  testimony  as  to  its  value.  On  March  29,  1901,  the 
jurv  filed  its  verdict  in  the  court  whereby  it  awarded  as  compensation 
to  feirly  and  Lancaster,  trustees,  the  sum  of  111,615  for  aoout  4^^ 
acres  taken  for  the  street,  and  assessed  benefits  to  the  amount  of 
$2,137  on  the  whole  tract  of  Si  acres  in  the  name  of  the  said  trustees. 
Intermediate  between  the  impaneling  of  the  juiy  and  the  rendition  of 
the  verdict,  namely,  on  January  9,  1901,  the  trustees  conveyed  the 
tract  in  sixteen  separate  and  distinct  parcels  to  fourteen  several  per- 
sons, of  whom  the  appellants  were  two. 

These  several  parcels  are  alleged  to  have  been  of  different  value,  and 
that  of  the  appellant  Wilkinson  did  not  abut  on  Sixteenth  street,  while 
that  of  Frost  did  not  adjoin  that  street.  Desiring  to  negotiate  loans 
on  their  several  i)arcels,  the  appellants  sought  to  procure  certificates 
from  the  proper  officers,  under  the  law,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  taxes 
and  assessments  against  tl\eir  several  parcels,  and  were  given  certifi- 
cates which  showed  the  assessment  of  $2,137  as  a  charge  upon  the 
whole  tract  and  every  part  and  parcel  thereof.  Thereupon  Wilkinson 
filed  a  bill  in  equity  to  cancel  said  assessment,  and  Frost  intervened 
and  was  made  a  party  to  the  bill  as  complainant.  The  court  of  appeals, 
in  affirming  the  decree  of  the  lower  court,  sustained  the  demurrer  and 
held  that  by  the  filing  of  the  petition  for  condemnation  and  service  of 
notice  thereof  on  parties  then  in  interest,  a  lien  attached  to  the  property 
as  it  then  stood,  and  with  the  divisions  and  -  subdivisions  that  then 
existed,  of  which  lien  subsequent  purchasers  were  charged  with  notice. 
As  to  the  contention  that  between  the  time  of  the  impaneling  of  the 
jury  and  the  rendition  of  its  verdict,  a  tract  of  land — part  of  which 
was  condemned  and  taken,  and  damages  awarded  therefor,  and  the  resi- 
due assessed  for  benefits — was  conveyed  in  separate  and  distinct  parcels 
to  several  persons,  the  court  held  that  the  ]urv  was  not  required  to 
take  notice  of  sucn  conveyances  and  to  assess  the  parcels  into  which 
the  tract  had  been  divided  separately  in  proportion  to  their  value,  and 
the  failure  of  the  jury  so  to  do  and  the  assessment  by  it  of  the  tract  as 
t  whole  did  not  render  the  assessment  illegal  and  void. 

Thomas  W.  Smith  and  the  District  of  Oolumbia  ^fh  Lizzie  E.  Davis, 
bv  next  friend,  George  A.  Davis,  No.  1298.  Decided  June  25,  1903. 
This  was  an  appeal  by  Thomas  W.  Smith  and  the  District  from  a  judg- 
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ment  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No. 
44897,  entered  upon  the  verdict  of  a  jury  awarding  the  plaintiff  $3,500 
damages  for  personal  injuries  received  by  the  fallmg  of  a  pile  of  lum- 
ber wrongfully  erected  and  maintained  by  said  Smith  on  Fourth  street 
SE.  adjominghis inclosed  lumber  yard,  in  square  827,  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  D.  C.  The  court  of  appeals,  in  affirming  the  judgxuent 
of  the  lower  court,  held  that  the  piling  of  lumber  for  an  unreasonable 
time  or  in  an  unreasonable  manner  upon  a  street  or  highway  not  author- 
ized by  competent  legal  authority  is  a  nuisance  for  which  the  authors 
of  it  may  be  held  liable,  and  the  municipal  corporation,  having  ample 
power  to  prevent  or  remove  the  nuisance,  is  equally  liable  with  the 
creator  of  it  for  any  injury  that  maj^  result  therefrom;  and  that  botii 
the  owner  of  the  lumber,  by  piling  it  in  the  public  street,  and  the  Dis- 
trict authorities,  in  allowing  it  to  remain  there,  were  guilty  of  negli- 
gence, and  incurred  the  risk  of  any  mischief  that  mi^ht  result  therefrom ; 
that  the  fact  the  lumber  did  fall  was  proof  to  justify  the  inference  that 
it  was  liable  to  fall,  and  that  there  was  a  probability  of  the  occurrence 
of  such  accidents  as  did  in  fact  occur;  Uiat  is,  by  piling  the  lumber 
in  the  street  and  allowing  it  to  remain  there  the  defendants  must,  as 
a  consequence  of  their  illegal  acts,  held  to  have  known  to  be  possible, 
and,  therefore,  to  be  chargeable  with  the  injury  resulting  therefrom. 

Thomas  W.  Smith  and  the  District  of  Columbia  v.  William  Cissel, 
administrator.  No.  1299.  Decided  June  25,  1903.  This  was  an 
appeal  by  Thomas  W.  Smith  and  the  District  from  a  judgment  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  law,  No.  44921,  entered 
upon  the  verdict  of  a  jury  awarding  the  plaintiff  $1,000  for  wrong- 
fully causing  the  death  of  Maisie  S.  Cissel,  plaintiff's  intestate.  The 
case  was  substantially  the  same  as  that  of  Lizzie  Davis,  by  her  next 
friend,  George  A.  Davis,  v.  the  appellants,  above  referred  to,  the  cause 
of  both  cases  growing  out  of  and  being  dependent  upon  the  saine 
state  of  facts;  tne  same  accident,  the  faUing  of  the  piece  of  timber 
which  inflicted  the  injury  upon  Lizzie  Davis,  causea  the  death  of 
Maisie  S.  Cissel,  the  latter  bein^  a  child  between  eight  and  nine  years 
of  age  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  Tfie  facts  being  the  same  the 
questions  of  law  were  the  same,  with  the  addition  or  exception  that 
the  injury  inflicted  upon  Maisie  S.  Cissel  resulted  in  her  death,  and 
this  action  was  brought  by  her  father,  as  administrator,  to  recover 
under  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  17,  1885,  for  the  benefit  of  her 
next  of  kin,  and  the  question  was  as  to  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to 
recover  and  the  extent  thereof.  The  court  of  appeals  held  that  there 
could  be  a  recovery  of  substantial  damages,  and  not  merely  nominal 
damages. 

John  Bowles  t'.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1308.  Decided  June  25, 
1903.  In  this  case  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  prosecuted  in  the  police 
court  upon  an  information  charging  him  with  violating  the  police 
regulations  which  prohibited  the  propulsion  of  horseless  carriages  on 
the  streets  of  the  city  of  Washington  oeyond  a  specified  rate  of  speed, 
under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  |l  or  more  than  $40  for  each  offense. 
He  demanded  a  jury  trial  as  a  matter  of  right,  which  was  refused. 
Thereupon  the  court  tried  the  case  without  a  jury,  and  found  him 
guilty  and  adjudged  him  to  pay  a  fine  of  $25,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment of  said  fine  to  be  committed  to  the  workhouse  for  sixty  days. 
The  case  was  removed  to  the  court  of  appeals  by  writ  of  error.  This 
case  settles  the  law  as  to  the  right  of  a  trial  by  jury  for  violation  of 
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the  police  regulations,  and  in  its  opinion  affirming  the  judgment  of  the 
police  court  we  court  of  appeals  said: 

The  offense  charged  not  being  an  offense  at  common  law,  but  being  made  such 
only  by  municipal  ordinance,  an  alleged  violator  is  not  entitled  to  a  trial  by  jury. 
Nor  is  the  defendant  in  such  prosecution  entitled  to  a  trial  by  jury  by  virtue  of  tne 
provisions  of  section  48  of  the  code,  that  in  all  cases  where  the  police  court  shall 
impoee  a  fine,  it  may,  in  default  of  payment,  commit  the  defendant  for  such  time  as 
the  court  may  think  right  and  proper,  not  to  exceed  one  year,  taken  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  section  44  of  the  code  giving  a  defendant  a  trial  by  jury  when 
the  puniflnment  for  the  offense  charged  may  be  imprisonment  for  thirty  days  or 
more,  since  imprisonment  is  not  provided  by  the  municipal  ordinance  in  question  as 
an  alternative  punishment  for  its  violation,  but  is  provided  by  the  code  as  a  means 
to  enforce  payment  of  the  fine,  and  it  being  competent  for  the  defendant  to  avoid  it 
by  pa3dng  the  fine  imposed. 

The  court  further  held  that  the  fine  imposed  for  the  violation  of  a 
municipal  ordinance  is  not  in  its  essence  a  civil  liability,  but  a  penaltv 
or  punishment  imposed  for  a  criminal  or  auasicriminal  offense,  though 
Dot  of  the  class  of  criminal  offenses  to  wnich  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  extends  the  privilege  of  trial  by  jury. 

Jessie  Brown  et  al.,  Thomas  H.  G.  Todd,  Mary  F.  Isaminger,  and 
Caroline  Mytinger  v.  Macfarland  et  al.,  Nos.  1142,  1156,  1157,  and 
1158.  Decided  June  26, 1903.  In  these  four  cases  motions  were  made 
to  recall  mandates  and  tax  costs  against  appellees.  The  proceedings 
were  instituted  in  the  supreme  court  of  tne  District  of  Columbia  by 
appellees  as  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  open- 
ing of  certain  streets  and  the  assessment  of  damages  and  benefits 
ansinff  therefrom,  all  pursuant  to  provisions  of  act  of  Congress. 
Appeals  were  taken  by  respondents  below,  and  the  appeals  having 
been  successful,  it  was  sought  to  tax  appellees  with  costs. 

The  court  of  appeals,  in  granting  the  motion,  held  that  neither  the 
act  of  Congress  or  July  7,  1878,  nor  section  177  of  the  code  exempts 
the  District  or  its  Commissioners  from  liability  for  costs  incurred  bv 
an  individual  in  an  appeal  against  them  whicn  has  been  successful; 
that  where  a  decree  of  tiie  court  below  in  proceedings  instituted  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  for  the  opening  of  a  certain  street 
and  the  assessment  of  damages  and  benefits  arising  therefrom  is,  on 
appeal  by  parties  whose  lan<£  were  assessed  for  benefits,  reversed,  the 
appellants  are  entitled  to  recover  the  costs  incurred  by  them  in  prose- 
cuting the  appeal.  In  such  cases  the  costs  should  be  allowed  a^inst  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  not  against  the  Commissioners  individually. 

Theobald  J.  Talty  v.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1196.  Decided 
November  5, 1902.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  conviction 
in  the  police  court,  where  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  charged,  as  "occu- 

Knf'of  tiie  Hotel  Raleigh,  with  a  violation  of  the  ''smoke  law." 
le  defense  below  was  that  the  plaintiff  in  error  merely  had  general 
supervision  over  the  hotel.  The  court  of  appeals  dismissed  the  appeal 
for  failure  to  comply  with  its  rules  respectmg  the  preparation  of  bills 
of  exception  on  appeal  from  the  police  court. 

District  of  Columbia,  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  and 
Cbesap^ke  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company  v.  Lipscomb,  adminis- 
trator, No.  1281.  Decided  May  19,  1903.  This  was  an  appeal  by  the 
defendants  from  an  order  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  in  special  term  for  probate  business,  refusing  their  appli- 
cation to  set  aside  and  vacate  letters  of  administration  granted  on  the 
estate  of  John  McMahon,  deceased.     McMahon's  death  had  resulted 
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from  an  accident  in  the  District  caused  by  the  falling  upon  him  of  a 
defective  telegraph  pole,  and  upon,  securing  letters  of  administration 
Lipscomb  su^  the  oefendants,  claiming  $10,000  damages.  The  court 
of  appeals,  in  affirming  the  action  of  the  court  below,  held  that  letters 
of  administration  may  oe  granted  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  District, 
holding  a  probate  court,  to  enable  the  administrator  to  maintain  an 
action  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  1885,  chapter  126,  for  wrongfully 
causing  the  death  of  the  intestate,  although  the  decedent  was  not  at 
the  time  of  his  death  a  resident  of  the  District  and  had  no  estate  here, 
where  the  cause  of  action  under  the  statute  accrued  in  this  District. 

The  following  cases  have  been  heard  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  during  the  year: 

Alice  R.  Mosheuvel  and  husband  r.  District  of  Columbia,  No.  50. 
This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgnaent  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  in  direct- 
ing a  verdict  for  the  defendant  in  an  action  brought  September  7, 
1899,  to  recover  $10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  claimed  to 
have  been  sustained  by  the  female  plaintiff  because  of  a  defect  in  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  the  residence  of  the  plaintiff.  No.  113  E  street 
NE.,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  such  defect  consistingof  a  deep  and 
dangerous  hole,  caused  by  the  wrongful  failure  of  the  District  to  pro- 
vide a  cap  for  the  water  dox  or  plug  located  in  the  sidewalk  at  that 
point.  At  the  trial  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiff  had  resided  in  said 
premises  for  about  nine  months;  that  she  was  entirely  familiar  with 
the  uncovered  water  box;   that  she  considered  it  to  be  a  dangerous 

Elace  and  tried  to  be  careful  in  order  to  avoid  it;  that  she  came  down 
er  front  steps  and  saw  the  water  box,  and  while  she  did  not  keep  her 
eve  on  it  all  the  time,  she  was  perfectly  conscious  of  its  existence; 
that  it  was  a  dangerous  hole;  that  she  tried  to  take  a  step  long  enough 
to  take  her  over  the  box,  but  miscalculated  the  distance  and  her  toe 
caught  in  the  box,  and  she  was  thrown  to  the  pavement  and  iniured. 

The  trial  court  directed  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  holding  that  the 
plaintiff^  by  her  own  testimony,  was  guilty  of  contributory  negligence 
which  disentitled  her  from  recovery.  The  court  of  appeals  affirmed 
the  judgment  of  the  trial  court,  and  from  this  judgment  of  affirmance 
the  plaintiffs  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  The 
case  was  fully  argued  before  that  court  at  its  October  term,  1902,  ei^ht 
justices  sitting,  and  the  court  being  equally  divided  in  its  opinion 
affirmed  the  jud^ent.  Subsequently,  on  motion,  a  reargument  was 
ordered,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  heard  again  this  fall  by  a 
full  bench. 

Henry  B.  F.  Macfarland  et  al.  r.  Jesse  Brown  and  Rosa  Wallach, 
No.  331.  This  was  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Commissionei*s  from  the 
judgment  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia  (referred 
to  in  my  last  annual  report)  wherein  that  court  reversed  an  order  of 
the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings for  the  widening  of  Sherman  avenue,  and  remanded  the  cause 
to  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  'Hhat  proceedings  may  be  taken 
and  a  jury  of  twelve  ordered  as  directed  by  the  statute.''  The  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  held  that  the  judgment  of  the  court  of 
appeals  was  not  a  final  decree  for  the  purpose  of  an  appeal,  and, 
therefore,  dismissed  the  proceedings. 

Henry  B.  F.  Macfarland  et  al.  v.  Eugene  Byrnes  et  al..  No.  332. 
This  was  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  from  the  judgment 
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of  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia  (referred  to  in  my 
last  annual  report)  wherein  that  court  reversed  an  omer  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  condemnation  proceedings  for 
the  extension  of  Eleventh  street,  and  remanded  the  cause  to  that  court 
with  directions  to  vacate  that  portion  of  the  order  which  denied  the 
right  to  a  second  jury  of  twelve  and  directed  further  proceedings  in 
the  cause  in  accordance  therewith.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  (following  Macfarland  et  al.  v.  Brown  et  al.,  supra)  held  that 
the  judgment  of  the  court  of  appeals  was  not  a  final  aecree  for  the 
purposes  of  an  appeal,  and,  therefore,  dismissed  the  appeal. 

Final  judgments  were  rendered  in  favor  of  the  District  in  the  fol- 
lowing cases: 

American  Security  and  Trust  Company  v.  District  of  Columbia, 
equity,  No.  23490.  Bill  filed  August  30,  1902,  for  injunction  and  to 
cancel  certain  assessments  for  benefits  in  the  matter  of  the  opening  of 
Newport  place,  a  minor  street  in  souare  69.  The  proceeding  to  open 
this  minor  street  was  taken  under  tne  provisions  of  the  act  oiCon^ress 
approved  July  22,  1892,  as  amended  August  24, 1894.  It  was  clauned 
^t  the  act  was  unconstitutional  and  that  the  assessments  were  void. 
There  were  serious  irregularities  in  the  assessments  assailed  and  on 
June  24,  1903,  a  compromise  was  entered  into  whereby  the  disputed 
assessments  were  decreed  to  be  paid  without  penalties  and  interest, 
following  the  decree  in  equity,  No.  22392,  which  was  a  case  of  similar 
character. 

Jacob  N.  Belt  v.  District  of  Columbia,  equity,  No.  23381.  This  was 
a  bill  filed  June  24,  1902,  for  injunction  and  to  cancel  certain  assess- 
ments for  benefits  in  the  matter  of  the  opening  of  Newport  place,  a 
minor  street,  in  square  69.  The  proceeding  to  open  this  minor  street 
was  had  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  22, 
1892,  as  amended  August  24,  1894.  There  was  senous  doubt  as  to 
whether  the  particular  assessments  were  not  void  because  of  failure  to 
properly  notify  the  then  owners  of  the  lots.  On  September  23,  1902, 
a  decree  by  way  of  compromise  was  entered,  allowing  payment  of  the 
assessments  in  question  without  interest  and  penalties. 

John  W.  Koontz  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  44884.  Action 
for  $20,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  reason  of  defective  condition  of  public  highway  at  the 
intersection  of  Canal,  South  Capitol  and  E  streets,  south,  caused  by 
excavation  for  a  sewer.  Upon  the  trial  of  the  case  the  court  directed 
a  verdict  for  the  District. 

Walter  Brown  v.  District  of  Columbia,  at  law.  No.  45055.  Action 
for  $1,000  damages  for  alleged  trespass  upon  land  of  the  plaintiff  on 
Arizona  avenue  by  depositing  thereon  bnck,  stone,  sand,  mortar,  etc. 
Cpon  the  trial  of  the  case.  May  13,  1903,  the  court  directed  a  verdict 
for  the  District. 

Julius  Lansburgh  Furniture  and  Carpet  Company  v.  District  of 
Colombia.  Action  before  Lewis  1.  O'Neal,  justice  of  the  peace,  for 
$300  damages  alleged  to  have  been  caused '  by  collision  of  a  wagon  of 
the  health  'department  with  plaintiff's  furniture  van.  Judgment  for 
the  District. 

Henry  B.  F.  Macfarland  et  al.  v,  Alanson  W.  Eantz.  Landlord 
and  tenant  proceeding  before  Lewis  I.  O'Neal,  justice  of  the  peace,  to 
recover  possession  and  rent  for  space  occupied  on  James  CrecK  Canal. 
Judgment  for  plaintiff  for  amount  claimed,  $29.20,  and  for  possession. 
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No  new  street-extension  cases  were  instituted  during  the  year. 
Several  important  questions  have  arisen,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  in 
connection  with  the  assessment  of  benefits  under  the  proceedings 
prosecuted  last  year  under  the  acts  of  Congress  of  1899. 

The  following  condemnation  cases  were  instituted  during  the  year: 

Condemnation  of  right  of  way  for  a  sewer  in  Detroit  street,  between 
Tenth  and  Twelfth  streets  NE.  District  court,  No.  592.  The  report 
of  the  Commissioners,  filed  October  6, 1902,  awarded  $150  as  dami^es. 
This  award  was  confirmed  by  the  court  April  3,  1903. 

C(^ndemnation  for  right  of  way  for  a  sewer  through  block  4,  Rose- 
dale  and  Isherwood's  addition.  District  court.  No.  595.  Report  of 
the  Commissioners,  filed  March  16, 1903,  awarded  $1,373.52  as  damages. 
This  award  was  confirmed  by  the  court  April  30,  1903. 

Condemnation  of  part  of  lot  6,  square  925,  for  site  for  truck  house 
for  fire  department.  District  court.  No.  598.  Petition  filed  April  3, 
1903.  Report  of  the  Commissioners  filed  May  13, 1903,  awarded  #1 ,900 
as  damages.     This  award  was  confirmed  by  the  court  May  18,  1903. 

The  following  condenmation  cases  under  sections  1611  and  1612  of 
the  District  Code  were  instituted  during  the  year,  and  the  awards 
accepted  by  the  Conunissioners,  viz: 

Opening  of  an  alley  in  square  514.  The  jury  appointed  to  appraise  the 
damages  and  assess  the  benefits  sustained  by  reason  of  the  opening  of 
said  alley  reported  on  October  6, 1902,  that  they  assessed  the  damages 
at  $319.65  and  the  benefits  at  $444.65. 

Ooening  of  an  alley  in  square  899.  The  jury  appointed  to  appraise 
the  aamages  and  assess  the  benefits  in  this  case  reported,  July  6, 1902, 
the  damages  at  $747  and  the  benefits  at  $932.85. 

Opening  of  an  alley  in  square  973.  The  proceedings  in  this  case 
were  well  underway  when  it  developed  that  part  of  the  land  sought 
to  be  condemned  as  a  public  alley  constituted  a  portion  of  an  original 
alley  in  said  square,  wnich  had  been  obliterated  m  a  subdivision  made 
and  recorded  in  1812  by  the  then  two  owners  of  the  entire  square, 
whereby  they  enlarged  the  area  of  their  abutting  lots.  There  was  at 
that  time  no  act  of  Congress  authorizing  such  absorption  of  an  original 

Sublic  alley,  and  xmfortimately  we  have  as  yet  no  authoritative  judicial 
etermination  of  the  legal  Quality  of  the  title  to  the  area  of  such  an 
alley.  The  question  involved  aflfects  a  number  of  squares  in  the  city  of 
Washington.  If  it  is  desired  to  open  the  alley  in  this  square  as  pro|X)sed, 
Congressional  legislation  is  necessary.  In  this  connection  1  have  the 
honor  to  renew  the  recommendation  in  my  last  annual  report  for  the 
amendment  of  the  law  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  alleys  and  minor 
streets.  The  existing  law  has  been  found  to  be  quite  inadequate,  and 
in  some  respects  defective.  With  slight  changes,  which  have  been 
indicated  by  the  Commissioners  in  their  communication  urging  its 
' '  ■    '-       '     illNo. 


je,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  enactment  of  Senate  bill  So.  5715 
^Fifty-sixth  Congress,  first  session)  will  accomplish  the  desired  result 
by  providing  a  proceeding  in  court  instead  of  before  a  marshal's  jury, 
and  by  authorizing  assessments  for  benefits  upon  any  and  all  property 
actually  benefited  instead  (as  provided  in  existing  law)'  of  unjustly 
confining  the  assessments  to  the  square  in  which  the  alley  is  proposeil 
to  be  opened. 

Decrees  in  equity,  following  Brewer  v»  District  of  Columbia  (5 
Mack.,  274),  have  been  entereain  16  cases  in  favor  of  holders  of  tax 
deeds,  canceling  taxes  assessed  prior  to  the  date  of  the  tax  sale  in  the 
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case  of  tax  deeda  issued  prior  to  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Febru- 
ary 2S,  1898.  This  act,  it  will  be  remembered,  contams  a  provision, 
not  inserted  in  the  previous  law,  requiring  the  purchaser  at  tax  sale  to 
pay  all  antecedent  unpaid  taxes.  On  May  9,  1903,  I  advised  that  this 
class  of  cases  should  l>e  disposed  of  in  the  assessor's  office,  inasmuch  as 
the  procedure  to  cancel  these  taxes  was  merely  a  formal  one  in  which 
the  District  had  absolutely  no  defense,  and  it  was  unjust  to  require 
complainants  to  resort  to  court  proceedings,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  District  was  liable  to  be  subjected  to  costs. 

The  termination  of  the  Potomac  River  Flats  litigation  (U.  S.  v.  Mor- 
ris et  al.)  has  enabled  the  (^mmissioners  to  obtain  the  possession  and 
control  of  the  entire  wharf  property  on  the  southwestern  front  of  the 
Potomac  River  (except  the  water  front  of  the  arsenal  grounds  and  the 
flushing  reservoir),  and  they  have  been  thus  enabled  to  lease  the  same, 
as  was  contemplated  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899, 
relative  to  the  control  of  wharf  property,  etc. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  August  5,  1886,  under  which  the  case  of 

United  States  v.  Morris  et  al.  was  instituted,  did  not  embrace  the 

water  front  of  the  Eastern  Branch  of  the  Potomac  or  Anacostia  River. 

While  the  condition  of  the  Eastern  Branch  water  front  is  not  identical, 

it  involves  many  similar  questions  of  adverse  and  conflicting  private 

claims  of  right  and  title  to  the  wharf  property,  which  can  only  be 

determined  by  some  such  proceeding  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 

United  States.     Congress,  oy  act  of  July  1,  1902,  appropriated  for  a 

survey  and  outline  map  of  the  land  owned  by  the  United  States  within 

the  flats  of  the  Anacostia  River,  and  directed  the  Attorney-General  to 

examine  and  report  upon  the  nature  of  the  title  to  such  land.     It  is 

extremely  probable  that  this  Congressional  action  indicates  a  purpose 

to  proceed  at  an  earlv  day  with  the  verv  much  needed  reclamation  of 

Anacostia  Flats  and  the  determination  or  the  many  important  questions 

involved  in  the   long-continued  private  occupation  of   wharves  and 

wharfing  property  apparentlv  belonging  to  the  public.     In  the  interest 

of  all  parties  concerned,  I  think  the  Commissioners  should  urge  that 

the  titles  and  rights  of  occupants  of  the  Anacostia  River  water  front 

and  the  title  and  rights  of  the  public  there  should  be  authoritatively 

settled  at  the  earliest  practicable  day. 

James  Creek  Canal,  emptying  into  the  Eastern  Branch  of  the  Poto- 
mac River  immediately  south  of  the  Capitol  grounds,  has  been 
frequently  called  to  the  attention  of  Confess  with  a  view  of  obtaining 
l^islation  to  remedy  the  existing  conditions.  This  canal,  which  is  an 
open  tidewater  sewer,  has  been  continuously,  for  many  years,  a  menace 
to  the  public  h^th,  as  well  as  a  source  of  danger  to  life.  Almost 
aoniudly  there  have  been  cases  of  death  by  accidental  drowning  on 
account  of  its  want  of  protection.  Two  actions  for  damages  against  the 
Diistrict  because  of  such  drowning  are  now  pending.  The  public 
«;paces  bordering  the  canal,  being  parts  of  the  adjoining  and  intersect- 
ing .streets  and  avenues,  were  occupied  for  business  purposes  by  persons 
who,  in  some  cases,  refused  to  pay  any  rent  or  to  recognize  any  munici- 
pal control.  By  its  act  of  July  1,  1902,  Congress  appropriated  $2,000 
to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  fence  the  canal,  and  by  the  same  act 
the  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  lease  for  commercial  purposes 
the  public  space  bordering  on  the  canal  for  periods  not  exceeding  one 
year.  Acting  under  this  authority,  the  Commissioners  acquired  posses- 
»ioB  of  the  land,  all  persons  in  occupation  voluntarily  attorning  to 
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them  and  entering  into  leases,  except  A.  W.  Kintz,  who  was  evicted 
under  a  judgment  rendered  in  a  landlord  and  tenant  proceeding  before 
L.  I.  O'Neal,  justice  of  the  peace,  elsewhere  referred  to  in  this  report 
This  long-delayed  legislation  respecting  the  James  Creek  Canal  appears 
to  have  been  effective. 

The  District  entered  one  civil  action  during  the  year,  viz: 

District  of  Columbia  v,  James  M.  A.  Watson,  at  law,  No.  46275. 
Declaration  filed  June  13, 1903,  claiming  S10,1>^2.  The  defendant  was 
a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  the  District.  He  was  charged 
with  embezzling  al)out  $73,000  of  the  funds  of  the  District.  Attach- 
ment was  issued  and  his  personal  property',  im^luding  an  automobile, 
etc.,  was  seized,  and  his  credits  garnisheed.  Noth withstanding  the 
pleas  of  the  defendant,  judgment  for  plaintiff  in  the  sum  claimed 
was  rendered  July  21,  1903,  and  also  judgment  of  condemnation  of 
the  property  attached;  the  proceeds  of  these  attachments,  however, 
have  been  claimed  by  his  wire  and  others,  and  these  claims  are  as  yet 
undetermined. 

Among  the  property  attached  in  the  above-mentioned  proceedings 
by  the  District  was  Watson's  interest  in  the  News  Publishing  Com- 
panv,  a  partnership  composed  of  Charles  F.  McCormick,  James  ^L 
A.  Watson,  and  William  R.  Lapham.  On  July  14  McCormick  filed 
a  bill  in  equity  (equity,  24033^  against  Watson  and  Lappin  and  the 
District,  praying  for  a  dissolution  of  the  partnership  ana  the  appoint- 
ment of  receivers,  and  also  that  the  District  be  enjoined  from  selline 
or  disposing  of  the  property  attached  by  it  and  belonging  to  said 
partnership. 

Thereupon  the  court  appointed  receivers  of  said  partnership  with  a 
view  to  winding  up  its  anairs,-and  enjoined  the  District  from  sellinjf 
under  the  attachment  proceedings.  Various  persons  intervened  in  this 
equity  case  and  filed  claims  a^mst  the  said  partnership.  On  Septem- 
ber 16  the  receivers  filed  their  report  with  the  court,  and  stated  that 
they  had  sold  and  disposed  of  the  assets  of  the  said  partnership,  as 
directed  by  the  court,  and  tliat  they  had  in  hand  the  sum  of  $880.57  to 
be  distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  which  sum  represented 
the  net  amount  of  the  assets  of  said  partnership.  The  aggregate 
amount  of  the  claims  filed  by  creditors  of  said  partnership  is  a&)ut 
$1,177,  exclusive  of  any  interest  the  District  may  have  in  Watson's 
share  of  the  partnership  assets  by  virtue  of  the  attachment  proceed- 
ings above  mentioned. 

The  District  also  entered  suit  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  its  judgment 
obtained  against  Watson  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, and  another  automobile  owned  by  Watson,  which  was  in  the 
custody  of  the  Winton  Motor  Companv,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  repairs, 
was  attached.  The  case  at  Cleveland  is  still  unsettled,  the  Winton 
company  claiming  a  lien  on  said  mac»hine  for  cost  of  repairs,  etc. 

Suit  was  also  entered  in  behalf  of  the  District  against  Watson  at 
Manassas,  Prince  William  County,  Va.,  and  his  equitable  interest, 
worth  probably  ^100,  in  a  small  farm  was  attached.  This  proceeding 
is  still  pending. 

There  were  three  habeas  corpus  cases  instituted  during  the  year, 
viz: 

In  re  George  R.  Best,  No.  329;  in  re  Daniel  Harris,  No.  345;  and 
in  re  Charles  H.  Blandford,  No.  347.  In  those  cases  the  petitioners 
sought  to  be  released  from  the  workhouse,  alleging  unlawful  detention. 
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The  court,  however,  in  each  case  denied  the  writ  and  remanded  the 
prisoners. 

I  have  the  honor  to  renew  the  following  recommendations  for 
le^fislation,  namely: 

To  authorize  tne  Commissioners  to  remit  fines  and  grant  pardons 
for  oflfenses  a^inst  all  municipal  laws  and  ordinances.  The  authoritv 
of  the  Commissioners  is  now  restricted  to  offenses  against  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  late  corporation  and  acts  of  the  late  legislative  assembly 
and  the  police  and  building  regulations.  As  a  consequence,  frequent 
apolications  are  required  to  be  made  to  the  President  to  remit  fines 
ana  grant  pardons  lor  violations  of  acts  of  Congress  relating  to  purely 
manieipal  matters.  To  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  make  suitable 
regulations  in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  lumber.  To  authorize  the 
Commissioners  to  make  suitable  regulations  in  regard  to  the  inspection 
of  flour. 

I  append  hereto  the  report  of  my  assistant,  Mr.  James  L.  Pugh,  jr., 
showing  the  cases  tried,  etc.,  in  the  police  court. 

The  volume  of  business  on  the  District  side  of  the  police  court  has 
CTeatly  increased,  not  only  in  conseauence  of  the  growtn  of  population, 
but  also  by  reason  of  changes  in  tne  code  whereby  certain  dasses  of 
prosecutions  were  transferred  from  the  attorney  for  the  United  States 
to  the  corporation  counsel.  For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  there 
were  13,935  cases  tried  and  ^0,605.61  collected  as  fines.  For  this  year, 
as  shown  by  the  report,  there  were  18,888  cases  tried  and  $52,1y7.28 
collected  as  fines. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  amending  the  provisions 
of  the  law  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  minors,  the 
bill,  S.  4202,  Fifty-seventh  Congress,  first  session,  which  embraces 
this  subject-matter,  om  separate  and  specific  law  on  the  subject,  should 
be  speedily  enacted  by  Congress  in  order  to  remedy  this  very  serious 
defect 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  efficiency  and  industry 
of  my  assistants  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties  during  the 
year.

REPORT  of  assistant  CORPORATION   COUNSEL. 

Wasiongton,  September  ^-J,  1903. 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  report  of  the  cases 
filed  in  the  District  branch  of  the  police  court,  and  the  amount  of 
money  collected  as  fines,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1903. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  shows  an  alarming  increase  in  the  num- 
*>er  of  cases  instituted,  and  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of 
njoney  collected  as  fines.  This  branch  of  the  police  court  turns  into 
tbe  Government's  treasury  a  large  net  revenue  every  year. 

Business  in  the  municipal  branch  of  the  police  court  is  increasing 
rapidly.  For  instance,  last  year  I  filed  ana  prosecuted  17,837  cases 
*nd  this  year  the  number  was  18,888,  an  increase  of  1,051,  and  this 
growth  keeps  pace  with  the  increasing  population  of  the  District  and 
the  activity  of  the  police  force. 
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I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  law  as  applica- 
ble to  the  sale  of  liquor  to  minors.  The  court  of  appeals  interpreted 
into  our  liquor  law  the  word  "  knowingly,"  and  1  suggest  that  tne  bill 
which  was  approved  by  the  Commissionei-s  relating  to  this  subject- 
matter  be  urged  to  passage  so  as  to  remedy  this  very  great  difficulty.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  electrical  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1903: 

LIGHTING. 

The  work  of  changing  the  system  of  arc  lighting  from  the  old-stjle 
open-series  lamps  to  those  of  the  inclosed  type  was  coinpleted  dunng 
the  year.  The  number  of  such  lamps  in  operation  on  June  30, 1903, 
was  584.  inclosed-series  lamps  and  381  inclosed-multiple  lamps.  The 
service  has  been  greatly  improved  bv  this  change,  the  number  of  lamps 
reported  out  being  considerably  reduced. 

The  contract  for  naphtha  lighting,  using  the  Wellington  flat-flame 
burner,  was  awarded  to  the  American  Development  Company,  at  the 
rate  of  $19.65  per  lamp  per  annum. 

No  contract  for  60-candle-power  mantle  lamps  was  awarded,  as  no 
satisfactory  bid  was  received  within  the  limiting  rate  of  $25  per  lamp 
per  annum.

With  the  exception  of  the  60  cells  on  the  alarm  or  gong  circuits, 
each  of  the  above  circuits  is  operated  with  one-half  of  the  number  of 
celk  mentioned,  one-half  being  charged  while  the  other  is  operating 
on  the  line.  There  were  906  cells  in  use  on  July  1, 1902,  and  86  were 
added  during"  the  year. 

The  positive  plates  in  500  cells  of  the  3-B  chloride  type  were 
renewea  after  three  years  of  continuous  service.  One  hundred  and 
thirty-four  cells  of  the  Willard  type  were  replaced  with  an  equivalent 
number  of  two-plate  chloride  cells. 

POUCE-PATROL   SYSTEM.

In  addition  to  the  above  we  beff  to  state  that  during  the  year  it  has 
not  been  found  necessary  to  revoke  the  license  of  any  person  holding^ 
engineer's  or  locomobile  license  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  boara. 
We  would  also  state  that  there  have  occurred  in  the  District  during 
the  year  no  accidents  to  any  steam  boilers  or  steam  machinery  involv- 
ing loss  of  life,  limb,  or  property,  due  to  the  carelessness  of  steam 
en^neers  in  charge  of  such  plants  or  machinery. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  issued  more  than  twenty-five 
duplicate  licenses.  As  this  branch  of  the  business  is  becoming  more 
and  more  extensive,  we  recommend  that  applicants  for  duplicate 
license  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  not  less  than  $1.  We  also  recom- 
mend that  thh  license  laws  be  so  amended  as  to  require  that  all  appli- 
cants for  license  shall  have  had  at  least  two  years'  experience  in  some 
engine  or  boiler  room  before  they  can  be  examined  for  license. 

During  the  month  of  December  the  board  of  examiners,  which  has 
been'  conducting  examinations  for  the  opjerators  of  steam  carriages 
since  the  introduction  of  such  carriages  into  this  city,  was  directed 
bjr  your  honorable  body  to  f  onnulate  a  set  of  rules  to  govern  the  oper- 
ation of  horseless  carriages  of  all  kinds  within  the  District.  The 
board  accordingly  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  subject  and  of 
the  laws  of  several  of  our  leading  cities,  and  during  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary submitted  a  report  recommending  that  operators  of  all  vehicles, 
the  motive  powerof  which  should  be  ouier  than  horsepower  or  human 
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energy,  be  required  to  pass  examination  before  a  board  of  examiners 
appointed  for  such  purpose.  The  above-mentioned  report  also  em- 
bodied such  other  regulations  for  the  running  and  management  of 
motor  vehicles  as  Avere  in  the  judgment  of  the  Soard  necessary  for  the 
public  safety.  These  regulations  were  subsequently,  with  a  few  alter- 
ations, approved  by  the  honorable  Commissioners,  and  a  board  of 
aatomobile  examiners  appointed,  upon  which  board  the  members  of 
the  board  of  examiners  of  steam  engineers  were  directed  to  serve, 
their  chairman  being  appointed  also  cnairman  of  the  new  board.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the 
operations  of  this  oflBce  during  the  year  from  June  24,  1902,  to  June 
23,  1903,  inclusive. 

WASHINGTON  GASLIGHT  COMPANY. 
ILLUMINATING   POWER   AND   PURITY. 

Since  July  1, 1896,  the  law  has  required  that  the  illuminating  power 
of  the  gas  supplied  by  any  ffaslighting  company,  person,  or  persons 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  equal  to  26  standard  candles.  A 
clause  in  the  appropriation  act  for  the  year  1903  (public  act  No.  218, 
approved  July  1,  1902),  provided  ''That  during  tne  fiscal  year  1903 
the  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  furnished  by  anjr  gaslighting  com- 
pany, person,  or  persons  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  equal  to 
22  candles." 

The  mean  of  840  determinations  of  the  illuminating  power  of  the 
gas  supplied  hy  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company  during  the  past 
year,  as  determined  in  the  three  laboratories,  is  23.08  canoles,  which 
is  1.08  candles  above  the  legal  requirement. 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  as  determined  in  the 
central  lal)oratory,  corner  of  Tenth  and  D  streets  NW.,  was  eaual  to 
22.96  standard  candles.  The  highest  illuminating  power  at  this  labora- 
tory was  26.05  candles,  which  occurred  on  June  30,  1902,  and  the  low- 
est was  21.88  candles  on  October  2,  1902. 

The  average  illuminating  power  as  determined  at  the  northwest 
testing  station,  located  at  1335  Fourteenth  street  NW.,  was  23.19  can- 
dles, tne  highest  illuminating  power  being  26.23  candles  on  June  28, 
1902;  the  lowest,  22.01  candles  on  September  11, 1902.      • 

The  average  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  at  the  southeast  testing 
station,  corner  of  Fifth  and  D  streets  SE.,  was  23.11  candles.  The 
highest  power  was  26.29  candles  on  June  28,  1902;  the  lowest  was 
21.49  candles  on  October  30,  1902. 

The  gas  furnished  the  southeast  testing  station  is  from  the  Wash- 
ing-ton Gaslight  Company's  works  in  southeast  Washington;  that  fur- 
nished the  northwest  testing  station  is  made  by  the  same  company  at 
their  works  in  the  northwest  section  of  the  city.  The  gas  made  at 
both  works  is  a  mixture  of  coal  and  water  gas.  The  gas  supplied  the 
central  laboratory  is  a  mixture  in  varying  proportions  of  the  gas  from 
the  two  manufacturing  plants. 

Three  times  during  the  year  the  tests  made  at  the  southeast  station 
showed  a  candlepower  below  the  standard,  as  follows:

October  29 21.69 

October  30 21.49 
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One  default  in  candlepower  occurred  at  the  central  laboratory.  This 
was  on  Octx>ber  2,  when  the  test  showed  21.88  candles. 

M  no  time  during  the  year  did  a  test  show  a  default  in  candlepower 
at  the  northwest  station. 

While  there  was  a  default  in  candlepower  four  times,  as  shown  by 
the  tests  in  the  individual  stations,  stiU  there  was  no  day  during  the 
year  when  the  average  of  the  tests  made  in  the  three  stations  fell  below 
the  legal  requirement  of  22  candles. 

AMMONIA. 

The  average  quantity  of  anunonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  at 
tlie  central  laboratory  was  0.28  ^ain.  The  highest  quantity  found 
was  3.40  grains.  On  171  occasions  the  test  showed  no  ammonia 
present. 

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  at 
the  southeast  testing  station  was  1.78  grains.  The  highest  quantity 
found  was  5.66  grains.  On  17  occasions  the  test  showea  no  ammonia 
present.  On  4  occasions  the  amount  found  exceeded  the  legal  limit  of 
5  grains  in  100  cubic  feet.  The  dates  when  this  occurred  and  the 
amounts  of  ammonia  present  are  as  foUows:

SULPHUR. 

The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  in  any  form  found  in  100  cubic 
feet  of  gas  at  tne  central  laboratory  was  7.46  grains.  The  highest 
quantity  found  was  14.82  grains;  the  lowest  quantity  found  was  2.33 
grains. 

The  average  quantity  of  sulphur  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas  at 
the  southeast  station  was  7. 13  grains.  The  highest  quantity  found  was 
10.81  grains;  the  lowest  quantity  found  was  2.47  grains. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  aid  the  amount  of  sulphur  in  the  gas 
furnished  by  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company  exceea  the  legal  limit 
of  20  grains  in  100  cubic  feet. 

SULPHTJBETED  HTDBOOBN. 

Tests  for  sulphureted  hydrogen  showed  that  the  gas  supplied  by  the 
Washington  G&slight  Company  was  free  from  this  objectionable 
impurity  during  the  entire  year. 

PRBSSURB. 

The  pressure  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Washington  Gaslight  Com- 
pany during  the  past  year,  expressed  as  height  in  inches  of  a  column 
of  water  which  would  be  supported  by  the  gas,  was  as  follows:

GEORGETOWN   GASLIGHT  COMPANY. 

ILLUMINATING    POWER   AND   PURITY. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  determinations  of  the  illuminating 
power  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Georgetown  Gaslight  Company 
were  made  at  the  Georgetown  testing  station.  The  mean  of  these 
determinations  was  23.77  candles.  The  highest  was  27.70  candles  on 
June  28,  1902.     The  lowest  was  19.38  candles  on  April  9,  1903. 

The  illuminating  power  fell  below  the  legal  requirement  of  22  can- 
dles on  five  occasions,  as  follows:

The  average  quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  100  cubic  feet  of  gas 
supplied  by  tne  Georgetown  Gaslight  Company  was  2.46  grains.  The 
highest  quantity  found  was  10.50  grains,  while  on  three  occasions  the 
test  showed  no  ammonia  present.  On  seventeen  occasions  the  amount 
of  ammonia  exceeded  the  legal  limit  of  5  grains.  With  one  exception 
these  excessive  amounts  of  ammonia  occurred  in  May  and  June  and 
were  due  to  the  apparatus  in  the  purifying  department,  known  as  the 
"scrubber,"  getting  out  of  order  and  failing  to  work  properly. 

SULPHUR. 

The  average  quantit}^  of  sulphur  in  any  form  found  in  100  cubic 
feet  of  gas  was  8.85  grains.  The  highest  quantity  was  16.48,  on  Octo- 
ber 14,  1902,  and  the  lowest  2.19  gmins,  on  March  26,  1903.  At  no 
time  during  the  year  did  the  amount  of  sulphur  exceed  the  legal  limit 
of  20  grains  in  100  cubic  feet. 

SULPHURBTKD   HYDROGEN. 

Sulphureted  hydrogen  was  present  in  the  gas  furnished  by  the 
Georgetown  Gaslight  Company  56  times  during  the  year.  On  27 
other  occasions  the  test  indicated  the  presence  of  a  minute  quantity  of 
sulphureted  hydrogen,  but  not  enough  to  give  a  distinct  reaction. 
This  was  reported  in  each  case  as  a  '*  trace."  Most  of  these  defaults 
in  purification  occurred  prior  to  February  and  were  due  to  insufiicient 
capacity  in  the  purifying  department  of  the  gas  works.     The  capacity 
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of  this  department  was  enlarged  in  the  latter  part  of  the  winter,  with 
the  result  that  sulphureted  hydrogen  was  present  in  the  purified  gas 
but  four  times  during  the  months  of  February  and  Marcn,  and  since 
March  the  gas  has  been  free  from  this  disagreeable  impurity. 

PMBBSURB. 

The  pressure  of  the  gas  as  registered  in  the  Georgetown  testing 
station  varied  from  0.40  inch  to  4.36  inches,  with  a  mean  pressure  of 
1.1*2  inches. 

SPECIFIC  GRAVITY. 

The  specific  gravity  of  the  gas  compared  with  air  as  l.(X)0  was  as 
follows:

Monthly  statements  of  the  illuminating  power,  pui'ity,  and  pressure 
of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  two  companies  will  be  found  in  Tables  I  to 
Vin  following  this  report. 

Prior  to  May  14,  1903,  the  Georgetown  testing  station  was  located 
at  1838  Thirty -second  street  NW.  The  need  of  more  suitable  quarters 
had  been  felt  for  a  long  time,  but  several  attempts  to  find  a  desirable 
location  were  unsuccessful.  At  last,  on  May  14,  suitable  rooms  were 
secured  at  1226  Thirty -second  street  NW.,  one  block  south  of  the 
old  laboratory,  and  the  testing  instruments  and  apparatus  were  moved 
to  the  new  location,  where  all  the  tests  since  that  date  have  been  made. 

GAS  SUPPLY. 

The  illuminating  gas  supplied  in  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the 
past  year  bv  the  Washington  and  Georgetown  gaslight  companies  was 
of  fine  quality  and  up  to  the  legal  requirements,  except  in  the  instances 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  report. 

INSPECTION  OP  GAS  METERS. 

Daring  the  year  ending  June  23,  1903,  this  oflSce  inspected  and 
proved  5,751  gas  meters. 

With  the  exception  of  7  meters  for  the  Alexandria  Gras  Works  and 
OQe  for  use  at  Fort  Myer,  all  the  above-mentioned  metei's  were 
inspected  for  the  Washington  and  Georgetown  gaslight  companies  and 
consumers  of  gas  supplied  by  these  two  companies. 

Of  the  meters  testea,  2,810  were  new  meters  and  1,306  were  repaired 
ones.  Thirty-seven  meters  were  tested  on  the  complaint  of  consumers 
in  Georgetown.  Of  this  number,  13  were  fast,  average  error,  4.31  per 
cent;  1  registered  3  percent  slow,  and  23  were  correct.  Three  meters 
were  tested  on  complaint  of  the  Georgetown  Gaslight  Company.  Of 
this  number,  1  registered  4  per  cent  fast,  1  registered  coiTcctly,  and  1 
fwled  altogether  S>  register  the  gas  that  passed  through  it. 

On  complaint  of  consumers  in  Washington,  967  meters  were  inspected, 
of  which  430  registered  fast,  average  error  3.30  per  cent;  449  regis- 
tered correctl}",  and  2  failed  to  register  at  all. 
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On  complaint  of  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company,  there  were 
inspected  628  meters,  of  which  it  registered  fast,  average  error  4.47 
per  cent;  361  registered  slow,  average  error  25.02  per  cent;  23  regis- 
tered correctly,  and  227  failed  to  register  at  all. 

Of  the  1,004  meters  inspected  on  complaint  of  the  consmners.  443, 
or  44.12  per  cent,  registered  fast;  89,  or  8.86  per  cent,  either  failed  to 
register  or  registered  slow,  and  472,  or  47.01  per  cent,  registered 
correctl}'. 

Of  the  631  meters  inspected  on  complaint  of  the  gas  companies,  18, 
or  2.85  per  cent,  registered  fast;  361,  or  57.21  percent,  registered  slow; 
24,  or  3.80  per  cent,  registered  correctly,  and  228,  or  36.13  per  cent, 
failed  to  register  at  all. 

These  complaint  meters  can  not  be  taken  as  fair  representatives  of 
the  meters  now  in  service  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  as  these  meters 
were  ordered  out  for  test  on  complaint  of  either  the  company  or  the 
consumer  because  they  were  suspected  of  failing  to  register  the  cor- 
rect amount  of  gas  passing  through  them.  Monthjk  statements  of 
the  meters  tested  wul  be  found  in  Tables  IX  and  X,  following  this 
report. 

FEES   RECEIVED. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  twenty 
cents  was  received  as  fees  for  inspecting  meters  during  the  j^ear  end- 
ing June  23,  1903.  This  amount  was  paid  to  the  collector  of  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

During  the  past  vear  Dr.  S.  Calvert  Ford,  who  had  held  the  posi- 
tion of  inspector  of  gas  and  meters  since  the  office  was  created  by  act 
of  Congress  in  1874,  was  obliged  to  retire  from  office  on  account  of 
failing  health.  For  nearly  thirty  years  Dr.  Ford  has  performed  the 
duties  of  his  office  with  zeal  and  hdelity,  thereby  winning  the  confi- 
dence and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

The  present  incumbent  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Ford  on  the 
gracious  recommendation  of  your  honorable  bodj^,  and  entered  upon 
Bie  duties  of  the  office  January  2,  1903. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  take  this  opportunity  of  testifying  to  the 
zealous  and  skillful  assistance  cheeriully  rendered  at  all  times  by  my 
associates  in  this  office.

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EEPOET  OF  THE  HAEBOE  MASTEE. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Jtdy  5,  1903. 

Gentlemen:  1  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903: 

As  in  former  years,  the  principal  duties  which  have  devolved  upon 
this  department  have  been  incident  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  and 
regulations  fo^'  the  government  of  the  harbor  and  river  front  and  of 
vessels  entering  and  leaving  the  harbor;  keeping  the  channel  of  the 
Potomac  River  open;  maintaining  order  on  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
wharves,  especially  those  of  the  summer  excursion  steamers,  which 
during  the  season  carry  many  thousands  of  passengers;  recovering  the 
bodies  of  drowned  persons,  which  work  takes  the  harbor  master's 
force  to  every  part  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  often  into  tiie 
adjoining  States;  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  against  gambling,  and 
of  the  &h  and  game  laws,  together  with  such  other  general  police 
duties  as  nece^sarilv  grow  out  of  the  performance  of  the  operations 
named.  In  each  or  the  classes  enumerated  there  has  been  renewed 
activity,  resulting  in  increased  demands  upon  this  department,  and 
especially  has  this  been  the  case  in  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
fisn  and  game  laws.  Many  complaints  of  alleged  violations  of  said 
laws  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  narbor  master  during 
the  year,  and  their  thorough  investigation  has  necessitated  much 
arduous  effort  and  extm  hours  of  service  by  his  force. 

The  various  transactions  of  the  department  have  already  been  made 
the  subject  of  a  detailed  report  to  the  major  and  supermtendent  of 
police,  and  in  accordance  with  his  practice  in  former  years  it  is  believed 
that  the  same  will  be  embodied  in  his  report  to  you  for  that  year. 
Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  thereto.  I  desire  at  this  time 
to  place  on  record  an  acknowledgment  of  my  indebtedness  to  Major 
Sylvester  for,  and  my  appreciation  of,  valuable  aid  and  cooperation  in 
the  performance  of  the  varied  and  exacting  duties  connected  with  the 
oflSce  of  the  harbor  master. 

While  the  past  winter  was  a  commratively  mild  one,  and  the  ice 
which  formed  on  the  Potomac  River  did  not  attain  sufficient  thickness 
to  arouse  any  danger  of  a  serious  floodiujg  of  the  low-lying  portions  of 
the  city,  it  was  found  necessary  to  use  the  harbor  police  boat  Vigilant 
to  break  up  such  ice  as  had  on  occasions  formed  on  the  river  and  in  the 
harbor.  This  action,  combined  with  the  lightness  of  the  ice,  obviated 
the  necessity  of  securing  a  special  appropriation  for  that  purpose,  and 
so  the  cost  of  hiring  a  fleet  of  tugboats  for  a  considerable  period  was 
saved.  It  was  necessary,  however,  in  the  performance  of  this  work  to 
haul  the  Vigil<int  out  upon  the  marine  railway,  so  that  she  could  be 
fitted  with  an  ice  plow,  which  had  already  been  provided  to  meet  just 
such  an  emergency. 

Acting  under  the  orders  of  the  Commissioners,  the  harbor  boat  was 
also  used  to  break  up  the  ice  on  the  bathing  beach  and  basin  so  as  to 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  lamentable  accident  thereon,  whereby 
several  skaters  were  drowned.  Experience  has  shown,  however,  that 
on  account  of  the  lightness  of  the  boat  considerable  repairs  are  needed 
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to  be  made  after  each  time  when  she  has  been  use  for  this  purpose. 
On  the  occasion  referred  to  it  was  found  that  her  condenser  and  wneel, 
both  expensive  parts,  were  seriously  damaged,  and,  accordingly,  there 
has  been  included  in  the  estimates  herewith  submitted  an  item  of  $175 
for  the  necessary  repairs. 

My  report  of  last  year  contained  a  recommendation  for  an  annual 
appropriation  of  $5,000  for  an  emergency  fund  for  clearing  the  Poto- 
mac River  of  ice  when  necessary  to  prevent  the  flooding  of  the  city, 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  believed  that  the  work  could  be  more  thor- 
oughly and  more  economicallv  performed  under  such  an  arrangement 
than  under  a  hurried  special  appropriation.  While  no  such  appro- 
priation was  made  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  in  view  of  the  frequent 
necessities  of  the  past,  no  reason  is  known  for  a  change  of  belief  in 
this  respect,  and  tne  recommendation  is  accordingly  renewed  at  this 
tune. 

During  the  year  just  ended  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  vessels  arriving  at  anchorage  in  the  Washington  harbor. 
This  has  been  especially  noticeable  in  the  case  of  pleasure  yachts, 
whose  numbers  have  been  greatly  augmented,  and  whose  arrivals 
have  added  largely  to  the  duties  of  this  department  in  the  matter  of 
keeping  them  in  suitable  anchorage  grounds,  so  that  their  presence 
should  in  no  livise  interfere  with  the  free  movement  of  vessels  in  their 
ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  harbor.  Closely  allied  to  this  duty  has 
been  that  of  recjuiring  the  removal  of  scows,  barges,  etc.,  from 
positions  which  interfered  with  the  coming  and  going  of  vessels. 
This  work,  though  highly  impoi-tant  and  necessarv,  has  really  been 
performed  without  authority  of  law,  and  unless  the  owners  of  such 
craft  removed  the  same  voluntarily,  this  department  was  without  legal 
authority  to  compel  their  removal.  To  obviate  the  embarrassment 
resulting  from  such  a  refusal,  it  is  recommended  that  an  effort  be 
made  to  secure  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  at  the  coming  session 
of  Congress  as  will  place  the  harbor  master  in  a  position  to  compel 
obedience  to  orders  that  may  be  given  for  the  removal  of  all  obstruc- 
tions to  navigation.  It  is  suggested  that  the  extension  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  895  of  the  Code  of  Laws  for  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  all  navigable  waters  within  the  limits  of  this  jurisdiction  would  be 
highly  desirable  and  would  accomplish  all  that  is  needed 

There  have  been  detailed  for  service  in  this  department  during  the 
entire  fiscal  year  four  privates  of  the  Metropolitan  police  force,  each 
of  whom  is  paid  $1,080  per  annum.  None  of  the  employees  of  the 
department  nave  been  detailed  to  any  other  oj£ce  or  department  for 
anv  period  whatever. 

No  overseers,  inspectors,  or  other  employees  of  the  department 
have  been  engaged  m  the  performance  or  clerical  duties,  or  of  any 
other  service  but  such  as  pertains  solely  and  properly  to  the  positions 
to  which  they  wepe  appointed. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  myself  and  the  members 
of  this  department,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  many  kindnesses 
and  courtesies  at  your  hands,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  the  future 
conduct  of  the  aiSfairs  of  the  aepartment  may  be  such  as  to  merit  their 
continuance.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  orders,  1  have  the  honor  to 
submit  herewith  my  annual  report  of  the  business  of  this  office  during 
the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1903. 

During  the  year  referred  to  there  was  expended  through  the  office 
appropriations  amounting  to  about  $700,000.  There  were  3,700 
requisitions  drawn  on  the  office  for  supplies,  which  necessitated  the 
writing  of  11,304  orders.  Number  of  Dills  examined,  approved,  and 
forwanled  for  payment  were  9,744. 

For  some  years  past  in  my  reports  1  have  asked  that  I  be  provided 
with  an  increased  clerical  force,  and  have  again  this  year,  in  the  esti- 
mates submitted  to-day,  asked  that  a  greater  force  be  provided. 

Under  the  new  system,  which  requires  me  to  obtain  competitive  bids 
on  all  supplies  not  covered  by  contracts,  the  work  will  fe  materially 
increased,  which  requires  that  I  give  all  of  my  time  to  doing  such  work 
as  should  be  done  by  clerks,  thereby  not  aflfording  me  the  proper  time 
to  devote  to  matters  of  greater  importance,  such  as  drawing  up  speci- 
fications, going  outside  of  the  office  to  see  goods  before  purchasing,  etc. 

I  therefore  recommend  that,  if  Congress  can  not  be  prevailed  upon 
to  grant  an  increased  force,  some  plan  be  devised  whereby  additional 
clerks  can  be  employed  and  their  salaries  prorated  from  the  appropria- 
tions expended  through  the  office.

As  our  new  morgue  will  be  completed  in  a  few  months,  additional 
money  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  are  absoluU^h' 
needcKi,  and  should  be  provided  for  in  ample  time  to  meet  the  neces- 
sity. The  financial  needs  of  the  office  are  specified  in  a  subjoined 
report.  Notwithstanding  the  steadily  increasing  work  of  this  office 
since  its  establishment,  there  has  been  no  specific  appropriation  made 
for  a  morgue  keeper,  or  like  assistant,  this  position  being  filled  by  a 
detail  of  a  janitor  from  the  police  department.  The  present  incum- 
bent is  the  first  and  only  detail  serving  as  such.  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  a  morffue  keeper  and  assistent  morgue  keeper  be  provided 
for.  There  should  be  some  one  on  duty  at  the  morgue  day  and  night 
The  importance  of  this  is  readily  recognized.  The  assistant  morgue 
keeper  should  be  an  intelligent  and  responsible  man.  The  new  morgue 
also  includes  a  stable.  This  will  require  a  hostler,  who  could  also  act 
as  janitor.  The  latter  as  janitor  would  go  with  the  wagon,  assisting 
the  morgue  keeper  in  removing  bodies  from  building. 

I  should  like  again  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of  appointing  a  ste- 
nographer especially  for  taking  testimony  at  inquests.  As  the  present 
law  provides,  under  the  head  of  expenditures,  for  ''stenographic  ser- 
vices," it  would  appear  that  the  way  is  open  for  the  creation  of  a  coro- 
ner's stenographer.  The  necessity  for  such  assistance  has  been  urged 
repeatedly  m  former  reports.  The  antiquated  method  of  taking  long- 
hand notes  is  not  at  all  in  keeping  with  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  other  branches  of  our  municipal  government.  This  stenog- 
rapher could  also  act  as  clerk  to  the  office.  When  on  occasions,  as 
provided  by  law,  the  coroner  acts  as  marshal  of  the  District,  this  clerk 
could  take  charge  of  making  out  the  necessary  papers,  which  at  times 
involves  considerable  clerical  work.  Numerous  communications  from 
out-of-town  relatives  of  deceased  persons  have  to  be  answered.  He 
could  also  keep  the  records  of  the  office  as  well  as  its  accounts. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  referred  to  the  law  governing  the  sale  of 
carbolic  acid.  I  repeat  again  that  stringent  regulations  as  to  the  sale 
of  carbolic  acid  should  be  made  and  enforced.  1  believe  that  if  this 
drug  were  not  so  easily  obtainable  many  contemplating  suicide  would 
be  oeterred  from  their  purpose  long  enough  to  effect  a  mtional  change 
of  mind  and  be  saved  from  self-destruction.  1  am  of  the  opinion  that 
this  drug  should  be  sold  only  on  the  prescription  of  a  physician. 
Should  the  applicant  to  the  physician  for  carbolic  acid  be  unable  to  pay 
for  such  a  prescription  he  could  obtain  the  same  without  cost  from 
any  physician  in  tne  employ  of  the  District.

Gentlemen:  The  commissioners  of  pharmacy  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  having  completed  another  year  of  their  service,  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report: 

The  total  nmnber  of  applicants  examined  during  the  past  twelve 
months  was  35;  of  this  number  9  succeeded  in  passing  a  satisfactorv 
examination  and  were  duly  registered,  and  certincates  granted  accord- 
ing to  our  pharmacy  law. 

Thirty-nine  presented  themselves  for  registration  without  examina- 
tion and  were  auly  registered  and  certificates  granted,  as  per  section  7 
of  our  pharmacy  law: 

That  all  graduate?  iii  pharmacy  having  a  diploma  from  an  incorporated  college  or 
school  of  pharmacy  that  requires  a  practical  experience  in  pharmacy  of  not  lees  than 
four  years  before  granting  a  diploma  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  names  registered 
as  plmrmacists  by  said  commissioners  of  pharmacy. 

The  total  number  of  pharmacists  registered  during  the  year  by 
examination  and  diploma  was  48. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  report  of  our  treasurer  of  the  board 
(Dr.  Francis  P.  Morgan),  dating  from  the  time  of  his  appointment, 
May  to  June  30,  1903:

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  regu- 
lating the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved 
jJune  6,  1892,  the  board  of  dental  examiners  hereby  respectfully 
reports  its  transactions  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  as  follows: 

Certificates  entitling  the  holder  to  registration  with  the  health  oflS- 
cer  as  legally  qualified  to  practice  dentistry  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia have  been  granted  to  41  persons,  who  have  presented  evidence  of 
graduation  from  recognized  dental  colleges  whose  graduates  are  by 
law  entitled  to  certificate  without  examination  as  to  qualification  by 
this  board.  By  these  additions,  the  list  of  certificates  now  numbers 
588. 

Receipts  during  the  year  have  been $41 

Disbursements  during  the  year  have  been 41 

In  compliance  with  your  request  of  June  20  as  to  suggestions  for 
the  greater  efliciency  of  this  board,  beg  leave  to  say  that  we  are  work- 
ing under  a  very  weak  law,  this  being  the  only  place  in  this  part  of 
the  country  allowing  applicants  to  practice  dentistry  without  an 
examination;  therefore  this  is  the  dumping  ground  for  the  thirty  odd 
States  that  have  a  law  requiring  an  examination  of  all  applicants. 

With  a  hope  of  bettering  the  situation,  we  had  introduced  in  the  last 
Congress  a  bill  ''To  regulate  dentistry  in  the  District  of  Columbia,'' 
whicn  failed  to  pass. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  dentistry  is  the  only  profession  represented 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  that  has  such  an  inadequate  law,  we  beg 
that  you  give  us  your  assistance  in  passing  this  or  some  such  bill  at 
the  next  session  of  Congress.

ILeADQUABTEBS  OF  THE  METROPOLITAN  POLICE 

Depabtment  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 

Washington^  D.  C\,  July  1^  1903. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  required  for  the  conduct  and  support  of  the  Metropolitan 
police  dep>artment  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1905,  together 
with  a  report  of  the  operations  for  the  fiscal  year  1903,  and  recom- 
mendations. 

The  Metropolitan  police  district  includes  the  entire  District  of 
Columbia,  wherein  are  located  the  cities  of  Washington  and  George- 
town and  many  suburban  villages,  including  Anacostia,  which  is  across 
the  Eastern  Branch  of  the  Potomac  River,  Takoma,  Bennings,  Deane- 
wood,  Congress  Heights,  Brightwood,  Cleveland  Park.  American  Uni- 
versity Park,  Chevy  Chase,  Mount  Pleasant,  Brookland,  and  other 
thickly  settled  communities.  This  immense  and  well-populated  terri- 
tory, embracing  nearly  70  square  miles,  with  over  500  linear  miles  of 
streets  and  nearly  200  miles  of  roads,  hag  never  been  patroled  and 
g'uarded  by  an  adequate  police  force,  considered  from  a  numeric9,l 
standpoint.  The  third  largest  police  domain  in  the  United  States,  with 
its  impoi-tant  and  valuable  interests,  has  been  cared  for  by  an  organ- 
ization too  much  out  of  propoition  to  afford  unquestioned  security  to 
life  and  property  therein.  It  is  the  only  territory  in  the  United  States 
having  a  municipal  police  patrol. 

The  picture  of  the  situation  is  not  correctly  had  until  the  observer 
realizes  the  manj  attentions  demanded  of  the  small  force  in  a  jurisdic- 
tion as  distinct  in  its  social  condition  and  in  the  character  of  its  sur- 
roundings as  any  in  the  world.  The  population  is  generally  law- 
abiding,  but  there  is  a  vicious  element — the  petty  pilferer,  the  dishonest 
servant,  the  disturber  of  the  peace,  the  intolerable  crank,  and  others — 
and  when  these  are  included  with  those  who  violate  the  city  ordinances 
the  aggregate  of  arrests  equals  those  of  the  commercial  city  of  St.  Louis, 
the  number  of  cases  being  between  twenty  and  thii-ty  thousand  annu- 
ally. The  many  details  of  a  minor  nature  incident  to  the  regulating 
of  the  capital  city  account  for  these  high  figures. 

In  the  District  of  Columbia  are  the  homes  and  official  quarters  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Cabinet  and  Supreme  Court 
judges,  the  heads  of  the  various  governmental  departments,  and  those 
who  conduct  the  details  of  that  machinery,  while  the  members  of  both 
houses  of  Congress  and  the  attaches  of  the  foreign  legations  tempora- 
rily reside  here.  Every  means  of  exemption  from  annoyance  should 
he  assured  them  and  every  security  afforded  their  property.  In  recent 
years  costly  educational  institutions  and  elaborate  ana  magnificent 
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mansions  have  been  erected  on  the  beautiful  building  sites  which 
abound  in  the  suburban  sections,  and  valuable  railway  plants  have 
been  constructed  and  are  operated  throughout  the  entire  District. 
Thousands  of  dwellings,  extensive  parks,  and  miles  of  driveways,  the 
latter  largely  patronized  by  the  growing  population  and  many  stran- 
gers, all  form  a  part  of  the  attractions  at  tne  seat  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment. In  addition,  several  bridges  cross  to  the  near-by  States  of 
Virginia  and  Maryland  and  afford  nighways  for  pedestrians  and  rail- 
roads. The  many  features  enumerated  comprise  a  vast  combination 
of  interests,  ^hich  demand  a  police  surveillance  superior  in  strength 
and  character,  and  those  furnishing  it  should  be  conmiensurately  com- 
pensated for  the  extraordinary  services  required. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1903,  the  District  of  Columbia  had  a  police 
force  of  641  oflBcers  and  privates,  which  was  distributed  as  follows: 
At  headquarters,  one  major  and  superintendent;  a  captain  and  assist- 
ant superintendent,  in  charge  of  the  detective  bureau;  another  cap 
tain,  looking  after  the  horses,  vehicles,  and  other  properties  of  the 
depai-tment,  the  uniforming  and  supplying  of  the  force,  the  condition 
of  the  buildings,  trials  of  members  for  breaches  of  discipline,  and 
many  smaller  details;  still  another  captain,  engaged  in  receiving  com- 
plaints, making  details,  transfers,  giving  information,  carrying  out 
assignments,  transmitting  orders,  and  two  more  observing  performance 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  privates,  investigating  complaints,  serving  as 
trial  officers  in  the  enforcement  of  discipfine,  and  examining  into  pre- 
cinct conditions. 

There  were  10  lieutenants,  each  in  command  of  a  precinct  and  sta- 
tion house;  and  2  desk  sergeants  were  assigned  to  each  one  of  the 
stations  for  twelve  hours'  separate  duty  in  caring  for  the  records, 
prisoners,  reports,  complaints,  and  discharging  other  detailed  require- 
ments. 

There  were  35  sergeants,  1  of  whom  had  charge  of  the  detective 
bureau  during  the  night  and  2  were  detailed  to  command  the  privates 
on  duty  at  the  White  House  as  exterior  guards,  these  sergeants  per- 
forming twelve  hours'  duty  each.  Of  the  remaining  32,  6  were 
mounted,  leaving  26  foot  sergeants,  distributed  as  follows:  Three  in 
the  first  precinct,  a  full  quota;  the  same  number  in  the  second  and  third 
precincts;  2  in  the  fourth,  necessitating  the  employment  of  a  private 
to  act  as  such;  3  in  the  fifth,  leaving  a  shortage  of  1  in  Anacostia;  3. 
or  a  full  quota,  in  the  sixth,  the  same  in  the  seventh,  eighth,  and 
ninth,  and  a  shortage  of  1  in  the  tenth,  where  a  private  was  assigned 
to  fill  the  quota.  Thus  the  force  is  insufficiently  supervised  to  the 
extent  of  3  sergeants.  It  is  further  weakened  by  the  ninth  and  tentib 
precincts  lacking  1  mounted  sergeant  each,  and  the  bicycle  corps  hav- 
ing none  but  needing  4.  In  all,  there  is  a  shortage  of  10  sergeants. 
This  deficiency  should  be  supplied,  in  order  to  avoid  delinquencies 
which  necessarily  follow  incomplete  command  of  the  men  who  patrol 
the  beats  and  cover  posts. 

On  the  30th  day  or  June,  1903,  there  were  589  privates  in  the  force, 
but  all  of  these  were  not  available  for  patrol  duty,  the  number  being 
reduced  100  bj  details,  exclusive  of  14  doing  detective  service  and  63  on 
post  duty  assignments.  A  simple  mathematical  process  would  reduce 
the  available  force  for  street  patrol,  bicycle  work,  and  mounted  service 
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in  the  suburbs  to  412,  from  which  those  sick,  numbering  16,  and  those 
on  leave  under  the  law,  25,  should  be  taken,  leaving  in  round  numbers 
371.  When  divided  into  reliefs,  employing  the  greater  force  in  the 
night  time,  on  the  principle  that  marauders  move  under  cover  of  the 
darkness,  tne  deduction  is  that  123  privates  were  patrolling  the  69 
square  miles  of  District  territory  during  the  daytime  and  246  oetween 
night  and  morning.

This  reduction  of  the  police  patrol  force  necessarily  imposes  on 
those  who  remain  more  incessant,  extended,  and  irksome  duties  than 
befall  the  policeman  in  the  average  city. 

First.  Because  they  do  not  patrol  a  municipality,  but  a  territory  of 
the  United  States  much  greater  in  extent  tnan  a  city.  Because  of 
the  extensive  area,  the  beats  are  excessivel}^  lar^e;  in  fact,  on  some 
during  the  day  hours  of  duty,  a  man's  entire  time  is  consumed  it 
making  a  single  round  of  inspection. 

Second.  The  social  combinations— white,  black,  good,  bad,  and 
indifferent — making  up  the  population  of  an  ordinary  beat,  in  a  man- 
ner disre^rd  the  hundreds  of  minor  regulations  and  keep  an  officer 
occupied  in  enforcing  them. 

The  acting  bicycle  sergeants  referred  to  are  detailed  to  supervise 
the  members  of  the  bicycle  squad,  to  observe  if  there  is  a  compli- 
ance with  the  rules.  Two  of  these  acting  sergeants  are  on  during  the 
day  and  two  at  night.  Some  months  ago  it  was  learned  that  a  num- 
ber of  the  bicycle  members  kept  some  of  the  foot  men  advised  of  the 
approach  of  the  foot  sergeants,  which  prompted  this  assignment  of 
bicycle  acting  sergeants. 

One  private  is  located  at  the  bathing  beach  to  care  for  the  District 
property  during  the  absence  of  the  watchman  and  to  render  any 
assistance  he  can  for  the  protection  of  life.  This  locality  should  be 
patrolled  by  a  Ufe  guard  during  the  bathing  season,  such  as  prevails 
at  all  well-regulated  coast  resorts,  who  could  act  as  watchman  by  relief 
after  night  and  through  the  winter  season.  The  responsibility  for  good 
conduct  at  the  beach,  for  having  life-saving  eqmpments  and  saving 
life,  it  is  respectfully  suggested,  should  belong  solely  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  beach  and  not  be  divided  with  the  police. 

Two  privates  in  citizen's  clothes  are  in  and  about  each  of  the  rail- 
road depots  day  and  night,  in  conformity  with  law  which  requires  that 
close  attention  shall  be  given  such  places  and  steamboat  wharves. 

The  detail  at  the  District  building  includes  1  man  during  business 
hours,  2  afterwards  until  midnight,  and  2  from  that  hour  until  8  o'clock 
a.  m.,  which  should  be  ample  force  to  guard  against  fire  or  theft 
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The  disbvirsmg  officer,  by  order  of  the  Commissioners,  has  for  guard 
duty  \vL  and  about  his  office  and  at  times  when  funds  are  transported, 
l&m  informed,  1  member  of  the  force,  which  is  in  accordance  with 
the  precautions  taken  at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

As  the  Yiorses  employed  in  the  patrol  and  van  service  have  reached 
a  considerable  number,  and  a  prompt  and  expeditious  service  making 
it  necessary  that  they  should  at  all  times  be  in  good  condition,  which 
can  only  \>e  secured  through  intelligent  care  as  to  feeding,  shoeing, 
and  proper  treatment  when  ill.  it  was  regarded  as  advisable  to  have  a 
member  of  the  force  who  is  thoroughly  trained  in  such  matters  give 
them  attention.     The  result  has  been  satisfactory  in  every  respect. 

At  the  White  House  grounds  an  exterior  watch  is  maintained. 
Telephonic  and  signal  facilities  are  provided  and  three  reliefs  cover 
established  posts.  These  members  of  the  force  are  immediately  directed 
and  supervised  by  a  sergeant,  and  the  value  of  this  auxiliary  has  been 
attested  in  many  ways. 

In  order  to  secure  the  details  concerning  assaults  and  other  crimes, 
where  a  subject  or  the  victim  may  be  treated  at  the  Emergency  Hos- 
pital, an  officer  is  on  duty  there  day  and  night,  working  under  the 
following  instructions: 

Privatee  detailed  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  will  report  at  that  institution  at  8 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  daily,  and  remain  on  duty  for  twelve  hours  each, 
except  that  the  privates  so  detailed  will  arrange  between  themselves,  with  the  per- 
miflBion  of  the  major  and  superintendent  or  captain  of  police,  so  that  one  of  them 
will  be  on  duty  at  the  hospital  at  all  times. 

Privates  so  detailed  will  occupy  such  office  and  use  such  facilities  as  the  hos{)ital 
authorities  have  provided — that  is,  telephone  for  prompt  transmittal  of  information, 
with  deskf  chair,  and  writing  materials. 

The  privates  so  detailed  will  keep  a  record  of  all  cases,  investigate  the  same 
thoroughly,  and  make  prompt  report  to  the  central  bureau  of  information  and 
detective  headquarters.  On  the  record  they  will  note  the  date,  time,  names,  and 
facts,  making  special  inquiry  iato  all  that  may  concern  the  interests  of  the  police, 
especially  where  there  is  oehef  of  foul  play,  unusual  accident,  etc. 

The  privates  so  detailed  will  be  respectful  at  all  times  and  be  prompt  in  reporting 
on  andToff  duty. 

All  property  and  money  of  injured  or  deceased  persons  coming  into  the  hands  of 
the  police  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  lieutenant  of  the  first  precmct  for  transmittal 
to  the  property  clerk,  as  required  by  law. 

Privates  so  detailed  are  enjoined  against  giving  out  facts  which  might  defeat  the 
mtda  of  justice,  and  they  are  to  avoia  discussions,  controversies,  or  anything  that 
does  not  pertain  strictly  to  their  line  of  police  work. 

Any  dereliction  on  the  part  of  the  privates  so  detailed  will  be  cause  for  removal. 

Early  every  morning  a  covered  conveyance,  known  as  the  "van," 
is  taken  to  the  several  station  houses  to  procure  and  transport  the 
prisoners  to  the  police  court  for  trial.  A  policeman  accompanies  the 
van  on  this  tour  to  guard  against  escapes  or  accidents. 

A  most  important  detail  is  that  to  the  duty  of  hack  inspector.  All 
special  complaints  concerning  violations  of  the  regulations  pertaining 
to  public  venicles — their  appearance,  conduct  of  drivers,  loss  of  prop- 
erty therein,  charges,  numbering,  and  countless  other  requirements — 
are  duties  which  belong  to  this  assignment.  A  report  made  by  him 
andprinted  elsewhere  will  be  found  of  interest. 

The  house  of  detention  is  an  institution  deserving  of  support  and 
encouragement  In  another  part  of  this  report  attention  is  given  to 
the  subject.  The  insufficient  allowance  for  its  maintenance  makes  it 
incumbent  on  the  head  of  the  department  to  detail  members  of  the 
force  for  guard  duty  there. 
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The  Humane  Society  has  its  several  agents  to  enforce  the  law  against 
cruelty  to  animals,  but  the  protection  of  children  from  brutal  treat- 
ment, immoral  environments,  and  the  like,  is  specially  looked  after  by 
a  member  of  the  police  force  detailed  for  that  work  alone.  The  good 
results  accomplished  through  his  efforts  are  set  forth  in  another  part 
of  this  report. 

Undivided  attention  is  given  the  pawnshops,  second-hand  stores,  and 

t'unk  dealers  by  another  detail.  Morning  reports  are  reauired  to  be 
landed  in  by  those  engaged  in  these  lines  of  business,  including  descrip- 
tions of  property  pawned  or  sold,  of  persons  disposing  of  the  same, 
and  other  data.  The  reports  of  losses,  by  theft  and  otherwise,  are 
closely  compared  therewith,  and  considerable  property  is  recovered  in 
this  manner.  Diligent  search  and  studv  are  often  required  in  identi- 
fying bicycles,  a  thief  not  infrequently  interchanging  the  parts  of 
several  wheels. 

The  assessor  of  the  District  of  Columbia  has  assigned  to  his  office 
two  members  of  the  force,  whom  he  utilizes  in  enforcing  the  special 
license  laws. 

One  of  the  improvements  of  recent  years  is  the  establishment  of  the 
local  identification  bureau,  wherein  are  collected  and  arranged,  accord- 
ing to  the  Bertillon  system  of  measurements  and  photographs,  the 
several  thousand  cards  of  the  local  department.  In  addition  to  these 
cards,  important  arrests  in  all  parts  of  the  country  are  noted  here  and 
information  concerning  them  collected.  This  bureau  is  in  charge  of  a 
member  of  the  force.  He  also  takes  Bertillon  measurements  of  crim- 
inals who  are  apprehended  in  this  jurisdiction. 

A  mounted  private  looks  after  the  National  Park,  by  direction  of 
the  Commissioners.  He  must  observe  that  good  order  is  preserved, 
prevent  depredations  of  all  kinds,  and  make  weekly  reports  of  all  mat- 
ters of  interest. 

Two  years  ago  the  National  Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  was 
moved  from  Chicago  to  the  District,  and  on  behalf  of  the  local  depart 
ment,  and  in  return  for  value  received  by  way  of  prompt  information, 
one  member  of  the  force  is  detailed  to  assist  m  keeping  up  the  crim- 
inal records,  which  are  constantly  coming  in  for  notation  and  preser- 
vation. 

The  harbor  boat  (for  it  is  not  the  property  of  the  police  depart- 
ment) is  manned  by  a  day  police  force.  Owing  to  the  limited  strength 
of  this  command,  and  the  frequent  demands  made  upon  it,  a  night 
crew  should  be  provided.  These  men  enforce  the  harbor  regulations, 
laws  against  gambling,  the  game  and  fish  laws,  recover  bodies,  prevent 
accident,  and  perform  a  commendable  work. 

Several  members  of  the  force  are  acting  as  clerks  at  headquarters, 
as  bookkeepers,  and  assisting  the  property  clerk  in  and  out  of  court. 
This  can  not  be  avoided,  because  an  adequate  office  force  has  never 
been  allowed. 

Some  years  ago  policy  shops  flourished  in  the  District,  and  it  was 
impossible  for  men  in  uniform  to  obtain  evidence  to  convict,  but 
since  a  member  of  the  force  in  plain  clothes  has  been  detailed  to  the 
work  exclusively  not  only  have  the  shops  been  eliminated  but  the 
runners  between  Virginia,  where  they  flourish,  and  this  side  of  the 
river  have,  after  many  hardbattles,  found  the  field  a  limited  one. 

At  the  instance  of  the  health  department  the  Commissioners 
ordered  the  assignment  of  a  uniformed  policeman  to  accompany  the 
poundmaster  on  his  rounds.     The  necessity  for  such  detail  is  obvious. 
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In  the  police  court  the  a88istant  district  attorney  has  a  member  of 
tiie  force  officiating  as  clerk;  the  prisoners  are  in  charge  of  another; 
the  records  of  arrests,  which  must  show  the  disposition  of  all  cases, 
are  cared  for  by  a  third;  ami  the  court  room,  lobby,  and  hallways  are 
supervised  by  a  fourth  man.  While  this  custom  prevails  in  some 
other  cities,  in  a  model  jurisdiction  the  tasks  should  be  performed  by 
clerks  and  bailiffs. 

The  photograph  gallery,  where  the  pictures  of  criminals  are  taken, 
and  where  instruments  are  had  for  reproducing  scenes  of  crime  and 
the  surroundings  for  use  before  the  coroner,  grand  juries,  and  courts, 
is  in  charge  of  a  regular  member  of  the  police  force,  who  has  had 
practical  experience  in  photography.  The  usefulness  of  this  assign- 
ment is  unquestioned. 

A  daily  bulletin  or  printed  sheet  is  issued  from  a  small  printing  press 
daily.  It  contains  descriptions  of  property  reported  lost  or  stolen,  peo- 
ple who  are  missing,  persons  who  are  wanted,  and  geneml  and  special 
orders.  The  old  method  of  reading  this  information  to  the  several 
commands,  they  in  turn  to  commit  it  to  memory  or  to  memoranda, 
was  found  to  be  faulty  and  could  not  be  depended  upon.  Now  each 
member  of  the  force  at  daily  roll  call  is  given  a  bulletin  which 
embraces  all  items  of  interest  coming  to  the  attention  of  the  depart- 
ment during  the  preceding  twenty-four  hours,  so  that  no  room  is  left 
for  inaccurate  information.  A  printer  from  the  force  is  constantly 
employed  in  arranging  this  important  feature. 

The  member  detailed  as  sanitary  officer  looks  after  the  insane.  He 
investigates  all  cases,  prepares  petitions  for  the  courts,  and  provides 
for  the  commitment  of  those  adjudged  demented.  An  inspection  of 
his  report  will  give  room  for  much  thought  and  study. 

The  public  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  tax  collector  are  guarded  while 
being  paid  in  and  while  en  route  to  deposit  at  the  United  States 
Treasury  by  a  private  of  the  force.     This  precaution  is  necessary. 

Worthouse  prisoners  are  watched  by  members  of  the  police  force. 
That  a  good,  taithful,  and  satisfactory  service  is  secured  there  is  no 
doubt,  but  guards  should  be  equipped  and  paid  by  the  workhouse 
authorities.  The  present  system  is  antiquated  and  not  in  keeping  with 
modem  methods  of  jail  and  workhouse  protection  of  prisoners.  Guards 
for  such  work  should  be  students  in  their  special  line  and  not  police- 
men who  may  be  called  upon  at  any  time  for  regular  police  service. 

Post  duty  men  are  those  who  are  assigned  to  the  performance  of  a 
service  identical  with  that  done  by  patrolmen,  except  that  it  is  limited. 
For  example,  at  the  village  of  Brookland  2  privates  perform  eight  hours' 
duty  each.  There  should  be  3,  in  order  to  cover  the  full  twentv-four 
hours  each  day.  This  situation  will  be  remedied  when  additional  force 
shall  have  been  provided.  The  same  condition  of  affairs  exists  with 
reference  to  Brightwood,  Bennings,  Deanewood,  Cleveland  Park,  and 
other  villages. 

The  ten  patrol  wagons  require  a  detail  of  20  men,  one  for  day  and 
one  for  night  work  with  each  wagon.  These  relieve  the  privates  on 
the  beats  of  prisoners,  convey  them  to  the  stations,  keep  the  record 
of  calls  through  the  signal  boxes  as  made  hourly  by  the  privates  on 
the  b^ats,  and  assist*  the  desk  sergeant  at  clerical  work. 

Returning  to  the  reduced  force  of  patrolmen,  it  may  not  be  inappro- 
priate to  mention  some  of  the  exacting  duties  expected  of  them.  They 
must  examine  and  thoroughly  inform  themselves  as  to  every  part  of 
their  beats;  to  the  extent  of  their  power  prevent  crime;  examine  all 
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doors  and  windows;  report  policy  dealers,  gamblers,  receivers  of  stolen 
property — or  report  their  susp^icions  that  tney  are  such;  daily  examine 
the  station-house  records;  familiarize  themselves  with  special  and  gen- 
eral orders:  give  close  attention  to  disorderly  houses  and  state  to  tneir 
superiors  tneir  observations;  inspect  hacks;  report  damaged  and  un- 
listed street  lamps;  make  note  of  and  report  insanitary  matters,  holes 
in  the  roadways  and  sidewalks,  and  damaged  trees;  deliver  personal- 
tax  notices;  inspect  building,  entertainment,  and  other  permits;  search 
the  assessor's  records  for  names  of  owners  of  property  where  the  regu- 
lations against  mud  and  snow  on  the  sidewalks  are  violated;  place  lamps 
to  give  warning  at  dangerous  places;  and  enforce  the  laws  and  the  hun- 
dreds of  regulations  respecting  chickens,  dogs,  ringing  of  bells,  sweep- 
ing of  rubbish,  use  of  water,  discharge  of  explosives,  locations  of 
signs,  obstructions,  excavations,  plumbing,  motor  vehicles,  street  cars, 
bicycles,  vehicles,  licenses,  parkings,  electric  lights,  use  of  oils,  con- 
struction of  buildings,  fences,  awnings,  and  various  other  matters. 
These,  with  the  regulating  of  carriages  at  receptions  and  theaters,  the 
care  of  children  about  the  schools,  and  apprehension  and  care  of  sev- 
eral hundred  insane  persons  annually,  occasion  much  and  at  times 
delicate  work. 

Members  of  the  force  are  required  to  abstain  from  smoking  while  in 
uniform,  from  the  use  of  intoxicants,  profane,  harsh,  and  disrespect- 
ful language,  to  be  neat  in  person,  not  to  maltreat  prisoners  or  others, 
to  secure  life  and  property,  prevent  and  detect  crime^  arrest  criminals, 
care  for  the  sick  ana  injured,  examine  pawnshops,  lunk,  and  second- 
hand stores,  and  perform  many  other  details  under  the  law. 

The  greatest  incentive  to  members  of  the  force  for  an  energetic, 
faithful  performance  of  duty  is  fair  treatment  coupled  with  fair  pay. 
The  legal  intelligence  necessary  for  judicious  action  at  all  times,  the 
ability  to  act  on  occasions  as  judge,  jury,  physician,  and  policeman 
demand  ability  above  the  average.  As  to  compensation,  it  should  be 
graded  from  $1,200  to  $900  a  year  for  the  private.  Two  years' 
satisfactory  service  should  be  followed  by  {promotion  in  pay  to  $1,080, 
and  five  years  to  $1,200  per  annum.  The  city  of  New  York  recognizes 
several  grades  of  advancement  for  the  privates  in  its  force.  Statis- 
tics go  to  show  that  after  ten  years'  police  service  the  robust  physi- 
cal specimen  at  time  of  appointment  begins  to  decline,  and  tlmt  the 
most  encouraging  agency  to  maintain  eflSciency  is  just  and  equita- 
ble reward  for  the  mbor  expended  and  exposure  endured.  Renewed 
activity  and  diligence  follow  substantial  appreciation  of  work  in  a 
police  department,  and  the  guardians  of  the  peace  at  the  seat  of  Gov- 
ernment should  be  so  maintained  and  equipped  and  be  of  such  num- 
bers as  to  serve  as  an  example  of  a  model  institution.  It  would  be 
economical  in  the  end  if  this  department  was  placed  on  a  firm  and 
perfect  footing  at  this  time.

By  law  approved  February  28,  1901,  a  captain  and  assistant  super- 
intendent was  provided.  That  officer  has  been  assigned  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  most  important  auxiliary  of  the  department — the  detective 
bureau — for  the  proper  and  successful  conduct  of  which  the  major  and 
superintendent  is  held  responsible  in  this  jurisdiction.  The  wisdom  of 
this  assignment  may  be  better  understood  when  it  is  known  that  the 
official  in  charge  thereof  is,  in  business  relationship  and  rank,  the 
closest  official  to  the  chief  of  the  f  orce^  and  upon  him  rests  the  responsi- 
bility of  caring  for  the  skilled  work  m  the  detection  of  crime  and  the 
apprehension  of  criminals.  Formerly  a  lieutenant  of  the  department 
was  detailed  to  the  assignment,  but  after  an  experience  of  thirty-five 
years  it  has  been  found  expedient  to  improve  this  system  so  as  to  meet 
modern  conditions.  A  closer  communion  and,  therefore,  procedure  on 
one  line  of  policy  is  now  effected.  The  captain  and  assistant  super- 
intendent possesses  that  authority  in  law  which  secures  for  him  the 
respect  of  the  men  immediately  m  command  and  the  whole  force  if 
necessary.  He  gives  the  secret  service  an  impetus  and  intelligent 
action  which  could  not  be  expected  of  an  officer  or  lower  rank,  wanting 
in  explicit  authority. 

In  the  absence  oi  the  major  and  superintendent,  through  leave  or 
sickness,  he  becomes  the  acting  head  of  the  department,  and  having 
been  promoted  from  the  ranks,  nis  experience  enables  him  to  properly 
direct  the  force  as  well  as  his  particular  branch  of  the  service. 

He  must  possess  exceptional  and  many  qualifications;  give  his  time 
night  and  day  to  the  work  in  hand;  be  a  student  of  crime  and  capable 
director  of  the  material  under  him;  possess  fi.mness  and  ready  capacity 
for  the  solution  of  delicate  problems;  be  honest,  respectful,  willing, 
kind,  and  strong;  be  able  to  read  human  nature  in  its  many  phases; 
have  an  acquaintance  with  the  laws  of  his  own  and  other  jurisdictions, 
a  full  knowledge  of  the  men  under  him,  and  so  assign  cases  committea 
to  his  charge  as  to  obtain  the  best  results,  besides  having  a  familiarity 
with  criminology  and  metric  system  of  measurements,  police  photog- 
raphy, and  meuiods  employed  elsewhere. 
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The  pay  of  this  official  is  $1,800  per  annum,  and  when  the  cost  of 

Uying  and  tlie  financial  demands  made  upon  him  are  taken  into  consid- 

enkUon,  his  salary  is  not  in  accord  with  that  paid  by  well-regulated 

h\ia\ness  firms  or  corporations.     In  submitting  these  estimates  I  have 

recomnxended  that  his  salary  be  made  at  least  $2,500  per  year.    The 

statesman,  the  diplomat,  the  rich  and  poor  must  at  times  confide  in 

this  official  while  seeking  assistance,  and  one  worthy  of  such  confidence 

li  surely  deserving  of  the  salary  suggested. 

The  pay  of  like  officer  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  who,  however,  does  not 
have  the  rank  and  duties  of  assistant  suj>erintendent,  is  fe^OOO;  in 
Chicago,  III.,  captains,  $2,250;  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  $2,000;  Detroit, 
Mich.,  $2,000;  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  $3,000. 

CHIEF  ALSO  PROPERTT  GLEBK. 

A  few  years  ago  it  became  necessary  to  create  the  office  of  chief 
clerk,  but  with  such  provision  no  distinct  appropriation  was  made,  so 
that  to-day  that  official  not  only  supervises  all  the  clerical  work  of  the 
department  but  must  also  receive  and  dispose  of  all  property  coming 
into  the  hands  of  the  police,  consisting  of  thousands  of  packages  of 
goods,  jewelry,  and  money  every  year,  at  the  salarj^  provided  for  the 
property  clerk.  As  chief  clerk  he  directs  the  keeping  of  the  records 
m  tne  several  precincts  and  at  headquarters,  equipments,  stationery, 
property  of  the  District,  supplies  of  all  kinds,  tne  auditing  of  vouch- 
ers, the  recording  of  complaints,  letters,  and  communications,  besides 
other  duties  which  reauire  an  experienced  and  diligent  official.  Not 
only  must  he  be  skillea  in  the  matters  to  which  I  have  referred,  but 
he  must  also  be  qualified  as  a  stenographer  and  typewriter,  and  his 
hours  of  duty  are  unlimited — not  barring  Sundays  and  holidays.  The 
increase  recommended  is  $500  per  annum. 

HEADQUARTERS  CLERKS. 

At  the  present  time  the  work  of  the  department  would  be  very 
much  embarrassed  for  the  want  of  another  stenographer  and  type- 
writer were  it  not  that  by  rendering  extraordinary  service  and  labor- 
ing after  hours  the  three  clerks  employed  as  such  are  able  to  keep  the 
work  in  line,  with  the  exception  of  the  delays  which  are  naturally 
incident  to  its  consunmiation  under  such  conditions.  One  of  these 
clerks  receives  $900  per  annum,  while  two  of  them  receive  $720  each. 
I  have  to  reconomend  that  these  employees  be  placed  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing and  be  allowed  compensation,  considering  the  many  duties  they 
have  to  perform,  more  in  keeping  with  those  paid  clerks  under  the 
General  Government  and  elsewhere.  They  have  no  regular  office 
hours,  but  frequently  must  be  kept  employed  much  longer  and  later 
than  an  ordinary  Government  clerk,  including  holidays.  It  is  but 
fair  that  these  clerks  should  receive  $1,000  per  annum  each. 

CAPTAINS. 

There  are  4  captains,  and  if  it  should  become  necessary  at  any  time 
to  call  out  the  entire  police  force  of  the  District,  each  of  them  would 
have  more  tlmn  150  privates  under  his  command,  which  would  appear 
reckless  and  inexpedient  to  anyone  familiar  with  organization,  as  such 
an  officer  should  not  be  expected  to  properly  control  and  direct  the 
movements  of  more  than  100  men.     The  captains  are  expected  to  be 
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on  duty  at  all  hours,  and  are  constantly  employed  in  attending  to  the 
many  demands  made  upon  them,  to  which  I  have  already  referred 
herein,  and  it  is  recommended  that  their  salary  be  increased  from 
$1,500  to  $1,800  per  annum  each. 

As  to  their  salaries,  I  have  but  to  refer  to  those  paid  in  some  other 
cities,  as  follows:  Chicago,  111.,  $2,250;  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  $2,400;  Min- 
neapolis, Minn.,  $1,200;  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  $2,400;  Detroit,  Mich., 
$1,500. 

LIEUTENANTS. 

The  District  of  Columbia  is  not  divided  into  police  districts  like 
other  police  jurisdictions,  but  into  precincts,  with  a  view  to  giving"  to 
the  persons  and  property  located  therein  proper  supervision.  The 
officers  in  charge  thereof  are  known  as  lieutenants,  and  are  supi>osed 
to  be  on  duty  at  all  times.     They  must  see  that  the  sergeants  and 

I)rivates  in  their  resjjective  commands  comply  with  the  various  regu- 
ations  as  set  forth  in  the  manual,  that  they  enforce  the  numerous 
Eolice  regulations  and  laws  pertaining  to  the  city  and  suburbs,  and  are 
eld  strictly  accountable  for  prompt  compliance  with  all  the  require- 
ments laid  down  for  their  government. 

Many  improvements  have  increased  the  demands  upon  the  police 
force  of  the  District,  such  as  to  necessitate  more  exacting  attention, 
longer  continuous  hours,  and  the  expenditure  of  greater  energy  than 
was  the  case  over  fifteen  years  ago,  when  their  pay  was  made  $1,320  a 
year.  Their  duties  correspond  to  those  of  the  captains  in  other  large 
cities,  and  their  pay  should  be  more  commensurate  with  the  duties 
enjoined  on  them. 

it  is  recommended  that  their  salary  be  increased  to  $1,500  per  annum 
each.  As  to  the  other  cities,  I  have  but  to  refer  to  Chicago,  111., 
$1,500;  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  $1,500;  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  $1,100  ^puJa- 
tion  only  202,000);  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  $1,680. 

ADDITIONAL  PRECINCT. 

With  the  beginning  of  another  year  it  is  proposed  to  organize  an 
additional  police  precinct,  to  embrace  that  large  territory  east  of  the 
Anacostia  Kiver,  which  comprises  Anacostia,  mllsdale.  Twining  City, 
Garfield,  and  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  Government  Iu>spital 
for  the  Insane,  and  as  additions  to  the  force  on  duty  in  that  section 
will  have  to  be  made,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  a  oommanding 
officer,  hence  this  recommendation. 

SERGEANTS. 

The  same  conditions  exist  with  reference  to  the  sergeants,  who  are 
now  receiving  $1,140  per  annum  each,  instead  of  $1,200,  which  I  have 
recommended.  They  have  direct  supervision  of  the  privates  while  on 
duty,  and  act  as  lieutenants  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  latter. 
They  are  required  not  only  to  perform  police  duty,  but  also  reserve 
dutv,  and  dispose  of  manj^  delicate  and  trying  questions  which,  owing 
to  the  social  conditions  existing  in  this  jurisdiction,  are  more  frequently 
encountered  here  than  elsewhere. 

As  to  the  pay  in  other  localities,  I  respectfully  be^  leave  to  call 
attention  to  the  pay  in  Chicago,  111.,  $1,200;  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  $1,150; 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  $1,880;  San  Fmneisco,  Cal.,  $1,500. 
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There  are  at  the  present  tune  6  acting  sergeants  on  foot.  By  this 
it  should  be  understood  that  6  privates  of  the  force  are  designated  by 
the  Commissioners  to  perform  the  work  of  the  sergeante  without 
extra  compensation.  This  condition  is  obligatory,  and  it  is  not  fair 
nor  proper  that  these  men  should  not  be  fully  and  equally  paid  for 
rendering  the  superior  work.  It  is  desirable  that  tney  should  be 
made  full  sergeants  and  paid  as  such. 

In  addition  to  these  6  sergeants,  it  has  been  found  advisable  to  exer- 
cise a  direct  supervision  over  the  60  privates  employed  on  bicycles, 
who,  owing  to  their  advantages  in  riding  a  bicycle,  could  not  receive 
direct  and  constant  attention  from  the  sergeants  on  foot.  Were  it 
otherwise  the  bicycle  service  would  be  less  satisfactory  and  would  not 
conform  to  the  requirements  and  expectations  of  the  aepartment. 

It  is  urffed  that  these  4  bicycle  acting  sergeants  should  receive  the 
pay  of  full  sergeants,  as  recommended  with  reference  to  the  acting 
sergeants  on  foot.  A  comparison  with  salaries  paid  in  other  cities  is 
favorable  to  this  argument. 

PRIVATES  OF  CLASS  1. 

The  number  of  resignations  from  class  1  during  the  year  in  a  meas- 
ure indicates  that  notwithstanding  a  sure  salary,  coupled  with  insur- 
ance in  the  shape  of  pension,  equal,  if  not  better,  remuneration  in  the 
private  pursuits  of  liie,  with  more  regular  hours  for  work,  with  nights, 
bundays,  and  holidays  "off,"  is  a  stronger  inducement  to  men  physi- 
cally and  mentally  qualified  than  that  offered  in  the  police  service. 
Some  years  ago.  for  a  period  after  the  two  classes  of  privates  had  been 
established,  witn  pay  fixed  at  $1,080  and  $900  per  annum,  the  employee 
of  the  latter  class,  by  reason  of  the  numerical  appointment  in  the  two 
classes,  was  assured  of  advancement  to  the  higner  grade  after  two 
years'  faithful  service  in  the  force.  To-day  it  matters  not  how  meri- 
torious may  be  the  work,  the  private  is  fortunate  if  he  be  promoted  at 
the  end  of  eight  or  nine  years.  In  the  meantime  he  oerf  orms  the  same 
duties  for  the  same  hours  and  does  like  *' reserve'^  as  his  brother  in 
the  upper  grade,  but  receives  $180  less  a  year  in  pay.  The  average 
policenoum,  as  stated,  begins  to  deteriorate  physically  after  ten  years 
of  exposure,  and  when  his  dream  of  second-grade  pay  is  not  realized 
disappointment  is  consequent  and  discouragement  to  some  extent  must 
naturally  follow.  With  house  rent  to  meet,  summer  and  winter  imi- 
forms  to  provide,  and  an  occasional  penalty  to  pay,  little  is  left  out  of 
$900  a  year  with  which  to  obtain  necessaries,  and  "laying  away  for 
a  rainy  day  "  is  out  of  the  question.  To  own  houses  and  nave  all  the 
comforts  of  such  is  not  withm  the  reach  of  the  District  policeman  who 
must  serve  for  the  lower  compensation,  and  what  must  be  the  situation 
and  prospects  for  the  members  of  the  lower  grade,  who  receive  but 
$720  per  annum? 

PRIVATES  OF  CLASS  1   AT  $720   PER  ANNUM. 

During  the  last  session  of  Congress,  without  recommendation  from 
this  department  and  not  in  accord  with  the  estimates  and  written  argu- 
ments made  at  the  time,  appropriation  was  had  for  40  privates  of 
class  1  at  $720  per  annum.  Tnis  was  not  in  line  of  economy  coupled 
with  good  service,  for  aside  from  the  fact  that  the  department  has  not 
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been  able  to  procure  suitable  material  to  complete  the  ranks  under 
this  allowance,  investigation  goes  to  prove  that  the  salary  is  inade- 
quate to  maintain  members  of  the  force  as  they  should  live,  and  is  not 
an  inducement  to  worthy  men  to  become  applicants,  especially  mechan- 
ics, railroad  men,  and  others  who  can  obtain  better  remuneration  from 
Srivate  employment,  when  the  cost  of  uniforms,  house  rent,  and 
eductions  for  pensions  are  taken  into  consideration.  It  must  also  be 
remembered  that  there  are  times  when  privates  must  wear  citizen's 
clothing,  and  after  meeting  these  demands  there  is  little  left  upon 
which  a  man  can  support  himself  and  family,  and  this  has  influenced 
many  eligible  applicants  to  decline  appointment  when  informed  that 
their  pay  would  be  but  $720  per  annum.  Therefore,  I  most  respectfully 
recommend  and  urge  that  these  40  privates  be  allowed  $900  per  annum, 
and  they  are  included  in  my  estimate  for  390  privates  of  class  1. 

PRIVATES   OF  CLASS  2. 

The  disproportion  between  the  number  of  privates  of  class  1  and 
class  2,  which  has  been  gradually  growing  for  the  past  twenty  j^ears, 
owing  to  the  indisposition  of  Congress  to  increase  the  number  of 
privates  of  class  2,  nas  had  a  tendency  to  discourage  those  of  class  1, 
who  should  receive  an  advancement  in  pay  after  several  years'  faithful 
service,  which  is  the  case  in  all  other  well-conducted  municipalities. 
There  should  be  some  substantial  inducement  held  out  to  the  members 
of  the  force  for  long  service  well  performed,  and  it  was  the  original 
intention  of  Congress  when  these  two  classes  were  created  thatadvunce- 
ment  should  be  so  graded. 

I  hope  that  the  ODmmissioners  will  appreciate  this  situation,  which 
experience  has  shown  to  be  discouraging,  and  recommend  to  Congress 
that  class  2  be  increased  in  number  from  245  to  265,  in  order  that  those 
in  class  1  may  feel  that  they  will  receive  a  slight  advance  in  salary  after 
a  few  years'  commendable  service.  Under  existing  circumstances  a 
private  of  class  1  must  wait  at  least  ten  jesLVs  before  he  can  secure 
promotion,  whereas  ten  years  ago  he  had  to  wait  but  six  years.  This 
IS  an  evidence  of  the  growing  disproportion  between  the  two  classes. 
In  many  other  cities  the  pay  is  scaled  from  $1,200  to  $900  per  annum, 
and  this  has  a  tendency  to  eiicourage  those  most  interested. 

DESK   SERGEANTS. 

The  next  item  of  increase  is  that  of  the  desk  sergeants,  who  are  now 
receiving  $840  per  annum.  The  increase  recommended  is  $300  per 
year  each.  These  employees  were  formerly  known  as  station  keepers, 
but  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  28,  1901,  made  them  de^^k 
sergeants,  in  order  to  have  some  one  in  authority  at  the  station  houses 
durmg  the  absence  of  the  lieutenant  or  sergeant,  and  that  an  oflicer 
empowered  to  accept  collateral  might  always  be  in  attendance.     They 

Serform  many  duties  of  a  police  and  clerical  character,  and  are  on 
uty  twelve  hours  each.  Tneir  responsibilities  have  been  increased 
since  they  were  made  members  of  the  force,  and  it  is  regarded  as 
right  and  proper  that  they  should  receive  this  recognition.  The 
increase  will  have  a  tendency  to  promote  the  efficiencv  of  this  branch 
of  the  service,  in  that  privates  of  the  force,  after  disability  shall  have

been  incurred,  may  be  transferred  to  those  positionn,  qualified  to  take 
up  the  duties  incident  to  the  same.  They  keep  the  records  of  the  sta- 
tion house,  care  for  prisoners,  and,  as  I  have  stated,  are  held  accounta- 
ble lor  cases  brought  to  their  attention  during  the  absence  of  the 

lieatenant. 

POLICE  AND  FIRE   SURGEONS. 

I  believe  it  just  that  the  4  surgeons  of  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments, who  examine  applicants  and  attend  the  sick  and  disabled  mem- 
bers of  both  forces,  should  receive  the  additional  compensation  of 
$180  each. 

TELEPHONE   OPERATORS. 

Two  years  ago,  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  demands  of  the  times,  and 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  gathering  of  information  and  concentrating 
it  for  the  department,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  establish  a  telephone 
bureau  at  headquarters,  with  three  operators,  performing  eight  hours' 
duty  each.  For  this  the  operators  were  granted  an  allowance  of  $600 
per  annum.  Their  operations  are  such  as  to  reouire  constant  and  unin 
terrupted  attention  to  the  telephones,  public  ana  police,  and  in  keepinj 
a  record  in  detail  of  all  that  transpires.  The  pay  for  these  men  shoul* 
be  $900  per  annum. 

Saving  of  time  in  the  police  business  very  often  results  in  the  sav- 
ing of  life  and  property,  and  it  is  important  that  the  service  should 
be  furnished  witn  everv  means  for  calling  assistance,  reporting  cases, 
fires,  and  accidents.  In  this  respect  the  demands  on  the  department 
have  increased  at  least  30  per  cent  within  the  last  five  years — so  much 
so,  in  fact,  as  to  cause  congestion  and  delays  at  times  in  the  telephone 
service,  which  may  any  day  work  disastrous  effect.  A  year  ago  I 
urged  the  overhauling  and  imprpving  of  this  service,  but  owing  to 
want  of  appropriation  it  has  not  been  done. 

The  various  lines  from  the  several  police  station  houses  should  be 
concentrated  upon  a  single  switch  leading  to  these  headquarters. 
Under  present  conditions  the  operators  at  fire-alarm  headquailers  not 
only  have  the  business  of  the  police,  but  that  of  the  schools  and  vari- 
ous District  institutions  to  handle  through  one  board. 

I  have  not  included  the  cost  of  such  a  change  in  these  estimates, 
feeling  that  the  proper  place  for  such  would  be  with  those  of  the 
electrical  department  of  the  District  government. 

I  trust  that  the  honorable  Commissioners  may  find  it  expedient  and 
reasonable  to  have  some  action  taken  looking  to  the  adoption  of  this 
suggestion. 

DRIVERS. 

In  order  that  a  night  wagon  service  mav  be  maintained  at  the  Ten- 
levtown  substation,  I  have  asked  for  an  additional  driver;  also  for  one 
who  may  be  used  as  an  '* extra"  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence  from 
other  cause. 

MATRONS. 

An  appropriation  has  been  recommended  for  two  matrons,  at  $600 
per  annum  each,  to  be  utilized  at  the  police  station  houses.  The 
matrons  now  employed  are  engaged  in  searching  and  caring  for  the 
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female  prisoners  at  the  house  of  detention,  and  I  have  made  an  esti- 
mate for  their  retention  in  that  capacity.  If  the  reconunendation  pre- 
vails, provision  should  be  made  for  two  additional  matrons  for  duty 
at  the  station  houses. 

MOUNTED  MEN. 

The  suburban  section  of  the  District  of  Columbia  has  become  more 
thickly  settled  and  its  highways  more  largely  patronized,  not  only  by 
our  own  citizens,  but  by  prominent  officials  and  others,  and  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  additional  pjolice  protection  should  be  afforded  in 
that  locality.     In  order  to  do  this  I  have  recommended  that  4  more 

Erivates  be  mounted,  at  an  expense  of  $240  a  year  each.    1  sincerely 
ope  that  the  recommendation  will  be  approved. 

PRIVATES  ON  BICYCLES. 

While  engaged  in  making  arrests  bicycle  officers  of  this  department 
have  suffered  Toss  through  their  bicycles  being  demolished,  and  as  the 
risk  is  constant  and  not  due  to  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  I  have  to  recom- 
mend that  the  allowance  to  bicycle  sergeants  and  privates  be  increased 
to  $50  per  year  each,  the  amount  paid  up  to  a  year  .ago,  when  it  was 
reduced  to  $40  per  annum. 

CONTINGENT  FUND. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  contingent  fund  of  the  department  should  be 
increased  from  $30,000  to  $36,000.  This  request  is  prompted  by  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  vehicles  used  as  patrol  wagons  are  old  and  worn 
so  much  that  they  are  beyond  repair,  unless  at  an  escpense  almost  equal 
to  the  cost  of  the  same  number  of  new  wagons.  Three  new  wagons 
should  be  built  as  soon  as  possible,  to  put  the  patrol  system  on  a 
modem  basis.  The  ordinary  demands  of  the  department  are  increas- 
ing, owing  to  the  augmented  force  and  advanced  prices  for  horses, 
forage,  equipments,  and  other  materials  of  an  incidental  character. 

STATION  HOUSE  IN  ANACOSTIA. 

For  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a  station  house  in 
Anacostia  X^have  included  an  estimate  of  $20,000,  which  will  provide 
a  lot  and  building  not  of  exajggerated  proportions,  but  complete  in  its 
details  and  appearance.  It  isproposed  to  establish  a  new  precinct  in 
this  section  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  will  require  an  increase 
of  force  and  modern  conveniences. 

Extensive  improvements  now  going  on  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
notably  those  or  the  railroads,  have  brought  into  this  section  a  large 
number  of  workmen;  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  has 
been  enlarged  and  is  more  exposed,  and  the  growth  of  the  locality 
has  been  rapid.  Altogether  the  conditions  are  ripe  for  the  establish- 
ment of  this  precinct  and  a  station  which  will  correspond  with  condi- 
tions generally.  The  estimate  for  the  building  is  oased  upon  data 
obtained  from  the  building  inspector  of  the  District  of  Columoia. 
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The  sum  of  $10,000  was  originally  appro{)riated  for  the  purchase 
of  a  lot  and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  station  in  Tenleytown.  Of  this 
amoont  about  $1,000  was  available  for  the  construction  of  the  building 
after  the  lot  had  been  acquired.  A  very  substantial  and  handsome 
station  was  built,  but  the  upper  story  needs  finishing  and  the  rear  of 
the  lot  should  be  extended,  in  order  that  the  stable  and  outhouse  will 
not  be  in  too  close  proximity  to  the  main  structure,  in  which  the  offices 
and  sleeping  rooms  of  the  membei*s  of  the  force  are  maintained.  The 
expenses  incident  to  putting  this  improvement  and  yard  in  proper  con- 
dition will  require  an  expenditure  of  about  $1,000. 

ESTIMATES  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  DETENTION. 

Under  an  act  approved  "To  enable  the  Conunissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  to  provide  transportation  and  a  suitable  place  for  the 
reception,  transportation,  and  detention  of  children  under  16  years  of 
age,  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioners,  of  girls  and  women 
over  16  years  of  f^,  arrested  hy  the  police  on  charge  of  offense 
against  anv  law  in  force  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  held  as  wit- 
nesses, or  held  pending  final  investigation  or  examination,  or  other- 
wise, $8,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary:  Provided^  That 
all  such  persons  held  or  detained  under  public  authority  prior  to  the 
adjudication  of  cases  in  which  they  may  be  involved  shall  be  held  at 
the  place  so  provided  "  this  institution  is  bein^  supported  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  to  tne  extent  that  it  is  pemussible  under  an  appro- 
priation of  $8,000. 

The  House  of  Detention,  as  the  law  making  provision  for  its  sup- 
port indicates,  is  not  a  station  house,  but  an  institution  best  adapted 
for  the  confinement  of  youthful  prisoners  coming  into  the  hands  or  the 

Elice  until  the  charges  against  tnem  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  courts, 
addition  to  holding  such  prisoners  for  trial,  the  judges  of  the  police 
court  and  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  in  the  absence  of  an  appro- 
priation, have  had  to  invoke  the  aid  of  tnis  department  to  the  extent 
of  caring  for  these  prisoners — that  is,  housing  and  feeding  them — 
after  the  courts  have  determined  charges  against  them,  until  such  time 
as  they  may  be  sent  to  a  proper  reformatory  or  assignment  may  be 
made  of  their  cases,  by  way  of  penalty  and  betterment.  This  has 
entailed  on  the  limited  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose  an  expense 
anlooked  for  at  the  time  of  the  inception  of  the  institution,  but  the 
department  has  been  enabled  to  do  this  without  great  discomfort  or 
entailing  deficiency.  The  lieutenants  of  the  several  precinct  station 
houses  have  been  greatly  relieved  during  the  past  year  and  a  lialf  by 
the  presence  of  this  place  of  confinement.  Many  of  the  young  have 
been  saved  the  humiliation,  if  not  the  permanent  aisgrace  and  abandon- 
ment, which  too  often  follow  incarceration  behind  the  bars,  and  weak 
and  unfortunate  females  and  children  have  had  kindly  care  during  the 
period  they  were  deprived  of  liberty. 

The  officers,  without  exception,  have  performed  their  duties  con- 
scientiously and  thoroughly.  There  have  been  no  escapes,  harshness, 
or  maltreatment  which  would  in  any  measure  destroy  tne  object  of 
the  work,  yet  at  the  same  time  those  who  have  been  sent  to  the 
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House  of  Detention  as  prisoners  have  fully  realized  that  the  toiuinu- 
nity  provides  for  the  restriction  of  liberty — the  liberty  of  those  who 
violate  the  laws.  Persons  arrested  by  the  police  have  been  promptly 
transported  to  these  quarters,  and  there  has  been  no  delay  in  answering 
the  summons  of  the  court  for  their  production. 

During  the  brief  period  of  incarceration,  females  under  the  super- 
vision of  matrons  and  boys  under  the  care  of  guards  have,  for  the  first 
time  in  some  instances,  been  taught  that  cleanliness  is  next  to  godli- 
ness, in  this,  that  they  were  required  to  bathe  and  attire  themselves 
in  clean  garments  for  the  night  and  preserve  good  order  while  so 
detained. 

The  vehicles  used  in  the  transportation  of  these  prisoners  are  devoid 
of  any  appearance  that  would  portend  to  the  prison  feature,  and  there 
are  no  signs  that  would  indicate  other  than  humane  treatment;  neither 
do  the  rules  of  the  institution  permit  otherwise  during  the  time  of 
imprisonment. 

The  superintendent  of  the  institution  is  a  sergeant  in  the  Metropol- 
itan police  department,  and  in  the  execution  of  nis  duties  must  possess 
those  qualities  necessary  to  carry  out  the  ideas  as  above  enumerated. 
His  pay  at  the  present  time  is  $1,080  per  year,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  it  be  increased  to  $1,200. 

Three  clerks  are  required  to  perform  duty,  eight  hours  each  daily, 
and  their  pay  at  this  time  is  $600  per  annum.  They  enter  all  name^ 
and  information  pertaining  to  those  who  may  be  sent  to  the  house  of 
detention  and  prepare  the  routine  reports  necessary  to  its  proper 
conduct. 

The  driver  of  the  van  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  driving  a  double 
team,  which  transpjorts  prisoners  to  the  court  and  from  that  place  to 
the  several  institutions  to  which  they  may  be  sentenced,  or  back  to  the 
house  of  detention,  where  they  may  be  assigned  to  temporary  keeping. 

Three  drivers,  at  $450  per  annum,  relieve  each  other  in  driving  the 
vehicle  which  responds  to  the  calls  from  the  several  precinct  station 
houses  when  arrests  are  made,  in  order  to  transport  prisoners  as  rapidly 
as  possible  to  the  place  of  detention. 

Three  hoi-ses  are  employed  to  perform  this  work,  and  they  are 
cared  for  by  the  hostler,  at  $480  per  annum. 

Three  male  guards  are  kept  on  duty,  alternating  eight  hours  each,  at 
$600  a  year.  These  officers  are  charged  with  supervising  male  pris- 
oners— enforcing  the  regulations  as  to  bathing,  putting  them  in  the 
sleeping  apartments,  and  securing  them  properly  at  the  time  they  are 
to  be  taken  to  court. 

In  addition  to  these,  three  police  officers  change  watch,  so  that  one 
may  accompany  all  prisoners  to  the  courts  or  other  places,  as  he  may 
be  directed. 

The  matrons,  performing  twelve  hours'  duty  each,  at  $600  a  year, 
have  charge  of  the  female  ward  and  attend  to  the  wants  of  those 
intrusted  to  their  charge,  and  in  addition  thereto  search  and  exercise 
proper  care  as  to  their  safety  and  security. 

Tnis  includes  the  salary  list  of  those  who  are  now  paid  per  diem 
out  of  the  lump  appropriation  of  $9,000  per  annum,  and  it  is  sug- 
gested that  the  same  may  be  made  permanent  places  at  the  salaries 
named  in  the  estimates. 

The  other  items  are  those  of  necessity — rent,  laundering,  horse- 
shoeing, meals  to  prisoners,  ice,  gas,  forage,  ana  fuel.     The  horses 
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WDap\oyed  bave  been  in  the  service  nearly  three  years,  and  the  time 
W  come  wben  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  with  others  those  which 
\jave  become  incapacitated. 

One  of  the  wagons  employed  is  new,  and  aside  from  repairs  will  be 
ol  \\tt\e  expense  to  the  department  unless  some  unforeseen  emergency 
arises.  The  second  one  employed  for  the  transportation  of  prisoners 
w&i  secondhand  when  it  was  purchased,  and  wiA  have  seen  its  days  of 
usefulness  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 

Therefore  it  is  reconmiended  that  the  appropriation  include  sufficient 
to  replace  this  vehicle  and  pay  for  sucn  repairs  on  both  as  may  be 
required. 

The  miscellaneous  expenses  include  furnishing  of  stationery^  repairs, 
and  other  items  incident  to  the  conduct  of  such  station,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated the  amount  needed  therefor  will  be  $500. 

The  expenses  from  this  place  have  heretofore  been  paid  from  a  lump 
sum  of  §8,000.  The  inaovisabilit^  of  such  a  course  is  well  known  to 
the  Commissioners  through  experience,  and  your  superintendent  feels 
justified  in  recommending  that  the  sum  may  l>e  as  he  nas  estimated.  It 
will  afford  much  satisfaction  to  those  employed,  enable  the  public  to 
clearly  judge  of  the  expenses  in  detail,  and  Congress  to  see  that  economy 
is  practiced  in  this  branch  of  the  service. 

The  matrons  at  the  house  of  detention  belong  to  the  Metropolitan 
police  department,  and  it  is  urged  that  their  services  be  transferred  to 
the  appropriation  for  the  house  of  detention,  as  enumerated  in  the 
estimates. 

If  the  maintenance  of  this  institution  is  supplemented  by  a  children's 
court,  where  they  may  be  free  from  anything  that  tends  to  degenerate, 
the  original  intention  of  saving  many  who  might  otherwise  go  astray 
early  in  life  will  have  been  accomplished,  and  the  parents  of  the  erring 
ones  may  be  protected  from  that  embarrassment  and  distraction  which 
attaches  to  lite  in  a  great  city. 

ESTIMATES    SUBBOTTED    FOR    THE     REORGANIZATION    OF    THE    HARBOR 

PATROL. 

Under  act  of  December  28,  1863  (Webbs  Digest,  p.  199),  authority 
is  found  for  the  appointment  of  a  harbor  master  for  the  port  of  Wash- 
ington, who  is  authorized  to  enforce  and  superintend  the  execution  of 
all  laws  in  the  District  of  Columbia  enacted  and  declared  for  the  clean- 
ing of  docks  and  wharves  in  the  port  of  Washington,  preventing 
nuisances,  etc. 

Section  895,  page  162,  of  the  Code  of  Laws  for  the  District  of 
Columbia,  approved  March  3,  1901,  contains  certain  harbor  regula- 
tions which  the  harbor  master  is  clmrged  with  enforcing,  and  in  case 
of  his  ateence  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  upon  mm  are  exer- 
cised bv  the  pilot  of  said  port. 

The  "harbor  master  has  at  his  disposal  a  boat  and  detail  of  members 
of  the  police  force,  who  are  chargea  with  the  enforcement  of  the  regu- 
lations referred  to;  also  the  various  laws  and  regulations  relating  to 
the  District  of  Columbia.  These  include  the  enforcement  of  laws 
against  illegal  fishing  and  hunting,  gambling,  disorders  and  inegu- 
larities  of  aU  kinds. 

The  police  assignment  is  at  the  present  time,  by  direction  of  the 
Commissioners,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  harbor  master.    The  law 
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gives  the  Commissioners  authority  to  detail  members  of  the  police 
force  to  such  place  as  thej^  may  determine;  but  the  law,  on  the  other 
hand,  provides  for  superior  officers  to  the  privates  of  police,  under 
whose  orders  they  shall  operate. 

The  boat  commanded  by  the  harbor  master  and  the  force  of  privates 
detailed  from  the  Metropolitan  police  department  have  rendered  most 
efficient  service,  yet  there  is  room  for  embarrassments  which  it  would 
be  well  to  provide  against.  A  case  might  arise  where  such  privates 
would  be  called  upon  to  perform  a  delicate  police  duty,  and  it  would 
be  necessary  for  them  to  receive  instructions  from  an  officer  not  a 
member  of  the  Metropolitan  police  force  with  rank,  but  who  has  only 
the  powers  of  an  ^'additional  policeman." 

In  order  to  secure  that  improved  service  which  is  particularly  nec- 
essary, it  is  recommended  tnat  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 1903,  be  permitted  to  carry  an  amendment  to  the 
effect  that  the  officer  who  is  now  designated  as  "harbor  master"  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  designated  as  ''captain,  also  harbor 
master,"  in  the  Metropolitan  police  force,  and  that  the  major  and 
superintendent  of  police  shall  be  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  all 
laws  and  regulations  relating  to  the  harbor  and  employ  such  captain 
in  the  execution  of  the  duties  appertaining  thereto. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  harbor  master  has  not  been  provided  with 
a  night  crew  for  the  conduct  of  the  patrol  boat,  but  has  been  enabled 
to  do  day  work  only. 

Very  often  he  is  called  upon  to  render  service  in  the  nighttime,  in 
the  recovery  of  bodies  or  m  the  saving  of  life  or  property,  ana  is 
unable  to  render  such  service  for  want  of  assistance. 

If  such  a  change  would  meet  the  approval  of  your  honorable  board, 
it  is  suggested  that  estimates  for  the  maintenance  of  the  police  patrol 
boat  be  included  in  those  of  the  Metropolitan  police  department,  and 
to  the  end  that  a  sufficient  force  may  be  provided  to  perfect  the  sys- 
tem, it  is  recommended,  in  addition  to  the  estimates  which  the  Com- 
missioners may  make  for  the  patrol  boat,  that  appropriation  be  pro- 
cured for — 

1  captain,  also  harbormaster $1,800 

2  sergeants,  who  shall  be  licensed  pilots  (1  for  day  and  1  for  night  work),  at 
$1,080  each  per  annum 2,160 

2  engineers,  at  $900  each  per  annum 1,800 

2  firemen,  at  $480  each  per  annum 960 

1  janitor 480 

1  desk  sergeant 1,080 

Fuel,  repairs,  and  incidentals 2,000 

This  arrangement,  with  a  sufficient  detail  of  privates,  would  provide 
a  day  and  night  crew  for  the  boat,  to  perform  twelve  hours'  service 
each. 

DISCIPI^INE. 

The  force  having  reached  some  proportions  as  a  body  of  men,  it 
would  be  unreasonable  not  to  expect  breaches  of  discipline.  Minor 
infractions  of  the  rules  of  the  manual  have  been  disposed  of  by  the 
Superintendent,  but  where  circumstances  were  such  as  to  warrant 
hearings  the  same  have  been  had  before  a  trial  board  composed  of 
superiors,  and  the  proceedings  forwarded  to  the  Commissioners  for 
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approval.  The  process  is  slow  and,  in  a  measure,  cuni])ersome  and 
does  not  obtain  in  other  departments.  Nowhere  is  the  accused  accorded 
the  recording  and  review  which  is  had  in  this  department.  Cases  are 
not  disposed  of  offhand  or  by  a  single  trial  officer,  insuring  fairness  to 
the  accused,  although  much  of  the  time  of  the  Superintendent  is  con- 
sumed in  reviewing  the  testimony.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  mem- 
bera  of  the  force  appjeared  before  this  tribunal  during  the  year,  charges 
not  being  sustained  in  28  cases,  caution  following  in  4,  and  reprimand 
in  1.  Penalties  ranging"  from  deprivation  of  annual  leave  to  removal 
were  imposed  in  86.  beven  members  were  removed  and  1  was  per- 
mitted to  resign  in  lieu  of  removal. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  were  fewer  cases  of  intoxi- 
cation and  removals,  although  tne  force  had  increased. 

As  a  whole,  the  discipline  of  the  force  was  excellent,  the  rules  and 
orders  of  the  department  being  generally  respected.  The  use  of  intoxi- 
cants was  involved  in  less  than  a  dozen  cases,  a  radical  improvement  in 
this  particular.  A  competent  inspector  need  but  look  over  the  faces 
of  these  men  in  battalion  formation  to  satisfy  himself  of  their  high 
standard  in  this  respect.  As  to  the  use  of  the  baton  and  revolver,  they 
have  exercised  unusual  forbearance  in  many  instances  where  their  lives 
were  imx)eriled,  and  accomplished  arrests  under  trying  circumstances. 

In  this  connection  it  might  not  be  out  of  place  to  call  attention  to 
the  baton  and  revolver  as  a  part  of  the  equipments.  Under  some  forms 
of  monarchial  government,  where  the  officer  is  law  unto  himself,  the 
same  are  not  used,  and  there  are  cities  in  this  country  where  the  prac- 
tice has  been  abandoned,  but  in  many  localities  in  this  District  it  is 
necessary  for  members  of  the  force  to  patrol  in  pairs,  or  two  together, 
as  a  matter  of  precaution  and  protection  to  themselves.  The  condi- 
tions are  such  as  not  to  warrant  the  laying  aside  of  this  means  of 
defense.

REVOLVER  PRACTICE. 

It  is  important  that  the  guardian  of  the  peace  should  be  familiar 
with  the  construction,  handling,  and  use  of  the  revolver  he  is  armed 
with  for  self-defense  or  other  emergencies.  Aside  from  the  carrjnng 
of  the  revolver  as  a  weapon  for  defense,  there  are  occasions  when  a 
mad  dog  or  an  injured  animal  of  some  kind  must  be  relieved  of  its  suf- 
fering, when  careless  handling  or  a  misdirected  shot  might  do  irrepar- 
able damage  to  life,  limb,  or  property.  To  better  insure  against 
accident  and  in  order  to  secure  a  proper  use  of  the  weapon  in  every 
way,  inspection,  instruction,  and  target  practice  were  had.  Excellent 
results  have  followed  and  the  force  can  count  among  its  numbers  many 
who  are  proficient  and  accurate  in  revolver  practice.  In  the  course  of 
the  year  all  the  members  of  the  force  indulged  in  this  exercise  when 
it  did  not  interfere  with  regular  police  duty.  The  period  was  short, 
members  being"  excused  from  further  practice  after  securing  a  score 
of  12  points.  It  aroused  a  spirit  of  rivalry,  and  the  Revolver  Asao- 
ciation  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  meritorious  organization,  which

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bas  prospered  under  the  able  command  of  Maj.  James  E.  Bell,  District 
o!  Columbia  National  Guard,  has  indulged  in  several  friendly,  yet 
spirited,  contests  with  members  of  the  police  force  over  the  revolves 
range,  whicli  have  tended  to  invoke  a  proper  appreciation  and  respect 
for  the  relationship  between  the  citizen  and  the  police  and  advancer 
the  knowledge  of  the  latter  on  the  subject  ''The  revolver  and  its  use." 

This  improvement  is  largely  due  to  the  courtesy  of  the  commanding 
general  oi  the  District  militia,  who  permits  the  use  of  the  inside  target 
range  in  the  armory  for  practice. 

Tne  initial  contest  took  place  December  8,  1902.  The  Harris  & 
Schaffer  Company,  the  well  known  jewelry  house,  gave  a  silver  loving 
cup  as  the  principal  trophy  to  be  shot  for  by  the  tc^ms.  The  distance 
was  15  yards;  the  revolver  association  had  an  advantage  through  the 
use  of  larger  bullets  and  large  barreled  firearm.  The  police  team  was 
defeated  by  a  score  of  459  a^inst  367,  out  of  a  possible  600  points, 
shooting  10  shots  each,  in  strings  of  5.  Individual  contests  were  won 
by  Lieut.  F.  H.  Holt,  of  the  association,  for  a  diamond  scarf  pin,  prize 
donated  by  the  Castelberg  Jewelry  Companj^;  Private  J.  W.  McCor- 
mack,  Metropolitan  police,  for  a  revolver  nrize  offered  by  M.  A.  Tap- 
pan  &  Co. ;  Mai.  G.  B.  Youne  and  Maj.  A.  oummers,  of  the  association, 
for  an  umbrella  presented  oy  Saks  &  Co.  and  a  pair  of  gentleman's 
shoes  presented  by  the  Family  Shoe  Store. 

To  more  properly  equalize  matters  subsequent  matches  between  the 
teams  were  fired  at  15  yards  distance  for  the  police  and  20  yards  for 
the  association,  and  there  was  a  series  of  events  for  a  l)eautiful  and 
expensive  trophy  donated  by  Capt.  John  Dovle  Carmody,  an  enter- 
prising citizen  and  member  of  the  District  Columbia  National  Guard.

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HORSES  AND  VEHICLES. 

There  were  36  horses  employed  in  the  police  wagon  and  ambulance 
service  during  the  year,  and  8  of  these  were  transferred  to-day  to  the 
board  of  charities,  together  with  the  ambulances.  The  animals  are 
ffenerally  in  good  conoition;  some  of  them,  however,  had  beep  worked 
in  the  fire  department  until  unfitted  for  the  extraordinary  speed  required 
of  them  there.  With  a  view  to  eflfecting  economy  where  possible,  this 
department  has  from  time  to  time  obtained  horses  from  the  fire  depart- 
ment, thus  avoiding  expenditures  from  the  contingent  fund.  It  is  nec- 
essary to  have  several  extra  horses  to  replace  sick  and  injured  animals 
temporarily.  Congress  provides  for  a  horse  and  vehicle  for  your 
superintendent,  but  with  a  limited  fund  for  general  expenses;  economy 
has  been  practiced  in  this  regard,  and  by  using  one  of  the  extra  horses 
and  a  second-rate  vehicle,  disbursement  for  the  same  has  been  avoided 
during  the  past  two  vears.

An  abstract  from  the  books  of  the  chief  clerk  shows  that  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  36  horses  belonged  to  this  depart- 
ment and  consumed  forage  which  cost  $9  for  each  horse  per  month. 
The  average  cost  for  shoeing  each  animal  per  month  during  the  same 
period  was  11.76.  The  average  cost  of  feeding  the  department  horses 
during  the  preceding  year  was  $9.08  each  a  month. 

WORK  OF  THE  BICYCLE   SQUAD. 

The  report  for  the  year  1902  contained  the  following  recommen- 
dation: 

In  Washington,  where  the  paved  thorotighfares  are  so  extensively  patronised  by 
pedestrians,  the  difficulties  attending  education  to  the  presence  of  motor  vehicles  are 
numerous.  It  has  always  been  contended  by  this  department  that  business  wagons 
and  fast-running  vehicles  should  each  be  specificallv  designated  for  readj  identifica- 
tion, and  that  members  of  the  police  bicycle  force  should  be  equipped  with  the  most 
recently  improved  tachometers. 

Through  the  earnest  and  intelligent  action  of  the  honorable  Commis- 
sioners, regulations  have  been  enacted  which  have  stood  the  legal  test 
in  the  coui-ts,  whereby  motor  vehicles  are  reauired  to  be  lighted  at 
night,  to  be  numbered  at  all  times,  and  to  be  locked  when  not  in  use. 
To  more  ellectually  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations,  as 
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well  as  those  relating  to  speed,  36  of  the  bicycle  privates  have  had 
speedometers  attached  to  their  wheels,  which  has  caused  general  com- 
{Hianee.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  city  section  of  the  District, 
where  the  improved  thoroughfares  are  so  inviting  for  speeding.  Prior 
to  the  adoption  of  the  regulations  pertaining  to  nuinbering.  and  for 
the  year  which  ended  June  30,  1903,  the  result  of  the  work  of  the 
bicycle  corps  was  as  follows:

ANNUAL    PARADE. 

The  annual  parade  of  the  police  department  took  place  on  the  lltfa 
day  of  November,  1902,  and  was  witnessed  by  the  honorable  the  Com- 
missioners and  their  invited  guests  from  a  stand  erected  for  the  pur- 
pose in  front  of  the  Executive  Mansion.  This  parade  followed  the 
annual  inspection  of  the  several  precinct  stations  and  equipments  and 
the  drill  by  the  respective  precinct  commands  in  competition  for  the 
flag  presented  by  ex-Commissioner  John  B.  Wight. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  good  results  have  followed  the  drilling 
of  members  of  the  force,  who  were  judged  by  Col.  Burton  R.  Ross, 
instructor  of  the  High  School  Cadets,  oy  permission  of  the  War 
Department,  without  compensation,  and  for  which  service  on  the  part 
of  Colonel  Ross  and  his  superiors,  this  department  acknowledges  its 
grateful  appreciation. 

The  trophy  was  awarded  to  the  second  precinct  men,  under  Lieut. 
Michael  Byrnes,  while  medals  for  proficiency  in  the  use  of  the  revolver 
were  awaraed  to  Sergt.  W  B.  Lyoa  and  Privates  J.  C.  Bunn  and  J.  T. 
Kennedy. 

PUBLIC  VEHICLES. 

The  officer  detailed  as  inspector  of  hacks  makes  a  detailed  report  of 
affairs  connected  with  his  work.  When  conditions  as  they  existed  five 
years  ago  are  recalled  a  change  is  apparent.  This  is  not  altogether 
due  to  the  action  of  the  authorities.  The  perfection  of  the  street  rail- 
way service  and  the  adoption  of  motor  vehicles  has  tended  to  improve 
the  character  of  one  and  two  horse  vehicles  for  hire.  Patrons  or  pub- 
lic conveyances  who  desire  to  expedite  travel  employ  the  fastest  means 
of  transit,  but  those  on  pleasure  bent  or  sight-seeing  usually  proceed 
leisurely  and  hire  the  hack  or  cab,  which  they  expect  to  be  safe  and 
clean.  ^  This  has  opei-uted  as  an  inducement  for  an  improved  class 
of  vehicles.     On  the  other  hand,  many  owners  of  vehicles,  especially 
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about  the  depots  and  ni^ht  stands,  hesitated  to  improve  their  accom- 
modations until  compelled  to  do  so  by  the  police  inspector.  The 
report  of  that  officer  shows  that  the  police  have  been  alive  to  this 
work,  many  vehicles  havinff  been  condenmed  and  replaced  or  under- 
gone repair.  The  District  nas  never  experienced  the  benefit  of  some 
of  the  good  laws  on  this  subject  which  prevail  elsewhere,  and  the  sea- 
son is  now  opportune  for  a  correction  of  the  evils  by  proper  legislation. 

For  many  years  the  hotel  proprietors  have  claimed  the  exclusive 
right  to  stand  livery  vehicles  in  front  of  their  respective  houses  to  meet 
the  hurried  demands  of  their  ^ests,  and  there  is  reason  in  the  claim, 
but  the  authority  of  the  District  to  allow  stands  for  such  purposes  is 
questioned  as  a  discrimination  a^gainst  the  owner  of  a  public  vehicle  for 
which  a  license  has  been  obtained,  and  who  contends  that  if  public 
space  is  set  aside  in  front  of  a  hotel  for  such  hacks  it  at  once  bm)me8 
a  stand  for  any  and  all  vehicles  to  the  number  provided  for,  and  that 
their  rights  are  identical  with  those  of  the  hotel  proprietors;  that  if  no 
stand  is  established,  but  hotel  vehicles  are  permitted  to  await  engage- 
ments, they  have  an  equal  right  to  such  privileges.  The  question  is 
now  before  the  courts,  and  if  the  contention  is  decided  in  favor  of  the 
public  vehicle  owners  it  will  devolve  upon  the  hotel  proprietors  to  own 
their  vehicles  or  secure  special  legislation,  the  holding  of  which  would 
be  doubtful. 

In  this  connection  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  is  invited  to 
the  character  of  some  of  the  drivers  of  public  vehicles.  They  have 
been  known  to  rob  and  abuse  patrons  under  circumstances  where  the 
fear  of  publicity  1ms  prevented  the  victim  from  prosecuting  the  driver, 
and  it  is  very  important  that  legislation  should  be  had  whereby  drivers 
as  well  as  owners  will  be  required  to  be  registered  and  licensed^  the 
approval  of  the  police  department  to  be  given  in  all  cases  before  issu- 
ance of  the  same,  and  the  license  being  subject  to  revocation  when  the 
conduct  of  the  owner  or  driver  is  of  the  kind  that  would  warrant 
action  to  that  end.  There  is  no  law  whereby  omnibuses  and  kindred 
vehicles  may  be  prevented  from  carrying  a  passenger  about  as  do 
hacks.  When  the  owners  of  omnibuses  designated  for  special  pur- 
poses employ  them  in  doing  general  hack  business  there  snould  oe  a 
separate  license  required.  This  would  be  just  to  the  patron  and  to  the 
trade  alike,  and  be  in  keeping  with  the  policy  for  proper  regulation 
of  carriages  in  the  city. 

POLICE  STATISTICS— JUVENILE   COURT— PROBATION  WORK. 

Perhaps  nowhere  in  the  country  is  there  a  municipality  with  as  many 
city  ordmances  as  prevail  in  this  District,  and  there  are  no  places  where 
they  are  more  strictly  enforced.  In  making  this  comparison  it  should 
not* be  forgotten  that  the  District  jurisdiction  corresponds  with  munic- 
ipal jurisoictions  elsewhere,  and  that  Districjb  regulations  would  be 
known  and  regarded  as  orainances  in  the  various  cities  of  the  land. 
The  maintenance  of  peace  and  order  and  the  systemizing  of  the  general 
conduct  of  affairs  at  the  seat  of  government  necessitates  the  enactment 
of  multitudinous  rules  of  action.  An  efficient  enforcement  of  these 
materially  increases  the  police  statistics,  and  if  a  knowledge  of  condi- 
tions in  this  respect  was  not  had  the  District  would  enjoy  that  distinc- 
tion which  woula  make  it  an  v  other  than  a  desirable  place  to  live.  On  the 
other  hand,  comparisons  snow  it  to  be  free  from  the  great  disorders, 
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cnmiim\  mysteries,  and  professional  disturbances  which  belong  to  mu- 
nicipfiiities  of  even  less  population.  Sentiment  and  numerous  le^l  acts 
to  restrain  have  continually  tended  to  improve  the  District  with  resi)ect 
to  the  noises  and  irreglarities  which  are  found  in  most  cities,  but  com- 
plaints to  the  police,  made  from  time  to  time,  would  indicate  that  a 
remedy  is  needed  which  will  secure  greater  freedom  from  them.  The 
unlimited  patronage  of  the  streets  and  public  resorts  at  night  b^ 
unprotected  and  mLs^ded  children  and  the  more  advanced  youth  is 
detrimental  to  the  public  welfare. 

The  absence  of  a  compulsory  education  law  which  may  be  practi- 
callv  enforced,  of  established  legal  hours  in  which  the  youn^  snail  be 
within  doors,  and  a  thorough  and  properly  equipped  probation  force 
with  police  powers  and  supervision  are  deficiencies  which  might  be 
provided  and  which  would  effect  cures  for  some  of  the  evils.  The 
result  must  be  foreseen  which  follows  hundreds  of  children  being 
deprived  or  withheld  from  school  to  run  at  large  day  and  nijght  with- 
out that  guidfmce  which  should  bring  them  up  to  be  good  citizens,  and 
to  maintain  that  those  who  are  released  from  the  juvenile  court  can  be 
properly  and  frequently  inspected  and  reported  upon  by  one  or  two 
probation  officers  is  an  error.  There  are  many  who  grow  up  under 
improper  influences  who  claim  that  they  must  contribute  to  the  sup- 
port of  dependent  ones  in  a  small  way,  who  also  recite  that  they  can 
not  attend  school  for  want  of  shoes  and  clothing,  and  owing  to  the 
distress  of  parents.  There  are  others  who  are  idle  and  indolent  who 
should  be  made  to  stud^,  or  work,  or  at  least  be  compelled  to  refrain 
from  running  at  large  m  companies  or  gangs.  A  law  I'equiring  them 
to  be  indoors  at  certein  hours  of  the  night — unless  accompanied  by 
parents  or  guardians,  or  possessing  proof  of  employment — would,  to 
some  extent,  remedy  the  situation.  There  should  be  an  established 
age  for  newsboys  and  an  authorized  certificate  of  calling  of  some  kind 
issued  to  them.  It  should  be  of  that  kind  which  would  establish  char- 
acter and  stimulate  them  in  their  work.  These  suggestions  are  made 
with  the  hope  that  legislation  may  be  had  looking  to  these  ends. 

In  this  connection  I  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  recommend  that 
the  age  limit  uiKier  the  act  creating  a  house  of  detention  and  that  for 
the  protection  of  children  be  made  15  years  rather  than  16  and  17, 


*  rom  a  police  standpoint,  the  present  probation  feature  in  the  Dis- 
trict relating  to  the  disposition  of  juvenile  cases  is  not  a  pronounced 
success.  There  is  no  question  about  the  value  of  the  system  so  far  as 
it  goes,  but  it  is  not  carried  far  enough  to  make  its  influence  effective. 
As  stated  heretofore,  the  age  limit  is  productive  of  deceitful  practices 
on  the  part  of  prisoners  and  parents,  they  procuring  house  of  deten- 
tion ana  juvenile  court  privileges  by  misrepresenting  the  ages  of  the 
defendants.  The  limit  snould  be  reduced,  as  has  alr^y  been  recom- 
mended. Boys  are  arrested  nearly  every  day  who  are  thoroughly 
vicious,  who  should  be  confined  in  a  school  for  correction  instead  of 
being  turned  back  into  the  streets  to  mingle  with  and  contaminate 
younger  boys.  It  is  known  to  all  the  memSsrs  of  the  police  force  of 
experience  fliat  there  are  niany  youths  in  the  District  under  17  years 
of  a^  who  posfiNess  the  criminal  skill  of  men,  who  live  worthless  lives, 
and  it  is  impossible,  under  the  present  limited  provisions  and  high  a^ 
limit,  to  maintain  a  successful  probation  supervision  over  them.    It  is

indeed  difficult  for  tlie  police  to  do  so.  The  release  of  more  than  half- 
grown  vicious  youths  having  past  offenses  on  record  with  an  admoni- 
tion not  to  repeat  a  violation  is  discouraging  to  the  police  officer,  and 
in  all  such  cases  release  should  only  be  granted  after  careful  and  close 
investigation  by  the  probation  officer  in  conjunction  with  the  com- 
manding officer  of  a  police  precinct. 

In  attempting  to  carry  into  effect  a  wise  probation  policy,  the 
responsibility  of  the  parent  should  be  taken  into  consideration,  as  he 
has  the  opportunity  to  exercise  the  correcting  influences  which  are 
looked  for  when  release  on  probation  is  secui'ed.  At  the  present  time 
many  boys  of  older  age  regard  themselves  as  immune  from  arrest  and 

{)unishment  through  defect  in  the  system.  The  juvenile  idea  is  not  a 
ailure,  but  there  should  be  ample  authority  to  compel  the  parent  or 
guardian  to  take  proper  interest  in  the  child.  If  that  can  be  done,  the 
present  pi'actice  of  warning,  detention,  and  trial  in  the  juvenile  court 
would  effect  better  results.  The  training  of  youth  so  as  to  attain  an 
improved  standard  must  be  had  at  home  or  in  an  institution.  The 
authority  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools  is  not  projjortionate  to  their 
responsibilities.  The  compulsory  attention  of  tne  indifferent  parent 
in  conjunction  with  the  teacher,  probation  officer,  or  policeman  w  ould 
tend  to  improve  things.  The  probation  officer  should  be  a  member  of 
the  police  force,  and  there  should  be  such  number  of  them  as  would 
meet  the  existing  conditions.  Their  supervision  over  the  misguided 
children  shorld  be  frequent,  but  if  punishment  is  warranted'for  a  first 
offense,  commitment  to  a  correction  farm  for  a  period  should  follow; 
upon  a  second  or  third  conviction,  the  Reform  School  should  have 
custody  of  the  prisoner  during  minority.  Any  loosening  of  the  privi- 
leges of  a  probation  law  which  tends  to  hamper  the  work  of  the  police 
in  apprehending  criminals  and  preventing  crime  should  be  vigorously 
opposed,  and  judges  should  be  careful  not  to  consider  themselves 
reformatory  agents  rather  than  impartial  courts  in  the  disposition  of 
such  cases. 

THE  DEPENDENT. 

While  every  community  includes  persons  suffering  from  various 
weaknesses,  there  are  some  whose  demonstrations  or  peculiarities  at 
times  demand  more  than  ordinary  treatment  and  who  become  less 
responsible  for  their  actions  from  day  to  day.  Sympathy  for  those 
witn  minds  impaired  and  love  for  those  who  have  incipient  disease, 
often  induce  relatives  or  friends  to  delay  radical  treatment  until 
homicidal  or  other  forms  of  mania  manifest  themselves.  How  much 
better  it  would  be  to  endeavor  to  correct  the  trouble  when  first  appar- 
ent, with  perhaps  the  advantage  of  youth,  than  to  wait  until  it  had 
fully  developed,  with  the  disadvantage  of  age.  There  is  naturally  an 
antipathy  and  horror  at  the  thought  of  placing  a  relative  or  friend  in 
an  insane  or  other  asylum  for  attention  and  detention,  but  such  senti- 
ment has  doubtless  cost  lives  which  could  have  been  saved  if  the 
patients  had  been  properly  looked  after  during  the  early  period  of 
their  impairment. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  rational  and  the  strong,  to  themselves,  the  com- 
munity in  which  they  live,  and  to  the  weak  and  incapable,  to  lend 
prompt  and  intelligent  aid  tor  the  relief  of  the  latter,  and  it  is  juet  as 
much  their  duty  to  see  to  it  that  they  are  kept  under  treatment  until 
discharged  as  cured.     While  a  grave  responsibility  rests  on  those 
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nearest  and  dearest  to  the  ones  thus  afSicted,  it  should  not  be  forgotten 
that  there  are  many  human  beitigs  likewise  distressed  who  have  neither 
relatives  nor  friends  to  extend  theip  assistance.  These  dependents, 
when  once  placed  in  institutions,  should  receive  the  most  generous 
attention  that  means,  patience,  and  skill  can  provide.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  circumstances  frequently  cause  the  officials  of  asylums 
or  sanitariums  to  permit  partially  cured  inmates  to  leave  the  same  on 
furlough  or  parole,  and  many  patients  from  asylmns  throughout  the 
country  are  at  laree  without  a  certificate  of  clearance  or  recovery. 
These  subjects  are  liable  to  develop  a  mania  at  any  time  and  anywhere 
at  the  cost  of  human  life.  Unless  pronounced  and  certified  as  cured, 
no  patient  should  be  permitted  to  leave  an  insane  asylum  except  under 
^ruard  and  protection  of  an  attendant. 

The  occasions  are  not  rare  when  the  police  are  called  upon  to 
apprehend  persons  who  have  been  extended  privileges  such  as  have 
been  mentioned,  and  instances  might  be  cited  in  which  the  securing  of 
such  persons  has  been  attended  by  much  anxiety,  labor,  and  risk.  It 
not  infrequently  happens  that  individuals  who  are  arrested  for  crime 
or  who  come  within  this  jurisdiction  and  show  signs  of  insanity  are 
found  upon  investigation  to  have  been  paroled  from  some  institution 
where  they  had  been  under  treatment  for  mental  disorders.  Expe- 
rience prompts  the  suggestion  that  those  who  are  charged  with  the 
care  of  the  insane  should  exercise  wise  judgment  and  be  thoroughly 
convinced  of  a  patient's  recovery  before  granting  either  f urlou^  or 
discharge. 

A  saa  commentary  is  revealed  in  the  report  of  the  sanitary  officer 
of  this  department.  When  one  realizes  the  number  of  commitments 
made  each  year  to  the  Government  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  through 
the  police  audiorities,  the  figures  are  alarming.  In  times  of  political 
or  other  general  excitement,  when  questions  of  widespread  interest  are 
published  to  the  world,  and  in  prosperous  periods,  when  persons 
mdulge  in  excesses,  many  poor  creatures  with  unbalanced  minds  come 
here  from  afar,  and  on  occasions  are  aided  on  their  journey,  while 
many  others  are  from  within  our  own  borders  and  the  contiguous 
stat^  of  Virginia  and  Maryland.  Some  of  them  are  violent,  others 
are  not.  It  is  difficult  to  determine,  however,  when  the  mildest  type 
may  become  the  other  extreme.  In  this  connection  it  would  be  proper 
to  renew  the  reconunendation  made  for  ^  reconstruction  of  the  cells 
and  cell  rooms  at  the  various  stations,  with  a  view  to  affording  not 
only  light  and  air  to  prisoners,  but  also  padded  cells  for  the  insane 
while  temporarily  detained  there. 

The  superintendent  is  approached  upon  this  subject  nearly  every  day 
for  advicCj  if  not  for  action,  and  .not  infrequently  by  demented  persons 
with  imaginary  grievances. 

POIJOE  MAGISTRATES. 

A  subject  heretofore  given  attention  by  this  department,  and  which 
materially  concerns  the  welfare  of  the  citizens,  is  that  of  police  court 
trials.  As  time  advances  and  conditions  change,  the  necessity  for 
improvement  in  the  system  is  more  apparent.  Tliosfe  interested  have 
only  to  investigate  for  themselves  to  know  the  awkwardness  which 
attends  Uie  situation  so  far  as  the  police  are  concerned.     Last  year 
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members  of  the  force  were  detained  at  the  police  court  awaiting  hear- 
ing of  cases  until  after  11  o'clock  a.  m.  in  1,716  instances.  Not  infre- 
quently is  there  an  arrest  made  during  the  after  hours  of  the  night, 
and  the  member  of  the  force  making  it  is  not  only  required  to  remain 
on  the  street  until  after  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  miish  his  tour,  of 
duty,  but  he  must  repair  to  the  police  court  without  rest,  perhaps 
without  breakfast,  and  there  remain  until  his  case  is  tried.  The  mer- 
chant or  professional  man  may  be  taken  from  his  business  as  a  wit- 
ness. A  prisoner  may  be  acquitted,  but  not  until  he  has  been  trans- 
Sorted  in  a  van  or  patrol  wagon  from  the  police  station  to  the  court, 
o  remedy  this  situation  it  is  proposed  that  magistrates  shall  deter- 
mine cases  at  the  several  station  houses  every  morning  and  evening. 

While  inviting  attention  to  this  subject  it  is  proper  to  refer  to  the 
embarrassment  which  very  often  follows  important  trials  at  the  police 
court  through  the  want  of  provision  for  taking  testimony  in  short- 
hand, and  it  is  urged  that  a  stenographer  be  provided  for  that  branch 
of  the  District  judiciary.  It  is  regarded  as  necessary  by  this  depart- 
ment, which  is  as  much  concerned  at  times  as  the  court  itself.  The 
want  is  fully  appreciated  by  the  police,  to  the  extent  at  least  as  war- 
rants reference  to  the  matter  in  this  report. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  were  16,792  cases  tried  in  the 
police  court  for  alleged  oflfenses  against  the  District  of  Columbia — in 
other  words,  slight  misdemeanors;  and  5,200  cases  where  it  was  charged 
that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  relating  to  the  District  of  Colunioia 
had  been  violated.  It  is  estimated  that  one-third  of  these  defendants 
asked  for  trial  by  jury.  This  being  a  privilege  that  can  not  be  denied 
them,  it  would  be  necessary  to  continue  provision  for  jury  trials. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  those  best  informed,  that  four  magistrates,  each 
of  them  being  assigned  two  or  more  precincts  daily,  could  dispose  of 
all  minor  cases,  or  such  as  would  probably  be  presented  to  them  for 
disposition.  When  jury  trials  are  demanded,  the  same  may  be  sent  to 
poUce  court,  which  should  be  retained  for  the  trial  of  this  class  of 
cases  only,  and  thus  avoid  the  delay  which  is  now  incident  to  the  sys- 
tem. In  addition  to  hearing  cases  magistrates  should  be  reauired  to 
keep  a  docket  and  swear  all  members  of  the  police  force  to  tne  infor- 
mations made  out  by  them.  Subpoenas  for  witnesses  could  be  issued 
and  served  by  the  police  department  as  at  present. 

The  salary  of  these  oflBicials  should  not  be  less  than  $3,000  each  per 
annum,  in  order  that  persons  of  undoubted  legpal  ability  and  standing 
might  be  induced  to  accept  the  positions.  Bsides  the  salaries,  which 
would  aggregate  $12,000  per  annum,  the  only  expense  would  be  for 
stationery  and  dockets,  which  should  not  cost  more  than  $500  per 
annum  for  each  magistrate,  making  the  entire  expense  about  $14,000 
per  annum. 

This  system  has  proved  successful  wherever  inaugurated  when  the 
magistrates  serving  were  men  of  unquestioned  ability  and  repute. 
The  disagreeable  condition  of  the  police  court  is  frequently  the  cause 
of  responsible  persons  refusing  to  attend  to  prosecute  offenders,  while 
so  many  members  of  the  police  force  are  detained,  as  I  have  stated, 
awaiting  disposition  of  cases,  that  on  some  days  the  residents  of  a 
whole  m*ecinct  will  have  the  protection  of  only  three  or  four  pjolice- 
men.  The  loss  of  time  by  policemen  and  others,  the  prolonged  incar- 
ceration of  persons  who  may  afterwards  establish  their  innooence, 
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and  the  gatheiing  up  and  crowding  together  of  men  and  women  pris- 
oners every  day  for  transportation  to  court  is  at  once  demoralizing 
and,  in  a  measui'e,  inhuman.  The  situation  is  such  as  to  call  for 
earnest  consideration.  The  expense  of  meals  for  these  prisoners  is 
defrayed  from  the  appropriation  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  police 
department,  and  it  has  steadily  grown  from  year  to  year  until  it  has 
reached  serious  proportions. 

An  additional  argument  in  favor  of  the  magistrate  sj^stem  is  that 
the  women  and  children  held  at  the  House  of  Detention  would  be 
riven  speedy  trials  at  that  institution,  and  they  would  be  kept  free 
from  demoralizing  influences  which  naturally  follow  their  transporta- 
tion to  the  police  court  and  temporary  detention  there. 

UNIFORMS. 

During  the  past  several  years  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
pattern  and  trimmings  of  the  police  uniform,  with  a  view  to  making 
the  members  of  the  District  force  models  in  tnis  respect.  An  inspec- 
tion of  the  police  attire  in  other  cities  confirms  the  opinion  that  those  of 
this  jurisdiction  make  the  most  creditable  showing,  excepting  perhaps 
those  of  New  York  in  some  particulars.  There  the  police  are  paid 
higher  salaries  and  the  clothing  is  made  to  order  after  the  cloth  has 
been  issued,  at  much  higher  cost  to  the  individual.  In  Philadelphia 
the  police  are  allowed  an  annual  sum  for  uniforms.  The  furnishing  of 
uniforms  is  a  question  which  is  determined  by  the  superior  officers  of 
the  force,  acting  as  a  board,  who  endeavor  to  secure  the  best  material 
and  workmanship  at  the  smallest  expense.  In  the  summer  this  locality 
experiences  the  extreme  heat  inciaent  to  a  southern  climate,  and  in 
order  to  maintain  the  highest  mental  and  physical  ability  at  that  time 
members  of  the  force  are  permitted  to  have  their  blouses  open  on  days 
when  the  heat  is  excessive,  white  shirts  and  dark  ties  being  worn. 
While  this  in  a  measure  detracts  from  the  military  appearance  of  the 
men,  it  adds  materially  to  their  comfort  and  p>owers  of  endurance. 
The  flannel  blouse  has  been  found  best  adapted  for  summer  use.  It  is 
made  unlined,  and  in  chilly  nights,  after  heated  days,  so  absorbs 
moisture  as  to  act  as  a  health  protection.  A  lighter  and  cheaper 
material  would  not  do  so,  and  would  wrinkle  and  shrink  after  exposure 
to  wind  and  weather. 

PUBLIC  PLAYGROtJNI>S. 

The  advocacy  of  public  playgrounds  for  children  was  first  taken  up 
and  advocated  bv  the  superintendent  of  police  in  the  year  1898,  and 
since  that  time  the  needs  of  the  community  in  this  regard  have  been 
included  in  the  annual  recommendations.  Attention  was  then  given 
the  subject,  as  follows: 

The  small  boy  in  all  laiige  dtiee  has  long  since  become  not  only  a  subject  of  much 
complaint,  but  he  has  frequently  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  police  to  his  own  dis- 
f^ust  and  to  the  annoyance  and  embarrassment  of  anxious  parents.  The  continued 
encroachment  ux>on  tne  privileges  foimerly  enjoyed  by  him  has  had  much  to  do  with 
his  early  downfall.  Driven  from  pillar  to  post,  defeated  in  his  attempts  to  play  ball 
on  vacant  lots  or  in  the  streets,  to  swim  in  the  river  along  the  citv  front,  or  to  par- 
ticipate in  any  amusement  which  occasions  exuberation,  described  in  complaints  as 
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''cmusual  noise/'  compels  him  to  seek  seclusion,  where  he  finds  more  dangerous 
sport  to  occupy  his  leisure  time.- 

This  condition  of  affairs  is  a  forcible  argument  for  a  playground  where  he  may 
enjoy  freedom  and  open  air.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  it  is  necessary  to  arrest, 
npon  these  minor  charges,  the  urchin  who  patronizes  the  street  and  vacant  lot,  such 
arrangements  may  be  provided  at  the  several  station  houses  that  his  incarceration  in 
a  cell  can  be  avoided  and  yet  his  detention  secured  until  the  penalty  of  the  law  is 
enforced.  The  confining  of  a  small  boy  in  a  cell  for  a  first  offense  leaves  a  lasting 
impression  on  his  mind,  which  may  eventually  lead  to  an  unfortunate  career.  If 
the  amount  estimated  for  repairs  to  stations  be  appropriated,  rooms  of  detention 
may  be  provided;  and  this  presentation  is  submitted  as  a  further  argument  in  sup- 
port of  request  for  an  increased  appropriation  for  such  purposes. 

The  importance  of  such  establishments,  through  appropriate  legis- 
lation by  Congress,  can  not  be  overestimated.  The  limited  gromids 
which  are  att£u;hed  to  most  of  the  public  schools  make  it  necessary  for 
boys  and  girls  to  patronize  the  streets  during  schools  day^s,  and  the 
want  of  authorized  grounds  for  recreation  purposes  at  all  times,  espe- 
cially during  the  heated  term,  when  hot  pavements  add  to  the  lists  of 
fatalities  and  sickness.  Aside  from  this,  the  reasons  first  enumerated 
should  prompt  favorable  consideration  of  this  important  matter.  The 
summer  just  closed  witnessed  the  partial  arrangement,  through  private 
subscriptions,  of  several  grounds  which  were  generally  unshaded  and 
illy  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  used.  This  was  a  step 
toward  relieving  conditions,  however,  as  was  evidenced  by  the  patron- 
age. Unlimited  territory,  amply  shaded,  properly  improved,  with 
regulations  for  the  good  conduct  of  patrons  ana  provision  for  careful 
enforcement  should  be  provided.  Such  would  prove  advantageous 
from  a  health  and  moral,  as  well  as  a  peace  and  order,  standpoint. 

THE   DRUG  HABIT. 

There  is  no  law  in  the  District  of  CJolumbia  which  forbids  the  pur- 
chase and  use  of  opium  and  other  drugs  calculated  to  do  great  harm, 
although  the  department  has  heretofore  recommended  such  legislation 
as  might  control  the  dispensing  of  the  same.  It  is  well  known  that 
the  Chinese  are  addicted  to  the  smoking  of  opium,  as  are  man  v  of  our 
own  citizens,  but  the  police  have  been  powerless  to  raid  such  places 
under  any  other  charge  than  that  of  disoraerly  house,  which  has  usually 
been  maintained  in  court. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  those  who  use  opiimi  and  kindred  drugs 
resort  to  deceptive  measures  in  its  procurement,  and  the  evil  is  not 
confined  to  the  use  of  opium  alone. 

While  there  has  been  no  general  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
opium  noted  in  this  jurisdiction,  within  the  past  two  years  the  cocaine 
habit  has  taken  a  firm  hold  among  the  lower  classes,  and  it  is  bound 
to  become  a  destructive  agency  if  something  is  not  done  to  prevent  its 
sale  by  druggists  and  others  and  its  use  except  under  certain  restric- 
tions. Two  years  ago  the  general  use  of  cocaine  was  hardly  known 
here,  but  the  habit  has  rapidly  grown,  and  in  view  of  the  many  lives 
which  are  perhaps  being  wrecks  by  tne  excessive  use  of  these  drugs, 
the  necessity  for  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  cocaine,  morphine,  chloral, 
and  other  pharmaceutical  preparations,  including  patented  and  regis- 
tered combinations  contaimng  properties  of  the  same  kind,  except  on 
a  prescription  given  by  a  licensed  physician,  is  quite  apparent. 
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It  miffht  be  well  in  this  connection,  if  action  looking  to  this  end  is 
taken,  that  those  who  prescribe  the  use  of  these  drugs  be  in  some 
Dianner  restrained  from  doing  so  for  habitual  use. 

Another  requirement  should  be  that  the  druggists  filling  such  pre- 
scriptions should  not  be  allowed  to  do  so  unless  the  holder  of  the  same 
surrender  them  to  the  dealers,  who  should  not  be  peimitted  to  fill  them 
a  second  time. 

STREET  BAILWAY  POLICEMEN. 

The  special  policemen  who  are  employed  at  street  railway  crossings 
are  instructed  to  see  that  the  police  regulations  are  enforced  respect- 
ing the  movements  of  cars,  to  reduce  the  speed  of  vehicles  and  bicy- 
cles, to  assist  the  old  and  young  in  transferring  from  one  car  to 
another,  and  to  generally  assert  their  authority  as  policemen  when 
warranted  in  doing  so.  These  employees  are  subject  to  the  rules  gov- 
erning the  Metropolitan  police  force,  but  have  shorter  hours  and 
receive  the  same  pay  as  members  of  class  1  in  the  regular  force.  They 
accomplish  a  great  deal  of  good  in  preventing  accidents  and  make  a 
favorable  impression.  Your  superintendent  is  of  the  opinion  that  they 
should  be  allowed  a  leave  of  absence  annually,  and  that  some  provision 
should  be  made  for  their  relief  in  case  of  injury  in  line  of  duty,  but 
being  paid  by  the  railway  companies  it  is  beyond  his  control. 

STREET  VENDEBS. 

The  regulating  of  fruit  venders  has  given  the  department  no  little 
annoyance^  as  thej  persistently  violate  the  regulations  for  their  con- 
duct, despite  the  imposition  of  penalties  by  the  p>olice  court.  This 
class  is  largely  composed  of  unnaturalized  citizens,  many  of  whom 
are  unfammar  with  our  language.  The  sale  of  fruits  and  wares  is 
uppermost  in  their  minds,  without  regard  to  the  laws  which  regulate 
the  manner  in  which  the  traffic  must  be  conducted.  It  is  natural 
that  sympathy  should  go  out  to  those  who  are  desirous  of  making 
a  living  by  earnest  endeavor,  but  there  are  features  connected  with 
this  work  which  make  it  necessary,  in  justice  to  our  tradesmen,  that  it 
may  be  done  in  accordance  with  law.  Merchants  who  pay  taxes,  licenses, 
and  high  rentals  in  the  market  places  are  entitled  to  consideration  as 
against  the  man  who  moves  from  place  to  place,  pushing  a  cartload  of 
merchandise,  and  insisting  on  taking  permanent  places  during  market 
hours  so  as  to  come  in  competition  with  the  merchants,  notwithstand- 
ing regulations  against  it.  They  also  become  obstructions  when  they 
congregate  at  congested  points  along  the  main  business  thorough- 
fares. These  dealers  were  called  before  the  honorable  Commissioners 
some  time  ago,  and  those  who  could  not  understand  the  English  lan- 
guage were  made  to  understand,  through  interpreters,  the  require- 
ments of  the  Government  and  made  promises  to  comply.  Although 
accorded  this  just  treatment,  many  of  them  are  insolent,  domineering, 
and  indifferent  to  the  measures  made  for  their  proper  disposition. 
Some  of  them  override  their  own  countrymen  and  engage  in  disorder 
in  an  attempt  to  secure  and  enjoy  advantageous  locations. 
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With  regulations  for  enforcement  an  imposition  of  the  maximum 
penalties  might  bring  about  a  compliance  with  them  and  avoid  a  con- 
stant irritation  through  uninterrupted  action  on  the  part  of  the  police. 
There  is  no  objection  to  them  moving  from  place  to  place  while  selling 
their  goods,  but  the  complaints  of  the  storekeepers  and  merchants  in  the 
vicinity  where  they  take  up  stands  contrary  to  law  demand  action 
which  at  times  appears  harsh.  Where  they  stand  the  locality  is  made 
the  dumping  ground  for  banana  peels  and  other  rubbish,  which  is  at 
once  dangerous,  unsightly,  and  unsanitary. 

STREET  PIANO  PLAYING. 

The  number  of  permits  issued  to  street  piano  players  is  limited  to 
45,  and  these  grinders  of  not  always  unalloyed  harmony  are  restricted 
by  the  permits  as  to  hours  and  localities,  fee  this  as  it  may,  there  are 
many  citizens  who  object  to  the  music,  while  children  in  particular 
and  others  raise  no  objections.  With  regard  to  this  question  your 
superintendent  is  of  the  opinion,  heretofore  advanced  in  reports,  that 
these  wandering  musicians  should  be  required  to  pay  an  annual  license 
of  at  least  $25,  and  that  each  license  should  bear  toe  photograph  of  the 
party  to  whom  issued,  as  a  means  of  identification  and  to  prevent  trans- 
ler  of  the  authority,  maybe  for  compensation. 

SKATmO  REGULATIONS. 

In  the  winter  the  water  of  the  Potomac  River  freezes  in  one  or 
two  inland  basins  and  they  are  patronized  for  skating  purposes  by 
persons  young  and  old  who  enjoy  this  character  of  exercise.  There 
IS  no  law  whereby  the  occupancy  of  these  frozen  basins  for  such  pur- 
poses can  be  prevented,  but  arrangements  should  be  made  for  warnings 
to  be  displayed  when  the  ice  which  forms  there  is  unsafe.  It  occurs 
to  this  department  that  the  regulating  of  the  same  might  be  placed 
imder  the  authority  which  has  charge  of  the  bathing  beach  in  summer, 
after  legal  enactment  has  been  secured  for  the  enforcement  of  rules 
thereat.  As  the  surrounding  property  is  under  the  immediate  control 
of  the  War  Department,  there  must  be  lawful  authority  for  orders 
which  may  be  issued.  In  this  connection  it  is  suggested  that  the 
bathing  beach  management  be  equipped  with  boats,  hooks,  ropes, 
ladders,  life  preservers,  axes,  picks,  shovels,  and  other  paraphernalia 
to  be  used  as  life-saving  appliances  in  both  summer  and  winter,  and 
that  appropriations  be  made  for  guards. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Fish 
and  Fisheries  the  ponds  near  the  Monument  groimds  will  hereafter  be 
flooded  and  allowed  to  freeze  for  skating  purposes,  which  can  be  had 
with  perfect  security  against  accident  through  breaking  of  the  ice. 

PATROL  BOAT. 

Aside  from  the  argument  advanced  for  placing  the  harbor  boat 
under  the  legal  supervision  of  the  police  department,  it  is  well  known 
that  the  vessel  is  not  of  that  character  which  would  make  it  service- 
able as  a  fire  boat.  It  has  been  demonstrated  on  several  occasions  that 
such  an  equipment  is  necessary,  and  this  might  readily  be  secured, 
under  conditions  existing  in  the  District  harbor,  by  placing  pumps  on 
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the  sereral  tugs  which  cruise  the  local  waters,  at  an  annual  compensa- 
tion, with  a  further  allowance  of  $10  |)er  hour  when  actually  engaged 
infighting  fire.  An  appropriation  less  than  would  be  required  to 
operate  and  maintain  a  fire  boat  would  accomplish  this  end,  and,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  tugs  are  quartered  or  located  at  diflFerent  points, 
would  insure  an  udlimited  fire  patrol  and  insure,  if  not  reduce,  the 
insurance  rates  along  the  water-iront. 

WEEDS. 

The  sui)erintendent  of  the  department  has  frequently  taken  occasion 
to  invite  the  attention  of  the  honorable  Commissioners  to  the  unsightly 
and  unsanitary  growth  of  weeds  in  various  localities  throughout  the 
improved   sections  of  the  District.     The  conditions  at  times  have 

Erompted  propjerty  holders  and  others  to  make  remonstrances,  but  it 
as  not  been  within  the  power  of  this  department  to  lend  assistance  in 
the  premises.  Such  places  not  only  become  convenient  depositories 
for  all  kinds  of  vegetaole  matter  and  debris,  but  furnish  hidmg  places 
for  characters  of  evil  repute,  and  therefore  require  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  police  which  could  be  avoided  by  the  enactment  of  a  law 
compelling  property  holders  to  have  such  growths  removed  or  by 
securing  an  apprnpnation  for  their  removal  by  the  District  authorities. 

THE  EXCISE  LAWS. 

Those  engi^ed  in  the  sale  of  liquor  in  the  District  of  Columbia  under 
wholesale  andretail  licenses  have  generally  observed  the  excise  law. 
The  police  have  encountered  some  difficulty  with  traveling  barrooms, 
or  '^speak  easies,"  which  means  that  persons  will  purchase  a  supply  of 
liquor  for  Sunday  use  and  dispose  of  it  from  a  valise  or  in  private 
quarters  on  that  dav,  but  the  statistics  show  that  a  determined  war- 
rare  has  been  waged  against  such  violations  and  that  the  business  is 
not  a  growing  one. 

It  is  unfortunate,  however,  that  several  institutions,  incorporated  as 
clubs,  permit  the  enrollment  of  persons  in  their  membersnip  on  the 
payment  of  a  nominal  fee,  which  extends  to  them  the  privilege  of  pro- 
curing such  drinks  as  they  may  desire  on  Sundays  and  "after  hours." 
The  (fepartment  ventures  the  opinion  that  this  is  not  in  line  with  good 
conduct,  and  that  it  does  not  subserve  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
munity. When  a  person  can  secure  intoxicants  after  hours  and  on 
Sundays  by  the  payment  of  a  small  fee  for  the  privilege,  the  practice 
partakes  of  an  evasion  of  the  law. 

LEAVES  IN  THE   STREETS. 

When  the  trees  shed  their  foliage  in  the  fall  the  leaves  are  swept  up, 
preparatorv  to  hauling  them  awaj,  and  unless  they  are  promptly 
removed  they  constitute  a  temptation  to  the  small  boy  with  a  matcn 
to  make  an  illumination.  Tne  smoke  therefrom,  often  dense,  is 
stifling  and  disagreeable,  especially  to  those  whose  windows  are  open. 
This  has  caused  much  criticism  of  the  police  department.  It  is  urged 
that  the  leaves  be  allowed  to  remain  scattered,  or  that  provision  be 
Duide  for  their  prompt  removal  as  soon  as  collected  in  heaps. 
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It  stands  to  reason  that  such  antics  on  the  part  of  children  and 
others  can  not  be  prevented  by  the  police,  owing  to  the  limited  force 
and  their  inability  to  have  all  portions  of  their  respective  beats  under 
observation  at  the  same  time. 

THE  MORGUE  SITE. 

For  several  years  the  rear  of  the  lot  on  which  the  Sixth  police  pre- 
cinct station  house  stands  has  been  occupied  by  an  illy  constructed  one- 
story  building,  called  the  morgue,  and  which  is  being  used  for  such 
purposes  at  this  time.  Adjoining  this  institution  is  a  small  stable, 
where  are  kept  the  patrol  wagon  and  horses  attached  to  the  station. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  modern  morgue  is  to  be  completed  on  the 
water  front,  when  the  present  building  is  abandoned  it  will  be  wise 
economy  to  reconstruct  the  same  so  that  it  will  not  only  accommodate 
the  patrol  wagon  and  horses,  but  the  bicycles,  property  held  by  the 
police,  and  the  horses  of  the  department  temporarily  out  of  service, 
lor  which  no  provision  of  the  kind  is  now  had.  The  expense  would 
not  exceed  $200.00,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  suggestion  may 
prevail. 

FUGITTVE  LAW. 

A  burglar  or  murderer  may  take  refuge  within  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  a  member  of  the  police  force,  without  he  be  armed  with 
a  warrant  originating  at  the  place  whence  the  fellow  fled,  arrests  at  his 
peril.  Such  provisions  should  be  enacted  as  would  permit  of  the 
detention  of  a  fugitive  for  at  least  ten  days  after  information  has  been 
filed  by  the  local  authorities  that  an  authorized  statement  has  been 
received  from  another  jurisdiction  that  the  person  had  committed  a 
crime  there  and  a  fugitive  warrant  would  be  issued.  In  other  words, 
legislation  should  be  secured  which  would  permit  the  authorities  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  hold  for  a  reasonable  period  fugitives  who 
have  taken  refuge  therein.  Such  a  law  exists  in  other  well-regulated 
jurisdictions,  and  it  is  quite  important  that  a  similar  statute  should  be 
passed  for  the  District. 

REGULATION  AGAINST  SFnTING. 

It  is  unlawful  to  spit  upon  any  improved  sidewalk  or  street  cross- 
ing, in  any  public  building,  or  in  or  upon  anjr  street  railway  car  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  made  so  by  a  regulation  of  the  Commissioners 
which  was  approved  April  3,  1903.  The  police  did  not  adopt  drastic 
measures  in  its  enforcement,  but  proceeded  in  a  manner  whereby  the 
public  might  in  the  fii*st  place  become  generally  informed.  When  a ' 
person  was  found  violating  its  provisions  by  a  member  of  the  force, 
the  latter  would  hand  him  a  printed  card  explaining  the  t^haracter  of 
the  offense  and  penalty  therefor.  Street  railway  cars  and  public 
places  were  posted  with  the  regulations,  and  a  general  observance  has 
followed. 

PROTECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

Owing  to  the  limited  playgrounds  connected  with  some  of  the  pub- 
lic schools,  pupils  are  compelled  to  resort  to  the  streets  for  recreation, 
which  affoi'ds  room  for  complaint  from  drivers  of  vehicles  and  chances 
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for  accidents  to  the  youngsters.  In  order  that  the  latter  may  be 
accorded  protection,  general  orders  of  this  department  require  the 
police,  when  possible,  to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  schoolhouses  about 
the  hours  of  *' taking  in,"  "recess,"  and  "dismissal."  As  most  of  the 
school  janitors  are  authorized  to  arrest,  upon  recommendation  of  this 
department,  their  cooperation  with  the  police  in  maintaining  good 
order  and  protecting  the  pupils  is  expectea. 

MOTOB  PATROL  WAGONS. 

The  motor  patrol  wafi^on  has  proved  a  success  in  those  cities  where 
it  hsis  been  operated.  It  costs  less  to  run,  is  always  ready  for  action, 
and  is  a  time-saving  device,  which  in  the  police  service  often  means 
the  preventing  of  a  crime  or  saving  of  a  life  or  property.  Two  years 
ago  your  superintendent  advocated  the  jjurchase  oi  such  a  wagon  for 
the  District  department,  but  the  proposition  was  not  looked  on  with 
favor  by  Congress. 

No  municipality  enjoys  the  well-paved  and  gradually  graded  road- 
ways found  in  the  District,  and  here  at  the  capital  of  the  country  would 
be  the  proper  place  above  all  others  for  such  equipment. 

LIGHT  IN  DARK  PLAGES. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  concerning  the  more  densely  popu- 
lated alleys  and  localities  where  the  less  prosperous  and  in  some  meas- 
ure dependent  persons  huddle  together,  where  more  or  less  of  the 
disorder  which  occurs  at  times  comes  from.  While  the  slow  process 
of  eliminating  old  structures  and  the  worse  element  from  such  places 
is  going  on  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  most  eflFective  assistance 
which  can  be  rendered  the  police  in  reducing  these  evils  is  to  provide 
plenty  of  light.  Light  in  dark  places  is  a  great  preventive  or  crime. 
The  several  police  lieutenants,  acting  under  instructions,  furnished  lists 
of  locations  where  street  lamps  are  necessary  and  the  same  were  for- 
warded to  the  honorable  Commissioners.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these 
lights  niay  all  be  placed  within  another  year.  The  improvement  is 
argent  and  of  great  importance. 

IMMOBAL  PUBLICATIONS  AND  PICTUEES. 

The  department  has  given  considerable  attention  to  the  supervision 
of  improper  pictures  and  publications.  In  several  instances  the  circu- 
lating of  papers  held  up  until  certain  advertising  matter  was  passed 
upon  by  the  law  oflScers  and  the  objectionable  features  withdrawn. 
.The  deialers  have  all  shown  a  disposition  to  avoid  placing  illegal 
prints  out  for  sale  or  display,  and  express  a  determination  to  act  in 
concert  with  the  authorities. 

BILLBOABD6. 

Everything  reasonable  has  been  done  to  discourage  the  flaming 
poster  with  suggestive  features  and  the  billboard.  Within  the  last 
year,  under  the  license  law,  the  painting  of  signs  has  been  carried  on 
quite  extensively  in  manv  sections  of  the  city.  It  is  believed,  and  the 
opinion  has  heretofore  been  expressed  b}^  this  department,  that  the 
feature  will  sooner  or  later  cause  complaint  unless  restricted  so  as  to 
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permit  only  the  advertising  of  the  business  of  the  owner  or  tenant 
when  placed  on  a  building.  Legislation  will  be  required  to  limit  the 
practice.  Billboards  in  many  cities  are  furnishing  a  basis  for  com- 
plaint not  only  from  an  exhibition  standpoint,  but  because  they 
aflFord  cover  or  shield  "the  hold-up  man"  in  his  eflForts  to  escape  the 
pursuing  officer  of  the  law. 

VACATED  HOUSES. 

Through  the  long  sunmier  months  and  until  late  in  the  fall  the  police 
are  called  upon  to  give  special  attention  to  the  residences  of  those  who 
leave  the  District  for  vacation  periods.  Such  homes  are  listed,  and 
every  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  their  molestation.  Within  the 
year  just  closed  the  department  was  charged  with  the  protection  of 
708  of  these  residences,  which,  according  to  the  rule  of  approxima- 
tion, would  indicate  an  absence  of  3,500  persons.  Those  not  listed 
with  the  police  would  probably. number  a  hundred  more. 

FALSE   ALABM8. 

There  were  56  false  alarms  of  tire  turned  in  during  the  twelve 
months,  an  increase  of  11  when  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
This  offense  has  caused  much  annoyance  in  cities  where  the  keyless 
alarm  box  is  in  use,  but  has  been  ^eatly  lessened  by  stringent  legisla- 
tion. In  Baltimore  such  depredation  is  made  punisliable  by  imprison- 
ment. Such  acts  prove  costly  to  the  tire  department  and  are  aggra- 
vating to  the  police,  who  must  give  as  much  time  and  attention  to  the 
apprenension  of  the  miscreant  as  they  would  to  a  case  of  arson.  A 
$40  tine  is  inadequate  penalty  in  most  instances,  where  spite  is  the 
passion  which  prompts  the  violation.  The  department  holds  out  a 
standing  reward  for  the  capture  of  such  violators. 

The  hre  marshal  states  that  the  increase  in  false  alarms  was  prob- 
ably due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  an  increase  of  48  bell  alarms  over 
the  past  year,  the  increase  in  false  alarms  being  less  than  25  per  cent 
of  the  whole. 

GYMNASIUMS. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  bowling  alley  purchased  two  years  ago  for 
the  tenth  police  precinct  would  have  been  constructed  and  put  in  use, 
but  the  building  regulations  forbidding  the  erection  of  a  wooden 
canopy  for  the  same  and  the  funds  in  hand  being  inadequate  to  build  a 
bricK  structure,  nothing  can  be  done  until  the  ^mnasium  fund  is 
increased  in  some  way  so  as  to  meet  the  expense.  Not  only  does  exer- 
cise of  this  kind  improve  the  members  physically,  but  it  makes  the 
station  a  popular  place  to  spend  spare  time,  and  introduces  the  citizen 
to  the  guardians  of  the  peace,  tnrough  friendly  competition  which 
follows,  eventually  resulting  in  closer  cooperation  for  the  public 
welfare. 

THE  BUND. 

The  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind  was  organized  a  few  years  ago 
for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a  home  for  a  class  of  dependents  who 
might  otherwise  become  charges  on  the  District,  in  one  respect  or 
another,  and  for  others  who  might  desire  to  partake  of  its  shelter, 
excellent  influences,  and  practical  employment 
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Its  organization  was  suggested  in  the  absence  of  an  asylum  where 
those  who  had  lost  their  sight  and  had  no  homes  might  find  a  comfort- 
able retreat  with  such  other  features  as  would  redound  to  their 
improvement  and  comfort.  Through  the  liberality  of  a  leading  citi- 
zen the  association  was  given  an  equity  of  about  four  thousand  dollars 
in  a  suitable  building  for  its  purposes,  valued  at  $16,000,  on  condition 
that  the  association  should  proceed  to  liquidate  a  part  of  the  princi- 
pal of  the  debt  within  a  reasonable  period.  In  addition  to  mamtain- 
mg  the  home,  with  comi)etent  matron,  workshops,  and  instruction, 
the  association  has  paid  a  small  part  of  the  incumbrance.  This  has 
been  done  entirely  by  subscriptions,  contributions,  and  proceeds  from 
the  shops.  The  earnest  endeavor  of  the  ladies  interested  in  the  cause 
has  been  encouragingly  rewarded.  So  businesslike  and  successful 
have  thev  been  as  to  receive  the  indorsement  of  the  charity  authorities. 
The  institution  is  deserving  of  the  assistance  of  the  philanthropist  and 
Congress.  By  its  presence  the  police  are  enabled  to  keep  the  blind 
from  the  streets,  to  secure  them  from  the  almshouse,  and  aflFord  them 
practical  employment.  The  movement  is  deser\'ing  of  assistance  in 
the  absence  of  Government  support,  which  it  is  hoped  may  sooner  or 
later  be  forthcoming.  It  is  an  attractive,  well-disciplined,  and  worthy 
undertaking.  Mrs.  Rose  A.  Bi-ackett  is  president  of  the  board  of 
directors,  who  meet  weekly  at  the  home,  915  E  street  NW. 

INTERNATIONAL  POLICE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of 
Police,  held  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  in  May  last,  vour  superintendent 
was  unanimously  chosen  as  its  president  for  the  third  successive  year. 
This  action  was  not  only  intenaed  as  a  personal  compliment  but  as  a 
recognition  of  the  police  authority  of  the  capital  city  of  the  United 
States.  When  the  association  was  made  international  in  character, 
purpose,  and  personnel,  it  was  but  natural  that  those  who  are  inter- 
esting themselves  in  its  welfare  should  appeal  to  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment for  such  identification  as  might  in  a  measure  establish  a  means  of 
cooperation  between  foreign  countries  and  our  own.  Officials  from 
foreign  lands  have  taken  membership  in  the  association,  presented 

Sipers  on  police  topics  for  discussion,  and  bmnches  of  the  Genemi 
ovemment  have  become  identified  with  the  association  and  the  bureau 
of  criminal  identification,  which  is  conducted  under  its  direction. 
These  changed  conditions  have  been  apparent  for  the  past  few  years. 
A  feature  of  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  will  be  a  police  exhibit  under 
the  auspices  of  the  international  association,  in  which  I  respectfully 
recommend  the  District  department  may  participate.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  this  association  a  committee  was  appointed  to  examine  into 
and  rejwrt  on  the  finger  print  as  a  means  of  criminal  identification, 
to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  Bertillon  method.

VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

For  the  twelve  months  preceding  July  1, 1903,  the  number  of  cases 
of  arrest  in  the  District  was  29,839.  It  does  not  follow  that  29,839 
persons  were  charged  with  violations  of  the  laws  and  regulations,  for 
the  reason  that  one  individual  may  have  been  accused  of  more  than  one 
offense,  but  the  off-set  from  this  source  would  not  be  over  several  hun- 
dred cases,  so  that  it  will  be  safe  to  state  that  about  29,000  persons  had 
to  make  answer  under  law  during  the  fiscal  year.  While  some  of  the 
crimes  committed  were  of  greater  magnitude,  the  large  total  was 
mostly  made  up  from  arrests  for  violations  other  than  felonies  and  of 
the  police  regulations.  There  were,  for  instance,  1^987  cases  of  sim- 
ple assault,  1,177  of  cruelty  to  animals,  6,523  of  disorderly  conduct, 
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190  of  creating  nuisance,  162  of  fugitive  from  parents,  168  of  habitual 
drunkard,  3,264  of  intoxication  1,667  of  intoxication  and  disorderly, 
334  of  indecent  exposure,  30  of  keeping  dangerous  dog,  343  of  pro- 
fiuiity,.837  suspects,  203  cases  of  threats,  2,063  of  vagrancy,  46  whose 
failure  to  pay  board  was  alleged,  while  53  cases  were  recorded  under 
violation  of  the  building  regulations,  41  under  the  dog  law,  240  at  the 
instance  of  the  health  depad;ment  in  enforcing  the  pure-food  law,  and 
522  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  that  deijartment,  140 
cases  for  not  observing  the  snow  law,  and  4,020  wherein  the  police 
regulations  were  violatSi;  in  all,  23,959  cases,  while  at  least  1,200  more 
cases  which  involved  charges  of  lesser  character  could  be  appropriately 
considei*ed.  It  will  readily  be  observed  that  most  of  this  work  was 
necessitated  by  the  enforcement  of  those  legal  requirements  which 
stand  for  peace,  quiet,  and  cleanliness. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  cases,  14,727  were  entered  against  white 
persons  and  15,112  against  colored — a  decrease  of  242  in  the  number 
of  colored  compared  with  the  previous  year,  while  there  was  an  increase 
during  the  year  just  closed  in  the  total  number  of  cases  of  both  colors 
of  296  over  the  previous  3'ear.  The  percentage  of  whites  was  0.493, 
colored,  0.507.  According  to  the  last  census,  the  white  population  of 
the  District  was  189,457,  colored  88,325,  or  about  0.32  per  cent  of  the 
whole.  It  should  not  be  forgotten,  if  study  is  made  of  the  foi-egoing 
statistics,  that  they  represent  cases  of  actual  arrest  and  not  all  cases 
where  aiTests  might  have  been  made.  The  violations,  however,  were 
not  of  that  kina  which  so  much  concern  the  good  citizens  as  some 
others  yet  to  be  mentioned. 

During  the  year  there  were  11  arrests  upon  the  charge  of  murder  and 
3  for  manslaughter.  The  prior  year  there  were  15  cases  of  murder 
and  2  of  manslaughter,  ki  the  past  five  years  the  record  of  arrests 
ander  the  first-named  head  was  as  follows:

Housebreaking  in  the  District  is  defined  as  where  one  enters  any 
premises,  shops,  stables,  shed,  boat,  railroad  car,  coal  yard,  whether 
occupied  or  not,  to  steal,  and  it  need  not  be  by  breaking.  Since  the 
last  report  was  issued,  434  such  complaints  were  made  to  the  police, 
206  arrests  were  had,  which  were  followed  by  146  convictions,  aside 
from  cases  where  parties  refuse  to  prosecute  and  81  cases  which  were 
found  to  be  without  foundation  after  proper  investigation.  The  year 
previous  there  were  125  convictions  for  the  same  offense. 

Grand  larceny  was  reported  in  306  instances;  40  were  ascertained  to 
be  unfounded,  and  144  arrests  were  secured. 

Petit  larceny  was  reported  in  4,064  cases,  182  were  learned  to  be 
groundless,  1,676  apprehensions  were  had,  and  up  to  date  of  report 
1,233  were  held.  This  character  of  annoyance  always  has  and  always 
.will  prevail  in  the  community.  Dishonest  servants  and  other  em- 
ployees contribute  largely  to  this  class  of  offenders,  and  the  juvenile 
18  a  factor,  those  under  16  years  being  arrested  in  399  cases;  under  21 
years  in  386.  There  was  a  decrease  of  this  offense  as  compared  with 
the  year  before.

There  were  28  cases  of  highway  robbery  made  as  against  16  for  the 
year  previous/  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  cases  of  embezzlement  and 
a  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  forgery. 

There  were  13  cases  where  rape  was  charged,  9  of  wfiich  werj?  held; 
and  6  cases  in  1902.  There  were  fewer  cases  where  fornication  was 
cause  for  complaint,  but  aflfrays,  assaults,  and  intoxication  were  more 
in  evidence,  as  shown  by  ^  the  arrests.  Persons  keeping  disorderly 
houses  were  prosecuted  in"  87  cases,  bawdy  houses  in  16,  gambling 
houses  in  63,  unlicensed  liquor  dealers  in  65,  for  beingopen  on  Sunda^^s 
in  13,  and  after  hours  in  2.  Charges  of  adultery  were  sustained  in  27 
cases  and  48  arrests  were  made.  Slany  of  this  class  have  been  enabled 
to  escape  conviction  through  the  procurement  of  license  and  marriage. 

Ten  persons  were  convicted  of  taking  advantage  of  children,  an 
increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  The  arrests  indicate  an 
increase  of  crime  generally,  which  is  largely  due  to  ignorance,  intoxi- 
cants, and  the  want  of  adeauate  laws.  For  several  years  this  depart- 
ment has  advocated  the  establishment  of  the  whipping  post  as  a  penalty 
for  certain  classes  of  crime.  Its  application  would  not  follow  in  a 
geneml  way,  as  the  mere  presence  of  such  an  eouipment  would  operate 
as  an  incentive  to  morality  and  decency.  Tne  good  effect  derived 
from  its  use  is  apparent  in  the  State  of  Delaware,  and  false  sentiment 
should  not  prevent  an  experiment  to  that  end. 

The  carrying  of  concealed  weapons  continues  and  always  will  until 
the  penalty  for  such  offense  is  made  imprisonment  ana  is  rigidly 
enforced.  The  tabulated  information  included  in  this  report  contains 
much  that  will  interest  the  student  who  is  interested  in  the  subject  of 
peace  and  good  order,  and  how  it  may  be  secured  and  how  the  indi- 
vidual may  be  made  better. 

WASTE. 

The  department  has  received  many  complaints  against  the  distribu- 
tion of  circulars,  which  it  is  charged  litter  the  streets  at  times.  While 
every  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  the  indiscriminate  distribution, 
in  order  to  keep  the  material  from  the  thoroughfares,  the  only  way  to 
correct  the  matter  absolutely  will  be  to  provide  against  their  circula- 
tion. Waste  and  excelsior  from  merchandising  and  other  establish- 
ments are  wafted  by  the  winds  and  become  objectionable. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

Through  the  courtasy  of  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Conmiission, 
applicants,  after  successfully  passing  the  required  physical  tests,  were 

fiven  mental  examinations.  The  questions  were  of  a  tind  which  would 
etermine  whether  the  applicant  possessed  a  knowledge  of  the  Dis- 
trict, and  department  regulations,  after  having  been  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  same.  The  number  examined 
during  the  year  was  273;  the  number  passed,  making  an  average  of 
at  least  70  per  cent^  65. 

The  department  is  under  obligations  to  the  Commission  for  its  care- 
ful and  prompt  attention.

Sir:  I  respectfully  b^  leave  to  transmit  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report 
of  the  operations  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  SO,  1903.  Although 
the  work  of  transportation,  admission  to  the  several  hospitals,  and  the  ambulance 
service  was  transferred  from  this  department  to  the  Board  of  Charities  July  1,  1901, 
I  continue  to  have  numerous  applications  both  in  person  and  by  telephone,  seeking 
admission  to  the  hospitals,  asking  for  aid  in  way  of  transportation,  and  calls  for  the 
ambulance  to  remove  the  sick  and  injured.  These  applications  are  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Charities.  The  class  of  unfortunates  (the  allied  insane)  with  whom  this 
office  has  principally  to  deal  calls  for  prompt,  decided,  and  discreet  action.  I  am 
free  to  say  that  subjects  of  insanity  have  received  our  especial  and  considerate  care. 
There  are  cases  of  temporary  insanity  that  frequently  come  to  my  attention  not  sub- 
jects for  the  ordinary  hospital,  or  would  scarcely  admit  of  their  immediate  admission 
to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  most  of  these 
have  been  cared  for  temporarily  in  the  Washington  Asylum  Hospital,  where  they  are 
kept  under  close  observation,  and  in  this  connection  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the 
valuable  fissistance  of  Dr.  D.  P.  Hickling,  visiting  physician  of  the  institution  referred 
to,  who  has  always  generously  aided  me  in  providing  for  this  class  of  unfortunates. 

Five  hundred  cases  of  alleged  lunacy  have  been  investigated  during  the  past  year, 
383  of  which  were  admitted  to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  on  tempo- 
rary permits  pending  judicial  investigation,  an  increase  of  24  over  the  preceding  year. 
Of  this  number  10  were  former  patients — having  been  dischar^^  as  improved  were 
returned  to  the  hospital  on  duplicate  or  triplicate  permits.  Eighty-one  were  native 
bom  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  March  3,  1903,  the  mode  of  luhnission  to  the  Gov- 
ernment Hospital  for  the  Insane  was  changed  bv  an  act  of  Congress,  from  proceedings 
before  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  l3i^trict  of  Columbia  holding  a  spedal 
term  for  probate  business  to  a  hearing  before  a  marshal's  jury.  At  times  no  Uttle 
difficulty  and  delay  has  been  experienced  in  collecting  and  preparing  the  necessary 
data  in  order  to  bring  these  cases  to  trial.  The  delay,  no  doubt,  was  caused  by  the 
unwillingness  of  relatives  or  friends  of  the  alleged  insane  to  take  the  initiative. 
Fifty-six  nonresident  insane  persons  were  arrested  and  admitted  to  the  hospital, 
bein^  an  increase  of  2  over  the  preceding  year. 

This  class  of  persons  are  the  most  troublesome  of  any  that  come  to  the  attention 
of  this  office.  Many  peculiar  notions  invest  their  brains,  and  frequently  they  come 
from  remote  distances  to  obtain  some  individual  ri^ht  of  which  each  deems  to  have 
been  unjustly  deprived,  or  correct  some  great  public  wrong.  Not  a  few  of  this  class 
are  females.  Some  are  quite  old  and  feeble;  nearly  all  are  penniless,  having  pawned 
some  article  of  value  to  purchase  a  railroad  ticket  to  Washington.  One  tiundred 
and  eighty-one  alleged  insane  persons  were  arrested,  161  of  whom  were  examined 
by  the  police  surgeons,  20  having  been  examined  prior  to  their  arrest  Of  the  161 
examined  by  the  surgeons  of  this  department.  43  were  pronounced  not  insane.  The 
average  age  of  those  committed  to  the  hospital  for  the  insane  was  43,  the  oldest  being 
93  years  and  the  younfirest  9.  Two  hundred  and  eight3Ei«even  all^ped  insane  persons 
received  the  usual  trial  in  court,  28  of  whom  were  declared  not  insane.  Forty-six 
were  discharged  and  11  died  prior  to  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  and  39  cases  were 
continued  indefinitely.  Of  the  number  admitted  to  the  hospital  26  were  independ- 
ent, or  pay,  patients.    The  causes  of  lunacy  are  varied  and  are  classified  as  foUows:

It  has  been  acknowledged  bv  some  authorities  that  inebriety  is  a  disease  physically 
M  well  as  mentally  and  morally.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  this  is  true,  but  I 
am  convinced  that  there  should  be  in  this  District  a  hospital  for  inebriates,  where 
the  treatment  of  inebriety  should  be  compulsory.  I  have  frequent  applications  from 
distreaBed  wives  and  parents  in  regard  to  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  those  who 
are  slaves  to  alcohol  and  other  narcotics.  I  trust  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  a 
hospital  for  inebriate  will  be  erected  in  this  city.  I  am  sure  that  many  cases  of 
insanity  brought  to  my  attention  are  directly  due  to  the  free  use  of  intoxicants.  This 
report  shows  that  19  aipeomaniacs  were  admitted  to  St.  Elizabeth's  during  the  year. 

Permit  me  to  renew  my  former  recommendation  that  this  department  l^  provided 
with  an  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  patients  to  and  from  the  Government  Hospital 
for  the  Insane.  Such  a  vehicle  could  be  utilized  to  the  advantage  of  this  department 
in  cases  of  emergency. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  express  my  ^teful  acknowledgments  for 
yonrgenerous  approval  of  my  work,  as  well  as  your  judicious  counsel  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties,  some  of  which  have  been  difficult  The  superintendent  of  the  Govern- 
ment Hospital  for  the  Insane  has  greatly  aided  me  in  providing  immediately  for 
violent  and  dangerous  cases,  and  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  his  kinoness 
and  assistance.  Thanks  are  also  due  the  physicians  to  the  poor  for  the  aid  they  have 
rendered  this  office.

During  the  year  a  controversy  arose,  between  the  owners  and  drivers  of  public 
vehicles  on  the  one  side  and  the  liverymen  and  hotel  keepers  on  the  other,  relative 
to  the  ancient  and  very  troublesome  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  latter  to  stand 
unlicensed  vehicles  on  the  street  in  front  of  hotels,  a  custom  of  many  years  standing, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  patronage  of  jpests. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  public  haciunen  that  this  is  their  legitimate  business  and  that 
the  livery  teams  are  there  in  violation  of  paragraph  11,  section  7,  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress ap[>roved  July  1,  1902,  and  of  sections  7  and  14,  article  10,  of  the  police  regula- 
tions which  prohibit  loitering  and  obstructing  the  street. 

After  a  hearing  before  the  honorable  Commissioners  and  an  opinion  had  been 
rendered  by  the  corporation  couns<;l,  Mr.  A.  B.  Duvall,  I  received  instructions  to 
make  arrests  and  present  cases  to  the  court  so  that  a  test  case  of  the  various  laws 
bearing  upon  the  subject  might  be  made  and  a  judicial  decision  rendered  as  to  the 
rights  of  the  parties  interest^.  I  have  made  those  cases  and  they  are  now  pending 
in  the  police  court. 

This  is  an  important  question  that  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  the  past, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  decision  will  be  reached  that  will  settle  it  for  all  time. 

The  larger  part  of  my  time  and  attention  has  been  given,  as  in  the  past,  to  the 
work  of  discouraging  the  use  of  old,  worn-out.  and  dilapidated  vehicles.  In  this  work 
11  vehicles  were  condemned  and  67  were  ordered  repaired.  In  two  instances  drivers 
were  found  using  vehicles  after  condemnation  and  they  were  promptly  arrested  and 
fined. 

On  the  whole,  the  public  vehicles  now  present  a  very  good  appearance. 

I  desire  to  renew  a  suggestion  made  heretofore  in  annual  reports  and  otherwise  as 
to  the  advisability  of  licensing  the  drivers  as  well  a^  the  owners,  in  order  that  a  more 
rigid  police  supervision  may  be  had. 

It  is  not  the  owners  of  teams  who  violate  the  laws,  as  a  rule,  but  the  irresponsible 
drivers  who  own  nothing,  who  are  not  licensed,  and  whose  names  and  addreases  are 
unknown. 

It  matters  not  so  much  who  owns  the  vehicle,  it  is  with  the  driver  that  we  have  to 
deal,  and  he  should  not  only  be  licensed,  but  his  license  should  be  revck»ble  for 
cause. 

This  would  do  much  to  prevent  drunkenness  and  disorder  and  insure  the  safety 
and  comfort  of  the  public.

BEPOBT  OF  HT7MANE  AGENT. 

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  submit  statistical  report  of  work  during  year  ended  June 
30,  1903.  This  does  not,  of  course,  represent  the  great  amount  of  work  involved  in 
visiting  the  families  and  investigating  and  correcting  the  evils  found. 

I  would  also  respectfully  bring  to  your  attention  a  number  of  things  that  have 
been  brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year,  and  which,  in  my  judgment,  should  be 
corrected. 

First.  There  should  be  some  law  to  keep  boys  out  of  saloons  and  other  places  <^ 
this  character.  During  this  last  winter  the  humane  society  has  had  me  woridng  at 
night  to  try  and  put  a  stop  to  the  newsboys  and  other  boys  oonmgating  about  and 
entering  saloons.  I  spent  some  time  at  Ninth  and  D  streets  NW.,  and  found  that 
boys  from  8  to  15  vears  would  come  out  from  the  theaters  between  the  acts,  and, 
together  with  other  boys  who  were  lounging  about  the  comer,  go  into  the  saloons  and 
eat  the  free  lunch;  others  gathered  about  the  doorways  and  asked  the  men  as  they 
came  in  and  out  to  bring  them  some  lunch.  Some  of  these  bo^  would  have  one  or 
two  papers  under  their  arms,  and  when  spoken  to  about  going  mto  the  saloons  would 
claim  tnat  they  were  trying  to  sell  their  papers. 

Second.  There  should  1^  a  law  prohibiting  bo^  under  a  certain  age  visiting  the 
theaters  alone  at  night  A  number  of  nights  I  visited  theaters  and  counted  from  20 
to  60  or  80  boys  apparently  under  14  years. 

In  going  about  investigating  my  cases  I  have  come  acrocB  a  number  of  women, 
some  of  them  quite  old,  who  eke  out  a  i)recarious  existence  bv  taking  children,  gen- 
erally infants,  from  their  parents  or  friends  ta  care  for.  Very  often  the  amount 
received  is  not  sufficient  to  feed  the  woman  herself,  without  mentioning  the  two  or 
three  infants  they  are  supposed  to  care  for.  In  one  case  I  found  an  old  colored 
woman  feeding  a  7-montn8-old  bab^  on  bread^  gravy,  meat,  and  potatoes.  This  is 
no  doubt  one  of  the  factors  in  the  high  rate  of  mlant  mortality  in  the  District 
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There  should  be  a  law  compelling  a  person  who  takes  a  child  from  its  parents, 
spaidian,  or  friends  to  board  and  care  for,  reporting  the  case  to  the  board  of  health, 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  or  of  some  other  designated  board,  so  that  their 
tbUity  and  fitness  for  caring  for  children  could  be  investigated. 

I  woold  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  District  attorney  has  decided  that  when 
t  child  is  abandoned  by  its  parents  it  must  be  left  exposed  to  the  elements  before- 
my  action  can  be  brought  against  the  parties.  Persons  leaving  their  children  in  an 
ooeapied  house,  or  with  other  people  can  not  be  prosecuted  for  abandonment  I  do 
not  know  whether  this  ruling  is  correct  or  not 

In  conclusion  I  would  mention  the  need  in  the  District  of  a  law  for  punishing  the 
puents  of  ill^timate  children,  and  also  a  law  to  compel  the  parents  of  mese 
unfortunates  to  support  them.

BSPOBT  OH  BHFOBGBIOBNT  OF  PHABMACT  LAW. 

Hkadquabtbrs  Metropolitan  Poucb, 

Washington,  D.  0.,  July  i,  1903. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  req)ectfnlly  sabmit  for  your  information,  my  annual 
report  of  work  done,  in  connection  with  my  detail,  to  enforce  the  laws  as  they  relate 
to  the  practice  of  medicine,  pharmacy,  dentistry,  etc.,  in  this  District 

During  part  of  the  months  of  February  and  March  I  visited  all  the  drug  stores  in 
the  District,  and  entered,  on  printed  slips  provided  for  the  purpose,  all  changes  that 
occurred  during  the  year  as  to  the  proprietors  and  their  employed  help,  together 
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with  such  additional  help  as  was  employed  daring  the  same  period.  Also  examined 
the  poison  register  books  of  each,  and  foimd  them  in  exceUent  condition,  kept  as 
reanired  by  law. 

Later  I  visited  in  like  manner  all  the  dental  offices,  and  also  entered  on  shps  the 
changes  that  occurred  in  them  as  to  the  proprietors  and  their  assistants.  Still  later 
I  entered  in  my  office  record  book  all  tfiese  changes  and  additions,  for  future  ref- 
erence. In  addition  to  my  annual  tour  of  these  stores  and  offices,  I  made,  as  occa- 
sion required,  12  visits  to  physicians,  23  to  druggists,  and  3  to  dentists,  as  you  will 
see  by  my  daily  reports. 

At  the  end  of  each  quarter  I  copied  from  the  books  in  the  health  office  and  the 
offices  of  the  secretaries  of  the  pharmacy  and  dental  commissioners  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  persons  who  became  registered  as  practitioners  of  medicine,  phao'- 
mac^,  dentistry,  and  midwifery,  and  afterwards  copied  them  into  my  office  book. 

I  mvestigated  many  cases  where  it  was  alleged  that  persons  that  were  not  legally 
qualified  were  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine;  also  complaints  that  thedruff 
law  was  being  violated  by  the  proprietors  and  their  employed  help,  and  secured 
sufficient  evidence  against  sixteen  of  them  to  justify  ttieir  prosecution  in  the  police 
court.  In  one  case  the  information  was  nolle  prossed;  in  two  others  their  pennvial 
bonds  were  taken  not  to  repeat  the  offense;  ten  others  were  convicted  in  court  and 
paid  fines  ranging  from  $25  to  $200,  while  the  three  remaining  ones  are  under  bond 
to  appear  for  trial  by  jury. 

Also  arrested  other  persons  charged,  respectively,  with  an  assault,  assault  and 
battery,  nonsupport,  destroying  private  property,  violating  the  weights  and  measures 
law,  disturbing  religious  worship,  exhibiting  and  distributing  obscene  literature,  and 
with  being  an  unlicensed  insurance  agent. 

In  the  cases  of  four  of  these  persons  the  informations  were  nolle  prossed,  in  one  his 
personal  bond  was  taken  not  to  repeat  the  offense,  in  another  the  execution  of  the 
sentence  was  suspended  during  good  behavior,  while  in  the  case  of  five  others  fines 
were  imposed,  all  of  which  were  paid. 

Attenaed  to  other  minor  matters,  such  as  making  inquiry  as  to  the  character  of 
persons  applying  for  appointment  on  the  police  force,  investigating  two  cases  where 
it  was  alleged  that  druggists  were  selling  alcohol  as  a  beverage,  though  not  licensed 
to  do  so.  The  assistant  corporation  counsel  in  the  police  court  decided  that  their 
conduct  did  not  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  excise  law  governing  the  sale  of 
liquors. 

Abo  a  complaint  that  a  woman  had  forged  the  name  of  two  licensed  physicians  to 

Srescriptions  calling  for  opiates,  presumably  to  be  used  by  a  habitual  user  of  8U<^ 
rugs,  and  found  tne  facts  to  be  as  stated,  but  could  not  ascertain  who  or  where 
she  was. 

Investigated  several  cases  where  persons  committed  suicide,  or  attempted  suicide, 
with  poison,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  if  the  law  governing  the  sale  oi  such  drugs 
had  been  complied  with,  and  found  that  in  every  case  it  was.  Spent  a  week  or  more 
investigating  a  complaint  that  Dr.  Samuel  V.  Young,  a  licensed  physician,  who 
advertises  as  a  specialist,  was  guilty  of  unprofessional  and  dishonorable  condaci,  in 
that  he  grossly  extorted  from  several  of  his  patients  large  amounts  of  money,  with- 
out rendering  any  benefit  to  them  in  return.  I  found  the  facts  to  be  as  charged,  and 
secured  the  names  and  addresses  of  several  of  his  victims^  also  a  written  statement 
from  some  of  them,  and  then  submitted  the  facts  to  the  assistant  corporation  council, 
who  drew  up  an  indictment  a^nst  him,  with  a  view  to  prosecuting  him  before  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors,  in  order  to  have  his  license  revoked  bv  them,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  law.  Dr.  Woodward,  the  secretary  of  the  board,  tells  me  the  case 
is  still  under  consideration,  pending  a  correspondence  between  the  board  and  the 
District  Commissioners. 

When  not  engaged  on  work  relating  to  my  detail  I  spent  the  tame  on  police  duty 
on  the  avenues  and  streets,  mostly  in  the  central  part  of  the  city,  on  the  lookout  for 
any  violations  of  the  laws  that  might  occur,  or  other  matter  that  might  need  my 
attention,  during  which  time  I  made  several  of  the  hereinbefore-mentioned  arrests, 
responded  to  several  alarms  of  fire,  assisted  in  rescuing  the  bodies  of  the  two  men 
who  lost  their  lives  in  one  of  the  sewers  of  the  city,  and  also  other  minor  matters. 

While  we  have  just  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  the  city  is  almost^  if  not 
entirely,  rid  of  the  unlicensed,  pretended  practitioners  of  medicine,  yet  the  fact 
remains  that  we  still  have  in  our  midst  a  number  of  itinerant  venders  of  drugs  and 
medicines,  many  of  whom  are  a  positive  menace  to  the  well-being  of  oar  dtixeos, 
especiall  V  the  ignorant  and  poorer  classes.  While  it  is  true  that  a  snoall  peroentase 
of  them  nave  ffood  remedies  and  are  really  public  benefactors,  yet  the  fact  renMuns 
that  most  of  them  are  dishonest  and  unscrupulous,  in  many  cases  only  not  doing  no 
good,  but  positive  harm. 
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In  not  infrequent  instances  the  subjects  of  these  nnqnalified  persons  have  died  oti 
their  hands,  either  for  the  want  of  proper  medical  treatment  by  an  experienced  phy- 
sician or  from  the  nse  of  their  more  than  nseless  componnds.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  a  law  prohibiting  such  practice,  or  strictly  r^olatin^  the  same,  wonld  i>roYe  a 
preventive  to  the  sad  havoc  that  is  now  being  wrought  upon  a  portion  of  our  inhab- 
itants who  seem  incompetent  to  protect  themselves  against  loss,  injury,  and  even 
death  itself.  It  wonld  seem  that  the  authorities  should  at  once  enact  such  law  or 
regulation  as  wouM  require  all  such  persons,  at  the  time  of  entering  upon  the  sale  of 
their  supposed  remedies,  to  register  their  names  and  addresses,  either  with  the  chief 
of  police  or  the  health  officer,  and  to  also  submit  their  medicines  to  the  latter  per^ 
son  for  the  purpose  of  analysis  and  approval  before  such  sales  are  allowed  to  be  made. 
In  advocacy  of  this  I  will  state  that  some  time  since  I  had  in  court  one,  among  many 
others,  who,  to  say  the  least,  let  four  adult  white  women  die  while  under  his  pre- 
tended treataient,  and  that  the  life  of  a  fifth  person  was  barely  saved  by  being  taken 
to  a  liospital  in  a  patrol  wagon  where  the  prompt  use  of  a  stomach  pump  saved  her 
life. 

Inaamuch  as  we  still  have  the  two  homeopathic  pharmacies  doing  business  here, 
thoogh  the  proprietors  and  clerks  are  not  registerea  pharmacists  as  required  hy  law, 
because  we  do  not  have  an  examining  board  of  their  school,  I  would  call  attention  to 
biU  No.  10605,  with  a  view  to  having  it  pushed  to  a  passage,  especially  because  of  the 
£act  that  these  persons  do  not  confine  themselves  to  the  compounding  and  dispensing 
of  the  physicians'  prescriptions  of  their  own  school,  but  also  compoimd  and  dispense 
tboee  of  the  allopathic  and  eclectic  schools  as  well. 

I  read  in  our  daily  papers  that  the  dentists  of  the  city  have  asked  that  the  Com- 
missioners aid  them  in  securing  the  passage  of  a  bill  now  pending  in  Congress  amend- 
ing the  present  dental  law  so  as  to  require  an  examination  of  all  graduates  of  dental 
couegee  Defore  entering  upon  the  practice  of  their  profession  instead  of  roistering 
^em  on  the  presentation  of  their  aiplomas,  as  is  now  done  under  the  law.  If  it  be 
trne,  as  statenl  by  them,  that  thirty-odd  States  in  the  Union  have  in  force  a  law 
requiring  all  graduates,  though  they  have  a  college  diploma,  to  pass  an  examination, 
"and,  farther,  that  because  of  this  requirement  this  District  has  become  the  dump- 
ing (^und  for  persons  who  wish  to  practice  their  profession  and  vet  evade  the 
examination  that  is  required  by  law  in  their  several  States,''  it  would  seem  to  me 
that  they  are  entitled  to  the  cooperation  of  the  authorities  in  securing  the  passage  of 
their  biU  at  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

I  also  read  that  Dr.  J.  Bamsey  Nevitt,  the  coroner,  in  his  recent  report  to  the 
CcMnmLasioners,  says  ''that  stringent  regulations  as  to  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid  should 
be  made  and  enforced,''  in  order  to  deter  persons  from  self-destruction  by  the  use  of 
that  poison,  and  further,  that  he  is  ''of  the  opinion  that  this  druff  should  be  sold 
only  on  the  prescription  of  a  physician."  While  it  is  the  undoubted  duty  of  the  law- 
maken,  as  far  as  consistent,  to  make  difficult  the  obtaining  of  deadly  poisons  to  be 
used  for  suicidal  purposes,  yet  allow  me  to  state  that,  as  to  the  expediency  of  requir- 
ing a  physician's  prescription  for  every  purchase  of  this  acid,  I  fear  that  is  an  open 
fnestion,  from  the  fact  that  many  thousands  of  sales  of  this  dru^  occur  annually, 
or  instance,  on  examining  the  poison  register  of  one  of  our  drugeists,  I  ascertained 
that  he  had  the  entries  ofmore  than  ei^t  hundred  sales  of  poisons  in  the  short 
space  of  three  and  a  half  months. 

From  the  fact  that  this  add  is  in  universal  use  by  thousands  of  our  citizens  for 
domestic,  scientific,  and  medidnal  purposes,  I  can  not  help  but  question  the  advisa- 
Inlity  of  requiring  the  payment  of  a  physician's  fee  in  order  to  purchase  it,  and  by  so 
ddng  prevent  its  legal  use  or  work  a  hardship  on  many.

An  unknown  colored  man  fell  overboard  at  the  foot  of  Twelfth  street  SW., 
and  was  drowned;  the  body  recovered  and  removed  to  the  morgue. 

Complain- 
ant, F.  Smallwood.    Disposition,  fined  |10. 

July  9.  Assisted  the  health  office  to  get  the  number  of  dead  horses  landed  at  P. 
Mann's  factory. 

July  18.  Alexander  Green,  colored,  a  resident,  fell  overboard  and  was  drowned  at 
Notley  Hall,  Md.,  July  17.

August  8.  Nathaniel  Jenkins,  age  21  years,  colored,  a  resident  of  Prince  George 
County,  Md.,  was  drowned  while  bathing  at  the  foot  of  Third  street  SE.  Body  was 
recovered  and  removed  to  the  morgue. 

August  11.  James  Ambrose,  white,  was  sent  to  the  Emergency  Hoepital. 

August  11 .  Boat  was  inspected  by  the  United  States  local  inspectors  of  steam  vesBels. 

August  18.  Arrested  Lulu  Broad  us,  age  24  years,  colored,  and  India  Morris,  age 
25  vears,  colored;  charge,  disorderly;  complainant,  Frank  Smallwood. 

August  20.  Went  to  the  Eastern  Branch  and  got  bateau  at  Anacostia  sobstation 
and  brought  same  to  harbor  dock. 

August  23.  Mary  Catherine  Lee,  age  17  years,  colored,  was  drowned  at  the  foot  of 
Ninth  street  SW,  while  trying  to  jump  on  board  the  steamer  Jane  Moteley,  The 
body  was  recovered  and  sent  to  the  moi^e. 
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Aupst  23.  A  yawl  boat  was  found  in  poeeession  of  several  small  boys  and  it  was 
foand  out  that  they  had  no  claim  on  her.    She  was  turned  over  to  the  owner. 

August  24.  Elmore  Donohue,  age  10  years,  white,  while  trying  to  get  around  the 
Washmeton  Barracks  wall  slipped  and  fell  into  the  James  Creek  Canal  and  was 
drowned.  The  body  was  recovered  and  turned  over  to  undertaker  by  direction  of 
the  coroner. 

August  27.  The  pungy  Wm.  W.  McDameU  was  found  in  a  sinking  condition. 
Rescued. 

August  30.  Crew  at  bathing  beach  from  2.15  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  and  kept  swimming- 
contest  course  clear  of  boats.

Elsie  Fowkes,  age  4  years,  white,  fell  and  broke  her  arm;  she  was 
taken  to  the  Emei^gency  Hospital. 

John  Darby,  aoe  27  years,  colored,  was  sent  to  the  Providence  Hos- 
pital, United  States  marine  ward. 

October  1.  Arrested  Walter  Williams,  age  35  years,  white;  charge,  drunk  and  dis- 
orderly; disposition,  personal  bonds. 

October  1.  C.  A.  Phelps,  age  16  years,  white,  while  playing  near  Union  street  SW. 
fell  and  broke  his  arm;  ne  was  sent  to  the  Emergency  Hospital. 

October  7-8.  Harbor  boat  layed  up*  Privates  S.  D.  Lewis,  R.  Dean,  R.  Passemo, 
and  J.  J.  Perry  on  duty  at  the  Long  Bridge  and  at  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  depot. 

October  8.  About  10  o'clock  a.  m.  the  yacht  Cicoma^  while  lying  in  the  stream  at 
anchor,  took  fire  and  was  damaged  to  the  amount  of  |1,000. 

October  9.  Crew  on  duty  at  the  boat  races  in  Georgetown  keeping  the  course  clear. 

October  10.  Privates  R.  Dean,  8.  D.  Lewis,  R.  Passeno  on  duty  at  the  steamer 
MaeaUster'M  wharf  assisting  in  handling  the  large  crewd  going  to  Mount  Vernon. 

October  17.  Annie  Carter,  age  17  years,  colored,  was  sent  to  the  Emergency 
Hospital. 

October  27.  Sewell  Stant,  age  54  years,  white,  was  sent  to  the  Emergency  Hospital. 

November  15.  Albert  Bell,  age  22  years,  colored,  was  scalded  with  hot  water  at  the 
Alexandria  ferry  wharf;  was  sent  to  the  Emergency  Hospital. 

November  20.  Privates  S.  D.  Lewis,  R.  Passeno,  J.  J.  Perry  on  duty  at  E.  S.  Randall's 
wharf,  Mount  Vernon  Steamboat  Company's  wharf,  and  Norfolk  wharf. 

November  26.  James  Smith,  age  34  years,  white,  was  sent  to  the  Washington 
Asylum  hospital. 

December  6.  The  body  of  John  R.  Anderson,  age  41  years,  white,  was  found  float- 
ing in  the  James  Creek  Canal;  was  sent  to  the  morgue. 

December  11.  The  body  of  an  infant  was  found  floating  in  the  James  Creek  Canal; 
was  sent  to  the  morgue. 

December  21.  Roeey  Taylor,  age  19  years,  colored,  accidentally  fell  overboard  at 
the  foot  of  Eighth  street  SW.  and  was  drowned;  body  was  recovered  and  sent  to 
the  moigue. 

January  14.  A  number  of  skaters  broke  through  the  ice  in  the  tidal  reservoir  and 
three  lives  were  lost  The  Vimlant  with  the  tug  James  0.  Carter  went  to  the  tidal 
reservoir  and  the  crew  dnsxei  about  the  place  where  the  skaters  went  down  for  the 
purpose  of  finding  any  bodies. 

January  16.   Vtffilant  hauled  out  on  marine  railway  and  ice  plow  placed  on  her.

Official  visit  of  Col.  John  Biddle,  Commissioner  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  with  Harbor  Master  J.  R.  Sutton,  made  inspection  of  the  wharves  of  the 
river  front. 

March  30.  Arthur  Johnson,  age  45  years,  colored;  fell  overboard  from  a  veesel  lying 
at  Eleventh  street  dock  and  was  drowned.  Body  was  recovered  and  sent  to  the 
moi^e. 

Harbor  Master  J.  R.  Sutton  swore  out  a  warrant  for  Geoi^ge  Thomas, 
white,  owner  of  vessel,  charging  him  with  obstructing  dock  near  foot  of  Twelfth 
street. 

The  body  of  Capt.  T.  W.  Lord  was  found  floating  in  the  Potomac  River 
near  Marshall  Hall,  Md.;  he  disappeared  from  his  home  in  this  city  December  20, 
1901. 

The  body  of  Rudolph  Bakersmith,  age  60  years,  was  found  floating  in 
the  river  near  the  Long  Bridge  and  was  sent  to  the  moreue. 

April  21.  Charles  Dyer,  age  7  years,  white;  accidentally  fell  overboard  while  play- 
ing on  a  wharf  near  Thirteenth  street  SW.  and  was  drowned;  body  was  recovered 
and  was  sent  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  resuscitating  but  without 
avail. 

April  22.  The  body  of  Thomas  T.  Hall,  age  55  years,  white;  was  found  floating  in 
the  river  between  M  and  N  streets  RW.  and  was  sent  to  the  morgjie. 

April  24.  The  body  of  James  E.  Boland  was  found  floating  in  the  James  Creek 
Canal  and  was  sent  to  the  morgue. 

April  27.  Official  visit  of  Col.  John  Biddle  and  H.  B.  F.  Macfarland,  Commission- 
ers of  the  District  of  Columbia.

The  wharf  and  shed  also  took  fire  and  were  dam- 
aged to  the  amount  of  12,000,  and  the  steamer  $50,000.  The  alarm  was  tamed  in 
from  the  harbor  office. 

May  18.  Lost  white  boy,  age  6  years,  was  restored  to  his  parents. 

May  23.  Robert  Goodman,  age  13  years,  colored,  drowned  in  a  pond  at  Ivy  City, 
D.  C.  The  crew  went  to  that  place  in  harbor  wagon  and  recovered  the  body,  which 
was  sent  to  the  morgue. 

May  26.  The  body  of  a  female  white  infant  was  found  floating  in  the  river  about 
300  yards  above  the  Long  Bridge,  and  was  sent  to  the  morgue. 

May  28.  Walter  Callahan,  age  7  years,  white,  while  playing  near  the  big  sewer, 
Seventeenth  and  D  streets  NE.,  was  drowned.  Harbor  Master  J.  R.  Sutton  hauled  a 
skiff  in  harbor  wagon  and  the  crew  dragged  from  skiff  and  recovered  the  body.  Was 
sent  to  the  moi^^ue. 

June  3.  Official  visit  of  Col.  J.  Biddle,  Commissioner  District  of  Columbia. 

June  8.  George  D.  Marshall,  age  65  years,  white,  occupation  sailor,  was  sent  to 
the  United  States  Marine  Hospital. 

June  11.  Arrested  Charles  M.  Dayton,  age  30  years,  white;  charge,  disorderly; 
disposition,  forfeitetl  $5. 

June  19.  Found  the  pungy  C.  W.  Stevenson  lying  at  anchor  in  a  sinking  condition; 
crew  of  Vigilant  raised  the  anchor  and  the  vessel  was  towed  out  of  the  channel  to 
near  the  wall  of  the  flats. 

June  20.  Official  visit  of  the  major  and  superintendent  of  Metropolitan  police 
department. 

June  23.  Joseph  Simkins,  colored,  shot  and  wounded  Herbert  Bohannon,  white, 
second  officer  of  the  steamer  Potomac.  He  was  arrested  by  Privates  R.  Dean  and 
Perry,  and  Herbert  Bohannon  was  removed  to  the  Emergency  Hospital. 

June  23.  Privates  S.  D.  Lewis  and  J.  J.  Perry  on  duty  at  the  boys  playjjround. 

June  26.  Official  visit  of  the  major  and  superintendent  of  the  Metropolitan  police 
department. 

June  29.  The  body  of  Howard  Pryor,  age  45  years,  colored,  was  exhumed  from 
the  shore  at  Riverside,  Va.,  and  brought  to  this  city  on  harbor  police  boat. 

During  the  year  past  there  has  been  a  number  of  boats  reported  to  this  office  by 
boathouse  keepers  who  make  a  business  of  hiring  boats  to  any  boy  or  person,  and 
they  go  off  with  them.     The  Mnnd  starts  to  blow  and  the  tide  changes;  they  leave 
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the  boat  at  some  convenient  place  and  go  off  without  returning  her  to  the  place  of 
hiring,  and  in  a  few  days  they  are  found  by  the  crew  of  the  police  boat  for  the 
owner. 

In  concluding  this,  my  fifteenth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  your  department,  through  you,  for  your  courtesy  and  cooperation  during  the 
past  year,  and  to  assure  you  that  the  men  under  my  charge  have  performed  their 
duties  faithfully  and  well.

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SEPOET  OF  THE  CHIEF  EHOIHEEE  OF  THE  FISE  DEPABTMEVT. 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  30^  1903. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  this  department  during  the  fiscal  year  endea  June  80, 
1903: 

The  department  during  the  past  year  answered  819  alarms  of  fire, 
an  increase  of  48  over  the  number  responded  to  during  the  preceding 
year.  There  was,  however,  a  decrease  of  2  in  the  oell  or  r^ular 
alarms,  and  the  increase  of  50  in  the  local  or  silent  alarms  was  largely 
due  to  the  greatly  increased  use  of  oil  for  heating  and  cookinff  purposes 
during  the  coal  strike  of  last  year.  Fifty-six  of  the  819  alarms  were 
false,  an  increase  of  11  over  the  previous  j^ear,  and  6  of  the  fires  being 
outside  the  District,  there  occurred  within  the  District  757  fires,  but 
31  more,  notwithstanding  the  almost  universal  use  during  the  past  win- 
ter of  oil  as  a  fuel,  than  occurred  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1902.  The 
total  estimated  loss  during  the  past  year  was  $157,261,  the  smallest  loss, 
with  the  exception  of  that  of  the  year  previous,  $134,504,  during  the 
past  thirteen  years,  the  loss  for  the  two  years  being  the  smallest  for 
two  consecutive  ye^rs  since  1890,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
table,  compiled  from  the  records  of  the  department:

The  property  damaged  by  fire  during  the  past  year,  the  fire  marshal 
reports,  was  covered  by  an  insurance  of  $2,153,872,  the  loss  being,  he 
states,  less  than  7  per  cent  of  the  estimated  insurance,  as  was  the  case 
the  year  before.    The  loss  per  month  was  as  follows:

The  smallest  loss  ($2,223)  occured  in  August,  as  it  did  the  year  pre- 
vious, and  the  largest  ($40,634)  in  May. 

Two  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  819  alarms  responded  to  occurred 
between  noon  and  6  o'clock  p.  m. ;  278  between  6  o'clock  p.  m.  and  mid- 
night; 109  between  midnight  and  6  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  217  between  6 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  noon.  Tne  smallest  number  of  alarms  received  in  any 
one  month  (43)  occurred  during  June,  and  the  largest  number  (112)  in 
December.  During  the  summer  months  153  alarms  were  received; 
during  the  fall  months,  179;  durine  the  winter  mondis,  290,  and  197 
during  the  spring  months.    Sixty-&ree  alarms  were  receiv€4  during 
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July;  Aagust,  47;  September,  55;  October,  44;  November,  80;  E 
ber,  112;  January,  95;  February,  83;  March,  70*;  April,  53;  Ma

There  were  11  extra-alarm  fires  during  the  past  year.  September 
11,  a  second  alarm  being  sent  in  from  lx)x  652;  October  9,  a  second 
and  fourth  from  box  416;  Februaiy  15,  a  second  from  box  213;  Feb- 
ruary 19,  a  second,  fourth,  and  fifth  from  box  176;  the  same  day,  a 
second  from  box  135;  April  11,  a  third  from  box  41;  April  24,  a  second, 
third,  and  fifth  from  box  623;  May  13,  a  third  from  box  428;  May  22. 
a  8eoond  from  box  619;  May  24,  a  second  and  third  from  box  238,  ana 
June  11,  a  second  from  box  121. 

NEW  APPARATUS. 

While  no  new  company  was  added  to  the  department  during  the 
past  year,  the  men,  apparatus,  and  horses  for  the  Congress  Heights 
chemical  engine  company  were  provided,  and  the  department  was  pre- 
pared to  place  that  company  in  service  at  an  hour's  notice  as  earl^  as 
lust  December.  The  three  extra  first-class  Metropolitan  steam  engines 
provided  for  by  the  act  of  July  1,  1902,  were  received  early  last  Jan- 
uary, and,  after  being  thoroughly  tested,  were  placed  in  commission 
in  engine  companies  2,  6,  and  14.  These  powerful  steamers  were  again 
tested  after  being  placed  in  commission,  and  at  each  test  fully  sus- 
tained the  claims  made  for  them  by  their  manufacturers.  The  Sea- 
g^ve  75-foot  aerial  truck  provided  for  by  the  same  act  was  received 
in  December  last  It  was  placed  in  Tmck  Company  A.  and  the  old 
truck  used  by  that  company  was  placed  on  reserve.  The  Seagrave 
truck,  the  first  of  its  make  to  be  purchased  bv  this  department,  also 
met  all  the  requirements  when  officially  tested,  and  the  members  of 
the  coinpany  in  which  it  was  placed  soon-  learned  to  raise  its  75-foot 
ladder  in  less  than  twenty  seconds.  The  other  piece  of  apparatus  pro- 
vided for  by  the  act  of  July  1, 1902,  a  double  85-gallon  chemical  engme, 
was  also  revived  last  December,  and  it,  too,  met  all  the  requirements 
at  the  official  test.  The  water  tower  was  fitted  with  an  improved  noz- 
zle, vastly  increasing  its  water-carrying  capacity,  and  like  improve- 
ments were  made  in  a  nwnber  of  the  other  companies  of  the  department. 

The  District  appropriation  act  of  March  3,  1903,  provides  for  a 
65-foot  aerial  truck  and  three  combination  chemical  engine  and  hose 
wagons.^  The  contracts  for  these  pieces  of  apparatus  were  promptly 
entered  into,  and  they  require  apparatus  of  the  most  modern  type  and 
of  the  greatest  strength,  accompanied  by  man v -useful  appliances.  It 
is  intended  to  place  Sie  65-foot  truck  in  TrucK  Company  E,  S  street, 
between  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-fifth,  and  send  tne  75-foot  truck 
now  in  that  company  to  Truck  Company  G,  Eighth  street,  between  D 
and  E  southeast,  upon  the  completion  of  the  house  for  the  latter  com- 

Eany,  as  the  truck  now  in  TrucK  Company  E  has  been  found  to  be  too 
eavy  for  that  section.  The  three  combination  wagons  will  be  placed 
in  engine  companies  2,  6,  and  14,  and  it  is  hoped  tnat  the  department 
wiU  soon  be  enabled  to  replace  all  of  its  hose  reels  with  these  more 
modem  and  effective  pieces  of  apparatus.  The  act  of  March  3,  1903, 
also  provider  the  officers  and  men  for  Truck  Company  G,  and  upon 
the  installation  of  that  most  necessary  company,  the  house  for  which 
will,  it  \a  hoi>ed,  be  completed  not  later  than  January  1,  1904,  the 
department  will  consist  ox  14  steam  engine  companies,  7  truck  com- 
panies, and  5  chemical  engine  companies,  26  companies  in  all,  an' 
increase  of  6  during  the  past  three  years. 
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The  assertion  is  again  made,  however,  that  even  then  the  departvieot 
will  hardly  be  more  than  tialf  as  lar&re  as  it  should  be  made,  and  at  tlie 
earliest  day  practicable  there  shouH  be  established^  In  the  northwest 
section  of  the  city  two  or  three  additional  steam  engine  companies  and 
a  truck  company;  another  steam  engine  company  in  the  southeast  sec- 
tion: a  steam  engine  and  a  truck  company  in  the  north^st  section,  a 
truck  company  in  the  southwest  section,  and  a  chemical  company  at 
Benning  and  other  suburban  points.  There  should  also  be  purchased 
at  least  three  steam  engines  for  reserve  purposes.  Today  there  arc 
but  two  steamers  available  in  the  department  for  reserve  purposes, 
and  several  times  during  the  past  year  accidents  to  engines  in  active 
service  necessitated  the  placing^  of  the  two  reserve  steamers  inactive 
service,  thereby  leaving  the  department  without  a  reserve  pie<5e  of 
such  apparatus.  There  being  but  one  reserve  truck,  another  should 
be  provided,  and  as  there  is  no  reserve  chemical  engine,  that  deficiency 
should  be  at  once  remedied.  The  Congress  Heighte  house  being  quite 
large  enough,  and  there  being  pressing  need  of  a  truck  in  that  section, 
a  5^  or  55  toot  aerial  truck  should  be  acquired  and  placed  in  that  com- 
pany. It  is  conceded  that,  because  of  the  long,  steep  hill  required  to 
be  climbed  in  order  for  a  truck  from  the  city  to  reach  the  Government 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  lives  would  almost  certainly  be  lost  before  a 
city  truck  could  reach  tnat  institution  in  the  event  of  a  disastrous  fire 
in  one  of  its  occupied  buildings,  whereas  a  truck  at  Congress  Heights 
would  have  a  down  grade  run  of  less  than  a  mile  to  the  hospital. 

HORSES. 

During  the  past  year  40  horses  in  service  in  the  department  were 
reportea  by  the  veterinarian  to  be  unfit  for  further  fire  service,  and 
they  were  therefore  condemned  and  turned  over  to  the  prc^rty  clerk 
for  disposal.  Two  horses  died  during  the  year  and  44  were  purchased, 
the  average  price  being  $260,  as  it  was  the  year  previous.  June  80, 
1902,  the  department  possessed  151  horses,  and  that  number  has  been 
increased  by  but  2,  including  the  4  secured  for  the  Congress  Heights 
chemical  engine  company. 

The  District  veterinarian  reports  that  10  of  these  horses  are  in  bad 
condition  and  should  be  replaced  at  once  by  good  horses;  tiiat  33  are  in 
but  fair  condition,  and  that  the  remaining  110  are  in  excellent  shape. 
He  recommends  that  the  33  horses  in  fair  condition  be  replaced  by  new 
horses  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1904,  and  he  also  recommends  an 
increased  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  horses  for  this  department, 
because,  as  ne  explains,  of  the  growine  scarcity  of  good  fire  horses, 
ascending  prices,  and  the  natural  growm  of  the  aepartment.  It  would 
be  economy,  he  holds,  if  the  appropriation  were  made  lar^  enough  to 
replace  all  norses  of  the  fire  department  showing  but  fair  condition. 
As  he  well  says,  in  speaking  of  the  condemned  horses  of  this  d^)art- 
ment  turned  over  to  the  property  clerk: 

These  animals  are  not  lost  to  the  District,  as  they  are  dialribated  by  the  property 
clerk  among  the  several  departments  of  the  District  government  An  increased 
appropriation  for  fire  horses  would  not  only  enable  the  fire  department  to  at  once 
replace  every  horse  found  unfit  for  further  active  service  therein,  hat  would  also 
provide  the  other  departments  of  the  District  with  horses  which  co«ld  be  Q9ed  by 
them  for  several  years. 
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The  District  engineer  department  has  at  the  present  time,  it  is 
estimated,  50  horses  or  more  which  were  turned  over  to  it  during  the 
past  ten  years  by  the  fire  department  These  animals,  while  found 
unfit  for  active  fire  duty,  have  been  found  serviceable  for  slow  work 
and  for  hauling*  purposes. 

REPAIR  SHOP. 

The  establishment  of  a  repair  or  machine  shop  for  this  department 
is  again  earnestly  reconmiended,  for,  as  heretofore  stated,  it  is  believed 
that  the  establishment  of  such  a  shop  would  enable  the  department  to 
save  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  money  annually  expends  by  it  for 
repairs  to  its  venicles,  apparatus,  and  appliances.  Each  ^ear,  with 
the  natural  growth  of  the  depai*tment  ana  with  the  increasmg  length 
of  service  of  its  apparatus,  vehicles,  and  appliances,  the  expenditure 
for  repairs  grows.  The  department  machinist  estimates  that  a  suit- 
able snop  could  be  erected  on  land  owned  by  the  District  adjacent  to 
No.  8  engine  house  and  properly  equipped  for  $20,000,  and  as  he  esti- 
mates that  at  least  13,000  could  annually  be  saved  bv  the  establish- 
ment of  the  shop,  it  can^  be  seen  that  it  would,  in  a  few  years,  more 
than  p&y  for  the  cost  of  its  construction  and  equipment. 

WORK  OF  MACHINIST. 

The  annual  report  of  the  department  machinist  shows  that  during 
the  past  year  he  personally  made  repairs  to  the  vehicles,  apparatus, 
and  appliances  of  the  department  in  191  instances  and  superintended 
131  repair  jobs  done  in  the  local  shops.  He  also  inspected  and  tested 
during  the  year  all  the  hose  in  the  department.  This  officer  is  subject 
to  call  day  and  night  the  year  round,  and  is  held  responsible  for  the 
proper  condition  of  the  department's  vehicles,  apparatus,  and  appli- 
ances. Your  attention  is  again  invited  to  the  fact  tnat  he  receives  less 
compensation  than  an  ordinary  mechanic,  and  increased  compensation 
in  his  case  is  again  reconmiended. 

CrVIL-SERVICE   EXAMINATIONS. 

July  18, 1903,  your  honorable  board  amended  the  regulations  relat- 
ing to  appointments  in  this  department  by  providing  that  applicants 
should  i^tain  a  percentage  of  not  less  than  70  in  a  mental  examination 
to  render  them  eligible  for  appointment  The  United  States  Civil 
Service  Commission  kindly  consented  to  conduct  these  examinations, 
and  during  the  year  held  four  of  them,  92  applicants  being  examined, 
of  whom  57,  or  about  62  per  cent,  were  successful.  The  applicants 
were  examined  in  simple  arithmetic  and  spelling,  in  penmanship,  and 
also  in  local  geography.  Their  ability  to  receive  and  record  short  and 
simple  telephone  messa^,  a  most  important  reauirement,  was  also 
tested  in  these  examinations.  Applicants  who  had  served  in  and  had 
been  honorably  discharged  from  the  Arm^  or  Navy  of  the  United  States 
mud  former  members  of  the  department  m  good  standing  were  allowed 
S  points,  because,  respectively,  of  training  in  discipline  and  famili- 
arity with  the  fire-fighting  service. 

While  it  is  true  as  a  general  proposition  that  better  service  is  given 
by  the  man  of  intelligence,  it  is  yet  a  little  early  to  accurately  judge 
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of  the  results  of  these  mental  examinations.  It  can  not  be  denied,  how- 
ever, that  from  year  to  year  the  work  of  the  fire  fighter  becomes  more 
and  more  of  what  may  not  be  improperly  termed  a  science,  demanding 
a  higher  degree  of  intelligence.  This  being  so,  it  would  seem  that 
municipalties  are  fully  justified  in  selecting  as  members  of  their  fire- 
figbting  forces  intelligent  men  and  rejecting  ignorant  ones.  An 
examination  of  the  personnel  of  the  fire-fighting  forces  of  most  of  the 
great  cities  of  this  country,  certainly  of  tnose  fire  departments  ^v- 
erned  by  merit  alone,  will  demonstrate  that  the  day  of  the  blustering, 
disorderly,  and  ignorant  fire  fighter  has  passed,  and  that  that  fire 
department  is  most  efficient  whose  members  are  soljer,  disciplined,  and 
intelligent  men. 

INCREASE   OF  PAY. 

Yearly,  almost  daily,  the  demand  for  the  man  of  intelligence 
increases,  and  with  this  increased  demand  for  his  services  goes  increased 
pay  as  a  rule  or  better  opportunities  for  betterment  and  advancement. 
The  pay  of  the  District  nre  fighter  is  neither  in  comparison  with  the 
dangers  he  faces  nor  with  the  service  he  renders.  Nor  is  it  such  as  to 
make  his  retention  in  the  service  reasonably  certain.  Indeed,  it  is  just 
the  reverse,  the  consequence  being  that  many  of  its  best  men  are 
yearly  lost  to  it.  It  is  claimed  that  the  District  fire  fighters  are  the 
poorest  paid  in  this  country,  and  the  claim  seems  to  be  well  supported. 
It  is  certain  that  the  dangers  they  face  and  the  service  they  render  are 
as  great  and  as  exacting  and  as  necessary  as  those  faced  and  rendered 
by  the  local  policemen.  Yet  the  local  policeman's  pay  is  considerably 
greater  than  that  received  by  the  District  fireman.  The  officers  and 
members  of  the  District  police  force  are  fully  entitled  to  every  pennj 
paid  them,  but  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  department  are,  it 
IS  respectfully  submitted,  as  fully  entitled  to  equal  compensation. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

That  the  supply  of  water  for  fire-fighting  purposes  in  this  District, 

Earticularly  in  the  business  section  of  the  city,  is  insufficient,  has  often 
een  demonstrated.  The  19th  of  last  February,  at  the  fire  in  Moses 
&  Sons'  warehouse,  Fourteenth  and  B  streets.  Senior  Assistant  Chief 
Belt  complained  that  there  was  not  water  enough  available  to  supply 
the  steamers  engaged.  This,  he  stated  at  the  time,  was  especially  true 
as  to  the  three  extra  first-class  engines,  it  not  being  possible,  lie  and 
the  department  machinist  repoi'ted,  to  run  one  of  them  to  its  capacity 
because  of  lack  of  water  in  the  mains.  In  the  opinion  of  the  depart- 
ment there  is  imperative  need  of  not  only  larger  water  mains  in  the 
business  section  of  the  city,  but  also  of  larger  outlets  on  the  fire 
hydrants.  The  moment  it  became  certain  that  the  department  would 
secure  the  three  large  and  powerful  steamers  provided  for  in  the  act 
of  July  1,  1902,  the  necessity  for  larger  outlets  on  the  fire  hydrants 
was  laid  before  the  water  department,  and  its  superintendent  promised 
to  secure  them  at  the  earliest  practicable  day.  He  has  given  much 
time  and  thought  to  this  matter,  and  it  is  now  declarSi  that  the 
improved  hydrants  will  be  provided  in  a  few  months'  time.  The  fire 
department  believes,  however,  that  many  more  fire  hydrants  should 
be  erected,  not  only  within  the  city  limits,  but  also  in  the  suburban 
sections.  In  the  business  section  of  the  city  it  believes  there  should 
be  a  fire  hydrant  on  every  street  corner. 
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HIGH-PRESSUSB  WATER  SYSTEM. 

The  department  recommended  a  year  a^o  the  introduction  in  the 
business  section  of  the  city,  in  that  territory  bounded  by  Fifth  and 
Fifteenth  streets  west  and  B  and  I  streets  north,  of  a  high-pressure 
water  system,  and  that  recommendation  is  most  earnestly  renewed. 
Such  a  system  would  mean  both  quicker  and  much  more  effective  serv- 
ice than  could  be  rendered  by  double  the  number  of  fire  enrines  now 
in  the  section  mentioned  under  the  existing  water  supply.  It  would, 
inde<^,  render  unnecessary  the  presence  of  a  fire  engine  in  that  terri- 
tory. The  high-pressure  water  system  for  fire-fighting  service,  it  is 
confidently  believed  by  most  fire-fighting  authorities,  will  in  the  near 
future  supersede  the  steam  fire  engme  in  all  cities  where  such  a  system 
IS  possible,  and  this  department  is  as  confident  that  its  introduction 
here  would  mean  greater  economy  in  the  maintenance  of  the  fire- 
fighting  force  and  greater  security  against  fire. 

FIRE  BOAT. 

At  the  time  of  the  disastrous  river-front  fire  of  April  12,  1902,  the 
department  advocated  the  construction  of  a  fire  boat  for  its  use.  The 
recommendation  is  once  more  made.  During  the  past  year  two  more 
serious  fires  occurred  on  the  river  front,  and  the  officers  of  the  depart- 
ment are  confident  that  had  there  been  a  fire  boat  available  not  one  of 
these  fires  would  have  resulted  in  a  loss  of  more  than  a  few  hundred 
dollars,  whereas  the  total  loss  was  about  $100,000.  At  every  one  of 
these  serious  river-front  fires  it  becomes  absolutely  necessary  to  call 
into  service  about  every  steam  fire  engine  in  the  department,  with  the 
result  that  for  the  time  the  rest  of  the  city  is  left  practically  unpro- 
tected against  fire.  This  would  not  happen  if  the  department  pos- 
sessed a  fire  boat;  another  powerful  and  convincing  argument  why  one 
should  be  provided.  One  could  be  secured,  it  is  estimated,  for  about 
160,000  which  would  meet  all  the  requirements. 

INSPECTION   OF  OILS. 

The  fire  marshal  is  required,  among  other  duties,  to  inspect  and  test 
oils  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes  sold  or  brought  here  for  sale, 
and  to  examine  and  report  upon  all  premises  on  which  authority  to 
sell  these  oils  is  sought.  It  is  practically  impossible  for  the  fire  mar- 
shal to  perform  these  and  his  other  numerous  duties,  and  it  is  respect- 
fully recommended  that  an  inspector  of  oils  be  provided,  and  that  he 
be  empowered  and  required  to  collect  a  fee  for  every  inspection  and 
test  made  by  him.  Such  fees,  it  is  understood,  are  imposed  in  a  num- 
ber of  the  States,  and  it  is  believed  that  were  they  authorized  here 
they  would  not  only  provide  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  inspector, 
but  also  add  materially  to  the  revenues  of  the  District. 

SCHOOL  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

When  the  department's  stable  adjacent  to  No.  8  engine  house  was 
under  construction,  provision  was  made  for  training  stalls,  for  the 
breaking  in  of  new  horses.  No  reserve  piece  of  apparatus  was  avail- 
able, so  nothing  has  yet  been  done  in  this  matter.  With  the  coming 
of  tne  three  combination  wagons,  however,  there  will  be  a  hose  reel 
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available  for  such  a  purpose,  and  the  work  can  then  be  carried  on. 
There  should  also  be  here  wnat  there  is  in  most  well-regulated  fire 
departments,  a  school  of  instruction,  presided  over  by  a  veteran  offi- 
cer, for  the  instruction  in  fire  fighting  of  the  newly  appointed  men. 
Should  this  proposition  meet  your  approval,  such  a  scnool  could  be 
established  in  the  department,  it  is  believed,  without  asking  for  addi- 
tional funds. 

BETTER  QUARTERS   FOR  MEN. 

It  is  stated  that  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  upon 
visiting  several  of  the  houses  of  the  department,  remarked  that  some 
of  them  were  not  fit  for  men  to  live  in.  This  may  appear  harsh 
criticism,  but  if  some  of  the  older  houses  of  the  department  were 
inspected  it  would  appear  that  the  gentleman's  remark  was  justified. 
These  old  houses  should  be  replaced  at  an  early  day  by  modernly 
constructed  and  equipped  structures,  particularly  engine  houses  4 
and  6  and  chemical  engine  house  1.  The  appropriations  for  repairs 
to  the  houses  of  the  department  have  been  insufficient  to  keep  them  in 
proper  repair,  and  an  increased  appropriation  is  earnestly  recom- 
mended. 

HEALTH  OF  MEN. 

The  health  of  the  members  of  the  department,  it  would  appear  from 
the  annual  report  of  the  board  of  police  and  fire  surgeons,  improved 
during  the  past  year,  the  surgeons  naving  issued  46  less  "sick  cards" 
and  paid  313  less  visits  to  the  members  of  the  department  than  they 
did  during  the  year  previous.  No  member  of  the  department  died 
during  the  past  year,  and  not  one  was  permanently  injured,  the  record 
being  in  these  respects  that  of  the  year  before.  The  surgeons  exam- 
ined 232  applicants  for  appointment  in  the  department,  or  whom  107 
were  found  physically  qualified  and  125  were  rejected  as  unfit  for  the 
service. 

PENSION   LIST. 

Three  members  of  the  department.  Assistant  Chiefs  John  D.  Kurtz 
and  William  T.  Sorrell  and  Watchman  Francis  Mulhall,  were  found 
by  the  surgeons  to  be  physically  unfit  for  further  active  duty,  and 
they  were  placed  on  the  retired  list,  each  beiuj^  granted  an  allowance 
from  the  relief  fund  of  $50  a  month,  the  maximum  amount.  In  this 
connection  your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  chief  engineer 
is  the  only  member  of  the  department  entitled  to  be  retired,  in  the  dis- 
cretion or  your  honorable  board,  on  a  monthly  allowance  exceeding 
$50,  you  being  authorized  to  grant  that  oflScer  on  retirement  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $100  per  month.  In  this  matter,  as  in  that  of  salaries,  it 
would  seem  that,  compared  with  the  allowances  which  you  are  author- 
ized to  grant  the  oflBcers  of  the  police  department,  the  oflScers  of  this 
department  have  been  discriminated  against;  for  whereas  officers  of 
the  police  department  may  be  retired  on  a  monthly  allowance  exceed- 
ing $50,  the  officers  of  this  department,  with  the  single  exception  of 
the  chief  engineer,  can  be  granted  no  larger  an  allowance  than  can  be 
given  a  private.  This  unintentional  discrimination,  it  is  respectfully 
recommended,  should  be  remedied. 

During  the  past  year  Pensioners  Calhoun  Clark,  Rebecca  Giles, 
John  MT  Sweeney,  and  Francis  Lewis,   receiving,   respectively,  a 
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montlily  allowance  of  $50,  $40,  $40,  and  $36,  died.  The  widows  of 
Clark  and  Liewis  were  placed  on  the  pension  list,  each  at  a  monthly 
aUowance  of  $80,  and  as  three  minor  children  on  the  rolls  reached  the 
age  of  16  years  the  allowance  of  $10  each  received  monthly  ceased,  so 
that  the  retirement  of  the  three  men  above  referred  to  increased  the 
monthly  allowance  for  pensions  by  but  $15 — from  $1,509  to  $1,524 — and 
but  $180  annually. 

DEFICIENCIES  IN  APPROPRIATIONS. 

For  many  years  past  the  expenses  of  this  department  have  almost 
invariably  exceeded  the  regular  annual  appropriations.  As  far  back 
as  1882  there  was  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  $3,800  for  the  contin- 
ent expenses  and  for  forage  in  this  department,  and  about  everj  year 
sinco  then  CJongress  has  been  obliged  to  make  deficiency  appropriations 
to  meet  the  actual  expenses  of  the  department,  for  the  regular  appro- 
priations have  kept  pace  neither  with  its  growth  nor  with  the  advance 
in  prices.  Congress  in  the  District  appropriation  act  of  July  1,  1902, 
expressly  prohibited  the  making  of  any  deficiency  in  the  contingent 
expenses  of  any  of  the  District  departments.  The  appropriation  for 
the  contingent  expenses  of  the  fire  department  is  about  tne  most  impor- 
tant made  to  meet  its  expenses,  for  out  of  it  must  be  met  the  lighting, 
horseshoeing,  and  laundry  expenses,  and  out  of  this  appropriation 
must  also  be  provided  harness,  medical  and  stable  supplies,  furniture, 
fixtures,  stationery,  printing,  oils,  flags,  and  the  thousand  and  one 
other  things  absolutelv  indispensable  to  the  proper  maintenance  of  the 
fire-fighting  force.  The  strictest  economy  was  practiced  during  the 
past  year,  as  no  doubt  was  the  case  in  eveiy  past  year,  in  the  expend- 
iture of  this  wpropriation,  an  economy  which  yearly  has  deprived  die 
department  oi  many  thin^  of  which  it  should  not  have  been  forced  to 
do  without.  This  matter  is  brought  to  your  attention  with  the  earnest 
request  that  Congress  be  asked  to  provide  every  dollar  of  the  estimates 
for  the  contingent  and  other  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  coming 
fiscal  year. 

ADDITIONAL  MEN. 

The  department  was  increased  during  the  past  year  from  181  to  188 
members  by  the  appointment  of  1  foreman,  1  driver,  4  privates,  and 
1  watchman,  the  7  men  forming  chemical  engine  company  No.  6, 
Congress  Heights.  Thirty  members  resigned  during  the  year,  a  num- 
ber for  the  purpose  of  accepting  more  desirable  positions,  and  3  were 
placed  on  the  retired  list.  These  vacancies  were  promptly  filled,  there 
oeing,  together  with  the  7  additional  men,  40  appointments  made  dur- 
ing uie  year.  In  this  connection  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that 
as  the  watchmen  of  the  department  have  been  during  the  past  two 
years  required  to  perform  active  fire  duty,  legislation  be  secured 
designating  watchmen  as  privates  of  class  2. 

DISCIPLINE. 

No  member  of  the  department  was  removed  during  the  past  year, 
although  a  number  of  those  resigning  did  so  rather  than  face  charges 
of  intoxication  preferred  against  them.  The  policy  inaugurated  by 
the  department  two  years  ago  of  requiring  its  members  to  replace 
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department  property  lost  through  their  carelessness  and  to  bear  the 
expense  of  repairing  apparatus  and  appliances  damaged  through  their 
negligence  was  continued  with  excellent  results,  such  carelessness  and 
negligence  having  shown  a  marked  decrease.  The  department  also 
continued  a  policy,  inaugurated  about  the  same  time,  of  depriving 
men  found  guilty  of  misconduct  of  their  days  off  instead  of  imposing 
fines  on  them,  such  penaltj^  having  been  found  to  be  most  effective. 
The  tiling  of  charges  against  men  tor  trivial  offenses  was  discouraged, 
and  men  were  rewarded  for  exceptional  services  by  promotion  or  by 
granting  them  extra  time  off,  it  being  found  that,  while  they  perhaps 
did  nothing  more  than  they  should  have  done,  such  recognition  greatly 
increased  the  eflSciency  of  the  department. 

EVERT  FIFTH   DAY  OFF. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  the  members  of  this  department  were  the 
most  closely  confined  of  District  employees,  the  departoient  recently, 
with  your  approval,  made  provision  for  granting  them  one  day  off 
duty  in  every  five,  beginning  July  1, 1903.  Two  years  ago  thev  were 
for  the  first  time  granted  the  twenty  days  annual  leave  allowed  them 
by  law,  although  it  had  been  up  to  that  time  contended  that  to  grant 
them  what  the  law  authorized  would  endanger  the  safety  of  the  com- 
munity. The  absurd  injustice  of  that  contention  has  now  been  demon- 
strated, and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  men  will,  by  increased 
eflSciency  and  greater  devotion  to  duty,  demonstrate  that  they  can 
safely  be  allowed  off  every  fifth  day.  If  this  innovation  proves  to  be 
as  successful  as  anticipated,  its  success  will  show  that  by  the  addition 
of  50  privates  of  the  class  2  above  recommended,  at  an  annual  expendi- 
ture of  $30,000,  the  "twelve-hour  shift"  could  be  established* m  this 
department. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  PROTECTION. 

It  is  gratif  ving  to  note  that  the  department's  recommendation  that 
the  public  school  buildings  of  the  District  be  directly  connected  with 
fire-alarm  headquaiters  and  properly  equipped  with  fire  escapes  was 
favorably  acted  upon  by  Congress  during  its  recent  session,  but  it  is 
respectfully  submitted  that  the  appropriation  made  for  the  purposes 
is  not  large  enough.  Every  public  school  should  have  direct  connec- 
tion with  fire-alarm  headquarters,  and  every  one  of  three  or  more 
stories  in  height  should  be  provided  with  substantial  fire  escapes. 
Not,  however,  with  fire  escapes  similar  to  those  to  be  found  to-day  on 
a  number  of  the  District  public  school  buildings,  to  descend  which 
would  require  the  nerve  of  a  strong  man  and  the  agility  of  a  trained 
acrobat,  but  roomy,  substantial  escapes  down  wnich  women  and 
children  could  safely  reach  the  ground. 

THEATER  DETAIL. 

Two  years  ago  the  department  directed  that  a  trained  and  compe- 
tent member  of  it  should  be  detailed  for  duty  at  every  theater  in  the 
city  at  every  performance,  and  that  policy  has  been  continued  with 
excellent  results,  several  incipient  fires  in  these  places  of  public  amuse- 
ment having  been  extinguished  so  quietly  ana  expeditiously  by  the 
men  so  detailed  that  they  were  put  out  without  the  knowledige  of  the 
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audience.  While  every  theatrical  management  prohibits  smoking  on 
or  about  the  stage  except  when  it  is  reqmred  by  the  "business"  of  the 
production,  it  was  reported  to  the  department  during  the  past  season 
thiUi  this  rule  was  violated  now  and  then.  It  is  therefore  respectfully 
recommended  that  a  police  regulation  be  made  and  promulgated  pro- 
hibiting by  law  what  the  theatrical  managements  seek  to  prohibit 
through  their  own  efforts.  Serious  disaster  was  narrowly  averted  in 
one  of  the  local  theaters  last  season  during  a  panic  started  bj  a  person 
in  the  house  crying  "fire."  There  was  no  fire,  and  the  advisability  of 
a  law  severely  punishing  a  person  falsely  and  maliciously  crying 
"  fire  "  in  an  occupied  place  of  public  amusement  or  like  place  is  respect 
fully  suggested. 

CHILDREN  AND  MATCHES. 

During  the  past  year  two  little  children  were  burned  to  death 
because,  it  was  reported,  they  had  been  left  alone  in  a  house  at  liberty 
to  play  with  fire  or  matches.  Many  other  fires  were  reported  by  the  fire 
marslial  to  have  been  caused  by  children  playing  with  matches  or  fire,  and 
in  view  of  these  facts  preventive  legislation  would  seem  to  be  called  for — 
legislation  which  would  make  it  an  offense  against  law,  as  it  surely  is 
against  humanity,  to  so  carelessly  expose  little  children;  for  in  such 
cases  not  only  are  the  lives  of  the  children  so  exposed  endangered,  but 
also  the  lives  and  property  of  other  persons,  as,  in  the  case  of  a  fire 
once  started,  there  is  no  certainty  where  it  will  stop. 

GASOLENE. 

The  department's  previous  recommendation  that  the  sale  and  use  of 
gasoltoe  and  like  highly  inflammable  oils  be  regulated  by  law,  insuring 
greater  safety  to  those  using  them,  is  renewed.  During  the  past  year 
55  fires  were  reported  by  flie  fire  marshal  to  have  been  caused  by  or 
to  have  been  due  to  the  use  of  these  oils,  and  65  by  oil  stoves. 

FOUL  CHIMNEYS. 

The  importance  of  clean  chimneys,  pipes,  and  flues  may  be  seen  from 
the  report  of  the  fire  marshal  that  during  the  past  year  91  fires  were 
due  to  foul  chimneys,  5  to  foul  pipes,  and  57  to  defective  flues — 153  in 
all,  or  about  12  per  cent  of  the  year's  fires.  Hot  ashes  caused  41  fires, 
overheated  stoves  48,  spontaneous  combustion  22,  electric  wires  14, 
gas  jets  11,  cigar  and  cigarette  stubs  15,  children  playing  with  fire  7, 
and  matches  were  responsible  for  67,  19  of  these  fires  being  due  to 
children  playing  with  matches. 

ANNUAL  PARADE. 

The  annual  parade  of  the  department,  or  rather  of  that  part  of  it 
which  could  safely  be  permitted  to  leave  quarters,  took  place  Novem- 
ber 11  of  last  year,  tne  following  companies  participating:  Engine 
companies  1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9,  and  12;  truck  companies  A,  C,  and  £,  and  chem- 
ical engine  company  2.  The  water  tower  also  appeared,  the  parade 
being  in  charge  of  iSenior  Assistant  Chief  William  T.  Belt,  with  Assist- 
antChief  WUliam  T.  Sorrel  and  Machinist  Thomas  M.  Robinson  as 
luds.    Truck  company  C,  composed  of  Foreman  W.  A.  Dixon,  Assistant 
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Foi-eman  P.  J.  Sullivan,  Drivers  W.  H.  Doleman  and  P.  N.  Jeffries, 
Privates  E.  O'Connor,  H.  T.  Adams,  J.  S.  Trodden,  G.  W.  Eibel,  T.  B. 
Stanton,  F.  Leer,  D.  N.  Davis,  M.  A.  Frawley,  R.  A.  Foster,  G.  H. 
Laleger,  and  £.  £.  Padgett,  and  Watchman  J.  H.  Newton  headed  the 
parade,  that  position  of  nonor  being  granted  the  company  as  the  winner 
of  the  Macfarland  flag,  awarded  for  general  excellence. 

This  flag  was  awarded  the  company  by  a  committee  consisting  of 
Mr.  Eugene  B.  Wilkins,  of  the  Washington  Post;  Mr.  Robert  T. 
Small,  of  the  Evening  Star,  and  Mr.  John  C.  Ransom,  of  the  Wash- 
ington Times.  Chemical  engine  No.  2,  commanded  by  Foreman  John 
Sherman,  was  an  exceedingly  close  second  in  the  competition,  the 
committee  reporting  that  they  found  but  very  slight  difference  between 
the  two  companies.  The  department,  the  committee  reported,  was 
found  to  be  m  excellent  condition,  exhibiting  a  very  high  degree  of 
eflSciency.  Following  the  parade,  engine  company  No.  14,  under  com- 
mand of  Foreman  John  W.  Smith,  made  a  run  past  the  reviewing 
stand,  from  Seventeenth  street  to  Lafayette  place,  making  connection 
with  the  fire  hydrant  at  Lafayette  place,  laying  out  two  Rnes  of  boee 
from  its  hose  wagon  simultaneously^  and  tnrowii^  a  stream  of  water 
inside  of  three  minutes  from  the  time  it  startea  trom  Seventeenth 
street  Truck  Company  E,  in  charge  of  Assistant  Foreman  A.  J. 
Mosheuvel,  gave  a  most  interesting  ladder  and  life-net  drill  in  front 
of  the  reviewing  stand,  and  the  members  of  Truck  CV)mpany  C  assigned 
to  the  water  tower  gave  a  no  less  interesting  exhibition  before  the 
stand  of  that  piece  of  apparatus. 

INSPECTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 

The  inspection  of  hotels,  apartment  houses^  places  of  amusement, 
schools  and  other  buildings  was  continued  during  the  year  by  Senior 
Assistant  Chief  Belt,  by  direction  of  the  Department.  In  this  work, 
which  was  most  thoroughly  done,  he  was  assisted  by  the  fire  marshal 
and  by  representatives  of  the  building  inspector's  oflice  and  of  the 
electrical  department,  and  through  this  inspection  the  laws  and  regu- 
lations providing  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property  were  enforced 
as  never  before.  A  recommendation  of  the  departmient  that  no  license 
should  be  granted  to  the  proprietor  of  any  hotel  or  theater  until  the 
chief  oflScer  of  this  depailment  and  the  inspector  of  buildings  had  cer- 
tified in  writing  to  the  assessor  that  the  applicant  had  complied  witii 
these  laws  and  regulations  was  enacted  into  law  by  Congress  July  1. 
1902,  thereby  enabling  the  authorities  to  enforce  these  laws  ana 
regulations. 

This  work  of  inspection  should  be  continued.  Indeed,  it  should 
never  be  relaxed,  for  there  is  much  yet  to  be  accomplished,  and  the 
number  of  inspectors  should  be  so  increased  as  to  cover,  by  regularly 
repeated  visits,  every  section  of  the  District. 

Believing  that  it  is  as  much  the  duty  of  a  fire  department  to  prevent 
fires  as  it  is  to  extinguish  them,  no  opportunity  he^  been  neglected  to 
impress  upon  the  community  the  importance  of  preventive  measures. 
Members  of  the  department,  equippned  with  appliances,  were  detailed 
for  duty  at  fairs  and  other  places  where  their  presence  was  deemed 
necessary  or  was  invited,  ana  a  number  of  men  were  detailed  for  duty 
night  and  day  at  Convention  Hall  and  at  other  buildings  occupied  liy 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  the  eticampmeiit 
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last  fall,  and  the  buildings  were  furnished  with  fire-fighting  appliances. 
A  trained  member  of  the  department  was  detailed  for  duty  at  the  White 
House  at  every  public  gathering  there  last  season,  as  was  done  the 
previous  year. 

In  severinc|'  my  connection  with  this  department,  which  is  to-day 
the  equal  of  Oie  best  in  efficiency,  permit  me  to  express  my  giuteful 
appreciation  of  the  very  kind  consideration  whicn  your  honorable 
board  has  never  ceased  to  accord  me,  and  at  the  same  time  to  express 
my  no  less  g-ratef  ul  appreotation  of  the  support  which  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  department  have  given  me,  to  which  support  may  be 
attributed  in  a  very  large  degree  whatever  success  has  attended  my 
administration.

REPORT  OF  THE  MACHINIST. 

Washington,  June  SO,  190S, 

Snt:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  June  90, 
1903: 

There  were  three  serious  accidents  to  the  apparatus  during  the  year— first,  to  No. 
5  engine  while  responding  to  box  37,  January  28, 1903.  The  engine  was  run  into  bv 
a  Capital  Traction  car,  doing  considerable  damage  to  the  leftside  of  the  boiler,  bena- 
ing  rear  axle,  springing  all  of  the  rear  gear  out  of  true  and  sheared  the  body  bolts  in 
the  boiler;  second.  No.  12  engine,  while  responding  to  a  second  alarm  from  box  135, 
February  19, 1903,  tlie  engine  slewed  on  the  ice,  striking  the  curbing  at  Ninth  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue  NW.,  breaking  the  rear  axle  in  half  and  sprin«^g  the  front 
gear;  third,  No.  15  hose  carriage,  while  responding  to  a  second  alarm  from  box  1^, 
February  19,  1903,  the  carriage  slewed  on  the  ice.  striking  the  curb  at  Delaware 
avenue  and  C  street  NE.,  breaking  the  rear  axle  in  half  and  springing  rear  gear. 

There  were  131  repair  jobs  done  under  my  supervision  to  the  apparatus  of  the 
department  at  the  local  shops.  During  the  year  I  answered  105  telephone  calls  from 
the  various  engine,  truck,  and  chemical  engine  companies,  and  personallj^  did  191 
repair  jobs  to  the  various  apparatus  of  the  department  Amon^  the  laiye  jobs  done 
by  me  was  the  repairing  of  the  No.  4  engine,  making  the  alterations  at  Nos.  2,  6,  and 
14  engine  companies,  and  installing  the  extra  first-size  Metropnolitan  engines,  and  plac- 
ing the  old  No.  2  engine  in  No.  15  engine  company,  and  placing  the  old  No.  6  en^e 
in  No.  12  enffine company;  placed  new  heaters  in  Nos.  2,  7,  and  11  engine  companies. 

I  personalTv  tested  and  inspected  all  hose  belonging  to  department  during  the  year. 

I  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  that  ^,000  be  apj)ropriated  to  build  and 
eauip  a  repair  shop  on  land  owned  by  the  District  of  Columbia  to  do  the  repair  work 
of  the  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VETERINARIAN. 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  SO,  1903, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  to  your  department  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1903: 

Forty-four  new  horses  have  been  purchased  for  your  department;  40  have  been 
condemned  as  unfit  for  further  fire  service  and  turned  over  to  the  property  clerk  for 
disposal;  2  have  died  from  disease,  leaving  a  total  on  hand  of  153.  At  present,  10 
horses  are  in  bad  condition  and  should  be  replaced  at  once;  33  are  in  fair  condition, 
and  should  be  replaced  during  the  year;  110  are  in  good  condition,  and  are  fine  ani- 
mals. The  disease  among  the  horses  during  the  past  year  has  been  about  the  same 
aa  in  previous  years,  the  increase  being  in  proportion  to  the  increased  number  of 
anlmais. 

I  be^  leave  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  present  the  appropriation  for 
horses  m  your  department  is  too  small;  from  this  fact  we  have  horses  m  bad  and  fair 
condition  when  all  should  be  good.  It  would  be  economy  on  the  part  of  the  District 
government  if  the  amount  of  money  was  enough  so  that  all  horses  could  be  replaced 
when  they  show  a  fair  condition  only.  These  animals  are  not  lost  to  the  District,  as 
many  departments  are  now  supplied  with  horses  by  the  property  clerk  after  they 
have  served  their  time  in  the  fire  department.  If  we  were  able  to  pass  all  fair  horses 
over  other  departments  would  not  have  to  buy  any.  Again,  if  these  horses  could  be 
tamed  over  earlier  they  would  be  of  more  service  to  the  departments  receiving  them. 

This,  as  you  can  see,  would  be  a  loss  to  the  fire  department  but  a  gain  to  the  Dis- 
trict as  a  whole,  and  would  put  the  fire  department  in  a  better  condition  to  reach 
fires.  The  horses  being  the  power  which  takes  the  fire  fighter  and  machines  to  fires, 
it  should  have  the  best  horses  that  can  be  purchased,  regardless  of  cost. 

I  would  also  draw  your  attention  to  the  great  scarcity  of  good  horses,  fit  for  fire 
service,  which  came  to  our  market  during  the  past  year.  Only  2  were  purchased  in 
Washington,  and  outside  of  Washington  there  is  not  much  picking,  as  the  number 
of  anlmais  presented  is  so  limited  that  often  we  are  compelled  to  buy  horses  that  do 
not  come  up  to  our  standard,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  need  is  so  great  that  we  can 
not  even  iet  a  fair  horse  get  away.  Again,  other  buyers  are  often  better  buyers 
^lan  we  cam  be,  and  outbid  us  for  the  class  we  want.  I  would  recommend  that  pub- 
licity be  given  to  t^e  fact  that  we  need  good  horses  and  are  willing  to  pay  fair  prices.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  29, 1903. 

Sm:  I  have  the  honor  to  snbmit  the  following  report  of  the  work  of  this  office 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  Jnne  80, 1908: 

In  bnt  few  instances  was  it  impossible  to  ascertain  the  canse  of  fires,  this  resnlt 
being  due  to  careful  and  thorough  investigation  and  to  the  able  and  hearty  coop- 
eration of  the  police  department,  especially  the  detective  corps.  Three  fires  only 
of  incendiary  origin  occurred  during  the  year.  In  one  of  these  cases  the  incendiary 
was  convicted  and  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary,  while  in  the  other  two  cases  the 
accused  have  been  indicted  and  are  awaiting  tnal.  It  is  respectfully  submitted 
that  t^Mse  cases  should  be  tried  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  as  delay  in  their  pros- 
ecution can  only  have  theefifect  of  encouraging  the  conamission  of  further  offenses. 

Dming  the  recent  scarcity  of  coal  more  oil  probably  was  brought  to  the  District 
and  used  as  fuel  than  ever  before.  In  some  instances  the  quality  was  inferior  and 
the  ''  flash  test ''  dangerously  low.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  this  sul^ect 
by  directions  of  the  chief  engineer.  Sam^es  of  oil  were  collected  and  tested,  and 
as  a  result  numerous  prosecutions  were  instituted,  collateral  being  forfeited  in 
every  case.    This  course  will  be  continued. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  449  bell  alarms,  2  less  than  were  sounded  during  the 
fiscal  year  of  1902,  were  investigated,  the  fires  for  which  they  were  sounded 
entailing  an  estimated  loss  of  $144,262,  an  increase  of  $21,504  over  the  loss  of  the 
previous  year.  There  were  also  870  local  alarms  investigated,  an  increase  of  50 
over  the  preceding  year,  the  fires  occasioning  them  causing  an  estimated  loss  of 
$12,999,  or  $1,253  greater  than  the  loss  during  1902  from  local-alarm  firee.  The 
total  estimated  loss  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $157,261,  an  increase  of  $22,757 
over  that  of  1902.  The  insurance  on  the  property  involved  was  $2,158,872,  the 
total  estimated  loss  being  being  slightly  in  excess  of  7.8  x)er  cent  of  the  insurance. 
The  total  number  of  alarms  for  the  year  was  819,  an  increase  of  48  over  the  year 
previous.  Seven  of  these  alarms  were  from  telephone  stations,  and  56  were  false 
alarms,  as  against  45  false  alarms  the  year  previous. 

During  the  past  year  1,568  mercantile  houses  and  cellars  were  inspected  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  their  condition  and  whether  they  afforded  adeqnate 
means  of  ingress  and  egress  for  the  department  in  case  of  fire  therein.  But  few 
were  found  to  be  in  bad  condition,  it  is  gratifying  to  report,  and  it  is  no  less  grati- 
fying to  be  aW©  to  report  the  cooperaSon  of  the  occupants  and  owners  in  this 
work  of  minimizing  x)08sible  danger  and  to  state  that  ready  compliance  with  the 
department's  instructions  was  had  in  nearly  every  instance.  The  department's 
directions  to  teach  the  public  the  imi)ortance  of  guarding  against  fire  by  exer- 
cising every  possible  preventive  have  been  carefully  carried  out,  and  with  most 
excellent  results.  The  department's  directions  to  cooperate  in  this  and  like  mat- 
ters with  the  Fire  Underwriters'  Association  were  no  less  carefully  carried  out, 
and  valuable  assistance  was  rendered  by  the  association  and  by  its  compact  man- 
ager, Mr.  A.  N.  Hamilton,  and  by  its  inspectors,  Messrs.  John  Henderson,  jr., 
and  Joseph  Burkett,  in  the  way  of  suggestions  relative  to  localities  where  danger 
of  fire  could  be  decreased  and  in  many  other  ways. 

Numerous  complaints  of  various  kinds,  applications  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
inflammable  oils,  made  to  the  department  and  referred  to  it  by  the  honorable  Com- 
missioners, were  promptly  investigated  and  reported  ux)on. 

Rigid  investigation  of  the  local  playhouses  and  other  places  of  amusement  ^wbs 
made  during  the  x>ast  year,  a  detailed  report  of  each  case  being  filed.  Each  of 
the  theaters  was  visited  at  least  once  a  week,  by  direction  of  the  chief  engineer, 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  there  was  any  overcrowding  of  the  aisles  and  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  them  as  to  their  condition.  The  department's  instructions 
to  see  that  laws  and  relations  providing  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
were  observed  were  strictly  obeyed. 

The  inspection  of  hotels,  apartment  houses,  and  other  buildings  of  like  character, 
ordered  by  the  department,  was  continued  during  the  year,  resulting  in  their  bet- 
ter protection  against  fire. 

Acting  upon  request  of  the  Federal  Government  officials,  received  by  the  chief 
engineer,  various  public  buildings  were  inspected  and  recommendations  suggested, 
which  were  adopted.  In  this  and  other  mspection  work  I  acted  as  assistant  to 
Senior  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  William  T.  Belt,  and  the  inspection  included  tiie 
United  States  Capitol  building.  Interior  Department  building.  Pension  Office 
building,  division  of  the  post-office  supplies  building,  General  Land  Office  building, 
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the  bnildings  of  the  United  States  Gk>yemment  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Naval 
proving  gronnds,  Indian  Head,  Md.,  the  army  post  at  Fort  Myer,  Va.,  the  Wash- 
ington^?avy-Yard,  and  others.

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Charities  has  the  honor  to  submit  its 
third  annual  report,  the  same  being  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1903. 

The  membership  of  the  board  has  continued  the  same  as  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  Two  members  of  the  board,  John  Joy  Edson  and  S.  W. 
Woodward,  whose  terms  of  office  expired  June  30,  1903,  were  reap- 
pointed by^  the  President  for  a  term  of  three  years  each.  The  present 
membership  of  the  board  is  as  follows:

The  standing  committees  of  the  board  are  as  follows:  On  medical 
charities,  John  Joy  £dson  and  Charles  P.  Neill;  on  child-caring  work. 
Simon  Wolf  and  Georee  W.  Cook;  on  reformatory  and  correctional 
institutions,  George  W.  Cook  and  John  Joy  Edson;  on  miscellaneous 
institutions,  Charles  P.  Neill  and  Simon  Wolf.  The  president  of  the 
board  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  committees. 

The  board  has  continued  throughout  the  jrear  to  give  careful  thought 
to  the  charities  of  the  District,  and  the  things  recommended  in  uiis 
report  and  the  accompanying  estimates  for  appropriations  are  the 
result  of  a  (Mtinstaking  study  of  all  the  interests  involved;  and  the 
board  is  convinced  that  if  such  recommendations  are  adopted  impor- 
tant steps  will  have  been  taken  in  the  work  of  proper  organization  of 
our  public  charities.  The  principles  advocated  in  this  reoort  follow 
the  fines  laid  down  in  former  years,  and  we  are  convincea  that  they 
are  in  harmony  with  the  best  thought  and  practice  in  this  field  of  work. 
The  changes  reconmaended  look  toward  a  proper  organization  of  the 
charities  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations made  in  1898  by  a  joint  select  committee  of  the  two  Houses 
of  Congress.  This  committee,  after  an  exhaustive  investigation  of  the 
local  charities,  made  a  comprehensive  report  and  recommended  many 
important  changes  in  the  local  charity  system.  A  careful  study  by 
this  board,  extending  now  over  a  period  of  more  than  three  years, 
cmly  goes  to  show  tmit  the  recommendations  of  that  report  are  wise, 
and  uiat  any  reorganization  of  the  local  charities  must  follow  sub- 
stantiaUy  the  lines  laid  down  in  that  report.  It  is  respectfully  urged 
upon  Congress  that  it  is  extremely  imi)ortant  that  a  aefinite,  perma- 
nent policy  in  dealing  with  the  charities  of  the  District  should  be 
determinea  as  early  as  possible.  The  present  arrangement  is  lacking 
in  effectiveness  and  is  the  result  of  a  growth  without  any  definite  plan. 
The  longer  the  present  arrangement  is  allowed  to  continue  the  more 
difficult  it  becomes  to  substitute  a  satisfactory  system.    The  annual 
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appropriations  for  correctional  and  charitable  institutions  now  closely 
approximate  a  million  dollars.  This  fact  emphasizes  the  necessity  of 
a  well-considered  plan  and  careful  methods  of  administration. 

StTBSIDY   SYSTEM. 

One  prominent  feature  of  the  present  arrangement  is  the  so-called 
"subsidy"  or  gratuity  system;  that  is,  a  system  granting  appropria- 
tions of  public  moneys  in  aid  of  private  charitable  organizations. 
The  experience  in  the  District  of  Columbia  only  tends  to  corroborate 
the  experience  of  other  communities,  that  this  policy  is  unwise,  and 
the  board  believes  that  it  should  be  aiscontinuea  here,  as  it  has  been 
in  other  progressive  communities.  We  have  dwelt  at  length  on  this 
subject  in  former  reports,  and  our  experience  leads  us  to  believe  more 
strongly  than  ever  that  the  tendencies  of  this  system  lead  to  ineflS- 
ciency  and  wastefulness;  but  if  it  should  be  determined  by  Congress 
that  the  system  is  to  continue,  then  some  effort  should  be  maae  to 
render  it  as  equitable  as  possible.  The  present  distribution  of  subsi- 
dies is  without  plan  or  justification,  the  current  appropriation  being 
fixed  apparently  without  rejgard  to  the  needs  of  the  institution  or  the 
service  it  is  rendering  to  the  public.  Some  institutions,  the  volume 
of  whose  work  is  large,  receive  a  comparatively  small  subsidy;  while 
others,  the  volume  or  whose  work  is  relatively  small,  receive  a  com- 
paratively large  subsidy. 

If  the  system  is  to  continue,  consideration  must  be  given  to  institu- 
tions requesting  appropriations  for  the  first  time.  The  board  has  had 
numerous  such  applications,  and  thus  far  has  declined  to  indorse  them, 
believing  that  the  continuation  of  the  subsidy  svstem  was  undesii-able 
and  in  the  hope  that  Congress  would  take  steps  looking  to  its  ultimate 
elimination.  If,  however,  Congress  should  decide  to  perpetuate  this 
system,  these  new  applicants  for  appropriations  should  receive  consid- 
eration, as  many  of  them  have  claims  upon  Government  support  as 
strong  as  any  that  can  be  urged  in  behalf  of  institutions  at  present  in 
receipt  of  such  support.  If  this  course  is  pursued  there  will  be  prac- 
tically no  limit  to  tne  number  of  private  charities  that  will  appeal  for 
Government  aid,  and  the  mmiber  in  receipt  thereof  will  continue  to 
increase  indefinitely.  The  evil  effects  of  such  a  course  must  be  destruc- 
tive of  the  modern  principles  of  charity  work  and  social  economics. 

The  financial  statistics  accompanying  this  report  show  that  the 
private  contributions  to  subsidized  institutions  are  not  being  main- 
tained, but,  on  the  contrary,  are  gradually  diminishing.  This  &s  been 
the  experience  wherever  the  subsidy  system  has  been  tried.  The 
appropriation  of  public  funds  to  private  charities  inevitably'  discour- 
ages voluntary  benevolence.  It  is  significant  that  while  subsidized 
institutions  are  losing  ground  in  respect  to  voluntary  contributions, 
many  important  chanties  in  the  community,  dependent  solely  upon 
the  benevolence  of  citizens  for  their  maintenance,  continue  to  nourish 
and  enlarge  their  usefulness. 

Believing  the  sound  policy  to  be  the  discontinuance  of  the  subsidy 
system,  the  board,  in  its  estimates  submitted  herewith,  has  followed  the 
same  course  as  in  former  years  and  has  declined  to  approve  any  new 
application  for  appropriation.  It  has  at  the  Same  time  recommended 
slight  reductions  in  existing  subsidies,  looking  to  their  ultimate  elimi- 
nation in  a  manner  so  gradual  that  no  institution  need  be  crippled  by 
the  change. 
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LACK   OF  COORDINATION  IN  PUBUO  INSTITUTIONS. 

Another  important  subject  dwelt  upon  in  former  reports  is  the  need 
of  a  more  unified  control  of  the  purely  public  institutions.  Largely 
because  of  the  lack  of  proper  organization  the  public  as  well  as  the 
private  charities  of  Wasnington  fan  to  attain  a  proper  degree  of  coop- 
eration and  efficiency.  Some  of  the  public  institutions  are  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia; 
others  are  under  the  direction  of  boards  appointed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners; others  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Justice, 
while  still  others  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Interior  Department. 
Such  a  disjointed  arrangement  necessarily  results  in  loss  of  effective- 
ne.<s  and  in  wastefulness  of  resources.  There  is  a  duplication  of  dis- 
bursing officers  and  an  expensive  lack  of  system. in  the  purchase  of 
supplies.  Hardly  any  two  institutions  pay  the  same  price  for  similar 
articles.  They  make  their  own  purchases,  and  probably  each  does  the 
best  it  can,  but  certainly  some  do  much  better  (or  worse)  than  others. 
We  believe  that  a  uniform  supervision  and  control  of  all  purely  local 
public  charities  should  be  placed  under  the  Commissioners  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  and  recommend  that  such  a  course  be  adopted. 

REVIEW  OF  VARIOUS  BRANCHES  OF  WORK. 

The  work  imder  our  supervision  is  briefly  reviewed  under  four  divi- 
sions, each  of  which  has  been  given  special  consideration  by  a  standing 
committee.  (1)  Reformatories  and  correctional  institutions;  (2)  med- 
ical charities;  (3)  child-caring  institutions ;  (4)  miscellaneous  institutions. 

(1)  Reformatories  and  Correctional  Institutions. 

workhouse. 

The  total  number  of  commitments  to  the  workhouse  during  the  year 
was  3,975,  as  compared  with  4,223  during  the  preceding  year,  a  decrease 
of  248.  The  daily  average  number  present  m  the  workhouse  was  357, 
as  compared  with  295  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  62.  This 
increase  in  the  daily  average  with  the  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
commitments  shows  that  3ie  average  period  for  which  each  prisoner 
was  detained  was  longer  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  average 
time  that  each  prisoner  was  detained  was  32.8  days,  as  compared  with 
25.5  days  during  the  preceding  year. 

We  again  submit  an  estimate  for  the  erection  of  another  wing  of 
the  new  workhouse  building.  The  old  building,  which  is  now  being 
remodeled  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  appropriation  made  at 
the  last  session  of  Congress,  can  never  be  a  satisfactory  prison  build- 
ing. Even  with  the  increased  accommodations  for  prisoners  afforded 
by  the  alteration  of  the  old  building,  the  combined  number  of  cells  in 
the  new  wing  and  the  old  building  will  be  only  222,  while  frequently 
the  number  of  prisoners  is  in  excess  of  300,  and  sometimes  it  is  as 
high  as  350.  It  is  thus  seen  that  the  number  of  cells  afforded  is  much 
less  than  is  necessary  to  provide  a  senarate  cell  for  each  prisoner. 
The  importance  of  having  individual  cells  for  the  prisoners  can  hardly 
be  overstated.  It  is  urgently  recommended,  therefore,  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made  for  the  erection  of  an  additional  wing  for  the  work- 
nouse. 
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We  believe  that  careful  consideration  ought  to  be  given  to  "ihe 
questions  of  employment  and  discipline  at  the  workhouse.  At  times, 
when  it  is  impracticable  to  employ  the  prisoners  on  the  streets,  it 
miffht  be  possiole  to  arrange  for  some  emploj^ment  within  the  prison 
walls.  If  a  rigid  system  of  disciplinary  training  were  inti'oduced, 
probably  the  combined  effect  of  work  and  discipline  might  result  in 
some  reformation.  We  believe  that  confinement  alone  does  not  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  case,  but  that  a  serious  effort  should  be  made 
also  with  a  view  to  reformation. 

REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

The  daily  average  number  of  boys  present  in  the  Reform  School 
during  the  year  was  257,  as  compared  with  234  during  the  previous 
year,  an  increase  of  23  in  the  daily  average.  No  additional  appropiia- 
tion  was  found  necessary  for  maintenance  on  account  of  this  increase 
of  numbers.  The  school  having  an  established  plant,  a  full  corps  of 
oflScers  and  instructors,  and  being  in  a  position  to  produce  on  the  farm 
a  considerable  part  of  the  necessary  maintenance,  the  increase  in  the 
IK)pulation  was  not  suflScient  to  demand  an  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion. 

We  submit  again  an  estimate  for  an  appropriation  for  an  additional 
cottage  building,  because  the  present  buildings  are  crowded  and  there 
is  a  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the  school. 

The  boys  at  this  institution  are  now  being  paroled  on  probation 
when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  trustees,  such  action  is  desira- 
ble. These  paroled  boys  make  frequent  written  reports  to  the  institu- 
tion, and  are  visited  by  an  oflScer  of  the  school  during  the  probation 
period,  and  the  system  is  reported  as  working  satisfactorily.  We 
believe  that  this  principle  is  wise,  and  that  its  introduction  is  an  indi- 
cation of  progress  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  trustees.  This  new 
departure  should  be  given  a  fair  trial. 

REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  daily  average  number  present  in  this  institution  was  68,  as  com- 
pared with  55  during  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  13.  As  in  the 
case  of  the  boys'  school,  the  increase  in  population  did  not  demand  an 
increase  in  the  appropriation.  The  inmates  of  this  school  are  also 
released  on  probation,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
the  system  is  reported  as  working  well.  As  in  the  case  of  the  boys' 
school,  we  believe  that  this  is  an  experiment  in  pro^essive  lines  and 
should  be  given  a  fair  trial.  An  additional  teacher  is  asked  for  at  this 
school  on  account  of  the  increased  population  and  the  opening  of  a 
new  school  building.  A  slight  increase  in  the  compensation  of  the 
teachers  is  also  requested.  The  salaries  of  the  teachers  at  this  institu- 
tion are  less  than  is  paid  for  a  similar  grade  of  work  in  other  institu- 
tions in  the  District,  and  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  secure  and 
retain  competent  teachers  for  the  small  salaries  allowed. 

(2)  Medical  Charities. 

The  board  recommends  no  increase  in  the  annual  hospital  appropria- 
tions, except  in  the  case  of  Children's  Hospital,  where  an  increase  rrora 
$10,000  to  f  15,000  is  recommended,  because  the  present  appropriatiou 
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only  permits  the  payment  to  that  institution  of  a  rate  probably  not 
more  than  half  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance,  while  the  other  institu- 
tions are  allowed  a  rate  meant  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  actual  cost. 

In  reference  to  the  general  hospital  problem  as  it  affects  the  future, 
the  condition^  have  materially  changea  since  last  year  as  a  result  of 
the  action  of  Congress  in  granting  lar^e  appropriations  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  Providence,  Grarfeld,  and  Homeopatnic  hospitals  and  for  flie 
erection  of  a  new  hospital  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  Freedmen's. 
The  appropriations  made  during  the  past  three  ^ears  and  the  expendi- 
tures authorized  for  the  erection  of  hospital  bmldin^  for  these  insti- 
tutions amount  to  a  total  of  $750,000.  As  this  plamly  indicates  the 
policy  and  wish  of  Congress,  for  tne  present  at  least,  an  appropriation 
18  recommended  for  a  new  building,  greatly  needed,  at  Columbia  Hos- 
pital, an  institution  conducted  for  the  treatment  of  women  exclusively. 
Heretofore  the  board  has  not  deemed  it  proper  to  recommend  appro- 
priations for  the  enlargement  of  buildings  of  existing  institutions. 

If  the  work  is  to  be  continued  at  Columbia,  provision  must  be  made 
for  a  new  building^  because  the  present  structure  is  unsuitable  for 
hospital  needs.  It  is  a  very  old  buildinsf  and  was  never  built  for  hos- 
pital purposes.  The  arrangement  is  bad  and  the  building  is  so  nearly 
worthless  as  to  render  extensive  repairs  impracticable.  Tne  board  has 
therefore  recommended  that  a  suitable  building  be  provided  for  this 
institution,  and  has  estimated  for  an  appropriation  to  commence  the 
erection  oi  the  same. 

While  the  needs  of  private  institutions  have  been  amply  provided 
for,  there  are  certain  special  classes  of  patients  for  which  there  is 
urgent  need  that  provision  be  made,  and  these  are  the  cases  mentioned 
by  this  board  last  year  in  that  part  of  its  report  dealing  with  the 
municipal  hospital. 

The  cases  referred  to  are  (1)  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis;  (2)  persons  suffering  from  chronic  and  incurable  dis- 
eases; (3)  convalescent  patients;  (4)  inebriates. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  this  board  urged  strongly  the  necessity  of 
making  provision  for  these  classes  at  once  in  the  new  municipal  hos- 
pital. Tne  need  becomes  ever  more  urgent,  and  the  enlargement  of 
the  general  hospital  service,  provided  for  by  Congress  as  above 
referred  to,  will  not  include  provision  for  these  special  cases  because 
the  private  hospitals  referred  to  will  not  admit  them.  Washington 
Asylum  Hospital,  the  only  present  available  place  for  such  cases,  is 
always  overcrowded,  and  there  are  many  persons  who  ought  to  be  in 
hospital,  but  are  denied  admission  because  room  is  not  available. 
Unless  provision  is  made  at  once  in  the  municipal  hospital  for  the 
classes  of  cases  referred  to,  very  extensive  enlargements  will  be  neces- 
sary at  the  Washington  Asylum  Hospital.  The  hoard  does  not  recom- 
mend such  enlargements  at  this  hospital  because  it  believes  that  the 
wiser  plan  is  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  municipal  hospital, 
and,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  discontinue  the  general  hospital  work  on 
the  Washington  asylum  grounds,  leaving  there  only  sufficient  hospital 
facilities  to  care  for  the  prisoners  in  the  workhouse.  The  sick  poor 
ought  not  to  be  sent  to  an  institutien  where  they  must  be  placed  in 
the  same  wards  occupied  by  prisoners. 

The  demand  that  provision  be  made  immediately  for  the  care  of 
patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  peculiarly  urgent; 
This  disease  is  such  a  menace  to  the  community  that  public  sentiment 
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has  become  greatly  aroused,  and  an  insistent  demand  is  made  that 
measures  be  taken  providing  for  the  proper  isolation  of  persons  suffer- 
ing from  this  disease.  At  present  no  such  provision  is  made.  We 
believe  that  Congress  shoula  at  once  authorize  the  erection  of  build- 
ings on  the  new  municipal  hospital  grounds,  already  purchased  by  an 
appropriation  made  for  that  purpose,  sufficient  to  accommodate,  from 
150  to  200  patients  of  this  class.  An  estimate  is  made  for  $150,000  for 
beginning,  the  work  at  this  hospital,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the 
Commissioners  be  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  in  an  amount 
sufficient  to  complete  the  buildings  necessary  for  the  care  of  the  above- 
mentioned  number  of  patients. 

Most  of  the  indigent  consumptive  patients  are  at  present  obliged  to 
remain  in  their  homes,  where  they  are  a  source  oi  danger  to  their 
friends  and  to  the  communit3\  A  few  are  in  the  hospital,  and  there 
they  are  a  menace  to  the  other  patients,  because  there  are  at  present 
no  facilities  for  the  isolation  of  such  cases  in  separate  wards.  They 
must  be  kept  in  the  common  wards  with  other  patients,  where  they 
are  an  ever  present  source  of  danger. 

So  absolutely  necessary  is  the  isolation  of  these  patients  that  the 
board  deems  it  an  imperative  duty  to  ask  for  a  small  appropriation  to 

Erovide  temporary  wooden   structures  on   the  Washington  Asylum 
[ospital  grounds,  where  consumptive  patients  can  be  cared  for  tem- 
porarily, pending  the  completion  of  a  special  hospital. 

PHYSICIANS  TO  THE  POOR. 

The  poor  in  their  homes  for  whom  hospital  care  is  not  deemed  nec- 
essary, are  treated  by  a  corps  of  22  physicians,  who  work  under  the 
direction  of  this  board.  The  total  number  of  cases  treated  by  these 
physicians  during  the  year  was  6,393.     The  phjsicians   have   been 

¥rompt  and  conscientious,  and  a  satisfactory  service  has  been  rendered, 
hey  have  been  greatly  assisted  in  their  work  by  the  nurses  of  the 
Instructive  Visiting  Nurses'  Society,  who  have  faithfully  cared  for  all 
cases  brought  to  their  attention  by  the  physicians.  These  nui*ses  are 
maintained  by  the  society  entirely  without  cost  to  the  District,  and 
the  service  rendered  is  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation. 

An  important  service  was  rendered  the  poor,  and  especially  the  sick 
poor  and  families  in  which  were  very  young  children,  by  a  distribu- 
tion of  ice  during  the  summer  months.  Through  the  benevolence  of 
a  private  citizen,  the  district  nurses  had  at  their  disposal  a  supply  of 
ice  sufficient  for  all  needs,  and  its  distribution  oroved  a  most  important 
factor  in  the  relief  of  suffering. 

(3)  Child-caring  Work. 

In  reference  to  the  important  work  of  caring  for  dependent  chil- 
dren, the  board  has  heretofore  called  attention  to  the  lack  of  proper 
organization.  Many  duplicate  agencies  are  at  work  in  this  fiela  with- 
out any  central  controlling  authority. 

This  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  general  direction  of  the  public 
child-caring  system  of  the  District  shomd  be  intrusted  to  the  a^encv 
created  by  Congress  for  that  purpose,  viz,  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians. 

In  recommending  that  the  child-caring  work  should  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  this  board  is  of  the 
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opinion  that  inHtitutions  should  he  availahle  for  the  training  of  such 
enildren  as  are  unfitted  for  placenient  in  private  homes  or  for  whom 
private  homes  are  not  available. 

Wholesome  family  life  is  doubtless  more  desirable  for  children  than 
institutional  life,  but  in  many  cases  suitable  family  life  for  dependent 
children  in  the  District  of  Columbia  is,  for  a  time  at  least,  impossible, 
either  because  the  child  itself  is  unfitted  for  such  life  or  because  the 
proper  home  is  not  available.  This  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
difficulty  can  best  be  settled  by  leaving  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians. 

The  Industrial  Home  School  ought  to  serve  satisfactorily  as  a  train- 
ing school  for  white  children.  There  is  even  a  greater  need  for  a 
training  school  for  colored  children,  and  we  recommend  that  an  indus- 
trial scnool  for  colored  children  be  established  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. This  school  when  established  should,  of  course,  be  a  public 
institution,  under  control  of  the  public  authorities  and  properly  coor- 
dinated with  the  other  child-caring  institutions  of  the  District. 

We  again  caAl  attention  to  the  necessity  of  some  provision  being 
made  for  feeble-minded  colored  children.  The  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians  is  at  present  unable  to  secure  admission  for  these  children 
into  any  institution.  There  is  an  urgent  necessity,  therefore,  that  a 
building  should  be  erected  at  once  ^r  the  care  of  these  children,  as 
otherwise  they  will  continue  to  increase  in  numbers  to  such  an  extent 
that  their  care  will  impose  a  much  greater  burden  than  at  present. 

JUVENILE   COURT. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  juvenile  court  should  be  established, 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  hearing  and  determining  of  cases  involving 
dependent  and  delinquent  children.  Such  courts  have  been  established 
in  many  cities  throughout  the  country,  and  have  been  found  of  the 
greatest  service  in  dealing  with  the  problem  of  juvenile  delinquency. 

The  present  judges  of  the  police  court  have,  at  great  personal  sacri- 
fice, made  arrangements  whereby  juvenile  cases  are  now  heard  at  a 
separate  hearing,  after  the  adjournment  of  the  court  for  the  trial  of 
aault  cases.  But  the  children  must  be  brought  to  the  police  court 
building,  and  there  is  inevitably  an  atmosphere  of  the  police  court  in 
evidence.  The  judges,  on  account  of  their  arduous  duties  in  the  adult 
court,  can  not  possibly  give  the  time  and  thought  to  the  problem  of 
dealing  with  juvenile  oelinquencv  and  dependency  that  should  be 
devoted  to  the  subject  by  a  court  dealing  solely  with  that  problem. 

PROBATION   OFFICERS. 

The  work  of  the  probation  officer  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians,  while  it  may  still  be  regarded  in  the  light  of 
an  experiment,  because  so  recently  inaugurated,  still  it  has  been  so 
encouraging  as  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  desirability  of  the  proba- 
tion syi^m.  Indeed,  the  establishment  of  a  juvenile  court  without 
provision  for  the  necessary  probation  officers  would  be  but  little 
improvement  upon  the  present  system.  The  presiding  judge  can 
hope  to  accomplish  but  little  unless  he  is  enablea,  through  prolmtion 
omcers,  to  follow  the  children  into  their  homes  and  see  that  the  con- 
ditions of  probation  are  observed  and  that  everything  possible  is  done 
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by  influence,  exerted  both  on  the  children  and  their  surroundings, 
to  prevent  the  necessity'  of  a  return  to  the  court  and  the  possible  com- 
mitment to  some  penal  or  correctional  institution.  The  aim  of  the 
juvenile  court  and  the  probation  system  is,  by  reaching  the  offender 
m  the  early  stages  and  by  proper  treatment,  to  prevent,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, these  youthful  offenders  from  becoming  habitual  or  chronic 
delinquents,  and  probably  f  ull-fledeed  criminals  m  later  yeai^s.  Effect- 
ive work  in  this  line  can  only  be  done  through  personal  interest  and 
the  close  supervision  of  conscientious  men  and  women  as  probation 
oflicers.  The  present  probation  officer  has  now  (June  30)  under  his 
supervision  15Y  children,  and  it  is  manifestly  impossible  for  him  to 
give  to  each  of  these  the  attention  necessary  if  substantial  results  are 
to  be  expected.  It  is  earnestly  recommended,  thereforCp  that  in  con- 
nection with  the  establishment  of  a  juvenile  court  provision  should  be 
made  for  a  sufficient  corps  of  probation  officei*s. 

(4)  Miscellaneous  Institutions. 

almshouse. 

The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  in  the  almshouse  during  the 
year  was  230,  a  decrease  of  7  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
There  has  been  little  increase  or  decrease  in  the  population  of  the  alms- 
house during  the  past  three  years,  but  goine  bacK  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  the  population  has  gradually  increased  from  179  in  1894  to  237 
in  1902,  the  actual  figures  for  the  ten  years  being  as  follows:

The  board  exercises  as  careful  scrutiny  as  possible  over  the  applica- 
tions for  admission,  and  has  endeavored  to  discoui*a^  the  resort  to 
this  institution  of  the  loafer  and  tramp,  and  has  tned  to  make  the 
almshouse  more  of  a  permanent,  comfortable  home  for  the  aged  and 
infirm.  Of  course  the  present  buildings  are  illy  adapted  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  institution,  and  it  is  hoped  that  Congi'ess  will  at  once 
make  provision  for  the  erection  of  the  new  buildings  already  authorized. 

APPROPRIATION   FOR  NEW  ALMSHOUSE. 

An  appropriation  for  the  new  almshouse  building  is  urgently  recom- 
mended. Congress  has  provided  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the 
preparation  of  plans,  ana  the  site  has  been  purchased  and  the  plans 
prepared.  Work  could  be  commenced  at  once  if  the  appropriation 
were  available.  It  is  extremely  undesirable  that  these  old  people 
should  be  kept  in  an  institution  where  they  are  more  or  less  closely 
associated  with  prisoners  in  the  workhouse.  The  old  almshouse  build- 
ing is  unsuited  for  the  needs  and  poorly  protected  against  fire.  Old 
people  are  confined  in  the  top  story  of  the  structure,  where  it  would 
be  extremely  difficult  to  rescue  them  in  case  of  fire,  and  their  infirmity 
makes  it  practically  impossible  for  them  to  get  out  in  the  open  air, 
because  they  are  unable  to  go  up  and  downstairs. 

The  plans  for  the  new  almshouse  provide  that  the  buildings  shall  be 
only  two  stories  high,  and  are  to  be  constructed  on  a  plain,  economical 
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basis,  with  fimple  porches  provided  to  enable  the  old  people  to  enjoy 
the  outdoor  air  as  much  as  possible. 


A  slight  reduction  is  made  in  the  estimates  for  the  Women's  Chris- 
tian Association,  Youm  Women's  Christian  Home,  and  the  Florence 
Crittenton  Hope  and  Help  Mission  in  harmony  with  the  board's  policy 
heretofore  outlined.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  organizations 
ought  properly  to  be  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  rather  than 
be  dependent  in  part  upon  the  Government  for  their  maintenance. 
The  usual  appropriation  for  the  Temporary  Home  for  ex-Union 
Soldiers  and  ^ilors  and  for  the  Municipal  Lodging  House  is  recom- 
mended. 

For  the  transportation  of  paupers  the  usual  estimate  is  submitted, 
and  for  the  care  of  the  insane  the  estimate  prepared  by  the  institution 
is  submitted.  The  agents  of  this  board  have  been  active  during  the 
year  in  the  work  of  deportation  of  nonresident  insane,  and  96  patients 
were  taken  from  the  roll  of  those  chargeable  to  the  District  as  the 
result  of  their  eflforte,  85  being  nonresident  persons  returned  to  their 
homes,  4  United  States  cases  transferred  to  the  soldiers'  roll,  and  7 
persons  transferred  to  the  pay  list. 

The  report  of  the  secretary,  showing  more  in  detail  the  operations 
of  the  department,  accompanied  by  various  statistical  tables,  is  trans- 
mitted herewith. 

Acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  courtesy  manifested  on  the  part  of 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  boards  of  managers  of  the  various 
cbaritable  orgranizations  subject  to  our  supervision. 

In  performing  the  important  duties  devolving  upon  us,  the  constant 
interest  manifested  and  support  afforded  by  the  nonoi-able  Board  of 
Cbmmissioners  has  been  a  great  encouragement  and  has  enabled  this 
board  to  produce  lar^r  and  better  results.

AMBULANCE  8BBVICB. 

The  number  of  calls  responded  to  by  the  ambulance  service  during  the  year  was 
3,122.    The  nature  of  the  service  rendered  is  indicated  by  the  following  table:

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It  is  respectfally  urged  that  an  estimate  be  submitted  for  two  ambulance  men  to 
accompany  the  ambulances  for  the  purpose  of  helping  to  handle  the  stretcher.  Under 
present  arrangements  only  one  persoh,  the  driver,  can  accompany  an  ambulance, 
and  it  is  usually  necessary  for  him  to  leave  his  horse  on  the  street  while  he  helps 
carry  the  patient  to  the  ambulance.  Frequently  no  person  is  present  at  the  home  of 
the  patient  who  can  assist  the  driver,  and  in  such  cases  consiaerable  delay  is  caused 
while  a  man  is  bein^  foimd  to  help  handle  the  stretcher.  The  service  could  be 
materially  improved  if  two  men  were  available  for  the  purpose  indicated. 

TRAKSPOBTATION  OP  PAUPBRS. 

The  work  of  transportation  of  paupers  was  carried  on  in  a  manner  similar  to  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  careful  inquiry  being  made  m  all  cases  presented  to  us.  In 
making  investigations  of  applicants  for  trsmsportation,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  non- 
rend^t  persons,  we  have  nad  the  hearty  cooperation  of  organized  charities  in  other 
cities  and  have  been  materially  assisted  by  the  police  department.  As  a  result  of  this 
Bystem  we  have  eliminated  many  fraudulent  applications  and  consetjuently  have 
been  able  to  assist  more  adequately  all  eenuine  cases.  We  have  strictly  followed 
the  rale  of  sending  d^>endent  persons  through  to  their  destinations,  thus  avoiding 
the  hardships  entailed  upon  destitute  persons  sent  to  intermediate  points  where 
applioition  must  be  made  anew  to  the  authorities  for  transportation  towfuxl  their 
homes.

Of  the  above  number  the  total  cost  of  the  transportation  was  borne  by  the  appro- 
priation for  transportation  of  paupers  in  324  instances,  while  in  693  instances  part  or 
all  of  the  cost  was  borre  by  charitable  organizations  or  by  relatives  or  friends  of  the 
beneficiaries. 

The  reason  why  transportation  is  issued  through  this  office  in  cases  where  the  cost 
of  8Qch  transportation  is  not  borne  by  the  office  is  the  disposition  of  the  transporta- 
tion companies  to  regard  the  Board  of  Charities  as  the  central  agency  for  the  mves- 
tiption  of  cases  of  this  character.  For  this  reason  frequentlv  when  representatives 
oT  charitable  organizations  and  benevolent  individuals  apply  to  the  railroads  for 
charity  rates  they  are  referred  to  the  Board  of  Charities,  and  this  office  if  satisfied 
of  the  genuineness  of  the  case  in  question  collects  the  usual  charity  rate  and  issues 
the  neoesary  voucher  for  the  transportation  requested. 

DEPOBTATION  OF  NONRESIDENT  INSANE. 

The  board  has  continued  its  activity  in  the  work  of  investigating  cases  of  persons 
sent  to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  as  indigent  patients,  with  a  view  to 
determining  qn^tions  of  legafresidenoe  and  the  ability  of  the  families  or  relatives  of  the 
patients  to  pay  for  treatment.  Where  it  is  found  that  the  immediate  family  or  friends 
of  the  patient  are  able  to  pay  for  treatment,  the  patient  is  tranferred  to  the  pay  list. 
Where  patients  are  found  to  have  legal  residence  in  other  communities,  the^  are 
transferred  to  the  authorities  in  those  communities,  and  the  District  is  thus  relieved 
of  the  expense  of  their  maintenance.  A  very  large  number  of  this  class  of  patients 
is  committed  to  the  insane  asylum  annuallv,  and  the  burden  of  their  cost  of  mainte- 
nance would  rapidly  increase  if  constant  effort  were  not  directed  to  the  task  of  retum- 
ingsach  persons  to  the  places  of  their  legal  residence. 

tHiring  the  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  the  total  number  of  persons  taken  from  the 
roll  of  indigents  chai^ged  to  the  District  of  Columbia  was  96;  86  were  nonresidents, 
returned  to  the  communities  in  which  they  had  legal  residence;  7  were  persons  trans- 
fared  from  the  indigent  to  the  t»y  list;  and  4  were  persons  transferred  'from  the 
I^istiict  indigent  list  to  the  roll  of  United  States  cases. 

The  cost  to  the  District  for  maintaining  these  96  cases  for  a  single  year  at  the 
existing  rate  of  $^0  per  capita  would  have  been  $21,120. 

.  One  paUent  at  the  asylum,  who  has  been  there  since  1898,  recently  received  a  con- 
riderable  inheritance,  and  through  the  attorney  for  the  administratrix  of  the  estate 
^^ranijeroents  were  made  for  pavnnent  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  from  the  date  of 
commitment,  and  the  amount  of  $1,121.16  was  collected  in  payment  of  the  bill  in 
foil,  and  the  patient  was  transferred  to  the  pay  list.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  usual  custom,  I  herewith  sub- 
mit the  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  this  institution  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1903;  also  an  estimate  of  the  running  expenses, 
salaries,  and  needed  improvements  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1905;  statements  showing  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  different  depart- 
ments for  the  past  year,  together  with  tables  showing  the  number  of 
inmates  cared  for  m  each,  with  sex,  color,  nativity,  and  occupatioQ; 
also  an  account  of  the  farm  and  garden  {)roaucts,  sales  of  condemned 
property,  the  number  of  days  labor  furnished  the  District  outside  of 
the  institution,  the  number  of  days  labor  performed  by  the  inmates  on 
the  farm  and  garden,  and  in  the  shops,  including  blacksmiths,  painters, 
carpenters,  details  furnished  kitchen  and  bake  shops,  with  the  labor  of 
female  inmates  in  the  laundry  and  sewing  room. 

The  daily  average  number  of  persons  supported  during  the  year, 
including  employees,  was  769,  showing  an  increase  of  70,  or  about  lO 
per  cent,  over  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

This  clearly  demonstrates  the  fact  that  this  institution  can  not  stand 
still.  Shelter  and  accommodations  for  the  increasing  numbers  who 
seek  an  asylum  here  must  be  provided  for.  The  largest  increase  in 
any  department  was  in  the  workhouse,  where  today  there  are  confined 
344  prisoners,  a  greater  number  than  was  contained  in  the  whole 
institution  when  I  was  assigned  to  duty  here. 

The  extension  and  completion  of  the  new  workhouse  for  males  is 
imperatively  needed.  Safety,  health,  and  decency  of  conduct  among' 
.the  prisoners  demand  it,  and  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  employee^* 
and  guards  require  it.  I  trust  your  honorable  board  will  urge  such 
action  by  Congress  as  may  result  in  its  completion  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible. 

The  hospital  department  is  greatly  in  need  of  additional  wards  for 
the  proper  separation  and  classification  of  patients,  and  the  medical 
staff  of  better  and  more  room  for  work,  recreation,  and  rest.  Tbe 
accompanying  report  of  the  visiting  physician,  D.  P.  Hickling,  M.  D. , 
which  setcj  forth  the  needs  of  the  hospital  department,  is  explicit  on 
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these  points,  and  I  trust  will  meet  with  your  approval.  The  report 
of  Miss  S.  C.  Francis,  superintendent  of  the  training  school  for  nurses 
and  nursing",  will  show  the  growth  of  the  school,  the  work  accom- 
plished, and  its  needs.  No  Setter  work  is  done  anywhere  than  that 
which  is  the  result  of  the  combined  efforts  of  the  medical  staff  and 
nurses  of  the  Washington  Asylum  hospital,  and  I  ask  vour  coopera- 
tion and  encouragement  in  asking  Congress  to  provide  facilities  to 
meet  the  modest  demands  set  forth  in  alluded-to  reports. 

In  reference  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  sent  to  the  hospital  department 
for  treatment,  must  say  that  our  means  for  handling  this  class  of 
patients  have  not  been  improved,  and  remain  about  the  same  as  at  my 
last  annual  report. 

I  have  estimated  that  a  building  for  their  care  and  treatment  can  be 
erected  and  furnished  for  $7,500,  and  ask  that  an  appropriation  for 
this  purpose  be  made,  to  be  immediately  available.  I  therefore  urge 
upon  vour  honorable  board  the  necessity  of  immediate  action,  and  hope 
that  tLe  recommendations  of  Doctor  Hickling  on  this  subject  may  meet 
your  approval. 

In  ref^rd  to  this  disease  I  beg  leave  to  quote  from  my  last  annual 
report,  as  follows: 

There  are  to-day  18  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  the  105  patients  in  the  hospital. 
Owing  to  the  variations  in  color  and  sex  it  is  impossible  to  separate  them  from  the 
other  patients  or  keep  them  in  separate  wards.  These  18  cases  of  this  dread  disease 
are  now  a  menace  to  every  patient,  nurse,  and  physician  in  the  hospital  department. 
This  state  of  affairs  should  not  be  permitted  for  one  moment  on  the  part  of  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  provide  separate  wards  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease. 

In  view  of  the  probable  postponement  or  delay  in  the  completion  of 
the  proposed  municipal  hospital  for  a  period  much  greatfer  than  wa^^ 
supposed  last  year,  I  recommend  and  strenuously  urge  upon  your  hon- 
orable board  the  necessity  of  making  provision  for  the  care  of  this 
class  of  patients  in  a  separate  temporary  frame  building  that  will  last 
until  other  arrangements  can  be  made  for  them  in  the  contemplated 
municipal  hospital. 

By  the  erection  of  covered  ways  to  the  bath  house  at  the  old  colored 
men's  home  (a  department  of  the  almshouse)  room  for  9  beds  was  made, 
which  afforded  slight  relief  to  these  crowded  quarters.  They  are  now 
very  comfortable,  and  the  additional  space  will  probably  meet  the 
demands  made  upon  it  for  the  next  year  without  serious  inconvenience 
to  its  inmates. 

An  addition  should  be  built  to  the  almshouse  annex  for  the  housing 
of  the  coloi-ed  women  who  are  still  kept  in  the  top  of  the  almshouse. 
This  would  be  a  great  blessing  to  these  old  helpless  women,  as  it  would 
enable  them  to  get  out  in  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine,  and  would  add 
greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  white  female  inmates  of  the  house  by 
reason  of  the  additional  room.  Floor  space  for  40  beds  should  ble 
added  to  the  present  annex  building. 

The  introduction  of  laundiy  machinery  is  imperatively  needed  to 
meet  the  increased  demands  for  laundry  work,  especially  in  the  hos- 

tiital  department.  The  first  requisite  of  comfort  to  the  sick  is  abso- 
utely  clean  linen  and  frequent  changes;  and  the  health  of  all  persons 
coanns  in  contact  with  the  hospito,l  demands  that  all  soiled  linen 
shoula  be  at  once  cleansed.  This,  without  machinery,  is  impossible. 
A  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  plant  made  by  the  Wilson 
Laundry  Machine  Company,  complete,  including  metallic  washers, 
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extractors,  mangles,  engine,  pulleys,  shafting,  belting,  etc.,  in  place, 
is  $3,400.  This  does  not  include  piping,  which  I  estimate  would  cost 
$350  extra,  making  a  total  cost  for  the  plant  of  $3,750.  I  believe 
these  estimates  aie  approximately  correct,  and  the  improvements 
necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  institution,  the  betterment  of 
its  administration,  the  health  and  comfort  of  its  inmates,  and  I  hope 
may  meet  with  your  approval. 

A  centi-al  heating,  lighting,  and  refrigerating  plant  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  the  entire  institution. 

During  the  past  year  there  was  expended  for  coal  $5,206.26;  $897.94 
was  expended  for  ice,  and  $1,444.10  lor  gas  for  lighting  purposes  prin- 
cipally. With  the  expenditure  of  this  sum  for  cas  the  institution 
grounds  were  veiy  poorly  lighted,  and  we  were  wifliout  the  benefit  of 
refrigerating  rooms  for  the  storage  of  meats,  milk,  vegetables,  butter, 
and  other  perishable  articles.  I  therefore  request  that  the  inspector 
of  buildings  be  asked  to  furnish  the  Commissioners  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  a  central  plant  for  heating  and  lighting  the  several  building, 
and  refrigerating  rooms  and  ice  plant.  I  believe  they  could  all  De 
advantageously  located  in  one  builaing,  and  that  its  introduction  would 
be  a  great  saving  in  both  material  ana  labor,  and  great  convenience  to 
the  entire  institution. 

In  regard  to  the  inadequate  facilities  for  baking  bread,  etc.,  for  the 
inmates,  1  beg  leave  to  quote  my  letter  of  January  19, 1903,  in  reference 
to  the  same: 

That  no  provisions  for  bread  baking  or  compensation  for  a  baker  over  the  one  now 
employed  has  been  made  since  1880,  twenty-two  years  ago  and  over.  Since  that  time 
the  number  of  j)eople  cared  for  has  more  than  doubled,  making  our  facilities  for  bak- 
ing, etc.,  vefy  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  institution,  and  demandmg  an  amount 
of  labor  which  now  calls  for  an  additional  baker.  I  therefore  ask  that  the  following 
items  be  added  to  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  next  year,  viz,  one  portable  oven  and 
fixtures,  $500;  one  baker,  $600  per  annum.  I  should  have  asked  for  these  items 
before,  but  it  seemed  probable  that  the  contemplated  (or  talked  of)  removal  of  the 
almshouse  to  another  location  would  relieve  the  situation  here.  As  it  appears,  how- 
ever, that  it  may  be  some  years  before  the  proposed  new  building  will  oe  ready  for 
occupancy,  I  am  obliged  to  ask  that  this  provision  be  now  made.  Should  the  removal 
take  place  sooner  than  anticipated,  the  portable  oven  could  be  moved  to  the  new 
build  ine,  and  one  of  the  bakers  also  could  probably  be  spared.  At  present  we  are 
compelled  largely  to  depend  on  workhouse  labor  (a  part  of  time  unguarded)  to  per- 
form the  work. 

The  compensation  of  the  baker  is  only  $420  per  annum,  and  it  is  not  sufficient  to 
enable  me  to  employ  a  younger  or  more  efficient  man.  Mr.  Miller  has  rendered 
long  and  faithful  service,  and  should  not  be  displaced  in  his  old  age,  because  his 
compensation  has  not  been  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  save  anything  for  the  future; 
but  the  hour  has  arrived  when  he  must  have  help,  and  the  demands  of  the  institu- 
tion call  for  an  efficient  active  man  in  addition  to  the  one  now  employed,  in  order 
that  one  man  may  be  on  duty  all  the  time,  and  two  men  during  the  busy  portion  of 
the  day,  and  still*  permit  certain  hours  for  relief  from  duty  for  each.  l?ne  business 
of  the  institution  demands  an  everyday  service  from  6  o'clock  a.  m.  until  late  at 
night,  leaving  the  bake  shop  a  portion  oi  this  time  without  a  baker,  and  in  that  case 
the  overseer  or  watchman  on  duty,  who  does  not  understand  this  work,  is  obliged  to 
depend  on  the  services  of  the  detailed  workhouse  prisoners.  This  condition  should 
V)e  removed  at  once,  and  the  only  remedy  is  the  provision  of  one  more  baker  and 
additional  oven  space. 

The  above  condition  still  prevails,  and  the  necessities  for  its  improve- 
ment are  even  more  urgent  than  at  the  date  of  the  above  extract.  1 
have  included  this  additional  baker  and  oven  in  the  inclosed  estimates. 

I  would  recommend  addition  to  kitchen  and  introduction  of  addi- 
tional cooking  facilities  for  the  hospital  department. 
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When  the  present  kitchen  was  built  the  staflf  numbered  about  12 
people  and  patients  about  75.  The  staff  at  present,  including  physi- 
cians, internes,  nurses,  orderlies,  and  cooks,  about  35,  and  patients 
over  100.  What  is  needed  is  added  range  facilities,  coffee  and  tea 
boilers,  extra  floor  space,  and  general  kitchen  conveniences  at  a  prob- 
able cost  of  about  $3,000.  The  establishment  of  a  kitchen  and  cooking 
arrangements  at  the  female  workhouse,  where  all  cooking  may  be  done 
separate  from  the  almshouse,  is  also  recommended. 

In  order  to  effect  this  sej^ration  steam  boilers,  coffee  and  tea  urns, 
witii  a  moderate-sized  addition  to  the  boiler  room  for  cooking  purposes 
only  would  be  necessary.  Also  the  establishment  of  a  dining  room 
for  prisonei-s  where  all  meals  could  be  served  at  tables,  instead  of  in 
the  cells  as  at  present.  In  this  connection  also  should  be  established  a 
dining  room  where  all  workhouse  officers  and  employees  could  take 
their  meals. 

This  would  greatly  lessen  the  difficulty  of  keeping  the  expense  account 
of  the  different  departments  of  the  institution,  and  at  the  same  time 
make  it  much  easier  to  vary  the  preparations  of  food  of  the  almshouse 
people,  which  is  in  every  way  desirable,  but  now  impossible  for  lack 
of  space,  etc.  The  establishment  of  the  workhouse  kitchen  for  male 
and  female  prisoners  and  the  dining  room  for  the  females  could  be 
easily  and  economically  done,  as  floor  space  for  the  dining  room  already 
exists  and  the  steam  power  is  already  at  hand.  I  think  $3,000  would 
be  sufficient  for  the  building,  and  $1,500  would  equip  the  kitchen,  if 
the  labor  of  the  inmates  comd  be  utilized  for  the  building  and  instal- 
lation of  the  fixtures.  This  improvement  would  also  relieve  the  neces- 
sity of  so  many  prisoners  being  detailed  from  the  workhouse  to  the 
almshouse,  which  is  greatly  to  te  desired.  I  have  included  this  item 
in  the  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  vear. 

My  work  for  several  years  past  has  been  with  the  idea  of  the  final 
segregation  of  the  asylum  into  two,  or  possibly  three,  separate  and  dis- 
tinct institutions,  practically  independent  of  each  other,  and  the  above 
asked-f or  additions  would  facilitate  and  make  possible  such  a  procedure, 
which  I  believe  is  not  only  practicable  but  desirable. 

The  increase  in  the  nurabier  of  overseers  for  the  coming  year  from 
10  to  15  has  resulted  in  a  total  increase  to  the  force  of  overseers  and 
watchmen  of  only  2,  as  2  watchmen  only  were  provided  for  instead 
of  5,  as  formerly.  The  use  of  the  newly-erectea  portion  of  the  male 
workhouse  will  recjuire  relays  of  officers,  i.  e.,  day  and  night  guards. 
In  order  that  efficient  work  may  be  done  officers  must  be  increased 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  prisoners  guarded. 

At  least  3  men  should  be  aetailed  to  duty  at  the  ''Old  Men's 
Home"  as  care  takers  and  watchmen;  therefore,  to  cover  these  two 
very  important  points,  I  recommend  that  6  additional  watchmen,  at 
$480  per  annum  each,  be  provided  for,  and  that  promotions  be  made 
from  this  class  to  that  of  overseers  as  vacancies  occur. 

I  desire  to  recommend  to  you  a  slight  increase  in  the  compensation 
of  two  faithful  and  efficient  employees,  i.  e.,  the  carpenter  and  black- 
smith and  woodworker.  These  men  are  very  valuable,  each  of  them 
being  able  and  willing  to  fulfill  any  reqjuirement  made  upon  them  in 
any  line  of  work  that  is  reauired  in  the  interest  of  this  institution. 

The  blacksmith  is  an  all-round  mechanic,  able  to  do  all  kinds  of 
smith  work,  paint  and  trim  wagons,  repair  harness,  and  build  wagons. 
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carts,  etc.  The  carpenter  has  the  ability  to  do  all  kinds  of  carpenter 
work,  direct  or  do  plastering,  cement  pavements,  tin-roof  work,  etc., 
and  often  works  Sundays  and  holidays  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the 
institution.  I  earnestly  urge  that  their  compensation  be  fixed  at  $660 
per  annum  each.

The  female  inmates  of  the  workhouse  have  been  employed  chiefly 
in  the  laundry  and  sewing  room,  where  all* articles  of  clothing^  etc., 
for  the  inmates  of  the  institution  are  made  and  laundried.  Details  are 
made  each  day  for  the  cleaning  up  of  the  hospital  wards  and  buildings 
and  in  general  housework.

The  deficiency  in  the  contingent  fund  was  caused  by  the  greatly 
increased  number  of  persons  provided  for,  aided  by  the  increase  in 
price  of  fuel  and  forage  over  tne  previous  fiscal  year. 

An  appropriation  was  made  by  Conffress  to  cover  the  amount  of 
deficiency  existing  January  7,  1903,  of  ^5,983.16,  as  per  my  letter  of 
January  7. 1903,  stating  the  condition  of  the  contingent  fund  at  that 
date*  A  rurther  deficiency  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30, 1903, 
estimated  at  $2,854.20,  exists,  to  be  met  by  appropriation. 

Among  the  improvements  during  the  past  year  was  the  erection  of 
a  dead  house  at  the  hospital — a  brick  structure  15  feet  4  inches  bv  20 
feet,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  $1,200  was  made.  This  builoing 
was  completed  early  mst  summer,  and  has  been  found  well  adapted  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  intended. 

The  upper  portion  of  the  smokestack  of  the  heating  plant  at  the 
hospital  naving  been  found  to  be  corroded  and  liable  to  fall,  it  was 
taken  down  and  replaced  by  a  new  piece  21  feet  in  length  at  an  expense 
of  $150.  The  work  of  removal  and  replacing  the  new  portion  was 
completed  June  2  last. 

In  the  hospital  department,  the  old  bathroom  in  No.  3  ward  was 
enlarged  and!^  new  plumbing  put  in  place,  making  a  considerable 
increase  of  space,  and  a  great  convenience  to  the  patients  requiring 
its  use. 

William  Scott,  committed  to  the  workhouse  on  a  commitment  dated 
June  80, 1902,  for  sixty  days,  was  received  from  United  States  jail 
August  19.  On  September  10  he  developed  a  case  of  smallpox  and 
was  removed  to  the  hospital  for  treatment  of  that  disease,  and  released 
October  8.  Eliza  HoUoway,  an  inmate  of  the  female  workhouse,  con- 
tracted the  disease  and  was  removed  to  the  smallpox  hospital  February 
13,  and  died  of  the  disease  February  25.  On  February  23  smallpox 
developed  among  the  male  inmates  of  the  almshouse,  one  case  being 
sent  to  the  hospital,  and  three  to  the  detention  camp.  On  March  8 
another  case  developed  and  was  sent  to  the  hospital,  and  18  inmates 
quartered  in  the  same  corridor^  who  had  come  in  contact  with  the  case, 
were  sent  to  the  detention  camp.  The  place  was  at  once  quarantined 
and  thoroughly  fumigated,  since  which  time  the  institution  has  been 
free  from  the  disease. 

The  present  number  of  live  stock  on  the  farm  belonging  to  the 
District  consists  of  24  horses,  26  cows,  1  bull,  2  heifers,  and  101  pigs. 
There  was  killed  during  the  year  15,307  pounds  of  prime  pork,  1,W)8 
pounds  of  beef,  and  539  pounds  of  veal,  all  of  whicn  was  issued  from 
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time  to  time  as  required  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution, 
at  a  considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  .maintenance. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-nine  burials  were  made  in  potter's  field 
during  the  past  year,  a  considerable  falling  off  from  the  year  previous. 
During  the  same  period  609  coffins  were  issued  on  order  of  tne  health 
officer  and  49  used  for  the  burial  of  deceased  inmates  of  the  institution. 

The  old  potter's  field  situated  near  the  old  smallpox  hospital  was  aban- 
doned by  order  of  the  Commissioners  dated  April  16, 1903,  they  having 
decided  to  locate  the  proposed  quarantine  smallpox  station  at  the  pres- 
ent location  of  the  old  hospital,  and  a  new  location  was  selected  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  grounds,  near  the  tree  nurseries  of  the  parking  com- 
mission, where  ground  was  laid  off  and  the  first  burial  made  April  28, 
1903. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  those  who  have  taken  part  in  the  religious 
work  among  the  inmates  of  the  institution  during  the  past  year,  and 
their  services  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  allconnectea  with  the 
institution.

Dear  8ib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  work  of  the  Washington  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903, 
tog^her  with  such  recommendations  for  continuing  the  work  of  the  hospital  depart- 
ment as  the  conditions  seem  to  require.  The  statistics  include  all  the  medical  and 
surgical  work  of  the  three  departaients  of  the  institution,  and  show  that  3,678 
patients  have  been  treated,  an  increase  of  776  over  those  treated  last  year.  Of  this 
number,  212  have  died,  which  is  8  less  than  the  number  of  deaths  noted  in  the  last 
report. 

In  the  hospital  department  1,542  patients  have  been  treated,  which  is  an  increase 
of  286  over  tne  preceding  year.  Of  this  number,  728  have  been  discharged  cured, 
302  improved,  200  unimproved,  and  211  have  died.  The  work  of  the  resident  staff 
during  the  year  has  been  satisfactory,  and  I  desire  to  commend  the  work  of  all  those 
connoted  with  the  hospital  de^tment,  who  have  been  compelled  to  do  the  best 
they  could  under  conditions  which  were  un&vorable  not  only  for  their  work  but 
for  their  personal  comfort 

The  work  of  the  pupil  nurses  has  been  highly  satisfactory.  The  second  commence- 
ment of  the  training  school  was  held  on  May  26  at  the  Columbian  University  build- 
ing, when  8  young  ladies  who  had  completed  their  course  of  training  at  this  institution 
and  at  the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency  Hospital  received  the  diploma  of  the 
Washington  Training  School,  for  Nurses. 

In  considering  the  recommendations  to  be  made  for  the  comine  year  the  subject 
presents  itself  m  a  very  practical  form,  it  being  evident  from  the  continued  over- 
crowding of  the  wards,  m  spite  of  the  repeated  reports  and  recommendations,  that 
those  in  authority  are  unable  to  avoid  the  sending  of  patients  to  this  institution,  also 
that  they  are  unable  to  even  limit  the  numbers  so  as  to  prevent  the  serious  condition 
of  overcrowding.  It  should  also  be  kept  in  mind  that  tnose  in  authority  at  the  insti- 
tation  have  not  the  privil^e  of  refusing  to  admit  a  patient,  no  matter  what  his 
physical  or  mental  condition  may  be,  when  sent  to  the  hospital  with  a  permit.  It 
should  logically  follow  that  any  institution  in  this  position  should  be  given  the 
means  of  taking  care  of  such  cases  in  a  proper  manner  and  be  able  to  give  them  the 
treatment,  memcal  and  sanitarv,  that  their  condition  requires.  It  is  also  a  fact  that 
the  faithful  staff,  nurses,  orderlies,  and  attendants  should  be  able  to  live  in  a  proper 
and  comfortable  manner. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year  has  not  been  satisfactory,  owing  to 
a  violation  of  the  above  axioms.  The  patients  have  been  overcrowded  to  an  unsani- 
tary and  even  dangerous  d^p'ee.  The  overcrowding  of  living  apartments  for  those 
who  are  well  is  bad  enough,  but  for  those  who  are  sick  it  is  much  worse.  This  is 
especially  true  at  this  institution,  which  is  always  too  plentifully  supplied  with  cases 
of  tuberculosis  in  its  worst  form.  This,  of  course,  adds  additional  terrors  to  this 
condition. 

The  medical  staff  and  nurses  have  been  subjected  to  inconveniences  in  living  which, 
I  believe,  should  be  promptly  remedied. 

I  therefore  consider  it  necessary  to  uiige  the  following  recommendations: 

First.  Room  for  more  patients.  I  would  suggest  that  4  wards,  with  accommoda- 
tions for  12  patients  eaph,  with  the  necessary  porches,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $15,000, 
be  provided  This  will  not  only  enlarge  the  accommodations  necessary  for  the 
increased  number  of  patients,  but  will,  if  properly  constructed,  enable  us  to  take  care 
of  our  tuberculosis  cases  in  a  proper  manner. 

Second.  The  plumbing  in  the  toilet  rooms  of  the  white  and  colored  male  wards  is 

In  a  bad  condition.    The  wards  of  the  hospital  have  not  the  necessary  bedside  tables 

and  chairs  required  for  each  patient  and  the  window  shades  are  in  a  bad  condition. 

There  should  also  be  constructed  porches  near  wards  3  and  4  and  1  and  2,  partially 

inclosed,  for  the  ase  of  patients;  there  should  also  be  hoppers  for  waste  water  in  the 

batbrooiDB  of  wards  1  and  2.    I  would  therefore  respectfully  request  that  $3,000 

be  appropriated  for  these  very  necessary  improvements.    The  hospital  is  urgently 

in  need  of  cooking  utensils,  kitchen  apphances,  and  a  new  range.    There  should  also 

be  a  snecial  diet  fond  created  for  the  sick  patients.    I  also  consider  it  necessary  that 

£»mmnnication  by  telephone  between  all  the  wards  and  oflSce  buildings  be  provided 

hrl  would  therefore  request  that  $4,000  be  appropriated  for  the  above-named 
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Third.  I  desire  aeain  to  respectfully  urge  that  there  be  provided  a  new  administra- 
tion building,  in  which  the  medical  staff  can  live  and  the  office  work  of  the  hospital 
be  carried  on.  At  the  present  time  the  members  of  the  medical  staff  are  sleeping  in 
one  of  the  wards  which  should  be  used  for  patients  and  they  are  compelled  to  bathe 
in  one  of  the  ward  bathrooms,  and  there  is  no  hot  water  in  the  so-called  administra- 
tion building.  The  offices  of  the  hospital  are  at  present  in  three  buildings,  which  is 
inconvenient.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  $15,000  be  appropriated  to  con- 
struct an  administration  building  for  the  hospital. 

Fourth.  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  .that  $6,000  be  appropriated  to  enlarge 
the  nurses*  home.  The  nurses*  home  at  the  present  time  is  very  much  overcrowded 
and  several  of  the  nurses  are  compelled  to  sleep  in  another  building. 

Fifth.  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  $150  be  appropriated  to  provide  the  pupil 
nurses  with  uniforms,  stationery,  text-books,  and  expenses  connectea  with  the  annual 
commencement  exercises. 

I  would  also  reconmiend  that  the  compensation  for  the  pupil  nurses  be  increased 
so  as  to  allow  them  $9  per  month  each  instead  of  $5. 

1  would  also  recommend  that  a  messenger  be  provided  for  duty  at  the  office  with 
a  compensation  of  $240  per  annum. 

I  desire  to  earnestly  call  your  attention  to  the  above  requirements  of  the  hospital 
and  to  urge  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  be  granted  and  made  available  at  once, 
as  I  thoroughl V  believe  that  we  should  have  the  necessarv  eauipment  to  take  care  of 
those  intrusted  to  us,  and  that  tiiose  who  do  the  work  snould  oe  given  comfortable 
quarters  in  which  to  live.

On  the  ereninff  of  May  26,  the  annual  commencement  was  held  in  the  lecture  hall 
of  Colombian  IJniversity,  8  young  women  receiving  the  diploma  of  the  school. 
One  of  thesegradnates  is  now  very  creditably  filling  a  position  as  graduate  nurse  in 
the  Ithaca  CSty  Hospital,  Ithaca,  N.  Y.;  3  others  of  the  number  are  successful 
private  nurses,  while  the  remaining  4  are  still  in  the  school,  their  three  years  not 
yet  having  expired. 

These  pupil  nurses  are  doing  a  noble  work  in  this  institution,  giving  to  the  city's 
onfortmiates  the  same  kindly  care  and  attention  that  would  be  bestowed  upon 
patients  who  were  pa)ring  for  all  they  received. 

While  the  valuable  training  these  young  women  receive  is  considered  largely  an 
equivalent  for  their  services,  they,  in  order  to  do  their  work  properly  and  in  order 
to  preserve  their  health  under  many  trying  conditions,  need,  in  their  turn,  proper 
care  and  ample  means  and  place  for  rest  and  recreation. 

The  home  at  present  provided  for  the  nurses  is  very  inadequate  to  their  needs. 

The  lecture  room  is  being  used  as  a  bedroom,  and  two  of  the  nurses  are  sleeping 
in  one  of  the  ward  buildings,  thus  depriving  us  ot  much  needed  room  for  the  patients, 
and  the  nurses  of  absolute  freedom,  during  their  time  off  duty,  from  all  contact  with 
the  patients. 

For  the  betterment  of  this  condition  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  an  addi- 
tion large  enough  for  the  acconmiodation  of  12  nurses  be  built  to  the  **  home; "  also, 
that  in  addition  to  the  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $60  per  annum,  which  the  pupil 
nones  now  receive,  a  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  to  provide  these  nurses  with 
nniforms,  text  and  note  books,  and  also  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  annual 
wwttmencement. 

We  would  take  this  occasion  to  again  express  our  appreciation  of  the  valuable  time 
pven  to  the  school  by  the  staff  of  lecturers,  and  of  the  interest  they  have  manifested 
in  the  instruction  of  the  nurses. 
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We  thank  the  intendant  of  the  institation  for  his  nnfidling  interest  in  the  wel&re 
of  the  pupils,  and  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  us. 

To  the  visiting  physician  we  are  indebted  for  all  professional  services  and  for  wise 
and  kindly  counsel  and  advice,  always  cheerfully  given,  in  the  many  perplexing 
problems  which  arise  in  the  administration  of  a  training  school. 

The  gratitude  of  the  school  is  also  due  to  the  two  graduate  nurses  who  act  as  head 
nurses,  for  it  is  to  them  and  their  efforts  that  the  pupils  owe  all  the  practical  instruc- 
tion received  on  the  wards.

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  law  I  submit,  on  behalf  of  the 
Befonn  School  gf  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  report  covering  the 
operations  of  the  school  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  80, 1903, 
giving  detailed  information  as  to  the  inmates,  the  amounts  received 
m>m  the  sale  of  surplus  farm  products,  and  from  the  various  industries 
carried  on  at  the  scnool  for  the  instruction  of  the  boys,  the  disposition 
made  of  those  sums,  an  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments of  the  treasurer  of  the  school,  an  inventory  ox  all  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  institution,  and  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  employees  and  me  compensation  paid  them. 

During  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  such  necessary  reimirs  for 
the  proper  care  and  preservation  of  tne  buildings  and  personal  prop- 
erty belonging  to  tne  school,  as  the  amount  of  the  appropriation 
avEulable  for  the  purpose  would  permit,  have  been  made. 

The  character  of  the  work  in  the  schoolroom,  the  manual  training 
school  and  instruction  given  in  the  various  shops,  as  well  as  in  outdoor 
work,  has  been  in  every  way  up  to  the  usual  standard. 

The  figures  accompanying  this  report  show  that  there  were  in  the 
school  June  80. 1902.  250  boys  as  against  237  June  80,  ).901,  and  that 
there  remainea  in  tne  school  June  30,  1903,  the  year  for  which  the 
present  report  is  made,  270  boys.  There  were  received  during  the 
nscal  year  1902, 172,  and  discharged,  159.  The  present  report  snows 
that  there  were  received  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1903, 
171,  and  discharged,  161. 
.  In  the  last  report  it  was  said: 

The  capacity  of  the  school  is  taxed  to  accommodate  the  present  nmnber  of  inmates, 
and  as  the  number  is  constantiy  increasiDff,  the  board  submits  an  estimate  of  an 
appropriation  for  one  new  brick  femiljr  building  and  furnishing  it.  The  last  family 
muldmg  erected  at  the  school  was  built  and  mmished  under  an  appropriation  of 
121,200,  made  at  Uie  second  session  Fifty-second  Coneress,  in  the  act  makine  appro- 
priations for  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  March  3, 1893.  The  board  does  not 
think  that  a  suitable  building  can  be  erected  now  at  the  present  rate  of  labor  and 
cost  of  material  for  the  amount  of  the  former  appropriation,  and  has  therefore  esti- 
mated for  $25,000  for  the  building  and  $1,600  for  the  furnishing. 

'  The  figures  given  in  this  report  show  most  forcibly  the  necessity 
for  reiterating  what  was  said  as  above  quoted,  and  the  board  does  so 
reiterate  it  and  urge  the  importance  of  an  appropriation  for  a  new 
building  to  be  made  at  the  coming  session,  which  appropriation  should 
be  made  immediately  available  so  that  work  coula  be  undertaken  in 
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the  spring,  otherwise  nothing  can  be  done  toward  erecting  the  build- 
ing until  after  the  1st  of  July,  1904:,  before  which  time  the  school 
would  undoubtedly  have  to  refuse  to  receive  boys  because  of  its  over- 
crowded condition.

Sm:  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
school  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903: 

We  have  had  a  larger  number  of  inmates  during  the  past  year  than 
during  any  other  j^ear  since  the  erection  of  the  school.  As  shown  by 
the  report  of  the  superintendent  on  July  1, 1902,  there  were  present 
in  the  school  66  girls — 61  colored  and  5  white.  On  June  30,  1903, 
there  were  73  girls— 70  colored  and  3  white. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
colored  girls  and  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  white  girls.  This  is 
owing  ^rinciiwJlv  to  the  fact  that  the  board  concluded  that  it  was 
impracticable  to  nouse  the  white  and  colored  inmates  in  the  same  build- 
ing, and  owing  to  the  large  increase  of  inmates  sentenced  to  the  school, 
principally  through  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  of  colored 
^Is,  it  became  necessary  to  use  both  school  buildings  for  the  colored 
inmates,  and  we  have  made  a  special  effort  to  provide  proper  homes 
for  the  white  girls  who  had  been  previously  committed  to  the  school, 
and  have  discouraged  and  prevented  as  far  as  possible  the  commit- 
ting of  other  white  girls  to  this  institution  for  the  present.  We  think 
that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  advisable  to  have  a  building  erected 
for  the  reception  of  white  children,  with  a  capacity  for  25  to  30  inmates. 

In  the  estimate  of  appropriations  for  the  vear  ending  June  30, 1904, 
which  are  herewith  submitted,  we  have  asked  for  an  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  the  industrial  teachers,  and  also  for  one  additional  industrial 

^Deceased. 
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teacher.  The  increase  of  the  salaries  is  from  $300  per  annum,  the 
present  rate,  to  $420  per  annum.  The  board  of  trustees  has  found  it 
almost  impossible  to  secure  competent  industrial  teachers  at  the  salary 
of  $300  a  year.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  not  only 
^ve  to  the  children  a  fair  education  in  those  branches  usually  taught 
m  the  lower  grades  of  the  public  schools,  but  also  to  educate  them  in 
the  industrial  branches  of  learning.  It  is  therefore  necessair  that  we 
should  have  very  competent  teachers  in  this  line  of  work,  ana  we  hope 
that  this  recouunendation  of  the  board  of  trustees  will  meet  with  your 
approval  and  support.  We  attach  as  an  exhibit  hereto  the  report  of 
the  house  committee  bearing  upon  this  subject. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  appropriation  of  $6,000  was  made 
for  a  much  needed  additional  brick  builoing,  to  be  used  as  quarters  for 
the  male  officers  and  employees  of  the  school.  Plans  for  this  building 
have  been  considered,  but  not  yet  finally  determined  upon,  as  it  was 
the  desire  of  the  board  that  all  of  the  modern  ideas  for  tne  housing  of 
employees  in  connection  with  the  school  should  be  embraced  in  this 
building.  With  this  end  in  view  several  of  the  trustees  have  during 
the  summer  visited  institutions  similar  to  our  own,  and  will  submit 
their  report  at  the  final  meeting  of  the  year,  to  be  held  during  the 
present  month.  The  plans  of  tne  building  will  then  be  finally  deter- 
mined upon  and  the  erection  of  the  building  immediately  conmienced. 

The  boai'd  regrets  to  have  to  report  the  loss  of  one  of  its  oldest  and 
most  valued  members  in  the  death  of  Maj.  Frank  Strong.  Major 
Strong's  experience  in  having  under  his  supervision  the  jails  and 
reformatories  in  connection  with  his  official  position  in  the  Department 
of  Justice,  in  addition  to  his  long  services  as  a  trustee  of  the  Reform 
School  for  Girls,  rendered  his  advice  in  all  matters  of  administration 
pertaining  to  the  school  of  a  most  valued  character. 

Copies  of  the  report  of  the  superintendent  and  of  the  treasurer  and 
of  the  visiting  physician  are  hereto  attached  as  exhibits  to  this  report.

Chhimbia: 

At  the  April  meeting  (1903)  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Girls 
Reform  School,  a  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Thoron  and  Miss  Maude 
Wetmore  was  appointed  to  visit  various  reform  schools  and  report  on 
salaries  paid  to  officers  and  teachers  of  said  institutions.  The  com- 
mittee visited  the  House  of  Befu^e  at  Randalls  Island,  New  York, 
and  the  Industrial  School  for  Gins  at  Lancaster,  Mass.  The  list  of 
salaries  given  below  exceeded  in  almost  every  case  those  paid  at  the 
Washin^n  Reform  School.^  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Indian 
School  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  the  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at 
Middletown,  Conn.,  the  State  Home  for  Girls  at  Trenton^  N.  J.,  and 
the  Newark  Citjr  Home.  The  object  of  these  institutions  is  the  same 
as  that  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  girls  are  committed  to  them 
for  the  same  oiBFenses.  Their  purpose  is  to  give  an  inmate  such  train- 
ing that  on  leaving  the  school  she  is  capable  of  immediately  earning 
her  own  livelihood  m  some  branch  of  domestic  service.  This  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  employment  of  women  who  are  specially  trained 
as  teachers  in  particular  branches  of  domestic  service.  Although  this 
theory  has  been  tried  in  Washington,  the  result  has  been  far  from 
satisfactory.  The  house  committee  has  been  unable  to  procure  trained 
teachers,  owing  to  the  inadeouate  salaries  and  has  had  to  content  itself 
¥rith  the  services  of  women  who  have  applied  for  these  positions,  though 
thOT  had  no  training  and  knew  absolutely  nothing  of  the  control  of  giris. 

To  this  state  of  affairs  may  be  attributed  the  troubles  in  the  school 
last  March,  which  spread  insubordination  not  only  among  the  staff, 
but  among  the  girls  as  well.  The  house  committee  and  the  superin- 
tendent can  not  do  themselves  justice,  or  bring  about  a  satisfactory 
result  unless  they  can  depend  upon  the  intelligent  support  and  cooper- 
ation of  their  assistants. 

Applications  have  been  made  to  the  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn,  the 
Teachers'  College,  New  York,  and  the  Drexel  Institute,  Philadelphia, 
for  teachers  to  nil  the  recent  vacancies,  with  the  invariable  answer  that 
the  salaries  were  too  small  for  any  of  their  graduates  to  consider  the 
situation.  The  house  committee  then  tried  from  other  sources,  where 
the  names  suggested — though  not  those  of  trained  teachere — were. 
those  of  women  of  intelligence  and  education,  but  always  with  the 
sune  result. 

The  late  system  of  advertising  brought  forward  a  class  of  most  incom- 
petent people,  who  evidently  for  various  reasons  were  unable  to  obtain 
situations  elsewhere,  and  therefore  naturally  unfitted  for  positions  of 
responsibility.  This  method  involved  us  in  constant  cnanges  and 
made  it  impossible  for  the  superintendent  to  carry  out  any  definite 
plan  of  instruction  or  discipline.  The  board  of  trustees  can  therefore 
ludge  how  very  limited  the  field  is  from  which  to  draw,  and  we  earnestly 
beg  them  to  accede  to  our  request  of  having  the  salaries  raised,  that 
we  may  command  the  same  standard  of  teachers  as  those  employed  by 
the  institutions  reported  on.

Sirs:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  this  the  eleventh  annual  report 
for  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

July  1,  1902,  there  were  present  in  this  school  66  girls — 61  colored 
and  5  white.     June  30,  1903,  73  girls — 70  colored  and  3  white. 

During  the  year  21  new  girls  were  received,  as  follows:  From  presi- 
dent board  of  trustees,  2;  from  police  court,  18;  from  criminal  court, 
1;  and  one  girl  who  absconded  June,  1902,  was  returned  October  23, 
1902. 

The  causes  for  commitment  are  as  follows:  Incorrigibility,  10, 
vagrancy,  4;  larceny,  2;  assault,  2;  housebreaking,  1;  fornication,  1; 
disorderly  conduct,  1. 

Fifteen  girls  have  been  released;  1  girl  having,  by  good  conduct, 
earned  her  final  release  at  18  years:  3  were  finally  released,  having 
reached  21  years;  4  were  apprenticed  in  good  homes;  2  were  releas^ 
by  order  of  court;  6  were  released  to  parents  or  guardians  on  one  year 
probation,  but  1  of  these  girls  has  been  returned  for  bad  conduct. 

During  the  year  we  Imve  had  4  girls  to  abscond,  but  with  one 
ex^ption  all  have  been  returned  to  the  school. 

With  the  exception  of  three  cases  the  health  of  the  girls  has  been 
excellent. 

Two  were  admitted  suffering  from  venereal  diseases,  were  treated 
by  our  school  physician,  but  later  were  sent  to  Freedman's  Hospital 
for  treatment,  where  they  remained  until  thev  were  benefited,  but  not 
cured.  Hie  authorities  refused  to  keep  one  longer  on  account  of  her 
bad  conduct.    They  are  still  under  treatment  in  our  school. 

The  other  case  was  a  girl  who  had  been  sent  to  the  school  for  lar- 
ceny on  June  12, 1901,  as  being  17  years  old  in  March,  1901.  At  that 
time  she  was  pregnant,  but  beoetuse  she'  was  past  17  the  judge  of  the 
police  court  resentenced  her  to  the  jail.  On  October  24, 1902,  the 
same  girl  was  sent  to  us  from  the  criminal  court  as  being  16  years  old 
March  14, 1902,  this  time  for  housebreaking.  She  was  pregnant  when 
admitted  this  time,  and  from  October  until  March  was  a  most  trouble- 
some as  well  as  dangerous  person  to  control.  On  several  occasions 
she  assaulted  teachers  and  girls,  besides  demolishing  crockery^  furni- 
ture, etc.  Owing  to  her  condition  she  could  not  be  disciplmed  as 
the  other  girls  were,  and  the  effect  of  this  upon  the  school  was  very 
bad.  This  girl  was  twice  taken  to  Columbia  Hospital,  where  she 
absconded  both  times,  and  finally  was  taken  to  the  Washington  Asylum 
Hospital,  where,  on  June  2,  her  child  was  bom.  She  was  returned  to 
the  school  June  26. 

Another  girl  admitted  last  week  is  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preg- 
nancy. Another  girl  was  committed  to  the  school  for  assaulting  her 
rival;  said  to  be  16  years  old.  This  girl  is  the  mother  of  a  child  5 
years  old.  and  is  said  by  her  father  ana  friends  to  be  nearly  22  years 
old.  A  tnird  girl  received  by  us  had  been  a  ward  of  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians  for  several  years,  by  whom  she  had  been  placed 
in  different  homes,  and  finally  sent  to  tne  House  of  Good  Shepherd, 
Baltimore.  During  the  year  there  she  absconded  four  times,  and  on 
account  of  her  demoralizing  influence  over  the  other  girls  was  removed 
from  that  institution  and  sent  to  us. 
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One  girl,  whose  si^ht  and  hearing  were  both  very  defective,  was 
placed  in  the  School  tor  the  Blind  in  JBaltimore,  but  when  the  school 
closed  in  June  for  vacation  was  returned  to  us.  This  girl  made  an 
excellent  record  in  the  blind  school,  and  shows  wonderful  improve- 
ment in  mind  and  disposition.  I  would  respjectf  ully  recommend  that 
this  ffirl  be  released  to  her  mother's  care  during  vacation  and  to  go  to 
the  Mind  school  from  her  mother's  home  when  tne  school  term  begms. 

When  our  new  building  was  filled,  63  inmates  being  the  limit,  we 
were  forced  to  receive  no  more  colored  eirls  for  a  time.  We  have 
learned  by  experience  that  the  girls  should  be  classified,  and^  as  far  as 
possible,  the  good  girls  separated  from  the  bad.  As  our  white  family 
nad  decreased  from  6  to  3  girls,  and  there  was  plenty  of  room  in  the 
old  building,  it  was  suggested  and  approved,  tnat  the  best  girls  be 
transferred  to  the  old  building  as  an  honor  home,  and,  for  their  good 
behavior,  be  given  extra  privileges.  Six  weeks  ago  we  formed  our 
honor  family,  12  in  number;  3  have  had  to  go  back  for  another  trial, 
but  more  are  trying  to  be  promoted  and  we  feel  confident  of  success 
attending  tMs  plan.  On  the  other  hand,  as  our  family  increases  we 
find  that  there  is  a  certain  element  that  is  very  injurious  in  its  influ- 
ence upon  others,  and  we  feel  that  much  more  eiBfective  work  can  be 
done  ii  we  are  able  to  separate  girls  who  have  long  criminal  records, 
or  those  who  have  been  m  the  school  five  or  more  years,  and  who  by 
their  conduct  show  little  or  no  improvement  for  the  time  and  care 
expended  upon  them,  from  newer  and  oftener  younger  girls.  Also 
if  we  are  compelled  to  take  and  keep  girls  who  are  pregnant,  they 
should  be  placed  in  this  class.  For  this  reason  it  would  be  well  if  we 
could  have  a  building  to  accommodate  from  30  to  35  inmates  and  the 
necessary  officers.  These  girls  should  have  more  and  harder  work  to 
do  than  those  who  are  committed  for  minor  oiBFenses  and  who  endeavor 
to  improve  their  time  in  school  and  industrial  training. 

In  making  this  report  we  have  used  plain  language  to  represent  facts 
and  conditions  as  existing  in  the  school  and  among  the  girls  sent  to  us 
by  the  courts.  We  do  not  wish  to  shirk  our  responsibility  in  caring 
for  any  that  are  sent  to  us,  but  we  are  sure  that  much  more  and  better 
work  could  be  accomplished  if  we  did  not  have  to  receive  girls  who 
are  or  soon  will  become  mothers,  or  who  have  long  criminal  records; 
or  if  we  must  receive  them,  these  girls  should  be  kept  separate  from 
those  not  so  far  along  the  downward  way. 

Hie  work  of  the  scnool  has  gone  steadily  forward,  and  every  girl  is 
instructed  in  reading,  writing,  spelling,  arithmetic,  geography,  and 
history,  besides  sewing,  knitting,  mending,  laundry,  kitehen  and  house 
work,  and  the  best  girls  have  done  much  outdoor  work  in  flower  and 
vegetable  gardens,  etc. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  girls  who  came  to  us  a  few  years  ago 
ignorant,  except  in  vice,  now  becoming  good,  clean  houseworkers,  able 
to  read  and  write  their  own  letters,  make  their  own  clothing,  etc.,  and, 
best  of  all,  earning  or  looking  forward  to  earning  an  honest  living  by 
their  own  labor. 

To  every  one  in  any  way  connected  with  the  work,  members  of  the 
board    of   trustees,   religious    instructors,  physicians,   oflicers,   and 
employees,  we  feel  grateful  for  the  kindlv  nelp  always  given  and  their 
hearty  cooperation  in  this  work  during  tfce  past  year.

Sir:  As  physician  in  attendance  at  the  Beform  School  for  Girls,  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1903,  as  follows: 

The  continued  good  health  of  the  girls  is  nothing  short  of  remarka- 
ble, and  speaks,  of  itself,  in  the  highest  way,  of  the  care  and  wisdom 
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bestowed  upon  the  management  of  the  institution,  for  not  otherwise 
would  it  have  been  possible  to  escape  so  long  the  many  diseases  to 
which  girls  of  the  age  of  those  in  the  school  are  liable. 

There  were  no  cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  during  the 
year,  except  two  cases  of  specific  disease.  These  two  cases  were  sent 
to  Freedmen's  Hospital  for  treatment  and  later  were  returned  to  the 
school  improved,  but  not  cured. 

The  other  ailments  requiring  the  attention  of  the  physician  were 
minor  troubles.  Of  course  newly  admitted  girls  were  vaccinated 
shortly  after  their  admission. 

One  girl  was  sent  to  the  Columbia  Hospital  to  be  confined,  and  after 
CiKaiping  twice  was  sent  to  Ihe  Washington  Asylum  Hospital.  She 
and  ner  baby  were  returned  to  the  school  June  27. 

One  girl  suffering  from  hvpertrophied  breasts  was  sent  to  Grarfield 
Hospital.     She  was  operated  upon  and  returned  to  the  school. 

Looking  at  it  from  ite  moral  effect  upon  the  girls  of  the  institution, 
it  would  be  better  if  special  facilities  were  provided  for  the  care  of 
girls  known  to  be  pregnant  when  sentenced  or  afterwards  found  to  be 
so.  The  same  observation  also  would  apply  to  girls  suffering  with 
specific  disease,  to  say  nothing  of  the  danger  of  infection  of  innocent 
parties.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
report  of  the  Freedmen's  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 

\m. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  volume  of  work  in  every  department  of  the  hospital,  with  results 
that  exceeded  the  most  sanguine  expectation.  There  have  been  more 
patients  treated  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  than  during  any  previ- 
ous year  of  the  existence  of  the  hospital,  as  the  statistical  tables  which 
follow  will  show.  This  increase  of  work  has  been  cheerfully  met  by 
all  officers  of  the  hospital,  especially  the  clerk,  who  has  been  required 
to  work  in  his  office  early  and  late,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  not 
excepted. 

If  so  much  has  been  accomplished  in  quarters  which  are  inadequate 
and  inconvenient,  who  can  estimate  the  results  that  will  be  shown  when 
the  new  hospital  is  established,  with  its  complete  equipment  and  every 
possible  appliance  and  convenience  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the 
sick? 

The  total  number  of  patients  received  into  the  hospital  was  2,677, 
of  which  number  191  were  born  here,  representing  an  increase  of 
269  over  last  year.  Of  the  number  admitted,  excluding  the  births,  408 
had  lived  in  the  District  of  Columbia  less  than  one  year  and  may  be 
regarded  as  nonresidents,  but  whose  condition  was  such  at  tbe  time  of 
their  application  for  admission  that  it  would  have  been  inhuman  to 
have  denied  them  treatment. 

The  rules  governing  admission  to  the  hospital  are  as  follows,  to  wit: 

(1)  Indigent  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  being  sick 
or  injured  and  requiiing  medical  or  surgical  attention  are  without  the 
necessary  means  to  pay  for  the  same. 

(2)  Transient  population  of  said  District  who,  while  passing  through 
or  temporarily  domiciled  therein,  fall  ill  or  suffer  accident  or  injury 
and  require  immediate  medical  or  surgical  care  and  attention,  but  are 
destitute  of  means  to  pay  for  the  same. 

(3)  Such  other  destitute  persons  residing  outside  the  District  of 
Columbia  as  the  Secretary  oi  the  Interior,  either  for  humane  reasons 
or  in  the  interest  of  medical  science,  shall  cause  to  be  admitted. 

(4)  All  emergency  cases,  which  are  defined  as  cases  of  sudden  illness 
or  mjury,  where  to  delay  treatment  would  unduly  imperil  the  life  or 
safety  of  the  patient. 

TTie  number  of  out-patients  treated  in  the  dispensary  was  6,259,  as 
apbst  5,397  during  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  862.  Ten 
thousand  six  hundrM  and  five  prescriptions  were  compounded  in  this 
department  alone,  and  1,114  revisits  were  made.  The  whole  number 
of  ptients  treated  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  was  9,048,  divided  as 
follows:  264  white  males,  76  white  females,  4,120  colored  males,  4,476 
colored  females. 

The  surgical  work  has  been  heavier  than  in  any  previous  year;  670 
operations  were  performed,  a  large  number  of  which  were  of  a  major 
cnaracter.  There  were  six  deaths  in  this  department,  an  exceedingly 
small  number  when  all  things  are  considered,  most  of  these  occurring 
weeks  after  the  operation. 

In  noting  the  deaths  in  the  institution  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
greatest  number  prevails  on  the  medical  side;  but  it  should  be  remem- 
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bered  in  this  connection  that  many  are  moribund  and  far  be3^ond 
medical  aid  when  admitted.  Twenty-two  were  in  this  condition,  and 
died  within  twenty-four  hours  after  entering  the  hospital;  15  died 
within  forty-eight  hours.  1  recall  three  cases  where  death  occurred 
before  the  patients  reached  the  ward.  In  many  instances  these 
patients  do  not  come  to  the  hospital  from  choice,  but  upon  the  advice 
of  their  attending  physician,  who  either  wishes  to  keep  his  mortality 
record  low  or  whose  mtercst  in  the  patient  lags  when  there  is  no  fur- 
ther pecuniary  benefit  in  sight.  In  either  case  it  is  an  inhuman  prac- 
tice which  seems  to  be  on  the  increase.  If  the  transportation  of 
patients  to  the  hospital  in  this  condition  contributes  nothing  to  hasten 
the  hour  of  death,  it  certainly  adds  nothing  to  their  comfort,  and  no 
benefit  is  secured  by  their  admission  into  the  hospital  at  so  late  a 
period  of  their  disease. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifteen  examinations  were  made  in 
the  pathological  department,  and  22  post-mortems  were  i>erformed. 
It  is  in  this  Tine  of  inquiry  that  practical  results  of  great  benefit  to  the 
general  good  of  the  service  have  been  accomplished. 

In  the  matron's  department  2,152  articles  were  manufactured,  many 
of  them  being  made  necessary  by  the  old,  broken,  and  woni-out 
laundry  machmery. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  provision  was  made  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  Freedmen's  Hospital  building  and  accessories  in  the 
Sundry  Civil  Act  approved  March  3,  1903,  to  wit: 

Freedmen's  Hospital:  For  the  construction  of  a  new  Freedmen's 
Hospital  building  and  accessories  on  the  ground  now  occupied  by  the 
Freedmen's  Hospital,  fifty  thousand  dollars,  said  buildings  to  be  con- 
structed upon  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Supervising  Architect  of 
the  Treasury  and  the  Supenntendent  of  the  Capitol  Building  and 
Grounds,  and  sufficient  when  completed  to  provide  for  not  less  than 
two  hundred  patients;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized 
to  enter  into  a  conti'act  or  contracts  for  the  construction  of  said  build- 
ings at  a  cost  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which 
sum,  including  the  amount  herein  appropriated,  shall  be  paid  one-half 
out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  and  one-half  out  of  the  i-eve- 
nues  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Provided^  That  before  any  portion 
of  the  sum  herein  appropriated  shall  be  expended,  the  proper  authori- 
ties owning  the  ground  upon  which  said  buildings  are  to  be  erected 
shall  lease  the  same  to  tne  Government  of  the  United  States  at  an 
annual  rental  of  one  dollar  per  annum  during  the  period  of  their  occu- 
pation of  the  same:  Provided  further^  That  the  trustees  of  Howard 
University  shall  be  required  to  supply  all  medical  and  surgical  service 
without  cost  to  the  United  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Lack  of  suitable  buildings  has  long  handicapped  the  progress  of  the 
work  here;  the  law,  however,  as  it  now  stanas  in  regard  to  this  new 
hospital  further  complicates  the  management;  insteaa  of  unifying[,  it 
multiplies.  A  dual  management  is  bad  enough,  but  a  triple  one  is  a 
thousand  times  worse  and  visionary.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
interests  of  the  hospital  will  be  best  preserved  by  embodying  all 
authority  in  a  single  head.  Experience  proves  that  a  divided  jurisdic- 
tion tends  to  embarrassment  and  disorder.  In  securing  future  legisla- 
tion for  this  hospital,  supervision,  both  fiscal  and  administrative,  should 
be  unified  and  placed  under  the  Interior  Department,  with  one  responsi- 
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ble  head  and  such  administrative  assistants  as  the  volume  of  the  work 
to  be  done  may  require;  and,  too,  the  national  aspect  which  this  institu- 
tion haa  always  presented,  a  fact  which  the  whole  course  of  legislation 
in  connection  herewith  indicates,  should  not  be  forgotten  in  any  con- 
teTDplat€Md  change.  Great  good  nas  been  accomplished  here  in  the  past 
along-  this  line,  and  I  doubt  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  any  step  calcu- 
lated to  limit  the  work  and  usefulness  of  this  hospital. 

It  is  desirable  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  by  which  a 
^f'ard  for  pay  patients  might  be  established  in  connection  with  this 
new  hospital.  A  great  many  people  desire  and  deserve  hospital  treat- 
ment, but  do  not  wish  to  be  classed  as  charity  patients,  being  able  and 
^willing  to  pay  for  medical  and  surgical  service.  The  charges  should 
>)e  nominal,  and  the  amount  received  from  these  patients  could  go 
toward  the  support  of  the  hospital. 

If  this  new  building  is  to  be  constructed  by  sections,  as  the  present 
law  indicates,  I  earnestly  urge,  if  practicable,  that  that  portion  which 
is  to  contain  the  kitchen  and  laundry  be  built  first.  The  kitchen  is 
dilapidated,  and  the  ranges  are  burnt  out  and  beyond  repair.  The 
laundry  outfit  is  old,  constantly  breaking  down,  destroying  clothing 
and  bedding. 

The  report  of  the  training  school,  which  appears  in  the  appendix  to 
this  report,  shows  the  school  to  be  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  and 
there  seems  to  be  reasonable  ground  to  expect  greater  progress  during 
thepresent  year. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  visiting  staff  for  their  unre- 
niitfing  and  skillful  care  of  the  patients  who  have  come  under  their 
charge  and  for  the  time  so  ungru(^ngly  spent  in  the  hospital.

Washington,  Atigust  17 j  190S, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Freedmen's  Hospital 
Tndning  School  for  Nurses. 

The  report  covers  the  year  endine  June  30,  1903. 

As  a  whole,  I  think  the  spirit  of  the  school  is  good  and  that  the  nurses  are  making 
commendable  effort  to  profit  by  the  instruction  received.  There  have  been  very  few 
infractions  of  the  rules  and  but  one  or  two  instances  of  insubordination,  while  the 
general  averaii^  of  scholarship  ranks  favorably  with  the  records  of  former  years. 

In  certain  directions  I  find  marked  improvement  over  the  last  two  years  and  think 
there  is  reasonable  ground  to  expect  still  greater  progress  during  the  present  term. 

One  of  the  graduates  felt  compelled  to  leave  the  school  within  two  months  of  the 
completioir  of  her  tenn  because  of  her  phvsical  condition.  She  left  with  the  expec- 
tation of  returning  to  complete  her  term  whenever  her  health  shall  warrant  the  effort 

Id  view  of  the  fact  that  the  failure  of  two  or  three  nurses  to  pass  the  first  examin- 
ation in  two  or  three  subjects  is  troublesome  to  the  lecturers  and  at  the  same  time 
reduces  the  class  avera^,  I  ask  that  you  consider  the  advisability  of  nurses  who  fail 
in  more  than  one  subject  being  dropped,  required  to  remain  another  term,  or  in 
some  other  way  that  you  may  determine  be  prevented  from  dragging  their  class  down. 

The  regular  graduating  exercises  were  held  at  the  Andrew  Kankin  Memorial 
Chapel  Afay  4,  1903. 

The  address  to  the  class  was  delivered  by  the  Hon.  John  P.  Green  and  the  diplo- 
mas were  presente<l  by  Rev.  Tennis  Hamlin,  acting  president  of  Howard  University. 

The  graduating  class  numbered  15. 

I  hereby  return  hearty  thanks  to  the  visiting  staff  and  lecturers  for  their  assistance, 
lectures,  and  uniform  courtesy.

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CIRCULAR  OP   INFORMATION   8BNT  APPLICANTS. 

The  Freedmen*8  HoBpital  Training  School  for  Nurses  is  established  to  give  a  two 
years'  course  of  training  to  women  who  desire  to  enter  the  profession  of  nursing. 

Applicants  may  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy. 
Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  apply  to  the  sui^geon  in  chief 
of  theFreedmen's  Hospital,  and  printed  instructions  will  be  furnished  respecting  the 
personal  information  to  be  given  by  applicants.  Letters  of  application  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  statement  from  a  clergyman  testifying  to  {|[ood  moral  character, 
and  from  a  physician  certifying  to  sound  health  and  unimpaired  faculties.  Appli- 
cants must  be  between  21  and  35  years  of  age,  of  at  least  average  height  and  ptiy- 
sique,  and  must  give  satisfacrtory  eviden.-e  of  a  general  fitness  of  disposition  and 
temperament  for  the  work  of  nursing.  It  h&s  l>een  the  practice  of  the  hospital  to 
appoint  only  unmarried  colored  women  (this  term  includes  widows).  Upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  superintendent  of  the  nurses  and  the  approval  of  the  surgeon 
in  chief  they  will  be  received  one  month  on  probation.  During  the  month  of  trial 
and  previous  to  being  acicepted  as  a  pupil  in  the  school  the  applicant  must  be  pre- 
parea  for  an  examination  in  reading,  penmanship,  simple  arithmetic,  and  Enfflish 
dictation.  The  examination  is  to  test  the  applicant's  ability  to  read  aloud  weli,  to 
write  legibly  and  accurately,  to  understand  arithmetic  as  mr  as  fractions  and  per 
cent,  ana  take  notes  of  lectures.  This  amount  of  education  is  indispensable  for  a 
member  of  the  school,  but  applicants  are  reminded  that  women  of  superior  educa- 
tion and  cultivation  will  be  preferred. 

During  the  prol)ationary  month  board,  lodging,  and  laundry  work  are  provided 
by  the  school.    The  probationer  provides  her  own  dress. 

The  training-school  authorities  reserve  the  ri^ht  to  terminate  the  connection  of  a 

Supil  with  the  school  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct,  inefficiency,  or  neglect  of 
uty.  Those  who  prove  satisfactory  are  accepted  as  pupils  after  signing  a  written 
agreement  to  remain  at  the  school  for  two  yeai-s,  incluning  the  probationary  month, 
and  during  that  time  to  obey  the  rules  of  the  school  and  hospital  and  to  be' subordi- 
nate to  the  authorities  governing  the  same.  Pupils  reside  at  the  home  and  serve  as 
assistants  in  various  departments  of  the  hospital  for  the  full  two  years.  They  are  also 
expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  to  them  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses. 

After  the  month  of  probation  pupils  are  requirea,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the  dress 
prescribed  by  the  hospital,  which  is  a  blue  gingham,  simply  made,  with  white  apron 
and  cap  and  linen  collar  and  cuffs.     Probationers  are  not  allowed  to  wear  this  dress. 

In  audition  to  their  l)oard  and  lodging,  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  laundrv  work, 
the  nurses  will  be  provided  with  uniforms,  the  necessary  note  and  text  books,  also 
$5  per  month.  This  sum  is  not  given  as  pay  for  services  rendered,  it  bein^  consid- 
ered that  their  education  during  that  time  is  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7.30  a.  m.  to  7.30  p.  m.,  with  an  hour  off  for 
dinner  and  atklitional  time  for  exercise  or  rest.  The  pupils  have  a  right  to  one-half 
of  Sunday  and  are  often  given  a  half  day  in  the  week.  A  vacation  of  two  weeks  is 
allowed  each  year  during  the  summer.  In  sickness  the  pupils  are  cared  for  gratui- 
tously, but  the  time  lost  must  he  made  up. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians  and  saigeons 
at  the  bedside  of  the  patients  and  by  the  superintendent  and  head  nurse.  A  r^rphu' 
course  of  lectures,  recitations,  and  demonstrations  is  also  given,  with  examinations 
at  stated  periods.  When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  receive,  if 
they  pass  the  examination  and  are  otherwise  satisfactory,  a  diploma  certifying  to  the 
course  of  training  and  practice. 

Pourse  of  training. 

The  instruction  includes: 

(1)  The  dressing  of  blisters,  bums,  sores,  wounds;  the  application  of  fomentations, 
poultices,  cups. 

(2)  The  aaministration  of  enemas  and  use  of  catheter. 

(3)  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

(4)  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

(5)  The  management  of  helple^  patients;  making  beds,  moving,  changing,  giving 
baths  in  bed,  preventing  and  dressing  bedsores,  and  managing  positions. 

(6)  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  lining  of  splints. 

(7)  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the  sick. 

Thejr  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical  methods  of  supplying 
fresh  air,  wanning  and  ventilating  sick  rooms  in  the  proper  manner,  and  are  taught 
to  take  care  of  rooms  and  wards,  to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected, 
to  make  accurate  observations  and  reports  to  the  physician  of  the  state  of  the  secre- 
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tions,  expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of  the  body,  intelligence  as 
to  delirium  or  stupor,  breathing,  sleep,  condition  of  wounds,  eruptions,  formation  of 
matter,  effect  of  diet,  or  of  stimulants,  or  of  medicine,  and  to  learn  the  management 
of  convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  or  resident  physicians  and  sui^geons  at  the 
bedside  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  superintendent  Lectures,  recitations,  and  dem- 
onstrations will  take  place  from  time  to  time,  and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus  trained,  on  passing  a 
satisfactory  examination,  each  receive  a  diploma.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  reports  for 
Columbia  Hospital  for  women  and  lying-in  asylum  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30^  1903,  as  follows:  Report  of  the  medical  board, 
reports  of  the  medical  superintendent,  report  of  the  school  of  nursing, 
report  of  the  board  of  lady  visitors,  report  of  the  treasurer. 

The  general  condition  of  the  hospital  and  the  work  accomplished 
during  the  year  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  medical  superintendent, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  admissions  to  the 
hospital,  the  daily  average,  and  the  number  of  surgical  operations 
annually  continues  to  increase. 

Nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine  patients  were  admitted,  being  6  more 
than  during  any  preyious  year.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
was  70.64,  being  4.96  greater  than  any  preceding  year. 

The  amount  collected  from  pay  patients  was  ^14,195.75,  being  an 
increase  of  $4,728.45  over  the  sum  received  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1902. 

The  number  of  surgical  operations  performed  in  the  gynecological 
departments  was  438. 

The  number  of  visits  to  the  dispensary  was  6,383,  an  increase  of  206 
over  last  year,  while  the  number  of  prescriptions  compounded  was 
9,054,  being  444  more  than  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

A  new  operating  room,  equipped  with  modem  conveniences,  was 
constructed  in  the  building;  the  old  elevator  was  overhauled,  greatly 
iinproyed,  and  electric  power  applied  to  it;  repairs  were  made  to  the 
plumbing  of  main  building,  to  the  floors  of  main  building  and  cottage, 
and  considerable  painting  and  calcimining  done  in  the  main  building 
and  cottage;  a  concrete  floor  was  placed  in  one  portion  of  the  out- 
buildings, and  a  concrete  pavement  laid  adjacent  to  the  northeast  por- 
tion of  the  main  building. 

Some  work  was  done  m  improving  the  grounds,  a  portion  of  which 
are  nnder  cultivation,  and  brick  receptacles  were  constructed  on  the 
north  side  of  the  cottage,  near  its  kitchen,  for  coal  and  ashes. 

Owing  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Charities  in  reducing  the  allow- 
ance for  adult  indigent  patients  between  July  1,  1902,  and  April  1, 
1903,  the  hospital  was  in  debt  at  the  latter  date,  its  expenses  having 
exceeded  its  receipts. 

In  spite  of  the  earnest  appeal,  contained  in  mj  last  annual  report, 
that  the  allowance  of  $1.12  per  day  for  adult  indigent  patients  shoula 
be  continued  during  the  nscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  and  the 
further  statement  that  the  medical  superintendent  estimated  the  cost 
per  diem  of  adult  patients  at  $1.20,  the  Board  of  Charities  failed  to 
take  immediate  favorable  action;  when  the  debt  began  to  roll  up  the 
board  was  again  urged  to  reconsider  its  decision,  and  on  April  1  it 
authorized  an  increase  of  the  allowance  from  that  date  until  June  30, 
1903. 

It  is  now  urgently  recommended  that  the  allowance  for  indigent 
patients  shall  be  continued  after  July  1,  1903,  at  a  rate  not  less  than 
|l.20  per  diem.  It  is  a  fact  well  known  to  all  residents  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  that  the  cost  of  living  has  increased  during  the 
past  five  years. 

The  cases  brought  to  this  hospital  are  those  peculiar  to  the  female 
sex,  and  the  numerous  surgical  operations  not  only  require  expensive 
instruments,  antiseptics,  sponges,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  but  as  a  rule 
the  condition  of  the  patients  after  such  operations  also  demands  the 
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constant,  faithful,  untiring  attention  of  the  most  skillful  and  expe- 
rienced nursea. 

In  accordance  with  the  urgent  recommendation  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment of  the  District  of  ColumWa  Congress,  at  its  last  session,  made 
an  appropriation  of  $2,500  ''for  the  erection  of  fire  escapes,  electric 
wiring,  and  necessary  apparatus  and  alterations  required  for  the  better 
protection  of  the  hospital  from  fire." 

Work  will  be  conmienced  under  this  appropriation  early  in  the  fiscal 
year. 

The  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1905,  are  as  follows: 

First.  For  care  and  treatment  of  indigent  patients  under  a  contract 
to  be  made  with  the  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in 
Asylum,  by  the  Board  of  Charities,  $20,000. 

This  sum,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  directors  and  that  of  the 
medical  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
maintenance  of  the  institution,  including  the  care  of  the  patients,  the 
heating,  lighting,  and  care  of  the  buildings. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  is  annually  increas- 
ing and  the  number  of  visits  to  the  dispensary  correspondingly 
increase**. 

Second.  For  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  and  com- 
mencing the  construction  of  a  new  hospital  building,  to  cost  not  more 
than  $300,000,  $100,000  is  requested  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  demands  upon  the  hospital  are  annually  increasing  and  the  limit 
of  its  capacity  has  been  reached.  The  main  building  is  old  and  devoid 
to  a  large  extent  of  those  modern  appliances  now  deemed  absolutely 
necessary  by  the  medical  profession. 

Thirty-seven  years  ago  the  hospital  was  incorporated  by  act  of  Con- 
gress, and  in  1872  and  1875  Congress  provided  for  the  purchase  of  the 
original  building,  together  with  40,000  square  feet  of  ground,  for  the 
total  sum  of  $50,000,  vesting  the  title  in  the  United  States  for  the  use 
of  the  hospital,  and  declaring  in  the  act  'Hhat  no  part  of  the  real  or 
personal  property  now  held  or  hereafter  to  be  acquired  by  said  insti- 
tution shall  be  devoted  to  any  other  purpose  than  a  hospital  for  women 
and  lying-in  asylum  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States." 

For  over  a  third  of  a  century  this  splendid  institution  has  accom- 
plished wonderful  work  in  saving  lives  and  alleviating  the  sufferings 
of  the  weaker  sex,  a  duty  that  appeals  most  forcibly  to  the  men  of  the 
nation. 

Its  medical  board  consists  of  surgeons  of  high  character  and  eminent 
ability.  Its  medical  superintendent  is  a  skilfuland  accomplished  i-etired 
surgeon  of  the  United  States  Army. 

The  roll  of  members  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  hospital,  since 
its  organization,  bears  upon  it  the  names  of  many  eminent  citizens, 
and  to-day  includes  one  United  States  Senator,  two  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,^  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  bishop  and  another  clergyman,  distin- 
guished lawyers,  bankers,  and  others  m  civil  life,  the  Surgeon-Greneral 
of  the  United  States  Army,  a  retired  Surgeon-general  of  the  United 
States  Army,  and  a  retired  chief  of  engineers  of  the  United  States 
Army. 

The  members  of  this  board  are  deeply  interested  in  the  great  work 
intrusted  to  them  and,  together  with  a  board  of  about  25  lady  visitors, 
give  all  the  time  they  can  spare  from  their  other  duties  to  this  valu- 
able and  important  charity. 
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The  time  has  now  come  to  broaden  and  extend  the  operations  of  the 
hospital  in  order  that  it  should  move  forward  and  be  a  still  greater 
creait  to  the  national  capital. 

It  is  understood  that  efforts  have  been  made  for  the  construction  of 
a  maj?nificent  municipal  hospital,  to  cost  about  $4:,000,00(),  but  up  to 
this  date  have  been  unsuccessful,  and  it  does  not  appear  probable  that 
such  a  structure  can  be  erected  for  many  years  to  come;  in  the  mean- 
time this  great  work  for  the  benefit  of  women,  upon  this  splendid  site 
at  the  junction  of  Pennsylvania  avenue,  Twenty-fifth  and  L  streets 
NW.,  all  the  property  of  the  United  States,  should  be  continued  and 
a  building  constructed  in  consonance  with  its  object  and  its  surround- 
ings that  will  be  an  ornament  to  the  city  and  equipped  with  every 
modem  appliance  and  convenience  suitable  for  the  care  and  relief  of 
women  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

As  president  of  the  board  of  directors,  I  earnestly  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Charities  to  aid  in  obtaining  the  appropriation  required  for 
this  new  building  and  in  placing  the  only  hospital  erected  in  Washing- 
ton for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  female  sex  uj)on  as  high  a  plane  as  to 
structure  and  equipment  as  Garfield  and  Providence  hospitals,  each  of 
which  I  am  infonned  received  appropriations  of  $100,000  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress,  while  the  Board  oi  Charities,  in  spite  of  an  earnest 
appeal,  failed  to  recommend  an  appropriation  for  enlarging  Columbia 
Hospital,  requested  by  the  board  of  directors  in  the  last  annual  report. 

The  estimate  now  submitted  is  for  a  building  to  cost  not  more  than 
$300,000,  one-third  of  which  sum  the  board  of  directors  now  requests 
in  order  that  detailed  plans  and  specifications  may  be  prepared  and 
work  commenced  as  soon  as  practicable. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  the  new  building  in  sections,  tearing 
down  portions  of  the  old  buildings  as  the  new  sections  are  completed 
and  ready  for  occupancy. 

I  earnestly  trust  that  the  Board  of  Charities  will  support  the  hospi- 
tal board  in  its  efforts  to  elevate  this  important  work  and  to  make 
Colombia  Hospital  the  greatest  institution  of  its  class  in  this  country, 
and  that  it  will  submit  the  foregoing  estimates  to  the  Commissioners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  bearing  its  indorsement  of  the  heartiest 
approval. 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  express  my  high  appreciation 
of  the  excellent  and  skillful  work  done  by  the  medical  board,  of  the 
energy,  skill,  judgment,  and  executive  ability  of  the  medical  superin- 
tendent and  of  the  acting  medical  superintendent,  who  performed  his 
duties  so  satisfactorily  while  the  superintendent  was  on  leave  of 
absence  during  the  past  winter  months,  and  of  the  faithful  and  untir- 
ing work  done  by  the  house  staff,  the  corps  of  nurses,  and  all  the  other 
employees  of  this  admirable  and  important  institution.

Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  Relativb  to  the  Hobpital. 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  SO,  190S, 

Gentlemen:  The  number  of  admissions,  the  daily  average,  the  visits  to  the  dis- 
pensary, and  the  amount  collected  from  the  pay  patients  were  all  greater  than 
during  any  previous  year.  The  number  of  admissions  was  929,  the  cuuly  average 
70.64,  and  the  number  of  visits  to  the  dispensary  was  6,383.  The  amount  collected 
from  pay  patients  wa«  $14,195.75,  $4,728.45  more  than  was  collected  last  year. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  very  important  repairs  and  improvements  were  made. 
An  electric  motor  was  installed  to  run  the  elevator  in  place  of  the  steam  pump  which 
was  most  unsatisfactory.  The  elevator  can  now  be  operated  day  and  night  The 
shaft  of  the  elevator  was  lineil  with  galvanized  iron  as  a  protection  against  fire.  A 
new  washing  machine  was  installed  in  the  laundry  in  place  of  the  old  one,  which  was 
badly  worn.     The  new  one  has  a  greater  capacity. 

The  roofs  and  walks  have  l>een  repaired  and  an  asphalt  floor  put  in  the  out- 
building. The  plumbing  has  been  improved  in  different  parts  of  the  building.  The 
new  maple  floors  in  the  halls  and  wards  of  the  maternity  department  were  badly 
needed  and  add  greati  v  to  the  appearance.  The  solution  room  on  the  third  floor 
was  tiled  and  refurnished  with  nandsome  plumbing.  A  number  of  rooms,  wards, 
and  halls  have  been  painted. 

The  new  operating  room  was  completed  and  equipped  with  new  operating-room 
furniture.  It  is  now  in  use  and  has  proven  most  satisfactory  in  every  way.  Gnmito 
flooring  was  laid  in  the  anaesthetic  room,  the  surgeon's  lavatory,  and  the  adjoining 
hall,  and  the  walls  of  the  lavatory  were  tiled.  The  pathological  laboratory  was 
painted,  refurnished,  and  equipped  thoroughly  with  new  instruments. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  resignation  or  Mrs.  Ella  D.  Cumberland,  superintend- 
ent of  nurses,  was  accepted  with  the  greatest  possible  regret.  No  one  could  have 
been  more  competent  for  the  t>osition  than  she  was,  as  is  sho^'n  by  the  remarkaUe 
success  of  the  hospital  since  her  appointment. 

Of  23  nurses  who  have  graduated  from  this  hospital  during  the  past  four  years,  14 
have  received  desirable  poi^itions  in  other  institutions.  I  can  not  express  my  appre- 
ciation of  Mrs.  Cumberland's  service  better  than  to  quote  the  following  from  a  fetter 
to  her  from  the  medical  boanl: 

"She  has  succeeded  in  elevating  the  standard  of  nursing  and  the  work  done  by 
nurses  in  the  hospital  until  it  has  reached  a  very  high  degree  of  perfection.  By  her 
intelligent  and  industrious  supervision  of  the  operating-room  service  she  has  made 
possible  a  degree  of  efficiency  which  has  been  shown  in  such  excellent  practical 
results  as  can  scarcel  v  l)e  obtamed  by  us  in  other  public  hospitals.  By  her  tactful 
managi^ment  of  her  department,  she  has  rendered  our  service  pardcolarly  pleasant 
in  all  of  our  relations  with  each  other,  and  with  those  living  witnin  the  hospital." 

In  my  opinion  with  the  present  accommodations  the  work  of  the  hospital  can  not 
continue  to  increase.  The  number  of  admissions,  the  daily  average,  the  visits  to  the 
dispensary,  about  reached  the  limit  of  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  last  year.    The  great 
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increaee  in  the  amonnt  collected  from  pay  ^tients  over  last  year  was  due  chiefly  to 
the  fact  that  the  prices  of  the  rooms  were  raised.  The  following  shows  the  improve- 
ment in  the  statistics  of  the  hospital  daring  the  past  four  years:

This  increase  in  the  amount  of  wOrk  done  and  the  better  results  obtained,  as  shown 
above,  is  remarkable  when  the  poor  facilities  and  accommodations  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  ward  patients  are  considered.  These  statistics  would  seem  to  justify  a 
liberal  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  new  wanls  for  the  better  care  of  our  free 
patients.  They  are  certainly  urgently  needed.  The  wards  now  occupied  by  our 
free  patients  are  most  uninviting  and  unattractive.  They  are  not  sufficiently  lighted 
or  properly  ventilated.  The  ceilings  are  low,  the  dimensions  are  too  small  for  a 
proper  arrangement  of  beds,  and  the  plans  are  bad  for  efficient  service.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  attempt  to  correct  these  defects  by  repairs  or  alterations.  A  new  build- 
ing is  needed  in  jAace  of  the  present  antiouated  one.  No  more  desirable  site  could 
be  found  in  Washington  for  a  noepital  of  this  character.

By  this  statement  you  will  see  how  the  work  has  f?rown,  but  the 
receipts  have  not  ^rown  in  proportion,  and  at  the  close  of  this  year 
we  have  fallen  behind  again. 

The  contracts  made  with  the  Board  of  Charities  to  care  for  all  sick 
children  of  parents  unable  to  pay  for  their  attendance  at  50  cents  per 
day  has  not  been  a  profitable  one  to  us,  as  the  amount  they  were  to  pay 
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US  for  this  service  was  by  act  of  Congress  not  to  exceed  $10,000.  The 
imnount  was  exhausted  in  the  lirst  ten  months,  and  for  the  two  remain- 
ing months  these  children  have  been  paid  for  at  our  expense,  less  the 
small  amount  received  from  pay  patients,  which  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $566. 

By  order  of  the  District  Commissioners  we  were  directed  to  recon- 
struct our  entire  plumbing,  also  to  put  up  fire-alarm  boxes,  new  fire 
escapes,  and  buy  fire  extinguishers.  These  things  we  did  at  an  expense 
of  $594.50. 

We  appealed  to  the  Board  of  Charities  to  ask  for  an  additional  $2,000 
for  the  year,  making  the  appropriation  $12,000  instead  of  $10,000,  which 
they  did;  but  Congress  cut  it  down  to  $10^000.  We  trust,  however, 
that  they  will  for  the  coming  year  appropriate  at  least  $15,000. 

We  hiave  received  nothing  from  tne  flaim  estate  above  the  le^al 
expenses  necessarily  exi)ended  for  securing  our  rights  under  the  will, 
nor  will  we  in  all  probability  receive  any  of  the  principal  of  said  legacy 
forvears  to  come. 

The  debt  of  the  hospital  still  remains  $20,000,  on  which  we  are  pay- 
ing annually  $800  interest. 

Our  receipts  from  the  public  from  annual  subscriptions  are  not  as 
much  as  they  were  in  1871.  It  is  believed  that  the  erroneous  idea  that 
we  are  so  heavily  endowed  that  we  do  not  need  the  aid  of  citizens  is 
probably  the  cause  of  this. 

By  the  reports  of  the  medical  staff  and  superintendent  you  will  see 
that  the  ho^ital  has  been  doing  a  great  work  during  the  year.  The 
ladies'  board  have  this  year,  as  tnev  have  alwavs  in  the  past,  done  their 
full  share.  Besides  expending  a  large  sum  for  supplies  tor  the  hos- 
pital, they  paid  into  the  general  fund  from  receipts  from  the  charity 
ball  $1,950. 

Special  mention  is  made  of  the  work  of  St.  Mary's  Guild,  who 
reconstructed  the  operating  room  of  the  hospital  at  an  expense  of 
$825,  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  M.  A.  B.  Kennedy,  who  was  for  so  many 
years  one  of  the  most  efficient  workers  the  hospital  has  ever  had. 

In  addition  to  the  following  committees  of  this  board,  which  are — 

Ezecatdve  committee,  Dr.  G.  N.  Acker,  chairman. 

Committee  on  finance,  James  M.  Johnston,  chairman. 

Committee  on  bnildings  and  gromids,  John  8.  Larcombe,  chairman. 

I  recommend  also  the  appointment  of  another  conmiittee,  that  on  legis- 
lation, to  assist  our  board  of  charities  in  obtaining  from  Congress  the 
nc^ed  amount  for  the  support  of  indigent  patients. 

The  thanks  of  this  board  ought  to  be  given  to  the  medical  staff  for 
their  untiring  efforts  to  relief  the  suffering  ones,  and  to  the  superin- 
tendent and  her  corps  of  nurses  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  their  duties.

Dear  Sirs:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  school  of  narsing  for  the 
school  year  ending  Jane  30, 1903,  as  given  at  the  eleventh  annual  commencement. 

The  exercises  were  held  at  the  Cx>lumbian  University  hall,  May  19,  1903.  The 
Rev.  Alfred  Hardine  opened  the  exercises  with  prayer.  A  very  appropriate  address 
was  delivered  by  Hon.  H.  B.  F.  Macfarland;  the  report  of  the  trainmg  school  bv 
Mr.  F.  L.  Moore,  president  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Children's  Hospital ; 
umooncement  of  graduates,  by  Dr.  George  N.  Acker,  dean  of  the  training  scnool; 
conferring  of  diplomas,  by  G^en.  John  M.  Wilson,  United  States  Army,  president 
hoard  of  trustees. 

There  are  42  pupil  norsee  in  the  training  school^  18  on  duty  at  each  hospital,  and 
6  at  the  Columbian  University  Hospital. 

There  has  been  a  large  number  ot  applicants  during  the  past  year,  14  accepted  into 
the  school,  2  resigned,  and  1  dismissed. 

Classes  are  held  weekly  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupil  nurses  supplementary  to  the 
lectures  of  the  attending  staff  of  both  hospitals;  also,  in  addition  to  their  instruc- 
tions on  the  wards,  the}^  receive  each  18  special  lessons  in  cooking,  which  is  of  great 
value  to  them  in  preparing  food  for  the  sick. 

The  ladies  board  of  visitors  of  the  Children's  Hospital  very  kindly  defrays  this 
extra  expense. 

'  The  scnool  has  now  1 16  graduates,  including  this  present  class :  Twenty-four  holding 
hospital  positions,  1  doing  army  nursing  in  me  Philippines,  2  district  nursing  in  this 
dty,  17  married,  and  2  deceased,  a  member  of  the  first  class  and  one  from  the  class 
of  18W;  the  remainder  doing  private  nursing  in  this  city  and  elsewhere. 

The  r^istries  for  nurses  at  both  hospitals  are  in  a  fiourishing  condition.  Although 
the  narsing  list  increases  each  year  there  are  frequently  more  calls  than  can  be  sup- 
plied with  nurses. 

The  alunmse  association  of  the  training  school  has  60  members,  and  is  represented 
in  the  National  Associated  Alumnse  of  the  United  States. 

Very  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  board  of  directors  and  ladies  board  of 
visitors  for  all  the  kindnesses  shown  the  nurses  the  past  year,  and  to  the  lecturers  for 
their  interest  and  instructions  to  the  pupils;  also  to  the  medical  staff  for  their  care 
ud  attention  to  the  pupil  nurses  during  illness.

GteMTLEMEN:  The  board  of  trustees  has  the  honor  to  present  to  you 
the  annual  report  of  the  National  Homeopathic  Hospital  for  the  year 
ending  June  30, 1903.

It  is  expected  that  Congress  will  at  least  make  the  usual  appropriation  of  $8,500 
for  the  treatment  of  indi^^nt  patients  in  this  institution  under  contract  with  the 
Board  of  Charities,  and  that  a  sufficient  number  of  patients  will  be  sent  for  treatment 
to  enable  the  institution  to  earn  the  full  amount  of  the  appropriation.  Should  these 
expectations  be  fully  realized,  and  the  receipts  and  expenditures  approximate  the 
estimates,  the  deficiency  will  be  reduced  to  $2,325,  and  this  sum,  unless  provided  in 
some  way  now  unforeseen,  will  have  to  be  added  to  the  liabilities.  During  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1902,  the  hospital  earned  under  the  contract  then  in  force 
$543.71  more  than  the  appropriation,  and  this  amount  remains  unpaid.  Congress 
should  be  asked  to  appropriate  this  sum  as  a  suf&dency  for  the  year  named.

Report  of  the  President. 

September  2, 1908. 
No  important  change  having  been  made  in  the  general  management 
of  the  hospital,  and  its  financia  Ipolicy  having  come  under  the  guidance 
of  a  worthy  .successor  of  those  wnose  services  in  that  important  depart- 
ment tiie  hospital  had  been  so  fortunate  in  previous  years  as  to  secure, 
its  history  for  the  past  year  does  not  diflfer  materially  from  that  of  the 
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iromediate  preceding  years,  as  to  matters  referred  to  in  the  reports  of 
those  years,  except  to  announce  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
accomplished. 

In  tne  reports  herewith  presented  of  Dr.  Swan  M.  Buruett,  presi- 
dent of  the  attending  staflf,  of  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Brice,  treasui-er,  and  of 
the  superintendent.  Miss  Irene  B.  Lenig,  will  be  found  the  statistical 
information  of  the  respective  departments  of  those  officers. 

Owing  to  the  location  of  the  Emergency  Hospital  in  that  portion  of 
the  citv  in  which  many  more  emergency  cases  occur  than  in  any  other 
part  oi  the  city,  with  the  growth  of  the  city  comes  annually  an  increase 
of  the  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  of  that  class.  At  times,  for 
lack  of  room,  the  hospital  is  not  e<f  ual  to  the  demands  made  upon  it. 
One  of  two  remedies  should  be  provided.  Either  another  larger  build- 
ing should  be  built  in  that  vicinity  or  the  present  one  enlarged.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  state  that  the  latter,  for  an  economical  as  well  as  for 
other  considerations,  would  be  the  wisestremedy.  In  almostall  respects, 
except  as  to  room  for  receiving  and  treating  this  increased  number  of 
patients,  the  Emergency  Hospital  is  satisfactorily  equipped.  Hence 
the  honorable  Board  of  Charities  is  here  respectfully  asked  to  join  our 
board  of  directors  in  an  earnest  appeal  to  Congress  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  so  desirable  an  end. 

An  unhappy  incident  occurred  in  the  past  year,  so  extraordinary  in 
its  character  that  an  annual  report  containing  no  reference  to  it  might 
properly  be  considered  incomplete.  One  of  the  directors  of  the  hos- 
pital, wno  had  been  a  member  of  its  attending  staff  for  ten  or  twelve 
years,  equally  responsible  with  his  associates  for  its  proper  mana^- 
ment,  and  who  had  time  and  a^in  highly  praised  the  character  of  its 
organization,  without  conferring  with  tne  other  directors  or  making 
any  complaint  of  any  existing  defect  in  its  general  management, 
endeavored  to  obtain  an  enactment  by  Congress  depriving  the  direct- 
ors of  the  privilege  of  electing  their  own  associates.  Failing  in  this, 
he  placed  before  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  some  undefined 
scandalous  charges  to  bring  about  an  investigation  of  the  hospital  by 
public  officials. 

For  a  fair  understanding  of  the  weight  and  effect  that  should  be 
given  to  the  order  for  the  investigation,  the  following  explanation  is 
necessary,  although  made  with  sincere  regret.  The  Commissioner, 
upon  whom,  as  appears  from  the  evidence,  was  placed  the  sole  respon- 
sibility of  determining  whether  an  investigation  should  be  order^  or 
not,  was,  at  the  time  said  order  was  issued,  and  had  for  many  years 
prior  thereto  been,  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  hospital. 
Notwithstanding,  he  never  at  any  time  complained  of  or  suggestea  any 
change  in  its  management  and,  although  fully  aware  of  the  animus 
that  prompted  the  making  of  the  scandalous  charges,  caused  said  order 
to  be  issued,  without  making  any  inquiry  of  any  hospital  official  as  to 
whether  there  existed  or  not  anj  grounds  for  such  serious  charges. 

In  compliance  with  a  suggestion  of  your  honorable  board  that  the 
hospital  have  representatives  present  at  the  hearing.  Dr.  Kober  and 
Commander  Miller  kindly  consented  to  act  with  the  undersigned  in 
that  capacity. 

On  an  average  of  about  three  days  in  the  week  and  three  hours  a 
day  the  representatives  of  the  hospital  attended  the  hearing  for  two 
months,  at  which  1,000  pages  of  testimony  were  taken.  As  can  well 
be  imagined,  the  spending  of  no  inconsiderable  time  and  labor  was 
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required  in  digesting  such  a  mass  of  testimony  in  tlie  preparation  of  a 
report  thereon.  A  copy  of  this  report  has  been  furnished  to  each 
member  of  your  honorable  body.  It  is  also  made  a  part  of  this 
annual  report,  for  the  information  of  such  of  the  directors  as  have 
not  had  an  opportunity  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  historv  of  this 
extraordinary  procedure,  as  disclosed  by  the  evidence  offerea  on  the 
investi^tion,  but  not,  however,  to  be  printed  herewith,  as  it  is  too 
voluminous  for  that  purpose.  Not  knowing  to  what  extent  the  feel- 
mg  of  hostility  against  the  hospital  in  certain  quarters  might  prompt 
a  continuation  of  attacks  upon  it  in  the  future,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  have  the  statement  put  in  print,  to  render  it  the  more  available  to 
meet  such  attacks. 

The  propriety  and  wisdom  of  that  course,  singularly  enough,  seems 
already  to  be  established.  Even  now,  while  this  annual  report  is  being 
written,  and  prior  to  the  rendition  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Chan- 
ties, either  for  the  purpose  of  discreditably  influencing  that  board,  or 
because  of  the  conviction  of  the  utter  failure  in  the  attempt  to  prove 
the  undefined  scandalous  charges,  an  article  has  appeared  in  one  of  the 
public  prints,  containing  nearfy  as  many  untruths  as  lines,  as  is  shown 
in  an  answer  made  to  it  by  one  entirely  conversant  with  all  the  affairs 
of  the  hospital. 

To  one  other  very  important  feature  of  the  statement  made  by  the 
representatives  of  the  nospital  particular  attention  is  called.  That 
feature  was  the  overwhelmmg  testimony  presented  on  the  investiga- 
tion, in  suppK)rt  of  the  pjolic^  of  the  retention  of  its  character  as  a 
private  hospital.  Changing  it  to  a  purely  public  institution  would,  as 
was  clearly  demonstrated,  prove  not  onljr  disastrous  to  it,  but  would 
be  doing  injustice  to  the  many  worthy  citizens  of  the  District  who  are 
interested  m  the  good  work  it  is  accomplishing,  who  established  it 
under  manv  difficulties  and  have  for  so  many  years  labored  faithfully 
in  its  behalf.

,  A  companson  of  this  summary  with  that  of  the  preceding  year  will  show  a  large 
increase  of  work  in  both  the  dispensary  and  emergency  departments.  Would  that 
we  were  able  to  say  that  our  facilitiee  biad  increased  in  proportion. 
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We  have  the  same  cramped  condition  to  contend  against  as  last  year,  though  the 
work  has  greatly  augmented,  and  from  necessity  miist  increase  from  year  to  year. 
This  increase  has  heen  particularly  marked  in  the  operations  performed.  These 
reached  the  unprecedented  number  of  3,256.  A  large  part  of  these  were  of  the 
utmost  importance  and  gravity,  as  is  to  be  expected  from  the  character  of  the  cases 
which  come  to  us. 

For  the  proper  caro  of  these  cases  additional  room  and  proper  facilities  are  impera- 
tively demanded.  This  hospital,  of  all  others  in  the  district,  should  be  thoroughly 
equipped  for  this  work. 

Since  our  last  report  some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  of  the  med- 
ical sfc^,  whereby  Dr.  H.  L.  E.  Johnson  was  retired  to  the  consulting  staff  and  Dr. 
6.  Brown  Miller  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused  as  director  of  the  clinic  for 
diseases  of  women. 

The  need  of  a  permanent  resident  physician  of  experience  has  long  been  felt  by 
the  majority  of  the  attending  staff.  It  was  only  during  the  past  summer,  however, 
that  it  was  possible  to  bring  about  the  consummation  of  their  wishes  in  this  particular. 

At  the  board  meeting  in  June  the  power  to  appoint  such  a  permanent  resident 
physician  was  eiven  to  the  attending  staff.  After  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  merits 
of  a  number  of  applicants  the  choice  fell  unanimously  upon  Dr.  C.  S.  White,  who 
brings  to  his  work,  aside  from  his  other  equipment,  a  large  hospital  experience. 

We'  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  efficient  work  done  by  Doctor  Dunn, 
the  resident,  and  the  senior  and  junior  assistants.  Doctors  Perkins  and  Huasy,  and 
also  to  the  numerous  assistants  in  the  dispensary  department

Repobt  of  the  Superintendent. 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in  the  hospital 
under  ray  charee  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,1903.  The  detail  of  this  work  is 
embodied  in  ower  reports. 
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The  work  in  the  training  school  was  under  the  supervision  of  the  following  staff: 
Dr.  H.  L.  E.  Johnson,  gjmecolpgy;  Dr.  John  B.  Mullins,  throat  and  chest;  Dr. 
William  L.  Robins,  nervous  diseases;  Dr.  Swan  M.  Burnett,  the  eye;  Dr.  William  H. 
Hawkes,  materia  medica;  Dr.  W.  P.  Can*,  surgical  diseases;  Dr.  Wallace  Johnson, 
urinalysis;  Dr.  Randolph  Carmichael,  aermatoloffy;  Miss  Minker,  mas«ige  ana 
bandaging;  Miss  Irene  !B.  Leni^,  ethics  of  nursing,  district  and  private  nursing. 

The  druggist  in  addition  to  giving  daily  instructions  in  the  dru^  room,  lectured  on 
practical  pnarniacy,  demonstrating  the  compounding  of  drugs  inmling  perscriptions. 

The  annual  examinations  took  place  in  April  and  May,  and  the  commencement 
exercises  on  May  26.  Eight  nurses  were  graduated.  Of  the  five  who  graduated  the 
year  previous,  three  are  doing  district  work,  one  has  a  hospital  position,  and  the 
other  is  en^agjed  in  private  nursing. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  not  been  any  abatement  in  the  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  staff  in  the  work  of  the  training  school  in  which  we  are  united  with 
the  Washington  Asylum  Hospital. 

While  the  number  of  ward  patients  was  slightly  less  than  for  the  previous  year,  the 
price  of  food  stufEs  was  much  higher,  and,  in  view  of  the  high  prices  still  prevailing, 
I  repeat  what  I  said  in  my  last  report — that  a  lar^r  appropriation  is  not  only  desira- 
ble but  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  a  nigh  standard  of  work  and  to 
accomplish  the  best  results. 

In  Closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  extend  niy  thanks  to  the  attending  staff,  the 
preseut  resident  staff,  and  the  druggist,  Mr.  Hoyle,  for  their  hearty  cooperation 
throughout  the  year;  also  to  the  ladies'  auxiliary  board,  through  whose  efforts  many 
neceasary  improvements  were  made.

GraTLKMSN:  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  ladies'  aaxiliary  board  of  the  hospital  I 
was  reanested  by  them  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
board  aoring  the  year  then  ending. 

It  has  been  the  object  of  the  \x5ard  to  cooperate  as  far  as  possible  in  supplying  the 
•ctoal  iieeds  of  the  hospital,  and  beside  to  supplement  such  things  as  would  add  to 
the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  patients.  Owmg  to  the  large  increase  in  the  mem- 
berehip  of  the  bc^tl  during  the  past  ^ear,  they  have  been  enabled  to  a  far  greater 
extent  than  heretofore  to  carry  out  this  wish. 
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The  reequipment  of  the  nurses'  home  after  the  fire  which  took  place  there  last 
antnmn  was  also  accomplished. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  board  it  was  reported  that  varioos  kitchen  uten- 
sils were  needed  in  the  hospital,  and  these  articles,  together  with  some  necessary 
repairs,  came  to  a  total  of  $45.97. 

In  January  and  February  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  considerable  amount  of  paint- 
ing done  in  the  wards;  also  chairs  and  tables  in  the  nurses'  home  had  to  be  provided, 
the  cost  of  which,  including  other  incidental  expenses,  was  $136.42. 

In  March  the  board  decided  to  have  the  new  floors,  which  the  hospital  much 
needed,  laid  for  $250.  The  purchase  of  some  hospital  ward  tables  and  other  neces- 
saries made  a  total  for  this  month  of  $394.43. 

In  April  and  May  it  was  voted  to  have  the  hallways  painted  and  new  floors  laid 
in  the  bathrooms  for  $120.  One  dozen  bedside  tables  were  bought  for  $40,  and  other 
small  repairs  and  improvements  brought  the  total  expenditure  for  these  months  to 
$209.89. 

One  himdred  and  forty  dollars  for  painting  the  wards  of  the  hospital  had  already 
been  paid  in  June,  but  a  number  of  other  bills  for  improvements  undertaken  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  board  have  not  as  ^et  come  in.  The  amount  therefore  actually 
expended  by  them  up  to  the  present  tmie,  is  $826.71.

Gentlemen:  Previous  reports  ffive  in  detail  history  of  this  free 
dispensary,  its  original  charter,  ana  location.  It  has  had  no  abiding 
home;  in  the  past  as  in  the  present  it  is  housed  in  rented  quarters 
made  as  fit  as  the  institution's  means  would  allow  from  tiie  meager 
funds  at  its  disposal,  the  money  disbursed  coming  from  a  Government 
appropriation  and  from  donations  made  by  contributing  members 
and  the  kindly  efforts  of  its  board  of  lady  managers.  The  sum  dis- 
bursed during  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $3,323.34. 

The  dispensary  and  hospital  building  is  at  No.  217  Delaware  avenue 
NE.  This  building  was  a  large  16-room  dwelling.  The  rooms  are 
used  as  follows:  The  basement  front  room,  about  14  by  18  feet,  is  used  as 
a  drug  room.  The  room  in  the  rear  of  this  drug  room  is  used  as  a  steam 
heating  boiler  room  and  coal  storage.  There  is  no  cellar  or  basement 
under  the  back  building.  The  mam  floor  has  an  assembly  or  parlor 
room  in  front.  Back  of  this  in  main  building  is  award  containing  four 
beds.  The  back  building,  first  floor,  contains  two  operating  rooms— 
the  main  operating  room,  10  by  13  feet,  and  the  other,  for  rough 
cases,  being  14  by  18  feet.  The  ceilings  of  these  two  rooms  are  low 
and,  in  a  modern  sense,  are  unfit  for  tne  purposes  the  institution  is 
compelled  to  use  them  for.  The  second  floor  has  six  rooms,  used  as 
follows:  One  clinic  room,  one  resident  physician's  bedroom,  a  ward 
room  (four  beds),  bath  and  water-closet  room,  two  assistant  resident 
physicians'  bedrooms.  The  third  floor  is  occupied  by  the  matron  and 
family.  Fourth  or  attic  floor  is  rented  for  storage  purposes;  a  full 
house,  no  room  wasted.     In  this  building  the  work  snown  in  the 
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reports  made  in  detail  by  the  medical  staff  has  been  done,  and  well 
done.  An  examination  of  these  1902-3  reports  will  show  a  large 
increase  of  work  in  both  the  dispensary  and  hospital  departmente, 
and  from  the  letter  of  the  resident  physician  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  cases  relieved  during  July,  August,  and  September  of  1903 
is  an  increase  over  the  same  period  of  1902.  The  great  public  works 
now  commencing  in  the  near  vicinity  of  the  hospitaTwilh  m  the  nature 
of  things,  produce  lar^e  nimibers  of  cases  of  Doth  a  dispensary  and 
hospital  character,  which,  of  necessity,  will  seek  nearest  relief;  hence 
the  directors  of  this  institution  expect  to  give  much  more  relief  this 
fiscal  year.  Their  means  will  be  taxed  to  the  utmost.  With  the  exer- 
cise of  rigid  economy  it  may  be  able  to  pay  for  all  needed  medicines, 
surgical  supplies,  household  supplies,  and  rent. 

Tne  directors  appeal  to  the  generous  and  charitably  disposed,  for  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  dispensary  and  hospital  is  a  free  one  to 
all.  First,  relief  is  given  the  unfortunate  brought  to  its  door,  be  he 
rich  or  poor.  Further  and  constant  relief  is  extended  only  to  those 
unable  to  pay  for  medical  advice  or  medicine  or  surjjical  relief.  The 
history  of  this  institution  proves  that  it  is  a  necessity  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  city,  and  ought,  for  the  reasons  given,  be  afforded  greater 
opportunity,  for  many  of  the  cases  (occurring  east  of  the  Capitol) 
could  be  given  relief  nad  it  the  means  and  the  building  in  which  to 
care  for  the  cases  hauled  past  its  door  to  a  similar  institution  eighteen 
blocks  west,  many  times  at  the  risk  of  the  patient's  life. 

It  is  apparent  to  all  persons  who  have  had  close  connection  with  this 
subject  that  a  dispensary  and  hospital  of  suitable  size  and  location  is 
a  positive  need  east  and  north  of  the  Capitol.  Large  sums  of  money 
have  been  appropriated  by  Congress  for  hospitals.  The  relief  given 
by  these  institutions  is  of  a  different  character.  Here  it  is  all  free  to 
the  worthy  poor.  The  amount  of  relief  given  is  large  when  compai'ed 
with  the  small  cost  per  capita.  The  Iward  of  directors  have  been 
assured  of  generous  donations  by  men  charitably  disposed  to  purchase 
a  lot  on  which  a  building  could  be  erected,  and  Congress  is  appealed 
to  through  your  body  to  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  build  a  dis- 

Ensary  and  hospital  of  such  dimensions  as  your  body  may  approve, 
the  opinion  of  this  board  of  directors  the  sum  of  $20,000  should  be 
appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Look  at  the  report  of  relief  given,  then  consider  the  unselfish  devo- 
tion of  the  medical  staff  and  house  physician  and  matron.  The  finan- 
cial report  shows  the  small  monthly  sums  paid  the  working  force,  and 
yet  you  will  find  them  on  hand  bv  day  and  by  night,  ready  at  a 
moment's  call  to  relieve  any  case  which  may  be  brought  to  the  door 
of  the  dispensary  or  hospital.  Great  praise  is  due  the  members  of 
the  board  of  lady  managers  for  the  financial  and  womanly  help 
generously  given  the  institution  at  all  times. 

The  board  of  directors  invites  the  Board  of  Charities  to  make  a 
close  and  careful  investigation  of  the  needs  of  the  eastern  section  of 
our  city,  that  they  may  te  convinced  that  the  appeal  made  herein  may 
be  verfeed. 

For  maintenance,  pending  appropriation  for  new  building,  we  ask 
your  approval  of  an  appropriation  of  $3,000.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAITS  OUNIO. 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  3'our  request  of  Julj  9, 1  have  the 
honor  of  reporting  that  the  affairs  of  the  Woman's  Chnic  have  been, 
in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition  during  the  past  year.  An  increase 
in  the  work  goes  steadily  on,  and  the  clinicians  are  giving  a  great  deal 
of  valuable  time  to  its  development,  and  it  is  thus  demonstrated  more 
fully  than  ever  that  this  partially  self-sustaining  charity  has  a  good 
excuse  for  being. 

Through  economy  and  judicious  management  we  have  at  last  suc- 
ceeded in  doing  what  we  have  cherished,  as  a  hope,  for  several  years — 
obtaining  a  home  of  our  own,  and  thus  giving  promise  of  permanency 
in  the  work,  which  we  hope  to  take  possession  of  by  September  1. 

It  is  also  our  intention  to  do  all  the  hospital  work  which  our  limited 
resources  will  admit  of. 

The  new  clinic  quarters  are  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  T 
and  Thirteenth  streets,  and,  while  the  building  only  affords  room  for 
presents  needs,  there  is  sufficient  ground  attached  for  future  growth 
and  additional  buildings.  Thereiore  we  most  earnestly  pray  your 
honorable  body  that  you  will  continue  to  regard  with  favor  and  con- 
sideration this  thing  which  we  have  undertaken  to  do  and  recommend 
the  usual  appropriation  to  carry  it  onward.  We  also  pray  that  vou 
will  frequently  inspect  our  premises  and  methods  without  regard  to 
times  or  seasons. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  we  can  not  meet  all  the  requirments 
of  your  board  as  to  deteils  in  our  reports,  but  we  are  hoping  that  the 
introduction  of  the  card  system  for  keeping  records  of  these  details 
by  clinicians  may  eventually  produce  the  desired  results. 

Our  secretary.  Miss  Elizabeth  Clark,  has  done  the  best  she  could  in 
this  direction,  but  as  Dr.  Ida  Heiberger,  who  has  had  the  hospital 
work  in  charge,  has  been  abroad  for  the  past  three  months,  Miss  Clark 
has  not  been  able  through  other  sources  to  accomplish  this,  although 
she  has  persistently  tried  to  do  so.  As  Doctor  Heiberger  is  expected 
home  early  in  August,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  add  a  supplemental  report 
or  statement,  whicn  we  also  hope  may  prove  satisfactory.

Gentlemen:  In  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Dispensary,  I  have  the 
honor  to  inclose  herewith  reports  for  the  quarter,  and  the  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1903. 

This  is  the  iSffinning  of  the  twenty -first  year  since  the  organization 
of  this  public  charity.  If  a  decrease  of  sickness  is  reckoned  as  the 
criterion  of  dispensary  prosperity,  we  can  not  boast  of  that;  though 
the  number  of  applicants  seems  to  be  commensurate  with  the  average 
increase  in  population  in  this  section. 

Investigation  into  the  ability  of  applicants  to  pay  for  treatments  has 
proven  to  be  a  safeguard  against  cnarity  impostors.  That  investiga- 
tion, however,  is  not  of  sudi  a  character  as  to  wound  the  feelings  of 
the  worthy  poor. 

In  answer  to  your  inquiries  as  to  assets  and  liabilities,  we  have  to 
state  that  our  only  assets  consist  of  the  cash  balance  of  $263.18,  as 
shown  by  the  accompanying  financial  statement,  and  dispensary  furni- 
ture and  instniments  which  are  valued  at  $300;  and  we  have  no  liabil- 
ities, except  $150  for  rent,  which  is  paid  at  the  end  of  each  calendar 
year  at  the  rate  of  $300  per  annum,  and  current  expenses,  including 
salary  of  apothecary  at  $10  i>er  month,  and  medicines,  instruments, 
surgical  appliances,  gas,  washing,  and  other  incidentals  amounting  to 
about  $25  per  month. 

We  respectfully  request  a  continuance  of  the  allotment  of  $400.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  vour  request,  I  am  sending  you 
the  list  of  officers  and  managers  of  the  Washington  Home  for  Incur- 
ables, the  statement  of  the  treasurer,  and  the  table  you  asked  to  have 
filled  out.  The  work  done  at  the  home  this  year  has  been — as  for- 
merly— the  care  of  those  unable  to  be  nursed  and  made  comfortable  in 
their  own  homes.

The  sudden  increase  in  the  number  of  wards  attaining  majority  is 
oc<»sioned  by  the  fact  that  until  this  year  majority  was  not  held  to 
be  attained  by  ^rls  until  they  had  reached  the  age  of  21  years,  but  a 
new  ruling  having  declared  that  all  girls  came  of  age  as  regarded  their 
persons  at  the  age  6f  18  years,  the  roll  of  wards  was  cleared  of  all 
girls  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21. 

By  reason  of  special  circumstances  three  of  the  wards  recorded  as 
"  returned  to  court,"  who  were  placed  in  the  Girls'  Reform  School, 
remain  under  the  guardianship  of  the  board.  As  the  terms  of  these 
wards  will  expire  by  reason  of  age  before  long,  and  no  additions  to 
this  class  will  be  made,  they  have  not  been  enumerated  in  the  statistics 
of  the  year's  work. 

Of  the  993  wards  of  the  board,  June  30,  1903,  673  are  boys  and  320 
are  girls.  Of  those  committed  permanently  during  the  year,  156  are 
boys  and  58  are  girls.

CHILDBBN  RECEIVING   TEMPORARY  CARE. 

The  board  began  the  year  with  15  children  held  under  temporary 
care ;  181  were  taken  under  such  care  for  periods  of  a  week  or  less  by 
the  aeent,  or  were  committed  temporarily  by  the  courts.  Of  these 
181  cmldren  10  remained  under  temporary  care  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
none  on  expense  for  maintenance. 
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FSRBLE-MINDED  CHILDREN. 

Forty-six  feeble-minded  children  remained  under  charge  of  the 
board  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Sixteen  were  received  and  4 
passed  out,  leaving  58  at  the  close  of  the  year,  38  male  and  20  female. 
Thirty-eight  of  these  were  maintained  at  the  Pennsylvania  Training 
School,  at  Elwyn,  Pa.,  and  20  at  the  Virginian  Home  and  Training 
School,  at  Falls  Church,  Va.,  all  except  one  at  the  rate  of  $225  per 
annum,  that  one  atElwyn,  at  the  rate  of  $100.  Thirty-four  are  phys- 
ically defective,  5  are  unable  to  walk,  18  are  unable  to  talk,  apd  18 
have  imperfect  articulation.  The  oldest  is  31  years  of  age  and  the 
youngest  9.  Notwithstanding  their  age,  these  persons  need  to  be 
treated  as  children  always  since  they  are  irresponsible.  In  33  cases 
their  feeble-minded  condition  is  attributed  tohereditv.  Such  cases 
illustrate  the  importance  of  the  rigorous  sequestration  of  feeble-minded 
persons  of  child-bearing  age. 

Toward  the  cost  of  maintaining  these  children,  contributions  amount- 
ing to  $448.60  were  made  during  the  year  by  relatives  and  friends. 

NUMBER  OF  DAYS'   CARE  OF  CHILDREN. 

The  aggregate  number  of  days  that  wards  of  the  board  were  held 
under  guardianship  was  346,082,  this  constituting  an  average  of  948 
wards  for  every  day  of  the  year.  The  board  gave,  moreover,  5,031 
days'  temporary  care  to  children  not  its  wards  and  not  feeble-minded, 
under  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  the  law  and  the  courts,  and  sup- 
ported feeble-minded  children  for  18,309  days. 

No  board  was  paid  for  temporary  support  of  the  473  children  com- 
mitted to  the  charge  of  the  probation  officer  under  the  act  of  March  3, 
1901.  The  number  of  davs  these  children  were  held  under  probation 
was  58,296,  an  average  of  123  days'  care  to  each. 

The  number  of  days'  care  of  wards  increased  51.032;  that  of  children 
under  temporary  charge  decreased  1,967;  that  of  the  support  of  feeble- 
minded children  increased  2,382,  and  that  of  children  under  probation 
increased  12,914. 

The  increase  in  average  number  of  wards  was  140;  that  of  feeble- 
minded children  supported  7,  and  that  of  children  under  probation  35, 
and  the  decrease  in  average  number  of  children  held  temporarily  was  5.

Because  of  irregularity  in  the  lengths  of  different  months,  some 
payments  being  nmde  at  monthly  rates,  and  for  fractions  of  months, 
the  per  capita  rates  actually  paid  as  above  vary  slightly  from  the 
nominal  annual  rates. 

BURIAL  OF  CHILDREN. 

An  appropriation  of  $300  was  made  for  the  burial  of  children  who 
die  while  wards  of  the  board.  Of  this,  $126  were  spent  and  $174 
returned  to  the  treasury.

The  appropriation  for  care  of  feeble-minded  children  was  $11,000, 
of  which  amount  $10,724.04  were  expendedas  follows:

COMPARISON   OF  EXPENDITURES. 

It  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  tables  given  above  that 
the  increase  in  administrative  expenditures  beyond  those  for  the  year 
preceding  was  $1,193.17;  the  increase  for  salaries  being  $1,062.10;  for 
travel  and  transportation,  $99. 69;  for  sundry  oflice  expenses,  $30. 38,  and 
that  the  expenditure  for  stationery  and  printing  was  $3.97  less. 

The  increase  in  expenditures  for  salaries  is  due  in  part  to  the  employ- 
ment of  additional  assistance,  and  in  part  to  a  slight  increase  of  ecrtam 
rates  to  experienced  employees;  and  the  other  increases  also,  to  current 
needs.    As  will  be  seen,  there  was  little  decrease  to  offset  these  increases. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  children  not  feeble-minded  was  $3,790.01 
less,  the  decrease  for  board  of  wards  in  institutions  being  $4,790.89, 
and  for  medical  care  and  supplies  $11.65.  On  the  other  hand,  the  cost 
of  maintenance  of  wards  in  private  homes  increased  by  $747.16,  and 
the  cost  of  clothing,  $265.27. 

The  decreases  in  ipayments  to  institutions  were:  For  board  and  care 
at  the  Hart  Farm  School,  $6,478.68;  at  the  Industrial  Home  School, 
1630.53;  at  the  Manassas  Industrial  School,  $69.29,  and  at  the  House 
of  Mercy,  $22.23.. 

The  increases  in  payments  to  institutions  were:  At  the  Children's 
Temporary  Home,  $1,061.30;  at  the  Bruen  Home,  $600.36;  at  St. 
Joseph's  Orphan  Asylum,  $319.23;  at  the  House  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd for  Colored  Girls,  in  Baltimore,  $247.66;  at  St.  Vincent's  Female 
Orphan  Asylum,  $101.08;  at  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Wash- 
in^n,  $36.97;  at  St.  Rose's  Industrial  School,  $20.88;  at  St.  Ames's 
Industrial  Home,  $20.80,  and  at  the  National  «tunior  Republic,  $2.01. 

PER  CAPITA  COST  OF  CARE  OF  CHILDREN. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  board  and  care,  clothing  and  medical  attend- 
ance of  wards,  and  temporary  charges  not  feeble-minded,  including 
cost  of  administration  and  supervision,  was  $44,680.66. 

On  the  basis  of  351.113  days'  care  given  to  these  children,  excluding 
care  of  children  held  on  probation,  the  administrative  expenditures 
were  at  the  rate  of  2.45  cents  per  diem,  or  $8.94  per  annum  per  capita, 
and  the  administrative  and  maintenance  expenditures  together  were 
at  the  rate  of  12.72  cents  per  diem,  or  $46.44  per  annum  per  capita. 

The  cost  of  administration  was  17  cents  greater  and  tne  combined 
cost  of  administration  and  maintenance  was  $10.94  less  per  capita  per 
annum  than  in  the  preceding  year,  on  the  basis  above  stated. 
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If,  however,  the  administrative  expenditures  be  reclconed  to  cover 
the  58,296  days'  care  given  to  the  children  under  probation,  the  rate  of 
these  expenditures  per  capita  per  diem  is  2.10  cents,  and  per  annum 
is  $7.66. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  feeble-minded  children  was  $213.78  per 
capita  per  annum,  a  decrease  in  rate  of  $6.38  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year. 

As  these  rates  are  based  upon  the  number  of  children  in  institutions 
as  well  as  in  private  homes,  and  the  children  in  institutions  are  not 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  agents  in  the  same  sense  as  those  in 
homes,  while  many  of  the  children  in  homes  are  maintained  at  no 
expense  to  the  board,  the  following  table  is  given  to  show  the  financial 
operations  of  the  board  and  the  pro  rata  cost  of  its  work  from  several 
other  points  of  view: 
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TRANSFER  OF   WARDS  TO   REFORM   SCHOOLS. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  were  requested  to  obtain  for  the 
use  of  the  board,  from  the  corporation  counsel,  an  opinion  as  to  the 
right  of  the  board  to  transfer  its  wards  to  the  reform  schools.  The 
questions  submitted  for  an  opinion  were  the  two  following: 

1.  Can  the  board  transfer  any  of  its  wards  to  the  Reform  School  for 
Boys  or  the  Reform  School  for  Girls? 

2.  If  so,  what  is  the  legal  method  of  making  such  transfer? 

The  opinion  of  Mr.  Andrew  B.  Duval,  corporation  counsel,  District 
of  Columbia,  dated  July  17,  1902,  was  as  follows: 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  without  authority  to 
directly  transfer  its  wards  to  the  Reform  School.  If  such  action  is  desirable,  the  bcMurd 
should  obtain  an  order  of  the  court  vacating  the  original  commitment  to  it  and  com- 
mitting the  children  to  the  Reform  School. 

As  related  to  this  subject  it  is  well  to  quote  the  following  provisions 
of  the  act  creating  the  board  (27  Stat.  L.,  chap.  250): 

Sec.  4.  That  said  board  shall  have  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  following  clashes 
of  children:  »  *  *  /Vo?vcfcrf,  That  the  laws  regulating  the  commitment  of  chil- 
dren to  the  reform  schools  of  the  District  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  repealed  in  any 
part  by  this  act.  Third.  Such  children  as  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Reform  School 
for  Boys  or  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  may,  in  their  discretion,  commit  to  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians  and  jjower  is  hereby  given  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  said 
Reform  School  to  commit  any  inmate  of  their  respective  institutions  to  the  said  Board 
of  Guardians  conditionally  upon  the  good  behavior  of  the  child  so  committed.     ♦    ♦    ♦ 

Sec.  5.  *  *  *  Chilaren  received  from  the  Reform  School  shall  be  placed  at 
work,  bound  out  or  apprenticed,  and  at  any  time  before  attaining  majority  may  be 
returned  to  the  school  from  which  they  came,  if,  in  the  judgment  ot  the  B<Mird  of 
Guardians,  such  a  course  is  demanded  by  the  interest  of  the  community  or  the  welfare 
of  the  child. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  held  October  11  it  was  ordered  that  no 
wards  from  any  institution  be  presented  to  court  for  commitment  to 
the  reform  school  without  previous  sanction  and  authority  of  the  board, 
except  in  such  cases  as  require  immediate  action,  and  that  in  such  cases 
the  matter  shall  be  reported  to  the  board  at  its  very  next  meeting. 

MARRIAGE  OF  WARDS. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  were  requested  to  obtain  for  the 
use  of  the  board,  from  the  corporation  counsel,  an  opinion  upon  the 
question  whether  the  marriage  of  wards  of  the  boara  terminates  the 
guardianship  of  the  board  over  such  wards. 

The  following  opinion  was  received  through  the  Coimnia'^ioners, 
under  date  of  January  9,  1903: 

The  relation  sustained  bv  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  to  children  committed 
to  it  by  the  court  is  that  of  a  le^l  guardian  (27  Stat.  L.,  268) ;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  marriage  of  its  wards  creates  a  relation  inconsistent  with  that  sustained  by 
the^boanl  to  ite  ward,  and  that  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  board  over  the 
person  of  its  ward,  of  either  sex,  terminate  upon  the  marriage  of  such  ward. 

This  opinion  was  referred  to  the  legislative  committee  of  the  board, 
which  on  May  16^  1903,  reported  upon  this  and  other  matters  that  had 
been  referred  to  it  as  follows,  and  this  report  was  ordered  to  be  placed 
on  file: 

Washington,  D.  C,  May  — ,  190S, 
To  the  Board  of  Children^ s  Guardians  of  the  District  of  Columbia: 

The  committee  on  legislation  of  the  board,  to  which  was  referred  back  their  report 
to  the  board,  dated  April  9,  1903,  respectfully  return  the  same  with  opinion  of  the 
corporation  counsel,  with  the  suggestion  that  the  opinion  of  the  corporation  counsel

should  be  taken  as  the  guidance' of  the  board.  The  committee,  however,  will  state 
for  the  information  of  the  board  that  at  common  law  infants,  male  and  female,  remain 
infonta  until  they  attain  the  age  of  21.  (Coke  Littleton,  p.  161. )  This  doctrine,  or 
rule,  is  substantially  held  in  Tucker  v,  Moreland  (10  Peter,  U.  S.  R.,  58). 

The  Code  of  the  District  of  Columbia  (sec.  1125^  p.  233),  in  relation  to  male  and 
female  infants,  provides:  '^The  natural  guardianship  or  the  appointive  guardianship 
of  the  person  aforesaid  (meaning  the  male  or  female  infant)  shall  cease  in  the  case  of 
male  infant  when  he  is  twentyone  years  of  age,  and  in  the  case  of  a  female  infant 
when  she  is  eighteen  years  or  marries." 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  the  appointive  guardian  of  its  wards  by  act 
of  law^  through  the  police  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  and  stands  just  the  same  as  the  appointive  guardian  of  an  infant  by  the 
probate  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  hence  your  committee  submit: 

1.  The  male  wards  remain  such  until  thev  arrive  at  the  age  of  21,  and  on  arriving 
at  that  age  can  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  the  board  as  no  longer  under  its  charge. 

2.  The  female  wards  remain  such  until  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  18  or  marry,  and 
when  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  18  or  marry  can  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  the 
board  as  no  longer  under  its  charge. 

3.  In  the  case  of  a  male  ward,  if  there  be  any  property  in  possession  of  the  board 
belonflfing  to  said  ward  it  can  not  be  turned  over  to  him  until  he  is  21  years  of  age. 

4.  d  the  case  of  a  female  ward,  if  there  be  any  property  in  possession  of  the  Ixmrd 
belonging  to  said  female  ward  it  can  not  be  tumea  over  to  her  until  she  is  21,  except 
to  her  guardian  appointed  by  the  probate  court  under  the  provision  of  the  above- 
recited  Code,  section  1140,  page  236. 

Your  committee,  however,  suggest  that  when  the  amount  of  money  in  possession 
of  the  board  belonging  to  a  male  or  female  ward  is  small  and  it  becomes  necessary 
for  his  or  her  benefit  when  out  of  employment  or  necessary  spending  monev  for 
pleasure,  the  ward  should  be  allowed  so  much  thereof  as  the  board  in  ite  sound  dis- 
cretion deems  proper  or  necessary. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  warrant  order  or  commitment  by  the  police 
court  be  amended  so  that  it  shall  appear  therein  that  the  male  infants  are  committed 
to  the  guardianship  of  the  board  until  the  age  of  21,  unless  sooner  discharged  by 
order  of  the  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  that  said  female  warcfi  until 
18,  or  marry,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  question,  "Has  the  law  of  probation  work  been  a  success,  etc.?"  Your  com- 
mittee report  they  believe  that  the  *' probation  law"  has  been  a  success  and  will 
equal  the  expectations  of  the  friends  of  the  system.  The  committee  attended  one  of 
the  juvenile  courts  (held  by  Mr.  Justice  Scott,  of  the  police  court)  and  believe  the 
court  is  watching  the  interests  of  the  unfortunate  children  brought  before  it.  From 
the  consultation  with  Mr.  Justice  Scott,  we  believe  that  the  court  will  see  that  no 
child  is  committed  without  just  cause.  He  will  consult  with  Justice  Kimball  as  to 
inserting  in  the  commitment  of  female  children  to  the  board  the  words,  "Until 
eighteen  or  marries." 

From  what  the  board  saw  at  the  hearing  of  a  girl  of  18  we  would  suggest  that  the 
act  of  Congress  be  amended,  making  the  commitment  of  16  years  ana  under  to  18 
years  and  under. 

We  also  report  that  Mr.  Copp,  the  probation  officer,  has  been  faithful  in  his 
duties.    *    *    * 

The  committee  respectfully  submit  that  the  volunteer  philanthropic  associations 
should  be  encouraged  to  visit  probation  children  and  that  the  board  snould  welcome 
Rich  assistance,  as  their  cooperation  will  be  helpful  to  the  children  and  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians,  provided  such  service  of  said  associations  shall  be  without 
compensation  or  charge  to  the  United  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Board  of 
Qiildren's  Guardians  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  either  of  them.

NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF   CHARITIES  AND   CORRECTIONS. 

By  authority  of  the  board,  the  president  and  agent  of  the  board 
were  sent  as  delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Confer- 
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ence  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  from  May  6 
to  May  12,  1903. 

Questions  relating  to  child-saving  work  occupied  a  large  share  of 
the  discussions  of  the  conference. 

The  subject  of  '"Juvenile  courts"  and  ''Child-labor  laws"  were 
prominent  topics. 

In  the  solution  of  the  problems  concerning  pauperism  and  crime, 
where  hei'edit^  and  environment  are  such  important  factors,  it  is  every- 
where recognized  that  the  starting  point  is  in  the  proper  education 
and  training  of  children  to  enable  them  to  become  useful  citizens. 
Such  agencies  as  our  organization  aflFord  the  most  approved  and  scien- 
tific method  of  dealing  with  the  dependent  and  delinquent  dass,  and 
where  circumstances  demand  that  public  guardianship  take  the  place 
of  the  parental  relation. 

WORK  OF  PROBATION  OFFICER. 

The  work  of  the  probation  officer  has  been  conducted  in  a  manner  to 
deserve  the  high  commendation  of  the  board.  The  statistical  details 
are  given  elsewhere.  The  practice  of  making  the  period  of  commit- 
ment of  delinquent  children  to  the  care  of  this  officer  one  of  six  months 
has  afforded  him  an  opportunity  to  exercise  an  effective  influence  for 
good  over  the  children,  and  incidentally  over  the  parentis,  to  whose 
neglect  in  many  cases  the  delinquency  of  the  children  may  be  traced, 
although  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  parents  in  some  cases  have 
appeared  to  do  all  they  knew  how  to  bring  up  their  children  properly. 

The  merely  negative  good  effected  by  the  probation  law  in  withhold- 
ing children  accused  or  convicted  of  delinquency  from  association  with 
other  criminals  and  from  acquaintance  with  jails  and  workhouses  is 
sufficient  justification  for  the  retention  of  such  a  law.  The  incidental 
saving  of  expense  to  the  public  purse  which  results  from  returning 
these  children,  as  in  most  cases  they  are  returned,  to  the  homes  or 
their  parents  is  an  added  argument  in  favor  of  the  law. 


HART  FARM   SCHOOL. 

The  Hart  Farm  School  occupied  an  unusual  amount  of  the  attention 
of  the  board  during  the  year  because  of  differences  of  opinion  between 
the  board,  on  the  one  hand,  and  Mr.  Hart,  the  j)roprietor  of  the  school, 
on  the  other  hand,  in  regard  to  mutual  obligations. 

As  the  successive  reports  of  the  board  have  shown,  the  board  has 
placed  a  gradually  increasing  number  of  its  wards  at  this  school,  at 
varying  prices.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  such  wards 
at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  June  30:

Wards  were  first  placed  at  this  school  November  8, 1897,  and  until 
June  30, 1898,  payments  were  made  for  them  at  the  rate  of  $195  per 
capita  per  annum.  From  July  1,  1898,  until  September  30, 1899,  the 
rate  was  $185.  It  was  then  raised  to  $200,  where  it  remained  until 
December  31,  1901,  when  it  was  reduced  to  $175,  and  remained  so 
until  June  30, 1902.     Since  that  date  the  rate  has  been  $200. 
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Unless  it  be  for  the  period  from  January  1  to  June  30,  1902,  these 
rates  have  been  reache^l  by  agreement  between  the  board  and  Mr. 
Hart. 

The  rate  of  $200  between  July  1, 1900,  and  June  30, 1901,  was  fixed 
by  a  contract  which  by  its  terms  expired  at  the  latter  date.  No  new 
contract  was  made  inmiediately  for  the  following  fiscal  year,  but  the 
former  relations  were  continued  by  mutual  consent. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  held  December  21,  1901,  in  considera- 
tion of  a  recommendation  made  at*the  preceding  meeting  by  the  com- 
mittee on  accounts,  which  found  that  a  deficit  was  being  created  in  the 
funds  for  maintenance  of  wards,  ''it  was  ordered  that  a  reduction 
be  made  from  the  rate  now  paid"  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  *'to  the 
rate  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  (175)  dollars  per  annum  from 
January  1,  1902,  unless  Mr.  Hart  shall  satisfy  the  joint  conmiittees  on 
accounts  and  on  homes  and  institutions  of  the  board  that  this  rate 
would  be  unfair." 

A  special  meeting  of  the  board  was  held  December  28,  1901,  when  a 
hearing  was  given  to  Mr.  Hart.  Mr.  Hart  made  a  statement  in  regard 
to  hia  expenmtures  in  maintaining  the  Hart  Farm  School,  accompany- 
ing the  same  with  an  exhibit  of  receipted  bills  for  certain  articles  of 
clothing,  provisions,  agricultural  implements,  and  freight  for  a  por- 
tion of  a  year.  These  papers  were  left  temporarily  in  the  custody  of 
the  board.  The  statement,  with  the  papers,  was  referred  to  a  joint 
committee  of  four  members,  which  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  held 
January  11,  1902,  reported  that  "after  some  discussion  it  appeared  to 
.be  the  concensus  of  opinion  that  the  figures  submitted  in  several  in- 
stances were  in  excess  of  the  actual  outlav,"  and  reconmiended  "  that 
the  rates  per  annum  for  our  wards  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  be  reduced 
from  $200  to  $175,  and  that  the  new  contract  to  this  effect  should 
begin  January  1, 1902."  This  recommendation  was  adopted  and  Mr. 
Hw^  was  requested  to  consent  to  the  new  rate  of  payment,  which  he 
did  in  a  letter  written  January  13,  1902,  with  the  proviso  that  the 
blacksmith  work  be  dropped  from  the  conti-act,  "leaving  all  the  rest 
in  as  drawn  last  year."  This  was  evidently  the  time,  if  ever,  for  Mr. 
Hart  to  insist  that  the  rates  of  pavment  be  not  changed  ana  to  stand 
upon  his  rights,  if  he  had  any.  T&is  he  did  not  do,  but,  as  has  been 
stated,  he  consented  to  the  reduction.  Subseauently  he  claimed  that 
by  this  reduction  he  had  been  damaged  and  should  be  remunerated. 
In  view  of  this  claim  a  calculation  was  made,  which  showed  that  if  he 
had  continued  to  receive  payment  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  annum  from 
January  1,  1902,  to  June  30,  1902,  in  place  of  the  payment  at  the  rate 
of  $175  per  annum,  which  he  did  receive  for  the  average  number  of  52 
children  cared  for  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  during  that  period,  his 
receipts  would  have  been  $650  greater  than  they  were.  To  this  state- 
ment of  conditions  there  appears  to  be  no  need  to  add  any  comments. 

As  throwing  light  upon  the  subject  of  Mr.  Hart's  claims  in  general 
in  regard  to  his  losses  under  his  contracts  with  the  board  for  the  care 
of  its  wards,  it  ispertinent  to  state,  as  appears  from  a  record  of  hear- 
ings held  by  the  District  of  Columbia  suWommittee  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  of  the  House  of  Representatives  January  8  and  9, 
1903,  that  on  December  2, 1902,  Mr.  Hart  sent  to  the  president  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  written  "mem- 
orandum of  indebtedness  incurred  by  myself  [Mr.  Hart]  in  the  estab- 
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lishment  and  conduct  of  the  farm  school  for  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians  of  this  District." 

In  this  memoi*andum  he  claimed  that  he  was  under  outstanding.obli- 
gations  amounting  to  $15,783.59  for  supplies,  services,  and  loans  in 
behalf  of  the  Hart  Farm  School;  that  he  nad,  moreover,  contributed 
$10,000  of  his  earnings  for  the  past  five  years  and  sacrificed  a  $1,200 
equity  in  his  property  in  this  city,  and  that  if  he  were  credited  with  a 
salary  for  himself  of  §1,200  a  year  for  the  past  five  vearsspent  in  this 
service  it  made  a  total  of  $32,983.59  that  he  had  *Most  inthis  service 
of  the  Government,"  and  added,  ''  Now,  1  wish  the  Government  to 
share  its  half  of  this  loss." 

This  memorandum  was  referred  by  the  District  Commissioners  to 
the  District  Board  of  Charities,  which  board  gave  hearings  to  Mr.  Hart 
and  his  friends,  of  which  hearings  it  made  a  stenographic  report  to 
the  Commissioners,  accompanied  by  a  letter  written  at  its  invitation 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  In  this  report, 
dated  January  6,  1903,  the  Board  of  Charities  said: 

After  most  careful  consideration  of  the  statements  made  and  papers  submitted  in 
tliis  matter,  the  Board  of  Charities  is  unable  to  recommend  favorable  action  on  the 
claim  made  by  Professor  Hart.  During  a  period  of  less  than  five  years  $36,624.11 
were  paid  to  Mr.  Hart  by  the  Board  of  Cnildren's  Guardians,  and  no  statement  is 
presented  to  show  how  this  moncT  is  expended.  In  the  absence  of  such  a  statement^ 
and  comparing  the  rate  paid  to  Mr.  Hart  with  that  paid  by  the  board  to  other  insti- 
tutions for  similar  work,  we  believe  that  if  the  indebtedness  exists,  as  alleged,  it  is 
not  due  to  an  inadeouate  compensation  for  the  service  rendered,  but  is  the  result  of 
bad  business  methods  and  financial  management. 

When,  however,  in  the  course  of  the  hearings  referred  to,  January  9, 
1903,  this  nieniomndum  of  Mr.  Hart's  indebt^ness  was  i-eferred  to  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  and  by  Mr.  Hart,  Mr.  Hart  distinctly 
disavowed  any  endeavor  "to  establish  anv  moral  or  legal  claim  against 
the  Government"  for  reimbursement  of  his  alleged  losses. 

According  to  his  own  statements  he  kept  no  books  of  account,  and 
was  consequently  unable  to  verify  any  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  work 
to  himself.  He  asserted  continuously  that  the  payments  he  received 
did  not  equal  his  expenditures,  and  he  asked  repeatedly  for  increased 
remuneration.  The  board  desired  not  only  to  meet  his  legitimate 
expenditures,  but  to  make  allowance  for  his  services  and  for  profits  on 
his  undertaking.  It  endeavored  to  meet  him  in  a  generous  spirit,  and 
to  do  justice  to  him  while  protecting  the  interests  of  the  Government 
of  which  it  is  a  trustee. 

Much  has  been  said  in  reports  of  the  board  in  previous  years  in 
regard  to  the  services  rendered  by  the  Hart  Farm  School,  and  this 
need  not  be  repeated.  It  has  been  almost  all  of  a  commendatory  char- 
acter, although  the  school  has  not  in  fact  come  up  to  what  the  board 
expected  of  it  in  the  beginning  and  has  continued  to  hope  of  it  The 
school  has  been  regarded,  in  relation  to  the  work  of  the  ooard,  as  only 
a  temporary  expedient,  and  Mr.  Hart  has  been  reminded  repeatedly 
and  on  all  appropriate  occasions  that  no  outlay  which  he  made  upon 
the  school  shoultl  be  understood  to  impose  upon  the  board  an  obhga> 
tion  to  insure  its  permanency. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Hart  naturally  has  desired  greater  perma- 
nence for  his  enterprise,  and  for  a  succession  of  years  he  nas  endeavored 
to  secure  legislation  on  the  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  bill 
compelling  me  board  to  place  with  him  a  specific  numoer  of  children 
at  a  fixed  rate  of  payment.     For  instance,  in  the  bill  reported  to  the 
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House  of  Representatives  at  the  first  session  of  the  Fifty-sixth  Con- 
gress the  following  provision  appeared,  which  was  in  debate  on  March 
15,  1900,  stricken  out  on  a  point  of  order: 

Provided,  That  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  are  hereby  directed  to  contract 
with  the  Hart  Farm  School  daring  the  &>cal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one  for  the 
care  and  support  of  not  lees  than  fifty  boys  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  and  ten 
dollars  each  per  annum. 

At  the  Congi'essional  session  of  1901-2  Mr.  Hart  again  carried  the 
question  of  rates  to  the  Congress  and  asked  that  the  board  be  required 
by  the  terms  of  the  appropriation  act  providing  for  the  work  of  the 
board  for  the  fiscal  year  1902-3  to  pay  him  at  the  rate  of  $200  per 
capita  per  annum  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  75  of  its  wards  at 
the  Hart  Fanii  School.  At  the  same  time  he  stated  his  willingness 
to  accept  provision  for  onlj  60  wards  at  that  rate. 

The  question  arose  at  this  time,  should  the  language  of  the  act  be 
such  as  to  compel  the  board  both  to  place  60  children  at  the  school  and 
to  pay  for  them  at  the  $200  rate,  or  should  discretion  as  to  the  num- 
bers and  rates  remain  with  the  board  as  heretofore.  The  terms  of  the 
act  covering  this  matter  became  the  following: 

To  enable  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  to  contract  for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  60  ^ards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  at 
the  rate  of  $200  per  annum  each,  $12,000. 

This  was  understood  by  the  board  to  determine  the  following 
considerations: 

1.  The  Congress  did  not  require  the  board  to  place  any  definite 
munber  of  its  wards  at  the  Hart  Farm  School. 

2.  It  set  aside  $12,000  to  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay 
for  60  wards  at  the  rate  stated;  and, 

3.  It  sanctioned  the  payment  of  $200  per  capita  per  annum  for  tho 
wards  placed  by  the  board  to  the  number  of  60. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  board  made  no  further  demur  to  pay 
Mr.  Hart  at  the  $200  rate  within  the  limit  of  60  children;  butas  it  nad 
decided,  before  Congressional  action  upon  rates  was  taken,  to  insist 
with  greater  emphasis  than  before  upon  the  performance  of  the  require- 
ments of  former  contracts  and  the  embodiment  in  a  new  contract  of 
verbal  understandings  that  had  accompanied  former  contracts,  and  as 
it  found  nothing  in  the  terms  of  the  act  to  displace  this  insistence,  it 
drew  up  a  new  form  of  contract  and  presented  the  same  to  Mr.  Hart 
for  his  consideration. 

Conferences  upon  this  propK)8ed  contract  were  held  with  Mr.  Hart, 
at  which  agreement  was  reached  upon  all  clauses  but  one,  which  one 
appears  below  as  clause  ^'Sixteenth"  of  tho  contract  of  October  13, 
1902.  The  retention  of  this  clause  was  held  by  the  board  to  be  essen- 
tial under  the  circumstances  to  the  continuation  of  contract  relations 
between  the  board  and  Mr.  Hart,  and  Mr.  Hart  was  notified  that  unless 
he  would  consent  thereto  no  contract  would  be  executed,  and  the 
children  at  his  school  would  be  withdrawn.  He  accepted  the  alterna- 
tive and  coopemted  with  the  agent  of  the  board  in  returning  the 
children  to  the  agent's  custody.  Forty -seven  children  were  returned, 
24  of  whom  were  placed  in  free  homes  with  relatives  or  friends  and 
23  were  placed  at  tne  Children's  Temporary  Home.  Subsequently  Mr. 
Hart  consented  to  sign  the  proposed  contract,  and  the  same  was  signed 
by  him  October  13, 1902. 

Because  of  the  insistence  of  the  board  upon  this  contract,  complaint 
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was  made  by  Mr.  Hart,  when  tne  District  of  Columbia  appropriation 
bill  for  1903-4  was  under  consideration  by  the  proper  committees  of 
the  Congress,  that  the  board  had  nullified  an  act  of  Congress  and  had 
destroyed  the  Hart  Farm  School,  an  institution  established  by  law. 

The  first  of  these  charges  was  based  on  the  assumption  that  the 
langua^  of  the  appropriation  apt,  above  quoted,  made  it  imperative 
upon  the  board  to  execute  and  maintain  a  contract  for  care  and  main- 
tenance of  60  wards  for  a  year  and  to  pay  therefor  $12,000,  and  that 
it  had  not  done  so. 

The  second  charge  was  based  upon  the  assumption  that  the  mention 
of  the  Hart  Farm  School  in  the  law  gave  a  corporate  character  to  this 
school,  making  of  the  terms  of  earlier  contracts  a  charter  which  the 
board  had  refused  to  respect. 

The  discussion  of  these  charges  and  matters  connected  therewith 
filled  more  than  116  octavo  pages  in  the  report  of  hearings  before  the 
House  committee,  and  nearly  100  octavo  pages  in  the  report  of  hear- 
ings before  the  Senate*  Committee  on  Appropriations  for  the  District 
of  Columbia,  for  the  fiscal  year  1904.  No  useful  purpose  would  be 
served,  commensurate  with  the  labor  and  space  that  would  be  involved, 
in  an  attempt  to  summarize  these  discussions. 

In  pursuance  of  his  claim  that  the  clause  in  the  "Act  makingappro- 
priations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  and  for  other 

Purposes,"  which  appropriated  $12,000  "to  enable  the  Board  of  Chil- 
ren's  Guardians  to  contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  sixty 
wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School,  at  the  rate  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum  each,"  entitled  him  to  payment  at  the  rate  of 
$1,000  per  month,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  wards  actually  cared 
for  and  maintained  at  the  Hart  Farm  School,  Mr.  Hart  made  a  aemand 
for  the  payment  to  him  of  the  balance  yet  unpaid  of  $8,000  for  the 
first  eight  months,  July,  1902,  to  February,  1903,  inclusive,  of  the 
fiscal  year.  Upon  this  demand  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
rendered  the  following  opinion:

The  Aaditor  for  the  State  and  other  Departments  submits  the  following  decision 
constming  a  statute  in  relation  to  the  facts  therein  set  out,  for  approval,  disapproval, 
or  modification : 

**I  have  before  me  a  claim  of  W.  H.  H.  Hart,  principal  of  the  Hart  Farm  School, 
for  $6,332.91,  which  amount  represents  the  difference  between  what  he  has  been 
paid  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  wards  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians 
from  July  1,  1900,  to  February  28,  1903,  by  the  disbursing  oflSwr  of  said  board,  and 
the  amount  which  he  alleges  is  due  him  under  the  terms  of  a  paragraph  in  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  1903,  contained  in  the  act  making 
appropriations  for  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year 
1903,  approved  July  1,  1902. 

"The  appropriation  referred  to  reads  as  follows:  *To  enable  the  Board  of  Chil- 
dren's Guardians  to  contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  sixty  wards  of  the 
board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School,  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  aimum  each, 
twelve  thousand  dollars.' 

"From  the  statement  of  the  disbursing  agent  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardi- 
ans, transmitted  herewith,  which  statement  is  not  contested  by  the  claimant,  it 
appears  that  for  the  six  months  preceding  July  1, 1902,  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the 
above  act,  the  board  had  been  operating  under  a  contract  with  Mr.  Hart  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  children  at  his  firm  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars  ($175.00)  per  annum  per  capita.  It  continued  to  operate  under  this  con- 
tract, by  mutual  consent^  up  to  July  26,  1902,  except  that  the  rate  of  payment  from 
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Jnly  1,  1902,  was  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  per  annum  per  capita  in  lieu  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five.  The  board  being  unable  in  the  meantime,  since  the 
paasage  of  the  above  act  of  Congress,  to  secure  the  signature  of  Mr.  Hart  to  a  new 
contract  made  up  in  accordance  with  its  interpretation  of  the  act,  the  wards  were 
removed  from  the  farm  on  that  date,  July  26th,  and  relations  between  Mr.  Hart  and 
the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  ceased.  Later  Mr.  Hart  consented  to  sign  the 
contract  which  the  board  had  presented  to  him,  and  on  October  13th  relations  were 
again  resumed. 

•*The  disbursing^  agent  of  the  board,  Mr.  Douglass,  reports  that  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  children  during  the  period  from  July  1,  1902,  to  February  26,  1903, 
inclusive,  there  was  paid  to  Mr.  Hart,  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  entered  into 
for  the  fiscal  vear  1902,  which  was  extended  by  mutual  consent  to  July  26, 1902,  with 
the  modification  of  the  rate  to  fit  the  act  of  July  1,  1902,  and  the  contract  entered 
into  on  October  13,  1902,  the  following  sums,  to  wit:  July,  $697.29;  October,  $28.27; 
November,  $140.72;  December,  $253.71;  January,  $256.08;  February,  $291.02;  which 
said  sums,  making  a  total  of  $1,567.09,  were  based  upon  the  number  of  wards  cared 
for  at  the  farm  during  the  montns  named  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  year  for  each  child. 

**Mr.  Hart,  as  appears  from  a  letter  addressed  by  him  to  Mr.  Douglass  on  March 
5, 1903,  which  is  transmitted  herewith,  contends  that  Congress  in  making  the  appro- 
priation by  the  act  of  July  1^  1902,  'to  enable  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  to 
contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  sixty  wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm 
School,  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  each,'  intended  the  $12,000  as  a 
grant  to  be  made  to  the  Hart  Farm  School  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903, 
regardless  of  whether  a  contract  was  made  by  the  board,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  as 
many  as  sixty  wards  may  not  have  been  cared  for,  provided  only  that  claimant  stood 
ready  at  all  times  to  enter  into  and  carry  out  a  contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  sixty  wards  if  furnished  by  the  board,  and  upon  this  interpretation  he  makes  a 
demand  upon  Mr.  Douglass  in  this  letter  to  pav  to  him  the  difference  between  what 
be  had  actually  receiv^,  i.  e.,  $1,567.09,  and  the  sum  which  he  claims  he  is  entitled 
to  on  February  28,  being  eight-twelfths  of  the  $12,000  appropriated,  or  $8,000,  which 
difference  he  claims  amounts  to  $6,432.91. 

"The  disbursing[  agent  of  the  board  refused  to  accede  to  Mr.  Hart's  demand,  as 
appears  from  the  indorsement  put  upon  Mr.  Hart's  letter,  which  reads  as  follows: 
'Tne  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  not  authorized  its  disbursing  oflBcer  to  pay 
any  claim  of  Mr.  Hart  herein  referred  to.  It  considers  it  has  paid  him  in  full  to 
March  1,  for  services  rendered  under  the  law.'  Hence  Mr.  Hart  comes  to  this  ofiSce 
with  the  claim. 

"The  question  involved  I  hold  to  be  one  of  interpretation  of  the  act  of  July  1, 1902; 
Uiat  is,  whether  the  language  of  the  act  is  such  as  to  make  it  mandatory  to  pay 
Mr.  Hart  the  full  sum  of  $12,000  appropriated,  without  regard  to  the  terms  of  the 
contract  entered  into  with  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  or  whether  the  con- 
tract governs,  at  least  so  far  as  relates  to  the  number  of  wards  sent  to  the  farm  by 
the  board  and  the  period  for  which  they  were  maintained. 

"I  am  unable  to  so  construe  the  law  as  to  read  into  it  a  declaration  such  as  the 
claimant  contends. 

"I  therefore  find  no  authority  to  allow  the  claim.  As  this  decision,  however, 
involves  an  original  construction  of  that  portion  of  the  act  of  July  1,  1902,  supra,  I 
have  suspended  action  upon  the  case  and  submit  the  matter  to  you  for  approval, 
di»pproval,  or  modification  under  section  8  of  the  act  of  July  31,  1894." 

The  particular  question  involved,  as  stated  by  the  Auditor,  is  "whether  the  lan- 
guage of  the  act  is  such  as  to  make  it  mandatory  to  pay  Mr.  Hart  the  full  sum  of 
$12,000  appropriated,  without  regard  to  the  terms  of  the  contract  entered  into  with 
the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  or  whether  the  contract  governs,  at  least  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  number  of  wards  sent  to  the  farm  by  the  ho&Td  and  the  period  for 
which  they  were  maintained. 

The  primary  beneficiary  of  this  appropriation  is  the  corporation  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  known  as  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  It  was  created  by  an  act  of 
Congress  approved  July  26,  1892  (27  Stat.,  268).  Without  setting  out  the  language 
of  the  act,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guara- 
ians  under  this  law  to  look  after  the  welfare  and  to  care  for  and  support  certain  chil- 
dren in  the  act  specified.  The  appropriation  in  question  was  made  to  accomplish 
this  object     The  last  section  of  this  act  provides: 

"Sec.  7.  That  the  Commissioners  of  tne  District  shall  have  authority  to  prescribe 
the  form  of  records  to  be  kept  by  the  board  of  guardians  and  the  methods  to  be 
employed  by  them  in  paying  bills  and  auditing  accounts;  and  an  annual  report  of  its 
operation  hereunder  shall  be  made  by  the  board  to  the  superintendent  of  charities. 
Tne  superintendent  of  charities  shall  have  full  powers  of  investigation  and  report 
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regarding  all  branches  of  the  work  of  the  board,  as  well  as  over  all  institations  in 
which  children  are  placed  by  the  board;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  recommend 
annually  the  appropriations  wnich,  in  his  judgment,  are  necessary  to  the  carrying  on 
of  its  work." 

The  appropriation  set  out  is  not  the  onlv  means  of  support  provided  for  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians.  When  any  child  is  committee  to  the  care  of  this  institution 
by  any  court  having  jurisdiction  to  so  commit,  the  father  or  mother  of  such  child  is 
required  to  contribute  to  such  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  such  stated  sums  as  may 
be  ordered  by  such  c^urt,  and  the  court  is  authorized  to  imprison  to  enforce  such 
order.     (See  act  of  March  3,  1901,  31  Stat,  1096.) 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  no  money  is  appropriated  by  Congress  to  Doctor  Hart,  the 
owner  of  the  Hart  Farm  mentionedi  in  said  appropriation  and  the  claimant  herein, 
but  the  appropriation  of  the  $12,000  referred  to  is  made  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
appropriation  act,  and  to  enable  the  said  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  to  contract 
with  the  Hart  Farm  for  the  fiscalyear  1903  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  sixty 
wards  of  said  board.  The  Hart  Farm  is  only  indirectly  interested  in  this  appropria- 
tion. 

It  is  interested  to  the  extent,  and  has  the  right  to  demand,  that  the  Board  of  Chil- 
dren's Guardians  contract  with  it,  as  provid^  in  the  act  to  support  and  maintain 
sixty  wards,  if  such  act  is  mandatory  and  not  merely  directory. 

Doctor  Hart,  the  claimant,  insists  that  the  act  is  mandatory,  and  not  simply 
directory  as  claimed  by  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  If  this  contention  is 
granted,  it  does  not  follow  that,  in  the  absence  of  the  execution  of  the  law  by  the 
excfcution  and  carrying  into  effect  a  contract  to  support  and  maintain  these  children, 
Doctor  Hart  is  entitled  to  be  paid  any  amount  out  of  this  appropriation,  any  more 
than  a  Candida ;:e  for  an  office  under  a  mandatory  law  requiring  the  holding  of  an 
election  for  siich  office  at  a  particular  time  and  place  would  be  entitled  to  the 
salary  of  such  office,  in  case  the  election  officers  had  performed  the  duty  commanded 
of  them  by  the  law,  he  would  have  been  elected  thereto,  and  on  proper  qnalificatioD 
and  entry  upon  the  duties  of  such  office,  such  person  would  have  oeen  entitled  to 
the  salary  appropriated  therefor.  So  with  Doctor  Hart  under  this  law.  U  the 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians  had  executed  the  contract  which  they  were  com- 
manded to  execute  if  this  is  a  mandatory  law,  and  if  Doctor  Hart  has  executed  snch 
contract  by  supporting  and  maintaining  the  60  children  therein  contemplated  under 
the  terms  of  said  contract,  then  Doctor  Hart  would  be  entitled  to  payment  out  of 
this  appropriation  at  the  hands  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  Boara  of  Children's 
Guardians,  or,  on  his  refusal  to  so  pay,  at  the  hands  of  the  accounting  officers,  jost 
so  far  as  he  executed  the  contract  so  noade. 

But  it  is  evident  from  the  facts  contained  in  the  Auditor's  decision,  and  other 
papers  accompanying  the  same,  that  no  contract  was  made  with  Doctor  Hart  for  the 
unconditional  support  of  60  cnildren,  or  the  payment  to  him,  by  the  month  or 
otherwise,  of  the  one-twelfth  of  such  appropriation  for  the  support  of  any  nnmber 
of  such  children.  On  the  contrary,  a  certain  number  of  children  were  left  at  his 
school  at  the  commencement  of  tlie  present  fiscal  year,  until  the  26th  day  of  July, 
and  he  was  paid  for  their  support  and  maintenance  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  year  the 
proportionate  part  of  the  year  they  were  left  at  his  school. 

From  this  date  until  October  13, 1902,  no  children  were  placed  at  this  school,  owing 
tD  the  parties  being  unable  to  agree  upon  the  terms  of  a  contract 

On  tne  13th  day  of  October,  1902,  a  contract  over  the  protest  of  claimant  was 
entered  into  between  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  and  claimant  for  the 
remainder  of  the  fiscal  year,  in  which  it  was  provided  that  he  was  to  have  at  the 
rate  of  $200  per  year  lor  the  support  and  maintenance  for  the  time  each  ward 
remained  in  his  institution,  and  section  16  of  said  contract  provided: 

"It  is  hereby  further  stipulated  and  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
render  a  true  and  perfect  statement  in  writing  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  of  all 

Purchases  and  disbursements  made  by  him  for  and  on  account  of  the  *Hart  Farm 
chool,'  so  called,  and  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  wards  of  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  shall  accompany  the  same  with  vouchers.  The  said  statement  shall 
be  made  monthly  for  each  month,  within  the  first  seven  days  of  the  following  month. 
The  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  also  furnish  board  and  room  to  one  person,  to 
be  select€Ki  and  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  to  be  designated  and  Known  as 
property  clerk  and  accountant,  who  shall  keep  an  account  of  aul  supplies  purchased 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  farm  and  the  care  and  support  of  the  waras  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  to  whom  supplies  are  issued,  or  for  what  purpose  used^  the  same 
to  be  open  to  inspection  of  the  party  of  the  first  |Mirt,  or  anyone  duly  authorized  by  it, 
such  property  clerk  and  accountant  to  render  a  monthly  statement  to  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  at  each  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  * 
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It  was  relative  to  these  two  proviaionB  of  the  contract  that  the  claimant  protested 
and  objected,  insisting  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  board  under  the  law  to  enter  into 
an  unconditional  contract  to  pay  him  the  sum  of  $200  per  year  each  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  60  wards  regardless  of  whether  the  full  quota  of  60  wards  were 
famished  and  continuously  kept  with  him  or  not;  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  law 
which  looked  to  his  being  obliged  to  support  an  officer  of  the  board  as  provided  in 
section  16.  supra,  and  that  the  effect  of  said  section  was  to  take  his  school  out  of  his 
hands  ana  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians. 

Notwithstanding  his  protests  and  objections,  he  did,  on  the  13th  day  of  October, 
1902,  execute  a  contract  containing  these  provisions. 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  in  pursuance  to  said  contract,  resumed  relations 
with  the  school  and  sent  its  wards  there  for  support  and  maintenance  in  small  num- 
bers. 

Doctor  Hart  earned  under  this  contract  for  the  month  of  October,  $28.27;  Novem- 
ber, $140.72;  December,  $253.71;  Januarv,  1903,  $256.08;  February,  $291.02.  The 
latter  sums  were  paid  to  Doctor  Hart  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  Board  of  Child- 
ren's Guardians  monthly. 

In  pursuance  of  said  contract  the  board  sent  an  agent  who  operated  under  this 
section  16  until  the  16th  day  of  March,  1903,  when  the  following  additional  agree- 
ment was  made: 

"It  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  to  abrogate  section  16  of  this  contract  from  and 
after  March  16, 1903. 

"  Prbsidbnt  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  of  thb  District  of  Columbia. 
'  "  Wm.  H.  H.  Hart,  Principal  Hart  Farm  School. 
"Signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of ." 

By  what  authority  of  law  or  claim  of  right  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians 
inaisted  upon  and  finally  induced  Doctor  Hart  to  sign  an  agreement  to  support  and 
maintain  at  his  expense  an  agent  of  the  board  I  am  unable  to  comprehend.  But 
they  did  exact  it,  and  Doctor  Hart  acquiesced  and  did  so  maintain  such  person,  and 
practically  turned  over  the  management  and  control  of  the  school  to  this  person,  the 
agent  of  such  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  until  the  16th  day  of  March,  1903. 

But  all  this  does  not  help  Doctor  Hart  to  demand  that  $1,000  a  month  out  of  this 
appropriation  be  paid  him. 

If  tne  law  is  mandatonr,  about  which  I  have  decided  convictions,  but  which 
would  not  be  appropriate  K>r  me  to  express  in  this  connection,  because  not  necessary 
to  the  decision  of  the  matter  before  me,  he  could  by  tendering  to  the  Board  of  Chil- 
dren's Guardians  a  contract  prepared  under  the  terms  of  law,  upon  their  refusal  to 
have  executed  the  same,  proceed  by  mandamus  and  compel  them  to  execute  such 
contract. 

If  the  law  is  mandatory,  the  clause  therein  providing  for  the  execution  of  a  con- 
tract to  support  and  maintain  the  wards,  even  granting  that  the  board  had  a  discre- 
tion as  to  the  terms  of  such  contract,  which  it  undoutedly  had,  was  a  discretion 
limited  by  their  duty  to  enter  into  such  contract  when  it  was  presented,  safe-guard- 
ing the  support  ana  maintenance  of  these  wards  as  provided  by  the  law,  and  not 
their  unlimited  will  as  appears  to  have  been  insisted  upon  in  section  16  of  the  con- 
tract concluded  on  the  13th  day  of  October,  1902. 

If  the  law  is  mandatory  Doctor  Hart  can  by  proper  proceeding  in  mandamus  com- 

Sell  this  board  upon  proper  tender  of  a  proper  contract  to  execute  it  for  the  remain- 
er  of  the  fiscal  year.  Moreover,  if  Doctor  Hart  had  stood  ready  and  willing  at  all 
times  to  perform  his  part  of  the  obligations  cast  upon  him  by  this  appropriation  act, 
and  if  he  had  been  prevented  therefrom  by  the  failure,  refusal,  or  n^lect  of  the 
responsible  officials  oi  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  always  assuming  that  the 
law  is  mandatory,  he  is  not  without  remedy,  but  this  remedy  is  not  the  paying  him 
of  $1,000  a  month  out  of  this  appropriation  for  the  performance  of  a  contract  which 
he  has  not  executed,  but  is  by  an  action  of  damages  against  this  corporation  for  a 
refusal  to  execute  a  law  mandatory  in  its  nature,  and  which  refusal  to  so  execute  has 
resulted  in  his  personal  damage.  The  measure  of  his  damages  is  not  $1,000  a  month, 
and  this  appropriation  is  not  liable  to  pay  such  damages,  but  would  be  his  reasona- 
ble profits  for  the  fulfillment  of  such  contract  if  it  had  been  entered  into  and  would 
be  recoverable  against  the  corporation  itself. 

For  the  reasons  above  I  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  Auditor,  and  the  same  is 
fuUy  approved.

What  was  considered  by  the  board  to  create  a  virtual  necessity  for 
the  insertion  of  clause  **  sixteenth  "  in  this  contract,  was  the  persist- 
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ency  with  which  Mr.  Hart  iiad  urged  upon  the  board  that  he  was 
serving  it  at  a  loss,  together  with  his  failure  and  apparent  inability  to 
substantiate  his  claims,  and  the  desire  of  the  board  to  do  justice  to 
him  and  to  itself.  He  had  not  assumed  the  attitude  of  a  mere  con- 
tractor, with  whose  profits  or  losses  the  board  had  no  concern,  but 
had  asked  the  board  to  look,  upon  him  as  its  agent,  consequently  the 
board  determined  to  verify  his  claims  by  its  own  processes. 

In  proposing  and  insisting  upon  this  determination  the  assurance 
was  given  to  Mr.  Hart  that  if  the  contract  were  kept  to  the  letter, 
and  the  expense  of  caring  for  the  wards  of  the  board  be  shown  satis- 
factorily to  exceed  the  payments  made  therefor  by  the  board,  the 
board  would  recommend  an  increase  of  the  payment  to  cover  this 
excess  of  cost. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  take  the  school  out  of  Mr.  Hart's  hands  or 
to  interfere  in  the  least  degree  with  his  management  of  it.  If  he 
relinquished  control  to  the  property  clerk  and  accountant,  this  was 
done  at  his  own  option.  According  to  the  report  of  this  clerk  to  the 
board  he  found  property  of  Mr.  Hart  being  abstracted,  and  suggested 
that  the  storerooms  be  locked  and  the  keys  given  to  him  to  keep,  to 
which  suggestion  Mr.  Hart  acceeded. 

The  Congress  having,  in  an  appropriation  act  approved  March  3, 
1903,  directed  the  board  to  contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
sixt^  wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  for  the  fiscal  year 
endmg  June  30,  1904,  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  annum  each,  no  reason 
appeared  for  insisting  further  upon  the  verification  of  Mr.  Hart's 
claims,  and  an  agreement  was  made  with  Mr.  Hart  to  annul  this  clause. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  were  requested  to  obtain  for  the  use 
of  the  board  from  the  corporation  counsel  an  opinion  upon  the  follow- 
ing four  questions: 

1.  Does  the  specification  in  the  "Act  making  appropriations  to  pro- 
vide for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the  E>istrict  of  Columbia 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  March  3,  1903  (Public— No.  142),  that  "The  Board  of  Chil- 
dren's Guardians  is  hereby  directed  to  contract  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  sixty  wards  oi  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  at  the 
rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  each  and  for  this  purpose 
the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,"  enable  the 
board  to  specify  in  the  contract  directed  to  be  made  any  conditions  not 
named  in  the  aforesaid  act? 

2.  If  the  foregoing  question  be  answered  in  the  affirmative  can  the 
board  insist  upon  the  specification  in  the  proposed  contract  of  condi- 
tions which  appear  to  it  to  be  essential  to  the  proper  care  and  maiD- 
tenance  of  its  wards  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  and  the  rendition  of 
service  commensurate  with  the  rate  of  payment  to  be  made,  with  the 
alternative  that  unless  these  conditions  be  agreed  to  by  the  other  party 
the  contract  can  not  be  executed?  Or  are  any  conditions  not  named  in 
the  appropriation  act,  and  which  may  be  specified  in  the  contract,  to  be 
determined  solely  by  the  other  party  to  the  contract? 

3.  If  the  first  question  be  answered  in  the  negative,  does  any  dis- 
cretion remain  in  the  board  to  determine  the  measure  of  service  for 
which  payment  is  to  be  made?  Or  are  payments  to  be  made  under  the 
contract  irrespective  of  service  rendered? 

4.  Does  the  direction  in  the  appropriation  act  "to  contract  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  sixty  wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm 
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School"  require  that  60  wards  of  the  board  shall  be  cared  for  and 
maintained  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  at  all  times  during  the  year,  in 
case  the  board  has  not  under  its  guardianship  at  any  one  time  60  wards 
of  the  character  appropriate  to  be  placed  at  the  school?  Or  will  the 
direction  to  contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  60  wards  of  the 
board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  be  complied  with  if,  after  the  contract 
shall  have  been  made,  payment  be  made  for  60  wards  without  the 
placement  or  retention  of  that  number  of  wards  in  the  school? 

In  response  to  this  request  the  following  opinion  was  rendered  to 
the  Commissioners  May  9,  1903,  and  transmitted  to  the  board: 

Honorable  Commissionebs,  District  op  Columbia 

Gbntlbmsn:  I  have  dul^  consider^  the  inclosed  communication  of  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians,  which  at  its  instance  you  referred  to  me  for  opinion  upon  cer- 
tain qnestions  arising  out  of  the  following  provision  in  the  District  appropriation  act 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  viz: 

**The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  hereby  directed  to  contract  for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  sixty  wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  at  the  rate  of 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  each,  and  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  twelve  thou- 
sand dollars  is  hereby  appropriated." 

The  board  desires  to  be  advised  whether  it  may  specify  in  the  contract  directed  to 
be  made  any  conditions  not  named  in  the  act  of  Congress,  and  if  it  can  insist  upon 
the  epedfications  in  the  contract  of  conditions  which  appear  to  it  to  be  essential  to 
the  proper  care  and  maintenance  of  its  wards  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  and  the  rendi- 
tion of  service  commensurate  with  the  rate  of  payment  to  be  made,  with  the  alterna- 
tive that  unless  these  conditions  be  agreed  to  by  the  other  party  the  contract  shall 
not  be  executed. 

The  District  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  contained 
Uie  following  clause,  viz: 

"  To  enable  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  to  contract  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  sixty  wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  at  the  rate  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum  each,  twelve  thousand  dollars." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  provision  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  is  materi- 
ally different  from  that  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  In  neither  case  was  an  appro- 
priation made  directly  to  the  Hart  Farm  School  or  to  any  person  representing  it. 
In  each  of  these  appropriation  acts  a  sum  of  money  was  appropriated  lor  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guaroians;  but  in  the  act  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1904,  the  provi- 
sion to  contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  its  wards  at  the  Hart  Farm  School 
is  mandatory  upon  the  board.  Congress  apparently  desired  that  60  wards  of  the  board 
should  be  maintained  and  cared  for  at  the  Hart  Farm  School,  and  therefore  directed 
the  board  to  contract  accordingly. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  airection  necessarily  involves  the  execution  of  a  con- 
tract which  shall  contain  reasonable  and  adequate  provisions  for  the  proper  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  wards  of  the  board  and  tne  rendition  of  services  commensurate 
with  the  rate  of  payment  to  be  made. 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  one  of  the  instrumentalities  which  Congress 
has  chosen  to  establish  in  order  to  aid  and  care  for  certain  classesof  delinquent  and 
dependent  children  in  the  District. 

The  appropriation  under  consideration  is  in  no  sense  a  gratuity  to  the  Hart  Farm 
School,  out  it  is  designed  to  afford  the  proprietors  of  the  school  compensation  for  the 
proper  care  and  maintenance  by  them  of  60  wards  of  the  Board  of  Cnildren's  Guard- 
ians. I  take  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  board  respecting  this  item  in  the  appropriation. 
as  well  as  respecting  the  other  items  therein,  to  protect  the  interest  of  its  wards  ana 
to  secure  a  proper  and  adequate  return  for  the  public  money  intrusted  to  its  care, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  representatives  of  the  Hart  Farm  School  could  not 
legally  justify  a  reiusal  to  enter  into  a  contract  containing  reasonable  provisions  as  to 
theproper  care  and  maintenance  of  the  wards. 

The  main  inquiry  of  the  board  is  whether  the  direction  for  it  to  contract  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  60  wards  of  the  Hart  Farm  School  requires  that  60  wards 
shall  be  cared  for  and  maintained  there  at  all  times  during  the  year  in  case  the  board 
has  not  under  its  guardianship  at  any  one  time  60  wards  of  the  character  appropriate 
to  be  placed  at  the  school;  or  will  that  direction  be  complied  with  if,  after  the  con- 
tract shall  have  been  made,  payments  be  made  for  60  wards  without  the  placement 
or  retention  of  that  number  of  wards  in  the  school? 
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I  do  not  understand  that  Congress  intended  that  the  board  should  necessarily 
always  keep  60  of  its  wards  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  if  it  had  not  under  its  guardian- 
ship 60  waras  of  the  character  appropriate  to  be  placed  there,  but  that  the  Hart  Farm 
School  should  always  stand  ready  to  receive  and  properly  care  for  and  maintain  60 
wards  of  the  board,  and  upon  its  compliance  with  tnis  requirement  the  school  would 
be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  per  capita  at  the  rate  specified  in  the  appropri- 
ation act  for  such  wards  as  were  actually  cared  for  by  it,  and  compensation  in  dam- 
ages for  the  loss  of  reasonable  profits  resulting  from  any  breach  of  the  contract  by 
reason  of  the  failure  of  the  board  to  keep  60  of  its  wards  at  the  school.

The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  was  requested  to  give  an  opinion 
whether  or  not  the  board  would  be  authorized  to  pay  to  William  H.  H. 
Hart,  under  contract,  $1,000  a  month  under  the  terms  of  this  act  with- 
out regard  to  the  number  of  wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm 
School.  The  following  response,  dated  June  18,  1903,  was  received 
and  placed  on  tile: 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury, 

Washingtojiy  June  IS,  190S, 
Gentlemen:  Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  in  regard  to  payments  to 
the  Hart  Farm  School  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1903  (32  Stat,  978),  I  have  to 
advise  you  that  I  have  no  authority  at  this  time  to  render  a  decision  on  the  question 
raised,  which  appears  to  have  ansen  out  of  a  controversy  between  the  Ekiard  of 
Children's  Guardians  and  the  proprietor  of  the  school.  You  state  the  contention, 
or  demand,  of  the  contractor,  but  do  not  state  the  views  of  the  board  or  the  terms 
of  the  contract  which  it  desires  and  proposes  to  enter  into. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  has  no  authority  to  answer  hjrpothetical  questions, 
but  if  the  board  shall  determine  upon  any  form  or  mode  of  jjajrment  which  would  be 
affected  by  a  construction  of  the  act  making  the  appropriation,  but  is  in  doubt  as  to 
the  legality  thereof,  it  may  apply  for  a  decision  from  the  Comptroller  under  section 
8  of  the  act  of  July  31,  1894  (28  Stat,  208).

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  made  by  the 
District  of  Columbia  appropriation  act  approved  March  3, 1903,  are  as 
follows: 

Board  of  Children's  Guardians:  For  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  created 
under  the  act  approved  July  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  namely: 
For  administrative  expenses,  including  salanes  of  agents,  not  to  exceed  two  thousand 
four  hundred  dollars,  expenses  in  placing  and  visiting  children,  and  all  office  and 
sundry  expenses,  eight  thousand  six  hundred  dollars; 

For  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children,  eleven  thousand  dollars; 

For  board  and  care  of  all  children  committed  to  the  guardianship  of  said  board  by 
the  courts  of  the  District,  and  for  the  temporary  care  of  children  pending  investiga- 
tion or  while  being  transferred  from  place  to  place,  with  authority  to  pay  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  to  institutions  adjudged  to  be  under  sectanan  coptrol,  and 
not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for  burial  of  children  dying  while  under  chaige 
of  the  board,  thirtjr-five  thousand  dollars; 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  hereby  directed  to  contract  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  sixty  wards  of  the  board  at  the  Hart  Farm  School  at  the  rate  of  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  each,  and  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  and  the  Commissioners  are  required  to  report  to  Con- 
gress at  the  first  regular  session  of  the  Fifty-eighth  Congress  a  general  plan  for  the 
future  care  of  the  delinquent  and  dependent  children  in  the  District  of  (Columbia. 

In  all,  for  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  sixty-six  thousand  six  hundred  dollars. 
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The  following  estimates  are  made  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jime 
30,  1905:

Renewed  petition  must  be  made  that  the  limitation  imposed  upon 
the  joint  salaries  of  not  more  than  two  agents  by  the  act  of  July  26, 
1892,  creating  the  board,  be  removed  eiflier  by  a  direct  amendment 
of  the  act  itself  or  by  a  specific  appropriation  for  agents.  At  present 
the  combined  salaries  of  two  agents  are  limited  to  a  total  of  $2,400.  The 
second  agent  or  assistant  agent  should  receive  not  less  than  $1,200,  and  a 
salary  of  $1,200  is  insuflScient  to  secure  and  retain  the  services  of  a  prin- 
cipal agent  of  character  and  ability  such  as  are  demanded  in  the 
execution  of  the  administrative  work  of  the  board. 

As  has  been  mentioned  repeatedly  in  the  reports  of  the  board  the 
clerical  force  of  the  board  has  never  been  sufficient  since  the  first  year 
to  keep  pace  with  the  increasing  work.  In  certain  features  of  the 
work  immediate  action  is  imperative.  In  others  either  memomnda 
are  kept  awaiting  opportunity  to  make  the  proper  records  or  useful 
work  IS  abandoned  because  it  can  not  be  accomplished.  The  accumu- 
lation of  temporary  memoranda  becomes  such  that  they  are  not  avail- 
able for  effective  use.  The  consideration  of  the  increase  in  efficiency 
of  the  work  of  the  board  should  be  a  sufficient  incentive  to  the  grant 
of  a  larger  appropriation  for  administrative  purposes,  but  when  to  this 
is  addea  the  demonstration,  as  in  several  past  years,  that  a  pecuniary 
saving  would  be  effected  thereby,  no  reason  remains  why  the  board 
should  not  be  provided  with  more  assistance.  It  should  not  be  neces- 
sary to  repeat  these  demonstrations  vear  after  year.  As  shown  in  the 
earlier  part  of  this  report,  four  clerks  were  employed  throughout  the 
year  and  two  for  a  portion  of  the  year.  But  two  of  these  clerks 
remained  in  the  office.  One  of  the  others,  employed  as  a  temporary 
clerk,  worked  one-half  of  each  office  day,  at  one-half  of  a  per  diem 
rate,  almost  constantly  in  visiting  wards  of  the  board  in  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

Another  devoted  the  larger  pail  of  her  time  to  visits  and  investiga- 
tions. The  probation  officer  had  little  assistance,  outside  of  the  office, 
in  visiting  his  list  of  an  average  of  160  children.  The  assistant  agent 
was  the  only  person  available  regularly  for  the  visitation  of  the  aver- 
age of  295  chudren  in  homes  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
upon  him  fell  also  the  task  of  finding  and  investigating  new  homes  in 
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order  that  the  work  of  placing  out  children  might  be  continued. 
There  should  be  for  this  work  one  or  more  other  persons,  whether 
designated  an  assistant  agent  or  clerk,  and  as  has  been  said,  the  salary 
of  such  a  person  should  be  adequate  to  command  the  services  of  some 
one  of  tact,  integrity,  and  good  judgment. 

The  calculations  made  above  show  a  diminishing  per  capita  rate  of 
cost  for  administration  and  supervision.  This  result  is  one  that  has 
been  expected  from  the  inception  of  the  work  of  the  board.  One  of 
the  prominent  functions  of  the  board  has  been  to  place  its  wards  in 
homes  in  which  the  wards  shall  not  only  be  brought  under  the  elevat- 
ing and  strengthening  influence  of  private  home  life  but  shall  also 
cease  to  be  a  burden  upon  the  public  funds  for  maintenance.  Were 
the  wards  all  fitted  when  received  to  be  placed  in  free  private  homes, 
and  were  the  administi'ative  forces  of  the  board  sufficiently  strong  first 
to  find  homes  and  then  to  supervise  those  homes  effectively,  there 
would  need  to  be  no  expense  for  maintenance  except  in  transit.  The 
diminishing  per  capita  rate  indicates  in  part  the  success  of  the  under- 
taking to  hnd  free  homes  for  the  children,  but  it  indicates  also  the 
strain  which  is  exerted  upon  the  supervisory  forces  of  the  board,  a 
strain  tending  to  break  down  these  forces.  Several  of  the  wards  of 
the  board  have  passed  out  of  the  reach  of  the  visiting  agent,  and  have 
been  lost  sight  of  because  a  watch  could  not  be  kept  over  them.  A 
much  larger  number  have  been  returned  again  and  again  from  homes 
in  which  they  were  placed,  and  have  been  placed  upon  the  expense  list 
for  longer  or  shorter  periods  until  other  nomes  could  be  found,  and 
many  have  had  much  less  satisfactory  training  in  the  homes  in  which 
they  have  remained  than  they  would  have  if  they  could  be  supervised 
effectively.  Considering  the  quality  as  well  as  the  amount  of  super- 
visory work  that  should  oe  done,  it  is  proper,  within  limits,  to  assume 
a  normal  per  capita  rate  for  supervision,  and  holding  to  that  rate,  to 
increase  the  appropriations  for  administration  and  supervision  in  pro- 
portion to  the  increase  of  the  number  of  children  subject  to  supervi- 
sion. If,  for  instance,  $16  per  capita  per  annum  was  a  proper  rate  on 
the  1st  day  of  January,  1897,  when  approximately  260  wards  of  the 
board  were  subject  to  supervision,  and  the  appropriation  for  adminis- 
tration and  supervision  was  $4,000,  an  appropriation  of  over  $14,000 
should  be  made  for  administration  and  supervision  when  the  number 
of  wards  subject  to  supervison  in  private  homes  is  900,  as  it  is  likely 
to  average  during  the  nscal  year  for  which  estimates  are  now  made. 

With  an  increased  inspection  force  the  expenses  for  travel  will  be 
increased  and  an  increased  office  force  will  necessitate  the  renting  of 
additional  office  room.  If  these  increases  be  granted,  the  appropria- 
tions for  mantenance  may  safely  be  diminishea  by  a  triple  amount 

The  estimate  of  cost  of  maintenance  is  increased  slightly  beyond 
what  the  expenditures  for  the  past  year  would  have  been  had  no  bal- 
ance been  returned  to  the  treasury:  The  number  of  children  to  be 
cared  for  appears  to  be  destined  to  increase  for  some  years  to  come, 
and  since  economy  is  exercised,  even  though  funds  be  on  hand,  the 
embarrassment  resulting  from  tne  creation  of  a  deficiency  should  be 
avoided. 

The  estimate  for  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children  is  also 
enlarged,  as  there  should  be  safe  mar^n  especially  in  this  work,  the 
amount  of  which  is  more  strictly  limited  by  the  amount  of  funds  on 
hand  than  in  the  case  of  the  maintenance  of  other  children  over  the 
reception  of  whom  the  board  has  no  authority.

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  board  met  with  a  grievous  loss  in  the 
death  by  drowning  of  the  assistant  agent  while  on  a  tour  of  duty. 
This  young  man  was  attracted  to  the  service  of  the  board  by  his  inter- 
est in  the  work  itself,  and  gave  to  it  a  care  and  attention  far  beyond 
the  measure  of  the  payments  which  the  board  was  able  to  make  to  him. 
In  recognition  of  this  service  the  board  adopted  the  following  memo- 
randum, which  it  ordered  should  be  entered  upon  its  records,  and  of 
which  it  directed  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  wicfow  of  the  deceased: 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  of  the  District  of  Columbia  having  been 
bereaved  of  its  assistant  a^^ent,  Clyde  Walker  Dawson,  by  death,  on  the  28th  day  of 
Jane  last,  hereby  records  its  sentiment  that  Mr.  Dawson  was  a  man  of  noble  charac- 
ter; that  his  activity  of  body  and  brightness  of  mind,  his  frank  address  and  evident 
sincerity,  hia  warm  neart  and  pleiasing  manners,  won  the  interest,  the  confidence,  and 
the  affection  of  his  associates,  and  fitted  him  especially  for  the  work  in  which  he  was 
engaged  and  to  which  he  was  devoted,  of  bringing  into  the  light  and  life  of  the  home 
and  saf^uarding  these  children  whose  misfortunes  had  threatened  to  deprive  them 
of  these  blessings;  that  from  his  life  the  board  received  great  benefit,  and  in  his  death 
it  suffers  a  great  deprivation. 

CONCLUSION. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  agent  of  the  board,  Mr. 
John  Wesley  Douglass;  the  probation  eflScer,  JVlr.  Zed  Hetzel  Copp; 
and  the  physician,  Mrs.  Julia  R.  Hall,  M.  D.,  and  the  report  of  Mr. 
Douglass,  as  disbursing  oflScer,  appended  hereto.  The  agent  and  the 
probation  officer  make  recommendations  which  are  indorsed  in  the 
main  by  the  board.  Certain  rules  and  orders  adopted  by  the  board  are 
also  appended. 

The  board  wishes  to  recognize  the  cooperation  and  assistance  ren- 
dered by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District,  the  Board  of  Charities, 
and  the  Metropolitan  police,  and  various  philanthropic  associations 
and  individuals  who  have  done  voluntary  work  in  behalf  of  the  chil- 
dren under  the  care  of  the  board.

REPORT  OF  AGENT. 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians: 

I  again  have  the  honor  of  submitting  a  brief  r^im6  of  the  year's  work,  accompa- 
nying the  same  with  a  few  ^neral  observations  upon  the  work  at  lar^  and  some 
recommendations  upon  specific  features  whereby  the  service  might  possibly  be  more 
efficient.  On  July  1,  1902,  your  permanent  wards  numbered  898.  During  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1903,  214  children,  58  girls  and  156  boys,  were  committed  (56  white 
and  158  colored),  while  119  children  ceased  to  be  wards,  leaving  on  June  30,  1903, 
993  wards,  349  white  and  644  colored,  who  were  distributed  as  foflows:

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More  children  of  the  so-called  incxjiririhle  class  have  been  committed  during  the 
past  year  than  in  any  {>revious  year.  I  do  not  for  one  moment  attribute  this  to  the 
existence  of  the  juvenile  court  and  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians.  Formerly 
such  children  would  have  been  sent  to  the  workhouse  and  jail,  and  thus  kicked 
farther  along  downhill.  The  courts  have  faith  in  the  resources  and  general  scheme 
of  this  board  in  transplanting  these  youthful  so-called  incorrigibles  to  other  soil 
and  sarroundings,  and  turning  their  voung  lives  into  more  wholesome  paths.  The 
term  "incorrigible"  is  relative.  A  child  may  be  perfectly  incorrigible  as  far  as  his 
relations  with  his  own  parents  eOy  and  perfectly  docile  and  tractable  in  another  home 
under  different  management,  very  few  children  under  14  years  of  age  are  absolutely 
incorriffible.  So  it  has  often  happened  that  many  young  children  before  the  courte 
for  real  infractions  of  the  law,  or  perhaps  classed  by  their  own  parents  or  relatives  as 
incorrigible,  and  whose  cases  after  investigation  did  not  appear  to  justify  or  call  for 
the  more  strenuous  discipline  of  the  Reiorm  School,  have  been  committed  to  this 
board.  Twenty  of  these  98  children  have  been  place<l  in  family  homes,  and  are 
doing  well. 

And  riffht  here  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  in  the  administration  of  the  work  of 
the  board  the  value  and  necessity  of  the  reform  schools  of  the  District  in  the  great 
child  caring  and  saving  problem  have  always  been  recognized.  It  has  been  our 
constant  aim  to  avoid  any  act  or  word  which  could  be  construed  as  an  attempt  to 
belittle  or  trespass  upjon  their  territory.  They  are  doing  most  excellent  work,  and 
their  mani^ement  is  intelligent  and  humane.  They  are  necessary  links  in  the  child- 
saving  chain,  and  we  welcome  their  existence  and  court  closer  cooperative  relations. 
Their  work  and  that  of  this  board  are  distinct,  and  yet  they  necessarily  overlap,  run 
into,  and  touch  at  many  points.  A  magnificent  feature  of  the  board's  work  is  in  its 
authority  to  step  in  between  innocent  children  and  unfit  parents.  It  has  thrown  its 
protecting  arms  the  past  year  about  37  children  who  had  drunken,  immoral,  or 
otherwise  unfit  narents  and  placed  their  little  lives  in  humane  and  sympathetic 
hands.  The  rights  of  children  to  an  early  life  of  a  wholesome  atmosphere  and 
opportunities  are  nobly  championed  by  your  board.

As  will  be  obeerved,  a  large  x)er  cent  of  the  children  under  temporary  care  have 
been  returned  to  parents  or  relatives.  Temporary  distress,  and  no  private  charitable 
agency  to  meet  the  same,  have  been  the  combinations  which  justined  this  board  in 
taking  this  class  of  cases.  Our  efforts  continue  to  be  bent  toward  reducing  to  the 
lowest  poseible  point  temporary  work.  Notwithstandingsuch  efforts  there  has  been 
a  steady  increase  each  year  of  the  board's  existence.    The  police  department  has 
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more  and  more  grown  to  make  use  of  oar  resources  in  disposing  of  children  under 
17  years  who  fall  into  its  hands  as  absconders  from  their  homes  or  as  lost  or  strayed 
children.  In  this  respect,  as  in  many  others,  we  have  heartily  cooperated  with  the 
police  ahthorities,  and  they  in  turn  have  always  cheerfully  rendered  us  valuable 
assistance.  The  courts  have  more  freely  than  ever  before  availed  themselves  of  their 
rights  in  disposing  of  difficult  problems  involving  children  by  committing  them  tem- 
porarily to  tne  board  for  investigation  and  disposition.  Twenty-five  children  who 
were  wanderers  from  their  homes  in  other  cities,  some  as  remote  as  Greenville,  8.  C, 
have  thus  become  temporary  wards,  and  required  much  time  and  some  expense  to 
properly  adjudicate.  This  is  proper  work  for  a  public  child-caring  agency,  and  the 
tendency  in  the  District  of  Columbia  has  been  and  is,  more  and  more,  toward  cen- 
tralizing this  work,  and  other  work  pertaining  to  the  public  care  of  dependent 
children,  in  this  board.

At  the  close  of  the  year  58  children  of  the  feeble-minded  class  were  maintained  at 
public  expense.  This  is  the  lai^gest  number  on  the  rolls  at  any  time  since  Congrees 
transferred  the  care  of  this  class  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  this  boara  in 
the  Fifty-second  Congress,  in  the  following  language:  "Provided  that  the  authority 
for  placing  feeble-minded  children  of  the  District  of  Columbia  heretofore  given  to 
the  Secretory  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guard- 
ians." This  number  will  not  be  diminished  save  by  death.  At  the  uniform  rate 
of  $225  per  annum,  these  children  will  cost  the  Government  $13,050.  The  two  insti- 
tutions dealt  with  receive  only  white  children.  Some  effort  has  been  made  to 
arrange  suitebly  for  the  care  of  colored  epileptics  and  feeble-minded,  but  as  yet  with- 
out success.  We  should  not  rest  until  this  need  is  met.  I  would  recommend  that 
an  estimate  for  $14,000  for  care  of  feeble-minded  children  be  forwarded. 


There  were  22  deaths  among  all  our  wards  during  the  past  year,  and  exactly  one- 
half  were  under  2  years  of  age.  Fifty-five  children  of  this  age  were  dealt  with,  36 
coming  forward  from  former  years  and  19  received  during  the  year.  Of  the  11 
deaths,  9  were  among  the  former  class  and  2  only  among  the  latter.  Of  the  19 
infants  received  during  the  year,  6  were  foundlings  and  but  1  of  them  died.  The 
totel  number  of  children  under  2  years  of  age  dealt  with  each  year  and  the  per- 
centage of  death  to  number  dealt  with  are  shown  below:

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PLACING   OUT. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  ending  June  30, 1902,  there  were  898  wards.  Of  these,  569 
were  in  faimily  homes,  at  no  expense  to  the  hoard  save  for  sanervision.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  ending  June  30, 1903,  there  were  993  wards,  of  wnom  651  were  in  fomily 
homes,  at  no  expense  save  for  supervision — a  net  gain  of  95  for  the  year.  There  were 
made  414  placements  of  wards  during  the  year.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-one  chil- 
dren placed  during  the  year  remained  at  the  close  of  the  year  where  ihey  were 
placea.  Mr.  Clyde  W.  mwson,  late  your  assistant  agent,  devoted  his  entire  time  to 
the  placing  and  visitinff  work.  His  untimely  death  by  drowning,  at  Cape  May,  N.  J. , 
on  June  28,  1903,  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  administrative  arm  of  the  board.  His  two- 
and-a-half  years'  experience  in  the  work  had  broadened,  widened,  and  deepened  his 
sympathies  for  the  unfortunately  situated,  and  at  the  same  time  sharpened  his  pow- 
ers to  detect  imposters  and  fraud.  He  brought  to  the  work  fidelity,  rare  good  sense, 
and  commendaDle  zeal.  A  young  man  in  years — but  25^his  love  for  the  work  and 
his  peculiar  fitness  for  it  promised  a  fruitful  and  successful  future. 

Nearly  all  of  the  wards  in  family  homes  have  been  visited  during  the  year  and 
generally  found  doing  well.  These  visitations  should  be  more  frequent.  A  new 
employee  in  this  department  of  the  work  is  needed.  So  many  returns  and  absconders 
are  very  largely  due  to  our  inability  to  visit  many  of  the  homes  before  placement  and 
study  them  with  special  reference  to  the  peculiar  character  and  attainments  of  par- 
ticular children  for  those  particular  homes.  I  have  called  attention  in  former  reports 
to  this  great  need,  which  hecomes  more  urgent  as  the  numbers  subject  to  supervision 
increase.  The  theory  upon  which  the  board  acts,  vis,  that  the  fomily  life  snould  be 
sought  for  all  wards  of  the  State  suited  therefor,  is  a  correct  one  without  doubt  But 
unless  facilities  for  the  proper  execution  of  this  theory  are  at  hand,  failures  follow 
placements  in  rapid  succession. 

PROBATION. 

The  juvenile  branch  of  the  police  court  has  continued  its  triweekl)r  sessions  for 
hearing  children's  cases,  and  the  probation  officer  has  made  investigations  and  rec- 
ommendiUions  which  have  aided  the  court  in  making  suitable  dispositions.  The 
general  purpose  and  plan  of  the  juvenile  court  is  undoubtedly  wise  and  has  worked 
well  in  many  ways,  but  in  my  judgment  our  present  system  can  be  improved  very 
reatiy  by  having  a  separate  and  distinct  court,  because  (1)  the  present  judges, 
already  overworked,  can  not  give  the  time  neceasary  to  inquire  carefully  and  thor- 
oughly into  the  lives  and  homes  and  parents  of  children  brought  before  them;  (2) 
the  court  rooms  are  not  suited  for  children,  either  materially  or  in  their  prevailing 
atmosphere  and  accompaniments;  (3)  a  juvenile  court  should  meet  daily,  or  twice  a 
day,  at  a  r^^lar  hour,  and  not,  as  now,  at  the  convenience  of  another  branch  of  the 
ooort,  and  (4)  a  juvenile  court  should  have  jurisdiction  over  all  juvenile  delinquents 
and  dependents  souj^ht  to  be  maintained  at  public  expense,  impossible  as  at  present 
organized  and  administered.  Other  good  reasons  could  be  adauced.  An  ideal  sys- 
tem for  the  District  needs,  as  it  appears  to  me,  is  briefly  indicated  thus: 

1.  A  modem,  centrally  located  house  of  detention,  in  which  would  be  a  suitable 
room  for  juvenile  court. 

2.  The  establishment  of  a  iuvenile  court,  officered  and  equipped  and  clothed  with 
ample  authority,  before  whicti  shall  come  all  cases  involving  children  under  16  years, 
whether  as  violators  of  law  or  as  petitioners  for  public  support 

3.  A  reorganization  of  existing  institutions  and  agencies  so  as  to  form  a  correlated 
system  covering  the  entire  field  of  public  child  caring  and  child  saving  in  the  District 
of  Columbia.  Under  such  a  system,  public  interests  would  be  officially  safeguarded, 
and  the  rights  and  needs  and  placements  of  children  properly  adjudged. 

OFFICS. 

Your  office  force  has  remained  practically  uniform  throughout  the  year.  On  July 
16,  1902,  Zed  H.  Copp  began  work  as  the  probation  officer  to  succeed  Philip  B. 
Whelpley,  resigned.  Mr.  Copp  brought  to  trie  work  an  earnestness  of  purpose  and 
intelligent  sympathy  with  the  ends  souffht  which  have  continued  throughout  the 
year.  He  is  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  His  unquestioned  integrity,  his  devo- 
tion to,  and  enthusiasm  over,  the  highest  interests  of  the  probation  wards  can  not 
tally  and  have  not,  to  make  lasting  impressions  for  good  upon  their  plastic  minds. 
He  has  had  some  volunteer  assistance  in  visiting  the  homes  of  the  children,  but  the 
bulk  of  the  work,  actual  and  directive,  has  been  well  and  faithfully  done  by  Mr. 
Copp.  His  salary  should  be  commensurate  in  some  degree  with  the  value  and 
importance  of  his  duties,  and  I  recommend  very  earnestly  that  $1,200  be  asked  for 
him  for  next  year. 
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As  referred  to  elsewhere,  Clyde  W.  Dawson  con  tinned  your  assistant  agent  from 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  date  of  his  sad  death,  June  28,  1903. 

Miss  Jennie  M.  Tustin  has  continued  her  excellent  service  as  executive  clerk,  with 
undiminished  intelligence,  zeal,  and  fidelity.  Her  services  in  the  office  as  a  general 
clerk  are  invaluable.  There  is  so  much  work  of  this  character  that  she  is  unable  to 
do  the  necessary  stenographv  and  typewriting  work.  The  time  will  soon  come  when 
an  employee  for  this  work  alone  will  have  to  be  procured.  Until  such  time,  I  would 
advise  that  a  temporary  employee  for  the  purpose  indicated  for  six  or  seven  dLays  each 
month  be  securea. 

Miss  Estelle  Foster  has  acted  in  the  capacit3r  of  clerk  throughout  the  year.  Her 
particular  duties  have  been  in  the  direction  of  investigation  of  cases  and  presenting 
necessary  ones  to  the  court.  She  has  displayed  rare  good  judgment  and  a  remarkable 
keenness  in  the  detection  of  fraud.  Possessing  boundless  sympathy  for  the  truly 
unfortunate,  she  has  an  understanding  of  human  nature  which  enables  her  to  snatch 
off  the  masks  and  disclose  true  conditions.  She  has  been  assisted  in  her  investiga- 
tions by  George  T.  McGlue,  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Department,  detailed 
for  duty  with  the  Humane  Society.  Mr.  McGlue  has  done  valuable  work.  Miss 
Mary  F.  Van  de  Sande  has  served  as  clerk  in  charge  of  the  records  throughout  the 
vear.  She  has  been  faithful,  willing,  and  deeply  interested  in  her  work  at  all  times. 
The  various  records  are  quite  volummous  and  require  all  of  one  person's  time. 

Mrs.  Kate  B.  Barlow  has  served  the  entire  year  as  visitor  to  wards  in  the  District 
All  young  children  in  boarding  homes  and  institutions,  as  well  as  all  indentured  and 
apprenti^d  children  and  children  on  trial  with  relatives,  are  regularly  visited  by  her 
and  records  of  such  visits  are  made  at  the  office.  Mrs.  Barlow  is  painstaking  and  \igor- 
ous  in  her  demands  upon  those  who  care  for  our  wards.  She  knows  what  they  eat, 
what  they  wear,  how  they  sleep,  and  in  general  exactly  what  care  they  are  receiving. 
She  sees  that  those  of  school  age  attend  school  and  obtains  employment  for  those 
who  need  it.  Her  former  experience  in  work  among  children  and  peculiar  adapta- 
ability  makes  her  services  exceedingly  valuable.  She  has  about  300  children  on  ner 
visiting  list. 

William  Robertson  has  acted  as  messenger  the  entire  year  and  ^ven  satisfaction. 

Mr.  George  A.  Falck  was  employed  from  June  1  to  assist  in  visiting  and  placing 
wards  out  of  the  city. 

The  above-mentioned  employees,  with  your  agent,  constitute  your  entire  adminis- 
trative force.  All  are  actuated  by  high  purposes,  and  work  harmoniously  for  the 
welfare  of  needy  children  and  the  honor  of  your  board. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  work  of  this  board  can  not  remain  stationary.  It  must  be  constantly  adjust^ 
ing  itself  to  new  conditions  and  prognosticating  possible  and  probable  future  condi- 
tions. The  experience  of  the  past  must  be  brought  to  bear  upon,  and  made  to  solve, 
present  and  prospective  problems.  Your  best  work  is  in  preventing,  rather  than 
providing,  so  I  am  led  to  ui^ge  upon  your  attention  certain  measures  which,  in  my 
judgment,  would  have  a  tendency  to  reduce  child  delinquency  and  child  dependency. 
Some  of  these  measures  should  have  your  active  support  and  approval  only,  while 
others  should  receive  initiative  attention  at  your  hanos.  Of  the  former  class  I  would 
mention  ( 1 )  the  establishment  of  a  separate  juvenile  court;  (2)  a  new  house  of  deten- 
tion containing  a  special  room  for  juvenile-court  purposes,  and  (3)  an  ade(^uate  com- 
pulsory education  law.  I  second  most  heartily  the  excellent  recommendations  made 
by  the  probation  oflicer.  In  addition,  I  ask  you  to  consider  seriously  the  need  (1) 
of  a  law  regulating  child  labor  in  stores,  shops,  etc.,  and  on  the  streets;  (2)  of  a  law 
regulating  attendance  of  children  at  places  of  amusement;  (3)  of  a  law  requiring  a 
license  for  parties  taking  infants  and  young  children  to  board  and  placing  such 
parties  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  and  (4)  a  law 
making  it  an  offense  to  leave  infants  and  young  children  alone  in  a  room  or  house. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  privilege  granted  by  the  board  of 
attending  the  National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  from 
May  6  to  12.  The  sessions  were  most  helpful  and  broadening.  In  endeavoring  to 
administer  the  work  of  the  board,  as  directed  and  outlined  by  it,  I  have  uniformly 
received  the  encouragement  of  the  individual  members  of  the  board  and  the  heartiest 
cooperation  of  my  feuow- workers.

DEDUCTIONS   FROM   STATISTICS. 

The  year's  work  is  not  without  its  revelations.  In  many  cases  the  child  came  from 
an  environment  where  the  act  of  wrongdoing  is  recognized  as  a  crime  only  as  it  is 
found  out.  When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  property  rights  is  an  artificial 
condition  that  all  men  have  to  be  taught  how  to  respect,  it  is  no  wonder  that  in  a 
parentally  hazy  moral  atmosphere  children  put  their  nands  on  things  that  if  other- 
wise taught  they  would  not  touch.  This  must  be  considered  in  accounting  for  the 
123  cases  of  larceny. 

PARENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

This  is  the  sociological  sin  of  the  age.  Few  children  are  begotten  from  choice,  while 
the  many  are  unwelcome,  and,  too  often,  like  an  unwelcome  visitor,  they  are  treated 
with  scant  courtesy.  The  generation  of  adults  that  now  is  is  hopelessly  rutted  in 
the  old  Way,  and  the  only  prospect  for  adequate  parentage  is  in  the  youth.  When 
parents  come  to  recognize  that  the  birth  and  reanng  of  a  child  is  a  part  of  a  divine 
plan  which  must  be  strictly  accounted  for,  and  in  which  every  other  human  being 
IS  vitally  interested,  then  will  courts  and  charities  and  asylums  and  reformatoriea 
cease  to  enlarge  their  borders.  About  90  per  cent  of  all  offenses  were  directly  trace- 
able to  this  cause. 

Each  child  is  a  treasure  in  which  is  hidden  the  power  of  a  useful  life.  Often  thia 
golden  vein  lies  deep  beneath  an  accumulation  of  poor  heredity  and  adverse  environ- 
ment, but  it  is  there.  The  first  requisite  to  self-discovery  is  to  make  the  child  to 
know  his  own  tme  value.  Then  counsel,  aid,  and  advise  until  the  character  desired 
is  deep-rooted  and  healthy.  The  old  will  gradually  atrophy  and  finally  disappear 
as  the  new  develops.  A  few  lapses  toward  reversion  of  t>'pe  should  not  lye  discour- 
aging as  long  as  the  general  tendency  is  toward  the  ideal.  This  thought  should  ever 
TO  uppermost.  The  child  will  become  an  adult  either  to  bear  or  to  be  borne,  and 
will  positively  grow  into  just  what  it  wants  to  become. 

Some  methods  of  conducting  the  work  are  better  than  others.  The  general  line 
that  has  produced  the  best  results  is  first  of  all  to  assure  the  child  of  friendly,  loving 
intent  Let  them  know  that  unhesitating  and  absolute  obedience  is  expected  from 
them  because  it  is  for  their  welfare.  The  two  destinies  from  which  they  must 
choose,  with  its  physical,  mental,  moral,  and  social  relation,  should  be  clearly 
marked  out.  Then,  as  the  sculptor  fashions  his  block  or  the  potter  forms  his  clay, 
so  should  the  probation  oflScer  personally  seek  to  bend  the  energies  imder  him  to 
reach  a  high  ideal.  The  home  of  the  child  must  be  carefully  looked  into  and  its 
deficiencies  corrected  by  frequent  visits  and  judicious  advice. 

A  boy  can  keep  his  word  like  a  man,  if  he  is  made  to  feel  his  responsibility  and 
that  something  is  expected  from  him.  Then  he  will  rarely  fail.  Of  the  355  children 
received  during  the  year,  there  is  recorded  2,022  calls  at  the  office.  Many  of  these 
were  made  in  the  face  of  a  wintry  storm  or  a  driving  rain.  Several  came  in  toil- 
begrimed  and  breathless  from  work.  The  one  idea  animated  all  to  keep  their  word. 
Eight  hundred  and  two  visits  were  made  to  these  children  in  their  homes  and  648 
cases  investigated  prior  to  being  called  in  court. 

Some  outgrowth  of  needs  from  the  year's  work  is  briefly  mentioned:  (1)  Two 
additional  probation  officers,  one  lady  and  one  gentleman;  (2)  a  fully  equipped 
juvenile  court  separate  in  point  of  judge,  officers,  and  location;  (3)  an  indetenninate 
sentence  in  all  cases;  (4)  chief  probation  officer  to  have  power  to  bring  children 
before  court,  if  necessary,  at  any  time;  (6)  that  all  cases  to  come  before  luvenile 
court  of  whatever  nature  be  promptly  reported  to  the  House  of  Detention;  (6)  that 
sentence  be  made  according  to  the  intent  rather  than  the  act,  and  mere  technicalities 
avoided;  (7)  a  guide  hall — ^an  institution  akin  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A, — ^to  which  the 
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colored  yonth  of  the  city  may  go  for  refuge,  amnsement,  and  instruction;  (8)  a  cur- 
few ordinance;  (9)  enforcementof  compulsory  education  law;  (10)  opening  of  play- 
'  }\JB  parts  of  the  city;  ( 11 )  the  reduction  of  the  juvenile  age  hmit  from

REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN. 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  medical  and  surgical  work  for  wards  of 
the  board  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1903.  There  were  240  children  treated.  The 
whole  number  of  cases  treated  was  407,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  1,170.  The 
accompanying  tables  give  the  diseases  treated,  the  deaths,  and  the  cause  of  death  in 
each  case;  also  a  summary  of  the  conditions  in  which  infants  examined  upon  their 
reception  by  the  board  were  found. 

As  I  have  said  heretofore,  the  unfavorable  condition  in  which  many  of  the  infants 
coming  under  the  care  of  the  board  are  found  upon  their  reception  often  raises  grave 
doobts  as  to  the  possibility  of  saving  their  lives,  but  the  devotion  of  the  nurses  in  the 
employ  of  the  board  and  the  excellent  system  adopted  and  carefully  carried  out  in 
their  care,  and  especially  the  provisions  for  immediate  examination  of  all  cases  and 
pjrompt  professional  attention  whenever  required,  have  usually  brought  good  results. 
The  condition  of  many  wards,  especially  infants,  at  reception  is  very,  very  bad,  and 
their  prospects  for  life  very  slight 

In  the  nature  of  things  these  conditions  will  continue,  because  it  is  the  province  of 
the  board  to  receive  these  little  on<>s  only  after  they  have  suffered  serious  privations 
through  n^lect  by  their  natural  guardians.  I  have  no  modifications  to  suggest  of 
the  admirable  system  now  in  vogue.  I  am  confident  that  attentive  consideration  of 
itB  results  will  secure  for  it  the  full  approval  of  the  board  and  the  general  public.

RULES  AND  ORDERS. 


At  the  meeting  held  July  2,  1902,  the  following  rules  regulating  leaves  of  absence 
were  adopted: 

leavkr  ok  absence. 

1.  I^eaves  of  absence  of  employees  of  the  board,  in  excess  of  one  day  and  within  the 
limits  allowe<l  bv  law,  shall  be  granted  at  the  discretion  of  the  president,  upon  written 
application  made  by  the  employee  therefor,  and  written  approval  of  the  agent 

2.  Applications  for  leaves  of  absence  shall  state  the  aiTiount  of  leave  desired  and 
the  amount  of  leave  which  the  applicant  has  had  during  the  year  in  which  the  leave 
is  desired.  The  grant  of  leave  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  state  the  amount  of  leave 
granted  and  the  dates  at  which  it  shall  begin  and  end. 

3.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  and  vice-president,  leaves  of  al)8ence  may  be 
granted  by  the  secretary. 

4.  The  year  within  which  shall  be  reckoned  the  limits  of  annual  leave  shall  be  the 
calendar  year,  extending  from  January  I  to  December  31. 

6.  Leaves  of  absence  for  one  day  or  less  may  be  granted  by  the  agent  at  his  dis- 
cretion. 

At  the  meeting  held  September  13,  1902,  the  following  rule  was  adopted  in  regard 
to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  contributions  from  parents  and  other  persons  on 
behalf  of  wards  of  the  board: 
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DI8P06ITI0N  OP  PECUNIARY   CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Whereas  at  times  parents,  relatives,  or  friends  of  wards  of  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians  agree  to  pay  certain  snins  of  money  at  stated  intervals  for  maintenance  of 
theee  wards,  and  the  agent  of  the  board  receives  such  snms  of  money; 

Ordered,  That  if  current  expense  is  incurred  by  the  board  for  maintenance  of  such 
wards  out  of  appropriations  made  to  the  board  for  the  purpose  by  Congress,  such 
Boms  of  money  shall  be  applied  by  the  agent  of  the  board  toward  meeting  such 
expense  in  lieu  of  defraying  such  expense  from  the  said  appropriation;  and  that  if 
and  when  such  contributions  by  parents,  relatives,  or  frienos  exceed  the  cost  to  the 
board  of  the  maintenance  of  the  children  in  whose  behalf  the  said  contributions  are 
made,  such  excess  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  said  children,  respectively,  to 
be  expended  for  them  by  authoritv  of  the  board  while  they  remain  wards  oi  the 
board,  or  paid  over  to  them  when  they  come  of  age.

EEPORT  of  the  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL. 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Industrial  Home 
School  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  institution  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1903. 
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MEETINGS. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  are  held  at  the  home  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  and  special  meetings  when  oex»- 
sion  requires. 

Extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  held  during  the  year  are 
given  below: 

August  ISy  1902. — At  the  beginning  of  the  month  there  were  88  boys  and  38  jpirlfl; 
Cotal,  126.  Admitted  during  tne  month,  11  boys  and  9  girls;  20.  Discharges  during 
the  month,  7  boys  and  2  gins;  9.  Number  of  children  remaining  at  the  home,  137. 
Average  for  the  month,  135. 

September  JOy  1902. — A  letter  from  Rev.  J.  J.  Maguire  requesting  that  he  be  allowed 
the  privilege  of  saying  the  mass  to  the  children  of  Catholic  parentage  at  the  home  on 
Sunday  mornings  at  9  a.  m.,  or  to  allow  the  children  to  be  taken  to  Trinity  Church, 
Georgetown,  at  that  hour  to  hear  mass. 

It  was  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  arrange  with  Father  Maguire 
about  saying  mass  to  the  children  at  the  home.    Adopted. 

Octobers,  1902. — No  receipts  from  the  greenhouses.  Bills  receivable,  $16.40.  Forty- 
one  tables  were  made  during  the  month ;  receipts  were  $30.95;  bills  receivable,  $64. 15. 
Vegetables  have  been  very  fine  during  the  season.    Receipts  for  the  month,  $8.13. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  Mr.  McCaslin's  resignation  be  accepted,  to  take  effect 
December  31,  1902,  and  that  the  secretary  be  authorized  to  notify  Commissioner 
Macfarland  of  this  action  of  the  board.     Adopted. 

November  12,  1902. — One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety  roses  were  sold  from 
the  greenhouses  during  the  month. 

Mr.  Jannev,  of  the  committee  on  employees,  recommended  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Charles  W.  Skinner  as  superintendent,  successor  to  Mr.  McCaslin,  to  take  effect 
January  1, 1903. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  was  approved,  and  Mr.  Skinner  was  elected 
superintendent. 

Mr.  Tupper,  on  behalf  of  the  board  of  trustees,  offered  the  following  resolution: 
/  ^^ Resolved,  That  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Prof.  E.  E.  McCaslin,  as  super- 
ntendent  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Industrial  Home  School,  the  board  of  trustees 
desires  to  express  its  regrets  at  losing  a  faithful  and  efficient  officer,  and  to  assure  him 
of  its  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  which  he  has  rendered  the  institution  as 
teacher  and  organizer,  the  confidence  and  respect  which  thev  entertain  for  him  as  a 
man,  and  their  best  wishes  for  his  success  in  his  new  field  of  labor.*'  Unanimously 
adopted. 

December  10,  1902, — In  respect  to  the  Catholic  children,  the  superintendent  states 
that  Father  Maguire  has  failed  to  secure  anyone  to  say  mass  at  the  home,  and 
re<)ue8ts  that  the  Catholic  children  in  the  institution  be  allowed  to  attend  mass  at 
lYmity  Church,  Georgetown,  Sunday  mornings  at  11  o'clock,  saying  that  an  escort 
would  be  provided  for  the  children. 

The  superintendent  recommends  that  the  gas  main  be  connected  with  the  new 
school  building;  that  the  children's  dining  room,  the  boys'  wash  room,  and  the 
kitchen  be  calcimined;  that  the  children's  dming  room  and  the  closet  by  the  dormi- 
tory be  wainscoted  4  feet  high. 

It  was  moved  that  these  repairs  recommended  be  allowed.    Adopted. 

January  14,  190S.~'Mt,  Rheem  moved  that  the  superintendent  have  discretionary 
power  to  assign  the  duties  of  officers  and  employees.    A^Jopted. 

Mr.  Tupper  moved  that  the  superintendent  consult  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  employees  whenever  he  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  duties  of  employees.     Adopted. 

Mr.  Janney  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  directed  to  call  on  the  superintend- 
ent of  repairs  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  put  up  the  wainscoting  in  the  children's 
dining  room.    Adopted. 

The  suggestions  in  regard  to  talks  to  the  girls  by  a  woman  physician  were  approved; 
also  that  the  children's  teeth  receive  the  necessary  attention  from  a  dentist  Dr. 
Jones,  of  Georgetown,  was  supposed  to  have  the  children's  teeth  under  his  care  in 
the  past. 

February  11,  190S, — A  social  evening  has  been  planned  for  February  17,  to  which 
the  trustees  are  invited.  Father  Maguire  requested  that  he  be  allowed  to  furnish 
7  gallons  of  ice  cream,  which  the  superintendent  accepted. 

The  superintendent  recommends  that  Easter  Monday,  the  Fourth  of  July,  Labor 
Day,  Thanksgiving,  and  Christmas  be  added  to  the  list  of  visiting  days. 

Mr.  Nourse  moved  that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  add  the  five  visiting 
days  mentioned  to  the  regular  visiting  day,  the  fourth  Sunday  in  the  month,  also  to 
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gnmt  each  leave  of  absence  to  children  in  his  discretion;  also  that  the  florist  be 
assiffned  a  suitable  mixing  field  for  soil.    Adopted. 

March  11,  1903, — Mr.  Tapper  moved  that  the  question  of  naming  our  new  school 
building  be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  president,  secretary,  and  Mr. 
Janney.    Adopted. 

Aprd  8, 190S, — Thanks  are  due  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  OflSce  for  periodicals 
and  magazines;  also  to  the  Director  of  the  Twefth  Census  for  the  complete  reports, 
abstracts,  and  maps  (Hon.  William  R.  Merriam);  also  to  Mrs.  H.  Miller,  George- 
town, for  books  and  clothing. 

Dr.  J.  F.  R.  Appleby  gave  a  most  profitable  lecture  to  the  30  boys  over  12  years 
of  aee. 

Hon.  James  R.  Garfield  has  signified  his  interest  in  the  school  and  requested  that 
he  be  written  to  again  in  April. 

The  superintendent  recommends  that  a  manual  training  building  be  asked  for 
next  year.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  be  asked  for  a  building  to  accommodate  a  class 
of  boys  in  bench  work,  a  clasB  of  girls  in  domestic  sciences,  another  class  of  boys  in 
wood  turning,  and  a  class  of  bovs  in  ironwork. 

A  cottage  for  the  small  boys  fs  also  desired. 

Mr.  Tapper  moved  that  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Skinner,  be  appointed  a  delegate 
from  this  board  to  the  thirtieth  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Cfonference  of  Chari- 
ties and  Correction,  to  be  held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  May  6  to  12,  and  that  his  expenses 
be  paid  by  this  board.    Adopted. 

May  13,  1903, — Mr.  Janney,  of  the  committee  on  employees,  reported  that  Miss 
Thompson,  cottage  matron,  left  the  home  April  30;  Mrs.  Gordon  had  been  placed 
temporarily  in  charge,  and  that  Miss  Lockwood  had  been  engaged  to  take  the  posi- 
tion vacated  by  Miss  Thompson  June  1,  1903.    On  motion  the  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Janney  nominated  Miss  Brecht  as  teacher  of  the  summer  school.  It  was 
moved  that  she  be  engaged  at  the  usual  salary,  $5  per  week  with  bofurl.     Adopted. 

June  10,  1903, — ^The  home  school  baseball  team  is  the  equal  of  any  team  of  their 
age  in  the  District. 

Considering  the  backward  season  the  garden  is  looking  well. 

Mr.  Nourse  moved  that  Mr.  Neible  be  appointed  manual  training  teacher  at  a  sal- 
ary of  $50  per  month,  to  take  effect  September  1,  1903.     Adopted. 

Mr.  Tupper,  of  the  housekeeping  committee,  recommends  that  the  "  Honor  table*' 
proposed  last  month  by  the  superintendent  be  introduced.  Oh  motion  the  recom- 
mendation was  approved.    Adopted. 

Mrs.  Blount  brought  up  the  question  of  silk  culture  and  the  advisability  of  plant- 
ing mulberry  trees  at  once. 

superintendent's  reports. 

The  superintendent  makes  report  monthly  to  the  board,  giving  full 
particulars  respecting  transactions  at  the  home,  with  recommenda- 
tions and  requisitions  for  supplies. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  these  reports,  commencing 
July  1,  1902,  and  ending  June  30,  1903. 

July,  1902. — The  farm. — The  farm  has  been  unusually  productive  this  season.  The 
vegetables  produced  are  in  greater  quantity  and  of  very  excellent  ouality. 

I  recommend  that  the  visiting  day  be  the  fourth  Sunday  of  eacn  month,  from  1  to 
5  p.  m.,  and  that  the  signs  jiear  the  0^tes  be  changed  accoraingly. 

August,  1902. — The  greenhouses,  -4'he  new  house  is  all  completed,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  ventilating  apparatus  and  the  heating  fixtures.  Tnese  would  have  been 
in  and  the  house  finished,  but  the  iron  pipe  and  fittings  could  not  be  obtained.  This 
has  delayed  the  planting  of  the  house. 

The  farm, — The  first  planting  of  com  has  been  cut.  The  tomatoes  are  doing  well 
and  giving  a  good  crop. 

The  last  coal  that  we  bought  cost  us  $8.62  per  ton.  If  these  high  prices  keep  up 
we  shall  be  obliged  to  use  soft  coal.  We  are  trying  to  get  along  witn  the  smallest 
amount  possible  until  the  price  shall  come  down. 

September,  1902. — George  Corrado  died  September  12.  1902.  The  immediate 
cause  of  death  was  perforation  of  the  intestines  while  suffering  from  an  attack  of 
typhoid  fever.    He  was  ill. twenty-four  days. 

The  carpenter  shop, — Forty-one  tables  were  made  during  the  month. 

The  vegetables  have  been  very  fine  during  the  season. 

I  recommend  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  are  compelled  to  use  soft  coal  and 
there  is  great  danger  of  the  engineer  oversleeping  and  thus  endangering  the  green- 
houses, mat  an  assistant  engineer  be  employed  from  November  1,  1902,  to  May  1, 
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1903,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  up  the  fires  m  the  boiler  room  and  at  the  green- 
houses at  night,  and  record  the  temperatures  every  hour  in  each  of  the  greenhonseB 
and  act  as  watchman  about  the  institution. 

OcTOBEB,  1902. — Durine  the  month  1,990  roses  were  sold  from  the  greenhouses. 

The  farm. — ^The  month  has  been  spent  in  hauling  and  cleaning  up  about  the  gardens. 

NovBMBEB,  1902. — The  children  have  all  been  well  during  the  month.  The  doctor 
has  not  been  called  in  for  a  single  visit. 

The  greenhouses, — During  the  month  3,477  roses  were  sold  from  the  greenhouses. 
Last  year  for  the  same  time  the  sales  were  5,077  roses.  The  houses  are  not  produc- 
ing as  well  as  they  should  for  the  time  of  year. 

The  plant  for  pumping  the  sewage  into  the  main  on  Wisconsin  avenue  ia  almost 
completed. 

January,  1903. — All  the  children  have  been  vaccinated  and  all  the  official  staff 
but  four.  The  health  department  performed  this  service  free  of  charge,  and  have 
visited  all  that  needed  attention. 

The  health  of  the  school  is  excellent. 

I  recommend  that  as  soon  as  possible  a  manual-training  teacher  for  the  bojs  and 
a  domestic-science  teacher  for  the  girls  be  engaged,  and  that  classes  be  orgamzed  in 
these  subjects. 

February,  1903. — ^The  conduct  of  the  boys  compares  favorably  with  that  of  other 
institutions  of  this  class.  Petty  thieving,  fighting,  profanitv,  and  vulgarity,  however, 
are  offenses  not  unknown.  During  the  past  month  much  has  been  done  to  discover, 
reprimand,  or  punish  oi^enders  as  the  case  mi^ht  require.  The  government  society 
which  was  organized  during  February  has  incidentally  done  much  to  reveal  offena- 
ers  and  to  make  the  commission  of  such  offenses  as  I  have  mentioned  unpopular. 
Mr.  Neible,  comparing  the  conduct  of  the  boys  with  that  of  the  previous  month, 
says:  ^'  Fights  have  been  fewer  and  stealing  less.  There  is  less  swearing  and  vulgar 
language  in  the  dormitories.'' 

Tne  carpenter  has  thus  far  been  able  to  supply  the  demand  for  tables,  to  run  the 
engine,  and  to  take  care  of  the  boilers. 

The  addition  to  the  cottage  has  been  completed  and  accepted  conditionally. 

March,  1903. — A  large  number  of  persons  from  the  Associated  Charities,  by  a  j)re- 
arranged  plan,  visited  the  school  Sunday  afternoon,  5^pril  5,  and  were  cordially 
welcomed. 

April,  1903. — Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  4;rustee8,  I  desire  to  introduce  an 
honor  table  into  the  children's  dining  room  for  all  over  14  years  of  age.  I  would 
provide  napkins,  a  tablecloth,  cups  and  saucers  in  place  of  tinware,  and  a  little  more 
variety  of  food.  The  occupants  to  remain  at  this  table  during  ^ood  behavior.  My 
object  is  to  give  lessons  in  etiquette  and  provide  for  the  older  children  in  accordance 
with  their  needs. 

The  home  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Gangower  for  the  Youth's  Companion  and  Harper's 
Young  People  for  1902. 

The  lilies  were  a  success  and  gave  a  nice  income  for  April.  The  benches  have 
been  cleared  of  plants  and  the  greenhouses  are  being  repaired.  Two  thousand  seven 
hundred  new  plants  have  been  purchased  and  are  to  take  the  places  of  those  thrown 
out. 

May,  1903. — ^There  is  a  good  degree  of  interest  in  reading,  and  the  half  hour,  from 
8  to  8.30,  is  spent  in  the  reading  room.  Miss  Conklin,  No.  1132  Twenty-fifth  street 
NW.,  recently  presented  to  the  school  some  valuable  books,  for  which  the  children 
are  very  thankful. 

Miss  Lock  wood  began  her  duties  in  the  cottage  Monday,  June  1. 

June,  1903.  —We  expect  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  to  introduce  a  7  o'clock 
study  hour  for  the  older  pupils.  They  will  gather  in  the  assembly  room,  under  the 
direction  of  an  officer. 

Miss  Nanie  Brecht  began  the  summer  school  June  22. 

The  honor  table  has  been  such  a  success  that  all  the  officers  who  are  acquiunted 
with  the  conditions  of  the  dining  room  favor  the  establishment  of  another  table  for 
those  who  are  13  and  over. 

Mr.  Butler  has  been  engaged  to  act  as  boys'  supervisor;  appointment  to  take  effect 
July  8. 

NEW  SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  new  superintendent,  Mr,  Charles  W.  Skinner,  took  charge 
January  1, 1903.  He  has  had  considerable  experience  in  teaching  and 
in  institutional  work.  Before  his  appointment  to  this  place  he  had 
charge  of  St.  Christopher's  Home,  Dobbs  Ferry,  N.  Y.  His  work 
here  promises  good  results. 
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BEPOBT  OF  MB.  a  W.  8KINNBB,  THB  SUPEBIMTSNDBNT. 

On  New  Year's  Day,  1903,  the  representative  of  the  board  of  trostees,  Prof.  B.  T. 
Janney,  welcomed  me  as  the  official  head  of  this  institution.  I  can  speak  person- 
ally only  of  the  events  that  have  occurred  daring  the  latter  half  of  this  fiscal  yeai^ 
80  fall  of  satisfactory  results. 

The  records  show  that  there  were  present: 

July  1,  1902,  88  boys,  38  girls:  total 126 

Received  daring  the  year,  80  boys,  28  girls 108 

Total  number  in  the  school  during  the  year 234 

IMschai^ged  during  the  year,  87  boys,  29  girls 116 

Remaining  June  30,  1903,  81  boys,  37  girls 118 

The  average  attendance  has  been  124. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  children  is  our  first  concern.  As  soon  as  they  arrive 
their  photographs  are  taken  and  their  weight  and  height  are  recorded.  Their  teeth 
are  inspected  by  the  dentist  These  processes  are  repeated  from  time  to  time,  thus 
showing  any  radical  changes.  Nine  of  the  children  have,  under  the  advice  of  the 
attending  physician,  been  patients  of  the  Episcopal  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  where 
they  were  operated  upon  free  of  charge.  Three  have  been  likewise  cared  for  at  the 
Children's  Hospital. 

The  reports  from  the  principal  of  the  schools  and  other  officers  will  relieve  me  of 
the  responsibility  of  reference  to  these  departments. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year  which  contribute  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  children  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  school. 

The  addition  to  the  ^rls'  cottage,  costing  between  $7,000  and  |8,000,  was  opened 
in  March  and  the  dormitory  was  soon  filled  with  beds,  thus  relieving  the  congested 
condition  of  the  dormitories  in  the  old  cottage  and  giving  to  every  girl  a  single  bed. 
While  the  plumbing  is  not  perfect,  the  bathing  facilities  have  been  laijgely  increased. 
This,  with  the  large  play  room  and  ample  porches,  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  drain  pipe  of  the  boys'  bath  tub  was  dug  up  and  relaid  at  great  expense  with- 
out entirely  remedving  the  slow  draining  of  the  tub,  but  greatly  improving  it. 

In  April  the  children's  dining  room  was  made  much  more  attractive  by  wainscot- 
ins  ana  painting,  and  the  same  process  greatly  improved  the  walls  of  the  kitchen 
and  pantry. 

The  new  lavatory  adjacent  to  the  boys'  play  room  was  not  completed  until  May. 
No  more  needed  improvements  could  Imve  been  introduced  at  the  cost  of  $625. 

The  electric  pump  is  still  ineffective,  and  we  are  compelled  to  use  the  distributing 
field. 

Self-government  has  proved  a  great  aid  to  the  discipline  of  the  school.  It  was 
introduced  by  appeals  to  the  self-respect  of  the  pupils,  showing  them  their  rights, 
privileges,  and  obligations  as  citizens  of  the  community.  A  willing  response  came 
to  these  appeals  from  the  children  who  had  been  here  long  enough  to  appreciate 
the  motive  and  spdrit  of  the  school.  Ours  is  a  constantly  changing  population,  and 
the  new  pupils  bring  with  them  in  almost  every  instance  the  nabits  and  language 
of  the  quarter  of  the  city  from  which  they  are  taken.  Unfortunately,  such  chudren 
disregard  our  views  of  nght  and  wrong. 

A  governing  society  was  org^mized  and,  after  several  meetings,  a  constitution  was 
adopted,  which,  upon  comparison,  proved  to  be  similar  to  that  of  the  George  Junior 
Republic 

Officers  were  chosen,  laws  enacted,  and  judges  appointed.  Once  each  week  all 
offenders  are  brought  before  a  court  and  tried  by  the  children,  the  superintendent 
or  an  officer  being  present  to  see  that  as  nearly  as  possible  every  citizen  obtains  his 
rirfbt 

There  is  no  prison  in  the  Home  School,  and  punishments  consist  in  extra  tasks, 
fines,  and  the  deprivation  of  privil^^es. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  although  the  number  of  laws  are  constantly  increasing, 
the  offenders  are  decreasing,  and  more  and  more  the  children  are  coming  to  take 
such  interest  as  would  be  manifest  by  the  children  of  any  well-regulated  mmily  in 
the  home  ai^drs. 

"Life  without  work  is  gnilt;  work  without  art  is  brutality." 

£mplo3rm6nt  is  as  great  a  blessing  to  the  child  as  to  the  adult  It  is  from  the  ranks 
of  unemployed  children  as  well  as  from  unemployed  men  that  most  of  our  offenders 
come.  We  can  not,  then,  too  much  emphasize  the  industrial  side  of  our  school.  The 
greatest  profit  to  an  institution  like  ours,  from  shop  and  greenhouses,  from  farm  and 
garden,  from  sewing  room,  laundry,  and  kitchen,  is  not  in  dollars  and  cents,  but  in 
the  training,  knowledge,  and  pleasure  that  the  children  receive  while  employed. 
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Often  an  idle  and  even  vicious  boy  f^te  interested  in  his  work  and  becomes  a  moat 
useful  member  of  society.  The  question,  *  *  What  can  I  do  to-day?"  so  often  asked  by 
the  child  of  his  mother,  is  the  one  that  constantly  confronts  the  officers  in  schools 
like  ours.  Upon  the  intelligent  answer  to  this  there  often  dep^ids  the  fate  of  the 
boy  or  the  gin. 

There  is  need  of  more  industries  and  a  greater  variety.  Children  love  chanm,  and 
this  characteristic  of  childhood  should  be  utiUzed  in  teaching  the  industries.  GlasBes 
in  silk  culture,  cobbling,  caning,  basket-weaving,  and  the  like,  can  be  introduced  si 
comparatively  small  expense,  but  we  believe  that  a  few  benches,  lathes,  and  forges 
would  pay. 

The  deep  and  intelligent  interest  manifested  by  teachers,  trustees,  officers,  and 
Christian  workers  in  the  religious  instruction  of  the  children  must  certainly  bear 
fruit.  Devotional  exercises  are  conducted  each  morning.  On  Sunday  the  Catholic 
children  are  taken  to  Trinity  Church,  Georgetown,  and  the  Protestants  to  St  Albans 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  Too  much  can  not  be  said  in  praise  of  the  cordiality 
with  which  they  are  welcomed  to  these  churches.  Sunday  school  is  held  in  the 
afternoon  at  the  home.  A  number  of  Christian  men  and  women  have  rendered 
valuable  assistance  as  teachers.  Among  them  are  Mrs.  Blackford  and  Mrs.  Nourse, 
Rev.  Joseph  I.  Maguire,  Mr.  J.  Lee,  ana  Missed  B.  Davis,  0*Donoghue,  McGrorrity, 
and  Koach.

Convention  of  Charities  and  Corrections.  I  here  desire  to  express  my  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  this  privile^,  and  to  assure  you  that  the  inspiration  and  profit  derived 
therefrom  will  be  of  great  aid  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  school.  I  farther  desire 
to  thank  the  officers  of  the  school,  District  officials,  and  the  trustees  of  the  school 
for  their  uniform  kindness  and  assistance. 

REPORT  OP  FRANK   R.  NEIBEL,  BOYS*  SUPERVISOR. 

In  the  training  of  children,  the  development  of  mind  and  muscle  go  hand  in  hand. 
The  necessity  of  regular  hours  for  work  is  just  as  important  as  the  regularity  of  houre 
for  study.  Coupled  with  these  is  the  necessity  for  regular  hours  of  recreation,  which 
is  just  as  important  as  either  of  the  former. 

We  believe  that  close  observation  should  be  kept  on  the  actions  of  all  wards,  bat 
this  observation  should  by  all  means  be  void  of  the  idea  of  espionage  or  of  a  guAi^- 

Play  with  them,  and  you  gain  their  love,  confidence,  and  profound  respect  Watch 
them,  and  you  incur  their  dislike  and  suspicion. 

It  has  been  my  aim  during  the  past  year  to  be  a  worthv  companion  to  the  boys, 
and  the  greater  part  of  my  time  has  been  spent  with  them.  During  the  winter 
months,  when  out  of  school  and  not  engaged  in  out-of-door  play,  we  utilized  the  play 
room  in  the  basement  in  such  games  as  we  were  able  to  plan,  owing  to  lack  of  space, 
and  every  evening's  programme  was  finished  with  a  story  from  some  good  author. 
This  usually  came  after  prayers  and  the  boys  had  retired. 

In  the  warmer  months  we  enjoy  such  outK>f-door  sports  as  are  suitable  to  the  difier- 
ent  ages,  baseball  being  the  most  popular. 

Boys  love  baseball  and  will  takean  interest  in  it  when  all  other  games  seem  to 
have  no  effect  upon  them.  , 

We  have  had  several  match  games  with  visiting  teams  and  innumerable  games 
between  the  different  classes  in  the  school.  In  all  these  games  respect  for  each  other 
is  expected,  and  quarreling  about  minor  points  is  discouraged. 

All  out-of-door  sport  would  tend  to  make  us  rude,  and  perhaps  rough,  when  in 
company.  To  overcome  this  tendency,  as  well  as  to  afford  amusement  for  Sunday 
evenings,  several  clubs  have  been  oivanized  at  the  suggestion  of  our  superintendent 
It  is  my  pleasure  to  have  charge  of  the  musical  club,  with  the  cooperation  of  one  or 
two  others.  In  this  club  the  boys  and  girls  (for  it  is  composed  of  both)  are  entei^ 
tained  by  instrumental  and  vocal  solos  and  by  chonis-  singing.  Great  interest  is 
expressea  by  them,  and  its  influence  for  good  is  very  noticeable. 

Our  government  society  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  children  since  its  establish- 
ment. They  have  taken  hold  of  it  with  zeal  and  are  careful  in  carrying  out  the 
laws  embodied  therein. 
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The  work  of  this  society  has  aided  very  much  in  the  management  of  the  boys,  as 
it  creates  in  them  the  feeling  of  personal  responsibility  to  the  extent  that  they  have 
greater  respect  for  themselves,  their  neighbors,  and  the  institution. 

With  this  idea  in  view  we  have  endeavored  to  make  it  pleasant  and  profitable  for 
each  child  in  the  school.  We  have  entered  into  their  8i)orts  and  shared  in  their 
troubles  and  sorrows,  and  the  constant  aim  has  been  to  bring  out  the  best  that  is  in 
the  individual  and  to  work  for  the  all-round  development  of  the  child,  mentally, 
morally,  and  physically. 

SCHOOL  INSTRUCTION. 

The  schools  are  a  pail  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  District, 
with  the  same  cumculund,  modined  to  meet  the  circumstances  aucl  con- 
ditions of  our  institution. 

RRPORT  OP   MR.  R.  L.  HAYCOCK,  THE  PRINCIPAL  TBACHER. 

There  were  in  attendance  in  the  school  during  the  year  a  total  of ' 179 

Withdrawn  during  the  year 64 

Remaining  at  the  close  of  the  year.  /. '. 115 

The  six  grades  ol  our  school  are  instructed  by  three  teachers,  one  of  whom  has  the 
first  grade,  another  the  second  and  third  grades,  the  principal  having  in  charge  the 
fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades. 

As  a  part  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  District,  the  curriculum  is  that  of  the 
dty  schools.  Although  the  pupils  of  the  three  highest  grades  are  in  the  schoolroom 
but  half  a  day  f the  fourth  grade  in  the  morning  and  the  fifth  und  sixth  in  the  after- 
noon), the  work  of  the  chfldren  under  this  handicap  is  not  far  behind' that  of  the 
all-day  schools  of  the  city. 

It  is  hoped  that  some  arrangement  can  be  made  whereby  the  pupils  of  the  fourth, 
fifth,  and  sixth  grades  at  least  will  have  opportunity  to  study  for  a  short  time  every 
evening.  The  ability  to  study  aright  is  born  in  few  of  us.  It  must  l>e  acquired,  and 
unless  the  child  becomes  gradually  accustomed  to  concentration  of  thought  and  the 
habit  of  studying  while  young  it  becomes  a  burdensome  and  unpleasant  task  when 
he  grows  older. 

Chir  school  has  no  janitor;  it  devolves,  therefore,  upon  the  pupils  and  the  teachers 
to  keep  their  respective  rooms  clean.  Much  has  been  done  by  our  teachers  this 
year  to  beautify  the  schoolroom,  it  being  our  opinion  that  a  cleanly,  sweet  environ- 
ment goes  far  toward  awakening  in  an  untidy  child  a  consciousness  of  an  unclean 
person  or  an  impure  heart.    The  child  usually  conforms  to  his  environment. 

On  June  15,  at  our  celebration  of  Flag  Day,  General  Hawley  delivered  a  patriotic 
address,  the  children  listening  with  rapt  attention  to  his  reminiscences. 

The  other  public  school  teachers  at  the  home  are  the  Misses  Donovan  and  Hoffman. 

REPORTS. 

'   Attention  is  called  to  the  following  reports,  showing  the  work  done 
in  the  different  departments: 

RBPORT  OF  MISS  J.  M.  ROBERTS,  THE  BOYS'  MATRON. 

This  report  can  vary  but  little  from  those  of  former  years.  There  has  been  the 
same  anxious  solicitude  for,  not  the  same,  but  for  a  similar  set  of  boys. 

Like  those  of  last  year,  they  have  been  younger  and  smaller  than  those  of  previous 
years. 

The  boys  received  into  the  institution  are  largely  from  the  lower  classes,  and  they 
are  naturally  careless  of  their  appearance,  inattentive,  and  disobedient,  but  the 
advantages  of  institution  hfe,  with  its  regularity  of  hours,  of  discipline,  and  instruc- 
tion, and  the  enforced  separation  of  the  boy  from  the  temptations  of  the  street  and 
from  his  association  with  undesirable  companions  may,  I  trust,  help  them  to  become 
self-respecting  and  self-supporting  citizens. 

The  nealth  of  the  boys  in  this  department  has  been  good,  and  it  is  astonishing 
how  soon  the  little  pinched  foces  of  new  children  show  improvement. 

The  boys  have  shown  much  interest  in  their  own  gardens,  the  vegetables  from 
which  they  have  been  allowed  to  use  as  they  chose. 

There  have  been  many  admissions  and  dismissals,  and  the  end  of  the  closing  month 
finds  OS  with  56  boys  in  this  department

REPORT  OP  MBS.  B.  L.  BI8DON,  MATRON  OF  THR  BOYS*  NDRSERY. 

There  has  been  an  average  of  28  boys  in  the  nursery  daring  the  past  year,  varying 
in  age  froip  5  to  14  years.  The  work  of  these  boys  has  been  very  satisfactory,  for 
they  have  assisted  me  in  all  the  routine  work  of  mv  department.  In  addition, 
several  of  them  have  worked  in  other  departments  of  the  institution — the  carpenter 
shop,  the  laundry,  the  farm,  the  greenhouses,  etc 

Tne  system  of  self-government  recently  introduced  into  the  school  has  done  much 
to  improve  the  bo}r8.  This  is  only  one  of  the  many  improvements  recently  brought 
into  the  school  which  have  tended  to  make  the  boys  happier  and  more  contented. 

girls'  cottage. 

Owing  to  the  change  of  matron  in  the  girls'  cottage  no  report  has 
been  requested  from  that  officer. 

Mrs.  Anna  M.  Lockwood  took  charge  May  1,  1903,  upon  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Minnie  L.  Thompson. 

The  superintendent  in  his  report  refers  to  the  improvement  that 
has  been  made  in  the  girls'  cottage  during  the  year. 

RRPORT  OP  J.  F.  R.  AJ^PLEBY,  M.  D.,  PHYSICIAN  TO  THE  SCHOOL. 

For  the  year  ending  July  1,  1903,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  that  we  have  not  had  an 
unusual  amount  of  sickness  among  the  children  of  the  school.  ^ 

Most  of  the  diseases  that  have  prevailed  were  owing  to  vicissitudes  of  weather 
and  disorders  of  digestion. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  and  spring  the  children  of  the  school  partici- 
pated in  the  epidemics  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  prevailing  in  the  citv.  The 
attacks  were  mostly  light,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  either  of  these  diseases. 
During  the  year  we  had  two  deaths. 

September  2,  1902,  Charles  Martin,  aged  6  years,  a  native  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, died  of  rheumatic  meningitis. 

September  12,  1902,  George  Carrado,  aced  S  years,  a  native  of  Italy,  died  in 
typhoid  fever  from  perforation  of  the  bowels. 

ADMISSION  AND  PLACEMENT. 

With  the  exception  of  those  children  placed  in  the  institution  by 
the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  under  the  contract  made,  a  copy  of 
which  is  in  the  appendix,  the  matter  of  admission  and  discharge  of 
wards  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  committee  on  admission  and 
placement,  subject  to  the  regulation  of  the  board. 

A  list  of  the  children  admitted  and  of  those  discharged  during  the 
year  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

A  large  number  are  returned  to  their  parents  or  relatives. 

In  the  matter  of  placing  wards  in  families  great  care  is  exercised  to 
see  that  the  homes  are  suitable  and  the  education  and  moral  training 
of  the  children  are  guaranteed.  Monthly  reports  are  requested  from 
the  parties  who  take  the  children. 

As  far  as  heard  from  children  that  have  been  placed  out  have  done 
well.     Very  few  have  been  returned. 

INDUSTRIES. 

A  carpenter  is  employed  who  teaches  the  boys  the  use  of  tools,  and 
under  his  instruction  they  have  made  the  necessary  repairs  on  fences, 
and  buildings,  besides  manufacturing  plain  tables.  No  revenue  has 
resulted  from  the  carpenter  shop. 
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It  is  proposed  to  paj  more  attention  to  this  industry  the  coming 
year.  A  manual  traming  teacher  has  been  employed  in  place  of  the 
carpenter.  Reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  tne  superintendent, 
who  treats  the  subject  more  at  length. 

The  larger  boys  receive  practical  instruction  from  the  florist  in  the 
coltiyation.of  a  variety  of  plants  and  flowers,  which  are  sold.

SRPOBT  OF  FRANK   B.  CADEFT,  THE  FLORIST. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  have  torn  down  and  rebuilt  the  old  northwest 
honse,  which  was  of  uttle  nse  as  it  stood. 

The  completion  of  this  house  was  delayed  until  too  late  in  the  fall  to  be  of  much 
service  for  the  forcing  of  roses,  but  having  a  modem  structure  now  we  expect  good 
results  the  coming  season. 

Our  cut  roses  this  year  have  been  very  fine,  the  Easter  lilies  and  azaleas  excep- 
tionally so. 

Having  secured  a  quantity  of  sood  rose  soil  for  the  coming  season  we  are  in  ho^ 
of  producing  a  higher  gjrade  of  flowers,  varieties  in  use  &ing  Bride,  Bridesmaid, 
American  Beauty,  and  Liberty. 

As  the  year  closes  we  are  very  busy  rebuilding  most  of  our  benches  and  getting 
ready  for  the  approaching  season. 

At  present  we  nave  a  class  of  twelve  boys,  different  ages,  who  assist  in  all  our  daily 
work,  and  are  gaining  a  knowledge  that  will  be  of  great  service  to  them  in  the  future. 

The  children  of  sufiGlcient  age  are  taught  the  usual  branches  of  house- 
keeping. 

Tne  sewing  depai*tment  or  department  of  needlework,  as  it  embraces 
art  work  as  well  as  plain  sewing,  has  done  good  work.  The  report  of 
the  sewing  teacher  which  follows  shows  gratifying  results: 

BSPORT  OP  MRS.  A.  M.  STIDHAM,  SEWING  TEACHER. 

The  year  closes  with  a  class  numbering  14  girls — 6  in  the  morning  and  8  in  the 
afternoon. 
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I  have  had  a  very  satisfactory  year,  and  am  gratified  with  the  progrees  my  pupils 
have  made  in  their  work. 

The  Saturday  afternoon  fancy-work  class  has  proven  to  be  a  great  snccese,  and 
much  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  girls.

The  above-named  employees  have  their  board,  room,  and  washing  in  addition  to 
salary. 

The  public  school  board  assigns  three  teachers  also  to  the  Home,  and  pays  their 
salaries.  Two  of  these  teachers  live  at  the  Home  and  perform  extra  services  io 
teaching  and  attendance,  as  compensation  for  their  board,  lodging,  and  washing.

CONTRACT  WITH  THE  BOARD  OF  CHILDREN'S  GUARDIANS. 

This  indentorej  by  and  between  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  of  the  District 
of  Golmnbia,  acting  nnder  authority  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  26,  1892, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  care  of  dependent  chilaren  in  the  iMstrict  of 
Columbia  and  to  create  a  board  of  children's  guardians/'  partv  of  the  first  part,  and 
tiie  Industrial  Home  School,  Washington,  D.  C,  party. of  tne  second  pi^  Wit- 
neeseth. 

Section  1.  That  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  place  in  the  Industrial 
Home  School  an  indefinite  number  of  boys  and  girls,  the  wards  of  the  said  party  of 
the  first  pcut,  to  be  taught  and  maintained  according  to  the  customs  and  regulations 
of  the  said  Industrial  Home  School. 

Ssa  2.  That  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  report  in  writing  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  Industrial  Home  School  the  names  ana  ages  of,  and  such  other  infor- 
mation about,  all  children  proposed  to  be  placed  as  aforesaid  as  may  be  necessary  to 
determine  whether  sudi  cmldren  would  be  acceptable. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the  party  of  the  second 
part  for  the  maintenance  and  teaching  of  the  cmldren  placed  as  luoresaid  at  the  rate 
of  110.25  per  month. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  remove  any 
child  for  the  purpose  of  placing  it  elsewhere  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said 

a  of  the  first  part,  alter  hearing  any  objection  thereto,  such  action  will  be  best 
e  progress  and  welfare  of  the  child,  or  whenever  the  conditions  of  this  agree- 
ment sluUi  not  have  been  foithfully  carried  out  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  part^r  of  the  first  part  hereby  reserves  the  risht  to  visit  its  wards 
by  its  agents,  or  otherwise,  at  all  reasonable  times  and  to  see  and  converse  with  them 
inprivate. 

Sec  6.  That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  receive  such  children  as 
tiie  party  of  the  fiiBt  part  wishes  to  place  under  its  care  for  the  purposes  and  at  the 
rates  of  compensation  above  stated,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

first  Sucn  children  shall  be  free  from  chronic  and  contagious  diseases,  except 
those  which  are  in  such  mild  form  as  will  readily  yield  to  treatment  and  will  not 
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endanger  the  health  of  the  other  inmates  of  the  institution  when  ordinary  precau- 
tions are  taken  to  prevent  such  diseases  from  being  communicated  from  one  to  another. 

Second.  Only  when  there  shall  be  room  at  tne  institution  in  the  department  to 
which  such  children  would  necessarily  be  assigned;  but  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
in  the  control  of  admission  to  the  institution,  will  give  preference  to  the  applications 
under  this  indenture  above  all  others. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  reserves  the  right,  for  good  causo 
stated,  to  refuse  to  receive  any  child,  and  to  return  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  any 
child  which  shall  have  been  received  and  shall  prove  to  be  an  improper  inmate,  upon 
giving  ten  days'  written  notice  of  intention  to  return  such  child,  which  notice  shall 
ctontain  a  full  statement  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  because  of  which  such  action 
s  deemed  to  be  necessary;  children  so  returned  to  be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part  or  such  other  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  within  the  city  of 
Washington. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  that  the  children  received 
under  this  indenture  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  well  as  those  received  from 
any  other  source;  that  they  shall  be  suitably  and  sufficiently  fed,  clothed,  housed, 
and  attended  in  sickness  and  in  health,  and  shall  have  all  the  advantages  which  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  offered  at  the  institution  during  the  time  for  which  they 
remain. 

Sbc.  9.  That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  that  due  care  shall  be 
exercised  at  all  times  to  prevent  children  from  leaving  the  institution  without  per- 
mission, and  that  in  case  any  do  leave,  a  reasonable  esort  shall  be  made  to  ascertain 
where  they  may  be  found  and  to  secure  their  return. 

Sec.  10.  That  this  indenture  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  from  this  date,  and  there- 
after until  objected  to  by  either  party,  without  prejudice  to  rights  vested  hereunder.

BBOULATIONS    OP  THE    BOARD  OP  TRUSTEES  OP  THE    DISTRICT  OP  COLUMBIA  INDUSTRIAL 

HOME  SCHOOL. 

[Approved  by  the  CommiflBioners  of  the  District  of  Colmnbla,  August  27, 1897.] 

1.  Name, — ^The  name  of  this  institution  hereafter  shall  be  the  District  of  Columbia 
Industrial  Home  School. 

2.  Object. — The  object  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  is  to  provide  for  destitute 
white  children  of  both  sexes  in  the  District  of  Columbia  a  good  home,  in  which  they 
shall  receive  the  moral,  mental,  and  industrial  education  calculated  to  make  them 
upright,  intelligent,  and  useful  citizens  upon  arriving  at  years  of  maturity. 

3.  Officers. — The  officers  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  a  president,  vice- 
president,  and  secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  first  meeting  in  July 
of  each  year,  if  there  be  a  quorum  present,  or  at  the  next  meeting  thereafter  at  whicn 
there  is  a  quorum  present;  sliall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected,  and  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  belonging  to  their  respective 
offices  by  parliamentary  rules  and  usages. 

4.  Meetings. — The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  board  shall  deeig* 
nate.  Notices  of  meetings  shall  be  served  on  members  personally,  or  be  mailed  to 
them,  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  time  of  meetmg,  by  the  secretary.  The 
president  shall  call  special  meetings  when  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  or  when  so 
requested  in  writing  by  five  members  of  the  board. 

6.  Order  of  business. — At  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  for  the  transaction  of  ordi- 
nary business  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows:  (I)  Reading  of  the 
minutes;  (II)  report  of  the  superintendent;  (III)  reports  of  committees;  (IV) 
unfinished  business;  (V)  communications;  (VI)  new  business. 

6.  Committees.— The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  three  membere 
each,  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  president,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
board:  (I)  Committee  on  buildmgs,  grounds,  expenses,  and  lejpslation;  (U)  com- 
mittee on  employees,  education,  and  industries;  (III)  committee  on  admission, 
placement,  housekeeping,  and  hygiene. 
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7.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  buildings j  ffroundSj  expenseSy  and  legislation, — (I)  They 
shall  have  the  care  of  the  buildinge,  attend  to  all  needed  repairs  and  insurance,  see 
that  the  spx^unds  are  properly  inclosed,  protected,  and  provided  with  roads  and 
walks,  and  supervise  tne  erection  of  new  buildings  and  requisitions  for  supplies  for 
their  department;  (II)  they  shall  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  the  general 
expenses  of  the  school,  and  see  that  all  the  money  appropriated  for  the  school  is 
expended  to  the  best  advantage;  (III)  they  shall  make  up  and  submit  to  the  board 
for  approval  all  estimates  of  amounts  required  for  the  annual  maintenance  of  the 
school,  improvements  of  the  grounds,  repairs  of  buildings  and  new  buildings,  and 
attend  to  all  legislation  required  from  Congress;  (IV)  they  shall  make  a  written  or 
verbal  report  of  their  department  at  each  r^ular  meeting  of  the  board. 

8.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  employeeSy  education,  and  industries, — ( 1 )  They  shall  con- 
sider all  questions  relating  to  the  number  and  qualifications  of  employees  required 
for  the  school  and  the  salaries  or  compensation  to  be  paid  the  same,  and  shall  make 
report  thereon  to  the  board,  with  such  recommendations  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
(II)  they  shall  nominate  to  the  board  for  confirmation  all  r^ular  employees  author- 
ized by  the  board,  and  provide  for  temporary  help  required  in  any  emergency;  (III) 
they  shall  supervise  the  schools,  shops,  greenhouses,  gardens,  cultivation  of  the 
grounds,  all  other  industries,  the  sales  of  their  products,  and  all  requisitions  for  sup- 

Slies  for  their  department;  (IV)  they  shall  make  a  written  or  verbal  report  of  their 
epartment  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 

9.  Duties  of  the  committee  on  admission^  placement,  housekeeping,  and  hygiene. — (I) 
They  shall  exercise  control  of  the  admission  of  children  and  placing  them  in  homes, 
under  r^irnLations  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees;  they  shall  require  a  semi- 
annual report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  all  children  placed  in  homes  until 
they  have  become  of  adult  age,  or  able  to  look  out  for  their  own  interests;  they  shall 
prescribe  a  form  of  book  to  be  kept  at  the  home  and  to  contain  a  full  history  of  each 
child,  and  shall  see  that  the  superintendent  properly  makes  all  entries  therein  up 
to  date;  they  may  require  such  assistance  from  the  secretary  in  keeping  this  record 
as  they  may  deem  proper;  (II)  they  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  the  domestic 
affairs  of  the  home,  approve  the  bill  of  fare,  and  supervise  the  requisitions  for  sup- 
plies for  their  department;  (III)  they  shall  give  special  attention  to  all  the  hygienic 
conditions  of  the  home  and  the  health  of  the  children;  (IV)  they  shall  make  a  writ- 
ten or  verbal  report  of  their  department  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 

10.  ReguZaJtions  relating  to  children  of  the  Home  School. — (I)  Admissions:  Only  desti- 
tute children,  or  those  depending  upon  charity  for  support  and  care  shall  be  admitted, 
and  no  child  under  5  years  of  age  or  over  12  years  of  age  shall  be  admitted  without 
a  special  order  of  the  board.  (II)  Placement:  Whenever  a  satisfactory  home  can  be 
found  for  any  child  of  the  institution,  the  committee  on  admission,  etc.,  shall  select  a 
suitable  child  to  be  placed  in  such  home.  (Ill)  Industrial  work:  The  children  in 
the  home  of  suitable  age  shall,  in  addition  to  their  school  work,  engage  regularly 
in  some  occupation  suited  to  their  capacity,  with  the  object  of  acquiring  habits  of 
industry,  of  stimulating  mental  activity  as  an  educational  process,  and  of  learning 
various  manual  processes  for  the  purpose  of  securing  suitable  employment  when  dis- 
charged. (IV)  Beligious  instruction:  No  sect  distinction  shall  be  recognized  in 
regard  to  either  teachers  or  scholars,  and  the  same  religious  subjects  or  scripture 
shall  be  taught  to  the  whole  school,  and  be  confined  to  points  of  doctrine  and  prac- 
tice about  which  there  is  no  dispute  among  Christian  sects.  (V)  Classification:  The 
scholars  in  both  week-day  and  Sunday  schools  shall  be  graded  or  classified  according 
to  their  ages  and  attainments,  and  not  according  to  any  supposed  religious  opinions. 
(VI)  Discipline:  The  discipline  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  shall  be  such  as 
would  be  exercised  by  an  mtelligent,  judicious,  and  kind  parent  in  a  family — vigi- 
lant, kind,  firm.  The  superintendent  and  assistants  under  her  direction  shall 
endeavor  on  all  proper  occasions  to  inculcate  upon  the  minds  of  the  children  truth- 
fulness, self-control,  obedience  to  parents,  to  all  properly  constituted  human  author- 
ity and  to  the  laws  of  God,  respect  for  the  aged,  forbearance  toward  the  weak, 
r^rd  for  the  rights  of  others,  politeness  to  all,  kindness  to  animals,  industry,  tem- 
perance, and  frugality.  The  avoidance  of  corporal  punishment,  as  far  as  may  be 
consistent  with  a  due  regard  to  obedience  on  the  part  of  the  children  and  the  good 
order  of  the  home,  is  enjoined,  and  the  infliction  of  such  punishment  on  parts  of  the 
body  liable  to  be  permanently  injured  thereby,  or  so  as  to  leave  temporary  marks  of 
an  objectionable  character,  or  by  anv  i)er8on  other  than  the  superintendent  or  an 
assistant  specifically  authorized  by  her  to  do  so,  is  positively  forbidden.  (VII) 
Leaving  without  consent:  Whenever  a  child  of  the  home  leaves' the  institution  with- 
out consent,  written  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  immediately  by  the  superintendent 
to  the  person  who  recommended  the  child  for  admission  and  to  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  admission,  etc. 
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11.  Physician, — A  physician  shall  be  employed  to  ylMt  the  home,  who  shall  make 
a  monthly  report  on  the  health  of  the  children  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
home  to  the  committee  on  admission,  etc. 

12.  DuHes  of  the  mperintendenL--'(l)  The  superintendent  shall  have  direct  control 
of  all  the  employees  of  the  school,  see  that  the  dutv  of  each  is  properly  performed, 
have  the  power  to  suspend  any  inefficient  or  insubordinate  employee  temporarily, 
and  immediately  shall  report  such  action,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  to  the  cnairman 
of  the  committee  on  employees,  etc.;  (II)  the  superintendent  shall  make  monthly 
reports  to  the  lx)ard,  giving  for  the  preceding  month  the  whole  number  of  chUdren 
in  the  school  during  the  month,  the  number  admitted,  and  the  number  dischaiiged, 
the  amounts  received  from  sales  of  products  and  from  payments  for  board,  and  the 
total  expenses  of  the  month  as  nearly  as  they  can  be  ascertained;  (III)  the  superin- 
tendent shall  present  monthly  requisitions  for  supplies  to  the  hoard  for  approval  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  and  all  requisitions  must  be  presented  to  and  approved  by 
the  board  and  so  certified  b^  the  secretary  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  District 
Commissioners,  excepting  in  a  pressing  emergency,  in  which  case  the  committee 
chaii^^ed  with  the  supervision  of  the  requisition  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  board: 
Promdedt  That  the  secretary  be  authorized  to  certify  the  approval  of  the  board  upon 
bills  lot  petty  expenses  necessarily  incurred  for  the  school  by  the  superintendent  on 
her  own  authority,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  |10  in  any  one  month. 

13.  Annual  report — ^The  board  of  trustees  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Commissioners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  giving  the  names  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  board^  of  all  the  employees  of  the  board  and  their 
respective  salaries;  dates  of  admission,  names,  ages,  and  places  of  residence  when 
admitted  of  all  children  admitted,  and  the  names,  ages,  and  disposition  made  of  all 
children  discharged  during  the  year;  a  classified  statement  of  the  expenses  of  the 
school,  the  rules  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  a  general  statement  of  the  work  of  the 
school,  with  such  recommendations  for  the  promotion  of  its  greater  efficiency  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

14.  AmeiidmerU  of  the  regtdaHons. — ^These  regulations  may  be  amended  at  any  reg- 
ular meeting  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  board,  provided 
that  the  amendment  has  been  submitted  in  writing  at  a  previous  regular  meeting.

Gentlemen:  The  following  is  the  statement  required  concerning 
the  condition  and  management  of  the  home  of  the  National  Association 
for  the  Relief  of  Destitute  XJolored  Women  and  Children. 

The  immediate  government  of  the  home  is  vested,  according  to  sec- 
tion 2  of  the  act  01  incorporation,  in  a  president,  vice-president,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  and  a  board  of  managers  composed  of  nine  members, 
the  whole  to  constitute  an  executive  committee  "  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  carry  into  eflfect  the  plans  and  purposes  for  which  the  association 
was  formed."  The  executive  committee  meet  monthly,  when  they 
receive  the  reports  of  oflScers  and  committees,  reporting  in  their  turn, 
to  the  association  at  annual  and  quarterly  meetings.

The  assets  of  the  institution  are  the  land,  building,  and  personal 
property — furniture,  bedding,  clothing,  etc. — valued  at  1^70,000: 
121,000,  known  as  "the  Anthony  fund,"  in  negotiable  paper  secured 
by  real  estate  and  yielding  $1,015  per  annum;  $1,069.85  in  the  bank  of 
deposit  subject  to  draft  for  current  expenses.  There  are  no  liabilities, 
all  bills  for  maintenance,  repairs,  etc.,  being  paid  monthly  or  when 
presented. 

The  treasurer's  exhibit  is  herewith  given,  following,  substantially, 
quarterly  reports  already  rendered. 

The  management  respectfully  request  that  the  annual  appropriation 
be  increasea  to  at  least  $12,000,  it  having  been  found  impossible  to 
contract  the  living  expenses  so  as  not  to  exceed  the  $9,900  hitherto 
allowed. 

The  private  fund  which  has  been  available  is  rapidly  being  exhausted. 
Interest  on  the  loan,  the  sole  remaining  resource,  should  be  kept  in 
reserve,  at  least  in  part,  for  emergencies — a  serious  epidemic,  extraor- 
dinary improvements  and  expenses  such  as  have  been  incurred  by  the 
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widening  of  Sherman  avenue,  the  paving  of  Eighth  street,  fumishinff 
fire  escapes,  a  metal  ceiling  over  the  furnace  room,  hinges'  for  meS 
frames  on  lower  windows,  as  required  by  the  tire  department,  etc. 

Work  on  the  grounds,  not  yet  completed,  amounting  to  more  than 
$500,  was  made  necessar^^  by  the  filling  up  of  lots  adjacent  to  the  home 
and  to  Sherman  avenue.  J^ew  fencing,  the  raising  of  the  outbuildings 
to  accommodate  the  new  grade,  etc.,  will  make  heavy  inroads  on  the 
private  fund. 

Yet  the  management  can  but  feel  that  the  money  is  wisely  expended. 
The  children  received  are  such  as  are  properly  a  public  charge,  bein^, 
in  all  cases,  without  friends  or  relatives  able  to  care  for  them.  It 
must  be  remembered,  also,  that  the  class  of  children  under  considera- 
tion are  not  admitted  to  other  orphan  asylums  or  institutions  of  Uke 
chaiticter. 

Forty  years  of  experience  have  amply  proven  that,  putting  aside 
their  personal  welfare  and  happiness,  it  makes  large  returns  to  the 
body  politic  to  train  them  for  future  usefulness;  it  is  wiser,  as  well  as 
more  humane,  than  to  pay  for  their  support  in  reformatories  and  jails 
when  neglect  and  evil  associations  have  transformed  them  into  degen- 
erates or  criminals. 

Homes  are  found  for  them  between  the  ages  of  12  and  14,  mostly 
in  places  outside  of  Washington,  though  sometimes  they  are  adopted 
into  worthy  colored  families  at  an  earlier  age.  The  records  of^the 
association,  always  open  to  inspection,  will  show  how  rarely  a  child 
is  returned  as  incorrigible  or  not  adapted  to  the  situation,  very  many 
remaining  in  the  homes  where  they  have  grown  up  as  valued  assistants 
and  self-respecting  wage-earners. 

The  association,  therefore,  respectfully  urge  the  honorable  Board 
of  Charities  te  add  the  weight  of  their  endorsement  to  the  petition  to 
.the  Commissioners  and  to  Congress  for  the  needed  addition  to  the 
yearly  income  of  the  institution.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  German  Orphan 
Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  together  with  a  finan- 
cial statement  covering  the  same  period: 

We  are  again  able  in  our  report  to  present  a  most  satisfactory 
result  of  our  j^ear's  work.  The  members  of  the  board,  as  well  as  the 
two  ladies'  societies,  have  worked  harmoniously  under  the  able  direc- 
tion of  the  president.  The  attendance  at  the  board  meetings  has  been 
exceptionally  good,  and  a  number  of  agreeable  and  earnest  workers 
have  been  added  during  the  year.  The  nome  has  been  kept  in  good 
repair,  some  small  improvements  have  been  made,  the  floors  in  the 
dormitories  have  been  renewed,  and  45  new  bedsteads  and  beds  have 
been  provided  for  the  inmates,  and  the  monthly  reports  of  the  vari- 
ous committees  have  been  favorable.  We  have  a  capable  superin- 
tendent and  matron  who  have  done  much  in  the  past  year  to  render 
the  asylum  comfortable  and  pleasant  for  those  under  their  charge. 
The  number  of  inmates  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  was  47 — 30 
boys  and  17  girls.  The  number  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  is  45 — 26 
boys  and  19  girls.  Eleven  children  were  admitted  and  14  discharged 
during  the  year.  Of  the  14  discharged,  9  were  returned  to  friends  or 
guar  mans,  5  were  placed  out  to  learn  a  trade,  and  1  was  readmitted. 

We  have  continued  in  the  practice  to  discharge  children  whenever 
satisfactory  homes  are  found  or  parents  or  guarmans  desire  to  resume 
control,  provided  the}^  are  deemed  suitable  to  have  control.  In  one 
instance  the  lx)ard  was  constrained  to  refuse  the  request  of  a  mother 
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for  the  control  of  her  16-year-old  daughter.  All  the  children  of  school 
age  attend  the  school  at  Good  Hope,  D.  C,  and  their  progress,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  various  teachers,  has  ffenerally  been  praisewor- 
thy. The  health  of  the  orphans  has  generally  been  very  satisfactory. 
Only  a  few  cases  of  so-called  children's  diseases  occurred  and  took  a 
satisfactory  course.    The  following  legacies  were  received  during  the 

J  ear:  Mrs.  M.  Aigler,  through  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  $1,000;  Mary 
.  Cxockeler's  estate,  by  oompromise  with  the  heirs,  $2,150.01;  Henry 
F.  Wassmanj  $150. 

In  conclusion,  I  submit  a  list  of  olficers,  directors,  and  delegates,  and 
in  the  name  and  by  instruction  of  the  board  of  directors  soUcit  your 
recommendation  of  an  appropriation  of  $1,800  for  maintenance  and 
$700  for  necessary  repairs  to  the  buildings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1904.

This  home  owns  no  real  estate;  has  no  endowment  funds  and  no 
indebtedness.  It  owns  personal  property  consisting  of  the  furniture 
and  fixtures  of  the  home,  estimated  at  $1,050  ancT  insured  for  $700. 
The  work  of  the  home  for  the  past  year  is  shown  by  the  accompanying 
reports. 

It  is  believed  that  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  current  year  will 
prove  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  tne  home,  and  it  is  recommended  that 
a  like  amount,  viz,  $5,500,  be  appropriated  for  the  year  1905. 

The  work  of  this  institution  is  unique  in  that  it  entertains  mainly 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  civil  war,  all  of  whom  are  more  or  less 
invalided  and  many  mere  human  wrecks  mentally,  physically,  mor- 
ally, and  especially  financially,  and  all  requiring  much  care  and  atten- 
tion. 

From  present  indications  the  need  of  maintaining  the  home  will 
increase  for  some  years  yet  on  account  of  the  increasmg  infirmities  of 
those  who  seek  its  care.  Besides,  Congress  at  its  last  session  imposed 
upon  the  home  the  additional  care  of  the  Spanish  war  veterans  who 
need  and  seek  our  aid.

Gentlemen:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Municipal  Lodging  House  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903. 

I  find  in  comparing  report  with  previous  year  tmt  there  has  been  a 
decrease  in  the  num^r  of  ai)plicants  for  help  at  this  house.  The  rec- 
ords show  that  the  professional  or  vagrant  element  has  fallen  off, 
owing  to  the  proximity  of  this  house  to  No.  1  police  station,  which 
has  a  tendency  to  keep  away  that  class  of  men;  also  the  demand  for 
laborers  has  been  greater.    The  class  of  men  cared  for  during  the  last 

J  ear  has  been,  largely  speaking,  workingmen,  and  quite  a  number 
ave  been  assisted  m  gettm^  employment  through  this  house. 
I  am  very  glad  to  state  this  house  is  in  a  better  condition  for  the 
reception  of  visitors  than  ever  before,  amon^  the  new  features  added 
being  a  new  galvanized,  iron-lined  disinfecting  room;  also  new  bath 
tubs  and  kitohen  range,  together  with  other  necessary  improvements, 
have  sMed  greatly  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  house  of  this  character. 
The  total  number  of  persons  cared  for  during  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1903,  was  2,412;  7,667  meals  were  served,  and  3,350  IcSgings 
furnished.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  recjuest,  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Women's  Christian  Association  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1903: 

The  majority  of  women  admitted  to  the  home  come  from  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  and  adjacent  States.  The  whole  number  for  the 
year,  367;  daily  average  of  inmates,  57;  number  of  meals  furnished, 
62,415.  Sixty-five  of  our  beneficiaries  secured  employment  and 
became  self-supporting,  after  a  period  of  dependence  upon  us. 

During  the  year  proper  fire  alarms  and  colored  lights  were  put  in 
the  building,  and  the  wisdom  of  such  action  was  seen  when  a  recent 
fire  in  the  rear  of  the  home  came  very  near  destroying  the  building. 
Some  damage  was  done,  which  was  fully  covered  by  insurance.  The 
conduct  of  the  firemen  and  police  in  quieting  the  old  and  timid  mem- 
bers of  the  family  during  the  excitement  of  the  fire  deserves  our  hearty 
thanks.  The  gratitude  of  the  women  was  shown  in  their  contributing 
$15  to  the  cofi'ee  fund  of  the  firemen. 

There  were  2  deaths  during  the  year,  1  aged  member  was  sent  to 
the  Insane  Asylum,  1  went  to  the  Ruppert  Home,  8  were  sent  to 
Sibley  Hospital,  1  to  the  Emergency,  1  to  the  Homeopathic;  1  injured 
during  the  recent  fire  went  to  Columbia. 

The  class  work  which  was  begun  two  years  ago  has  been  abandoned; 
not  suflicient  interest  manifested  to  pay  for  the  service  of  a  teacher. 
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A  luncheon  was  given  by  the  voung  ladies'  auxiliary  in  March,  and 
a  strawberry  festival  in  May,  which  added  somewhat  to  the  building 
fund. 

Devotional  meetings  are  held  each  Monday  evening,  except  during 
the  summer.  Many  of  the  city  pastors  cheerfully  give  their  time, 
and  their  earnest  messages  bring  cheer  and  comfort. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  for  a  continuance  of  the  appropriation 
of  $4,000  for  the  support  of  the  association  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1905.  The  money  thus  given  is  expended  judiciously.  The  board 
of  managers  freely  give  their  time  and  strength,  no  compensation 
being  given  to  any  officer  except  a  small  amount  to  the  treasurer.  The 
superintendent  has  served  continuously  for  thirty  years,  her  remark- 
able efficiency  being  recognized  by  aU.

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BEPOST  OF  THE  TOUNG  WOMAN'S  CHBISTIAK  HOME. 

President's  Report. 

The  year  ending  July  1, 1903,  has  been  a  most  successful  one  in  the 
work  of  the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Home.  With  a  feeling  of 
great  encouragement  we  begin  another  year.  Much  has  been  done  in 
the  past,  and  we  hope  for  continued  and  steady  growth  in  the  future. 
The  lawsuit  in  the  Khodes'  will  ca<*e  has,  through  the  untiring  efforts 
of  Messrs.  Lamer  and  Darlington,  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  home. 
Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  legacy  has  been  used  in  paying  the  debt 
on  the  home,  leaving  the  propertv  entirely  free  from  incumbrance. 
Another  l^acy  enabled  us  to  put  the  house  in  thorough  repair,  and  to 
paint  and  paper  throughout.  The  house  has  been  tilled  to  its  utmost 
capacity  during  the  past  year,  and  many  deserving  assistance  turned 
away  for  lack  of  accommodation.  We  hope  to  add  to  our  present 
buifiing,  and  thus  provide  for  the  daily  increasing  demand  from  those 
needing  the  comfort  and  protection  of  refined  home  surroundings. 
We  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  many  friends  and  benefactors  for  the 

fenerous  help  and  encouragement  given  us  in  our  work^  and  to  any 
esiring  to  associate  themselves  with  us  we  extend  a  cordial  welcome.

Secretary's  Report. 

We  are  again  able  to  report  an  exceptionally  satisfactory  and  prosperous  year  of 
our  work  in  the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Home. 

The  members  of  the  board  have  worked  faithfully  and  harmoniously  under  the 
direction  of  our  able  president. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  our  choice  of  a  matron,  who  seems  in  every  way  capable, 
and  holds  the  respect  and  friendship  of  those  under  her  chaige.  The  home  is  taxed 
to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  we  have  been  obliged  to  refuse  the  admission  of  numerous 
applicants  on  account  of  insufficient  room;  but  we  hope  to  be  able  to  add  to  the  home 
before  many  years,  as  the  subject  is  at  present  under  discussion. 

We  have  been  happily  successful  this  year  in  having  gained  our  lawsuit  over  the 
Rhodes  estate,  conducted  with  such  ability  by  Messrs.  Darlington  and  Lamer,  to 
whom  we  can  not  sufficiently  express  our  thanks  for  their  generosity  and  interest  in 
our  long  contest,  and  who  so  charitably  conducted  our  case,  which  continued  for  so 
many  years. 

The  home  is  now  better  financially  than  for  many  years,  as  we  have  this  year  come 
into  possession  of  this  legacy,  as  well  as  other  smaller  ones,  which  have  assisted  us 
in  removing  the  debt  of  the  home. 

The  home  has  been  put  in  thorough  repair;  painting,  papering  have  been  done, 
and  entire  new  plumbing  put  in,  and  we  hope  in  the  autumn  to  b^n  the  year  under 
very  favorable  conditions. 

We  have  been  glad  to  welcome  several  new  members  on  the  board  this  year,  who 
will  be  active  in  the  work  of  the  home. 

The  young  ladies  of  the  auxiliary  have  again  this  year  given  us  valuable  assistance 
toward  the  repairing  of  the  home,  and  to  whom  we  extend  our  thanks. 
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During  the  winter  an  entertainment  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  home,  and 
from  which  we  realized  a  neat  little  amount,  which  was  quite  a  help  in  our  work. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  our  treasurer,  Mrs.  Herron,  who  so  ably  assisted  us  by  her 
perseverance  and  untiring  enerey  in  attending  to  our  legal  busmess  in  the  Rhodes 
case,  and  whose  interest  never  nagged,  but  who  was  always  hopeful.  She  was  also 
instrumental  in  obtaining  for  us  other  legacies,  and  has  served  us  creditably  for 
twelve  years.

Gentlemen:  We  herewith  present  to  you  a  report  of  the  Florence 
Hope  and  Help  Mission  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1903.  We  earn- 
estly urffe  that  you  recommend  that  we  receive  from  Congress  the 
sum  of  $2,000  for  the  maintenance  of  our  work,  the  amount  which  we 
have  been  granted  for  the  past  year. 

As  far  as  one  can  judge  from  outward  appearances,  we  believe  that 
much  good  has  been  accomplished  by  the  earnest  efforts  put  forth  by 
the  devoted  band  of  men  and  women  who  have  labored  so  earnestly 
for  the  success  of  this  institution. 

As  anticipated  in  our  last  report,  we  have  opened  an  annex  for  chil- 
dren in  the  commodious  quarters  situated  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  which 
were  received  as  a  gift  from  our  national  president,  Mr.  Charles  N. 
Crittenton.  All  the  children  admitted  have  been  temporary  cases. 
Such  other  cases  as  come  under  our  notice  are  always  given  into  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians. 

In  our  work  for  children  our  aim  is  to  aid  mothers  in  time  of  stress 
or  misfortune  by  tiding  them  over  difficult  periods,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  enabled  to  re^in  control  over  their  children,  and  by  timely 
assistance,  judiciously  given,  to  provide  for  them  in  the  future.  After 
spending  a  short  period  under  our  control  many  of  these  mothers  have 
l^en  placed  in  country  homes  with  their  children,  while  others, 
through  training  and  other  industrial  agencies  have  been  able  to  again 
gather  their  little  ones  about  them  and  to  provide  comfortably  for 
their  wants.  In  this  way  family  life  has  been  but  temporarily  inter- 
fered with. 

The  enlargement  of  our  work  for  colored  girls  has  been  delayed 
owing  to  the  objections  which  have  been  made  to  our  occupying  the 
property  purchased  for  this  purpose. 

A  very  nopeful  feature  of  our  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  the 
good  results  obtained  in  the  cases  of  female  offenders  who  have  come 
to  us  from  the  police  court  either  under  suspended  or  indeterminate 
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sentence.  A  larger  number  of  these  cases  than  ever  before  has  been 
under  our  charge,  and  in  not  a  single  case  has  the  parole  been  broken. 
All  have  remained  for  the  full  period,  and  some  for  many  months 
longer  than  was  required  of  them,  until  they  were  restored  to  their 
normal  condition  in  life  and  suitable  positions  found  where  they  could 
earn  an  honest  living.  Several  of  these  cases  have  presented  most 
interesting  psychological  studies,  and  have  proved  that  a  large  amount 
of  evil  domg  comes  from  misdirected  energies,  rather  than  from  an 
innate  desire  for  wickedness. 

Our  training  school  department  has  demonstrated  the  fact  also  that 
as  much  of  the  apparent  love  of  idleness  comes  from  ignorance  as  from 
shiftlessness,  that  to  make  one  love  work  one  must  fe  taught  to  do  it 
in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  that  industry  is  as  contagious  as  idleness. 

During  the  past  years  our  industries  have  revolved  almost  entirely 
around  branches  of  domestic  science,  and  while  we  will  continue  our 
efforts  in  this  direction  with  unabated  interest^  as  we  look  upon  this 
as  the  proper  foundation  for  the  natural  life  of  every  woman,  we 
are  preparing  also  to  devote  our  energies  during  the  coming  year  to 
technical  training  in  the  arts  and  crafts.  A  hand  loom  has  been  pur- 
chased and  a  competent  teacher  engaged  to  teach  carpet  weaving,  oas- 
ket  weaving,  etc.  We  are  exceedingly  anxious  to  do  all  that  we  can 
to  develop  and  spread  the  knowledge  of  remunerative  home  industries. 
The  facts  gained  through  our  work  for  unfortunate  women  show  that 
much  of  the  evil  in  their  lives  is  made  possible  and  induced  by  the 
present  economic  conditions  which  force  young,  inexperienced,  and 
untrained  girls  to  seek  the  means  of  earning  a  living  outside  the  pro- 
tection of  the  home.  At  the  present  time  there  is  an  active  demand 
for  hand-woven  fabrics,  for  which  the  amount  of  skill  required  is 
small  and  the  outlay  for  materials  not  large. 

During  the  past  year  interest  in  our  work  has  broadened  and  shown 
itself  in  the  very  pleasant  and  practical  way  of  a  decided  increase  in 
the  number  of  our  contributors.  While  the  amounts  are  not  large,  we 
are  glad  to  number  these  new  names  among  our  friends. 

The  appreciation  of  our  work  by  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  judge 
of  its  intrinsic  value  has  been  a  great  inspiration  to  us.  The  following 
strong  words  from  the  President  of  the  u  nited  States  will  awaken  an 
echo  of  assent  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  are  broad  enough  to  look  at  the 
world  as  a  cosmic  whole:

My  Dear  Madam:  I  wish  you  all  possible  success  with  ^our  work.  I  have  long 
felt  that  there  was  a  peculiar  claim  for  philanthropic  work  in  behalf  of  the  very  peo- 
ple whom  you  are  striving  to  aid.  Under  our  social  system  they  pay  so  heavy  a 
penalty  for  wron^doinff,  and  the  road  to  reform  and  rehabilitation  is  made  so  difficult, 
that  I  can  conceive  of  no  more  worthy  work  than  that  of  institutions  such  as  the 
one  under  your  management.

Gentlembn:  In  compliance  with  your  request,  the  Aid  Association 
for  the  Blind  did,  by  vote  at  its  annual  meeting  in  April,  1903,  so 
change  its  fiscal  year  that  the  same  should  thereafter  end  June  80 
instead  of  April  30,  as  formerly.  By  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Charities  I  now  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  from  January, 
1902,  to  June  30,  1903. 

The  Aid  Association  was  organized  December,  1897,  and  incorpo- 
rated April  13, 1899,  its  object  being: 

To  establish  a  nonsectarian  home*  for  the  blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  said 
District. 

To  promote  the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  blind,  aid  the  needy, 
dependent  blind,  and  help  tl)^m  to  become  selfnsupporting. 

The  home  of  the  association,  located  at  915  E  street  NW,  is  a  com- 
modious, four-story  brick  building,  with  workshop  in  the  rear,  and  is 
still  subject  to  a  mortgage  of  $12,000.  In  April  of  1902  it  was  found 
that  the  property  had  been  sold  for  taxes,  which  were  unpaid  at  time  of 
transfer  to  the  association  in  October,  1899,  for  which  we  were  held 
responsible.  A  gift  of  $100  from  Mr.  Stilson  Hutchins  greatly  aided 
the  treasurer,  Mr.  Richard    Sylvester,  and  Attorney  Mr.  rercival

Brown,  in  the  adjustment  of  the  claim.  The  interest,  insurance,  and 
necessary  repairs  have  been  promptly  met  from  the  limited  income  of 
the  association,  which  is  dependent  upon  membership  fees^  proceeds 
from  entertainments,  and  voluntary  contributions  from  individuals  and 

Ehilanthropic  societies.  We  receive  no  appropriation  from  Congress, 
ut  gratefully  acknowledge  the  cooperation  and  assistance  from  the 
Board  of  Charities,  who,  reco^izin^  the  purpose  of  the  institution, 
pa^  a  per  capita  per  month  K>r  eacn  of  nve  inmates,  these  persons 
being  subject  to  the  investigation  and  approval  of  the  District  visitors 
and  the  general  secretary,  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson. 

Of  the  11  inmates  at  last  report  4  have  removed  from  the  city, 
1  has  been  returned  to  the  almshouse,  and  1  was  requested  to  secure  a 
home  elsewhere,  which  now  leaves  5.  Since  that  report  7  have  been 
admitted.  Of  these,  1  has  -been  returned  to  his  home  in  Virginia,  the 
expenses  of  his  transportation  being  paid  by  the  Associated  Charities. 
It  was  deemed  advisaole  to  return  another  to  her  grandparents,  and  1 
died,  this  being  the  first  death  to  occur  in  the  home.  This .  leaves  us 
with  a  family  of  10,  5  white  men,  4  white  women,  and  1  colored 
woman 

The  conditions  for  admission  to  the  Home  for  the  Blind  are  as  fol- 
ows: 

I.  All  blind  persons,  irrespective  of  color  or  sex,  may  be  admitted, 
n.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  under  16  years  of  age. 

III.  No  person  with  an  incurable  disease,  or  one  who  is  helpless  or  so  aged  as  to 
be  liable  to  become  so,  can  be  admitted. 

IV.  Each  applicant  must  bring  a  certificate  of  ffood  general  health,  either  from 
their  own  physician,  from  Dr.  Percy  Hickling,  or  fix>m  Dr.  A.  W.  Tancil. 

y .  Transients  may  be  admitted  to  the  home  at  the  minimnm  price  of  50  cents  per 
day  for  board  and  room,  vrithout  laundry,  providing  no  District  blind  applicant 
be  excluded  on  that  account. 

Our  verjr  efficient  matron,  Mrs,  E.  C.  Gittings,  who  began  her  fourth 
year  of  faithful  service  in  March,  1903,  realizing  that  me  associatioD 
IS  not  yet  in  a  position  to  pay  a  salary,  still  declines  to  receive  any  com- 
pensation. Her  services  to  the  association  have  been  of  the  highest 
order,  and  it  is  largely  due  to  her  excellent  management  that  thenome 
is  in  its  present  flourishing  condition. 

The  home  is  now  comfortably  furnished.  The  Le^on  of  Loyal 
Women,  the  Twentieth  Century  Club,  the  Ladies  of  Charity  of  St 
Patrick's  Church,  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  Greorgetown, 
the  Mothers  Meeting  of  St.  John's  Church  of  Georgetown,  and  Miss 
Eliza  Bowie  have  each  furnished  one  room,  making  six  in  all.  We 
desire  to  publicly  record  our  gratitude  to  these  donors  for  their  gen- 
erous interest  in  the  purpose  of  our  association,  which  gives  hope  for 
continued  success. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  every  Sunday  afternoon  in  the 
parlors  of  the  home  under  the  care  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew. 
While  attendance  upon  these  meetings  is  voluntary,  the  inmates  show 
their  appreciation  by  the  regularity  of  their  presence.  During  the 
week  evenings  are  pleasantly  spent  by  the  inmates  listening  to  read- 
injgs  by  volunteei^,  and  frequently  a  musical  programme  is  rendered, 
which  indicates  no  lack  of  entertainment  in  the  home. 

In  April  of  1902  a  pianola  was  bequeathed  to  the  association  by  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Beale.    To  enjoy  the  same  a  piano  was  required,  and  at  the 
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suggestion  of  Mrs.  Pepper  cards  were  sent  out  asking  for  25-cent  con- 
tributions for  this  specific  purpose.  The  full  amount  was  realized 
within  a  year. 

Durinff  the  coal  famine  of  last  winter  the  institution  was  well  cared 
for  by  Mr.  William  King  &  Son,  who  kept  us  well  supplied  with  coal 
at  the  prices  which  prevailed  in  the  early  summer,  thus  insuring  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  household. 

The  industries  of  the  home  are  as  follows:  Broom  making,  chair 
caning,  and  mattress  making  by  the  men;  braiding  of  belts  and  bags 
from  shoe  strings  and  fancy  braids,  making  aprons,  wash  rags,  dust 
cloths,  and  other  plain  sewing  by  the  women. 

The  work  in  tne  shop,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Gibbons,  a 
blind  man,  has  given  general  satisfaction,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  during  the  past  year  we  had  a  contract  with  the  Post-Office  Depart- 
ment to  supply  all  the  brooms  used  in  that  Department. 

In  the  shop  are  several  blind  men  who  live  at  their  own  homes  and 
receive  compensation  for  the  work  they  do.  These  men  are  also  fur- 
nished a  hot  dinner  at  noon  without  charge. 

Several  pieces  of  machinery  have  been  added  to  the  workshop,  and 
in  consequence  better  work  is  done  by  the  men  and  in  larger  quantities 
than  heretofore.  At  times  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  enough  work 
to  keep  the  men  busy. 

The  funds  of  the  association  have  been  au^ented  through  the  efforts 
of  the  wa3^8  and  means  committee  by  a  series  of  luncheons;  an  enter- 
tainment at  Lafayette  Square  Theater,  with  a  souvenir  programme;  a 
lecture  by  Mrs.  Pepper  on  her  Mexican  experiences;  excursions  to 
Marshall  Uall;  a  benefit  performance  at  Columbia  Theater,  in  connec- 
tion with  a  souvenir  publication  entitled  "'Once  a  Year,"  and  which  is 
to  be  a  Christmas  annual;  and  a  benefit  concert  at  the  Raleigh  Hotel. 
This  committee  has  been  untiring  in  its  efforts,  and  through  the  gen- 
erous support  of  the  public  the  iinances  of  the  association  have  been 
kept  in  a  healthy  condition. 

Two  auxiliaries  to  the  aid  association  have  been  formed.  One  in 
Georgetown,  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Julia  Pond  by  means  of  a 
cake  sale,  donation  party,  and  sale  of  tickets,  has  added  largely  to  the 
funds  of  the  association. 

The  second,  organized  hy  Mrs.  Rose,  Mrs.  Brown,  and  Mrs.  Jacobs, 
has  added  its  share  by  givmg  card  parties  during  the  winter. 

The  auxiliaries,  aside  from  the  financial  assistance,  have  greatly 
aided  the  association  by  keeping  its  work  before  the  public  and  bring- 
ing its  aims  and  objects  to  the  attention  of  many  who  had  not  before 
been  interested. 

In  closing  the  report  for  the  year  accept  thanks  for  your  generous 
cooperation,  and  trusting  that  the  future  may  bring  greater  success 
for  all,  1  remain.

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BSPOET  OP  THE  ADVISOET  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BATHING  BEACH. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Nirvetnher  ;^^,  190S, 
Gf^tlembn:  The  advisory  committee  on  the  bathing  beach  submits 
the  following  report  respecting  the  conduct  of  that  branch  of  the  Dis- 
trict government. 

The  beach  was  opened  to  bathei's  on  the  1st  day  of  lajst  June  and 
closed  on  the  31st  day  of  last  August. 

RECEIPTS  AND   EXPENDITURES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1903  three  appropriations  for  the  bathing 
beach  were  available,  as  follows: 

For  all  neceeeary  expenses  of  removing  to  and  establishing  the  bathinj?  l>each  on 
the  inner  basin  near  the  present  bathing-beach  site,  to  l)e  available  from  the  fifteenth 
dajr  of  May,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  four  thousand  dollars;  for  care,  operation, 
maintenance,  and  repair  of  bathing  beach,  to  be  exper)ded  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  (>)lumbia,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;#in 
all,  six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  (District  appropriation  act,  approved  Joiy 
1,1902.) 

For  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  floating  baths  to  be  moored  in 
the  tidal  retiervoir  or  the  water  front  of  Washington,  at  such  points  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  be 
immediately  available,  five  thousand  dollars.  (District  appropriation  act,  approved 
March  3,  1903.)^ 

Care,  operation,  maintenance,  and  rt^pair  of  bathing  beach,  to  be  expended  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars.     (District  appropriation  act,  approved  March  3, 1903. ) 

REMOVAL  TO  INNER  BASIN. 

Under  the  first  appropriation  the  removal  of  the  buildings  and  other 
fixtures  from  the  ola  bathing  beach  on  the  tidal  reservoir  and  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  beach  on  tne  inner  basin  was  completed.  This  work 
involved  the  grading  of  a  portion  of  the  inner  basin  over  100  yards 
lon^  about  midway  of  the  southern  border,  for  white  bathers,  and  a 
similar  portion  on  the  northwesterly  border  for  colored  bathers.  Bath 
houses  and  office  accommodations  were  constructed  at  the  former 
locality,  and  a  portion  of  the  bath  houses  removed  from  the  old  basin 
were  erected  at  the  colored  beach.  These  and  others  improvements  at 
these  beaches  required  an  expenditure  of  the  entire  appropriation. 

In  the  report  for  the  yeai'  1^2  reference  was  made  by  this  com- 
mittee to  this  removal.  The  following  cori'espondence  and  map  are 
herewith  submitted,  to  complete  the  record  of  proceedings  in  that 
respect:

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  an  instrument  revoking,  at  the  request 

of  Col.  Theo.  A.  Bingham,  the  officer  in  cbar^  of  public  buildings  and  grounds, 

this  city,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army,  certain 

pemiission  heretofore  granted  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
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adapting  the  inner  bai^in  on  the  Potomac  flatfi  for  a  public  bathing  pool,  and  in  lieu 
thereof  (granting  said  Cominissionerp,  in  connection  with  paid  bathing  pool,  the  use 
of  that  iK>rtion  of  the  Potomac  flata  within  the  dotte<i  lines  as  indicated  on  drawing 
attached  to  said  instrument,  subject  to  the  conditions  therein  pet  forth. 

A  copy  of  Colonel  Bingham's  letter  explaining  reasons  for  this  action  is  al^o  indoned 
herewith.

Mk.  Secretary:  1.  By  sundry  civil  airt  approved  June  28, 1902,  proyision  was  made 
for  the  removal  of  the  bathing  beach  in  this  city  from  ita  former  position  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  tidal  reservoir,  near  the  VVa.«hington  Monument,  thereby  revoking  the 
authority  given  for  the  said  location  in  act  approved  September  26,  1890,  and  in  revo- 
cable pennit  from  the  Sei-retary  of  War  on  June  17,  1891. 

A  new  ItK-ation  was  provided  for  the  bathing  establishment,  to  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  C/omnuHsioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  ami  the  Sei^retary  of  War.  I 
am  not  aware  whether  this  matter  has  been  made  the  subject  of  a  new  permit  from 
the  Secretary  of  War. 

2.  But  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Sei*retary  to  the  fact  that  under  act 
approved  June  11,  1898,  and  jwrmit  from  the  Secretary  of  War  of  November  4,  1896, 
the  Commisnioners  had  years  ago  been  given  permission  to  move  the  bathing  estab- 
lishment to  what  is  called  the  small  tidal  reservoir  in  Potomac  Park. 

The  area  allowed  by  the  Secretary  of  W^ar  in  1896  for  the  purposes  of  the  bathing 
establishment  is  shown  by  the  broken  and  dotted  line  on  plate  1  herewith. 

Since  1896,  however,  two  laws  have  been  passed  which  affect  the  area  permitted 
by  the  St>cretary  of  War  for  the  bathing  estaolishment.  The  first  is  the  area  shown 
on  plate  1  crossed  with  blue  lines,  mentioned  in  act  approved  March  3,  1899  (Public, 
No.  222),  which  was  set  aside  b^^*  the  congressional  committee  by  my  request,  with 
the  int4»nti<)n  that  it  should  be  utilized  ad  a  United  States  landing  place  for  the  Pres- 
ident or  any  other  similar  purpose.  The  second  is  the  area  shown  on  plate  1  marked 
by  red  lines,  which  is  a  part  of  Potomac  Park,  the  improvement  of  which  is  provided 
for  in  sundry  civil  act  approved  June  28,  1902. 

3.  The  bathing  establishment  has  already  been  removed  from  its  former  location, 
partly  to  the  north  side  of  the  small  tidal  reservoir  and  partly  to  the  southwest  side. 
In  orcier,  therefore,  that  there  may  be  no  conflict  in  the  various  permits  which  have 
been  is.sue<l  by  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  benefit  of  the  bathing  establishment,  I 
have  the  honor  to  retpiest  that  the  revocable  permit  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
Novenilwr  4,  1896,  may  be  revoked,  and  a  new  pennit  issued  covering  the  same  area 
as  before,  except  for  the  two  portions  now  otherwise  provided  for  by  law.

Whereas,  by  an  instrument  dated  November  4,  1896,  the  Secretary  of  War 
approved  the  plan  submitted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
adapting  the  inner  basin  on  the  Potomac  Flats  for  a  public  bathing  pool,  under  an  item 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  act  approved  June  11,  1896; 

And  whereas  the  Secretary  of  War  also  granted  permission,  revocable  at  will  ly 
the  Secretary  of  War,  for  the  use,  in  connection  with  said  bathing  pool,  of  that  poi^ 
tion  of  the  Potomac  Flats  described  in  an  extract  from  a  letter  from  the  superintendent 
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of  the  bathing  beach  dated  September  12,  1896,  and  as  indicatefl  upon  a  drawing — 
both  of  which  are  attached  to  said  instrument ; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  said  revocable  permit  should  l)e  modified  so  as 
to  exclude  therefrom  a  portion  of  the  land  covered  tnerebv ; 

Now,  therefore,  this  is  to  certify  that  the  Secretary  of  War  hereby  revokes  said 
permission  to  use  the  land  covered  b^  said  instrument  of  November  4,  1896,  and  in 
lieu  thereof  hereby  grants  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  permission, 
revocable  at  will  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  use,  in  connection  with  said  bathing 
pool,  that  portion  of  the  Potomac  Flats  within  the  dotted  lines  as  indicated  on  the 
drawing  attached  hereto,  and  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  point  marked  **Z"  on  the  attached  drawing,  in  the 
middle  of  the  northern  mouth  of  the  channel  connecting  the  large  tidal  reservoir 
with  the  inner  basin  or  small  tidal  reservoir,  and  extending  along  the  the  center  of 
said  channel  adistance  of  about  120  feet  to  the  point  marked^*  M;"  thence  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  in  a  straight  line  400  feet  to  the  point  marked  **N ;"  thence  in  a 
westerly  direction  by  a  straight  line  675  feet  to  the  point  marked  **F;"  thence  in  a 
true  northerly  direction  by  a  straight  line  350  feet  to  the  point  marked  **E;"  thence 
in  a  northeasterly  direction  along  a  straight  line  parallel  to  the  northwest  bank  of 
the  small  tidal  reservoir  1,115  fwt  to  the  point  marked  **  D;**  and  thence  by  a  straight 
line  in  a  southerly  direction  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

This  permission  is  granted  upon  the  following  provisions  and  conditions: 

1.  That  the  bathing  pool  shall  l)e  established  along  the  general  lines  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  scheme  contained  in  the  extract  of  the  letter  from  the  super- 
intendent of  the  bathing  beach,  attached  to  the  revocable  permit  of  Noveml)er  4, 
1896,  which  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  so  far  as  the  name  shall 
conform  to  the  area  covered  in  this  permit. 

2.  That  the  United  States  shall  not  be  bound  in  any  case  whatever  on  account  of 
this  permit  to  make  any  fill  or  excavation  in  connection  with  the  said  bathing  pool 
or  its  appurtenances. 

3.  That  the  work  to  be  done  under  this  instrument  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  War.

FLOATING   BATHS. 

Under  the  appropriation  for  constructing  floating  baths,  two  floating 
haths  were  constructed,  launched,  and  placed  in  working  order.  Both 
of  these  baths  were  located  on  the  northern  border  of  tne  tidal  reser- 
voir, contiguous  to  the  bathing  beach  on  the  inner  basin.  The  tank 
of  the  larger  of  them  is  60  feet  long  bj^  30  feet  wide,  divided  into  two 
bathing  pools,  one  of  which  is  42  by  30  feet,  and  4  feet  deep,  and  the 
•other  30  bv  18  feet,  and  2  feet  6  inches  deep,  and  was  used  by  wliite 
bathers.  The  tank  in  the  other  is  44  by  22  feet,  divided  into  two 
pools  32  by  22  feet,  and  4  feet  deep,  and  22'by  12  feet,  and  2  feet  6  inches 
deep,  respectively,  and  used  by  colored  bathers. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  construction  and  putting  these  float- 
ing baths  into  service,  and  for  their  care  and  maintenance  up  to 
November  1,  1903,  was  $3,841.30,  $365.72  of  that  amount  being  for 
attendants  and  $181.68  for  labor  and  miscellaneous  purposes. 

Pursuant  to  the  before-mentioned  authority  granted  the  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Secretary  of  War  to  moor  floating  baths  in  the  tidal 
reservoir,  a  si>ace  400  feet  long,  extending  out  into  the  reservoir  200  feet 
from  the  retaining  wall  of  the  reservoir,  and  beginning  at  a  point  500 
feet  west  of  the  inlet  to  the  inner  basin,  as  shown  on  the  accompany- 
ing plat,  was  designated  by  said  officials  for  that  purpose,  as  appears 
by  tne  following  correspondence:

Sir:  The  committee  on  the  bathing  beach  has  the  honor  to  recommend  that  steps 
be  taken  with  the  object  of  effecting  an  agreement  with  the  Secretary  of  War  to  des- 
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DrawiiiK  referred  to  In  amencied  permit  of  November  25,  1902. 
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ignate  a  portion  of  the  tidal  reservoir,  near  the  bath  houses  on  the  inner  bathing 
beach,  for  public  bathing  purposes  under  the  provisions  of  the  sundry  civil  appropria- 
tion law  of  June  28,  1902.  It  is  desirable  that  the  additional  bathing  facilities  herein 
suggested  be  acquired  if  practicable,  in  order  that  the  cooler  waters  of  the  tidal  reser- 
voir may  be  available  in  extremely  warm  weather,  as  well  as  the  larger  opportunity 
this  body  of  water  offers  for  expert  swimmers.

Sir:  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  have  the  honor  to  ask  your 
i^reement  to  the  use,  for  public  bathing  purposes,  of  the  portion  of  the  tidal  reser- 
voir in  Potomac  Park  400  feet  long  by  200  feet  wide,  next  to  the  retaining  wall  of 
said  reservoir  and  beginning  at  a  point  500  feet  west  of  the  inlet  to  the  inner  basin, 
as  shown  on  the  accompanying  plat.  The  Commissioners  desire  to  place  at  that 
point  barges  or  other  floats  constructed  to  carry  dressing  rooms  and  other  conveniences 
for  the  accommodation  of  bathers,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Commissioners  may 
make  for  the  preservation  of  peace,  order,  and  proper  sanitary  conditions. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  such  an  agreement  is  authorized  by  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph  in  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  law  approved  June  28.  1902: 

*'Proinded,  That  the  authority  given  the  Oommissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
by  act  approved  September  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  *  To  con- 
struct a  beach  and  dressing  houses  upon  the  east  shore  of  the  tidal  reservoir  against 
the  Washington  Monument  grounds,'  is  hereby  revoked^  and  they  are  directed  to 
remove  immediately  said  bath  houses,  floats,  wharves,  pipes,  and  so  forth,  either  to 
such  other  point  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  tne  Secretary  of  War,  or 
to  barees  constructed  to  carry  dressing  rooms,  which  may  be  anchored  at  such  point 
around  an  inclosed  water  space,  or  alon^  the  shore,  as  may  be  agreed  on  between 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  said  Commissioners." 

Pursuant  to  a  provision  in  the  District  appropriation  law  approved  July  1, 1902,  as 
follows: 

**  For  all  necessary  expenses  of  removing  to  and  establishing  the  bathing  beach  on 
the  inner  basin  near  the  present  bathing  beach  site,  to  be  available  from  the  15th 
day  of  May,  1902,  $4,000  '^— 

bath  house  accommodations  have  been  erected  on  the  border  of  the  inner  basin,  and 
other  works  are  in  progress  to  effect  the  object  of  that  appropriation ;  but  it  is  believed 
that  a  large  class  of  patrons,  including  expert  swimmers  generally,  would  prefer  the 
more  extended  bathing  facilities,  and  cooler  water  during  the  heated  term,  which 
the  contiguous  tidal  reservoir  would  afford.

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BOATHOUSE   ON    INLET. 

The  Secretary  of  War  consented  to  the  location  of  a  boathouse  on 
the  inlet  between  the  tidal  reservoir  and  the  inner  basin,  and  a  struc- 
ture of  that  kind  was  located,  as  appears  in  the  following  correspondence 
(L.  R.  230791-128  C.  O.): 

November  10,  1902. 

Gentlemen:  The  committee  on  the  bathing  beach  has  considered  the  offers  of 
M.  N.  Hekimian  and  James  H.  Hollis,  relative  to  the  privilegt*  of  keeping  boats  and 
skates  for  hire  and  selling  fish  bait,  at  a  point  on  the  shore  of  the  inlet  to  the  inner 
basin  on  Potomac  Flats,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  proposition  of  Mr.  Hekimian  is,  substantially,  to  build  a  house  to  cost  about 
$600  and  give  it  to  the  District  of  Columbia  on  condition  that  he  have  the  exclusive 
privilege  of  occupying  said  boathouse,  renting  boats  and  skates,  and  selling  fish  bait 
thereat  for  six  years,  without  charge  jfor  such  privilege;  or,  if  the  District  build  the 
bouse,  to  pay  $110  yearly  rent. 

Mr.  Hollis  offers  to  pay  $100  per  annum  in  advance  for  the  exclusive  privilege  of 
catching  bait  and  hirmg  boats,  if  the  Distrct  will  build  a  l>oathouse,  and  $75  per 
annum  for  the  privilege  under  present  conditions. 

The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  first  proposition  of  Mr.  Hekimian  is  the 
most  advantageous  one,  for  the  reason  that  the  District  of  Columbia  has  no  funds 
with  which  to  erect  a  suitable  boathouse,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  an  appropria- 
tion can  be  obtained  for  that  purpose.  If  Mr.  Hekimian  should  build  the  house  the 
District  would  at  the  end  of  six  years  come  into  possession  of  a  very  suitable  struc- 
ture which  would  thereafter  produce  a  material  income  to  the  District.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  either  the  first  offer  of  Mr.  Hollis  or  the  second  proposition  of  Mr. 
Hekimian  should  be  accepted,  it  would  entail  on  the  District  the  cost  of  the  boat- 
house,  or  as  an  alternative,  less  rent.  The  rent  in  either  case  will  be  paid  into  the 
United  States  Treasury,  and  can  not  be  directly  used  by  the  bathing  beach. 

The  committee  recommends  the  acceptance  of  Mr.  Hekimian's  offer,  subject  to  the 
consent  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  U.  8.  Army,  on  condition  that  he  shall  agree  in 
writing  to  waive  all  claims  for  datnages  or  recompense  against  the  United  States  or 
the  District  of  Columbia  in  case  the  privilege  thus  granted  him  should  be  revoked 
for  any  of  the  following  causes,  viz:  Action  by  Congress,  or  by  any  duly  authorized 
officers  of  the  United  States  Government  in  conformity  with  law,  or  on  account  of 
any  conduct  of  his  own  contrary  to  law,  the  condition  of  nis  privilege,  or  to  the  orders 
of  the  Commissioners;  and  that  he  will  surrender  the  premises  at  any  time  on  thirty 
days'  notice. 

He  should  further  agree  that  in  c«se  the  Commissioners  should  revoke  or  curtail 
his  privilege  as  stated  above,  for  any  other  than  the  foregoing  causes,  he  will  accept 
such  compensation  for  the  unfinished  term  of  his  privilege  as  the  Commissioners  may 
deem  practicable  and  proper.

Dear  Sir:  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  have  the  honor  to 
transmit  herewith  a  report  made  to  them  by  the  advisory  committee  on  the  bathing 
beach  in  this  city,  recommending  the  acceptance  of  a  pro})08al  to  build  a  boathouse 
on  the  westwardly  shore  of  the  inlet  to  the  inner  basin  on  the  Potomac  Flats,  subject 
to  the  assent  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers.  The  proposed  structure  and  its  appurtenances 
are  designed  as  an  adjunct  to  the  bathing  beach  in  that  vicinity,  the  bath  houses  for 
which  have  already  been  erected. 

As  the  proposed  boathouse  would  be  a  somewhat  conspicuous  feature  of  the  land- 
scape, the  committee  deemed  it  advisable  that  the  views  of  the  officers  in  charge  of 
the  improvement  of  the  Potomac  Park  and  the  contiguous  Monument  grounds  should 
be  considered  in  that  connection  l^efore  final  action  should  be  taken  on  the  proposal  to 
erect  it,  and  in  this  the  Commissioners  concur.

leaving  a  balance  of  about  $1,100  to  provide  for  any  improvements  and 
repairs,  and  for  the  attendants  for  the  period  which  will  elapse  before 
the  appropi'iation  for  1904  will  be  available.  As  it  will  be  necessary 
to  inaKe  considerable  expenditure  in  removing  the  grass  from  the 
inner  basin  and  otherwise  improving  it,  the  foregoing  amoimt  will  not 
more  than  suflSce  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it. 
The  supervisory  and  attendant  force  at  the  beach  was  as  follows:

ATTENDANCE. 

The  total  attendance  during  the  season  was  33,496,  or  8,649  less 
than  during  the  season  of  1902.  This  diminution  in  the  attendance 
was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  weather  was  exceptionally  cool 
nearly  all  summer,  and  frequently  too  cold  for  comfortable  bauiing. 
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If  it  should  be  deemed  advisable  to  transfer  the  floating  baths  from 
the  outer  basin  to  some  point  or  points  on  the  river  front  contiguous 
to  the  more  densely  populated  sections  of  the  city,  and  save  the  bath- 
ing public  at  those  places  the  inconvenience  and  expense  of  traveling 
to  the  present  more  remote  locality,  the  floating  platf onus,  for  the  use 
of  expert  swimmers,  mav  be  placed  in  the  outer  basin  in  lieu  of  the 
floating  baths  so  removed. 

The  dressing  houses  should  be  enlarged  before  next  season.  The 
Umited  facilities  they  offered  the  past  season  was  a  source  of  much 
embarrassment,  and  materially  restricted  the  number  of  persons  who 
could  avail  themselves  of  the  bathing-beach  privileges.  Many  who 
desired  to  bathe  found  it  impracticable  to  get  dressing  rooms.  That 
was  another  reason  for  the  diminution  in  the  season's  attendance. 

Attention  is  again  invited  to  the  desirability  of  establishing  all-year 
baths,  which  might  also  be  available  as  places  of  instruction  tor  pupils 
of  public  schools  as  part  of  the  course  of  athletic  instruction. 

No  swimining  or  natatorial  contests  occun'ed  at  the  beach  this  sea- 
son, but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  resumed  next  year,  as  they  are  a 
marked  incentive  to  the  younger  patrons  to  develop  skill  in  the  more 
useful  phases  of  the  art. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  bathing  beach  is  herewith 
transmitted.

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EEPORT  OF  THE  STIPEEIHTENDEKT  OP  THE  fiATHIHG  BEACH. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Septeinher  9 ^  190S. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following,  in  company 
with  a  statement  of  estimates  of  this  date,  as  my  annual  report  on  the 
bathing  beach  for  the  fiscal  year  1904. 

The  total  number  of  bathers  registered  this  season  is  33,496.  Of 
these  26,583  were  white  males,  433  females,  and  6,480  colored.  There 
were  17  rescues  from  drowning  and  not  a  life  lost.  There  were  three 
bicycles  stolen  early  in  the  season,  from  those  loosely  scattered  on  the 
ground  unlocked.  1  understand  that  all  of  these  were  recovered  by 
the  police  department.  One  arrest  for  stealing  wheels  stopped  it. 
There  ha.s  been  but  very  little  disorderly  conduct.  For  tnat  two 
arrests  were  made.  There  were  only  two  thefts  from  the  lockers,  and 
these  of  ver}^  small  amounts,  traceable  to  room  companions.  In  a  few 
instances  boys  lost  portions  of  their  clothing  by  hurry  and  carele^- 
ness,  but  most  of  those  articles  were  found,  brought  into  the  office, 
and  returned  to  the  owners.  Some  provision  should  be  made  for  stor- 
ing wheels,  so  that  they  shall  not  be  scattered  all  over  the  premises. 
A  suitable  shed  might  be  made  with  iticks  for  200  for  about  $250,  and 
a  boy  to  check  them  would  cost  $75  a  season.  But  the  query  comes, 
Why  should  the  bathing  beat^h  be  to  this  expense  when  no  other  estab- 
lishment in  the  city  does  it?  Every  owner  of  a  wheel  can  get  a  lock 
for  a  few  cents,  to  use  at  any  stopping,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  good 
racks  are  all  that  should  be  required. 

For  a  number  of  years  past  the  rescues  have  averaged  very  nearly 
one  to  the  thousand  Dathers,  but  this  season  the  ratio  has  been  reduced 
to  one-half  of  one  to  the  thousand;  and  when  this  inner  basin  is  per- 
fected there  will  be  little  need  of  any  life  guards.  The  amount  of 
receipts  for  the  use  of  bathing  suits  and  private  dressing  rooms  is 
$387.85,  and  $100  have  thus  far  oeen  received  from  Mr.  Hekimian  for 
rent  of  the  refreshment  stand,  $50  yet  remaining  to  be  paid  in  Janu- 
ary. Mr.  Hekimian  has  also  built  a  boathouse  and  given  it  to  the 
bathing  beach  to  pay  for  rent  of  the  same  and  for  tne  right  to  sell 
fishing  bait  at  the  beach  for  a  term  of  years.  The  veiy  low  number 
of  patrons  this  season  is  due  to  a  number  of  obstacles: 

(1)  The  disturbed  condition  of  the  approaches  due  to  building  the 
new  speedway,  which  runs  from  the  foot  of  Seventeenth  street  directly 
beside  the  swimming  lake. 

(2)  The  unusually  cool  and  rainy  weather  which  has  rendered  out- 
door bathing  uncomfortable. 

(3)  Prejuaice  against  the  present  inclosed  lake  on  the  supposition 
that  water  which  is  not  permitted  to  run  freely  is  stagnant  in  an 
unhealthy  sense.  This  has  been  proven  to  be  untrue  by  tests  made 
by  the  board  of  health. 
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Every  day  this  season  the  water  of  the  inner  basin  has  been  cleaner 
and  heaJthier  for  bathing  than  the  open  river  water  outside.  This  is 
the  verdict  of  thousands  who  had  the  opportunity  to  try  both.  At 
first  the  floating  baths  in  the  open  water  were  favored  by  many  because 
of  the  statements  against  the  mner  basin  made  by  some  of  the  papers, 
but  the  evidence  of  their  own  eyes  and  actual  trial  proved  the  clear 
water,  the  sandy  bottom,  and  the  shady  shores  of  the  basin  to  be  so 
far  preferable  that  near  the  end  of  the  season  not  one  in  a  hundred 
went  to  the  floating  baths  at  all.  The  grass  and  weeds  growing  in  the 
basin  are  seriously  objectionable,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  root  them 
out  and,  by  covering  the  whole  bottom  with  sand,  to  prevent  their 
further  growth  before  another  bathing  season. 

4.  On  the  boathouse  there  was  a  flag  pole  not  connected  with  the 
ground.  That  pole  was  struck  by  lightning,  which  tore  a  track  down 
the  front  of  the  house  and  passing  through  the  crowd  to  a  water  pipe 
it  killed  one  man,  seriously  injured  three  others,  knocked  down  a  great 
many,  but  it  did  no  injury  to  the  60  or  70  bathers  who  were  in  the 
water  nor  to  an^^one  on  the  bathing  premises. 

I  think  it  worthy  of  honorable  mention  that  Henry  Ransom,  one  of 
the  life  guards  at  the  beach,  at  his  own  instance,  ran  through  the  pour- 
ing rain,  in  his  bathing  suit,  and  conveyed  the  first  information  of 
this  catastrophe  to  the  Emergency  Hospital.  There  was  a  quick 
response  to  his  call.  Mr.  Arba  N.  Tindall,  a  former  ofl^cial  of  the 
beach,  who  had  been  in  bathing,  hastened  to  the  boat  house  and  ren- 
dered commendable  service  in  resuscitating  those  who  had  been  ren- 
dered unconscious,  using  the  efficient  methods  practiced  at  the  l>cach, 
in  which  he  was  earnestly  assisted  bj'  Mr.  Frank  B.  White,  a  life  guard 
at  the  beach,  and  others. 

Now,  in  spite  of  all  these  obstacles,  the  beach  is  so  popular  that  on 
the  very  few  hot  days  which  thei*e  have  been  this  season  the  dressing 
rooms  were  crowded  and  wholly  inadequate  to  the  demand,  and  about 
three  weeks  ago  on  a  Sunday  was  made  the  highest  record  ever  attained 
by  the  beach,  1,394.  The  present  high,  broad  spreading  roofs  are  not 
well  adapted  to  admit  light  and  air  inside.  The  room  is  dark  and 
gloomy,  Doxing  a  large  volume  of  stagnant  air  that  becomes  verv 
unpleasant  when  hundreds  of  bathing  suits  are  wrung  in  it.  The  buila- 
ing  is  60  feet  wide  and  42  feet  long,  and  the  main  light  comes  in  at  the 
west  end.  Here  is  where  the  house  must  be  extended  to  three  times 
its  present  length,  and  that  would  carry  these  windows  so  far  away 
that  there  would  be  only  twilight  at  noon  in  the  middle  aisle.  There 
should  be  a  single  shed  roof  over  each  aisle,  12  feet  high  at  the  ridge 
and  10  feet  high  at  the  gutters,  with  windows  all  along  the  south  side 
above  the  roof  to  receive  the  summer  breeze.  This  would  give  plenty 
of  light  and  fresh  air  to  every  aisle,  even  if  the  house  was  a  mile  long, 
and  it  would  not  cost  one- half  as  much  per  capita  of  accommodations 
as  the  present  structure. 

But  probably  the  greatest  cause  of  annoyance  at  the  beach  has  always 
been  the  unsafe  keeping  of  clothes  and  valuables  in  the  dressing  rooms. 
This  season  expensive  locks  were  provided,  of  which  no  two  keys  in 
1,500  would  operate  any  one  lock.  Every  day  some  of  these  were 
broken  by  careless  or  stupid  persons;  so  we  had  to  return  to  the  old 
plan  of  giving  out  no  keys,  but  sending  a  key  boy  with  each  bather  to 
unlock  and  lock  doors.  This  trusts  everything  to  the  honesty  of  the 
key  boys  and  is  very  slow.     After  years  of  study  I  suggested  a  simple 
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device  whereby  one  man  at  a  switchboard  can  operate  every  lock  in  an 
ainie  and  there  will  be  no  keys.  The  door  can  not  be  unlocked  except- 
ing by  the  switchboard,  and  the  switchman  has  no  business  anywhere  but 
in  nis  seat,  so  shivering  lathers  don't  have  to  wait  to  hunt  him  up.  The 
device  costs  less  installed  than  the  present  locks  and  would  enable  one 
operator  to  attend  ten  times  as  many  as  he  now  can,  and  no  possibility 
of  thieving  without  bursting  open  the  doors,  which  are  all  in  sight  of 
the  switchman.  This  system  was  not  adopted,  l)ut  I  still  recommend 
it.  In  crowded  times  every  employee  is  pushed  to  his  full  ability  and 
eveiything  should  be  designed  for  the  greatest  convenience.  If  our 
patrons  would  an^ange  themselves  to  fit  our  accommodations  and  come, 
so  many  men,  so  many  neatly  dressed  boys,  so  many  ragamuffins,  so 
many  women,  so  many  young  girls,  so  many  colored,  so  many  free,  so 
many  to  hire  suits,  and  so  many  very  nice  people  who  want  each  a 
private  room,  our  present  facilities  would  accommodate  300,000  in  a 
season.  But  they  come  in  crowds  on  hot  days  and  all  want  immediate 
attention. 

The  ladies'  house  is^veiy  inconveniently  located.  It  should  be  placed 
in  harmonv  with  the  rest  of  the  system,  directly  beside  the  clothes  yard, 
where  the  laundry  women  can  attend  it  with  less  waste  of  time  and  labor. 
By  moving  that  and  the  refreshment  stand  to  locations  better  for  both, 
the  view  of  the  water  will  be  left  open  to  spectators  on  the  board  walk 
and  in  the  grove.  Right  where  these  two  houses  are  I  would  like  to 
erect  gymnastic  appliances  suitable  for  outdoor  use,  and  provide  seat* 
in  the  grove  where  parents  and  friends  could  sit  in  the  shade  and  watch 
the  antics  of  the  bathers  as  well  as  the  performances  of  the  gymnast^ 
while  enjoying  the  cool  breeze  and  the  beautiful  view  across  the  water. 
I  need  not  now  repeat  the  description  of  the  wharf  and  fences  which 
are  to  surround  the  triangle  of  deep  water  separating  it  from  the  great 
area  of  wading  playground,  so  that  no  one  can  get  into  it  accidentellr, 
and  to  insure  complete  circulation  every  time  the  water  is  changed,  and 
I  have  presented  as  a  part  of  this  report  a  somewhat  detailed  estimate 
showing  that  very  much  ofthe  improvements  needed  can  be  had  and 
the  beach  can  be  maintained  during  the  coming  season  by  the  expendi- 
ture of  $10,000. 

This  is  the  only  clean  water  front  of  any  extent  near  the  city  that 
may  be  safely  approached  by  ladies,  and  it  is  becoming  a  resort  for  pedes- 
trians as  well  as  for  the  various  wheeled  turn-outs.  Properly  trimmed 
up,  the  walks  and  drive  around  this  lake  will  become  one  of  the  pret- 
tiest breathing  spots  near  Washington,  and  in  behalf  of  thousands  of 
enthusiastic  admirers  of  nature  I  ask  for  the  appropriation  as  above 
stated.

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EEPORT  OP  THE  SEALEB  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASTJEES. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October^,  190S, 
Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  together  with  the  reports  of 
the  inspectors  of  the  several  divisions  of  this  department  (boilers,  lum- 
ber, wood,  flour,  and  public  hay  scales)  and  the  market  masters. 

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  educating  the  people  in  the 
use  of  sealed  measures  and  scales,  and  instead  of  feeling  that  the  inspec- 
tions made  by  this  office,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  are  a  burden,  the 
dealers  appear  to  realize  and  to  appreciate  the  benefits  accruing  to  them, 
which  is  evidenced  by  the  frequent  requests  for  special  inspections,  if 
there  is  any  doubt  in  their  minds  as  to  the  accuracy  of  their  scales. 
The  work  increases  each  year  by  reason  of  these  calls  for  special  inspec- 
tions, which  are  made  with  due  promptness  on  our  part. 

In  canvassing  the  District  in  the  testing  and  sealing  of  scales, 
weights,  and  measures,  the  necessity  of  the  office  for  the  public  good 
is  fully  demouvstrated.  Vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  assistants  is  most 
important,  as  many  different  methods  are  resorted  to  in  an  endeavor 
to  deceive  the  public  and  the  office.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  these 
conditions  can  be  coped  with  to  the  extent  of  abolishing  dishonesty  in 
this  line,  but  when  it  is  considered  that  there  are  only  three  officials  in 
this  office  to  give  their  time  and  attention  to  the  work,  we  feel  that 
good  results  have  been  accomplished. 

The  regulation  of  the  sale  of  all  kinds  of  provisions,  where  we  find 
short  weight  given  on  account  of  the  close  competition,  and  also  in 
some  cases  a  desire  to  increase  the  profits  at  the  expense  ojF  the  public, 
is  of  great  importance,  and  we  have  accomplished  a  number  of  reforms 
in  this  line  of  our  investigations.  In  some  cases  it  has  been  necessary 
to  have  the  interested  parties  appear  in  police  court  before  they  could 
be  made  to  understand  that  the  laws  must  be  respected  and  obeyed. 

OIL. 

Short-measure  oil  has  been  a  source  of  many  complaints.  About 
two  years  ago  we  took  this  matter  up  and  found  the  conditions  then 
existing  veiy  unsatisfactory.  Several  prosecutions  in  the  police  court 
followed  our  investigations,  in  which  the  office  was  fully  sustained. 
With  the  cooperation  of  the  managers  of  the  several  oil  companies,  we 
have  caused  old  measures  to  be  abandoned  and  replaced  by  new  ones 
made  on  a  different  model,  the  bottoms  of  the  measures  bein^  made 
either  straight  or  concave  instead  of  convex;  heavier  fuaterial  is  used, 
and  more  care  taken  in  handling  to  prevent  indentation  of  measures, 
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which,  of  courso,  has  its  etfect  on  the  capacity  of  the  measure.  More 
care  is  also  taken  in  filling  the  measures  or  cans  used  as  measures. 
While  complaints  of  short-measure  oil  are  not  so  numerous  as  hereto- 
fore, the  present  conditions  are  by  no  means  satisfactory,  and  the 
matter  will  continue  to  receive  our  attention  and  be  investigated  from 
time  to  time. 

CHIPPED   BEEF. 

This  office  discovered  during  the  past  year  that  dried  chipped  beef 
put  up  in  small  boxes  to  supply  the  retail  trade  was  being  put  up  of 
different  weights,  some  boxes  containing  a  full  half  pound  while  others 
contained  only  from  5^  to  6  ounces.  In  the  latter  case  the  dealers 
claimed  that  they  were  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  inasmuch  as  they 
sold  *'by  the  box"  and  did  not  represent  to  sell  by  weight.  A  circu- 
lar letter  was  issued  and  sent  to  each  of  the  dealers,  calling  attention 
to  a  section  of  the  law  creating  this  office  and  defining  its  duties,  which 
says  that  ''all  meats  sold  within  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  sold 
by  weight  and  on  scales  dulv  tested  by  the  sealer  or  his  assistant."  A 
hearing  was  granted  several  of  the  dealers,  who  stated  that  the  beef  if 
put  up  in  full  net  weight  one-half  pound  boxes  would  retail  for  13 
cents  (an  uneven  amount  of  money),  and  that  the  public  desired  a  box 
of  beef  that  could  be  purchased  for  10  cents  (an  even  amount),  and 
that  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  a  public  and  popular  demand 
they  put  ''  10  cents  worth  "  or  6  ounces  of  beef  in  the  box.  The  office 
maintained  its  attitude  in  insisting  that  the  practice  was  misleading, 
inasmuch  as  the  public  in  general  believed  the  boxes  to  contain  one- 
half  pound  of  beef,  net  weight.  The  office,  however,  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  dealers  would  be  allowed  to  sell  6  ounces  of  beef  in  a  ooxif 
the  box  was  plainly  marked  with  its  correct  weight.  The  question  wa.s 
referred,  unofficially,  to  the  corporation  counsel,  who  stated  that  such 
a  method  could  be  practiced.  Since  that  time  dried  chipped  beef  put 
on  the  market  in  boxes  to  sell  for  10  cents  contains  this  wording  in 
lK)ld  letters,  ''This  box  contains  6  ounces  of  dried  chipped  beef." 

We  have  a  route  established  for  almost  every  day  in  the  year,  an 
average  of  thirty  to  forty  stores  to  be  visited  daily.  These  route 
cards  are  filled  out  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  visited, 
and  when  completed  show  inspections  for  four  years,  when  they  are 
replaced  b}^  new  cards.  When  the  assistant  enters  a  certain  premises, 
unless  it  is  a  place  which  has  been  opened  since  his  previous  trip  in 
that  locality,  he  has  before  him  a  record  of  the  inspection  made  on  his 
last  visit  te  the  place,  and  if  a  scale  reported  at  that  time  is  not  in  evi- 
dence he  makes  inquiiT  as  to  where  it  is  or  what  has  been  done  with 
it,  and  notes  on  his  card  the  reason  for  not  inspecting  same.  Of  course 
he  is  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  new  scales,  weights,  and  measures 
at  these  places.  When  these  cards  are  given  to  him  in  the  morning 
they  are  numbered  consecutively,  and  each  is  accompanied  by  a  receipt, 
which  receipt  is  turned  in  again  in  the  evening  when  he  makes  his 
report  if  he  finds  the  place  closed  or  for  any  reason  doe^  not  make  a 
collection.  If  an  inspection  is  made  and  fee  collected,  the  receipt  is 
left  with  the  person  in  charge  of  the  store.  The  inspections  made  and 
fees  collected  are  then  checked  up  in  the  office  wnen  the  inspector 
makes  his  returns  for  the  day  and  a  receipt  given  him  for  his  collections. 
The  inspections  and  fees  are  then  entered  on  a  record  book  in  alpha- 
betical order  and  entered  again  on  a  card  record,  the  latter  adopted 
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and  put  into  use  during  t^e  past  year.  A  cash  book  is  kept,  and  the 
receipts  deposited  daily  with  the  collector  of  taxes,  every  precaution 
being  taken  to  avoid  errors,  and  in  case  of  any  to  make  it  possible  to 
trace  them  as  quickly  and  as  easily  as  possible. 

It  is  estimated  that  first  assistant,  Mr.  Howe,  and  the  laborer  have 
traveled  55  miles  per  week,  or  2,860  miles  during  the  year,  with  the 
wagon,  carrying  from  200  to  2,000  pounds  of  test  weights,  and  that 
second  assistant,  Mr.  Schoenthal,  has  traveled  30  miles  per  week, 
or  1,560  miles  during  the  year,  on  the  street  car  and  on  foot,  carry- 
ing with  him  a  case  containing  15  pounds  of  test  weights — a  total 
estimate.of  4,420  miles  traveled  during  the  year. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  this  office,  your  honorable  board 
ordered  a  semiannual  instead  of  a  quarterly  inspection  of  spring  bal- 
ance scales.  The  fees  of  the  office  will  be  reduced  thereby  several 
hundred  dollars,  but  time  will  be' given  for  inspection  in  other  lines 
of  our  work  which  have  needed  attention.

MARKETS. 

The  District  markets  having  been  placed  under  the  supervision  of  this 
office,  considerable  personal  time  ana  attention  was  given  to  familiarize 
myself  with  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  the  several  buildings. 

The  receipts  of  the  Georji^etown  market  are  not  sufficient  to  take 
care  of  the  necessary  expenses  for  its  care.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  country  people,  for  better  conditions  and  more  trade,  have  sought 
other  markets;  also  as  the  citv  grows,  grocery  stores  are  opened  up 
to  accommodate  the  neighborhood  trade,  and  in  most  cases  these  stores 
otfer  for  sale  vegetables  and  fruits  which  are  purchased  at  our  whole- 
sale markets.  While  direct  trade  appears  to  nave  drifted  away  froj^ 
our  countrymen,  in  a  measure  it  is  not  lost  to  Washington,  but  merely 
a  change  or  method  in  the  purchase  exists.  To  more  fully  aooommodate 
the  countrymen  at  this  market  your  honorable  board  recently  issued 
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an  order  granting  the  reservation  of  a  space  on  M  streef  to  the  country 
people  for  the  msplay  and  sale  of  their  products.  A  parking  place 
Deing  open  on  Potomac  street  for  their  teams,  there  will  be  no  material 
congestion  on  M  street.  The  success  of  the  market  depends  upon  the 
patronage  of  the  people  in  the  locality,  and  the  matter  now  rests  with 
the  citizens  of  West  Washington  whether  they  will  give  it  the  patron- 
age 80  that  you  will  be  justified  in  authorizing  further  improvements. 

1  am  convinced  that  improvements  can  l^  made  whicn  would  place 
the  Georgetown  market  in  a  very  desirable  condition  to  serve  the  trade, 
including  a  proper  protection  to  the  country  people  as  well  as  toothers. 
My  understanding  is  that  you  desire  that  tne  market  should  be  self- 
sustaining  at  least,  and,  therefore,  1  do  not  care  at  this  time  to  njake 
any  recommendations  that  will  increase  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
Georgetown  market  until  I  am  assured  of  the  fact  that  there  is  real 
need  for  additional  expenditures  and  that  ample  benefits  will  be  derived 
therefrom.  Cleanliness  is  a  most  important  factor  and  most  essential 
to  a  market.  I  have  directed  the  market  masters'  attention  to  this  and 
shall  insist  that  the  regulations  governing  the  markets  be  complied 
with.  The  annual  report  of  the  market  master  of  the  Western  market 
shows  the  market  in  better  condition,  both  financially  and  in  general 
appearance,  than  ever  before  in  its  history,  and  the  receipts  exceed 
t£ose  of  the  preceding  year  $146.65.  The  general  appearance  of  the 
market  is  good,  but  some  repairs  are  necessary.  The  market  master 
of  the  Eiastem  market  recommends  an  enlargement  of  the  present 
market  house  and  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  dealers  in  this 
market  take  pride  in  making  their  stalls  attractive  as  well  as  keeping 
them  in  a  cleanly  condition.  A  report  on  his  recommendation  for  an 
addition  to  the  market  house  will  he  submitted  later.

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WOOD. 

Numerous  complaints,  both  verbal  and  in  writing,  in  regard  to  the 
shortage  in  the  measurement  of  wood  delivered  to  consumers  have 
received  my  pjei-sonal  attention,  and  my  investigations  lead  me  to  say 
that  the  quantity  of  wood  so  delivered  by  the  dealers  is  the  full  meas- 
urement ordered  and  to  which  the  purchaser  is  entitled.  The  legal 
cord  of  wood  that  is  delivered  by  the  producer  to  the  wholesale  deal- 
ers in  wood  in  the  District  of  Columbia  is  138  cubic  feet,  12f  per  cent 
more  than  in  other  States,  while  the  dealers  are  only  compelled  to  sell 
128  cubic  feet  (a  regular  cord).  Competition  has  compelled  the  deal- 
ers to  sell  as  much  as  they  receive  per  cord.  A  uniform  measurement 
from  150  to  155  feet  is  generally  used  for  wood  that  is  sawed,  or  sawed 
and  split.  In  company  with  Mr.  Meeds,  one  of  the  wood  inspectors, 
tests  were  made.  An  average  gmde  of  wood  was  taken,  and  when 
sawed  and  split  we  found  that  it  yielded  155 1  cubic  feet  to  the  cord  in 
the  loose  or  bulk  measure  as  it  was  thrown  into  the  receptacle.  A 
number  of  tests  have  satisfied  us  that  152  cubic  feet  in  loose  form  is 
as  much  as  an  average  cord  of  wood  will  produce. 

It  is  a  fact  well  known  by  all  who  have  ever  been  interested  in  cord 
wood  that  it  will  require  more  block  wood,  if  it  is  stored  and  packed, 
than  it  does  of  4- feet  lengths  to  fill  the  same  amount  of  space.  There 
are  many  reasons  for  this,  some  of  which  are  the  loss  of  bars,  etc. ,  which 
will  greatly  vary  in  different  kinds  of  wood;  also  the  loss  caused  by 
sawing,  which  is  from  2i  to  3  per  cent,  and  the  greatest  loss  in  cubical 
contents  is  caused  by  the  more  compact  manner  in  which  the  short 
lengths  will  re-cord.  Very  often  there  are  twists  in  4r-foot  wood  that 
will  create  space  in  storing,  but  which  will,  after  being  sawed  in  short 
or  stove  lengths,  store  practically^  solid.  In  long  wooaa  knot,  no  mat- 
ter how  small,  will  create  space  the  full  4  feet,  but  when  the  same 
wood  is  sawed  into  short  or  stove  lengths  the  knots  will  create  only  a 
very  small  part  of  this  same  space  around  the  piece  of  which  it  forms 
a  part.  In  the  tests  referred  to  we  found  that  one-quarter  of  a  cord, 
District  of  Columbia  measurement  (34f  cubic  feet  of  4  foot  wood), 
would  yield  but  27i^|  when  re-stored  and  packed,  a  loss  of  about  20 
per  cent.  '  Straight  wood  after  being  manufactured  and  re-corded  will 
lose  about  15  per  cent;  wood  that  is  knotty,  crooked,  and  twisted 
about  20  per  cent,  and  lap  wood  nearly  25  per  cent.  The  carts  used 
in  the  delivery  of  wood,  which  are  the  same  generally  used  for  coal 
also,  hold  72  to  75  cubic  feet,  and  as  a  rule  are  sent  out  well  rounded 
up  for  one-half  cord,  and  under  the  present  system  it  appears  that  the 
purchaser  receives  full  value  and  the  amount  of  wood  ne  is  entitled 
to  receive.

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Under  the  law  a  fee  of  9  cents  per  cord  is  the  inspectore'  compen- 
sation for  services  rendered,  no  money  being  turned  into  the  treasury 
from  this  source. 

LUMBEB. 

There  are  five  lumber  inspectors  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  fee 
officers,  as  are  wood  inspectors.  The  intent  of  the  law  governing 
the  inspection  of  lumber  is  undoubtedlj'  that  only  rough  lumber  be 
inspected.  When  Imnber  is  dressed  and  cut  up  in  lengths  and  sizes  it 
becomes  a  manufactured  article,  which,  I  think,  should  be  inspected . 
only  upon  the  reauest  of  the  parties  interested  in  its  purchase  or  sale. 
Lumber  sold  by  toreign  dealers  f .  o.  b.  on  vessel  or  car  at  points  out- 
side the  District  of  Columbia,  as  is  the  custom  in  some  cases,  should 
not.  in  m^  judgment,  be  allowed  to  go  through  hands  in  the  District 
witnout  inspection  here.  When  this  methcS  prevails  such  dealers 
have  an  advantage  of  30  cents  per  M  over  other  dealers  who  have  their 
lumber  inspected  according  to  law.  The  annual  reports  of  the  several 
lumber  inspectors  show  the  following  inspections:

INSPECTION   OF  STEAM  BOILEBS. 

Mr.  Vermillion,  the  boiler  inspector,  reports  the  inspection  of  624 
boilers  during  the  fiscal  year,  22  of  which  were  inspections  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  and  no  fees  coUectc^d  for  his  services.

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  this  office  also  be  made  a  sal- 
aried one.  If  placed  on  such  a  basis  it  will  be  a  source  of  revenue  to 
the  District.  The  proper  inspection  of  steam  boilers  requires  an 
expert  man  as  inspector,  and  the  salary  should  be  sufficient  to  assure 
the  services  of  a  nrst-class  man. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Vermillion,  hereto  attached,  shows  the  condition 
of  boilers  inspected  by  him,  and  the  fact  that  there  have  been  no  acci- 
dents from  defective  boilers  during  the  year  speaks  very  highly  of  his 
work. 

I  have  no  suggestions  or  recommendations  to  make  in  regard  to  the 
present  manner  of  inspecting  steam  boilers. 

FLOUR. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  to  three  hundred  thousand  bar- 
rels of  flour  are  consumed  each  vcar  in  the  District,  only  a  small  part 
of  which  is  inspected  owing  to  the  court's  interpretation  of  the  present 
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law.  I  am  preparing  amendments  to  the  act  of  Congress  governing 
the  inspection  of  flour,  which  I  think  will  tend  to  a  betterment  of 
present  conditions.  These  proposed  amendments  will  be  presented  to 
vour  honorable  board  within  a  few  days.  Flour  that  is  shipped  direct 
by  the  large  mills  is  not  so  apt  to  be  contaminated  by  dirtv  cars  as 
tJiat  which  is  delivered  to  the  stations  for  shipment  and  shipped  by 
the  railroad  companies.  In  the  latter  case  the  flour  is  frequently 
placed  in  cars  previously  used  in  shipping  kerosene,  land  fertilizer, 
etc. ;  the  cars  retaining  the  odor,  the  nour  becomes  tainted.  Unless 
the  flour  is  inspected  it  will  in  many  cases  be  accepted  and  eventually 
find  its  way  into  use.  It  is  contended  by  some  of  the  dealers  that 
each  sack  or  barrel  received  in  the  District  or  manufactured  here 
should  be  inspected.  This  would  be  an  impossibility  with  but  one 
flour  inspector,  and,  in  my  judgment,  not  at  all  necessary.  A  compe- 
tent person  should  be  able  to  pass  on  the  true  condition  of  the  car  of 
flour  by  inspecting  a  certain  number  of  sacks  from  different  sections 
of  the  car.  Flour  is  usually  shipped  in  car  lots  of  the  same  quality, 
and  if  wet,  mustv,  or  damaged  by  odors,  these  conditions  could  be 
easily  detected.  It  does  not  appear  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  open 
each  and  every  6i,  12i,  24i,  or  48  pounds  sack  to  deteimine  the  con- 
dition of  the  carload. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  fee  of  $2  be  collected  for  each  certificate 
issued,  in  due  form,  when  an  inspection  of  flour  is  made  upon  request 
of  a  dealer  to  settle  questions  as  to  condition  and  weight,  which  may 
and  do  frequently  arise.  It  is  estimated  that  the  fees  from  this  source 
would  amount  to  about  60  per  cent  of  a  suitable  salary  for  an 
inspector.  It  is  a  serious  question  in  my  mind  whether  the  dealer 
should  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  for  the  inspection  of  flour,  for  the 
condition  of  which  he  is  in  no  way  responsible,  but  that  the  manufac- 
turer, inside  or  outside  the  District,  should  pay  the  fees  for  an  inspec- 
tion which  is  so  necessary  to  protect  the  public.  It  does  not  seem  to 
me  impracticable  to  collect  fees  from  outside  manufacturers.  I  think 
it  could  be  so  arranged  that  no  inconvenience  would  be  caused  \hose 
interested.  In  my  estimates  I  have  recommended  an  appropriation 
of  $1,200  for  salary  of  flour  inspector,  and  am  of  the  opinion  tliat  if  it 
is  considered  desirable  to  collect  fees  they  can  l>e  so  arranged  as  to 
cover  fully  the  appropriation.  The  appointment  of  a  flour  inspector 
is  very  earnestly  recommended  by  the  commissioners  of  flour  inspec- 
tion and  the  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  flour  in  the  District. 

The  public  weighmasters  have  reported  fees  collected  as  follows:

In  the  fall  and  winter  months  more  weighing  is  done  on  these  scales, 
and  1  would,  therefore,  estimate  the  weighmasters'  receipts  for  one 
year  at  $2,600  to  $2,700.  Previous  to  January  1  of  this  year  no 
report  of  fees  collected  was  made,  and  I  took  the  matter  up  with  the 
view  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  the  District  was  receiving  suffi- 
cient revenue  for  their  use,  which  is  sold  at  auction  on  or  about  July 
10  of  each  jear  to  the  highest  bidder.  From  my  estimate  it  appears 
that  the  District  is  receiving  only  a  fair  rental.     Amendments  to  the 
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present  law  will  be  submitted  which,  if  adopted,  will  place  the  sale  of 
the  use  of  the  public  scales  more  .satisfactorily  under  your  control. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  inspectors  of  lumber,  wood,  boilers, 
and  flour  should  be  salaried  officers,  believing  as  I  do  that  an  office  of 
benefit  to  the  public  and  worth  maintaining  should  be  a  salaried  one. 
At  present  fees  are  collected  and  retained  by  these  officials  for  their 
services.  Under  a  salary  system  I  am  sure  these  offices  would  be  not 
only  self-sustaining  but  also  a  source  of  revenue  of  several  thousand 
dollars  to  the  District.  With  the  exceptions  of  a  salary  for  the  flour 
inspector,  1  have  not  included  salaries  lor  these  inspectors  in  my  esti- 
mates for  the  fiscal  year  1905,  as  some  time  will  be  required  in  which 
to  draw  up  amendments  to  the  present  law.  I  submit  tnis  as  a  recom- 
mendation for  your  consideration. 

The  cooperation  of  the  assistants  in  the  work  assigned  to  this  office 
has  been  veiy  satisfactory,  and  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  same,  knowing  that  without  their  honest  efforts  we  could  not  have 
accomplished  that  which  we  hope  has  been  of  benefit  to  the  citizens  of 
the  District. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  your  honorable  Board  for  the  con- 
sideration you  have  shown  to  me  personally,  and  to  matters  pertaining 
to  my  office  which  have  been  brought  to  your  attention.

There  are  80  stands  in  the  market  and  a  caf ^,  from  which  all  the  rev- 
enae  is  derived.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
dealers  in  this  market  take  pride  in  keeping  their  stalls  in  an  attractive 
way  as  well  as  a  cleanly  condition.  As  to  recommendations  for  any 
extension  in  the  service,  1  would  be  pleased  to  reiterate  my  recom- 
mendation made  in  last  year's  report — viz,  an  enlargement  of  the  market 
house  to  contain  as  many  stalls  more  as  there  now  are.  The  rapid 
growth  of  Capitol  Hill  convinces  me  that,  if  80  stalls  have  been  main- 
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tained  for  thirty  years,  this  would  be  a  good  time  to  double  the  num- 
ber of  stalls.  If  this  can  not  be  done,  we  should  have  an  extension  on 
end  of  present  building  large  enough' for  four  fish  stands  and  caf^  on 
the  second  floor. 

During  the  year  ended  the  salaries  consisted  of  one  market  master 
and  one  laborer.

Genti.emen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  statement  of  the 
operations  of  the  Georgetown  market  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
80,  1903. 

This  is  a  small  market,  containing  only  22  stands,  which  rent  at  $5 
per  month  each;  7  stands  are  vacant  at  the  present  time.  The  few 
farmers  attending  this  market  prefer  to  stay  inside,  although  pro- 
vision was  made  whereby  they  could  stand  on  M  street,  which  they 
refuse  to  do  unless  they  can  have  their  wagons  on  the  street  also. 
The  business  of  the  market  is  limited  on  account  of  many  provision 
stores  in  the  neighborhood.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  create  a 
greater  interest  in  the  market,  even  to  keeping  it  open  from  5  a.  m. 
to  6  p.  m.,  but  little  has  been  accomplished  by  so  doing.  I  have 
endeavored  to  give  an  honest  statement  of  the  Georgetown  market, 
and  while  the  expenses  are  not  large  the  income  is  not  sufficient  to 
meet  them.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  street-cleaning  department  for  the  fiscal  year 
endea  June  30, 1903,  together  with  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  to  end 
June  30,  1905,  as  follows: 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

For  sprinkling,  sweeping,  and  cleaning $190, 000 

For  snow  and  ice  work '. 1, 000 

For  salaries 25,100 

Total  street  cleaning 216,100 

City  refuse: 

For  the  collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse,  including  inspection  and 
incidental  expenses 115, 000 

Total  appropriation 331, 100 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  street  cleaning  for  the  fiscal  year 
1902  was,  including  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  $20,248,  $175,248 
For  the  year  just  closed  an  estimate  for  $205,000  was  recommended, 
$15,000  of  which  was  to  be  used  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  hand  laborers 
from  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  diem,  and  the  balance  to  enable  us  to  take  care 
of  the  yearly  8  per  cent  increase  in  area  of  newly  paved  street*?,  and 
new  alleys  and  unimproved  streets.  As  shown  above,  however,  Con- 
gress appropriated  but  $190,000,  and  as  $15,000  of  this  sum  was  given 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  laborers'  pay  from  $1.25  to  $1.50  per 
diem,  in  realitv  the  net  amount  available  for  street  cleaning  was  $248 
less  for  1903  tnan  for  the  previous  year.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
full  estimated  amount  was  not  granted  we  were  obliged  to  suspend 
work  on  all  classes  of  street  cleaning  for  thirty  days  during  the  last 
half  of  the  fiscal  year,  in  order  not  to  create  a  deficiency  in  accordance 
with  a  provision  to  that  effect  in  the  appropriation  bill. 

An  estimate  of  $5,000  was  submitted  for  snow  and  ice  work,  and 
but  $1,000  appropriated.  This  latter  sum,  together  with  the  unex- 
pended balance  to  the  credit  of  this  department  in  the  United  States 
1  reasury,  was  all  sp>ent  last  winter. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1903  an  estimate  of  $41,500  was  submitted  for 
salaries.  The  object  of  this  was  to  transfer  the  per  diem  employees 
paid  out  of  street  cleaning  and  city  refuse  appropriations,  respectively, 
to  the  per  annum  roll.  Congress,  however,  did  not  favor  the  propo- 
sition, and  the  amount  appropriated  was  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year.  The  estimate  for  1905  again  provides  for  a  transfer  or  the  per 
diem  employees  to  the  per  annum  list,  and  it  is  hoped  that  favoraole 
action  will  be  taken  thereon. 
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The  appropriation  of  $115,000  for  city  refuse  covers  the  contract 
prices  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  and  dead  animals, 
ashes,  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  night  soil,  respectively,  and  clerical, 
inspection,  and  incidental  expenses  m  connection  therewith. 

HAND  CLEANING.

The  expenditure  for  this  class  of  work  for  1902  was  $79,704.46. 
The  increase  of  $11,476.32  for  the  past  year  was  due  to  the  increase 
in  the  laborers'  wages  from  $1.25  to  $1.60  per  diem. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  62,915,115  square  yards  in  the  area  cleaned 
by  hand  during  the  past  year  as  compared  with  1902.  This  was  owing 
to  the  fact  that  we  were  obliged  to  suspend  work  for  thirty  days  dur- 
ing the  last  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  also  in  March,  1903,  to 
dispense  with  the  services  of  10  of  the  hand  laborers  in  order  that  a 
deficiency  might  not  be  created.  When  the  force  was  thus  reduced, 
the  area  of  1^,000  square  yards  previously  cleaned  by  the  10  men  in 
question  was  transferred  to  the  machine-sweeping  schedules. 

The  cost  per  thousand  square  yards  for  the  past  year  was  17.4  cent«. 
as  a^inst  15.4  cents  in  1902.  This  increase  of  2  cents  per  thousand 
was  due  to  the  increase  in  the  laborers'  pay,  to  which  reference  has 
already  been  made. 

The  boundaries  within  which  hand  cleaning  is  done  are  as  follows: 
On  the  south,  Pennsylvania  avenue  from  Fourth  street  SE.  to  Sixth 
street  NW.,  B  street  NW.  to  Fifteenth  street  to  F  street  to  Twenty- 
second  street;  on  the  north,  Massachusetts  avenue  from  Fourth  street 
NE.  to  New  Jersey  avenue  NW.,  to  S  street  NW.,  to  Twenty-second 
street;  on  the  east,  Fourth  street  from  Massachusetts  avenue  NE.  to 
Pennsylvania  avenue  SE.;  on  the  west,  Twenty-second  street  NW.; 
also  Fourteenth  street  N  W.  north  of  S  street,  M  street  west  of  Twenty- 
second  street  NW.,  and  H  and  East  Capitol  streets  east.  This  com- 
prises an  area  of  1,923,070  square  yards  that  is  covered  every  day  on 
which  work  is  performed. 

For  the  purposes  of  supervision  the  territory  is  divided  into  6  dis- 
tricts about  equal  in  extent.  Each  district  is  in  charge  of  an  inspector, 
who  has  35  laborers  under  him.  These  men  are  distributed  over  an 
area  embnuung  about  96  blocks,  some  being  equipped  with  hand 
''pick-up"  machines  and  others  with  bag  carriers  ana  brooms.  Each 
man  witn  a  sweeping  machine  is  required  to  care  for  10,000  square 
yards  of  pavement.  He  goes  over  this  area  continually  during  the 
day  and  deposits  the  sweepings  at  stated  distances  along  the  curbs. 
To  everv  2  sweepers  there  is  a  bag  carrier,  who  gathers  the  sweep- 
ings in  bags  provided  for  that  purpose.  The  sacks  when  filled  are 
loaded  onto  the  10  wagons  owned  by  the  department  and  taken  to  the 
public  dumps,  where  the  contents  are  emptied. 

The  inspectors  are  provided  with  bicycles,  and  their  duties  consist 
in  moving  about  over  their  respective  districts  during  the  day,  issuing 
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necessary  orders  to  their  men,  seeing  that  the  work  is  properly  per- 
formed, and  making  daily  written  reports,  duly  certified,  to  the  office, 
showing  the  number  of  men  employed,  the  area  cleaned,  the  number 
of  loads  of  sweepings  and  refuse  removed,  and  the  time  of  beginning 
and  finishing  work.  As  soon  as  these  reports  are  received  at  the  office 
the  information  therein  contained  is  entered  in  the  books,  and  we  are 
thus  enabled  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  time  of  the  men  and 
other  statistical  data. 

Street  cleaning  by  hand  is  done  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
the  Commissioners  without  contract,  and  the  results  of  this  system 
have  been  conclusively  shown  to  be  superior  in  every  wav  to  the  con- 
tract method  in  vogue  previous  to  July  1,  1900.  From  tne  time  that 
the  roll  is  called  by  the  inspectors — i.  e.,  7.30  a.  m. — the  laborers  put 
in  eight  hours  of  actual  work  on  the  streets,  weather  permitting,  and 
when,  by  reason  of  rain  or  other  conditions,  operations  are  suspended 
the  men  are  allowed  only  for  such  time  as  they  make  before,  such  sus- 
pension. 

On  June  30  last  the  department  owned  and  had  on  hand  the  follow- 
ing equipment  for  hand-cleaning  work:  Twenty -two  horses,  12  wagons, 
12  sets  of  harness,  150  hand  ^'pick-up"  sweeping  machines,  100  bag 
carriers,  200  snow  scrapers,  500  shovels,  and  100  sprinkling  cans.  The 
wagons  and  harness  are  kept  at  the  livery  stable  where  the  horses  are 
boarded,  and  the  other  material  at  the  property  yard. 

MACHINE   CLEANING.

Machine  cleaning  is  done  under  contract  at  the  rate,  last  year,  of  18 
cents  per  thousand  square  yards. 

There  was  an  increase  of  24,857,540  square  yards  in  the  area  cleaned 
by  this  method  in  1903  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  although 
work  was  performed  on  a  less  number  of  days  for  the  reason  that  we 
were  obliged  to  suspend  operations  for  thirty  days  during  the  last  half 
of  the  fi^al  year,  in  order  not  to  create  a  deficiency.  The  daily  area 
cleaned  during  1903  was  1,020,000  square  yards,  as  against  900,000  in 
1902.  This  increase  was  due  in  part  to  the  8  per  cent  increase  in  newly 
paved  streets  and  avenues  and  also  to  the  addition  to  the  schedules  of 
the  100,000  square  yards  which  had  been  cleaned  by  the  10  hand  laborers 
whose  services  were  dispensed  with  in  March  last.  It  is  calculated 
that  during  the  current  year  the  area  cleaned  by  machine  will  reach 
about  1,200,000  square  yards  daily,  due  to  the  addition  of  newly  paved 
streets  and  avenues. 

The  total  cost  of  machine  cleaning  for  the  i)ast  year  was  $4,474.54 
greater  than  in  1902,  due,  of  course,  to  the  increase  in  area.  The 
amount  expended  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  the  area  cleaned,  would 
have  been  much  more  if  we  had  had  suflBcient  funds  to  work  on  the 
thirty  days  that  we  were  obliged  to  suspend  operations  in  order  not  to 
create  a  deficiency. 

From  about  May  1  to  October  the  machine  sweeping  is  done  at  night, 
and  during  the  balance  of  the  year  in  day  time.    The  streets  are  swept 
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in  accordance  with  schedules  prepared  in  the  office  for  that  purpose. 
These  schedules,  6  in  number,  1  lor  each  day  in  the  week,  show  tlie 
names  of  the  streets  and  the  measurements  of  same,  the  latter  infor- 
mation being  furnished  by  the  engineer  department.  Each  schedule 
now  aggregates  about  1,100,000  square  3'ards,  the  area  cleaned  daily. 

The  work  is  in  charge  of  three  inspectors  of  this  department,  and 
the  force  employed  by  the  contractor  consists  of  3  sprinklers,  12 
machines,  12  carts,  18  laborers,  and  1  dump  man.  This  force  is  divided 
into  3  gangs,  eai*h  gang  taking  a  certain  section  of  the  route  scheduled 
for  cleaning.  The  streets  are  tirst  sprinkled,  then  swept  by  the 
machines,  and  the  sweepiugs  gathered  into  piles  at  the  curl)s  by  broom 
men  who  follow  the  machines.  The  refuse  thus  accumulated  is  loaded 
into  the  carts  and  taken  to  dumps  provided  by  the  contractor  for  that 
purpose. 

Each  inspector  is  required  to  go  over  each  street  immediately  after 
it  has  been  cleaned  by  the  gang  under  his  supervision,  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  the  work  has  neen  prop>erly  performed.  The  fol- 
lowing day  the  inspectors  make  a  written  report,  duly  certified,  to  the 
office,  showing  what  part,  if  any,  of  the  schedule  was  not  swept,  and 
what  streets,  if  any,  were  not  properly'  cleaned.  A  clerk  in  the  office 
then  makes  notations  in  accoraance  with  this  report  on  three  printed 
copies  of  the  particular  schedule,  deducting  the  area  of  streets  which, 
owing  to  rain  or  other  causes,  were  not  swept,  and  a  proportionate 
area  of  those  not  cleaned.  These  deductions  are  subtracted  from  the 
total  schedule  area,  and  the  conti*actor  is  credited  with  the  balance. 
The  inspectors  then  sign  two  of  the  copies,  one  of  which  is  sent  to  the 
auditor  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  other  to  the  contractor. 
The  third  copy  is  placed  on  file  in  the  office,  and  proper  daily  entries 
made  in  the  books  of  the  department.  At  the  end  of  each  month  a 
voucher  in  detail  in  favor  of  tne  contractor  is  prepared  in  the  office 
and  forwarded  to  the  auditor  for  the  District  of  Columbia  for  payment 

On  June  30  last  the  three-year  contract  for  machine  cleaning  with 
Lilly  &  Robinson  expired.  In  the  early  part  of  that  month  specifica- 
tions for  a  new  contract  were  prepared  by  the  department  (see  appen- 
dix) and  bids  advertised  for.  These  new  specifications  provided  for 
cleaning  the  paved  streets  and  avenues  by  machine  sweeping  or  flush- 
ing, the  area  by  the  latter  method  to  approximate  25,000,(X)0  square 
yards  per  annum.  Bids  were  received  from  Lilly  &  Robinson,  the 
old  contractors,  the  Sanitary  Street  ("leansing  and  Crinkling  Machine 
Company,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  R.  V.  Rusk,  this  city,  respectively. 
The  latter's  bid  was  l^\i  cents  per  thousand  square  yards  for  both 
sweeping  and  flushing,  and,  l)eing  the  lowest,  was  accepted.  Before 
the  contract  was  signed,  however,  the  quev*<tion  as  to  what  eflfect  flush- 
ing would  have  on  asphalt  was  raised,  and  in  order  that  the  engineer 
department  might  investigate  the  matter  a  further  provision  was 
inserted  in  the  contract  wherebv  the  contractor  was  to  flush  but  60,000 
square  yards  per  night  until  such  times  as  the  engineer  department 
could  ascertain  what  damage,  if  any,  resulted  from  flushing.  At  the 
time  of  writing  this  report  it  has  not  l)een  definitely  decided  as  to 
whether  the  damage,  if  any,  caused  by  flushing  the  streets  would  out- 
weigh the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  same,  but  it  is  believed  that  if 
the  pavements  are  shown  to  be  affected  the  increased  cleanliness  insured 
by  flushing  will  more  than  offset  the  slight  increase  in  cost  necessary 
to  keep  the  asphalt  in  repair. 
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UNIMPROVED  STREETS.

The  contract  price  for  cleaning  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  for 
the  fiscal  year  1903  was  $64  per  diem.  For  this  amount  the  contractor 
furnished  36  laborers,  12  horses  and  carts  with  drivers,  and  all  neces- 
sary tools  to  do  the  work. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  6,098,084  square  yards  in  the  area  cleaned 
in  1903,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  we 
were  also  compelled  to  suspend  operations  on  this  class  of  work  for 
thirty  days  during  the  last  naif  of  the  fiscal  year  in  order  not  to  cre- 
ate a  deficiency. 

The  total  cost  of  cleaning  unimproved  streets  was  $533.79  less  than 
in  1902,  due  to  the  less  number  of  days  on  which  work  was  performed 
during  the  past  year. 

The  force  furnished  by  the  contractor  is  divided  into  three  gangs, 
each  in  charge  of  an  inspector  of  this  department.  The  territory  is 
comprised  in  three  districts  about  equal  in  extent,  and  by  this  arrange- 
ment we  are  enabled  to  clean  each  street  once  in  every  ten  days.  The 
laborers  are  provided  with  hand  brooms  and  scrapers,  and  with  these 
they  sweep  and  scrape  the  streets  and  gutters,  removing  all  accumu- 
lations of  refuse,  grass  and  weeds,  and  this  material  is  then  carted  to 
the  public  dumps. 

The  duties  oi  the  inspectors  are  to  supervise  their  respective  gangs, 
and  see  that  the  work  is  properly  performed.  They  also  forward  to  the 
office  daily  reports  of  the  streets  cleaned,  the  force  employed,  the 
debris  removed,  and  the  time  worked.  Upon  receipt  of  these  reports 
corresponding  entries  are  made  in  the  books  of  the  department,  and  at 
the  end  of  each  month  vouchers  in  detail  in  favor  of  the  contractor 
are  made  up  and  sent  to  the  auditor  for  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
payment. 

The  three-year  contract  for  this  class  of  work  expired  on  June  30  last. 
Prior  to  that  time  new  specifications  were  prepared  in  the  office  (see 
appendix)  requiring  bids  at  a  rate  per  diem  for  furnishing  32  laborers, 
10  norses  and  carts  with  drivers,  and  all  necessary  tools.  But  one  bid 
was  received,  that  being  from  the  same  contractor,  Mr.  R.  V.  Rusk,  of 
this  city,  who  tendered  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  July  1,  1903, 
at  $64  per  diem,  and  same  was  accepted. 

AMJETS.

The  alleys  are  cleaned  by  contract  at  the  rate,  last  year,  of  32|^  cents 
per  thousand  souare  yards. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  area  cleaned  in  1903  of  1,113,957  square 
yards  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  due  also  to  the  fact  that  we 
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were  obliged  to  suspend  work  for  thirty  days  during  the  last  six  months 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  total  cost  for  all^y  cleaning  was  $366.22  less  in  1903  than  for 
the  previous  year,  owing  to  the  fewer  number  of  days  on  which  work 
was  performed. 

AU  public  alleys  are  scheduled  for  cleaning  once  per  week,  and  for 
the  purposes  of  supervision  the  territory  is  divided  into  three  districts, 
each  district  in  charge  of  an  inspector  of  this  department.  The  first 
district  includes  all  alleys  west  of  Fourteenth  street  NW.,  north  of  B 
street  NW.;  the  second  conaprises  all  alleys  east  of  Fourteenth  street 
NW.,  north  of  B  street  NWt,  to  North  Capitol  street,  thence  north- 
east north  of  G  street  NE. ;  the  third  district  includes  the  balance  of 
the  northeast  and  the  southeast  and  southwest  sections  of  the  city. 

The  contractor  furnishes  three  gangs,  each  composed  of  seven  men, 
two  carts  with  drivers,  and  one  sprinkler;  and  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  summer  and  the  early  fall  during  the  grass-pulling  season  this 
force  is  augmented  by  additional  men  and  carts. 

Eighteen  schedules  are  prepared  in  the  same  manner  as  those  for 
street  sweeping,  six  for  eacn  of  the  three  gangs.  By  this  arrangement 
the  eighteen  schedules  are  cleaned  every  week  when  the  weather 
permite. 

The  method  of  cleaning  the  alleys  is  as  follows:  They  are  first 
sprinkled,  then  swept  by  nand  broom,  and  the  sweepings  and  other 
refuse  carted  to  the  public  dumps.  The  duties  of  the  inspectors  are  to 
inspect  each  allev  as  cleaned  by  their  respective  gangs  and  return  to 
the  oflBce  daily  three  copies  of  the  printea  schedules,  two  dulv  signed 
and  certified,  with  proper  deductions  made  thereon  for  alleys  not 
cleaned,  if  any,  and  for  work  improperly  performed,  if  any.  When 
these  are  received  at  the  office  a  clerk  calculates  the  amount  due  the 
contractor  for  the  actual  area  cleaned,  makes  notations  in  accordance 
therewith  on  the  schedules,  and  one  copy  of  each  is  sent  to  the  auditor 
for  the  District  of  Columbia,  another  to  the  contractor,  and  the  third 

E laced  on  file  in  the  office.  Corresponding  entries  are  also  made  in  the 
ooks  every  day,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  vouchers  in  detail  in 
favor  of  the  contractor  are  made  up  and  forwarded  to  the  auditor  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  payment. 

The  three-year  contract  for  cleaning  public  alleys  expired  on  June 
30  last.  In  the  early  part  of  that  month  new  specifications  were  pre- 
pared in  the  office  (see  Appendix)  and  bids  advertised  for.  The  only 
one  received  was  from  R.  V .  Rusk,  of  this  city,  the  contractor  who  was 
then  doing  the  work,  and  his  tender  was  35  cents  per  thousand  square 
yards  for  three  years,  an  increase  of  2^  cents  over  the  old  rate,  which 
wp^s  accepted. 

PUBLIC  DUMPS.

The  total  cost  of  naaintainin^  the  public  dumps  in  1903  was  $1,072.50 
less  than  for  the  previous  year.     This  decrease  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
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from  time  to  time,  as  thev  became  filled,  some  of  the  dumps  were 
closed  and  the  services  of  the  dump  men  dispensed  with. 

This  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  foreman  of  public  dumps. 
His  duty  is  to  visit  each  dump  daily,  see  that  the  dump  men  keep  the 
dumps  properly  graded,  and  that  they  allow  no  combustible  or  other 
objectionable  material  to  be  placed  on  same. 

Each  dump  man  keeps  a  daily  record  of  the  number  of  loads  of 
street  sweepings,  etc.,  received  at  his  dump  and  hands  same  to  the 
foreman,  who  in  turn  makes  a  general  daily  report  to  the  office,  show- 
ing the  time  of  the  men  and  the  quantity  of  refuse  deposited  on  the 
dumps.  Upon  receipt  at  the  office  of  this  latter  report  the  data 
therein  contained  is  entered  in  the  books  of  the  department. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  in  securing  from  property  own- 
ers permission  to  dump  on  vacant  spaces  suitable  for  that  purpose. 
The  reason  of  this  is  that  there  is  now  a  great  deal  of  excavating  going 
on  in  connection  with  building  and  other  improvements  in  the  District, 
and  contractors  are  paying  for  the  privilege  of  dumping  within  short 
hauling  distance  of  their  work,  whereas  we,  of  course,  have  no  money 
to  expend  in  that  way.  The  result  of  this  state  of  affairs  is  that  we 
have  been  unable  to  get  dumping  grounds  within  a  reasonable  hauling 
distance  to  replace  the  dumps  that  have  been  filled  up. 

It  is  felt  that  within  the  next  few  years  the  disposal  of  refuse  mate- 
rial now  placed  on  the  public  dumps  will  be  a  serious  problem.  With 
the  exception  of  such  of  the  street  sweepings  as  can  be  utilized  for 
fertilizing  purposes,  all  other  noncombustible  refuse  will  either  have  to 
be  carted  to  the  outskirts  of  the  District  or  else  burned.  If  the  former 
course  is  followed,  more  wagons  will  have  to  be  put  in  service  because 
of  the  much  longer  haul,  and  that  will,  of  course,  mean  an  increased 
expenditure.  In  the  event  of  the  material  being  burned,  it  will  be 
necessary  either  to  erect  a  crematory  for  that  purpose  or,  on  the  other 
band,  have  the  work  done  by  contract. 

SPRINKLING. 
UNIMPEOVKD  OTREETS  AND  AVENUES.

During  the  fiscal  year  1903  about  16  miles  of  unimproved  streets  and 
avenues  were  sprinKled  daily  whenever  conditions  were  such  as  to 
require  it.  This  was  an  increase  of  2  miles  in  the  territory  covered, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  $340.89  in  the  cost  of  this  work  as  compared 
with  1902,  owing  to  the  less  number  of  days  on  which  sprinkling  was 
done,  due  to  the  necessity  of  suspending  operations  on  this  as  well  as 
other  classes  of  street  cleaning  so  that  a  deficiency  might  not  be 
created. 

The  sprinkling  of  unimproved  streets  and  avenues  is  done  by  con- 
tract, at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  diem  for  each  one-horse  sprinkler  and 
$4.75  for  each  two-horse  sprinkler  employed.  The  work  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  foreman  of  public  dumps,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that 
the  drivers  properly  sprinkle  the  streets  and  to  make  daily  written 
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reports  to  the  oflSce  showing  the  number  and  time  of  the  sprinklers. 
Upon  receipt  of  this  information  at  the  office  corresponding  entries 
are  made  in  the  books,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  vouchers  for  the 
amount  due  the  contractor  are  prepared  and  sent  to  the  auditor  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  pa^^ment. 

The  territory  in  which  spnnkling  is  done  has  grown  so  large  that 
owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  which  prevents  us  from  empl03'ing  more 
sprinklers,  we  can  not  cover  the  streets  as  often  each  day  as  we  would 
wish,  especially  during  the  dry,  hot  season.

Last  March,  in  accordance  with  Commissioner  West's  suggestion, 
the  department  purchased  three  two-horse  sprinkling  wagons  for  use 
on  the  principal  paved  business  streets  on  which  the  traction  com- 
panies run.  The  reason  for  this  was  that  the  fine  dust  which  could 
not  be  removed  b}'  sweeping  machines  or  hand  brooms  settled  in  the 
rail  grooves  and  in  the  depressions  in  the  pavement  immediately 
adjoining  the  tracks,  with  the  result  that  wnenever  a  car  passed, 
especiallj'^  if  running  at  more  than  ordinary  speed,  the  suction  caused 
the  accumulated  dust  to  mise  in  clouds. 

These  sprinklers  have  done  very  good  work  in  overcoming  this 
objectionable  feature,  and,  as  attention  is  also  given  to  that  part  of  the 
streets  which  is  used  for  vehicle  traffic,  the  benefits  of  the  innovation 
are  greatly  appreciated  bv  pedestrians,  merchants,  and  householders 
on  the  three  routes  sprinklea.

The  expenditure  for  snow  and  ice  work  for  1902  was  ^,832.06,  or 
$2,664.12  in  excess  of  the  past  year.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
last  winter  was  a  comparatively  mild  one  and  very  little  snow  fell. 
Ordinarily  it  requires  about  $5,000  to  care  for  this  work,  although 
during  the  winter  of  1899  over  $30,000  was  spent  for  this  purpose. 

Immediately  after  each  fall  of  snow  the  nand-cleaningf,  alley,  and 
unimproved-street  forces  are  put  to  work,  under  the  supervision  ot 
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the  street-cleaning  inspectors,  removing  the  accumulation  of  snow  from 
the  gutters  and  cross  walks,  the  former  to  a  width  of  1  foot  and  the 
latter  10  feet.  When  there  is  a  heavy  fall  of  snow' advertisements  for 
extra  laborers  are  inserted  in  the  newspapers,  and  these  additional  men 
are  apportioned  among  the  inspectors.  Each  laborer  is  furnished  with 
a  shovel  by  the  department,  and  before  being  paid  for  such  time  as  he 
mav  have  made  is  required  to  return  the  shovel,  otherwise  its  value  is 
dectucted  from  the  amount  due  him. 

In  order  that  the  cross  walks  and  gutters  mav  be  cleared  as  soon  as 
possible  the  city  is  divided  into  sections,  and  an  inspector  and  the 
laborers  in  his  charge  assigned  to  each.  The  duties  of  the  inspectors 
are  to  see  that  the  men  under  them  perform  their  work  properly, 
keep  a  record  of  the  laborers  employed  and  the  time,  and  to  furnish 
this  latter  information  to  the  office  in  writing.  When  the  snow  has 
been  removed  pay  rolls,  in  accordance  with  the  reports  of  the  inspect- 
ors, are  made  up  in  the  oflSce  and  forwarded  to  the  auditor  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  who  in  turn  sends  them  to  the  disbursing  officer 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  payment.  In  this  way  the  laborers  do 
not  have  to  wait  until  pay  day  to  receive  the  money  due  them.

The  miscellaneous  expenses  include  cost  of  office  furniture,  tele- 
phones, brooms  for  use  of  hack  stands,  blank  books  and  forms,  livery 
of  superintendent's  horse,  ice  for  cooler,  tools  for  dump  men,  and  sup- 
plies for  the  repair  shop.  The  last  item  includes  the  purchasing  and 
installing  of  the  repair-shop  plant,  consisting  of  an  anvil,  a  drill,  a 
bellows,  a  forge,  and  other  tools  needed  in  the  work  of  general 
repairing. 

REPAIR  SHOP  AND  STORAGE  ROOM. 

In  July.  1902,  by  order  of  the  Commissioners,  a  repair-shop  plant 
was  installed  in  the  building  used  as  a  storage  room,  and  a  foreman  of 
repairs  appointed  to  take  charge  of  same.  His  duties  are  to  make 
necessary  repairs  to  the  bicycles,  tools,  apparatus,  and  wagons  owned 
by  the  department,  including  the  painting  of  such  as  require  it. 

By  this  arrangement  quite  a  saving  was  effected,  for  ttie  reason  that 
the  expenditure  for  repairs  was  reduced  to  the  actual  cost  of  the 
material  plus  the  slight  additional  amount  for  labor,  thus  eliminating 
the  profit^  of  the  parties  who  had  previously  done  the  work. 
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In  fact  the  results  were  so  gratifying  that  it  wajs  decided  in  June  last 
to  add  to  the  existing  plant  apparatus  for  the  purpose  of  filling  the 
brooms  used  in  the  hana  "pick-up "  machines.  The  price  charged  by 
the  Sanitary  Street  Sweeping  Company,  the  manufacturers  of  the 
machines,  for  refilling  these  brooms  was  $2.50  for  each  one.  After 
careful  investigation  it  was  found  that  this  work  could  be  done  at  the 
repair  shop  at  a  cost,  including  material  and  labor,  of  $1.25  per  broom 
just  half  the  sum  we  were  paying  to  the  company.  Accordingly,  t 
statement  of  these  facts  was  forwarded  to  the  Commissioners  with  a  . 
recommendation  that  the  necessary  machinery  be  purchased  and 
installed.  This  recommendation  was  approved  on  June  16,  and  on 
July  1  last  the  refilling  of  the  brooms  was  commenced  at  the  repair 
shop.  When  it  is  considered  that  over  500  of  the  brooms  in  question 
are  used  in  the  course  of  a  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  saving  in  this 
respectfully  justifies  the  original  outlay. 

The  only  expense  incurred  in  maintaining  the  repair  shop  is  for  the 
wages  of  the  foreman  and  one  helper  and  an  increase  of  $2  per  month 
in  rental  over  the  amount  paid  wnen  the  building  was  used  solely  for 
storage  purposes. 

All  the  tools,  property,  and  supplies,  other  than  the  dirt  wagons 
and  sprinklers,  used  in  connection  with  the  field  forces  are  storM  at 
the  property  yard,  on  which  the  combined  storage  room  and  repair 
shop  is  located,  and  this  branch  of  the  service  is  m  charge  of  a  clerk, 
who  is  required  to  account  to  the  oflSce  monthly  for  all  property  stored 
at  that  pomt.  No  extra  charge  is  made  by  the  owner  of  tne  premises 
for  the  use  of  the  yard  in  question.

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There  was  an  increase  of  3,362  tons  58  pounds  in  the  (]^uantity  of 

Sarba^e  collected  during  1903  as  comparecl  with  the  previous  year, 
ue  to  the  growth  of  the  city 

The  contract  price  for  the  coUection  and  disposal  of  garbage  and 
dead  animals  is  $51,600  per  annum,  and  there  is  a  provision  in  the  con- 
tract that  a  rebate  of  fifty  cents  per  ton  on  all  garbage  over  20,000 
tons  collected  during  the  year  shall  be  paid  to  the  District  of  Columbia 
by  the  contractor.  Rebate  was  collected  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
1903  on  13,664  tons  1,122  pounds  of  garbage  at  the  rate  of  50  cents 
per  ton,  or  a  total  of  $6,827.78.  For  failure  to  render  service  in 
accordance  with  the  contract  from  April  16  to  30,  inclusive,  1903,  the 
sum  of  $800  was  deducted  from  the  contractor's  account  for  that 
month,  and  for  a  like  failure  during  the  whole  of  May,  1903,  $806.25 
was  deducted  from  the  contractoPs  account  for  that  month;  a  total 
deduction  of  $1,606.25  for  the  two  months  in  question.  During  the 
past  year  $905  in  fines  for  neglect  were  imposed,  which  amount,  now- 
ever,  does  not  include  the  cases  against  the  contractor  from  April  16 
to  May  31,  inclusive,  because  of  the  fact  that  lump  sums  were 
deducted,  as  noted  above,  for  failure  to  render  service  m  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract.  For  extra  services  rendered  during 
the  Mst  fiscal  year  the  contractor  was  allowed  $96.  The  net  cost  to 
the  District  for  this  service  for  the  year  1903  was,  therefore,  $42,356.97, 
a  decrease  of  $3,712.53  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

COLLECTION  SBRVICB. 

In  June,  1900,  a  contract  for  the  collection  of  garbage  and  dead  ani- 
mals and  the  disposition  of  same  by  the  reduction  or  consumption 
process  was  entered  into  with  the  Washington  Fertilizer  Company,  of 
this  city,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  December  1,  1900,  and  in 
accordance  with  a  provision  therein  the  company  is  required  to  give 
service  as  follows: 

(a)  Within  the  dty  of  Washington  and  its  more  densely  populated  snbarbs,  as  said 
sabnrbs  may  be  designated  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  daily, 
induding  Sunday,  during  the  entire  year,  from  such  hotels,  apartment  houses,  mar- 
kets, and  other  hke  places  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Commissioners. 

District  No.  1,  which  shall  cover  the  citv  of  Washington:  Collections  shall  be  made 
from  all  places  not  embraced  in  section  (a)  daily,  not  including  Sunday,  from  April 
16  to  October  31,  inclusive,  and  triweekly  from  November  1  to  April  15,  inclusive. 

District  No.  2,  which  shall  cover  such  densely  populated  suburos,  or  parts  thereof, 
as  may  be.designated  by  the  Comnussioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Collections 
shall  be  made  &om  all  places  not  included  in  section  (a)  triweekly  from  April  16  to 
October  31,  inclusive,  and  semi  weekly  from  November  1  to  April  15,  inclusive,  and 
to  remove  all  such  garbage  to  such  place  or  places  within  convenient  hauling  distance 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  for  its  reception. 

There  is  a  further  provision  in  the  contract  to  the  effect  that  the 
contractor  shall  furnisn  the  department  with  maps  showing  the  days 
on  which  collections  will  be  made  in  the  different  sections  of  the  Dis- 
trict. This  is  done  about  a  week  before  April  16,  the  time  at  which 
the  summer  schedule  goes  into  effect,  and  again  in  the  latter  Dart  of 
October,  just  prior  to  putting  in  force  the  winter  service  on  Novem- 
ber 1.  fey  this  means  the  office  and  the  inspectors  are  at  all  times  in 
a  position  to  advise  householders  and  others  of  the  days  on  which  gar- 
bage will  be  collected. 
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SUPERyiSION 


For  the  purpose  of  supervision  the  District  of  Columbia  is  divided 
into  six  districts,  each  in  charge  of  an  inspector  of  this  department 
These  inspectors  report  at  the  office  at  10  o'clock  every  morning,  Sun- 
days excepted,  and  receive  the  complaints  which  have  been  made  by 
househoWers  or  others  in  their  respective  districts.  These  com- 
plaints, however,  whether  written,  by  telephone,  or  personal  visit  to 
the  office,  are  first  numbered  consecutively,  tne  numbers  running 
throughout  the  fiscal  year,  then  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose by  one  of  the  clerks,  who  afterwards  fills  in  on  forms  provided 
tor  that  purpose  the  name  and  address  of  complainant  and  the  nature 
of  the  complaint;  each  complaint  on  a  separate  form,  and  nmnbered 
to  correspond  with  the  entries  in  the  book.  A  list  of  these  com- 
plaints, duly  numbered,  is  also  furnished  the  contractor  at  the  same 
time. 

When  the  inspectors  have  received  their  complaints  they  immedi- 
ately proceed  to  investigate  them,  and  the  following  morning  make 
written  reports  on  the  forms  handed  to  them  the  previous  day. 
These  reports,  together  with  those  made  by  the  contractor's  inspect- 
ors, are  then  carefully  considered  by  the  superintendent.  If  he  nods 
that  the  failure  to  collect  was  due  to  the  violation  of  one  or  more  of 
the  garbage  regulations  by  the  householder,  then  the  complaint  is 
charged  to  said  householder;  if  the  evidence  is  insufficient,  it  is 
charged  to  ''doubtful ;"  or,  again,  if  it  is  conclusively  shown  that  the 
contractor  has  neglected  to  make  collections  as  claimed  by  the  com- 
plainant, the  case  is  charged  to  the  contractor  and  a  fine  imposed. 
Atter  all  the  complaints  have  been  considered,  notations  in  accordance 
with  the  findings  m  each  case  are  made  in  the  complaint  book  opposite 
the  respective  entries.  At  the  end  of  each  month  the  fines,  as  shown 
in  the  book  in  question,  are  deducted  from  the  amount  due  the  con- 
tractor, and  vouchers  for  the  balance  made  up  and  sent  to  the  auditor 
for  the  District  of  Columbia  for  payment. 

Each  written  complaint  is  acknowledged  upon  receipt  at  the  office, 
and  after  investigation  the  householder  against  whom  a  complaint  is 
charged  is  also  notified  by  letter  of  the  result  of  such  investigation 
and  his  attention  caUed  to  the  regulation  which  has  been  violatea. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  1,833  complaints  were  received  at  the 
office,  862  of  which  were  charged  to  doubtful,  76  to  householder,  and 
905  to  the  contractor.  In  addition  to  the  complaints,  157  requests  for 
service  were  also  received,  and  of  this  number  47  proved  to  be  for  the 
removal  of  material  other  than  garbage.

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During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1902,  9,688  dead  aninals  were 
collectea  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  being  267  less  than  the  number 
removed  in  1903. 

The  contract  price  of  $51,600  for  the  garbage  service  also  includes 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  dead  animals,  and  there  is  therefore  no 
separate  cost  for  the  latter. 

COLLECTION  SERVICE. 

The  contract  provides  that  the  contractor  shall  remove  all  dead  ani- 
mals in  the  District  of  Columbia  within  twenty-four  hours  after  notice 
given  by  the  Commissioners.  For  the  collection  of  small  animals  the 
contractor  furnishes  a  covered  wagon,  the  driver  of  which  calls  at  the 
office  at  10  a.  m.  and  2  p.  m.,  respectively,  for  the  list  of  dead  animals 
reported  prior  to  these  hours,  and  upon  receipt  of  same  at  once  pro- 
ceeds to  remove  such  as  are  found  at  the  locations  indicated  on  said 
list.  In  the  case  of  the  larger  animals,  such  as  horses,  mules,  etc.,  the 
contractor  is  notified  by  telephone,  and  immediately  sends  out  one  of 
the  two  large  covered  wagons  kept  at  the  stables  for  that  purpose. 

SXTPEBVIBION. 

This  class  of  work  is  supervised  by  the  same  inspectors  who  look 
after  the  garbage  service.  Twice  each  day  the  police  department  send 
to  this  office  a  written  casualty  report  showing  the  number,  kind,  and 
location  of  dead  animals,  and  these  reports,  together  with  the  written, 
telephone,  and  personal  reauests  that  may  have  been  received,  are 
entered  in  a  booK  kept  for  tnat  purpose.  Each  animal  is  numbered, 
and  lists,  on  proper  forms,  corresponding  to  the  entries  in  the  book 
are  made  up,  one  twice  each  day  tor  the  driver  of  the  dead-animal 
wagon  and  one  daily  for  each  inspector  in  whose  territory  any  of  the 
animals  happen  to  be.  The  inspectors'  lists  are  handed  to  them  with 
the  garbage  complaints,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  visit  each  location  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  dead  animal  has  been  removed.  The  following  morn- 
ing the  inspectors  and  the  collector  brine  in  their  respective  lists,  with 
notations  tnereon  showing  if  the  animals  nave  been  found  and  removed. 
These  lists  are  compared  by  a  clerk  in  the  office,  and  if  an  inspector 
reports  that  an  animal  has  not  been  collected  it  is  again  put  on  tne  col- 
lector's list,  with  instructions  that  he  attend  to  the  matter  at  once.  The 
inspector  so  reporting  is  also  required  to  revisit  the  location  during  the 
course  of  the  day.  Notations  in  accordance  with  those  on  the  lists  are 
also  made  daily  opposite  the  corresponding  entries  in  dead-animal 
register.

During  the  past  year  $72  in  fines  were  imposed  on  the 
contractor  for  neglect,  thus  reducing  the  total  cost  of  the  service  by 
that  amount 

COLLBCnON  8BBVICB. 

The  contract  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  ashes  entered  into 
with  R.  V.  Busk,  of  this  city,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  August 
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1,  1900,  provides  for  the  removal  of  this  material  once  per  week  from 
private  residences  only  within  the  city  of  Washington  and  its  more 
densely  populated  suburbs,  as  said  suburbs  may  be  designated  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  contract  specifications  also  provide  that  the  contractor  shall 
furnish  the  department  with  maps  showing  the  day  of  the  week  on 
which  collections  will  be  made  in  the  different  sections  of  the  city  and 
suburbs,  and  this  is  done  twice  each  year,  viz,  in  the  months  of  April 
and  October,  respectively. 

SUPBBVI8ION. 

This  work  is  supervised  by  the  same  inspectors  who  have  charge  of 
the  garbage  service,  and  the  method  of  procedure  is  identical  with 
that  outlined  under  that  heading. 

Durinff  the  fiscal  year  1903, 517  complaints  were  received  at  the  office, 
295  of  wnich  were  charged  to  doubtful,  150  to  householder,  and  72  to 
the  contractor.  In  addition  to  the  complaints,  492  requests  for  service 
were  also  received,  315  of  those  being  from  business  places,  apartment 
houses,  etc.,  which  are  excluded  by  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REFUSE.

For  the  year  just  ended  there  was  an  increase  of  22,488  in  the  num- 
ber of  bags  of  paper  and  9,736  in  the  loads  of  trash  collected  and  dis- 
posed of  by  the  contractor,  as  compared  with  1902. 

The  contract  pnce  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  this  class  of 
material  is  $8,000  per  annum,  and  the  net  cost  to  the  District  last  year 
was  that  amount  less  the  sum  imposed  on  the  contractor  in  fines  for 
neglect. 

GOLLBCnON  SBBVICB. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  entered  into  with  E.  V. 
Rusk,  of  this  city,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  August  1, 1900,  mis- 
cellaneous refuse  is  collected  once  per  week  throughout  the  year  from 
Srivate  residences  only  within  the  city  of  Washington  and  its  more 
ensely  populated  suburbs,  as  said  suburbs  may  be  designated  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  disposea  of,  the  com- 
bustible material  by  the  burning  process  and  the  balance  of  the  refuse 
by  depositing  it  on  dumps. 

The  specifications  which  form  a  part  of  this  contract  also  provide 
that  the  contractor  shall  furnish  the  office  with  maps.  As,  however, 
the  miscellaneous  refuse  and  ashes  are  removed  by  the  same  collector 
and  on  the  same  day,  the  maps  supplied  in  connection  with  the  latter 
service  also  apply  to  the  former. 

SUPERVISION. 

The  inspectors  who  supervise  the  collection  of  garbage  and  ashes  also 
look  after  the  miscellaneous-refuse  service,  and  complamts  and  accounts 
are  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner. 
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During  the  past  fiscal  year  we  received  66  complaints  relative  to 
miscellaneous  refuse;  37  oi  these  were  charged  to  doubtful,  26  to  house- 
holder, an  i  3  to  the  contractor.  Sixty-two  requests  for  service  were 
also  received  during  the  same  period.

The  above  estimate  provides  for  a  transfer  of  the  per  diem  men  to  the  per  annum 
list.  No  new  places  are  asked  for,  and  the  total  estimated  amount  for  salaries  for 
19^  is  $83.75  less  than  what  will  be  paid  out  for  that  purpose  during  the  current 
year- 

The  onlv  proposed  increases  in  salary  are  $200  for  the  chief  inspector,  $100  for  one 
of  the  clerks  in  the  oflSce,  and  $100  each  for  three  of  the  inspectors  on  street  cleaning 
by  hand  work.  The  chief  inspector,  in  addition  to  exercising  general  supervision 
over  the  field  forces  during  the  day,  is  obliged  frequently  to  report  for  duty  at  night 
in  connection  with  the  machine  sweeping  and  flushing,  and  this  without  any  extra 
compensation.  For  these  reasons,  and  because  of  the  fact  that  several  of  the  inspect- 
ors receive  the  same  salary  as  he,  it  is  hoped  that  the  estimated  increase  will  be 
granted.  The  duties  of  the  clerk  for  whom  the  additional .  $100  is  asked  are  very 
similar  to  those  of  the  other  clerk  in  the  office,  and  the  purpose  of  the  increase  is  to 
more  nearly  equalize  the  salaries.  The  three  inspectors  on  hand  work  perform  duties 
similar  to  the  other  inspectors  who  receive  $1,100  for  the  same  service,  and  it  is  there- 
fore only  just  and  equitable  that  there  should  be  less  of  a  discrepancy  in  their  sal- 
aries. The  increase  of  $100  for  these  men  will  accomplish  that  end  and  at  the  same 
time  preserve  a  gra(le<l  list. 

In  the  transfer  of  the  per  diem  emj)loyeefl  to  the  per  annum  roll  no  increase  is 
ask^;  on  the  contrary,  if  the  change  is  made  each  man  will  receive  a  less  amount 
than  he  is  paid  at  |>resent.  The  chief  clerk,  whose  salary  is  below  that  of  any  other 
employee  in  the  District  government  holding  a  similar  position,  not  only  performs 
the  exacting  duties  which  are  as8igne<l  to  him,  but  in  the  absence  of  the  superintend- 
ent and  the  assistant  superintendent  he  acts  in  the  former  capacity.  The  inspectors  on 
city  refuse,  although  entitled  to  all  legal  holidays  with  pay,  almost  invariably  report 
for  duty  on  those  days.  ^  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  collection  of  the  various  classes 
of  city  refuse  goes  on  without  reference  to  holidays,  and  the  inspectors,  in  order  to 
exerdfle  a  proper  supervision  over  their  respective  districts,  must  see  to  it  that  the 
work  is  not  n^lected.    The  foreman  of  repairs  makes  all  necessary  repairs  to  the 
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apparatus  and  tools  owned  by  the  department,  and  during  the  past  year  has  effected 
a  saving  of  $2,000,  aa  compared  with  what  such  work  would  have  cost  on  requisition 
and  under  contract.  If  we  deduct  his  compensation  from  this  amount,  the  balance 
represents  a  net  reduction  in  expenses  of  about  $1,000  for  this  kind  of  work. 

To  offset  the  transfer  of  the  per  diem  employees  to  the  per  annum  list  the  appro- 
priation for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse  may  be  reduced  from  $115,000 
to  $102,350,  the  difference  of  $12,650  representing  the  estmoated  amount  for  salaries 
for  the  men  now  paid  out  of  that  appropriation. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  proposed  change  will  be  adopted,  as  it  will  not  only 
place  the  men  on  an  equitable  basis,  but  it  will  also  tend  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  department

For  the  fiscal  year  1904  an  estimate  of  $205,000  was  submitted  for  street  cleaning. 
Coneress,  however,  appropriated  but  $1^0,000  for  this  purpose,  the  same  amount  that 
had  been  allowed  for  1903.  '  This,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  area  to  be  cleaned 
during  the  current  year,  is  8  per  cent  ^^eater  than  that  of  last  year,  due  to  the  addi- 
tion of  newly  paved  streets,  the  opening  of  public  alleys,  ana  the  grading  of  new 
streets. 

Because  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  appropriation  for  1903  we  were  obliged  to  sob- 
pend  work  on  all  classes  of  street  cleaning  for  thirty  days  during  the  last  half  of  the 
year,  and  also  to  dispense  with  the  senices  of  10  of  the  hand  laborers  in  order  that 
a  deficincy  might  not  be  created.  By  dispensing  with  these  laborers  the  daily  ar» 
clean^  by  hand  waa  reduced  to  the  extent  of  the  work  previously  performed  by 
them,  ana  said  area  was  added  to  the  machine-sweeping  schedules.  The  result  of 
this  was  that  some  of  the  streets  that  had  theretofore  b^n  swept  by  machine  three 
times  per  week  were  swei)t  but  twice,  and  many  of  those  that  had  tieen  swept  tuice 
were  given  "but  one  sweeping  per  week.  During  the  current  year  the  same  conditions 
will  obtain,  and  for  like  reasons. 

The  estimated  increase  of  $30^000  for  street  cleaning  is  made  up  as  follows:  $10,000 
to  meet  the  8  per  cent  increase  m  newly  paved  streets,  etc.,  during  the  current  year; 
$15,000  for  the  further  8  per  cent  increase  in  area  during  1906,  and  $5,000  for  the 
25,000,000  square  yards  of  streets  to  be  flushed. 

On  June  30  last  the  contracts  on  all  classes  of  street  cleaning  expired.  In  the 
early  part  of  that  month  the  Commissioners  entered  into  contracts  tor  three  yean 
from  July  1,  1903,  for  machine  sweeping  or  flushing  at  1^}  cents  per  1,000  souare 
yards,  alley  cleaning  at  35  cents  per  1,0S)  square  yaras,  and  imimproved  street  clean- 
ing at  $64  per  day.  While  it  is  true  that  the  present  machine-sweeping  rate  is  leas 
than  the  old  contract  price  of  18  cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  yet  this  decreased  rate 
is  offset  by  the  increase  in  the  alley-cleaning  rate  from  32 J  cents  to  35  cents  per  1,000 
square  yards,  and  also  by  reason  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  hand  cleanmg  from 
15.4  cents  in  1902  to  about  17  cents  per  1,000  square  y^rds  in  1903,  due  to  the  increase 
last  year  in  the  laborers'  pay  from  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  diem. 

The  specifications  for  cleaning  paved  streets  and  avenues  by  machine,  upon  which 
bids  were  asked  last  June,  contained  a  provision  that  the  work  should  be  aone  either 
by  sweeping  or  flushing,  the  area  to  be  cleaned  by  the  latter  method  to  approximate 
25,000,000  square  yards  per  annum.  The  lowest  bid  for  cleaning  by  the  two  proc- 
esses was,  as  before  stated,  16}#  cents  per  1,000  square  yards  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  and  this  was  accepted.  Before  the  contract  was  signed,  however,  the  question 
was  raised  as  to  what  effect  flushing  would  have  on  asphalt,  and  by  agreement  between 
the  Commissioners  and  the  contractor  a  further  provision  was  inserted  in  the  con- 
tract that  but  60,000  square  yards  were  to  be  flushed  each  night,  until  such  times  as 
the  engineer  department  could  determine  whether  or  not  flushing  damaged  the 
pavement.  Accordingly,  schedules  for  two  routes  for  this  limited  area  were  prepared, 
and  each  route  has  been  flushed  on  every  alternate  night  since  July  1  when  the 
weather  permitted.

There  are  two  great  difficnltiee  that  have  to  be  contended  with  in  street  cleaning: 

( 1 )  During  dry  weather  fine  dust  accumulates  on  the  pavement  and  is  blown  about  by 
every  breeze,  much  to  the  physical  discomfort  of  pedestrians.  It  settles  on  the  mer- 
chandise of  the  merchant  and  shopkeeper,  damaging  such  delicate  and  perishable 
fabrics  and  articles  as  are  exposed  for  sale,  and  rendering  the  stock  generally  less 
inviting  to  prospective  purchasers.  It  finds  its  way  into  the  home  of  the  house- 
keeper who  has  been  unwary  enough  to  open  the  windows  facing  on  the  street, 
causing  needless  annoyance  to  the  inmates  and  making  extra  work  where  it  would 
otherwise  be  unnecessary.  It  is  a  well-established  fact,  also,  that  this  fine  dust 
ii»  laden  with  disease  germs,  which  are  certainly  not  conducive  to  public  health. 

(2)  In  damp  and  foggy  weather  a  sticky  substance  oozes  from  and  adheres  to  the 
asphalt,  making  the  surface  slippery  and  unsafe  for  horses,  as  owners  of  these 
animals  know  to  their  cost. 

These  conditions  can  not  be  overcome  by  the  use  of  machine  sweepers  or  hand 
brooms,  no  matter  how  carefully  or  how  often  the  surface  is  gone  over.  On  the 
other  hand,  flushing  washes  the  pavement  clean  of  all  dust,  the  force  of  the  water 
cut«  away  the  sticky  substance,  and  both  materials  find  their  way  into  the  sewers. 

It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  flushing  system  to  all  the  business  streets  and  main 
thoroughfares  in  such  a  manner  that  each  street  will  be  flushed  twice  per  week,  and 
it  is  for  this  purpose  that  the  $5,000  is  included  in  the  estimated  increase.

This  estimate  is  based  on  figures  furnished  by  the  district  building  inspector,  and  the 
object  is  to  erect  on  District  property  situated  at  Twelfth  and  B  streets  Is  W.  a  building 
sufficiently  laige  to  afford  stabling,  repair  shop,  and  storage  room  accommodation. 

The  department  owns  33  horses,  and  these  are  boarded  at  a  livery  stable  at  an 
annual  cost  of  about  |6,000.  Three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  rent  is  also  paid  yearly 
for  a  repair  shop  and  stora^  room,  which  is  located  at  some  distance  from  the  stables. 
The  actual  cost  of  maintaining  the  above  number  of  horses  is  not  to  exceed  $10  per 
month  each,  or  about  two-thirds  of  the  amount  now  paid  for  that  purpose.  The 
saving  in  this  respect  alone  would,  therefore,  be  about  $2,000,  enough  to  equal  the 
original  outlay  in  less  than  four  years.  In  addition,  of  course,  the  repair  shop  and 
storage  room  rent  would  also  be  saved,  and  a  further  benefit  would  result  from  hav- 
ing all  the  accommodations  for  the  field  forces  concentrated  at  one  point.

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  service  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse  from 
private  residences,  resolutions  have  been  passed  by  the  board  of  trade  and  the  Busi- 
ness Men's  Association,  respectively,  and  numerous  petitions  and  requests  have  been 
receive<l  from  individual  business  men,  hotel  jjroprietors.  owners  of  apartment  housee, 
etc.,  asking  that  the  service  be  extended  to  include  all  buildings  as  well  as  private 
residences.  They  argue  that  they  are  taxed  just  the  same  as  hooseholderB,  and 
should,  therefore,  receive  a  like  return. 

From  the  standpoint  of  public  health  and  cleanlinees,  it  is  extremely  desirable  that 
the  collection  of  all  city  refuse  should  be  under  the  direction  of  this  department,  and 
this  can  not  l>e  done  while  private  collectors  are  permitted  to  remove  ashes  and  mis- 
cellaneous refuse  from  business  places,  hotels,  etc.

APPENDIX. 

MACHINE  SWEEPING. 

Specifications  for  Street  Sweeping. 

amount  of  work. 

1 .  The  work  to  be  done  consists  of  cleaninff^  in  the  manner  prescribed  herein,  the 
paved  carriage  ways  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  except  such  avjnue  or  other  streets 
as  the  Commissioners  may  order  to  be  cleaned  by  hand,  for  the  period  of  one,  two, 
or  three  years,  from  June  30,  1903,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  of 
said  District.  The  total  area  to  be  swept  approximates  about  200,000,000  square  yards 
per  annum,  and  the  approximate  area  to  be  flushed  about  25,000,000  square  yards 
per  annum. 

2.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  according  to  a  detailed  schedule,  which  will  be  fur- 
nished from  time  to  time  by  said  Commissioners. 

3.  The  said  Commissioners  reserve  the  right,  however,  to  modify  this  schedule 
should  they  deem  it  necessary. 

4.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  at  such  intervals  as  shall  be  directed  by  tiie  said 
Commissioners. 

manner  op  CLEANING. 

5.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  in  the  following  manner:  Each  paved  street  will  be 
first  sprinkle<l  by  a  watering  cart  from  curb  to  curb^  in  order  to  lay  the  dust,  the 
sprinklers  will  be  immediately  followed  by  the  sweeping  machines,  which  will  sweep 
from  the  center  of  the  streets  to  the  gutters  on  each  side.  The  sweepings  will  at 
once  l)e  collected  into  heaps  at  the  curb  line  and  then  removed  by  the  carts.  The 
contractor  will  fiimish  each  cart  driver  with  a  broom  or  brash  for  sweeping  up  after 
each  pile  of  dirt  removed. 
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6.  Sufficient  water  must  be  used  in  sprinkling  to  prevent  the  raisins  of  dust  in 
sweeping,  but  care  must  be  taken  not  to  wet  the  carnage  ways  so  that  tne  sweepers 
can  not  remove  the  dirt.  The  contractor  must  see  that  no  sweepings  are  thrown  mto 
the  sewer  traps  or  drops,  and  will  remove  from  the  mouths  or  throats  thereof  any 
material  lying  therein.  Should  any  sweepings  be  thrown  upon  the  sidewalks  they 
must  be  promptly  removed  by  the  contractor. 

7.  The  daily  sweeping  must  be  done  between  the  hours  of  10  p.  m.  and  7  a.  m. 
from  April  1  to  Novemfier  15,  and  12  m.  and  9.  p.  m.  from  November  16  to  March 
31,  one  hour  allowed  for  feedine  and  watering.  All  sweepings  must  be  removed 
from  the  streets  within  one  hour  from  the  time  the  sweeping  machines  have  finished 
work,  as  herein  prescribed.  The  Commissioners  may  direct  such  variation  from  the 
hours  of  commencing  and  closing  work  as  in  their  judnnent  they  may  deem  advisa- 
ble or  circumstances  may  seem  to  require.  Hours  oi  labor,  however,  in  no  case  to 
exceed  eight  hours  in  nine  consecutive  hours,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  act  approved  August  1,  1892,  being  "An  act  relating  to  the  limitation 
of  the  hours  of  daily  service  of  laborers  and  mc^anics  employed  upon  the  public 
works  of  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia." 

8.  Should  the  work  of  sweeping  or  removing  sweepings  be  necessarily  delayed  or 
suspended,  the  time  lost  may  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  hours  fixed  in  the  pre- 
cedmff  section,  but  the  Commissioners  shall  be  the  sole  judges  as  to  the  necessity  of 
such  delav  or  suspension,  and  their  decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 

9.  While  work  is  in  progress,  loud  talking  on  the  part  of  the  employees  and  unnec- 
essary noises  of  all  kinds  are  prohibited.  Such  disturbances  will  be  suppressed  by 
the  police,  but  the  contractors  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
specification. 

10.  •  The  sweepincs  shall  be  the  property  of  the  contractor.  The  contractor  must 
provide  a  place  of  deposit  for  the  sweepings  or  scrapings;  but  they  shall  not  be  placed 
on  a  public  street,  avenue,  place  or  alley,  and  nothing  in  this  contract  shall  be  held 
to  rive  the  contractor  the  right  to  violate  any  law  of  Congress  or  health  ordinances 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  said  Commissioners  will  not,  at  any  time,  under- 
take to  provide  dumps  for  the  contractor,  and  in  case  there  are  none  available  the 
contractor  must  remove  the  sweepings,  etc.,  from  the  city  at  his  own  expense. 

11.  The  sweepings  must  include  everything  in  the  nature  of  dirt,  refuse,  ashes,  old 
building  material,  droppings  from  excavations,  dirt,  etc,  from  wagons,  leaves,  and 
saod  or  other  material  used  in  repair  of  pavements,  which  may  be  found  upon  the 
carriage  ways.  Ashes  (without  permit),  refuse,  old  building  material,  droppings  of 
excavation,  dirt,  etc.,  from  wagons,  leaves,  grass  from  lawns,  etc.,  are  only  placed  on 
the  carriage  ways  in  violation  of  the  city  ordinances,  and  parties  placing  them  there 
are  liable  to  punishment  for  so  doing,  and  the  District  authorities  will  use  every 
reasonable  endeavor  to  prevent  such  deposits,  but  the  contractors  must  accept  the 
risk  of  removing  all  such  ashes,  refuse,  etc.,  as  may  be  found  on  the  streets. 

12.  The  work  of  cleaning  shall  be  thorough,  and  shall  include  the  removal  of  mud, 
dirt,  etc,  from  depressions  or  holes  in  the  carriage-way  surface  caused  by  defective 
pavement  or  otherwise,  and  the  character  and  thoroughness  of  the  work  shall  at  all 
times  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning  and  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

13.  The  wagons  or  carts  used  by  the  contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  street  clean- 
ings shall  be  strong  and  tight  in  all  parts,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from  dropping 
on  the  streets,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street 
cleaning  at  all  times.  All  wagons  or  carts  used  for  this  purpose  shall  have  on  each 
side  the  name  of- contractor  or  contractors  conspicuously  painted  or  shown;  also  the 
number  of  the  wagon  or  cart. 

14.  The  filling  oi  all  machine  brooms  used  in  sweeping  must  measure  not  lees  than 
eight  (8)  inches  in  length  outward  from  surface  of  spindle  before  being  put  on  the 
work.  All  machine  brooms,  while  in  use,  must  be  set  in  proper  notch  to  sweep 
street  surface,  and  there  left  until  necessary  to  change  on  account  of  wear.  That 
when  any  scheduled  street  or  part  of  street  has  not  been  swept  on  route  being  cleaned, 
or  any  streets  or  parts  of  street  have  been  badlv  cleaned  oy  the  machines,  gutters 
left  in  bad  condition,  or  dirt  not  taken  up,  a  deauction  shall  be  made  (according  to 
estimated  area  so  n^lected)  at  the  contract  rate.  When  the  work  on  any  particular 
route  is  ^nerally  bad  the  Commissioners  may  direct  such  deduction  from  amount 
due  on  said  route  as  they  shall  deem  a  reasonaole  penalty  for  such  inferior  work.  . 

15.  The  streets  will  be  flushed  from  the  center  to  the  curb  in  such  manner  as  to 
remove  all  dust  and  dirt  from  the  streets. 

16.  No  payment  will  be  made  for  any  work  wherein  strict  compliance  with  the 
foregoing  provisions  is  not  observed. 
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GENERAL  STIPULATIONS. 

1.  CJon tracts  for  a  loneer  period  tlian  one  year  will  be  subject  to  annual  appropri- 
ations by  Congress  available  for  the  purpose  specified. 

2.  All  loss  or  damage  due  to  negligence,  or  arising  out  of  the  nature  of  the  work 
to  be  done,  or  from  any  unforeseen  or  unusual  obstructions  or  difficulties  which  may 
be  encountered  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same,  or  from  the  action  of  the  element?, 
will  be  sustained  by  the  contractors,  who  will  be  required  to  make  good  all  damage 
done  by  them  without  delay  and  without  cost  to  the  District. 

3.  Failure  to  commence  the  work  at  the  time  specified,  or  to  prosecute  it  thereafter 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  at  a  rate  of  progress  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
District  Commissioners,  for  its  entire  completion  within  the  limits  of  the  time  fixed 
by  this  contract,  will  be  authority  for  the  said  Commissioners  to  suspend  the  con- 
tractors from  the  work  and  employ  other  parties  to  complete  it.  All  money  due  the 
contractor  at  the  date  of  suspension  will  be  applied  to  the  conduct  and  maintenance 
of  the  work,  and  any  excess  of  cost  over  ancl  above  the  amount  so  retained  will  be 
charged  against  the  contractor  and  sureties,  who  will  all  and  severally  be  held  liable 
therefor. 

4.  The  contractor  must  be  prepared  to  do  any  extra  work  that  may  be  ordered  in 
writing  by  the  Commissioners,  arising  out  of  any  modifications  of  the  specifications 
that  may  appear  necessary,  and  for  this  he  will  l)e  paid  at  the  contract  rates  for  work 
of  similar  character,  or  if  the  extra  work  should  be  of  a  class  for  which  no  rate  is 
fixed  by  the  contract,  the  fair  price  to  be  paid  will  be  determined  by  the  Commifr 
sioners. 

5.  Inspectors  will  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  point  out  to  the  contract' 
ors  or  their  representives  any  neglect  or  disregard  of  the  8i)ecifications  of  the  con- 
tract; but  the  right  of  final  ac<'eptance  or  condemnation  of  the  work  will  not  be 
waived  at  any  time.  Whenever  the  work  is  in  progress  the  District  inspectors,  acting 
under  the  orders  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  shall  have  full  charge,  and 
if  the  contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work,  orders  from  said  inspectors  to  his  smst" 
ant  foreman  or  others  in  the  contractor's  employ  on  said  work  shall  be  by  them 
received  and  strictly  obeyed.  Any,  employee  not  obeying  to  be  discharged  by  the 
contractor  on  complaint  through  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning.  The  con- 
tractor will  be  hela  responsible  for  the  faithful  execution  of  this  contract,  and  upon 
all  technical  questions  concerning  the  work  in  accordance  with  these  specifications, 
and  the  measurements  thereof,  or  any  differences  arising  as  to  allowances  or  deduc- 
tions by  said  superintendent,  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  final. 

6.  Good  and  suflScient  bonds  of  the  United  States,  in  a  penal  sum  equal  to  the 
estimated  amount  of  the  contract,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  will  be  requiretl  from  all  contractors,  guaranteeing  that 
their  contract  will  be  strictly  and  faithfully  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
Commissioners. 

7.  Contractors  will  punctually  pay  the  workmen  who  shall  be  employed  by  them 
upon  the  work  under  their  contract,  in  cash  current,  at  a  rate  not  less  than  $1.25  per 
day  of  eight  hours,  and  will  from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  may  be  retjiiired 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  fumit-h  to  said  C/ommissionerP 
satisfactory  evidence  that  all  persons  who  have  done  work  or  furnished  materials 
have  been  paid  as  herein  required.  If  such  evidence  is  not  furnished,  such  sum  or 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  payments  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Com- 
missioners, be  retained  until  such  claims  shall  be  fully  satisfied. 

8.  No  contract  or  interest  therein  shall  be  transferred  by  the  parties  to  whom  the 
award  is  made.  It  is  a  condition  of  all  contracts  that  such  transfers  will  be  null  and 
void,  and  will  cause  the  contract  to  be  annulled  and  the  work  otherwise  provided  for 
under  the  conditions  mentioned  in  section  3  of  these  stipulations. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1.  Each  bidder  must  submit  with  his  bid  detailed  drawings  and  descriptions,  or 
working  model,  of  machine  sweeper  and  flusher  he  proposes  to  use,  or  he  may  give 
a  practical  test  of  such  machines  in  the  presence  of  the  Commissioners.  If  snch 
machines  are  not  considered  satisfactory  the  bid  will  be  rejected. 

2.  If  the  machine  is  patented  the  bidder  must  exhibit  proof  of  his  right  to  use  the 
machine  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  will  further  be  required  to  execute  a  bond 
of  indemnity  holding  the  District  harmless  from  any  suits  for  infringement  of  patent 
which  may  arise  under  his  contract. 

3.  The  city  will  provide  the  water  for  the  sprinkling  of  the  streets  during  the  sweep- 
ing, or  for  flushing  same  if  latter  is  ordered. 
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4.  The  contractor  must  have  an  office,  and  shall  provide  telephone  communication 
between  hia  office  and  the  office  of  the  street^leanmg  department. 

5.  Monthlv  payments  will  be  made,  based  on  the  actual  number  of  square  yards 
cleaned.  Of  such  payments  10  per  cent  may  be  reserved  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commissioners,  such  reservation  shall  be  expedient. 

REMOVING  SNOW   AND  ICE. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  keep  snowplows,  levelers,  and  scraping  machines 
ready  for  use  during  the  winter.  During  or  after  each  snowstorm  the  ^tters  and 
carriageways  of  such  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  and  places  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will  be  opened  and  cleared  of  snow 
by  him.  For  this  work  the  contractor  will  be  allowed  10  per  cent  over  and  above 
the  actual  cost  at  current  market  rates  for  labor,  etc.,  certified  pay  rolls  to  be  filed 
with  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  and  payment  to  be  made  on  certificate  of 
said  superintendent 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO   BIDDERS. 

1.  Proposals  must  be  signed  bv  the  bidder  submitting  them,  with  his  signature  in 
full.  When  a  firm  is  a  bidder,  the  member  of  the  firm,  or  agent,  who  signs  the  firm 
name  to  the  proposal,  shall  state,  in  addition,  the  names  of  all  the  individuals  com- 
posing the  firm.  Anyone  signing  the  propq^l  as  the  agent  of  another,  or  of  others, 
must  file  with  it  legal  evidence  of  his  authority  to  do  so. 

2.  The  place  of  residence  of  every  bidder,  with  post-office  address,  county,  and 
State,  must  be  given  after  his  signature. 

3.  All  prices  must  be  written  m  words  as  well  as  shown  in  figures. 

4.  Alterations  by  erasures  or  interlineations  must  be  explamed  or  noted  in  the 
proposals  over  the  signature  of  the  bidder. 

5.  If  a  bidder  wishes  to  withdraw  his  proposal,  he  may  do  so  before  the  time  fixed 
for  the  opening  without  prejudice  to  himself  b};  communicating  his  wish  in  writing 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  when  his  proposal  is  reached 
it  shall  be  handed  to  him  or  his  authorized  agent  unread. 

6.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  reserve  the  right  to  waive  any 
informality  in  the  proposal  received,  to  disregard  the  proposal  of  any  failing  bidder, 
and  to  reject  any  and  all  proposals. 

7.  Proposals  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
endorsee^  "Proposals  for  sprinkling,  sweeping,  and  cleaning  the  paved  streets  and 
avenues  of  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C." 

CLEANING  UNPAVED  STREETS. 
Specifications. 

The  surface  of  the  streets  must  be  kept  clear  of  all  unsightly,  unhealthy  accumu- 
lations, and  as  free  from  ruts  and  holes  as  practicable. 

All  gutters  on  these  streets  must  be  kept  free  from  grass,  weeds,  and  whatever  tends 
to  retard  the  flow  of  water  and  create  unsanitary  conditions. 

All  work,  such  as  cutting  weeds,  removing  washings,  attending  to  complaints  of 
citizens,  etc.,  or  whatever  may  be  its  nature,  must  be  promptly  done  under  direction 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  street  and  alley  cleaning  department,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

None  but  adults  ^dll  be  allowed  to  en^ge  in  the  work  of  cleaning. 

The  carts  must  be  water-tight  and  similar  to  those  now  being  used  on  Pennsylvania 
avenue  to  remove  street  scraping. 

The  horses  must  be  strong  and  kept  in  ^ood  condition.  All  appliances  and  tools 
shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  superintendent  of 
the  street  and  alley  cleaning  department. 

GENERAL  STIPULATIONS. 

1.  Contracts  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year  will  be  subject  to  annual  appro- 
priations by  Congress  available  for  the  purpose  specified. 

2.  All  loss  or  damage  due  to  negligence,  or  arising  out  of  the  nature  of  the  work  to 
be  done,  or  from  any  unforeseen  or  unusual  obstructions  or  difficulties  which  may 
be  encountered  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same,  or  from  the  action  of  the  elements, 
will  be  sustained  by  the  contractors,  who  will  be  required  to  make  good  all  damage 
done  by  them  without  delay  and  without  cost  to  the  District. 
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3.  Failure  to  commence  the  work  at  the  time  specified  or  to  proeecute  it  thereftfter 
in  a  satisfai'tory  manner  and  at  a  rate  of  process  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
District  Commissioners,  for  its  entire  cx)mpletion  within  the  limits  of  the  time  fixed 
by  this  contract,  will  be  authority  for  the  said  Commissioners  to  suspend  the  con- 
tractors from  the  work  and  employ  other  parties  to  complete  it.  All  mone^  due  the 
contractor  at  the  date  of  suspension  will  he  applied  to  the  conduct  and  maintenance 
of  the  work,  and  any  excess  of  cost  over  and  above  the  amount  so  retained  will  he 
chared  against  the  contractor  and  sureties,  who  will  all  and  severally  be  held  liable 
therefor. 

4.  The  contractor  must  be  prepared  to  do  any  extra  work  that  may  be  ordered  in 
writing  by  the  Commissioners,  arising  out  of  any  modifications  of  the  specificatioDfi 
that  may  appear  necessary,  and  for  this  he  will  be  paid  at  the  contract  rates  for 
work  of  similar  character,  or  if  the  extra  work  should  be  of  a  class  for  which  no 
rate  is  fixed  by  the  contract,  the  fair  price  to  be  paid  will  be  determined  by  the 
Commissioners. 

5.  Inspectors  will  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  point  out  to  the  con- 
tractors or  their  representatives  any  neglect  or  disregard  of  the  specifications  of  the 
contract;  but.the  right  of  final  acceptance  or  condemnation  of  the  work  will  not  he 
waived  at  any  time.  Whenever  the  work  is  in  progress  the  District  inspectors,  act- 
ing under  the  orders  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  shall  have  full  chane, 
and  if  the  contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work  orders  from  said  inspectors  to  his 
assistant  forman,  or  others  in  the  contractor's  employ  on  said  work,  shall  be  by  them 
received  and  strictly  obeyed.  Any  employee  not  obeying  to  be  dischai*ged  by  the 
contractor  on  complaint  through  the  8U{)efintendent  of  street  cleaning.  The  con- 
tractor will' be  hela  responsible  for  the  faithful  execution  of  this  contract,  and  upon 
all  technical  questions  concerning  the  work  in  accordance  with  these  sp^dfications, 
and  the  measurements  thereof,  or  any  differences  arising  as  to  allowances  or  deduc- 
tions by  said  superintendent,  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  final. 

6.  Good  and  suflBcient  bonds  of  the  United  States,  in  a  penal  sum  equal  to  the  esti- 
mated amount  of  the  contract,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Commissionen 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  will  be  recjuired  from  all  contractors,  guaranteeing  that 
their  contract  will  be  strictly  and  faithfully  performed  to  the  satisfaction  <m  said 
C/ommissioners. 

7.  Contractors  will  punctually  pay  the  workmen  who  shall  be  employed  by  them 
upon  the  work  under  their  contract,  in  cash  current,  at  a  rate  not  less  than  $1.25  per 
day,  of  eight  hours,  and  will,  from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  may  be  required  hy  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  furnish  to  said  Commissioners  satisfactory 
evidence  that  all  j)ersons  who  have  done  work  or  furnished  materials  have  been 

Eaid  as  herein  required.     If  such  evidence  is  not  furnished,  such  sum  or  sums  as  may 
e  necessary  for  such  payments  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Commissionere,  be 
retained  until  such  claims  shall  be  fully  satisfied. 

8.  No  contract  or  interest  therein  shall  be  transferred  by  the  parties  to  whom  the 
award  is  made.  It  is  a  condition  of  all  contracts  that  such  transfers  will  be  null  and 
void,  and  will  cause  the  contract  to  be  annulled  and  the  work  otherwise  provided  for 
under  the  conditions  mentioned  in  section  3  of  these  stipulations. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO   BIDDERS. 

1.  Proposals  must  be  signed  by  the  bidder  submitting  them,  with  his  signature  in 
full.  When  a  firm  is  a  bidder  the  member  of  the  firm,  or  agent,  who  si^ns  the  finn 
name  to  the  proposal  shall  state,  in  addition,  the  names  of  3l  the  individuals  com- 
posing the  firm.  Anyone  signing  the  proposal  as  the  agent  of  another,  or  of  others, 
must  file  with  it  legal  evidence  of  his  authority  to  do  so. 

2.  The  place  of  residence  of  every  bidder,  with  post-oflftce  address,  county  and 
State,  must  be  given  after  his  si^ature. 

3.  All  prices  must  be  written  in  words  as  well  as  shown  in  fibres. 

4.  Alterations  by  erasures  or  interlineations  must  be  explained  or  noted  in  the 
proposals  over  the  signature  of  the  bidder. 

5.  If  a  bidder  wishes  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  before  the  time  fixed 
for  the  opening  without  prejudice  to  himself  by  communicating  his  wish  in  writing 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  when  his  proposal  is  reached 
it  shall  be  handed  to  him  or  his  authorized  agent  unread. 

6.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  reserve  the  right  to  waive  any 
informality  in  the  proposal  received,  to  disregard  the  proposal  of  any  failing  bidder, 
and  to  reject  any  and  all  proposals. 

7.  Proposals  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
indorsed:  Proposals  for  sprinkling,  sweeping,  and  cleaning  the  ummproved  streets 
and  avenues  of  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
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C5LEANIXG  PUBLIC  ALLEYS. 

Specifications. 

The  total  amount  of  work  in  cleaning  the  alleyways  of  the  city  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  approzimatee square  yards  per  annum. 

The  alleys  will  be  cleaned  accordmg  to  detailed  schedules,  which  will  be  furnished 
by  the  superintendent  of  the  street  and  alley  cleaning  department,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Commissioners,  District  of  Columbia,  the  Commissioners  reserving  the  right 
to  modify  thes^  schedules  should  they  deem  it  necet^sary. 

Theee  alleys  will  be  cleaned  once  a  week  during  the  months  of  March,  April,  May, 
June,  July,  August,  September,  October,  and  November,  and  as  often  as  the  weather 
will  permit,  not  to  exceed  once  a  week,  during  the  months  of  December,  January, 
and  February,  as  shall  be  directed. 

MANNER  OF  CLEANING. 

The  alleys  will  be  cleaned  to  the  curb  line  of  the  streets  in  the  following  manner: 
Each  alley  will  first  be  sprinkled  by  a  watering  cart  to  lay  the  dust;  the  sprinkler 
will  be  followed  immediately  by  the  sweepers,  who  will  sweep  from  the  sides  of  the 
alley  to  the  center;  the  sweepings  will  then  be  collected  into  heaps  by  means  of 
brooms  and  hoes,  and  at  once  removed  in  carts. 

The  sweeping  must  be  done  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  at  such  hours  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning— eight  hours  a  day's  work. 

The  sweepings  must  be  removed  within  one  hour  from  the  time  of  placing  them  in 

Siles,  and  will  become  the  property  of  the  contractor,  and  may  oe  temporarily 
eposited  at  such  points  as  the  Commissioners  shall  permit. 

The  cleaning  will  include  everything  in  the  nature  of  dirt,  ashes,  and  refuse  of  any 
sort  which  may  be  found  upon  the  alleyways.  Ashes  and  refuse  are  only  placed  on 
the  alleyways  in  violation  of  law.  Parties  placing  them  there  are  liable  to  punish- 
ment for  so  doing,  and  the  District  authorities  will  use  every  reasonable  endeavor  to 
prevent  this;  but  the  contractor  must  accept  the  risk  of  removing  any  such  ashes  and 
refuse  as  may  be  found. 

BBMOVING  SNOW  AND  ICE. 

After  every  snowstorm  the  contractor  will  immediately  begin  cleaning  the  snow 
from  the  entrances  to  such  alleys  as  may  be  designated  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
street  and  alley  cleaning  department,  and  these  entrances,  from  curb  to  building  line, 
must  be  kept  free  from  snow  and  ice  at  all  times.  This  work  will  be  paid  for  by  the 
square  yard  at  five  times  the  contract  rate  per  souare  yard  for  cleaning  alleys.  The 
snow  thus  cleaned  off  may  be  thrown  into  the  alleys,  but  not  in  such  manner  as  to 
interfere  with  travel. 

The  carts  must  be  water-tight,  and  similar  to  those  now  used  in  this  service  as  to 
capacity,  and  shall  be  together  with  all  tools  and  appliances  used  on  the  work,  sub- 
ject at  all  times  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  the  street  and 
alley  cleaning  department. 

GENEBAL  STIPULATIONS. 

1.  Contracts  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year  will  be  subject  to  annual  appropria- 
tions by  Congress  available  for  the  purpose  specified. 

2.  All  loss  or  damage  due  to  negligence,  or  arising  out  of  the  nature  of  the  work  to 
be  done,  or  from  any  unforeseen  or  unusual  obstructions  or  difficulties  which  may  be 
encountered  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same,  or  from  the  action  of  the  element*?,  will 
be  sustained  by  the  contractors,  who  will  be  required  to  make  good  all  damage  done 
by  them  without  delay  and  without  copt  to  the  District. 

3.  Failure  to  commence  the  work  at  the  time  specified  or  to  prosecute  it  thereafter 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  at  a  rate  of  progress  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
District  Commissioners,  for  its  entire  completion  within  the  limits  of  tne  time  fixed 
by  this  contract,  will  be  authority  for  the  said  Commissioners  to  suspend  the  con- 
tractors from  the  work  and  employ  other  parties  to  complete  it.  All  money  due  the 
contractor  at  the  date  of  suspension  will  be  applied  to  the  conduct  and  maintenance 
of  the  work,  and  any  excess  of  cost  over  and  above  the  amount  so  retained  will  be 
chained  against  the  contractor  and  sureties,  who  will  all  and  severally  be  held  liable 
therefor. 

4.  The  contractor  must  be  prepared  to  do  any  extra  work  that  may  be  ordered  in 
writing  by  the  Commissioners,  arising  out  of  any  modifications  of  the  specifications 
that  may  appear  necessary,  and  for  this  he  will  be  paid  at  the  contract  rates  for  work  of 
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similar  character,  or  if  the  extra  work  should  be  of  a  class  for  which  no  rate  is  fixed 
by  the  contract,  the  fair  price  to  be  paid  will  be  detennined  by  the  Commissioners. 

5.  Inspectors  will  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  jwint  out  to  the  contract- 
ors or  their  representatives  any  neglect  or  disregard  of  the  specifications  of  the  con- 
tract; but  the  right  of  final  acceptance  or  condemnation  of  the  work  will  not  be 
waived  at  any  time.  Whenever  the  work  is  in  progress  the  District  inspectors,  act- 
ing under  the  orders  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  shall  have  full  charge, 
and  if  the  contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work  orders  from  said  inspectors  to  his 
assistant  foreman,  or  others  in  the  contractor's  employ  on  said  workj  shall  be  by 
them  received  and  strictly  obeyed.  Anv  employee  not  obeying  to  be  discharged  by 
the  contractor  on  complaint  through  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning.  The 
contractor  will  be  hekt  responsible  for  the  faithful  execution  of  this  contract,  and 
u|K)n  all  technical  questions  concerning  the  work  in  accordance  with  these  specifica- 
tions, and  the  measurements  thereof,  or  any  differences  arising  as  to  allowances  or 
deductions  by  said  superintendent,  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  final. 

6.  Good  and  sufficient  bonds  of  the  United  States,  in  a  penal  sum  equal  to  the 
estimated  amount  of  the  contract,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  the  District  of  Columbia,  will  be  required  from  all  contractors,  guaranteeinff 
that  their  contract  will  be  strictly  and  faithfully  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
Commissioners. 

7.  Contractors  will  punctually  pay  the  workmen  who  shall  be  employed  by  them 
upon  the  work  under  their  contract,  in  cash  current,  at  a  rate  not  lees  than  $f.25  per 
day  of  eight  hours,  and  will  from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  furnish  to  said  Commissioners  satis- 
factory evidence  that  all  persons  who  have  done  work  or  furnished  materials  have 
been  paid  as  herein  required.  If  such  evidence  is  not  furnished  such  sum  or  sums 
as  may  l)e  necessarv  for  such  payments  mav,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioners, be  retained  until  such  claims  shall  be  fully  satisfied. 

8.  No  contract  or  interest  therein  shall  be  transferred  by  the  parties  to  whom  the 
award  is  made.  It  is  a  condition  of  all  contracts  that  such  transiers  will  be  null  and 
void,  and  will  cause  the  contract  to  be  annulled  and  the  work  otherwise  provided 
for  under  the  conditions  mentioned  in  section  3  of  these  stipulations. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  BIDDERS. 

1.  Proposals  must  be  signed  by  the  bidder  submitting  them,  with  his  signature  in 
full.  When  a  firm  is  a  bidder  the  member  of  the  firm,  or  agent,  who  signs  the  firm 
name  to  the  proposal,  shall  state,  in  addition,  the  names  of  all  the  individuals  com- 
posing the  firm.  Anyone  signing  the  proposal  as  the  agent  of  another,  or  of  othere, 
must  tile  with  it  legal  evidence  of  his  authority  to  do  so. 

2.  The  place  of  residenc-e  of  every  bidder,  with  post-office  address,  county  and 
State,  must  be  given  after  his  si^ature. 

3.  All  prices  must  be  written  in  words  as  well  as  shown  in  fibres. 

4.  Alterations  by  erasures  or  interlineations  must  be  explained  or  noted  in  the 
proposals  over  the  signature  of  the  bidder. 

5.  If  a  bidder  wishes  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  before  the  time  fixed 
for  the  opening  without  prejudice  to  himself  by  communicating  his  wish  in  writing 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  when  his  proposal  is  reached 
it  shall  be  handed  to  him  or  his  authorized  agent  unread. 

6.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  reserve  the  right  to  waive  any 
informality  in  the  proposal  received,  to  disregard  the  proposal  of  any  failing  bidder, 
and  to  reject  any  and  all  proposals. 

7.  Proposals  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
indorsed:  Proposals  for  sprinkling,  sweeping,  and  cleamng  the  public  alleys  of  the 
city  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  GARBAGE, 
DEAD  ANIMALS,  NIGHT  SOIL,  MISCELLANEOUS  REFUSE,  AND  ASHES, 
IN  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

1.  The  term  "garbage,'*  wherever  it  occurs  in  these  specifications,  means  all  refuse 
of  animal  and  vegetable  matter  which  has  been  used  as  food  for  man,  and  all  refuse 
animal  and  vegetable  matter  which  was  intended  to  be  so  used,  and  includes  con- 
demned food.  The  term  "dead  animals"  means  all  dead  animals,  or  part*  thereof, 
not  intended  to  be  used  as  food  for  man.  The  term  "night  soil"  means  the  con- 
tents of  box  privies,  and  human  fecal  matter  deposited  on  streets,  alleys,  avenues, 
roads,  and  open  lots.    The  term  "miscellaneous  refuse  *'  means  all  refuse  from  places 
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of  residence  and  of  business,  except  garbage,  dead  animals,  night  soil,  and  ashes. 
The  temi  "ashes''  will  be  held  to  include  ashes  from  coal,  and  such  mineral  sub- 
stances as  old  plastering,  etc.,  as  may  accumulate  in  connection  with  the  ordinary 
conduct  of  dwellings  and  places  of  business,  but  not  such  as  may  accumulate  as  the 
renult  of  building  operations. 

2.  Garbage,  night  soil,  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  ashes  must  be  collected  between 
8  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6  o'clock  p.  m. ;  dead  animals  must  be  collected  between  6  o'clock 
a.  m.  and  9  o'clock  p.  m.  Special  collections  at  other  hours  may  be  authorized  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  may  be  required  by  said  Com- 
missioners whenever,  in  their  judgment,  they  are  necessary  for  public  health  or 
safety. 

3.  Garbage  intended  for  collection  will  be  deposited  by  householders  in  water- 
tight covered  vessels,  which  can  be  easily  handled  by  one  man;  ashes  and  mis- 
cellaneous refuse,  intended  for  collection,  will  be  deposited  by  householders  in 
receptacles  suitable  for  that  purpose  and  which  can  be  easily  handled  by  one  man. 
All  receptacles  aforesaid  will  be  placed  at  points  accessible  to  collectors.  In  the  case 
of  hotels,  apartment  houses,  markets,  etc.,  larger  receptacles  will  be  allowed  under 
such  restrictions  as  said  Commissioners  may  determine.  In  event  of  dispute  between 
citizen  and  contractor  as  to  the  point  at  which  the  garbage,  ashes,  or  miscellaneous 
refuse,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  placed  for  collection,  the  case  shall  be  referred 
to  said  Commissioners,  whose  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  contractor.  And  if 
the  householder  refuse  to  abide  thereby,  said  Commissioners  will  cause  prosecution 
against  him  to  be  instituted  in  the  police  court,  so  as  to  have  the  matter  determined 
by  that  court.  Night  soil  intended  for  collection  will  be  placed  by  householders  in 
box  privies  constructed,  as  nearly  as  ma^^  be  practicable,  in  accordance  with  law. 
For  the  details  of  construction  of  such  privies,  attention  of  bidders  is  invited  to  an 
act  to  regulate,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  disposal  of  certain  refuse,  and  for 
other  purposes,  approved  January  25,  1898. 

4.  Each  contractor  for  the  removal  of  any  class  of  material  enumerated  in  section 
1  of  these  sp)ecificationp,  which  is  ordinarily  kept  in  receptacles  on  the  premises  of 
the  householder,  must,  as  exceptional  circumstances  render  it  necessary,  remove 
such  material  from  any  public  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road,  or  from  any  vacant  lot, 
park,  or  uninclosed  land. 

5.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will  enforce  the  separation  by 
householders  of  each  class  of  material  named  in  section  1  of  these  specifications,  so 
fair  as  may  be  practicable.  But  whenever,  through  neglect  on  the  part  of  a  house- 
holder, or  otherwise,  two  or  more  classes  of  such  materials  have  bcnen  deposited  in 
the  same  receptacle  or  place,  said  Commissioners  may  determine  by  which  contractor 
or  contractors,  if  any,  the  materials  so  deposited  shall  be  collected  and  disposed  of; 
and  such  contractor  or  contractors  must  collect  and  dispose  of  such  materials. 

6.  If  any  street,  avenue,  allejr,  or  road  be  obstructed  so  that  vehicles  used  for  the 
collection  of  any  material  mentioned  in  section  1  of  these  specifications  can  not  pass 
into,  over,  or  through  the  same,  every  contractor  for  the  collection  of  any  such 
material  must  cause  it  to  be  removed  from  such  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road,  and 
from  the  premises  abuttnig  thereon,  to  vehicles  on  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  or  roads 
which  are  not  obstructed. 

7.  The  contractor  for  the  removal  of  dead  animals  will  be  required  to  remove  them 
promptly  from  time  to  time  as  they  may  be  found  or  as  they  may  be  reported  to  him. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will,  however,  assume  no  responsi- 
bility for  the  correctness  of  such  reports  as  may  be  made  by  any  department  of,  or 
employee  in  the  service  of,  said  District. 

8.  Rach  contractor  must  establish  and  maintain,  without  cost  to  the  District  of 
Columbia  beyond  the  price  stated  in  his  proposal  or  proposals,  such  scheme  or 
schemes,  with  all  such  wharves,  boats,  cars,  vehicles,  buildings,  furnaces,  boilers, 
driers,  presses,  and  other  devices  and  apparatus,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them 
or  him  to  perform  the  work  specified  in  nis  contract  or  contracts. 

9.  All  garbage,  dead  animals,  night  soil,  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  ashes  must  be 
within  the  digesting  tanks,  or  within  the  furnace,  or  otherwise  in  process  of  actual 
disposal,  not  later  than  6  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  day  following  their  receipt  by  the 
contractor  for  such  disposal.  All  such  garbage,  dead  animals,  and  night  soil  must 
be  completely  disposed  of  within  twenty-four  hours,  and  all  miscellaneous  refuse  and 
ashes  within  seventy-two  hours,  after  their  receipt.  The  capacity  of  any  plant  or 
scheme  established  by  any  contractor  must  be  suflScient  to  enable  all  necessary 
repairs  to  be  made  without'interfering  with  the  work  of  disposal. 

10.  Arrangements  for  transportation  and  the  method  of  disposal  must  be  such  that 
Tegular  daily  disposal  will  not  be  interrupted  by  reason  of  the  obstruction  of  the 
Potomac  River  by  ice  or  otherwise. 
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11.  If  a  single  contract  be  awarded  for  the  coUectioii  and  diapoeal  of  any  materials 
all  such  material  collected  will  be  the  property  of  the  contractor  from  the  time  of  it, 
collection.  If,  however,  separate  contracts  be  awarded  for  the  collection  of  any 
material,  and  for  the  disposal  thereof,  the  contractor  for  collection  will  have  no 
ownership  in  the  material  collected  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him 
or  them  to  transfer  the  same,  but  must  deliver  all  such  material,  without  alteration 
except  such  as  mav  result  from  the  use  of  disinfectants  and  deodorizers,  to  the  con- 
tractor for  disposal.  Such  material  will  be  the  property  of  the  contractor  for  the 
disposal  thereof  after  it  has  been  delivered  to  him  or  them  by  the  contractor  for  its 
collection. 

.12.  Articles  of  special  value,  as  silverware,  dog  tage,  collars,  etc.,  found  in  the  mate- 
rial or  on  the  dead  animals  collected^  must  be  kcipt  by  the  contractor  for  the  disposal  of 
such  material  or  dead  animals,  in  his  office,  for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the  finding 
thereof,  and  if  unclaimed  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  they  shall,  so  far  as  may  be 
possible,  become  the  property  of  the  contractor.  Each  contractor  for  the  disposal  of 
any  material  includcKl  in  the  foregoing  proposals  must  cause  each  such  article  as 
aforesaid  as  may  come  into  his  possession,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  finding  thereof, 
to  be  properly  marked  so  as  to  show  the  date  of  finding  and  as  nearly  as  may  be 
possible  tne  place  where  found.  A  list  of  such  articles  shall  be  forwarded  to  said 
Commissioners  daily,  describing  each  article  found  since  the  preceding  report,  and 
showing  the  collection  district  m)m  which  it  came,  the  name  of  the  finder,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  of  possible  assistance  in  discovering  the  owner. 

13.  If  a  contract  be  awarded  for  the  collection  of  any  material,  and  a  separate  con- 
tract for  the  disposal  thereof;  and  if  under  such  circumstances  it  be  desired  by  the 
contractor  for  the  disposal  of  any  such  material  to  dispose  of  it  at  some  place  not  in, 
nor  at  convenient  hauling  distance  from,  the  city  of  Washington,  and  tlie  Ommis- 
sioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  consent  thereto,  the  contractor  for  disposal  must 
establish  and  maintain  in,  or  within  convenient  hauling  distance  from,  said  dty 
such  station  or  stations  as  in  the  opinion  of  said  Commissioners  may  be  neceasary  for 
the  reception  and  transfer  of  the  material  collected  or  delivered  there;  and  audi  con- 
tractor must  transfer  all  such  material  from  such  station  or  stations  to  the  place  or 
places  of  final  disposal,  without  creating  a  nuisance;  all  to  be  done  by  and  at  the  • 
expense  of  the  contractor  for  disposal. 

14.  All  material  collected  under  these  specifications  must  be  transported  hj  the 
contractor  or  contractors,  whether  within  or  without  the  District  of  Columbia,  in 
covered  conveyances  satisfactory  to  said  Commissioners. 

16.  All  vehicles  used  by  any  contractor  for  the  collection  of  any  one  class  of  mate- 
rial described  in  section  1  of  these  specifications  must  be  uniform,  except  as  othe^ 
wise  authorized  in  writing  by  said  Commissioners.  Each  such  vehicle  must  be  so 
constructed  as  to  be  loadS  and  unloaded,  and  to  carr^  its  contents,  without  offense 
to  the  public.  Each  such  vehicle  must  be  strongly  bmlt,  must  be  plainly  numbered 
and  marked,  so  as  to  indicate  to  the  public  the  nature  of  the  material  collected  in  it, 
and  must  be  kept  in  good  repair,  well  painted,  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  free  from 
odor  at  all  times. 

16.  None  but  strong,  serviceable  horses  or  mules  shall  be  used  in  connection  with 
any  work  performed  under  these  spec:ifications. 

17.  Eacn  contractor  must  present  all  vehicles  used  by  hun  for  inspection  at  sadi 
times  and  places  as  may  be  designated  by  said  Commissioners,  and  shall  maintain 
all  such  vehicles  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  said  Commissioners. 

18.  The  contractor  for  the  collection  of  dead  animals  must  keep  ready  for  imme- 
diate use  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  one  or  more  vehicles  suitable  for  the  collec- 
tion and  removal  of  dead  animals,  so  as  to  respond  promptly  to  any  order  requiring 
immediate  attention. 

19.  Every  receptacle  used  by  the  contractor  for  the  collection  of  garbage,  whether 
can,  barrelj  or  the  body  of  a  cart  or  wagon,  must  be  of  metal,  water-tight,  strongly 
built,  provided  with  a  close-fitting  metal  cover,  and  have  a  capacity  of  not  less  than 
30  gallons.  Every  receptacle  u»Bd  for  the  collection  of  miscellaneous  refuse,  and 
every  receptacle  used  for  the  collection  of  ashes,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  its  contents  during  the  process  of  transportation,  and  must  be  covered. 
Every  receptacle  aforesaid,  whether  for  the  collection  of  garbage,  or  of  miscellaneops 
refuse,  or  of  ashes,  must  be  kept  thoroughly  clean  and  weU  painted.  When  in 
motion  on  streets  and  avenues  it  must  be  tightly  closed,  and  while  being  filled  it 
shall  be  opened  as  little,  and  kept  open  for  as  orief  a  time,  as  is  practicable. 

20.  Each  contractor  must  provide  and  use,  at  his  own  expense,  such  disinfectantB 
as  in  the  opinion  of  said  Commissioners  may  be  necessary. 

21.  Each  contractor  for  the  collection  of  any  material  described  in  section  1  of 
these  specifications  must  see  that  each  collector  employed  by  him  notifies  dtixenfl  of 
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his  approach  m  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Commiesioners,  so  far  as  may 
be  neceeeary  to  enable  the  collector  to  remove  from  the  premises  of  the  citizen  the 
material  to  be  collected  without  undue  delay.  Each  such  contractor  must  see  that 
no  collector  employed  by  him  picks  or  sorts  material  collected,  but  transfers  it  from 
the  receptacles  of  householders  to  the  vehicle  used  for  collection  without  unnecessarv 
delay  or  exposure  and  without  spilling.  Each  such  contractor  must  see  that  each 
collector  employed  by  him  who  opens  a  gate,  door,  or  window  leading  to  any  premises 
properly  cloeee  the  same  before  departic^. 

22.  Each  contractor  for  the  collection  of  any  material  mentioned  in  section  1  of 
these  8i>ecification8  shall,  before  commencing  work,  and  thereafter  before  each 
chuige,  if  there  be  any,  from  summer  to  winter  service  and  vice  versa,  subdivide  the 
entire  area  from  which  collections  are  to  be  made  into  collection  districts  of  such  size 
as,  for  the  purposes  of  his  contract,  can  be  readily  served  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances b^r  one  vehicle;  shall  assign  to  each  collection  district  a  distinctive  number; 
shall  file  in  the  street-cleaning  department  a  map  showing  the  boundaries  of  each 
district  and  the  number  assigned  to  it,  and  shall  promptly  notify  said  Commissioners 
in  writing  of  any  changes  in  the  boundaries  and  numbers  of  such  collection  districts 
which  mav  be  made  after  such  map  has  been  filed. 

23.  Each  contractor  for  the  collection  of  garba^,  of  miscellaneous  refuse,  and  of 
ashes,  shall  issue  cards,  approved  by  said  Commissioners,  stating  the  days  for  col- 
lecting such  material  in  particular  streets  and  districts,  and  designating  as  nearly  as 
msL^  be  between  what  hours  the  collector  will  call  in  each  locality;  shall,  before 
beginning  work,  cause  one  or  more  copies  of  such  cards  to  be  left  at  every  building 
from  which  such  material  is  to  be  collected;  and  whenever  it  is  proposed  to  make 
any  change  in  the  days  or  hours  of  collection,  and  prior  to  making  such  change,  shall 
cause  one  or  more  copies  of  cards  showing  proposed  time  of  collection  to  be  left  at 
each  building  affected  by  it  Each  such  contractor  shall  keep  at  the  street-cleaning 
department  at  all  times  a  supply  of  cards  showing  the  days  and  hours  of  collections 
in  every  part  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

24.  No  person  under  16  years  of  agje  shall  be  employed  in  connection  with  any 
work  performed  under  these  specifications. 

25.  No  laborer  or  mechanic  performing  any  work  under  these  specifications  shall 
be  permitted  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  except  in  case 
of  emeiigencjr.  This  is  a  requirement  of  law,  and  a  disregard  thereof  is  punishable 
by  fine  and  miprisonment  (27  Stat,  340). 

26.  Every  contractor  must  punctu^Jly  pay  all  persons  employed  by  him  upon  the 
work  under  his  contract  in  cash  current,  and  not  in  what  is  denominated  store  pay 
or  orders. 

27.  If  any  employee  of  any  contractor  use  improper  language  or  be  under  the 
influence  of  liquor  while  on  auty,  or  demand  pay  from  citizens  for  service  rendered, 
or  falsify  any  report  he  may  be  called  upon  to  make,  the  contractor  by  whom  he  is 
employed  shall  at  once  discharge  such  employee  from  his  service.  No  contractor 
shall  Knowingly  employ  on  any  work  under  his  contract  any  person  who  has  been 
discharaed  in  compliance  with  the  foregoing  requirement. 

^.  No  contractor  may,  without  the  written  consent  of  said  Commissioners,  engage 
in  the  collection  or  in  tne  disposal  of  any  material  which  he  is  required  by  hia  con- 
tract to  collect  or  to  dispose  of  otherwise  than  as  provided  in  such  contract;  nor 
shall  he  use  any  vehicle  intended  for  the  public  collection  of  refuse  matter  of  any 
sort  under  these  specifications  for  any  other  purpose,  except  with  the  written  con- 
sent of  said  Commissioners. 

29.  Each  contractor  for  the  collection  and  each  contractor  for  the  disposal  of  any 
material  mentioned  in  section  1  of  these  specifications  shall  provide  telephone  con- 
nection with  the  street-cleaning  department  at  his  own  expense.  Each  contractor 
for  the  collection  of  any  such  matenal  shall  call  at  the  street-cleaning  department  to 
receive  orders,  in  person  or  through  some  responsible  agent,  at  such  times  as  the 
Commissioners  may  direct,  not  oftener  than  twice  each  day. 

30.  Each  contractor  for  the  collection  of  any  material  mentioned  in  section  1  of 
these  specifications  shall  make  daily  reports  to  said  Commissioners,  on  blanks 
approved  by  said  Commissioners,  which  shall  show  the  number  of  each  collection 
district,  the  number  of  each  vehicle  employed  therein,  and  the  number  of  full  loads 
and  parts  of  loads,  and  the  weight  of  each,  or,  in  the  case  of  dead  animals,  the  num- 
ber and  species,  collected.  Such  reports  shall  show  also  the  numl)er  of  men  and  of 
horses  employed  each  day  with  each  vehicle.  Each  such  contractor  must  furnish  to 
said  Commissioners  daily  a  complete  list  of  all  failures  on  his  part  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  his  contract  which  have  come  to  his  notice  during  the  preceding 
day,  and  the  reason  for  such  ^lure.  Each  contractor  for  the  collection  and  each 
contractor  for  the  disposal  of  any  material  aforesaid  shall  furnish  in  writing  such 
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information  in  reference  to  the  conduct  of  work  under  his  contract  as  may  be  called 
for  from  time  to  time  by  said  Commissioners. 

31.  All  work  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  street 
cleaning,  and  all  details  of  such  work  as  are  not  herein  particularly  specified  shall  be 
done  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  him. 

32.  If  any  contractor  engaged  in  work  under  these  specifications,  in  the  opinion  of 
said  Commissioners,  neglect  or  willfully  violate  any  provision  of  his  contract,  he  may 
be  fined  by  said  Commissioners  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,  and  the  amount  of  such  fine 
will  be  deducted  from  any  money  due  or  which  may  become  due  to  said  contractor. 

33.  Upon  the  failure  of  the  proper  contractor  to  execute  any  order  for  the  removal 
of  any  dead  animal  within  eight  hours  after  the  receipt  thereof,  or  forthwith  if  so 
directed  by  the  Commissioners;  or  to  execute  any  order  for  the  removal  of  garbage 
within  twelve  hours  after  the  receipt  of  such  order,  or  forthwith  if  so  directed  by  the 
Commissioners;  or  to  execute  any  order  for  the  removal  of  night  soil  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  receipt  of  such  order,  or  forthwith  if  such  night  soil  be  on  any 
public  street,  avenue,  allev,  or  road,  or  upon  any  open  lot;  or  to  execute  any  order 
for  the  removal  of  miscellaneous  refuse  or  ashes  within  forty -eight  hours  after  the 
receipt  of  such  order,  or  forthwith  if  such  miscellaneous  refuse  or  ashes  be  on  any 
public  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  road,  said  Commissioners  may  cause  such  dead  animal, 
or  j^rbage,  or  night  soil,  or  miscellaneous  refuse,  or  ashes  to  be  removed  and  charged 
against  the  contractor,  the  cost  of  such  removal  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  in  any  one 
case;  and  such  cost  will  be  deducted  from  any  money  due  or  which  may  become  due 
the  contractor,  and  paid  to  the  party  making  such  removal. 

34.  The  imposing  and  the  collecting  of  any  fine  upon,  or  the  performance  of  any 
work  at  the  expense  of,  a  contractor,  will  not  constitute  a  waiver  of  the  right  of  said 
Commissioners  to  annul  his  contract. 

35.  The  absence  of  any  employee  will  not  be  considered  as  a  sufficient  excuse  for 
failure  or  refusal  to  perform  any  work  reouired  by  any  contract. 

36.  The  use  of  unlawful  receptacles,  or  tne  placing  of  such  receptacles  by  honsehold- 
ers  in  inaccessible  places,  will  not  be  considered  a  sufficient  excuse  for  more  than  two 
successive  failures  to  collect  garbage,  miscellaneous  refuse,  or  ashes  from  the  same 
premises,  unless  the  contractor  shall  have  notified  the  Commissioners,  in  writing,  of 
such  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  occupant,  prior  to  the  receipt  of  such  complaint,  if  any, 
as  may  have  been  made  by  said  occupant. 

37.  Ordinarily  inspectors  will  be  employed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia.  If,  however,  on  account  of  any  apparent  disregard  by  any  contractor 
of  the  requirements  of  his  contract,  additional  inspectors  be.  in  the  opinion  of  said 
Commissioners,  required,  such  inspectors  will  be  employed  by  said  CbmmissionerB 
in  such  number  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  will  be  compensated  by  said  Com- 
missioners at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  diem  each,  which  compensation  will  be 
charged  to  the  contractor  for  the  supervision  of  whose  work  such  inspectors  have  beai 
employed,  and  deducted  from  any  money  due  or  which  may  become  due  to  him. 

38.  Every  contractor  must  file  with  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
from  time  to  time  as  they  direct,  evidence  satisfactory  to  said  Commissioners  that  he 
has  paid  in  full  all  accounts  which  were  due  on  or  before  the  date  specified  by  said 
Commissioners^  for  services  rendered  and  material  furnished  in  connection  wim  the 
execution  of  his  contract.  If  such  evidence  be  not  furnished,  such  sum  or  sums  as 
may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  accounts  as  are  believed  by  said  Commissioners  to  be 
due  and  unpaid  may  be  retained  by  said  Commissioners  until  evidence  is  presented 
to  show  that  such  accounts  have  been  iully  satisfied. 

39.  Payment  for  work  done  will  be  made  monthly  in  warrants  for  cash,  upon  the 
United  States  Treasury,  upon  vouchers  approved  by  said  superintendent  ot  street 
cleaning,  and  bearing  a  certificate  signed  by  said  superintendent,  certifying  that  the 
work  required  by  the  contract  has,  in  his  judgment,  been  satisfoctorily  performed. 
The  amount  of  money  to  be  paid  to  a  contractor  each  month  will  be  determined  by 
said  superintendent,  and  will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  bear  the  same  relation  to  the 
amount  to  be  paid  per  annum  as  the  work  performed  during  that  month  bears  to  the 
amount  to  be  performed  during  the  entire  year. 

40.  Bojid. — Good  and  sufficient  bonds  in  a  penal  sum  equal  to  the  estimated 
amount  of  the  contract,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioners,  will  be 
required  from  all  contractors,  guaranteeing  that  their  contract  will  be  faithfully  per- 
formed and  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  will  promptly  make  payments  to  all 
persons  supplving  him  or  them  with  labor  and  materials  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  provided  for  in  the  contract. 

41.  No  contract,  nor  any  interest  in  any  contract,  shall  be  transferred  by  the  party 
.  to  whom  it  is  awarded  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Commissioners* of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.    Transfers  without  such  consent  will  be  null  and  void. 
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42.  Failure  by  any  contractor,  and  by  his  sureties,  to  commence  work  promptly  at 
the  time  specified  in  his  contract  or  contracts,  or  to  prosecute  such  work  thereafter 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Distnct  of  Columbia,  or  any  attempt 
to  transfer  or  assign  any  contract,  or  any  interest  in  any  contract,  without  tneconsent 
of  said  Commissioners,  will  be  authority  for  said  Commissioners  to  annul  any  and  all 
contracts  affected  by  such  default  or  attempted  transfer,  or,  at  the  election  of  said 
Commissioners,  to  suspend  such  contractor,  or  such  sureties  if  such  sureties  have 
made  default  in  carrymg  out  the  contract,  from  the  work;  to  employ  some  other 
party  or  parties  to  perform  such  work  during  the  remainder  of  the  period  covered  by 
such  contract  or  contracts;  and  to  apply  any  money  due  to  such  contractor,  or  to  such 
sureties,  at  the  date  of  annulment  or  suspension,  and  any  and  all  money  which  would 
become  due  to  such  contractor,  or  to  such  surety,  if  he  or  they  were  to  perform  such 
work,  to  the  cost  of  the  work  under  such  contract  or  contracts  required  to  be  done 
after  such  annulment  or  suspension.  Any  excess  of  such  cost  over  and  above  the 
amount  so  retained  or  so  paid  will  be  charged  against  the  contractor  and  his  sureties, 
who  will  jointly  and  severally  be  held  liable  therefor. 

43.  Notwithstanding  anythmg  contained  in  any  contract  or  in  these  specifications, 
all  work  done  under  any  contract  must  be  performed  in  such  a  manner  as  in  the 
opinion  of  said  Commissioners  not  to  create  a  nuisance  nor  be  injurious  to  public 
health. 

44.  Wherever  the  word  "Commissioners"  is  used  it  is  understood  to  mean  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  or 
the  duly  authorized  ofiicials  of  the  street-cleaning  department. 

CITY  REFUSE  REGULATIONS. 

GARBAGE,  ASHES,  AND  OTHER  REFUSE. 

Section  1.  The  word  garba^,  wherever  it  occurs  in  these  rej^ulations,  shall  be 
held  to  mean  the  refuse  of  ammal  and  vegetable  food  stuffs;  and  the  words,  "dead 
animal,''  wherever  they  occur  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  held  to  mean  any  dead 
animal  not  killed  for  food. 

Sbc.  2.  Occupants  of  dwelling  houses,  proprietors  of  boarding  houses,  c^jmmission 
warehouses,  hotels,  restaurants,  and  other  places  where  garbage  is  accumulated,  and 
owners  or  occupants  of  apartment  or  tenement  houses,  shall  provide  for  the  use  of 
such  premises  a  sufiScient  number  of  receptacles  to  contain  all  garbage  which  may 
accumulate  on  said  premises  during  the  usual  interval  between  the  collections  of 
garbage  therefrom,  and  shall  keep  such  receptacles  at  all  times  in  good  repair.  Each 
such  receptacle  shall  be  made  of  metal,  water-tight,  provided  with  a  tight  cover  with 
a  handle,  and  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  contents  can  be  removed  therefrom 
easily  and  without  delay.  No  person,  without  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of 
street  cleaning,  shall  use  for  the  reception  of  garbage  any  receptacle  having  a  capacity 
of  less  than  three  nor  more  than  ten  gallons,  nor  more  than  one  receptacle  containing 
leas  than  ten  gallons. 

Sec.  3.  Occupants  of  any  dwelling  house,  apartment  or  tenement  house,  and  each 
proprietor  of  any  boarding  house,  commission  warehouse,  hotel,  restaurant,  and 
other  place  where  garbage  is  accumulated,  shall  cause  all  garbage  from  his  or  her 
premises  to  be  put  into  the  receptacle  provided  for  that  purpose.  Each  person  afore- 
said shall  cause  such  receptacle  to  be  kept  covered  at  all  times,  and  to  be  placed  and 
to  remain,  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  day  on 
which  the  collection  is  made  from  his  or  her  premises,  in  such  position  as  to  be  easily 
accessible  to  the  wrbage  collector,  or  as  may  be  designated  by  the  superintendent  of 
street  cleaning.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  l^  placed  in  any  garbage  recep- 
tacle any  sub^ance  other  than  garbage. 

Sec.  4.  Owners  of  premises  from  which  garbage  is  to  be  removed  having  street  and 
alley  entrances  shall  place  conspicuously  at  the  side  and  rear  alley  entnmce  thereof 
the  street  and  number  designations  in  letters  and  figures,  respectively,  not  less  than 
2  inches  in  height,  so  as  to  be  easily  read. 

Sbc.  5.  No  person  shall  alter,  de&ce,  remove,  or  destroy  any  name  of  any  street  or 
nomber  required  to  be  displayed  by  these  regulations. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  having  possession,  custody,  or  care  of  meat,  fish,  vegetables, 
or  provisions  of  any  kind  intended  for  ^e  as  food,  but  which  has  become  imfit  for 
SQcn  use,  shall  forthwith  remove  such  meat,  fish,  vegetables,  or  provisions  to  such 
place  as  has  been  designated  by  the  health  officer  for  such  purpose.  No  person  shall 
oring  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  the  District  of  Columbia  any  diseased,  spoiled,  or 
decayed  meat,  fish,  vegetables,  or  provisions  of  any  kind  intended  for  food. 
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Sec.  7.  No  driver,  owner,  or  supermtendent  having  charge  or  control  of  any  cart 
or  other  vehicle  for  carrying  garbage  shall  allow  such  cart  or  other  vehicle  to  need- 
lessly remain,  nor  allow  a  needless  nomber  of  such  carts  or  vehicles  to  gather  before 
any  residence,  building,  or  place  of  business  within  the  city  of  Washington  or  the 
more  densely  populated  suburbs  thereof;  nor  allow  any  such  cart  or  vehicle,  or  any- 
thing thereto  appertaining,  to  be  in  a  condition  neealessly  filthy  or  offensive;  nor 
allow  any  such  cart,  or  v^icle,  or  implement  used  in  connection  therewith  to  be 
stored  and  kept  in  any  place  where  needless  offense  is  given  to  any  person.  No 
driver  of  any  such  cart  or  vehicle  shall  occupy  any  unreasonable  length  of  time  in 
loading  or  unloading  such  cart  or  vehicle,  or  in  passing  along  any  alley,  street, 
avenue,  or  public  road  allow  the  lid  or  cover  of  such  cart  or  vehicle  to  be  oth^wise 
than  securely  closed. 

8bc.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deposit,  throw,  or  place  any  garbage, 
dead  animal,  fish,  or  refuse  animal  or  v^etable  matter  in  any  avenue,  alley,  street^ 
or  other  public  place  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  into  the  JPotomac  River  or  any 
other  waters  in  the  said  District;  nor  shall  any  person  place  such  materials  upon  any 
private  property,  whether  owned  by  such  person  or  not,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
mclosed  in  proper  vessels,  as  provided  in  section  2;  nor  shall  any  person  feed  any 
such  materials  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  any  cows  or  other  animals  used  for 
food,  or  transport,  or  cause  or  permit  such  materials  to  be  transported  beyond  the 
said  District  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  the  same  to  animals. 

Sbc.  9.  It  is  hereby  nuuie  the  duty  of  the  contractor  with  the  District  of  Columbia 
for  the  collection  and  removal  of  garbage  and  dead  animals  to  collect  and  remove,  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  and  contract  of  the  said  District,  all  garbage,  dead 
animals,  fish,  and  refuse  animal  and  vegetable  matter  found  within  the  District,  to 
some  place  to  be  designated  or  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District,  and 
to  dispose  of  the  same  through  a  reduction  or  consumption  process,  subject  to  the 
sanitary  inspection  and  approval  of  said  Commissioners;  and  each  cart  or  other 
vehicle  used  for  the  purpose  of  removing  garbage  shall  have  the  word  "carba^" 
and  the  number  of  the  wagon  in  lai^  white  letters  on  a  black  ground,  plamly 
painted  or  attached  to  each  side  of  the  wagon  bed,  which  shall  be  of  metsil,  water- 
tight, and  provided  with  tight-fitting  covers,  and  be  approved  by  the  superintendent 
of  street  cleaning.  All  dead  animals  shall  be  removcni  to  the  place  of  disposal  in 
covered  wagons  or  other  vehicles  or  conveyances  as  nearly  air-tight  as  possible,  to  be 
approved  by  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  use  for  the  removal  of  garbage  or  dead  animals  any  cart,  wagon,  vehicle  or 
other  conveyance  not  so  approved.  JNo  other  person  or  party  except  Uie  District 
contractor,  nis,  their,  or  its  agents,  shall  carry,  convey,  or  transport  through  the 
streets,  alleys,  or  public  places  of  the  said  District,  any  garbage,  dead  animals,  fish, 
or  refuse  animal  or  vegetable  matter;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
interfere  in  any  manner  with  the  collection  and  disposal  of  such  material  or  dead 
animals  by  the  District  contractor,  his,  their,  or  its  agents  or  employees.  Provided, 
That  the  owner  of  anv  dead  animal,  if  the  same  shall  have  died  upon  private 
premises,  may  remove  tfie  same,  or  cause  it  to  be  removed  within  four  hours  after  it 
shall  have  died,  otherwise  such  removal  shall  be  within  one  hour  thereafter,  to  a 

Elace  or  places  to  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  said  District,  whence  it  shall 
e  taken  and  disposed  of  by  the  reduction  process,  subject  to  the  sanitary  inspection 
of  the  said  Commissioners.  All  garbage,  dead  animals,  night  soil,  miscellaneoiis 
refuse  and  ashes  must  be  within  the  digesting  tanks,  or  within  the  furnace,  or  other- 
wise in  process  of  actual  disposal,  not  later  than  6  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  day  following 
their  receipt  by  the  contractor  or  other  person  for  such  disposal.  All  such  garbage, 
dead  animals,  and  night  soil  must  be  completely  disposed  of  within  twenty-four 
hours,  and  all  miscellaneous  refuse  and  ashes  within  seventy-two  hours  after  their 
receipt.  The  capacity  of  any  plant  or  scheme  established  by  any  contractor  or  other 
person  must  be  sufficient  to  enable  all  necessary  repairs  to  be  made  without  interfering 
with  the  work  of  disposal. 

Sbc.  10.  The  term  *' ashes''  will  be  construed  to  include  ashes  from  wood,  coal,  and 
other  substances  used  for  fuel  in  connection  with  the  ordinary  conduct  of  dwellings, 
and  not  such  refuse  as  may  accumulate  as  the  result  of  building  operations,  etc 

Sex^.  11.  Occupants  of  premises  from  which  ashes  are  collected  at  public  expense 
shall  provide  for  the  use  of  such  premises  a  sufficient  number  of  metal  receptacles  to 
contam  all  a«hes  that  may  accumulate  on  said  premises  during  the  usual  interval 
between  the  collection  of  ashes  therefrom,  and  shall  keep  such  receptacle  or  recepta- 
cles at  all  times  in  good  repair;  each  such  receptacle  to  be  provided  with  a  handle. 
No  person  without  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning  shall  deposit 
ashe^  for  collection  in  anv  receptacle  havmg  a  capacity  of  less  than  10  nor  more  than 
24  gallons,  nor  in  more  tnan  one  receptacle  containing  less  than  20  gallons. 
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Sbc.  12.  Receptacles  when  filled  mii£it  be  placed  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  easily 
accessible  t<>  the  collector  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6  o'clock  p.  m.  of 
each  day  on  which  the  collection  is  made  from  the  premises. 

Sec.  13.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  on  convic- 
tion thereof  be  punished  by  a  nne  of  not  less  than  $1  nor  more  than  $40. 

MI8CELLAKBOU8-REFUSB  REGULATIONS. 

Sbction  1.  The  term  ** miscellaneous  refuse/'  as  herein  used,  is  intended  to  include 
all  daily  waste  from  private  residences,  and  applies  particularly  to  such  articles  as 
paper,  paper  l)oxes,  rags,  old  shoes,  carpets,  bottles,  tin  cans,  broken  crockery  or 
class,  and  such  other  Nicies  as  are  daily  thrown  into  the  wastebasket  or  rubbish 
barrel;  but  it  is  understood  not  to  include  anything  like  building  materials  or  accu- 
mulations on  lawns  or  back  yards,  such  as  trimmings  of  shrubbery,  leaves,  grass,  etc. 

Sbc.  2.  Miscellaneous  refuse  will  be  collected  and  removed  at  public  expense  from 
all  private  residences  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  the  more  densely  populated 
suburban  sections  once  per  week. 

Ssa  3.  All  refuse  intended  for  collection  must  be  deposited  by  householders  in 
receptacles  suitable  for  that  purpose,  and  which  can  be  easily  handled  by  one  man. 
All  receptacles  aforesaid  will  be  placed  at  points  accessible  to  collectors. 

Sec.  4.  All  refuse  from  hotels,  apartment  houses,  and  business  establishments  not 
provided  for  in  section  one  will  be  aispoeed  of  by  the  contractor  if  brought  to  the  place 
of  dispoeaL 
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£EPO£T  OF  THE  BOABD  OF  MEDICAL  SUFEBVISOES. 

Washington,  Octcber  i,  190S. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  your  request  of  June  20  that  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors  forward  a  detailed  report  of  its  trans- 
actions, together  with  any  suggestions  it  may  see  fit  to  make,  with  a 
view  to  greater  efficiency  as  to  its  purposes  and  administration,  the 
board  respectfully  submits  its  sixth  annual  report,  with  certain  recom- 
mendations for  which  it  asks  your  careful  consideration.  The  recom- 
mendations are  submitted  with  the  full  assurance  on  the  part  of  the 
board  that  their  adoption  will  aid  in  the  fulfillment  of  both  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  the  act  of  Congress  which  provides  for  the  examina- 
tion and  registration  of  persons  desiring  to  practice  medicine  in  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity.  The  board  held  fourteen 
meetings.  At  most  of  the  meetings  every  member  was  present.  The 
subject  of  reciprocity  in  the  matter  of  exchange  of  licenses  without 
examination  has  occupied  much  time.  Careful  consideration  has  been 
given  to  every  application  made  for  license  by  virtue  of  the  section  of 
the  law  which  provides  for  d  possible  interchange  of  courtesy  between 
the  several  boards. 

The  board  has  not  seen  its  way  clear  to  the  granting  of  these 
requests  in  any  instance.  It  does  not  see  how,  at  the  present  time, 
such  reciprocity  is  possible  without  some  amendment  by  Congress  of 
the  present  law  under  which  we  are  operating.  The  lack  of  uniformity 
in  the  medical  practice  acts  in  the  several  States  is  to  be  regretted,  as 
it  forms  the  cnief  barrier  to  the  establishment  of  the  much  desired 
reciprocity.  As  we  believe  that  the  law  under  which  we  are  organized 
is  the  most  practical  of  any  so  far  enacted,  we  would  recommend  it  as 
a  model  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States.  The  board  has 
received  several  letters  from  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  and  the  House  of  Representatives  asking  that  exception  be  made 
in  cases  of  their  particular  constituents  who  were  represented  to  us  as 
being  especially  desirable  as  citizens  and  practitioners  in  the  District. 
All  of  these  requests  were  carefully  considered  and  respectfully 
answei-ed,  but,  as  the  board  is  without  discretion  in  such  matters  and 
has  to  be  guided  by  the  letter  of  the  law,  none  could  be  granted. 
These  letters,  with  the  indorsement  of  members  of  the  exatoining 
boards  of  the  States  where  the  physicians  were  licensed,  show  the 
weak  points  in  the  laws  enacted  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of 
medicme  in  the  neighboring  States. 

In  order  that  the  position  of  our  board  may  be  clearly  understood, 
we  would  embody,  as  part  of  this  paper,  the  answers  given  to  the 
sevei-al  State  boards  which  asked  us  to  register  their  licentiates  with- 
out fee  and  without  examination.  These  answers  have  been  carefully 
prepared  by  the  lay  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  both  of 
whom  hold  prominent  positions  in  the  District  bar. 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  some  criticism  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  because  certain  licentiates,  who  are  practicing  by  virtue 
of  their  registration  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  law  governing  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  the  District,  are  openly  using  methods  unpro- 
ici^ional  and  dishonorable  to  a  degree  which  is  intolerable  in  a  com- 
munity which  respects  the  ordinary  requirements  of  morality  and 
honesty,  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  medical  profession  to  know  that 
the  board  of  medical  supervisors  is  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the 
law,  in  positive  language,  gives  full  power  to  the  board  of  supervisors, 
by  a  vote  of  four  members,  to  revoke  the  licenses  of  these  parties, 
but  it  did  not  make  clear  the  methods  to  be  used  to  bring  about  this 
much-desired  result 

At  the  request  of  the  Commissioners,  and  after  several  conferences, 
the  board  under  date  of  June  13  in  a  letter  set  forth  a  plan  by  which 
the  police  and  law  departments  of  the  District  government  may  pre- 
sent and  prosecute  such  delinquents  before  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors.  The  recommendations  contained  in  this  letter  have  now 
been  approved  by  both  the  corporation  counsel  and  the  Commission- 
ers, ana  we  have  every  reason  to  hope  that  before  another  report  is 
made  there  will  at  least  be  no  more  open  and  flagrant  disregard  of  the 
time-honored  rules  of  medical  practice  and  of  the  standard!  of  moral- 
ity as  founded  by  the  medical  profession. 

A  copv  of  the  above-mentioned  letter  is  appended,  and  we  ask  that 
it  be  embodied  in  the  report. 

In  compliance  with  the  Commissioners'  request,  sent  under  date  of 
March  23,  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  presented  a  plan  for  the 
competitive  examination  of  applicants  for  appointments  as  medical 
inspectors  of  public  schools  and  as  physicians  to  the  poor. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  they  could  not  undei-take  such  exami- 
nations themselves,  but,  as  stated  in  this  communication,  they  did  not 
feel  that  thev  would  be  justified  in  asking  men  of  the  professional 
standing  of  those  who  composed  the  boards  of  medical  examiners  to 
assume  the  extra  labor  and  responsibility  involved  in  these  examina- 
tions without  compensation.  Because  of  the  absence  of  a  fund  for 
such  compensation,  they  recommended  that  such  examinations  be  con- 
ducted by  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission.  That  the  result 
of  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation  on  the  part  of  the  Commis- 
sioners is  the  cause  of  much  solicitude  among  many  of  our  citizens  the 
board  is  aware,  and  it  hopes  that  in  the  future  arrangements  may  be 
made  by  which  such  examinations  can  be  held  by  this  board,  or  at  least 
by  a  bcwtrd  composed  of  practitioners  in  the  District  whose  interests 
are  identified  more  intimately  with  the  public  schools  and  the  work  of 
the  Board  of  Charities. 

In  order  to  make  our  report  complete  we  append  a  copy  of  the  com- 
munication sent  to  the  Commissioners  May  5,  1903. 

In  addition  to  the  papers  above  referred  to  we  submit  a  tabulated 
statement  of  the  examinations  Held  by  the  various  examining  boards 
and  the  licenses  granted  by  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  with 
the  names  of  the  colleges  from  which  the  applicants  received  their 
di^omas. 

The  board  issued  63  licenses.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  they 
had  pending  before  them  for  action  31  applications.  They  received 
during  the  year  77  applications.  Two  of  the  applicants  were  refused 
admission  to  the  examinations.  Five  withdrew  their  applications. 
Licenses,  after  examination,  were  issued  to  63.    At  the  end  of  the 
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year  26  applications  were  in  the  hands  of  the  board  awaiting  the  result 
of  the  examination  held  during  the  month  of  July.  Of  those  who 
appeared  for  examination  65  passed  and  only  8  failed.  While  this 
percentage  seems  large,  the  marks  obtained  and  the  papers  submitted 
by  those  who  passed  the  examinations  were  especially  gratifying  to 
the  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  they  congratukte  the 
citizens  of  the  District  upon  the  attainments  of  tliose  wno  have  been 
admitted  to  the  practice  of  medicine  in  their  midst 

After  careful  consideratiou  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  med- 
ical examining  boards  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  great  benefit 
which  has  accrued  to  the  District  by  the  elevation  of  the  standard  of 
medical  education,  and  of  the  (qualifications  of  the  practitioners  of  the 
District,  the  board  does  not  thmk  that  the  examiners  should  be  asked 
to  serve  longer  without  adequate  compensation.  There  is  no  other 
body  of  men  working  under  a  law  which  exacts  so  much  without 
some  adecjuate  return.  The  work  demanded  can  be  obtained  only 
through  tne  services  of  those  who  are  compelled  to  make  great  per- 
sonal sacrifice  for  its  accomplishment.  The  small  amount  that  can 
possibly  be  distributed  fi'om  fees  received  is  beneath  the  dignity  of 
the  members  of  the  board  to  receive.  We  therefore  respe^tnilly 
ask  that  the  (Commissioners  embody  in  their  estimates  for  the  coming 
year  the  sum  of  $2,500,  or  as  much  thereof  as  shall  be  required,  for 
compensation  for  the  members  of  the  various  examining  boards  of  the 
District,  and  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  who  should  receive 
compensation  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  meeting  actually  attended,  pro- 
vided that  the  members  of  the  several  boards  of  medical  examiners 
shall  receive  compensation  for  attendance  only  upon  such  meetings  as 
shall  be  called  bj  order  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors;  and  that 
the  official  meetings  of  the  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall  not 
exceed  15  in  any  one  year. 

We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  in  the  history  of  the  District 
when  it  is  not  justified  in  receiving  the  services  which  it  does  from 
the  members  of  the  several  boards  without  compensation.  Further- 
more, we  know  that  the  burden  resting  upon  the  members  of  the  sev- 
eral boards  is  becoming  so  great  that  Siey  can  not  be  longer  expected 
to  give  their  services  without  remuneration,  and  if  the  recommenda- 
tions of  this  report  be  adopted  the  results  will  more  than  justify  tiie 
expenditure  asked  for. 

The  board  acknowledges  its  obligations  to  the  University  of  George- 
town for  the  use  of  the  room  in  their  law -school  building  in  which 
examinations  have  been  held.  It  fully  appreciates  the  comiesy 
extended,  but  expresses  the  hope  that  when  the  new  municipal  building 
is  completed  the  necessity  for  such  courtesy  will  no  longer  exist. 

In  closing,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  call  a^ntion  to  the 
conscientious  and  efficient  wort  performed  by  the  several  boards  of 
medical  examiners.  Singleness  of  purpose  and  harmonious  cooperation 
have  characterized  all  their  deliberations  and  acts.  It  gives  us  great 
pleasure,  also,  to  give  expression  to  our  appreciation  ox  the  courtesy 
and  consideration  always  extended  to  the  board  of  medical  supervisors 
by  the  honorable  Board  of  Commissioners.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request  of  March  23,  1903,  the  board  of 
medical  suix^rvisors  has  prei)ared  and  begs  to  submit  the  following  plan  for  the  com- 
petitive examination  of  applicants  for  appointments  as  medical  inspectors  of  public 
schools  and  physicians  to  the  poor: 

1.  Examination  of  apphcants  for  appointments  as  medical  inspectors  of  public 
schools. 

(a)  Each  applicant  should  be  examined  in  the  following  branches:  Anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  and  pathology,  as  related  to  hygiene,  and  practice  of  mecfi- 
cino,  surgery,  diseases  of  the  eye  and  the  ear,  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  diseases  of 
the  throat  and  the  nose,  having  si)ecial  reference  to  the  diagnosis  of  communicable 
diseases  commonly  prevalent  among  children  and  adolesctmts. 

(6)  A  rating  of  75  out  of  a  possible  100  should  be  necessary  to  render  any  appli- 
cant eligible  for  appointment. 

(c)  Applicants  should  be  grouped  as  follows:  White  males,  white  females,  colored 
males,  and  colored  females,  so  that  an  ai)plic«nt  belonging  to  any  of  these  groups 
will  1)0  thrown  into  competition  only  with  api)licants  of  the  same  class. 

2.  Examination  of  applicants  for  appointments  as  physicians  to  the  poor.  The 
examinations  shoulti  be  conducted  in  the  same  general  manner  as  the  examinatioM 
of  applicants  for  appointments  as  meilic^l  insiHictors  of  public  schools. 

3.  Until  adequate  provision  be  made  for  the  proper  compensation  of  a  board  of 
medical  examiners  specially  appointed  from  among  the  members  of  the  varioos 
medical  examining  Iwards  now  constituted  by  law,  examinations  of  applicants  for 
appointments  as  niedical  insi)ector8  of  public  schools  and  for  appointments  as  phja- 
cians  to  the  i)oor  should  be  conducted  by  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Com misaon.

Gentlemen:  Your  committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the  propriety  of  issoing 
licenses  to  practice  medicine  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  without  fee  and  without 
examination,  to  licentiates  of  either  of  the  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

The  issue  of  licenses  to  practice  medicine  in  this  District,  without  fee  and  without 
examination,  to  licentiates  of  State  and  Territorial  medical  examining  boards  ifl 
authorized  only  under  the  following  conditions: 

"Sec.  8.  *  *  *  That  a  license  shall  l>e  issued  upon  application,  free  of  cost  and 
without  examination,  *  *  *  to  physicians  who  may  cnange  their  residence  to 
the  District  of  ColumlDia  from  any  State  or  Territory  where  medical  laws  and  medical 
examining  boards  exist,  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  or  license  from  a  medical 
examining  board,  if  found  ui)on  due  inquiry  to  be  true  and  genuine,  being  sufficient 
evidence  of  right  to  registration  and  certification  under  the  provisions  of  this  act: 
Provided,  That  the  medical  laws  and  examining  boards  of  such  States  and  Territoricfl 
grant  equal  rights  and  recognition  to  the  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical  8upe^ 
visors  herein  created."     (Act  of  June  3,  189(>.) 

In  order  to  determine  whether  licentiates  of  either  of  the  medical  examiniAg 
boards  of  the  State  of  Maryland  upon  moving  into  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
entitle<l  to  licenses  to  practice  medicine  in  said  District  under  the  provisions  of  law 
cited  above,  it  is  necessary  to  determine  the  following  questions: 

(1)  Does  the  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland  reouire  the  issue  of  licenses  to  practice 
medicine  within  the  borders  of  that  State  to  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  may  change  their  residem^es  to  Mary- 
land upon  bare  application  therefor  and  without  requiring  of  the  applicant  either 
fee  or  examination? 

(2)  Do  the  medical  examining  l)oards  of  the  State  of  Maryland  grant  licensee  to 
licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical  suiKTvisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  under  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  the  preceding  question? 

(3)  If  the  answer  to  each  of  the  loregoing  questions  is  in  the  affirmative,  are  the 
rights  and  recognition  thus  conferred  upon  the  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  equal  to  those  conferred  by  the  laws  of  this 
District  upon  licentiates  of  the  boards  of  medi(^  examiners  of  the  State  of  Maryland 
under  corresponding  conditions? 
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8och  portions  of  the  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land as  are  germane  to  the  matter  under  consideration  are  appended  to  this  report 
These  extracts  have  been  taken  from  the  laws  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  in 
the  State  of  Maryland  as  it  appears  in  Polk's  Medical  and  Surgical  R<^ister,  issued 
in  June,  1900,  but  as  amended  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland, 
ap{)roved  April  11,  1902,  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine  in  that  State,  a  copy  of 
which  was  kindly  furnished  by  the  president  of  this  board. 

(1)  Does  the  mw  of  Maryland  require  the  issue  of  licenses  to  practice  medicine 
within  the  borders  of  that  State  to  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  who  may  change  their  residence  to  Maryland  upon  bare 
application  therefor  and  without  requiring  of  the  applicant  either  fee  or  examina- 
tion?   Your  committee  finds  that  the  law  of  Maryland  does  not  so  require. 

The  law  governing  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Maryland  is  extremely  involved 
with  reference  to  the  conditions  under  which  licenses  may  be  issued  to  licentiates  of 
the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  this  District. 

Section  43  authorizes  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland  to  issue  licensee 
to  licentiates  of  the  ** boards  of  medical  examiners  of  the  District  of  Columbia''  under 
certain  conditions. 

Section  56  authorizes  the  boards  of  medical  examiners  in  their  discretion  to  sub- 
stitute a  special  examination  for  the  regular  examination  whenever  application  is 
made  by  a  physician  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing  who  has  come  into 
Maryland  with  intent  to  practice  medicine  and  who  holds  a  certificate  or  license 
from  a  board  of  medical  examiners  of  any  State  where  the  requirements  for  practice 
are  equal  to  those  required  by  the  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland.  In 
such  cases,  however,  the  applicant  is  required  to  pay  the  same  fee  as  is  required  of 
applicants  generally;  and  while  certain  physicians  holding  licenses  issuea  by  the 
board  of  m^ical  supervisors  of  this  District  have,  under  this  section  of  the  Maryland 
statute,  been  given  special  examinations,  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  this  privilege 
was  granted  to  them  because  of  such  licenses,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  same  privi- 
lege may  be  granted  to  any  physician  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing  who 
is  a  ^duate  of  a  medical  coll^re  or  a  university  of  good  standing. 

It  18  not  necessary,  however,  to  consider  the  foregoing  sections  of  the  Maryland  law 
at  greater  length,  because  of  the  provisions  of  section  43  A.    This  section  is  as  follows: 

"Sbc.  43  A.  Any  physician  who  may  change  his  residence  from  the  District  of 
Columbia  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  who  while  living  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
diall  desire  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  shall,  upon 
ai>plication  to  the  examining  board  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  be  entitled  to  a  license, 
without  fee  and  without  examination:  Proridedy  That  the  application  be  properly 
indorsed  at  the  time  it  is  presented  by  the  examining  board  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  certifying  to  the  proficiency  and  profesBional  standing  of  the  applicant: 
And  provided  further,  That  the  examining  board  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall, 
under  the  laws  thereof,  grant  like  and  equal  privileges  to  licensed  physicians  of  this 
State  who  may  remove  to  said  District  of  Columbia,  or  while  continumg  to  reside  in 
this  State  may  desire  also  to  practice  in  said  District  of  Columbia." 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  more  or  less  inconsistent  with  those  of  the  other 
sections — those  to  which  reference  has  just  been  made.  It  is  more  specific  in  its 
terms  and  is  mandatory.  Under  its  provisions  a  licentiate  of  **  the  examining  board  " 
of  this  District  acquires  a  definite  right  to  a  license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  State 
of  Maryland,  without  fee  and  without  examination,  under  certain  conditions  fixed 
by  the  law  itself  and  not  lying  in  the  discretion  of  either  board  of  medical  examin- 
ers of  the  State.  Your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  this  is  the  section  of  the  law 
governing  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Maryland  the  construction  of 
which  must  determine  whether  that  law  gives  to  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors  rights  and  recognition  equal  to  the  rights  and  recognition  accorded  by 
the  laws  of  this  District  to  licentiates  of  the  medical  examining  boards  of  the  State 
of  Maryland. 

In  any  case,  however,  before  this  section  (43  A)  of  the  Maryland  law  can  come 
into  operation  in  favor  of  licentiates  of  this  District,  privilegft*^  "like  and  equal"  to 
those  granted  by  this  section  to  licentiates  of  the  District  of  Columbia  must  be 
granted  by  the  examining  board  (sic)  of  the  District  of  Columbia  (1)  to  licensed 
physicians  of  Maryland  who  may  remove  to  the  District  of  Columbia  and  (2)  to 
Kcensed  physicians  of  Maryland  who  desire  while  remaining  in  Maryland  to  prac- 
tice in  the  District  of  Columbia.  An  examination  of  the  law  governing  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  the  District  of  Columbia  showd,  however,  no  authority  whatsoever 
for  the  issue  of  licenses  without  fee  and  without  examination  to  physicians  residing 
m  Maryland.  A  condition  precedent  to  the  issue  of  a  District  license  without  fee 
8nd  without  examination*  is  a  chan^  of  residence  to  the  District  of  Columbia.    The 
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like  and  equal  privil^es  required  by  the  Maryland  law  can  not  be  granted,  and 
therefore  the  reciprocity  clause  of  the  Maryland  law  relative  to  the  Dis^ct  of 
Columbia  can  not  come  into  operation. 

Even,  however,  if  this  part  of  the  law  governing  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  were  effective  under  the  laws  of  this  District,  there  would  still  be 
an  obstacle  in  the  way  of  reciprocity,  inasmuch  as  the  Maryland  law  does  not  authorize 
the  issue  of  licenses  to  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  merely  upon 
the  presentation  of  a  license  issued  by  authority  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but 
reqmres  in  addition  that  the  application  filed  by  the  District  licentiate  be  indorsed 
by  the  examining  board  of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  time  it  is  presented,  cer- 
tifying to  the  proficiency  and  professional  standing  of  the  appUcant  There  may  be 
many  applicants,  licentiates  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  wnose  proficiency  is  not 
known  to  any  of  the  three  boards  of  medical  examiners:  (1)  Those  physicians  who  . 
were  licensea  by  reason  of  registration  at  the  health  oflSce  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
law  now  in  force  and  (2)  those  phvsicians  who  may  hereafter  be  licensed  by  virtue 
of  State  and  Territorial  licenses.  With  neither  of  these  classes  of  licentiates  have  the 
examining  boards  anything  whatsoever  to  do.  Even,  however,  if  the  term  **  examin- 
ing board ''  be  construed  as  referring  to  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  the  situation 
is  not  improved. 

The  board  of  medical  supervisors  could  not  with  propriety  vouch  for  the  proficiency 
of  licentiates  of  the  classes  above  referred  to  unless  it  subjected  them  to  examinatioos 
any  further  than  it  vouches  for  their  proficiency  when  it  issues  licenses  to  them. 
These  licentiates  of  this  District,  present  and  prospective,  could  not  then,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Marj'land  law,  be  licensed  in  the  State  of  Maryland  without  exami- 
nation, because  the  necessary  certificate  of  presentproficiency  could  not  be  procured 
from  the  District  of  Columbia  in  any  other  way.  There  is,  however,  no  provision  in 
the  law  of  this  District  under  which  any  of  the  medical  examining  boards  or  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors,  as  such,  could  lawfully  examine  them  so  as  to  certify 
at  the  times  of  their  applications  for  Maryland  licenses  to  their  proficiency;  and 
even  if  they  could  be  so  examined,  these  licentiates  would  be  deprived  of  the  very 
advantage  which  they  seek — exemption  from  examination, — ^because  they  would  have 
to  be  specially  examined  in  this  District  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Maryland  law. 

The  situation  is  not  much  better  with  reference  to  those  physicians  licensed  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  after  examination.  The  Maryland  law  requires  certificates  as 
to  proficiency  to  be  issued  at  the  time  application  is  made  to  the  Maryland  board  for 
a  license.  If,  therefore,  such  application  were  made  immediately  after  applying  for 
a  license  to  practice  metlicine  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  certificate  could  oe  given. 
If  application  to  the  Maryland  board  were  delayed  until  some  time  after  the  issue  of 
the  license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  Districtof  Columbia,  neither  any  examining 
board  nor  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  could,  without  then  examining  the 
applicant,  certify  to  his  proficiency,  nor  could  they  lawfully  examine  him. 

An  equally  grave  objection  exists  with  reference  to  certification  as  to  professional 
standing.  An  intention  is  manifest  to  draw  a  distinction  between  pronciency  and 
professional  standing  by  the  use  of  the  distinctive  terms  in  this  section.  It  is  mani- 
fest, also,  by  the  fact  that  by  express  enactment  of  the  Maryland  law,  section  52  A, 
the  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland  are  authorizeil  to  issue  certificates  of 
**  professional  standing"  to  physicians  moving  out  of  that  State.  Your  committee 
feels  constrained,  therefore,  to  regani  the  term  "professional  standing''  as  having 
been  used  in  the  sense  in  which  it  is  ordinarily  understood  by  the  medical  profes- 
sion, meaninj^  the  standing  as  determined  by  the  ethics  of  his  profession,  and  neither 
by  his  proficiency  nor  by  the  law.  With  matters  of  ethics,  however,  neither  any 
medical  examining  boarcl  of  this  district  nor  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  hi 
anything  to  do,  and,  therefore,  it  would  be  beyond  the  power  of  any  of  these  boards 
to  certify  to  the  professional  standing  of  any  physician  duly  licensed  to  practice 
medicine  in  this  District.  This  view  of  this  aspect  of  the  case  is  emphasized  by  the 
necessity  felt  by  the  medical  examining  boards  of  Maryland  for  securing  expreefl 
statutory  authority  for  the  issue  of  such  certificates. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion,  in  view  of  the  foregoiiig  statement,  that  the  law 
of  the  State  of  Maryland  does  not  conform  to  the  law  of  this  District  of  Columbia  eo 
as  to  vivify  the  so-called  reciprocity  clause  which  the  District  law  contains,  and  it 
appears  questionable  whether  the  law  of  the  District  is  such  as  to  give  life  to  the 
reciprocity  clause  in  the  Maryland  statute.  Your  committee  believes  that  the  law 
of  the  State  of  Maryland  as  it  now  stands  neither  requires  nor  authorizes  the  issue  of 
licenses  to  practice  medicine  within  the  borders  oi  that  State  to  licentiates  of  the 
l)oard  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  may  change  their  resi- 
dences to  Maryland,  upon  bare  application  for  licensee  and  without  fee  and  without 
examination. 
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Disr^ardiDg  the  negative  answer  to  this  first  question  involved  in  the  matter  now 
under  consideration,  we  may  consider  whether  the  second  of  the  conditions  precedent 
to  the  exemption  of  licentiates  of  the  State  of  Maryland  from  fees  and  examination 
in  this  District  does  or  does  not  exist. 

(2)  Do  the  medical  examining  boards  of  the  State  of  Maryland  grant  licenses  to 
licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  must 
change  their  residences  to  Maryland,  upon  bare  application  therefor,  and  without 
requiring  of  the  applicant  either  fee  or  examination?  Your  committee  finds  that 
they  do  not 

It  might  be  presumed  that  as  your  committee  was  of  opinion  that  under  existing 
conditions  the  Maryland  law  did  not  authorize  the  issue  of  licenses  under  such  con- 
ditions that  it  was  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  medical  examining  boards  of  that 
State  do  not  issue  licenses  in  that  manner.  What  the  medical  examining  boards  of 
Maryland  do  in  the  premises  depends,  however,  upon  their  own  interpretation  of 
their  authority  and  not  upon  the  opinion  of  your  committee  with  respect  thereto. 
Omitting  from  consideration  evervthing  which  transpired  at  the  conference  of  Decem- 
ber 9,  1902,  between  certain  mem'bers  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  representing  the  so-called  regular  school  of  medicine,  and  members  of 
the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  fdHowing  facts 
appear  from  the  records  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors: 

(a)  Under  date  of  August  27,  1902,  the  following  letter  was  received  from  the  sec- 
retaiy  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland : 

Hagerstown,  Ml).,  August  ^,  1902. 
Dear  Sir:  I  inclose  form  of  application  for  use  by  physicians  of  the  District  of 
Columbia.     Our  law  conforms  with  the  provisions  of  your  law,  allowing  physicians 
of  other  States  to  register  in  the  District  without  fee  providing  the  State  whence  the 
applicant  comes  requires  the  same  standard  of  attainments.

(6)  In  connection  with  the  application  of  Dr.  Peter  II.  Steltz,  for  a  license  to  prac- 
tice medicine  in  this  District,  to  be  issued  without  fee  and  without  examination  by 
virtue  of  his  Maryland  license  (application  No.  19,  Series  B),  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland  certified,  under  date  of  September  14,  1902, 
that  said  board  would  issue  a  license  to  practice  medicine  within  its  jurisdiction, 
without  fee  and  without  examination,  to  every  licentiate  of  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  might  apply  therefor  and  who  is  not 
spedally  disqualified  by  reason  of  causes  specifically  enumerated  in  the  laws  regu- 
lating the  practice  of  medicine  in  Maryland,  as  immorality,  etc. 

There  is  no  information  whatsoever  in  the  possession  of  your  committee  as  to  the 
interpretation  placed  upon  the  Maryland  law  by  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of 
Maryland   which   represents  the  Maryland  State  Homeopathic  Medical  Society. 
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This  examining  board  is  coordinate  with  and  entirely  independent  of  the  board  of 
medical  examiners  of  Maryland,  previously  referred  to,  which  represents  the  medi- 
cal and  chirurgical  faculty  of  the  State  of  Maryland.  If  either  of  these  boards,  how- 
ever, fails  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  reciprocity  clause  of  the  law  r^olatr 
ing  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this  District,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  medical 
examinmg  boards  of  States  and  Territories,  that  part  of  the  District  law  is  inoperative 
so  far  as  the  State  of  Maryland  is  concerned. 

The  practice  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland  in  the  issue  of  licenses 
to  practice  medicine  in  that  State  without  fee  and  without  examination,  by  virtue  of 
District  licenses,  must  be  determined  by  the  blank  form  of  application  for  the  issue 
of  licenses  under  such  conditions  rather  than  by  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland  which  accompanied  the  application  for  a 
District  license  referred  to  alM)ve.  The  former  deals  witn  the  matter  in  detail;  the 
latter  deals  with  the  subject  generally. 

An  examination  of  this  form  of  application  shows  conclusively  to  your  committee 
that  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland  imposes  upon  licentiates  of  this 
District  who  seek  exemption  from  examination  and  payment  of  fee  within  the  juris- 
diction of  that  board  conditions  which  are  not  imposed. upon  licentiates  of  Maryland 
seeking  similar  privileges  in  this  District.  The  applicant  from  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia must  certif)r  that  he  is  a  resident  practitioner  of  medicine  and  sureery  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  when  he  makes  application.  If  he  happens  to  have  left  the  District 
of  Columbia  prior  to  making  application  for  a  license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  State 
of  Maryland,  his  District  license  entitles  him  to  no  privileges  whatsoever  in  that 
State.  No  corresponding  limitation  upon  the  value  of  Maryland  licenses  in  this 
District  exists.  The  District  licentiate  is  required  to  present  a  certificate  from  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors  that  he  is  a  bona  fide  practitioner  and  of  good  moral 
and  professional  standing.  No  demand  is  made,  however,  upon  Maryland  licentiates 
for  evidence  upon  these  points  further  than  appears  from  the  fact  that  they  hold 
unrevoked  licenses  issued  by  the  medical  examinmg  boani  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Incidentally,  attention  may  be  called  to  the  fact  that  it  is  not  within  the  power  of 
the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  this  District  to  determine  the  moral  standing 
and  good  faith  of  practitioners  of  medicine  in  the  District  of  Columbia  except  upon 
charges  duly  filed  against  such  practitioners,  and  that  under  no  circumstances  has 
the  board  of  medical  supervipors  the  right  to  determine  the  professional  standing  of 
any  practitioner  of  medicine  within  its  territorial  jurisdiction  if  the  term  "proiee- 
sional  standing"  is  to  be  understood,  as  your  committee  understands  it,  to  have  ref- 
erence to  ethical  rather  than  legal  status. 

The  lx)ard  of  medical  examiners  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  impa*^efl  upon  licentiates  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  seek  exemption 
from  examination  ancf  payment  of  fee  in  that  State  conditions  over  and  beyond  the 
conditions  imposed  unaer  similar  circumstances  by  the  board  of  minlical  supervisors 
of  this  District,  and  some  of  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Maryland  boara  can  not 
be  complied  with.  The  medical  examining  boards  of  the  State  of  Maryland  do  not, 
therefore,  grant  licenses  to  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  who  change  their  residences  to  Mairland  upK)n  bare  application 
therefor  and  without  requiring  of  the  applicant  either  fee  or  examination. 

The  third  question  to  be  determined  with  reference  to  the  establishment  of  reci- 
procity is  as  follows: 

(3)  If  the  answers  to  questions  numbers  one  and  two  have  been  in  the  aflSrmative, 
are  the  rights  and  recognition  thus  conferred  upon  licentiates  of  the  board  of  me<lical 
supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  eciual  to  those  conferred  by  the  laws  of  this 
District  upon  licentiates  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  the  State  of  Maryland? 

The  answers  to  questions  one  and  two  having  been  in  the  negative,  the  considera- 
tion of  the  third  question  is  unnecessar}'.  What  the  answer  to  this  question  would 
be  under  existing  conditions  can  l)e  determined  to  a  certain  extent  from  the  state- 
ment which  has  preceded  it.  One  matter,  however,  which  has  not  been  touched 
upon  would  have  to  be  considered,  and  is  referred  to  here  merely  to  ma^e  it  appear 
of  record  that  it  will  be  an  essential  point  to  be  considered  in  connection  witn  the 
establishment  of  reciprocity  with  any  jurisdiction  whatsoever. 

Are  the  rights  and  recognition  conferred  by  a  State  or  Territory  upon  licentiates  of 
this  board  equal  to  those  authorized  by  law  to  be  conferred  by  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors  upon  licentiates  of  such  State  or  Territory,  merely  because  the  license 
issued  in  either  case  confers  the  full  right  to  practice  medicine  within  such  State  or 
Territory  on  the  one  hand  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia  on  the  other;  or  must  the 
requirements  of  such  State  or  Territory  as  to  the  amount  of  fee  to  be  paid  and  the 
difficulty  of  the  examination  to  be  passetl  l)e  substantially  equal  to  those  required  in 
this  District?    In  other  words,  is  the  equality  of  rights  and  recognition  to  be  deter- 
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mined  by  a  comparlBon  of  the  rights  which  the  licentiate  acquires  through  his  license 
or  by  a  comparison  of  the  demands  which  are  waived.  This  question  can  be  safely 
reserved  for  future  determination,  as  the  matter  now  under  consideration  can  be 
decided  without  reference  to  it 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine 
in  this  District  does  not  harmonize  with  the  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine 
in  the  State  of  Maryland  so  as  to  permit  the  issue  of  licenses  to  practice  medicine  in 
this  District,  without  fee  and  without  examination,  to  licentiates  of  the  State  boards 
of  medical  examiners  of  Maryland.  It  is  of  opinion,  further,  that  the  practice  of  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  of  that  State,  which  represents  the  medical  examiners  of 
that  State,  which  represents  the  medical  and  chirurgical  faculty  of  Maryland,  is  not 
such  as  to  warrant  tne  issue  of  licenses  in  that  manner  even  aside  from  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  itself. 

Your  committee  respectfully  recommends,  therefore,  that  no  licenses  be  issued  to 
licentiates  of  the  State  of  Maryland  by  virtue  of  their  State  licenses  and  without 
examination  and  pavment  of  fee.  It  recommends,  too,  that  the  applications  which 
have  been  filed  by  the  licentiates  of  this  District  who  desire  exemption  from  exam- 
ination and  fee  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  seek  indorsement  by  the  board  of 
medical  supervisors  showing  that  they  are  bona  fide  practitioners  and  in  goo<l  moral 
and  professional  standing,  be  returned  to  them  with  a  statement  that  the  l)oard  of 
medical  supervisors  is  not  authorized  to  pass  upon  their  professional  standing  or  upon 
the  good  faith  with  which  they  are  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  that  it  is 
authorized  to  pass  upon  their  moral  standing  only  upon  charges  duly  filed  against 
them.

Extracts  from  the  laws  of  Maryland  bearing  upon  the  exemption  of  licentiates  of  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  from  examination  and  fee  in 
thatStaU. 

Sec.  40.  *  *  *  there  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  two  separate  boards  of 
medical  examiners  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  one  representing  the  Medical  and 
Chirurgical  Faculty  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  one  representing  the  Maryland 
State  Homeopathic  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Sbc.  43.  All  persons  *  ♦  *  who  shall  commence  the  practice  of  medicine  or 
surgery  in  any  of  their  branches  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  make  written 
application  for  license  to  the  president  of  either  board  of  medical  examiners  which 
said  applicant  may  elect,  accompanied  with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant  is 
more  than  21  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  has  obtained  a  competent  com- 
mon-school eaucation,  and  has  either  received  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  medicine  from  some  legally-incorporated  medical  college  in  the  United 
States  or  a  diploma  or  license  conferring  the  full  rights  to  practice  all  the  branches 
of  medicine  and  sui^ry  in  some  foreign  country;  said  diploma,  if  from  a  college  in  the 
United  States,  must  have  been  conferred  by  a  legally  incorporate<l  college  requiring  a 
four  years*  standard  of  education  as  defined  by  the  American  Medical  College  Associ- 
ation, or  the  intercollegiate  committee  of  the  American  Institute  of  Homeopathy, 
respectively:  Providedy  That  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  any  physician  who 
shaU,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  practiced  outside  of  this  State  for  at  least 
three  years,  and  who  shall  have  been  duly  registered  or  licensed  in  the  place  where 
he  has  so  practiced. 

The  respective  bo&rds  are  authorized  to  license,  without  examination,  applicants 
who  present  proper  certificates  of  proficiency  and  professional  standing  at  the  time 
of  application,  issued  by  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  of  other  States,  the  requirements  of  which  are  as  high  as  a  standard  as  those 
governing  the  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  this  State;  proinded  such  boards  of 
such  States  or  District  grant  the  same  privileges  to  licentiates  of  the  examining  boards 
of  Maryland,  such  applicants,  however,  being  still  required  to  furnish  the  same  proof 
of  qualifications  reqmred  of  other  applicants  by  this  section.    *    *    * 

Sbc.  43a.  Any  physician  who  may  chan^  his  residence  from  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia to  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  who,  while  living  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall 
desire  to  practice  medicine  or  surger>'  in  the  State  of  Maryland  shall,  upon  a|)phca- 
tion  to  Uie  examining  board  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  be  entitled  to  a  license,  without 
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fee  and  without  examination:  Provided^  That  the  application  be  properly  indorsed 
at  tl:o  time  it  is  presented  by  the  examminj?  board  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  ce^ 
tlfyin^  to  t!io  proficiency  and  professional  standing  of  the  applicant:  And  provided 
furtlc'y  That  tno  examining  J>oard  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall,  under  the  laws 
thereof,  grant  Ilk )  and  equal  privileges  to  licensed  physicians  of  this  State  whc  may 
remove  to  said  District  of  Columbia,  or  while  contmumg  to  reside  in  this  State  may 
desiro  also  to  practice  in  said  District  of  Columbia, 

Sec.  52a.  And  said  board  shall,  upon  request,  issue  certificates  of  professional 
standing  to  physicians  moving  out  of  the  State. 

Sec.  56.  Physicians  and  surgeons  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing,  who 
shall  hereafter  come  into  this  State  with  intent  to  follow  the  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery  within  this  State,  being  graduates  of  a  medical  college  or  a  university  of 
good  standmg,  or  having  a  certificate  or  license  from  a  board  of  medical  examiners 
of  any  State  where  the  requirements  for  practice  are  equal  to  those  required  by  the 
board  named  in  this  article,  may  make  application  to  the  president  of  either  board 
of  medical  examiners  of  this  State,  which  application  shall  be  made  under  oath  and 
shall  state  when  and  how  long  said  applicant  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery  and  from  what  m^ical  college,  university,  or  other  Institution 
of  learning  he  or  she  graduated.  And  thereupon  the  board  of  medical  examiners 
shall  have  the  authority  and  discretion  to  require  applicants  to  undergo  an  examina- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  fort^-one  to  fortv-seven,  inclusive, 
of  this  article,  or  may  require  said  applicant  to  submit  to  a  special  examination,  the 
terms  and  methods  of  which  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  medical  examiners, 
and  upon  paying  the  fee  for  examination,  as  set  out  in  section  forty-five  of  tWs 
article.  Alter  the  examination  and  determination  of  said  boajd  thereupon  that  said 
applicant  is  qualified  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  a 
license,  a  license  shall  be  issued  to  him  to  the  same  efiect  aa  the  form  of  license  set 
out  in  section  forty-seven  of  this  article,  which  license  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  as 
provided  by  section  forty-seven  of  this  article,  and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  Uie 
clerk  of  the  court  to  register  the  name  of  the  person  so  licensed  as  physician  or 
surgeon,  or  both,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  61.  *  *  *  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  imply  (sic)  to 
any  physician  or  surgeon  from  another  State,  Territory,  or  District,  in  which  he  resides 
when  in  actual  consultation  with  a  legal  practitioner  of  this  State;  ♦  *  ♦  nor  shall 
the  provisions  of  this  article  apply  to  pnysicians  or  surgeons  residing  on  the  border 
of  a  neighboring  State,  and  duly  authorized  under  the  laws  thereof  to  practice  medi- 
cine or  surgery  therein,  whose  practice  extends  into  the  limits  of  this  State;  provided, 
that  such  practitioners  do  not  open  an  oflBce  or  appoint  places  to  meet  their  patients  or 
receive  calls  within  the  limits  of  this  State  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  provided  that  the  same  privileges  be  accorded  to  licensed  physicians  of  thu 
State.    *    *    ♦ 

To  the  Board  of  Medical  Supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia: 

Gentlemen:  The  committee  of  your  board  appointed  by  resolution  paased  at  a 
meeting  held  on  the  3d  day  of  July,  1900,  herewith  make  their  report  as  to  the  mat- 
ters referred  to  them  for  consideration. 

The  questions  which  they  have  had  before  them  are  as  follows: 

1.  Whether  it  is  advisable  to  issue  licenses  entitling  physicians  to  practice  medicine 
in  this  District  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Virginia  State  examining  board. 

2.  Whether  it  is  advisable  to  issue  licenses  entitling  physicians  to  practice  medicine 
in  this  District  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Illinois  State  board  of  health. 

3.  Whether  it  is  advisable  to  issue  licenses  entitling  physicians  to  practice  medicine 
in  this  District  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Ohio  State  board  of  medical  registration 
and  examination. 

4.  Whether  a  license  should  be  issued  to  Miss  Irma  Irene  Heller  without  examina- 
tion by  virtue  of  her  license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Indiana. 

5.  Whether  it  is  advisable  to  issue  licenses  entitling  physicians  to  practice  medicine 
in  this  District  upon  the  certificate  of  the  State  board  of  medical  examiners  of  New 
Jersey. 

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  we  will  apply  the  term  "reciprocal relations"  to 
the  question  of  recognizing  the  licenses  of  other  State  examining  boards  as  a  sole 
basis  for  issuing  licenses  in  this  District,  and  thereby  waiving  the  necessity  in  these 
instances  of  the  applicant  taking  an  examination. 

In  the  act  of  Congress  creating  this  board  we  find  the  following  provision  contained 
in  section  8: 

**  Provided f  That  a  license  shall  be  issued  upon  application  free  of  cost  and  without 
examination  to  each  physician  who  is  registered  at  me  health  office  of  the  District  of 
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Coh.mbia  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  and  to  physicians  who  may  change 
thi  ir  resilience  to  the  District  of  Columbia  from  any  State  or  Territory  where  mediod 
laws  acd  medical  examining  boards  exii?t,  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  or  license 
from  a  n^eilical  examining  bMoard,  if  found  upon  due  inquiry  to  be  true  and  ^nuine, 
leing  tufficient  evidence  of  right  to  registration  and  certification  imder  provij^ions  of 
thi-  act:  l*rovuled.  That  the  medical  laws  of  examining  Inwards  of  sticn  States  and 
Territories  grant  equal  rights  and  recognition  to  the  licentiates  of  the  board  herein 
created." 

The  whole  question  of  entering  into  ''reciprocal  relations"  with  other  States  is 
govemeil  by  the  above  section  of  our  act,  and  it  is  the  authority  upon  which  you  act 
in  considering  this  question.  It  was  undoubtedly  the  spirit  andintention  of  Congress 
that  your  board  should,  upon  application  and  in  proper  cases,  determine  whether 
the  laws  governing  the  licensing  of  medical  practitioners  in  sister  States  are  such  that 
the  purpose  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  3,  1896,  would  not  in  any  way  be  injuri- 
ously affected  by  issuing  to  the  applicant  a  license  entitling  him  or  her  to  practice  in  this 
District  upon  application  and  presentation  to  them  of  the  certificate  of  the  examin- 
ing board  of  such  sister  State.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  such  certificate  of 
the  examining  board  of  the  sister  States  should  be  the  sole  and  conclusive  evidence, 
as  far  as  your  board  is  conceme<l,  that  the  laws  of  such  sister  States  shall  have  been 
duly  complied  with  l)efore  the  license  or  certificate  had  been  obtained,  and  your 
committee  does  not  think  that  any  other  proof  of  academic  or  medical  training 
should  be  required. 

In  other  words,  if  your  board  decides  tof^nter  into  ''reciprocal  relations"  with  the 
examining  board  of  any  other  State  or  Territory,  it  should  insist  that  the  license  of 
this  board  shall  of  itself,  without  any  other  requiremejit  (except  possibly  that  of 
good  moral  character) ,  l)e  sufficient  to  entitle  the  holder  of  such  license  to  a  certifi- 
cate entitling  him  to  practice  in  the  State  or  Territory  with  which  "reciprocal  rela- 
tions" shall  have  been  entere<l  into,  this  boani  agreeing  to  do  the  same  with 
licentiates  of  such  State  or  Territory.  With  this  idea  in  view,  we  have  examined 
the  several  subjects  which  have  been  referred  to  us,  and  we  present  our  opinion  upon 
each  one  as  follows: 

1.  Your  committee  has  not  had  before  it  the  full  law  regulating  the  subject  of  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  but  have  only  been  able  to  obtain  a 
8ynof)sis  of  the  laws  of  that  State,  and  also  a  resolution  of  the  State  board  of  medical 
examiners  of  Virginia,  a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  your  board.  The  resolution 
passed  by  the  State  board  of  medical  examiners  of  Virginia  re<iuire  that  the  applicant, 
oesides  prewenting  his  license  from  this  l)oar(l,  **  shall  pass  a  satirfactory  oral  exami- 
nation before  a  committee  of  the  board."  This,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
should  prevent  your  board  entering  into  "n»ciprt>cal  relations"  with  the  Vii>rinia 
State  board  of  medical  examiners.  The  scope  and  nature  of  this  oral  examination  is 
not  indicated,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  will  Ik'  practically  the  same  as 
the  written  examination  which  must  be  passed  by  their  applicants  for  a  license  in 
the  usual  form.  Your  committee  would  ret^nnmend  that  this  boani  decline  to  enter 
into  "reciprocal  relations"  on  this  subject  with  the  State  medical  Iniard  of  Virginia 
unless  that  board  will  accept  the  license  of  this  board  as  the  sole  requirement  for 
the  issuing  of  a  license  by  them  to  practice  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 

2.  The  act  of  Illinois  regulating  this  subject  contains  the  following  provision:  ^^  Pro- 
vided, That  graduates  of  legally  chartered  medical  colleges  in  Illinois  in  good  stand- 
ing, as  may  be  determined  by  the  board,  may  be  granted  certificates  without 
examination."  In  view  of  this  provision,  if  this  lx)ard  shall  grant  licenses  to  practice 
medicine  to  an  applicant  who  presents  a  license  from  the  Illinios  State  board  of 
health  it  would  be  allowing  |jrraauates  of  medical  colleges  in  the  State  of  Illinois  to 
practice  medicine  in  this  District  without  any  examination  whatsoever  by  a  State 
medical  examining  board,  which  would  l)e  absolutely  amtrary  to  the  purpose  of  the 
act  of  Congress  regulating  the  subject  in  this  District,' and  your  committee,  therefore, 
recommends  that  your  board  decline  to  enter  into  "reciprocal  relations"  with  the 
Illinois  State  board  of  health. 

3.  A  careful  examination  of  the  act  of  Ohio  would  indicate  that  it  would  be  highly 
proper  for  your  board  to  enter  into  "  reciprocal  relations  "  with  the  Ohio  State  boara 
of  medical  r^stration  and  examination.  The  Ohio  statutes  seem  to  surround  the 
licensing  of  medical  practitioners  with  all  the  safeguards  which  the  laws  of  this  Dis- 
trict provide,  and  we  can  find  nothing  in  the  Ohio  act  by  which  the  licentiates  of 
their  board  should  be  prohibited  from  being  licensed  by  your  board  by  proper  appli- 
cation and  presentation  of  a  license  from  the  Ohio  State  l)oard  of  medical  r^stration 
and  examination,  provided  the  same  effect  be  given  to  your  licenses  by  the  Ohio 
State  board. 

4.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  application  of  Miss  Irma  Irene  Heller,  as 
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filed  with  this  board,  most  be  denied.  The  certificate  presented  by  her  is  not  a 
**  certificate  or  license  from  a  medical  examining  board**  and  there  is  no  proof  filed 
by  her  that  it  was  issued  after  an  examination  by  a  State  medical  examinmg  board, 
or  what  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  require  such  an  examination  before  sucn  a  cer- 
tificate as  presented  by  her  could  be  issued.  Further  than  this,  of  course,  no  license 
could  be  issued  to  Dr.  Heller  until  the  matter  had  first  been  taken  up  with  the 
proper  authorities  in  the  State  of  Indiana  and  until  **  reciprocal  relations''  had  been 
entered  into  or  established  between  these  authorities  and  this  board.  It  would  then 
be  time  to  act  upon  individual  application;  but  until  that  is  done,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  committee,  no  application  should  be  consi<lered. 

5.  From  the  resolution  of  the  State  l)oard  of  medical  examiners  of  New  Jersey,  a 
4jopy  of  which  was  submitted  to  your  committee,  and  the  *'  Synopsis  of  the  require- 
ments for  license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,*'  which 
your  committee  has  also  had  before  it,  the  only  obstacle,  in  its  opinion,  in  the  way  of 
entering  into  **  reciprocal  relations"  with  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  New 
Jersey  is  the  fact  that  they  require  a  certain  academic  education  as  well  as  the  medi- 
cal education  and  they  will  not  license  the  licentiates  of  any  other  State  unless  such 
licentiate  shall,  besides  presenting  their  license  to  practice, 'file  satisfactory  evidence 
of  having  an  academic  and  medical  education  of  a  standard  equal  to  that  required  of 
applicants  for  license  to  practice  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  We  are,  therefore, 
again  met  with  the  difficulty  of  having  a  condition  and  qualifications  attached  to  the 
recognition  of  the  license  of  other  States.  It  might  be  that  the  licentiates  of  this 
boara  having  passed  a  proper  medical  examination,  and  thus  obtained  their  Ucenae 
to  practice,  could  not,  upon  moving  to  New  Jersey,  give  evidence  of  having  a  satis- 
factory academic  education,  and  upon  the  principle  which  was  set  out  in  the  first 
part  of  this  report,  we  would  recommend  that  this  board  do  not,  in  the  condition  of 
the  New  Jersey  law,  enter  into  "reciprocal  relations'*  with  the  board  of  medical 
examiners  of  that  State. 

Lastly,  your  committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  provision  in  the  laws  of  sev^ 
of  the  States  in  connection  with  this  question  of  "  reciprocal  relations."  The  laws 
usually  provide  that  "reciprocal  relations"  may  he  entered  into,  provided  the  laws 
of  the  other  State  demand  qualifications  of  equal  character  with  those  required  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  passing  the  law.  The  Question  would  then  come  up  as  to  whi^ 
effect  would  be  given  the  licenses  of  this  board  which  have  been  issued  to  practitioners 
who  are  granted  licenses  by  reason  of  the  fact  of  having  been  registered  in  the  health 
office  on  the  3d  day  of  June,  1896,  and  who  may  not  have  the  medical  education  and 
instruction  which  is  now  required  by  the  laws  of  the  other  States.  The  opposite 
would  also  hold  good.  Take,  for  instance,  the  State  of  Ohio,  whose  present  law  was 
passed  April  14,  1900,  and  whose  licentiates  prior  to  that  time  were  not  required  to 
nave  a  standard  of  qualifications  which  are  now  reouired  before  a  license  will  he 
issued  in  that  State.  If  we  enter  into  **  reciprocal  relations  "  with  the  Ohio  board* 
we  think  it  would  be  necessary  to  enter  into  full  and  entire  "reciprocal  relations,' 
and  if  we  recognize  their  certificate  at  all  we  must  give  it  full  faith  and  credit  and  not 
go  behind  it.  We  must,  on  the  other  hand,  require  that  anv  State  boojrd  which 
enters  into  "  reciprocal  relations  "  with  us  must  give  the  same  enect  to  licenses  issaed 
by  this  board. 

Your  committee  has  gone  into  this  subject  with  some  detail,  because  it  feels  that 
this  matter  is  now  of  importance  and  that  your  board  will  have  frequent  occasion  in 
the  future  to  Act  in  accordance  with  whatever  action  it  may  take  upon  the  matters 
now  submitted,  and,  therefore,  action  upon  matters  contained  in  this  report  being 
precedents,  should  be  very  thoroughly  considered  from  all  points.

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EEPORT. 

Washington,  September  30^  1903. 
Gentlemen:  The  notable  events  in  the  history  of  the  public  library, 
occurring  in  the  year  which  ended  June  30,  1903,  are  the  completion 
and  opening  to  the  public  of  the  new  library  building  donated  by  Mr. 
Andrew  Carnegie;  his  additional  ^f t  of  $25,000  to  furnish  and  to  deco- 
rate the  interior  of  the  new  building;  Mr.  Carnegie's  supplementary 
gift  of  the  money  to  be  needed  from  time  to  time  in  tne  future  to 
build  branch  library  buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  the 
first  donations  of  miscellaneous  circulating  books  from  the  depart- 
mental libi-aries.  coming  under  statutory  direction  through  the  library 
of  Congress  ana  suggesting  the  final  assembling  in  the  public  library 
of  all  such  available  circulating  books,  whether  in  departmental 
libraries  or  the  Library  of  Congress. 

THE   NEW   BUILDING. 

On  September  30,  1902,  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the 
trustees,  the  building  was  practically  completed,  except  some  pieces 
of  the  marble  string  and  iron  railing  of  the  main  stairway.  .  It  could 
not  be  finally  accepted  from  the  contractors,  however,  until  entirely 
finished  on  their  part,  and  the  stairway  work  involving  a  few  tedious 
details  of  remodeling  and  adjustment  of  the  marble-work  and  iron- 
work consequently  delayed  such  acceptance  until  August  5,  1903, 
when  the  final  contract  payment  was  made. 

The  use  of  the  building  for  library  purposes  was  not,  however,  post- 
poned to  this  date.  A  conditional  acceptance  was  arranged  by  the 
library  commission  with  the  contractors  on  December  15,  1902,  when 
the  warming  and  care  of  the  building  were  assumed  by  the  trustees  of 
the  library  and  full  occupation  begun,  followed  on  the  7th  of  January, 
1903,  by  the  formal  opening  of  the  structure  for  the  use  of  the  public. 
While  the  event  of  the  opening  of  the  new  library  building  is  within 
the  period  covered  by  this  report,  postponement  of  the  publication  of 
the  last  annual  report  of  the  tiiastees  enabled  the  proceedings  at  this 
opening  to  be  published  as  an  appendix  of  that  report,  and  reference 
is  conseauently  made  to  last  years  i-eport  for  the  speeches  of  President 
Roosevelt  and  Mr.  Carnegie  and  the  other  proceedings  of  that  inter- 
esting and  significant  occasion. 

The  area  occupied  bv  the  new  public  library  building  is  17,307  square 
feet.  It  covers  less  than  one-seventh  of  Mount  Vernon  Square,  which 
contains  130,219  square  feet. 

Outs  accompany  this  report  which  show  the  exterior  of  the  library 
and  its  floor  plans  and  interior  ari'angement. 

The  library  building  is  fireproof  throughout,  solidly  and  strongly 
constructed,  and  in  every  way  a  monumental  and  permanent  structure, 
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appropriate  for  its  purposes  as  a  public  library  building  in  a  public 
square.  It  consists  of  a  rectangular  central  pavilion  111  feet  5  mches 
long  and  90  feet  10  inches  broad,  with  equal  wings,  east  and  west, 
respectively,  each  63  feet  6  inches  long  and  54  feet  10  inches  broad. 
The  structure  thus  has  a  maximum  width  at  the  basement  of  219  feet 
10  inches  at  its  front  on  the  east  and  west  line,  and  a  maximum  depth 
of  111  feet  5  inches  in  its  central  pavilion  on  the  north  and  south  line. 

The  building  stands  in  the  center  of  Mount  Vernon  Square,  east 
and  west,  but  approaches  at  its  rear  close  to  the  north  une  of  the 
square,  thus  placmg  considerable  park  space  south  of  the  structure 
and  ennancing  its  architectural  effect  as  its  long  south  front  and  main 
entrance  are  approached. 

In  the  central  pavilion  the  basement  is  occupied  b^  the  entrance  hall 
and  bicycle  room,  the  lavatories,  packing  room,  receiving  rooms,  lunch 
room,  bindery,  and  the  boiler  room  extending  down  to  the  subbase- 
ment.  The  east  wing  is  devoted  to  storerooms  and  rooms  for  the 
janitor  and  house  cleaners  and  scrub  women.  In  the  west  wing  the 
basement  is  one  large  room.  This  is  to  become  the  children's  reading 
room  when  the  demand  for  juvenile  accommodations  outgrows  the 
space  provided  on  the  first  floor  for  this  purpose,  or  when  the  children's 
room  on  the  first  floor  is  needed  to  enlarge  the  open-shelf  accommoda- 
tions. Indeed,  the  shelving  and  other  equipment  as  a  children's  read- 
ing room  of  this  wing  of  the  basement  are  already  being  put  in  place, 
and  arrangements  made  for  utilizing  the  whole  of  the  west  wing  of  the 
first  story  as  an  open-shelf  room. 

In  the  nrst  or  principal  story  the  central  pavilion  contains  the  entrance 
and  general  delivery  hall,  in  which  also  are  the  staircases  to  the  second 
floor.  Here,  also,  are  the  so-called  reception  room,  which  is  really  an 
annex  of  the  open-shelf  room,  public  catalogue  room,  and  the  librarian's 
office.  Behind  the  long  delivery  counter  for  the  service  of  books  to 
readers  is  a  wide  passage  to  the  book  stack,  that  occupies  the  whole 
north  end  of  this  pavilion,  extending  up  through  both  the  first  and 
second  stories.  On  one  side  of  this  passage  is  located  the  accessions 
room,  and  on  the  other  the  catalogue  room. 

The  east  room  is  used  as  the  general  public  reading  room  and  the 
west  wing  is  at  present  divided  equally  by  partition  between  the  chil- 
dren's reading  room  and  the  main  open-snelf  room,  but,  as  already 
noted,  the  open-shelf  room  is  to  occupy,  in  the  near  future,  the  entire 
wing.  The  open-shelf  room  and  the  two  reading  rooms  are  provided 
with  wall  shelving  all  around  within  easy  reach  of  readers.  There  is 
thus  considerable  flexibility  in  the  area  available  for  the  open-shelf 
and  children's  rooms,  which  are  among  the  notable  features  of  the 
new  building. 

In  the  second  story  the  central  pavilion  contains  a  memorial  or 
exhibition  hall,  several  private  study  rooms,  and  the  trustees'  room. 
The  east  wing  in  this  story  contains  the  public  reading  room  for  peri- 
odicals and  newspapers,  and  the  west  wing  is  designed  as  a  lecture  or 
class  room. 

There  are  altogether  36  rooms  and  halls,  of  which  17  are  in  the 
basement,  10  in  tne  first  story,  and  8  in  the  second  story,  besides  the 
main  book  room  or  book  stack,  occupying  the  north  end  of  the  central 
pavilion,  and,  as  stated,  extending  from  the  first-story  floor  to  the 
roof. 
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The  areas  in  square  feet  of  the  various  rooms,  exclusive  of  passi^, 
stairways,  etc.,  as  calculated  by  Mr.  Bernard  R.  Green,  supermtenaent 
of  construction,  are  as  follows:

The  new  building,  when  the  book  stack  is  completed  to  its  full  height 
of  five  tiers  (a  work  now  under  way),  can  shelve  283,270  volumes, 
omitting  from  the  calculation  portable  cases  or  book  presses.  The 
book  ste,ck  will  accommodate  264,500  volumes;  public  reading  room. 
7,770;  children's  room,  5,500;  open-shelf  room,  5,500,  and  aaditional 
shelving  (as  in  the  new  children's  room  in  the  basement^  is  planned 
and  is  already  partly  provided. 

DONATION  TO  COMPLETE  BUILDING. 

When  Mr.  Carnegie  was  inspecting  the  new  Washington  Public 
Library  building  on  the  occasion  of  its  public  opening,  he  expressed 
great  admiration  for  the  structure  and  surprise  at  what  had  been 
accomplished  with  the  $350,000  which  he  had  donated  for  the  erection 
of  the  building.  He  asked  both  the  president  and  vice-president  of 
the  library  trustees  if  anything  was  needed  to  complete  the  buildingj 
and  expressed  the  wish  to  add  to  his  donation  any  sum  which  shoiua 
be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Although  the  most  careful  estimating  and  economy  were  exercised 
in  the  expenditure  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  original  gift  of  $350,000,  it  was 
impossible  to  execute  the  architects'  plans  of  the  building  without 
omitting  two  of  the  five  tiers  of  the  book-stack  shelving,  suitable  color- 
ing of  the  interior  plastered  walls  and  ceilings,  and  a  number  of  minor 
details,  as  well  as  a  portion  of  the  complete  outfit  of  necessary  furniture. 

Correspondence  was  had  with  Mr.  Carnegie  in  respect  to  the  needs 
of  the  library  building  before  it  could  be  pronounced  complete,  and 
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in  a  letter  dated  May  22,  1903,  Mr.  Carnegie  wrote  to  Vice-President 
Warner,  of  the  library  trustees,  saying: 

You  can  so  ahead  and  spend  the  $25,000  and  complete  the  Washmgton  library. 
I  have  implicit  faith  in  Captain  Green.     Whatever  he  does  will  be  done  well. 

On  recommendation  of  Superintendent  Green  the  commission  has 
approved  the  partial  expenditure  of  this  sum  as  follows: 

Book  stack,  two  tiers,  with  stairs  and  elevator  doors,  net  proposal Ill,  560 

Book  lift  (estimated) 400 

Electric  lighting 500 

Alteration  elevator-hatch  ceiling 100 

Mending  plaster  and  repair  of  painting 100

Hot-  water  suppl  y 400 

Furniture,  more  or  less,  say 2, 000 

Strengthening  plaster  comer  of  pilasters,  etc. ,  delivery  room 100 

IncloBure  of  rear  basement  stairs 1 125 

Incloeure  of  elevator  motor 40 

Total 21,724 

To  this  list  was  later  added  a  recommendation  of  $800  for  the  equip- 
ment of  the  bindery  room  of  the  library. 

These  items  were  approved  by  the  commission,  except  those  already 
provided  for  out  of  tne  contingent  fund  of  the  library,  which  is  the 
case  in  respect  to  the  hot- water  supply. 

Superintendent  Green  adds: 

Beyond  these  items  still  others  of  minor  cost  and  convenience,  which  the  fond  will 
he  Buffiment  to  provide,  are  doubtless  in  the  minds  of  the  librarian  and  the  trustees 
to  be  brought  up  as  the  larger  work  is  arranged  for  and  the  available  balance  becomes 
apparent. 

The  commission  has  already  contracted  for  the  completion  of  the 
book-stack  shelving,  tfie  proper  wall  and  ceiling  decoration,  andinclos- 
ares  for  the  rear  stairway  m  the  basement  and  the  elevator  motor 
machinery  in  the  subbasement,  amounting  in  all  to  about  $19,000. 

UBRART  APPROACHES  AND  PARK  ENVIRONMENT. 

On  October  3, 1902,  preliminary  arrangements  were  made  with  Col. 
Theodore  A.  Bingham,  then  in  charge  of  public  buildings  and  grounds, 
for  the  grading  of  the  grounds  of  the  square  and  the  construction  of 
so  much  of  the  approaches  to  the  building  as  the  appropriation  in  his 
hands  for  that  purpose  would  permit.  The  whole  cost  of  this  work 
had  been  estimated  at  $25,000,  of  which  Congress  had  appropriated 
but  $10,000.  Mr.  Green,  superintendent  of  construction,  undertook 
for  Colonel  Bingham,  at  his  request,  the  management  of  the  masonry 
work  and  pavements,  basing  its  design  closely  on  the  plan  of  the 
architects  of  the  building,  but  greatly  reducing  the  quantity  of  stone- 
work and  pavement  to  l>ringthe  cost  within  feasible  limits  and  to 
minimize  the  encroachment  of  that  work  on  the  grassed  area  of  the 
square.  By  January-,  1903,  the  approaches  to  the  south  or  main 
entrance  were  thus  completed,  consisting  of  five  granite  steps  at  the 
sidewalk  line  and  a  granolithic  platfonn  with  granite  borders,  alto- 

f  ether  about  88  feet  wide.  In  connection  with  tnis  platform  adjacent 
ranches  of  granolithic  walk,  10  feet  wide,  with  granite  borders,  were 
constructed.  These  are  intended  ultimately  to  run  completely  around 
the  building  to  the  eastward  and  westward. 
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At  the  same  time  the  District  govermnent  re^raded,  curbed,  and 
repaved  with  granolithic  work  the  south  sidewalk  of  the  square  and 
relocated  it  far  enough  inward  to  give  ample  carriageway  between  the 
street  railroad  and  the  curb,  which  space  was  originally  but  3  feet 

Provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  an  appropriate  high  double- 
lamp  electric  arc  light  standard  on  each  of  the  two  granite  buttress 
blocKS  of  the  steps  at  the  sidewalk  to  illuminate  the  main  entrance  to 
the  building. 

While  this  work  was  in  progress  on  the  approaches  the  grounds  of 
the  square  were  graded  and  seeded  down  for  grass,  ready  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  walks  and  stone  borders  needed  to  carry  out  the  scheme 
of  appropriate  walks  and  necessary  access  to  the  several  entrances  of 
the  library  when  Congress  shall  appropriate  the  remainder  of  the  cost, 
now  estimated  at  $13,000. 

Before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  a  conti*act  was  made  by  CoL 
Thomas  W.  Svmons,  the  present  officer  in  charge  of  public  buildings 
and  grounds,  for  the  expenditure  of  the  balance  of  $2,396.40  from  tne 
appropriation  above  mentioned  for  the  improvement  of  Mount  Vernon 
square,  by  providing  the  granite  border  and  the  copings  of  the  curved 
driveway  walls  on  the  north  side  of  the  building,  and  also  for  the 
principal  part  of  the  paved  walk  to  the  east  side  entrance.  This  work 
when  done  will  complete  the  north  approach  to  the  building. 

The  following  estimate  has  been  submitted  by  Colonel  Symons  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1905: 

For  completing  the  improvements  of  the  grounds  of  Mount  Vernon  square, 

around  the  new  public  library  building $13,000 

Note. — An  appropriation  of  $13,000  is  requested  for  completing  the  improvement 
of  the  grounds  of  Mount  Vernon  square,  around  the  new  public  library  building. 
The  estimate  submitted  by  this  office  in  Octob;  r,  1901,  for  the  work  amounted  to 
$25,000,  while  the  appropriation  made  by  C/ongress  for  the  fiscal  year  1903  was  but 
$10,000,  which  was  sufficient  to  provide  for  only  a  portion  of  the  work.  A  careful 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  which  should  l)e  done  to  complete  the  improvement 
gives  the  sum  of  $13,000,  which,  if  appropriated,  will  make  the  total  cost  of  the 
improvement  $2,0()0  lens  than  the  original  estimate.  It  is  earnestly  recommended 
that  the  sum  requested  be  granted. 

To  complete  the  laying  of  the  sidewalk  and  curbing  around  Mount 
Vernon  square  will  req^uire  an  expenditure  of  about  $2,600.  This 
work  is  done  by  the  engineer  department  of  the  District  government, 
and  orders  have  been  issued  for  its  completion  from  the  appropriation 
now  available  for  replacing  and  repairing  curbs  and  sidewalks  around 
public  resen^ations  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

In  the  ceremonies  of  the  formal  opening  of  the  public  library  the 
president  of  the  trustees,  in  accepting  the  building  for  the  board,  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  while  Mr.  Carnegie  had  exhausted  the  possi- 
bilities in  the  matter  of  a  main  building  donation,  he  had  coverea  that 
phase  of  the  library  situation  alone,  and  his  gifts  would  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  other  donations  and  not  a  deterrent. 

Branch  libraries  are  to  l)e  established — 

he  said — 

to  render  the  books  collecte<l  here  accessible  to  the  remoter  sections.  Pedestals  at 
the  entrance  to  this  building  are  to  support  suitable  statues;  its  interior  is  to  be  embel- 
lished by  the  artist  and  the  sculptor. 
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He  spoke  of  the  urgent  need  of  special  and  endowed  collections  of 
books  and  newspapers,  and  after  asking  who  was  to  supply  these 
wants,  continuedT: 

While  the  invitation  to  meet  the  library  needs  of  the  capital,  to  develop  it  intel- 
lectually 88  well  as  in  physical  attractiveness,  appeals  with  especial  force  to  the 
Washingtonian,  the  permanent  resident  of  the  District,  it  is  by  no  means  confined 
within  ordinary  local  bounds,  but  extends  to  all  Americans  proud  of  the  nation's  city 
and  deeirous  of  identifying  themselves  with  its  life  history  by  conspicuously  partici- 
pating in  its  upbuilding  and  advancement.  No  American,  whether  from  Pennsyl- 
vania or  California,  Montana  or  Ohio,  is  foreign  to  the  national  capital,  the  city 
created,  largely  owned,  and  exclusively  controlled  by  the  nation  itself. 

When  the  ceremonies  were  over,  Mr.  Carnegie  approached  the 
president  of  the  trustees. 

I  protest — 

he  laughingly  declared — 

aminst  an  invitation  to  anyone  to  poach  upon  my  preserves.  I  have  given  this 
liorary  to  Washington,  and  whenever  branches  are  to  be  established  I  shall  insist 
upon  the  privilece  of  supplying  the  funds.  Tlie  giving  of  public  libraries  to  the 
District  of  Columbia  is  my  province,  and  you  are  to  let  me  know  when  to  provide 
them. 

Later  Mr.  Carnegie  repeated  this  offer  to  the  vice-president  of  the 
trustees,  and  in  the  conversation  with  him  the  sum  of  $350,000  was 
mentioned  as  the  basis  of  the  branch  system,  but  the  proposed  donation 
was  not  limited  to  that  amount. 

As  soon  as  the  announcement  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  branch-library  offer 
was  made  public,  the  enterprising  suburban  communities  of  the  Dis- 
trict began  to  plan  to  take  advantage  of  it,  and  numerous  proposals  to 
this  end  were  sent  to  the  board  of  trustees.  For  the  purpose  of  pre- 
gervine  a  record  of  the  various  offers  to  donate  sites  for  branch  libra- 
ries, the  following  abstract  of  the  correspondence  with  the  trustees  on 
the  subject  is  submitted: 

BRIGHTWOOI)   PARK. 

In  Brightwood  Park  four  sites  for  a  branch  library  have  been  offered 
by  donors.  W.  M.  Cla3ix)n  offers  the  southwest  comer  of  Eighth  and 
Iiint  streets.  The  lot  is  65  by  150  feet,  has  a  paved  street,  grano- 
lithic sidewalk,  water,  sewer,  and  gas  mains  along  its  frontage.  The 
lot  is  near  the  geographic  center  of  the  park,  is  on  a  high  elevation, 
and  graded.  Diller  B.  Groff  offers  all  of  block  6  in  Brightwood  Park, 
bounded  by  Erie  street,  Illinois  avenue,  and  Brighhvood  avenue. 
K.  E.  L.  White,  for  Miss  Ida  M.  White  and  Mrs.  Sadie  L.  Donnelly, 
oflfers  lots  26,  27,  and  28,  in  block  3,  White  Croft  subdivision,  a  lot  60 
by  89  feet,  with  28  feet  parking.  This  lot  is  on  Thirteenth  street,  near 
Ingraham  street.  It  has  sewei^age,  water,  gas,  granolithic  sidewalk, 
is  elevated  and  central.  The  lot  is  two  blocks  from  Brightwood  pub- 
lic schools,  within  a  few  blocks  from  five  churches,  and  one  block  east 
of  the  Brightwood  electric  railroad  and  the  Brightwood  fire  department. 

Mr.  White  also  makes  the  alternative  offer  for  the  same  owners  of 
lots  12,  13,  14, 15,  in  block  4,  White  Croft  subdivision.  The  latter 
lots  are  situated  on  the  east  side  of  Thirteenth  street,  about  100  feet 
north  of  Ingraham  street,  which  has  sewerage,  water  and  gas,  grano- 
lithic sidewalk,  shade  trees,  etc.  These  lots  have  a  frontage  of  about 
80  feet  and  a  depth  of  200  leet,  with  parking  about  30  feet,  and  with 
15-foot  alley  to  side  and  rear.

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A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  receive  subscriptions  of  books 
and  periodicals.  The  Brightwood  Park  Citizens'  Association,  in  its 
letter  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  public  library,  says  it  ''stands 
ready  and  willing  to  meet  any  requirements  as  to  reference  books, 
immediate  equipment  of  library,  etc.,  that  may  be  asked.'' 

WEST   ECKINGTON. 

George  Truesdell  offers  to  donate  lots  28  and  29,  in  scjuare  6,  West 
Ikjkington.  This  is  at  the  corner  of  R  and  First  streets,  and  the  prop- 
erty is  50  by  90  feet,  with  a  paved  alley  in  the  rear.  Both  streets  are 
paved  with  asphalt,  and  there  are  sidewalks,  sewers,  water,  gas,  and 
electric  light.  It  is  one  square  north  of  Eckington  school  and  one 
square  east  of  the  new  school  in  Lincoln  avenue.  It  is  also  midway 
between  Eckington  and  Bloomingdale.  The  lot  is  said  to  be  a  valuable 
one.  The  Norui  Capitol  and  Eckington  Citizens'  Association,  of  which 
W.  G.  Henderson  is  president,  has  a  library  committee  which  has  been 
for  three  years  working  with'  the  view  of  erecting  a  library  building. 
The  officers  and  members  of  the  association  indicate  verbally  that 
private  subscriptions  of  money  and  books  will  equip  the  library  with 
reference  books  and  magazines. 


BROOKLAND. 


The  Brookland  Citizens'  Association,  on  behalf  of  the  residents  of 
Brookland  and  that  vicinity,  offers  to  donate  for  a  site  lots  13  and  U, 
block  21,  Brookland,  D.  C.  These  lots  arc  on  the  southeast  corner  of 
Twelfth  and  Providence  streets,  150  feet  fronting  on  Twelfth  street 
and  100  feet  fronting  on  Providence  street.  It  is  declared  to  he  the 
best  location  in  the  suburb  and  the  unanimous  choice  of  a  mass  meeting 
of  citizens.  The  site  is  to  be  purchased  by  subscriptions  of  Brookland 
residents  and  nonresident  property  owners. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Kinnan,  presiaent  of  the  Brookland  Citizens'  Association, 
makes  the  following  statement: 

Everything  has  been  done  to  secure  a  branch  public  library  for  Brookland  under 
Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  that  can  be  done  at  present.  The  outlook  is  very  flattering,  but 
all  depends  on  the  acceptance  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  by  Congress.  The  Brookland 
Citizens'  Association  will  use  its  utmost  influence  to  induce  Congress  to  accept  the 
offer. 

Brookland  had  no  landowner  of  sufficient  hieans  to  donate  a  suitable  site,  so  the 
citizens  met  in  a  mass  meeting  and  indorsed  the  a<!tion  of  the  citizens'  association  in 
taking  an  option  on  the  two  l)est  lots  in  tiie  suburb.  The  site  is  100  by  150  feet,  is  at 
the  comer  of  Twelfth  and  Providence  streets  northeast,  and  the  price  agreed  upon 
was  |?4,500. 

The  people  came  forward  with  rare  enthusiasm,  and  subscribed  nearly  the  entire 
amount.     The  small  amount  remaining  can  be  raised  in  half  an  hour. 

As  far  as  I  am  aware  this  is  the  only  community  where  the  citizens  have  been 
obliged  to  punhase  a  site.  If  anything  further  is  necessary,  such  aa  securing  current 
literature,  m  the  way  of  newspapers  and  periodicals,  and  purchasing  reference  books, 
etc.,  our  citizens'  association  will  see  that  they  are  forthcoming  at  the  proper  time 

TAKOMA    PARK. 

The  Takoma  Park  Citizens'  Association,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Takoma  Club  and  Library,  has  })een  enabled  through  the  public  spirit 
of  Mr.  Angus  Lamond  to  ari*ange  foi*  a  suitable  site  for  a  branch 
library  in  that  suburban  community. 
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John  p.  Earnest,  the  managing  trustee  of  certain  lands  in  Takoma 
Park,  agreed  to  sell  to  Mr.  Angus  Lamond,  as  a  site  for  the  library 
building,  lots  18  and  19,  block  3,  in  the  Lipscomb  and  Earnest  addition 
to  Takoma  Park,  subject  to  confirmation  oy  the  court. 

The  purchaser,  Mr.  Lamond,  agreed  to  donate  these  lots  for  a  site 
if  the  location  of  the  library  was  secured  and  the  sale  agreed  to  between 
himself  and  Mr.  Earnest  and  the  sale  confirmed  by  the  courts  on  Con- 
dition that  the  citizens  purchase  lots  33  and  84  of  block  3  of  the  B^in^ 
subdivision  and  present  them  to  the  mayor  and  cottncil  of  Takoma 
Park,  to  be  set  apart  forever  as  a  public  park  and  to  be  cai-ed  for  dud 
maintained  by  the  mayor  and  council  of  Takoma  Park* 

Should  a  branch  library  be  secured,  the  building  was  to  be  erected 
on  lots  18  and  19  of  block  3;  then  John  P.  Earnest,  trustee,  agreed 
further  to  sell  to  the  citizens  of  the  park,  for  a  public  park,  lots  33 
and  34,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  court. 

The  lots  and  parking  mentioned  would  contain  24,059  square  feet  in 
what  is  known  as  the  Thornton  tract.  The  site  would  be  located  on 
CarroU  avenue  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Carroll  and  Willow  avenues, 
facing  on  the  former  avenue.  The  parking  would  have  a  frontage  of 
125  fe«t  on  Carroll  avenue  and  a  depth  of  135  feet.  The  location  is 
central  and  a  most  desirable  one,  bemg  within  a  short  distance  of  the 
Brightwood  electric  cars  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  information  from  Mr.  Lamond  that  he  would  pur- 
chase and  donate  a  site  for  the  erection  of  a  branch  library  upon  the 
terms  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  a  communication  was  addressea  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Washington  Public  Library  setting  forth  the  reasons 
why  Takoma  Park  should  have  a  branch  library.  The  letter  informed 
the  trustees  that  Takoma  was  the  largest  separate  community  in  the 
District  outside  of  the  city  proper,  having,  among  other  things,  a 
public  school  with  an  enrollment  of  more  tnan  300  pupils.  For  the 
past  two  years,  through  the  medium  of  the  Takoma  Club  and  Library, 
efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  library  facilities.  Upward  of  600 
well-selected  volumes  demonstrate  the  interest  and  successful  efforts 
of  the  residents  of  that  section.  It  is  the  intention  that  these  volumes 
shall  constitute  the  local  collection  of  the  branch  library  if  one  is 
located  in  Takoma. 

TENLEYTOWN. 

The  Tenleytown  Library  Association  was  organized  July  27,  1899. 
It  has  secured  a  number  of  books,  and  has  for  much  of  the  time  since 
its  organization  conducted  a  reading  room.  Alice  U.  Hunt,  secretary 
of  the  association,  writes,  applying  for  a  branch  library,  saying,  "that 
steps  are  being  taken  to  secure,  if  possible,  suitable  ground  upon 
which  to  erect  said  proposed  library."  The  application  is  supported 
by  a  petition  numerously  signed  by  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Tenley- 
town public  school. 

CONGRESS   HEIGHTS. 

A.  E.  Handle  offers  the  choice  of  four  lots  out  of  100  in  Congress 
Heights  as  a  site  for  a  branch  library.  He  suggests  that  if  a  branch 
is  located  at  Congress  Heights  the  views  of  citizens  be  taken  as  to  the 
exact  site  to  be  selected^ 
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HOWARD   UNIVBB8ITY. 

The  trustees  of  Howard  University,  through  F.  H.  Smith  of  the 
executive  committee,  offer  to  '^furnish  a  site,  equip  and  run  the 
libraiy  free  of  cost,  and  allow  the  public  access  to  the  same."  Howard 
University  has  now,  he  says,  about  1,000  on  ite  roll  of  officers,  teachers, 
and  students. 

NAVY-YARD. 

Allan  Davis  writes  suggesting  the  provision  of  a  branch  library  in 
the  southeast  part  of  the  city,  adjacent  to  the  navy -yard.  He  points 
out  the  usefulness  of  such  an  institution  in  that  locality,  and  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  Government  already  owns  excellent  sites  near 
the  navy-yard  gate  between  Eighth  and  Eleventh  streets  southeast 

METROPOLIS  VIEW. 

Donald  McPherson,  f or  W.  O.  Denison,  the  trustee  of  Metropolb 
View,  offers  to  * 'convey  an  adequate  site  of  any  unsold  lot  or  lots  in 
said  subdivision  that  may  be  agreed  upon  for  such  library  pui-poses." 

FALLS    CHURCH,     VA. 

The  Rev.  R.  A.  Davison  writes  that  the  Village  Improvement  Society 
of  Falls  Church  has  a  library,  donated  by  the  people,  of  about  500 
volumes.  It  rents  a  building  and  sustains  the  library  by  annual  dues 
ind  subscriptions.  Many  persons  doing  business  in  Washington  reside 
there.  This  library  would  like  to  be  made  a  branch  library  under 
Mr.  Carnegie's  offer. 

KENILWORTH. 

Allen  W.  Mallery,  president  of  the  Kenilworth  Citizens'  Associa- 
tion, in  behalf  of  tne  association,  offers  "such  a  site  free  and  clear  of 
all  incumbrance  as  the  trustees  will  approve  for  a  branch  library 
buildinff  to  be  located  at  Kenilworth,  D.  C,  and  we  further  agree 
to  supply  such  library  with  reference  books."  A  building  costing 
$10,000  or  $15,000  is  wanted." 

ANACOSTIA. 

J.  C.  Leonard  writes  suggesting  Anacostia  as  a  site  for  a  branch 
library,  and  siiys: 

Some  years  ago  a  strip  of  land  lying  in  Pierce  street,  between  Jackson  and  Wash- 
ington streets,  was  donated  to  the  District  government  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
public  market  thereon,  but  as  no  action  has  been  taken  looking  to  the  erection  of 
Huch  a  building,  the  pite  in  question,  which  is  ample  for  the  purpose  of  a  smaU 
library,  could  be  utilized,  and  the  first  requirement  of  Mr.  Carnegie  can  be  met 
without  any  exjiense. 

LANGDON. 

The  Northeastern  Suburban  Citizens'  Association,  through  E.  A.  M. 
Lawson,  president,  suggests  the  suitability  of  Langdon  as  a  location 
for  a  branch  library  and  offers  a  site,  donated  by  I.  J.  Baker,  "situ- 
ated upon  a  conunanding  elevation  at  Twenty-second  and  tmporia 
streets."

The  Citizens'  Association  of  South  Washington  has  conferred  with 
the  subcommittee  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  branch  library  in  that 
section. 

SOUTHEAST  WASHINGTON. 

H.  A.  Willard  and  J.  H.  Ketcham  offer  a  suitable  lot  in  square  700, 
bounded  on  the  north  by  M  street,  south  by  N  street,  west  by  South 
Capitol  street,  and  the  east  by  Half  street  southeast. 

EAST   WASHINGTON. 

Three  brvich  libraries  are  asked  for  East  Washington  by  the  citi- 
zens' association.     No  sites  have  yet  been  offered. 

The  ereat  variety  of  re(|uests  and  suggestions  on  the  subject  of 
branch  libmries  developed  m  the  course  of  the  foregoing  correspond- 
ence caused  the  subconmiittee  of  the  trustees,  to  which  the  subject  of 
branch  libraries  had  been  intrusted,  to  communicate  with  Mr.  Car- 
negie, informing  him  of  the  local  conditions  and  seeking  for  its  guid- 
ance a  statement  of  the  conditions  of  his  proposed  donation.  To  this 
letter  Mr.  Carnegie  made  the  following  reply: 

New  Yoke,  January  ;?7,  190S, 
Gentlemen:  In  reply  to  your  favor  of  Janiiarv  24,  I  am  prepared  to  j^ve  the  nec- 
essary money  (in  addition  to  the  $350,000)  to  build  brancn  library  buildings  from 
time  to  time  as  the  trustees  may  call  upon  me  to  do  so.  We  find  in  Pittsburg  and 
other  cities  that  the  branches  are  most  useful,  and  that  a  small  hall  connected  with 
them  is  steadily  becoming  the  gathering  place  of  the  district  served,  which  results 
in  neighborly  feelinj^  and  in  some  cases  the  finding  of  much  unsuspected  local  talent. 
Therefore,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  even  as  much  as  $50,000  could  be  well  spent 
in  a  branch  library  building,  but  this  and  all  other  details  rest  with  the  trustees. 
I  have  promised  to  supply  money  for  the  buildings  upon  the  same  conditions  that 
I  gave  the  money  for  a  central  library,  namely,  that  the  citv  of  Washington  provides 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  branch  libraries  to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent  of  their  cost. 
You  can  well  understand  that,  dealing  with  800  libraries  just  now,  I  can  not  help  in 
any  way  beyond  this  trifling  service  of  furnishing  money  for  the  buildings  as  same 
m^  be  needed  to  pay  therefor. 

Thanking  you,  ana,  through  you,  all  your  members  for  the  delightful  and  inspir- 
ing visit  paid  you,  and  wishing  you  all  the  happiest  of  New  Years,  I  am.

In  view  of  the  fact  above  noted  that  the  Carnegie  donation  in  every 
case  provides  merely  the  housing  of  a  library,  and  that  the  public 
library  itself  has  only  just  been  placed  upon  a  plane  of  notable  useful- 
ness tnrough  the  purchase  of  sufficient  books  from  the  local  revenues 
to  meet,  in  part,  the  immediate  needs  of  the  people  of  the  District, 
special  immediate  thought  must,  it  is  recognized,  be  given  to  the  mat- 
ter of  the  full  equipment  and  development  of  this  central  book  station, 
postponing  somewnat  the  creation,  at  least  from  the  public  funds,  of 
semundependent  branches.     It  is  probable  that  for  a  while  the  allot- 
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ment  of  tax  money  for  library  purposes  will  be  devoted  to  the  public 
library  itself,  and  that  the  substations  or  branch  libraries  will  evolve 
and  grow  largel^'^  through  the  enterprise  of  the  sections. 

The  correspondence  and  proposals  concerning  branch  libraries 
demonstrate  tne  existence  of  the  suggested  necessary  public  spirit  in 
several  of  the  District's  suburban  communities.  Witn  a  site  gratui- 
tously provided  in  a  suitable  location  it  is  anticipated  that  the  citizens' 
association  of  the  section  will  be  able  to  supply  a  sufficient  stock  of 
reference  books  to  equip  the  branch  library.  Any  branch  thus  sup- 
plied would  then  have  its  local  significance  beyond  that  of  a  mere 
neighborhood  point  of  distribution.  For  these  branches,  in  addition 
to  tneir  character  as  substations  of  the  main  library,  should  develop 
as  local-culture  centers;  and  the  more  thoroughly  identified  the  people 
with  the  branches,  through  donations  to  the  book  stock  as  well  as  to 
the  site,  the  better  for  both  people  and  library  institution. 

Such  an  arrangement,  with  the  sections  furnishing  the  sites  and 
reference  books  and  Mr.  Carnegie  the  buildings,  would  leave  to  the 
taxpayers  and  the  Government  merely  the  task  of  supplyinjf  the  main- 
tenance, which  in  most  cases  would  include  only  the  pay  of  the  assist- 
ants in  charge  and  the  janitor  and  the  heating  and  telephone  services. 
This  plan  would  serve  all  ends  best,  permitting  Mr.  Carnegie  to  ex- 
tend his  bounty  in  a  practical  manner,  stimulating  the  library  enter- 
prise of  the  neighborhoods  and  leaving  the  central  library  free  to 
expand  itself  according  to  its  pressing  needs.  Each  section  will  be 
directly  benefited  b}'^  every  successive  sta)?e  of  central  library  growth. 
As  this  book  store  is  increased,  the  branch  libraries,  using  as  substa- 
tions the  Mount  Vernon  Square  books  for  circulating  purposes,  will 
be  made  the  more  useful  to  their  sections.  It  will  be  in  extension  of 
Mr.  Carnegie's  dominating  thought  thus  to  require  the  neighborhoods 
to  contribute  in  sites  and  books  to  their  own  branches.  He  gives  the 
shell  and  asks  the  community  to  fill  it.  What  has  applied  in  the  large 
proposition  to  the  whole  District  applies  with  equal  force  to  each  suV 
division  of  the  District. 

Legislation  will  be  required  from  Congress  accepting  Mr.  Carnegie's 
branch  library  offer,  directly  or  impliedljr  pledging  suitable  mainte- 
nance, and  authorizing  a  library  commission  to  erect  branch  libraries 
from  the  Carnegie  donated  fund  as  these  buildings  may  from  time  to 
time  be  authorized  by  Congress. 


ACTIVITY   OF  THE   LIBRARY. 

The  use  of  the  commodious  new  building  for  part  of  the  year  has 
enabled  the  library  to  make  a  new  record  in  respect  to  the  activity  and 
usefulness  of  its  lx>oks.  The  total  issue  of  books  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1903,  was  214,261,  or  an  average  of  17,855  volumes  a 
month.  The  total  increase  of  issue  over  the  previous  year  was  65,145, 
and  monthly  increase  of  5,429,  a  gain  of  over  43  per  cent.  The  num- 
ber of  books  in  the  library  on  June  30,  1902,  was  35,041,  and  on  June 
30,  1903,  was  53,621. 

The  detailed  figures  of  the  library's  development  are  given  in  the 
librarian's  report,  which  is  herewith  transmitted.  Appended  to  the 
trustees'  report  are  also  the  organic  act  and  the  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  library. 
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NEEDS   OF  THE   LIBRARY. 

The  immediate  needs  of  the  library,  as  enumerated  on  the  occasion 
of  the  opening  of  the  new  building,  have  already  been,  since  that  date, 
to  a  considerable  degree  satisfied.  Mr.  Carnegie,  for  instance,  has 
made  provision  for  branch  libraries,  and  by  his  supplementary  dona- 
tion has  provided  some  embellishment,  by  the  painter,  of  the  interior  of 
the  new  building.  Mr.  L.  Amateis,  of  this  city,  is  making  a  bust  of 
Mr.  Carnegie,  which  he  will  donate  in  bronze  to  the  public  library. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  movements  for  subscription  monuments  to  Long- 
fellow and  Burns  may  be  crowned  with  success  and  that  these  statues 
may  be  placed  on  the  pedestals  in  front  of  the  library  building. 

There  still  remains  m  part  unsatisfied  the  library's  need  of  books. 
These  are  to  be  derived  from  three  sources:  (1)  Private  donations. 

(2)  purchases  through  appropriations  from  the  District  revenues,  ana 

(3)  donations  or  loans  of  miscellaneous  circulation  books  from  the  de- 
partmental libraries  and  the  Library  of  Congress. 

(1)  The  appeal  for  private  donations  of  books  is  as  strong  to-da^^  as 
at  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  new  building,  when  it  Avas  said: 

But  the  moet  urgent  need  of  all  is  that  of  special  and  endowed  collections  of  books 
and  newspapers,  to  which  the  names  of  donors  may  be  attached,  keeping  them  for- 
ever in  the  grateful  remembrance  of  the  public.  In  the  newspaper  room  of  the  Boston 
public  library  the  visitor  immediately  on  entering  sees  this  inncription  in  gilt  letters: 

The  newspapers  subscribed  for  are  the  gift  of  William  C.  Tmld,  of  Atkinson,  N.  H., 
who  has  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  library  a  fund  of  $50,000  for  that  purpose."  In  the 
other  wing  of  this  building,  corresponding  in  size  and  arrangement  to  the  hall  in 
which  we  are  assembled,  is  t^e  so-called  newspaper  and  periodical  room,  ready  to  be 
stocked  and  suitably  equipped  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  capital.  Who, 
after  the  fashion  of  William  C.  Todd,  of  New  Hampshire,  will  attach  his  name  to  this 
room  and  its  useful  contents  in  j>erpetual  memorial?  W^ho  will  similarly  endow  the 
children's  library?  Who  will  honor  himself  by  supplying  with  books  "of  permanent 
value  and  authority"  a  Bates  Hall  for  Washington,  like  that  in  the  Boston  librarj'? 

(2)  An  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the  purchase  of  books  is  asked 
by  the  trustees  m  their  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

(3)  The  year  has  been  marked  by  a  gratifying,  practical  advance  in 
the  movement  to  secure  for  the  public  use  miscellaneous  circulating 
books  in  the  Government  collections  in  Washington. 

Under  the  provisions  of  a  paragraph  in  the  law  making  appropria- 
tion for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment, passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  1,000  miscellaneous  books 
have  been  turned  over  to  the  Library  of  Congress.  Under  the 
authority  of  another  paragraph  of  the  same  act,  the  librarian  of  Con- 
gress has  turned  about  900  of  these  books  over  to  the  Washington 
Public  Library. 

The  authority  for  this  transfer  given  in  the  law,  and  the  action 
which  has  been  taken  under  it,  constitute  the  first  practical  results  of 
a  long  campaign  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  of  the  Washington  Public 
Library,  to  the  end  that  the  books  stored  awav  in  the  various  Gov- 
ernment departments  and  bureaus  might  be  made  available  for  the  use 
of  the  general  public  in  the  citv  of  Washington. 

The  Taw  in  question  is  as  follows: 

The  head  of  any  executive  department  or  bureau  or  any  commission  of  the  Gov- 
ernment is  hereby  authorized  from  time  to  time  to  turn  over  to  the  Librarian  of 
Congress,  for  the  use  of  the  Library  of  Congresi*,  any  books,  maps,  or  other  material 
in  the  library  of  the  department,  bureau,  or  commission  no  longer  needed  for  its 
use  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress  appropriate  to  the  uses  of  the 
Library  of  Congress. 
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Any  books  of  a  miscellaneous  character  no  longer  required  for  the  use  of  such 
department,  bureau,  or  commission,  and  not  deemed  an  advisable  addition  to  the 
Library  of  Congress,  shall,  if  appropriate  to  the  uses  of  the  free  public  library  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  be  turned  over  to  that  library  for  general  use  as  a  part  IhereoL 

The  books  which  have  been  transferred  under  authority  of  the  law 

auoted  were  a  part  of  the  library  of  the  Department  of  I^bor,  one  of 
le  smallest  of  the  departmental  collections.  Most  of  the  books  were 
works  of  fiction,  and  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  hold  them  in  the 
Library  of  Confess,  particularly  as  they  were  duplicates  of  books 
already  there,  and  could  not  circulate  among  the  reading  public,  under 
the  regulations  of  the  Congressional  Library. 

Wim  this  large  percentage  of  the  1,000  books  turned  over  for  the 
benefit  of  the  circulating  librar3^  by  the  great  reference  library  of  the 
national  capital,  some  idea  may  be  had  of  the  increase  which  would 
result  in  the  book  supply  of  the  Washington  public  library  should 
the  miscellaneous  nontechnical  books  in  the  other  departments  and 
bureau  libraries  be  released  for  general  use  in  the  same  manner.  In 
1900  there  were  786,463  books  in  the  departmental  and  bureau  libraries 
in  this  city.  Most  of  these  volumes,  of  course,  have  a  special  reference 
value  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  department  or  bureau  in 
which  they  have  been  collected,  but  there  are  thousands  of  them  which 
are  not  of  this  character  and  are  available  and  valuable  primarily  for 
popular  circulating  purposes. 

The  earliest  efforts  to  secure  the  organization  of  a  tax-sustained  cir- 
culating library  for  the  District,  which  began  more  than  ten  years 
ago,  were  based  in  large  part  upon  the  fact  that  the  various  depart- 
mental book  collections  were  available  to  a  very  small  number  of 
people  only,  and  to  them  for  only  a  portion  of  the  day.  It  was 
believed  then,  and  the  thought  was  persistently  presented  in  each  of 
the  annual  reports  of  the  board  of  trade  committee  on  public  library, 
under  whose  auspices  the  agitation  for  this  organization  was  main- 
tained, that  these  departmental  books  of  a  miscellaneous  character 
would  be  of  greater  value  to  the  entire  community  if  placed  in  the 
custody  of  some  central  distributing  agency  such  as  the  public  library 
was  conceived  to  be.  So  that  before  uie  law  creating  the  library  was 
passed  in  1896  the  attention  of  Congress  was  repeatedly  called  to  these 
books  as  a  possible  nucleus  for  the  circulating  collection,  and  likewise 
after  the  enactment  of  the  organizing  law  the  same  proposition  was 
pressed. 

The  trustees  of  the  library  in  the  annual  report  of  1900  thus  stated 
the  case: 

These  books,  accessible  in  the  main  only  to  the  clerks  in  three  of  the  departmente, 
and  accessible  to  them  only  eo  far  as  the  fraction  contained  in  their  own  library  is 
concerned,  would,  if  collected  in  the  Washington  public  library,  be  open  to  all  the 
clerks,  and  a  great  body  of  (lovernment  employees  would  enjoy  privileges  of  which 
they  are  now  entirely  deprived.  The  establishment  of  such  a  general  departmental 
library,  open  ali*o  to  the  public,  would  save  the  Government  the  expensive  duplica- 
tion of  books  in  numerous  small  collections  and  would  also  economize  in  the  room 
space  devoted  to  the  departmental  library  purposes. 

The  accession  of  900  volumes  from  the  library  of  the  Department  of 
•  Labor  doubtless  will  be  followed  })y  similar  transfers  on  the  part  of  the 
heads  of  other  departments  and  bureaus  of  the  Government  where 
book  collections  exist. 

Furthermore,  there  is  reason  to  expect  that  the  precedent  made  by 
his  new  law  will  result  in  the  opening  of  another  source  of  book  sup-

ply.  These  books  are  to  reach  the  public  library  from  the  Library 
of  Congress,  where  now  rest  many  thousands  of  books  of  the  very 
sort  of  which  the  former  is  now  in  need  and  for  which  the  latter  has 
no  real  use.  Upward  of  20,000  of  these  are  duplicate  copies  of  un- 
copyrighted  works,  the  transfer  of  which  to  the  public  library  is 

firesumably  within  the  power  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress  without 
urther  enactment  of  law.  There  are  in  addition  a  much  larger  num- 
ber of  cop3'right  duplicates,  for  the  transfer  of  which  some  form  of 
enactment  may  be  requisite,  inasmuch  as  they  are  in  the  custody  of 
the  Librarian  of  Congress  under  the  law  regulating  copyrights.  If  the 
miscellaneous  departoiental  books  and  the  uncopy righted  duplicates  in 
the  Library  of  Congress  are  transferred  at  once  there  will  be  a  mate- 
rial increase  in  the  usefulness  of  the  circulating  collection.  And  then 
when,  later,  Congress  decides  to  permit  the  transfer  of  the  copy- 
righted duplicates,  or  such  of  them  as  it  may  be  desirable  to  shift,  the 
puolic  library  will  begin  to  attain  to  its  full  stature  as  the  book- 
circulating  medium  of  the  national  capital. 
As  was  said  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  new  building: 

A  special  library  obligation  ref<ts  upon  Congress,  which  as  both  local  and  national 
legislature  under  the  Constitution  has  complete  control  of  the  capital's  and  the  Gov- 
ernment's library  resources.  Upon  it  falls  exclusive  responsibility  for  their  wise  and 
economical  cooperating  development. 

The  Library  of  Congress  iq^  to  be  fostere<l  along  its  natural  lines  as  the  national 
reference  collection,  accessible  as  far  as  possible  at  all  times  and  to  the  whole  world. 

The  public  library  will  be  developed  as  the  capital's  and  nation's  circulating 
library,  for  the  workingmen,  school  children,  the  mass  of  the  i)eople — a  perfect  sup- 
plement of  the  Library  of  Congress,  its  circulating  department,  so  to  speak,  to  which 
should  be  logically  and  wisely  diverted  its  duplicate  miscellaneous  volumes,  the  cir- 
culating resources  of  the  Congressional  Library,  largely  derived  under  the  copyright 
laws  as  they  exist  or  ma^  be  amended. 

By  thus  using  the  capital's  public  library  as  the  national  lending  collection  Con- 
gress will  waste  no  fraction  of  the  nation's  library  resources;  and  instead  of  permit- 
ting thousands  of  miscellaneous  volumes,  copyrighted  or  uncopy  righted,  to  decay 
pnosed  on  the  shelves,  it  will  render  them  all  most  fully  available,  lK)th  for  circulat- 
ingand  reference  purposes,  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  Republic. 

The  talents  of  library  treasure  intrusted  to  the  stewardship  of  Cfongress  will  never 
be  buried  in  the  eartl^  and  wasted  by  '*an  unprofitable  servant"  of  the  American 
people.

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It  will  be  noticed  that  the  estimate  for  contingent  fund  is  less  than 
•  last  year's  appropriation  by  $3,000. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Carnegie's  donation  for  the 
new  library  building  is  now  $375,000,  and  that  the  minimum  of  annual 
appropriations  for  maintenance,  on  the  usual  conditions  of  his  dona- 
tions,  is  $37,600. 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  fact  that  the  most  urgent  pres- 
ent need  of  the  library  is  increase  of  force. 

LOCAL  LIBRARY   DEVELOPMENT. 

Washington's  public  library  has  developed  on  sound  lines  and  is  now 
firmly  established  on  a  solid  foundation. 

Through  the  energy  and  intelligent  public  spirit  of  citizens  of  Wash- 
ington, in  conjunction  with  progressive  legislators  in  Congress,  the 
library  was  created  as  a  tax-sustained  institution,  in  distinction  from 
the  unstable  and  ephemeral  subscription-supported  library.  It  was 
from  the  beginning  a  true  public  library  of  the  modem  type,  designed 
for  and  supported  by  all  the  people  of  the  conmiunity. 

Through  the  beneficence  of  Mr.  Carnegie  this  tax-sustained  libmry 
is  enjoying  a  commodious  and  attractive  home  years  before  the  suit- 
able accommodations  provided  for  it  by  law  in  the  prospective  munici- 
pal building  could  become  available  for  it«  use. 

Mr.  Carnegie  has  also  made  provision  for  the  housing  of  future 
branch  libraries  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  there  is  no  limit  upon 
the  development  of  the  system  of  branch  libraries,  except  that  found 
in  the  restricted  ability  of  the  conmiunity  to  provide  for  their  suitable 
maintenance. 

Through  the  liberal  donations  of  money  and  books  by  the  people  of 
Washin^on,  through  a  wise  appropriation  of  $40,000  for  the  purchase 
of  books  from  the  municipal  revenues,  and  through  the  statutory 
diversion  to  its  shelves  of  miscellaneous  circulating  books  from  the 
departmental  and  other  public  libraries  in  Washington,  the  library  is 
reasonablv  well  supplied  with  books,  and  will  apparently  in  a  shoil; 
time  be  fully  equipped  to  serve  the  public  as  emciently  as  possible 
along  the  lines  of  tne  announced  purposes  of  its  creation. 

The  library  is  thus  firmly  rooted  and  has  healthfully  and  strongly 
developed;  and  it  will  doubtless  soon  be  made  by  wise  legislative  and 
executive  action  the  perfect  complement  of  the  great  reference  collec- 
tion of  the  Library  of  Congress,  bestowing  conspicuous  and  appre- 
ciated blessings  upon  a  book-loving  public  as  the  nation's  circulating 
library  at  the  national  capital.

Gentlemen:  I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  library  and  the  work  done  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1903,  with 
such  suggestions  as  seem  proper  for  increased  facilities  for  the  future. 
This  IS  the  first  reix)rt  since  the  library  was  moved  into  the  new 
building,  and  the  fact  that  this  chang^e  was  made  in  the  middle  of  the 
library  3  ear — during  December  and  January — requiring  the  practical 
closing  of  the  work  for  two  months,  must  be  taken  into  account  in  the 
results  as  shown  by  the  statistics.  Nearly  half  the  year  was  spent  in 
the  crowded  quarters  of  the  old  building  on  New  York  avenue,  and 
only  from  January  16  in  tlie  new.  The  necessary  confusion  of  moving 
and  the  readjustment  of  the  books  in  the  new  stacks,  the  opening  or 
the  large  open-shelf  room,  children's  room,  and  reading  room,  added 
greatly  to  the  other  labors  of  the  library  force,  but  was  completed 
speedily  and  in  good  order. 

The  main  floor  has  been  fully  occupied  since  the  date  of  the  opening, 
and  the  real  work  done  shoulcl  be  measured  by  the  results  of  the  latter 
half  of  the  year,  from  January  to  June,  as  indicating  what  has  been 
accomplished  durir  g  the  year.  Of  the  three  tiers  of  stacks  completed 
only  the  lower  one  has  been  filled,  except  for  a  few  sets  that  have  been 
placed  on  the  shelves  in  the  second  tier.  The  capacity  of  the  lower 
tier  is  about  50,000  books,  and  at  the  present  rate  of  increase  will  be 
entirely  filled  in  a  short  time.  In  addition  to  the  books  in  the  stacks 
the  reference  room  contains  at  present  about  4,500  books,  the  open- 
shelf  room  5,000,  and  the  children's  room  6,000. 


CIRCULATION  OF  BOOKS. 


During  the  year  there  were  214,261  books  issued  for  home  use,  or 
an  average  of  17,855  volumes  a  month.  This  is  a  total  increase  over 
last  year  of  65,145  volumes,  and  a  monthly  increase  of  5,429.  The 
following  table  (A)  gives  the  circulation  bj^  months  and  the  number  of 
books  of  the  different  classes  drawn  by  readers:

Library  open  289  days  1902-& 
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The  number  of  books  in  the  library  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
33,566,  and  on  June  30,  1903,  63,621,  so  that  the  average  number  for 
the  year  was  about  43,593.  This  makes  the  yearly  circulation  equal 
to  aljout  four  and  three-fourths  the  number  of  books  in  the  whole 
library.  The  library  year  has  been  much  broken  on  account  of  the 
change  from  the  old  building  to  the  new,  at  which  time  the  library 
was  closed  for  three  weeks,  and  open  only  for  the  return  of  books  for 
the  two  weeks  previous  to  closing.  The  large  increase  in  the  circula- 
tion has  come  since  the  opening  of  the  new  building  in  January.  The 
number  of  books  issued  from  July  to  December,  1902,  was  70,214, 
while  from  January  to  July,  1903,  the  number  was  144,044.  The 
libi-ary  was  open  289  days  during  the  year,  the  largest  circulation  for 
anv  one  dav  being  1,790  volumes  and  the  smallest  186.  The  average 
daily  circulation  for  the  different  months,  as  shown  in  the  table,  has 
varied  from  402  volumes  in  December  to  1,051  in  March.  L^st  year 
the  largest  was  583  and  the  smallest  384.  During  the  145  davs  of  the 
year  which  were  spent  in  the  old  building  the  average  daily  circulation 
was  484  volumes;  the  remaining  144  da^^s,  in  the  new  building,  show  a 
daily  average  of  1,000  volumes.  This  makes  an  increase  of  105  per 
cent  in  the  circulation  during  the  last  six  months. 

In  speaking  of  open  shefves  for  fiction  and  closed  for  nonfiction, 
Mr.  Utley,  oi  the  Detroit  Public  Library,  sa^s: 

It  seems  a  direct  encouragement  of  novel  reading  to  give  such  readers  only  the 
opportunity  to  go  directly  to  the  shelves  to  select  their  books,  while  those*  who 
would  gladly  take  the  same  privilege  with  reference  to  history,  travel,  useful  arts, 
and  sociology  are  denied  it. 

This  has  not  proven  to  be  the  case  in  the  Washington  Public  Library. 
The  average  of  fiction  for  the  year  was  80J  per  cent.  In  the  old 
building  the  stacks  were  entirely  open  to  the  public,  and  during 
the  six  months  of  the  year  that  open  stacks  were  used  the  average  of 
fiction  was  81  per  cent.  Upon  moving  into  the  new  building  the  fic- 
tion was  placed  upon  open  shelves  and  a  large  portion  of  the  nonfic- 
tion  in  the  closed  stacks;  under  which  condition  the  percentage  of  fiction 
dropped  to  78f ,  apparently  showing  that  the  assistance  rendered  by 
the  desk  attendants  was  on  the  whole  more  satisfactory  to  the  public  than 
allowing  them  to  search  entirely  for  themselves;  and  also  indicating 
that  with  a  force  at  the  delivery  desk  sufficient  to  answer  the  demands 
of  the  public,  the  value  of  the  library,  to  those  desiring  a  higher  class 
of  reading,  could  be  largelv  increased. 

By  the  above  statement  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  question  of 
open  shelves  for  certain  portions  of  the  library  has  been  settled.  Local 
circumstances,  convenience  in  reaching  the  stacks,  the  classes  of  readers 
in  a  locality,  and  many  other  things  enter  into  the  merits  of  the  case. 
During  the  last  six  months  the  space  in  the  open-shelf  room  for  classed 
books  nas  ])een  reduced  by  the  necessity  for  more  room  for  fiction. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  to  have  the  entire  room  now  occupied 
by  classed  books  and  fiction  taken  for  classed  books  alone,  the  fiction 
being  transferred  to  another  room.  This  will  give  space  for  from 
6,000  to  10,000  books,  as  space  may  be  needed  for  books  that  can  be 
seen  in  the  cases.

The  smallest  amount  collected  was  the  half  month  of  Januan%  1903 
($78.18),  and  the  largest  in  April,  1903  ($274.49),  the  average  monthly 
receipts  for  the  whole  year  being  $157. 92.  Thesuni  of  $612.95  i-eceived 
from  the  duplicate  collection  is  only  a  small  increase  over  the  amount 
received  last  year,  as,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  work,  only  522 
books  were  added  to  the  collection,  which  number  has  not  nearly 
equalled  the  demand.  Of  these  books  only  228  were  left  in  the  col- 
lection on  June  30. 

REGISTRATION. 

The  growth  in  the  use  of  the  library  can  be  fully  realized  from  the 
great  increase  in  the  registration.  In  1902,  5,422  persons  registered; 
m  1903,  11,283.  Of  this  number,  1,389  card  holders  reregistered  oat 
of  3,747  whose  cards  expired  during  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  in 
reregistration  over  1902,  for  during  that  year  of  the  6,712  cards  which 
expired  only  1,852  were  renewed.  Thus  the  past  year  has  gained 
9,894  new  card  holders  for  the  library,  which  makes  the  total  number 
of  persons  holding  cards  29,595,  and  this  number  does  not  include  the 
cams  issued  for  nonfiction  only.  Since  the  opening  of  the  library  in 
1899,  30,054  cards  have  been  issued,  10,459  of  which  have  expired; 
the  time  limit  for  which  cards  are  issued  being  three  years.  The 
average  for  the  vear  has  been  39  new  readers'  cams  a  day. 

In  the  old  building  a  person  could  register  at  any  time  during  the 
eleven  hours  which  the  library  is  open,  but  soon  after  moving  into  the 
new  building  it  was  decided,  on  account  of  the  limited  force  at 
the  delivery  and  registration  desks,  to  limit  the  registration  to  five 
and  a  half  hours  a  day,  so  that  now  a  person  can  register  only  between 
the  hours  of  11  and  1.30, 3  and  5,  and  7  and  8  p.  m.  Thus  far  the  plan 
has  been  fairly  successful.  From  July  to  December  2,606  persons 
registered,  making  a  daily  average  of  17  new  cards.  From  January 
to  June  8,677  registered,  making  the  daily  average  in  the  new  building 
60  cards.  During  the  first  eighteen  days  in  the  new  quarters  3,385 
people  registered. 

BINDING. 

During  the  past  year  3,750  books  were  rebound  and  350  periodicals 
bound.  Although  the  books  in  the  circulation  department  have  b^n 
kept  in  good  condition  by  repair  and  binding,  the  great  mass  of  unbound 
periodicals,  which  had  accumulated  through  donation  in  the  old  build- 
mg.  and  which  has  increased  by  many  thousands  since  in  the  new 
building,  is  still  untouched,  there  being  not  enough  assistants  to  be 
spared  from  routine  work  to  prepare  them  for  ttie  bindery*    It  is 
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very  necessary  that  this  work  should  be  done  as  soon  as  possible,  for 
with  these  volumes,  and  those  that  can  be  obtained  through  exchange, 
it  will  be  possible  to  fill  out  many  incomplete  sets  of  periodicals  now 
in  ihe  library.  The  number  of  books  worn  out,  lost,  etc.,  during  the 
year  is  571. 

CATALOGUE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  catalogue  department  has  been  extremely  busy  during  the  past 
year  preparmg  books  for  circulation.  The  three  temporary  cata- 
loguers have  increased  the  actual  cataloguing  force  to  six  assistants,  a 
number  entirely  too  small  to  cope  with  the  necessarily  increasing  work. 
For  two  or  more  years  the  library  will  be  purchasing  books  rapidly, 
thereby  making  a  large  catalogue  department  a  most  necessary  adjunct. 

The  duplicate  typewritten  catalogue,  containing  over  80,000  cards, 
is  for  the  use  of  the  public  and  is  constantly  added  to,  being  kept  up 
to  date  to  correspond  with  the  official  catalogue.  We  reconmiend  now 
a  second  duplicate  to  be  made,  to  be  kept  in  the  children's  room  and 
us^  exclusively  by  them.  As  soon  as  the  children's  room  is  used  down 
stairs  this  catalogue  will  be  absolutely  necessary. 

Twenty -one  thousand  books  have  been  added  during  the  fiscal  year, 
and  these  have  been  accessioned,  classified,  shelf -liste^  and  catalogued 
in  this  department,  the  number  of  new  catalogue  cards  written  teing 
26,696.  This  makes  an  increase  of  9,245  books  and  7,888  catalogue 
cards  over  last  year's  report.  The  work  done  in  this  department  month 
by  month  may  be  shown  in  the  following  table  (Q:

Many  good  works  of  fiction  have  been  bought  to  supply  the  i)opular 
demand,  out  special  attention  has  been  paid  m  selecting  attractive  and 
valuable  books  on  history,  travel,  biography,  and  scientific  subjects. 
We  have  also  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  few  books  illustrated  by  fine  old 
woodcuts,  engravings,  etc.,  of  special  interest  to  the  art  lover.  The 
list  of  reference  books  has  been  greatly  augmented  by  encyclopaedias, 
dictionaries,  etc.  We  have  two  copies  of  C.  D.  Warner's  Library  oi 
the  World's  Great  Literature,  and  nave  bought  the  set  of  catalogue 
cards  made  by  the  American  Library  Association.  This  represents 
over  a  thousand  cards,  thoroughly  analyzing  the  work,  thus  making  it 
one  of  the  most  valuable  literary  works  of  reference. 
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ORDER  ROOM. 

The  order  work  has  increased  so  much  that  it  has  been  necessary  to 
have  a  regular  assistant,  and  as  the  work  increases  additional  assist- 
ance will  be  absolutely  essential.  The  review  of  journals,  announce- 
ments, circulars,  and  criticisms  in  monthly  periodicals  is  a  matter  of  no 
small  consequence;  while  the  work  involved  in  the  regular  routine  of 
ordering,  receiving,  and  preparing  the  books  for  the  accessioner  is  In 
itself  enough  to  keep  more  than  one  person  constantly  employed. 

The  order  system  has  been  greatly  revised  and  enlarged  upon^  a 
notable  change  being  the  substitution  of  printed  order  cards  for  the 
blank  slips.  More  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  purchasing  of  books 
specially  recommended  by  the  public,  and  a  supply  of  order  cards  is 
kept  at  the  circulation  desk  for  those  who  wish  to  recommend  a  book 
and  desire  to  be  notified  of  its  acquisition. 

SHELF   LIST. 

Since  the  last  report  the  work  of  transferring  the  shelf  list  from 
sheets  to  cards  has  been  accomplished.  This  was  no  small  task,  sev- 
eral typewriters  being  emplovea  on  the  copying.  The  comparing  and 
revising  had  to  be  carefully  done,  occupying  much  time.  It  was,  How- 
ever, time  and  money  well  spent,  as  having  the  shelf  list  in  its  present 
form  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work.  Each  title  is  now  entered  on  a 
separate  card,  and  the  constant  copying  made  necessary  by  a  ''sheet 
shelf  list "  is  entirely  done  away  witn.  There  is  no  need  to  give  figures 
to  show  the  number  of  books  entered  in  this  record,  as  all  the  volume? 
accessioned  are  handled  by  the  shelf  lister  before  they  are  catalogued. 
Plans  are  being  made  to  have  at  an  early  date  an  extra  copy  of  the 
shelf  list  containing  only  the  juvenile  books.  Such  a  list  will  be  of 
great  assistance  in  the  cnildren's  room.  It  will  make  possible  a  fre- 
quent *'  reading  of  the  shelves  "  and  be  a  help  to  the  assistant  in  charge 
in  selecting  new  books,  as  by  reference  to  the  shelf  list  the  strength 
and  weakness  of  the  different  classes  can  be  easily  found. 

ADDITIONS   TO   THE   LIBRARY. 

The  stock  of  books  in  foreign  languages  has  been  greatly  increased 
this  year.  The  fine  set  of  Bibliotheca  scriptorum  Graecorum  et 
Romanorum  Teubneriana  represents  the  Latin  and  Greek  authors, 
and  a  considerable  number  of  the  later  fiction  has  been  bought  in 
Spanish,  Italian,  German,  and  French.  A  set  of  Biblioteca  de auctores 
espanoles  contains  much  of  the  good  Spanish  literature  from  its  begin- 
ning up  to  1872.  For  English  authors,  additional  complete  sets  of 
Stevenson,  Barrie,  Kipling,  Twain,  Bronte,  Beade,  Lytton,  Cooper, 
and  many  others  have  been  added. 

The  reference  room  has  received  some  valuable  works,  among  them 
the  new  volumes  of  the  EncyclopsBdia  Britanuica,  volumes  25-36,  which 
include  an  index,  in  one  alphabet,  to  the  whole  83  volumes,  bringing 
the  work  down  to  date;  Encyclopsedia  Americana,  volumes  1-i;  JNew 
International  Encyclopaedia,  volumes  1-16;  La  Grande  encvclop^e 
des  sciences,  des  lettres,  et  des  arts.  31  volumes:  Brockhaus' Konver- 
sations  Lexikon,  Bde.  1-14,  new  eoition;  Forcellini,  E.  Totius  latini- 
tatis  lexicon,  cura  et  studio  V.  De  Vit,  6  volumes;  March,  F.  A., 
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Thesauinis  Dictionary  of  the  English  language;  Encvclopsedia  Biblica, 
volumes  l-;4;  -Jewish  Encyclopsedia,  volumes  1-4;  Jrunch,  60  volumes; 
Review  of  Reviews,  volumes  1-17;  Windsor  Magazine,  16  volumes, 
and  other  complete  sets. 

A  great  many  books  on  educational  subjects  have  been  bought  this 
year,  as  well  as  raanv  books  published  in  the  United  States  between 
1895  and  1900.  At  the  same  time  great  efforts  have  been  made  to  add 
to  and  keep  up  the  stock  of  current  literature. 

The  additions  by  gift  have  not  been  as  large  in  number  as  last  year, 
but  some  collections  and  works  of  great  value  have  been  received, 
among  them  the  collection  of  the  medical  society  of  the  District  of 
Columbia;  a  musical  collection  from  Mr.  Perry  B.  Turpin,  of  148 
volumes;  quite  a  collection  of  miscellaneous  books  from  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Labor,  of  946  volumes;  a  miscellaneous  collection 
from  the  United  States  Patent  Office,  of  356  volumes;  a  fine  autograph 
collection  of  scientific  Government  works,  of  82  volumes,  from  Mrs. 
M.  H.  Pilling;  356  books  from  Hon.  George  B.  McClellan,  member 
of  Congress;  311  miscellaneous  new  books  from  the  Evening  Stai 
Newspaper  Company;  112  books  from  Mr.  William  R.  Smith,  of  the 
Botanic  Gardens;  220  books  from  Frank  H.  Bigelow;  and  100  books 
from  Mrs.  H.  M.  Clapp. 

CUILDltEN's  ROOM. 

At  the  opening  of  the  new  building  on  January  12,  1903,  a  room 
containing  a  library  of  over  5,000  books  for  children  was  designated 
as  a  children's  room,  with  a  specially  trained  children's  librarian  in 
charge.  Taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity  at  once,  the  children 
came  to  the  librarv  in  such  numbers  that  a  line  awaiting  admission  to 
the  room  crowded  the  delivery  lobby  for  days.  It  became  necessary 
to  admit  only  those  children  holding  cards  until  the  crowd  should  be 
lessened.  This  measure  quite  perceptibly  diminished  the  attendance, 
especially  as  it  was  necessary  to  adhere  to  one  of  the  rules  of  the  library 
forbidding  a  child  under  12  years  of  age  the  privilege  of  borrowing 
books.  Even  with  this  restriction,  the  circulation  of  the  children's 
room,  with  a  daily  average  of  265,  compares  very  favorably  with  that 
of  other  public  libraries  where  any  child  who  can  write  his  name  is 
encoun^ed  to  use  the  library.  There  have  been  repeated  requests 
from  teachers,  parents,  and  children  that  the  younger  children  may  be 
^ven  a  borrower's  card.  This  can  be  done  m  time,  with  more  force 
and  larger  rooms.  Many  children  are  good  readers  at  10  years,  or 
even  younger,  and  these  should  be  tempted  by  attractive  books  to  read. 

The  aims  of  this  department  are,  first,  to  teach  the  children  how  to 
use  the  library  and  its  books;  second,  to  be  able  to  guide  them  in  their 
selection,  and,  third,  to  help  them  form  a  taste  for  good  literature,  so 
that  they  will  be  able  to  choose  rightly  for  themselves  in  the  adult 
library.  Although  this  personal  work  can  not  be  indicated  in  the  sta- 
tistics, it  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  work  with  children  and 
requires  assistants  who  have  special  adaptability  and  training.  Such 
help  is  greatly  needed.  When  the  chilaren  come  in  large  numbers 
almost  the  entire  time  of  one  assistant  is  consumed  in  charging  the 
books  and  the  children  are  deprived  of  that  personal  attention  they 
demand. 

During  the  school  term  at  least  three  assistants  are  necessary  in  the 
afternoon.  When  the  department  is  moved  from  its  present  crowded 
D  c  1903— VOL  1 41 
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quarters  on  the  main  floor  to  a  much  larger  room  in  the  basement  it 
will  have  to  be  managed  as  a  sepai^ate  department,  entirely  apart  from 
the  central  desk,  and  will  constantly  require  additional  assistants  and 
books. 

If  the  Washington  children  are  to  be  given  library  opportunities 
eoual  to  those  of  other  cities,  competent  librarians  must  be  secured 
wno  have  had  training  and  experience  for  the  work.  There  must  be 
an  increase,  as  indicated  in  the  estimates  already  made.  The  other 
need  in  the  children's  room  will  be  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  catalogue 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  children.  There  should  also  be  everything 
that  is  really  good  in  children's  literature,  and  a  large  number  of  copies 
of  the  best  and  best-loved  books.  Besides  the  books  ordinarily  classed 
as  children's  books,  there  are  offered  the  boys  and  girls  attractively 
bound  copies  of  Scott,  Dickens,  Cooper,  and  other  books  our  parents 
knew  and  loved  when  '^children's  literature"  was  a  verv  thm  diet, 
and  very  scant  at  that.  The  books  have  been  selected  with,  great  care 
from  lists  which  have  been  tried  and  approved  by  the  best  libraries. 
While  it  is  desirous  to  give  the  children  the  books  they  ask  for,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  aim  is  to  do  our  part  toward  educating  their  taste  by 
presenting  an  abundance  of  thoroughly  good  books  which  are  al^ 
attractive  to  the  childish  appetite. 

Particular  attention  has  oeen  paid  to  school  reference  work,  and 
both  pupils  and  teachers  come  for  help.  There  have  been  several 
demands  for  sets  of  books  for  the  different  grades  to  be  used  as  sup- 

Slementary  reading.  This  demand  mav  eventually  result  in  a  school 
uplicate  department  in  the  library.  The  room  has  been  very  popular 
with  the  children,  and  the  work  has  brought  even  better  results  than 
was  hoped,  but  it  is  still  in  its  first  stages.  The  best  possible  work  is 
being  done  while  waiting  additions  to  our  very  limited  force,  hoping 
some  time  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  library  to  every  child  in 
Washington.

READING  AND  REFERENCE  ROOM. 


The  reading  room  was  opened  on  the  12th  of  January,  1903,  and  it 
was  evident  from  the  beginning  that  it  filled  a  void  and  supplied  a 
crying  necessity;  and  further,  that  it  was  entering  upon  a  career  of 
extended  and  ever  increasing  usefulness.  Readers  at  once  crowded 
its  tables  and  flocked  to  its  shelves.  Unfortunately,  a  regular  count  of 
the  daily  visitors  was  not  undertaken  until  the  21st  of  February,  but 
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one  made  for  a  special  reason  on  an  evening  in  January  found  over 
80  persons  present  at  about  8  o'clock. 

At  first,  of  course,  many  visitors  came  out  of  curiosity  to  see  the 
beautiful  new  building,  vet  serious  reading  and  study  began  at  once, 
and  the  pupils  in  the  public  and  private  schools  soon  perceived  that 
this  was  the  nearest  and  most  convenient  place  for  them  to  visit  in 
order  to  look  up  material  upon  which  to  base  their  essays  and  compo- 
sitions, or  to  seek  information  concerning,  or  verification  of,  the  many 
topics  and  problems  of  everyday  school  fife. 

The  following  table  will  snow  what  has  been  the  number  of  visitors 
for  each  month  from  February  21  to  June  30,  1903,  and  also  the  days 
of  largest  and  smallest  attendance  in  each  of  those  months.  From  this 
table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  largest  number  of  visitors  on  any  one  day 
was  356  on  the  26th  of  February,  and  the  smallest  126  on  the  5th  of 
June.    The  total  number  of  visitors  accounted  for  was  23,630.

The  phjrsical  location  of  the  library  is  most  happy,  being  so  situated 
that  the  lines  of  two  street  railways  pass  on  either  side,  and  the  New 
York  avenue  line  in  front  of  its  entrance.  This  convenience  of  access 
is  an  important  factor,  which  will  more  and  more  be  felt  as  it  is  realized 
how  easily  and  quickly  the  library  can  be  reached  from  all  parts  of 
the  District  of  Columbia.  Even  the  school  use  of  the  reference  depart- 
ment must  constantly  increase,  for  the  students  in  the  higher  institu- 
tions as  well  as  the  pupils  in  the  high  and  grammar  schools  will 
alwa\  IS  find  works  of  importance  which  can  not  be  duplicated  in  any 
of  the  proposed  branch  libraries. 

The  reading  room  already  furnishes  a  pretty  full  and  well-rounded 
selection  of  reference  works.  The  latest  and  l>est  cyclopedias  and  dic- 
tionaries, in  several  languages,  are  to  be  found  on  the  shelves,  and 
others  should  be  added  from  time  to  time  as  opportunity  may  offer. 
The  list  of  dictionaries  of  spoken  languages  should  be  increased  until 
it  includes  all  the  prominent  tongues  of  Europe,  and  some  of  the  lesser 
tongues  which  are  of  interest  and  value  on  account  of  historical, 
literaiy,  commercial,  and  other  sufficient  reasons. 

Visitors  should  be  enabled  to  verify  here  the  historical,  commercial, 
financial,  and  political  matters  to  which  constant  reference  is  made  in 
the  journals  of  the  day;  and,  in  ordinary  cases,  it  ought  not  to  be 
necessary  to  refer  a  searcher  to  some  other  libmry  in  this,  or  some 
other  city,  to  obtain  the  desired  inforaiation.  This  is  a  high  ideal,  it 
is  confessed;  but  it  is  one  that  should  constantly  be  kept  in  view. 

For  the  use  of  those  just  learning,  or  imperfectly  acquainted  with 
our  language,  and  of  whom  there  are  many  in  the  District,  there 
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ought  to  be  provided  a  few  works  of  general  history,  and  of  the  prin- 
cipal modern  nations,  of  natural  and  applied  science,  as  well  as  poetry 
and  other  literature,  in  at  least  six  or  eight  continental  languages, 
whose  children  have  sought  our  shores  for  their  future  home.  The 
number  of  these  works  should  not  be  large,  but  the  selection  should 
be  choice,  and  the  fact  of  its  existence  as  widely  made  known  as  pos- 
sible. This  should  be  done  mainly  with  the  intention  of  supplying  a 
need,  more  or  less  temporary  it  is  true,  but  very  real  to  those  unable 
to  use,  or  not  yet  acquainted  with,  works  printed  in  English. 

The  library  ought,  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  to  increase  the  number 
of  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  and  other  general  works  in  the  sciences, 
arts,  and  technology,  while  the  special  works  in  these  departments 
may  very  well  be  left  for  the  large  technical  library  of  the  Patent  Of- 
fice, which  is  but  three  blocks  distant.  There  is  need  especially  of 
works  of  interest  to  women;  boo^s  on  household  economy,  needle- 
work, porcelain  painting,  and  kindred  topics. 

The  number  of  periodicals  currently  received  should  be  increased 
to  the  limit  of  our  appropriation,  and  that  function  of  the  libmr}' 
work  made  more  vital  and  quickly  responsive  to  the  public  demand. 
Correlative  with  this  enlargement  of  our  periodical  list,  as  opportunity 
offers,  there  should  be  procured  as  many  as  possible  of  the  more  im- 
portant sets  of  periodicals  indexed  in  Poole;  and  where  certain  picto- 
rial papers  are  practically  destroyed  in  the  using,  duplicates  should  be 
provided  for  binding.  Of  the  great  literary  and  historical  magazines 
the  library  can  not  have  too  many  sets,  for  they  are  in  constant  demand, 
and  they  will  be  more  and  more  so  when  it  is  found  that  they  are  here 
available. 

DUPLICATE   COLLECTION. 

This  collection  was  described  at  length  in  the  report  of  June,  1901. 
In  1899,  at  the  time  it  was  started,  the  library  had  such  a  small  book 
fund  that  it  was  not  possible  to  supply  j)opular  books  in  duplicate,  so 
the  method  of  a  '^pay  duplicate  collection"  was  adopted  to  procure 
extra  copies  of  ''mucn-calJed-for"  books. 

Most  readers  are  willing  to  pay  the  charge  of  10  cents  a  week  to 
secure  a  new,  clean  copy  of  a  popular  book  while  it  is  still  being  dis- 
cussed. After  a  book  has  ''paid  for  itself"  it  becomes  the  property 
of  the  library  and  circulates  ifree  of  charge.  In  this  way  eacn  person 
who  uses  the  duplicate  collection  eventually  benefits  the  whole  com- 
munity. During  the  last  fiscal  year  622  volumes  were  added  to  the 
duplicate  collection,  and  $612.95  received  from  it,  being  a  small 
increase  over  the  amount  received  during  the  previous  year.  The 
number  added  to  the  collection  in  the  past  3'ear  did  not  begin  to  equal 
the  demand,  and  it  has  proven  in  every  way  so  satisfactory  it  is  hopd 
to  enlarge  it  very  much  this  year  and  give  careful  attention  to  selec- 
tions msuie  for  it. 

LIBRARY   FORCE. 

Each  year  there  has  been  urged  in  the  rej^ort  the  need  of  more  assist- 
ants, with  correspondingly  adequate  salaries.  The  library  is  judged 
by  those  who  directly  serve  the  public  in  the  reference*  room,  the 
children's  room,  and  at  the  issue  desk.  It  has  already  been  stated  that 
success  in  these  departments  is  largely  due  to  the  personality  of  the 
assistants.     They  must  be  well  educated,  courteous,  tactful,  and  have 
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unlimited  patience.  The  work  in  all  these  departments  has  increased 
rapidly  since  the  occupation  of  the  new  building.  The  registration 
hais  been  so  heavy  it  was  necessary  to  limit  the  hours  of  registration, 
H»  the  force  is  small  and  greatly  overworked. 

We  proudly  call  our  library  a  '^  university  for  the  people,"  and  yet 
fail  to  full}'  provide  this  "university"  with  a  "corps  of  instructors" 
large  enough  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it.  It  is  well  to  remem- 
ber also  that "  He  gives  twice  who  gives  quickly."  Satisfactory  service 
can  not  be  quickly  given  without  a  greater  number  of  trained  helpers 
in  this  part  of  the  work;  in  fact  in  all  the  library  service. 

The  increase  in  the  regular  force  of  the  library  is  still  urgent,  though 
the  appropriations  for  the  past  year  provided  for  a  force  of  29,  and  salaries 
amounting  to  $17,420,  and  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  a  force 
of  35,  wiw  salaries  amounting  to  $19,280.  WTiat  was  stated  last  3^ear 
becomes  more  imperative  considering  the  growth  of  the  work  in  the 
new  building,  and  the  great  demand  of  the  public  for  larger  facilities 
in  every  way  to  make  the  use  of  the  increasing  collection  of  books 
available  to  every  reader  in  the  shortest  space  of  time.  The  work  for 
the  past  year  has  shown  great  results,  but  the  need  of  the  future  is  still 
more  pressing,  and,  of  necessity,  requires  an  adequate  force  of  workers. 
The  experience  of  only  half  a  year  in  the  new  building  has  clearly 
demonstrated  the  necessity  of  further  increase  of  the  force,  and  proves 
that  the  estimates  of  last  year  were  scarcely  large  enough. 

For  the  next  fiscal  year,  July  1, 1904,  to  June  30, 1905,  the  following 
force  will  be  required  to  properly  carry  on  the  work,  even  at  the 
present  rate  of  increase:

In  the  above  estimate  an  attempt  is  made  to  provide  for  the  various 
needs,  as  demonstrated  by  actual  work  during  the  half  year  the  new 
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building  has  been  open.  This  includes  the  increase  of  force,  number 
of  additional  rooms  to  be  provided  for,  the  greater  amount  of  work 
in  all  the  divisions,  the  greatly  enlarged  circulation  of  books,  and  the 
larger  number  of  books  to  be  added  to  the  libi'ary  until  over  100,000 
are  on  the  shelves. 

The  desk  force  of  the  circulating  departments  should  be  consider- 
ably increased,  because  it  is  now  in  three  separate  divisions,  the  general 
desk,  the  open-shelf  room  (soon  to  be  enlarged),  and  the  collection  in 
the  children's  room,  soon  to  be  removed  to  a  larger  room,  and  requir- 
ing a  larger  force  to  manage  it  as  a  separate  division  on  another  floor. 
There  wHl  also  be  an  additional  reading  room  opened  on  the  second 
floor  for  collections  of  periodicals,  and  niis  will  need  attendants. 

These  estimates  add  somewhat  to  the  number  of  assistants,  but  the 
aggregate  salaries  are  not  large.  Ten  persons  on  the  list  are  to  be 
employed  in  the  care  of  the  building  alone.  Only  one  additional  cata- 
loguer at  $840  is  asked  for,  though  the  work  will  be  heavy  for  some 
time  to  come.  An  assistant  at  $900  for  the  reference  room  is  greatly 
needed.  The  additional  assistants  for  the  children's  room,  issue, 
registration  and  order  divisions  have  become  an  absolute  necessity  to 
perfectly  carry  on  the  work.  The  same  may  be  said  for  a  larger  force 
of  attendants,  messengers,  and  pages  throughout  the  building.  The 
messenger  service,  especially,  is  inadequate,  as  they  are  obliged  to 
collect  daily  overdue  books  all  over  the  city,  and  this  duty  requires 
skill  and  tact.  The  need  of  a  watchman  was  noted  fully  last  year,  as 
at  present  there  is  no  one  to  look  after  the  building  at  night,  when 
both  the  engineer  and  fireman  are  away.  The  two  more  extra  char- 
women will  be  needed  in  order  to  get  tha  additional  rooms  cared  for 
in  time  for  opening. 


ESTIMATES   FOR  BOOKS,  BINDING,  AND   CONTINGENT  EXPENSES. 

The  need  of  a  fairly  complete  collection  of  books  in  the  library  will 
require  somewhat  large  appropriations  for  a  few  years,  and  the  ordi- 
nary losses  from  worn-out  books  each  year  add  quite  an  item  to  the 
expense.  With  the  aid  of  the  special  appropriation  already  made  and 
largely  expended  the  item  for  purchase  of  books  is  made  moderate. 
The  estimate  for  binding  is  reduced  from  last  year.  The  amount  for 
contingent  expenses  asked  for  is  $3,000  less  t6an  the  last  appropria- 
tion, for  the  reason  that  the  fitting  up  of  the  new  building  is  much 
more  complete.  The  total  amount  asked  for  last  year  was  $29,000, 
and  the  amount  appropriated,  $17,000.  The  estimate  for  next  year  is 
$10,000  less  than  last  year.

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SPECIAL  GIFTS  TO   THE  LIBRARY. 

The  ^fts  to  the  library  include  $25,000  from  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie 
to  aid  in  completing  the  building,  expended  through  the  building  com- 
nusi?ion,  and  ^100  from  Messrs.  Woodward  &  Lothrop,  and  $100  from 
Hon.  James  T.  Du  Bois,  interest  on  the  Henry  Pastor  memorial  fund. 
The  number  of  donors  of  books  was  200,  ana  the  number  of  volumes 
given  3,805;  pamphlets,  694;  periodicals,  2,404.  The  principal  dona- 
tions of  books  are  given  under  the  item  of  additions  to  the  library,  one 
of  the  largest  being  that  from  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor,  of 
a  miscellaneous  lot  of  946  volumes.  A  fine  collection  of  311  new  books 
was  given  by  the  Evening  Star  Newspaper  Company,  and  sets  of  82 
volumes  of  scientific  works  from  Mrs.  M.  H.  Pilling.  Among  the 
miscellaneous  gifts  were  a  Magna  Charta  facsimile  from  Dr.  Thomas  E. 
Ridgway;  1  officially  certified  facsimile  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 

Sndence  and  1  facsimile  of  the  Magna  Charta,  from  Mr.  Andrew 
j-negie,  and  96  atlases  from  J.  L.  Gensler. 

GENERAL  NOTES. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year,  with  the  greatly  increased  work  that 
neceasarily  had  to  be  done  in  endeavoring  to  give  larger  library  facili- 
ties to  the  citizens  of  Washington,  it  is  but  proper  to  state  that  only 
a  part  has  yet  been  done.  In  what  has  been  accomplished  a  very 
large  amount  is  due  to  the  earnest  and  constant  labors  of  the  president 
ana  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  who  have  given  much  of 
their  time  in  assisting  the  librarian  in  every  possible  way.  (Treat 
credit  is  due  to  the  members  of  the  library  force,  whose  duties  have 
been  cheerfully  performed,  even  when  laboring  at  times  under  great 
difficulties.  I  feel  ceitain  that  all  the  service  thus  done  will  be  as  well 
appreciated  by  the  public  as  by  myself.

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APPENDIX. 


The  Washington  Public  Library  was  created  by  act  of  Congress 
approved  June  3,  1896,  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  to  establish  and  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  a  free  public  library  and  reading  room  in 

the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  il  maded  by  the  Senate  atid  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assemUedy  That  a  free  public  liDrary  and  reading  room  is  hereby  estab- 
lished and  shall  be  maintained  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  shall  be  the  prop 
erty  of  the  said  District. and  a  supplement  of  the  public  educational  system  of  said 
District.  All  actions  relating  to  such  library,  or  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalties  law- 
fully established  in  relation  thereto,  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  tlie  District  of 
Columbia,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  said  District  are  authorized  on  behalf  of 
said  District  to  accept  and  take  title  to  all  gifts,  bequests,  and  devises  for  the  purpose 
ol  aiding  in  the  maintenance  or  endowment  of  said  library;  and  the  Commissioners 
of  said  District  are  further  authorized  to  receive,  as  component  parts  of  said  library, 
collections  of  books  and  other  publications  that  may  be  transferred  to  them. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  persons  who  are  permanent  or  temporary  residents  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  said  library,  including  the  use  of 
the  books  contained  therein,  as  a  lending  or  circulating  library,  subject  to  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  lawfully  established  in  relation  thereto. 

Sic.  3.  That  the  said  library  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  board  of  library  trustees,  who 
shall  purchase  the  books,  mi^zines,  and  newspapers,  and  procure  the  necessary 
appendages  for  such  librarv.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  composed  of  nine 
members,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  taxpayer  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall 
serve  without  compensation.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  hold  ofl5ce  for  six  vears:  Provtdedy  That  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  said  board  the  members  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes. 
The  first  class,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  hold  oflSce  for  two  years;  the 
second  class,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  hold  office  for  four  years;  the  third 
class,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  hold  oflSce  for  six  years.  Any  vacancy 
occurring  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  District  Commissioners.  »aid  board 
shaU  have  power  to  provide  such  regulations  for  its  organization  and  government 
as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

Sbc.  4.  That  the  said  board  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  proper  care  and 
preservation  of  said  library,  to  prescribe  rules  for  taking  and  returning  oooks,  to  fix, 
assess,  and  collect  fines  and  penalties  for  the  loss  of  or  mjury  to  books,  and  to  estab- 
lish all  other  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  library  as  the 
said  board  shall  deem  proper.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  librarian 
to  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  said  library,  who  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
board  of  trustees  for  the  impartial  enforcement  of  all  rules  and  regulations  lawfully 
established  in  relation  to  said  library.  The  said  librarian  shall  appoint  such  assist- 
ants as  the  board  shall  deem  necessary  to  the  proper  conduct  of  the  library.  The 
said  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Commissioners  oi 
the  District  of  Columbia  relative  to  the  management  of  the  said  library. 

Sbc.  6.  That  the  said  librarv  shall  be  locatea  in  some  convenient  place  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  to  be  designatea  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  trustees  of  said  library:  Provided,  That  in  any  municipal 
building  to  be  hereafter  erected  in  said  District,  suitable  provision  shall  oe  made  for 
said  library  and  reading  room  suficient  to  accommodate  not  less  than  one  hundred 
thoosaiid  volumes. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  for  the  organization  and  govern- 
ment of  the  board  of  library  trustees  of  the  free  public  library  and 
reading  room  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  constituted  by  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  June  3,  1896: 

Article  I.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  re^lar  raeetiQgs  on  the  second  Friday 
of  each  month,  at  an  hour  and  place  to  be  designated  by  the  trustees. 

Art.  II.  The  president  of  the  board  may,  and  on  request  of  three  members  shall, 
call  a  special  meeting,  of  which  three  days*  notice  in  writing,  and  specifying  the 
object  of  the  call,  shall  be  given.  No  other  than  business  relating  to  such  specified 
object  shall  be  transacted  at  such  special  meeting. 

Art.  III.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each  year,  which  shall  be  called 
the  annual  meeting,  the  officers  of  the  board  shall  be  elected,  except  the  librarian. 

Art.  IV^.  Notices  of  all  meetings  shall  be  mailed  to  every  member  of  the  board 
three  davs  previous  to  the  time  of  such  meetings. 

Art.  V.  Four  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  VI.  The  officers  of  the  board  shall  consist  of  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
and  a  librarian,  who  shall  also  act  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  board.  At  each 
annual  meeting  the  board  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  its  own  number  a  president  and 
vic^e-president,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  sucoessors 
are  chosen.     A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  elect 

Art.  VII.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  these  offices  shall  be  filled  at  any  regolar 
meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  call^  for  the  purpose,  by  election  as  aforesaid. 

Art.  VIII.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  June  of  each  vear  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
elect  by  a  viva  voce  vote  a  librarian  to  serve  for  the  nscal  year  beginning  with  the 
Ist  day  of  July  subsequent  to  said  election.  It  shall  reouire  a  majority  of  the  whole 
board  to  elect  a  librarian,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  removial  for  cause  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  board  of  trustees. 

Art.  IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
board,  to  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provioed  for,  and  to  sign  all  papere, 
communications,  and  instruments  which  may  require  his  official  signature.  He  shall 
also,  in  conjunction  with  the  librarian,  prepare  for  the  consideration  and  approval  of 
the  board,  at  its  October  meeting  of  each  year,  the  annual  report  of  the  board  required 
bv  the  organic  act.  He  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  aSaxn  of  the 
library,  and  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Art.  X.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  vice-president  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  board,  and  shall  generally  discharge  all  duties  of  the  president  in 
case  of  the  latter's  absence  from  the  city  or  inability  to  act,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  office  of  president. 

Art.  XI.  The  duties  of  the  librarian  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  board  shall 
be  to  keep  a  neat,  exact,  and  permanent  record  of  the  meetings  of  the  board,  the 
financial  account  of  the  library,  and  to  lay  before  the  board  at  each  regular  meeting 
a  statement  of  the  amount  in  the  treasury  to  its  credit.  He  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  moneys  and  papers  of  the  board,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor 
upon  the  termination  of  his  term  of  office.  All  payments  of  any  sums  in  the  custody 
and  control  of  the  board  shall  be  made  by  check  of  the  librarian,  countersigned  by 
the  president  of  the  board.  He  shall  give  bond  to  the  board  in  the  penal  sum  of 
$2,500  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  connection  with  the  custody  and 
disbursement  of  money.  The  librarian  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  if 
elected  and  qualified. 

Art.  XII.  The  duties  of  the  librarian  shall  be  as  follows:  To  take  charge  of  the 
library  and  reading  ro<jm,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  care  and  safety  of  the 
books  and  other  public  property  contained  therein;  to  submit  to  the  board  of  tros- 
tees,  and  to  the  proper  committees,  measures  for  securing  the  proper  numagenient 
and  fullest  efficiency  of  the  library  and  reading  room;  to  obtain  for  the  library  pub- 
lic documents  of  all  kinds,  as  well  as  the  publications  of  libraries,  library  associa- 
tions, and  other  bodies  w^hose  proceedings  and  reports  may  afford  information  of 
value  to  the  board  or  the  users  of  the  library;  to  keep  carefully  arranged,  for  the  use 
of  the  board,  lists  of  new  books  and  publications,  both  American  and  foreign;  to 
prepare  for  the  use  of  the  board  lists  of  books  and  periodicals  required  to  complete 
sets,  to  fill  out  such  departments  as  are  deficient,  and  to  supply  the  place  of  biwks 
which  have  been  lost;  to  keep  a  list  of  all  books  and  pubhcations  aonated  to  the 
librarj%  stating  the  name  and  residence  of  the  donor  and  date  when  received;  to 
classify  and  arrange  all  books  and  publications  as  soon  as  received,  and  to  keep  the 
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same  catalogued  according  to  such  plan  or  plans  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board; 
to  report  promptly  all  flagrant  cases  of  theft,  mutilation^  or  injury  of  books  and  peri- 
odicals; to  be  responsible  for  the  preservation  of  order  ni  the  rooms,  and  to  be  pres- 
ent, so  far  as  ma^  be  practicable,  in  the  library  during  library  hours;  to  exercise 
control  over  the  library  and  reading  room,  and  all  employees  of  the  boartl,  and  to 
promptly  report  to  the  trustees  any  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the  employees;  to 
keep  exact  and  detailed  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  from  fines  and  other  sources, 
and  report  the  same  monthly  to  the  board  at  the  regular  meeting;  to  submit  monthly 
a  report  of  all  books  added  to  and  loaned  by  the  library;  to  prepare  and  submit  to 
the  l)oard  an  annual  report,  giving  a  full  account  of  the  workmg  of  the  library  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year;  to  discharge  such  other  duties  as  fall  within  the  province  of 
librarian  and  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  board. 

Art.  XIII.  The  standing  committees  of  the  board  shall  be  as  follows,  each  con- 
sisting of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  president:  A  committee  on  books, 
on  finance,  on  employees,  on  builaings,  on  rules,  and  on  bookbinding  and  printing. 

Art.  XIV.  Unless  othen^ise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  books  and  the  librarian 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  selection,  purchase,  and  exchange  of 
books  and  periodicals,  the  sale  and  exchange  of  duplicates,  and  of  all  old  hiagazines  and 
papers  not  kept  for  filing  and  binding;  and  said  committee  shall  make  written  recom- 
mendations to  the  board  as  to  all  matters  referred  to  it.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  examine  from  time  to  time  the  books  in  the  library,  and  to  tempo- 
rarily, pending  the  order  of  the  board,  exclude  from  circulation  any  and  all  books 
which  it  may  deem  offensive  to  good  morals,  and  promptly  after  such  action  report 
the  same  to  tne  board  for  its  action.  No  purchase  of  boolw  or  periodicals  to  an  amount 
exceeding  $100  shall  be  made  except  by  authority  of  the  board— entered  upon  its 
record — and  all  purchases  made  under  this  rule  shall  be  reported  to  the  boara  at  its 
next  meeting. 

Abt.  XV.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  finance  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  relating  to  the  library  funds  and  all  claims,  and  it  shall  audit  all  accounts, 
including  the  report  of  the  librarian,  provided  for  in  Article  XI,  and  if  such  claims, 
accounts,  and  reports  are  correct  certify  them  to  the  board,  and  in  any  event  report 
thereon  with  their  recommendation. 

Art.  XVI.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  employees  and  librarian 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  appointment,  control,  and  remuneration 
of  employees  of  the  library,  who  shfil  report  thereon  to  the  board  for  its  action;  and 
all  matters  relating  to  the  appointment,  control,  and  remuneration  of  the  librarian 
shall  be  referred  to  said  committee  for  its  report  to  the  board  for  its  action  thereon. 

Art.  XVII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  buildings  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  rental,  construction,  alteration,  repair,  furnishing, 
heating,  and  lighting  of  the  building  and  branch  buildings  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  library,  for  its  report  and  recommendation. 

Art.  XVIII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  rules  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  relating  to  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  board,  and  to  the  same 
committee  and  the  librarian  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  government 
of  the  library  and  its  employees,  who  shall  promptly  report  thereon,  with  recom- 
mendaticms  for  the  action  of  the  board. 

Art.  XIX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  bookbinding  and  print- 
ing shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  binding  and  repair  of  books,  the 
arrangement,  printing,  sale,  and  disposition  of  catalogues  and  finding  lists,  and  sta- 
tistic!*  of  circulation,  and  all  matters  relating  to  stamps,  plates,  labels,  printed  forms 
used  in  the  library,  and  publications  or  printed  matter  issued  by  aumority  of  the 
boanl,  for  its  report  and  recommendation. 

Art.  XX.  In  addition  to  the  above  such  special  committees  may  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  as  the  board  at  its  regular  meeting  shall  direct. 

Art.  XXI.  All  reports  of  the  committees  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
proper  committee.  A  majority  of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  thereof 
lor  the  transaction  of  basiness. 

Art.  XXII.  The  order  of  business  at  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be: 

(1)  Call  of  roll. 

(2)  Reading  the  minutes. 

(3)  Report  of  officers. 

(4)  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

(5)  Reports  of  special  committees. 

(6)  Reading  of  communications. 

( 7)  Presentation  of  claims. 

(8)  Election  of  officers,  when  proper. 

(9)  Unfinished  business. 
(10)  New  business. 
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Art.  XXIII.  No  money  in  the  liands  of  the  treaaurer  of  the  board  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  treasury  unless  by  special  authority  of  the  board,  except  in  the  cAse  of  the 
purchase  of  books,  not  exceeding  $100  in  value,  as  provided  in  Article  XIV. 

Art.  XXIV.  None  of  these  regulations  shall  be  amended  until  the  said  'amend- 
ments have  been  proposed  in  writing  to  a  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  whereupon 
the  succeeding  regular  meeting  shall  act  upon  such  amendments,  and  a  majority 
vote  of  the  whole  board  of  trustees  shall  be  required  to  adopt  such  amendments. 


LIBRARY   RULES. 

The  following  are  the  rules  adopted  for  the  government  of  the 
lihrar}^: 

Article  1.  The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  delivery  and  return  of  books  everv 
week  day  from  10  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.,  legal  holidays  excepted  I.  The  reading  rooms  shall 
be  open  until  10  p.  m. :  Provided,  Tliat  during  July,  August,  and  September  the  deliv- 
ery room  shall  be  closed  at  8  p.  m.  and  the  reading  room  at  9  p.  m. 

Art.  2.  All  persons  over  the  age  of  12  years  who  are  permanent  or  temporary  resi- 
dents of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  persons  in  Government  service  in  Washington 
who  reside  outside  the  District,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  librarj', 
including  the  use  of  books  contained  therein,  as  a  lending  or  circulating  library,  by 
signing  tne  proper  application  and  agreement.  Applications  must  be  renewed  every 
three  years. 

Art.  3.  Minors  under  18  years  of  ago  will  be  required  to  furnish  the  written  con- 
sent and  guaranty  of  parents,  guardian,  or  snme  person  satisfactory  to  the  librarian. 
Temporary  residents  not  owning  real  estate  or  employed  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  furnish  a  guaranty  of  some  resident  satisfactory  to  the  librarian.  Applications 
must  be  signed  at  the  library. 

Art.  4.  Each  person  entitled  to  draw  books  from  the  library  will  be  sui)plied  with 
a  card  inscribed  with  his  or  her  name,  residence,  and  register  number.  This  can! 
must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken,  returned,  or  renewed.  If  lost,  it  ^nll 
be  replaced  upon  payment  of  10  cents  after  ten  days.  Immediate  notice  of  a  change 
of  residence  must  be  given  at  the  library.  The  registered  holder  of  a  card  is  in  all 
cases  responsible  for  books  drawn  by  means  of  the  card,  by  whomsover  presented, 
and  for  all  fines  accrued  on  the  same. 

Art.  5.  One  volume  or  two  volumes,  if  of  the  same  book,  may  be  taken  out  at  a 
time  and  retained  two  weeks  (except  those  labeled  "Seven-day  book^*),  and  may 
be  renewed  once  for  the  same  period,  unless  a  reserve  has  been  left  by  another  person 
in  the  meantime.  Books  of  recent  purchase  and  very  popular  books  are  called 
"Seven-day  books."  (These  books  have  the  notice  on  the  inside  cover,  and  may 
not  be  renewed. )  After  one  renewal  a  book  may  not  be  taken  out  again  by  the 
same  borrower,  or  by  any  other  member  of  the  same  household,  until  it  has  remained 
on  the  library  shelves  for  twenty- four  hours. 

Art.  6.  Any  book  in  the  library  (except  fiction  and  seven-day  books)  may  be 
reserved  by  the  payment  of  2  cents. 

Art.  7.  Books  of  reference  and  those  deemed  by  the  library  committee  unsuitable 
for  general  circulation  shall  not  be  loaned  for  home  use,  except  upon  special  permis- 
sion of  the  committee  or  librarian.  Such  books  will  be  designated  in  the  printed 
catalogue  by  an  *  and  in  the  card  catalogue  by  the  letter  **R*'  (in  red)  platted 
above  tbe  call  number. 

Art.  8.  A  fine  of  2  cents  a  day  shall  be  imposed  if  a  book  is  kept  overtime,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  three  weeks  from  the  date  the  book  is  drawn  (if  it  is  not  returned) 
a  messenger  will  be  sent  for  it,  who  shall  have  authority  to  collect  the  fine  incurred 
and  an  additional  fee  of  20  cents  for  such  messenger  service.  No  book  will  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  person  incurring  the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

Art.  9.  Books  are  not  to  be  exchanged  the  same  day  they  are  taken  out,  imless 
mistakes  have  been  made  by  the  library  attendants. 

Art.  10.  If  any  borrower  lose  or  materially  injure  a  book,  paper,  or  maaazine 
belonging  to  the  library  he  shall  pay  the  cost  of  replacement.  If  the  book  so  lost  or 
injurSi  be  part  of  a  set  he  shall  pay  for  the  entire  set,  and  may  thereupon  receive  the 
remaining  volumes  as  his  property.  A  book  retained  for  more  than  four  weeks  shall 
be  considered  lost,  and  the  person  detaining  it,  shall,  in  addition  to  accrued  fines,  pay 
the  full  cost  of  replacing  such  book. 
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Akt.  11.  The  use  of  ink  is  not  permitted  in  the  reading  rooms.  Writing  in  books 
or  marking  the  same  is  strictly  prohibited  under  penalty  of  law. 

Art.  12.  No  doge  or  other  animals  shall  be  permitted  in  the  building. 

Art.  13.  The  use  of  tobacco,  or  the  eating  of  viands  of  any  kind,  and  all  conver- 
sation or  other  conduct  inconsistent  with  the  quiet  and  orderly  use  of  the  library  are 
prohibited  in  all  parts  of  the  library  building. 

Art.  14.  Men  and  boys  shall  remove  their  hats  and  remain  uncovered  within  the 
building. 

Art.  15.  Works  of  special  rarity  and  value  shall  be  consulted  only  at  the  discretion 
of  the  librarian. 

Art.  16.  The  reading  card  must  be  surrendered  at  the  library  when  the  holder 
ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  All  changes  of  residence  must 
be  promptly  reported  to  the  librarian. 

Art.  17.  Teachers'  cards  may  be  issued,  on  which  10  books  on  educational  topics 
may  be  drawn  at  a  time,  which  are  subject  to  recall  if  required  by  other  readers. 

Art.  18.  No  library  book  or  periodical  shall  be  removed  from  the  building  with- 
out formal  record. 

Art.  19.  Borrowers  must  take  notice  of  the  expiration  of  time  allowed.  After  one 
week's  delinquency  notice  of  fine  follows  and,  if  not  returned  within  a  month,  value 
of  the  book  and  fine  will  be  collected  from  the  delinquent  or  guarantor. 

Art.  20.  All  books  and  periodicals  belonging  to  the  library  may  be  used  in  the 
librar}'  buildine  by  any  suitable  person,  in  such  places  and  under  such  conditions  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  officer  m  charge  of  the  reading  room  or  of  the  department 
to  which  the  book  belongs.  In  all  cases  such  books,  periodicals,  and  other  works 
must  be  returned  at  the  desk  before  the  borrower  leaves  the  room  where  they  are 
used.    No  card  shall  be  lent  outside  the  household  of  the  holder. 

Art.  21.  Children  under  16  years  of  age  are  admitted  to  the  open  fiction  room 
only  upon  presenting  a  written  recjuest  from  parents  or  guardians. 

Abt.  22.  A  neglect  to  comply  with  any  of  these  rules  snail  work  a  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  of  the  library. 

Art.  23.  These  rules  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 


SECTION   849,  UNITED  STATES   REVISED   STATUTES. 

SUaUng  or  tnyuring  bookSy  and  so  forth, — Any  person  who  shall  steal,  wrongfully 
deface,  injure,  mutilate,  tear  or  destroy  any  book,  pamphlet,  or  manuscript,  or  any 
portion  thereof  belonging  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  or  to  any  public  library  in  the 
District  of  Columbia^  whether  the  property  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  or  of  any  mdividual  or  corporation  in  said  District,  or  who  shall  steal, 
wrongfully  deface,  injure,  mutilate,  tear  or  destroy  any  book,  pamphlet,  document, 
manuscript,  print,  engraving,  medal,  newspaper,  or  work  of  art,  the  property  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  held  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof, 
shall,  when  the  offence  is  not  otherwise  punishable  by  some  statute  of  the  United 
Stat^  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  one  year, 
or  both,  for  every  such  offence.

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  herewith  submit,  for 
the  information  of  Congress,  as  required  by  law,  their  annual  report 
of  the  ojBScial  doings  of  the  government  of  said  District  for  the  fiscal 
year  which  ended  June  30,  1903. 


RAILROAD  TERMINAL. 

The  work  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  in  the  city  of  Washington 
and  providing  a  new  bridge  across  the  Potomac  is  well  under  way. 
The  piers  for  the  new  bridge  which  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  Long 
Bridge  have  been  constructed  and  some  of  the  ironwork  for  the  super- 
structure is  in  place.  Work  is  now  in  progress  on  the  tunnel  on  the 
line  of  Virginia  avenue  between  South  Capitol  street  and  Seventh 
street  east.  All  streets  are  to  be  carried  over  this  part  of  the  line. 
The  land  necessary  for  the  new  union  station,  on  the  line  of  Delaware 
avenue  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Florida  avenue,  has  practi- 
cally all  been  acquired.  Most  of  the  buildings  that  occupied  this  land 
have  been  removed,  and  the  work  of  removing  the  remainder  of  them 
is  progressing  rapidly.  The  Commissioners  have  been  informed  that 
the  work  will  be  pusned  with  all  dispatch,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
structures  will  be  sufficiently  advanced  by  the  spring  of  1905  to  permit 
trains  to  run  in  on  the  new  tracks,  thus  obviating  the  usual  necessity 
of  putting  down  temporary  tracks  to  accommodate  inauguration  traffic. 

MUNICIPAL  BUILDING. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  acting  jointly,  are  authorized  by  the  municipal  building 
act  approved  June  6,  1902,  to  contract  for  the  erection  ana  completion 
of  a  fireproof  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  municipal  offices 
of  tiie  District  of  Columbia,  the  cost  of  such  building,  including  site, 
not  to  exceed  $2,000,000.  The  site  for  the  building  (the  old  power- 
house square.  Fourteenth  and  D  streets)  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$550,000.     The  Engineer  Commissioner  is  executive  officer  of  the  com-

mission,  and  Capt.  Chester  Harding,  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Armj-, 
was  appointed  oy  the  President  supervisor  of  construction,  having 
charge  of  the  supervision  of  plans,  construction,  etc.  Reasonable 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications, 
which  must  necessarily  take  sevei'al  months  for  a  building  of  this  size 
and  character.  It  is  expected  that  work  upon  the  foundations  of  the 
building  will  be  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  calendar  year, 
and  that  a  contract  for  the  building  proper  will  be  let  sometime  during 
the  summer. 

ROADWAY   PAVEMENTS. 

During  the  year  the  prices  paid  for  sheet  asphalt  were  $1.56  to  $1.64 
per  square  yard,  according  to  character  of  base;  and  for  asphalt  block 
I1.66  per  square  yard  on  a  gravel  base  and  $2  per  square  yard  on 
natural  cement  base.  For  the  present  year  the  prices  are,  for  sheet 
asphalt,  $1.61  to  $1.77  per  square  yard,  and  $1.80  per  square  yard  for 
asphalt  block  on  natural  cement  base. 

Every  year  the  Commissioners  receive  petitions  from  residents  and 
property  owners  on  streets  paved  with  granite  block,  requesting  that 
this  class  of  pavement  be  replaced  with  asphalt  or  asphalt  block.  It 
was  the  practice  fonnerly  to  gradually  do  this  where  public  interest 
was  benefited.  At  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  clause  was  included 
in  the  District  appropriation  act  providing  that  streets  and  avenues 
named  in  the  schedules,  already  paved  with  Belgian  block  or  granite, 
shall  not  be  paved  or  otherwise  improved  imder  the  current  appro- 
priation. During  the  past  working  season  some  granite-block  pave- 
ments have  been  replaced  with  asphalt,  but  this  work  was  done  under 
the  appropriation  for  the  previous  year,  and  was  already  under  contract 
before  the  prohibiting  clause  referred  to  above  was  inserted. 

SIDEWALKS. 

During  the  year  the  prices  paid  for  cement  walks  were  $1.04  and 
$1.11  per  s(|uare  yard,  the  latter  price  on  streets  in  the  county  not 
proviaed  with  roadway  pavements.  The  prices  this  year  will  be  $1 
and  $1.16  per  square  yard,  respectively. 

Complaints  are  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  failure  to  replace  old 
brick  sidewalks  with  improved  cement  walks.  Under  the  law  half 
the  cost  of  sidewalk  work  is  paid  by  the  owners  of  the  abutting  prop- 
erty, either  by  permit  work  or  assessment.  When  a  petition  is  received 
from  owners  expressing  their  willingness  to  pay  half  the  cost,  it  has 
l)een  the  rule  of  the  oflSce  to  order  the  work  when  public  policy  author- 
ized. A  sufficient  number  of  such  requests  are  usually  received  to  use 
up  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  purpose.  Unaer  this  system  a 
number  of  old  walks  have  not  been  replaced,  since  their  improvement 
was  not  requested  by  a  representative  number  of  owners  of  abutting 

Eroperty ;  m  fact,  in  many  cases  the  work  has  been  positively  opposed 
y  them.  As  the  voluntary  requests  for  work  of  this  character  are, 
as  a  rule,  sufficient  to  use  up  the  appropriation,  and  as  the  work  was 
in  each  case  desirable,  the  Commissioners  have  complied  with  these 
requests  rather  than  use  the  money  in  forcing  walks  on  owners  who 
objected  to  paying  the  half  cost.  Many  of  these  old  walks,  however, 
are  in  such  shape  that  it  is  important  that  they  should  h^  renewed 
whether  owners  of  abutting  property  are  willing  or  not,  and  during  the 
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year  a  number  have  been  replaced  with  cement.  It  is  hoped  to  carry 
the  work  forward  until  all  tne  principal  thoroughfares  are  provided 
with  modern  walks  of  cement. 

BRIDGES. 

The  current  appropriation  act  carries  an  item  of  $48,000  for  con- 
tinuing work  on  the  Connecticut  Avenue  Bridge  over  Rock  Creek, 
with  authority  to  enter  into  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  bridge 
at  a  cost,  exclusive  of  appropriations  already  made,  of  $000^000,  the 
work  to  be  completed  within  four  years  from  July  1, 1903.  The  gen- 
eral design  of  this  bridge  was  determined  by  a  competition  held  several 
years  ago,  which  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the  plans  of  Mr.  George 
S.  Morison,  of  New  York,  who  was  also  appointed  consulting  engineer 
on  the  work.  Mr.  Morison  died  during  the  past  summer,  and  the 
Commissioners  have  not  considered  it  necessary  to  appoint  a  successor. 
Mr.  Edward  Pearce  Case^^,  of  New  York,  was  engaged  as  consuking 
architect.  The  specifications  and  working  drawings  are  under  prep- 
aration by  Mr.  W.  J.  Douglass,  engineer  of  bridges,  and  will  shortly 
be  completed.  It  is  expected  that  proposals  for  the  construction  of 
the  bridge  will  be  invited  within  a  montn  or  two. 

It  is  verv  necessary  that  means  be  provided  for  rebuilding  the  Ana- 
costia  Bridffe.  This  bridge  is  too  narrow  to  accommodate  traffic  and 
is  structursul^  weak.  The  engineer  of  bridges  reports  that  the  stresses 
are  now  far  m  excess  of  good  practice  and  that  the  hanger  posts  in 
many  cases  are  strained  to  within  a  few  per  cent  of  their  ultimate 
strength.  An  item  of  $100,000  is  included  in  the  estimates  to  begin 
the  reconstruction  of  the  bridge.  It  is  believed  that  it  would  be 
unsafe  and  dangerous  to  defer  this  work  much  longer. 

The  Commissioners  have  also  included  in  the  estimates  an  item  of 
$50,000  for  constructing  a  bridge  across  Piney  Branch  on  the  line 
of  Sixteenth  street  extended.  Tnis  bridge  is  necessary  on  account  of 
the  grade  of  Sixteenth  street,  which  will  cross  Piney  Branch  at  an 
elevation  of  about  60  feet,  which  will  require  the  construction  of  a 
viaduct  about  3<  K)  feet  in  length.  It  is  intended  that  one  or  two  streets 
and  one  of  the  avenues  of  the  high  way -extension  plans  shall  be  carried 
under  this  viaduct,  the  grade  of  bixteenth  street  making  this  necessary. 
The  necessity  of  keeping  up  the  grade  of  Sixteenth  street  is  because  of 
the  high  ground  to  tne  north  and  south  of  Piney  Branch  and  the  desir- 
ability of  having  as  easy  a  grade  as  possible  on  this  main  thoroughfare. 
Present  appropriations  provide  for  the  improvement  of  Sixteenth 
street  to  within  a  short  distance  of  Piney  Branch,  and  in  order  to  carry 
improvements  farther  northward  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
crossing  the  Piney  Branch  valley. 

5ubveyor's  office. 

Owing  to  activi^  in  building  operations  and  real-estate  transactions, 
the  work  of  this  office  showed  a  large  increase  over  the  preceding  year. 
Under  the  present  regulation,  in  the  case  of  foundations  of  all  new 
buildings  erected,  a  survey  has  to  be  made  to  see  that  the  walls  are 
located  on  the  proper  lines.  As  stated  by  the  surveyor,  the  necessity 
for  such  verification  is  seen  in  the  very  large  number  of  cases  where 
walls  are  found  to  be  beyond  the  limit  authorized  and  are  encroaching 
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either  upon  public  hi^iiways  or  upon  a  nei^hhor'n  lines.  The  cost  is 
borne  by  fees,  and  it  is  believed  tnat  this  important  work  should  be 
kept  up  by  all  means,  even  though  it  places  a  heavy  burden  upon  the 
surveyor's  office.  His  present  force  is  inadequate  to  handle  promptly 
the  present  volume  of  business. 

During  the  year  465  new  subdivisions  were  prepared  and  recorded. 
Of  these  nine  were  of  large  tracts  in  the  county.  Jn  order  to  keep 
up  this  work  under  present  conditions  an  increase  of  force  is  necessary. 
This  has  been  asked  for  in  the  estimates  submitted  for  the  coming 
year.  Tor  indicate  the  rate  at  which  the  work  of  this  office  has  increas^ 
m  recent  years,  a  comparison  is^  given  below  showing  what  the  work 
was  fiv  e  years  ago  and  what  it  was  last  year.

The  fees  collected  by  the  office  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
$8,865,  which  were  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as 
other  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  deposited.  The  amount 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  office  during  the  year  was  $17,800. 

The  work  of  this  office  is  all  made  obligatory  by  acts  of  Conjrress. 
The  private  work  is  about  covered  by  the  fees  deposited  in  the  Treas- 
ury, out  the  amount  appropriated  has  not  been  sufficient  to  do  all  work 
promptly  and  accurately. 

NUMBERING   SQUARES   IN   THE   COUNTY. 

It  is  believed  tliat  the  question  of  securing  a  uniform  system  of 
squares  throughout  the  District  of  Columbia  should  be  taken  up.  The 
present  parcels  of  subdivided  property  in  the  county  are  now  desig- 
nated by  the  name  of  the  subdivision  m  addition  to  the  number  of  the 
square  and  lot,  requiring  the  writing  of  the  name  of  the  subdivision 
on  all  tax  bills  and  public  records  whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to 
describe  such  a  piece  of  property.  By  having  a  system  of  square 
numbers  the  necessity  for  writing  the  name  of  the  subdivision  would 
be  avoided.  The  adopted  highway -extensions  plans  which  cover  the 
entire  District  of  Columbia  have  already  divided  the  District  into 
snuares,  so  that  it  is  now  possible  to  devise  a  system  of  numbering 
which  would  be  regular  ana  consecutive  for  the  entire  District.  By 
the  adoption  of  such  a  system  the  proper  numbers  of  the  squares  in 
agricultural  tracts  could  be  determmea  and  applied  whenever  a  sub- 
division is  made,  even  though  it  be  distant  or  detached  from  other 
subdivided  property.  Of  course,  this  would  involve  the  application 
of  new  numbers  to  the  squares  in  county  subdivisions.  Objection 
may  be  raised  to  this  on  the  ground  of  the  confusion  that  might  ensue. 
It  IS  believed,  however,  that  it  is  entirely  practicable  to  make  the 
change.  In  the  first  transfer  of  a  piece  of  property  after  the  new 
numbers  have  been  applied  both  the  old  and  the  new  number  would 
be  given.  After  that  it  would  be  known  by  the  new  number.  The 
squares  of  Georgetown  were  all  renumbered  in  this  manner  when  it 
was  made  a  part  of  the  city  of  Washington  some  years  ago.    Such  a 
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system  of  square  numbers  would  be  very  valuable  for  many  municipal 
purposes,  particularly  for  the  branch  of  the  service  represented  by 
the  oflEices  of  the  assessor  and  surveyor. 

TREE   SERVICE. 

The  trees  upon  streets  in  the  District  of  Columbia  now  number 
87,407.  For  several  vears  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  parking 
commission  has  been  the  same,  namely,  $25,000,  although  the  number 
of  trees  to  be  cared  for  has  been  increasing  at  the  rate  of  about  2,500 
a  year.  This  appropriation  also  has  to  be  used  for  improving  reser- 
vations under  the  care  of  the  Commissioners  and  moving  weeds  on 
parkings.  There  is  probably  no  other  single  feature  that  adds  so 
much  k)  the  beauty,  health,  and  comfort  of  tne  city  as  its  trees,  and  it 
is  highly  desirable  that  they  be  properly  cared  for  and  the  tree  service 
extendi  as  fast  as  practicable  to  streets  not  already  so  provided.  In 
the  estimates  for  the  coming  year  an  additional  amount  is  asked  for  to 
provide  better  care  for  the  trees  already  planted  and  also  to  permit 
needed  planting  on  streets  not  now  supplied;  otherwise  the  number 
of  new  trees  that  can  be  planted  will  be  very  limited,  as  the  appropri- 
ation is  hardly  more  than  sufficient  to  maintain  the  trees  already  in 
existence. 

Details  of  the  work  of  tlie  parking  commission  are  given  in  the 
report  of  Mr.  Trueman  Lanham,  superintendent  of  parking. 

ROCK    (TREEK    PARK. 

The  appropriation  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  park  for  the 
year  was  only  $2,500.  This  was  one  of  the  smallest  yearly  appropria- 
tions in  the  history  of  the  park,  and  consequently  very  little  could  be 
accomplished;  the  money  was  used  to  make  needed  repairs  at  various 

Eoints  on  the  roads.  The  chain  gang  has  been  utilizedas  far  as  possi- 
le  and  has  been  of  considerable  service.  During  the  year  Ross  road 
was  graded  by  them  for  a  distance  of  3,000  feet  and  a  viaduct  con- 
structed to  carry  the  road  over  a  deep  ravine.  This  viaduct  was  con- 
structed entirely  by  the  chain  gang.  It  is  170  feet  in  length  and  is  45 
feet  high  in  the  center.  It  is  a  creditable  example  of  what  the  gang 
is  capable  of  doing  and  of  the  excellent  way  in  wnich  the  foreman  has 
handled  his  men.  Unless  means  are  provided  for  the  opening  and 
gT^ing  of  the  roads  in  the  north  half  of  the  park,  this  beautiful  sec- 
tion will  be  cut  off  to  the  driving  and  riding  public.  The  temporary 
bridges  which  have  been  thrown  across  the  stream  are  becoming  dilapi- 
dated and  dangerous,  and  the  roads  are  getting  in  such  a  condition 
that  they  will  have  to  be  closed  unless  means  are  provided  to  improve 
them. 

The  creek  banks  need  protection,  all  roads  need  repairs  and  constant 
watering  during  dry  weather,  so  that  the  cost  of  keeping  the  park  in 
its  present  condition  is  quite  considerable.  The  popularity  of  the 
p»rk  is  steadily  growing,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  of  this  beautiful  sec- 
tion of  country  can  soon*  be  provided  with  good  roads  and  footpaths 
so  as  to  open  it  up  still  further  to  the  public. 

RETENT  ON   CONTRACrs. 

The  law  now  requires  that  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  all  new 
works  shall  be  retained  as  an  additional  security  and  a  g;uaranty  fund 
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to  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  the  term  of  five  years.  It  is  not  believed 
that  this  requirement  is  a  uniform  advantage  to  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Experience  seems  to  indicate  that  in  a  number  of  cases  the  system 
increases  the  cost  and  has  a  tendency  to  decrease  the  number  of  bidders. 
On  proposals  involving  a  retent  some  bidders  add  a  substantial  amount 
on  account  of  this  provision,  so  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  retent 
is  so  much  added  profit  for  them.  It  is  also  believed  that  more  bids 
would  be  received  and  keener  competition  obtained  by  leaving  out  the 
retent  proviso,  since  a  number  of  contractors,  especially  out-of-town 
ones,  do  not  care  to  have  a  part  of  their  capital  tied  up  for  five  years 
in  this  manner.  As  the  public  works  are  carried  on  unoer  rigid  inspec- 
tion, the  necessity  for  a  retent  is  not  so  important,  and  the  experience 
of  the  office  is  tlmt  in  the  great  majoritjr  of  cases  this  retent  is  not 
touched  by  the  Government  at  all,  and  m  the  few  cases  that  use  is 
made  of  it  the  amount  is  small. 

BUILDINGS   AND   BUILDING   INSPECTION. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  great  activity  in  building  opera- 
tions. The  estimated  value  of  buildings  constructed  during  the  fiscal 
year  is  $11,584,603,  an  increase  of  $3,274,363  over  the  preceding  year. 
One  thousand  one  hundred  and  ten  new  dwelling  houses  and  40  apart- 
ments have  been  added  to  the  buildings  of  the  city.  The  city  has 
steadily  pushed  out  beyond  its  original  boundaries.  The  value  of 
buildings  erected  in  the  county  during  the  past  year  is  about  $3,500,000, 
as  against  $2,500,000  for  the  year  previous. 

The  growth  of  building  operations  and  the  increase  in  the  territory 
to  be  covered  has  placed  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  office  of  the  inspector 
of  buildings.  Congress  has  from  year  to  year  realized  the  necessity 
of  increasing  the  force  of  this  office  and  has  provided  more  men  for 
it,  but  the  increase  in  the  work  has  been  larger  than  was  anticipated, 
and  it  is  necessary  that  still  further  additions  to  the  personnel  be  made 
if  this  important  inspection  work  is  to  be  handled  as  it  should  be.  The 
permit  clerk  is  unable  to  issue  building  permits  as  fast  as  they  are 
applied  for,  causing  considerable  annoyance  and  delay  to  builders. 
The  inspector  of  buildings  thinks  that  two  assistant  permit  clerks 
should  be  provided.  At  least  one  additional  man  is  essential  to  handle 
the  present  volume  of  business.  In  their  estimates  the  Commissioners 
have  asked  that  one  assistant  permit  clerk  be  provided. 

Another  branch  of  the  office  that  has  more  work  to  do  than  it  can 
properly  attend  to  is  that  having  charge  of  the  inspection  of  elevators 
and  fire  escapes.  Two  inspectors  are  supposed  to  attend  to  this  branch 
of  the  service,  but  the  number  of  buildings  containing  elevators  and 
provided  with  fire  escapes  has  so  largely  increased  in  recent  years 
and  the  territory  has  expanded  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  physically 
impossible  for  two  nen  to  cover  the  ground  efficiently.  In  addition 
to  the  work  of  inspecting  elevators  and  fire  escapes  these  two  inspectors 
are  also  required  to  look  after  the  inspection  of  heating  apparatus, 
installation  of  gasoline  tanks,  location  of  power  boilers,  etc.  The 
office  would  be  considerably  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  a 
mechanical  engineer,  who  should  Eave  charge  of  the  installation  of 
heating  apparatus,  gasoline  tanks,  and  power  boilers,  thus  relieving 
the  present  two  inspectors  of  this  duty  and  permitting  them  to  give 
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more  time  to  the  inspection  of  elevators  and  fire  escapes.     An  item 
has  been  included  in  the  estimates  for  a  mechanical  engineer. 

Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  competitive  plans  have  been  received 
for  the  new  business  high  school  to  be  located  on  square  north  of 
square  No.  396,  bounded  by  R  street,  Rhode  Island  avenue,  Eighth 
and  Ninth  streets.  As  a  result  of  this  competition,  the  plans  of  Mr. 
B.  Stanle}^  Simmons  were  selected  and  he  is  now  preparmg  the  plans 
and  specifications  preparatory  to  receivin^fi^ids  for  the  buiwiing. 

REPAIR  WORK. 

The  work  of  keeping  in  repair  the  numerous  buildings  owned  by 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  growing  larger  and  more  important  each 
year.  The  older  a  building  sets  of  course  the  more  repairs  it  needs, 
and  new  buildings  are  annually  added  to  the  list  of  those  that  have  to 
be  cared  for.  There  are  now  more  than  200  buildings  to  be  looked 
after  and  more  than  $100,000  is  spent  a  year  in  repairs  and  better- 
ments. It  is  believed  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  keep  the  buildings 
under  close  supervision,  making  needed  repairs  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  necessity  arises,  instead  of  waiting  until  time  and  wind  and 
weather  have  increased  the  damage  and  the  cost  of  repair.  The  repair 
shop  has  never  been  provided  with  the  facilities  that  its  importance 
deserves.  The  shop  occupies  rented  Quarters  for  which  a  rent  of  $50 
a  month  is  paid;  the  building  is  an  old  and  dilapidated  one,  without 
room  or  provision  for  caiTying  the  necessary  stock  of  lumber,  hard- 
ware, pamts,  castings,  etc.,  as  should  be  done  to  insure  prompt  and 
efficient  work.  The  regular  force  consists  of  1  superintendent,  2 
clerks,  and  3  foremen.  Carpenters,  tinners,  painters,  etc.,  are  taken 
on  from  time  to  time  as  their  services  are  needed.  The  largest  work 
of  repair  is  that  on  school  buildings,  which  has  to  be  done  during  the 
summer  holidays. 

It  is  believed  that  the  District  should  have  a  properly  fitted  up  repair 
shop  of  its  own,  as  without  such  a  plant  the  repairs  can  not  be  attended 
to  as  promptly  and  efficiently  as  they  should  Tbe,  and  promptness  and 
efficiencv  in  work  of  this  character  means  money  saved  in  the  long 
run.  The  Commissioners  have  included  an  item  of  $80,000  in  their 
estimates  for  such  a  shop.  An  additional  argument  in  favor  of  the 
item  at  this  particular  time  is  the  fact  that  new  quarters  of  some  kind 
will  have  to  be  provided  within  the  course  of  a  year  or  tw#,  as  the 
shop  building.  No.  13  D  street  NW.,  is  within  the  area  affected  by 
changes  in  connection  with  the  new  railway  terminal  improvements. 

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION. 

During  the  year  about  16i  miles  of  sewers  were  constructed,  of 
which  2.8  miles  were  main  sewers. 

Work  upon  the  sewage-disposal  project  has  progressed  at  a  reason- 
able rate.  The  expenaitures  to  date  on  account  of  completed  work 
amount  to  $1,233,092.44.  The  appropriations  to  date  on  account  of 
work  in  progress  ag^egate  $1,985,000.  The  estimated  cost  of  com- 
pleting the  system  is  $1,729,000.  This  is  asked  for  in  the  estimates 
for  the  coming  year.  If  the  necessary  money  is  appropriated,  the 
system  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1906. 
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WATER  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  11  miles  of  new  water  mains  were  laid  and  30  new 
fire  hydrants  erected.  Plans  have  been  completed  for  a  water  tower 
and  watchman's  lodge  adjacent  to  the  Reno  reservoir,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  work  will  be  completed  during  the  present  year.  The  water 
tower  is  intended  to  supply  water  to  premises  above  the  350-foot  level, 
the  present  reservoir  not  having  a  sumcient  elevation  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  year  1,448  additional  buildings  were  connected  with  the 

Sublic  water  system,  making  the  present  number  49,249.     Two  hun- 
red  and  fiftv-tive  new  meters  were  installed,  the  present  number  being 
1,748. 

The  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  act  approved  March  3  last 
contained  an  item  of  $2,000  for  introducing  the  card-record  system  in 
the  office  of  the  water  registrar.  This  work,  which  involved  the  writing 
of  between  50,000  and  60,000  cards,  and  indexing  the  same,  was  com- 
pleted in  time  for  the  system  to  be  used  at  the  l^ginning  of  the  fiscal 
year,  July  1,  1903,  and  has  been  working  smoothly.  Ihe  work  was 
done  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,300. 

Details  of  the  operations  of  the  water  department  are  given  in  the 
reports  of  the  superintendent  and  the  water  registrar. 

WATER  REVENUES. 

The  law  provides  that  the  water  rates  shall  never  be  a  source  of 
revenue  other  than  as  a  means  of  keeping  up  a  supply  of  water,  but 
shall  constitute  a  fund  exclusively  for  the  maintenance,  management, 
and  repair  of  the  system  of  water  distribution.  This  system  of  dis- 
tribution is  maintained  entirely  from  the  revenues  of  the  water  depart- 
ment; the  United  States  does  not  my  any  part  of  the  cost  of  keeping 
up  this  branch  of  the  service.  The  sources  of  revenue  are  water 
rents,  water-main  taxes  (a  special  assessment  of  $1.25  per  front  foot 
against  property  abutting  a  street  in  which  a  main  is  laid),  and  fees 
for  taps  and  peimits.  The  average  water  rent  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  about  $7  per  house  per  year,  which  avei-age  includes  large 
water  takers  served  through  meters.  The  rent  is  calculated  on  the 
width  and  height  of  the  nouse  where  the  water  is  used  for  domestic 
purposes;  in  the  case  of  hotels,  business  houses,  and  other  establish- 
ments where  the  amount  used  is  large,  the  supply  is  by  meter,  at  the 
rate  of  3  cents  per  thousand  gallons. 

The  law  requires  that  the  water  rates  shall  be  uniform  throughout 
the  District,  and  authorizes  the  establishment  of  a  scale  of  rates  for  the 
different  classes  of  buildings  '^according  to  their  size,  dimensions, 
assessed  values,  exposures  to  fires,  uses  lor  dwellings,  stores,  shops, 
stables,  manufactories,  or  other  purposes,  number  of  occupants,  or 
consumption  of  water,  measured  by  meter  or  otherwise.''  For  over 
forty  years  water  rents  charged  dwellings  have  been  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  the  width  and  height  of  the  house.  This  basis  has  therefore 
become  established  by  long  usage  and  is  generally  known  throughout 
the  District. 

Recently  complaints  have  been  made  that  the  rates  are  not  uniform 
and  that  tney  are  excessive,  as  evidenced  by  the  balance  to  the  credit  of 
the  water  fund. 
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This  balance  has  been  decreased  $110,000  during  the  past  year  on 
account  of  laying  new  trunk  mains,  work  on  the  new  pumping  station, 
etc.  The  current  revenues  are  inadequate  to  provide  for  these  better- 
ments, and  were  it  not  for  the  surplus  accumulated,  this  necessary 
work  could  not  be  done  without  creating  a  deficit  in  the  water  fund. 
The  balance  on  hand,  together  with  the  surplus  of  each  year,  is  not 
more  than  sufficient  to  cover  improvements  projected.  It  would  there- 
fore be  inadvisable  to  fix  the  rates,  even  ii  possible,  so  that  the  col- 
lections of  one  year,  including  assessments,  should  exactly  meet  the 
ordinary  expenses,  without  making  any  provision  for  emergencies  or 
to  enlarge  and  improve  the  system. 

As  to  a  change  in  the  basis  of  calculating  water  rents,  it  would 
probably  be  possible  to  devise  a  more  intricate  and  costly  system  that 
would  make  nicer  distinctions  between  houses  of  different  "dimen- 
sions, assessed  values^  exposures  to  fires,"  etc.  Any  change,  no 
matter  upon  what  basis,  would  be  open  to  objections.  It  is  com- 
paratively eas}"  to  apply  a  rule  uniformly  to  the  different  classes  of 
cases;  it  is  extremely  difficult,  however,  to  devise  a  set  of  genei*al 
rules  that  will  apply  with  uniform  justice  to  every  particular  case. 
There  is  only  one  way  known  to  the  office  of  doing  this,  and  that  is  by 
the  owner  of  the  house  installing  a  water  meter  and  paying  for  the 
amount  of  water  actually  used.  The  office  will  be  very  glad  to  have 
owners  install  meters  if  they  desire  to  do  so,  but  the  Commissioners 
do  not  wish  to  force  the  use  of  meters  upon  owners  of  dwellings  who 
do  not  want  them,  nor  to  change  old-established  customs  until  there 
appears  to  be  a  geneml  and  well-founded  demand  for  it. 

The  water-rent  regulations  formerly  provided  for  a  charge  of  50 
cents  per  room  per  year  in  the  case  of  rented  rooms.  This  regulation 
during  the  past  year  was  revoked  as  it  was  found  to  work  unjustly. 

DISTRICT   STABLES. 

Congress  has  enacted  that  ''all  horses,  buggies,  or  carriages  owned 
or  maintained  by  the  District  of  Columbia  shall,  so  far  as  may  be 
practicable,  be  provided  for  in  stables  owned  or  operated  by  said  Dis- 
trict." This  is  aone  at  the  stables  of  the  engineer  department  at  Second 
and  Canal  streets  SW.,  and  on  U  street  near  Sixteenth  NW.  These 
stables  are  crowded  to  care  for  the  horses  now  quartered  there  and  no 
more  animals  can  be  cared  for  until  more  room  is  provided.  A  super- 
intendent and  two  hostlers  are  employed,  who  look  after  the  stalls, 
feed,  harness,  etc.,  the  drivers  being  required  to  care  for  their  own 
horses  and  vehicles.

Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  annual  reports  giving  in  detail  the 
operations  during  the  fiscal  vear  ending  June  30,  1903,  of  the  surface  division,  the 
surveyor's  ofllce,  and  the  parkine  commission,  namely: 

Report  of  the  engineer  of  highways,  including  reports  of  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  superintendent  of  roads^  and  the  engineer  of  bridges. 

Report  of  the  surveyor.  District  of  Columbia. 

Report  of  the  superintendent  of  parking. 

These  reports  describe  quite  fullv  the  work  done  under  the  different  offices,  and 
reference  is  made  to  them  for  such  details  as  may  be  desired.  In  submitting  these 
reports  it  is  desired  to  call  special  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  larger  appropria- 
tions for  repairs  to  streets,  avenues,  and  alleys,,  in  order  to  replace  many  oi  the  old 
asphalt  pavements  that  can  no  longer  be  kept  in  fair  condition  at  reasonable  expense. 
Ln  most  cities  the  average  life  of  an  asphalt  pavement  is  held  to  be  from  10  to  12 
years.  In  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  where  the  experience  with  such  pavements  has  probably 
been  more  favorable  than  in  any  place  except  Washington,  the  life  of  the  asphalt 
pavements  on  business  streets  is  considered  to  be  from  10  to  12  years  and  on  residence 
streets  from  12  to  15  years.  In  Washington  the  pavements  areexpected  to  last  from 
15  to  20  years,  with  an  average  age  of  probably  18  years  before  they  have  to  be  relaid. 
The  average  age  of  the  pavements  resurfaced  during  the  past  fiscal  year  was  slightly 
over  21  years.  The  age  of  some  of  the  old  pavements  is  not  known  exactly,  as  they 
were  laid  at  a  time  when  complete  records  were  not  kept.  Taking  those,  however, 
whose  age  is  known  the  following  table  gives  the  areas  of  pavement  for  each  different 
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year  of  age  for  thone  pavements  that  are  no  longer  under  guarantee  by  oonljactors, 
that  is,  those  pavements  that  have  an  age  of  5  years  or  more:

The  average  age  of  the  2,277,144  square  yards  of  asphalt  pavement  covered  by  this 
table  is  about  14.8  years.  It  will  be  observed,  too,  that  there  are  over  700,000  square 
yards  of  pavement  that  are  over  18  years  old.  For  several  years  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  maintain,  by  expensive  repairs,  considerable  areas  that  should  have  been 
resur&u^d,  but  which  could  not  be  so  treated  on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds. 

The  following  table  gives  the  a])propriation8  for  repairs  to  streets  and  the  area  of 
asphalt  pavements  for  each  year  since  1890.  It  will  be  observed  that  for  a  number 
of  years  a  practically  constant  sum  has  been  provided,  while  the  area  of  pavementB 
to  be  maintained  hais  increased  very  lai^ely.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  OF  HIGHWAYS,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  1,  190S. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  sur- 
face division  of  the  engineer  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1903: 

The  total  amount  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  Congress  and  deposited  by  corpo- 
rations and  others  for  disbursement  by  the  surface  division  during  the  fiscal  year 
aggr^;ated  about  $950,000,  of  which  about  $250,000  was  for  paving  alleys  and  sidewalks 
throughout  the  District  of  Columbia,  $300,000  for  paving  new  streets  and  repairing 
and  repaving  old  ones  within  the  city  limits,  about  $230,000  for  construction  and 
repair  of  suburban  streets  and  county  roads,  about  $70,000  for  the  maintenance  and 
construction  of  bridges  throughout  the  District,  while  approximately  $100,000  was 
spent  in  repairing  pavements  disturbed  by  excavations  on  account  of  various  cor- 
porations, plumwrs,  and  other  branches  of  the  District  government.

In  the  report  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  all  day-labor  work  imder  the  appro- 
priation for  ''Repairs  to  streets *'  is  consolidated.  It  seems  proper  to  seggregate  cer- 
tain items  of  work,  which  is  accordingly  itemized,  as  follows: 

The  roadways  of  B  street  NW.,  between  Seventeenth  street  and  Virginia  avenue, 
and  of  Virginia  avenue  NW.,  between  B  and  E  streets,  were  macadamized;  extensive 
repairs  were  made  to  the  asphalt-block  roadway  of  Maryland  avenue  NE.,  east  of 
Sixth  street;  the  roadway  of  Seventeenth  street  NW.^  between  B  and  E  streets,  was 
macadamized  in  part — the  work  to  be  completed  during  the  current  fiscal  year;  the 
intersection  of  Twelfth  street,  K  street,  ana  Georaa  avenue  SE.  was  brought  to  the 
established  ^rade,  and  the  intersecting  streets  and  alleys  were  regulated. 

The  principal  items  of  work  under  the  appropriation  for  **  Repairs  to  roads  "  were: 
The  west  roadway  of  Brightwood  avenue  was  macadamized  from  Trenton  street  to 
Wallach  street,  and  the  east  roadway  from  the  Rock  Creek  Church  road  northward 
was  similarly  treated.  The  Bunker  Hill  road  was  macadamized  between  the  Sargeant 
and  the  Queens  Chapel  roads.  Wisconsin  avenue  was  macadamized  from  Galveston 
street  to  the  Nourse  place.  Pomeroy  street  was  macadamized  from  Fourth  street  to 
Moores  lane.  Ingraham  place  was  macadamized  from  Brightwood  avenue  to  Colo- 
rado avenue.  The  Rock  Creek  Ford  road  was  regulated  and  improved  between  the 
Military  road  and  the  Broad  Branch  road.  Portions  of  Blagden  avenue  near  Six- 
teenth street  were  macadamized.  Twenty-fourth  street  NE.  was  macadamized 
between  Detroit  and  Cincinnati  streets,  and  Cincinnati  street  was  similarly  treated 
between  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-fourth  streets.  Kenesaw  avenue  was  macadam- 
ized between  Fourteenth  and  Mount  Pleasant  streets.  Sherman  avenue  was  macad- 
amized between  Irving  and  Harvard  streets.  Carroll  avenue  was  macadamized 
between  the  Blair  road  and  the  District  line,  and  portions  of  the  Bennings  road  were 
maoadamized.

As  an  incident  to  the  expenditure,  by  contract,  of  the  bulk  of  the  appropriation 
for  "Improvement  and  repairs,"  "Repairs  to  concrete  pavements,"  and  "Construc- 
tion of  county  roads,"  ana  on  account  of  other  appropriations,  there  were  executed 
miscellaneous  items  of  work  by  day  labor  during  the  year,  as  shown  in  detail  in 
Table  M.    This  work  amounted  to  122,309.31. 

The  reports  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,  superintendent  of  roads,  and  the 
enjdneer  of  bridges  are  transmitted  herewith. 

The  continued  use  of  trap  rock  for  macadam  purposes  has  been  further  encouraged 
by  the  results  of  longer  experience  with  the  material.  The  roadways  which  have 
been  built  since  the  District  quarry  was  opened  are  by  far  the  best  of  their  class  in 
the  District,  and  besides  being  more  satisfactory  as  to  their  surface  condition  they 
indicate  substantial  economies  in  the  matter  of  repairs. 

The  work  of  the  chain  gang  deserves  mention,  smce  while  representing  but  a  small 
aggr^ate  expenditure  of  the  appropriation  yet  the  results  are  most  advantageous  and 
economical,  the  cost  of  grading  done  under  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  during 
the  past  year  being  less  than  15  cents  per  cubic  yard.  It  is  noted  with  satisfaction 
that  the  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  for  this  purpose  has  been  sufficiently 
increased  to  permit  the  work  to  be  continued  throughout  the  year  without  interrup- 
tion, instead  of  being  necessarily  suspended  toward  the  close  of  the  year  for  lack  of 
funds. 

A  notable  item  of  paving  work  executed  during  the  year  was  the  widening  and 
paving  of  Columbia  road  from  Sixteenth  to  Eighteenth  street,  at  a  total  cost  of 
130,000,  in  connection  with  which  work  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company 
extended  its  tracks  by  the  underground  system,  with  electrical  propulsion,  from 
Eighteenth  to  Sixteenth,  and  thence  out  Mount  Pleasant  street  to  Park  street 

Under  special  provision  by  appropriation  Eleventh  street  extended  was  |?raded  and 
macadamized  from  Florida  avenue  to  Whitney  avenue,  and  New  Hampshire  avenue 
from  Whitney  avenue  to  Brightwood  avenue  was  similarl}^  treated. 

The  act  providing  for  a  union  railroad  station  in  the  District  of  Columbia  passed 
Congress  and  became  a  law  on  the  28th  of  February,  1903,  and  preparations  were 
made  on  the  part  of  the  District  and  of  the  railroads  for  the  early  inai^uration  of  the 
construction  work  provided  for  therein.  During  the  fiscal  year  but  little  more  than 
preparations  and  acquisition  of  property  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  was  accomplished. 

I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  contained  in  m^  last  annual  report  that  the 
items  for  the  construction  of  county  roads  be  consolidated  so  that  they  can  be 
disbursed  and  accounted  for  as  a  single  aggregate  fund  rather  than  as  so  many  separate 
items  of  appropriations.  During  the  past  year  these  items  were  eighteen  in  number, 
and  the  practical  difiiculties,  both  in  the  office  and  in  the  conduct  of  the  work,  of 
maintaimng  separate  balances  on  each  item  were  very  considerable.  Such  a  segrega- 
tion is  not  customary  in  the  paving  of  streets  under  the  operation  of  the  schedule 
within  the  city  limits,  and  it  is  not  appreciated  that  there  can  be  fair  objection  to  a 
similar  arrangement  in  r^ard  to  county  work;  certainly  there  would  no  increase  in 
expenditure.  The  recommendation  has  had,  and  continues  to  have,  the  indorsement 
of  the  auditing  department 

Collections  on  account  of  assessments  for  special  improvements,  such  as  alleys  and 
sidewalks,  are  repaid  and  credited  to  the  appropriation  for  assessment  and  permit 
work  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  collection  is  made.  The  repayments  on  this 
account,  as  well  as  on  account  of  general  taxes,  are  customarily  relatively  heairy 
toward  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  especially  in  May,  and  it  is  a  constant  occurrence 
that  after  the  expiration  of  a  fiscal  year  this  office  is  confronted  with  the  existence 
of  a  laiige  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  due  to  these  repayments,  which 
could  not  be  guarded  against  by  more  active  construction  operations  before  the 
amount  of  the  repayments  were  known.    As  a  result  of  this,  the  contracts  under 
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which  the  appropriation  is  expended  are  never  completed  until  late  in  the  fall,  and 
the  contract  for  the  past  fiscal  year  for  laying  sidewalks  will  probably  not  be  com- 
pleted for  eight  or  nine  months  after  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year.  These  condi- 
tions, under  the  present  arrangement  of  the  repayments,  are  practically  unavoidable. 
The  remedy  is  a  simple  one;  involves  no  increase  in  expenditures;  appears  to  possess 
advantages  from  whatever  point  of  view  it  is  regarded,  and  consists  m  creditm^  the 
collections  for  these  special  improvements  in  equal  parts  to  the  revenues  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  the  United  States  and  increasing  the  appropriation  for 
assessment  and  permit  work  by  the  average  total  of  these  collections.  With  this 
provision  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  would  be  definitely  known  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  arrangements  for  its  expenditure  practically  within  the  fiscal 
year  could  be  made.  I  recommend  that  this  be  presented  to  Congress  in  the  esti- 
mates for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and  that  the  change  be  urged  as  of  great  practical 
advantage. 

The  requirement  of  the  organic  act,  under  which  the  present  District  government 
was  organized,  that  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  all  work  executed  under  contract  shall 
be  retained  for  five  years  is  at  times  a  hardship  to  the  District.  There  are  classes  of 
work  performed  by  contract  on  which  no  practical  occasion  for  any  retention  exists, 
and  others  where  a  much  shorter  period  of  retention  could  with  equal  advantage  be 
named;  in  either  event  the  District  is  put  to  an  unwarranted  expense,  which  in  the 
aggregate  amounts  to  several  thousand  dollars  each  year.  If  the  amount  and  period 
ofguarantee  could  be  made  discretionary  with  the  Commissioners,  instead  of  being 
invariable,  there  would  result  a  substantial  economy  and  a  conformity  to  the 
approved  practice  of  other  municipalities. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  employees  of  the  surface  division  for  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  ofl5oe  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  1,  1903. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  operations 
under  mv  charge  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903. 

Table  H  is  a  summary  of  work  done  (by  day  labor,  except  cement  sidewalks, 
which  work  was  executeii  by  contract)  under  the  appropriation  for  **  Current  repairs 
to  streets,  avenues,  and  alleys.'*  The  cost  of  this  work  was  $28,588.52,  including  the 
repairs  to  2,872  dangerous  holes.  Of  this  amount,  about  one-third  was  sidewalk 
and  alley  work  and  tne  other  two-thirds  repairs  to  stre^  roadways. 

Table  I  is  a  list  of  work  done  under  the  permit  svstem,  by  which  the  property 
owners  requested  the  improvements  and  paid  one-half  the  cost,  the  District  paying 
the  other  half.    Total,  $26,438.25. 

Table  K  is  a  list  of  the  work  done  under  the  assessment  system.  One-half  the 
cost  of  work  done  under  this  svstem  is  charged  against  the  abutting  property.  The 
total  cost  of  such  work  was  $86,146.60. 

Table  L  is  a  list  of  work  paid  for  from  the  appropriation  for  **  Replacine  sidewalks 
and  curbs  around  public  reservations  and  municipal  buildings. '*  Tne  amount 
expended  under  this  head  was  $8,657.44. 

Table  N  is  a  list  of  work  done  in  public  space  for  private  parties,  for  which  they 
paid  the  entire  cost  Deposit  to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  required  in 
advance  of  the  work  being  done.    This  work  amounted  to  $416.72.

Sm:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  of  the  operations  of  the  county  road 
division  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903. 
1  desire  to  invite  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  funds  heretofore  appro- 

rriated  for  repairs  to  roads  is  quite  inadequate  to  keep  the  roads  in  proper  repair,  and 
wish  to  strongly  recommend  that  $150,000  be  ask^  of  Congress  for  tnis  purpose. 
The  mileage  to  be  covered  by  these  funds  is,  outside  of  paved  portions,  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  OF  BRIDGES. 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  i,  190$, 
Sm:  I  have  the  honor  to  suhmit  the  following  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Jane 
30,  1903: 
The  expenditures  under  **  Ordinary  care  ol  bridges'*  were  as  follows:

Keepers  were  stationed  at  the  Aqueduct  Bridge  across  the  Potomac;  Pennsylvania 
and  Navy- Yard  bridges  across  the  Eastern  Branch,  and  an  inspector  of  bridges  was 
employed  to  examine  all  bridges  from  time  to  time. 

The  work  of  ** Construction  and  repairs"  is  shown  by  the  annexed  table. 

All  structures,  excepting  the  Anacostia  Bridge,  are  in  safe  condition,  requiring 
only  such  repairs  as  are  due  to  their  use. 

In  reference  to  the  Anacostia  Bridge  I  have  to  state  that  it  has  been  structurally 
weak  for  fifteen  years,  and  since  the  employment  of  the  heavy  motor  cars  of  the 
Anacostia  and  Potomac  River  Railway  Company  it  is  particularly  so. 

A  careful  determmation  of  the  stresses  in  the  bridge  under  the  existing  condition 
and  according  to  modem  bridge  practice  clearly  shows  that  the  bridge  is  stressed 
throughout  100  per  cent  in  excess  of  good  practice,  and  that  the  hanger  posts  in 
many  cases  are  stressed  within  a  few  per  cent  of  their  ultimate  strength. 

The  importance  of  the  immediate  renewal  of  this  bridge  is  further  accentuated  by 
the  feet  tnat  one  of  the  eyebars,  which  makes  up  the  end  han^r  post  on  the  down- 
stream truss  of  the  first  span  reckoning  from  the  Washington  side,  broke  in  the  weld, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  truss  had  not  been  trestled  at  that  time  a  serious 
accident  might  have  occurred. 

That  this  nridge  is  goin^  to  pieces  under  its  excessive  live  load  is  further  demon- 
strated by  the  fact  tlmt  within  the  last  year  there  have  been  two  counter  rods  and 
one  shoe  broken. 

In  consequence  of  the  unsafe  condition  of  the  bridge,  and  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  much  too  narrow — the  entire  width  of  roadway  being  taken  up  with  car 
tracks — and  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  public  travel,  I  have  to  most 
ui^ntly  recommend  that  it  be  replace  at  once  with  a  modem  structure. 

From  a  cursorv  glance  at  the  accompanying  tabulation  it  is  apparent  that  the 
appropriation  of  $15,000  is  not  sufficient  to  repair  the  existing  bridges.  We  find  it 
necessary  to  delay  repairs  to  the  floors  of  all  bridges  until  such  tune  as  they  are 
approaching  the  danger  limit. 

A  bridge  floor  should  never  be  as  rough  as  the  paved  roadways  which  approach  it 
Considerable  complaint  is  lodged  at  this  office  on  account  of  the  excessive  roughneefl 
which  obtains  at  several  of  our  bridges.  Persons  driving  across  them  experience 
much  discomfort  and  are  practically  forced  to  walk  their  norses  drawing  carriages 
and  other  light  vehicles.  The  most  serious  point  at  issue,  however,  is  the  injury  to 
the  superstructure,  which  necessarily  suffers  on  account  of  the  heavy  vibratory  strains 
inducSi  by  the  passage  of  heavy  vehicles  over  the  rough  surface. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  police  r^ulation  which  reads  in  part,  "That  no  vehicle 
and  its  load  which  exceeds  o  tons  shall  be  permitted  to  cross  any  bridge  without  a 
permit  in  writing  from  the  engineer  commissioner.**  This  regulation  is  essential 
under  the  existing  conditions.  But  it  appears  that  in  the  case  of  bridges  on  main 
thoroughfares,  where  heavy  loads  frequently  cross  in  excess  of  that  permitted  by  the 
regulations,  such  as  the  Kock  Creek  bridges  on  the  line  of  M  and  P  streets,  the 
roadways  should  be  amply  strong  to  carry  the  heavier  loads.  The  substructure 
and  superstructure  of  the  bridges  are  ample  to  carry  a  buckle-plate  asphalt  floor 
and  to  permit  loads  up  to  15  tons  to  cross  in  safety.  It  appears  poor  economy  to 
have  the  aforesaid  bridges,  which  cost  approximately  $100,000  each,  with  floors  so 
stracturally  weak  that  one-half  the  value  of  the  bridges  is  lost  to  the  public  use.  The 
estimated  cost  of  a  first-class  floor  for  the  P  street  bridge  is  $4,000  and  of  the  M  street 
bridge  $5,500.    Both  estimates  include  the  roadway  between  rails,  also  the  sidewalks. 

K  street  bridge,  crossing  Rock  Creek,  is  stracturally  weak  and  will  not  permit  of 
strengthening,  but  should  oe  rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible.  The  estimated  cost  of  reooQ- 
stractuig  the  K  street  bridge  is  $20,000. 
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The  three  bridges  which  connect  the  city  proper  with  Georgetown  are  deemed 
particularly  important  on  account  of  the  constantly  increasing  heavy  travel  from  the 
water  front.  The  cost  of  maintaining  a  concrete  asphalt  roadway  and  cement  walks 
on  the  P  street  bridge  is  estimated  at  $35  per  annum  and  that  of  the  present  wooden 
ones  at  $150  per  annum.  The  cost  of  maintaining  a  concrete  asphalt  roadway  and 
cement  walks  on  the  M  street  bridge  is  estimated  at  $42  and  that  of  the  present 
wooden  one  at  $235. 

I  have  to  report  that  Massachusetts  avenue  bridge  grading  has  been  completed, 
and  that  the  balance  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  order  to  finish  the  bridge  consists 
of  paving  the  roadway,  planting  vines  on  the  slope,  and  constructing  a  £nce  along 
the  top  of  the  fill. 

The  cost  of  the  bridge  to  date,  exclusive  of  engineering  and  inspection,  etc.,  is  as 
follows: 

Masonry  work  under  contract  No.  2626 $20,248.76 

Masonry  work  under  contract  No.  2787 Ill,  757. 06 

Grading  under  contract  No.  3052 67,779.42 

Total 199,785.24 

In  order  that  the  grade  of  Massachusetts  avenue  between  Rock  Creek  and  Observ- 
atory circle  might  be  raised,  Congress  appropriated  $10,000  additional  to  that  pre- 
viously appropriated  to  complete  the  bridge,  and  the  bridge  and  the  trustees  of  the 
Normanstone  tract  of  land,  lying  on  either  side  of  the  avenue  between  the  aforesaid 
limits,  deposited  with  the  collector  of  taxes  $15,400  to  be  expended  by  the  Commis- 
sioners for  a  similar  purpose,  it  being  stipulated  that  said  $15,400  should  be  used  in 
grading  the  property  of  said  trustees  and  the  material  deposited  in  public  space. 
The  entire  amount  of  $15,400  has  been  expended.  The  oalance  available  for  the 
completion  of  Massachusetts  avenue  bridge  is  $18,500. 

I  have  to  surest  that  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  be  urged  to  immediately  begin 
the  reconstruction  of  the  Anacostia  Bridge,  with  the  authority  to  contract  for  the 
completed  structure  at  a  cost  of  $300,000,  and  that  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  be 
requested  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  bridges,  instead  of  $15,000,  as  heretofore 
provided. 

It  is  thought  that  $300,000  should  be  appropriated  for  continuing  the  construction 
of  Connecticut  avenue  bridge,  in  order  that  tne  bridge  can  be  completed  within  the 
time  limit  fixed  by  Congress. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  $20,000  be  asked  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  K 
street  bridge  across  Rock  Creek.

From  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  time  of  the  clerks  in  public-record  room  taken 
up  in  answering  questions  and  giving  information  to  the  public. 

The  above  table  shows  increases  over  last  year  as  follows:  Four  hundred  and  forty- 
five  more  surveys,  or  about  38  per  cent,  due  to  the  demand  for  verification  of  walls 
during  a  very  heavy  building  season,  so  heavy  being  the  demand  as  to  make  Impera- 
tive, from  July  1  last  (on  the  new  fiscal  ^ear, )  the  performance  of  this  duty  by  one 
particular  field  party,  organized  in  addition  to  the  regular  field  force. 

The  working  of  tnis  party  for  the  month  of  July  past  shows  conclusively  the  pro- 
priety of  this  improvement.  This  [>arty  should  consist  of  an  inspector  and  two 
assistants,  with  first-class  transportation,  at  least  for  the  busier  part  of  the  building 
season,  the  present  arrangement,  with  one  assistant  and  the  utterly  unsatisfactory 
and  expensive  use  of  street  cars,  being  a  mere  makeshift;  but  even  so,  a  very  great 
relief  to  the  over-burdened  field  force  and  a  means  of  securing  wall  verification 
within  the  limited  time  which  the  nature  of  the  work  allows.  When  mechanics  are 
lost  by  contractors  because  of  delays  caused  by  this  oflBce,  the  wall-verification  regu- 
lation does  perhaps  as  much  harm  as  good.  I  have  every  reason  now  to  regard  the 
regulation  as  a  valuable  one,  and  its  entire  success  as  dependent  on  proper  mcilities 
in  this  oflSce  for  prompt  attention  to  all  demands  that  may  be  made.  No  case  should 
stand  unanswered  for  over  twenty-four  hours.  The  good  effect  is  obvious  in  the 
security  now  obtained  by  owners,  architects,  and  contractors,  the  revision  of  the 
work  of  masons,  bricklayers,  and  carpjenters  constituting  practically  a  form  of 
insurance.  The  fee  charged  for  this  service  ($1  per  building)  is  now  a  nominal  one, 
and  does  not  meet  the  expense  of  the  field  and  office  work  involved.  The  necessity 
for  this  verification  is  seen  in  the  very  large  number  of  cases  where  walls  are  found 
to  be  beyond  the  limit  of  allowed  error,  and  are  encroaching  either  upon  public 
highways  or  upon  a  neighbor's  land.  No  authority  is  assumed  by  this  office  to 
order  removal  of  an  erroneous  wall  or  even  the  stoppage  of  work  thereon,  the  policy 
being  in  all  cases  to  simply  report  the  situation,  as  found,  at  once  to  the  building 
inspector,  at  the  same  time  of  course  informing  the  superintendent  of  construction 
on  the  ground  of  the  amount  of  error,  and  that  unless  change  be  made  to  true  lines 
no  certificate  as  to  accuracy  will  be  made. 

In  practice  no  difficulty  is  experienced,  mechanics  almost  invariably  at  once 
accepting  the  situation  and  voluntarily  and  cheerfully  correcting  errors.  In  fact, 
the  Washington  mechanics  show  a  strong  tendency  to  take  a  pride  in  their  "lay-out'* 
of  the  walls  of  a  building  or  a  block,  and  the  improvement  in  this  kind  of  work  is 
very  noticeable  since  the  institution  of  the  system.  Difficulties  would  be  greatly 
eliminated  from  this  inspection  work,  and  chances  of  error  on  the  part  of  builders 
would  be  greatly  reduced  were  a  rule  in  force  as  to  party  walls,  requiring  walls  pur- 
porting to  be  party  walls  to  be  centered  upon  division  lines  between  lots,  the  amount 
of  land  taken  from  a  lot  adjoining  the  one  built  upon  of  course  never  exceeding  the 
9  inches  allowed  in  the  case  of  an  18-inch  wall.  The  alternative  would  then  be 
presented  in  very  simple  form,  of  centering  upon  the  line  or  keeping  the  outer  face 
within  the  lot  or  flusn  with  the  line.  This  is  a  matter  out  of  the  province  of  this 
office,  of  course,  and  one  for  the  consideration  of  the  building  inspector  and  the 
Commissioners  exclusively. 

I  merely  state  facts  as  developed  by  this  new  system,  which  shows  many  instances 
of  outer  or  end  walls  of  blocks  of  buildings  to  be  neither  one  thing  nor  the  other, 
i.  e.,  neither  centered  on  division  lines  nor  wholly  within  the  outer  lot-line,  and 
consequently  diminishing  the  available  space  of  the  adjoining  lot  without  providing 
the  complete  half  wall  apparently  contemplated  by  the  bunding  regulation  estate 
lished  under  the  authority  of  the  first  President,  payment  for  use  of  which  is  pro- 
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vided  for  in  gubsequent  le^slation.  Failure  to  center  on  the  line  compels  natorally 
a  readjustment  of  the  division  line  by  purchase  or  agreement  or  the  placine  of  a 
building  on  parts  of  two  lots,  which  causes  much  needless  confusion  in  transiers  of 
title,  and  in  the  records  of  the  assessor's  office,  and  needless  expense  to  one  or  both 
of  the  adjoining  owners,  caused  by  surveys  found  abciolutely  essential  to  determine 
where  the  centers  of  such  end  walls  actualljr  are. 

Pending  any  changes  of  regulations  in  this  psuiicular  this  office  is  securing  and 
recording,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wall  inspection,  the  relation  to  the  nearest  lot 
lines  of  the  centers  of  such  end  walls,  as  have  been  built  since  March  1,  1902,  at 
which  date  the  system  of  wall  inspection  was  initiated.  It  has  come  to  my  knowl- 
edge, while  on  my  vacation  recently,  that  in  Toronto,  Canada,  a  city  which,  from  the 
standpoint  of  municipal  administration,  seems  to  me  to  be,  in  many  ways,  a  model 
one,  a  strong  demand  is  arising  for  greater  care  in  public  control  of  location  of  neW 
walls. 

There  is  an  increase  of  52  subdivisions  prepared  and  duplicated  for  the  assessor's 
office,  or  12  per  cent,  adding  104  more  separate  plats  to  the  total  for  the  year,  the 
recording  of  many  being  still  delayed. 

There  is  an  increase  of  166,  or  22  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  plats  of  lots  made  to 
accompany  applications  for  building  permits.  These  are  now  made  gratuitously  for 
the  public,  the  advantage  to  the  bufiaing  office  in  point  of  clearness  of  intention  of 
builders  being  thought  so  considerable  as  to  offset  the  value  of  the  drafting  work, 
though  the  latter  is  annoying  in  being  something  requiring  immediate  attention,  so 
as  to  facilitate  the  paper  work  of  building  operations.  The  drafting  force  being  very 
limited  this  special  item  constantly  interferes  with  regular  current  work. 

There  is  a  neavy  decrease  (about  40  per  cent)  in  the  number  of  plats  and  parts  of 
plats  prepared  preliminary  to  surveys,  due  to  the  very  Xarf^  amount  of  this  kind  of 
work  done  in  recent  years  and  now  available,  slight  additions  to  existing  plats  bein^, 
in  many  cases,  all  that  is  found  necessary.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  as  the  work  la 
always  done  with  a  view  to  future  use.  A  steady  offeet  to  this  gain  lies  in  the  con- 
stant wearing  out  from  long  use  of  the  old  working  plats  of  squares  made  previous 
to  1895  when  the  office  had  not  been  reorganized,  and  there  was  so  little  opportanity 
to  renew  the  pjlats  of  survey  in  a  general  and  systematic  way. 

There  is  an  increase  of  151  in  the  total  of  estimates  of  cost,  made  out  in  triplicate, 
or  11  per  cent,  due  largely  to  surveys  of  new  walls. 

There  is  an  increase  of  200,  or  about  4  per  cent,  in  the  total  of  plats  of  all  kinds  made 
for  the  public  and  for  the  District.  The  total  this  year  is  5,431,  which  is  significant 
of  the  strain  on  the  drafting  force,  which  has  not  been  satisfactorily  arranged  during 
the  past  year.  Almost  the  entire  time  of  one  man  \s  taken  up  in  preparing  the  plats 
of  8ul:)di visions,  plat^  for  building  applications,  and  triplicate  plats  for  alley  condemna- 
tion, etc. 

The  entire  time  of  another  man  is  needed  for  the  making  out  of  certificate  plats  of 
surveys  and  the  copying  of  the  same  into  the  books. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  time  of  another  is  essential  for  the  recording  of  plats  of  sub- 
divisions and  the  making  of  large  plats  requiring  great  care  and  expert  work. 

As  there  is  considerable  miscellaneous  plat  work  coming  in  with  no  regularity,  but 
needed  at  once  when  needed  at  all,  it  is  clear  that  not  less  than  three  draftsmen  are 
essential  for  the  work  of  this  office.  The  preparation  of  plats  for  field  use  in  surveys 
has  always  been  done  by  the  clerk  who  receives  orders  for  work,  and  attends  to  all 
business  with  the  public  not  necessarily  brought  to  the  personal  attention  of  the  sur- 
veyor, and  this  item  of  drafting  work,  often  taking  hours  m  single  cases,  is  not  induded 
at  all  in  the  above  summary.  It  requi  res  long  experience  with  the  records  and  special 
expert  knowledge,  and  although  the  amount  of  tnis  work  begins  to  show  a  decrease, 
the  continual  and  heavy  increase  of  the  other  duties  of  the  clerk  in  chaise  leaves 
him  no  time  whatever  to  assist  the  regular  draftsmen  with  any  of  their  work. 

No  plat  is  supposed  to  go  into  the  hands  of  the  field  assistants  for  action  QntU  it 
has  been  checked  as  to  all  essentials  by  another  clerk  than  the  one  who  makes  it 
This  duty  devolves  upon  the  record  clerk,  who,  among  many  other  matters,  has 
charge  also  of  all  the  correspondence  with  the  building  office,  with  which  this  office 
is  working  in  perfect  accord.  He  also  prepares  for  indexing  and  filing  every  docu- 
ment which  can  not  be  at  once  entered  by  the  typewriter  from  the  current  books,  etc 
The  latter  is  constantly  adding  to  the  card  index  a  reference  to  every  fietct  which  is 
now  or  may  be  of  value  to  the  office,  and  keeps  up  a  scrapbook  on  Ihe  same  plan, 
each  item  being  indexed.  The  card  indexes  are  now  working  so  admirably,  ooth 
for  the  office  force  and  for  the  general  public,  that  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  pres- 
ent volume  of  business  could  1^  carried  on  without  them. 

There  is  an  increase  of  119,  or  95  per  cent,  in  the  total  of  reports  on  various  sub- 
jects (not  indorsements,  but  such  as  initiate  in  this  office). 
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The  total  of  plats  for  j)rivate  parties  is  given  as  3,802,  which  should  be  increased 
to  4,824  by  the  1,022  copies  of  survey  certificates  to  place  it  on  the  same  basis  as  in 
last  year's  report,  the  District  being  charged  with  them  this  year. 

There  is  an  increase  of  5  per  cent  in  the  number  of  letters  written. 

An  increase  of  717  over  last  year  in  the  number  of  separate  entries  on  the  order 
book,  or  43  per  cent,  is  significant  of  the  steady  growth  oi  the  work  of  the  oflSce. 

The  year  closing  June,  1902,  showing  the  heaviest  volume  of  business  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  office  up  to  that  time,  the  percentages  of  increase  this  year  over  last  year, 
noted  above  in  almost  every  item,  show  that  the  steady  increase  shown  for  many 
years  is  fully  maintained  ana  closely  follows  the  great  growth  of  the  city  in  building 
matters,  i>opulation,  and  real-estate  values. 

The  feialities  afforded  by  the  office  are  now  so  generallv  availed  of  that  hardly  any 
case  of  transfer  of  title,  new  buildin|2;,  or  readjustment  of  lines  is  undertaken  without 
first  having  the  matter  be^n  in  this  office.  Although  the  labor  of  the  entire  office 
force  is  continually  increasing  for  this  reason  (the  number  of  men  not  being  kept  at 
all  times  commensurate  with  the  need),  the  policy  of  the  office  is  always  to  encour- 
age the  fullest  possible  use  of  these  facilities.  It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  the 
yearly  appropriations  for  the  office  show' a  gradual  but  decided  approximation  to  the 
needs.  The  chief  trouble  is  the  lack  of  elasticity  in  the  means  upon  which  the  office 
depends,  it  having  been  hitherto  out  of  the  question  to  hold  any  money  in  reserve 
for  the  sudden  demands  of  large  surveys  and  subdivisions,  made  often  at  a  time  when 
the  simple  current  work  absorbs  all  the  time  of  everyone  in  the  office.  Again,  such 
special  demand  can  not  be  met  by  taking  on  new  men  inexperienced  in  the  methods- 
ol  work  found  essential,  so  that  the  lack  of  money  is  by  no  means  the  sole  difficulty. 

A  brief  comparison  of  the  volume  of  business  this  year  with  that  of  the  year  end- 
ingJune  30.  1898,  is  of  some  interest. 

The  number  of  lots  and  parcels  surveyed  for  the  public  and  the  District  was  about 
600  in  1898  and  1,270  in  1903.  The  subdivisions  were  120  in  1898  and  465  in  1903. 
The  plats  made  were  about  1,600  in  1898  and  5,431  in  1903. 

These  items  indicate  how  necessary  it  is  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  office  at  pres- 
ent wholly  without  reference  to  the  money  provided  some  years  ago,  which  even 
then  was  inadequate,  Mr.  W.  P.  Richards  reporting  in  1898  that  the  work  of  that 
year  was  about  double  the  volume  in  1895,  when  the  office  was  reorganized. 

During  the  latter  part  of  this  fiscal  year  there  was  completed  all  of  the  field  work 
and  nearly  all  of  the  office  work  of  the  special  resurvey  of  the  Beatty  and  Hawkins 
addition  to  Georgetown,  authorized  by  Congress,  and  a  contract  has  been  made  for 
the  photolithographing  of  the  resulting  map.  The  full  utilization  of  this  work, 
whicn  it  is  hoj^  can  be  made,  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  later  on,  the  result  now 
in  hand  being  simply  the  very  accurate  topographical  map  which  must  be  the  first 
step  in  the  matter.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Miss 
Westcott,  the  principal  of  the  Western  High  School,  who  granted  us  for  several 
months  the  use  of  a  room  in  her  building,  which  is  close  to  the  Beatty  and  Hawkins 
addition.  There  was  no  space  whatever  in  this  office,  nor  could  any  be  obtained  in 
this  building  for  the  making  of  the  very  lar^  map  in  this  case,  which  was  carried 
along  concurrently  with  the  field  work.  This  special  survey  has  been  most  efficiently 
poshed  to  completion  by  Mr.  Talcott,  the  assistant  surveyor,  in  spite  of  constant 
mterruption  caused  by  the  current  city  surveys,  which  frequently  could  not  be  kept 
up  by  the  remaining  force,  that  had  enough  to  do  in  the  suburbs  alone. 

During  the  year  a  very  accurate  outline  survey  was  made  of  the  National  Zoolog- 
ical Park,  and  a  map  was  made  showing  the  relation  of  the  park  to  the  neighboring 
streets  and  roads. 

I  wish  to  make  most  hearty  acknowledgment  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  office 
force,  done  quite  often  under  adverse  conditions,  continuous  and  connected  attention 
to  one  thing  at  a  time  being  often  impracticable  by  reason  of  the  multiplicity  of  orders 
reqairinj^  at  least  partial  execution  to  enable  builders  to  retain  the  services  of 
mechanics. 

I  consider  it  simply  a  plain  business  requirement  essential  to  the  full  success  of 
the  office  that  a  sufficient  equipment  of  men,  horses,  and  supplies  of  all  sorts  be 
provided  to  enable  the  office  to  execute  at  once  any  reasonable  order,  without  hurry 
and  confusion  at  any  point,  the  work  being  of  too  responsible  a  nature  to  permit  of 
anjiiiing  but  dehberation.  It  should  not  be  necessary  to  sidetrack  any  item  of 
work  for  a  more  convenient  season.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PARKING. 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  Sy  190S. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  this  office 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1903: 

As  set  forth  in  the  acconipan^ring  tabulated  statement,  2,310  trees  were  planted  on 
the  streets  of  the  city  and  District,  distributed  amone  the  several  sections  as  follows: 
Northwest,  1,372;  northeast,  667;  southwest,  27;  southeast,  244.  By  comparison  with 
the  number  of  trees  set  out  the  previous  year  (2,600),  the  above  statement  will  show 
a  decrease  of  290,  which,  though  small,  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  excessively  wet 
weather  of  the  past  spring,  which  rendered  the  soil  unfit  for  handling  during  the 
entire  months  of  March  and  April.  The  weather  during  these  two  months  beingalso 
quite  warm  caused  the  trees  to  leaf  so  rapidl>[  and  to  such  an  extent  that  their  trans- 
planting could  not  be  continued  with  probability  of  success  after  the  middle  of  May. 

In  nursery  rows  this  spring  3,400  seedlings  were  set  out,  consisting  of  500  Norway 
maples,  700  red  oaks,  700  American  elms,  and  1,500  sycamores.  These,  added  to  the 
22,000  reported  for  the  previous  year,  minus  the  2,310  planted  on  the  streets  this 
year,  make  a  total  of  23,090  now  in  nursery  rows.  When  additional  ground  was  des- 
ignated for  nursery  purposes,  large  quantities  of  seed  were  sown  with  a  view  of  hav- 
ing on  hand  a  much  lai^er  stock  of  trees  in  case  Congr^  should  appropriate  more 
liberally  for  this  branch  of  the  District  work,  and  whfle  it  is  difficult  to  state  exactly 
the  number  of  seedlings  in  the  seed  beds^  it  is  believed  that  the  following  figures  are 
approximately  correct,  of  which  a  majority  are  of  suitable  size  for  setting  in  nursery 
rows  were  it  desirable  to  do  so  to  such  an  extent:  Twenty  thousand  Norway  map^les, 
200  English  sycamore  maples,  20,000  red  oaks,  3,000  pin  oaks,  1,000  English  pyramidal 
oaks,  5,000  sycamores,  3,000  elms,  and  al)out  500  ash. 

A  large  part  of  these  it  is  proposed  to  place  in  nursery  rows  during  the  next  spring. 
Both  the  nurseries  are  abundantly  stocked  with  trees  of  a  proper  size  for  street  plantr 
ing,  and  a  large  number  in  the  old  nursery  are  becoming  overgrown. 

In  addition  to  performing  a  vast  amount  of  trimming  at  the  request  of  numerous 
individuals,  as  well  as  work  found  actually  necessary  and  which  could  not  be  reached 
in  the  regular  order  in  time  to  afford  needed  relief,  the  systematic  work  was  resumed 
at  a  point  on  Eighteenth  street,  where  it  had  ceased  the  previous  year.  From  this 
place  it  was  continued  eastwardly  to  Sixth  street  NW.,  in  the  vicinity  of  R  rtreet, 
and  all  that  section  embracted  between  Florida  avenue  on  the  north  and  the  Mall  on 
the  south  was  covered.  In  the  prosecution  of  this  work  hundreds  of  loads  of  brush 
were  carted  to  the  dumpSj  the  most  accessible  now  being  located  at  Twentieth  street 
NW.,  just  south  of  Virginia  avenue;  K  street  N£.,  between  Ninth  and  Tenth  streets; 
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Kentucky  avenue  SE.,  near  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue  Bridge,  and  Third  street  SW., 
near  the  arsenal  wall.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  dumps  are  very  distant  from  the 
central  portions  of  the  city,  where  trees  were  first  planted,  are  consequently  larger, 
and  require  more  trimming. 

Five  nundred  and  thirty- four  trees  were  removed  from  the  streets,  parkings,  etc., 
of  which  252  were  dead,  or  so  nearly  so  that  their  removal  was  advantageous.  Of 
the  number  dead,  66  had  undoubtedly  been  killed  by  gas,  and  it  is  supposed  that 
about  75  had  be^n  killed  by  street  improvements  (resetting  of  curb,  laying  of  cement 
sidewalks,  etc.).  Of  the  252  dead,  169  stood  in  brick  sidewalks,  65  in  cement  side- 
walks, and  the  remaining  28  were  removed  from  pw-kings,  etc.  From  the  fact  that 
the  great  majority  of  trees  removed  had  stood  in  brick  sidewalks,  the  general  belief 
that  cement  sidewalks  are  very  iniurious  to  street  trees  would  not  seem  to  have  been 
substantiated.  Widening  of  roadways,  changing  of  grade,  etc.,  are  still  causing  a 
lasg^  number  of  removals,  among  which  may  be  not^  the  following:  Thirty-three 
from  Columbia  road,  between  Sixteenth  and  Eighteenth  streets;  20 from  Massacnusetts 
avenue  extended,  just  east  of  Rock  Creek;  9  from  Tennessee  avenue,  between  East 
Capitol  and  B  streets;  32  from  Ninth  street  and  Bunker  Hill  road,  Brookland;  7 
from  Tenth  street,  between  Lansing  and  Providence  streets,  Brookland;  14  from  the 
west  side  of  Fifteenth  street  N£.,  between  F  and  G  streets;  5  from  east  side  of 
Second  street  SE.,  between  M  and  N  streets,  and  9  from  Nichols  avenue,  Anacostia, 
which  interfered  with  electric  wires. 

Five  reservations  were  ^rsded,  soiled,  and  seeded  in  grass,  as  follows:  One  bounded 
by  Columbia  road,  Twentieth  street,  and  Wyoming  avenue;  one  bounded  by  Columbia 
road  and  Connecticut  and  California  avenues;  one  bounded  by  Massachusetts  avenue 
and  Twenty-fourth  and  S  streets;  one  at  the  Joliet  street  entrance  to  the  Zoo,  from 
Connecticut  evenue;  one  in  the  center  of  Quincy  street,  subdivision  of  Fernwood. 

The  circle  at  the  intersection  of  Third  and  T  streets,  Le  Droit  Park,  which  had  been 
improved  the  previous  year,  but  was  not  in  good  condition,  was  again  prepared  and 
sown  in  grass.  The  above  named  and  all  other  improved  reservations  of  the  District, 
including  the  central  parkings  on  Indiana  avenue  NW^.,  C  street  NW.  between  First 
street  and  New  Jersey  avenue,  and  Pennsylvania  avenue  SE.  between  Second  street 
and  the  bridge  over  the  Eastern  Branch,  were  regularly  mowed  and  at  this  time  are 
all  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  central  parking  on  New  York  avenue 
NW.  between  Eleventh  and  Thirteenth  streets,  which,  I  regret  to  say,  is  in  rather  a 
bad  state.  This  I  attribute  to  the  presence  of  so  many  elm-tree  roots,  which  absorb 
a  too  large  quantity,  if  not  all,  of  the  moisture  and  fertility  of  the  soil.  In  my  opin- 
ion, to  obtam  a  good  turf  on  this  parking  it  would  be  necessary  to  remove  a  great 
many  of  these  roots,  which  without  doubt  would  result  in  serious  injury  to  the  trees, 
and  as  I  consider  the  latter  of  more  importance  at  this  place  than  the  grass  I  think 
it  should  not  be  done. 

The  wiring  of  trees  includes  the  putting  on  of  new  wires,  the  readjusting  of  tight 
wires,  removal  of  wooden  boxes  and  replacement  of  same  with  wires.  One  thousand 
rods  of  woven-wire  netting  were  purchased  during  the  year,  and  taking  the  city  sys- 
tematically, banning  on  North  Capitol  street  and  working  westwardly  between 
Florida  avenue  and  the  Mall,  Twenty -third  street  was  reached,  4,170  trees  being  pro- 
vided with  the  new  material.  In  the  area  embraced  by  this  treatment  all  tight  wires 
in  condition  to  permit  of  it  were  loosened,  old  and  badly  broken  wires  removed  and 
replaced  by  new,  and  all  wooden  boxes  which  could  be  spared  were  removed  and 
the  trees  wired  instead.  Of  the  last-named  boxes  about  1,200  were  conveyed  to  the 
old  nursery  and  all  lumber  in  suitable  condition  selected  therefrom  and  used  in  the 
making  of  Doxes  for  the  next  planting  season — the  coming  fall. 

To  aoout  750  elms  of  a  few  years*  growth,  which  had  been  attacked  by  a  **  purple 
louse,'*  an  insecticide,  consisting  of  lime,  water,  and  salt,  was  applied,  with  appar- 
ently good  results.    The  older  trees  of  this  variety  were  not  similarly  attacked. 

Caterpillars  appeared  during  the  month  of  June,  but  with  the  very  frequent  heavy 
showers,  which  destroyed  their  nests  to  considerable  extent,  and  the  use  of  the 
money  allotted  from  the  emergency  fund  for  their  removal  they  were  kept  imder 
control,  and  no  perceptible  destruction  of  foliage  resulted. 

The  very  favorable  weather  of  the  past  spring  has  caused  the  trees  to  make  prob- 
ably an  unprecedented  growth  of  leaves  and  young  wood  and  at  this  time  they  pre- 
sent an  appearance  rarely  if  ever  seen  at  this  season  of  the  year.  I  have  watched 
with  much  concern  the  condition  of  trees  planted  in  cement  sidewalks,  in  spaces  3 
or  3 J  by  7  feet,  where  the  roadways  are  of  asphalt,  and  as  yet  have  discovered  no 
apparent  difference  between  them  and  others  plante<l  in  parking  strips  or  in  brick 
sidewalks.  Under  the  conditions  named,  however,  it  does  not  seem  possible  for 
them  to  continue  to  prosper  to  the  extent  they  have  in  the  earlier  sta^s  of  their 
existence;  yet  it  can  be  plainly  observed  that  there  are  trees  of  various  kinds 
situated  as  above  described  doing  as  well  as  are  those  growing  under  much  more 
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favorable  conditions  in  this  District;  for  example,  the  elms  on  New  Hampshire 
avenue,  between  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  U  street,  excepting  those  between  M 
street  and  Dupont  circle,  some  of  which  are  rather  inferior;  those  on  New  Jersey 
avenue,  East  Capitol  street,  and  First  streets  NE.,  SE.,  and  SW.,  which  are  not 
excelled  by  any  of  like  variety  here.  The  elms  in  the  Market  Park,  where  they 
should  do  as  well  as  in  their  natural  element,  make  a  growth  which  does  not  exceed 
that  of  the  ones  previously  mentioned  and  their  foliage  is  no  greener.  Notwith- 
standing these  facts,  however,  I  would  suggest  that  in  future  where  asphalt  road- 
waya  and  cement  sidewalks  are  laid  with  pjmces  reserved  in  the  latter  for  trees  these 
spaces  be  left  as  large  as  the  available  area  and  public  comfort  will  permit. 

The  employment  of  a  clerk  has  enabled  the  a^ssistant  superintendent  to  enend  much 
more  time  on  outdoor  supervision  than  was  possible  under  previous  conaitions,  the 
result  being  that  there  are  a  smaller  number  of  dead  trees  on  the  streets  and  less  dead 
wood  in  others  than  was  formerly  the  case.  Besides  this,  several  other  improvements 
in  the  service  are  noted.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Augustus,  190S. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  done  by  the  difltri- 
bution  branch  of  the  water  department  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 19(K. 

The  routine  work  of  main  extension,  fire  h}rdrant  erection,  etc.,  is  fully  set  forth  in 
the  accompanying  tables,  to  which  reference  is  made  for  details  of  cost,  etc. 

The  total  length  of  mains  laid  during  the  year  is  61,841  linear  feet.  Thirty  fire 
hydrants  were  set,  making  a  total  number  available  for  use  of  2,144.

Reaervoirs. — Reno  and  Brightwood  reservoirs  have  l)een  in  continuous  service  dur- 
ing the  year;  plans  have  been  completed  for  a  water  tower  and  watchman's  lodge 
adjacent  to  Reno  reservoir,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  work  will  be  completed  dur- 
ing the  next  fiscal  year.  At  Brightwood  reservoir  negotiations  are  in  progress  to 
secure  land  on  which  to  build  a  house  for  the  permanent  watchman. 

Truwhtdl  street  pumping  station. — Work  on  this  building  is  well  on  toward  comjjle- 
tion,  and  a  small  amount  of  the  mechanical  equipment  has  been  installed.  During 
the  year  a<lditional  contracts  were  made  for  coal  and  ash  conveyors  and  for  elevators. 
No  parts  of  the  pumping  engines  have  yet  been  received.  On  June  14  the  engine- 
room  electric  20-ton  crane  was  put  in  service,  current  being  received  from  a  50-kilowatt 
Westinehouse  direct-connected  generator,  steam  being  supplied  from  a  35-horse- 
power  locomotive  boiler  temporarily  erected  outside  of  the  building.  Coal  pockets 
of  armored  concrete,  with  a  capacity  of  1,000  tons,  have  been  completed. 
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Large  trunk  mains, — Of  the  large  trunk  mains  forming  a  part  of  the  new  distriba- 
tion  system,  the  following  were  practically  completed  dunng  the  year:  Thirty-six- 
inch  from  Fourth  and  R  streets  NW.  to  Fourth  and  B  streets  NE.,  via  R  street, 
Florida  avenue,  and  Fourth  street  east  (first  high  service);  36-inch  from  Thirteenth 
street  and  Florida  avenue  to  Trumbull  street  station,  via  Florida  avenue,  Grant  street^ 
Brightwood  avenue,  and  Trumbull  street  (second  high  service). 

Three  48-inch  lines  from  Washington  reservoir  to  Trumbull  street  station  (gravity) 
and  one  48-inch  line  from  Second  and  U  streets  NW.  south  on  Second  street  to 
Florida  avenue  (first  high  service). 

Miscellaneous. — The  work  of  indexing  all  water  valves  in  the  city  has  been  con- 
tinued without  intermission,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  may  be  practically  com- 
pleted during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Specifications  have  been  drawn  and  bids  asked  for  300  high-pressure  fire  hydrants, 
award  to  be  made  after  competitive  tests. 

A  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  repair  work  has  been  done,  chiefly  to  fire 
hydrants  and  street  mains.  Much  trouble  with  the  latter  is  caused  by  defective 
pipes  laid  many  years  ago. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  active  interest  shown  by 
the  employees  of  this  department  in  the  execution  of  their  work,  and  of  the  excel- 
lent results  obtained.

The  financial  condition,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  comparative  statement  of  revenuee, 
Table  II,  shows  the  collections  as  surpassing  those  of  the  past. 

During  the  year  255  new  water  meters  were  installed,  making  the  total  number  in 
use  1,748. 

In  February  last  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Moncure  Burke,  of  the  engineer 
department,  and  H.  L.  Karpeles,  of  this  office,  was  designated  to  examine  into  the 
method  of  accounting  in  the  water  office  and  devise  a  system  that  would  prove  more 
effective  and  expansive  than  that  in  vogue,  and  at  the  same  time  reduce  the  liability 
for  error.  As  a  result  a  card-record  system  has  been  installed  in  which  each  account 
is  numerically  designated,  the  said  number  being  carried  to  a  water-rent  bill  with 
duplicate  coupons.  After  payment  of  the  bill  to  the  collector  of  taxes  one  coupon 
is  transmitted  to  this  office  on  the  date  of  and  a  short  time  subsequent  to  the  payment 
and  is  immediately  entered  of  record.  On  the  following  day  the  collector's  day 
books  are  forwarded  and  the  payments  posted  the  day  previous*  checked. 

Although  the  work  shows  a  steady  increase,  yet  at  the  close  of  business  June  30, 
1903,  the  same  was  up  to  date. 

One  clerk,  at  $1,400  per  annum,  has  been  detailed  to  the  assessor's  office  in  charge 
of  water-main  tax  accounts. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  employees  of  this  office 
for  the  efficient  discharge  of  their  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SEWERS. 

Washington,  October  S,  190S, 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
sewer  division  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903. 

Under  the  appropriation  for  cleaning  and  repairing  sewers  and  basins,  the  follow- 
ing described  work  was  performed:

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streets:  in  Fourteenth  street  SW.,  between  Maryland  avenue  and  D  street;  in  D 
street  oW.,  between  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  streets;  and  in  Fifteenth  street  8W., 
between  D  and  C  streets. 

There  were  constructed,  by  dav  labor,  6,380  linear  feet  pipe  sewers,  varying  in  size 
from  8  to  24  inches  in  diameter  (42  manholes),  divided  among  41  jobs,  the  average 
length  per  job  being  153.17  linear  feet,  the  average  cost  per  job  being  $399.69. 

Tnere  were  also  constructed  81  catch  basins,  2,528  linear  feet  connections,  varying 
in  size  from  8  to  18  inches  in  diameter  (10  manholes),  divided  among  60  jobs,  the 
avera^  len^  of  connection  per  job  being  42.1  linear  feet,  the  average  post  per 
basin  job  bemg  $131.54.

in  Hartford  street  N£.,  between  Ninth  and  Thirteenth  streets;  in  Cathedral  avenue 
NW.,  between  Connecticut  avenue  and  Wood  ley  road. 

There  were  constructed,  by  day  labor,  10,232  bnear  feet  pipe  sewers,  varying  in  size 
from  8  to  24  inches  in  diameter  (49  manholes),  divided  among  44  jobs,  the  average 
length  per  job  being  232.55  linear  feet,  the  average  cost  per  job  being  $486.09+. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  PERMFT  WORK. 

PermU  work. — ^There  were  constructed,  by  day  labor,  4,614  linear  feet  pipe  sewers, 
varying  in  size  from  8  to  24  inches  in  diameter  (21  manholes) ,  divided  among  41 
lobs;  the  average  length  per  job  being  112.54  linear  feet,  the  average  cost  per  job 
being  $193,063,  the  average  cost  per  foot  beins  $1,715. 

^«e«8m«i/.— -Sewers  were  constructed,  under  contracts,  in  Galena  street  NE., 
between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets,  and  in  Jefferson  street  S£.  from  a  point  620  feet 
east  of  Taylor  street 

There  were  constructed,  by  day  labor,  20,313  linear  feet  pipe  sewers,  varying  in 
size  from  8  to  12  inches  in  diameter  (86  manholes),  divided  amons  71  jobs,  the  average 
length  per  job  being  286.1  linear  feet,  the  average  cost  per  job  being  $457.89,  the 
average  cost  per  foot  being  $1.60-f-.  Five  catch  basins  were  constructed,  3  catch 
basins  were  reconstructed,  36  linear  feet  pipe  connections  were  constructed,  divided 
among  8  jobs,  the  average  length  of  connection  per  job  being  4.5  linear  feet,  the 
average  cost  per  basin  job  being  $53,981.

SEWAGE-DISPOSAL  PROJECT. 

Reasonableprogress  was  made  upon  the  various  portions  of  the  sewage-disposal 
project,  viz:  The  extension  of  boundary  sewer,  the  east-side  intercepting  sewer,  the 
low-area  trunk  sewer,  section  A  of  the  B  street  and  New  Jersey  avenue  trunk  sewer, 
and  the  sewage  pumping  station.  The  estimated  amount  required  to  complete  the 
project,  in  addition  to  amounts  heretofore  appropriated,  is  $1,729,000.  The  expendi- 
tures to  date  on  account  of  completed  work  aggre^te  $1,233,092.44. 

The  appropriations  to  date  on  account  of  work  m  progress  aggregate  $1,985,000. 

A  report  upon  the  subject  of  the  construction  of  service  sewers,  with  draft  of  a  pro- 
posed bill,  was  presented  by  a  special  committee  to  the  Commissioners,  and  it  is 
Delieved  that  the  l^slation  recommended  will  equalize  and  make  ^r  and  reasona- 
ble the  assessment  charges  a^inst  properties  benefited. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  it  would  be  a  material  help  to  the  work  of  the  office  if 
the  construction  appropriations  were  so  made  that  they  would  be  available  until 
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expended  instead  of  lapsing  with  the  fiscal  year.  There  is  no  apparent  advantage  in 
the  present  arrangement  and  many  disadvantages.  I  also  suggest  that  an  effort  he 
maae  to  raise  the  limit  of  expenditure  permissible  by  day  laborfrom  |1,000  to  |3,000. 
This  is  especially  desirable  for  emergency  and  repair  work. 

The  requirement  of  the  organic  act  that  a  bond  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the 
contract  shall  be  required  from  all  contractors,  running  five  years  from  the  date  of 
completion  of  the  work,  and  that  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  all  new  work  be  retained 
as  an  additional  guarant]^,  increases  the  cost  of  the  work  performed  and  is  out  of 
proportion  to  benefit  derived  by  the  District,  except  possibly  for  asphalt  and  other 
permanent  work.  I  suggest  that  for  sewer  work  the  amount  of  the  bond  should  not 
be  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  and  there  is  no  advantage  in  mak- 
ing the  time  limit  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  completion  of  the  work.  It 
is  recommended  that  legislation  be  secured  which  will  accomplish  the  change 
suggested.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  PLUMBING. 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  £0^  190S. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  work  performed  by  this 
office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903. 

The  office  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  O.  L.  In^lls  until  December  1,  1902, 
when  he  resigned  in  order  to  accept  a  responsible  position  in  Manila,  and  on  that 
date  I  was  appointed  to  the  office  made  vacant  by  Mr.  Ingalls's  resignation. 

INSPBCnONS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  total  number  of  inspections  made  by  tbis  office  was 
25,298,  TOing  an  increase  of  2,677  over  that  of  last  year  and  6,333  over  that  of  the 
year  previous.

The  greatest  number  of  inspections  made  by  any  one  man  was  4,781,  which  would 
average  over  14  each  day. 

By  consulting  the  old  records  on  file  in  this  office  it  is  found  that  the  number  of 
nspectiona  has  increased  materially  since  the  record  has  been  kept,  and  will  show  a 
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steady  increase  of  inspections,  even  after  the  number  of  assistants  had  been  increased 
to  nine,  and  it?  one  of  the  best  arguments  I  can  produce  for  an  increase  in  the  oflSce 
force.

COMPLAINTS. 

From  the  itemized  list  of  inspections  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  770  eases  of 
complaints.    These  are  from  defective  plumbing  and  sewers,  water  in  cellars,  etc 

I  regret  to  report  that  the  owners  and  agents  have  not  in  some  cases  taken  advan- 
tage of  the  courtesy  I  have  tried  to  extend  to  them  when  letters  have  been  sent  them 
calling  attention  to  defects  in  plumbing  when  complaint  is  made,  thereby  making  it 
necessary'  for  the  service  of  an  official  order,  and  occasionally  taking  them  into  the 
police  court  when  it  was  not  complied  with.

SCHOOL  TOILET  BUILDINGS   AND   ROOMS. 

There  are  a  number  of  school  buildings  having  plumbing  in  bad  condition,  which 
should  receive  immediate  attention,  but  on  account  of  the  small  appropriation 
($25,000)  it  is  impossible  to  change  the  defective  and  in  some  cases  antiquated  plumb- 
ing as  rapidly  as  it  should  be  done,  and  the  office  has  therefore  taken  each  year  the 
most  urgent  cases  and  has  installed  complete  plumbing  systems,  including  fixtures 
for  toilet  rooms,  drinking  fountains,  teachers*  toilet  rooms,  and  the  necessary  heat- 
ing for  the  same  where  heating  was  not  possible  from  the  system  in  use.  Last 
year's  appropriation  of  $25,000  was  used  in  placing  in  the  Amidon,  Blair,  Maury, 
Morse,  Twining,  and  Wormley  buildings  complete  plumbing  systems,  besides  a  new 
lead-water  service  in  the  Maury.  New  lead-water  service  was  placed  in  the  Curtis 
and  Addison  schools,  and  the  same  for  the  Reservoir  School.  Drinking  fountains 
w-ere  pla<'ed  in  the  Towers,  Thompson,  Berret,  and  Toner,  and  a  single  temporary 
fountain  for  the  Colored  High  School,  which  will  be  replaced  this  year  with  a  pe^ 
manent  system  of  drinking  fountains  on  each  floor. 

POLICE   COURT  CASES. 

In  32  cases  warrants  were  obtained  for  violation  of  the  plumbing  regulations, as 
follows: 

By  owners,  14;  by  plumbers,  7;  by  violation  of  the  act,  9;  by  failure  to  obtain 
permits,  2;  making  in  all  32  cases. 

There  were  16  cases  nol-prossed  because  the  work  ordered  was  performed  after 
warrant  was  sworn  out  ^and  in  one  case  the  offender  was  fined),  as  follows: 

One  case  nol-prossed  because  work  ordered  was  performed;  1  case  for  the  violation 
of  the  regulations  and  2  of  the  plumbing  act  were  nol-prossed  on  the  order  of  the 
Engineer  Commissioner.  There  were  6  forfeitures  of  collateral  for  violation  of  the 
plumbing  act  and  2  cases  nol-prossed  because  objectionable  work  was  removed.  One 
case  was  withdrawn  because  permit  was  obtained,  and  in  another  the  o^nder  was 
fined.    In  another  case  the  person  for  whom  warrant  was  sworn  out  could  not  be 
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apprehended.  In  one  instance  the  person  supposed  to  be  the  owner  denied  owner- 
ship in  court,  and  on  account  of  inability  to  fina  owner  the  case  was  nol-prossed.  In 
one  instance  personal  bond  was  taken  for  violation  of  the  plumbing  act,  making  in 
all  16  cases  nol-prossed. 

REVOCATION   OP   PLTTMBER^S   LICENSE. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  for  the  office  to  recommend  that  the  license  of  4 
pluml)er8  be  taken  from  them — 2  for  failure  to  provide  the  required  l)ond;  1  for  dil- 
atory, unsatisfactory,  and  improper  methods  pursuiMl  in  doin^  his  work,  and  l)ecau8e 
he  violated  the  plumbing  regulations;  and  the  other  for  domg  defective  work  and 
covering  same  without  inspection. 

THE  NECESSITY    FOR  PERMITS  FOR  ALL   PLUMBING    WORK. 

The  office  is  handicapped  in  not  being  in  touch  with  all  plumbing  work  which  is 
installed  in  houses,  and  in  some  cases  even  in  making  extensions  of  existing  plumbing 
on  premises  within  the  lot  lines.  I  am  of  the  opmion  that  the  office  vnn  prevent 
work  from  being  done  by  unregistered  plumbers  and  in  an  unsatisfactory  manner  if 
permits  were  required  in  all  instances  as  they  are  in  the  building  department,  except 
m  very  minor  repairs,  as  the  office  never  has  knowledge  of  such  work  unless  the 
work  18  reported  for  inspections,  judging  from  defective  fixtures  and  work  found  in 
some  instances. 

Unregistered  plumbers  are  therefore  enabled  to  do  inside  work,  as  no  permits  are 
required  nor  inspection  made,  thus  defeating  the  object  of  the  plumbing  office,  whose 
function  is  to  see  that  the  plumbing  regulations  are  not  violated  nor  the  public 
defrauded  by  unscrupulous  men  whose  work  is  never  inspected  and  who  have  had 
their  licenses  taken  from  them  on  account  of  violation  of  the  plumbing  regulations 
and  for  doing  defective  work. 

This  would  entail  extra  work  on  both  this  office  and  the  permit  office  of  the  en^- 
neer  department;  but  I  believe  such  a  requirement  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  public, 
and  would  enable  this  office  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  plumbing  work,  and  would  pro- 
tect the  public  and  the  registered  plumbers  who  are  bonded  and  licensed  to  abide 
by  the  requirements  of  the  plumbing  regulations.  If  such  a  requirement  is  made 
and  the  cooperation  of  the  police  department  obtained,  the  plumber  would  be 
required  to  exhibit  a  permit  to  the  police  for  all  kinds  of  plumbing  work,  and  would 
neceesarily  keep  the  office  informed  of  the  character  of  work  installed  and  by  whom 
performed. 

There  is  one  cla^  of  inspection  in  which  this  office  could  obtain  better  results  in 
the  work  if  additional  men  were  provided,  and  that  is,  plumbing  installed  in  large 
apartment  houses,  offices,  hotels,  etc.,  where  a  jn'^at  amount  of  work  is  in  place  before 
the  office  is  called  upon  to  inspect  same.  Dunng  the  interval  l)etween  inspections  a 
great  amount  of  work  is  done,  and  often  very  badly  run  lines  of  piping  are  in  place, 
and  unless  it  is  obviously  defective  and  contrary  to  the  regulations,  this  office  has  to 
pass  same,  while  if  additional  men  were  provided  and  the  assistant  inspectors 
instructed  to  visit  these  buildings  whenever  they  feel  the  necessity  to  do  so,  their 
experience  will  enable  then!  to  point  out  better  methods  to  be  used  in  making  con- 
nections, which  sometimes  are  installed  by  journeymen  plumbers  without  the  care 
which  should  be  observed  in  doing  such  important  work. 

Such  inspections  are  impossible  with  the  present  office  force  on  account  of  the 
great  increase  of  requests  for  inspections  at  a  specified  time  by  the  registered  plumb- 
ers. I  rcOTet  to  say  that  the  plumbers  are  often  caused  serious  delays  and  financial 
loss  by  the  inability  of  the  assistant  inspectors  to  reach  their  work  at  the  time 
specifieti  by  them,  on  account  of  the  great  amount  of  work  they  were  called  upon  to 
inspect  this  last  jear,  and  the  large  territories  covered  by  them,  and  also  from  the  fact 
that  the  work  is  often  scattered  so  that  much  time  is  consumed  in  going  to  the 
various  jobs  reported  for  inspection.  It  is  not  infreouent  that  they  are  compelle<i  to 
work  overtime  in  making  the  inspections  that  have  been  ordered  for  the  day,  which 
they  have  done  without  complaint. 

SUBURBAN   HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

This  office,  in  conjunction  with  the  health  office,  is  frequently  required  to  consider 
the  disposal  of  waste  or  drainage  in  houses  erected  and  proposed  to  be  erected  in  the 
suburbs,  either  by  sewage-disposal  fields,  subsoil  drains,  or  cesspools,  where  sewers 
are  not  available,  and  as  no  two  cases  are  alike,  the  owners  are  required  to  submit 
drawings  and  a  description  of  the  system  for  approval  by  the  Commissioners. 

In  meet  cases  the  owner  in  building  his  house  wishes  to  rough  in  for  the  soil  and 
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vent  stfcks  and  necessary  plumbing,  so  that  when  the  public  sewers  are  run  in  front 
of  his  premises  suitable  connection  can  be  made  thereto.  In  grantii^  this  privile^ 
of  connecting  to  this  form  of  drainage  it  is  given  bv  the  Commissioners  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  no  water-closet  is  to  be  placed  within  the  house  until  a 
sewer  is  provided  in  the  street  Notwithstanding  this  stipulation,  this  privilege  haa 
been  abused,  but  the  offenders  have  been  taken  into  police  court  and  required  to 
remove  the  fixtures. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  condition  now  existing  can  be  reUeved  in  the  future 
if  in  all  new  suodivisions  some  temporary  sjrstem  of  water  main  and  sewerage  are 
shown  and  provided  on  each  approved  subdivision.  By  so  doing  the  owner  oftiiese 
subdivisions  will  be  able  to  obtam  better  prices  for  the  property,  and  the  purchaser 
be  provided  with  a  system  of  waste  disposd  that  will  ennance  the  value  of^his  hold- 
ings and  besides  provide  the  comforts  of  a  city  house  in  the  suburbs,  where  he  and 
his  family  can  find  the  fresh  air  and  advantages  of  suburban  life. 

In  such  growing  sections  as  Brookland,  Petwortb,  Tenlejrtown,  Brightwood, 
Cleveland  Park,  and  others,  where  the  separate  system  is  in  operation,  I  trust  that 
thepresent  system  can  be  extended  and  that  all  suburban  villages  within  the  District 
of  Columbia  can  be  provided  with  at  least  some  temporary  sewer  system  until  Uie 
permanent  sewer  system  can  be  extended  to  serve  the  houses  in  these  localities. 

PUBLIC  COMFOBT  OTATI0M8. 

It  seems  hardly  necessary  to  call  attention  to  this  important  necessity  in  a  dty 
where  the  population  is  over  275,000  and  is  often  increased  materially  by  an  inflox 
of  visitors  who  are  with  us  in  numbers  at  all  times,  and  who  are  sure  to  be  here  in 
great  numbers  every  inauguration  and  whenever  there  is  a  convention. 

A  such  times  it  is  necessary  for  the  dty  to  provide  temporary  fodlities.  and  even 
these  crude  conveniencies  are  patronized,  thus  showing  the  need  of  at  least  three 
public  comfort  stations  of  a  permanent  character,  whi(3i  should  be  located  on  the 
reservations  along  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  built  either  of  the  underground  type  or 
partly  above  the  sur&ice.

There  were  held  during  the  year  28  sessions,  all  of  which  were  devoted  to  the 
examination  of  candidates  for  master  plumbers'  and  gas  fitters'  Uoensee,  and  the 
preparation  of  questions  for  said  examinations. 

Tne  total  number  of  examinations  conducted  was  42.  The  number  of  ori^pnal 
candidates  examined  was  30,  of  whom  23  passed.  The  number  of  those  reexamined 
was  12,  of  whom  6  passed. 

The  following  chimges  in  the  personnel  of  the  board  were  ordered  by  the  Com- 
missioners, District  ot  Columbia:  Mr.  J.  R.  Quinter,  master  j)!  imber,  whose  term 
expired  June  30,  1902,  was  reappointed  a  member  for  a  period  of  two  years;  Mr.

An  examination  of  the  foregoinc:  summary  affords  a  good  example  of  the  rapidly 
increasing  busin(*88  of  this  office,  showing  an  increase  in  valuation  of  building  opera- 
tions of  $3,274,363  over  the  previous  year.  The  building  operations  have  increased 
steadily  at  the  rate  of  over  half  a  million  dollars  a  year  since  1894,  when  they  were 
at  their  lowest  ebb  during  the  last  twenty  years,  the  valuation  being  at  that  time 
$4,304,941.  This  steady  increase  in  the  volume  of  business  has  been  transacted  by 
this  office  with  very  slight  increase  in  force  employed  over  former  times. 

FIELD   INSPECTORS   AND   PERMIT  DIVISION. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  nine  men  for  general  inspection.  One  of  them  is 
assigned  to  investigation  of  complaints,  house  numbering,  and  minor  duties,  leaving 
eight  men  for  inspection  of  buildings  in  course  of  erection  or  repair,  etc.  Provision 
is  also  made  for  several  additional  inspectors  to  be  appointed  in  the  coming  spring 
when  building  operations  are  at  their  height.  I  trust  that  an  appropriation  can  be 
obtained  to  continue  the  services  of  the  temporary  assistant  inspectors  after  July  1, 
1904,  as  building  operations  continue  unabated  until  September  or  October  and  the 
field  force  would  be  crippled  in  the  middle  of  the  building  season  by  the  withdrawal 
of  these  inspectors,  and  1  earnestly  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  appropriation 
for  temporary  additional  inspectors.  The  field  force  is  still  inadequate  to  frequently 
and  thoroughly  inspect  6,841  buildings  and  repairs  during  the  year,  being  855  con- 
structions under  the  care  of  each  inspector  annually,  but  I  must  rest  in  my  endeavore 
to  increase  this  branch  of  the  service  in  this  office  and  to  direct  attention  more 
especially  to  the  permit  divij^ion,  which  is  still  more  overtaxed  and  decidedly  behind 
the  times  for  anything  like  a  working  force  commensurate  with  the  enormous  amount 
of  work  in  a  moclern  city. 

In  this  office  the  builder  is  supposed  to  be  started  right,  and  the  permit  clerk  has 
many  conditions  and  regulations  to  carry  in  mind.  A  mistake  or  oversight  in 
accepting  a  faulty  plan,  or  neglect  to  inscribe  a  necessary  condition  on  a  permit,  may 
cause  serious  trouble  after  the  work  is  started.  Having  held  the  position  of  permit 
clerk  for  six  years,  I  fully  appreciate  that  the  responsibility  and  strain  are  too  great 
for  one  man,  when  it  is  remembered  that  he  has  to  pass  on  and  issue  6,408  permits 
a  year^  or  on  an  average  of  21  a  day.  This  branch  ot  the  work  is  transacted  tnrough 
the  principal  assistant  inspector,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  one  of  the  inspectors, 
who  can  ill  be  spared  from  his  proper  duties  in  the  field,  is  required  to  pass  upon 
the  various  subjects  enumerated  in  tne  forgoing  summary  with  such  promptness 
and  dispatch  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  to  each  the  consideration  it  deserves. 

The  builders  of  the  city  complain  of  the  time  consumed  in  obtaining  permits,  but 
considering  the  numl)er  issued  each  day  it  will  be  seen  that  this  delay  is  unavoidable 
with  the  present  force.  There  is  now  issued  one  permit  every  eighteen  minutes,  and 
when  we  stop  to  consider  that  within  this  time  plans  and  specifications  must  be 
examined  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  in  accordance  with  the  regulations,  and  care- 
ful examination  made  of  plats  and  locations  and  comparison  of  projections  beyond 
the  building  line  with  plans  approved,  and  calculations  made  on  strength  of  materials, 
it  seems  evident  that  this  branch  of  the  work  of  the  office  should  be  provided  with  an 
increased  force,  so  that  it  may  })e  handled  as  it  is  in  other  large  cities,  in  a  more  sys- 
tematic manner.  In  order  to  do  this  at  least  two  assistants  should  be  assigned  to  the 
permit  desk  in  addition  to  the  principal  assistant,  but  as  these  can  not  be  spared  from 
irom  the  small  force  in  the  field  we  are  compelled  to  continue  in  the  present  very 
unsatisfactory  manner  until  additional  employees  are  authorized. 

ARCHITECTS,    CONTRA(TX)RS,    AND    BUILDERS   SHOULD   BE   LICET^SED. 

I  beg  to  invite  attention  to  reference  in  report  of  assistants  to  the  present  license 
law  relating  to  contractors  and  builders,  and  heartily  commend  the  suggestion  that 
those  who  are  licensed  should  be  subjected  to  an  examination  by  a  competent  board 
under  conditions  similar  to  the  plumbing  board  or  the  board  of  steam  examiners.  It 
seems  hardly  reasonable  that  the  law  appreciates  the  necessity  ^f  lioensiiig  snd 
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examining  a  man  who  is  chai^ged  with  the  installation  of  plumbing  fixtures  in  a 
house  and  the  oi)eration  of  a  power  plant,  while  the  man  who  is  responsible  for  the 
Safety  of  the  entire  structure  from  foundations  to  roof,  containing  the  plumbing  fix- 
tures and  heating  apparatus,  is  not  required  to  furnish  evidence  of  nis  ability  to 
safely  construct  the  building  wherein  the  lives  of  hundreds  may  be  jeopardized 
through  his  ignorance;  and  architects  should  also  be  examined  and  licenced. 

ADDITIONAL  ASSIOTANT  FOR  HSATINO    APPARATUS  AND  EXAMINATION  OF  ELEVATOR 

OPERATORS. 

The  report  of  the  assistant  inspectors  for  elevators  and  fire  escapes  shows  that 
they  should  be  relieved  of  all  duties  not  i)laoed  under  their  care  bv  tne  title  of  their 
office  and  the  intent  of  the  law.  They  might  properly  inspect  all  elevators  in  the 
District  at  least  once  in  three  months,  provided  their  time  was  not  encroached  upon 
for  miscellaneous  duties,  such  as  inspection  of  heating  apparatus,  installation  of  gas- 
oline tanks,  and  locating  of  power  boilers,  etc.  I  would  also  invite  your  attention  to 
the  suggestion  that  operators  of  elevators  should  be  examined  as  to  their  qualifica- 
tions, and  most  heartily  concur  in  their  recommendation  that  a  board  of  examiners 
be  appointed  to  pass  upon  the  fitness  of  operators  and  issue  licenses  or  certificates  to 
-  proper  persons  under  regulations  approved  by  the  Commissioners. 

I  would  here  suggest,  m  order  to  limit  these  inspectors  to  their  Intimate  and  very 
responsible  duties,  that  a  new  assistant  be  provided  whose  duties  shall  be  the  inspec- 
tion of  heating  apparatus,  location  of  gasoline  tanks  and  boilers,  frequent  and  between- 
time  inspection  of  hotels,  theaters,  and  buildings  of  like  character,  and  all  the  mis- 
cellaneous work  now  imposed  on  the  elevator  inspectors.  The  labors  of  these  inspect- 
ors would  be  alleviated  and  their  inspections  expedited  by  the  appointment  of  an 
examining  board  for  elevator  operators.  At  present  there  are  many  owners  or  tenants 
who  seem  utterly  ignorant  or  careless  of  the  dangers  attending  an  improperly  kept 
and  operated  elevator  and  who  actually  obstruct  the  inspectors  in  the  performance 
of  their  very  responsible  and  necessary  duties.  Competent  operators  would  assist  in 
keeping;  the  office  informed  and  would  save  the  owners  much  outlay  for  repairs  and 
liabilities  for  damages  for  neglect  of  regulations.  While  the  present  regulations  pro- 
vide for  prosecution  for  failure  to  comply  with  their  terms,  the  loss  of  time  consumed 
in  such  cases  is  a  severe  penalty  on  the  inspector. 

Several  fatal  accidents  nave  resulted  in  the  past  year  from  the  operation  or  manage- 
ment of  elevators,  not  from  mechanical  detect,  and  I  especially  recommend  tne 
adoption  of  the  su^estion  that  operators  be  examined  as  to  their  qualifications.  The  • 
operator  of  an  automobile  is  reauired  to  pass  an  examination,  but  the  elevator  oper- 
ator seems  to  be  selected  according  to  the  terms  made  with  the  owner,  and  in  most 
of  the  accidents  reported  no  regular  or  competent  operator  was  present. 

FIRS-ESCAPE  LAW. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  defects  of  the  present  fire-escape  law  which  has  been 
depended  upon  for  reauiring  means  of  saving  life  in  case  of  fire  or  panic  and  has  been 
applied  in  as  practical  a  yf&y  as  possible.  All  buildings  mentioned  in  the  act  and 
requiring  licenses  have  been  inspected  annually,  and  pending  the  approval  of  appli- 
cation for  license  have  been  in  technical  compliance  with  the  law,  though  never,  in 
most  cases,  effectually  provided  with  proper  safety  appliances.  I  have  recommended 
that  another  assistant  inspector  be  appointed  to  relieve  the  inspectors  of  elevators 
and  fire  escapes  of  all  miscellaneous  work  not  strictly  in  their  line  of  duty,  and  to  be 
continuously  employed  to  make  frequent  inspections  to  require  proper  maintenance 
of  appliances  after  they  are  installed  according  to  law. 

SAFETY   APPLIANCES. 

Last  year  the  Commissioners  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  fire  department,  assistajit  attomejr  for  the  District,  inspector  of  bnildin^ 
and  assistant  inspector  of  buildings,  to  investigate  and  report  on  safety  appliances  in 
hotels,  apartment  houses,  and  buildings  of  a  similar  character.  Your  committee  had 
frequent  meetings,  and  after  careful  perusal  of  the  present  law  and  regulations  upon 
the  subject  of  fire  escapes  and  other  appliances  concluded  to  apply  the  precautions 
as  thoTOUghlv  as  possiole  to  all  buildings  which,  in  their  opinion,  came  within  the 
meaning  of  tne  law,  and  by  that  means  to  ascertain  the  applicability  and  insufficiency 
of  the  law.  As  nearly  as  possible  inspections  and  notices  were  made  concurrently 
by  the' fire  department  and  this  office,  out  gradually  the  shortcomings  and  ambiguity 
of  the  law  were  made  apparent  by  diversity  of  opinion  regarding  its  application  ana 
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efficacy,  the  committee  differing  widely  on  tbe'auestion  of  character  of  buildingB 
requirmg  red  lighta,  gon^  and  manner  of  installing  same,  and  necessity  for  fire 
escapes  on  fireproof  buildmgs. 

It  was  finally  agreed  that  the  chief  of  the  fire  department  and  the  inspector  of  boild- 
jngs  should  araw  up  a  list  of  suggested  changes  and  submit  same  to  the  assistant 
counsel  for  the  draft  of  a  new  bill  or  regulation;  and  it  was  further  agreed  that  the 
committee  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  present  law  and  substitute  a  joint  resolution 
of  Confess  conferring  special  authority  on  the  commissioners  to  make  regulations 
^ovemmg  the  application  and  maintenance  of  safety  appliances  in  all  buildings  need- 
mg  means  of  safety  in  case  of  fire  or  panic.  In  pursuance  of  such  suggestion  of  the 
committee  I  beg  to  invite  attention  to  the  defects  in  present  law  or  regulation,  as 
given  in  report  of  inspectors  of  elevators  and  fire  escapes,  and  recommend  that 
same  be  referred  to  assistant  counsel^  with  such  suggestions  as  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department  may  make,  to  be  embodied  in  a  draft  ofnew  law  on  this  subject. 

DERRICKS  AND  SCAFFOLDS. 

I  beg  again  to  refer  to  the  frequency  of  accidents  in  the  use  of  derricks,  scaffolds, 
and  lack  of  precautions  for  safety  of  workmen  on  buildings.  The  present  regulations 
are  silent  on  this  subject,  and  the  accidents  of  the  past  year,  resulting  fatally  in  sev- 
eral cases,  seem  to  demand  our  care;  but  with  our  present  force  it  would  be  a  self- 
imposed  obligation  and  responsibility  entirely  beyond  our  power  to  control.  It 
therefore  appears  urgent  to  request  that  an  inspector,  expenenced  in  the  use  and 
construction  of  hoisting  machinery  and  scaffolds,  be  added  to  the  office  force. 

COMPUTERS  AND  DRAFTSMAN. 

I  am  thankful  to  report  that  one  additional  computer  has  entered  upon  his  duties, 
thereby  relieving  the  heretofore  sole  incumbent  of  a  part  of  his  onerous  labors,  which 
required  many  hours  and  nights  of  extra  work  to  check  the  numerous  plans  passed 
through  this  office,  and  many  other  responsible  duties  that  of  necessity  had  to  be 
performed  after  office  hours.  1  would  recommend,  in  order  to  properly  compensate 
for  such  particular  work,  reauiring  men  of  ample  experience  and  broad  knowledge 
of  technical  subjects,  that  the  salary  of  the  senior  computer  in  service  be  raised  to 
$1,800. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  my  office  be  provided  with  a  permanently  employed 
.  draftsman  to  perform  the  numerous  duties  heretofore  done  by  the  principal  assistant, 
the  computer,  and  myself,  in  revising  and  making  plans  and  specifications  of  build- 
ings for  the  District  govemmeDt.  Such  buildings  sometimes  number  as  high  as 
twenty-five  in  one  year,  and  the  preparation  of  so  many  plans  and  specifications  in 
a  private  office  would  necessitate  the  employment  of  at  least  six  draftsmen,  and  can 
not  be  performed  by  the  present  employees  within  office  hours;  besides,  there  are 
numerous  plats  and  estimates  to  be  prepared  for  this  and  other  departments  of  the 
District  government,  which  can  onl}^  be  done  expeditiously  by  a  draftsman  assured 
of  permanent  employment.  Some  idea  of  the  necessity  for  more  help  in  this  line 
can  be  gained  by  comparison  with  the  Supervising  Architect's  Office  of  tne  Treasury. 
My  last  report  covered  twenty-nine  buildings  erected  under  the  supervision  of  this 
office  with  but  one  draftsman  and  such  incidental  assistance  as  the  other  busy 
employees  might  afford. 

REMOVAL  OP  DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS. 

One  of  the  most  trying  and  responsible  duties  imposed  on  the  inspector  of  build- 
ings is  the  removal  of  dangerous  buildings  or  parts  thereof.  The  danger  from  col- 
lapse of  old,  dilapidated,  or  damaged  buildings  seems  to  have  been  fully  realized  when 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  1, 189i9,  was  approved,  and  the  law  has  been 
applied  in  man^  cases  where  the  owner  of  the  property  can  be  subjected  to  service 
of  required  notice.  But  there  are  many  cases  now  gi\nng  this  office  serious  concwn 
where  old  buildings  are  on  the  verge  of  collapse,  but  the  law  is  ineffectual  as  long  as 
the  owner  can  not  be  served  with  a  notice  or  arrested. 

This  law  provides  upon  the  neglect,  refusal,  or  absence  of  the  owner  or  responsible 
parties,  that  the  inspector  of  buildings  shall  enter  upon  the  premises  with  such  woric- 
men  and  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  and  cause  the  unsafe  structure  to  be  shored 
up,  taken  down,  or  secured,  etc.,  and  that  the  cost  be  assessed  against* the  property 
and  hear  interest  and  be  collected  as  taxes,  etc.  But  the  fundamental  defect  in  the 
execution  of  the  law  is  that  it  provides  no  funds  from  which  to  pay  **  workmcto  and 
assistants,"  and  men  who  live  by  such  work  can  not  afford  to  wait  several  years 
until  the  amount  is  collected  on  assessment  and  paid  to  them.

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  small  revenues  of  this  office,  amounting  to 
about  15,000  yearly,  be  intrusted  to  the  auditor,  or  otherwise  made  available,  as  a 
means  of  executing  the  provisions  of  the  law  referring  to  dangerous  buildings,  and 
for  temporary  employment  in  emergencies  of  extra  assistants,  necessary  to  enforce 
the  building  regulations  in  the  interest  of  public  safety. 

A  portion  of  the  above-mentioned  amount  should  he  made  available  for  the  pur- 
chase of  implements  for  testing  material,  also  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  wa^on 
for  transporting  such  implements  and  surveying  instruments,  used  in  leveling  sites 
and  laying  out  buildings.  The  carriage  now  in  use  is  not  suitable  for  conveying  any 
heavy  load  or  building  materials  desired  at  this  or  other  buildings  for  test  and  is  not 
arranged  for  safe  transportation  of  delicate  instruments.  We  are  very  much  in  need 
of  a  wagon  with  a  flat  bottom  body  and  heavy  springs,  similar  to  a  plumber's  or 
painter's  wagon,  but  light  enough  for  inspection  work  by  the  inspector  of  buildings. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  BUILDING  REGULATIONS. 

A  few  amendments  have  already  been  made  to  the  regulations,  but  it  is  a  continued 
complaint  of  builders  and  architects  that  freouent  changes  made  from  time  to  time 
without  special  notice  keep  them  in  a  state  of  uncertainty,  sometimes  embarrassing 
them  in  the  transaction  of  business  with  the  owner,  and  requiring  incessant  applica- 
tion to  this  office  for  information  not  obtainable  in  the  printed  copies  of  the  r^ula- 
tlons  in  their  possession. 

I  would  therefore  most  earnestly  request  that  printed  copies  of  changes  be  sent  to 
this  office  by  the  secretary  of  the  Boara  of  Commissioners  for  distribution,  and  would 
most  respectfully  recommend  that  certain  dates  be  designated  for  changes,  if  possible, 
each  as  July  1  and  January  1  of  each  year,  and  that  all  changes  be  advertised  and 
distributed  as  near  these  dates  as  possible. 

OFFICE   FORCE. 

The  men  in  the  office  have  worked  earnestly  and  conscientiously  with  realization 
of  the  responsibilities  placed  upon  them,  and  the  clerical  force  give  their  services  after 
the  usual  office  hours  in  order  to  keep  up  the  clerical  work  from  day  to  day,  and 
notwithstanding  these  efforts  the  work  of  the  office  is  slightly  behind  with  little  pros- 
pect of  completion  before  the  winter  months,  when  the  ouilding  business  is  partially 
suspended.  The  clerical  services  required  are  of  such  a  nature  that  I  deem  it  but 
justice  to  recommend  in  the  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1905  that  their  salaries  be 
appropriately  adjusted,  and  commend  them  for  your  consideration.

DESCRIPnON  AND  CUBIC  COST  OP  MUNICIPAL  BUILDINGS. 

The  general  description  and  cost  per  cubic  foot  of  the  buildings  for  the  municipal 
government,  constructed  under  the  supervision  of  this  office,  is  given  in  this  report 
to  assistln  the  preparation  of  estimates  to  show  the  increase  of  cost  since  1897,  wnen 
they  were  erected  at  7  cents  per  cubic  foot,  while  at  the  present  time  they  cost  about 
12  cents  a  cubic  foot,  or  80  per  cent  more  than  formerly.  This  increase  is  accounted 
for  by  the  advance  in  buildmg  material,  increased  cost  of  labor,  use  of  more  expul- 
sive plumbing  and  heating  systems,  and  more  ornate  architectural  treatment  of 
extenors,  since  the  plans  have  been  made  by  the  architects  of  the  city. 

DAILY  BEPOBT  FOBM. 

During  the  present  year  a  new  system  of  daily  reports  from  inspectors  has  been 
introdu^d,  snowins  date,  time,  duration  and  stages  of  work  on  each  building 
inspected,  and  record  of  condemnation.  These  reports  are  filed  with  the  permit  for 
the  buildings  to  which  they  refer  and  make  a  permanent  record  of  the  tmnsactions 
on  each  building.  Similar  reports  are  made  by  the  elevator  inspectors,  giving  vala- 
able  data  as  to  size,  material  of  cables  and  sheaves,  and  speed  and  capacity  of  car. 
It  is  hoped  in  this  way  to  obtain  practical  information  after  a  year's  inspection  to  guide 
in  formulating  proper  regulations  and  determining  the  average  life  of  ropee  mider 
varying  conditions.  The  only  prospect  of  disappointment  in  this  line  of  investiga- 
tion lies  in  the  neglect  of  machmist  or  elevator  companies  to  notify  the  oflice  when 
repairs  are  made  and  even  in  some  cases  the  repairs  are  made  by  inexperienced  p^- 
sons  who  do  not  notify  the  office.  It  is  expected  that  proper  examination  and  con- 
trol of  operators  would  defeat  such  loose  and  dangerous  practices. 

TRANSFER  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

In  the  spring  of  1897  the  inspector  of  buildings  was  ordered  to  cease  keepii^ 
accounts  of  expenditures  on  school  buildings,  etc.,  and  to  transfer  all  data  on  this 
subject  to  the  bookkeeper  or  accountant  of  the  engineer  department.  In  order  to  avoid 
any  possibility  of  a  deficiency  on  appropriations  by  overchaiige  for  superintendents 
or  otherwise,  I  would  respectfully  request  that  said  bookkeeper  notify  this  office 
when  any  appropriation  balance  approaches  |100. 

HOUSE  NUMBBRINQ. 

I  wonld  invite  attention  to  the  difficult]^  under  present  conditions  of  anjngning 
more  than  temporary  house  numbers  to  buildings  outside  of  Florida  avenue  in  sul? 
divisions  where  the  streets  do  not  conform  to  either  the  prolongation  of  city  streets 
or  the  hiffhway  extension  plans,  and  1  would  recommend  the  approval  of  some  regu- 
lation as  lollows: 

"After  the  streets  are  numbered  and  lettered  and  when  the  approved  and  adopted 
highway  extension  plans  show  the  street  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  number  the 
building,  as  a  direct  or  nearly  straight  prolongation  or  extension  of  one  of  the  streets 
of  the  aty,  the  inspector  of  buildings  shall  apply,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  system  of 
numbers  provided  for  the  city.  And  on  streets  or  proposed  streets  not  pairaUel  to 
the  cardinal  streets  regulating  the  house  numbers,  tne  method  shall  oe  as  for 
numbering  houses  on  avenues  in  the  city.  When  a  street  or  avenue  makes  an 
angle  of  less  than  45°  with  East  Capitol  street,  or  extension  thereof,  the  buildings 
shall  be  numbered  as  on  the  streets  running  east  and  west.  When  a  street  or  avenue 
makes  an  angle  of  45°  or  less  with  North  Oapitol,  or  extension  thereof,  the  buUdings 
thereon  will  be  numbered  as  on  streets  running  north  and  south.  The  buildings  on 
curved  streets  and  streets  which  change  their  direction  to  such  a  degree  as  to  require 
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the  numbering  on  a  part  of  such  streets  from  north  to  south  and  on  another  part 
from  east  to  west,  shall  not  be  numbered  by  the  general  system  but  shall  be  num- 
bered independently,  beginning  at  the  nearest  point  on  such  street  to  the  Capitol 
and  running  to  the  end  of  the  road  or  street,  keeping  the  odd  numbers  on  one  side 
of  the  street  and  even  numbers  on  the  other  side  oi  the  street."

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  covering  the  construction  work 
carried  on  by  this  department  during  the  last  year. 

Nine  contracts  have  been  completed  and  accepted  during  the  year,  and  we  have 
now  under  contract  11  buildings,  with  plans  and  specifications  and,  in  some  instances, 
bids  in  hand  for  13  other  structures,  which  practically  covers  all  appropriations  avail- 
able for  this  department. 

While  exercising  my  duties  in  the  capacity  of  principal  superintendent  of  con- 
struction I  made  numerous  observations  on  the  several  styles  of  construction  used  in 
the  school  buildings,  and  as  a  result  I  can  make  no  stronger  argument  as  to  what  the 
general  treatment  should  be  than  to  indorse  thoroughly  the  very  interesting  excerpt 
Irom  the  report  of  the  schoolhouse  department  of  Boston,  which  says: 

''The  new  schoolhouses  about  to  be  erected  should  be  plain,  substantial  structures, 
built  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  devoid  of  unnecessary  or  extravagant  orna- 
mentation, but  attractive  and  tasteful  from  an  architectural  standpoint.  The  exte- 
rior walls  to  be  in  general  of  plain  red  brick,  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  granite  or 
sandstone  trimmings,  and  the  interior  fittings  such  as  will  meet  the  requirements  of 
durability  and  fitness  for  the  several  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended  without 
being  unnecessarily  expensive." 

In  connection  with  the  above  paragraph  I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  the 
following  memorandum  be  furnished  architects  commissioned  with  District  work: 

Rooms, — Class  rooms  should  be  from  24  to  26  feet  wide  and  from  32  to  34  feet  long. 

Cloakrooms  adjoining  and  approximating  5  feet  wide.  Office,  library,  teachers 
room  and  teacher's  lavatory  should  be  provided.  Ceilings  from  12  to  14  feet  high. 
In  the  four  and  eight  room  buildings,  which  are  recommended  for  administrative 
porpoeee,  the  rooms  should  be  grouped  around  a  central  unobstructed  hall. 

Doors, — Entrance  doors  should  each  be  2  feet  6  inches  by  7  feet  solid,  recessed  to 
protect  from  weather  or  be  double  hung;  vestibule  doors  same  size,  of  skeleton  frame, 
covered  with  fabric,  or  light  panel  doors,  double  hung.  Interior  double  doors 
throughout,  each  2  feet  3  inches  for  classrooms  and  1  foot  9  inches  for  clcMokrooms; 
idl  with  glass  panels;  no  transoms.    No  doors  between  classrooms  and  cloakrooms. 

Windows  arranged  for  rear  and  left  band  lighting,  with  the  greater  number  on  the 
left  side.    They  will  contain  not  less  than  one-fifth  of  floor  area. 

Floors  will  be  of  Georgia  pine  rift  or  maple. 

WoMs  finished  in  cream  sand  plaster  floated  up. 

OeUings  to  have  hard  white  finish  plaster. 
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Blackboards  will  be  silicate,  chalk  shelf  2  feet  6  inches  from  floor  and  top  mold 
forming  shelf  for  models,  photo^phs,  etc.,  will  be  6  feet  6  inches  from  floor. 

Kindergarten  should  be  provid^  with  maroon  burlap  on  walls  in  lieu  of  silicate, 
and  on  floor  regulation  circles  and  lines  for  kindergarten  games  should  be  painted  in 
parti  colors. 

Finish  to  be  in  chestnut  hard  oiled  or  No.  2  white  pine  painted  for  interior  work; 
exterior  doors  No.  1  white  pine  painted. 

Book  closets  should  be  in  each  cloakroom,  capable  of  containing  200  octavo  volumes, 
and  have  provision  for  teacher's  wraps. 

Staircases. — Two  stairways  of  fireproof  construction,  each  5  feet  wide,  treads  11  inches 
and  risers  6i  or  7  inches.    Treads  1 J  inches  slate  with  iron  risers  or  solid  stone  steps. 

Vestibules  of  terrazzo  or  tile. 

Hardware  should  be  antique  copper,  sand-blast  finish. 

Basement. — Playrooms  to  have  wood  floors.  Lavatories  to  have  concrete  floor; 
also  provide  boiler,  fuel,  ash,  bicycle  and  janitor's  rooms. 

Todets. — Bo^s  should  have  lO-stall  standard  slate  urinals.  Eight  water-closets,  3  of 
which  to  be  juvenile  size.  Wash  sink.  Girls  to  have  12  water-closets,  4  of  them 
juvenile  size.    Teachers*  toilet  abo  in  basement. 

Drinking  fountains  in  separate  rooms  from  lavatories;  also  one  in  corridor  on  each 
floor  of  building. 

Gas. — Six  outlets  in  each  class  room  and  4  in  play  rooms.  All  other  rooms  to  have 
1  outlet;  2  burners  to  each  outlet. 

Heatinp  should  be  by  steam  or  warm  air  under  the  plenum  system,  of  such  capacity 
as  to  maintain  a  temperature  of  72°  in  severest  weather.  Heat  mtroduced  8  feet  above 
floor  line  through  a  register  of  area  equal  1*  square  foot  for  each  10  pupils.  Provide 
a  gathering  chamber  in  attic  and  return  duct  to  heaters  for  circulating  air  overnight 
throughout  the  building. 

Ventilating  should  belrom  registers  at  floor  line,  of  such  capacity  as  to  provide  each 
pupil  with  30  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per  minute. 

1  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  general  conditions  used  in  our  speci- 
fications. These  have  been  gone  over  very  thoroughly,  and  are  now  used  verbatim 
in  all  specifications.  It  would  greatly  decrease  the  cost  of  printing  if  these  general 
conditions  were  printed  in  quantities  and  then  attached  to  the  several  speciflcatioDB. 

I  have  taken  up  all  contracts  made  by  this  department  during  the  last  six  years, 
and  herewith  append  a  tabulated  statement  which  shows  the  size  and  cost  of  the 
various  buildings,  together  with  other  interesting  data.  The  gradual  increase  in  cost 
per  cubic  foot  in'the  contracts,  from  an  average  of  7  cents  to  12  cents,  at  the  present 
time,  is  due  almost  wholly  to  the  steady  increase  in  the  cost  of  building  material  and 
the  higher  wages  paid  to  mechanics. 

In  concluding  I  wish  to  commend  to  your  favorable  attention  the  almost  univeraal 
support  and  close  study  of  the  District's  interests  shown  by  the  corps  of  super- 
intendents of  construction.  I  can  not  but  feel  that,  through  their  intelligent  handling 
of  the  various  questions  involved  in  construction  work,  a  marked  betterment  is  now 
being  shown  in  the  contracts. 

The  incidental  and  miscellaneous  work  requiring  a  certain  amount  of  drafting  is 
constantly  and  steadily  increasing  in  the  department.  Then,  too,  we  are  called  upon 
to  prepare  drawings  for  structures  where  the  appropriations  are  limited  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  require  the  utmost  economy  and  study  in  the  arrangement  of  rooms, 
with  simple  and  substantial  constructional  features. 

In  all  such  cases  where  the  drawings  were  prepared  in  the  office  we  have  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  proposals  showing  a  very  slight  percentage  of  difference  in  bid- 
ding, and  always  within  the  amount  available. 

As  it  requires  considerable  time  for  a  draftsman  to  become  thoroughly  familiar 
with  our  economic  methods,  I  would  respectfully  urge  upon  you  the  desirability  and 
almost  necessity  of  having  a  draftsman  who  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  and  compe- 
tent to  superintend  constructional  work,  upon  the  permanent  roll,  to  assist  in  tne 
preparation  of  drawings  and  specifications  and  inciaentally  to  look  after  the  execa- 
tion  of  the  various  items  in  connection  with  the  construction  work  that  are  omitted 
from  and  usually  done  after  the  general  contract  is  accepted. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  a  reference  to  the  uniform  gentlemanly  cour- 
tesy and  helpfulness  extended  to  me  by  the  various  assistant  inspectors,  and  more 
especially  the  general  knowledge  of  office  practice  gained  through  Mr.  R.  M.  Evans, 
to  whom  I  feel  particularly  grateful.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  amioal  report  for  the  fiscal  year  endmg  June 
30,  1903,  as  follows: 

First.  I  have  made  322  sets  of  computations  for  new  and  the  alteration  of  old 
buildings  during  the  year,  this  being  86  sets  in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  each 
set  containing  from  1  to  30  sheets  of  computations. 

Second.  A  large  number  of  sets  of  drawings  have  been  examined  and  passed  upon 
by  me  without  computation,  the  necessity  for  such  computation  not  having  existed. 

Third.  I  have  made  84  sets  of  computations  for  the  overhead  structural  work  of 
new  elevators,  17  of  which  have  been  of  the  slow-speed  class  for  the  handling  of 
freight,  and  67  high-speed  passenger  elevators.  Of  the  latter  class  a  number  of  the 
more  recently  erected  have  machinery  capable  of  developine  a  car  speed  of  500  feet 
per  minute.  The  machinery  has  been  intricate  and  complex,  and  the  resultant 
stresses  on  the  structural  work,  over  which  I  have  control,  correspondingly  great. 

I  have  to  report  a  very  distinct  improvement  in  this  class  of  structural  work  during 
the  year,  and  I  desire  to  especially  tnank  Mr.  A.  M.  Lawson  and  Mr.  W.  I.  Evans, 
the  gentlemen  in  charge  of  the  elevator  machinery,  for  their  hearty  cooperation. 

Fourth.  I  have  had  drilled,  personally  inspected,  and  calipered  within  the  last  six 
months  1,002  cast-iron  columns,  16  of  which  I  condemned  as  unfit  for  use,  and 
ordered  them  removed  from  the  place  of  inspection  or  destroyed.  In  15  cases  my 
orders  were  immediately  complied  with,  but  in  the  remaining  case  my  order  was 
not  obeyed — I  destroyed  the  casting. 

Fifth.  During  the  year  I  have  examined,  tested,  and  made  strain  sheets  and  com- 
putations of  18  dangerous  roof  trusses,  16  of  which  were  condemned  and  removed, 
the  remaining  2  being  reenforced  and  strengthened. 

Sixth.  I  have  miade  strain  sheets  for  many  complex  new  roof  and  other  trusses 
during  the  year.  I  have  found  generally  a  sufficiency  of  sectional  area  in  material 
used,  but  quite  frequently  the  connection  details  are  sadly  lacking,  and  I  find  too 
frequently  a  deficiency  in  the  number  of  rivets  and  bolts,  or  a  deficiency  in  the  actual 
bearing  surface  of  the  material. 

Seventh.  I  have  conducted  many  most  interesting  foundation  tests  during  the 
year.    In  several  instances,  owing  to  the  peculiarity  of  the  case,  special  appliances 
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had  to  be  devised,  and  in  every  instance  these  appliances  have  proven  successful. 
It  is  also  a  matter  for  congratulation  that,  although  some  of  the  tests  have  been  pros- 
ecuted under  extremely  dangerous  conditions,  mere  has  not  been  a  single  accident 
from  this  cause. 

Eighth.  I  have  required  and  directly  conducted  such  tests  of  patent  floor  and  side- 
walk construction  as  the  peculiarities  of  the  individual  case  demanded  and  without 
accident 

The  very  great  necessity  for  and  the  importance  of  such  tests  can  not  be  over- 
estimated, nor  can  the  (in  many  cases  extreme)  danger  to  those  directly  conducting 
such  tests  be  ignored. 

Ninth.  The  necessity  for  settlement  tests  are  infrequent;  the  few,  however,  that  I 
have  conducted  during  the  year  have  required,  from  the  very  peculiar  conditions 
prevailing^  the  utmost  delicacy  and  nicety  of  manipulation,  and  have  taken  up  much 
valuable  tmie. 

Tenth.  There  has  been  an  undoubted  improvement  in  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  the  derricks,  cranes,  overhead  travelers  and  other  hoisting  apparatus  during 
the  year.  There  being  no  regulations  covering  this  most  important  pomt,  I  have  haa 
to  use  moral  suasion  and  convincing  argument  to  gain  the  ground  I  have,  and  am 
pleased  to  report  a  better  type  of  construction,  a  better  type  of  mechanical  equipment, 
an  incomparably  better  svstem,  type,  and  quality  of  ngg^ing,  and  a  distinct  advance 
in  the  auality  of  material  used,  in  several  instances  having  had  wood  and  cast  iron 
replacea  by  steel  construction. 

While  thanking  you  for  your  esteemed  cooperation,  and  your  corps  of  assistants 
for  their  kindly  consideration,  the  fact  exists  that  it  would  have  been  quite  impossible 
for  anv  one  man  to  have  accomplished  what  I  have  done  had  I  not  voluntarily 
extended  my  hours  far  beyond  the  usual  dav. 

At  one  time  for  eight  consecutive  weeks,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  fiscal  year, 
my  days  started  at  7  a.  m.  and  terminated  at  U  p.  m.,  with  short  intermissions  for 
meals  and  while  on  the  cars  between  this  office  and  my  home,  practically  doubling 
the  official  day.  Professional  pride,  to  keep  the  ^ork  of  my  office  up  to  a  fair 
standard  of  excellence,  the  interest  of  the  public  and,  above  all,  the  safety  of  the 
public,  have  been  the  causes  that  have  led  me  in  many  instances  to  entirely  sacrifice 
all  personal  interest  and  comfort,  and  as  a  result  we  have  had  neither  accident  nor 
oUamity  to  mar  the  history  of  the  year.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections,  as  compared  to  the  number  made  in 
the  previous  year,  does  not  represent  the  actual  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  per- 
formed by  your  assistants  in  the  field.  The  amount  and  importance  of  the  work 
performed  will  be  better  understood  by  a  comparison  of  the  character  and  cost  of 
Duilding  for  the  fiscal  year  ended,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  yeai*.  The 
records  show  an  increase  of  about  34  per  cent  in  cost 

During  the  year  a  number  of  large  office,  apartment,  and  other  buildings  of  a 
private  character  have  been  erected.  These  buildings  are  larger  in  size  and  more 
modem  in  construction  than  those  erected  during  any  previous  year. 

A  large  per  cent  of  the  building  operations  for  the  year  have  been  outside  the  city 
proper,  in  the  county  and  in  widely  separated  districts,  involving  an  extra  amount 
of  travel  on  the  part  of  your  assistants. 

The  supervision  and  inspection  of  stands  constructed  for  the  review  of  the  parade 
and  ceremonies  incident  to  the  encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  October,  1902,  made 
it  absolutely  necessary  to  temporarily  mcrease  the  field  force  by  the  transfer  of  sev- 
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eral  of  the  euperintendents  of  construction  to  assiBt  in  that  work.  It  is  gnttifvins  to 
note  that  notwithstanding  the  thousands  occupying  the  stands  throughout  the  One 
of  parade  no  accident  occurred  through  faulty  construction. 

We  would  respectfully  renew  the  suggestion  niade  in  our  report  for  the  fiscal  y«r 
ending  June  30,  1902,  viz:  There  is  a  class  of  persons  engs^gea  in  the  building  busi- 
ness as  contractors  and  subcontractors  whose  lack  of  technical  or  practical  knowledge 
of  construction  leads  them  to  frequent  violations  of  the  regulations.  In  a  business 
which  so  closely  involves  the  safety  of  life  and  limb  as  well  as  the  protection  of  prop- 
erty, it  is  but  reasonable  to  presume  that  those  who  are  enga^d  in  business  as 
general  building  contractors  should  have  the  knowledge  essential  for  the  safe  and 
proper  conduct  of  such  business;  and  subcontractors,  upon  whose  branches  of  the 
worK  the  stability  and  safety  of  the  entire  superstructure  is  primarily  dependent, 
should  be  required  to  exhibit  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  their  business  to  insure  the 
public  against  dangerous  or  faulty  construction.  Inasmuch  as  the  present  law 
requires  that  contractors  be  licensed,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  before  such 
license  be  granted  applicants  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  before  a  competent 
board  of  examiners  to  determine  their  qualifications  as  builders,  and  that  they  be 
reouired  to  register  in  this  office. 

Our  experiences  during  the  past  year  has  confirmed  the  opinion  that  the  adoption 
of  such  a  measure  would  be  beneficial  not  only  to  the  building  owner  but  also  to  the 
Intimate  contractor.

In  submitting  the  above  we  invite  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  have  been  four 
accidents  during  the  year,  with  no  fatalities  and  but  two  persons  injured.  Of  these 
accidents  it  may  be  said  that  none  were  caused  by  defective  gearing  or  machinery, 
two  having  occurred  on  electric  elevators,  the  electric  current  for  which  is  taken 
from  electnc  railway  circuits  that  have  a  great  variation  of  voltage,  so  much  so  at 
times  that  the  voltage  will  not  permit  the  elevators  to  travel  at  more  than  half  their 
normal  speed,  and  at  other  times  causes  them  to  exceed  it.    With  this  great  fluctua- 
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tion  of  the  electric  voltage  it  is  imperative  that  the  elevator  operator  should  be 
skilled  in  the  management  of  the  motor  and  car.  The  other  accidents  occurred  on 
hydraulic  elevators  in  hotels,  in  which  two  persons  were  injured,  one  by  his  own 
carelessness  and  the  other  partly  through  an  error  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  one  of 
the  steam  engineers  of  the  plant,  who  was  also  injured,  and  partly  through  the  care- 
lessness of  the  operator  of  tne  elevator. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  if  the  operators  handling  these  elevators  at  the  time  of  accident 
had  been  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  operation,  and  alive  to  the  responsibilities 
attending,  these  accidents  would  not  have  occurred. 

We  can  not  too  strongly  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  for  the  creation  of  a  board  of 
examiners  to  inquire  into  the  abilit]^  of  persons  operating  elevators  in  the  District  of 
Columbia.  Said  hosrd  should  consist  of  at  least  three  ijersons,  and  to  be  formed  on 
the  lines  of  the  board  recently  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  operation  of 
locomobiles  and  automobiles  m  tne  District. 

The  great  advance  made  in  the  standard  of  construction  and  the  erection  of  eleva- 
tors, and  the  greatly  increased  number  of  installations  during  the  past  year  have  very 
materially  increased  the  already  great  responsibilities  and  labors  of  your  inspectors, 
but  with  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Sommerville,  computer  for  your  depart- 
ment, in  determining  the  stren^h  and  capacities  of  rails,  beams,  etc.,  we  have  been 
able  to  keep  apace  with  the  exigencies. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  failure  of  steam-heating  contractors  to 
obtain  permits  from  this  office  before  installing  heating  a|)paratus  in  buildings  in 
many  instances.  The  regulations,  though  thoroughly  acquainted  with,  are  ignored, 
and  consequently  the  owners  of  property  are  made  to  suffer  thereby.  This,  we 
believe,  is  a  hardship  upon  persons  wno  are  neither  ^miliar  with  the  technicalities 
of  heating  or  the  regulktions  governing  the  same,  therefore  we  would  respectfully 
suggest  an  amendment  to  the  regulations  which  will  place  the  heating  contractors 
in  the  same  category  with  those  who  conduct  the  plumbing  business,  i.  e.,  "That  no 
person  shall  be  permitted  to  install  any  steam  or  hot-water  boiler,  furnace,  or  hot- 
olast  system  of  heating  in  any  building  now  erected  or  hereafter  erected,  unless  said 

Eerson  shall  have  been  duly  and  regularly  registered  in  the  office  of  the  inspector  of 
uildings.  District  of  Columbia,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  business  of  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  of  buildings,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  register  in 
the  said  office  unless  said  persons  have  proven  their  ability,  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  the  inspector  of  buildings,  to  conduct  the  business  of  heating  and  ventilating  in  a 
safe  and  workmanlike  manner,  for  the  protection  of  health  of  persons  and  the  eifety 
of  property  from  fire  or  explosion.'*  In  this  event  the  heating  contractors  would  be 
directfy  responsible  to  this  office  for  their  actions,  and  when  they  neglected  or 
refusea  to  take  out  permits,  as  required,  this  office  would  be  in  a  position  to  deal 
with  the  situation  as  occasion  demanded. 

To  impress  the  importance  of  a  regulation  of  the  above  character,  we  respectfully 
state  that  in  our  endeavors  to  faithfully  execute  the  intent  of  the  building  regulations 
now  in  force  and  protect  the  uninitiated  from  the  unscrupulous  contractor,  we  swore 
out  w^arrants  against  such  contractors  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  said  regulations. 
The  case  was  dismissed,  the  trial  judge  saying  that  "tne  owner  was  the  responsible 
party,  and  not  the  contractor,' '  and  this  in  the  face  of  our  desire  to  protect  the  owner. 
Thus  you  will  observe  that  this  office  can  not  now  give  the  protection  so  essential  to 
persons  and  property. 

The  act  of  Congr^  approved  June  24,  1887,  and  March  2.  1895,  entitled  "An  act 
for  the  further  protection  of  property  from  fire,  and  safety  ot  lives,  in  the  District  of 
Columbia''  is  not  adequate  for  present  exigencies.  We  therefore  stipngly  urge  upon 
you  the  necessity  of  seeing  to  it  that  this  law  may  be  so  amended  as  to  require  fire 
escapee  on  all  buildings  three  stories  or  more  in  height  and  not  of  fireproof  construc- 
tion, used  as  hotels,  fictories,  manufactories,  theaters,  tenement  houses,  seminaries, 
colleges,  academies,  hospitals,  asylums,  halls  or  places  of  amusement,  buildings  occu- 
pied as  office  buildings,  department  stores,  or  other  buildings  where  large  numbers 
of  persons  congregate  or  assemble. 

This  law  does  not  give  the  inspectors  of  fire  escapes  authority  to  order  removal  of 
obstructions  from  fire  escapes  after  the  escapes  are  in  place  and  the  buildings  are  occu- 
pied. There  have  been  many  cases  where  oostructions,  such  as  ice  boxes,  refrigerators, 
garbage  cans,  ash  boxes,  ete.,  have  been  placed  on  the  balconies  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  entirely  block  the  way  to  the  ladders. 

If  obstructing  fire  escapes  were  made  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  by  fine,  it 
would  in  a  great  measure  tend  to  facilitate  the  labors  of  your  assistants  and  save 
many  unpleasant  visits  to  the  occupants  of  such  buildings. 

The  act  requires  that  buildings  occupied  for  the  purposes  above  enumerated,  except- 
ing office  buildings  and  department  stores,  muist  be  50  feet  or  upward  in  height 
before  fire  escapes  can  be  autnoritatively  required.  Escapes  can  not  now  be  required 
on  buildings  occupied  as  office  buildings  and  department  stores,  no  matter  what  the 
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construction  or  height,  unless  there  be  a  factory  or  manufactory  conducted  in  some 
portion  thereof. 

There  have  been  many  buildings  recently  erected  in  the  District  of  Colombia  of 
inflammable  material  which  have  very  mea^r  means  of  exit  and  are  occupied  aa 
apartment  houses  and  hotels,  which  are  within  a  few  inches  less  than  the  50  feet 
prescribe  in  the  act,  and  in  several  cases  have  a  much  larger  number  of  occupaDts 
than  building  of  greater  height  and  equipped  with  fire  escapee.  The  former  cksa 
of  buildings  in  some  instances  have  but  one  stairway  each,  constructed  of  very 
inflammable  material,  as  a  means  of  exit  for  those  who  may  be  caught  in  the  upper 
stories  in  times  of  fire. 

This  law  is  also  very  indefinite  as  to  whether  the  alarms  or  gongs  shall  be  operated 
by  hand  or  electricity,  or  whether  they  are  operated  singly  or  collectively,  or  whether 
or  not  operating  stations  should  be  conveniently  located  so  that  any  occupant  may 
set  all  the  alarms  in  operation  at  one  time  in  case  of  necessity  without  having  to  ran 
a  greet  distance  through  hallways,  down  or  up  several  flights  of  stairs.  More  a 
station  can  be  reached. 

The  notices  provided  for  in  the  above  act  are  not  of  a  uniform  character.  Some 
proprietors  print  the  notices  in  very  small  type,  placing  them  at  the  bottom  of  adver- 
tising cards  and  posting  them  in  the  sleeping  rooms,  thus  technically  complyiDS 
with  the  law;  while  others  merely  say  *^The  fire  escapes  are  located  at  the  end  of 
hallways,'*  etc. 

The  proprietors  of  establishments  where  persons  are  temporarily  housed  ^ould 
be  required  to  make  plans  of  each  floor  showing  the  location  of  all  fire  escapes  and 
other  means  of  exit,  and  indicating  the  course  to  same;  and  also  have  the  hallways 
placarded  with  signs  showing  the  direction  to  the  nearest  escape;  and  where 
escapes  are  reached  through  rooms  that  may  be  locked,  signs  should  be  placed  pro- 
jecting into  the  hallways  at  the  doors  with  the  words,  **To  the  fire  escape."  If  it  is 
not  possible  to  have  the  doors  removed  from  their  hinges,  where  such  obstructions 
are  made,  portable  fire  escapes  should  be  required  for  rooms  remote  from  the  loca- 
tion of  the  standard  escapes. 

Among  other  things  this  act  provides  "That  hallways  and  stairways  shall  be 
properly  lighted  when  occupied  at  night;  and  at  the  head  and  foot  of  each  flight  of 
stairs,  and  at  the  intersection  of  all  hallways  with  main  corridors  shall  be  kept 
during  the  night  a  red  light;"  and  the  regulations  governing  "theaters  and  othar 
places  of  public  assembly,"  section  176,  requires  that  red  lights  over  exits  in  the 
auditorium  and  all  lights  in  passages  and  stairways  shall  be  independent  of  the  lights 
in  other  parts  of  the  bouse  and  so  arranged  that  they  can  not  be  turned  off  from  the 
stage  or  platform." 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  that  a  conflicting  idea  is  created  in  the  minds  of  the 
theater-going  public  who  happen  to  live  in  a  hotel  or  apartment  house,  the  exit 
lights  in  theaters  teaching  them  that  red  lights  mark  all  exits  and  in  time  of  panic 
in  their  homes  are  as  liable  to  cause  them  to  rush  from  a  flre  escape  as  to  it  In 
many  cases  the  hallways,  corridors,  and  stairways  are  so  located  as  not  to  be  in 
touch  with  any  fire  escapes  or  exits,  and  makes  it  diflScult  to  understand  the  red- 
light  mark. 

A  uniform  system  of  marking  exits  should  be  adopted  for  all  places  of  public 
assembly  and  m  hotels.  The  marking  of  exits  in  apartment  houses  is  of  but  little 
assistance,  because  of  the  permanent  character  of  the  occupancy,  and  the  rules  of 
this  ofiice  now  in  force  is  to  touch  each  suite  of  rooms  with  escapes.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  REPAIRS. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Augud  SI,  IBOS, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  repair 
department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903. 

Appropriations  amountmg  to  more  than  $85,000  were  expended  for  repairs  to  school 
buildings,  en^e  houses,  police  stations,  market  houses,  and  police  court  The  greater 
portion  of  this  work  was  done  by  day  labor. 

During  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September  there  were  more  than  a  hcm- 
dred  men  employed  in  the  prosecution  of  the  repair  work.  This  lai^  force  was  only 
necessary  when  the  schools  were  closed. 

In  order  to  show  how  the  various  appropriations  were  expended,  I  have  set  forth 
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88  far  as  poesible  the  amoonts  allowed  each  buildmg,  and  in  a  general  way  described 
the  chancter  of  the  work  completed.

To  give  an  idea  of  the  character  of  the  repairs  made  I  have  enumerated  the  largest 
items  under  the  heads  of  carpentering,  painting,  and  tinning,  viz: 

Carpentering. — New  floors  were  laid  in  17  buildings,  viz,  Dennison,  Force,  Beaton, 
Franklin,  Phelps,  Polk,  Twining,  Peabody,  Towers,  Bradley,  Addison,  Curtis,  Tay- 
lor, Grarrison,  Slater,  Lincoln,  Central  High. 

Patn^in^. —The  exterior  of  three  schools  were  painted  and  penciled,  and  one  painted, 
viz,  Franklin,  Jefferson,  Wallach,  Cook.  The  exterior  wood  and  iron  work  was 
painted  at  the  Arthur,  Thompson,  and  Bradley.  The  entire  interiors  of  the  Jones 
and  Carbery  were  regrained  and  varnished.  The  interiors  of  the  Dennison  and  Har- 
rison was  revamished. 

More  or  less  painting,  graining,  and  varnishing  was  done  in  the  Seaton,  Gales, 
Dent,  Towers,  Central  High,  Henry,  Adams,  Johnson,  Johnson  Annex,  Greenleaf, 
Twining,  Eckington,  Eastern  High,  Maury,  Morse,  Force,  Phelps,  Hubbard,  Doug- 
las, Colored  High,  Garrison,  Buchanan,  Congress  Heights,  Stevens,  Van  Buren,  Van 
Buren  Annex,  and  Monroe. 

Blackboards  in  nearly  every  school  were  repaired  and  reslated  where  neceasary. 
Re^irs  of  some  nature  were  made  in  every  school  house  in  the  District. 

Tinning. — A  large  amount  of  the  work  had  to  be  renewed  at  a  number  of  the 
school  buildings.  New  valleys  were  put  on  the  Twining,  Dennison,  Payne,  Jackson, 
Carbery,  and  Blake.  Of  the  work  let  out  and  completed  under  contract  the  most 
important  was  kalsomining,  steam-fitting,  and  whitewashing. 

Plumbing. — This  department  receives  all  requests  for  repairs  and  immediately 
orders  same  made.  During  the  year  more  than  600  orders  were  given  for  plumbing 
work,  the  cost  of  which  was  |2,640.

The  repairs  and  improvements  called  for  in  this  department  doubled  the  amount 
of  the  appropriation.  This  very  naturally  necessitated  the  omission  of  a  great  deal 
of  work  that  should  haye  been  done.  Owing  to  the  installation  of  new  apnaratus  at 
several  of  the  engine  houses  which  was  not  cared  for  in  the  estimates,  a  aefidency 
of  several  hundred  dollars  was  created. 

It  was  not  known  at  the  time  the  estimates  were  made  up  that  the  wid^ilng  of 
of  the  tracks  was  to  be  done.  Congress  at  its  last  session  made  this  deficiency 
good  by  voting  $500  to  the  department,  which  was  made  available  immediately. 

Carpentering.—  New  floors  were  laid  and  old  ones  repaired  and  new  stalls  built  at 
the  following  houses:  Engine  houses  Nos.  1,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  and  14,  Chemical 
No.  1,  trucks  B  and  C. 

Painting. — All  exterior  iron  and  wood  work  at  No.  8  was  painted,  also  part  of  ceil- 
ing and  walls  at  No.  14. 
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Tinning, — ^New  tin  roofa  were  put  on  No8.  10  and  12,  and  new  valley  on  trucks  B 
andC. 

Plumbing. — New  plumbing  waa  installed  at  Noe,  1,  2,  4,  5,  Truck  Companiee  A,  B, 
and  D,  also  in  engine  houses  Nos.  8,  12,  and  14.

ASPHALT  PAVEMENTS. 

Sheet  aaphaU, — The  contract  for  paving  with  sheet  asphalt  daring  the  past  fiscal 
year  was  awarded  to  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company.  As  this  company  had 
no  asphalt  on  hand  at  the  time  of  awarding  of  this  contract  that  was  not  acted  upon 
by  water,  it  requested  that  the  Ck>mmissioners  allow  it  to  lay  Trinidad  asphalt  on  a 
concrete  base  which  had  been  made  impervious  to  water  by  painting  it  with  Ber- 
mudez  asphalt  dissolved  in  naphtha.  Tnis  permission  was  granted,  and  all  stieets 
done  in  the  fell  and  winter  were  constructed  in  this  way.  On  bc^nning  the  work 
in  the  spring  this  company  instituted  the  use  of  Bermudez  asphalt,  which  passed  the 
specifications  satisfailx^rily. 

Asphalt  block. — T^e  contract  for  paving  with  asphalt  block  in  this  city  was  awarded 
to  the  Washington  Asphalt  Block  and  Tile  Company.  This  company  imports  and 
refines  asphalt  froih  the  lake  deposit  at  Trinidad.  The  asphalt  paving  cement  used 
in  its  block  during  the  past  year  has  been  made  of  Trinidad  asphalt,  fluxed  with 
oxidized  petroleum  residuum,  a  product  known  on  the  market  as  byerlite.  This 
flux  was  used  in  such  quantities  as  to  so  reduce  the  quantity  of  Trinidad  asphalt  in 
the  paving  cement  that  it  was  much  less  acted  on  by  water,  and  at  the  same  time  the 
quauty  of  the  cement  was  greatly  improved  for  this  character  of  pavement. 

Crude  Trinidad  asphali. — During  the  past  year  7  samples  were  examined,  which 
showed  an  average  of  52.62  per  cent  bitumen  soluble  in  carbon  disulphide. 

Petroleum  residuum. — Under  this  heading  are  included  all  fluxes  used  for  the  soften- 
ing of  asphalts  into  paving  cements.  Of  the  20  samples  of  fluxes  examined,  18  have 
been  for  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  and  2  for  the  Cranford  Pavinc  Com- 
any.  The  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Compamy  used  a  flux  manufactured  by  the 
standard  Oil  Company,  it  being  a  residue  from  Beaumont,  Tex.,  petroleum  oil. 
The  two  samples  of  oil  submitted  by  the  Cranford  Paving  Company  were  the  same 
as  those  for  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company.

WASHINGTON  SPSaFICATIONS. 


The  inadequacy  of  the  Washington  specifications  for  asphalt  paving,  and  I  mi^t 
say  of  all  asphalt  paving  specifications,  has  been  long  recognised.  The  great  difS- 
culty  in  the  past  has  been  that  cities  have  tri^  to  bring  under  the  same  specifica- 
tions various  kinds  of  asphalt,  all  reouiring  different  treatment,  and  in  some  cases 
different  fluxes.  Asphalts  vary  so  in  tneir  composition  and  phvsical  characteristics 
that  it  is  impossible  to  write  one  specification  that  will  cover  them  all,  but  it  is  my 
belief  that  these  specifications  have  required  too  much:  that  is,  it  is  unreasonaUe 
for  cities  to  specify  what  kind  of  materials  and  what  methods  of  treatment  are  to  be 
used  in  producing  the  asphalt  paving  cement,  so  long  as  it  is  of  suitable  quality.  All 
asphalt  paving  cements,  when  good,  have  certain  physical  properties  which  are 
somewhat  similar,  no  matter  from  what  asphalt  or  flux  they  mav  be  made.  After  t 
careful  study,  both  in  practice  and  in  tlie  laboratory,  of  the  physical  properties  of 
different  asphalt  paving  mixturet^,  I  have  found  that  all  successful  ones  nave  certain 
physical  properties  which  can  be  determined  by  laboratory  tests  on  the  asphaltic 
cement  A  good  asphalt  paving  mixture  when  laid  as  a  pavement  must  have  the 
following  properties: 

(1)  It  must  be  composed  of  such  a  material  that  it  will  not  crush  or  be  groand 
away  by  traffic  at  any  climatic  temperature.  To  accomplish  this  the  asphaltic 
cement  which  surrounds  the  sand  grains  must  be  pliable  and  elastic  at  all  tempeia- 
tures,  for,  if  it  were  solid  and  rigid,  the  mixture  would  soon  grind  away. 

(2)  As  an  asphalt  pavement  is  laid  in  one  continuous  sheet,  it  is  necessary  that 
the  cement  used  be  so  ductile,  even  at  the  lowest  temperature  obtained,  that  the 
pavement  may  contract  without  cracking. 

(3)  It  is  also  necessary  that  the  pavement  be  so  firm  and  hard  at  the  maximum 
climatic  temperature  obtained  as  to  withstand  the  passage  of  traffic  without  either 
being  cut  into  so  badl^  as  to  be  objectionable  or  shoved  to  the  side  of  the  street 

(4)  The  paving  mixture  must  be  as  dense  as  is  possible  so  as  to  preclude  the 
entrance  of^  water  into  its  voids,  for  if  water  enters  and  freezes  the  mixture  is 
expanded  and  becomes  spongy,  and  with  the  pavement  in  such  a  condition,  espe- 
cially if  the  asphaltic  cement  is  not  very  pliable,  it  will  wear  away  by  abrasion. 

(5)  The  pavement  must  not  contain  any  material  that  is  acted  on  by  water,  for 
even  though  it  were  possible  to  construct  a  paving  mixture  so  dense  as  to  preclude 
the  entrance  of  water  into  it,  yet  the  mixture  being  pliable  under  the  passase  of 
traffic,  water  will  work  into  it  if  it  contains  anv  material  that  is  readily  attacked. 

(6)  The  pavement  must  not  contain  an  asphaltic  cement  that  will  age  so  rapidly 
as  to  cause  the  i)avement  to  lose  its  pliability  before  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

These  properties  are  principally  dependent  on  the  properties  of  the  asphaltic  cement 
from  which  the  paving  mixture  is  made;  that  is,  tne  asphaltic  cement  must  be  so 
ductile  at  the  minimum  temperature  obtained  in  the  climate  in  which  it  is  laid  as  to 
permit  a  contraction  of  the  pavement  without  cracking,  while  at  the  same  time  it 
must  not  be  rendered  so  fluid  by  the  maximum  climatic  temperature  as  to  prodooe  a 

Savement  objectionably  soft  The  asphaltic  cement  must  possess  the  property  of 
owing  at  all  temperatures  to  which  it  will  be  subjected.  It  is  upon  this  proper^ 
that  the  adhesiveness  of  an  asphaltic  cement  depends.  Ck>mparing  two  asphaltic 
cements  of  the  same  degree  of  consistency,  the  one  that  approaches  more  doeely  to 
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being  a  trae  liquid  poeeesses  the  greater  adhedvenesB.  This  is  trae  not  alone  from 
obeervation,  but  is  evident  when  we  examine  into  why  a  bituminous  cement  is 
adhesive.  The  property  of  adhering  is  not  chemical  but  purely  mechanical,  and 
the  more  fluid  the  cement  is  the  more  completely  and  perfectly  will  it  flow  into 
every  cavity  of  the  surface  in  which  it  is  in  contact,  thus  producing  a  more  perfect 
bond  or  adhesion. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  from  the  above  remarks  that  the  cement  which  approaches 
more  closely  to  the  true  liquid,  and  for  this  reason  is  more  adhesive,  is  tne  more 
desirable  for  asphalt  construction.  This  is  not  the  case,  for  cements  as  they  approach 
the  condition  o!  being  perfect  liquids  are,  as  a  rule,  found  to  be  more  susceptible  to 
changes  in  temperature,  that  is,  more  brittle  in  the  cold  and  more  softened  oy  heat. 

Besides  these  physical  properties,  the  asphaltic  cement  must  be  able  to  withstand 
the  heating  to  which  it  will  be  subjected  in  the  process  of  manufacture  into  pave- 
ment, without  having  its  physical  properties  materially  changed,  and  must  not  be 
rapidly  hardened,  or  so  changed  by  age,  as  to  lose  its  auctility  and  pliability  in  an 
unreasonably  short  period  of  time. 

In  the  present  specifications  I  have  made  a  decided  departure  from  all  former  ones, 
and  entirely  omitted  anything  relating  to  the  asphalt  or  flux  which  is  combined  to 
make  the  asphaltic  cement,  and  specify  only  physical  tests  on  the  finished  asphaltic 
cement,  which  will  indicate  the  properties,  within  the  desirable  limits  that  have 
just  been  mentioned.  The  specifications  adopted  for  the  asphaltic  cement  are  as 
follows: 

Asphalt  cement. — ^The  asphaltic  cement  must  be  practically  free  from  water,  and 
must  be  within  the  range  of  40  and  70  penetration  when  tested  at  77°  F.,  the  amount 
of  penetration  to  be  fixed  by  the  Engineer  Ck)mmi88ioner. 

rreference  will  be  given  to  an  asphaltic  cement  that  is  not  readily  affected  by  the 
action  of  water,  provided  it  is  satisfactory  in  other  respects.  If  an  asphaltic  cement 
is  accepted  that  is  affected  by  water,  some  provision  satisfactory  to  the  Engineer 
Commissioner  must  be  made  to  guard  against  the  results  of  such  action,  and  such 
work  must  be  included  in  the  price  bid. 

The  bitumen  of  the  asphaltic  cement  must  comply  with  the  folio  wine  tests: 

1.  It  must  be  of  such  a  consistency  that  when  tested  at  32°  F.  it  will  not  show  a 
hardness  below  10  penetration,  and  when  tested  at  115°  F.  it  will  not  be  softer  than 
350  penetration. 

2.  When  a  prism  of  the  bitumen  1  centimeter  square  and  5  centimeters  long  is  tested 
for  ductility  at  77°  F.  it  must  draw  out  to  a  distance  of  20  centimeters  before  breaking. 

3.  When  the  bitumen  is  heated  in  an  open  tin  at  a  temperature  of  300°  F.  for 
eighteen  hours  in  a  hot-air  oven  it  must  not  show  a  loss  by  volatilization  of  over  5 
per  cent,  and  it  must  not  have  been  hardened  over  50  per  cent  by  this  heating. 

The  asphaltic  cement  must  never  be  heated  to  a  temperature  that  will  injure  it 

When  the  asphaltic  cement  contains  over  5  per  cent  of  material  that  will  separate 
by  subsidence  while  in  a  molten  condition,  it  must  be  thoroughly  agitated  oefore 
drawing  from  storage,  and  while  in  use  in  the  supply  kettles,  so  as  to  insure  a  uni- 
form cement. 

These  tests  shall  be  made  by  uniform  methods,  descriptions  of  which  are  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Engineer  Commissioner. 

It  is  my  belief  that  these  specifications  cover  all  asphaltic  cements  that  have  been 
offered  for  paving  and  that  are  desirable.  They  do  not,  however,  cover  all  hypo- 
thetical cases;  for  instance,  an  asphalt  might  be  met  with  which,  though  passing  the 
requirements  of  these  specifications  for  ductility,  would  be  too  lacking  in  this  prop- 
erty at  temperatures  lower  than  77°  F.  Another  point  that  might  be  raised  is  that 
they  apparently  specify  no  test  to  determine  the  rapidity  of  the  aging  of  the  asphaltic 
cement  But  I  have  found  it  invariably  to  be  the  rule  that  the  cement  passing  the 
requirements  of  the  test  for  the  amoimt  of  hardening  resulting  from  heating  m  an 
open  tin  at  300°  F.  for  eighteen  hours  does  not  objectionably  harden  or  dry  out  on 
aging.  I  feel,  however,  that  they  would  be  more  complete  and  satisfactory  if  they 
met  every  conceivable  case,  and  believe,  without  doubt,  that  specifications  can  be 
made  in  time  that  will  do  this,  after  further  experience  with  tests  that  are  being 
made.

EXTENSIONS.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  on  street  exten- 
sions for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903: 

No  street  extensions  were  authorized  by  special  acts  of  Congress,  and  the  only  con- 
demnations were  for  the  opening  of  alleys  in  sauares  514,  899,  and  973. 

Reports,  estimates,  and  maps  have  been  made  on  the  various  bills  or  requests  for 
street  opening  or  extensions. 

Under  authority  of  an  amendment  to  the  ''highwav  act''  a  plan  of  readjustment 
of  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Fourth  street  east  and  the  Bunker  Hill  road  was  made 
during  the  ^ear  and  recorded  in  the  oflfice  of  the  surveyor.  District  of  Columbia. 

The  special  maps  of  this  office  relating  to  subdivisions  and  records  of  highways 
have  been  added  to  from  time  to  time,  so  as  to  keep  the  latest  record,  and  a  num- 
ber of  them  have  been  lithographed  for  use  in  the  vanous  departments  of  the  District 
government.

Report  op  Assisttant  Engineer  in  charge  Rock  Creek  Park. 

Washington,  October  7,  190S, 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  in  Rock 
Creek  Park  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903: 

The  annual  appropriation  for  the  past  year  was  the  smallest  made  since  the 
various  improvements  in  the  park  were  begun.  It  was  not  sufficient  to  allow 
needed  refNEurs  to  the  macadam  roads,  and  was  used  sparingly  in  places  where  abso- 
lutely demanded. 

Beach  driveway  was  repaired  for  a  distance  of  1,000  feet  on  each  side  of  the  boul- 
der bridge,  and  a  cover  of  fine  stone  j^laced  upon  it  High  water  during  the  past 
winter  occasioned  repairs  at  various  points  on  Beach  driveway  and  to  the  temporary 
bridges  north  of  the  military  road.  A  small  amount  of  the  appropriation  was  used 
on  Koea  road  for  team  hire  and  the  purchase  of  material.  Much  of  what  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  year  has  therefore  depended  on  the  operations  of  the  chain 
gang.  Grading  has  proeressed  alon^  Roes  road  for  a  distance  of  3,000  feet,  requiring 
the  removal  of  several  thousand  cubic  yards  of  earth,  there  being  hesLvy  cuts  and  fills 
in  places.  Banks  have  been  sloped  and  sodded,  and  grssB  and  weeds  have  been 
kept  down  by  the  gang  along  all  the  improved  drives.  During  the  winter,  when  it 
was  impossible  to  do  much  grading,  a  rustic  viaduct  was  constructed  by  the  gang  on 
the  line  of  Ross  road  across  a  deep  ravme.  This  viaduct  measures  170  feet  in  length, 
and  is  45  feet  high  at  its  center.  The  flooring  rests  on  ten  trestles,  well  braced,  and 
two  abutments  made  of  logs.  The  trestles  rest  on  sills,  which  are  embedded  in  con- 
crete for  their  preservation.  The  viaduct  is  built  of  rather  heavy  timbers,  and  on 
account  of  lack  of  facilities  and  hoisting  apparatus  its  construction  proved  a  heavy 
undertaking.  It  stands  as  a  creditable  example  of  what  the  gang  is  capable  of 
doing,  and  of  the  excellent  way  in  which  the  foreman  has  handl^  the  men. 

WORK  RECOMMENDED  FOR  THE  FISCAL  TSAR  1905. 

In  submitting  an  estimate  of  work  for  the  next  fiscal  year  I  can  only  repeat  what 
I  recommendea  in  my  last  report,  leaving  out,  of  course,  work  that  will  oe  accom- 
plished this  year  and  making  one  or  two  changes  in  the  interest  of  economy. 

The  completion  and  repair  of  Beach  driveway,  together  with  a  bridge  at  the  north 
end  of  the  park,  calls  for  the  laigest  item  of  expense  and  will  give  the  greatest  bene- 
fit for  the  amoimt  expended.  Unless  some  appropriation  is  made  for  work  in  the 
northern  end  of  the  park  the  dirt  road  will  soon  have  to  be  shut  off  from  travel,  ts 
the  temporary  bridges  are  becoming  dangerous  and  the  road  impassable  in  places. 
This  would  leave  the  largest  part  of  the  park  without  any  acoesSi  as  no  other  roid 
leads  through  it  north  of  the  military  roaa. 
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It  is  intended  daring  the  present  year  to  construct  a  walk  along  the  creek  from 

the  Zoological  Park  as  far  as  Pierce  Mill.    This  should  be  extended  next  year  to  the 

military  road,  so  that  the  most  accessible  part  of  the  park  will  be  open  to  pedestrians, 

who  are  beginning  to  feel  the  need  of  some  path  other  than  along  the  present  drives.

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REPORT  OF  THE   HEALTH   OFFICER. 


Washington,  D.  C,  Juik^  30,  1903. 
Gentlemen:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statement  rel- 
ative to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  being  the 
report  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1903. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

In  order  to  assist  in  securing  uniformity  in  the  compilation  of  vital 
statistics  throughout  the  States,  Territories,  and  cities  of  this  and  other 
countries,  so  that  comparisons  between  the  statistics  of  diflferent  juris- 
dictions may  more  readily  be  made,  the  vital  statistics  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  have  been  compiled  and  tabulated  on  the  basis  of  calendar 
years  instead  of  on  the  basis  of  fiscal  years  as  heretofore.  This  method, 
which  will  be  followed  in  future  reports,  will,  moreover,  enable  the 
department  to  begin  the  compilation  of  such  statistics  immediately 
after  the  1st  of  January  and  to  have  them  thoroughly  digested  and 
ready  for  publication  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Such  statistics 
will  be  supplemented  by  svnopses  of  the  returns  of  births  and  deaths 
during  the  latter  six  months  oi  the  fiscal  year.  The  publication  of  the 
annual  report  of  the  department  in  a  complete  and -satisfactory  form 
will  thus  be  greatly  expedited.  The  necessity,  however,  for  changing 
at  the  outset  a  great  mass  of  data  relating  to  the  past  decade,  so  as  to 
make  it  conform  to  calendar  years,  in  order  that  it  might  be  available 
for  comparison,  has  necessarily  delayed  the  publication  of  this  report. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  middle  of  the  cal- 
endar year  1902,  as  estimated  by  the  health  department,  was  as  follows: 
White,  200,477;  colored,  89,119;  all,  289,596.  These  figures  form  the 
bases  of  all  computations  bearing  upon  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  during  the  calendar  year  1902,  into  which  the  corre- 
sponding population  of  the  District  oi  Columbia  enters  as  a  factor. 
An  effort  to  analyze  this  estimated  population  by  sex  and  mce  and  by 
age  is,  of  course,  uncei'tain  in  its  results.  The  best  that  can  be  done  is 
to  assume  that  the  distribution  of  the  population  with  reference  to 
these  factors  remains  relatively  the  same  as  it  was  when  the  Federal 
census  of  1900  was  taken.  Acting  on  this  assumption  the  following 
table  is  submitted:

Only  once  before  during  the  past  ten  years  has  the  death  rate  for 
the  white  race  gone  below  17 — in  1897,  when  it  was  15.88.  The  aver- 
age annual  death  rate  during  the  entire  period  was  17.29.  The  death 
rate  for  the  colored  race,  29.13,  compares  favorably  with  the  aven^ 
annual  rate  during  the  decade,  29.73,  but  contrasts  unsatisfactorily 
with  death  rates  for  other  years,  as  better  marks  were  attained  on 
three  occasions — in  1895,  1897,  and  1898.  On  account  of  the  pre- 
ponderance of  the  white  population,  the  death  rate  for  the  population 
as  a  whole,  when  comparative  figures  are  sought,  follows  closely  the 
white  death  rate;  so,  in  the  present  case,  it  appears  that  during  only 
one  other  year,  1897,  has  a  general  death  rate  been  recorded  which 
compares  favorably  with  the  death  rate  for  1902,  the  death  rate  for 
the  former  year  being  19.79  and  that  for  the  latter  19.99.  The  average 
for  the  ten-year  period  was  21.22. 

The  estimated  population,  number  of  deaths  and  death  rates,  during 
each  of  the  past  ten  years,  with  corresponding  averages,  are  embodied 
in  the  following  table:

Arranged  in  a  descending  scale  in  the  order  of  mortality,  these  death 
rates  retain  the  same  relative  position  as  last  year,  viz:  Colored  males, 
estimated  death  rate  32.95;  colored  females,  26.09;  white  males,  17.97; 
and  white  females,  13.97. 

Age  at  death. — The  average  ae^e  at  death  of  the  various  elements  of 
the  population,  as  classified  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  indicates  the 
same  relative  vigor  as  do  the  relative  death  rates.  The  average  age 
at  death  of  the  colored  males  who  died  during  the  year  was  25.66  years, 
of  the  colored  females  27.32  years,  of  white  male  decedents  39.84  years, 
and  of  white  female  decedents  42.67  years.  Taking  all  decedents 
together,  the  average  a^e  at  death  was  34. 54  years.  As  aflfecting  largelv 
the  relation  between  the  average  ages  at  death  of  the  two  races,  it  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  white  decedents  520.  or  16.29  per  cent, 
were  in  the  first  year  of  life,  while  of  the  colored  decedents  715,  or 
27.54  per  cent,  were  of  a  corresponding  age.  The  figures  for  the  year 
show,  nowever,  the  usual  excess  in  the  colored  population  of  decedents 
of  extreme  age:  20  white  decedents  were  reported  as  90  years  old  and 
over,  while  22  colored  decedents  fell  within  the  same  class.  Consider- 
ing tiiat  the  colored  population  as  a  whole  is  but  44.45  per  cent  of  the 
white  population,  the  disproportion  is  manifest.  The  records  show 
more  curious  results  so  far  as  relates  to  persons  100  years  old  and  over; 
1  white  and  3  colored  were  recorded  as  having  passed  the  century  mark. 
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one  of  the  latter  being  said  to  have  been  112  years  old  at  the  time  of 
death.  As  stated  in  a  preceding  report,  however,  it  appears  probable 
that  such  results  are  due  rather  to  the  inaccuracy  of  the  age  records  of 
the  older  portion  of  the  colored  population  than  to  any  sucn  anomalous 
condition  as  is  suggested  by  the  figures  themselves.

The  death  rates  of  children  under  1  year  of  age,  as  they  appear  in  the 
above  statement,  are  based  upon  the  estimated  white  and  colored  popala 
tions  of  corresponding  age.  While,  therefore,  there  is  a  fairy'  wide 
margin  of  error,  yet  it  is  not  improbable  that  they  represent  reasonably 
well  the  relative  mortality  of  the  two  i-aces  during  this  particular  age 
period.  In  so  far  as  relates  to  children  less  than  1  year  old  practically 
the  ijame  results  appear  if  these  death  rates  instead  of  being  calcu- 
lated upon  estimated  population  are  calculated  upon  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  births  reported  during  the  year;  this  represents  approxi- 
mately the  number  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  living  in  tne  Dis- 
trict during  the  year,  and  in  all  probabilitv  represents  with  even 
greater  accuracy  the  relative  number  of  white  and  colored  infants. 
Among  white  people  3,086  births  were  reported;  among  colored,  1,846; 
and  in  the  entire  population,  4,932.  The  death  rates  of  children  under 
1  year  of  age,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  these  figures,  gives  the  following 
results:  For  whites,  168.50;  for  colored,  387.32;  for  all,  250.40.  The 
death  rate  of  children  under  5  years  of  affe  rises  and  falls  with  that  of 
children  under  1  year  of  age  and  is  very  largely  influenced  by  it 

Notwithstanding  the  present  high  mortality  among  children  under 
1  year  of  age,  such  raortalitv,  even  among  the  colored  people,  from 
year  to  ^ear  shows  signs  of  improvement.  When  the  increased  pop- 
ulation 18  taken  into  consideration,  at  no  previous  time  of  which  this 
Department  has  knowledge  has  the  mortality  among  infants  under  1 
ye^r  of  age  been  so  smaU  as  during  the  past  year.  In  the  infantile 
white  population  the  death  rate  is  not  onl^  the  best  which  has  been 
recorded  when  compared  with  the  population,  but,  notwithstanding 
the  increased  population,  there  is  absolutely  a  smaller  number  of 
deaths.  Infantile  mortality  in  the  colored  population  shows  no 
improvement  since  last  year,  but  is  considerably  below  the  average 
of  the  past  ten  years. 

The  influence  of  the  summer  season  on  the  death  rate  of  the  com- 
munity, especially  its  influence  on  the  infantile  death  rate,  is  shown 
in  the  following  statement:

The  month  of  July,  which  with  a  single  exception  shows  the  smallest 
average  daily  mortjUity  among  persons  5  years  of  ^e  and  over,  shows 
the  Iturgest  average  daily  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  1  year 
of  age.  On  the  other  hand,  the  winter  months  show  the  largest 
average  daily  number  of  deaths  in  that  portion  of  the  community  5 
years  old  and  over,  but  show  practically  the  smallest  so  far  as  relates  to 
deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life.  Why  this  should  be  so, 
except  in  so  far  as  hot  weather  injures  especially  the  food  of  infants, 
is  difficult  to  understand;  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  infant  prior 
to  birth  is  constantly  in  a  medium  the  temperature  of  which  is  very 
nearly  one  himdrea  degrees  Fahrenheit,  it  is  apparent  that  a  hi^h 
atmospheric  temperature  per  se  should  have  but  little  influence  on  its 
vitality.  The  belief  that  infantile  mortality  during  the  summer 
months  is  due  to  defect  in  diet  is  supported  further  by  the  fact  that 
so  large  a  part  of  such  deaths  are  due  to  digestive  disturbances. 

Mortality  with  refet'ence  to  particular  cUseaaes. — An  analysis  of  mor- 
tality with  reference  to  the  character  of  the  diseases  responsibile  for 
it  appears  in  the  following  table:

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A  detailed  statement  showinfi^  the  fluctuations  in  the  death  rates 
from  some  of  the  more  common  diseases  appears  in  Table  —  in  the 
appendix.  This  statement  shows  a  peculiar  and  inexplicable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  aneurism  during  the  last  year.  The 
average  for  the  ten-year  period  having  been  6.8  per  annum,  while  last 
year  but  one  death  occurred.  The  deaths  from  angina  pectoris  show 
no  material  fluctuations,  the  average  being  19.1;  the  number  recorded 
last  year  being  21.  The  usual  preponderance  of  deaths  from  this 
cause,  among  wnites.  is  quite  apparent — 19  as  compared  with  2.  Apo- 
plexy as  a  cause  of  death  represents  the  average  mortality  from  tnis 
disease,  the  mortality  for  the  year  being  222,  the  average  being  226.2. 
The  figure  for  the  year  is.  however,  considerably  less  than  the  corre- 
sponding figure  for  any  otner  of  the  last  five  years.  This  disease  was 
slightly  more  prevalent  in  the  colored  race,  a  condition  which  has  pre- 
vailed uniformly  since  1896,  inclusive,  but  which  during  the  preced- 
ing three  years  of  the  decade  did  not  exist.  There  were  somewhat 
more  deaths  recorded  from  diseases  of  the  heart  than  the  annual  aver- 
age during  the  decade — 445  as  compared  with  412.8.  The  excess  was 
due  to  the  increased  prevalance  of  this  class  of  diseases  among  the 
colored  people,  an  increase  which  is  quite  apparent  when  the  death 
rates  from  diseases  of  this  class  during  the  past  ten  years  are  examined. 
Forty  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  rheumatism,  as  against  the  average 
of  31.8.  Race  does  not  seem  to  exercise  an  even  reasonably  conste^t 
influence  on  the  prevalence  of  this  disease. 

The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  arterio-sclerosis, 
which  was  the  subject  of  comment  in  the  preceding  report,  has  con- 
tinued. The  average  number  of  deaths  from  this  condition  during 
the  decade  was  9.3;  m  1901  it  was  25,  the  highest  figure  previously 
recorded  having  been  9.  During  the  past  year  it  has  again  enor- 
mously increasea,  45  deaths  having  been  recorded.  While  heretofore 
this  disease  has  told  most  heavily  on  the  white  race,  during  the  past 
year  the  death  rate  among  colored  people  has  been  in  excess.  During 
the  decade,  in  each  of  five  years,  no  deaths  from  arterio-sclerosis  were 
recorded  among  colored  people;  in  two  years,  1  death;  in  one  year,  2 
deaths;  and  one  year,  1901,  3  deaths.  [Last  year  the  number  of  deaths 
recorded  in  the  colored  population  was  16.  It  may  be  that  in  some 
way  this  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  arterio-sclerosis  in  the 
colored  race  during  the  past  year  is  related  to  the  apparent  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Bright's  disease.  While  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Bright's  disease  among  the  white  people  increased  between 
the  year  1901  to  1902  from  188  to  196,  the  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  among  colored  people  decreased  from  152  to  131.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  Brighrs  aisease  recorded  during  the  year,  327,  was 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years,  ^.4. 
The  death  rates  from  this  disease  among  both  races  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  decade  has  been  considerably  in  excess  of  the  death  rates 
during  the  earlier  part  of  the  period.  Generally  speaking,  however, 
the  increase  has  been  disproportionately  great  among  the  colored  race, 
and  as  in  the  case  of  apoplexy  the  disorder,  which  formerly  was  rela- 
tively more  frequent  in  its  fatal  form,  at  least,  among  white  people, 
has  during  the  past  seven  years  become  more  frequent  among  the 
colored. 

Deaths  from  the  principal  disorders  of  the  nervous  system,  insanity, 
epilepsy,  softening  of  the  brain,'and  paralysis  in  its  various  forms, 
show  no  conditions  worthy  of  comment. 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia,  478,  was  somewhat  in  excess 
of  the  average  for  the  ten  years,  459.3,  the  increase  occurring  in  both 
races.  Fat^  cases  of  this  disorder  are  uniformly  much  more  common 
amon^  the  colored  people  than  among  the  whites,  the  death  rate  for 
the  colored  race  being  twice  and  occasionally  as  much  as  three  times 
that  of  the  whites.  The  disease  itself  is  responsible  for  a  much  larger 
part  of  the  general  mortality  than  is  commonly  supposed,  Y.83  per 
cent  of  all  deaths  during  the  past  ten  years  and  8.25  per  cent  of  those 
during  the  past  year  having  been  due  to  it.  In  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
District  of  Columbia,  however,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  suffi- 
cient ground  for  believing  that  the  disease  is  increasing  in  prevalence, 
whatever  may  be  conditions  elsewhere.  During  only  three  of  the  last 
ten  years  has  it  been  less  prevalent  than  it  was  last  year.  The  same 
statement  is  true  if  we  consider  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  and  congestion 
of  the  lungs  as  a  group,  the  diflferentiation  of  the  individual  members  of 
which  is  in  some  cases  difficult,  if  not  impossible—  that  is,  in  only  three 
of  the  past  ten  years  has  the  death  rate  of  these  three  diseases  when 
so  taken  been  less  than  it  was  in  1902. 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  so  much  less  frequent 
during  the  jmst  year  than  heretofore  that  it  seems  proper,  lest  the 
laity  be  deceived,  to  state  at  the  very  outset  that  there  is  no  reason  to 
believe  that  the  recent  eflforts  for  the  limitation  of  the  spread  of  this 
disease  have  had  anything  to  do  with  bringing  about  this  result. 
These  efforts  have  been  of  too  recent  origin  to  account  for  such 
improvement.  On  the  other  hand,  the  fact  that  coincident  with  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  between 
the  years  1901  and  1902  from  812  to  686,  there  occurs  an  apparent 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  and 
congestion  of  the  lungs  of  from  601  to  702,  is  suggestive.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  recorded  during  the  past  year, 
686,  is  the  smallest  recorded  during  any  of  the  past  ten  years.  The 
average  number  per  annum  during  the  period  mentioned  was  790.9. 
The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  recorded  among  white  people 
was  312,  while  the  annual  average  in  this  class  was  362;  the  number 
recorded  among  colored  people  during  the  year  was  374,  the  annual 
average  being  428.9;  9.77  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  white  deaths 
and  14.40  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  colored  deaths  were  reported 
as  due  to  tuberculosis.  The  death  rate  among  the  whites  was  15.56 
per  10,000,  and  the  death  rate  among  the  colored  41.97.  Of  those 
who  died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  last  year  more  than  half  were 
in  the  very  prime  of  life;  220  were  between  21  and  30  years  old, 
inclusive,  and  152  between  31  and  40  years,  inclusive. 

Grippe  was  less  prevalent  than  during  the  preceding  year,  although 
more  prevalent  than  has  usually  been  the  case  during  the  ten-year 
period.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  59  during  the 
year;  the  annual  average  during  the  decade  was  47.3.  The  number 
of  white  decedents  fell  between  1901  and  1902  from  62  to  35,  while 
the  colored  decedents  rose  from  8  to  24. 

The  prevalence  of  measles,  as  indicated  by  the  record  of  death, 
diminished  somewhat.  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the 
year  was  9  and  the  average  number  per  annum  during  the  decade  was 
20.9.  Mumps,  notwithstending  the  extreme  prevalence  of  the  disease 
as  indicated  by  absences  from  school  because  of  it,  did  not  result 
fatally  even  in  a  single  instance.  Fatal  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  less 
prevalent  than  usual,  the  number  of  deaths  reported  being  6  and  the 
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average  number  per  annum  being  14.  The  disease  was,  as  usual, 
more  prevalent  among  whites.  Further  reference  to  this  disease 
appears  in  the  report  of  the  work  done  under  the  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria  service  in  the  appendix. 

Smallpox  was  responsible  for  1  death.  Whoopinff  cough,  although 
commonly  regarded  as  a  mild  disease  and  one  which  may  be  allowed 
to  run  its  course  without  medical  supervision,  caused  126  deaths  last 
year.  This  represents  by  far  the  heaviest  mortality  recorded  during 
the  past  ten  years,  the  average  number  of  deaths  per  annum  being 
but  64.3.  Ninety-one  of  the  decedents  were  colored,  and  only  35 
white,  the  relative  death  rates  of  the  two  i*aces  being  10.21  per  10,000 
for  the  colored  race,  and  1.75  for  the  white.  The  influence  of  age 
on  the  outcome  of  this  malady,  whether  fatal  or  otherwise,  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  of  the  decedents  54  were  in  the  first  year  of  life,  38  in 
the  second,  12  in  the  third,  9  in  the  fourth,  and  5  in  the  fifth.  Out  of 
126  decedents,  92  were  less  than  2  years  old,  and  118  were  less  than  5. 

Fatal  cases  of  diphtheria  were  less  frequent  that  usual,  only  50 
having  been  reported  during  the  year,  and  the  annual  average  during 
the  past  ten  years  being  132.4.  The  white  and  colored  races  were 
about  equally  affected.  A  further  statement  relative  to  this  disease 
appears  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  work  done  under  the 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  service,  in  the  appendix. 

The  deaths  from  tvphoid  fever  during  the  past  year  numbered  226; 
the  annual  average  during  the  past  ten  years  has  been  185.3.  The 
excess  occurred  altogether  among  the  white  population.  The  number 
of  colored  decedents  was  74,  the  average  being  76.2,  while  the  whites 
numbered  152  against  an  average  of  109.1.  The  disease  was,  however, ' 
as  is  usually  the  case,  relatively  more  prevalent  among  colored  people, 
notwithstanding  its  unusual  prevalence  among  whites.  The  use  of  the 
term  '''typhomalarial  fever"  is  becoming  less  frequent  as  the  profession 
recognizes  more  generally  the  absence  of  any  distinct  disease  deserving 
that  name.  No  deaths  were  recorded  from  so-called  typho-malari^ 
fever,  either  during  the  past  year  or  the  year  preceding. 

Malarial  fever  in  fatal  form  was  less  frequent  than  at  any  time 
during  the  past  ten  years.  The  total  number  of  deaths  reported  was 
30,  the  annual  average  being  54.7.  The  colored  population  suffered 
more  heavily  from  tnis  disease  than  the  white,  a  condition  which 
prevails  more  frequently  than  otherwise. 

The  mortality  from  malignant  growths  shows  no  signs  of  abatement 
The  number  of  deaths  reported  last  year,  217,  has  been  equalled  or 
exceeded  ovily  once  during  the  past  ten  years,  in  1900,  when  the  dece- 
dents from  this  cause  nunioered  218,  and  is  much  in  excess  of  the  annual 
average,  169.9.  The  number  reported  among  whites,  172,  was  26  more 
than  has  been  reported  in  any  year  during  the  decade,  and  48  more 
than  the  average,  but  the  mortahtv  among  the  colored  people,  145,  was 
somewhat  below  the  average  for  the  ten-year  period.  The  usual  pre- 
dominance of  deaths  from  this  cause  among  whites  is  especially  notice- 
able from  the  figures  for  the  past  year,  the  death  rate  for  the  white 
population  being  8.58  per  10,000,  while  that  for  the  colored  was  5.05. 
The  number  of  Heaths  among  females  far  outweighs  that  for  males, 
141  of  the  former  as  against  77  of  the  latter,  while  the  estimated  female 
population  was  152,^6  as  against  an  estimated  male  population  of 
137,190. 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  inflammation  of  the  bowels 
fell  below  the  average — 122  as  comjjared  with  466.  This  improvement, 
however,  was  due  to  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  these 
causes  in  the  white  population,  187  as  compared  with  226.6;  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  in  the  colored  population  representing  about  the  average, 
236  as  compared  with  239.4.  The  colorea  race  uniformly  suffers  much 
more  heavily  from  these  diseases  than  does  the  white.  Their  relative 
incidence  on  the  two  populations  during  the  past  year  were  as  follows: 
Whites,  death  rate  9.33  per  10,000;  colored,  death  rate  26.37  per 
10,000. 

Deaths  from  diarrheal  diseases,  as  recently  classified  by  age,  differ- 
entiate between  decedents  in  the  first  two  years  of  life  and  fliose  who 
have  passed  that  period.  This  classification  has  been  in  vogue  for  three 
years.  During  those  years  the  death  rates  of  children  in  the  first  two 
years  of  life  have  shown  a  steady  decrease — in  1900,  13.92  per  10,000; 
1901,  12.16,  and  in  1902,  11.36.  This  is  in  marked  contrast  with  the 
death  rates  from  these  causes  for  persons  2  years  of  age  and  over, 
which  showed  a  marked  increase  during  the  corresponding  period — in 
1900,  2.76;  in  1901,  2.90;  in  1902,  3.21. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  steam  railroad  accidents  was  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  average,  21  having  been  reported  during  the  past  year, 
the  average  being  16.1 .  Of  the  decedents,  16  were  white  and  5  colored. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  was  equaled  in  1893  and 
exceeded  by  1  in  1900;  otherwise  the  figures  have  been  uniformly 
lower.  There  was  an  excess  of  deaths  from  street  railroad  accidents 
also,  9  as  compared  with  the  average  of  7.2.  Six  of  the  decedents  were 
white  and  3  colored.  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  has  been  equaled 
only  once  before  in  the  past  decade,  in  1896. 

Suicides  were  responsible  for  40  deaths  during  the  year,  a  number 
not  far  in  excess  oi  the  average,  37.3.  The  number  was,  however, 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  ordinary  annual  returns  from  this  cause, 
the  average  having  been  considerably  raised  by  the  large  number  of 
deaths  from  suicide  in  1896,  45,  and  in  1897,  53.  As  is  uniformly  the 
case,  deaths  from  this  cause  were  more  frequent  among  the  whites 
than  among  the  colored,  37  decedents  being  white  and  3  colored,  tiie 
corresponmng  death  rates  per  10,000  being  1.85  and  0.34. 

Mortality  by  disedse  in  its  relation  to  race.- — ^It  is  of  interest  to  students 
of  the  so-called  race  question  to  note  the  relative  mortality  of  the  white 
and  the  colored  races,  living  side  by  side  in  the  same  community  and 
subjected  to  the  same  climatic  conditions,  from  certain  specified  dis- 
This  may  readily  be  done  by  referring  to  the  following  table:

Mortality  hetween  Jomua/ry  1  and  June  30,  mcktsive^  1903. — During  the 
first  six  months  of  1903  there  occurred  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
3,104  deaths,  an  increase  of  166  over  the  number  recorded  during  tiie 
corresponding  period  of  1902.  Deaths  among  white  peoDle  numSered 
l,757,a8  compared  withl,614during  the  prece<nngyear,ana  those  among 
colored  amounted  to  1,437,  as  compared  with  1,324.  The  number  oi 
deaths  from  typhoid  fever  decreased  from  70  to  37;  those  from  diph- 
theria and  croup  decreased  from  37  to  10,  and  those  from  scarlet  fever 
from  6  to  1.  Deaths  from  diarrheal  diseases  of  children  under  2 
years  of  age  decreased  from  93  to  64.  As  has  been  the  ease  during 
the  past  tnree  years,  this  decrease  in  the  infantile  death  rate  from 
diarrheal  diseases  has  been  associated  with  an  increase  in  the  death 
rate  among  adults  from  corresponding  causes.  The  number  of  deaths 
among  persons  2  years  of  age  and  over  from  diarrheal  diseases  during 
the  first  six  months  ot  1902  was  18;  during  the  first  six  months  of  1903 
it  was  50.  Pulmonary  tuberctdosis  as  a  cause  of  death  showed  a 
marked  rise,  the  number  of  deaths  from  January  to  June  in  1902  hav- 
ing been  but  357,  while  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1903,  419 
deaths  from  this  cause  were  recorded.  Suicides  increased  from  16 
to  30.

RETURNS  OF  BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  reported  in  the  year  1902  was  4,932. 
The  average  number  reported  annually  during  the  past  ten  years  has 
been  4,720.2.  The  number  of  births  reportea  last  year  in  the  white 
population  was  3,086,  and  in  the  colored  1,846.  In  28  instances  twins 
were  born  to  white  parents,  and  in  24  cases  colored  parents  had  similar 
fortune.  In  3  cases  triplets  were  born,  all  of  colored  parentage.  Of 
the  births  reported  among  the  whites,  102  were  illegitimate,  and  of 
those  reported  among  the  colored,  456. 

Difficulty  is  experienced  in  enforcing  the  law  requiring  births  to  be 
reported,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  health  department  only  excep- 
tionallv  is  able  to  obtain  evidence  that  any  particular  physician  or 
midwife  officiated  at  a  birth  unless  such  physician  or  midwife  himself 
or  herself  reports  it.  Special  attention  is  being  paid  to  this  matter  in 
the  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  something  may  be  done  to  make 
returns  of  births  more  nearly  complete  than  they  are  now  believed  to  be. 

8TILLBIBTH8. 

The  total  number  of  stillbirths  reported  was  538 — among  the  whites 
166,  among  the  colored  358,  and  of  unknown  race  15.  Of  the  entire 
number,  347  were  classed  as  legitimate,  176  as  illegitimate,  and  the 
remainder  unknown. 
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RECORDS  AND  TRANSCRIPTS. 

Five  hundred  and  seventy  transcripts  from  the  records  of  births, 
deaths,  and  marriages  have  been  issued  during  the  fiscal  year  1902-3. 
Of  these,  12  were  issued  without  fee,  as  follows:

The  fees  paid  for  the  remaining  transcripts,  $279,  all  appear  duly 
of  record  in  the  office  of  the  collector  of  taxes. 

OFFICIAL  REGISTERS. 

Phydcmns. — Under  authority  of  the  act  regulating  the  practice  of 
medicine  60  physicians  registered  during  the  fiscal  year  1902I--3.  Fifty- 
four  had  licenses  issued  oy  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  after 
examination  and  6  licenses  on  the  basis  of  registration  at  the  health 
office  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  law  which  now  regulates  the  prac- 
tice oi  medicine  in  this  District  So  far  as  is  known  to  the  health 
department,  96  physicians  whose  names  appear  on  its  register  have 
died.  In  one  case  registration  has  been  canceled  by  order  of  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors.  The  total  number  of  physicians  now 
legally  qualified  to  practice  in  the  District,  by  reason  of  having  been 
licensed  oy  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  and  having  registered  at 
the  health  office  is,  therefore,  1,215. 

Midmives. — Under  authority  of  the  act  above  cited  1  midwife  regis- 
tered, having  been  licensed  by  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  od 
the  basis  of  her  registration  at  the  health  office  prior  to  June  30, 1896. 
The  total  number  of  licensed  midwives  whose  names  appeared  of 
record  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  135. 

Dentists, — The  total  number  of  names  on  the  register  of  dentists  at 
the  close  of  the  year  was  530. 

Undertakers. — The  registration  of  13  undertakers  made  the  total 
number  of  names  on  the  register  of  those  engaged  in  that  occupation 
143.  Many  States  have  created  licensing  &)ards  to  determine  the 
qualifications  of  would-be  undertakers,  so  as  to  insure  the  competence 
of  those  engaged  in  such  work.  The  advisability  of  the  enactment  of 
similar  legislation  in  this  District  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration. 

PRIVATE  HOSPITALS. 

So  far  as  the  records  of  the  health  department  show  there  has  been 
no  change  in  the  number  or  character  of  private  hospitals  in  this  Dis- 
trict during  the  past  year.  The  enactment  of  further  legislation  for 
the  regulation  of  institutions  of  this  character  is  greatly  to  be  desired. 
Such  legislation  may  well  be  framed  so  as  to  permit  proper  control  of 
those  places  where  babies  are  taken  to  board,  commonly  designated 
''baby  farms." 

CEMETERIES. 

The  number  and  location  of  the  cemeteries  in  this  District  remain 
the  same  as  they  were  when  the  preceding  report  of  this  Department 
was  issued.  A  list  of  such  cemeteries,  showmg  the  number  of  inter- 
ments made  in  each  during  the  year  1902,  is  printed  in  tiie  appendix 
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(see  page  241).  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  while 
928  bodies  were  sent  out  of  the  District  for  interment  during  the  period 
mentioned,  exclusive  of  those  interred  in  the  National  Cemetery  at 
Arlington,  only  125  were  brought  in  for  that  purpose. 

CX)MMUNICABLE   DISEASES. 

Scarlet  fever. — During  the  calendar  year  1902  the  total  number  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported  was  245:  White,  228;'  colored,  17. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  was  6,  equivalent  to  2.45  per  cent  of  all 
cases.  Four  of  the  decedents  were  white,  representing  1.75  per  cent 
of  white  cases,  and  2  were  colored,  representing  11.76  per  cent  of  the 
colored  patients.  The  reported  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  equivalent 
to  0. 84  per  thousand  of  the  entire  population.  Of  the  white  population, 
1.13  per  thousand  were  affected,  and  of  the  colored  0.19.  The  usual 
relative  infrequencv  of  the  disease  in  the  colored  population  is  shown. 
The  incidence  of  the  disease  on  the  population  during  1902  was  less 
than  during  any  other  years  during  tne  decade,  except  1893  and  1896. 

The  diminished  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  calendar  year 
1902  has  continued  during  the  first  half  of  1903 — that  is,  up  to  the  date 
of  this  report.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1902  there  were  reported 
142  cases  (132  white  and  10  colored),  while  the  first  six  months  of  1903 
the  total  number  of  cases  was  but  53  (white  52  and  colored  1).  The 
case  mortality  in  the  first  half  of  1902  was  4.22,  while  in  the  first  half 
of  1903  it  wa^  but  1.88. 

Data  showing  the  relative  prevalence  and  severity  of  scarlet  fever 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the  past  ten  years  appear  in  a  table 
printed  in  the  appendix,  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  medical 
sanitarv  inspector. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  during 
the  calendar  year  1902  was  352,  of  which  287  were  white  and  65  col- 
ored. Of  all  reported  cases,  45,  or  12.78  per  cent,  died.  This 
represents  the  lowest  mortality  in  the  District  of  which  the  health 
department  has  record.  Of  the  white  patients,  33  died,  a  case  mortal- 
ity of  11.49  per  cent,  and  of  the  colored,  12,  or  18.46  per  cent.  The 
disease  was  less  prevalent  during  1902  than  during  any  other  of  the 
past  ten  years,  except  1895. 

The  relative  infrequency  of  diphtheria  noticeable  during  1902  has 
continued  during  the  first  half  of  1903.  The  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  reported  during  the  first  six  months  of  1903  was  73,  of 
which  9,  or  12.33  per  cent,  proved  fatal;  during  the  corresponding 
j>eriod  of  1902,  211  cases  were  reported,  with  a  case  mortality  of  33, 
or  15.64  per  cent. 

During  1902, 1,180  cultures  were  submitted  for  examination.  Four 
hundred  and  ninety-one  were  primary  cultures — that  is,  cultures  sub- 
mitted in  order  to  determine  whetlier  the  patient  was  or  was  not 
suffering  with  diphtheria — and  of  these  161,  or  32.7  per  cent,  showed 
the  presence  of  diphtheria  bacilli. 

Data  showing  the  relative  prevalence  and  severity  of  diphtheria  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  durmg  the  past  ten  years  appear  in  a  table 
printed  in  the  appendix  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  medical 
sanitary  inspector. 

STnaUpox. — During  the  calendar  year  1902,  60  cases  of  smallpox 
were  reported,  with  1  death.     Of  the  patients,  39  were  colored  and 
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21  white.  The  disease  was  somewhat  less  prevalent  than  during  the 
preceding  year.  As  has  usually  been  the  case,  a  considerable  part  of 
the  patients  treated  in  the  District  contracted  the  disease  elsewhere, 
Witn  a  single  exception,  all  patients  were  treated  in  the  smallpox 
hospital. 

Smce  the  end  of  1902  and  up  to  June  30,  1903,  the  number  of  cases 
of  smallpox  reported  has  been  32,  of  which  2  proved  fatal.  This  rep- 
resents a  somewhat  greater  prevalence  and  a  greater  moitality  than 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1902,  when  27  cases  occurred,  with 
but  1  death. 

The  smallpox  hospital  is  in  a  generally  satisfactory  condition.  A 
new  stable  is,  however,  urgently  needed.  Provision  durinjpf  the  jwist 
year,  by  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  for  the  construction  of  a  (quaran- 
tine station,  will  put  the  health  department  in  a  much  better  situation 
so  far  as  relates  to  caring  for  patients  who  have  been  exposed  to  small- 
pox, pending  the  development  of  the  disease  or  the  expiration  of  a 
sufficient  time  to  demonstrate  that  the  disease  will  not  develop. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  reports  of  the  medical  sanitary  inspector 
and  of  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  smallpox  hospital,  printed  m  the 
appendix. 

lyphoid  fever, — On  February  4,  1902,  the  law  was  enacted  which 
now  requires  cases  of  typhoid  fever  to  be  reported  to  the  health 
department.  Some  time  elapsed,  of  course,  before  it  became  effective 
because  of  the  time  consumed  in  securing  and  distributing  necessary 
report  cards  and  bringing  the  law  to  the  attention  of  physicians.  Not- 
withstanding this  fact,  between  February  26,  1902,  and  December  31, 
1902, 1,4:74  cases  were  reported.  Of  these  cases  1,028  were  white  and 
446  colored.  Two  hundred  patients  died,  representing  13.56  per  cent 
of  all  cases.  Of  white  patients  133,  or  12.93  per  cent,  died  and  of 
colored  67,  or  15.02  per  cent.  The  percentages  just  given,  however, 
are  probably  in  excess  of  the  actual  case  mortality,  since  even  imme- 
diately after  the  passage  of  the  act  all  fatal  cases  were  necessarily 
reported  (coming  to  the  attention  of  the  health  department,  in  the  first 
instance,  throu^  the  death  certificates),  whereas,  as  stated  above,  dur- 
ing the  period  immediately  following  the  enactment  of  the  law  many 
nonfatal  cases  were  probably  not  reported. 

Investigations  were  made  in  1,289  cases  to  determine  if  possible 
the  origin  of  the  disease.  As  a  result  of  such  investigation  the 
department  is  satisfied  that  148  of  these  cases  were  contracted  outside 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  developed  here.  In  89  cases  the  dis- 
ease was  contracted  while  waiting  on  patients  suffering  from  it.  In  7 
of  the  1,289  cases  the  disease  seems  to  have  been  contracted  through 
milk.  In  the  remaining  cases,  999,  no  common  sources  of  Dossible 
infection  could  be  determined  other  than  the  water  supply.  (Jf  these 
cases  124  were  represented  to  have  used  prior  to  their  illness  water 
other  than  that  derived  from  the  Potomac  River,  and  of  the  remainder, 
764,  it  is  said,  used  Potomac  water  alone,  and  118  used  Potomac  water 
and  spring  water.  Between  February  4,  1902,  and  December  31, 
1902,  30  cases  of  typhoid  fever  came  under  the  observation  of  the 
health  department  which  were  due  to  milk  infection.  Some  of  these 
cases  were  due  to  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  on  a  dairy  farm  in  Mary- 
land, and  others  to  a  case  on  a  local  farm.  These  outbreaks  were 
promptly  checked  as  soon  as  their  origin  became  known. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1903,  the  total  number  of  deaths  from 
typhoid  fever  was  37.     During  the  corresp)onding  period  of  1902  the 
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number  of  deaths  reported  was  70.  The  number  of  cases  reported  dur- 
ing the  first  six  months  of  1903  was  320.  It  is  impossible  to  give  the 
corresponding  figure  for  1902  in  view  of  the  fact  tnat  the  law  requir- 
ing cases  of  typhoid  fever  to  be  reported  was  in  effect  only  a  part  of 
the  corresponding  period  of  that  year. 

An  extended  analysis  of  the  cases  of  typhoid  fever  which  occurred 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  during  1902  is  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  medical  sanitary  inspector,  in  the  appendix. 

Tvbercvlosis, — ^The  health  department  nas  continued  its  campaign  of 
education  with  reference  to  the  preventibility  of  consumption.     The 

Eromulffation  by  the  Commissioners,  on  the  reconmiendation  of  the 
ealth  department,  of  a  regulation  forbidding  spitting  on  sidewalks, 
will,  it  is  believed,  accomplish  much  in  an  educational  way,  even  aside 
from  the  direct  benefit  that  will  be  derived  from  it. 

I}isinfection  service. — Nothing  worthy  of  special  note  has  transpired 
in  connection  with  the  disinfection  service  during  the  past  year.  The 
total  number  of  articles  disinfected  at  the  municipal  disinfecting  sta- 
tion was  4,346.  Premises  or  parts  of  premises  have  been  disiniected 
in  709  cases.  In  only  135  instances,  however,  has  the  department 
been  able  to  secure  permission  to  disinfect  premises  because  of  the 
presence  of  tuberculosis,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  686  deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year,  and  in  each 
case  the  health  department  has  called  attention,  through  the  attending 
physician,  to  the  need  for  disinfection. 

Isolation  wards. — ^The  total  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  fiscal 
year  1902-3,  at  public  expense,  in  the  isolation  wards  connected  with 
Garfield  Memorial  Hospital  and  Providence  Hospital  was  155.  Of 
these  149,  suffering  chiefly  from  measles,  diphtheria,  and  erysipelas, 
were  treated  at  (S.rfield  Memorial  Hospital,  and  6,  suffering  from 
scarlet  fever,  at  Providence  Hospital.  The  total  number  of  hospital 
days  furnished  public  patients  by  Garfield  Memorial  Hospital  was 
2,423.  The  cost  of  the  institution  to  the  public  during  the  year  wajs 
$5,000.  The  cost  per  patient  per  day  was,  therefore,  12.06.  Provi- 
dence Hospital  furnished  to  public  patients  in  its  isolation  wards  193 
hospital  days,  which,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  cost  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  institution  was  $4,000,  represents  a  cost  per  diem  of  $20.72. 
In  considering  these  figures,  however,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
these  isolation  wards  were  necessarily  maintained  in  a  condition  of 
readiness  to  receive  patients  at  all  times,  and  that  such  maintenance 
alone  was  a  source  of  considerable  expense  quite  independent  of  the 
cost  of  caring  for  patients  actually  unaer  treatment. 

The  private  cases  treated  in  the  isolation  wards  of  Grarfield  Memorial 
Hospital  during  the  year,  numbered  32,  representing  521  hospital  davs. 
The  income  from  these  patients  forms  a  part  of  the  institution,  ana  is 
unknown  to  the  health  department.  Four  private  patients  were 
treated  in  the  isolation  wards  connected  with  Providence  Hospital, 
representing  123  hospital  days. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  AMONG  ANIMALS. 

It  is  needless  to  comment  on  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  among 
dairy  cows.  This  disease  is  present  among  such  animals  practically 
wherever  they  are  housed  for  the  production  of  milk,  and  the  District 
presents  no  exception  to  the  general  rule. 

Eighteen  cases  of  rabies  among  dogs  and  4  among  cows  came  to  the 
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attention  of  the  department  during  the  fiscal  year.  In  all  of  these  cases 
diagnoses  based  on  clinical  symptoms  were  confirmed  by  inoculation 
tests.  In  6  additional  instances  dogs  are  known  to  have  presented 
clinical  symptoms  of  rabies,  but  as  their  bodies  were  not  procured  so 
as  to  permit  inoculation  tests  to  be  made  they  were  not  included  in 
the  foregoing  list.  In  such  cases  as  came  to  the  attention  of  this 
department  suitable  action  was  taken  for  the  destruction  or  quarantine 
of  dogs  bitten  bv  hydrophobic  animals. 

One  case  of  glanders  was  reported  during  the  year  to  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  and  another  to  the  health  department. 

Hog  cholera  has  been  seen  occasionally  at  the  stock  yards,  but  not 
among  the  hogs  herded  in  the  District. 

CHEMICAL  LABORATOEY. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1902-3,  7,006  articles  of  various  kinds  were 
analyzea  in  the  chemical  laboratory.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  1,310  since  last  year.  The  articles  examined  included  samples  of 
foods,  beverages,  and  drugs,  and  miscellaneous  substances,  some  of 
them  submitted  by  the  police  department  and  others  by  the  coroner. 

Six  thousand  one  hundred  and  nine  samples  of  milk  and  146  samples 
of  cream  were  examined.  Most  of  these  samples  were  coUectea  at 
random  throughout  the  District  of  Columbia.  A  considerable  num- 
ber, however,  were  taken  at  the  receiving  depots,  where  milk  enters 
the  city  by  steam  and  electric  cars.  The  average  quality  of  milk  and 
cream  sold  in  the  District  during  the  past  year,  as  shown  by  the 
analyses  made,  has  been  much  better  than  heretofore.  Formaldehyde 
was  but  rarely  discovered,  and  in  most  instances  its  origin  was  traced 
to  two  nonresident  shippers.  Of  39  samples  of  lard  examined  8  were 
found  adulterated.  Of  53  samples  of  cider  2  were  fraudulent.  Fifty- 
eight  samples  of  extract  of  vanilla  were  examined,  with  the  result  that 
26  were  found  not  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  law.  To  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  adulterated  phenacetin  was  being  sold  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  samples  were  purchased  in  two  lots.  Of  the  first 
lot,  109  samples,  21  were  found  adulterated,  some  containing  no  phenac- 
etin whatsoever,  and  others  being  mixtures  containing  more  or  less 
phenacetin.  In  a  second  lot  of  samples  purchased,  25,  adulteration 
was  discovered  in  17  instances.  Prosecutions  have  been  instituted 
from  time  to  time  on  the  basis  of  adulterations  as  noted  above.  The 
health  department  has  found  it  impracticable,  however,  to  keep  any 
accumte  record  showing  the  outcome  of  such  prosecutions. 

A  study  has  been  made  of  the  ice  creams  sold  in  the  District  in 
order  to  determine  the  nature  and  quantity  of  ingredients  other  than 
cream,  sugar,  and  flavoring  matter.  Out  of  49  samples,  19  contained 
gelatin,  1  contained  gelatm  and  starch,  2  contained  starch,  and  2 
contained  eggs.  The  butter  fat  in  the  samples  examined  ranged  from 
3  to  20  per  cent,  although  the  minimum  allowed  by  law  in  cream  is  20 
per  cent.  In  the  samples  which  contained  starch,  gelatin,  or  e^^ 
the  butter  fat  averaged  about  7  per  cent,  an  amount  which  is  but  little 
above  the  amount  contained  in  high-grade  milk.  All  of  the  strawberry 
ice  cream  was  found  to  be  colored  with  eosin.  There  seems  to  be 
urgent  need  for  the  enactment  of  a  law  fixing  a  standard  for  ice  cream, 
not  because  such  adulterations  as  those  indicated  above  are  dangerous 
to  health,  but  for  the  purpose  of  putting  competition  in  the  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  ice  cream  on  a  fair  basis. 
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On  complaint  that  the  water  supply  from  tanks  in  apartment  houses 
was  of  interior  quality  an  investi^tion  was  made  to  determine  the 
facts  of  the  case.  Thirteen  buildings  were  visited  for  this  purpose 
and  samples  were  taken  from  the  water  supply  as  it  entered  the  tanks 
and  other  samples  from  the  water  supply  as  delivered  to  the  occupants. 
Analyses  showed  practically  no  difference. 

Fifteen  samples  of  ice  were  examined,  representing  most  of  the 
Varieties  sold  in  this  District.  They  were  all  fairly  within  recognized 
limits  of  puritr.  There  is,  however,  no  effective  remedy  aeainst  the 
sale  of  polluted  ice  should  any  such  be  found.  The  advisability  of  the 
enactment  of  a  law  for  this  purpose  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  work  of  the  chemical  laboratory  appears 
in  the  report  of  the  chemist,  in  the  appendix. 

SANITARY   AND   FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  usual  tables  showing  the  number  and  character  of  nuisances 
which  have  been  abated  at  the  instance  of  the  health  department  and 
the  quantity  and  variety  of  food,  including  marine  products,  which 
has  been  condemned,  appear  in  the  appendix. 

Lives  lock  infection. — During  the  fiscal  year  1902-3  inspection  of 
live  stock  has  been  on  a  much  better  basis  than  ever  before.  There 
were  slaughtered  under  inspection  of  the  health  department  7,575 
cattle,  31,915  hogs,  9,136  sneep,  and  2,070  calves.  Condemnations 
were  few:  Cattle,  7;  hogs,  18;  ana  sheep  16.  In  numerous  casps,  how- 
ever, parts  of  carcasses,  niore  or  less  extensive,  were  condemned.  But 
while  this  work  has  been  on  a  much  better  basis  than  heretofore,  there 
is  room  for  improvement.  Such  improvement  depends  very  largely 
upon  the  enactment  of  a  law  limiting  the  places  and  times  where  and 
wnen  animals  may  be  slaughtered.  In  the  absence  of  such  a  law  ani- 
mals unfit  for  food  may  be,  and  it  is  believed  are  taken  for  slaughter 
to  one  or  another  of  the  dilapidated  slaughterhouses  which  still  exist 
and  there  disposed  of  at  times  best  calculated  to  avoid  inspection. 

Inspection  of  dairy  farms  and  dahnf  products, — The  following  state- 
ment shows  the  action  taken  upon  applications  for  licenses  to  engage 
in  the  milk  business  during  1902-3  and  the  number  of  licenses  out- 
standing at  the  close  of  the  year:

An  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  secure  the  proper  cleansing 
of  milk  cans  by  local  dealers  immediately  after  these  cans  were 
emptied,  so  fis  to  facilitate  final  cleaning  by  the  dairy  farmers,  and  a 
regulation  to  accomplish  this  end  was  promulgated  by  the  Commis- 
sioners on  April  21,  1903.  While  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance 
has  accomplished  good,  it  will  probably  have  to  be  amended  before  it 
will  effectually  prevent  the  evils  shown  to  exist. 
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The  inspection  of  dairies  and  of  dairy  farms  has  been  systematicaUy 
conducted,  upon  the  basis  described  in  previous  reports.  Detailed  in- 
formation relative  to  such  work  is  contained  in  the  reports  of  the 
chemist  and  of  the  inspector  of  live  stock  and  dairy  farms,  printed  in 
the  appendix. 

Removal  of  weeds. — No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  past  year 
looking  toward  the  enforcement  of  the  law  requiring  the  removal  of 
weeds,  because  of  the  absence  of  any  special  appropriation  for  that 
purpose.  The  inspection  force  of  the  health  department  has  been  too 
small  to  permit  it  to  enforce  even  in  a  reasonably  satisfactoiy  manner 
each  and  every  one  of  the  various  laws  under  its  jurisdiction.  In  de- 
termining what  laws,  if  any,  should  in  view  of  this  situation  not  be 
enforced  or  be  enforced  only  in  part,  the  department  selected  the  weed 
law  because  it  has  practically  nothing  to  do  with  sanitary  matters, 
being  intended  to  accomplish  cesthetic  results,  and  because  Congress, 
having  heretofore  recognized  the  fact  that  a  special  appropriation  was 
necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  law  b^  actually  making  such  ap- 

Sropriations,  tacitly  sanctioned  the  suspension  of  operations  under  it 
uring  the  past  j^ear  by  declining  to  appropriate  for  its  enforcement 
The  weed  law  may  be  of  some  value  from  a  police  standpoint,  but 
even  in  this  way  the  requirement  of  the  present  law,  that  weeds  be 
kept  within  4  inches  of  the  ground,  is  too  strict.  A  weed  6,  12,  or 
even  18,  inches  high  is  not  likely  to  afford  a  hiding  place  for  criminals. 
Neither  Is  a  weed  below  18  inches  likely  to  afford  a  place  of  deposit 
for  offensive  matters.  Previous  recommendations  of  this  department 
for  the  amendment  of  this  law  to  make  the  minimum  permissible 
height  18  inches,  instead  of  4  inches,  are  renewed. 

Smoke  inspection. — The  abnormal  conditions  of  the  fuel  market, 
which  existed  during  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  strike  of  the  miners 
of  anthracite  coal,  rendered  it  practically  impossible  to  secure  compli- 
ance with  the  law  for  the  prevention  of  smoke  during  a  considerable 
Eart  of  the  year.  No  furnace,  no  matter  how  built  or  eauipped,  can 
e  expected  to  operate  without  the  emission  of  smoke,  unless  the  fuel 
used  IS  properly  adapted  to  it.  The  coal  strike,  however,  rendered  it 
imp>ossible  lor  owners  and  operators  of  furnaces  to  exercise  any  choice 
whatsoever  in  the  selection  of  fuel.  The  result  was  that  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  period  during  which  the  strike  continued  Wash- 
ington, in  common  with  practically  all  other  cities  in  the  country,  was 
a  smoky  city.  Efforts  were  made,  of  course,  to  minimize  the  nuisance 
and  it  is  possible  that  they  had  some  effect  in  accomplishing  that  end. 
As  soon  as  the  strike  was  over  and  it  became  once  more  feasible  to 
secure  coal  suitable  for  particular  furnaces  a  vigorous  enforcement  of 
the  law  was  commenced.  On  the  whole  it  maybe  said  tiiat  the  law  to 
prevent  the  emission  of  smoke  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for 
other  purposes,  is  gradually  accomplishing  to  a  greater  and  greater  ex- 
tent the  purpose  for  which  it  was  enactecL  The  following  statements 
show  in  more  or  less  detail  the  results  of  the  smoke  inspectors'  work:

Of  the  cases  pending  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1901-2,  24  were 
disposed  of  in  1902-3  and  fines  and  forfeitures  collected  amounting 
to  $270. 
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A  detailed  report  of  operations  under  the  law  for  the  prevention  of 
smoke  may  be  found  in  the  appendix,  in  the  report  of  the  inspector 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  law. 

POUND   SERVICE. 

The  following  tables  show  the  amount  and  character  of  the  service 
rendered  by  the  poundmaster  and  his  assistants  during  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1903.  The  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  dogs  cap- 
tured, as  compared  with  the  dogs  impounded  during  the  preceding 
year,  was  due  largely  to  the  fact  Ihat  under  authority  of  an  order  of 
the  Commissioners,  dated  May  2,  1903,  an  additional  pound  wagon 
was  in  service  for  forty-two  days  during  the  months  of  May  and  June. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  no  provision  has  yet  been  made  for 
the  erection  of  a  proper  pound,  and  that  the  health  department  is  as 
yet  without  suitable  accommodations  for  the  horses  and  vehicles  neces- 
sary in  its  service.  It  is  recommended  that  eflPorts  heretofore  made 
for  the  establishment  of  a  suitable  pound  and  a  stable  for  the  health 
demrtment,  as  a  single  establishment,  be  renewed. 

The  results  obtained  during  the  past  year  through  the  employment 
of  an  additional  pound  wagon  for  a  limited  period  suggest  the  advisa- 
bility of  securing  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  to  pay  the  cost  of  operat- 
ing such  a  wagon  from  time  to  time,  as  circumstances  may  warrant. 
It  is  recommended  that  an  item  to  secure  that  end  be  included  in  the 
next  estimates  of  the  expenses  of  the  health  department.

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LEGISLATION. 

The  only  legislation  enacted  by  Congress  during  its  past  session 
relating  specifically  to  public  health  in  the  District  of  "Columbia  and 
to  the  duties  of  the  health  department  was  that  embodied  in  the 
appropriation  act  of  Mai'ch  3, 1903,  making  provision  for  the  expenses 
or  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  provided  for 
the  appointment  of  medical  inspectors  of  public  schools  and  authorized 
the  promulgation  of  regulations  to  govern  their  work. 

Regulations  relating  to  public  health  were  promulgated  by  the 
Conmiissioners  as  follows: 

On  April  2,  1903,  an  order  amending  the  regulation  relative  to 
spitting  on  public  vehicles,  so  as  to  make  it  forbid,  also,  spitting  on 
sidewalks. 

On  April  21,  1903,  a  regulation  requiring  the  rinsing  by  milk  deal- 
ers and  others  of  receptacles  in  which  milk  or  cream  has  been  received, 
immediately  after  emptying  such  receptacles. 

BdSCELLANEOUS. 

Municipal  hath  houses. — ^It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  no  provision 
has  yet  been  made  for  the  erection  of  municipal  bath  houses,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  something  may  be  accomplished  toward  that  end  in 
the  near  future. 

PubliC'Comfort  stations. — ^The  continual  presence  in  the  city  of  a 
large  number  of  visitors  and  the  development  of  a  large  suburban  pop- 
ulation, which  must  come  into  the  city  to  shop,  renders  the  neea  for 
public-comfort  stations  greater  and  greater  each  year.  Action  look- 
ing toward  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  such  stations  is  greatly  to 
be  hoped  for. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  many  years  past,  the  health  department  has 
to  acknowledge  its  indebtedness  to  Dr.  D.  E.  Salmon,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture,  for  the  val- 
uable assistance  rendered  by  him  in  connection  with  the  determination 
of  the  presence  or  absence  of  rabies  in  cases  of  dogs  presenting  clinical 
symptoms  of  that  disease.

EEPOET  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SANITAET  INSPEGTOE. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  relative  to  the 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  service,  for  the  calendar  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1902: 

During  the  twelve  months  there  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
health  office  352  cases  of  diphtheria,  of  whom  287  were  white  and  65 
colored.  The  disease  prevailed  among  the  whites  in  the  ratio  of  1.43 
per  each  thousand  of  the  population,  and  among  the  colored  in  the  ratio 
of  0.73  per  each  thousand  of  the  population.  The  ratio  for  all  cases 
was  1.21  for  each  thousand,  which  is  the  lowest  ratio  for  any  calendar 
year  since  1895,  when  the  proportion  was  0.98  per  each  thousand. 

Of  the  352  cases  reported,  45  ended  fatally,  making  a  death  rate  of 
12.78  per  cent,  which  is  the  lowest  mortality  for  any  year  since  cases 
have  been  reported.  Of  the  white  cases,  33  died,  making  a  death  rate 
of  11.49  per  cent,  and  of  the  colored,  12  succumbed,  making  a  rate  of 
18.46  per  cent.  This  is  a  reduction  in  each  class  of  cases  from  the  rate 
of  mortality  of  any  preceding  year.  The  proportion  of  colored  to  the 
number  of  white  cases  remains  about  the  same  from  year  to  year. 
This  past  year  18.46  per  cent  of  all  cases  were  colored. 

There  was  also  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department.  During  the  year  245 
cases  were  reported,  of  whom  228  were  white  and  17  colored.  The 
ratio  per  each  thousand  was  for  all  cases  0.84,  which  is  the  lowest  ratio 
since  1896,  when  it  was  0.65.  The  ratio  among  the  white  cases  was 
1.13,  and  among  the  colored  0.19  per  each  thousand  of  population. 

Six  of  the  reported  cases  died,  making  a  mortality  rate  of  2.45  per 
cent  which  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  The  death  rate  among  the 
whites  was  1.75  per  cent  and  among  the  colored  11.76  per  cent.  In 
submitting  the  usual  tables  accompanying  this  report  attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  they  are  for  the  calendar  year  and  not  fiscal,  as  hereto- 
fore. As  a  matter  of  interest,  however,  the  fii*st  six  months  of  the 
present  calendar  year  may  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  period 
of  1902.  During  the  time  from  January  1  to  January  30,  1903,  there 
were  reported  to  the  department  73  cases  of  diptheria  with  9  deaths. 
During  the  same  time  of  last  year  211  cases  were  reported  with  33 
deaths.  This  is  a  very  gratifying  decrease  both  in  cases  and  deaths. 
The  mortality  rate  during  the  first  six  months  of  1903  was  12.33  per 
cent,  while  auring  the  corresponding  period  of  the  year  1902  it  was 
15.64  per  cent.  Of  the  cases  reported,  12,  or  16.44  per  cent,  were  col- 
ored, of  whom  1  died,  while  of  the  white  cases  8  succumbed.  The 
death  rate  of  the  white  cases  was  13.11  per  cent,  and  of  the  colored 
8.33  per  cent. 
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During  the  first  six  months  of  1902,  the  number  of  colored  c&ses 
was  50,  or  23.69  per  cent,  of  whom  12  died,  while  of  the  1^61  white 
cases,  21  terminated  in  death.  The  mortality  among  the  whites  was 
13.04  per  cent  and  among  the  colored  24  per  cent. 

Scarlet  fever  also  showed  a  marked  decrease  during  the  same  period, 
only  53  cases  having  been  reported  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30, 
1903,  only  1  of  whom  was  colored.  One  case  died,  making  a  mor- 
tality rate  of  1.88  per  cent.  During  the  same  period  of  last  ye^r  142 
cases  were  reported,  of  whom  6  died,  a  death  rate  of  4.22  per  cent. 
Of  the  cases  10  were  colored,  of  whom  2  died. 

Typhoid  fever  has  been  very  prevalent  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
for  the  past  year.  Whether  it  is  more  or  less  so  than  in  former  years 
can  not  be  ascertained,  as  prior  to  February,  1902,  cases  were  not 
required  to  be  reported.  From  February  26  to  December  31,  1902, 
there  were  reported  to  this  oflBce  1,474  caaes,  of  whom  1,028  were 
white  and  446  colored.  The  white  cases  prevailed  in  the  ratio  of  5^12 
per  each  thousand  of  population,  the  colored  5  per  each  thousand,  and 
all  cases  in  the  proportion  of  5.09  per  each  thousand  of  population. 

Of  the  cases  200  terminated  fatally— 133  white  and  67  colored.  The 
death  i*ate  for  all  cases  was  13.56  per  cent,  while  that  of  the  white 
was  12.93  and  of  the  colored  15.02  per  cent. 

The  cases  not  having  been  fully  reported  until  July,  1902,  on 
account  of  the  newness  of  the  law,  it  is  not  possible  to  msike  compari- 
son between  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year  with  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year. 

To  determine  the  source  of  the  disease,  if  possible,  each  case  was 
investigated.  With  this  end  in  view,  a  card  containing  the  following 
questions  was  prepared:

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These  cards  were  not  obtained  until  late  in  the  autumn,  so  that  all 
the  cases  reported  for  the  year  were  not  tabulated,  but  up  to  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1903,  we  were  enabled  to  get  histories  of 
1,289  cases.  Of  these,  89  cases  were  contracted  from  others  in  the 
same  house,  148  were  contracted  out  of  the  District,  7  cases  were 
traced  to  milk,  and  46  occurred  at  the  Government  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  where  they  have  a  local  water  supply.  Of  the  remaining  999 
cases,  757  used  Potomac  water  solely  for  drinkine  purposes,  118  foto- 
mac  and  well  or  spring  water,  84  well  water  solely,  19  spring  water 
solely,  9  melted  ice,  and  12  used  bottled  waters.  Of  those  who  used 
Potomac  water  solely,  in  only  65  instances  was  it  boiled  or  filtered. 
In  810,  or  77.51  per  cent  of  all  cases  contracted  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  from  the  use  of  water,  Potomac  water  was  drank  either 
solely  or  with  other  waters  unboiled  and  unfiltered. 

Our  investigations  have  not  shown  that  the  milk  supply  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  has  been  a  conmion  means  for  the  conveyance  of  the 
disease.  In  only  7  of  the  1,289  cases  referred  to,  and  only  30  since 
the  case^  have  been  reported  (February  26,  1902),  have  we  evidence 
of  it  being  the  mode  of  dissemination  of  the  disease. 

No  portion  of  the  District  of  Columbia  has  been  exempt  from  the 
disease.  Wherever  a  few  families  have  gathered  together  to  form  a 
settlement  the  disease  has  appeared.  It  prevailed  in  Burrville,  Lincoln- 
ville,  Benning,  Deanwood,  Good  Hope,  Garfield,  Hillsdale,  Congress 
Heights,  Giesboro/Tttkoma,  Brightwood  Park,  and  Brookland,  as  well 
as  an  parts  of  the  District  served  with  Potomac  water. 

A  very  interesting  incident  occurred  in  Brightwood  Park,  illustrat- 
ing soil  pollution  of  wells.  The  soil  of  Brightwood  Park  is  very  sandy 
ana  the  wells  not  more  than  8  or  10  feet  deep.  On  a  certain  street  a 
case  of  tjphoid  fever  was  reported;  a  little  higher  up  the  hill,  two 
houses  distant,  were  three  cases  of  what  was  said  to  be  typho-malarial 
fever.  One  of  these  cases,  however,  died  of  hemorrhage  from  the 
bowels.  The  occupants  of  liie  house  from  which  the  case  was  reported 
used  water  from  their  own  well.  Later,  in  the  next  two  houses  and 
the  fourth  house,  lower  on  the  street,  cases  occurred.  Some  of  these 
people  used  water  from  their  own  wells  and  some  from  the  well  on 
the  premises  on  which  the  typho-malarial  cases  were.  These  were  soon 
compelled  to  discontinue  its  use,  however,  because  the  water  tasted 
of  carbolic  acid.  The  fact  is  that  the  first  cases — the  so-called  typho- 
malarial  cases — were  cases  of  tvphoid.  The  urine  and  feces  were 
thrown  into  the  privy  box,  which  probably  leaked  and  contaminated 
the  soil  and  later  the  wells  lower  down  the  hill.  The  fact  that  the 
carbolic  acid  was  tasted  in  the  water  proves  this. 

Of  the  premises  on  which  cases  occurred,  860  had  Potomac  water 
connections  and  145  had  not.  Water-closets  were  the  rule  in  846 
premises,  privies  in  152,  and  7  had  neither  closets  nor  privies.  Of 
those  premises  possessing  water-closets,  319  had  them  in  both  house 
and  yard,  218  in  house  only,  and  309  in  yard  only. 

No  one  occupation  seemed  to  predispose  to  tne  disease  more  than 
others.  It  might  be  supposed  that  persons  who  worked  about  sewers 
and  drainpipes,  etc.,  as  plumbers,  were  more  liable  to  contract  the 
disease,  but  this  theory  is  not  borne  out  by  the  result  of  our  investiga- 
tion, for  of  all  the  cases  of  which  we  have  histories  only  8  were

In  the  bacteriological  laboratory  the  examination  of  cultures  from 
the  throats  of  persons  suspected  of  having  diphtheria  and  from  those 
who  were  recovering  from  that  disease  has  been  continued.  During 
the  year  1,180  such  examinations  have  been  made,  of  which  491  were 
primary,  for  purposes  of  diagnosis.  Of  the  primary  cultures  161,  or 
32.7  per  cent,  contained  diphmeria  bacilli.

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Disinfection  of  premises  in  which  cases  of  conta^ous  diseases  have 
existed  has  been  done  as  heretofore,  the  sheet  method  of  volatilizing 
formaldehyde  gas  being  used.  From  time  to  time  cultures  have  been 
exiK)sed  in  the  rooms  during  the  process  of  disinfection  to  test  its  effi- 
ciency. The  results  have  heen  uniformly  good.  In  every  case  where 
there  has  been  a  death  from  tuberculosis  this  department  has  suggested 
disinfection,  and  although  the  necessitjr  for  such  procedure  has  been 
I>ointed  out  to  the  occupants,  in  the  majority  of  instances  they  pooh-pooh 
the  idea  of  contagion  and  decline  our  services.  It  is  hopecf  much  good 
may  be  done  in  an  educational  way  by  the  efforts  of  the  society  for 
the  prevention  of  tuberculosis,  recently  organized  for  that  purpose, 
and  this  disease  may  be  deprived  of  the  large  number  of  victims  it 
gathers  in  every  year.  Tnere  were  135  premises  disinfected  on 
account  of  the  presence  thereon  of  tuberculosis.

The  munber  of  nospital  free  days  at  Providence  for  the  6  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  was  193  days,  averaging  32.2  days  each.  During  the 
same  period  4  private  patients  were  treated,  123  hospital  days,  averag- 
ing 30.7  days  each. 

The  total  number  of  hospital  patient  days  at  Grarfield  was  1,761,  as 
follows:  Diphtheria,  73  cases,  1,034  days,  averaging  14.1  days  each; 
diphtheria  suspects,  12  cases,  51  days,  averaging  4.2  days  eacn;  scar 
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let  fever,  5  cases,  138  days,  averaging  27.6  days  each;  measles,  18 
cases,  176  days,  averaging  9.8  days  each;  measles  and  pertussis,  1 
case,  31  days;  pertussis,  6  cases,  123  days,  averaging  24.6  days  each; 
pertussis  and  varicella,  1  case,  16  days;  varicella,  1  case,  6  days;  ery- 
sipelas, 11  cases,  163  days,  averaging  14.8  days  each;  mumps,  2  cases, 
6  days,  averaging  3  days  each;  and  typhoid  fever,  exposed  to  other 
diseases,  2  cases,  17  days,  averaging  8.6  days  each.  Of  these  the  pri- 
vate cases  were:  Diphtheria,  22  cases,  280  days;  diphtheria  suspcijts, 
2  cases,  6  days;  scarlet  fever,  6  cases,  138  days;  measles,  1  case,  10 
days;  erysipelas,  2  cases,  23  days;  and  typhoid  fever,  exposed  to  scar- 
let fever,  1  case,  3  days. 

The  total  number  of  hospital  patient  days  for  the  17  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  at  Providence  was  602  days,  averaging  35.4  days  each.  The 
number  of  private  hospital  patient  days  was  188  for  5  cases.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  relative  to  the 
work  performed  in  the  chemical  laboratory  during  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1903. 

During  the  year  there  were  analyzed  a  total  of  7,006  samples,  as 
follows:

Of  the  samples  of  milk  examined,  5,325,  including  skim  milk,  were 
collected  about  the  District — 111  from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  station, 
322  from  the  Southern  Railway  station,  19  from  the  Washington,  Alex- 
andria and  Mount  Vernon  station,  while  the  remaining  19  samples 
were  submitted  by  private  parties. 

Of  the  samples  of  cream  examined,  67  were  collected  about  the  Dis- 
trict, 43  were  obtained  at  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  station,  28  at  the 
Southern  Railway  station,  and  the  remaining  8  were  submitted  by 
private  parties. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  samples  of  milk  collected 
about  the  District  were  found  to  contain  less  than  the  legal  require- 
ments of  3.5  per  cent  of  butter  fat,  while  61  samples  collected  from 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  station  and  53  samples  collected  from  the 
Southern  station  were  likewise  found  to  be  deficient  in  this  respect. 
These  figures  correspond  approximately  to  22.5,  12.4,  and  16.4  per 
cent,  respectively.  Tnis  is  a  marked  improvement  over  last  year,  when 
the  same  conditions  were  represented  by  approximately  35,  31,  and  29 
per  cent,  respectively. 

Of  the  samples  of  cream  collected  about  the  District,  30,  or  approxi- 
mately 45  per  cent,  were  below  the  legal  requirements  of  20  Der  cent 
butter  fat,  while  28  of  the  samples  from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  sta- 
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tion,  and  1()  from  the  Southern  Railway  station,  corresponding  approxi- 
mately to  07  and  57  per  cent,  respectivel3%  were  found  deficient  m  tim 
respect.  The  corresponding  percentages  for  last  year  were  86,  78,  and 
86,  respectively. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  or  7  per  cent,  of  the  samples  col- 
lected about  the  District  were  found  to  contain  less  than  3  per  cent  of 
butter  fat,  while  11  samples  from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  station,  and 
3  from  the  Southern  Railway  station,  approximating  2.6  and  1  per 
cent,  respectively,  were  also  found  to  contain  less  than  3  per  cent  of 
butter  fat.  This  is  also  an  improvement  over  last  year,  when  the  cor- 
responding percentages  were  represented  by  the  figures  11,  3.5,  and 
3.6,  respectively. 

Of  the  samples  of  cream  examined,  10,  or  15  per  cent,  of  those  col- 
lected about  the  District,  3,  or  7  per  cent,  of  those  collected  at  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  station,  and  1,  or  3.5  per  cent,  of  those  collected 
at  the  Southern  litiilwa}'  station,  containea  less  than  15  per  cent  of 
butter  fat.  The  corresponding  percentages  for  last  year  for  samples  of 
cream  below  15  per  cent  of  butter  fat  were  represented  by  the  figures 
20,  1-1,  and  8,  respectively. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  general  improvement  in 
the  quality  of  the  milk  and  cream  sold  in  the  District  during  the  past 
year.  This  improvement  is  probably  due  to  the  increased  number  of 
samples  collected,  for  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  greater  the  activity 
displayed  on  our  part  the  more  careful  will  be  the  attention  given  the 
milk  by  the  dealers. 

For  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  adulterated,  within  the  meaning  of 
an  act  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  drugs  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  229  cases  were  referred  to  the  police  court  for  prosecu- 
tion, with  the  result  that  collateral  was  forfeited  in  172  instances,  fines 
imposed  in  12  instances,  nolle  prosequi  entered  in  14,  personal  bonds 
accepted  in  5  instances,  and  3  cases  dismissed.  I  do  not  know  exactly 
the  aisposition  of  the  remaining  24  crises,  excepting  that  some  of  them 
are  involved  in  and  are  awaiting  a  decision  by  the  court  of  appeals  of 
the  District. 

The  question  involved  in  this  decision  is  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
law  of  1898  repeals  in  effect  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  milk  in  the 
District,  approved  1895.  Is  it  necessary  that  samples  shall  be  taken 
and  analizea  in  the  presence  of  witnesses?  Must  every  sample  taken 
be  dumped  from  one  can  to  another  at  least  twice  before  the  sample  is 
taken?  The  affirmative  of  these  questions  was  maintained  by  the 
defense  and  an  appeal  ttiken  thereon  after  a  decision  by  the  police 
court  in  favor  of  the  negative  of  these  questions,  and  to  the  effect  that 
the  law  of  1898  did  repeal  in  this  respect  the  law  of  1895. 

Thirty-eight  of  the  samples  of  milk  and  cream  examined  were 
found  to  contain  formic  aldehyde.  The  majority  of  these  sampler, 
however,  were  traced  to  two  shippers,  one  located  in  Pennsylvania 
and  the  other  in  Maryland.  Collateral  amounting  to  $125  was  for- 
feited bv  these  firms,  with  the  understanding  and  agreement  that  the 
use  of  this  preservative  should  be  discontinued.  The  formaldehyde 
having  first  been  discovered  in  the  milk  sold  by  the  retailers,  warrants 
were  issued  against  them,  but  were  subsequently  n,olle  prossed,  the 
offense  having  been  traced  to  the  shippers  above  mentioned.  Eight 
out  of  the  14  cases  above  mentioned  as  having  been  nolle  prossed  were 
due  to  this  action. 
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Of  the  samples  of  water  examined,  75  were  condemned  and  16 
rep)orted  as  suspicious. 

Complaint  having  been  made  as  to  the  character  of  the  water  sup- 
plied from  tanks  in  apartment  houses,  an  investigation  was  undertaken 
for  the  pui-pose  of  ascertaining  the  difference  that  might  exist  between 
the  water  in  said  tanks  and  that  taken  directly  from  the  spigots  of  the 
water  service.  Thirteen  samples  of  each  kind  were  taken  from  as 
many  different  buildings  and  subjected  to  analyses,  with  the  result 
that  practically  no  difference  was  found  to  exist  in  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  samples.  To  be  sure,  the  weather  was  cool  at  this  time, 
which  would  interfere  somewhat  with  bacterial  growth  and  the  conse- 
quent organic  decomposition,  but  even  were  the  weather  wann  1  do 
not  believe  that  nmch  difference  would  exist,  as  the  water  would 
probably  be  drawn  off  much  more  rapidly,  which  would  prevent 
stagnation  and  consequent  organic  decomposition. 

Fifteen  samples  ot  ice,  representing  tne  majority  of  the  different 
kinds  or  grades  sold  in  the  city,  were  also  examined.  I  submit  the 
analyses  of  the  more  important  grades  below,  namely,  that  furnished 
by  the  Purity  Ice  Company  and  that  of  the  American  Ice  Company. 
TTie  free  and  albuminoid  ammonias  are  high  in  nearly  every  instance, 
but  otherwise  there  is  little  evidence  of  contamination.

Of  the  samples  of  lard  examined,  8  were  found  to  l)e  adulterated. 
Prosecutions  were  accordingly  instituted  in  those  cases,  the  result  of 
which  was  that  fines  were  imposed  in  4  instances,  1  case  was  nolle 
prossed,  personal  bonds  were  taken  in  1  instance,  while  2  forfeited 
collateral. 

Two  samples  of  cider  were  found  to  be  adulterated,  for  the  sale  of 
which,  on  prosecution,  collateral  was  forfeited  in  each  instance. 

For  the  sale  of  adulterated  extract  of  vanilla  prosecutions  were 
instituted  against  the  venders  thereof  in  26  instances,  with  the  result 
that  14  forfeited  their  collateral,  7  were  fined,  personal  bonds  were 
accepted  in  4  cases,  and  1  was  dismissed. 

For  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  quality  of  phenacetin  sold  in 
the  District,  109  samples  were  nrst  purchased  from  as  many  drug 
stores  and  subjected  to  analysis,  with  tne  result  that  21  of  the  samples 
were  found  adulterated.  Four  of  these  samples  were  substitutes, 
containing  no  phenacetin  whatever,  while  2  of  them  contained  a  mix- 
ture of  starch  and  phenacetin,  and  another  a  mixture  of  phenacetin 
and  bicarbonate  of  soda.  The  other  14  samples  were  mixtures  of 
phenacitin  and  acetanilid  in  about  equal  proportions. 

A  second  lot  of  25  samples  were  then  purchased,  20  of  which  were 
from  the  stores  above  mentioned,  and  the  remaining  5  from  stores  not 
before  visited.     Seventeen  of  the  original   21   samples  were  found 
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adulterated  the  second  time,  3  were  found  to  be  free  from  adultera- 
tion, and  1  could  not  be  obtained.  Prosecutions  were  instituted  in  the 
above  17  cases,  with  the  result  that  collateral  was  forfeited  in  each 
instance. 

Forty-nine  samples  of  glycerin  were  examined,  principally  for 
arsenic.  In  one  instance  I  found  only  about  75  per  cent  of  glycerin 
present,  and  in  two  instances  did  actually  find  traces  of  something  that 
resembles  arsenic  in  its  reactions.  As  this  did  not  appear  to  be  of  any 
pittctical  value  or  advantage  one  way  or  the  other,  no  further  action  was 
taken  in  these  cases.  A  second  sample  of  glycerin  from  the  store  from 
which  the  diluted  sample  was  obtamed  was  found  to  be  of  proper 
strength. 

While  a  number  of  the  samples  of  butter  examined  gave  indications 
of  being  process  butter,  yet  only  one  of  the  samples  was  found  to  be 
adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  that  sample  being  oleomar- 
garine, so  labeled. 

Of  the  sampler  of  ice  cream  examined,  25  contained  other  ingredients 
than  the  pure  cream  and  flavoring  material,  and  should,  in  rfy  opinion, 
be  properly  termed  adulterated.  Twenty  contained  gelatin,  1  of  the  20 
starch  in  addition,  2  contained  starch  only  as  an  adulterant,  and  2 
contained  eggs.  Pure  ice  cream  should,  in  ray  opinion,  contain  not 
less  than  15  per  cent  of  butter  fat.  The  samples  examined  ranged 
from  3  to  20  per  cent,  those  containing  starch,  gelatin,  or  eggs  in  place 
of  cream  averaging  about  7  per  cent  fat.  All  of  the  strawterry  flavors 
were  found  to  be  colored  with  eosin,  so  that  when  we  consider  the  fact 
that  in  many  instances  our  ^ce  cream  consists  largely  of  cornstarch, 
gelatin,  and  coal-tar  products,  it  would  seem  as  though  the  department 
was  warranted  in  taking  some  action  to  improve  tne  quality  of  this 
commodity. 

The  examinations  for  the  police  department  and  coroner  have  con- 
sisted, as  heretofore,  in  the  examination  of  parts  of  the  human  anatomy 
for  evidence  of  poisoning,  and  in  the  examination  of  clothing  and  other 
articles  for  blood  and  other  stains  as  evidence  of  crime.

Dairy-farm  infection. — ^There  are  at  present  five  veterinarians 
engagea  in  the  inspection  of  dairy  farms — Drs.  John  P.  Turner, 
Hull^rt  Young,  Reid  R.  Ashworth,  H.  S.  Drake,  and  John  Rome. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  work  and  individual  reports  of  the 
above-named  inspectors.     This  is  the  force  originally  contemplated 
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and  suggested  by  the  inspector  of  dairy  farms  in  1895,  when  the  act 
regulating  the  sale  of  nnlk  went  into  effect.  These  inspectors  cover 
the  entire  territory  containing  the  dairy  farnas  supplying  the  milk 
supply  of  this  city,  and  give  these  fanns  a  regular  and  systematic 
insp'^ction. 

This  territory  includes  Prince  George,  Montgomery,  and  Frederick 
counties,  Md.,  and  Alexandria,  Fairfax,  Loudoun,  Prince  William, 
Fauquier,  and  Culpeper  counties,  Va. 

There  are  788  dairy  farms  in  this  district,  including  the  100  farms 
in  the  District  of  Columbia.  On  these  dairy  farms  are  15,930  cows, 
based  upon  the  reports  of  the  last  inspection.  Of  this  number,  Doctor 
Turner  inspected  1 1 7  farms  with  2,494  cows  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Prince  George  County,  Md.,  and  Alexandria,  Fairfax,  and  Prince 
William  counties,  Va.,  and  made  650  inspections  during  the  fiscal  ^ear. 

Doctor  Young  inspected  139  farms  with  2,004  cows  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Prince  George,  and  Montgomery  counties,  Md.,  and  made 
634  inspections  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Doc^tor  Ash  worth  inspected  155  farms,  with  2,046  cows,  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  Fairfax,  Prince  William,  Fauquier,  and  Culp>eper 
counties,  Va.,  and  made  651  inspections  during  the  fiscal  j^ear. 

Doctor  Drake  inspected  144  farms,  with  4,175  cows,  in  Loudoun 
and  Fairfax  counties,  Va.,  and  made  753  inspections  during  the  fiscal 
3'ear.     He  resides  in  Leesburg,  Va. 

Doctor  Rome  inspected  232  farms,  with  4,586  cows,  in  Mont^mery 
and  Frederick  counties,  Md.,  and  made  694  inspections  dunn^  the 
fiscal  year.  He  resides  in  Germantown,  Md.  The  territory  assigned 
to  Doctor  Rome  is  too  large  for  one  inspector  to  properly  cover,  and 
he  should  be  assisted  by  the  appointment  of  another  inspector  who 
should  Ije  stationed  at  or  near  Frederick,  Md. 

The  dairy-farm  inspectors  have  accomplished  very  much  work 
during  the  year  in  removing  244  diseased  cows  from  the  dairj'  farms. 

Seventy-nine  new  barns  have  been  built  and  269  have  been  remodeled 
or  partially  rebuilt  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

Eighty-one  new  dairies  (milk  rooms)  have  been  built  and  107  have 
been  remodeled  or  improved. 

Each  year  shows  a  decided  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  cows, 
farmers  being  more  careful  in  their  selection.  Some  herds  are  prac- 
tically free  from  anv  disease  save  those  accidents  which  happen  to 
cows' udders  through  local  iniuriej.  Other  herds  are  badly  infected 
with  tuberculosis,  the  inspector  condemning  cows  at  each  inspection 
as  the  disease  invades  the  animal's  system  sufficiently  to  enable  a  cor- 
rect diagnosis  to  be  made.  If  the  inspectors  had  the  authority  to 
apply  the  tuberculin  test  to  such  herds  they  could  easily  stamp  out 
this  disease,  and  a  far  healthier  milk  supply  could  be  furnished  the 
citizens  of  Washington. 

As  an  instance  of  this  condition,  a  herd  of  cows  in  Maryland,  con- 
si^  ling  of  110  cows,  supplying  milk  to  this  city,  was  tuberculin  tested 
by  a  veterinarian  employed  by  the  owner  of  the  nerd,  and  90  cows  were 
found  to  be  tuberculous.  Shortl v  after  1  made  a  physical  examination, 
and  was  fortunate  enough  to  nnd  12  of  the  most  advanced  cases. 
Repeated  inspections  of  this  herd  have  been  made  every  year,  each 
inspection  revealing  more  diseased  cows.  Inspectors  feel  that  their 
best  efforts  are  not  utilized  when  they  are  denied  authority  to  make  this 
test  and  be  able  to  weed  out  such  diseased  herds  as  the  one  mentioned* 
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Again  it  is  recommended  that  all  condemned  cows  be  branded  by 
the  inspectors  to  prevent  their  entrance  into  other  herds  and  for  the 
purpose  of  identification  by  butchers,  who  frequently  buy  fat  tuber- 
culosus  cows  which  have  been  condemned  and  are  entirely  ignorant  of 
their  condition,  and  when  killed  are  seized  and  tanked  by  the  abattoir 
inspectors,  and  the  butcher  is  the  innocent  loser. 

The  inspectors  report  that  the  dairy  farmers  are  very  generally  white- 
washing their  barns  and  dairies  regularly,  without  awaiting  official 
notice  to  do  such. 

The  condition  of  the  barnyards  has  improved  very  materially  during 
the  year.  Many  of  the  old,  badly-drained  yards  are  being  filled  in 
and  the  practice  of  storing  manure  in  them  is  gradually  disappearing. 
Clean  barnyards  very  greatly  assist  in  securing  clean  milk,  as  it  is  in 
passing  through  or  lying  in  such  yards  that  the  cows  become  soiled 
about  the  sides  and  udaer,  it  being  a  very  difficult  task  to  get  the 
average  dairy  farmer  to  brush  or  wash  the  udder  prior  to  milking;  in 
fact,  uiis  regulation  is  more  generally  violated  than  any  other  regula- 
tion. All  of  the  inspectors  call  attention  to  the  difficulties  experienced 
with  the  unlicensed  cream  shippers,  who  ship  milk  surreptitiously 
whenever  the  supply  gets  low  in  the  city. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  for  the  first  time  since  the  milk  act 
went  into  effect  that  all  farms  supplying  milk  to  this  city  have  been 
inspected,  and  our  constant  efforts  are  being  used  to  get  them  in  a 
sanitary  condition.  Improvement  is  coming  slowly  but  surely,  and 
the  near  future  will  see  a  marked  improvement  in  the  production  of 
our  milk  supply.  The  system  of  having  local  inspectors  in  Maryland 
and  Virginia  has  been  successful,  ana  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
extended  further. 

A  special  effort  should  be  made  to  improve  and  equalize  the  pay  of 
the  veterinary  inspectors,  and  it  is  further  recommended  that  a  sepa- 
rate sum  be  secured  for  the  maintenance  of  the  private  teams  of  all 
the  dairy-farm  inspectors  used  exclusively  in  this  work. 

It  is  aoubtf  ul  if  there  is  another  branch  of  the  District  government 
where  so  much  is  asked  of  inspectors  and  so  little  compensation  given. 

While  the  average  District  employee  works  eight  hours  daily  m  the 
city  in  close  touch  with  his  office  and  home,  the  dairy-farm  inspector 
is  frequently  out  of  town  for  several  days  at  a  time,  and  quite  often 
has  a  drive  of  15  miles  to  make  after  4  p.  m.  over  some  of  the  worst 
roads  in  America.  Some  of  the  inspectors  keep  two  horses  to  do  their 
work,  or  hire  an  extm  horse  frequently  to  rest  tneir  road-weary  horses. 

The  practice  adopted  this  year  of  inspecting  all  farms  prior  to  issu- 
ing permits  has  worked  mucn  to  the  betterment  of  the  service  and  the 
improvement  of  the  conditions  on  dairy  farms. 

it  is  recommended  that  more  attention  be  given  hereafter  to  the 
analysis  of  the  water  used  on  dairy  farms  in  the  cleansing  of  milk  cans 
and  other  appurtenances.  If  a  general  and  systematic  inspection  was 
given  to  the  water  supply  it  is  oelieved  that  one  source  of  typhoid 
infection  would  be  eliminated. 

The  dairy-farm  inspectors  have  assisted  very  actively  in  the  sup- 
pression or  typhoid  fever  through  the  milk  supply  during  the  year. 
Twelve  investigations  were  ma(fe  of  suspected  farms  and  15  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  were  found  on  5  farms,  which  were  promptly  quaran- 
tined until  all  danger  of  infection  through  the  milk  had  passed.  Five 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  found  on  one  farm  by  Doctor  Rome.

44  REPORT   OF  THE   HEALTH   OFFICER. 

Doctor  Young  reported  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  through  the 
milk  shipped  from  a  farm  near  Frederick,  Md.     From  July  14  to  July 

24,  7  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  on  the  dairy  route  of  Mr. 
K.,  in  this  city.  An  investigation  of  his  shiopers'  farms  disclosed  a 
case  of  typhoid  fever  on  one  of  them  in  Freaerick  County,  Md.,  and 
the  dairy  farmer  was  notified  to  cease  shipping  milk  to  this  city. 
Further  investigation  showed  that  Mr.  K.  had  been  receiving  milk 
from  the  farm  only  ten  days  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  on 
his  route.  Previous  to  this  the  Frederick  County  shipper  had  sent 
his  milk  to  a  Mr.  S.,  and  5  cases  of  typhoid  fever  had  been  found  on 
the  latter's  route  about  a  week  prior  to  finding  cases  on  Mr.  K.'s 
route,  but  at  the  same  time  Mr.  o.'s  shippers  were  investigated  the 
Frederick  County  shipper  had  begun  shipping  to  Mr.  K.  No  other 
cases  occun-ed  on  these  routes  after  this  farm  was  quarantined,  July 

25,  1902.  The  milk  on  this  farm  was  infected  by  the  farmer  who 
insisted  or  visiting  the  patient  once  daily  and  who  probably  came  in 
contact  with  some  infected  vessel  and  then  proceeded  to  wash  his  milk 
cans,  thereby  infecting  the  milk. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  some  system  of  rating  dairy  farms  be 
adopted  whereby  those  farmers  who  willingly  obey  the  law  and  live 
up  to  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  law  will  be  given  credit  for 
their  efforts,  and  that  the  slovenly,  careless  farmer  can  be  properly 
exposed. 

Abattoir  and  stock-yard  inspection. — With  three  veterinarians  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  during  tno  ^Mist  year  available  for  duty,  a  greater 
amount  of  attention  has  been  given  to  this  work  than  heretofore. 
Two  or  three  of  the  vile,  small  slaughterhouses  have  discontinued 
business  during  the  year  and  only  two  or  three  yet  remain,  and 
slaughtering  is  done  very  irregularly  and  on  a  small  scale  at  these 
places. 

Regular  slaughtering  is  done  at  two  places  in  the  District — one  at 
Brigntwood  avenue  and  the  other  at  Benning,  D.  C.  The  majority  of 
home-dressed  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Benning  abattoir,  where 
we  have  one  inspector  on  duty  daily,  each  inspector  giving*  two  days 
a  week  to  meat  and  live-stock  inspection.  The  statistics  given  in  this 
report  show  the  number  of  animals  inspected  during  the  year.  TTie 
amount  of  meat  condemned  has  been  very  small,  owing  to  the  excel- 
lent grade  of  animals  slaughtered. 

On  their  way  to  the  country  the  inspectors  stop  at  irregular  times 
at  the  two  or  tnree  small  slaughterhouses  still  in  business  and  endeavor 
to  keep  them  as  clean  as  possible. 

It  is  of  utmost  importance  to  the  public  health  that  all  meat  used 
for  food  should  be  healthy.  This  can  not  be  guaranteed  unless  all 
animals  are  killed  under  the  proper  supervision  of  inspectors  and  the 
public  sees  his  stamp  afiixed  to  the  meat.  It  is  again  urgently  recom- 
mended that  a  bill  be  introduced  in  Congress  this  winter  regulating 
the  sale  of  meat,  and  requiring  all  meats  to  bear  the  stamp  of  either 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  or  the  District  of  Columbia.  This 
plan  is  practicable,  and  is  in  force  in  several  large  cities.  It  can  be 
put  into  opeitition  here  without  any  additional  expense.  The  stamp- 
ing of  all  meat  would  put  a  stop  to  the  sale  of  badly  diseased  cows, 
mostly  affected  with  tuoerculosis,  which  are  now  killed  in  the  country, 
smuggled  into  the  city,  and  cut  into  such  small  pieces  as  to  prevent 
detection  on  the  part  of  the  food  inspectors. 
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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  AMONG  ANIMALS   IN  THE   DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Tuberculosis, — Twelve  cows  were  condemned  this  year  on  the  dairy 
farms  in  the  District  out  of  1,238  cows.  This  does  not  mean  that  only 
1  per  cent  of  our  cows  are  tuberculous,  but  that  we  were  only  able  to 
aosolutely  diagnose  this  number  of  cases.  We  frequently  suspect  a 
cow  for  months  before  we  are  able  to  confirm  our  suspicions,  so  insidi- 
ous is  this  disease  among  cows.  A  small  sum  appropriated  each  year 
by  Congress  would  stamp  out  this  disease  from  our  herds,  if  we 
adopt  a  system  of  compensating  farmers  for  their  losses,  and  we  owe 
it  to  them,  since  each  one  of  their  cows  killed  means  so  much  less 
infection  to  other  cows  and  so  much  more  to  the  value  of  animal 
industry. 

Hog  cholera. — Hog  cholera  has  not  appeared  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia this  year  save  in  the  few  instances  where  it  is  found  in  the  stock 
Srds,  in  which  case  the  animals  are  promptly  condemned  and  tanked, 
is  disease  has  existed  in  Alexandria  County,  Va.,  during  the  year, 
and  a  careful  watch  has  been  put  upon  hogs  imported  from  that 
district. 

Glcmdera. — Only  one  case  of  glanders  has  been  officially  reported 
during  the  year,  and  this  horse  was  destroyed  before  our  inspector 
could  reach  the  animal.  Another  case  was  reported  to  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  and  by  them  ordered  destroyed.  It  is  believed  that 
glanders  is  a  rare  disease  in  this  city. 

Rabies. — There  were  18  cases  of  rabies  among  dogs  and  4  among 
cows  during  the  fiscal  jear,  showing  a  marked  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  In  addition  to  this  number,  6  dogs,  supposed  to  have 
-  rabies,  were  removed  by  the  street-cleaning  department  and  no  con- 
firmatory evidence  was  secured.  There  must  be  a  large  number  of 
rabid  dogs  in  this  section  since  but  3  dogs  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  failed  to  show  the  disease  by  inoculation  experiments.  A 
large  number  of  dogs  bitten  by  or  exposed  to  rabid  oogs  have  been 
quarantined  during  the  year,  and  in  many  cases  the  owners  have  sur- 
rendered the  dogs  for  humane  destruction  rather  than  keep  them  in 
quarantine  for  one  year.

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ORIGIN   OF  CASES. 

In  tracing  these  cases  to  their  origin  we  are  confronted  oftentimes 
with  evidences  of  untruthfulness  on  the  part  of  patients  and  ignorance 
on  the  part  of  the  medical  attendants.  The  first  case  admitted  to  the 
hospital  in  July  of  this  year  was  infected  by  a  case  treated  for  nearly 
three  weeks  as  "old-fashioned  chicken  pox,"  contracted  from  handling 
imported  baggage.  Five  other  cases  were  the  result.  Case  No.  6  was 
contracted  from  a  child  who  was  an  attendant  at  school  and  never  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated,  and  was  discovered  when  well;  No.  7  was  infected 
in  Norfolk,  Va.;  Nos.  6,  8,  17,  25,  31,  35,  53,  and  56,  origin  unknown; 
Nos.  43,  44,  45,  and  47  originated  from  unrecognized  cases;  Nos.  10 
and  11  originated  from  No.  6;  Nos.  12, 13, 14,  and  15  from  Nos.  10  and 
11;  No.  18  from  Pittsburg,  Pa. ;  Nos.  19,  20,  21,  22, 23,  and  24  from  No. 
18;  Nos.  16  and  27  from  No.  24;  Nos.  28,  29,  and  30  from  No.  26;  Nos. 
32  and  33  from  No.  31;  No.  34  in  Birmingham,  Ala.;  Nos.  36,  37,  and 
39  from  a  man  infected  in  Philadelphia  and  sick,  but  undiscovered  in 
Washington  until  after  recovery;  No.  38  from  No.  37;  Nos.  40,  41, 
and  42  from  No.  38;  No.  48  in  Greensboro,  N.  C. ;  Nos.  49  and  50  from 
No.  45;  No.  51  in  Fayetteville,  N.  C. ;  No.  52  from  No.  47;  No.  54  from 
a  man  who  was  sick  and  well,  but  never  found — an  unrecognized  case; 
No.  55  from  No.  53:  No.  57  from  Vivian,  W.  Va. ;  No.  58  in  Atlanta, 
Ga.;  No.  59  from  No.  54;  and  No.  60,  it  is  supposed,  from  No.  59. 

We  see  from  this  tracing  that  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  Alabama, 
West  Virginia,  and  Pennsylvania  have  contributed  cases  oJf  smallpox 
to  the  city  of  Washington.  In  addition  to  the  cases  treated  in  the 
hospital,  there  were  several  unrecognized  and  therefore  unreported 
cases.  The  school  boy  who  infected  his  father,  the  case  of  the  man 
who  came  from  Philadelphia  and  infected,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
those  cases  admitted  from  the  Georgetown  district,  and  the  infection 
to  the  jail  and  in  the  Washington  Asylum,  sustain  this  statement 

Errors  in  diagnosis  will  occur,  but  smallpox  should  never  be  diag- 
nosed as  typhoid  fever;  the  courses  of  the  two  diseases  are  distinct. 

VARICELLA   A   NOTIFIABLE   DISEASE. 

The  fact  that  few  physicians  have  an  opportunity  to  study  smallpox 
makes  it  all  the  more  possible  to  confound  that  disease  with  chicKen 
pox,  and  for  this  reason  many  cities,  through  their  health  boards, 
require  it  to  be  reported.  In  many  cities  there  is  a  penalty  attached 
to  failure  to  so  report;  while  in  others  the  health  authorities  are 
without  power  to  enforce  a  request,  compliance  with  which  is  merely 
a  matter  of  courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  pnysicians. 

Chicken  pox  is  listed  as  a  disease  which  occurs  almost  exclusively  in 
rhildhood.  This  statement  in  the  main  is  correct;  but  time  and  again 
cases  of  chicken  pox  have  occurred  among  the  adult  population  of  this 
as  well  as  of  other  communities,  as  the  experience  of  every  one  con- 
nected with  the  inspection  service  of  the  health  departments  will  prove. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  an  unwise  policy  for  pnysicians  to  hesitate 
to  report  such  cases  for  examination  until  their  suspicions  have  passed 
beyond  the  point  of  doubt  and  entire  households  have  become  infected 
with  the  more  serious  disease,  while  they  themselves  have  become 
objects  of  severe  criticism. 

When  cases  of  chicken  pox,  or  any  disease  suspected  of  being  small- 
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pox,  are  reported  for  inspection,  the  practice  of  the  health  depart- 
ment of  this  city  haa  always  been  to  act  quietly  and  without  publicity 
when  the  diagnosis  is  negative  as  to  smallpox,  and  to  shield  as  far  as 
possible  those  physicians  who  have  delayed  reporting  suspects  until 
all  doubt  is  removed.  This  policy  of  shielding  has  in  some  cases  been 
carried  very  far,  but  in  the  absence  of  positive  evidence  to  convict  no 
prosecutions  have  been  instituted. 

Varicella  should  be  included  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases.  We 
will  thereby  profit  by  the  sad  experience  of  other  States  and  at  the 
same  time  protect  our  own  city. 

VACCINATION   IN   THE    PUBLIC    SCHOOLS. 

The  past  year,  as  have  former  years,  has  proven  beyond  a  doubt  the 
necessity  for  more  stringent  regulations  governing  vaccination  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Among  the  first  admissions  to  the  hospital  during  last  July  was  a 
man  who  had  been  unsuccessfully  vaccinjited  four  times  previous  to  his 
attack  of  smallpox.  His  disease  was  contracted  from  his  child,  a  pupil 
of  one  of  the  public  schools,  who,  being  unsuccessfully  vaccinated,  had 
contracted  the  disease  while  still  attending  school  from  an  unknown 
source.  Members  of  another  family  intimatel}^  associated  with,  but 
living  several  blocks  away,  were  also  infected  by  this  child,  the  chil- 
dren attending  the  same  scnool.  Later  in  the  year  a  man  came  from 
Philadelphia.  In  a  few  days  he  developed  smallpox,  inoculated  his 
unsuccessfully  vaccinated  cHildren,  and  they  in  turn  infected  others  of 
the  same  school.  In  another  section  of  the  city  cases  appeared  among 
the  unsuccessfully  vaccinated  pupils.  The  origin  of  these  last  cases 
was  never  determined. 

The  remedy  for  this  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  school  board  and  not 
with  the  health  authorities.  No  child  should  be  admitted  to  any 
school,  either  public  or  private,  who  can  not  produce  a  certificate  of 
successful  vaccination  or,  in  lieu  of  this,  evidence  of  recovery  from 
smallpox.  The  fact  that  a  child  has  been  vaccinated  recently  should 
not  be  considered  in  the  absence  of  evidences  of  success  attending  the 
inoculation. 

With  the  opening  of  each  school  year  the  offices  of  physicians  are 
besieged  with  children  who  bring  admission  blanks  and  request  vacci- 
nation. The  operation  is  performed,  the  paper  is  signed,  and  the 
child  is  dismissed,  probably  never  again  to  be  seen.  The  certificate 
states,  "has  been  vaccinated  or  otherwise  protected  from  smallpox." 
The  "otherwise  protected  from  smallpox "  may  mean  conscientious 
scruples  or  by  the  administration  of  medicines  supposed  to  be  protec- 
tive against  smallpox. 

In  those  cases  where  repeated  vaccination  fails,  it  is  well  to  vary 
the  place  of  subsequent  inoculations,  for  instance,  from  the  arm  to  the 
forearm,  the  shoulder,  the  leg,  the  thigh,  or  the  back.  Spaulding,  of 
Chicago,  makes  the  statement  that  vaccination  can  be  made  to  take  at 
least  once  in  every  subject.

REPOKT  OF  SMOSIE  IKSPEGTOK. 

Washington,  July  IG,  1903. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  relative  to  the 
operations  under  the  smoke  law  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1903: 

On  account  of  the  strike  of  the  anthracite  coal  miners  a  coal  famine 
was  precipitated,  and  during  the  fall  and  winter  months  it  was  prac- 
tically impossible  to  exercise  any  choice  in  the  kind  or  quality  of  fuel 
purchased.  Many  large  plants,  including  some  operated  by  the 
Federal  Government,  were  in  imminent  danger  of  being  forced  to  shut 
down  from  lack  of  fuel.  During  this  period,  until  about  April  1, 
most  of  the  coal  which  operators  of  power  plants  were  able  to  secure 
was  of  the  lowest  grade  and  purchased  at  exorbitant  prices.  A  large 
quantity  of  ''splint "  coal  was  shipped  here.  This  coal  is  very  gaseous 
and  smoky,  ana  its  use,  in  every  instance  noted,  was  accompanied  by 
emissions  of  exceedingly  dense  black  smoke,  no  method  now  in  use 
here  being  effective  in  preventing  such  emissions. 

On  account  of  the  condition  of  the  coal  market  and  the  impossibility 
of  preventing  the  emission  of  unlawful  smoke  in  a  large  majority  of 
cases,  few  prosecutions  were  instituted.  Daily  inspections,  however, 
were  made,  and  weekly  reports  showing  dates  and  periods  of  observa- 
tions taken  and  length  or  each  emission  of  unlawful  smoke  during 
such  periods  of  time  were  sent  to  owners  of  plants  whose  stacks  emit- 
ted said  unlawful  smoke.  Visits  were  also  made  to  plants  where  the 
emissions  of  smoke,  either  through  their  unusual  frequency  or  pro- 
longed periods,  seemed  to  indicate  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
operators.  Every  effort  possible  was  made  by  this  department  to 
reduce  to  a  mininmm  the  amount  of  dense  smoke  emitted  from  the 
stacks  in  the  District. 

A  watch  was  kept  on  the  coal  market,  and  the  dealers  interviewed 
from  time  to  time  in  order  to  learn  at  the  earliest  moment  when  they 
would  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  coal  in  the  Quantities  and  of  the  kind 
and  quality  desired  by  the  purchaser;  in  other  words,  when  normal 
conditions  should  be  reestablished. 

The  coal  used  at  the  various  plants  was  also  frequently  inspected 
in  order  to  determine  its  quality  and  the  amount  oi  smoke  it  would 
probably  produce  when  properly  fired  and  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  nonnal  condition  of  the  coal  market  was  reestablished  about 
April  1,  when  notice  was  given  that  the  antismoke  law  would  l>e  vig- 
orously enforced. 
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About  this  time  a  number  of  plants  began  to  receive  carloads  of 
coal  delayed  in  transit  and  contracted  for  during  the  winter.  This 
coal  was  of  a  very  poor  quality  and  gave  rise  to  considerable  smoke. 
In  other  instances  the  consumers  still  had  on  hand  several  tons  of  tliis 
low-grad'e  ''famine"  coal.     In  some  instances  after  various  "smoke- 

E  re  venting"  devices  had  been  unsuccessfully  tried  in  the  attempt  to 
urn  soft  coal  without  the  emission  of  unlawful  smoke,  coke  was  sub- 
stituted. The  latter  fuel  seems  to  give  satisfactionr  wherever  it  has 
been  used. 

At  some  plants  a  mixture  of  soft  coal  and  coke  was  used  more  or 
less  successfully,  depending  largely  on  the  grade  of  soft  coal  and  the 
proportion  of  coke  entering  into  the  mixture. 

Tlie  subcommittee  of  the  Senate  ConMnittee  on  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Senator  Dillingham,  chairman,  gave  a  hearing  to  the 
citizens  interested  in  having  the  antismoke  law  amended,  liie  hear- 
ing resolved  itself  into  an  airing  of  personal  grievances  and  tribu- 
lations alleged  to  have  arisen  from  the  operations  of  this  law.  No 
action  was  taken,  and  the  matter  allowed  to  go  over  till  next  Decem- 
ber, the  statement  being  made  that  on  account  of  interference  in  the 
operation  of  the  law,  caused  hy  the  coal  famine,  sufficient  time  had 
not  elapsed  to  demonstrate  the  impossibility,  as  alleged,  of  complying 
with  it  in  its  present  form;  that  it  should  have  a  further  trial. 

Most  of  the  prosecutions  noted  below  were  instituted  after  April  1.

Of  the  cases  pending,  15  are  against  the  Washington  Kailway  and 
Electric  Company. 

Of  the  cases  pending  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1902,  24  have  been  disposed  of,  the  fines  and  forfeitures  amounting  to 
$270.  Of  this  amount  the  Washington  Railway  and  Electric  Company 
paid  $150.  The  total  amount  of  fines  paid  or  collateral  forfeited  dur- 
mg  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  was  $540. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  smoke  conditions  at  the 
power  plant  of  the  Potomac  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  (for- 
merly tne  United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company),  situatea  in  square 
No.  259,  corner  of  Foui-teenth  and  B  streets  NW.  New  furnaces 
have  been  installed  and  equipped  with  automatic  stoking  devices  and 
the  boiler  capacity  greatly  increased. 

The  furnaces  at  the  Washington  Loan  and  Trust  Company's  build- 
ing. Woodward  &  Lothrop's,  and  other  places  have  been  equipped 
with  smoke-preventing  devices  which  render  it  possible  to  burn  soft 
coal  without  the  emission  of  unlawful  smoke  from  the  stacks  connected 
therewith. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  without  any  doubt  that  the  law  can  be 
complied  with  in  its  present  form.

Sec.  1  (pa^  5).  It  is  not  lawful  for  butchers  or  other  persons  to  keep  beef  cattle 
or  other  animals  intended  for  slauchter  within  seventy-five  feet  of  any  dwelhng 
house,  without  the  consent  of  both  the  occupant  and  owner  of  said  dwelling;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  officers  to  notify  persons  so  offending  to  immediately 
remove  such  animals,  and  if  the  person  or  persons  so  notified  shall  refuse  or  n^lect 
to  obey  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  they  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five 
dollars,  and  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  day  the  said  cattle  are  suffered  to 
remain,  and  any  police  officer  refusing  or  willfully  neglecting  to  perform  the  duty 
prescribed  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  and  shall  be  dismissed  from 
office,  said  fines  to  oe  collected  and  applied  as  other  fines  under  this  corporation. 

Sec.  2  (page  44 J.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  store,  put,  or  place  bones 
which  shall  have  oeen  purchased  or  bartered,  in  any  house,  storeroom,  stable,  build- 
iJig*  orjillace,  within  two  hundred  feet  of  any  dwelling  house,  other  than  the  dwell- 
ing h<rase  of  the  person  storing  such  bones,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each

sons storing  old  rags,  or  refusing  or  neglecting  to  remove  the  same  in  accordance 
with  these  provisions,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  that  they 
shall  so  offend.

such  street,  avenue,  public  reservation,  open  space^  or  open  lot,  or  on  any  pavement, 
and  shall  not  remove  the  same  on  the  d^  on  which  the  same  shall  have  been  so 

C laced  as  aforesaid — every  person  so  offending  or  directing  or  ordering  the  same  to 
e  done  shall  forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  dollars,  and  the 
further  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  the  same  shall  be  suffered  to 
remain,  except  the  article  of  firewood,  which  may  remain  forty-eight  hours  and  no 
longer  on  sucn  street  or  avenue,  not  including  the  pavement  thereof:  Provided^  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  engaged  in  erecting  or  repairing 
a  building  to  occupy  with  the  materials  used  m  making  such  building  or  repairing 
the  inside^  half  of  the  breadth  of  the  footway  and  one-third  part  of  the  breadth  of 
the  carriageway,  and  no  more,  in  front  of  any  lot  on  which  the  building  is  being 
erected  or  repaired;  said  materials  to  be  placed  in  such  position  and  so  arranged  as 
may  be  approved  of  by  the  commissioners  of  improvements,  under  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  a  further  penalty  of  a 
like  sum  for  every  day  the  same  may  be  suffered  to  remain,  to  be  recoverea  from 
the  owner  of  the  property  or  the  contractor  for  the  erection  or  repairs  of  the  build- 
ing; and  all  materials  and  rubbish  shall  be  removed  by  the  contractor  or  owner  of 
the  property  within  five  days  after  said  building  shall  be  completed. 

Sec.  1  (page  316).  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  owners  to  occupy,  rent, 
or  cause  to  be  rented  any  dwelling  houses  or  tenements  without  providing  for  each 
and  every  dwelling  house  or  tenement  a  suitable  privy  for  the  use  of  the  ocnipant  of 
such  dwelling  house  or  tenement;  and  if  any  owner  or  agent  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
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to  provide  such  privy,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  week  of  such  neglect  or  refusal;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  make  any  excavation  under  any  privy  within  the  ,city,  under  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

In  all  cases  where  a  drain  shall  be  made  from  any  lot,  house, 
or  other  property  into  a  public  sewer  constructed  by  this  corporation,  there  shaD  be 
a  good  and  sufficient  copper  or  cast-iron  strainer  inside  of  the  basement  or  cellar  wail 
of  the  property  so  drained,  to  prevent  any  vegetable  matter  or  filth  in  a  solid  state 
from  passing  into  the  sewer;  and  such  cellar  or  basement  shall  at  all  times  be  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  such  person  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  mayor  or  corporation 
to  examine  the  same;  and  if  at  any  time  the  strainer  shall  be  found  worn  out  or 
choked  with  filth,  or  if  the  drain  itself  shall  be  choked  with  filth,  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  the  premises,  either  or  both  of  them,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  the  second  or  any  subsequent  offense,  and  five 
dollars  for  every  twentv-four  hours  during  which  the  strainer  or  drain  shall  remain 
out  of  repair  or  l)e  choked  up,  the  said  fines  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of  this 
corporation  are  recovered. 


AN  ACT  to  resrulato  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the  Dlutrict  of  ColmnbiA. 
[1  Sup.  R.  S.,  355.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Senate  and  House,  of  JRepreMntatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  after  tne  paeeage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person,  not  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  con- 
duct any  pharmacy  or  store  for  the  purpose  of  retailing,  compounding,  or  dispensiiig 
medicines  or  poisons,  for  medical  use,  m  the  District  of  Columbia,  except  as  Herein- 
after provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  proprietor  of  any  store  or  pharmacy  to 
allow  any  person,  except  a  registered  pharmacist,  to  compound  or  dispense  the  pre- 
scriptions of  physicians,  or  to  retail  or  dispense  poisons  for  medical  use,  except  as  an 
aid  to,  and  under  the  immediate  supervision  of,  a  registered  pharmacist.  Any  per- 
son violating  the  j)rovi8ions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  tlii^n  twenty-five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  3.  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  biennially  thereafter, 
or  as  often  as  necessary,  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  snail  appoint 
three  pharmacists  and  two  physicians,  all  of  whom  shall  have  been  residents  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  five  years  and  of  at  least  five  years'  practical  experience  in 
their  respective  professions,  who  shall  be  known  and  styled  as  commissioners  of 
pharmacy  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and 
who  shall  hold  office  for  tw^o  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified.  Said  commissioners  shall  within  thirty  days  after  the  notification  of  their 
appointment,  each  take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  to  impartiallv  and  foithfully  dis- 
charge their  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act  The  position  of  any  commissioner 
who  shall  fail  to  so  qualify  within  the  time  named  shall  be  vacant,  and  the  vacancy 
or  vacancies  so  occurring,  or  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  occur,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration 
open  at  some  convenient  place  within  the  city  of  Washington,  of  which  due  notice 
shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  and  shall  record  therein  the  name  and  place 
of  business  of  every  person  registered  under  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
commissioners  of  pharmacy  to  register  without  examination,  as  roistered  pharma- 
cists, all  pharmacists  and  drugjgists  who  are  engaged  in  business  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  at  the  passage  of  this  act  as  owners  or  principals  of  stores  or  pharmacies 
for  sellinff  at  retail,  compounding,  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals,  for 
medicinal  use,  or  for  compounding  and  dispensmg  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  all 
assistant  pharmacists,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  engaged  in  said  stores  or  pharmacies 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  who  have  been  engaged  as 
such  in  some  store  or  pharmacy  where  physicians*  prescriptions  were  compounded 
and  disi)ensed  for  not  less  than  five  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act:  Provided^ 
however,  That  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  any  such  person  or  persons 
to  present  themselves  for  registration  within  sixty  days  after  said  public  notice,  they 
shall  undergo  an  examination  such  as  is  provided  for  in  section  five  of  this  act 
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Sec.  5.  That  the  said  commissioners  of  pharmacjj  shall,  upon  application  and  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  determine,  examine  each  and  every  person  who 
shall  desire  to  conduct  the  business  of  selling  at  retail,  compounding,  or  dispensing 
drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  or  compounding  and  dispensing 
physicians'  prescriptions  within  the  District  of  Columbia  as  pharmacists;  and  if  a 
majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  person  is  competent  and 
fully  quaUtied  to  conduct  said  business  of  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  med- 
icines, or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  or  to  compound  and  aispense  physicians' 
prescriptions,  they  shall  enter  the  name  of  such  person  as  a  roistered  pharmacist 
m  the  book  provided  for  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  an  examination  bjr  said  commissioners 
of  pharmacy  for  registration  as  pharmacist  unless  he  present  satisfactory  evidence  of 
bemg  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  having  served  not  lees  than  four  years  in  a  store 
or  pharmacy  where  physicians'  prescriptions  were  compounded  and  dispensed,  or  is 
a  nBduate  of  some  respectable  medical  college  or  university. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  graduates  in  pharmacy  having  a  diploma  from  an  in(.x)rporated 
college  or  school  of  pharmacy  that  requires  a  practical  experience  in  pharmacy  of 
not  less  than  four  years  before  granting  a  diploma  shall  W  entitled  to  have  their 
names  registered  as  pharmacists  by  said  commissioners  of  pharmacy. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive 
from  each  person  whom  thev  register  as  pharmacist  without  examination  the  sum  of 
three  dollars,  and  from  each  person  whom  they  examine  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 
And  in  case  the  examination  of  said  person  should  prove  defective  and  unsatisfactory, 
and  his  name  not  be  registered,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  present  himself  for  reexamina- 
tion within  any  period  not  exceeding  twelve  months  next  thereafter,  and  no  charge 
shall  be  made  for  such  reexamination.  The  money  received  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  applied  to  payment  of  such  expenses  as  the  commissioners  may 
incur  in  executing  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  Every  registered  pharmacist  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all 
drugs,  chemicals,  and  medicines  he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those 
sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the  manufacturer,  and  also  those  known  as  **  patent 
medicines;"  and  should  he  knowingly,  intentionally,  and  fraudulently  adulterate,  or 
cause  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs,  chemicals,  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  oe  liable  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  his  name  snail  be 
stricken  from  the  register. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
to  retail  any  poisons  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  precipi- 
•tate,  biniodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acia,  strychnia  and  all 
other  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their  salts,  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds, 
opium  and  its  preparations,  except  paregoric  and  other  preparations  of  opium  con- 
taining less  than  two  grains  to  the  ounce. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica,  henbane,  savin,  ergot,  cot- 
ton root,  cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis,  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,  croton 
oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  mineral  acids,  carlx)lic  acid,  and 
oxalic  acid,  without  distinctly  labeling  the  box,  vessel,  or  paper  in  which  the  said 
]>oison  is  contained,  and  also  the  outside  wrapper  or  cover,  with  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  word  "poison,"  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller.  Nor 
shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poisons  enumerated  in  Schedules 
A  and  B,  unless,  upon  due  inquiry,  it  be  found  that  the  purchaser  is  aware  of  its 
poisonous  character,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for  a  legitimate  purpose. 
Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  registered  pharmacist  to  sell  any  poisons  included  in 
Schedule  A  without,  before  delivering  the  same  to  the  purchaser,  causing  an  entry 
to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  sale,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quality  of  the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be  requirea,  and  the  name  of  the  dis- 
penser; such  Dook  to  be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities,  and 
to  be  preserved  for  reference  for  at  least  five  years.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons,  in  not  unusual  quantities  or  doses,  upon 
the  prescriptions  of  practitioners  of  medicine.    Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  licensed

or  registered  druggist  or  pharmacist  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  retail,  or  sell,  or 
give  away  any  alcoholic  liquors  or  compounds,  as  a  bever^,  to  be  drunk  or  con- 
simied  upon  toe  premises.  And  an^  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
make  the  owner  or  principal  of  said  store  or  pharmacy  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  collected  in  the  usnal 
manner. 

8bc.  11.  Any  itinerant  vender  of  any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment,  or  appliance  of 
any  kind,  intended  for  the  treatment  of  diseases  or  injury,  or  who  shall,  by  writing, 
or  printing,  or  any  otlicr  method,  publicljr  profess  to  care  or  treat  diseases,  injury, 
or  deformity,  by  any  drug,  nostrum,  manipulation,  or  other  expedient^  shall  pay  a 
license  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  into  the  treasury  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, to  be  collected  in  the  usual  way. 

Sec.  12.  That  anv  person  who  shall  procure  or  attempt  to  procure  registration  for 
himself  or  for  another  under  this  act,  by  making  or  causing  to  be  made  any  fidse 
representation,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  fraudulently  registered  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  register.  Any  person,  not  a  registered  pharmacist  as  provided  for  in  this 
act,  who  shall  conduct  a  store,  pharmacy,  or  place  for  retailing,  compounding,  or 
dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals,  for  medicinal  use,  or  for  compounding  or 
dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions,  shall  l)e  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  13.  That  all  fines  and  penalties  under  this  act  shall  be  colleci^  in  the  same 
mam^r  that  other  fines  and  penalties  are  collected  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  United  States  district  attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  prosecute  all  violations  of  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  be,  and  the  some 
are  hereby,  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Hou»e  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Amerka 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be  levied  a  tax  of  two  dollars  each  per  annum 
upon  all  do^  owned  or  kept  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  said  tax  to  be  collected  as 
other  taxes  m  said  District  are  or  may  be  collected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  upon  receipt  of  said  tax,  to 
give  to  the  person  paying  the  same,  for  each  dog  so  paid  for,  a  suitable  metallic  tag, 
stamped  with  the  year,  showing  that  said  tax  has  been  duly  paid;  and  he  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  such  payments,  with  the  date  thereof,  and  the  name,  color,  and  sex 
of  such  dog,  and  the  name  of  the  person  claiming  any  dog  so  paid  for;  and  a  copjr  of 
such  record,  certified  under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  said  collector,  wnidi 
shall  be  given  to  any  person  demanding  the  same,  upon  payment  of  twenty-five  oenta 
therefor,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  payment  in  any  court  in  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  poimd  master  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall,  during  the  entire 
year,  seize  all  dogs  found  running  at  large  without  the  tax  tag  issued  by  the  collector 
aforesaid  attached,  and  all  female  dogs  in  heat  found  running  at  large,  and  shall 
impound  the  same;  and  if  within  forty-eight  hours  the  same  are  not  redeemed  by  the 
owners  thereof  by  the  payment  of  two  dollars  they  shall  be  sold  or  destroyed,  as  the 

Sound  master  may  deem  ad-isable;  and  any  sale  made  by  virtue  hereof  sliall  be 
eemed  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  in  all  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia.

Sec.  4.  That  any  dog  wearing  the  tax  tag  hereinbefore  provided  for,  except  female 
dogs  in  heat,  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
any  dog  wearing  the  tax  tag  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be  regarded  as  personal 
property  in  all  the  courts  of  said  District,  and  any  person  injuring  or  destroying  the 
same  shall  be  liable  to  a  civil  action  for  damages,  which,  upon  proof  of  said  injuring 
or  killing,  may  be  awarded  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  usually  put  upon  such  prop- 
erty by  persons  buying  and  selling  the  same,  subject  to  such  modifications  as  the 
particular  circumstances  of  the  case  may  make  proper.     (Act  of  June  30,  1902. )

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Sec.  5.  Any  person  owning  any  dog  eo  recorded  in  the  collector's  office  shall  be 
liable  in  a  civil  action  for  any  damage  don©  by  said  dog  to  the  full  amount  of  the 
injury  inflicted. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  owning  or  possessins:  a  dog  to  place,  or 
cause  to  be  placed  and  kept,  around  the  neck  of  such  dog,  a  collar,  on  which  shall 
be  marked  and  engraved  m  legible  and  durable  characters  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  possessor,  and  the  letters  **I).  C,"  and  to  which  collar  must  be  attached  the 
insignia  or  tax  tag  furnished  by  the  District  tax  collector,  in  accordance  with  the 
first  and  second  sections  of  this  law,  under  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars;  and  if  any  person  shall  put,  or  cause  to  be  put,  a  collar,  with  the 
insignia  or  tax  tag,  around  the  neck  of  any  dog  owned  or  possessed  by  any  person  or 
persons  residing  in  the  District,  without  having  obtained  a  license  for  keeping  such 
animal,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Commissioners  that  there  are 
good  reasons  for  believing  that  any  dog  or  dogs  within  the  District  are  mad,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  issue  a  proclamation  requiring  that  all  dogs  shall, 
for  a  period  to  be  defined  in  the  proclamation,  wear  good,  substantial  muzzles  securely 

§ut  on,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from  biting  or  snapping;  and  any  doff  going  at  large 
uring  the  pericni  defined  by  the  Commissioners  without  such  a  muzzle  shall  be  taken 
by  the  poundmaster  and  impounded,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  three. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  who  shall  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  the  collar  and 
insi^ia  or  tax  teg  from  the  neck  of  any  dog,  or  entice  any  properly  licensed  dog  into 
any  inclosure  for  the  purpose  of  taking  off  its  collar  or  insignia,  or  shall  for  such  pur- 
pose decoy  or  entice  any  animal  out  of  the  inclosure  or  house  of  its  owner  or  possessor, 
or  shall  seize  or  molest  any  dog  while  held  or  led  by  any  person,  or  shall  bring  any 
dog  into  the  District  for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  and  killing  the  same,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  sum  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sbc.  9.  That  if  any  owner  or  possessor  of  a  fierce  or  dangerous  dog  shall  permit 
the  same  to  go  at  large  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  knowing  said  dog  to  be  fierce  or 
dangerous,  to  the  danger  or  annoyance  of  the  inhabitants,  he  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars;  and  if  such  animal 
shall  attack  or  bite  any  person,  the  owner  or  possessor  thereof  shall,  on  conviction, 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  in  addition  to  such  punishment 
the  court  shall  adjudge  and  order  that  such  animal  be  forthwith  delivered  to  the 
poundmaster,  and  said  poundmaster  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  kill  such 
animal  so  delivered  to  him. 

If  any  owner  Or  possessor  of  a  female  dog  shall  permit  her  to  go  at  large  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  while  in  heat  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.     (Act  of  June  30,  1902.) 

Sec.  10.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  now  in  force  in  the  District  of  Columbia  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Omgress  assembled^  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be»  and  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  prescribe  rules  for  taking  up  and  impounding  of  domestic  ani- 
mals found  running  at  large  in  the  District  of  Columbia.

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Qmgresa  assembled^  That  the  ordinances  of  the  late  board  of  health  of  tne  District  of 
Columbia,  as  revised,  amended,  and  adopted  November  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seven ty-five,  entitled  *'An  ordinance  to  revise,  consolidate,  and  amend  the  ordi-

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nances  of  the  board  of  health,  to  declare  what  shall  be  deemed  nuisances  injariooB 
to  health  and  to  provide  for  the  removal  thereof,"  as  printed  in  the  report  of  said 
late  board  of  hes&th  made  to  the  first  session  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress,  being 
Executive  Document  number  one,  part  eight,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  legalized; 
and  the  respective  penalties  therein  prescribed  forviolationrfthereof  may  be  imposed 
and  enforced  for  the  respective  offenses  therein  described,  excepting  tfie  sections  of 
said  ordinance  following,  namely:  Sections  seven,  nine,  and  fourteen,  which  said  sec- 
tions are  not  hereby  Iodized. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  ordmances,  rules,  and  regulations  of  said  late  board  of  health  con- 
tained in  the  report  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  and  printed  in  the  said 
executive  document  therein  mentioned,  namely: 

First.  '^An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  to  prevent  domestic  animids  from 
running  at  large  within  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown,  passed  by  the 
board  of  health  M&y  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one;'* 

Second.  *'An  ordinance  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unwholesome  food  in  the  cities  of 
Washington  and  Georgetown;"

Fourth.  **An  ordinance  to  amend  section  ten  of  the  code  so  as  to  read;" 

Fifth.  "An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  passed  May  thirteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-three,  to  read  as  follows;" 

Sixth.  "An  ordinance  to  prevent  committing  or  creating  nuisances  in  or  aboat 
public  urinals  located  within  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown;" 

Seventh. «  "Rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  smallpox."  (Repealed  by  act  of 
March  3,  1897.) 

Eighth.  * '  Regulations  to  secure  a  full  and  correct  record  of  vital  statistics,  including 
the  registration  of  marriages,  births,  and  deaths,  the  interment,  disinterment,  and 
removal  of  the  dead  in  the  District  of  Columbia,"  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
legalized  and  made  valid;  and  the  penalties  therein  provided  respectively  for  viola- 
tions thereof  may  be  imposed  and  enforced  for  the  violations  of  the  same  respectively, 
as  provide<l  bv  section  twenty -seven  of  the  ordinances  passed  November  nmeteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five.

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  board  of  healik  of  the  District  of  Columbia j  That  filth, 
the  contents  of  cesspools,  offal,  garbage,  foul  water,  dye  water,  refuse  from  manu- 
factories, ordure,  urine,  stable  manure,  decayed  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  or  other 
offensive  substance  detrimental  to  health,  thrown,  placed,  or  allowed  to  remain,  in 
or  upon  any  street,  avenue,  alley,  sidewalk,  gutter,  public  reservation,  or  open  lot, 
in  the  cities  of  Washington  or  Georgetown,  or  in  the  more  densely  populated  sub- 
urbs of  said  cities,  are  hereby  declar^  nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person 
who  shall  commit,  create,  or  maintain  the  aforesaid  nuisances,  or  either  of  them, 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollan 
for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  carrying  and  transporting  of  bones,  hides,  fish,  garbage,  ofbd,  or 
other  animal  or  vegetable  substances,  m  decomposing  and  offensive  condition,  in  any 
other  than  covered  and  inclosed  vehicles,  through  any  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  public 
place,  within  the  cities  of  Washington  or  Georgetown,  or  the  more  densely  popu- 
lated suburbs  of  said  cities,  is  hereby  declared  a  nuisance  injurious  to  health;  and 
any  person  who  shall  cause,  commit,  create,  or  maintain  such  nuisance  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  every 
such  offense. 

Sec.  3.  That  manure  accumulated  in  great  quantities;  manure,  offal,  or  garbage 
piled  or  deposited  within  300  feet  of  any  place  of  worship,  or  of  any  dweUing,  or 
unloaded  along  the  line  of  any  railroad,  or  in  any  street  or  public  way;  care  or  flats 
loaded  with  manure,  or  other  offensive  matter,  remaining  or  standing  on  any  rail- 
road, street,  or  highway  in  the  cities  of  Washington  or  Georgetown,  or  the  more 
densely  populated  suburbs  of  said  cities,  are  hereby  declared  nuisances  injurious  to

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health;  and  any  person  who  shall  pile  or  deposit  manure,  offal,  or  garbage,  or  any 
offensive  or  naoseoos  substance  within  300  feet  of  any  inhabited  dwelling  within  the 
limits  of  said  cities  or  their  said  suburbs,  and  any  person  who  shall  unload,  dis- 
charge, or  put  upon  or  along  the  line  of  any  railroad,  street,  or  highway,  or  public 
place  withm  said  cities  or  their  said  suburbs  any  manure,  garbage,  offal,  or  other 
offensive  or  nauseous  substance  within  300  feet  of  any  inhabited  dwelling,  or  who 
shall  cause  or  allow  cars  or  flats  loaded  with  or  having  in  or  upon  them  any  such 
substance  to  remain  or  stand  in  or  along  any  railroad,  street,  or  nighway  within  the 
limits  of  said  cities  or  their  suburbs  within  300  feet  of  any  inhabited  dwelling,  and 
who  shall  fail,  after  notice  duly  served  by  this  board,  to  remove  the  same,  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  finea  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  every  such  offense.  • 

Sbc.  4.  Tbat  the  filling,  leveling,  or  raising  the  surface  of  any  ground  or  lot  within 
the  cities  of  Washington  or  Georgetown,  or  the  more  densely  populated  suburbs  of 
said  cities,  with  animal  or  vegetable  substances,  filth  gathered  m  cleaning  yards  or 
streets,  or  waste  material  from  mills  or  fectories,  or  the  removal  of  the  sur&ce  of  any 
ground  or  lot  within  the  said  cities,  or  their  said  suburbs,  filled  with  such  offensive 
matter  or  substance,  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  noisome  odors  or  noxioas  gases  to 
arise,  are  hereby  declared  nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  any  ])erson  who  shall 
cause,  commit,  create,  or  maintain  such  nuisance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  5.  That  throwing  or  placing  any  defilinjj[  or  poisonous  substance,  decayed 
animaJ  or  vegetable  matter,  or  filth  into,  or  causing  or  allowing  the  same  to  pass  or 
enter  into,  any  spring,  well,  or  river  water  used  by  the  public  for  drinking  or  cook- 
ing purposes,  or  mtotne  water  of  any  public  reservoir  or  water  pipe  within  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  whereby  such  water  is  rendered  impure  and  unwholesome,  are 
hereby  declared  nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person  who  shall  commit  or 
create  such  nuisance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  every  such  otfense. 

Sbc.  6.  That  any  wells,  springs,  or  waters  used  for  drinking  or  cooking  purposes, 
which  are  impure  and  unwholesome,  or  which  have  been  rendered  impure  ana 
unwholesome  by  reason  of  any  defiling  or  poisonous  substance,  are  hereby  declared 
nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person  who  shall  maintain  or  continue  such 
nuisance,  after  due  notice  from  this  board  to  abate  the  same,  shall,  upon  conviction, 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  every  sucn  offense. 

Sbc.  8.  That  ailantus  trees,  the  flowers  of  which  produce  offensive  and  noxious 
odors,  in  bloom,  in  the  cities  of  Washington  or  Georgetown,  or  the  more  densely 
populated  suburbs  of  said  cities,  are  hereby  declared  nuisances  injurious  to  health; 
and  any  person  maintaining  such  nuisance,  who  shall  fail,  after  due  notice  from  this 
board,  to  abate  the  same,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  ^ve  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sbc.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacUd,  That  drainpii)es,  soil  pii)ee,  or  pass- 
ages into  sewers  wnich  are  of  inadequate  ana  insufficient  size,  or  which  are  not 
Srovided  with  proper  sewer  traps,  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  are  hereby 
eclared  nuisances,  mjurious  to  health;  and  any  person  or  persons,  whether  owner 
or  tenant  (board,  department,  or  corporation  officer),  using  or  possessing  any  drain- 
pipe, soil  pipe,  passage,  or  connection  between  any  sewer  and  any  ground,  building, 
or  place  of  Dusiness,  who  shall  fail  to  make  such  drainpipe,  soil  pipe,  passage,  or  con- 
nection of  adequate  or  sufficient  size  to  allow  the  free  and  entire  passage  of  all  that 
enters  or  should  enter  the  same,  and  provide  them  with  proper  server  traps;  and  who 
shall  fail,  after  notice  duly  served  upon  him,  to  supply  such  pipes  of  aaequate  and 
saflficient  size,  and  provided  with  proper  sewer  traps,  snail  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping 
and  maintaining  a  nuisance,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dollars.  (Amendment  of  July

of  not  leas  than  five  dollars  nor  more  tnan  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day 
such  nuisance  is  allowed  to  remain  unabated.

That  the  boiling  of  offal,  swill,  bones,  fat,  tallow,  or  lard;  the  crushing 
"rinding,  or  burning  of  bones  or  shells;  cleansing  guts;  makinjg  glue  from  any  dead 
animal  or  part  thereof;  making  or  boiling  varnish  or  oil;  making  lampblack,  turpen- 
tine, or  tar;  distilling  ardent,  alcoholic,  or  fermented  spirits;  storing  or  keeping 
scraps,  fat,  grease,  or  other  offensive  animal  matter;  rendering  or  tryinc  out  dead, 
undref»8ed,  and  unslaughtered  animals,  or  any  other  business  or  trade,  whereby  noi- 
some stenches  and  odors  and  noxious  gases  arise  or  are  generated,  within  the  dties 
of  Washington  or  Geor^town,  or  the  more  densely  populated  suburbs  of  said  cities, 
are  hereby  declared  nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person  who  shall  cause, 
erect,  create,  maintain,  or  continue  any  such  nuisance,  and  who  shall  fail,  after  doe 
notice  from  this  board,  to  abate  the  same,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  22.  That  unclean  and  filthy  slaughterhouses,  rooms,  bmldings,  or  places  where 
sheep,  hogs,  cattle,  or  other  animals  are  slaughtered,  within  the  District  of  Columbia, 
are  hereby  declared  nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person  creating,  keeping, 
or  maintaining  such  nuisance,  who  shall  fail,  after  due  notice  from  this  board,  to 
abate  the  same,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  23.  That  the  crushing  or  breaking  of  stone  within  the  cities  of  Washinp^n  or 
Georgetown,  or  the  more  densely  populated  suburbs  of  said  cities,  by  machines  or 
otherwise,  in  such  manner  as  to  create  offensive  and  deleterious  ^ust,  is  hereby 
declared  a  nuisance  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person  creating  or  maintaining  said 
nuisance,  who  shall  fail,  after  due  notice  from  this  board,  to  remove  or  abate  the 
same,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars 
for  every  such  offense.

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Sec.  24.  That  undressed  dead  animals  being  or  lyine  in  any  part  of  the  cities  of 
Washington  or  (ieorgetown,  or  the  more  densely  populated  suburbs  of  said  cities, 
viz:  Any  of  the  horse,  mule,  or  jack  kinds^  or  any  cow,  goat,  calf,  sheep,  dog,  or 
swine,  are  hereby  declared  nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person  owning, 
possessing,  or  controlling  any  such  dead  animal,  or  any  person  who  shall  knowingly 
place  or  allow  such  dead  animal  to  remain  in  any  part  of  said  cities  or  their  said 
suburbs,  and  who  shall  fail  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  board  of  health  within  eight 
hours  after  the  death  of  said  animal,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  25. «  That  unmuzzled  dogs  going  upon  any  street,  avenue,  or  other  public 
place,  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in  any 
year,  mad  dogs,  and  docs  bitten  by  hydrophobic  do^,  are  hereby  declared  nuisances 
mjurious  to  health;  and  any  person  owning  or  keeping  any  dog  who  shall  allow  the 
same  to  go  unmuzzled  upon  any  street,  alley,  or  other  jpublic  place,  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  ana  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  m  any  year,  or  who  shall 
refuse  to  kill,  or  to  cause  to  be  killed,  any  such  dog  owned  or  kept  by  him,  which 
has  gone  mad,  or  given  symptoms  of  hydrophobia,  or  who  shall  omit  to  confine  any 
such  animal  expc^ed  to  such  disease,  or  which  has  been  bitten  by  a  hydrophobic 
dog  or  animal,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  maintaining  a  nuisance,  and,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars; 
and  any  dog  going  at  lar^  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  and  the  fifteenth  day 
of  October  m  any  year,  without  a  proper  muzzle,  shall  be  taken  up  by  the  pouna- 
master,  who  shall  charge  the  owner  of  the  same  one  dollar  for  its  redemption;  and 
every  such  dog  not  redeemed  within  twenty-four  hours  after  having  been  taken  up 
as  au)resaid  shall  be  liable  to  be  shot  by  said  poundmaster. 

Sec.  25a.  That  no  person  owning  or  having  possession  or  control  of  any  land  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall  allow  water  to  stand  thereon  in  any  manner  whatsoever 
so  as  to  endanger  the  health  of  persons  living  in  the  vicinity  of  such  land.  Any  per- 
son who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.     (Order  of  June  25,  1901. ) 

Sbc.  26.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  ofl&cer  appointed  by  this  board, 
upon  receiving  information  or  obtaining  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  any  thing  or 
things  herein  declared  to  be  nuisances,  or  any  thing  or  things  which  may  hereafter 
be  declared  to  be  nuisances  by  any  ordinance  or  resolution  enacted  or  adopted  by 
this  board,  to  notify  the  person  or  persons  committing,  creating,  keeping,  or  main- 
taining the  same,  to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  the  same  within  twenty-four 
hours,  or  such  other  reasonable  time  as  may  be  determined  by  this  board,  after  such 
notice  be  duly  given;  and  if  the  same  be  not  removed  by  such  person  or  persons 
within  the  time  prescribed  in  said  notice  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  oflScer 
aforesaid  to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  such  nuisance  or  nuisances,  and  all 
costs  and  expenses  of  such  removal  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  committing,  creating, 
keeping,  or  maintaining  such  nuisance  or  nuisances;  and  if  the  said  costs  and  expenses 
thus  accruing  shall  not  be  paid  within  ten  days  after  such  removal  by  said  health 
officer,  the  same  shall  be  collected  from  the  person  or  persons  committing,  creating, 
keeping,  or  maintaing  such  nuisances  by  suit  at  law. 

Sec.  27.  That  all  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  any  section  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  collected  by  prosecution  in  the  police  or  other  proper  court  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, by  information  filed  in  said  court,  at  the  instance  of  the  board  of  health. 

And  whenever  the  nuisance  complained  of  is  set  forth  as  continuing  and  existing, 
and  is  shown  to  be  such  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  before  whom  the  person  cre- 
ating or  maintaining  said  nmsance  is  tried,  the  party  so  offending  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  in  i^dition  to  the  fine  imposed,  be  ordered  by  said  court  to  abate  or 
remove  said  nuisance. 

Sec.  28.  That  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  of  this  board  inconsistent  or  in 
conflict  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  "An  ordinance  to  prevent  domestic  animals  from  running  at  large  within 
tbe  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown,"  passed  by  the  board  of  health  May  19, 1871.6 

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  hoard  of  health  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  That 
domestic  animals  shall  not  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  within  the  limits  of  the  cities 
of  Washington  and  Georgetown,  and  all  domestic  animals  found  running  at  large 
within  the  limits  of  said  city  shall  be  taken  up  and  impounded.

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Sec.  2.  That  every  animal  taken  up  and  impounded  as  aforesaid,  within  forty-ei^t 
hours  after  such  impounding,  if  not  claimed,  and  the  charges  for  taking  up,  impound- 
ing, and  keeping  the  same  paid,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction;  and  the  poundmaster 
appointed  by  this  board,  as  hereinafter  proviaed,  is  hereby  authorized  to  act  as 
auctioneer  at  said  sale. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board,  who  shall  pve  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  copy  of  the  same  to  be  retained 
by  the  oflScer  selhng  such  animals,  and  the  other  copy  to  be  by  said  officer  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  the  board;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  keep  an  accu- 
rate account  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
and  to  report  the  same  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  the  board. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  moneys  received  by  said  treasurer  from  the  sale  of  animals,  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  if  demanded  by  the  owner  of  such  animals,  at  any  time  within  one 
year  from  the  sale  thereof,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  such  claimant  was  the  owner 
of  such  animal  sold,  as  aforesaid,  after  deduction  of  charg^  and  expenses,  as  herein- 
after specified,  of  taking  up,  and  impounding,  and  keeping  such  animals,  be  paid 
to  said  claimant;  otherwise  said  moneys  shall  be  used  by  this  board  for  sanitary  pur- 
poses within  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  5  That  the  charges  for  taking  iip  and  impounding  domestic  animals  found 
running  at  large  within  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Oeoi^town  shall  be  as  follows, 
to  wit:  For  each  horse,  mule,  bull,  steer,  cow,  calf,  heifer,  two  dollars;  and  for  each 
sheep,  goat,  hog,  one  dollar;  and  for  each  goose,  fifty  cents;  and,  in  addition  to  said 
several  sums,  the  charges  for  keeping  said  animals  shall  be  the  reasonable  and  nec- 
cessary  expenses  thereof,  to  be  paid  oy  the  owner. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  person  shall  break  open,  or  in  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly, 
aid  or  assist  in  breaking  open,  any  pound  established  by  the  board  of  health,  or  take 
or  let  any  animal  out  of  such  pound,  without  the  consent  of  the  officer  keeping  the 
same;  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  hinder,  delav,  or  obstruct  any  person  or  per- 
sons engaged  in  driving  or  carrying  to  such  pound  any  animal  or  animals  liable  to 
be  taken  up  or  impounded  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  and  any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished,  upon  conviction  thereof,  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  violation. 

Sec.  7.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  health  a  poundmaster,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  take  up  and  impound  all  domestic  animals  found  running  at  lam 
within  the  cities  of  Wasnington  and  Georgetown,  to  keep  safely  and  carefully  Si 
property  pertaining  to  said  pound,  and  all  animals  impounded  therein;  and  to  report 
from  time  to  time,  through  the  health  officer,  as  required  by  this  board,  the  condi- 
tion of  said  pound,  and  what  repairs,  if  any,  are  needed;  and  the  number  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  animals  therein  impounded,  and  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  the 
same;  and  to  report  all  moneys  received  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  poundmaster  to  pay  over,  daily,  all 
moneys  received  as  aforesaid  to  the  health  officer,  taking  receipt  therefor;  ana  said 
poundmaster  shall  give  good  and  sufficient  bonds  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his 
several  duties  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  poundmaster  appointed  by  this  board  shall  keep  a  re^ster  of  all 
animals  taken  up  by  him,  with  an  accurate  description  of  the  same,  which  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public;  and  the  said  poundmaster  is 
hereby  forbidden  to  deliver  any  animal  taken  up  and  impounded  to  any  person  apply- 
ing for  the  same,  unless  such  person  shall  present  good  and  sufficient  evidence  of  ms 
ownership  or  right  to  the  possession  of  said  animal. 

And  no  sale  of  any  animal  or  animals  impounded  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  until 
due  public  notice  by  advertisement  in  at  least  one  newspaper  of  such  sale  shall  have 
been  given,  together  with  a  description  of  the  animal  or  animals  to  be  sold,  as  here- 
inbefore provided. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  ordinance  or  part  of  an  ordinance  heretofore  passed  by  the  board 
of  health  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  repealed. 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unwholesome  food  in  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Qeotee- 
town,  as  amended  by  Commissioners'  order  of  January  2, 1902,  and  April  21, 1908. <■ 

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  hoard  of  health  of  the  District  of  Columbia^  That  no 
person  shall  knowingly  sell,  or  cause  to  be  sold,  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  any 
impure,  diseased,  decayed,  or  unwholesome  provisions,  nor  shall  any  person  fraud-

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tilentl^  adulterate,  for  the  purpoee  of  sale  within  said  District,  any  bread  or  other 
material  intended  to  be  used  for  food  with  any  substance  of  a  poisonous  character, 
or  any  substance  injurious  to  health;  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sbc.  2.  That  no  person  shall  offer  for  sale  within  the  District  of  Columbia  any 
liquor  used  for  drink,  whether  malt,  vinous,  or  ardent,  or  the  milk  of  cows  or  Kp&ta, 
intended  to  be  used  for  food  or  drink,  which  has  been  adulterated  with  any  poison- 
ous or  deleterious  ingredient;  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  person  shall  conve);  into  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  offer  for 
sale  in  any  part  of  said  District,  any  animal  or  part  of  animal  that  may  be  sickly,  dis- 
eased, or  imwholesome,  or  which  mav  have  died  from  disease  or  accident,  or  any  fish 
or  vegetables  not  fresh,  sound,  and  fit  for  food;  and  any  ])er8on  violating  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sbc.  4.  That  no  person  shall  slaughter  any  cattle  for  the  purpose  of  sale  as  food 
within  the  District  of  Columbia  when  such  cattle  are  in  a  feverish  or  diseased  condi- 
tion; and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  bv  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  ana  every  such  offense. 

Sbc.  5.  That  no  person,  whether  owner,  manager,  keeper  of,  agent,  bartender,  or 
clerk,  in  any  saloon,  restaurant,  boarding  house,  or  eating  house,  located  within  the 
District  of  Columbia,  shall  offer  for  sale  as  food  or  drmk  anything  poisonous  or 
unwholesome;  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  person  owning,  renting,  leasing,  or  occupying  any  stall,  room,  or 
stand  where  meats  or  vegetables  are  sold  for  fooa  within  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  fail  to  keep  said  stall,  room,  or  stand  in  a  cleanly  condition;  nor  shall  such 
person  allow  said  meats  or  vegetables  to  become  poisoned,  or  infected,  or  unfit  for 
food  by  reason  of  uncleanly  condition  of  such  stall,  room,  or  stand;  and  anv  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such 
offense. 

Sbc.  6a.  That  any  person  in  the  District  of  Columbia  who  receives  milk  or  cream 
for  sale  shall,  immediately  after  emptying  the  receptacle  in  which  such  milk  or 
cream  has  been  received,  thoroughly  nnse  such  receptacle  so  as  to  free  the  same 
from  all  remnants  of  milk  and  of  cream,  or  shall  cause  such  receptacle  to  be  so 
rinsed;  and  no  person  in  said  District  shall  put  or,  having  power  and  authority  to 
prevent,  permit  to  be  put  into  any  receptacle  which  is  commonly  used  for  the  stor- 
age or  delivery  of  milk  or  cream  for  sale  anything  which  is  filthy  or  offensive  or 
any  refuse  matter  of  any  kind.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  such  offense.     (Order  of  April  21,  1903. ) 

Sec.  7.  That  no  person  shall  offer  for  sale  witnin  the  District  of  Columbia  any 
unwholesome,  watered,  or  adulterated  milk,  or  swill  milk,  or  milk  from  cows  kept 
op  and  fed  on  ^rbage,  swill,  or  other  deleterious  substance;  nor  shall  any  person 
oner  for  sale  within  said  District  any  butter  or  cheese  made  from  such  unwholesome 
milk;  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction, 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  offense. 

Sec.  8.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  sell  or  expose  for  sale  within  the  District  of  Columbia  any 
unsound,  blown,  or  unwholesome  meat  or  other  article  of  food,  under  a  penalty  of 
not  lees  than  five  nor  more  than  twentv-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sbc.  9.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia  any  sheep 
or  lamb  slaugntered  for  food  until  the  pelt,  head,  and  feet  thereof  shall  have  been 
removed;  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  lees  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  eacn  and  every  such  offense. 

Sbc.  10.  No  person  shall  throw,  cast,  deposit,  drop,  scatter,  or  leave  or  cause  to  be 

lert  up 


thrown,  cast,  deposited,  dropped,  scattered,  or  left  upon  any  public  highway  or 
place  in  the  District  of  Columbia  any  medicinal  or  toxic  substance,  either  in  pack- 
age or  in  bulk,  except  oflScers,  employees,  or  acents  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  distributing  such  materials  lor  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  or  clean- 
ing; any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction 
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thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  throw,  cast,  deposit,  drop,  scatter,  or  leave  any  medidnal 
or  toxic  substance,  in  package  or  in  bulk,  or  cause  any  such  substance  to  be  thrown, 
cast,  deposited,  dropped,  scattered,  or  left  in  or  upon  any  premises  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises,  except 
officers,  employees,  or  agents  of  the  District  government  lawfull)r  engaged  in  the  dis- 
infection of  such  premises;  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  Btreets,  food,  live  stock,  fish,  and  other  marlDe 
products  in  the  cities  of  Washins^ton  and  QeoiKetown,  and  to  define  the  duties  of  inspectors  and 
other  officers  of  the  board  of  health. 

Be  ii  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  District  of  Columbia^  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  health  a  health  ofiicer  and  such  inspectors  as  may 
be  requirea,  who  shall  be  assigned  to  the  several  duties  of  inspection  of  streets,  of 
food,  of  live  stock,  of  fish  and  other  marine  products,  or  detaileafor  the  performance 
of  such  other  duties  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer,  as  he  may  be  directed  by 
this  board,  to  execute  or  cause  to  be  executed  the  ordinances,  resolutions,  and  orders 
of  the  board,  and  generally,  according  to  its  instructions,  to  exercise  a  practical  super- 
vision in  respect  to  inspectors,  poundmasters,  and  the  clerical  force  in  his  oflSce;  and 
said  health  officer  shall  devote  his  services  to  the  foresaid  purposes  as  the  board 
may  direct. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  inspector  of  streets  to  visit  every  part  of 
his  district  daily,  and  carefully  inspect  all  streets,  alleys,  yards,  and  incloeures,  horse 
and  cow  stables,  privies,  slaughterhouses,  wharves,  and  every  other  place  where 
offensive  or  deleterious  matter  may  exist,  and  to  report  promptly  to  the  health  officer 
any  and  all  nuisances  injurious  to  health;  and  the  mspectors  of  streets  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  and  special  inspections  as  may  be  directed  by  the  health  officer. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  inspector  of  food  to  attend  the  market  or 
markets  within  his  inspection  district  every  morning,  at  the  time  when  sales  com- 
mence, and  carefully  inspect  all  meats,  fowl,  game,  and  vegetables  offered  for  sale, 
and  condemn,  seize,  and  cause  to  be  removed  such  as  may  be  diseased  or  from  any 
other  cause  rendered  unfit  for  food.  He  shall  also  visit,  as  early  as  practicable  each 
day,  every  green  grocery  or  other  place  within  his  district  where  articles  of  food  are 
kept  for  sale,  and  perform  his  duty  of  inspection,  condemnation,  seizure,  and  removal 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed.  He  shall  report  his  official  proceedings  daily  to  the 
health  officer,  and  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  shall  oe  under  the  direction  of 
said  officer;  and  the  inspectors  of  food  shall  perform  such  other  duties  and  special 
inspections  as  may  be  directed  by  the  health  officer. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  live  stock  to  carefully  inspect 
all  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  or  other  animals  intended  to  be  killed  and  sold  for  consump- 
tion as  food  in  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown,  and  to  condemn  all  such 
as  may  be  diseased,  or  from  any  other  cause  rendered  unfit  for  food;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  said  inspector  to  brand  with  the  letter  **C"  all  cattle,  ho^,  sheep, 
or  other  animals  condemned  as  aforesaid,  and  said  inspector  shall  report  his  official 
proceedings  daily  to  the  health  officer. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  fish  and  other  marine  prod- 
ucts to  examine  and  inspect  all  fish,  oysters,  clams,  lobsters,  and  other  marine 
products,  landing  by  boat,  arriving  by  rail,  or  otherwise  brought  by  any  person  or 
persons  into  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown;  and  if,  upon  such  inspection, 
said  inspector  shall  find  any  of  the  said  marine  products  to  be  in  an  unsound,  diseased, 
or  unwholesome  condition,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  prohibit  their  sale;  and  the  »i<l 
inspector  of  fish  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and  directed  to  condemn,  seize, 
ana  remove  any  unsound,  diseased,  or  unwholesome  fish,  oysters,  clams,  loheters, 
crabs,  or  other  marine  products  which  may  be  offered  for  sale  as  food  within  the 
cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  herein  prescribed  the  inspector  of 
fish  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  boi^rd  all  boats,  ves- 
sels, steamboats,  and  cars,  and  to  stop  all  vehicles  believed  by  him  to  contain  fish 
or  other  marine  products,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  said  inspector  shall  report  his  official  proceedings  daily  to  the  health 
officer. 

Sec.  8.  That  upon  any  cattle,  meat,  birds,  fowls,  fish  or  other  marine  products, 
vegetables,  or  other  articles  of  food,  being  found  by  any  inspector  or  other  officer  of 
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the  board  of  health  in  a  condition  which  is,  in  his  judgment,  unwholesome  and  unfit 
for  use  as  human  food,  or  in  a  condition  or  of  a  quality  forbidden  bv  the  ordinances 
of  this  board,  but  with  respect  to  the  quality  and  condition  of  which  articles  of  food 
said  inspector  or  other  oflBcer  may  be  in  doubt,  he  shall  forbid  the  sale  thereof,  and 
order  that  the  same  be  set  aside,  and  shall  at  once  notify  the  health  officer  of  such 
action;  and  if,  upon  inspection,  the  health  officer  shall  concur  in  the  judgment  of 
the  inspector  or  other  officer  aforesaid,  said  health  officer  shall  prohibit  the  sale  and 
order  the  removal  of  said  articles,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  board  of  health; 
and  if  the  health  officer  shall  not  concur  m  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  or  other 
officer  aforesaid,  the  sale  of  said  articles  shall  be  allowed.  But  if,  upon  inspection, 
the  health  officer  is  in  doubt  as  to  whether  said  articles  should  be  condemned  or  not, 
then  the  committee  on  food  inspections  of  the  board  of  health  shall  decide  whether 
or  not  said  articles  shall  be  condemned  and  the  sale  thereof  forbidden:  Provided^ 
That  no  article  of  food  in  a  decayed  or  offensive  condition  shall  be  allowed  to  remain 
where  found,  but  the  same  shall  be  caused  to  be  removed  forthwith  bv  the  inspector 
or  officer  aforesaid,  according  to  the  rules  and  r^:ulations  of  the  board  of  health. 

Sbc.  9.  That  any  person  who  shall  molest,  hinder,  or  in  any  manner  prevent  said 
health  officer  or  any  inspector  appointed  by  this  board  from  performing  any  duty 
imposed  upon  him  or  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
Buch  offense. 


AN  ORDINANCJE  to  prevent  committing  or  creating  nuisances  in  or  aboat  public  urinal  or  urinals 
located  within  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown. 

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  hoard  of  health  of  the  District  of  Columhiay  That 
foecal  matter  deposited  in  or  about  any  puolic  urinal  or  urinals  located  within  the 
cities  of  Washington  or  Georgetown,  defecating  in  or  about  said  urinal  or  urinals,  or 
obstructing  the  same  in  any  manner  or  by  any  means  whatever,  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  nuisances,  injurious  to  health,  and  any  person  convicted  of  committing  or  cre- 
ating either  of  said  nuisances  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
fif^  dollars  for  every  such  offense.

REQULATIONS  to  secure  a  full  and  correct  record  of  vital  statistics,  including  the  registration  of 
marriages,  births,  and  deaths,  the  interment,  disinterment,  and  removal  of  the  dead  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  as  amended  by  act  of  January  25, 1898,  and  by  Commissioners'  order  of  January  8, 1902. 

First  It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  District  of  Columbia  that 
there  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  from  its  members,  as  the  board  may  direct,  an 
officer  named  and  known  as  the  r^strar  of  vital  statistics  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, but  who  may  be  designated  registrar,  and  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said 
board,  keep  a  full  and  correct  record  of  vital  statistics,  issue  such  permits  as  are 
hereinafter  required,  make  and  publish  a  weekly  statement  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths  in  said  District,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

Second,  f  Repealed  by  order  of  January  2,  1902.) 

Third.  Tnat  any  physician,  accoucheur,  midwife,  or  other  person  in  charge  who 
shall  attend,  assist,  or  ad\dse  at  the  birth  of  any  child  within  the  District  of  Colum- 
lya,  shall  report  to  the  registrar  aforesaid,  within  six  days  thereafter,  stating  dis- 
tinctly the  date  of  birth,  sex,  and  color  of  the  child  or  children  bom,  its  or  their 
physical  condition,  whether  stillborn  or  not,  the  full  name,  nativity,  and  residence 
of  the  parents,  and  maiden  name  of  the  mother  of  such  child  or  children. 

Fourth.  That  whenever  any  person  shall  die  within  the  District  of  Columbia  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician  attending  such  person  during  his  or  her  last  sick- 
ness, or  of  the  coroner  of  the  District  when  the  case  comes  under  his  official  notice, 
to  furnish  and  deliver  to  the  undertaker,  or  other  'person  superintending  the  burial 
of  said  deceased  person,  a  certificate,  duly  signed,  setting  forth,  as  far  as  the  same 
may  be  ascertained,  the  name,  age,  color,  sex,  nativity  (giving  State  or  country), 
occupation,  whether  married  or  single,  duration  of  residence  in  the  District  ol 
Columbia,  cause,  date,  and  place  of  death  (giving  street  and  number) ,  and  duration 
of  last  sickness  of  such  deceased  person.  *  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  imdertaker, 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  burial  of  such  deceased  person,  to  state  in  said  cer- 
tificate tne  date  and  place  of  burial,  and  having  signed  tne  same,  to  forward  it  to  the 
registrar  aforesaid  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  death:  Provided,  That  in  case 
of  death  from  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  said  certificate  shall  be  so  made 
and  forwarded  within  eight  hours  thereafter. 

Fifth.  (Repealed  by  sec.  675,  Code,  ete.) 

Sixth.  (Repealed  by  sec.  676,  Code,  etc.) 
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Seventh.  That  whenever  a  pennit  for  burial  is  applied  for  in  case  of  death  withoat 
the  attendance  of  a  physician,  or  if  it  be  impossible  to  obtain  a  physician's  certificate, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  investigate  the  cause  and  circumstances  of 
such  death,  to  make  and  sign  the  certificate  required  by  section  4  of  these  regula- 
tions, and  if  not  satisfied  as  to  the  cause  and  circumstances  of  such  death  be  ahSil  so 
report  to  the  board  of  health,  who  shall  refer  the  case  to  the  coroner  of  the  District 
for  investigation  and  report,  and  said  coroner  is  hereby  required  to  make  such 
investigation  and  report    Repealed  by  sec.  675,  of  Code,  etc. ) 

Eighth.  That  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  every  physician,  accoucheur,  midwife,  under- 
taker, sexton  or  superintendent  of  any  cemetery,  or  other  person  having  charge  of 
the  same,  practicing  medicine  or  doiuff  business  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  to 
roister  his  or  her  name  in  a  book  or  oooks  to  be  provided  for  such  purpose,  at  the 
office  of  the  board  of  health  of  said  District,  giving  full  name,  residence,  and  place 
of  business,  and  in  case  of  removal  from  one  pmce  to  another  in  said  District  to  make 
change  in  said  register  accordingly.  (Repealed  as  to  physicians  generally  and  as  to 
midwives  bv  act  of  June  3,  1896.  | 

Ninth.  That  anv  person  who  snail  violate,  or  aid  and  abet  in  violating,  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  regulations,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  competent 
judicial  authority,  be  punish^  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Tenth.  That  all  rules,  reflations,  and  ordinances  heretofore  passed  by  this  board 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed. 

Eleventh.  That  these  regulations  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1874.

Second.  That  the  expression  **  physical  condition,''  as  employed  in  the  statute 
heretofore  enacted  by  tne  legislative  assembly  of  the  District,  and  incorpon^ted  in 
the  third  regulation,  be  defined  as  follows:  **  the  general  physical  condition,  whether 
healthy  or  unhealthy.

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  any  contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable  disease  affect- 
ing domestic  animals,  and  especially  the  disease  known  as  pleuro-pneumonia,  shall 
be  brought  into  or  shall  break  out  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  to  take  measures  to  suppress  the  same  promptly 
and  to  prevent  the  same  from  spreading;  and  for  this  purpose  the  said  Commissionera 
are  hereby  empowered  to  order  and  require  that  any  premises,  fann^  or  farms  where 
such  disease  exists,  or  has  existed,  be  put  in  quarantine;  to  order  all  or  any  animals 
coming  into  the  District  to  be  detained  at  any  place  or  places  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  and  examination;  to  prescribe  regulations  for  and  to  require  the  destmc- 
tion  of  animals  affected  with  conta^ous,  infectious,  or  communicable  disease,  and 
for  the  proper  disposition  of  their  hides  and  carcasses;  to  prescribe  regulations  for 
disinfection,  and  such  other  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  prevent 
infection  or  contagion  being  communicated,  and  shall  report  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  whatever  they  may  do  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  section.

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  spread  of  scarlet  fever  and  dijShtherla  in  the  District  of  Oolumbia. 

[1  Sup.  R.  8.,  885.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Rebresentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  from  and  after  tne  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  registered  practicing  physician  or  other  person  prescribing  for  the  si^k  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  make  report  to  the  health  officer,  on  forms  to  be  furnished 

«  See  ordinance  of  November  19,  1876,  and  Commissioners'  regulations  of  July  18» 
1887,  and  August  21,  1888,  pages  69,  103,  and  104  of  this  report 
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by  that  officer,  immediately  after  such  practitioner  becomes  aware  of  the  existence 
of  any  case  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  in  his  charge;  and  in  case  such  person  shall 
fail  to  so  report  within  twenty-four  hours  he  shall  he  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
tiian  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  in  case  of  a  second  offense  the  penalty  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  In  case  no  physician  shall 
be  in  charge  of  such  patient,  the  householder  where  such  case  occurred,  or  person  in 
charge  thereof,  the  parent,  guardian,  nurse,  or  other  person  in  attendance  upon  the 
sick  person  knowing  the  character  of  the  disease  shall  make  the  report  above  men- 
tion^, and  in  case  of  failure  to  report  shall  suffer  the  same  penalties  as  provided  for 
physicians  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  cooperating  with  the  attend- 
ing physician  to  cause  a  suitable  placard,  flag,  or  warning  sign  to  be  displayed  from 
the  front  of  the  premises  or  apartment  where  any  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  or  diph- 
theria is  present.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove  such  placard,  sign, 
or  warning  flag  when  so  placed  without  permission  of  the  health  officer.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  health  officer,  in  conjunction  with  the  attending  physi- 
cian, to  cause  the  premises  to  be  properly  disinfected,  and  to  issue  the  necessary 
instructions «  for  the  isolation  of  the  patient. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  person  shall  visit  or  attend  any  public  or  private  school,  or  place 
of  public  assemblage,  or  appear  on  the  public  streets  or  in  the  parks  while  affected 
witn  scarlet  fever  or  diphtneria,  and  any  adult  person,  parent,  or  guardian  of  a  minor 
convicted  of  having  knowingly  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  pnysicians  while  in  attendance  upon  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diph- 
theria to  exercise  such  reasonable  precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  said 
diseases  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  health  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in 
regulations. 

8bc.  4.  That  no  person  who  has  convalesced  from  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  shall 
be  allowed  to  attend  any  public  or  private  school,  seminary,  or  college  until  the 
attending  physician  shall  have  furnished  a  certificate  that  said  patient  has  completely 
recoverea,  and  that  there  is  no  danger  of  infection  to  other  persons.  All  persons  who 
shall,  after  convalescing  from  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  visit  schools,  seminaries,  or 
collies  without  providing  themselves  with  such  certificates  shall  suffer  the  penalties 
provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  every  ship,  vessel,  steamer, 
boat,  or  craft  lying  or  being  in  the  rivers,  harbors,  or  other  waters  within  the  juris- 
diction of  said  District,  and  to  every  tent,  van,  shed,  hovel,  bam,  outhouse,  cabin, 
or  other  like  place,  as  if  the  same  were  an  ordinary  dwelling. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  word  **  regulations,"  as  herein  used,  shall  be  held  to  mean  also 
rules,  orders,  and  amendments.  The  words  "person  in  charge  thereof"  shall  be 
held  tq  mean  the  owner,  his  agent  or  factor;  the  tenant,  his  clerk  or  representa- 
tive; the  nurse,  or  any  one  or  more  persons  who  by  reason  of  their  position  are 
charged  with  the  management  or  care  of  the  premises,  or  interested  in  the  person 
afflicted.  The  words  "practitioner  of  medicine,'*  or  "practitioner,"  shall  be  held 
to  include  all  persons  who  undertake  to  treat  persons  afflicted,  either  gratuitously  or 
for  pay. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  person  who  shall  knowingly  make,  sign,  or  deliver  any  false 
report  or  certificate  herein  provided  for,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court 
of  said  District,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and,  in 
default  of  payment  thereof,  be  committed  to  jail  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
twenty  days. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  borne  from  the  general  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  health  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  And  the  jurisdiction  of  civil  and 
criminal  procedure  in  the  enforcement  of  this  act  is  hereby  vested  in  the  police  court 
of  the  said  District,  with  the  same  right  of  appeal  as  in  other  civil  and  criminal  trials 
in  said  District.

JOINT  RESOLUTION  to  regulate  licenses  to  proprietors  of  theaters  in  the  city  of  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  ana  for  other  purposes.

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representativ&i  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  all  licenses  issued  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  to  proprietors  of  theaters  or  other  public  places  of  amusement  in  the  city 
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of  Wafihineton,  District  of  Columbia,  and  now  in  force  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
terminated,  unless  the  persons  holding  such  licenses  shall  within  ten  days  after  due 
notice  comply  with  such  regulations  as  ma^  be  prescribed  for  the  public  safety  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sbc.  2.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  make  and  enforce  all  such  reasonable  and  usual  police  regulations 
in  addition  to  those  already  made  under  the  act  of  January  twenty-eixth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  lives, 
limbs,  health,  comfort,  and  quiet  of  all  persons  and  the  protection  of  all  property 
within  the  District  of  Columbia, 

Approved  February  26,  1892. 


AN  ACT  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  the 
protection  of  the  people  from  empiricism  in  relation  thereto. 

[2  Sup.  R.  S.,  24.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreserUaUtes  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  practice  dentirtry 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  unless  such  person  shall  re^ster  with  the  health  officer 
in  compliance  with  the  requirementa  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  board  to  carry  out  the  purj)ose8  of  this  act  is  herebv  created,  to  be 
known  as  the  board  of  denial  examiners,  to  consist  of  five  reputable  cfentists  resident 
of  and  for  three  3rears  last  before  appointment  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  said 
District  for  terms  of  five  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed:  Provided,  That 
the  first  hve  appointments  shall  be  made  for  terms  of  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five 
years,  respectively.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Vacancies 
occurring  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  eligible  persons  for  unex- 
pired terras. 

Sbc.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  dental  examiners,  first,  to  organize 
by  electing  one  of  their  number  president  and  one  secretary,  to  provide  neceaeary 
books  and  blank  forms,  and  publicly  announce  tiie  requirements  of  this  act  and  the 
time,  place,  and  means  of  complying  with  its  provisions  within  thirty  days  from  its 
passage;  second,  to  promptly  certify  to  the  health  officer  for  registration  all  who  are 
engaged  in  the  practice  oi  dentistry  in  said  District  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  act 
who  apply  therefor;  third,  to  test  the  fitness  and  pass  upon  the  qualification  of  per- 
sons desiring  to  commence  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  said  District  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  and  certify  to  the  health  officer  for  registration  such  as  prove,  imder  exam- 
ination in  theory  and  practice  of  dentistry,  qualified  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  to 
practice  dentistry  in  said  District;  fourth,  to  report  immediately  information  of  auy 
violation  of  this  act,  and,  annually,  the  transactions  of  the  board  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Provided,  That  all  graduates  of  dental  colleges 
which  require  a  three  years'  course  of  study  shall  be  entitled  to  certificates  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  certification  fee  and  without  examination  as  to  their  qualifications. 

Sbc.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  practicing  dentistry  in  said  Dis- 
trict at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  to  make  application  to  said  Ixiard,  in  form 
prescribed  by  said  boanl,  for  certification,  and  present  the  certificates  thus  obtained 
for  registration  to  the  health  officer  within  sixty  days  from  the  passa^  of  this  act 
Every  such  person  so  registering  may  continue  to  practice  without  incurring  the 
penalties  of  tnis  act. 

Sbc.  5.  That  persons  desiring  to  commence  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  said  Dis- 
trict after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  first  obtain  a  certificate  of  quahfication  from 
the  board  of  dental  examiners,  granted  under  authority  conferrea  upon  said  boanl 
by  section  three  of  this  act,  and  present  the  same  to  the  health  officer  lor  registration. 

Sbc.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  register  all  persons  pre- 
senting certificates  from  said  board  in  a  book  kept  for  this  purpose,  and  indorse  upon 
each  certificate  the  fact  and  date  of  such  registration. 

Sbc.  7.  That  certificates  issued  and  indorsed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  evidence  of  the  right  of  the  person  to  whom  granted  to  practice  under  this  act 

Sbc.  8.  That  anyone  who  shall  practice  or  attempt  to  practice  dentistry  in  the  said 
District  without  having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine  shall 
be  imprisoned  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  said  fines,  when  col- 
lected, to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  the  District 
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of  Columbia:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  thia  act  shall  be  constraed  to  interfere  with 
physicians  in  the  discharge  of  their  professional  duties,  nor  with  students  pursuing  a 
regular  uninterrupted  dental  college  coarse  or  in  bona  fide  pupilage  with  a  r^^stered 
dentist. 

Sec.  9.  That  to  provide  a  fund  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act 
the  board  of  dental  examiners  may  charge  such  fees,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for 
each  certificate  and  ten  dollars  for  each  examination,  as  will  from  time  to  time,  in 
the  opinion  of  said  board,  approved  by  said  Commissioners,  be  necessary.  From 
such*  fund  all  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  board:  Provided^  That  such  expense 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  balance  of  receipts. 

Approved  June  6,  1892. 


AN  ACT  regulating  the  constmctlon  of  buildings  along  alleyways  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

[2  Sup.  R.  S.,  42.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  erect  or  place  a  dwelling  house  on  or  along  any  alley  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
where  such  alley  is  less  than  thirty  feet  wide  and  is  not  supplied  with  sewerage,  water 
mains,  and  light:  Provided.  That  no  dwelling  house  hereafter  erected  or  plac^  in  any 
alley  shall  in  any  case  be  located  lesd  than  twenty  feet  back  clear  of  the  center  line 
of  such  alley,  so  as  to  give  at  least  a  thirty-foot  roadway  and  five  feet  on  each  side  of 
such  roadway  clear  for  a  walk  or  footway,  and  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  erect  or 
place  a  dwelling  house  on  or  along  any  alley  which  does  not  run  straight  to,  and  open 
at  right  angles  u]^n,  one  of  the  public  streets  bordering  the  square  in  which  such 
alley  is  located,  with  at  least  one  exit  fifteen  feet  in  the  clear. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Approved  July  22,  1892. 


[Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the 

District  of  Columbia,  etc.]

That  the  ordinances  of  the  late  board  of  health  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  as 
l^^alized  by  joint  resolution  of  Congress,  approved  April  twenty-fourth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  to  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  within  the  District  of  Columbia  as  if  enacted  by  Congress  in  the  firet 
instance,  and  that  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  upon  the  late  board  of  health,  in 
and  by  the  said  ordinances,  are  hereby  conferred  upon  the  health  ofl[icer  of  said  Dis- 
trict, and  that  all  prosecutions  for  violations  of  saia  ordinances  and  regulations  shall 
be  in  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  name  of  the  said  District: 
Provided^  That  said  regulations  shall  not  be  enforced  against  established  industries 
which  are  not  a  nuisance  in  fact. 

Approved  Augtist  7,  1894. 


[Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the 

District  of  a^lumbia,  etc.]

That  hereafter  no  other  building  for  use  as  a  public  or  private  hospital  for  contagious 
diseases  shall  be  erected  in  the  District  of  Columbia  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any 
building  owned  by  a  private  individual  or  any  other  party  than  the  one  erecting  the 
building.  All  private  hospitals  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  required  to  secure 
a  permit  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  said  hospitals  shall 
be  at  all  times  subject  to  inspection  by  the  health  ofiicer  of  said  District  or  his  deputy, 
and  any  person  or  persons  refusing  to  permit  such  inspection  shall  each  be  subject  to 
a  ^ne  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  of 
such  refusals. 

Approved  March  2,  1895. 
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AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  sale  of  milk  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes.^ 

[2  Sup.  R.  8..  401.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Ameriea 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  from  and  after  the  passa^  of  this  act  no  person  shall, 
within  the  District  ot  Columbia,  keep  or  maintain  a  dairy  or  dairy  farm  without  a  per- 
mit so  to  do  from  the  health  officer  of  said  District;  application  for  said  permit  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  upon  a  form  prescribed  by  said  health  officer:  ProvCiedy  That  no 
applicant  for  said  permit  shall  oe  restrained  from  conducting  business  until  said 
application  has  been  acted  upon  by  the  health  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia  or 
his  duly  appointed  agent.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  health  officer,  upon  receipt 
of  said  application  in  due  form,  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  an  examination  of  the 
premises  which  it  is  intended  to  use  in  the  maintenance  of  said  dairy  or  dairy  farm; 
if  after  such  examinatior  3aid  premises  are  found  to  conform  to  the  r^ulations  gov- 
erning dairies  and  dairy  farms  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  said  nealth  officer 
shall  issue  the  permit  hereinbefore  specified,  without  charge:  Provided,  That  said  per- 
mit may  be  suspended  or  revoked  at  any  time,  without  notice,  by  said  health  officer 
whenever  the  milk  supply  from  said  dairy  or  dairy  farm  is  exposed  to  infection  by 
Asiatic  cholera,  anthrax,  diphtheria,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  smallpox,  splenic  fever, 
tuberculosis,  typhoid  fever,  typhus  fever,  or  yellow  fever,  so  as  to  render  its  distri- 
bution dangerous  to  public  health. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  person  shall  bring  or  send  into  the  District  of  Columbia  for  sale 
any  milk  without  a  permit  so  to  do  from  the  health  officer  of  said  District;  appli- 
cation for  said  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing,  upon  a  form  prescribed  by  said 
health  officer,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  detailed  description  of  the  dairy 
farm  or  dairy  where  said  milk  is  produced  or  stored  as  said  nealth  officer  may 
require,  and  by  a  sworn  statement  as  to  the  physical  condition  of  the  cattle  supplying 
said  milk:  Provided,  That  no  applicant  for  said  permit  shall  be  restrained  from  con- 
ducting business  until  said  application  has  been  acted  upon  by  the  health  officer  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  or  his  duly  appointed  agent  If  after  examination  of  said 
application  said  health  officer  is  satisfied  that  said  milk  will  be  brought  into  the  District 
of  Columbia  for  sale  or  consumption  without  danger  to  public  health,  he  shall  issue, 
without  charge  to  the  applicant,  a  permit  so  to  do,  on  condition  that  none  but  pure 
and  unadulterated  milk  shall  be,  with  knowledge  of  its  impurity,  brought  into  said 
District;  that  in  the  management  of  said  dairy  or  dairy  farm  said  applicant  shall  be 
governed  by  the  regulations  of  the  health  office  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  issued  for  dairies  and  dairy  ^urms 
in  said  District,  when  said  regulations  do  not  conflict  with  the  law  of  the  State  in 
which  said  dairy  or  dairy  farm  is  located,  and  that  said  dairy  or  dairy  farm  may  be 
inspected  at  any  time  without  notice  by  the  health  officer  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia or  his  duly  appointed  representative:  Provided,  That  said  permit  maybe  sus- 
pended or  revoked  at  any  time  without  notice  by  said  health  officer  whenever  the 
milk  supply  from  said  dairy  or  dairy  farm  is  exposed  to  infection  by  Asiatic  cholera, 
anthrax,  diphtheria,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  smallpox,  splenic  fever,  tuberculosis, 
typhoid  fever,  typhus  fever,  or  yellow  fever,  so  as  to  render  its  distribudon  danger- 
ous to  public  nealth. 

Sbc.  3.  That  no  person  suffering  from,  or  who  has  knowingly,  within  a  period 
specified  by  the  health  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  been  exposed  to  diph- 
theria, scarlet  fever,  erysipelas,  smallpox,  anthrax,  or  other  dangerous  contap^ous 
disease,  shall  work  or  assist  in  or  about  any  dairy  or  dairy  farmj  no  proprietor, 
manager,  or  superintendent  of  any  dairy  or  dairy  farm  within  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia shall  knowmgly  permit  any  person  suffering,  or  exposed  as  aforesaid,  to  work  or 
assist  in  or  about  said  dairy  or  dairy  farm. 

Sbc.  4.  That  all  milk  wagons  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner,  the  number  of  per- 
mit, and  the  location  of  dairy  from  which  said  wagons  haul  milk,  painted  thereon 
plainly  and  legibly. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  grocers,  bakers,  and  other  persons  having  or  offering  for  sale  milk 
shall  at  all  times  keep  the  name  or  names  of  the  dairymen  from  whom  the  milk  on 
sale  shall  have  been  obtained  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  wherever  such  milk 
may  be  sold  or  kept  for  sale. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  person  shall  offer  or  have  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia  any 
unwholesome,  watered,  or  adulterated  milk,  or  milk  known  as  swill  milk,  or  milk 
from  cows  that  are  fed  on  swill,  garbage,  or  other  like  substance,  nor  any  butter  or 
cheese  made  from  any  such  milk.

Sbc.  8.  That  no  person  shall  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his  custody  or 
possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  skimmed  milk  containing  less 
than  nine  and  three-tenths  per  cent  of  milk  solids,  inclusive  of  fat 

Sec.  9.  That  no  dealer  in  milk,  and  no  servant  or  agent  of  such  a  dealer,  shall  sell, 
exchange,  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his  custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange, 
or  deliver,  milk  from  which  the  cream,  or  any  part  thereof,  has  been  removed,  unless 
in  a  conspicuous  place,  above  the  center  or  upon  the  outside  of  every  vessel,  can,  or 
package  thereof,  in  which  milk  is  sold,  the  words  ''skimmed  milk"^'  are  distinctly 
mark^  in  gothic  letters,  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length. 

Sbc.  10.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell  or  offer  for 
sale,  within  the  District  of  Ck>lumbia,  milk  taken  from  any  cow  less  than  fifteen  days 
before  or  ten  days  after  parturition,  or  from  any  cow  which  is  known  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  splemc  fever,  anthrax,  or  any  general  or  local  disease  which  is 
liable  to  render  the  milk  from  said  cow  unwholesome. 

Sec.  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  oflBcer  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
under  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  said  District,  to  make  and  enforce  regula- 
tions to  secure  proper  water  supply,  drainage,  ventilation,  air  space,  floor  space,  and 
cleaning  of  all  aaines  and  dairy  farms  within  said  District;  to  secure  the  isolation  of 
cattle  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  f> 

Sec.  12.  That  the  health  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  his  duly  appointed 
assistants,  shall  have  the  right  to  enter,  without  previous  notice,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection,  any  dairy  or  dairy  farm  within  said  District. 

Sec.  13.  (Repealed  by  act  of  February  17,  1898.  See  Weigand  r.  D.  C,  31  Wash. 
Law  Rep.,  730.) 

Sbc.  14.  That  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  said  Dis- 
trict, on  information  signed  by  the  attorney  of  the  District  or  one  of  his  assistants, 
and  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  miFdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  for  the  first  offense 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  col- 
lected as  other  fines  and  penalties,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  workhouse  for  a  period 
of  not  more  than  thirty  days,  and  for  the  second  offense  and  each  subsequent  oifense, 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  workhouse  for  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  if  the  person  so  convicted  of  a  second  or 
subsequent  offense  hold  a  permit  under  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  canceled  and  no 
permit  shall  be  issued  to  said  person  for  a  period  of  six  months:  Provided,  That  any 
person  or  persons  under  this  act  shall  have  the  privilege,  when  demanded,  of  a  trial 
by  jury  as  in  other  jury  cases  in  the  police  court. 

Sbc.  15.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  and  r^rnlatlon  of  medical  and  dental  colleges  in  the 

District  of  Columbia. 

[29  StatB.,  112.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  v  medical  or  dental  college  claim- 
ing the  authority  to  confer,  or  actually  conferring,  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine, 
or  doctor  of  dental  surgery,  not  incorporated  by  a  special  act  of  Congress,  to  conduct 
its  business  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  unless  such  college  shall  be  re^stered  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  granted  by  them  a  written  permit  to 
commence  or  continue  business  in  said  District  m  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  act. 

Sbc.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  oflScers  of  any  such  college,  before 
commencing  or  continuing  business,  to  apply  to  the  said  Commissioners  for  regis- 
tration and  a  permit  to  commence  or  continue  business;  and  said  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make  such  regulations^  concerning  the  form  of  such 
application,  the  evidence  to  be  adduced  in  support  thereof,  and  the  method  of  taking 
such  evidence  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty,  to  give  public  notice  of  all  hearings  upon  such  applications;  and  no  registration

and  permit  shall  be  granted  until  after  the  Gommiseioners  shall  have,  by  the  inqniry 
and  nearing  hereinbefore  provided  for  and  such  other  inquiry  as  they  may  see  nt  to 
make,  satisfied  themselves  that  all  such  medical  or  dental  colleges  are  fully  equipped, 
both  by  the  character  and  fitness  of  the  faculty  and  the  sufficiency  of  their  appli- 
ances, to  give  suitable  and  sufficient  instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  medi- 
cine or  dental  surgery. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officers  of  every  medical  or  dental 
college,  not  incorporated  by  a  special  act  of  Congress,  which  is  now  doing  business  in 
said  District  to  apply  for  such  certificate  and  registration  within  thirty  days  of  the 
passage  of  this  act;  and  no  such  college  hereafter  sought  to  be  opened  in  saia  District 
shall  commence  business  without  first  obtaining  such  regibtration  and  permit. 

Sec.  4.  That  such  of  the  officers  and  of  the  ficultv  of  any  such  medical  or  dental 
college  now  in  existence,  and  of  every  such  collie  hereaft^  sought  to  be  opened  in 
said  District,  which  shall  continue  or  commence  to  offer  instruction  in  such  capacity 
without  first  obtaining  registration  and  permit,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  w 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court  of 
said  District,  upon  an  information  similar  to  that  filed  in  the  case  of  violations  of  the 
police  regulations  made  by  the  said  Commissioners,  shall  be  fined  not  lees  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  in  default  ot  payment 
thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  common  jail  of  said  District  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  ninety  days;  said  fines  when  collected  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sbc.  5.  That  in  any  case  when  such  action  shall  be  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the 
said  Commissioners  to  give  full  effect  to  the  intent  of  this  act  they  shall  have  power, 
and  it  shall  be  their  dut^,  to  file  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in 
the  name  of  said  District,  a  bill  in  equity  a^^nst  the  proper  parties  praying  an 
injunction  against  the  opening  or  continuance  of  any  such  collie  not  registered  and 
granted  a  permit  as  aforesaid;  and  jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  upon  such  court 
to  hear  and  determine  such  causes. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  and  all  charters  heretofore  obtained  by  any 
medical  or  dental  college  under  the  general  incorporation  laws  in  force  in  said  Dis- 
trict, so  far  as  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  drainage  of  lota  in  the  District  of  Colambia.a 
[29  Stats..  125.] 

Be  U  mncted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembledf  That  each  original  lot  or  subdivisional  lot  situated  on  any 
street  in  the  District  of  Columbia  where  there  is  a  public  sewer  shall  be  connected 
with  said  sewer  in  such  manner  that  any  and  all  of  the  drainage  of  such  lot,  whether 
water  or  liquid  refuse  of  any  kind,  except  human  urine  and  fecal  matter,  shall  flow 
into  said  sewer;  and  if  such  original  lot  or  subdivisional  lot  is  situated  on  any  street 
in  said  District  where  there  is  a  public  sewer  and  water  main,  such  original  lotor  sub- 
divisional  lot  shall  be  connected  with  said  sewer  and  also  with  said  water  main  in  such 
manner  that  any  and  all  of  the  drainage  of  such  lot,  whether  water  or  liquid  refuse  of 
any  kind,  shall  flow  into  said  sewer:  Provided^  That  the  connections  required  to  be 
made  by  this  act  shall  be  made  under  the  following  conditions:  When  there  is  on 
any  such  original  lot  or  subdivisional  lot  aforesaid  any  building  used  or  intended  to 
be  used  as  a  dwelling,  or  in  which  persons  are  employed  or  intended  to  be  employed 
in  any  manufacture,  trade,  or  business,  or  any  stable,  shed,  pen,  or  place  where  cows^ 
horses,  mules,  or  other  animals  are  kept,  then,  and  in  that  instance,  such  ori^al 
lot  or  subdivisional  lot  shall  be  connected  with  a  public  sewer  and  water  mam  or 
with  a  public  sewer,  as  may  be  required  with  this  act;  and  whenever  there  is  no 
such  building,  stable,  shed,  pen,  or  place,  as  aforesaid,  on  such  original  lot  or  subdi- 
visional lot,  then  such  lot  shall  be  reauired  to  be  connected  with  a  public  sewer  only 
when  it  has  been  certified  by  the  health  officer  of  said  District  that  such  connection 
is  necessary  to  public  health. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  to  notify  the 
owner  or  owners  of  every  lot  required  by  this  act  to  be  connected  with  a  public 
sewer  or  water  main,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  so  connect  such  lot,  the  work  to  be  done 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  governing  plumbing  and  house  drainage  in  said 
District.

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Sbc.  3.  That  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lot  n^lect  or  refuse  to  make  such 
connections  as  are  required  by  this  act  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
notice,  such  owner  or  owners  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on 
conviction  in  the  police  court  of  said  District,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  dollars  for  each  day  he,  she,  or  they  fail  or  neglect  to 
make  such  connections. 

Sbc.  4.  That  in  case  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lot  be  a  nonresident  or  non- 
residents of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  can  not  be  found  therein,  then,  and  in  that 
case,  the  said  Ck)mmi8sioners  shall  give  notice,  by  publication  twice  a  week  for  two 
weeks  in  some  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Washington,  to  such  owner, 
directing  the  connection  of  such  lot  with  such  public  sewer  or  with  such  public  sewer 
and  water  main,  as  the  case  may  be:  Provided,  however^  That  if  the  residence  or  place 
of  abode  of  the  said  nonresident  lot  owner  be  known  or  can  be  ascertained  on  rea- 
sonable inquiry,  then,  and  in  that  case,  a  copy  of  the  aforesaid  notice  shall  be  mailed 
to  said  nonresident,  addressed  to  him  in  his  proper  name  at  his  said  place  of  resi- 
dence or  abode,  with  legal  postage  prepaid;  and  m  case  such  owner  or  owners  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  notice  aforesaid  within  thirty  days  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Commissioners  to  cause  such  connection  to  be  maae,  the  expense  to  be 
paid  out  the  emergency  fund;  such  expense,  with  necessary  expense  of  advertise- 
ment, shall  be  ass^ded  as  a  tax  against  such  lot,  which  tax'shall  be  carried  on  the 
regular  tax  roll  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner 
provided  for  the  collection  of  other  taxes.

AN  ACT  to  establish  certain  harbor  regnlations  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 
[29  Stat.,  126.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Ckmgress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
wharf  or  dock,  any  master  or  captain  of  any  vessel,  or  any  person  or  persons  to  cast, 
throw,  drop,  or  deposit  any  ballast,  dirt,  oyster  shells,  or  ashes  in  the  water  in  any 
part  of  the  Potomac  River  or  ite  tributaries  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  on  the 
shores  of  said  river  below  high-water  mark,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  wharf, 
after  permission  has  been  obtained  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia for  that  purpose,  which  wharf  shall  be  sufliciently  inclosed  and  secured  so  as  to 
prevent  injury  to  navigation. 

8bc.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  occupant  of  any  wharf  or  dock, 
any  captain  or  master  of  any  vessel,  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  to  cast,  throw, 
deposit,  or  drop  in  any  dock  or  in  the  waters  of  the  Potomac  River  or  its  tributaries 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  any  dead  fish,  fish  offul,  dead  animals  of  any  kind,  con- 
demned oysters  in  the  shell,  watermelons,  canteloupes,  vegetables,  fruits,  shavings, 
hay,  straw,  ice,  snow,  filth,  or  trash  of  any  kind  whatsoever. 

Sbc.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both  such  punishments,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  4.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the 
work  of  improvement  in  or  along  the  said  river  and  harbor,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  United  States  Government. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  to  license  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  to 
punish  persons  violating  the  provisions  thereof  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

[29  Stats.,  198.] 

Be  it  enacUd  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created  a  board  of  medical 
supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  shall  consist  of  the  presidents  of  the 
three  boards  of  medical  examiners  hereinafter  provided  for  and  two  persons,  not 
phydcians,  one  of  whom  shall  be  learned  in  the  law,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Oom- 
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miesionera  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  each  for  a  period  of  three  years,  or  ontil  his 
saccesBor  is  appointed:  Provided,  That  not  more  than  two  members  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  be  adherents  of  any  one  system  of  medical  i>ractice:  Andpwmded 
further,  That  said  Commissioners  may  remove,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  any 
member  of  said  board  for  neglect  of  duty  or  other  just  cause,  and  that  in  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  any  member  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
said  meml^r  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  other  appointments  are  made. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall  elect  a  president,  a  vice- 
president,  and  a  secretary.  Said  board  shall  make,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  such  initiations  as  mav  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. «  Said  board  shall  hold  such  meetingB 
as  ma^  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Said  board  shall  supervise  2l 
exammations  provided  for  in  this  act^  and  shall  issue  all  licenses  to  practice  medicine 
and  surgery  or  midwifery  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Said  board  shall  keep  an 
official  record  of  its  meetmgs,  also  an  official  register  of  all  applicants  for  examina- 
tion for  licenses  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Said 
register  shall  show  the  name,  age,  place,  and  duration  of  residence  of  each  candidate, 
the  time  he  or  she  spent  in  medical  study,  in  or  out  of  medical  schools,  and  the 
names  and  locations  of  all  medical  schools  which  have  granted  said  applicant  any 
degree  or  certificate  of  attendance  u|>on  lectures  in  medicine.  Said  register  shall  also 
show  whether  said  api)Iicant  was  rejected  or  licensed  under  this  act  Said  register 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  matters  contained  therein.  The  secretary  afore- 
said may  be  elected  by  said  board  from  others  than  its  own  members;  said  secretary 
shall  also  act  as  treasurer,  and  shall  give  such  bond  as  may  be  required  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia;  said  secretary  shall  have  the  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths  upon  such  matters  as  pertain  to  the  business  of  said  board;  said  secretaij 
shall  mail  to  the  address  of  each  applicant  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  exami- 
nation, not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  examination,  and  at  a  longer  period  if 
requested  bv  the  applicant  at  the  time  of  making  application. 

Sec.  3.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  all  persons  desiring  to  practice 
medicine  and  surgery  in  any  of  tneir  branches  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall 
apply  to  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  for  a  license  to  do  so.  Applicants  shall 
suDmit  to  examination  upon  the  following-named  branches,  to  wit:  Anatomy,  physi- 
ology, chemiftry,  pathology,  materia  medica  and  thereapeutics,  hygiene,  histology, 
practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ffie 
ear,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  such  other  branches  as  said  board  shall  deem  advis- 
able. Each  applicant  shall  be  certified  by  said  board  for  examination  as  speedily  as 
possible  to  the  board  of  medical  examiners  whose  members  are  adherents  to  the 
system  of  medicine  which  said  applicant  desires  to  practice;  but  said  board  shall  not 
certify  for  examination  any  applicant  until  satisfactory  proof  is  furnished  that  he  or 
she  is  of  good  moral  character  and  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  nor  until  he  or  she 
has  presented  a  diploma  conferring  upon  him  or  her  the  d^;ree  of  doctor  of  medicine, 
issued  by  some  medical  college  authorized  by  law  to  confer  such  degree:  Provided, 
That  said  diploma,  if  issued  prior  to  July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  satisfactory  evidence  that  said  applicant  has  studied  medi- 
cine and  surgerv  for  not  less  than  three  years  prior  to  the  issue  thereof,  and  if  issued 
subsequent  \o  «tune  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  shall  be  accompa- 
nied by  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  applicant  has  studied  medicine  and  sunjery 
for  not  less  than  four  years  prior  to  the  issue  of  said  diploma.  All  examinations 
shall  be  both  theoretical  and  practical,  and  of  sufficient  severity  to  test  a  candidate's 
fitness  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  application  for  a  license  to  practice  medicine  and  sur^ry  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  medical  super- 
visors upon  a  form  prescribed  by  said  board,  and  shall  be  accompanied  bv  a  fee  of 
ten  dollars.  Each  application  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  said  secretary  not  less  than 
two  weeks  before  the  day  set  for  examination,  and  any  application  may  be  rejected 
for  refusal  to  furnish  any  of  the  information  called  for,  or  for  other  irregularity.  All 
applications  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  said  secretary. 

Sec.  5.  That  immediatel v  after  tne  passage  of  this  act  the  Commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall  appoint  three  boards  of  medical  examiners,  one  to  be 
known  as  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  to  be 
composed  of  five  physicians  in  good  standing,  adherents  to  the  regular  system  of 
medical  practice;  one  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  homeopathic  medical  examiners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  to  be  composed  of  tve  physicians  in  good  standing, 
adherents  to  the  homeopathic  system  of  medical  practice,  to  be  selected  from  a  list 
of  not  less  than  ten  names,  submitted  by  a  majority  vote  at  some  regular  meeting  of 
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the  Washington  Homeopathic  Medical  Society,  and  one  to  be  known  as  the  board 
of  eclectic  medical  examiners  of  the  District  of  Colmnbia,  to  be  composed  of  five 
physicians  in  good  standing,  adherents  to  the  eclectic  system  of  medicsd  practice,  to 
oe  selected  from  a' list  of  not  less  than  ten  names,  submitted  b^  a  majority  vote  at 
some  regular  meeting  of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Societv  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Of  the  members  of  ^ch  board  first  appointed  one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  one 
year,  two  to  serve  two  years,  and  two  to  serve  three  years,  and  thereafter  each  mem- 
ber of  each  board  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is 
appointed:  Provided,  That  no  member  of  either  of  said  boards  shall  have  been 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  District  of  Ck)lumbia  for  less 
than  five  vears  at  the  time  of  his  appointment:  And  provided  further,  That  in  event 
of  the  failure  of  the  Washington  Homeopathic  Medical  Society  or  of  the  Eclectic 
Medical  Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  after  fifteen  days'  notice  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  submit  the  list  of  names  aforesaid,  said 
Commissioners  may  appoint  the  members  of  the  board  of  homeopathic  medical 
examiners  or  of  the  lx>ard  of  eclectic  medical  examiners  without  restriction  as  to 
nomination  by  the  society  in  default:  And  protided  furtfier,  That  said  Commissioners 
may  at  any  time  remove  any  member  of  either  of  the  boards  named  in  this  act  for 
neglect  of  duty  or  other  just  cause,  and  that  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  of  any  member  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  member  shall  be 
filled  in  the  same  manner  as  other  appointments  are  made. 

Sbc.  6.  That  each  member  of  said  Doards  of  medical  examiners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  take  an  oath  to 
administer  fairly  and  impartially  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Each  board  shall  elect 
from  its  own  members  a  president  and  a  secretary.  Each  board  shall  hold  a  meeting 
for  examination  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  second  Thursday  in  January,  April, 
July,  and  October  of  each  year,  and  continuing  so  long  as  may  be  necessary  to  exam- 
ine'all  applicants,  and  other  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  times  as  the  board  of 
medical  supervisors  shall  direct  Each  of  said  boards  shall  examine,  at  the  meeting 
immediately  following  the  receipt  of  the  proper  certificates  from  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors,  all  applicants  for  licenses  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  so  certified. 

Sbc.  7.  That  the  several  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall,  not  less  than  one  week 
prior  to  each  examination,  submit  to  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  questions  for  thorough  examinations  in  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry, 
pathology,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  h vgiene,  histology,  practice  of  medicine, 
surgery,  oostetrics  and  gynecology,  diseases  of  the  eye  and  the  ear,  medical  jurispru- 
dence, and  such  other  branches  as  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  may  direct 
From  the  lists  of  questions  so  submitted  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall  select 
the  questions  for  each  examination,  and  such  questions  shall  be  the  same  for  all  can- 
didatcas,  except  that  in  the  departments  of  therapeutics,  practice  of  medicine,  and 
materia  medica  the  questions  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  system  of  medicine  selected 
by  the  candidate.  Said  examinations  shall  be  conducted  orally  and  in  writing,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  board  of  medical  super- 
visors, and  shall  embrace  the  subjects  as  stated  in  section  three  of  this  act.  An  ofl&- 
cial  report  of  the  result  of  each  examination,  signed  by  the  president  and  the  secre- 
tary and  each  acting  member  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  conducting  such 
examination,  stating  the  average  attained  by  each  candidate  in  each  branch,  the  gen- 
eral average,  and  the  result  of  the  examination,  whether  successful  or  unsuccesSful, 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  within  fifteen  days  from  the 
date  of  such  examination.  Said  report  shall  embrace  all  the  examination  papers, 
questions,  and  answers  thereto.  All  such  examination  papers  shall  be  kept  for  refer- 
ence and  inspection  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

Swc,  8.  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors, 
after  a  careful  examination  of  the  report  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  oy  which 
any  applicant  was  examined,  said  applicant  has  fairly  and  successfully  passed  such 
examination  as  hereinbefore  providi^  for,  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  issue  to  him  a  license  signed 
by  the  president  and  the  secretary  of  said  board  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  which  license  shall  entitle  said  applicant,  after  it  is  registered  as  herein- 
after provided  to  practice  medicine  and  sui^ry  m  the  District  of  Columbia:  Provided, 
That  a  license  shall  be  issued  upon  application,  free  of  cost  and  without  examination, 
to  each  physician  who  is  registered  at  the  health  office  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  oi  this  act,  and  to  physicians  who  may  change  their  resi- 
dence to  the  District  of  Columbia  from  any  State  or  Territory  where  medical  laws 
and  medical  examining  boards  exist,  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  or  license  from 
a  medical  examining  board,  if  found  upon  due  inquiry  to  be  true  and  genuine^  being 
soffident  evidence  of  right  to  r^istration  and  certification  under  the  provisions  of 
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this  act:  Provided^  That  the  medical  laws  and  examining  hoards  of  each  States  and 
Territories  grant  equal  rights  and  recognition  to  the  licentiates  of  the  board  herein 
created.  All  licenses  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  a 
register  shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary  showing  the  number  of  eacd  license,  the  date 
of  issue,  and  to  whom  issued. 

Sbc.  9.  That  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall 
make,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ck)mmissioners  of  said  District,  such  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  determine  the  (qualifications  of  women  desiring  hereafter  to 
commence  the  practice  of  midwiferjra  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  issue 
licenses  to  such  as  are,  after  examination,  found  qualified;  but  no  fee  shall  be  cluuved 
for  the  examination  of  any  applicant  for  such  licenses,  and  no  applicant  who  has 
been  rejected  shall  be  reexamined  within  one  year  from  such  rejection:  Provided, 
That  a  license  shall  be  issued  upon  application,  free  of  cost  and  without  examination, 
to  each  midwife  registered  at  the  h^th  office  of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  time 
of  the  passs^  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may, 
by  a  vote  of  four  members,  refuse  to  gnmt  or  may  revoke  a  license,  and  may  cause 
the  name  of  any  person  to  be  removed  from  the  record  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
District  of  Colum  Dia  and  from  the  roister  of  the  health  office  for  any  of  the  foUovring 
causes,  to  wit:  The  employment  of  fraud  or  deception  in  passing  the  examinations 
provided  for  in  this  act,  chronic  inebriety,  the  practice  of  criminal  abortion,  con- 
viction of  crime  involving  moral  turpitude,  or  of  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  con- 
duct. In  complaints  imaer  this  section  the  accused  shall  be  furnished  with  a  copy 
of  the  complaint  and  given  a  hearing  before  said  board  in  person  or  by  attorney,  and 
witnesses  may  be  heard  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  accused,  and  for  and  on  behalf  of 
the  said  board. .  Appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  board  may  be  taken  to  the  court 
of  appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  decision  of  said  court  shall  be  final. 
Said  Doard  may  at  any  time  within  two  years  from  the  refusal  or  revocation  of  a 
license,  or  the  cancellation  of  registration  under  this  section,  by  a  vote  of  four  mem- 
bers, issue,  without  examination,  a  new  license  to  the  person  so  affected,  restoring  to 
him  or  her  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  which  he  or  she  had  been  deprived  by 
said  board. 

Sbc.  II.  That  any  person  receiving  a  license  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  have  it 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
within  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  license,  and  the  place  and  date  of  record 
shall  be  certified  thereon  by  said  clerk;  and  the  holder  of  the  license  shall  pay  to  the 
clerk  of  said  court  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  making  the  record.  The  holder  of  said 
license  shall,  after  the  same  has  been  recorded,  exhibit  the  same  at  the  health  ofiSce, 
and  shall  register,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  his  or  her  name  and  address. 
Whenever  a  license  is  revoked  by  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  the  secretarv 
thereof  shall  report  that  fact  in  writing  to  the  clerk  of  said  court  and  to  the  healtn 
officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  shall  thereupon  cancel  such  registration. 

Sec.  12.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  surgeons  of  the  United  States 
Army,  Navy,  or  Marine-Hospital  Service,  nor  to  regularly  licensed  phjrsicians  and 
surgeons  in  actual  consultation  from  other  States  or  Territories,  nor  to  regulariy 
licensed  physicians  and  surgeons  actually  called  from  other  States  or  Territories  to 
attend  specified  cases  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  nor  to  the  treatment  of  any  case  of 
actual  emergency,  nor  to  the  practice  of  massage  or  the  so-called  Swedish  movement 
cure,  nor  to  the  use  of  ordinary  domestic  remedies  without  fee,  gift,  or  consideration 
of  any  kind. 

Sec.  13.  That  from  and  after  the  paeeage  of  this  act  any  person  practicing  medicine 
and  surgery  or  midwifery  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  who  shall  publicly  profess 
to  do  so,  without  first  having  obtained  from  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  Uie 
District  of  Columbia  a  license  and  registered  the  same  as  herein  provided,  or  in  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by 
authority  conferred  herein,  or  after  his  license  or  registration  has  been  canceled  by 
order  of  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  for  each 
offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  District  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  then  ten  nor  more  than  nine^ 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  United 
Stated  district  attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall  be  paid  for 
taking  testimony  the  same  fee  that  is  allowed  to  an  examiner  in  chancery  for  toe  same 
service.    The  expense  of  said  board  and  the  examinations  shall  be  paid  from  the 
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licenfie  fees  herein  provided  for;  and  if  any  surplus  remain  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June  of  each  year  the  members  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  appointed  as  such 
shall  be  paid  such  reasonable  compensation  as  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  may  determine,  and  any  oalance  then  remaining  shall  be  divided  among 
the  three  boards  of  medical  examiners  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  candidates 
examined,  each  member  of  each  board  of  medical  examiners  to  receive  such  part  of 
the  entire  amount  paid  as  that  board  itself  shall  determine. 

Sec.  15.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  an  act  for  the 
regulation  of  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  June 
sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  nor  to  interfere  with  graduates  of  standard 
dental  colleges,  registered  under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  in  the  exercise  of  their 
profession  to  the  extent  and  within  the  limits  of  the  curriculum  of  such  standard 
dental  colics. 

Sbc.  16.  Tnat  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  general  or  special,  not  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  punish  the  impersonation  of  inspectors  of  the  health  and  other  departments  of  the  District 

of  Columbia. 

[29  Stats.,  619.] 

Be  it  eriacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  ^America 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  the  District  of 
Columoia  to  falselv  represent  himself  or  herself  as  being  an  inspector  of  the  health 
department  of  saia  District,  or  an  inspector  of  any  department  of  the  District  govern- 
ment; and  any  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilt}r  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  in  the  police  court  of  said  District  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  for  each  subse- 

3 uent  offense  b>^  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
ollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  District  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 
Approved  March  2, 1897. 


AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Commissioners  of  the  I>i8trict  of  Columbia  to  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance 
of  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  health  department.

Be  it  eruxcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United  States  o/ America 
in  Congress  asrembled,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and 
they  are  herebv,  autiiorized  and  directed  to  collect  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  to 
the  collector  of  taxes,  and  by  him  to  be  deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  each  transcript  from  the  records  of  births,  deaths, 
and  marriages  in  the  health  department  of  said  District:  Provided,  That  no  one  tran- 
script shalfbe  made  so  as  to  apply  to  more  than  one  birth,  death,  or  marriage:  And 
provide  further,  That  no  fee  snail  be  charged  for  transcripts  furnished  the  various 
departments  of  the  United  States  Government  for  ofi&cial  purposes. 

8sc.  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  its  passage. 

Approved  March  3,  1897. 


AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  in  the  District  of  Cohunbia. 
[29  Stats.,  636.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  term  "contagious  disease  " 
shall  he  held  to  mean  Asiatic  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus  fever,  smallpox  (including 
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varioloid),  leprosy,  the  plague,  and  glanders,  or  any  of  these  diseases  by  whatsoever 
name  it  may  oe  designated;  the  term  '^case  of  contagious  disease''  shall  be  held  to 
mean  any  person  sunering  from  any  such  disease.  Any  person  shall  be  held  to  he 
suffering  from  a  contagious  disease  who  is  so  infected  by  such  disease  as  to  be  capable 
of  transmitting  it  to  others.  The  presence  of  the  ordinary  clinical  symptoms  of 
any  contagious  disease  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  case  is  or  was  such 
a  disease;  and  the  presence  in  such  case  of  the  specific  bacteria  of  such  disease  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  case  is  or  was  such  disease.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  apply  to  every  ship,  vessel,  steamer,  boat,  or  craft  lying  or  being  in 
the  rivers,  harbors,  or  other  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  District,  and  to  every 
tent,  van,  hovel,  bam,  outhouse,  cabin,  or  other  place  in  said  District  The  term 
**  person  in  chaive  of  a  case  of  contagious  disease  '*  shall  be  held  to  mean,  first,  the 
head  of  the  family  in  which  such  case  belongs;  second,  in  his  absence  or  disability 
or  in  case  he  be  the  person  sick,  the  nearest  relative  or  relatives  of  such  case  present 
on  the  premises  where  such  case  is,  and  being  in  attendance  on  him;  third,  in  the 
absence  of  such  relatives  everyone  in  attendance  on  such  person;  fourth,  in  the  absence 
of  anyone  so  in  attendance,  everyone  in  charge  of  the  premises  where  such  person  is. 

Sec.  2.  That  every  physician  attending  on  or  called  in  to  visit,  or 'examining  any 
case  of  contagious  disease  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  immediately^  cause  such 
case  to  be  properly  isolated,  and  at  once  send  to  the  health  oflScer  of  said  District  a 
certificate  signed  by  him,  which  said  certificate  shall  state  the  name  of  the  disease 
and  the  name,  age,  sex,  and  color  of  the  person  suffering  therefrom,  and  shall  set 
forth  by  street  and  number,  or  otherwise  sufficiently  designate  the  ho.use,  room,  or 
other  place  in  which  said  person  may  be  located,  together  with  such  other  reasonable 
information  relating  thereto  as  may  be  required  by  said  health  officer:  Promdedy 
That  attending,  visiting,  or  examining  any  person  sunering  from  a  contagious  disease 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  any  physician  so  doing  was  aware  that  such  person 
was  suffering  from  such  disease:  And  provided  further ,  That  an^  case  of  sicknesB,  the 
symptoms  of  which  so  resemble  the  symptoms  of  any  contagious  disease  that  such 
case  can  not  be  immediately  distinguished  from  such  disease,  shall  be  properly  isolated 
by  the  person  in  charge  thereof  until  the  nature  of  such  sickness  is  positively 
determined,  or  until  the  case  has  completely  recovered  or  died;  and  if  such  case 
recovers  or  dies  without  the  true  nature  of  the  disease  having  been  ascertained,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  in  charge  of  such  case  to  adopt  such  measures  of 
isolation  and  disinfection  as  are  required  by  this  act  in  cases  of  contagious  diseases. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  physician  attending  on  or  visiting  any  case  of  contogious  disease 
in  said  District  shall  send  to  said  health  officer  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  certifying 
to  the  recovery  or  death  of  such  case,  within  twenty-four  hours  sJter  he  becomeB 
aware  of  such  recovery  or  death.  No  person  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease 
shall  be  certified  as  having  recovered  therefrom  until  he  is  entirely  free  from  danger 
of  communicating  such  disease  to  others. 

Sec.  4.  That  wlhenever  any  person  in  said  District  is  suffering  from  any  contagious 
disease,  or  suspected  of  being  suffering  from  such  disease,  and  no  physician  is  in  attend- 
ance on  or  called  in  to  visit,  or  examine  such  person,  it  shall  be  ine  duty  of  the  person 
in  charge  of  such  case  to  properly  isolate  the  same  and  to  send  to  said  health  officer 
certificates  relative  thereto,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  by  this  act  of  physi- 
cians attending  on  or  called  in  to  visit,  or  examining  like  cases. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  it  comes  to  the  knowled^  of  said  health  officer,  either  by 
the  certificate  hereinbefore  provided  for  or  otherwise,  that  any  person  in  said  Dirtrict 
is  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease,  said  health  officer  snail  cause  one  or  more 
suitable  placards  or  warning  signs  to  be  placed  at  once  in  a  coiispicu6us  position  or 
positions  upon,  at,  or  near  the  front  entrance  or  entrances  to  the  premises  in  which 
such  person  is,  so  that  the  same  can  be  distinctly  seen  by  passers-by;  said  placards 
or  sifflis  shall  contain,  printed  thereon  in  large  letters,  the  name  of  the  disease  from 
whicn  said  person  is  suffering,  and,  in  small  letters,  a  statement  of  the  law  in  refer- 
ence to  entrance  to  and  exit  from  such  house,  and  in  reference  to  interfering  with 
such  placard  or  warning  sign;  if  such  premises  be  a  hospital,  asylum,  hotel,  or  apart- 
ment nouse  said  placards  or  warning  signs  may,  in  the  discretion  of  said  health  officer, 
be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  position  or  positions  within  said  premises,  at  such  place  or 
places  as  said  healtn  officer  may  determine;  said  placards  or  warning  signs  shall  be 
displa}red  as  aforesaid  until  such  premises  and  the  contents  thereof  are  disinfected  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  health  officer,  as  certified  by  him,  and  for  such  time  thereafter 
as  may  be  necessary  to  demonstrate  the  freedom  of  occupants  of  said  premises  from 
contagious  disease,  namely,  in  the  case  of  cholera  and  yellow  fever,  five  days;  typhus 
fevf^r,  twenty-one  days;  smallpox,  sixteen  days;  the  plague,  fourteen  days;  and  glan- 
ders, twenty-one  days:  Promdedy  That  in  addition  to  or  in  lieu  of  the  placard  or 
warning  signs  proviaed  for  above  said  health  officer  may  station  a  watchman  or 
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'vratchmen  at  soch  building  or  premises  for  the  purpose  of  Becming  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sbc.  6.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  without  the  written  consent  of  said 
health  officer,  handle,  deface,  obliterate,  remove,  or  in  any  manner  conceal  any 
placard  or  warning  sign  displayed  as  aforesaid;  the  person  in  charee  of  the  buildine 
or  premises  where  such  placard  or  sign  is  or  has  been  displayed,  and  which  said 
placard  or  warning  sign  has  been  to  his  knowledge  de&iced,  obliterated*  removed,  or 
concealed,  shall  forthwith  report  that  fact  in  writing  to  said  health  officer  unless  he 
has  ^ood  reason  to  believe  that  such  placard  or  sign  nas  been  removed  by  authority 
of  said  health  officer. 

Sbc.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  in  charge  of  any  case  of  contagious 
disease  in  said  District  to  cause  such  case,  immediately  upon  the  discovery  thereof, 
to  be  removed  to  a  room  or  rooms  on  the  premises  where  it  occurs,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble from  rooms  occupied  by  other  person  not  affected  by  such  contagious  disease;  to 
prevent  the  entrance  into  the  builaing  in  which  such  sick  person  is  of  any  person  or 
persons  except  those  dwelling  therein  at  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  suen  disease 
therein,  the  physician  or  physicians  in  attendance,  the  nurse  or  nurses,  and  such  per- 
sons as  may  be  especial  1]^  authorized  in  writing  by  said  health  officer  to  enter  such 
building;  to  properly  disinfect  or  cause  to  be  properly  disinfected  all  articles  in  use  in 
the  room  or  rooms  in  which  such  sick  person  is,  and  all  excreta  from  such  sick  person 
before  such  articles  or  excreta  are  removed  from  said  room;  and  within  three  days 
after  the  complete  recoverv,  the  death,  or  removal  of  such  case,  to  cause  the  premises 
in  which  such  sick  person  has  been  and  the  persons  and  articles  thereon  to  be  properly 
disinfected. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  disinfection  required  by  this  act  shall  be  periormed  as  follows: 

(A)  All  dejecta,  vomit,  and  sputum  of  persons  suffering  from  contagious  diseases 
shall  be  received  and  shall  remain  for  not  less  than  one  hour  in  vessels  containing  a 
sufficient  Quantity  of  an  acid  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  ( bichloride  of  mercury, 
one  part;  hydrochloric  acid,  two  parts;  water,  one  thousand  parts),  or  other  germi- 
cidal agent  which  has  been  approved  by  said  health  officer. 

(B)  All  articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection  but  not  included  among 
those  enumerated  in  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be  (a)  exposed  for  not  less  than 
thirty  minutes  to  steam  at  a  temperature  of  not  lees  than  one  hundred  and  five 
decrees  centigrade,  or  (b)  boiled  for  not  less  than  thirty  minutes,  articles  to  be  dis- 
inrected  to  be  completely  submerged,  or  (c)  soaked  in  the  acid  solution  of  bichloride 
of  mercury  aforesaid  for  not  less  tnan  one-half  hour,  or  in  a  two  per  centum  aqueous 
solution  of  carbolic  acid  for  not  less  than  four  hours,  or  in  other  germicidal  solution 
approved  by  said  health  officer,  6r  thoroughly  washed  with  such  solution,  or  (d) 
exposed  to  the  vapor  of  formaldehvde  or  other  germicidal  agent  for  such  time  and 
in  such  strength  as  may  be  specified  by  said  health  officer. 

(C)  Persons  who  have  convalesced  from  any  contagious  disease  or  who  have  been 
exposed  to  such  disease  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  with  soap  and  hot  water  and 
sponged  with  an  add  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury,  as  follows:  Bichloride  of 
mercury,  one  part;  hydrochloric  acid,  two  parts;  water,  two  thousand  parts;  oroUier 
germicidal  solution  approved  by  said  health  officer.  The  bodies  of  persons  who  have 
died  from  any  contagious  disease  shall  be  immediately  enveloped  in  a  sheet  saturated 
with  a  five  per  centum  aqueous  solution  of  carbolic  acid  or  otner  germicidal  solution 
approved  by  said  health  officer. 

Sbc.  9.  That  if  the  person  who  is  or  has  been  in  charge  of  any  case  of  contagious 
disease  in  said  District  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  properly  disinfect  said  premises,  and 
persons  and  articles  thereon,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  properly  disinfected,  within 
three  days  after  the  removal,  recovery,  or  death  of  such  case,  said  health  officer  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  same  to  be  properly  disinfected  and  to  pay  the  cost 
Uiereof  out  of  any  appropriation  available  for  the  purpose,  and  the  court  before  whom 
such  person  is  tried  may  require  him  to  pay  such  costs  in  addition  to  suffering  such 
penalty  as  is  hereinafter  specified:  Provided^  That  when  such  person  is  unable,  in  the 
opinion  of  said  health  officer,  to  properly  disinfect  such  premises,  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  any  person  or  persons,  article  or  articles  thereon,  such  premises  or  parts  thereof, 
person  or  persons,  article  or  articles  may  be  disinfected  by  said  health  officer  and  the 
cost  of  such  disinifection  paid  out  of  any  appropriation  available  therefor,  including 
payment  for  articles  belonging  to  the  poor  necessarily  destroyed. 

»EC.  10.  That  no  person  in  said  District  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease,  or 
residing  either  permanently  or  temporarily  in  any  building  where  there  is  such 
disease  (or,  if  such  building  be  a  hospital,  asylum,  hotel,  or  apartment  house,  in  the 
apartments  where  there  is  such  disease),  shall  leave  such  building,  or  apartments, 
except  with  a  written  permit  from  said  health  officer,  and  then  only  in  accordance 
with  Uie  terms  of  said  permit;  or  with  a  certificate  from  said  health  officer  certifying 
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that  Buch  person  can  leave  said  building  or  apartments  withont  danger  to  public 
health. 

Sbc.  11.  That  no  person  in  said  District  shall  knowingly  enter  any  uoilding  or,  if 
such  building  be  a  hospital,  asylum,  hotel,  or  apartment  house,  in  the  apartment  in 
which  exists  any  case  or  cases  of  contatrious  disease  or  any  builoinff  infected  by  such 
disease,  except  persons  dwelling  in  such  building  at  the  time  of  the  discovery  of 
such  disease  therein,  the  attendmg  physician  or  ph^rsicians,  the  nurse  or  nurses,  and 
such  other  person  as  may  be  especially  authorized  in  writing  by  said  health  officer 
to  do  BO. 

Sec.  12.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  keep  or  retain  the  body  of  any  pier- 
son  who  has  died  ot  any  contagious  disease,  except  in  accordance  with  the  following 
Srovisions:  Such  body  shall  not  be  placed  in  an  ice  box,  but  shall,  immediately  after 
eath,  be  completely  enveloped,  and  shall  thereafter  remain  so  enveloped,  in  a  sheet 
saturated  with  a  five  per  centum  aqueous  solution  of  carbolic  acid  or  other  germicidal 
solution,  as  providea  in  section  eight;  such  body  shall  then  be  immediately  placed 
in  a  coffin  or  casket,  which  shall  at  once  be  tightly  closed  with  screws  or  clamps  and 
remain  so  closed;  such  body  shall  be  buried,  cremated,  or  transported  beyond  the 
limits  of  said  District  within  thirty-six  hours  after  death. 

Sbc.  13.  That  no  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  of  Asiatic  cholera,  yellow  fever, 
typhus  fever,  smalliwx,  including  varioloid,  the  plague,  leprosy,  or  glanders,  shall  be 
carried  into  or  out  of  the  District  of  Columbia  except  in  transit:  Provided^  That  thia 
section  shall  not  apply  to  the  transportation  of  bodies  in  hearses  or  undertake 
wagons  for  burial  in  adjoining  States. 

Sec.  14.  That  in  said  District  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  of  any  con- 
tagious disease  shall  not  be  carried  from  place  to  place  except  for  the  purpose  of 
burial,  cremation,  or  shipment,  nor  in  anv  conveyance  other  than  a  hearse  or  under- 
taker's wagon;  such  body  shall  not  be  taken  into  any  place  of  public  assemblage,  nor 
shall  any  person  attend  the  funeral  of  any  such  body  except  adult  members  of  the 
immediate  family  of  the  deceased,  his  nearest  friends,  not  exceeding  two,  and  other 
persons  whose  attendance  is  actually  necessary. 

Sec.  15.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  without  a  written  permit  from 
said  health  officer,  and  then  only  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  permit,  carry 
or  remove,  or  cause  to  be  carriea  or  removed,  from  place  to  place,  any  person  suffer- 
ing from  any  contagious  disease,  or  who  has  been  recently  exposed  to  infection  by 
such  disease,  and  is  liable  soon  to  develop  the  same,  or  to  carry  the  infection  of  sucn 
disease.  No  person  shall,  in  said  Distnct,  expose  himself  or  any  other  person,  or 
permit  his  mmor  child  or  ward  to  expose  himself,  while  suffering  from  any  con- 
tagious disease  or  when,  having  been  exposed  to  such  disease,  liable  soon  to  develop 
the  same  or  to  carry  the  infection  thereof. 

Sec.  16.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  without  a  written  permit  from 
said  health  officer,  and  then  only  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  permit,  carry 
or  remove,  or  cause  to  be  carried  or  removed,  from  place  to  place,  any  thing  or 
things  which  have  been  exposed  to  any  case  of  contagious  disease  and  which  have 
not  been  properly  disinfected  since  such  exposure  as  certified  by  said  health  officer 

Sec.  17.  That  the  principal,  teacher,  or  other  person  or  persons  in  chaiige  of  any 
school,  seminary,  college,  or  Sunday  school  in  said  Distnct  shall  not  permit  any 
person  to  attend  such  school,  seminary,  college,  or  Sunday  school  who  is  or  has  been 
suffering  from  or  exposed  to  any  conts^ous  disease  and  whose  exclusion  from  such 
school,  seminary,  college,  or  Sunday  school  has  been  certified  to  by  said  health 
officer  as  in  his  opinion  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  such  cont^ous  disease; 
persons  so  excluded  may  be  permittea  to  return  to  such  school,  seminary,  college,  or 
Sunday  school  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  from  said  health  officer  that 
they  may  do  so  without  danger  of  spreading  such  contagious  disease. 

Sec.  18.  That  no  parent,  master,  or  custodian  of  any  child  or  minor,  having  power 
or  authority  to  prevent,  shall,  in  said  District,  permit  such  child  or  minor  to  be 
unnecessarily  exposed  or  to  needlessly  expose  any  other  person  to  the  infection  of 
any  contagious  disease. 

Sec.  19.  That  no  person  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease  shall,  in  said  Dis- 
trict, enter  any  public  conveyance,  nor  shall  any  person  in  char^  of  anyone  so 
suffering  permit  such  an  one  to  enter  such  conveyance  without  previously  making  it 
known  to  the  owner  or  driver  thereof  that  he,  or  the  person  in  chai]p;e,  as  the  case 
may  be,  is  suffering  from  such  contagious  disease;  any  person  suffering  from  such 
disease  and  any  person  in  char^  of  one  so  suffering  having  entered  any  public  con- 
veyance shall  forthwith  report  m  writing  to  said  health  officer  the  time  of  such  use, 
the  number  and  kind  of  conveyance  used,  and,  if  known,  the  name  of  the  driver. 
The  owner  or  driver  of  any  public  conveyance,  either  or  both  of  them,  in  which  has 
been  conveyed  any  person  simering  from  a  contagious  disease  shall  immediately  have 
such  conveyance  properly  disinfected,  and  said  conveyance  shall  not  again  lie  used 
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until  it  has  been  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  health  officer,  as  certified  by 
him. 

Sbc.  20.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  knowingly  let  or  cause  to  be  let  to 
any  person,  or  ^ut  any  other  person  in  possession  of,  any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a 
house  or  room,  in  which  any  person  has  J>een  confined  by  reason  of  any  contagions 
disease^  until  such  house  or  room  or  part  of  a  house  or  room  has  been  disinfected  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  health  officer,  as  certified  by  him. 

Sec.  21.  That  whenever  any  person  in  said  District  is  an  inmate  of  any  premises 
occupied  by  three  or  more  famnies,  or  of  any  tenement  house,  boarding  house^  lodg- 
ing house,  notel,  or  apartment  house,  and  is  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease, 
and  can  not,  in  the  opinion  of  said  health  officer,  be  properly  isolated  in  such  prem- 
ises, tenement  house,  lodging  house,  hotel,  or  apartment  house,  said  person  shall  be 
remove<l  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  under  direction  of  said  health  officer,  to  the 
public  hospital  or  to  such  other  place,  satisfactory  to  said  health  officer,  provided  by 
and  at  the  expense  of  said  person,  his  parents  or  guardians.  If  such  person  can  not, 
in  the  opinion  of  said  health  officer,  be  removed  as  aforesaid  without  endangering 
his  life,  said  health  officer  may  cause  such  persons  in  the  vicinity  to  be  removed  as 
are  in  danger  of  contracting  the  disease.  Any  person  suffering  from  any  contagious 
disease,  and  requiring  to  be  treated  at  public  expense,  may,  at  the  discretion  ofsaid 
health  officer,  be  removed  to  the  public  hospital  for  treatment 

Sbc.  22.  That  in  every  hospital  and  dispensary  in  said  District  there  shall  be  pro- 
vided and  maintained  a  suitable  room  or  rooms  for  the  isolation  of  persons  infected 
with  any  contagious  disease  aforesaid,  or  any  other  disease  ordinarily  recognized  as 
contagious.  Such  persons  shall,  immediately  upon  the  discoverjr  of  the  nature  of 
their  sickness,  be  separated  from  the  other  persons  and  other  patients  at  such  dis- 
pensary or  hospital.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician  or  physicians,  of  the 
officers,  managers,  and  of  everyone  in  charge  of  a  hospital  or  oispensary,  and  of 
everyone  who  has  any  duty  or  office  in  respect  to  patients  in  course  of  treatment,,  or 
persons  who  apply  for  treatment  or  care  at  a  dispensary  or  hospital,  to  see  that  a 
report  is  immediately  made  to  said  health  officer  of  every  person  so  applying, 
infected  with  any  contagious  disease  mentioned  in  section  one  of  this  act,  who  comes 
to  their  knowledge,  and  that  such  person  or  persons  infected  with  any  contagious 
disease  aforesaid,  or  any  other  disease  ordinarily  recognized  as  contagious,  are  prop- 
erly isolated  and  kept  separated  from  other  persons  and  other  patiente. 

Sbc.  23.  That  every  person  in  said  District  having  been  exposed  to  the  infection  of 
smallpox  (including  varioloid}  shall  be  at  once  successfully  vaccinated,  or  vacci- 
nated a  sufficient  number  of  times  to  make  it  evident  that  successful  vaccination  is 
impossible. 

Sbc.  24.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  in  said  District  to  be  successfully 
vaccinated,  or  to  be  vaccinated  a  sufficient  number  of  times  to  make  it  evident  that 
successful  vaccination  is  impossible,  whenever  the  Commissioners  of  said  District 
shall,  by  proclamation,  declare  such  action  on  the  part  of  every  person,  within  a 
reasonable  time,  to  be  stated  in  said  proclamation,  necessary  for  public  health:  Pro- 
vided,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  persons  who  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  health  officer  that  they  have  been  successfully  vaccinated,  or  repeatedly  vacci- 
nated as  aforesaid,  within  nve  vears  from  the  date  of  said  proclamation,  or  that  they 
have  had  smallpox  or  varioloid. 

Sec.  26.  That  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered,  whenever  said  District  is,  in  their  judgment,  threatenea  or  afflicted 
with  any  contagious  disease,  to  cause  house-to-house  inspections  to  be  made,  to 
require,  especially,  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  premises  or  parts  of  premises,  to 
provide  accommodations  for  such  persons  as  may  be  threatened  oy  or  afflicted  with 
any  of  the  diseases  aforesaid,  to  provide  gratuitous  vaccination  and  distribution  of 
disinfectants,  and  to  do  or  cause  to  be  done  such  other  acts  not  contrary  to  law  as 
may  be  necessary,  in  their  judgment,  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  in  said 
District  of  any  disease  aforesaid. 

Sec.  26.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  knowingly  make,  sign,  or  deliver 
any  report  or  certificate,  herein  provided  for,  not  in  accordance  with  fact. 

Sec.  27.  That  said  health  officer,  and  any  employee  or  employees  of  the  health 
department  of  said  District  duly  detailed  for  such  purpose,  shall  have  the  right  to 
enter  and  inspect  premises  or  places  in  said  District  where  there  is,  or  is  believed  to 
be,  one  or  more  cases  of  contagious  disease,  such  inspection  to  be  made  between  the 
hours  of  seven  o'clock  antemeridian  and  seven  o'clock  postmeridian,  or  at  such  other 
times  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  said  health  officer,  be  found  necessary  to  secure  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  28.  That  noperson  in  said  District  shall  molest,  hinder,  or  in  any  manner  pre- 
vent said  health  officer,  or  any  person  in  the  service  of  said  health  department,  from 
performing  any  duty  imposed  upon  him  or  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
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Sbc.  29.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate,  or  aid  or  abet  in  violating,  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  in  such  other 
place  as  Duty  be  aesignated  by  the  court,  for  not  less  than  five  da^rs  nor  more  than 
six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 

Sec.  30.  That  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  said  Dis- 
trict, in  the  name  of  said  District,  on  information  signed  by  the  attorney  of  said  Dis- 
trict or  one  of  his  assistants,  at  the  instance  of  said  health  officer:  Provided,  That 
any  person  or  persons  tried  under  this  act  shall  have  the  privilege,  when  demanded, 
of  a  trial  by  iury,  as  in  other  jury  cases  in  said  police  court 

Sbc.  31.  That  any  person  arrested  in  the  Dismct  of  Columbia  for  alleged  violatioQ 
of  law,  whose  detention  in  the  police  station,  workhouse,  or  jail  would,  in  the  opinion 
,  of  the  health  officer  of  said  District,  expose  the  occupants  of  any  such  police  station, 
workhouse,  or  jail  to  infection  by  any  contagious  disease  aforesaid,  or  any  other  dis- 
ease ordinarily  recognized  as  contagious,  may  be  confined  in  any  hospital  in  which 
are  treated  patients  suffering  from  such  contagious  disease  as  that  by  which  said  person 
is  believed  to  be  infected,  or  in  such  other  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  court 

Sec.  32.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  regtilate,  in  the  DiRtrict  or  Columbia,  the  disposal  of  certain  refuae.and  for  other  paTpo0es.a 

[30  Static.  231.] 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Slates  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  maintain, 
upon  an^  oric:inal  lot  or  subdivisional  lot,  situated  on  any  street  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  where  there  is  a  public  sewer  and  water  main  available  for  the  use  of  such 
lot,  any  system  of  disposal  of  human  excreta  except  by  means  of  water-closets  con- 
nected with  such  sewer  and  water  main. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  privy  shall  be  constructed  or  maintained  in  said  District,  every 
part  of  which  is  not  at  least  hve  feet  from  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot,  two  feet  from 
any  street  or  public  or  private  passageway,  and  ten  feet  from  any  building  used  or 
intend^  to  be  used  for  dwelling  purposes,  or  wherein  persons  are  employed  or 
intended  to  be  employed  in  any  traae  or  business;  nor  within  fifty  feet  of  any  well 
or  spring  used  or  likely  to  be  used  by  man  as  a  source  of  water  for  drinking  or 
domestic  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  That  every  privy  in  said  District  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  in 
such  a  manner  and  position  as  to  afford  ready  means  of  access  thereto  for  the  purpose 
of  cleaning  the  same,  and  to  admit  of  the  removal  of  the  contents  from  the  premises 
whereon  such  privv  is  situated  to  the  public  street  without  being  carried  through  any 
dwelling  house  or  building  where  persons  are  employed  in  any  trade  or  business;  and 
said  privy  shall  be  so  constructea  as  to  prevent  undue  exposure  of  the  occupants 
thereof,  and  provided  with  a  sufficient  opening  for  ventilation  as  near  the  top  as 
practicable,  communicating  directly  with  the  external  air.  The  floor  thereof  shall 
be  paved  with  some  nonabsorbent  material,  and  constructed  so  that  it  shall  be  in 
every  part  at  a  height  of  not  less  than  four  inches  above  the  level  of  the  surface  of 
the  surrounding  ground  and  have  a  fall  or  incline  toward  the  door  of  the  privy  of  half 
an  inch  to  the  foot  Said  privy  shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  receptacle  or  suit- 
able receptacles  for  filth,  which  may  be  movable  or  fixed,  which  shall  nave  suitable 
covers  and  be  kept  closed  therewith  whenever  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  any  privy  in  said  District  is  provided  with  a  movable 
receptacle  there  shall  be  constructed  over  the  whole  area  of  the  space  immediately 
beneath  the  seat  of  the  privy  a  floor  at  a  height  of  not  less  than  four  inches  above 
the  level  of  the  surface  of  the  adjoining  ground,  said  floor  and  the  whole  extent  of 
each  side  of  such  space  between  the  floor  and  the  seat  to  be  constructed  of  some 
nonabsorbent  material.  The  seat,  the  aperture  therein,  and  the  space  beneath  must 
be  of  such  dimensions  as  to  admit  of  the  removable  receptacle  for  filth  being  placed 
or  fitted  beneath  the  seat  in  such  manner  and  position  as  may  effectually  prevent 
the  deposit  of  any  filth  elsewhere  than  in  the  receptacle.  The  seat  shall  be  so  con- 
structcKi  that  the  whole  or  sufficient  part  of  it  may  be  readily  removed  or  adjusted 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford  adequate  access  to  the  space  beneath  for  the  purpose  of

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cleaning  the  same  and  removing  the  receptacle  therefrom  or  placing  or  fitting  it 
therein.  Such  receptacle  for  filth  shall  not  exceed  in  capacity  two  cuoic  feet,  and 
shall  be  made  of  metal,  water-tight,  and  provided  with  handles,  and  so  constructed 
that  it  may  be  closed  with  a  cover  ana  made  air-tight  at  the  time  of  its  removal. 
Such  receptacle  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  good  re^r. 

3ec.  5.  That  whenever  any  privy  in  said  District  is  provided  with  a  fixed  recep- 
tacle the  bottom  and  floor  of  said  privy  shall  be  in  every  part  at  least  four  inches 
above  the  level  of  the  surface  of  the  adjoining  ground,  and  adequate  means  of  access 
must  be  provided  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing  tne  receptacle  and  removing  the  filth 
therefrom.  Said  receptacle  shall  not  exceed  in  capacity  eight  cubic  feet,  and  shall 
be  constructed  of  such  material  or  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  any 
absorption  by  any  part  of  it  of  any  filth  deposited  therein  or  any  escape  of  its  con- 
tents by  leakage  or  otherwise,  except  in  process  of  cleaning.  Said  receptacle  shall 
be  maintained  at  all  times  in  good  repair. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  deposit  in  any  receptable  for  filth  in 
any  privy  any  substance  except  human  fecal  matter,  urine,  and  liquid  house  refuse, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  or  deodorizing;  and  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the 
occupant  or  occupants  of  any  premises  on  which  a  privy  is  located,  or,  if  such  prem- 
ises be  unoccupied,  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  to  keep  the  same  and  the  contents 
thereof  disinfected  and  deodorized  at  all  times. 

Sec.  7.  That  no  occupant  of  any  premises  in  said  District  whereon  is  situated  anv 
privy,  or,  if  such  premises  bo  unoccupied,  no  owner  or  owners  thereof,  shall  permit 
the  approaches  to  such  privy,  the  walls,  floors,  seats,  or  fittings  thereof,  to  be  in  such 
a  state  or  condition  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  annoyance  to  any  person  or  persons,  for 
want  of  proper  cleansing  thereof,  nor  allow  any  receptacle  for  filth  used  in  connec- 
tion with  any  privy  to  be  filled  within  less  than  four  inches  of  the  top  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  That  no  part  of  the  contents  of  any  privy  shall,  in  said  District,  be  removed 
therefrom,  nor  shall  the  same  be  transported  through  or  over  any  streets  or  highways, 
except  as  the  same  shall  be  removed  and  transported  by  means  of  some  air-tight 
apparatus,  pneumatic  or  other  process,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from  being  agi- 
tated or  exposed  to  the  open  air  during  the  process  of  such  removal  or  transportation. 

Sec.  9.  That  every  building  in  said  District  used  for  dwelling  purposes,  or  where 
persons  are  employed  or  intended  to  be  employed  in  any  trade  or  business,  shall  be 
provided  with  sufficient  and  suitable  privy  accommodations,  having  regard  to  the 
number  of  persons  employed  in  or  in  attendance  at  such  building;  and  also  where 
persons  of  both  sexes  are  employed  or  intended  to  be  employed,  or  in  attendance, 
with  sufficient,  suitable,  and  separate  privy  accommodations  for  persons  of  each  sex. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  agent  to  put  any  person  or  persons  in  posses- 
sion of  any  building,  or  any  part  thereof,  not  provide<l  with  privy  accommooations 
as  aforesaid,  except  a  watchman  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  such  building  or  part 
thereof. 

Sec.  10.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  deposit  any  human  fecal  matter  in 
any  place  except  in  some  properly  constructed  privy  or  water-closet,  nor  shall  any 
person,  having  removed  the  contents,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any  privy  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  deposit  it  in  any  place  other  than  such  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  health  officer  of  said  District. 

Sec.  11.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  other  than  such  as  shall  be 
authorized  by  the  health  officer  of  said  District  to  clean  for  pay  any  privy  therein. 
Said  authority  shall  be  granted  by  said  health  officer  upon  application  to  any  person 
who  is  properly  equipped  as  to  apparatus  and  means  of  disposal  for  performing  the 
work  to  be  done. 

Sec.  12.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  erect  or  maintain  a  privy  without 
having  secured  from  the  health  officer  of  said  District  a  permit  so  to  do.  Such  per- 
mits shall  be  issued  subject  to  the  conditions  of  this  act  upon  written  applications 
without  cost,  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  shall  describe  the  location  where 
each  privy  is  to  be  maintained.     (Amended  by  act  of  Mar.  20,  1902. ) 

Sec.  13.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  construct  or  maintain  any  sjrstem 
of  sewage  disposal  by  means  of  broad  irri^tion,  subsoil  irri^tion,  or  otherwise, 
except  upon  a  permit  issued  by  the  Commissioners  of  said  District.  Applications 
for  said  permit  shall  be  in  writing  to  said  Commissioners  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  detailed  plans  of  the  system  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  and  maintain;  and 
no  permit  shall  be  issued  under  this  section  until  said  Commissioners  are  satisfied 
that  said  system  can  be  maintained  without  nuisance  or  danger  to  public  health. 

Sec.  14.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  or  abet  in  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
De  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail 
of  tne  District  of  Columbia  for  not  exceeding  fifteen  days. 
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6bc.  15.  That  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  in  the  name  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  information  signed  by  the 
attorney  for  said  District  or  one  of  his  assistants:  Provided,  That  any  person  or  per- 
sons tried  under  this  act  shall  have  the  privilege,  when  demanded,  of  a  trial  by  jury, 
as  in  other  jury  cases  in  said  police  court. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  term  privy,  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  mean  any  build- 
ing or  part  of  a  building,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  reception  of  human  fecal 
matter  or  urine,  and  which  is  not  connected  with  the  public  sewer  or  with  some  duly 
authorized  system  of  sewage  disposal,  so  as  to  immediateljr  remove  such  material 
from  such  building;  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  premises  on  which  any  such 
privy  is  situated  shall  be  held  liable  for  its  erection  and  maintenance  in  conformity 
to  law,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  contents  thereof  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  nec- 
essary;  and  if  such  owner  or  owners  can  not  be  found  in  the  District  of  Columbia  a 
notice  of  any  work  required  by  this  act  to  be  done,  specifying  a  reasonable  time  for 
the  performance  thereof,  shall  be  left  wit^  the  agent  of  such  premises,  or  if  no  such 
agent  can  be  found  in  said  District,  such  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  the  last  known 
address  of  such  owner  or  owners;  and  if  the  work  specified  in  said  notice  be  not  done 
within  the  time  allowed  therein,  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  such  work  to  be  done  and  to  assess  the  cost  thereof  as  a 
tax  against  the  property  benefited,  which  tax  shall  be  carried  on  the  regular  tax  roll 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
collection  of  other  taxes. 

Sec.  17.  That  this  act,  in  so  far  as  it  affects  privies  hereafter  to  be  erected  or 
existing  in  said  District  at  the  time  of  its  passage,  otherwise  than  in  conformity  to  the 
laws  in  force  at  that  time,  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage;  in  so  far  as  it  affects  privies 
existing  in  said  District  at  the  time  of  its  passage,  in  conformity  to  the  laws  in  force 
at  that  time,  it  shall  take  effect  one  year  after  date  of  said  passage. 

Sec.  18.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  drugs  in  the  District  of  Columbia. « 

[30  Stats.,  246.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  arid  House  of  Represeniaiives  of  the  United  J^ates  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  no  person  shall,  within  the  IMstrict  of  Columbia,  by  him- 
self or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person,  sell, 
exchange,  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his  custody  or  possession  with  the  intent  to  sell  or 
exchange,  or  expose  or  offer  for  sale  or  exchange,  any  article  of  food  or  drug  which 
is  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  term  ''drug,''  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include  all  medicines  for 
external  or  internal  use,  antiseptics,  disinfectants,  and  cosmetics.  The  term  "food,'' 
as  used  herein,  shall  include  confectionery,  condiments,  and  all  articles  used  for  food 
or  drink  by  man,  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  quality  of  any  article  of  food  or  drug 
known  by  the  same  name  the  best  quality  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  pur- 
chaser, unless  he  otherwise  requests  at  the  time  of  making  such  purchase,  or  imless 
he  be  notified  at  such  time  of  the  inferior  quality  of  the  article  delivered. 

Sec.  3.  That  an  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  drugs:  First,  if,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name  recognized  in 
the  United  States  PharmaconoBia,  it  differs  from  the  standard  of  strength,  quality,  or 
purity,  laid  down  in  the  edition  thereof  at  the  time  ofiScial;  second,  if,  when  sold 
under  or  by  a  name  not  recognized  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  but  which 
is  found  in  the  German,  French,  or  English  Pharmacopoeia,  it  differs  from  the 
strength,  quality,  or  purity  laid  down  therein;  third,  if,  when  sold  as  a  patented 
medicine,  compounded  drug,  or  mixture,  it  is  not  composed  of  all  the  ingredients 
advertised  or  printed  or  written  on  the  bottles,  wrappers,  or  labels  of  or  on  or  with  the 
patented  medicine,  compounded  drug,  or  mixture:  Provided,  That  if  the  defendant 
m  any  prosecution  under  this  act,  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  any  such  patented  medi- 
cine, compounded  drug  or  mixture,  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that 
he  had  purchased  the  article  in  ouestion  as  the  same  in  nature,  substance,  and  quality 
as  that  demanded  of  him  by  tne  purchaser,  and  with  a  written  warranty  to  that

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effect;  that  he  had  no  reason  to  believe  at  the  time  when  he  sold  it  that  the  article 
was  otherwise,  and  that  he  sold  it  in  the  same  state  as  when  he  purchased  it,  he 
shall  be  discharged  from  the  prosecution. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  food:  First,  if  any  substance  or  substances  have  been  mixed 
with  it  so  as  to  reduce  or  lower  or  injuriously  affect  its  quality  or  strength;  second, 
if  an  inferior  or  cheaper  substance  or  substances  have  been  substituted  wholly  or  in 
part  for  it;  third,  if  any  valuable  constituent  has  been  wholly  or  in  part  abstracted 
from  it;  fourth,  if  it  is  an  imitation  of  or  is  sold  under  the  name  of  another  article; 
fifth,  if  it  consists  wholly  or  in  part  of  a  deceased,  decomposed,  putrid,  or  rotten 
animal  or  y^table  substance,  whether  manufactured  or  not;  sixth,  if  it  is  colored, 
coated,  polished,  or  powdered  whereby  damage  is  concealed,  or  if  it  is  made  to  appear 
better  or  of  greater  value  than  it  really  is;  seventh,  if  it  contains  any  added  poison- 
ous ingredient  or  any  ingredient  which  may  render  it  injurious  to  the  health  of  a 
person  consuming  it;  eiehth,  in  the  case  of  milk,  if  it  contains  less  than  three  and 
one-half  per  centum  of  fat,  less  than  nine  per  centum  of  solids  not  fat,  and  contains 
more  than  eighty-seven  and  one-half  per  centum  of  water;  in  the  case  of  cream,  if 
it  contains  less  tnan  twenty  per  centum  of  butter  fat;  ninth,  in  the  case  of  butter  or 
cheese,  if  it  is  not  made  exclusively  from  milk  or  cream,  or  both,  with  or  without 
common  salt;  the  butter,  if  it  contains  more  than  twelve  per  centum  of  water,  more 
than  five  per  centum  of  salt,  and  less  than  eighty-three  per  centum  of  fat;  tenth^  in 
the  case  of  coffee,  if  it  is  not  composed  entirely  of  the  seed  of  the  Caffea  arabica; 
eleventh,  in  the  case  of  lard,  if  it  is  not  made  exclusively  from  the  rendered  fat  of 
the  healthy  hog;  twelfth,  in  the  case  of  tea,  if  it  is  not  composed  entirely  of  the 
genuine  leaf  of  the  tea  plant  not  exhausted;  thirteenth,  in  the  case  of  all  Kinds  of 
vinegar,  if  it  contains  an  acidity  e(]uivalent  to  the  presence  of  less  than  four  per  cen* 
turn  of  absolute  acetic  acid;  and  cider  vinegar,  if  it  is  not  made  from  the  pure  apple 
juice  and  contains  less  than  one  and  five-tenths  per  centum  of  total  solids;  four- 
teenth, in  the  case  of  eider,  if  it  is  not  made  from  the  legitimate  product  of  pure 
apple  juice;  in  the  case  of  wines  and  fruit  juices,  if  not  made  from  tne  pure  fruit  as 
represented;  and  in  the  case  of  cider,  wines,  fruit  juices,  and  malt  li()uors,  if  not 
free  from  salicylic  acid  or  other  preservatives;  and  in  the  case  of  malt  liquors,  if  not 
free  from  picric  acid,  coculus  indicus,  colchicine,  colocynth,  aloes,  and  wormwood; 
fifteenth,  in  the  case  of  glucose,  if  it  contains  more  than  five  one-hundred ths  per 
centum  of  ash;  sixteenth,  m  the  case  of  flour,  if  it  is  not  composed  entirelv  of  one 
single  ground  cereal;  seventeenth,  in  the  case  of  bread,  if  there  is  any  adciition  of 
alum,  sulphate  of  copper,  borax,  or  sulphate  of  zinc,  or  other  poisonous  or  harmful 
ingredient,  and  if  it  contains  more  than  thirty-one  per  centum  of  moisture,  more 
than  two  per  centum  of  ash,  and  less  than  six  and  twenty-five  one  hundredtns  per 
centum  oi  albuminoids;  eighteenth,  in  the  case  of  olive  oil,  if  it  is  not  made  exclu- 
sively from  the  olive  berry  (Olea  europcea),  and  its  specific  gravity  at  fifteen  and 
six-tenths  degrees  centigrade  (sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit)  **  actual  density''  to  be  not 
more  than  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  one-thousandths  nor  less  than  nine  hundred 
and  fourteenth  one  thousandths:  Provided j  That  an  offense  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
be  committed  under  this  section  in  the  following  cases,  that  is  to  say,  first,  where  the 
order  calls  for  an  article  of  food  or  drug  inferior  to  such  standard,  or  where  such 
difference  is  made  known  by  being  plainly  written  or  printed  on  the  package;  sec- 
ond, where  the  article  of  food  or  drug  is  mixed  with  any  matter  or  ingredient  not 
injurious  to  health  and  not  intended  fraudulently  to  increase  its  bulk,  weight,  or 
measure  or  conceal  its  inferior  quality,  if  at  the  time  such  article  is  delivered  to  the 
purchaser  it  is  made  known  to  him  that  such  article  of  food  or  drug  is  so  mixed. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heajth  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
under  the  direction  of  the  CJommissioners  of  said  District,  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  enforcement  hereof,  and  prepare  rules  and  regu- 
lations with  regard  to  the  proper  method  of  collecting  and  examining  drugs  and 
articles  of  food  in  said  District. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  investigate  a  complaint 
for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  the  information  of  any  person 
who  lays  before  him  satisfactory  evidence  by  which  to  substantiate  such  complaint 

Sec.  6.  That  every  person  offering  for  sale  or  delivering  to  any  purchaser  any 
drug  or  article  of  food  included  in  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  furnish  to  any 
analyst  or  other  officer  or  agent  of  the  health  department,  who  shall  apply  to  him 
for  the  purpose  and  shall  tender  him  the  value  of  the  same,  a  sample  sufficient  for 
the  purpose  of  analysis  of  any  such  drug  or  article  of  food  which  is  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  drug  or  article  of  food  shall  be  taken  as  a 
sample  to  be  examined  and  analyzed  the  person  making  the/malysis  shall  reserve  a 
portion  of  the  sampfe,  which  shall  be  sealed,  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  from  the 
time  of  taking  such  sample^  and  in  case  of  a  complaint  the  reserved  portion  alleged 
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to  be  adulterated  shall,  upon  application,  be  delivered  to  the  defendant  or  his 
attorney. 

Sbc.  8.  That  no  person  shall  hinder,  obstruct,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  any 
inspector  J  analyst,  or  other  person  of  the  health  department  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty  m  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sbc.  9.  That  all  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  said  Dis- 
trict, on  information  brought  in  the  name  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  on  its 
behalf;  and  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  no  person  or  coiT)oration  shall,  by  himself,  his  servant,  or 
agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person  or  corporation,  manufacture  for 
sale  or  knowingly  sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  candy  adulturated  oy  the  admixture  of  terra 
allm,  barytes,  talc,  or  any  other  mineral  substance,  by  poisonous  colors  or  fiavore,  or 
other  ingredients  deleterious  or  detrimental  to  health. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  or  corporation  convicted  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundr^  dollars.  The  candy 
so  adulterated  shall  be  forfeited  and  destroyed  under  the  direction  of  the  court 

Sec.  3.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorneys  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  to  appear  for  the  people  and  to  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  complaints 
under  this  act  in  all  the  courts  of  said  District. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  a<*t  shall  take  effect  upon  its  i>assage.

AN  ACT  for  the  prevention  of  Kmoke  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes,  a

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  on  and  after  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
emission  of  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray  smoke  or  cinders  from  any  smokestack  or 
chimney  used  in  connection  with  any  stationary  engine,  steam  boiler,  or  fumaceof  anv 
description  within  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  deemed,  and  is  hereby  declareo, 
to  be  a  public  nuisance:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as 
applied  to  chimneys  of  buildings  used'exclusively  for  private  residences. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  owner,  agent,  lessee,  or  occupant  of  any  building  of  any  descrip- 
tion from  the  smokestack  or  chimney  of  which  there  shall  issue  or  be  emitted  thick 
or  dense  black  or  gray  smoke  or  cinders  within  the  District  of  Columbia  on  or  after 
the  day  above  named  shall  be  deemed  and  held  guilty  of  creating  a  public  nuisance 
and  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offense;  and  each  and  every  day  wherein  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  violated  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  order  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
there  shall  be  detailed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  an  inspector  or  inspectors  of  the'  health  department  of  the  District  of

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Conaress  assembled^  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered,  in  making  regulations  under  the  authority 
conferred  by  Congress,  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  late 
board  of  health  of  said  District  which  were  legalized  by  joint  resolution  approved 
April  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  whenever  in  their  judgment  the 
public  interest  requires  it. 

Approved,  February  28,  1899. 


AN  ACT  to  cause  the  removal  of  weeds  from  lands  in  the  city  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia, 

and  for  other  purposes. 

[80  Stats.,  969.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembfM,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  occupant,  or  agent  in 
charge  of  any  land  in  the  city  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  or  in  the  more 
densely  populated  suburbs  of  said  citjr  to  remove  from  such  land  any  weeds  thereon  . 
of  four  or  more  inches  in  height  within  seven  davs  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted)  after  notice  from  the  health  officer  of  said  District  so  to  do,  and  upon  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  such  notice  he  or  she  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  day  said  notice  is  not  complied  with. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  there  are  upon  any  unoccupied  land  aforesaia  weeds  of 
four  or  more  inches  in  height,  and  no  person  can  be  found  in  said  District  who 
either  is  or  claims  to  be  the  owner  thereof,  or  who  either  represents  or  claims  to 
represent  such  owner  as  aforesaid,  the  Commissioners  of  saia  District  shall  give 
notice,  by  publication  twice  a  week  in  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of 
Washin^n  aforesaid,  requiring  their  removal.  Saia  notice  shall  specify  the  land 
from  which  such  weeds  are  to  be  removed,  the  character  of  the  work  to  be  done, 
and  the  time  allowed  for  doing  the  same;  and  if  such  weeds  be  not  removed  within 
the  time  so  specified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  to  cause  their 
removal;  and  the  cost  of  such  removal,  including  the  cost  of  advertising,  shall  be  a 
lien  ui>on  and  shall  be  assessed  bv  said  Commissioners  as  a  tax  against  the  property 
on  which  said  weeds  were  located,  and  the  said  tax  so  assessed  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum  till  paid,  and  shall  be  carried  on  the  regular 
tax  rolls  of  said  District  and  be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  collection 
of  general  taxes. 

Sec.  3.  That  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  said  District 
upon  information  filed  by  the  attorney  for  said  District  or  one  of  his  assistants.

AN  ACT  to  require  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occnrring  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  reported  to 
the  health  department  of  said  District

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  every  physician  attending  or  called  in  to  visit  or  examine 
any  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  at  once  send  to  the  health 
officer  of  said  District  a  certificate,  in  ink,  signed  by  him,  stating  the  name  of  the 
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disease,  and  the  name,  age,  sex,  and  color  of  the  person  suffering  therefrom,  and 
setting  forth  by  street  and  number  or  otherwise  sufficiently  designating  the  house, 
room,  or  other  place  in  which  said  person  can  be  found,  together  with  such  other 
reasonable  information  relating  thei'eto  as  may  be  reauired  b}^  said  health  officer; 
and  upon  the  recovery  or  death  of  such  patient  the  physician  in  attendance  shall, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  he  becomes  aware  of  such  recovery  or  death,  forward 
to  said  health  officer  a  similar  certificate  certifying  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  That  anv  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  said 
District  upon  information  brought  in  the  name  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  on 
its  behalf. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  contrarv  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
inconsistent  therewith,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembledy  That  notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  act  entitled 
**An  act  to  regulate,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  disposal  of  certain  refuse,  and 
for  other  purposes,**  approved  January  twenty-fifth,  ei{;hteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  the  nealth  officer  of  said  District  may  issue  permits  for  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  temporary  privies  under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  essential  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  health  officer  to  prevent  nuisance  or  dan^r  to  public  health;  and  no 
person  shall  erect  or  maintain  a  temporary  privy  in  said  District  without  a  permit 
from  said  health  officer  so  to  do,  or  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
such  permit. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  or  abet  in  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  workhouse  of  said  District  for  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  All  prosecu- 
tions under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  said  District  on  information  signed 
by  the  city  solicitor  or  one  of  his  assistants. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  for  the  promotion  of  anatomical  science  and  to  prevent  the  desecration  of  graves  in  the 
District  of  Columbia.    [31  State.,  178.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  ^Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Slates  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created,  in  and  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  a  board  for  the  control  of  the  dead  human  bodies  hereinafter 
described,  and  for  the  distribution  of  such  bodies  among  and  to  the  schools  in  said 
District  conferring  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  or  doctor  of  dental  surgery,  or 
both;  the  Post  Graduate  School  of  Medicine,  incorporated  hy  an  act  of  Congress, 
approved  February  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  entitled  "An  act 
to  incorporate  the  rost  Graduate  School  of  Medicine  of  the  District  of  Columbia;" 
the  meaical  schools  of  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy;  the  medical  examining 
boards  of  the  United  States  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine-Hospital  Service;  and  the 
board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Said  board  shall  be  known 
as  the  Anatomical  Board  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  consist  of  the  health 
officer  of  said  District  and  two  representatives  from  each  scho^^l  aforesaid  actually 
engaged  in  teaching,  to  be  selected  by  and  from  the  faculty  thereof  in  accordance 
with  the  by-laws  of  such  faculty,  except  in  the  case  of  the  medical  schools  of  the 
United  States  Army  and  Navy,  the  representatives  from  which  shall  be  selected  and 
detailed  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Army  and  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Navy. 
Said  health  officer  shall  call  a  meeting  of  said  anatomical  board  for  oi^ganization  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  said  nealth  officer  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
passage  of  this  act.    Said   anatomical  board   shall  have  full  power  to  establish 
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by-laws  fr)r  its  government  and  to  appoint  and  to  remove  proper  officers  and  agents, 
and  shall  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  its  transactions  and  of  all  material  facte 
pertaining  to  the  receipt  and  distribution  of  bodies.  Said  records  shall  be  open  at 
all  times  for  inspection  b^  any  member  of  said  anatomical  board  and  by  the  United 
States  attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sbc.  2.  That  every  public  officer,  agent,  and  servant,  and  every  officer,  agent,  and 
servant  of  any  and  every  almshouse,  prison,  jail,  asylum,  morgue,  hospital,  and  other 
public  institutions  and  offices  having  charge  or  control  of  dead  human  bodies  requir- 
ing to  be  buried  at  public  expense,  shall  notify  said  anatomical  board,  or  such  per- 
son as  may  be  designated  by  the  said  board,  whenever  any  dead  human  body  comes 
into  his  possession,  charge,  or  control  for  burial  at  public  expense.  And  every  such 
officer,  agent,  and  servant  shall,  upon  application  by  said  anatomical  board  or  its 
agent,  without  fee  or  reward,  and  complying  with  the  laws  and  regulations  govern- 
ing the  removal  of  dead  human  bodies  m  the  District  of  Columbia,  deliver  every  such 
body  to  said  board  and  permit  said  board  or  its  agent  to  take  and  remove  the  same. 
The  notice  aforesaid  shall  be  given  in  writing  and  forwarded  to  said  anatomical 
board  within  twenty-four  hours  after  said  officer,  agent,  or  servant  comes  into  pos- 
session, charge,  or  control  of  such  body  for  burial,  and  shall  include  such  material 
information  as  said  boanl  may  designate.  But  no  such  body  shall  be  delivered  if 
the  deceased  person,  during  his  last  illness,  without  suggestion  or  solicitation, 
requested  to  be  buried  or  cremated;  or  if  within  the  time  specified  above  and  before 
the  actual  deliverv  thereof  any  person  claiming  to  be  and  satisfying  the  officer  in 
chaise  of  such  body  that  he  is  of  kindred  or  is  related  by  marriage  to  the  deceased 
shall  claim  the  said  body  for  burial  or  cremation,  or  reauest  in  writing  that  it  be 
buried  at  public  expense;  or  if  within  the  time  specifiea  above  and  before  actual 
delivery  any  person  claiming  to  be  and  satisfying  tne  officer  in  charge  of  such  body 
that  he  is  a  triend  of  the  deceased  arranges  to  have  the  same  properly  buried  or 
cremated  without  expense  to  the  District;  or  if  the  deceased  person  was  a  traveler 
who  died  suddenlv;  out  in  any  such  (rase  said  body  shall  be  buried  or  delivered  to 
said  applicant  for  burial. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  anatomical  board  may  receive  the  bodies  reported  to  it  as 
aforesaid,  and  may  distribute  and  deliver  such  as  are  received  among  and  to  such  of 
the  schools  and  boards  entitled  thereto  as  request  in  writing  to  receive  the  same, 
except  as  otherwise  expressly  directed  in  this  act.  Each  such  school  and  board 
shall  receive  annually,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  such  proportion  of  the  entire 
number  of  bodies  distributed  as  the  number  of  students  enrolled  and  in  regular 
attendance  at  such  school,  and  the  number  of  candidates  appearing  for  examination 
before  such  board,  respectively,  engaged  bona  fide  at  such  school,  or  examined  by 
said  board  in  dissecting,  and  operative  surgery  on  the  cadaver,  bears  to  the  total 
number  of  students  so  enrolled  in  attendance,  and  engaged,  and  of  persons  so 
examined,  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  secretary,  dean,  or  other  proper  officer 
of  each  such  schools  and  Ixmrd  shall  report  to  said  anatomical  board  the  names  of 
all  such  students  in  attendance  at  such  school  or  persons  examined  by  said  board,  as 
the  case  may  be,  at  such  times  and  in  such  form  as  said,  board  may  direct.  All 
bodies  shall  be  delivered  among  such  schools  and  boards  in  regular  order  so  as  to 
maintain,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  an  equitable  allotment  at  all  times;  and 
bodies  assigned  to  any  school  or  board  in  regular  order  and  refused  by  such  school  or 
board  without  sufficient  cause  shall  be  charged  against  the  quota  of  such  school  or 
board  in  such  manner  as  not  to  prejudice  any  other  school  or  board.  But  no  body 
shall  be  delivered  to  any  school  or  board  unless  within  not  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  prior  to  such  delivery  notice  of  the  death  has  been  given  by  said  anatomical 
board  to  the  nearest  known  kinsman,  relative  by  marriage,  or  friend  of  the  deceased, 
or  if  none  such  l)e  known,  published  bv  said  anatomical  board  at  least  once  in  a 
daily  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  notice  required  by  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  if  served 
in  writing  on  the  person  to  be  notified,  or  if  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence  with 
some  adult  person  residing  therein,  or  a  member  of  the  family  of  such  person.  Said 
board  shall  take  receipts  by  name,  or,  if  the  name  be  unknown,  by  a  description, 
for  each  body  delivered;  all  receipts  so  obtained  by  said  board  shall  be  properly 
filed  by  it. 

Sec.  4.  That  no  school  except  the  medical  schools  of  the  United  States  Army  and 
Navy  shall  receive  any  body  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  until  said  school  has 
given  bond  to  the  District  oi  Columbia,  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  said  Dis- 
trict has  approved  such  bond,  which  said  bond  shall  be  in  the  penal  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  and  conditioned  that  all  bodies  which  said  school  shall  receive  shall 
be  used  in  said  District  and  only  for  the  promotion  of  the  science  and  art  of  medi- 
cine and  of  dentistry. 
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Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  oflScer,  agent,  and  employee  of 
every  school  and  board  receiving  bodies  under  the  provisions  of  this  ac:t  to  see  that 
such  bodies  are  used  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  science 
and  art  of  medicine  and  of  dentistry,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever,  and  that 
after  being  so  used  the  remains  thereof  are  disposed  of  m  accordance  with  law. 

*Sec.  6.  That  any  person  who  shall,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  sell  or  buy  any 
body  aforesaid,  or  in  any  wav  traflSc  therewith,  or  transmit  or  convev  any  such  body 
to  any  place  outside  of  said  District,  or  cause  or  procure  any  such  body  to  be  so 
transmitted  or  conveyed,  or  who  shall,  in  said  District,  disturb  or  remove,  without 
legal  permit,  any  body  from  any  grave  or  vault,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  in  the  workhouse  of  said  District 
for  not  more  than  one  year. 

Sec.  7.  That  neither  the  United  States  nor  the  District  of  Columbia,  nor  any  officer, 
agent,  or  servant  thereof,  shall  be  at  any  expense  by  reason  of  the  delivery  of  any 
tfody  or  bodies  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  properly  chargeable  on  account  of 
bodies  delivered  to  the  medical  schools  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  the  medical  examining 
boards  of  the  Army,  the  Navy,  and  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  and  the  board  of 
medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia;  but  all  expenses  of  such  delivery  and 
distribution,  except  as  hereinbefore  specified,  and  of  said  anatomical  board,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  schools  receiving  such  bodies,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  specified  by 
said  board  and  by  such  school  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  bodies  wnich  it  has 
received;  and  no  school  which  has  failed  or  refused  to  pay  its  just  proportion  of  such 
expense  as  determined  by  said  board  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  any  body  or  bodies, 
or  parts  thereof,  while  the  amount  so  due  remains  unpaid. 

Sec.  8.  That  any  person  having  any  duty  enjoined  upon  him  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act  who  willfully  n^lects,  refuses,  or  fails  to  perform  the  same,  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  workhouse  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  not  more  than  one 
year. 

Sec.  9.  That  all  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  on  information  brought  in  the  name  of  said  District  on  its  behalf. 

Sec.  10.  That  all  acta  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  repealed.

RBLATINO  TO  CEMBTERIE8  AND  THB  DISPOSAL  OF  DEAD  BODIES. 

Sec.  670.  IHsiance  from  city  and  from  dwellings. — No  person  or  persons  or  cemetery 
association  shall  lay  out  any  new  cemetery,  or  part  of  any  cemetery,  within  the  city 
of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  nor  in  said  District  within  one  mile  and 
a  half  from  the  boundaries  of  said  city;  no  person  or  cemetery  af^sociation  shall,  in 
said  District,  lay  out  any  cemetery,  or  part  of  any  cemetery,  within  le*®  than  two 
hundred  yards  of  any  dwelling  house,  except  with  the  written  consent  of  the  owner, 
lessee,  and  occupants  of  such  house,  nor  witnout  a  permit  to  do  so  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  said  District. 

Sec.  671.  Inclosures. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  cemetery 
or  cemeteries  in  said  District  to  inclose  such  cemetery  or  cemeteries  with  good  and 
sufficient  walla  or  fences  to  prevent  entrance  thereto  or  exit  therefrom  except  by  gates 

grovided  for  that  purpose.     Such  cemetery  or  cemeteries  shall,  if  re<]uired  by  the 
ommissioners  of  said  District,  be  underdrameil  to  such  a  depth  as  will  prevent  water 
remaining  in  any  grave  or  vault  therein. 

Sec.  672.  Lots  andjdcUs, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  ceme- 
tery or  cemeteries  in  said  District  to  divide  the  area  to  be  used  for  graves  into  lots  of 
reasonable  size,  to  be  permanently  designated  by  conspicuous  marks,  so  that  the 
position  of  each  may  l>e  readily  determined,  each  lot  to  be  duly  numbered.  A  plat 
of  such  cemetery  showing  the  area  so  divided,  the  division  into  lots,  and  the  number 
of  each  such  lot  shall  be  filed  in  the  oflice  of  the  surveyor  of  said  District;  the  grave 
spaces  hereafter  laid  out  for  the  burial  of  persons  above  ten  years  of  age  to  be  at  least 
eight  feet  by  three  feet,  and  those  for  the  burial  of  children  under  ten  years  of  age  at 
least  six  feet  by  two  feet,  or,  if  preferred  by  said  owner  or  owners,  one-half  the 
measurement  or  the  adult  grave  space,  namely,  four  feet  by  three  feet 
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Skc.  673.  RegiMer. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  cemetery  or 
cemeteries  in  said  District  to  cause  to  be  kept  in  the  oflSce  of  the  superintendent  or 
person  in  charge  of  such  cemetery  or  cemeteries  a  register  showing  the  number  of 
each  lot,  the  name,  age,  cause  of  death,  and  date  of  burial  of  each  person  or  persons 
buried  in  any  such  lot  or  grave  space,  and  the  number  of  the  burial  permit  author- 
izing such  burial.  In  cases  of  disinterment  said  register  shall  show  the  date  of  such 
disinterment  and  the  number  of  the  official  permit  therefor  oppoHite  the  name  of 
the  person  whose  remains  are  disinterred.  Such  register  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  inspection  by  duly  authorized  representatives  of  the  health  department  and  of  the 
police  department  of  said  District. 

Sec.  674.  Superintendent  to  re^iMer  at  tfie  heaUh  department, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  superintendent  or  person  in  charge  of  any  cemetery  or  other  place  for  the  dis- 
posal of  dead  bodies  of  human  beings  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  register  his  or 
her  name  at  the  office  of  the  health  department  of  said  District,  giving  full  name, 
residence,  and  place  of  business,  and  in  case  of  removal  from  one  place  to  another  in 
said  District  to  make  change  in  such  register  accordingly. 

Sbc.  675.  Removal  of  dead  bodies. — No  dead  body  of  any  human  l)eing  or  any  part 
of  such  body  shall,  in  said  District,  be  removed  from  place  to  place,  interred,  disin- 
terred or  in  any  manner  disposed  of  without  a  permit  for  such  removal,  interment, 
disinterment,  or  disposal  granted  by  the  health  officer  of  said  District,  nor  otherwise 
than  in  accordance  with  the  terms  oi  said  permit;  permits  for  the  removal,  interment, 
or  disposal  to  be  issued  upon  the  presentation  of  a  proper  death  certificate,  signed  by 
a  physician  registered  at  the  health  department  of  said  District,  who  has  attended  the 
deceased  during  his  or  her  last  illness,  or  by  the  coroner  of  said  District  or  his  deputy, 
or  by  the  proper  municipal,  county,  or  State  authorities  at  the  place  where  the  death 
occurred;  permits  for  disinterment  (including  permission  to  reinter  or  transport  the 
body  disinterred)  to  be  issued  upon  the  written  application  of  the  nearest  relative  or 
the  legal  representative  of  the  aeceased;  and  no  superintendent  or  other  person  in 
charge  of  any  cemetery  in  said  District  or  other  place  for  the  disposal  of  dead  bodies 
shall  assist  in  or  assent  to  or  allow  any  such  interment,  disinterment,  or  disposition 
to  be  made  in  such  cemetery  or  place  until  permit  shall  be  given  as  aforesaid.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  superintendent  or  other  person  who  shall  receive  any 
such  permit  aforesaid  to  indorse  tnereon  the  date  of  the  interment,  disinterment,  or 
disposal^  and  to  preserve,  sign,  and  return  the  same  to  the  health  officer  of  said  District 
before  six  o'clock  postmeridian  of  the  Saturday  following  the  day  of  burial,  disinter- 
ment, or  disposal. 

Sbc.  676.  Conveyance  throuah  the  District. — No  dead  l>ody,  or  part  of  the  dead  body, 
of  any  human  being  shall  be  in  any  manner  carried  or  conveyed  from,  in,  to,  or 
through  said  District  by  any  i)erson,  or  by  means  of  any  boat,  vessel,  car,  stage,  or 
other  vehicle,  or  by  any  public  or  private  conveyance,  without  a  permit  therefor  first 
granted  by  the  health  officer  of  said  District:  Provided,  That  bodies  or  parts  of  dead 
bodies  aforesaid,  except  such  as  have  died  of  Asiatic  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus 
fever,  smallpox  (including  varioloid),  leprosy,  the  plague,  diphtheria,  or  scarlet  fever, 
may  be  brought  into  said  District,  or  carried  through  the  same  in  transit,  upon  a  per- 
mit of  the  proper  municipal,  county,  or  State  authorities  of  the  place  at  which  such 
person  died,  and  whenever  the  remains  of  any  deceased  person  have  been  conveyed, 
transferred,  or  removed  beyond  the  limits  of  said  District,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
person  or  agent  or  officer  of  the  corporation  having  charge  of  such  conveyance,  trans- 
fer, or  removal  to  detach,  date,  sign,  and  return  to  the  health  officer  the  permit  author- 
izing such  conveyance,  transfer,  or  removal  before  six  o'clock  post  meridian  of  the 
Saturday  following  the  day  of  such  conveyance,  transfer,  or  removal  of  said  remains. 

Sec.  677.  Reports  of  death. — It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  any  person  or  persons  having 
custody  or  control  of  the  dead  body  of  any  human  being  or  any  part  of  such  body  to 
report  in  writing,  or  cause  to  l)e  reported  in  writing,  to  the  health  officer  of  said  Dis- 
trict, within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  death  ot  the  decease<l,  the  name  of  said 
dec^ised  and  the  location  of  the  body  or  part  thereof.  No  such  l)ody  or  part  thereof 
shall  be  kept  in  said  District  in  such  manner  as  to  give  rise  to  any  offensive  odors  to 
the  annoyance  of  any  person  or  persons  in  the  neighborhood  or  to  the  public,  nor  so 
as  to  be  exposed  to  the  public  view;  nor  shall  any  such  body  or  part  thereof  be  per- 
mitted by  the  person  or  persons  having  custody  or  control  of  it  to  remain  unburied 
for  a  longer  period  than  one  week  after  death  without  permission  of  the  health  officer, 
unless  it  has  been  cremated  or  deposited  in  the  vault  of  some  cemetery;  nor  shall 
any  person  publicly  exhibit  in  said  District,  for  pay  or  otherwise,  any  dead  body  of 
any  human  oeing,  or  any  part  of  such  body,  without  a  permit  from  the  health  officer 
of  said  District  so  to  do,  except  such  exhibition  be  in  connection  with  some  Govern- 
ment mueeom  or  with  some  institution  of  learning  permanently  located  in  said 
District. 
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Sec.  678.  Place  of  burial. — No  person  shall  bury  or  cause  to  be  biuied  within  said 
District  the  body,  or  part  of  the  fxxiy,  of  any  deceased  person,  except  in  such  grounds 
as  are  now  known  and  used  as  public  or  private  burial  fjrounds,  or  such  as  shall  here- 
after be  designated  by  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  and  authorized  by  them  to 
be  used  as  such. 

Sec.  679.  Mode  of  burial. — No  body  shall  be  buried  in  said  District  in  any  vault 
unless  the  coffin  be  separately  entombed  in  properly  cemented  stone  or  brick  work, 
so  as  to  render  such  vault  air-tight.  Such  vault,  after  having  been  sealed,  shall  not 
be  opened  within  ten  years.  No  body  shall  be  temporarilv  deposited  in  any  vault  for 
a  longer  period  than  one  month,  unless  such  body  is  in  an  hermetically  sealed  metallic 
case,  nor  in  any  instance  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year. 

Sec.  680.  Beffpeidng  graves. — No  ^rave  in  said  District  shall  be  reopened,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  disinterment,  withm  ten  years  after  the  burial  of  a  person  above 
twelve  years  of  age,  or  within  eight  years  after  the  burial  of  a  child  under  twelve  years 
of  age,  unless  the  grave  has  been,  in  the  first  instance,  of  sufficient  depth  to  permit 
subsenuent  interments,  in  which  case  a  layer  of  earth  of  not  less  than  one  foot  thick 
shall  be  left  undisturbed  over  the  previously  buried  coffin,  unless  such  coffin  baa 
been  separately  entombed  in  properly  cemented  stone  or  brick  work;  but  if  on 
reopening  any  grave  the  soil  be  found  to  be  offensive,  such  soil  shall  not  be  disturbed. 
In  no  case  shall  a  grave  be  oi)ened  in  which  has  been  buried  the  body  of  any  pereon 
who  has  died  of  Asiatic  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus  fever,  smallpox  ( including 
varioloid),  leprosy,  the  plague,  tetanus,  diphtheria,  or  scarlet  fever. 

Sec.  681.  Depth  of  praves. — No  coffin  shall  be  buried  in  said  District  so  that  any 
part  thereof  is  within  less  than  four  feet  of  the  ordinary  level  of  the  ground,  imlees 
it  contains  the  l)ody  of  a  child  under  twelve  years  of  age,  when  it  shSl  not  be  lees 
than  three  feet  below  that  level. 

Sec.  682.  Crejnation. — No  person  shall,  in  the  District  of  CJolumbia,  build  or  main- 
tain a  crematory  or  other  device  for  destroying  human  bodies,  except  within  the 
limits  of  some  duly  established  cemetery  in  said  District,  unless  such  person  or  per- 
sons has  in  writing  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  more  than  one-half  ot  the  property 
within  a  radius  of  two  hundred  feet  from  the  place  where  such  crematory  is  to  be 
erecte<l  and  maintained,  and  a  permit  from  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  for 
the  erection  of  and  maintenance  of  such  crematory  or  other  device;  such  permit  to 
be  for  a  term  of  years,  not  exceeding  five,  to  be  specified  therein:  Provided,  That  thia 
section  shall  not  apply  to  such  crematories  or  other  devices  for  destroying  human 
bodies  as  may  have  been  erected  and  are  in  operation  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  law. 

Sec.  683.  Permit  to  cremate;  embalming. — It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  cremate  or  otherwise  destroy  the  dead  body,  or  part  of  the  dead  body,  of  any 
human  being  in  said  District  before  the  issue  of  the  burial  permit  by  the  h^th  offi- 
cer of  said  District,  and  then  only  when  said  permit  is  countersigned  by  the  coroner 
of  said  District,  authorizing  such  cremation  or  destruction.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  or  persons  to  embalm,  inject,  or  by  any  similar  method  preserve  the 
dead  body,  or  part  of  the  dead  body,  of  any  human  being  in  said  District  within  four 
hours  after  death  or  before  the  issue  of  the  death  certificate;  and  in  case  the  death 
is  believed  to  be  due  to  other  than  natural  causes,  or  the  cause  thereof  is  unknown, 
such  embalming,  injecting,  or  preserving  shall  at  no  time  be  done  unless  such  death 
certificate  has  been  signed  or  approved  by  the  coroner  of  said  District 

Sec  684.  Pmalty. — Any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  and  abet  in  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  subchapter  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  competent 

t'udicial  authority,  be  punished,  for  each  offense,  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two 
mndred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both. 

Sec.  685.  I^osecutioii. — Prosecutions  hereunder  shall  be  in  the  police  court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  in  the  name  of  said  District:  Provided,  That  any  person  or  per- 
sons so  trie<l  shall  have  the  privilege,  when  demanded,  of  a  trial  by  jur>',  as  in  other 
jury  cases  in  said  police  court. 

Sec.  686.  THsirUerment  by  order  of  court. — Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
interfere  with  or  prevent  the  disinterment  of  any  body  when  such  disinterment  ia 
ordered  by  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or 
by  the  coroner  of  said  District,  after  due  notice  to  the  Commissionera  of  the  District 
oi  Columbia.  The  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be  held  to  interfere  with  the  disposal 
of  the  ashes  of  bodies  which  have  been  cremated. 

RILATIMG  TO  THl  TESTIMONY  OP  PHYSICIANS  IN  THK  COUBT8  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  ODLmBIA. 

Sec.  1073.  Physicians,  testimony  of. — In  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  no 
physician  or  surgeon  shall  be  permitted,  without  the  consent  of  the  person  afflicted, 
or  of  his  l^al  representatives  to  disclose  any  information,  confidential  in  its  nature, 
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which  he  shall  have  acquired  in  attending  a  patient  in  a  professional  capacity  and 
which  was  necessary  to  enable  him  to  act  in  tnat  capacity:  Provided,  That  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  evidence  in  criminal  cases  where  the  accused  is  charged  with 
causing  the  death  of  or  inflicting  injuries  upon  a  human  being,  and  the  disclosure 
shall  1^  required  in  the  interests  of  public  justice. 

RELATING  TO  OPENING  ALLEYS,   ETC. 

Sec.  1608.  Opening^  and  so  forth ,  of  alleys. — The  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  are  authorized  to  condemn,  open,  extend,  widen,  or  straighten  alleys  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  upon  the  presentation  to  them  of  the  plat  of  the  alley  to  be 
condemned,  opened,  widened,  extended,  or  straightened,  accompanied  by  a  petition 
of  the  owners  of  more  than  one-half  of  the  real  estate  in  the  square  in  which  such 
alley  is  sought  to  be  opened,  widened,  extended,  or  straightened;  or  when  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  certify  that  the  preservation  of  peace, 
good  order,  and  public  morals  require  that  any  such  alley  should  be  opened,  extended, 
widened,  or  straightened;  or  when  said  Commissioners  shall  deem  that  such  open- 
ing, extending,  widening,  or  straightening  of  an  alley  is  necessary  in  order  to 
provide  proper  drainage  facilities  for  the  square  in  which  said  alley  is  sought  to  be 
opened,  extended,  widened,  or  straightened;  or  when  said  Commissioners  shall 
certify  that  such  opening,  extending,  widening,  or  straightening  of  an  alley  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  properly  accommodate  vehicle  traflic  in  such  square;  or  when  the 
health  officer  of  said  District  shall  certify  that  such  opening,  extension,  widening,  or 
straightening  of  an  alley  is  necessary  for  the  public  health;  and  to  open,  extend, 
widen,  or  straighten  minor  streets  in  said  District,  of  a  width  not  less  than  forty  feet 
nor  more  than  sixty  feet,  to  run  through  a  square  from  one  street  to  another,  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  Commissioners  the  public  interests  require  it:  Provided^ 
That  in  the  opening,  extension,  widening,  or  straightening  of  an  alley  or  minor  street 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  close  any  original  alley,  or  part  of  an  original  alley,  the  fee  of 
which  is  in  the  United  States,  wnich  may  thereby  become  useless  or  unnecessary; 
and  that  it  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  be  lawful  to'close  any  other  alleys  or  parts  of 
alleys,  the  title  thereto  to  revert  to  the  person  or  persons  who  dedicated  the  same 
for  alley^  purposes,  or  to  their  assigns:  Ana  provided  further ,  That  the  Commissioners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  auUiorized,  whenever  in  their  judgment  the  same  mav 
be  necessary  or  expedient,  to  close  any  alley  or  part  of  an  alle^^  the  width  of  which 
is  less  than  ten  feet:  Provided^  That  the  assent  thereto,  in  writing,  is  obtained  from 
the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  real  estate  abutting  thereon;  that  if  the  fee  title  to 
tiie  land  contained  in  the  alley  or  part  of  an  alley  so  to  be  closed  is  in  the  United 
States  the  said  Commissioners  are  authorized  to  dispose  of  said  land  by  sale  to  the 
owners  of  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  contiguous  thereto,  at  a  price  to  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  said  Commissioners  and  said  owners,  which  price  shall  not  h&  less  than 
the  current  market  price  of  the  ground  in  the  contiguous  lota;  that  if  the  fee  title  to 
the  land  in  the  alley  or  part  of  alley  so  to  be  closed  is  not  in  the  United  States  the 
title  to  said  land  shall  revert  to  the  person  or  persons  who  dedicated  the  same  for 
alley  purposes,  or  to  his  or  their  heirs  or  assigns. 


AN  ACT  To  regulate  the  sale  of  viruses,  serums,  toxins,  and  analogous  products  in  the  District  of 
Ck)lumbia,  to  regulate  interstate  traffic  in  said  articles,  and  for  other  purposes.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  jimerica 
in  Qmgress  assemhledy  That  from  and  after  six  months  after  the  promulgation  of  the 
regulations  authorized  by  section  four  of  this  act  no  person  snail  sell,  barter,  or 
exchange,  or  offer  for  sale,  barter,  or  exchange  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  send, 
carry,  or  bring  for  sale,  barter,  or  exchange  from  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District 
of  Columbia,  into  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  from  any  foreign 
country  into  the  United  States,  or  from  the  United  States  into  any  foreign  country, 
any  virus,  therapeutic  serum,  toxin,  antitoxin,  or  analogous  product  applicable  to 
the  prevention  and  cure  of  diseases  of  man,  unless  (a)  such  vims,  serum,  toxin,  anti- 
toxin, or  product  has  been  propagated  and  prepared  at  an  establishment  holding 
an  unsuspended  and  unrevoked  license,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as 
hereinafter  authorized,  to  propagate  and  prepare  such  virus,  serum,  toxin,  antitoxin, 
or  product  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  for  sending,  bringing,  or  carrying 
from  place  to  place  aforesaid,  nor  (b)  unless  each  package  of  such  virus,  serum, 
toxin,  antitoxin,  or  product  is  plainly  marked  with  the  proper  name  of  the  article 
contained  therein,  the  name,  address,  and  license  number  of  the  manufacturer,  and 
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the  date  beyond  which  the  contents  can  not  be  expected  beyond  reasonable  doubt  to 
yield  their  specific  results:  Provided^  That  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  any  license 
shall  not  prevent  the  sale,  barter,  or  exchange  of  any  \*iru8.  serum,  toxin,  antitoxin, 
or  product  aforesaid  which  has  been  sold  and  delivered  by  the  licentiate  prior  to  such 
suspension  or  revocation,  unless  the  owner  or  custodian  of  such  virus,  serum,  toxin, 
antitoxin,  or  product  aforesaid  has  been  notified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  not 
to  sell,  barter,  or  exchange  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  person  shall  falsely  label  or  mark  any  package  or  contamer  of  any 
virus,  serum,  toxin,  antitoxin,  or  product  aforesaid;  nor  alter  any  label  or  mark  on 
any  package  or  container  of  any  virus,  serum,  toxin,  antitoxin,  or  product  aforesaid 
so  as  to  falnify  such  label  or  mark. 

Sbc.  3.  That  any  oflScer,  agent,  or  employee  of  the  Treasury  Department,  duly 
detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  that  purpose,  ma^  during  all  reason- 
able hours  enter  and  inspect  any  establishment  for  the  propagation  and  preparation 
of  any  virus,  serum,  toxin,  antitoxin,  or  product  aforesaid  for  sale,  barter,  or  exchange 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  to  be  sent,  carried,  or  brought  from  any  State,  Terri- 
tory, or  the  District  of  Columbia  into  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  from  the  United  States  into  any  foreign  country,  or  from  any  foreign 
country  into  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Array,  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Navy, 
and  the  8Uf>ervi8ing  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  constituted  a  board  with  authority,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  to  promulgate  from  time  to  time  such  rules  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  judgment  of  said  board  to  govern  the  issue,  suspension,  and  revocation  of 
licenses  for  the  maintenance  of  estabfishments  for  the  propagation  and  preparation 
of  viruses,  serums,  toxins,  antitoxins,  and  analogous  prclducts,  applicable  to  the  pre- 
vention and  cure  of  diseases  of  man,  intended  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  to  be  sent,  carried,  or  brought  for  sale  from  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia,  into  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  from  the 
United  States  into  any  foreign  country,  or  from  any  foreign  country  into  the  United 
States:  Promded,  That  all  licenses  issued  for  the  maintenance  of  establishments  for 
the  propagation  and  preparation  in  any  foreign  country  of  any  virus,  serum,  toxin, 
antitoxin,  or  product  aforesaid,  for  sale,  barter,  or  exchange  m  the  United  States, 
shall  l)e  i8Hue<i  upon  condition  that  the  licentiates  will  permit  the  inspection  of  the 
establishments  where  said  articles  are  propagated  and  prepared,  in  accordance  with 
section  three  of  this  act. 

Skc.  6.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
directed  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  such  rules  and  r^ulations  as 
may  be  made  by  authority  thereof;  to  issue,  suspend,  and  revoke  licenses  for  the 
maintenance  of  establishments  aforesaid,  and  to  detail  for  the  discharge  of  such 
duties  such  officers,  agents,  and  employees  of  the  Treasury  Department  as  may  in 
his  judgment  be  necessary. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  person  shall  interfere  with  any  oflScer,  agent,  or  employee  of  the 
Treasury  Department  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  impOBed  upon  him  by  this  act 
or  by  rq^lations  matle  by  authority  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate,  or  aid  or  abet  in  violating,  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars 
or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeaing  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  thb  act 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

For  medical  inspectors,— For  twelve  medical  inspectors  of  public  schools,  four  of 
whom  shall  be  of  the  colored  race,  at  five  hundred  dollars  each,  six  thousand  dollars: 
Provided^  That  said  inspectors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  ConmiissionerB  only  after 
competitive  examination,  and  shall  have  had  at  least  five  years'  exp^erience  "in  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  perform  their  duties  under 
the  direction  of  the  Health  OflScer  and  according  to  rules  formulated  from  time  to 
time  by  him,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  education  and 
the  Commissioners.

In  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  27,  1879,  authorizmg  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  extend  the  area  for  taking  up  and 
impounding  domestic  animals  found  running  at  large  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  it 
is  hereby  ordered: 

That  on  and  after  August  16,  1893,  domestic  animals  shall  not  be  permitted  to  run 
at  laree  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  any  animal  found  running  at  lai^e  within 
said  District  on  and  after  the  above  date  shall  be  taken  up  and  impounded.

WashingUm,  July  18,  1887, 
Ordered:  The  Commissioners  having  learned  that  a  dangerous  communicable  dis- 
ease prevails  amon^  domestic  animals  m  the  vicinity  of  the  District,  which  by  conta- 
gion or  transi)ortation  may  affect  the  general  health  and  safetv,  the  Commissioners 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  the  act  approved  May  29,  1884,  order 
the  following  measures  for  the  prompt  suppression  of  the  same: 

1.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  act  as  veterinarian  for  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  purposes 
named  in  the  act  above  quoted. 

2.  So  much  of  the  rules  and  reflations  prepared  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  aforesaid,  and  published  under 
date  of  April  15, 1887,  as  are  ai>plicable  to  the  District  of  Columbia  are  nereby  approved 
and  adopted  by  the  Commissioners  as  the  regulations  for  the  District:  Providea,  That 
wherever  said  regulations  require  report  to  and  action  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, the  Chiei  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  acting  as  veterinarian  for  the 
District,  shall  submit  the  re(^uisite  reports  and  recommendations  for  the  consideration 
of  and  action  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

3.  The  legally  appointed  agents  and  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
are  hereby  empowered,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  to  discharge 
corresponding  duties  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  all  citizens  of  the  District  are 
hereby  directed  and  required  to  recognize  and  respect  the  said  Chief  of  Bureau  and 
his  duly  appointed  agents  as  lawful  officers  of  the  District. 

4.  The  said  Chief  of  Bureau  and  his  agents  are  authorized  to  inspect  any  premises 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  where  it  is  believed  there  exists  any  contagious,  infectious, 
or  communicable  disease  among  any  domestic  animals,  anH,  if  found  needful,  to 
order  the  temporary  quarantine  of  said  animals,  to  cause  premises  to  be  disinfected, 
and,  if  necessary,  to  condemn  the  animals  to  be  killed  in  order  to  prevent  the  spr^l 
of  the  disease. 

5.  The  proceedings  for  the  appraisal  of  the  value  of  animals  condemned  to  be  killed 
shall  be  had  under  the  provisions  of  sec.  8  of  the  regulations. 

6.  The  Chief  of  Bureau  aforesaid,  acting  as  veterinarian  for  the  District,  shall  make 
to  the  Commissioners  monthly  reports  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  this 
order  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  in  addition  thereto  special  reports  and 
recommendations  as  often  as  shall  be  needful  for  the  information  of  the  Commission- 
ers to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  law. 


regulations  for  the  suppression  and  prevention  op  contagious,  infectious, 
and  communicable  diseases  appectinq  domestic  animals  in  the  district 
of  columbia. 

Office  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 

Washingtoriy  August  21,  1888. 
Whereas  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  29,  1884,  entitled 
"An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  to  prevent  the 
exportation  of  diseased  cattle,  and  to  provide  the  means  for  the  suppression  and 
extirpation  of  pleuro-pneumonia  and  other  contagious  diseases  among  domestic 
animals,*'  authorizes  and  requires  the  Commissioners  to  take  measures  for  the  prompt 
suppression  of  all  conta^ous,  infectious,  and  communicable  diseases  affecting  domes- 
tic animals  in  the  Distnct  of  Columbia,  to  prescribe  regulations  for  disinfection,  and 
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such  other  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  prevent  infection  and  con- 
tagion, as  provided  in  said  section,  do  ordain,  declare,  and  publish  the  following: 

Ordered:  That  all  persons  having  the  care  or  custody  of  any  domestic  animal  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  affected  or  supposed  to  be  affected  with  any  infectioue, 
contagious,  or  communicable  disease  shall  isolate  and  forthwith  report  the  same  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  or 
to  some  officer  of  said  Bureau  in  said  District,  designating  the  place  where  the  same 
may  be  found,  and  shall  place  the  same  at  his  disposal  and  observe  and  follow  such 
directions  as  such  chief  or  officer  shall  prescribe  in  such  case. 

2.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  veterinary  surgeons  in  said  District  and 
sanitary  inspectors  of  the  health  department  of  the  District,  and  of  every  member 
of  the  Metropolitan  police  force,  to  inquire  and  report  upon  all  known  or  suspected 
cases  referred  to  in  section  1  of  this  order. 

3.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  having  the  care  or  custody  of  any  domestic  ani- 
mal in  said  Distnct,  affected  or  supposea  to  be  affected  as  aforesaid,  shall  secrete 
or  conceal  the  same  or  use  any  device  to  conceal  the  same  or  mislead  the  persons  or 
officers  who  are  charged  with  any  duty  in  reference  to  such  domestic  animals,  and 
all  persons  aiding  therein,  shall  each  suffer  the  penalty  hereinafter  prescribed. 

4.  That  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  onlv  may  cause  the  death  of 
any  so  diseased  or  supposed  to  be  diseased  animal  in  said  tHstrict  upon  orders,  oral 
or  written,  from  him  for  the  death  of  such  animal,  and  shall  also  prescribe  the  mode 
and  place  of  such  death,  which  shall  be  strictly  pursued  in  the  aestruction  of  said 
animal,  and  the  bodies  of  such  animals  so  killed  shall  be  removed  by  the  health 
officer  of  the  District  upon  notice  from  said  chief. 

6.  That  every  person  w^ho  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  regulation 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  enforced  in  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  the 
name  of  the  District,  on  information,  etc.

special  acts  of  congress.

Ordered:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  entitled  **An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  medical  and  dental  colleges  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,^*  approved  May  4, 1896,  the  following  regulations  are  promulgated 
concerning  the  form  of  application  for  registration  and  a  permit  to  commence  or 
continue  business  and  the  evidence  to  be  adduced  in  support  thereof,  required  by 
said  act  to  be  made  and  adduced  by  the  officers  of  each  medical  or  dental  college 
not  incorporated  by  special  act  of  Congress,  desiring  to  commence  or  to  continue 
business  in  said  District: 

1.  Application  shall  be  made  in  writing,  in  ink;  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  college  for  which  registration  and  a 
permit  is  asked,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration of  such  college;  or,  if  such  college  has  not  yet  been  incorporated,  shall  be 
signed  by  each  of  the  proposed  incorporators  and  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the 
proposed  articles  of  incorporation. 

2.  Each  application  shall  state  the  amount  of  capital  stock  of  the  college  and  the 
amount  of  sucli  stock  paid  in,  or  otherwise  show  the  financial  responsibility  of  the 
organization. 

3.  Each  application  shall  state  whether  a  permit  is  desired  to  commence  or  to  con- 
tinue business. 

4.  Each  application  shall  state  at  length — 

A.  The  conditions  required  of  applicants  prior  to  admission  to  courses  of  study. 

B.  The  branches  of  medical,  science  which  are,  or  are  to  be,  included  in  the  course 
of  instruction,  with  a  statement  of  the  time  allotted  to  each  branch  and  the  name  of 
the  person  or  persons  who  are  to  instruct  in  it. 

C.  The  minimum  requirements  of  each  student  prior  to  the  issue  of  a  diploma  or 
certificate  of  attendance  to  him,  specifying  in  detail  as  to  attendance  upon  lectures, 
quizzes,  examinations,  laboratory  work,  and  clinical  instruction. 

D.  The  facilities  for  instruction.  Under  this  head  should  be  given  at  length  a  state- 
ment as  to — 
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(a)  The  names  of  those  connected,  or  to  be  connected,  with  the  college  in  the 
capacity  of  professors,  instructors,  demonstrators,  etc.;  the  names  and  locations  of 
each  medical  college  which  has  conferred  upon  any  such  person  any  degree  or  any 
certificate  of  attendance  upon  lectures  in  medicine,  and  the  date  and  character  of 
such  degree  or  certificate;  the  names  and  locations  of  each  hospital  or  dispensary 
with  which  any  such  person  has  been  connected,  stating  those  with  which  he  is  con- 
nected at  the  present  time. 

(b)  The  location  of  the  premises  which  are  intended  vo  be  used  for  college  purposes. 

(c)  The  facilities  for  practical  instruction  in  anatomy,  chemistry,  histology, 
patholog}',  bacteriology,  and  the  facilities  for  clinical  instruction  in  medicine,  sur- 
gery, obstetrics,  and  similar  branches. 

Application  for  registration  and  a  permit  to  continue  business  shall  state,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoing: 

5.  The  name  of  each  graduate  who  has  received  a  degree,  and  the  date  and  char- 
acter of  such  degree;  the  time  spent  by  such  graduate  as  a  student  at  the  college 
making  application;  the  time  spent  by  each  such  graduate  at  other  medical  colleges 
prior  to  obtaining  such  degree;  the  names  of  such  other  medical  colleges,  the  time 
of  attendance,  and  whether  such  attendance  was  attested  by  a  certificate  from  such 
collie  or  otherwise. 

6.  The  names  of  other  colleges,  so  far  as  may  be  known,  which  have  recognized 
degrees  or  certificates  of  attendance  issued  by  the  college  making  application. 

7.  Application  having  been  duly  executed  in  accordance  with  the  above  require- 
ments, must  be  accompanied  b^  the  afiSdavits  of  those  signing  such  apphcation,  that 
the  statements  contained  therem  are  true  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief.

Ordered:  That  the  following  regulations  made  by  the  board  of  medical  supervisors, 
under  section  2  of  "An  act  to  r^ulate  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  to  license 
physicians  and  surgeons,  and  to  punish  persons  violating  the  provisions  thereof,  in 
ihe  District  of  Columbia,"  approved  June  3,  1896,  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  said  act,  are  hereby  approved.

Ojpcers, — Sec.  I.  The  oflScers  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  vice-president,  and  secretary. 

Sec.  II.  The  president,  vice-president,  and  secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  have  been  chosen. 

Sec.  III.  The  president,  and  in  his  absence  the  vice-president,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings,  shall  preser\'e  order,  appoint  committees,  and  shall  sign  his  name  as  presi- 
dent to  the  certificates  ordered  to  be  issued  by  the  board. 

Sec.  IV.  The  secretary  shall  keep  correct  records  of  the  journal  and  special  acts  of 
the  board;  shall  preserve  a  list  of  all  who  apply  for  and  stand  the  examinations;  shall 
publish  under  the  direction  of  the  board  the  oflScial  list  of  those  passed,  and  their 
number  and  not  the  names,  but  the  number  who  have  failed,  together  with  the 
names  of  the  colleges  from  which  the  candidates  have  received  their  diplomas.  He 
shall  notify  the  members  of  the  board  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  conduct  all 
the  official  correspondence  of  the  board,  and  sign  the  certificates  ordered  to  be  issued 
by  the  board.  lie  shall  also  act  as  treasurer,  and  as  such  take  charge  of  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  board,  collect  all  money  due,  and  disburse  the  funds  under  order  of 
the  bSard,  and  shall  render  a  full  account  of  his  official  duties  aa  treasurer  when 
required  by  the  board. 

BULKS  FOR  CONDUCTING  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  examinations  shall  be  conducted  in  writing  and  orally. 

2.  The  written  examinations  shall  continue  three  (3)  days,  and  be  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Anatomy  and  histology;  physiology  and  hygiene;  chemistry,  toxicology,  and 
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medical  jurispradence;  pathology  and  bacteriology;  meteria  medica  and  therapeaties; 
practice  of  medicine;  surgery  and  diseases  of  tne  eye  and  ear;  obstetrics  and  gyne- 
cology. 

3.  The  oral  examinations,  covering  the  same  subjects,  shall  be  held  on  the  Mon- 
day following  the  close  of  the  written  examinations,  and  continue  from  day  to  day 
until  all  candidates  have  been  examined. 

4.  There  shall  be  in  the  written  examinations  ten  (10)  questions  given  to  each  of 
the  eight  sections. 

5.  Questions  must  be  given  out  and  the  answers  collected  punctually  at  the  time 
specified  for  each  section,  and  no  paper  will  be  accepted  unless  the  examination  be 
actually  held  at  the  appointed  time.  The  time  for  each  examination  paper  of  ten 
questions  shall  not  exceed  two  (2)  hours. 

6.  Help  of  any  kind  must  be  removed  from  the  reach  and  sight  of  the  candidate, 
and  any  candidate  detected  in  trying  to  give  or  obtain  aid  shall  be  instantiy  dis- 
missed from  the  room  and  his  or  her  paper  for  the  entire  work  canceled. 

7.  Explanations  of  questions  and  criticism  or  inspection  of  the  answer  papers  dai^ 
ing  examination  are  positively  prohibited. 

8.  No  candidate  shall  enter  the  examination  more  than  thirt}r  minutes  late,  imlees 
excused  by  the  examiner,  nor  shall  he  leave  the  room  within  thirty  minutes  after  the 
distribution  of  question  papers. 

9.  No  candidate  shall  communicate  with  any  other  candidate,  nor  have  books  or 
helps  of  any  kind,  nor  be  permitted  to  question  the  examiner  as  to  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  the  questions,  but  must  rely  solely  upon  his  or  her  own  judgment 
as  to  the  meaning  of  each  qiiestion,  and  on  his  or  her  own  knowledge  of  the  subject. 
Any  violation  of  this  rule  shall  debar  the  candidate  from  the  examination. 

10.  Candidates  must  furnish  their  own  penholders  and  pens;  paper,  ink,  and  blot- 
ting paper  being  supplied  by  the  board. 

11.  If  a  candidate,  without  i)ermission,  withdraws  himself  or  herself  from  the  sight 
of  the  examiner,  his  or  her  examination  shall  be  closed.  This  permits  a  candidate, 
temporarily  ill,  to  withdraw  from  the  room,  to  return  only  by  consent  of  the  examiner. 
But  in  all  cases  of  temporary  withdrawal  the  candidate  must  be  accompanied  by 
one  of  the  examiners  or  by  a  person  designated  by  them. 

12.  The  examination  in  each  section  shall  be  conducted  by  one  member  from  each 
of  the  three  examining  boards. 

13.  The  examiners  must  retain  the  question  papers  and  not  i>ermit  the  questions 
to  be  disclosed  until  the  arrival  of  the  exact  time  for  the  examination  in  that  par- 
ticular branch.  If  any  information  relating  to  the  examination  to  be  given  to  any 
candidate  by  any  member  of  either  board  of  examiners,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  on  ascertaining  that  fact,  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  annul  the  commission  of  such  member. 

14.  Promptly  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  for  each  section  the  candidates 
must  place  their  answer  papers,  whether  completed  or  not,  in  the  envelope,  seal,  and 
hand  the  same  to  the  examiners. 

15.  The  candidate  must  sign  his  or  her  papers,  not  with  his  or  her  name,  but  with 
a  number  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  the  Doard  of  supervisors  at  the  b^:inning  of 
the  examinations,  and.  at  the  close  of  the  examinations  must  enclose  his  or  her  name, 
together  with  this  number,  in  an  envelope  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  hand  the 
same  to  the  secretary.  The  papers  are  tnus  examined  and  marked  by  numbers  only, 
and  the  name  of  the  candidate  will  not  be  known  until  the  envelope  containing  it  ana 
the  number  is  opened  by  the  board  of  supervisors  after  the  complete  summing  up  of 
the  marks  attained  by  the  candidates  in  both  written  and  oral  examinations. 

16.  The  boards  of  examiners  shall  b^n  their  inspection  of  the  papers  submitted 
by  the  candidates  as  soon  as  possible  aner  the  close  of  the  examinations,  and  shall 
make  a  full  and  tabulated  report  of  the  same  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within  ten 
(10)  days  thereafter. 

17.  The  oral  examinations  shall  be  conducted  by  each  board  in  full  session,  the 
candidates  being  examined  singly  and  in  turn  by  the  different  members.  The  result 
in  each  case  shall  be  determined  immediately  after  the  examination,  and  a  correct 
statement  of  the  result  of  this  examination  in  each  branch  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  secretary  of  the  board  of  supervisors  as  soon  as  possible. 

18.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall,  after  a  strict  scrutiny  of  the  papers  and  averagea 
submitted,  determine  the  standing  of  each  candidate  and  announce  their  conclusions 
within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  close  of  the  examinations. 

19.  A  correct  set  of  answers  to  the  questions,  both  written  and  oral,  in  any  one  sec- 
tion, shall  be  rated  at  100,  76  per  cent  for  the  written,  25  per  cent  for  the  oiil  exami- 
nation, and  partial  or  imperiect  answers  shall  be  rated  in  accordance  with  their  degree 
of  completeness. 
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20.  A  total  average  of  75  per  cent  shall  be  necessary  to  entitle  the  candidate  to  a 
license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  but  in  no  sec- 
tion shall  tne  percentage  be  less  than  50  ^r  cent.  In  this  case,  however,  the  candi- 
date may,  upon  his  request,  be  granted  an  immediate  reexamination  upon  that  section. 
A  candidate  having  less  than  ^  per  cent  in  more  than  one  section,  or  less  than  33} 
per  cent  in  any  one  section,  shall  be  rejected,  no  matter  what  may  be  his  or  her  total 
average.

mformation  upon  the  subjects  treated  of  in  the  examinations,  and  that  I  have  read 
and  fully  understand  the  import  of  this  declaration. 

Every  set  of  answers  lacking  this  declaration  and  signature,  no  matter  how  com- 
plete and  satisfactory  otherwise,  will  be  rejected,  nor  can  this  omission  be  supplied 
after  the  papers  have  reached  the  board  of  supervisors.

Office  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 

Washington^  April  22^  1897. 
Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  the  "Joint  resolution  to  regiilate  licenses  to  proprietors 
of  theaters  in  the  city  of  Washin^n,  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes," 
the  following  regulations  concernmg  the  use  and  occupancy  of  buildings  and  grounds 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby  made: 

1.  That  it  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  made  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  premises  or 
building  situated  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  provide  and  furnish  such  premises 
and  bunding  with  adequate  facilities  for  heating,  ventilating,  and  lighting  the  same, 
and  with  proper  and  suflBcient  water-closets  or  privies;  to  keep  the  roof  thereof  tight 
and  in  good  repair;  and  to  cause  the  yard  or  area,  or  both,  to  oe  so  graded  and  paved 
that  all  drainage  shall  flow  freely  from  all  parts  of  it  into  such  sewer  traps  as  may 
have  been  provided  for  that  purpose,  or,  if  there  be  none,  shall  flow  away  from  any 
inhabited  building  on  such  premises. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  occupying  any  premises,  or  any  part 
of  any  premises,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or,  if  such  premises  be  not  occupiea,  of 
the  owner  thereof,  to  keep  such  premises  or  part,  and  all  buildings,  vards,  stables, 
pounds,  and  outhouses  connected  therewith,  clean  and  wholesome;  ii,  upon  inspec- 
tion by  the  health  officer  or  an  inspector  of  the  health  department,  it  be  ascertained 
that  any  such  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  building,  yard,  stable,  grounds, 
alley,  or  outhouse  connected  therewith,  is  not  in  such  condition  as  herein  required, 
the  occupant  or  occupants  of  such  premises  or  part,  or  the  owner  thereof,  as  herein- 
before specified,  shall  be  notified  thereof  and  required  to  place  the  same  in  a  clean 
and  wholesome  condition;  and  in  case  any  person  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  place  said 

E remises  or  part  in  such  condition  within  the  time  allowed  by  said  notice,  he  shall 
e  liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  provided. 

3.  That  no  person,  being  the  owner,  proprietor,  lessee,  manager,  or  superintendent 
of  any  store,  factory,  workshop,  or  other  structure  or  place  of  employment  where 
workmen  or  workwomen  are  employed  for  wages,  shall  cause,  permit,  or  allow  the 
same,  or  any  portion  or  apartment  thereof,  or  any  room  therein,  to  be  overcrowded, 
or  inadequate,  faulty,  or  insufficient  in  respect  of  lighting,  heating,  or  ventilation. 
Every  such  store,  factory,  workshop,  or  place  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  wholesome 
condition,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  free  from  all  gases,  vapors,  dust,  or  other  impu- 
rities generated  by  manufacturing  processes  or  otherwise  and  injurious  to  health. 
Sufficient  and  separate  urinals  and  privies  shall  be  provided  for  male  and  female 
emplovees. 

4.  That  no  person  shall,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  use  any  building  for  any  pur- 
pose for  which  it  has  not  been  lawfully  used  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  at  least, 
imme<liately  preceding  the  promulgation  of  these  regulations,  unless  said  building  is 
located  ana  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  laws,  building 
regulations,  and  health  ordinances  in  force  in  this  District  governing  the  location 
and  construction  of  buildings  intended  to  be  used  for  such  purposes. 
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5.  That  no  room  in  any  tenement  or  lodging  house  shall  be  occupied  as  a  sleeping 
room  unless  there  are  at  least  four  hundred  feet  cubic  contents  for  each  person 
therein  not  less  than  ten  years  of  age.  The  health  officer  is  hereby  authorized,  if  in 
his  judgment  it  is  necessary  to  secure  compliance  with  this  requirement,  to  cause  to 
be  affixed  to  or  near  the  door  of  each  such  room  a  placard  stating  the  number  of 
occupants  allowed  under  this  regulation,  and  shall,  in  any  case  where  such  placard 
has  been  affixed,  cause  a  notice  stating  such  number  to  be  served  on  the  owner, 
agent,  or  person  having  charge  of  the  premises.  No  person  having  authority  to 
prevent  shall  permit  to  occupy  any  such  room  as  a  sleeping  room  any  greater  num- 
ber of  persons  than  are  specified  on  such  placard,  if  any,  or  otherwise  authorized 
under  tnis  section. 

6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  every  tenement  or  lodging 
house  to  provide  a  suitable  place  or  places  in  connection  therewith  for  the  reception 
of  garbage  and  other  refuse  matter. 

7.  That  whenever  there  shall  be  more  than  five  families  residing  in  any  tenement 
house  in  which  the  owner  does  not  reside,  there  shall  be  placed  therein  by  the 
owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees  thereof,  when  required  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  a  janitor,  housekeeper,  or  some  other  responsible  person 
who  shall  reside  in  said  house  and  have  charge  thereof. 

8.  That  no  person  shall  use  any  tenement  or  lodging  house  or  any  portion  thereof 
as  a  place  of  storage  for  any  combustible  article  or  any  article  dangerous  or  detri- 
mental to  health. 

9.  That  no  old  rags,  paper,  or  other  like  refuse  material,  gathered  or  recovered 
from  any  source,  shiul  be  brought  into  or  allowed  to  remain  within  any  building 
used  as  a  dwelling. 

10.  That  the  health  officer  shall  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  any  building 
supposed  or  reported  to  be  in  an  unsanitary  condition,  and  make  a  record  of  such 
examination;  of  the  location  of  the  building,  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  used,  and 
the  names  of  the  owner  and  leasee  and  occupant.  If,  after  such  examination,  he  shall 
deem  any  structure  or  building,  or  part  tnereof,  or  appurtenance  thereto,  in  such 
condition  as  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  inmates  thereof,  or  of  those  living  in  the 
vicinity,  he  shall  serve  upon  the  occupants  a  notice,  reouiring  a  vacation  of  said 
structure  or  building,  and  also  serve  or  cause  to  be  serveii  a  notice,  in  writing,  upon 
the  owner,  agent,  or  other  party  having  interest  in  said  structure,  requiring  the  same 
to  be  put  in  proper  condition  within  such  time  as  he  may  direct;  and  it  shall  there- 
upon be  the  duty  of  said  interested  party  or  parties  to  comply  with  and  execute  the 
order  of  the  health  officer,  under  the  penalties  for  failure  as  provided  by  section  twelve 
of  these  regulations,  unless  an  appeal  be  taken,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Upon 
deposit  of  thirty  dollars,  to  cover  fees  for  an  examining  commission,  the  interested 

girty  may  appeal  within  forty-eight  hours,  in  writing,  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
istrict,  who  shall  appoint  a  commission  to  determine  the  question  at  issue;  said 
commission  shall  consist  of  two  disinterested  and  competent  physicians  and  one  archi- 
tect, residents  of  the  District,  who  shall  be  paid  for  their  services,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  each,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  health  officer.  In  case  of  a  decision  adverse 
to  the  ap|)ellant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appellant  to  comply  therewith  when 
duly  notified  thereof,  in  writing,  by  the  health  oflBcer. 

11.  That  the  term  **  tenement,"  wherever  used  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  held 
to  mean  any  building  or  portion  thereof  which  is  occupied,  or  is  intended  for  occu- 
pation, as  the  residence  ol  more  than  two  families  living  independently  of  one  another, 
and  doing  their  cooking  upon  the  premises;  and  the  term  '*  lodging  house,"  wherever 
used  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  held  to  mean  any  building  or  portion  thereof  in 
which  persons  are  lodged  for  hire  for  less  than  a  week  at  one  time. 

12.  That  any  person  violating,  or  aiding  or  abetting  in  violating,  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  these  regulations,  or  interfering  with  or  preventing  any  inspection 
authorized  thereby,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  con- 
viction in  the  police  court,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  workhouse  for  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Ordered,  That  the  following  regulations  made  by  the  health  officer  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  section  11  of  **An  act  to  regulate  the 
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sale  of  milk  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March 
2,  1895,  in  lieu  of  the  regulations  on  the  same  subject  made  and  approved  June  26, 
1895,  are  hereby  approved : 

Section  1.  No  building  or  space  shall  be  used  for  dairy  purposes  which  is  not  well 
lighted  and  ventilated,  which  is  not  provided  with  a  suitaole  floor,  and,  if  such 
room  or  space  be  a  cellar  or  subcellar,  or  be  located  in  a  cellar  or  subcellar,  which  is 
not  properly  concreted,  guttered,  and  drained. 

Sec.  2.  No  dairy  shall  be  located  or  maintained  within  any  kitchen,  wash  room, 
workshop,  or  inhabited  room,  nor  in  proximity  to  any  water-closet,  pnvy,  cesspool, 
or  urinal,  nor  in  any  room  or  space  which  is  not  of  such  size  and  construction  as  to 

Eermit  the  entire  separation  of  all  milk  and  milk  products,  both  in  the  process  of 
and  ling  and  storing  the  same,  from  all  probable  sources  of  contamination,  either 
by  dirt,  noxious  gases,  infective  organisms  or  substances,  or  anything  liable  to  alter 
unnecessarily  the  quality  of  such  milk  or  milk  products. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  maintaining  a  dairy  shall  provide  for  the  use  thereof,  and 
shall  use,  a  sufficient  number  of  receptacles,  made  of  nonabeorbent  material,  for  the 
reception,  storage,  and  delivery  of  milk,  and  shall  cause  them  to  be  kept  clean  and 
wholeeome  at  all  tim^ ;  and  having  delivered  any  such  receptacle  to  a  consumer 
shall  not  again  use  the  same  for  the  reception,  storage,  or  delivery  of  milk  or  cream 
in  any  form  imtil  it  has  been,  to  his  personal  knowledge,  properly  cleaned  after 
such  use. 

Sec.  3a.  Elsewhere  than  in  the  proper  parts  of  premises  which  have  been  duly 
constructed  and  equipped,  and  which  are  duly  maintained  for  the  handling,  storage, 
and  sale  of  milk  or  cream,  no  person  shall  fill  or  partly  fill  with  milk  or  cream  any 
receptacle  intended  for  delivery  to  a  customer  unless  such  receptacle,  at  the  time  of 
filling,  be  furnished  by  the  customer  for  whose  service  such  receptacle  is  intended. 
(Amendment  of  July  14,  1903.) 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  maintaining  a  dairy  shall  provide  for  the  use  thereof  a  sup- 
ply of  pure  and  suitable  water,  suflicient  for  the  proper  washing  of  all  cans,  bottles, 
and  appliances. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  maintaining  a  dairy  shall  keep  the  same  and  all  appurte- 
nances thereto  clean  and  wholesome  at  all  times,  and  snail  change  the  water  m  the 
coolers  at  least  once  each  day. 

Sec.  6.  No  building  shall  be  used  for  stabling  cows  for  dairy  purposes  which  is  not 
well  lighted,  ventilate<l,  drained,  and  constructed,  or  which  is  not  provided  with 
stalls  or  with  proper  stanchions  for  anchoring  the  cows,  so  arranged  as  to  allow  not 
less  than  three  and  one-half  feet  width  of  space  for  each  milch  cow;  or  which  is  not 
provided  with  good  and  sufficient  facilities  lor  feeding  the  animals  in  a  cleanly  man- 
ner; or  which  contains  less  than  six  hundred  cubic  feet  clear  space  for  each  cow, 
unless  the  use  of  such  building  for  stabling  cows  for  dairy  purposes  has  been  author- 
ized prior  to  the  promulgation  of  these  regulations,  in  whicn  case  it  shall  contain  not 
less  tnan  five  hundred  cubic  feet  clear  air  space  for  each  cow. 

Sec.  7.  No  room  shall  be  used  for  stabling  cows  for  dairy  purposes  which  contains 
any  water-closet,  privy,  cesspool,  urinal  or  manure  pit,  nor  shall  any  fowl,  hog,  horse, 
sheep,  or  goat  be  kept  in  any  room  used  therefor. 

Sbc.  8.  Every  person  using  any  premises  for  keeping  cows  for  dairy  purposes  shall, 
when  so  directed  by  the  health  officer,  erect  and  maintain  in  the  stable,  stall,  shed, 
or  yard  connected  therewith  one  or  more  proper  receptacles  for  drinking  water  for 
sucn  cows,  and  shall  keep  the  same  supplied  with  clean,  fresh  water  and  none  other. 

Sec.  9.,  Every  person  using  any  premises  for  keeping  cows  for  dairy  purposes  shall 
keep  the  entire  premises  clean  and  in  good  repair,  and  the  buildings  well  painted  or 
whitewashed. 

Sec.  10.  Every  person  using  any  premises  for  keeping  cows  for  dairy  purposes  shall 
cause  the  dung  to  be  removed  from  the  stables  at  least  twice  daily,  and  always  within 
one  hour  preceding  every  milking  of  the  cows;  and  shall  not  allow  any  accumulation 
of  dung  within  the  building  occupied  by  the  cows,  but  shall,  whenever  in  the  opinion 
of  the  health  officer  it  is  requirea  by  local  conditions  and  surroundihgs,  provide  tem- 
porary storage  for  the  same  and  for  other  refuse  in  a  separate  place,  which  shall  be 
covered,  and  which,  when  so  ordered  by  said  health  officer,  snail  be  a  water-tight 
receptacle. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  keeping  cows  for  dairy  purposes  within  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton or  ita  more  densely  populated  suburbs,  or  elsewliere  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  health  officer,  local  conditions  require  it,  shall  cause  the 
incloBure  in  which  such  cows  are  kept  to  be  graded  and  drained  so  as  to  keep  the  sur- 
face reasonablv  dry  and  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  water  therein,  except  aa  may 
be  permitted  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  drinking  water;  and  shall  not  permit  any 
f^rbage,  urine,  fecal  matter,  or  similar  substance  to  be  placed  or  to  remain  in  sucn 
incloeure,  nor  any  open  drain  to  run  through  it 
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8bc.  12.  Every  person  keeping  cows  for  the  prodnction  of  milk  for  sale  shall  cause 
them  to  be  kept  clean  and  wholesome  at  all  times,  and  shall  cause  the  teats  and,  if 
necessary,  the  udder  to  be  carefully  cleaned  by  brushing,  washing,  or  wiping  before 
milking,  and  shall  cause  each  such  cow  to  be  properly  fed  and  watered. 

Sbc.  13.  Any  person  using  any  premises  for  keeping  cows  for  dairy  purpoeee  shall 
provide  and  u^e  a  sufficient  number  of  receptacles,  of  nonabeorbent  material,  for  the 
reception,  storage,  and  delivery  of  milk,  and  shall  keep  them  clean  and  wholesome 
at  all  times,  and  at  milking  time  shall  remove  each  receptacle,  as  soon  as  filled,  from 
the  stable  or  room  in  which  the  cows  are  kept;  nor  shall  any  milk  or  cream  be 
stored  or  kept  within  an v  room  used  for  stabling  cows  or  other  domestic  animala 

Sbc.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  having  charge  or  control  of  any 
premises  upon  which  cows  are  kept  to  notify  the  health  officer  of  the  District  ot 
Uolumbia  of  the  existence  of  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  among  such  cows, 
by  letter  delivered  or  mailed,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  discovery  thereof, 
and  to  thoroughly  isolate  any  cow  or  cows  so  diseased,  or  which  may  reasonably  be 
believed  to  be  infected,  and  to  exercise  such  other  precautions  as  may  be  directed,  in 
writing,  by  said  health  officer. 

Ssc.  15.  Milkers  and  those  engaged  in  the  handling  of  milk  or  cream  shall  main- 
tain strict  cleanliness  of  their  hands  and  persons  while  milking  or  while  so  engaged. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  holding  a  permit  to  maintain  a  dairy  or  dairy 
farm  to  enforce  this  regulation  m  reference  to  sucn  persons  as  may  assist  them  in  the 
maintenance  thereof. 

Sbc.  16.  That  anv  person  violating  any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  shall,  on  con* 
viction  thereof  in  the  police  court,  be  punished  by  a  mie  oi  not  more  than  ten  doUan 
for  each  and  every  such  offense,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  and  penalties  are 
collected. 

Sbc.  17.  That  the  regulations  for  the  government  of  dairies  and  dairy  farms  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  promulgated  June  26,  1895,  are  hereby  repealed.

licensing  of  midwivbb.

Orderedy  That  the  following  regulation  for  the  examination  and  licensing  of  mid- 
wives  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  submitted  by  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  for 
approval,  under  date  of  the  9th  inst.,  is  hereby  approved,  viz: 

BBOULATIOM8  OOVERNINQ  THB  EXAMINATION  AND  UCKNBINO  OF  MIDWIVM. 

Resolved,  That  all  persons  desiring  to  practice  midwifery  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia shall  apply  to  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  for  licenses  so  to  do.  Applications 
for  this  purpose  shall  be  in  the  handwriting  of  the  applicants,  upon  blanks  fumiBhed 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  shall  oe  accompanied  bv  satisfactory  evidence 
that  the  applicant  is,  in  each  case,  of  good  moral  character  ana  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  years  of  age;  that  she  is  a  graduated  trained  nurse  or  has  been  regularljr  engaged 
as  an  obstetric  nurse  for  not  less  than  two  years,  and  that  she  has  oeen  in  actual 
attendance  in  her  capacity  as  nurse  upon  not  less  than  five  cases  of  confinement  under 
the  care  of  physicians. 

That  all  applicants  for  licenses  to  practice  midwifery  shall  submit  to  examination 
upon  (1 )  the  management  of  normal  labor,  (2^  the  care  of  the  mother  and  child 
during  an  uncomplicated  puerperal  period,  ana  (3)  the  recognition,  before  confine- 
ment, of  imthological  conditions  of  the  mother  which  are  likely  to  complicate  labor, 
and,  during  labor  and  the  puerperal  period,  of  pathological  conaitions  of  both  mother 
and  child,  and  the  duty  of  mia wives  in  reference  to  such  conditions. 

That  examinations  of  applicants  for  licenses  to  practice  midwifery  shall  be  held 
commencing  on  the  second  Thursdays  in  January  and  July  of  each  year  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  may  direct,  and  shall  be  conducted 
by  three  physicians  nominated  for  that  purpose  from  time  to  time  by  said  board. 

That  answers  of  applicants  to  questions  propounded  in  the  examinations  shall  be 
marked  on  the  scale  of  one  hundred  in  proportion  to  their  approach  to  completeness 
and  perfection,  and  no  applicant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  license  unless  she  shall 
have  attained  a  mark  not  less  than  seventy-five.

Art.  10,  Sbc.  33.  No  person  shall  expectorate  or  spit  in  or  upon  any  paved  side- 
walk or  footpath  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  on  any  part  of  any  street  railway 
car  or  other  public  vehicle  carrying  passengers  for  hire,  or  in  or  upon  an v  part  of 
any  public  building  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. Street  railway  companies  and  the  proprietors  of  other  public  vehicles  canying 
passengers  for  hire  shall  keep  posted  conspicuously  in  each  and  every  one  of  their 
cars  and  public  vehicles  notice  forbidding  such  expectorating  or  spitting.  (Amend- 
ment of  April  2,  1903.) 

CUSTODY  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  MKAT,  FISH,  STC. 

Art.  14,  Sbc.  6.  Any  person  having  possession,  custody,  or  care  of  meat,  fish,  vege- 
tables, or  provisions  of  any  kind,  intended  for  sale  as  food,  but  which  has  become 
unfit  for  such  use,  shall  forthwith  remove  such  meat,  fish,  vegetables,  or  provisions 
to  such  place  as  has  been  designated  by  the  health  officer  for  such  purpose.  No  per- 
son shall  bring  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  the  District  of  Columoia  any  diseased, 
spoiled,  or  decayed  meat,  fish,  v^^etables,  or  provisions  of  any  kind  intended  for 
food. 

Sbc.  13.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall,  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  forty 
dollars. 

cow  YARDS,  PENS,  AND  STABLES  MAY  BE  LAWFULLY  MAINTAINED,  WHEN. 

Abt.  19,  Sbc.  1.  No  person  shall  establish  or  maintain  a  cow  yard,  pen,  or  stable 
within  any  of  the  more  densely  populated  parts  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  within 
two  hundred  feet  of  any  building  used  as  a  dwelling  house,  manufactory,  store,  or 
place  of  public  assemblage,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  such  build- 
mg;  such  consent  to  be  renewed  upon  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year  upon  thirty 
days'  notice  by  the  health  officer  to  that  effect:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  prevent  a  person  from  keeping  one  cow  for  his  own  domes- 
tic use,  nor  to  prevent  the  sale  of  the  surplus  milk  by  a  person  keeping  a  cow  for  his 
own  domestic  use. 

Sbc.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  r^fulation  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each  day 
during  which  such  violation  shall  continue.  (Commissioners'  order  of  May  24, 
1902.) 

MEAT,  FISH,  AND  POULTRY  NOT  TO  BE  DISPLAYED  OUTSIDE  OF  PRBMISBB. 

Abt.  22,  Sbc.  7.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  a  store  upon  a  street  or  avenue  not 
classed  as  a  business  street  or  avenue  may,  during  the  time  the  store  is  open  for 
business,  use  the  space  outside  the  front  thereof  to  the  extent  of  four  feet  from  the 
building  line,  for  the  display  of  ^:oods,  wares,  and  merchandise  directly  connected 
with  the  business  transacted  withm  the  store:  Provided ^  That  no  meat,  fish,  nor  fowl 
shall  be  displayed  outside  of  such  store;  and,  provided  further,  that  game  and  poul- 
try may  be  displayed  outside  of  said  store  within  four  feet  of  the  building  line  between 
November  1st  and  April  Ist  of  each  year. 

Sbc.  12.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  forty 
dollars  for  each  ana  every  offense. 

METAL  TAOS  OR  STAPLES  IN  MEAT. 

Abt.  23,  Sbc.  1.  No  person  shall  tag  or  mark  meat  intended  for  sale  by  metal  staples 
or  other  similar  devices  inserted  therein  less  than  two  inches  in  length  or  breaath, 
or  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  meat  so  tagged. 

Sbc.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars.

District  of  Colombia  r.  Lynham. 

POLICE  regulations;  drug  adulteration. 

It  is  no  defenm  for  a  druggist  who  is  prosecuted  for  selling  an  adulterated  drug,  in  violation  of  the 
act  of  Congress  of  February  17,  1898  (30  Stats.,  246),  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  drugs 
in  this  District,  to  show  simply  that  ne  was  nt  the  time  of  sale,  or  of  possession  for  sale,  ignorant  of 
the  fact  that  the  drug  was  adultemted.  He  must  know  what  he  sells,  or  proposes  to  sell,  and  that 
it  conforms  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  law.

Mr.  Chief  Justice  Alvey  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court 

This  case  comes  from  the  police  court  of  this  District  on  writ  of  error,  and  the  (ques- 
tion presented  is  whether  the  act  chaiiged  against  the  defendant  in  error  was  a  viola- 
tion of  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  17,  1898,  entitled  **An  act  relating  to  the 
adulteration  of  foods  and  drugs  in  the  District  of  Columbia." 

The  defendant  in  the  court  below  was  charged  by  information  with  selling  a  cer- 
tain drug,  to  wit,  "Hoffman's  Anodyne,"  the  same  not  beingof  the  strength,  quality, 
and  purity  as  laid  down  and  required  by  the  United  States  Fhannacopoeia,  contrary 
to  the  act  of  Congress. 

The  defendant  pleaded  not  guilty,  and  was  tried  by  a  jury  and  was  acquitted.  The 
District  of  Columbia  brings  up  the  case  on  writ  of  error. 

The  pharmacopa?ia  referred  to  in  the  act  of  Con^^ress  and  in  the  information  against 
the  defendant  as  furnishing  the  standard  for  testing  drugs  is  a  book  of  authoritative 
directions  for  the  selection  and  preparation  of  substances  to  be  used  as  medicines, 
including  a  list  of  the  articles  of  tne  materia  medica,  with  their  character  and  testa. 
It  in  said  that  almost  every  civilized  country  of  importance  has  its  own  pharmaco- 
{XBia.  The  pharmacopceia  of  the  United  States  is  rec<Mfnized  by  statute,  and  is  drawn 
up  by  a  national  convention  of  delegates  from  medical  societies  and  universities,  and 
is  revised,  or  intended  to  be  revised,  every  ten  yearsrand  is  considered  an  authori- 
tative standard  for  determining  the  composition  of  drugs.  The  present  current  edi- 
tion is  that  of  1890. 

It  appears  by  the  bill  of  exception  taken  at  the  trial  that  the  defendant,  a  druggist 
doing  Dusiness  in  this  city,  sold  to  one  Lynch  a  small  bottle  of  "Hoffman's  Anodyne," 
which  upon  analysis  by  the  chemist  for  the  health  oflSce  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
was  found  to  contain  no  ethereal  oil,  a  necessary  ingredient  thereof,  according  to  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia.  The  defendant  claimed,  and  he  insisted  u}>on  the  fact 
as  a  defense  to  the  prosecution,  that  he  had  sold  the  anodyne  to  Ljmch  in  the  con- 
dition he  received  it  from  the  manufacturer,  without  taking  anything  therefrom  or 
adding  anything  thereto;  "that  he  chan^^ed  the  drug  when  he  received  it  into  a 
bottle  when  he  sold  it  to  Lynch;  that  the  ingredients  in  Hoffman's  Anodyne  were  of 
such  a  character  that  the  ethereal  oil  speedily  disint^^ted  into  sulphuric  acid  and 
alcohol,  and  that  such  disintegration  frequently  occurred  before  the  Hoffman's  Ano- 
dyne had  reached  the  druggist  from  the  manumcturer  and  without  the  bottle  having 
been  uncorked." 

The  prosecution  showed  in  rebuttal  that  Hoffman's  Anodyne  would  remain  in  per- 
fect condition  for  two  or  three  years;  and  then  read  in  evidence  from  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia,  edition  ot  1890,  and  official,  the  composition  of  Hoffman's 
Anodyne,  as  follows:

'  *  Compound  Spirit  of  Ether.     ( Hoffman's  Anodyne. ) 

cc 

Ether,  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  cubic  centimeters 325 

Alcohol,  six  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  centimeters 650 

Ethereal  oil,  twenty-five  cubic  centimeters 25 

To  make  one  thousand  cubic  centimeters 1,000 

"Mix  them." 
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At  the  cloee  of  the  evidence,  the  court,  at  the  instance  of  the  defendant,  instracted 
the  jnry  that  if  thejr  found  that  any  of  the  ingredients  of  Hoffman's  Anodyne  was  of 
such  a  nature  that  it  would  speedily  disappear  by  evaporation  or  would  disintemite 
into  alcohol  and  sulphuric  acid,  and  that  without  knowledge,  on  the  part  of  the 
defendant  said  ingredients,  or  any  of  them,  had  disappeared  by  evaporation  or 
disint^ration,  then  the  jury  should  acquit  the  defendant 

In  giving  such  instruction  we  think  there  was  manifest  error.  Indeed,  it  is  plainly 
in  contravention  of  the  reason  and  spirit  of  the  act  of  Congress,  if  not  of  the  very 
letter  of  the  statute.  It  is  true  the  act  is  a  stringent  one  in  its  provisions,  but  with- 
out such  stringency  it  would  be  simply  ineffectual  as  a  means  to  accomplish  the 
object  proposed.  To  fully  appreciate  the  real  sco^  and  intent  of  the  act  it  may  be 
well  to  ^uote  those  parts  of  it  that  have  relation  to  the  subject-matter  of  this 
prosecution. 

Section  1  of  the  act  provides:  **  That  no  person  shall,  within  the  District  of  Colom- 
bia, by  himself  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  other 
person,  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his  custody  or  possession  with  the  intent 
to  sell  or  exchange,  any  article  of  food  or  drug  which  is  adulterated  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act'*    This  provision,  as  will  be  observed,  is  positive  in  ita  terms. 

Section  2  declares  ''That  the  term  'drug,'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include  all 
medicines  for  external  or  internal  use — ^antiseptics,  disinfectants,  and  cosmetics." 

And  bj[  section  3  it  is  provided,  **That  an  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulter- 
ated within  the  meaning  of  this  act:  (a)  In  the  case  of  drugs:  First,  if  when  sold 
under  or  by  a  name  recognized  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  it  differs  from 
the  standard  of  stren^h,  quality,  or  purity  laid  down  in  the  edition  thereof  at  the 
time  official;  second,  if  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name  not  recognized  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia,  but  which  is  found  in  the  German,  French,  or  English  pharma- 
copseia,  it  differs  from  the  strength,  quality,  or  purity  laid  down  therein;  third,  if 
when  sold  as  a  patented  medicine,  compounded  drug,  or  mixture  it  is  not  composed 
of  all  the  ingredients  advertised  or  printed  or  written  on  the  bottle,  wrapper,  or 
labels  of  or  on  or  with  the  patented  medicine,  compounded  drug,  or  mixture:  Pro- 
vided, That  if  the  defendant  in  any  prosecution  under  this  act,  in  respect  to  the  sale  of 
any  such  patented  medicine^  compounded  drug,  or  mixture,  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  court  that  he  had  purchased  the  article  in  question  as  the  same  in  nature, 
substance,  and  purity  as  that  demanded  of  him  by  the  purchaser,  and  with  a  writ- 
ten warranty  to  that  effect;  that  he  had  no  reason  to  believe  at  the  time  when  he 
sold  it  that  the  article  was  otherwise,  and  that  he  sold  it  in  the  same  state  as  when 
he  purchased  it,  he  shall  be  discharged  from  the  prosecution." 

The  Hoffman  anodyne,  it  appears,  is  recognized  and  described  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  not  of  the  third  daas  and  description  of  medicines  and 
compounds  referred  to  in  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  Con^r^;  nor  did  the  defend- 
ant attempt  to  make  and  establish  the  defense  as  provided  in  the  proviso  to  the  third 
section  of  the  act  may  be  done  *'in  respect  to  the  sale  of  any  such  patented  medicine, 
compounded  drug,  or  mixture." 

In  the  trial  of  a  prosecution  under  this  statute  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  District 
of  Columbia,  in  whose  name  the  prosecution  is  conducted,  to  prove  the  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  medicine  or  drug  by  the  defendant,  or  his  possession  thereof  for  pur- 
pose of  sale,  and  that  the  same  was  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  the  statiite. 
The  prosecution  upon  such  proof  makes  out  a  prima  facie  case  of  guilt  against  the 
defendant;  and  it  is  no  defense  for  the  defendant  to  show  simply  that  he  was  at  the 
time  of  sale,  or  of  possession  for  sale,  ignorant  of  the  fact  of  such  adulteration  of  the 
drug  or  medicine.  He  must  know  what  he  sells,  or  proposes  to  sell,  and  that  it 
conforms  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  law.  As  a  registered  druggist  he  holds 
himself  out  to  the  public  as  being  sufficiently  skilled  to  know  and  understand  of 
what  constituents  or  ingredients  the  drugs  and  medicines  that  he  offers  for  sale  are 
composed,  and  especially  in  respect  to  all  such  drugs  and  medicines  as  are  recog- 
nized and  described  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  It  is  not  in  his  mouth  to  say,  when  it  is 
shown  that  the  drug  was  impure  or  adulterated  at  the  tijne  of  sale,  that  he  was 
ignorant  of  the  fact  If  such  aefense  could  be  allowed,  there  would  be  no  protection 
to  the  public  against  impurities  and  adulterations  of  drugs  and  foods.  We  all  know, 
as  matter  of  common  knowledge,  that  adulterations  of  drugs  and  food  have  been 
carried  to  a  fearful  extent,  and  so  serious  has  the  evil  become  that  the  health  and 
life  of  the  people  are  frequently  endangered.  To  correct  the  evil  as  to  as  possible, 
legislation  has  been  resorted  to  in  most  of  the  civilized  nations,  and  particularly  in 
England  and  in  most  of  the  States  of  our  Union.  Such  legislation,  to  be  effective, 
must  of  necessity  be  of  a  very  stringent  character.  It  is  passed  in  the  exercise  of  the 
police  power,  hence  the  fact  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  party  offending  a^nst 
the  provisions  of  the  statute  is  almost  universally  regarded  as  quite  immaterial  to 
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the  qnestion  of  his  liability.  This  is  an  established  principle  both  in  the  English 
and  American  coarto. 

In  the  caae  of  Reg.  v.  Woodrow  (15  M.  and  W.,  406),  where  a  dealer  in  and  retailer 
of  tobacco  was  held  liable  to  the  penalty  prescribed  by  the  statute  for  having  in 
his  possession  adulterated  tobacco,  although  he  had  purchased  it  as  genuine,  and  had 
no  knowledge  or  cause  to  suspect  that  it  was  not  so.  The  Stat  5  and  6  Vict.,  ch. 
93,  under  which  the  prosecution  occurred,  simply  provided,  by  its  third  section, 
"  that  every  manufacturer  of,  dealer  in,  or  retailer  of  tobacco,  who  shall  receive  or  take 
iiUo  or  have  in  his  possession^  or  who  shall  sell,  send  out,  or  deliver  anv  tobacco  or  snuff 
which  shall  have  been  manufactured  with,  or  shall  have  hadadded  thereto  or  mixed 
therewith,  or  into  or  amongst  which  there  shall  have  been  put,  either  before  or  after 
being  manu^tured,  or  in  which  there  shall  be  found  on  examination  thereof,  any 
other  material,  liquid,  substance,  matter,  or  thing,  than,  as  respects  tobacco,  water 
only,**  shall  forfeit  £2b0.  That  case  was  verj-  fully  arpied,  and  Chief  Baron  Pollock, 
in  tne  course  of  his  opinion,  said:  ''It  appears  to  me  that  in  this  case,  it  being  wnthin 
the  personal  knowledge  of  the  party  that  he  was  in  the  possession  of  the  tobacco,  it 
is  not  necessary  that  he  should  know  that  the  tobacco  was  adulterated;  for  reasons 
probably  very  sound,  and  not  applicable  to  this  case  only,  but  to  many  other  branches 
of  the  law,  persons  who  deal  in  an  article  are  made  responsible  for  its  beii^  of  a  cer- 
tain (quality.  If  this  were  the  case  of  provisions,  or  of  any  matter  that  affected  the 
public  health,  it  would  not  be  at  all  unreasonable  to  require  persons  dealing  in  them 
to  be  aware  of  their  character  and  quality,  and  to  be  r^ponsible  for  their  goodness, 
whether  they  know  it  or  not — they  are  bound  to  take  care.  It  appears  to  me  that 
the  section  referred  to,  which  creates  this  offense,  namely,  the  third  section  of  the 
6  and  6  Vict,  ch.  93,  applies  to  this  case,  whether  the  party  knew  it  or  not"  And 
of  this  opinion  were  all  the  other  judges  of  that  court 

The  American  cases  which  hold  a  similar  doctrine  to  that  just  stated  are  numer- 
ous. They  hold  that  a  party  forbidden  to  sell,  or  to  keep  for  sale,  any  article  of 
food  or  drug,  adulterated  and  not  according  to  a  defined  standard  of  purity,  can  not 
relieve  himself  from  liability  by  showing  uiat  he  sold  or  offered  to  sell  the  article 
without  knowledge  of  its  impurity  or  adulteration.  He  must  be  taken  to  know  of 
what  the  article  is  constituted  that  he  offers  for  sale.  And  unless  the  statute  expresdy 
declares  that  tlie  party  shall  be  convicted  only  upon  its  being  shown  that  the  drug  or 
medicine  was  sold,  or  professed  to  be  sold,  by  the  defendant,  knowing  it  to  be  adtuier- 
ated  or  impure,  the  question  of  the  knowledge  of  the  defendant  as  to  the  adulteration 
or  impurity  of  the  article  is  wholly  immaterial  to  the  matter  of  jfuilt  of  the  defend- 
ant The  purpose  and  poUcy  of  the  statute  is  to  prohibit  unconditionally  and  unqual- 
ifiedly the  sale  of  impure  and  adulterated  drugs,  and  thus  to  protect  the  public 
against  injury;  and  tne  safety  to  the  public  consists  in  the  integrity,  skill,  and 
knowledge  of  the  druggist,  in  the  exercise  of  his  professional  employment.  It  is  to 
secure  these  objects  in  the  business  of  druggists  that  statutes  have  been  passed  in 
most  of  the  States;  of  the  stringent  character  to  which  we  have  referred.  And  with- 
out referring  specially  to  the  provisions  of  those  statutes,  and  to  the  facta  of  each 
particular  case  that  has  been  decided  thereon,  it  will  sufiice  to  refer  to  some  of  the 
leading  cases  upon  the  subject,  where  the  principle  may  be  found  discussed.  ( People 
V.  Clipperley,  101  N.  Y.,  634;  People  v.  Kibler,  106  N.  Y.,  321;  Com.  v.  Farren,  9 
Allen,  489;  Com.  v.  Waite,  11  Allen,  264;  Com.  v.  Smith,  103  Mass.,  444;  Com.  v. 
Warren,  160  Mass.,  533;  Com.  v.  Gray,  150  Mass.,  327;  State  v.  Newton,  50  N.  Y.  L., 
549;  Brown  v.  Marshall,  47  Mich.,  576;  People  v,  Robey,  52  Mich.,  577;  Smith  r. 
Hays,  23  111.  App.,  244;  Walton  r.  Booth,  34  La,  Ann.,  915;  State  v.  Campbell,  64 
N.  H.,  402.) 

Without  nirther  comment  we  conclude  that  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  must 
be  reversed  and  the  cause  be  remanded  for  new  trial;  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Judgment  reversed  and  cause  remanded.

The  failure  of  the  owner  of  property  to  remove  the  contents  of  foul  and  filthy  priviefi  on  premiaee 
occupied  by  tenants  under  a  lense  iH  not  made  a  misdemeanor  or  penal  offenjie  by  section  16  of  the 
act  of  Congress  of  January  25, 1898  (30  Stats.,  231),  in  express  terras;  and  such  offense  can  not  be 
implied  from  the  possible  or  probable  intention  of  Congress  so  to  make  it.

Mr.  Justice  Morris  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  appellant,  Thomas  E.  Waggaman,  was  charged  in  the  police  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict with  the  maintenance  of  a  nuisance,  in  the  way  of  foul  and  filthy  privies,  on 
certain  premises  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  alleged  violation  of  section  16  of  an 
act  of  Congress  of  January  25, 1898  (30  Stat.,  231),  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  the  disposal  of  certain  refuse,  and  for  other  purposes."  It 
appeared  in  evidence  that  the  appellant  and  another  person,  as  tenants  in  common, 
were  the  owners  of  the  premises  indicated,  which  were  in  the  actual  occupation  of 
their  tenants  by  leases  from  them;  that  the  appellant  had  been  duly  notified  to  abate 
the  nuisance  and  had  failed  to  do  so;  that  his  coowner  was  absent  from  the  District, 
and  had  not  been  served  with  any  notice,  and  that  there  were  three  tenants,  each 
renting  for  $3  a  month,  and  the  cost  of  removal  of  the  nuisance  would  be  $1  a  month. 
The  defense  was  merely  the  alleged  illegality  of  the  enactment  under  which  the 
prosecution  was  had;  but  the  appellant  was  held  liablt  to  the  general  penalty  pro- 
vided by  the  statute,  and  from  the  judgment  of  conviction,  a  bill  of  exceptions 
having  been  duly  taken,  he  has  appealed  to  this  court. 

As  already  inaicated,  and  as  stated  in  the  information  filed  against  the  appellant, 
the  sixteenth  section  of  the  statute  is  the  part  claimed  to  have  been  violatea  by  the 
appellant  But  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  fourteenth  sections 
in  connection  with  the  sixteenth.  The  act,  so  far  as  is  deemed  applicable  to  the 
present  case,  is  as  follows: 

**Sbc.  6.  That  no  person  shall,  in  said  District,  deposit  in  any  receptable  for  filth 
in  any  privy  any  substance  except  human  fecal  matter,  urine,  and  liquid  house 
refuse,  except  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  or  deodorizing,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  any  premises  on  which  a  privy  is  located,  or,  if  such 
premises  be  unoccupied,  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  to  keep  the  same  and  the 
contents  thereof  disinfected  and  deodorized  at  all  times. 

**  Sec.  7.  That  no  occupant  of  any  premises  in  said  District  wherein  is  situated  any 
privy,  or,  if  such  premises  be  unoccupied,  no  owner  or  owners  thereof,  shall  permit 
the  approaches  to  such  privy,  the  walls,  floors,  seats,  or  fittings  thereof  to  be  in  such 
a  state  or  condition  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  annoyance  to  any  person  or  persons,  for 
want  of  proper  cleansing  thereof,  nor  allow  any  receptacle  for  filth  used  in  connec- 
tion with  anyprivy  to  be  filled  within  less  than  four  inches  of  the  top  thereof. 

**  Sec.  14.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  or  abet  in  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  snail  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail 
of  tne  District  of  Columbia  for  not  exceeding  fifteen  days. 

"  Sbc.  16.  That  the  term  privy,  as  used  m  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  mean  any 
building  or  part  of  a  building  used,  or  intended  to  be  used,  for  the  reception  of 
human  fecal  matter  or  urine,  and  which  is  not  connected  with  the  public  sewer  or 
some  duly  authorized  system  of  sewage  disposal,  so  as  to  immediately  remove  such 
material  from  said  building;  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  premises  on  which  any 
such  privy  is  situated  shall  be  held  liable  for  its  erection  and  maintenance,  in  con- 
formity to  law,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  contents  thereof,  as  from  time  to  time 
may  be  necessary;  and  if  such  owner  or  owners  can  not  be  found  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  a  notice  of  any  work  required  bv  this  act  to  be  done,  specifying  a  reason- 
able time  for  the  performance  thereof,  shall  be  left  with  the  agent  of  such  premises; 
and  if  no  such  agent  can  be  found  in  said  District,  such  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
last  known  address  of  such  owner  or  owners;  and  if  the  work  specified  in  said 
notice  be  not  done  within  the  time  allowed  therein,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  are  hereby  authorized  to  cause  such  work  to  be  done  and  to  assess 
the  cost  thereof  as  a  tax  against  the  property  benefited,  which  tax  shall  be  carried 
on  the  regular  tax  roll  o^  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  man- 
ner provided  for  the  collection  of  other  taxes.'* 

It  is  very  plain  to  us  that  sections  6  and  7  of  the  act  have  no  bearing  upon  the 
appellant's  case.  He  is  not  charged  with  the  violation  of  either  of  them,  and  the 
record  faiils  to  develop  a  case  in  which  either  section  would  be  applicable  or  perti- 
nent. The  prosecution  professes  to  be  exclusively  under  section  16  of  the  act,  and 
must  be  supported,  if  at  all,  upon  some  express  requirement  of  that  section  with 
which  the  appellant  has  failed  to  comply.  There  is  only  one  p^o^^gion  in  that  sec- 
tion which  has  the  semblance  of  such  a  requirement,  and  that  is  the  part  of  the 
section  wherein  it  is  enacted  *'  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  premises  on  which 
such  privy  is  situated  shall  be  held  liable  *  *  *  for  the  removal  of  the  contents 
thereof  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  necessary."  The  legislative  command  or  pro- 
hibition supposed  to  have  been  violated  by  the  appellant  must  be  found  in  these 
woidjs,  if  at  all,  in  the  section  or  in  the  act 
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But  here  there  is  plainly  neither  command  nor  prohibition.  There  is  no  com- 
mand to  the  owner  of  the  premises  to  abate  the  nuisance,  and  there  is  no  prohibi- 
tion upon  him  to  maintain  it.  The  provision  is  simply  that  he  *^  shall  oe  held 
liable"  if  he  fails  to  remove  it,  or  rather  that  he  "shall  be  held  liable  for  the 
removal  of  it."  These  are  not  the  words  by  which  a  criminal  offense  is  created. 
Crimes  are  not  to  be  created  b}^  implication,  even  though  they  be  only  of  the  ^rade 
of  misdemeanors,  and  onlj^  by  implication  could  a  command  or  prohibition  be  found 
in  this  provision  to  require  a  duty  of  the  appellant  for  the  failure  to  comply  with 
which  he  could  properly  be  subjected  to  proceedings  in  a  court  of  cruninal 
jurisdiction. 

It  may  be  conceded  that  the  intention  of  the  legislature  is  quite  apparent  to  require 
a  duty  m>m  the  owners  of  premises  in  such  cases;  and  there  is  no  good  reason  why 
they  should  not  be  held  to  a  rigid  acountability  for  the  performance  of  such  duty 
when  it  is  properly  required  from  them.  While  the  duty  is  primarily  upon  the  occu- 
pants of  premises  to  remove  the  nuisances  which  they  themselves  have  created,  we 
fail  to  see  that  any  constitutional  right  or  any  principle  of  justice  would  be  infringed 
by  a  requirement  that,  in  proper  cases,  the  owners  of  the  premises  should  cause  such 
removal.  The  hardship  claimed  to  be  thereby  imposed  upon  the  owners  of  property, 
amounting,  as  it  is  alleged  or  supposed,  to  virtual  confiscation  in  some  cases,  is  not 
worthy  of  serious  consideration.  If  confiscation  could  be  assumed  to  be  justifiable 
in  any  contingency,  it  would  be  for  the  use,  or  rather  the  abuse,  of  the  right  of  prop- 
erty in  the  maintenance  of  nuisances  of  the  character  here  indicated,  to  the  detri- 
ment and  danger  of  a  whole  community. 

But  whatever  may  have  been  the  intention  of  Congress  in  the  enactment  of  the 
provision  in  question,  or  however  lai^  may  be  its  power  to  legislate  for  the  proteo- 
tion  of  the  community  against  such  nuisances  as  it  is  sought  to  prevent,  it  is  very 
clear  to  us  that  the  intention  was  not  so  far  carried  into  effect  as  to  constitute  as  a 
criminal  offense  such  inaction  or  failure  to  remove  a  nuisance  as  is  here  shown  on 
the  part  of  the  appellant  As  we  have  said,  criminal  offenses  can  not  be  created  by 
implication ;  this  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  our  criminal  jurisprudence.  The  com- 
mand or  prohibition  must  be  direct  and  positive,  and  not  merely  to  be  elicited  by 
inference  or  indirection  from  a  loose  statement  which  of  itself  imposes  no  duty 
upon  the  individual.  Here  the  requirement  is,  not  that  the  owner  of  premises  must 
remove  an  alleged  nuisance,  under  a  prescribed  penalty  for  failure  to  do  so,  bat  that 
he  shall  be  held  liable  for  such  removal.  If  the  statute  were  to  be  construed  strictly, 
as  it  probably  should  be  so  far  as  it  is  a  penal  statute,  the  liability  chai^ged,  or  sought 
to  be  charged,  upon  the  owner  of  the  premises  is  for  the  removal  of  the  nuisance 
rather  than  for  the  failure  to  remove  it.  But  the  command  of  the  statute,  so  £ar  as  there 
is  command  or  prohibition,  is  that  the  party  "shall  be  held  liable,**  not  that  he  shall 
remove  a  nuisance;  and  the  violation  ot  the  provision  would  consist,  not  in  his  fail- 
ure to  remove  the  nuisance,  but  in  some  failure  by  someone,  by  the  police  court, 
perhaps,  to  hold  him  liable.  The  absurdity  of  this  conclusion  suffices  to  show  how 
inapt  to  create  a  criminal  offense  the  words  are  which  are  used  in  this  provision  ol 
the  statute  under  consideration. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  consider  the  supposed  constitutional  cjuestion  of  inequality  in 
the  operation  of  the  statute  as  between  residents  and  nonresidents.  We  do  not  think 
that  that  question  arises  in  this  case,  or  that  a  detennination  of  it  is  necessary  for  a 
determination  of  the  case.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  failure  of 
the  owner  of  the  property  to  remove  the  alleged  nuisance,  under  the  drcumstanoee 
developed  in  this  case,  is  not  made  a  misdemeanor  or  penal  offense  by  the  statute  in 
express  terms,  and  that  we  can  not  imply  such  offense  from  the  possible  or  probable 
intention  of  Congress  so  to  make  it.  Ii  such  was,  in  fact,  the  legislative  intention, 
we  may  well  say  of  it,  voluit  sed  non  dixit.  But  it  is  further  apparent  from  the  statute 
that  the  liability,  whatever  it  was,  which  was  imposed,  or  intended  to  be  imposed, 
upon  the  owner  of  property  in  this  connection,  is  inconsistent  with  the  theory  that 
a  criminal  liability  was  intended  to  be  created  by  this  clause  of  the  act  The  clause 
in  full  is  "  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  premises  upon  which  any  such  privy  is 
situated  shall  be  held  liable  for  its  erection  and  maintenance  in  conformity  to  law, 
and  for  the  removal  of  the  contents  thereof  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  necessary;" 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  liability  of  the  owner  of  the  property  for  the  removal 
of  the  contents  of  the  privy  is  placed,  so  far  as  this  clause  is  concerned,  precisely  upon 
the  same  basis  as  his  liability  for  the  construction  of  the  privy  according  to  the 
reouirements.  But  the  statute  was  careful  not  to  leave  the  penal  character  of  the 
liability  for  improper  construction  dependent  upon  this  clause  alone,  or  to  any  ext^it 
whatever. 

There  are  other  sections  and  provisions  of  the  act  specifically  dealing  with  the 
matter  of  construction,  and  specifically  providing  what  the  owner  shall  or  snail  not  do 
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in  that  regard,  and  providing  the  penalty  for  his  failure  to  conform  with  such  require- 
ments of  the  law;  but  there  is  no  provision  anywhere  in  the  act  outside  of  the  clause  in 
question  i>re8cribiDg  it  as  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  the  premises,  when  such  premises 
are  occupied  by  a  tenant,  to  cause  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  the  pnvy.  If, 
therefore,  the  milure  of  the  owner  of  occupied  premises  to  cause  the  removal  of  the 
contents  of  privies  is  bv  this  act  made  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  and 
imprisonment,  it  is  only  b^  implication  from  the  words  of  the  clause  which  has  been 
cited.  But,  as  we  have  intimated,  the  creation  of  criminal  offenses,  even  of  the 
grade  of  misdemeanors,  by  implication  would  be  something  of  a  novelty  in  the  law; 
and  certainly  can  not  be  presumed  in  a  statute  where  the  lawmakers  are  specific 
enough  when  they  seek  to  deal  with  other  liabilities  imposed  u^n  the  owners  of 
property.  Had  they  intended  to  make  the  act  here  chai^red  a  misdemeanor  on  the 
part  of  the  owner,  it  would  have  been  easy  to  say  so  in  plain  and  explicit  language 
that  would  have  left  no  room  for  doubt  Fenal  statutes  should  be  plain  and  unam- 
biguous, and  not  depend  upon  construction  for  the  determination  oi  their  character. 
We  are  of  opinion  that  no  penal  offense,  such  as  Ihe  appellant  was  charged  with, 
was  created  by  the  statute  in  question.  The  judgment  appealed  from  must,  there- 
fore, be  reversed,  and  the  cause  will  be  remanded  to  the  police  court,  with  directions 
to  dischai^  the  defendant  and  to  quash  the  information  against  him;  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 


RELATIVE  TO  THE  SALE  OF  MALT  EXTRACTS. 

Mackall  v.  District  of  Columbia. 

STATrTORY  CONSTRUCTION:  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS. 

1.  While  every  word  of  a  statute  is  to  receive  effect  and  to  be  construed  according  to  its  ordinary  and 

natural  mgrnlflcatlon,  and  the  strict  letter  is  not  to  be  departed  from  without  good  and  sufficient 
cause,  a  thing  not  within  the  punx)se  and  meaning  of  the  statute,  although,  perhaps,  within  the 
strict  letter,  win  not  be  coustruea  as  included  in  the  enactment. 

2.  A  criminal  prosecution  for  selling  a  certain  malt  extract,  in  violation  of  the  act  of  Confess  of 

March  8, 1898  (27  Stat«i.,  563),  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  District,  and  defin- 
ing such  liquors  to  be  certain  well-known  and  specified  intoxicants,  and  also '  *  all  other  fermented 
and  distilled  liquors,"  can  not  be  maintained  where  the  testimony  shows  that  while  such  extract 
is  a  fermented  liquor  containing  a  percentage  of  alcohol,  it  has  never  been  used  as  an  intoxi- 
cant, and  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  could  be  so  used.

Mr.  Justice  Moh-is  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  plaintiffs  in  error  were  arraigned  in  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
under  an  information  which  charged  them  with  the  sale  of  certain  intoxicating 
liquors  without  the  written  prescription  of  a  reputable  physician,  they  being  drug- 
gists, in  violation  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1893,  for  the  r^2;ulation 
of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  This  act  contains  the 
following  provisions: 

**  Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  that  no  person  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  keep  for  sale 
or  traffic  in,  barter,  or  exchange  for  goods,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  any  intoxi- 
cating liquor,  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  sales  made 
by  a  person  under  a  provision  of  law  requiring  him  to  sell  personal  property,  nor  to 
salefl  by  the  maker,  brewer,  or  distiller  thereof,  not  to  be  drunk  on  tne  premises. 
Wherever  the  term  'intoxicating  liquors*  is  used  in  this  act,  it  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  whiskey,  brandy,  rum,  gin,  wine,  ale,  porter,  beer,  and  all  other  fermented 
and  distilled  liquors. 

**Sec.  11.  That  druMSta  and  apothecaries  shall  not  be  required  to  obtain  Ucense 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  they  shall  not  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  nor  com- 
pound nor  mix  any  compound  thereof,  except  upon  the  written  prescription  of  a 
reputable  physician,  nor  more  than  once  on  any  one  prescription  of  the  physician," 
etc. 

On  the  trial  in  the  police  court  it  was  proved,  and  it  is  not  denied  to  be  the  fact, 
that  the  defendants  (the  plaintiffs  in  error  here)  sold  one  bottle  of  malt  extract 
known  as  **  Braunschweiger  Mumme  Malt  Extract,"  without  a  physician*s  prescrip- 
tion therefor;  and  the  one  question  in  the  case  is  whether  this  malt  extract  was  an 
intoxicating  liquor  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  sale  by 
druggists  without  prescription. 
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Testimony  was  adduced  in  the  police  court  to  show  the  nature  of  the  extract 
The  testimony  ou  behalf  of  the  District  was  that  of  its  chemist;  and  it  is  thus  stated 
in  the  record  before  us: 

"That  he  had  made  an  analysis  of  the  contents  of  the  said  bottle  of  Braunschwei- 
ser  Mumme  Malt  Extract  in  order  to  ascertain  its  alcoholic  strength,  and  had  found 
that  the  same  contained  alcohol  in  the  proportion  of  three  and  thirty-five  hundredths 
per  cent  (3.35J  by  weij^ht  and  four  and  nineteen  hundredths  per  cent  (4.19)  by  vol- 
ume; that  he  nad  made  no  analysis  in  order  to  determine  other  constituents  of  the 
said  liquor;  that  the  amount  of  alcohol  contained  in  the  liquid  rendered  it  an  intoxi- 
cant if  taken  in  sufficient  quantities,  and  was  about  the  same  as  ordinarily  contained 
in  beer;  that  malt  extract  was  produced  by  a  process  of  fermentation  of  malted  bar- 
ley and  other  ingredients  similar  to  the  process  of  producing  beer;  that  malt  extract 
was  ordinarily  used  as  a  medicine  and  not  as  an  intoxicant,  but  could  be  used  as  an 
intoxicant/' 

The  testimony  on  behalf  of  the  defendants  tended  to  show  substantially  that  Braon- 
schweiger  Mumme  Malt  Extract  was  extensively  used  as  a  medicine  possessing  valu- 
able (qualities,  and  recommentled  as  such  by  the  medical  profession,  and  was  not  used 
as  an  mtoxicant,  but  exclusively  as  a  medicine;  that  it  was  believed  that  it  could  not 
well  be  used  as  an  intoxicant,  for  the  reason  that  a  sufficient  quantity  could  not  be 
taken  into  the  stomach  to  procure  intoxication  before  nausea  would  result;  that  the 
percentage  of  alcohol  in  it  was  variable,  depending  on  the  age  of  the  extract  and  the 
means  aaopted  to  arrest  fermentation;  that  the  active  and  valuable  agent  in  it  was 
diastase,  wnich  possesses  the  power  to  convert  starchy  foods  into  grape  sugar  and  is 
a  great  aid  to  digestion;  that  this  diastase  was  used  up  in  the  manufacture  of  beer; 
that  for  this  reason,  and  in  consequence  of  the  existence  of  other  extractive  matters, 
the  malt  extract  differed  essentially  from  beer  and  other  malt  liquors;  that  the  malt 
extract  in  question  was  sold  exclusively  by  druggists;  that  it  was  a  proprietary  med- 
icine registered  with  the  United  States  Internal-Revenue  Bureau,  and  bore  as  such 
an  internal-revenue  stamp;  and  that  no  liquor  license  had  ever  bieen  required  for  its 
sale. 

Upon  this  testimony  an  instruction  to  the  jury  was  asked  on  behalf  of  the  defend- 
ants to  the  effect  that,  in  onler  to  constitute  a  violation  of  the  act  of  Ck>ngre8S  of 
March  3,  1893,  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
the  malt  extract  in  question  must  be  identical  with  whisky,  brandy,  rum,  ^n, 
wine,  ale,  porter,  beer,  or  some  other  fermented  or  distilled  liquor  of  a  like  kind, 
and  if  not  identical  with  the  liquors  mentioned  sjiecifically,  must  be  such  as  is  ordi- 
narily used  as  an  intoxicating  liquor  and  not  as  a  medicine.  This  instruction  the 
court  refused  to  give;  and  the  defendants  excepted. 

The  court  then  charged  the  jury  of  its  own  motion.  In  the  charge,  referring  to  a 
text-book  on  intoxicatmg  liquors,  which  it  cited,  it  proceeded  to  say: 

**The  meaning  of  this  term  (intoxicating  liquors)  is  in  some  instances  prescribed 
in  the  statute  itself  (as  in  this  case),  and  when  that  is  the  case  there  is  no  room  for 
further  inquiry  into  its  scope,  nor  are  the  courts  called  upon  to  construe  it;  in  other 
words,  it  is  not  a  question  with  you  whether  it  took  a  certain  amount  to  intoxicate 
or  not.  The  law  itself  tells  you  what  it  means  by  intoxicating  liquors.  You  have 
only  to  decide  the  question  of  fact,  and  the  only  question  of  fact  that  presents  itself 
here  is  whether  this  article  was  purchased  from  the  defendant  within  the  time  named 
without  the  prescription  of  a  reputable  physician.  Let  me  read  to  you  further  from 
this  authority.  Neither  in  the  face  of  the  statutory  definition  is  it  permissible  to 
examine  into  the  actual  intoxicating  pro|)erties  of  any  liquor  named  or  indicated  in 
the  law.  In  other  words,  this  authority  says  you  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
Question  as  to  whether  it  is  intoxicating  or  not  The  lawmakers  have  the  right  to 
define  it,  and  after  it  is  defined  the  courts  have  nothing  to  do  with  it  The  law  does 
not  intend  to  include  toilet  articles  like  cologne  or  anything  of  that  kind.  It  is  not 
intended  to  include  articles  that  are  not  intended  to  be  used  as  a  bevera^.  If  yoa 
find  from  the  e\idence  that  the  defendant  sold  the  article,  and  that  it  is  included 
within  the  terms  I  have  read  to  you,  and  that  it  was  sold  without  the  prescription  of 
a  reputable  physician,  then  there  is  nothing  for  you  to  do  but  to  bring  in  a  verdict 
of  guilty;  if  not,  you  must  acquit.  In  considering  the  case  you  must  consider  it  as 
you  do  all  other  criminal  cases;  you  must  give  the  defendant  the  benefit  of  all 
reasonable  doubt.*' 

Exception  was  taken  by  the  defendants  to  the  chai^  as  a  whole.  Under  the  strict 
rules  of  law,  this  ex(reption,  of  course,  could  not  be  considered  by  us,  inasmuch  as 
there  are  statements  in  the  charge  which  are  plainly  unexceptionable  in  point  of 
law.  But  as  the  case  is  admitted  oy  both  parties  to  6e  a  test  case  to  procure  a  judi- 
cial construction  of  the  law,  counsel  for  defendant  in  error  have  waived  in  open  court 
all  technical  objection  to  the  appeal  on  this  account,  and  the  parties  have  agreed  that 
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the  chaiig:e  of  the  court  below  should  be  considered  as  though  exception  had  been 
duly  taken  to  each  and  every  statement  of  the  law  antagonistic  to  the  contention  of 
the  plaintiffs  in  error. 

The  jury  rendered  a  verdict  of  guilty,  as  it  could  scarcely  have  faUed  to  do  under 
the  chaiige,  since  the  only  question  of  fact  left  to  be  determined  bv  it  was  not  con- 
tested by  the  defendants,  and  seems  to  have  been  virtually  admitted  by  them.  The 
defendants  were  thereupon  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $260,  and  in  defoult  of  payment 
to  be  committed  to  the  workhouse  for  sixty  days.  From  that  judgment  they  have 
appealed  to  this  court. 

The  matter  of  the  regulation,  and  even  the  prohibition,  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  notwithstanding  the  grave  arguments  against  the  expediency  of  legislative 
action  on  the  subject,  and  notwithst^ding  the  still  graver  arguments  based  upon  the 
assumed  encroachment  of  such  legislation  upon  individual  freedom  and  natural  ri^ht, 
is  now  generally  conceded  to  be  a  proper  subject  for  legislative  control.  Accepting, 
as  we  do  to  its  fullest  extent,  the  right  of  the  lawmaking  power  to  legislate  upon  the 
subject,  we  think  that  its  enactments  should  be  so  construed  as  to  effect  most  fully 
the  beneficent  purpose  sought  to  be  subserved  and  not  in  such  manner  as  ultimately 
to  thwart  and  nullify  the  law.  Evasions  of  the  statute  can  not  be  allowed  any  more 
than  open  violations  of  it;  and  the  druggist  can  not  be  allowed,  by  a  mere  change  of 
name  of  the  article  or  a  merely  specious  alteration  of  its  constituent  elements,  to 
supersede  the  ordinary  liquor  dealer.  It  is  not  apparent  that  any  good  purpose 
would  be  6ul)served  by  the  allowance  of  a  free  dispensation  of  intoxicating  liquors 
by  a  druggist  under  some  more  specious  names  than  they  now  bear,  while  the  same 
right  is  denied  to  the  grocer  or  the  tavern  keeper. 

At  the  same  time,  the  law  must  be  given  a  reasonable  interpretation;  an  unreason- 
able interpretation  would  only  serve  to  bring  it  into  discreait,  and  would  thereby 
ultimately  thwart  the  laudable  purposes  of  the  lawmakers.  For  this  reason  we  can 
not  accept  the  doctrine  that,  when  the  meaning  of  the  term  ** intoxicating  liquors" 
is  prescribed  in  a  statute,  there  is  no  room  for  further  inquiry  into  the  scope  of  the 
words,  and  no  room  for  construction  by  the  courts.  This  statement  of  the  law  may 
be  correct  in  a  restricte<i  sense.  If,  for  instance,  in  the  statute  now  before  us  Con- 
gress had  said  that  by  the  term  "intoxicating  liquors"  they  meant  whisky,  brandy, 
rum,  gin,  and  wine,  and  then  stopped  short  without  mention  of  ale,  porter,  beer,  or 
other  fermented  or  distilled  liquors,  undoubtedly  it  would  not  be  competent  for  the 
courts  to  add  anything  to  the  enumeration,  notwithstanding  there  were  other  well- 
known  intoxicating  beverages  equally  injurious  in  their  effect.  But  if,  on  the  other 
hand.  Congress  had  said  that  by  the  term  ** intoxicating  liquors"  they  meant  whisky, 
brandy,  rum,  gin,  wine,  ale,  porter,  beer,  and  mineral  water,  it  woula  be  exceedingly 
difficult  to  maintain  the  position  that  the  courts  could  not  inquire  into  the  effect  of 
the  term  ** mineral  water"  in  this  connection. 

It  is  well-settled  law  that  every  word  of  a  statute  is  to  receive  effect  and  to  be 
construed  according  to  ita  ordinary  and  natural  signification,  and  the  strict  letter  is 
not  to  l)e  departed  from  without  good  and  sufficient  cause;  but  it  may  be  regarded 
as  equally  well-settled  law  that,  when  a  thing  is  not  within  the  meaning  and  purpose 
of  a  statute,  although  perhaps  within  the  strict  letter,  it  will  not  be  construeJi  as 
included  in  the  enactment  The  authorities  are  believed  to  be  unanimous  on  this 
point.  (See  United  States  v.  Freeman,  3  How.,  556;  Heydenfeldt  v.  Mining  Co.,  93 
U.  8.,  6^;  Unite^l  States  r.  Kirby,  7  Wall.,  482;  United  States r.  Stubblefield,  40 Fed. 
Rep.,  454;  Ruasellv.  Sloan,  33  Vt.,  656;  Kingr.  State,  58 Miss.,  737;  Stater.  Hammond, 
20  W.  Va.,  18;  Holmes  v.  State,  20  Kan.,  751;  State  v.  Canton,  43  Mo.,  48;  Peoples. 
Lacombe,  99  N.  Y.,43;  Stater.  Boyd,  2Gill  &  Johns.,  376;  Mason  v.  Rogers,  4  Littell 
(Ky. ),  377;  Eyston  v.  Studd,  2  Plowden,  464;  Am.  &  Eng.  Encyc.  of  L.  (1st  ed. ),  vol. 
23,  p.  414  el  seq.^  where  numerous  authorities  upon  the  points  are  cited  and  collated.) 

In  the  case  of  State  v.  Boyd,  2  Gill  &  Johns.,  375,  it  was  said:  "  Statutes  are  some- 
times extended  to  cases  not  within  the  letter  of  them,  and  cases  are  sometimes 
excluded  from  the  operation  of  statutes,  though  within  the  letter,  on  the  principle 
that  what  is  within  the  intention  of  the  makers  of  the  statute  is  within  the  statute, 
though  not  within  the  letter,  and  that  what  is  within  the  letter  of  the  statute  and 
not  within  the  intention  of  the  makers  is  not  within  the  statute,  it  being  an  acknowl- 
edged rule  in  construction  of  statutes  that  the  intention  of  the  makers  ought  to  be 
regarded." 

In  the  statute  now  before  us  Congress  undertook  to  enumerate  the  intoxicating 
liquors,  the  sale  of  which  it  sought  to  r^^ulate  and  restrain.  Those  specially  men- 
tioned— whisky,  brandy,  rum,  gin,  wine,  ale,  porter,  and  beer — are  well-known  and 
ordinary  intoxit^ant^,  the  use  of  which  for  the  purpose  of  intoxication  is  universally 
recognized.  But  it  was  perfectly  well  aware  that  there  were  other  similar  or  practi- 
cally equivalent  substances,  the  result  of  fermentation  or  distillation,  used  for  the 
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same  purpose,  and  consequently  the  sole  parpose  evidently  being  to  prevent  or 
restrict  the  vice  of  intoxication,  it  provided  that  ''all  other  fermented  and  distilled 
liquors"  which  would  have  the  same  result  should  be  placed  in  the  same  category. 
Now,  that  in  these  general  terms  it  was  not  intended  by  Congress  to  include  all 
liquo*^  produced  by  fermentation  or  distillation,  but  only  all  intoxicating  liauors  so 
produced,  we  regard  as  too  clear  for  arguipent.  If  there  are  fermented  or  distilled 
liquors  which  are  not  intoxicants,  or  which  are  not  used  or  intended  to  be  used  as 
intoxicants,  they  were  not  within  the  intention  of  the  lawmakers,  and  they  can  not 
reasonably  be  mcluded  in  the  statute,  notwithstanding  that  they  are  comprised 
within  the  letter  and  within  the  expre>'8  words  of  the  statute.  Attar  of  roses  is  a 
distilled  liquor;  vinegar  is  the  product  of  fermentation;  cologne,  bay  rum,  Uncture 
of  gentian,  extract  of  vanilla,  extract  of  lemon,  and  numerous  other  substances  are 
pnxiuced  by  distillation,  and  some  of  them  have  a  very  large  element  of  alcohol. 
Even  fresh  water  can  be  produced  by  distillation  of  the  palt  water  of  the  ocean.  All 
these  undoubtedly  are  within  the  letter  of  the  statute  as  fermented  or  distilled 
liquors,  but  it  would  be  absurd  to  claim  that  they  are  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute  or  within  the  intention  of  Congress. 

It  is  conceded  that  toilet  articles,  such  as  cologne  and  bay  rum,  are  not  included  in 
the  statute.  But  why  not?  They  are  the  result  of  distillation,  and  therefore  plainly 
within  the  letter  of  the  statute.  Moreover,  they  are  capable  of  intoxicating,  are 
strongly  alcoholic,  and  have  been  actually  used  for  the  purpose  of  intoxication.  And 
yet  it  18  conceded  that  they  are  not  included  in  the  statute  because  they  are  not 
intended  to  be  used  as  intoxicants;  their  ordinary  purpose  is  not  for  intoxication, 
and  it  is  not  a  use,  but  an  abuse,  of  them  to  apply  them  for  the  purpose  of  intoxi- 
cation. 

There  is  no  testimony  in  the  record  to  show  that  the  malt  extract  here  in  question 
is  now  or  ever  was  used  as  an  intoxicant.  On  the  contrary,  the  testimony  is  to 
the  effect  that  it  has  never  been  so  used,  and  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  could 
be  so  used,  in  view  of  the  ingredients  contained  in  it,  which  would  probably  cause 
nausea  before  a  sufficient  quantity  of  the  article  could  be  taken  into  the  stomach 
to  cause  intoxication.  The  testimony  of  the  chemist  for  the  District  was  that  it 
would  cause  intoxication  if  a  sufficient  quantity  of  it  was  taken,  but  that  he  had  not 
analyzed  it  further  than  to  ascertain  the  percentage  of  alcohol.  Consequently  he 
was  not  competent  to  testify  as  to  the  effect  of  the  other  ingredients  to  neutralize  the 
effect  of  the  alcohol,  and  he  did  not  attempt  to  testify  on  that  point 

But,  assuming  that  this  malt  extract  can,  if  taken  in  sufficient  quantity,  be  used  as 
an  intoxicant,  although  it  is  not  shown  even  to  have  been  so  used,  we  aro  wholly 
unable  to  see  why  it  should  be  regarded  as  an  intoxicating  liquor  when  cologne  and 
bay  rum,  which  have  a  larger  percentage  of  alcohol,  and  are  not  only  capable  of  being 
used  as  intoxicants,  but  have  actually  l^n  so  used,  as  we  know  by  common  notoriety, 
are  not  regarded  as  being  in  the  same  category.  Why  should  an  immunity  be  allowed 
to  the  more  intoxicating  toilet  article  which  is  denied  to  the  medicine  of  lesser  alco- 
holic quality?  We  think  that  it  would  be  unreasonable  so  to  construe  the  law  as  to 
include  either. 

We  aro  not  to  be  understood  as  holding  that  all  malt  extracts,  or  all  articles  that 
are  so  designated,  are  to  be  excluded  from  the  category  of  intoxicating  liquors.  If 
the  contention  of  the  District  be  true  that  this  malt  extract,  or  anjr  other  malt 
extract,  if  taken  in  sufficient  quantities,  can  actually  be  used  as  an  intoxicant,  and  in 
course  of  time  it  should  come  to  be  habitually,  or  at  least  frequently,  used  as  an 
intoxicant,  then,  but  not  till  then,  will  it  be  proper  to  include  it  in  the  category  of 
fermented  and  distilled  liquors  mentioned  in  the  statute.  It  was  the  purpose  of 
Congress  to  deal  only  with  recognized  intoxicants  and  their  practical  equivalents,  bv 
whatsoever  name  known  or  under  whatsoever  fraudulent  disguise  or  device  concealea, 
and  not  to  interfere  with  the  free  use  of  culinary,  medicinal,  or  toilet  articles,  because 
thev  had  inherent  in  them  the  possibility  of  bemg  some  day  used  as  intoxicants.  It 
is  the  function  of  the  lawmaking  power  to  deal  with  existing  conditions,  not  with 
speculative  possibilities. 

From  what  we  have  said  it  follows  that,  in  our  opinion,  there  was  error  in  the 
ruling  of  the  police  court,  for  wJiich  its  judgment  must  be  reversed.  The  cause  will 
be  remanded  to  that  court,  with  directions  to  vacate  its  judgment,  to  set  aside  the 
verdict,  and  for  further  proceeding  therein  in  accordance  with  law  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  opinion.    And  it  is  so  ordered. 
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BELATIVE  TO  THE  SMOKE  LAW. 

MOSES  V.  UNITED  STATES.

NUISANCE;  EVIDENCE. 

1.  In  an  information  for  a  violation  of  the  act  of  Ck)ngreas  of  February  2, 1899  (80  Stats.,  812),  the 

second  section  of  which  provides  that  "the  owner,  a^ent,  lessee,  or  occupant  of  any  building 
from  the  lonokestack  or  chimney  of  which  there  shall  issue  or  be  emitted  thick  or  dense  black 
or  gray  smoke,"  etc.,  shall  be  Ruilty  of  creating  a  public  nuisance.  It  is  proper  to  charge  that  the 
deJenaants,  bein^  occupants,  etc.,  did  **  unlawfully  cause,  permit,  and  allow  the  emission,"  etc., 
instead  of  following  the  preeihc  language  of  the  section  and  charging  the  defendants  simply  as 
occupants  of  a  certain  building,  from  the  smokestack  or  chimney  of  which  the  objectionable 
smoke  was  emitted,  as  the  meaning  of  the  section  can  not  be  extended  so  as  to  incluc  ?  all  occu- 
pants of  such  building,  but  must  be  limited  to  such  occupants  as  shall  have  had  an  agency  in 
the  control  of  the  furnace  producing  the  smoke. 

2.  That  such  section  of  the  net  is  so  broud  in  its  terms  that  it  might  be  applied,  by  poflsible  construc- 

tion, to  persons  beyond  the  power  of  Congress  to  punish  for  the  existence  of  the  thing  declared 
to  be  a  nuisance  per  se,  Ciin  not  prevent  its  having  eflfect  as  to  those  clearly  within  Its  provisions; 
following  Chapman  v.  United  States,  5  App.  D.  C,  121;  Lansburgh  v.  D.  C,  11  id..  512. 
S.  The  act  of  Congress  of  February  2, 1899,  declaring  the  emission  of  dense  or  thick  black  or  jrray 
smoke  or  cinders  from  any  smokestack  or  chimney,  in  connection  with  any  stationary  engine, 
etc.,  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  a  public  nuisance,  and  providing  a  punishment 
therefor,  is,  upon  its  face,  a  valid  and  constitutional  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  Congress 
over  this  District. 

4.  The  proviso  of  that  act,  excluding  from  its  application  "chimneys  of  buildings  used  exclusively 

for  private  residences,"  does  not  render  the  act  void  because  of  inequality  and  unjust  discrimi- 
nation: nor  does  its  limitation  of  the  emission  of  the  prohibited  smoke  "  from  any  smokestack  or 
chimney  in  connection  with  any  stationary  engine,  steam  boiler,  or  furnace,"  render  it  void 
upon  such  ground,  in  the  absence  of  facts  demonstrating  that  there  can  be  no  substantial  dis- 
tinction between  the  classes  of  engines,  steam  boilers,  and  furnaces  named  in  the  act  and  those 
excepted. 

5.  Evidence  offered  by  the  defendants  in  such  a  prosecution  that  they  had  attached  to  their  furnace 

the  best  known  smoke-consuming  appliance,  but  that  neither  it  nor  any  other  then  known  would 
prevent  the  emission  of  such  smoke  for  a  brief  period  upon  each  occasion  that  the  tire  might  be 
started  or  the  furnace  "coaled"  or  "raked  down,"  provided  soft  bituminous  coal  be  the  fuel 
consumed,  is  properly  excluded. 

6.  Questions  propounaed  the  witnesses  for  the  Government  in  such  a  proeecution  on  cross-examination. 

calling  lor  their  opinion  hs  to  whether  the  smoke  was  dangerous  to  health,  life,  or  property  of 
persons  living  in  the  neighljorhood  of  defendants'  house,  or  to  the  public  at  large,  and  also  if  the 
same  constituted  a  public  nuisance,  arc  properly  excluded,  as  what  constitutes  a  public  nuisance 
under  the  statute  is  primarily  for  the  determination  of  Congress  and  lastly  a  question  of  law  for 
the  court,  and  also  because  the  first  question  excludes  the  question  of  cJeaminess  and  public 
comfort. 

7.  In  such  a  prosecution  only  satisfactory  proof  by  the  defendants  that  under  no  circumstances  could 

the  emi^oii  of  the  forbidden  smoke  occasion  material  injury,  inconvenience,  or  discomfort  to 
the  pnblic,  would,  at  most,  be  sufficient  to  show  that  the  statute  was  an  unwarranted  invasion 
of  private  right.

Mr.  Justice  Hhepard  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

This  case  comes  before  us  on  a  writ  of  error  to  the  police  court  of  the  District,  to 
review  a  judgment  of  conviction  under  the  provisions  of  the  following  act  of  Congress, 
approved  February  2,  1899  (30  Stat.,  812): 

^*Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  on  and  after  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
emission  of  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray  smoke  or  cinders  from  any  smokestac^k  or 
chimney  use<i  in  connection  with  any  stationary  engine,  steam  boiler,  or  furnace  of 
any  description  within  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  deemed,  and  is  hereby  de- 
clared, to  be  a  public  nuisance:  Provided ,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
as  applied  to  chimneys  of  buildings  used  exclusively  for  private  residences. 

**Sec.  2.  That  the  owner,  agent,  lessee,  or  occupant  of  any  building  of  any  descrip- 
tion from  the  smokestack  or  chimney  of  which  there  shall  issue  or  he  emitted  thick 
or  dense  black  or  gray  smoke  or  cinders  within  the  District  of  Columbia  on  or  after 
the  day  above  named  shall  be  deemeii  and  held  guilty  of  creating  a  public  nuisance 
and  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

**Sbc.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundre<l  dollars  lor  each  and 
every  offense;  and  each  and  every  day  wherein  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
violated  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense." 

The  information  charges  that  the  plaintiffs  in  error,  William  H.  Moses,  Harry  C. 
Moees,  and  Arthur  C.  Moses,  on  January  22,  1900,  '*  being  then  and  there  the  occu- 
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pants  of  a  certain  building  used  as  a  furniture  store  and  situated  on  the  southwest 
corner  of  Eleventh  and  F  streets  NW.,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  said  District, 
to  which  said  building  there  is  attached  a  smokestack  and  chimney  used  in  connec- 
tion with  a  certain  stationary  engine,  steam  boiler,  and  furnace  in  said  building,  the 
said  William  H.  Moses,  Harry  C.  Moses,  and  Arthur  C.  Moses  did  then  and  there 
unlawfully  cause,  permit,  and  allow  the  emission  into  the  open  air,  within  said  Dis- 
trict, from  the  smokestack  and  chimney  situated  as  aforesaid,  certain  thick  and  dense 
black  and  gmy  smoke,  which  was  then  and  there  a  public  nuisance,  against  the  form 
of  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided, "  etc. 

The  first  assignment  of  error  relates  to  the  form  of  the  information  and  is  founded 
on  the  denial  of  a  motion  to  quash. 

The  first  section  of  the  act  which  defines  the  offense,  denominated  a  public  nui- 
sance, is  plain  and  complete  in  its  terms.  The  emission  of  thick  or  dense  black  or 
gray  smoke  is  declared  a  nuisance  per  se  and  punishable  as  an  offense. 

Assuming  that  Congress  had  the  power  so  to  declare,  all  that  is  necessary  in  the 
information  is,  the  allegation  of  the  commission  of  the  act,  by  the  responsible  party, 
in  the  language  of  the  statute.  Evans  t*.  United  States,  153  U.  8.,  584, 587;  Yeager  r. 
United  States  (present  term). 

In  naming  the  persons  responsible  for  the  nuisance  the  information  goes  beyond 
the  precise  words  of  the  second  section,  and  properly  so,  because  they  are  not  neces- 
BSLTily  so  plain  and  exact  in  description  as  to  require  nothing  more  than  their  sub- 
stantial repetition. 

Instead  of  following  the  precise  language  of  the  section  and  charging  the  defend- 
ants as  occupants  of  a  certam  building  from  the  smokestack  or  chimney  of  which  the 
objectionable  smoke  was  emitted  simply,  as  it  is  contended  should  have  been  done, 
the  information  charged  that,  being  occupants,  etc.,  they  did  '^unlawfully  cause,  per- 
mit, and  allow  the  emission,'*  etc.     We  think  this  was  correct  pleading. 

Whilst  the  strict  letter  of  the  statute  may  be  broad  enough  to  include  all  occupants 
of  a  building  from  the  chimney  of  which  such  smoke  might  be  emitte<l,  as  has  been 
suggested  on  the  argument — for  example,  the  occupants  as  tenants  of  sei^rate  rooms 
or  suites  in  a  large  ofiSee,  hotel,  or  apartment  building — it  is  clear  that  its  meaning 
must  be  limited  to  such  occupants  as  shall  have  had  an  agency  in  the  control  of  the 
furnace  producing  the  smoke. 

Congress  would  not  have  the  power  to  punish  any  mere  occupant  of  a  i>art  of  a 
building,  who  has  nothing  to  do  with  maintaining  the  furnace  and  can  not  interfere 
with  its  operation;  and  it  is  not  to  be  presumed  that  such  was  the  intent.  In  the 
absence  oi  a  plain  expression  of  a  contrary  intent,  such  persons  are  not  to  be  regarded 
as  occupants  and  subject  as  such  to  the  penaltv  of  the  statute.  To  charge  a  person, 
therefore,  with  being  an  occupant  merely  of  a  building  from  the  smokestack  ot  which 
there  had  issued  the  prohibited  smoke  would  not  sufficiently  allege  the  offense. 

That  the  language  of  the  act  ''enables  the  court  to  infer  tne  intent  of  the  legisla- 
ture does  not  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  alleging  in  the  indictment  all  the  facts 
necessary  to  bring  the  case  within  that  intent'*  ( United  States  r.  Carll,  105  U.  S., 
611,613.) 

That  the  section  of  the  act  is  so  broad  in  its  terms  that  it  might  be  applied,  by 
possible  construction,  to  persons  l)eyond  the  power  of  Congress  to  punish  for  the 
existence  of  the  thing  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  per  se,  can  not  prevent  its  having 
effect  as  to  those  clearlv  within  its  provisions.  (Chapman  r.  Umted  States,  5  App. 
D.  C,  121,  131;  S.  C,  166  U.  8.,  661,  667;  Lansburgh  t-.  Dist  of  Col.,  11  App.  D.  C, 
512,526.) 

The  next  contention  on  l)ehalf  of  the  plaintiffs  in  error  is  that  Congress  had  not 
the  power  to  declare  the  emission  of  thick  or  dense  black  or  gray  smoke  from  chim- 
neys a  nuisance  per  se  and  punish  the  act  as  an  offense,  because  the  effect  of  the 
enactment  is  to  aeprive  persons  of  their  property  without  due  process  of  law. 

As  we  are  not  dealing,  in  this  case,  with  regulations  of  municipal  officers  acting 
under  delegate*!  authority,  but  with  an  act  of  Congress  itself,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
review  certain  ciises  chiefly  relied  on  in  support  of  the  contention,  namely,  St.  li>uis 
V.  Hitzeberg,  141  Mo.,  375;  St.  Paul  v.  Gilfillan,  36  Minn.,  298,  and  State  v.  Mott,  61 
Md.,  297. 

Those  cases  all  involved  the  construction  of  the  powers  delected  to  such  officers, 
and  it  is  clear  that  they  would  have  no  power  to  declare  a  thmg  a  nuisance  per  se 
without  express  legislative  authority  at  least.  (Yates  v,  Milwaukee,  10  WalL,  497, 
505.) 

They  have  no  application  to  the  exercise  of  the  power  by  the  legislature  itself. 

The  power  of  Congress  to  enact  r^ulations  arfectinj^  the  public  peace,  morals, 
safety,  health,  and  comfort  within  the  District  of  Columbia  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
several  State  legislatures  within  their  respective  territorial  limits.  It  is  no  less,  nor 
can  it  be  greater;  for  all  of  the  guaranties  of  the  Constitution  respecting  life,  liberty, 
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and  i)roperty  are  ec^ually  for  the  protection  and  benefit  of  all  citizens  redding  in  the 
District  of  Oolumbia  as' of  thoee  residing  in  the  several  States.  (Callan  r.  Wilson, 
127  U.  S.,  640;  United  States  ex  rel.  Kerr  f.  Ross,  5  App.  D.  C,  241,  247,  248;  Lana- 
burgh  r.  Dist.  of  Col.,  11  App.  D.  C,  512, 521;  Stoutenburgh  r.  Frazier,  28  Wash.  Law 
Rep.,  256.) 

In  a  State  the  citizen,  in  addition  to  the  safeguards  of  its  own  constitution,  is  under 
the  special  protection  of  the  fourteenth  amendment;  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
(in  respect  of  the  right  here  involved)  he  is  under  that  of  the  fifth. 

That  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property  is  an  ancient  princi- 
ple of  limited  government.  As  has  been  said  by  Chief  Justice  Waite:  '*It  is  found 
m  Magna  Charta,  and,  in  substance,  if  not  in  form,  in  nearly  or  quite  all  the  consti- 
tutions that  have  been  from  time  to  time  adopted  by  the  several  States  of  the  Union. 
By  the  fifth  amendment  it  was  introduced  into  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
as  a  limitation  upon  the  powers  of  the  National  Government,  and  by  the  fourteenth 
as  a  guaranty  against  any  encroachment  upon  an  acknowledged  right  of  citizenship  by 
the  legislatures  of  the  States."     (Munn  v.  Illinois,  94  U.  S.,  113,  123.] 

At  tne  same  time,  all  property  of  the  citizen  is  necessarilv  held  under  the  impUed 
liability  that  its  use  may  be  so  regulated  that  it  shall  not  be  injurious  to  the  eqpal 
right  of  enjoyment  by  others  of  their  property,  or  to  the  rights  of  the  commumty. 
''Rights  ot  property,  like  all  other  social  and  conventional  rights,  are  subject  to 
such  reasonable  limitations  in  their  enjoyment  as  shall  prevent  them  from  being 
injurious,  and  to  such  reasonable  restraints  and  regulations  established  bv  law  as  the 
lep:islatures,  under  the  governing  and  controlling  power  vested  in  them  by  the  Con- 
stitution, may  think  necessary  and  convenient."  (Com.  v,  Alger,  7  Cush.,  53,  84; 
Holden  v.  Hardy,  169  U.  S.,  366,392.) 

In  the  exercise  of  this  power  of  regulation,  called  the  police  power,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  legislature  nas  a  very  wide  discretion,  and  may  add  to  or  subtract  from 
the  category  of  public  nuisances  recognized  at  common  law — moving  in  either  direc- 
tion, as  exigencies  may  suggest,  under  hmitations  not  yet  definitely  settled.  As 
was  said  by  Mr.  Justice  Brown,  in  Lawton  v.  Steele  (152  U.  S.,  140):  "While  the 
legislature  nas  no  right  arbitrarily  to  declare  that  to  be  a  nuisance  which  is  clearly 
not  so,  a  good  deal  must  be  left  to  its  discretion  in  that  regard,  and  if  the  object  to  he 
accomplished  is  conducive  to  the  public  interest,  it  may  exercise  a  large  liberty  of 
choice  in  the  means  employed." 

It  would  seem  that  no  certain  and  satisfactory  limitation  upon  the  legislative  dis- 
cretion, in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power,  can  safely  be  declared  in  advance  for 
application  to  very  many  cases  that  may  subsequently  arise. 

As  we  had  occasion  to  say  in  Lansbui^h  v.  Dist.  of  Col.  ( 11  App.  D.  C,  527) :  **The 
comprehensive  scope  of  the  police  power,  as  exercised  in  our  day  and  under  our  form 
of  constitutional  government,  has  been  developed  by  the  process  of  evolution.  Rapid 
increase  in  population,  wonderful  inventions  from  time  to  thne,  followed  by  vast 
material  development  and  advantres  in  the  arts  of  civilization,  have  introduced  novel 
situations  and  begotten  difficulties  for  the  solution  of  our  generation  that  were  unan- 
ticipated and  often  undreamed  of  even  by  the  most  advanced  minds  of  the  generation 
next  preceding.  As  a  necessary  consequence,  the  boundaries  of  the  poUce  power  in 
its  application  to  the  property,  business,  or  personal  liberty  of  the  individual  citizen 
have  never  been  definitely  settled  so  as  to  furnish  a  certain  guide  for  all  cases  as  they 
may  present  themselves  for  legislative  or  judicial  determination.** 

The  power  of  a  State  legislature,  under  the  limitations  of  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment— which,  as  we  have  seen,  is  practically  the  same  in  this  regard  as  that  of  Con- 
gress under  the  fifth — has  been  recently  considered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  a  case  arising  under  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  New  York  prohibiting 
the  taking  of  fish  with  nets  in  certain  waters  and  authorizing  the  summary  seizure 
and  destruction  of  all  nets  found  in  such  waters,  with  express  denial  of  any  right  of 
action  for  damages  arising  therefrom.  After  much  consideration,  and  with  some 
division  of  opinion,  the  validity  of  the  entire  act  was  sustained.  ( Lawton  r.  Steele, 
152  U.S.,  133,  136.) 

In  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  court,  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Brown,  it 
was  said: 

•'The  extent  and  limits  of  what  is  known  as  the  police  jwwer  have  been  a  fruitful 
source  of  discussion  in  the  appellate  courts  of  nearly  every  State  of  the  Union.  It  is 
oniversally  conceded  to  include  everything  essential  to  the  public  safety,  health,  and 
morals,  and  to  justify  the  destruction  or  abatement,  by  summary  proceedings,  of 
'  whatever  may  be  regarded  as  a  public  nuisance.*'  After  reciting  many  well-known 
instances  of  which  the  power  to  declare  and  abate  nuisance  involving  destruction  of 
property,  restraint  of  Uberty,  and  the  like,  had  been  upheld,  he  said  iurther: 

**Beyond  this,  however,  the  State  may  interfere  wherever  the  public  interests 
demand  it,  and  in  this  particular  a  large  discretion  is  necessarily  vested  in  the  legis- 
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lature  to  detennine,  not  only  what  the  interests  of  the  public  regnire,  bat  what 
measures  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of  such  interests.  (Barbier  v.  CJonnoUy, 
113  U.  8.,  27;  Kidd  v.  Pearson,  128  U.  S.,  1.)  To  justify  the  State  m  thus  interpds- 
inff  its  authority  in  behalf  of  the  public,  it  must  appear,  nrst,  that  the  interests  of  the 
public  generally,  as  distinguished  from  those  of  a  particular  class,  require  such  inter- 
ference: and,  second,  that  the  means  are  reasonably  necessary  for  the  accomplidi- 
ment  of  the  purpose,  and  not  unduly  oppressive  upon  individuals.  The  legislature 
may  not,  under  the  guise  of  protecting  the  public  interests,  arbitrarily  interfere  with 
private  busiuess  or  impose  unusual  and  unnecessary  restrictions  upon  lawful  occupa- 
tions. In  other  words,  its  determination  as  to  what  is  a  proper  exercise  of  its  police 
powers  is  not  final  or  conclusive,  but  is  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  courts." 

Without  reference  to  statutorv  regulation  or  declaration  in  a  particular  case,  any 
use  of  one's  property,  ordinarily  lawful,  may  become  a  nuisance  not  only  when  it 

Sroduces  injury  to  public  health,  safety,  and  morals,  but  also  when  it  occasions  pub- 
c  inconvenience,  or  materially  impairs  the  public  comfort — **the  physical  comfort 
of  human  existence."  (B.  and  P.  R.  R.  Ck).  v.  Fifth  Baptist  Church,  108  U.  S.,  317, 
329;  16  Encyc.  L  ,  924  etseq.;  Wood  on  nuisances,  47o  et  seq.;  Ross  v.  Butler,  19 
N.  J.  Eq.,  294,  302,  and  cases  reviewed  therein.) 

A  nuisance  ia  public  or  private  according  to  the  extent  or  scope  of  its  injurious 
effect  That  which  may  constitute  a  private  nuisance  by  reason  of  special  injury  to 
an  adjacent  or  neighboring  proprietor,  may  not  amount  to  a  general  public  nuisance. 
On  the  other  hand,  that  may  be  a  public  nuisance,  affecting  injuriously  the  public  or 
the  public  interests,  whilst  not  operating  a  perceptibly  special  injury  to  one  member 
of  the  community  more  than  others. 

Now,  whilst  the  emission  of  ordinary  smoke  from  the  chimneys  of  houses  does  not 
amount  to  a  nuisance  per  se,  it  is  nevertheless  a  matter  of  common  knowledge,  not  to 
be  ignored  bv  the  courts,  that  the  emission  of  a  volume  of  dense,  black  smoke  from 
a  single  smokestack  or  chimney  of  a  large  furnace  may,  under  some  circumstances, 
work  physical  discomfort  to  the  general  public  coming  within  its  circle  of  distribu- 
tion upon  public  thorough faras,  and  may  possibly  also  work  injury  to  public  inter- 
ests in  other  respects.  Whenever  it  may  becomea  special  source  of  legal  injury  to 
an  individual,  he  will  have  an  action  of  damages  therefor,  and,  in  cases  of  continaa- 
tion,  equity  will  afford  complete  relief  by  process  of  injunction.  ( H..  <fc  P.  R.  R.  Co. 
V.  Fifth  Baptist  Church,  108  U.  S.,  317,  329;  Ross  r.  Butler,  19  N.  J.  Eq.,  294,  302; 
Duncan  v.  Hayes,  22  N.  J.  Eq.,  25.) 

In  a  laive  and  growing  community,  conditions  like  those  suggested,  and  others, 
might  well  be  apprehended  to  become  widened  in  distribution,  as  well  as  increased 
in  de^ee,  through  contributions  to  the  volume  of  smoke  made  by  other  smokestacks 
or  chimneys  of  like  use.  Charged  with  the  duty  of  guarding  the  public  interests, 
and  vested  as  we  have  seen,  with  wide  discretion  and  liberty  of  choice  in  the  means 
adapted  thereto.  Congress,  it  must  be  presumed,  inquired  into  and  duly  considered 
the  effect,  present  and  prospective,  of  the  continued  emission,  constantly  or  at  inter- 
vals, of  dense  black  or  gray  smoke  upon  those  public  interests  in  respect  of  safety, 
comfort,  and  cleanliness. 

And  it  must  also  be  presumed  that  it  apprehended  and  duly  considered  the  proba- 
ble injury  to,  or  burden  upon,  private  property  in  such  use,  through  the  increased 
expense  that  may  be  involved  in  the  use  of  smoke-consuming  appliances,  or,  in  case 
of  their  inefficiency,  in  the  substitution  of  smokeless  coal,  coke,  or  other  fuel  for  the 
soft  bituminous  coal  which  produces  the  objectionable  smoke. 

The  policy  of  adopting  a  regulation  to  meet  the  conditions  is  a  matter  peculiarly 
and  exclusively  within  the  province  of  the  legislative  department. 

The  judiciary  can  only  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  the  power  where  it  is  mani- 
fest that  the  regulation  has  no  real  or  substantial  relation  to  objects  within  the  police 
power,  and  constitutes  a  palpable  invasion  of  private  right.  (Powell  v.  Pennsylva- 
nia, 127  U.  S.,  678,  686;  Mugler  v.  Kansas,  123  U.  S.,  623,  661;  Crowley  v,  Christensen. 
137  U.  S..  86,  91.) 

In  the  light  of  the  principles  stated,  the  statute  does  not  appear,  upon  its  face,  to 
have  been  beyond  the  power  of  Congress  to  enact;  hence  the  motion  to  quash,  upon 
that  ground,  was  rightly  overruled.  / 

^  Nor  can  we  concur  in  the  contention  that  the  proviso,  excluding  from  the  applica- 
tion of  the  act  "chimneys  of  buildings  used  exclusively  for  private  residences,"  ren- 
ders the  statute  void  because  of  inequality  and  unjust  discrimination.  And  the  same 
may  be  said  as  regards  the  limitation  of  the  prohibited  smoke  to  its  emission  "from 
any  smokestack  or  chimney  used  in  connection  with  any  stationary  engine,  steam 
boiler,  or  furnace." 

The  fourteenth  amendment,  which  prohibits  the  denial  by  a  State  of  the  equal 
protection  of  the  law,  does  not,  in  its  terms,  apply  to  the  legislation  of  Congress; 
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but,  assaming  that  the  same  principle  is,  within  the  spirit  of  that  and  of  the  earlier 
amendmente,  intended  to  operate  upon  the  legislation  of  Congress,  we  can  not  r^ard 
the  discriminations  contained  in  the  limitation  and  proviso  aforesaid  as  having  the 
effect  charged. 

The  only  inhibition  upon  the  States  is,  that  the  classification  of  persons  and  thines 
shall  not  be  arbitrary.  If  there  be  some  reasonable  basis  for  the  classification  made 
it  is  not  obnoxious  to  the  charge  of  denial  of  equality.  (G.  C.  &  S.  F.  Rwy.  Co.  v. 
Ellis,  166  U.  S.,  150, 155;  Magoun  v.  111.  Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  170  U.  S.,  283,  294.) 

lu  the  absence  of  facts  sufficient  to  demonstrate  that  there  can  be  no  substantial 
distinction  between  the  classes  of  engines,  steam  boilers,  and  furnaces  named  in  the 
act  and  those  specially  excepted,  it  is  not  apparent  that  the  classification  made  is 
without  reasonable  basis.     (People  v.  Lewis,  86  Mich.,  273.) 

We  can  readily  apprehend  that  there  may  be  a  very  ^reat  difference  between  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  the  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimneys  of  private  dwellings 
and  from  those  connected  with  engines,  steam  boilers,  and  furnaces  used  in  buildings 
devoted  to  manufacturing  purposes,  or  in  the  large  buildings  occupied  bv  many  per- 
sons, that  require  an  immense  consumption  of  fuel.  It  may  well  be  that  the  fuel 
ordinarily  consumed  in  one  class  of  buildings  is  quite  different  from  that  consumed 
in  the  other,  and  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimneys  of 
one  claf»s  may  be  injurious  to  the  public  and  the  other  not 

The  distinction  made  between  stationary  engines  and  j)ortable  ones  would,  on  its 
face,  likewise  seem  not  to  have  an  unreasonable  foundation. 

Probably  the  only  portable  engines  in  use  would  be  fire  engines,  steam  rollers,  and 
railway  locomotives.  Of  the  two  former  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  they  are  neces- 
sary agencies  for  the  promotion  and  protection  of  paramount  public  interests,  and  are 
in  use  for  such  necessary  periods  of  time  and  in  such  places  only  as  exigencies  may 
demand. 

The  railway  engine  performs  a  different  function,  is  confined  to  a  space  set  apart  for 
its  use,  and  besides  is  not  constantly  engaged  in  diffusing  its  smoke  from  a  perma- 
nent location.  It  may  be  presumed  that  these  various  conditions  were  also  consid- 
ered by  Congress  in  the  ex#*rcise  of  its  discretion  in  the  premises. 

Special  regulations  relating  to  the  uses  of  railway  engines  in  this  and  other  respects 
have  often  been  made,  and  have  generally  been  considered  not  to  violate  the  rule  of 
equality,  because  confined  to  them  alone. 

In  a  case  following  close  upon  that  of  Railway  Company  v.  Ellis,  before  referred  to, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  united  States  held  that  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  New 
York,  regulating  the  heating  of  railway  passenger  cars,  was  not  arbitrary  and  unequ^ 
because  railways  less  than  50  miles  long  were  excepted  from  its  operation.  (N.  Y., 
etc.,  R.  R.  Co.  V.  New  York,  165  U.  8.,  628,  633.) 

After  the  motion  to  quash  had  been  overruled,  the  case  was  submitted  to  the  jury 
npon  proof  tending  to  show  the  emission  of  thick  and  dense  black  and  gray  smoke 
from  the  chimney  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  defendants  as  a  furniture  store,  at 
certain  times  upon  a  certain  day. 

The  defendants  offered  evidence  tending  to  show  that  they  had  attached  to  their 
furnace,  at  the  time,  the  best  known  smoke-consuming  appliance;  but  that  neither  it 
nor  any  other  then  known  would  prevent  the  emission  of  such  smoke  for  a  brief 
period  upon  each  occasion  that  fire  might  be  started,  or  the  furnaces  "coaled"  or 
"raked  down,"  provided  that  soft  bituminous  coal  be  the  fuel  consumed. 

The  evidence  was  excluded  and  exception  taken.  In  this  there  was  no  error. 
That  there  may  be  no  smoke-consuming  appliance  that  will,  under  all  circumstances, 
prevent  the  nuisance  is  not  a  matter  of  relevancy.  The  facts  concerning  them  were 
presumably  within  the  knowledge  of  Congress  also  when  it  took  action,  and  no  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  their  use.  The  use  of  smokeless  fuel  instead  may  have 
been  expressly  contemplated. 

Defendants,  in  the  cross-examination  of  the  Government's  witnesses,  asked  each  of 
them  if  the  smoke  testified  to  by  him  was  of  such  character  as  to  be  dangerous  to 
health,  life,  or  property  of  persons  living  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  defendants* 
house,  or  to  the  public  at  large;  and  also  if  the  same  constituted  a  public  nuisance. 

The  court  refused  to  let  the  questions  be  answered,  and  exceptions  were  again 
taken. 

Assuming  that  each  witness  would  have  answered  in  the  negative,  there  was  no 
error  in  their  exclusion.  The  questions  called  for  opinions,  not  facts.  What  consti- 
tutes a  public  nuisance,  under  this  statute,  was  primarily  for  the  determination  of 
Congress  and  lastly  a  question  of  law  for  the  court.  Besides,  the  scope  of  the  first 
question,  even  if  aamissible  otherwine,  was  too  narrow,  in  that  it  failed  to  include 
tne  question  of  cleanliness  and  the  public  comfort  that  is  involved  in  the  emission 
of  BOot-distributing  smoke. 
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The  last  offer  of  defendants  was  to  prove  by  several  witneesee  engaged  in  bnsineflB 
in  cloee  proximity  to  them  that  neither  on  the  day  in  proof  nor  on  any  other  day 
had  the  smoke  from  defendant's  chimney  been  injurious  to  their  property  or  dan- 
gerous to  their  health  and  safety.     This  evidence  was  also  inadmissible. 

That  neighboring  occupiers  may  not  have  sustained  injury  to  property  or  health 
could  not  constitute  a  defense  to  prosecution  for  the  public  nuisance.  The  absence 
of  special  injury  to  them  as  such  would  preclude  an  action  of  damages  by  any  one  of 
them,  but  could  not  determine  the  question  of  injury  to  public  interests. 

Nothing  short  of  satisfactory  proof  that  under  no  circumstances  could  the  emission 
of  the  forbidden  smoke  occasion  material  injury,  inconvenience,  or  discomfort  to  the 
public,  would,  at  most,  l^  sufficient  to  show  that  the  statute,  under  the  guise  merely 
of  the  public  interest,  was  an  unwarranted  invasion  of  private  right.  As  we  have 
before  seen,  a  thing  may  l)e  a  public  nuisance  without,  at  the  same  time  being  a 
special  private  nuisance  to  an  adjacent  owner  or  occupant. 

If  the  smoke  constitutes  a  public  nuisance  at  all,  it  does  not  matter,  that  it  may 
not  be  constantly  emitted,  but  only  at  intervals  from  day  to  day.  ( Roes  r.  Butler, 
19  N.J.  Eq.,  294,  302.) 

We  find  no  error  in  the  judgment  of  the  police  court,  and  it  must  be  affirmed.  It 
is  so  ordered. 

Affirmed. 


RBLATIVR  TO   THE  SMOKR   LAW. 

Bradley  v.  District  of  Columbia. 

POLICE  RBOULATIONS;  SMOKE  LAW;  EXPSKT  TBBTIMOmr. 

1.  The  act  of  CongresB  of  Febniary  2, 1899,  prohibiting  the  eini«ion  of  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray 

smoke  from  chimneys  in  this  District  Is,  upon  its  face,  a  valid  exercise  of  the  power  of  Ck>ngreaB 
to  legislate  for  the  District;  following  Moaes  r.  United  States.  16  App.  D.  C.  428. 

2.  The  provision  in  the  fifth  section  of  that  act  "that  no  discrimination  shall  be  made  agaim^t  any 

method  or  device  which  may  be  used  for  the  prevention  of  smoke  and  which  accomplishes  the 
purposes  of  this  act,"  is  only  a  recognition  of  the  proper  use  of  smoke-consuming  devices,  rather 
than  a  change  to  smokeless  fuel,  and  seeks  merely  to  provide  against  possible  unjust  discrimina- 
tion between  such  devices,  and  docs  not  imply  that  the  act  is  designea  to  prevent  the  emission  of 
smoke  only  so  far  as  the  adoption  of  such  devices  can  secure  such  prevention. 

8.  How  much  knowledge  a  witness  must  posbess  of  a  certain  science  or  art  in  order  that  his  opinion 
mav  be  competent  evidence  is  a  matter  largely  within  the  discretion  of  the  trial  ooort,  and  its 
ruling  thereon  will  not  be  disturbed  unless  clearly  erroneous. 

4.  The  real  estate  officer  of  a  trust  company  having  general  charge  of  its  building,  but  not  shown  to 
be  a  mechanical  engineer  or  to  have  charge  of  the  actual  operation  of  the  furnace,  or  to  be 
competent  to  operate  it  in  person,  is  not  qualified  as  an  expert  to  testify  that  there  is  no  known 
smoke-consuming  device  which  will  cause  combustion  witnout  emitting  any  smoke  whatever, 
and  that  it  is  physically  Impossible  to  comply  with  an  act  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  emission 
of  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray  Kraoke  from  cnimneys  within  the  District  of  Ck)lumbia;  nor  will 
the  statement  of  such  witness  that  he  has  given  the  subject  of  abatement  of  smoke  examination, 
and  is  qualified  to  speak  from  his  experience  in  reference  to  the  matter,  render  his  testimony 
competent.  To  lay  a  proper  foundation  for  the  admission  of  his  testimony  he  should  state  thie 
facts  and  circumstances  tending  to  show  the  nature  and  extent  of  his  knowledge,  so  that  the 
court  can  determine  his  competency  therefrom. 

6.  In  the  prosecution  of  a  person  charged  with  a  violation  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  Febmary  2, 1899. 
prohfbiting  the  emij«ion  of  dcnue  or  thick  black  or  gray  smoke  from  cnimneys  in  this  District, 
an  offer  by  the  defendant  to  prove  that  there  is  no  known  device  to  be  used  with  fuel  that  wiU 
cause  combustion  without  tne  emission  of  anv  smoke  whatever.,  is  properlv  rejected,  as  the 
statute  does  not  prohibit  the  emission  of  all  smoke  but  only  the  kind  of  smoke  Indicated. 

6.  And  in  such  prosecution,  an  offer  by  the  defendant  to  prove  that  it  is  physically  impossible  to 

comply  with  such  an  act  of  Congress  is  also  properly  rejected,  being  a  mere  statement  of  a  con- 
clusion without  giving  or  offering  to  give  the  facts  upon  which  it  is  founded. 

7.  The  character  of  evidence  necessary  to  oe  offered  by  the  defendant  in  such  a  prosecution,  to  show 

that  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  '2, 1899,  prohibiting  the  emission  of  such  smoke  from  chim- 
neys is  Impossible  of  enforcement  and  void,  discussed  and  indicated.

In  error  to  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia.     Affirmed.

Mr.  A.  B.  Duvall,  city  solicitor,  and  Mr.  E.  H.  Thomas,  assistant,  for  the  defendant 
in  error. 

Mr  Justi<;*e  Shepard  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

1.  Two  informations  in  the  police  court  charged  Thomas  Bradley,  as  the  occupant 
of  a  building,  with  two  distinct  violations  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  2,  1899, 
prohibiting  the  emission  of  a  certain  character  ol  smoke  trom  the  chimneys  of  such 
buildings.  The  informations  were  tried  together,  and  the  defendant  was  convicted 
under  Doth  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $20  for  each  off^se. 

The  bill  of  exceptions  reserved  on  the  trial  and  on  which  the  writ  of  error  was 
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applied  for  and  granted  recites  the  following  offer  of  evidence  on  behalf  of  the 
defendant,  which  was  rejected: 

Defendant  proposed  to  testify  that  he  was  "the  real-estate  officer  of  the  Washing- 
ton Loan  ana  Trust  Company,  a  ten-stor^  office  building  requiring  the  use  of  boilers 
and  furnaces,  and  the  building  from  which  the  said  smoke  was  said  to  have  been 
emitted,  and  had  been  such  officer  for  a  period  of  about  three  years;  that  he  had 
chaiige  of  the  fumac^«  and  operating  of  said  building,  and  was  thoroughly  acq^uainted 
therewith;  that  he  had  given  the  subject  of  the  abatement  of  smoke  examination, 
and  was  qualified  to  speak  from  his  experience  in  reference  to  said  matter;  and  fur- 
ther, the  defendant  offered  to  prove  by  this  witness  and  other  witnesses  that  there 
was  no  known  device,  machine,  or  metliod,  to  be  used  either  in  connection  with  hard, 
soft,  or  mixed  coals,  or  other  materials,  which  would  cause  combustion  without  emit- 
ting any  smoke  whatever,  and  that  it  is  physically  impossible  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  act  of  Congress  which  declares  that  the  emission  of  dense  or  thick  black 
or  gray  smoke  or  cinders  from  any  smokestack  or  chimney  used  in  connection  with 
any  stationary  engine,  steam  boiler,  or  furnace  of  any  description  within  the  District 
of  Columbia  is  a  public  nuisance." 

2.  The  first  and  second  errors  assigned  on  behalf  of  theplaintiff  in  error,  attack  the 
constitutionality  of  the  act  of  Congress  declaring  the  emission  of  dense,  or  thick  black, 
or  gray  smoke  to  be  a  nuisance. 

This  question  was  argued  before  us  in  a  former  case  arising  under  this  act,  and  upon 
full  consideration  we  then  decided,  that,  for  all  that  appeared  on  the  face  of  the  act 
or  in  the  evidence  submitted,  its  enactment  was  entirely  within  the  power  conferred 
upon  Congress  to  legislate  for  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  (Moses  v. 
United  States,  16  App.  D.  C,  428;  28  Wash.  Law  Rep.,  598.) 

The  opinion  delivered  in  that  case  sufficiently  meets  the  argument  in  the  case  at 
bar  and  renders  further  discussion  or  citation  of  authority  unnecessary. 

3.  The  next  assignment  presents  a  question  on  the  construction  of  the  act 

The  contention  that  '*the  act  is  designed  to  prevent  the  emission  of  smoke  only  so 
far  as  the  adoption  of  smoke-consuming  or  other  devices  can  secure  such  prevention," 
is  founded  on  the  fifth  section,  which  reads  as  follow:  **That  no  discrimination 
shall  be  made  against  any  method  or  device  which  may  be  used  for  the  prevention 
of  smoke  and  which  accomplishes  the  purposes  of  this  act." 

We  can  not  concur  in  this  view  of  the  intention  of  Congress. 

The  plain  purpose  of  the  act  is  to  prohibit  the  emission  of  certain  dense  black  or 
gray  smoke,  described  in  the  first  section,  from  the  stacks  or  chimneys  of  certain 
classes  of  buildings.  Section  2  defines  the  persons  who  may  be  punished  for  the 
emission  of  such  smoke.  Section  3  declares  each  day's  violation  of  tne  act  a  separate 
offense  and  prescribes  the  punishment  therefor.  Section  4  provides  for  the  detail  of 
inspectors  from  time  to  time,  who  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  health  depart- 
ment of  the  District,  cause  the  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  law. 

As  was  said  in  Moses  t?.  United  States,  supra,  p.  440,  in  sustaining  the  exclusion  of 
evidence  tending  to  show  that  there  was  no  Known  appliance  that  would  prevent  the 
emission  of  dense  black  smoke  in  starting  fires,  coaling,  or  "raking  down,"  in  furnaces 
consuming  bituminous  coal:  "That  there  may  be  no  smoke-consuming  appliance 
that  will,  under  all  circumstances,  prevent  the  nuisance  is  not  a  matter  of  relevancy. 
The  facts  concerning  them  were  presumably  within  the  knowledge  of  Congress  also 
when  it  took  action;  and  no  provision  ha«i  been  made  for  their  use.  The  use  of 
smokeless  fuel  instead  may  have  l)een  expressly  contemplated." 

In  section  5,  Congress,  assuming  that  different  appliances  might  possibly  be  found 
to  consume  all  of  the  smoke  of  furnaces  skillfully  constructeil  and  operated,  recog- 
nizes the  probability  of  their  use  in  instances  rather  than  a  change  to  smokeless  fuel, 
and  seeks  merely  to  provide  against  possible  unjust  discriminations  between  such 
devices  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors  charged  with  the  institution  of  prosecutions  for 
violations  of  the  law,  provided  only  that  the  device  adopted  be  one  "which  accom- 
plishes the  purposes  or  this  act." 

The  controlling  purpose  of  the  act,  as  before  pointed  out,  is  in  the  first  section, 
and  had  Congress  intended  merely  to  require  the  use,  in  all  stationary  furnaces,  of 
some  one  of  the  numerous  smoke-consuming  appliances  which  had  bieen  invented 
and  put  upon  the  market,  it  would  have  so  declared,  instead  of  absolutely  prohibiting 
the  emission  of  the  described  smoke  under  any  and  all  circumstances. 

4.  The  last  assig^iment  of  error  goes  to  the  refusal  of  the  court  to  permit  the  plain- 
tiff in  error  to  testify  on  his  own  behalf  as  recited  in  the  bill  of  exceptions. 

Again,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  court  did  not  err. 

In  the  first  place,  the  question  as  to  how  much  knowledge  a  witness  must  possess 
of  a  certain  science  or  art  in  order  that  his  opinion  shall  be  competent  evidence  "is 
a  matter  which,  in  the  nature  of  things,  must  be  left  laigely  to  the  discretion  of  the 
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trial  court,  and  its  ruling  thereon  will  not  be  disturbed  unless  clearly  erroneous." 
(Chateaugay  Iron  Co.  r.  Blake,  144  U.  S.,  476,  484.) 

It  is  very  far  from  clear  that  the  witness  was  competent  to  testify  as  an  expert  in 
respect  of  the  matter  of  inc^uir^. 

On  the  'contrary,  we  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  it  is  more  clear  that  he  was 
not  He  was  the  real-estate  officer  of  the  trust  company  and  as  such  had  general 
charge  of  the  building,  and,  presumably,  of  all  buildings  belonging  to,  or  under  the 
control  of  his  employer.  It  was  in  this  capacity,  and  not  as  a  mechanical  engineer, 
that  he  had  chai^ge  of  the  furnace  and  the  operation  of  the  building.  It  does  not 
appear  that  he  had  charge  of  the  actual  operation  of  the  furnace,  or  that  he  was 
competent  to  operate  it  in  person. 

The  question  to  be  elucidated  was  a  practical  one,  that  rec^uired  practical  knowl- 
edge and  experience  on  the  part  of  the  witness  to  enable  him  to  express  a  compe- 
tent opinion.  The  facts  of  the  witness's  qualification  are  analagous  to  those  in  the 
case  oi  Chateaugay  Iron  Co.  v.  Blake,  supra. 

There  the  witness  was  offered  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  daily  crushing  capacity 
of  an  ore  mill,  and  his  exclusion  was  sustained  on  appeal.  As  said  by  Afr,  Justice 
Brewer,  who  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court:  **  This  witness  testified  that  he  had 
been  general  manager  of  the  defendant  company  for  six  years,  and  that  he  was  at  the 
mill  as  often  as  twice  a  month,  and  usually  went  there  once  a  week.  He  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  a  practical  machinist,  or  to  have  had  any  special  knowledge  of 
mining  or  crushing  machinery.  He  was  not  superintendent  of  the  workings  of  the 
mine  or  of  the  macninery,  and  does  not  claim  to  have  been  there  regularly,  or,  indeed, 
oftener  than  once  a  week,  imd,  as  general  manager,  was  apparently  more  employed 
in  the  financial  and  outside  business  affairs  of  the  company  than  in  the  details  of  the 
mining  or  the  practical  workings  of  the  machinery." 

In  the  case  at  bar,  moreover,  the  recital  is,  that  the  witness  **  had  given  the  subject 
of  the  abatement  of  smoke  examination,  and  was  qualified  to  speak  from  his  experi- 
ence in  reference  to  the  matter." 

Instead  of  expressing  his  own  opinion  of  his  qualification,  it  was  incumbent  upon 
him  to  state  the  facts  and  circumstances  tending  to  show  the  nature  and  ext^it  of 
his  knowledge  and  experience,  so  that  the  court  could  determine  his  competency 
therefrom. 

But  had  the  witness  been  shown,  or  admitted,  to  be  an  expert  in  the  practical 
operation  of  furnaces  and  smoke-consuming  appliances,  his  statement,  in  the  terms 
of  the  offer,  would  be  inadmissible  for  other  reasons. 

That  there  can  be  no  combustion  of  any  kind  of  fuel  without  the  emission  of  **ai>y 
smoke  whatever'*  does  not  meet  the  question. 

All  smoke  is  not  prohibited,  but  only  the  thick  or  dense  black  or  gray  smoke, 
which  the  statute  declares  to  be  a  nuisance. 

The  further  offer  to  testify  that  it  is  physically  impossible  to  comply  with  the  act 
of  Congress  prohibiting  the  dense  black  or  gray  smoke,  is  the  mere  statement  of  a 
conclusion — a  broad  generalization,  without  givmg  or  offering  to  give  the  facts  upon 
which  it  is  founded,  or  by  which  its  soundness  and  weight  can  be  tested. 

The  somewhat  startling  proposition  that  there  is  no  accessible  fuel  of  any  descrip- 
tion whatsoever  whi(;h  can  oe  burned  in  a  stationary-engine  furnace  of  proper 
construction  and  skillful  operation,  in  cooperation  with  some  approved  smose- 
consuming  device,  without  the  emission  of  the  prohibited  character  of  smoke,  is 
propounded  without  the  suggestion  of  a  single  fact  or  attested  experiment  in  its 
support.  It  was  not  even  proposed  to  show  that  the  furnace  in  question  was  of 
skillful  modern  construction  and  supplied  with  a  proper  smokestack,  or  that  an 
approved  smoke-consuming  device  had  been  attached  to  it,  much  less,  that  reaaon- 
abte  and  satisfactory  experiments  had  been  made  with  different  kinds  of  ordinary 
fuel  in  an  attempt  to  ix)mply  with  the  law. 

As  the  operation  of  the  furnaces  in  large  buildings  for  purposes  of  heating,  power, 
etc.,  is  unquestionably  necessary  to  the  enjoyment  of  their  ownership,  any  r^ulation 
with  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  comply,  by  the  use  of  any  known  and  acoeesible 
fuel,  would  be  beyond  the  power  of  Congress  to  enact.  But  an  act  of  Congress,  in 
the  exercise  of  its  ordinary  police  power,  as  this  appears  to  be  on  its  face,  is  not  to  be 
lightly  set  aside  as  unreasonable  and  oppressive.  Tne  conditions  which  would  justify 
such  an  exercise  of  the  judicial  power  of  review  must  be  clearly  established. 

The  establishment  of  these  conditions  would  necessitate  a  wide  range  of  inquiry, 
embracing  the  following,  among  others,  possibly: 

(1)  What  is  the  condition  of  the  pwticular  furnace  or  furnaces  and  smokestacks 
under  consideration  in  respect  of  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation? 

(2)  Have  any  well-known  or  approved  smoke-consuming  devices  been  applied  in 
a  manner  and  under  conditions  favorable  to  their  operation? 
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(3)  What  character  and  quality  of  fuels  are  attamable  in  the  market  and  ha^e 
been  used? 

(4)  Results  of  exx)eriments  made  in  good  faith  with  the  different  fuels  in  connection 
with  properly  constructed  furnaces  ana  approved  smoke-consuming  appliances. 

Evidence  going  to  these  points  and  perhaps  others  of  like  nature  should  be  received 
if  offered  on  behalf  of  a  defendant,  and  in  connection  with  such  as  might  be  elicited 
by  cross-examination  or  introduced  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution  would  present  the 
necessary  facts  on  which  the  reasonableness  of  the  statute  may  be  fully  and  fairly 
determined. 

The  evidence  offered  in  this  case  fell  far  short  of  these  requirements,  as  we  have 
seen,  and  was  properly  held  inadmissible. 

There  being  no  error  in  the  proceedings,  the  judgments  will  be  affirmed,  with  costs. 
It  is  BO  ordered. 

Affirmed. 


Sinclair  r.  District  of  Columbia. 
SMOKE  LAW;  kvidencb;  admissions;  statutory  construction;  "building." 

1.  In  a  prosecution  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  2, 1899,  known  as  the  "  smoke  law,"  where 

the  defendant,  the  superintendent  oi  an  electric  lighting  company,  is  charged  with  a  violation  of 
the  law  in  his  personal  capacity,  as  agent  and  occupant  of  certain  premises,  his  admisdons  to  an 
inspector  of  the  municipality  are  admissible  in  evidence  to  incriminate  him  personally,  although 
they  might  not  be  admissible  against  the  company  of  which  he  is  the  agent. 

2.  In  such  a  prosecution,  the  refusal  of  the  trial  court  to  permit  the  defendant,  on  cross-examination 

of  the  engineer  of  the  company,  to  ask  the  witness  how  he  got  his  supply  of  coal  for  running  the 
machinery,  is  not  error,  although  the  purpose  of  the  defendant  was  to  show  that  he  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  purchase  and  supply  of  the  coal  for  consumption  in  the  furnaces:  the  defendant 
as  the  occupant  of  the  building  from  the  smokestack  of  whicn  the  prohibited  smoke  was  emitted, 
although  acting  as  the  agent  of  another,  and  although  the  coal  may  hare  been  purchased  or 
furnished  by  another,  being  liable  for  the  violation  of  the  act. 

S.  It  is  not  error  in  such  a  prosecution  for  the  trial  court  to  exclude  testimony  oflfered  by  the  defend- 
ant tending  to  show  that  the  smoke  emitted  could  nut,  under  any  circumstances,  have  occa- 
sioned material  injury,  inconvenience,  or  discomfort  to  the  public;  following  Mones  t'.  United 
States,  16  App.  D.  C.,  441;  or  that  the  emission  of  the  prohibited  smoke  could  not  be  prevented 
without  shutting  down  the  furnaces  and  ceasing  the  operation  of  the  plant;  following  Bradley 
V.  D.  C.  ante,  p.  169. 

4.  Under  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  2, 1899,  known  as  the  "smoke  law,"  the  word  "building" 
includes  all  contiguous  structures  occupied  and  used  in  the  prosecution  of  one  general  business 
use  or  purpose;  and  where  an  information  charging  a  violation  of  that  act  is  against  the  defend- 
ant as  the  occupant  of  a  building  situated  at  the  premises  of  a  certain  corporation  in  a  certain 
square,  and  the  testimony  shows  that  while  the  defendant,  the  agent  of  such  corporation,  per- 
sonallv  occupies  as  an  office  one  only  of  several  such  contiguous  buildings,  he  manages  and  con- 
trols the  entire  plant,  his  occupancy  will  be  deemed  to  extend,  within  the  meaning  of  the  act, 
to  all  such  contiguous  buildings;  and  he  will  be  liable  for  the  offense  committed  in  any  of  them.

Mr.  Justice  Sheijard  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

1.  The  plaintiff  in  error  has  been  convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  under  an  information  charging  him  with  the  violation  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  February  2,  1899,  prohibiting  the  emission  of  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray 
smoke  or  cinders  from  the  smokestacks  or  chimneys  attached  to  stationary  engines, 
boilers,  and  furnaces  in  buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  information  con- 
tains two  counts.  The  first  charges  the  defendant,  Lindley  E.  Sinclair,  as  the  "occu- 
pant of  a  certain  building,  to  wit,  the  buildinc:  situated  at  the  premises  of  the  United 
States  Electric  Lighting  Company,  in  square  numbered  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
(259)  in  the  city  aforesaid,  in  the  District  aforesaid,  to  which  said  building  there  is 
attached  a  smokestack  and  chimney  used  in  connection  with  a  certain  stationary 
enjnne,  steam  boiler,  and  furnace  in  said  building, '*  etc. 

The  second  count  charges  the  said  defendant  as  **the  agent  of  a  certain  building  " 
situated  as  before  described  in  count  1. 

2.  The  first  assi^ment  of  error  is  on  an  exception  taken  to  the  admission  of  the 
evidence  of  the  witness  Lynch  reltaing  to  a  conversation  had  with  the  plaintiff  in 
error. 

Lynch  is  an  inspector  of  the  health  department,  which  is  charced  with  the  duty  of 
enforcing  the  law.  Having  testified  to  the  emission  of  the  prohibited  smoke  from 
the  smokestack  of  the  power  house  of  the  Electric  Lighting  tJompany  in  square  No. 
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259,  at  several  different  times  on  February  25, 1902,  he  proceeded  to  state  that  about 
eighteen  months  before  he  had  visited  tne  plant  with  a  view  to  asoertiun  who  had 
supervision  of  the  same;  that  lie  saw  the  defendant  and  told  him  he  had  been  detailed 
to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  '*  smoke  law,"  and  inquired  what  steps  had  heexk 
taken  to  abate  the  smoke  nuisance  at  the  various  power  nouses;  that  defendant  said 
that  he  was  superintendent  of  and  had  supervision  over  the  power  houses  of  the  com- 
pany, including  that  in  square  No.  259;  that  six  months  later  he  made  another  visit 
and  had  another  conversation  with  defendant;  that  defendant  then  said  that  they 
were  negotiating  for  smoke  consumers  and  expected  to  prevent  the  emiasion  of  the 
objectionable  smoke;  that  defendant  was  then  mformed  that  something  must  be  done 
or  prosecutions  would  be  instituted.  Objection  was  made  by  defendant  on  the 
grounds,  first,  that  the  date  was  too  remote,  and,  second,  that  the  agency  of  the 
defendant  for  the  Electric  Lighting  Company  could  not  be  proved  by  the  admiBsioD 
of  the  alleged  agent 

The  objection  that  the  admission  of  the  defendant  was  made  too  long  before  tiie 
date  of  the  offense  charged,  if  well  taken,  was  cured  by  additional  testimony  tending 
to  show  that  at  and  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  offense  the  defendant  was  the  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  the  Lightinf^  Company,  and  as  such  had  his  office  in  the  boikl- 
ing  on  said  square  259.  Part  of  this  testimony  consisted  of  letters  written  by  defend- 
ant, as  general  superintendent,  to  the  District  (Jommissioners,  relating  to  water  snpd^, 
bills,  etc.,  for  the  plant,  output  of  electricity,  etc  The  last,  dated  February  5, 19(K, 
was  a  report  of  the  quantity  of  coal  consumed  in  October,  November,  and  December, 
1901,  and  January,  1902.  The  engineer  in  charge  of  the  thirteen  furnaces  also  testi- 
fied that  he  had  been  employed  oy  defendant  and  his  pay  agreed  upon  with  him; 
that  defendant  was  general  superintendent  and  his  superior  officer,  ana  that  he  made 
verbal  and  written  reports  to  him  from  time  to  time  relating  to  the  operation  and 
repairs  of  the  boilers  and  engines. 

The  general  secretary  of  the  Electric  Lighting  Company  was  called  for  the  defend- 
ant, and  stated  that  defendant  had  been  appointed  superintendent  by  oral  order  of 
the  president  of  the  company,  made  in  the  presence  otthe  witness.  On  crosB-exam- 
ination  he  stated  that  defendant  had  been  told  *' to  ^  down  there  and  look  after  the 
operation  of  the  plant."  (It  would  seem  from  this  and  other  statements  that  the 
general  office  of  tne  company  is  located  elsewhere;  but  the  fact  was  not  undertaken 
to  be  proved. ) 

In  tne  course  of  the  examination  also  of  the  engineer  in  immediate  cham  of  ^ 
furnaces  and  engines  counsel  for  defendant  stated:  ''There  is  no  question  about  Bir. 
Sinclair's  general  authority  to  direct  about  the  repairs  of  the  machinery  wherever 
necessary  and  the  operating  of  the  machinery  to  a  certain  extent" 

The  conversation  of  Lynch  with  the  defandant,  as  well  as  the  letters  of  the  latta" 
as  general  superintendent,  were  admissible  against  him.  The  prosecution  was  that 
of  defendant  as  occupant  and  agent,  and  not  of  his  principal  for  his  acts  as  each 
agent.    The  admission  was  offered  to  incriminate  him  and  not  his  principal. 

3.  There  was  no  error  in  refusing  to  permit  the  defendant,  in  the  cross-examination 
of  the  engineer,  Bolton,  to  ask,  °'  how  he  got  his  supply  of  coal  for  runningtbe 
machinery?"  There  is  nothing  in  the  record  to  show  the  relevancy  of  the  proposed 
evidence.  However,  had  the  purpose  been  declared  to  show  that  tne  defenoant  bad 
nothing  to  do  with  the  purchase  and  supply  of  the  coal  for  consumption  in  the  fo^ 
naces,  the  exclusion  of  the  testimony  would  not  be  error. 

If  defendant  was  the  occupant  of  the  building  from  the  smokestack  of  which  the 
prohibited  smoke  had  been  emitted,  acting  as  tne  general  superintendent  and  agent 
of  the  owner,  then  he  is  punishable  by  the  express  terms  of  the  act  of  Congress,  no 
matter  by  whom  the  coal  ina^  have  been  purcJiased'  or  furnished,  or  actual^  placed 
in  the  furnaces  for  consumption. 

4.  There  was  no  error  in  refusing  to  permit  a  witness  to  testify  whether  the  smoke 
that  was  emitted  on  February  25,  1902,  could  under  any  circumstances  occasion 
material  injury,  inconvenience,  or  discomfort  to  the  public.  (Moses  v.  United  States, 
16  App.  D.  C,  441;  28  Wash.  Law  Rep.,  598.) 

5.  The  next  assignment  of  error  relates  to  the  exclusion  of  testimony  offered  to 
show  that  the  emission  of  the  prohibited  smoke  could  not  be  prevented  without 
shutting  down  the  furnaces  and  ceasing  the  operation  of  the  plant 

Without  reciting  and  analyzing  this  testimony,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  is  simi- 
lar in  character  to  that  recently  considered  in  the  case  of  Bradley  r.  District  of 
Columbia,  30  W.  L.  R.,  455,  and  was  rightly  excluded  for  reasons  stated  at  length  in 
the  opinion  in  that  case. 

6.  Errors  have  been  assigned  on  certain  instructions  given  to  the  jury,  as  well  as 
upon  others  that  were  prayed  by  the  defendant  and  refused,  to  whicn,  respectively, 
exceptions  were  regularly  reserved. 

It  IS  not  worth  while  to  consume  space  by  setting  out  the  first  and  second  instroc- 
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tions.  Of  these  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  they  correctly  defined  the  law  and  the 
duty  of  the  jury  in  the  consideration  of  evidence  of  its  violation. 

The  third  and  fourth  instructions  read  as  follows: 

**  3.  The  jury  are  instructed  that  if  they  find  from  the  evidence  that  the  defendant, 
at  the  time  charged  in  the  information,  had  control  of  the  premises  mentioned 
therein,  and  had  his  office  or  place  of  business  on  said  premises^  then  he  was  an 
occupant  of  said  premises  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  Congress  under  which  he 
is  now  proceeded  against" 

**4.  The  jury  are  instructed  that  if  they  find  from  the  evidence  that  the  defendant, 
as  superintendent  of  the  United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company,  had  an  agency  in 
the  control  of  the  furnaces  producing  the  smoke  described  in  the  evidence  at  the 
time  charoed  and  place  mentioned  in  the  information  and  evidence,  or  at  said  time 
and  place  nad  as  such  agent  control  of  the  engineer  or  other  person  who  operated 
the  same,  and  that  at  said  time  and  place  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray  smoke  was 
emitted  or  issued  from  any  smokestack  or  chimney  of  said  premises  used  in  connec- 
tion with  any  stationary  engine,  steam  boiler,  or  furnace  thereon,  then  they  should 
find  the  defendant  guilty.'' 

Instructions  five  and  six  are  practically  to  the  same  effect  as  three  and  four,  above 
quoted. 

The  information,  it  will  be  remembered,  charged  the  defendant  as  the  occupant  of 
a  building  situated  at  the  premises  of  the  United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company 
in  square  259. 

The  testimony  to  which  the  foregoing  instructions  were  intended  to  apply  tended 
to  show  the  following  facts  relating  to  tne  location  of  the  stationary  engines,  boilers, 
and  furnaces  owned  by  the  United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company,  and  operated 
under  the  general  superintendence  of  the  defendant  as  its  agent  a|id  the  responsible 
occupant  of  its  builoing:  Square  269,  or  the  part  thereof  occupied  by  the  Lighting 
Company,  is  bounded  by  Thirteen-and-a-half,  B,  and  Fourteenth  streets,  in  the  city 
of  Washington.  NW.  The  power  house  is  on  the  north  side  of  B  street  between  Thir- 
teen-and-a-hall  and  Fourteenth  streets.  This  power-house  building  is  divided  into 
two  parts.  The  southern  part  contains  the  dynamos  and  engines  and  the  rear  part 
the  engines  and  boilers,  which  are  connected  with  the  smokestack  at  the  Four- 
teenth street  end  of  the  buildine.  A  wing  connected  by  doors  runs  north  to  the 
line  of  the  company's  property.  rJorth  of  the  boiler  room  is  a  private  alley,  called 
a  **  blind  alley,*'  wnicn  opens  on  Fourteenth  street.  One  side  of  this  alley  is  bounded 
by  the  brick  wall  of  the  power  house,  and  the  other  by  the  wall  of  the  building  front- 
ing Fourteenth  street  and  bearing  the  number  213  and  a  sign  indicating  the  office  of 
Uie  company.  The  alley  extends  the  length  of  213  and  stops  against  the  wall  of  the 
power-house  wing  aforesaid.  A  brick  wall  projects  a  short  distance  from  the  wall  on 
each  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  alle3rway,  and  an  iron  cate  between  enables  it  to  be 
opened  and  closed  at  the  will  of  the  owner.  A  double  door  opens  from  this  alley 
into  the  boiler  room  and  three  doors  open  from  the  same  into  the  rear  of  No.  213, 
which  part  is  used  as  a  repair  shop.  The  rear  wall  of  the  power-house  wing,  cross- 
ing the  end  of  the  alleyway,  constitutes  the  rear  wall  of  No.  213  aforesaid. 

The  building  marked  No.  213  Fourteenth  street  contains  four  other  premises, 
numbers  215,  217,  219,  and  221,  which  are  used  as  storerooms  and  all  of  which  have 
connecting  doors  as  well  as  an  interior  yard  or  court  with  which  they  connect.  On 
the  northern  wall  of  these  premises,  which  is  the  wall  of  No.  221,  there  is  a  large 
painted  sign:  **The  United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company:  Office,  213  Fourteenth 
street  Nm"  A  witness  for  the  prosecution  said  that  defendant  had  his  office  and 
desk  in  No.  213,  and  that  he  had  seen  him  in  nearly  every  room  of  the  building. 
The  general  secretary  of  the  company  testified  as  follows:  **The  defendant  has  no 
ofiSce  in  the  building  where  the  machinery  or  boilers  or  furnaces  are.  That  the 
building  containing  tne  machinery  fronts  on  B  street  running  from  Thirteen-and-a 
half  and  B  streets  to  Fourteenth  and  B  streets  and  north  about  120  feet.  That  is  the 
power  house  which  contains  the  machinery  and  boilers.  Then  the  next  is  the  alley- 
way, about  15  or  20  feet  wide.  On  the  north  side  of  that  alleyway,  and  to  the  north 
of  the  building  containing  the  machinery  referred  to,  is  the  building  occupied  by 
Mr.  Sinclair,  and  that  there  is  no  office  of  the  company  in  the  builcDng  where  the 
machinery  is.  That  defendant's  office  is  in  No.  213.  That  the  power  house  and  the 
buildinff  No.  213  are  not  under  the  same  roof,  but  are  separate  buildings." 

The  defendant  asked  several  counter  instructions  embodying  his  view  of  the  effect 
of  this  testimony,  all  of  which  were  refused.  One  of  these  (No.  9)  presents  the 
issue  directly  as  follows:  "The  jury  are  instructed  that  if  they  find  there  is  no 
smokestack  on  building  No.  213  Fourteenth  street,  then  their  verdict  should  be  for 
the  defendant." 

We  find  no  error  in  the  action  of  the  trial  court. 

Building,  as  used  in  the  act  of  Congress,  comprehends  something  more  than  may 
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be  known  aa  a  single  house,  or  a  tenement  considered  as  a  part  of  a  building  occupied 
by  a  distinct  tenant. 

Looking  at  the  general  purpose  and  scope  of  the  act,  it  is  reasonably  clear  that  the 
general  temi,  building,  was  intended  to  included  all  the  contiguous  structures  occu- 
pied and  iii^e*!  in  the  prosecution  of  one  general  business  use  or  purpose.  Unques- 
tionably, too,  if  a  natural  person^  as  owner  or  lessee,  conducted  the  same  business 
upon  the  same  premises  as  described  in  the  testimonjr,  he  would  be  liable  as  owner 
or  occupant  whether  he  had  his  private  business  office  in  a  separate  house  on  the 
premises,  or  even  if  he  had  no  such  private  office  at  all.  And  if  the  same  business 
were  carried  on  by  a  general  representative  of  a  distant  owner,  such  representative 
would  be  liable  as  occupant  ana  agent  under  the  same  circumstances. 

As  the  premises  and  business  belonged  to  a  corporation,  it  could  only  act  in  its 
operation  through  representatives  and  agents. 

That  the  defendant  was  the  general  managing  representative  and  agent  of  the 
corporation  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  is  put  beyond  question  by  the  evidence. 

He  was  not  limited  to  the  supervision  of  the  office  in  a  particular  part  of  the  build- 
ing, but  was  in  management  and  control  of  the  operation  of  the  entire  plant  That 
he  kept  his  private  office  and  desk  in  a  particular  place  removed  from  the  boiler  and 
furnace  room  is  a  matter  of  no  importance  whatever  in  determining  his  liability.  As 
the  general  representative  of  the  corporation,  his  occupancy  extended  to  every  part 
of  the  premises  used  in  carrying  on  the  ^neral  business,  and  his  agency  extended  to 
each  any  every  part  of  the  general  building. 

The  judgment  must  be  affirmed,  with  costs.    It  is  so  ordered.

8M0KB  law;  pleading  AND  PRACTICE;  IKFORMATION;  EVIDBNCE;  VIDKUCKT. 

1.  In  a  prosecution  in  the  police  court  for  a  violation  of  the  "  smoke  Jaw  "  of  the  District  of  ColnmbiA* 

the  infonnation  charvcd  the  defendant  with  a  violation  of  the  law  as  the  •*  occupant  of  a  certain 
buildinar,  to  wit,  the  building  Hituated  at  218  Fourteenth  street  northwest,"  while  the  evidence, 
although  showing  that  the  smokeittack  from  which  the  prohibited  smoke  was  emitted  was  one 
of  several  contiguous  houses  all  occupied  and  used  by  tne  electric  lighting  company,  of  which 
the  defendant  was  the  general  superintendent,  failed  to  show  that  such  smokestack  was  attached 
to  the  particular  house  known  as  213  Fourteenth  street:  Hdd,  that  the  prosecution  was  not  bound 
by  the  particular  description  of  the  house  in  the  information,  the  street  number  of  the  buildii« 
not  being  an  ingredient  of  the  ofTense,  but  being  merely  surplusage  which  could  be  disregarded, 
even  if  it  had  not  been  alleged  under  a  videlicet. 

2.  While  an  allegation  and  pleading  under  a  videlicet  will  not  relieve  the  pleader  from  proof  if  the 

fact  so  alleged  be  necessary  to  the  description  of  the  identity  of  that  with  which  it  is  connected, 
yet  when  the  particular  allegation,  descriptive  of  time,  place,  etc.,  is  not  so  essential,  its  state- 
ment under  a  videlicet  indicates  that  the  pleader  has  not  undertaken  to  prove  the  precise  facts 
and  circumstances  alleged,  and  he  will  not  be  held  to  them.

Mr.  Justice  Shepard  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

Like  No.  1219,  recently  decided,  this  case  comes  before  us  on  a  writ  of  error  to  the 
police  court  of  the  Distnct,  in  which  the  plaintiff  in  error,  Lindley  E.  Sinclair,  was 
convicted  of  the  violation,  on  February  11,  1902,  of  what  is  commonly  called  the 
** smoke  law,"  enacted  by  Congress  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  only  difference  between  this  case  and  No.  1219,  aforesaid,  is  in  the  form  of 
the  information. 

This,  in  the  case  at  bar,  contains  but  one  count;  which  chaiiges  that  the  defendant 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  on  February  11, 1902,  "being  then 
and  there  the  occupant  of  a  certain  building,  to  wit,  the  building  situated  at  No.  213 
Fourteenth  street  northwest,  in  the  city  Aforesaid,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  to 
whi(!h  said  building  there  is  attached  a  smokestack  and  chimney  used  in  connection 
with  a  certain  steam  boiler  and  furnace  in  said  building,  the  said  Lindlev  E.  Sinclair, 
as  such  occupant,  did  then  and  there  unlawfully  cause,  permit,  and  allow  the  emis- 
sion into  the  open  air,"  etc. 

In  the  preceding  case  (No.  1219),  upon  evidence  substantiallj;  similar  in  respect 
of  the  description  of  the  premises  where  the  business  of  the  United  States  Electric 
Lighting  Com  pan  v  is  carried  on,  under  the  general  superintendence  of  the  defendant, 
it  was  held  that  tlie  defendant,  as  such  general  superintendent  of  the  company,  was 
rightly  charged  as  occupant  and  agent  of  the  building  to  which  the  smokestack  waa 
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directly  attached,  because,  among  other 'grounds,  each  contiguous  bouse  upon  the 
same  premises  used  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  defendant's  principal  must  be 
recnrded  as  included  in  one  general  building. 

The  information  in  No.  1219  did  not  undertake  to  describe  the  building  by  par- 
ticular number,  as  is  the  condition  in  the  case  at  bar. 

That  the  particular  description  of  the  building  by  street  number  was  wholly  unnec- 
essary there  can  be  no  doubt. 

Assuming  it  to  be  true,  then,  as  contended  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  in  error,  that 
the  evidence  fails  to  show  that  the  smokestack,  from  which  the  prohibited  smoke 
was  emitted,  was  attached  to  the  particular  one  of  the  contiguous  houses  known  as 
No.  213  Fourteenth  street,  the  question  arises,  whether  the  prosecution  was  bound 
by  the  particular  description  as  alleged. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  not.  The  street  number  of  the  building  was  not 
an  ingredient  of  the  offense.  It  was.  not  essential  by  way  of  identification,  and 
could  nave  been  omitted  without  affecting  the  charge  of  the  offense  in  any  respect 
whatever.  Being  mere  harmless  surplusage,  it  could  be  disr^arded  in  evidence  even 
if  not  alle^ared  under  a  videlicet  United  States  v.  Sumner,  3  Story,  12,  13;  United 
States  V.  Vickery  (U.  S.  C.  C.  Md.),  1  H.  &  J.,  427;  Rawlings  v.  State,  2  Md.,  201, 
212;  Henderson  v.  State,  105  Ala.,  82,  85;  McConnell  v.  State,  22  Tex.  Ct.  App.  (Cr.), 
354,  368;  State  v.  Hecht,  23  Minn.,  549. 

The  allegation  of  the  particular  number,  however,  was  made  under  a  videlicet,  as 
shown  in  the  extract  from  the  information  heretofore  given. 

It  is  true  that  the  videlicet  would  not  have  the  effect  to  relieve  the  pleader  from 
proof  if  the  fact  so  alleged  be  necessary  to  the  description  of  the  identity  of  that  with 
which  it  is  connected.  But  when  the  particular  allegation,  descriptive  of  time,  place, 
etc,  is  not  so  essential,  its  statement  under  the  videlicet  clearly  indicates  that  the 
pleader  has  not  undertaken  to  prove  the  precise  facts  and  circumstances  so  alleged, 
and  he  will  not  be  held  to  them.  1  Greenleaf,  Ev.,  sec.  60;  State  v.  Hecht,  23 
Minn.,  549. 

All  other  questions  in  the  case  having  beeii  disposed  of  by  the  decision  in  No.  1219, 
the  judgment  will  be  affirmed,  with  costs;  and  it  is  so  ordered.

1.  Section  18  of  the  act  of  CongresB  of  March  2. 1895,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  milk  in 

the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes."  making  provision  for  the  analysis  of  samples  of 
milk,  is  repealed  by  the  provisions  of  sections  4.  6,  7,  and  8  of  the  act  of  February  17, 1898,  enti- 
tled *'Anact  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  fooa  and  drugs  in  the  District  of  Columbia,"  because 
Inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  latter  Act,  and  because  the  provisions  of  the  latter  act 
were  intended  to  furnish  the  one  general  and  sole  rule  upon  the  subject 

2.  To  declare  an  act  of  Congress  unreasonable  and  oppressive,  and  therefore  void,  is  a  power  the 

courts  can  not  exercise,  except  where  the  provision  of  the  statute  is  shown  to  be  plainly  violative 
of  some  provision  of  the  Constitution. 
8.  In  a  prosecution  in  the  police  court  for  selling  and  offering  for  sale  milk  containing  leas  than  Zk 
per  centum  of  butter  fat,  In  violation  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  17, 1898,  the  question  oi 
the  reasonableness  of  the  standard  prescribed  bv  the  act  is  not  open  to  Inquiry;  and  evidence 
that  it  is  unreasonably  high  and  can  not  by  ordinary  care  be  maintained  through  all  seasons 
of  the  year  is  properly  excluded. 

4,  In  such  a  prosecution  the  jury  were  properly  instructed  that  the  extent  and  limit  of  their  inquiry 

was  whether  the  defendant  sold  the  milk  as  charged,  and  whether  in  fact  It  contained  less  than 
Sh  per  centum  of  butter  fat,  contrary  to  the  act  of  Congress. 

5.  The  party  making  the  sale  is  bound,  nt  his  peril,  to  know  what  he  is  selling,  and.  to  keep  within 

the  law,  must  know  that  the  article  complies  with  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  law.

In  error  to  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia.    Affirmed.

Mr.  Chief  Justice  Alvey  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

This  case  is  brought  here  on  writ  of  error  to  the  police  court  of  this  district. 

The  plaintiff  in  error,  the  defendant  below,  was  charged  on  information  that  he 
did,  on  the  13th  dav  of  December,  in  the  year  1902,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  sell  and  offer  for  sale  a  certain  article  of  food,  to  wit, 
milk,  which  contained  less  than  three  and  one-half  per  centum  of  butter  fat,  contrary 
to  and  in  violation  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  17,  1898.     The 
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defendant  pleaded  not  guilty,  and  the  case  was  tried  before  a  jury,  and  the  verdict 
of  guilty  was  rendered,  upon  which  judgment  was  entered  by  the  court. 

In  the  course  of  the  tnal  a  bill  of  exceptions  was  taken  to  various  rulings  of  the 
court  on  questions  of  the  admissibility  of  evidence,  the  refusal  of  instructions  to  the 
jury,  and  to  the  charge  of  the  court  to  the  jury  upon  the  law  and  the  evidence. 
There  was  also  a  motion  in  arrest  of  jud^ent,  but  that  was  founded  upon  matters 
of  law  that  had  been  ruled  upon  at  the  tnal,  and  the  motion  was  overruled. 

There  are  a  great  many  errors  assigned  in  the  brief  of  the  plaintiffs  counsel,  but 
it  is  only  necessary  to  consider  a  few  of  them  to  dispose  of  the  case. 

Without  pursumg  the  order  of  the  assignment  as  contained  in  the  brief,  the 
following  are  the  material  assignments  of  error,  and  upon  which  the  determination 
of  the  case  depends,  viz: 

1.  That  the  court  erred  in  holding  that  section  13  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  2,  1895,  was  repealed  by  the  act  of  CongrcBS  of  February  17,  1898. 

2.  That  the  court  erred  in  not  allowing  the  defendant  to  show,  by  extrinsic 
evidence,  that  the  standard  of  milk  prescribed  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  17, 
1898,  was  excessively  high  and  imreasonable;  and  in  refusing  to  instruct  the  jury 
that  if  they  believed  from  the  evidence  that  the  proportions  of  fat  and  of  solids  not 
fat  as  prescribed  in  the  statute  are  unreasonable  ana  can  not  be  maintained  under 
ordinary  conditions  or  in  the  exercise  of  ordinary  care,  then  such  proportions  are 
unreasonable,  unusual,  and  oppressive,  and  deprive  the  defendant  of  the  use  of  his 
property;  and  for  such  reasons  the  portions  of  the  act  prescribing  such  proportions 
of  fat  and  solids  are  void  and  unconstitutional;  and  the  verdict  should  be  not  guilty. 

3.  That  the  court  erred  in  declaring  to  and  chai^ging  the  jury  that  the  extent  of 
their  inquiry  was  whether  the  defendant  sold  the  milk  as  charged,  and  whether  it 
containcKi  less  than  3i  per  centum  of  butter  fat,  contrary  to  the  act  of  Congress. 

4.  That  the  court  erred  in  refusing  to  allow  the  defendant  to  show  the  specific 
purpose  for  which  he  had  the  milk  in  his  possession,  and  from  which  the  sample  in 
question  was  taken. 

5.  That  the  court  erred  in  refusing  to  grant  the  defendant's  prayers  1, 2, 3,  and  4. 
These  assignments  present  all  the  questions  that  are  material  to  be  considered. 

1.  The  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1895,  is  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
milk  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes."  The  act  consosts  of  15 
sections,  and  not  only  fixes  the  standard  and  regulates  the  sale  of  milk  in  the  Db- 
trict,  but  it  undertakes  to  provide  the  ways  and  means  of  securing  a  pure  apd  whole- 
some supply  of  milk  to  the  consumers  of  the  District  It  regulates  the  manner  of 
keeping  of  dairy  farms  within  the  District,  as  well  as  the  sale  of  milk.  Among  the 
various  provisions  of  this  act  we  find  the  following: 

**Skc.  6.  That  no  person  shall  offer  or  have  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia  anv 
unwholesome,  watered,  or  adulterated  milk,  or  milk  known  as  swill  milk,  or  milk 
from  cows  that  are  fed  on  swill,  garbs^,  or  other  like  substances,  nor  any  butter  or 
cheese  made  from  any  such  milk. 

**Sec.  7.  That  no  person  shall  kncnmngly  offer  or  have  for  sale  any  milk  containing 
more  than  eighty-eight  per  centum  of  watery  fluid,  and  less  than  twelve  per  cent  of 
total  milk  solids,  of  which  at  least  three  per  cent  shall  be  of  fat 

"Sec.  8.  That  no  person  shall  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his  custody  or 
possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  skimmed  milk  containing  less 
than  nine  and  three-tenths  per  cent  of  milk  solid*,  inclusive  of  fat." 

And  by  section  13  of  the  act  it  is  provided  "That  in  all  cases  of  sampling  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  milk  taken  for  analysis  shall  be  taken,  examined,  and  analysed 
in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  witnesses,  one  of  whom  may  be  the  owner  of  the  milk 
or  his  agent;  and  in  all  cases  such  sampling  shall  be  made  according  to  the  Babcock 
method,  to  wit,  dumping  the  milk  from  one  can  to  another  not  less  than  twice  before 
sampling." 

This  act  appears  not  to  have  worked  well  in  all  respects,  at  least  it  was  not  satis- 
factory to  the  health  department  of  the  District  Therefore,  by  the  act  of  Congress 
of  February  17, 1898,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  druffl 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,"  it  is  declared  by  subdivision  of  section  3  that  "milk 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  if  it  contains  less 
than  three  and  one-half  per  centum  of  fat,  less  than  nine  per  centum  of  solids  not 
fat  and  contains  more  than  eighty-seven  and  one-half  per  centum  of  water." 

By  section  4  of  this  latter  act,  it  is  provided  "That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
health  oflicers  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commisaionera 
of  said  District,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  enforcse- 
ment  hereof  (this  act),  and  prepare  rules  and  regulations  with  regard  to  theprt>p<r 
method  of  collecting  and  examining  drugs  and  articles  of  food  in  said  District" 

Section  6  provides,  "That  every  person  offering  for  sale,  or  delivering  to  any  imr- 
chaser,  any  drug  or  article  of  food  included  in  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  furnish 
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to  any  analyst  or  other  officer  or  agent  of  the  health  department,  who  shall  apply  to 
him  for  the  purpose  and  shall  tender  him  the  value  of  the  same,  a  sample  sufficient 
for  the  purpose  of  analysis  of  any  such  drug  or  article  of  food  which  is  m  his  posses- 
sion. Ana  by  section  7  it  is  provided  that  in  all  cases  where  any  drug  or  article  of 
food  shall  be  taken  as  a  sample  to  be  examined  and  analyzed,  tne  person  makine 
the  analysis  shall  reserve  a  portion  of  the  sample,  which  shall  be  sealed,  for  a  period 
of  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  taking  such  sample,  and  in  case  of  a  complaint  this 
reeerved  portion  allied  to  be  adulterated  shall,  upon  application^  be  delivered  to 
the  defendant  or  his  attorney/'  Section  8  provides  '*  That  no  person  shall  hinder, 
obstruct,  or  in  any  manner  mterfere  with  any  inspector,  analyst,  or  other  person  of 
the  health  department  in  the  performance  of  his  auty  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act" 

The  act  then,  by  section  10,  provides  *^That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  tills  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed:  Providedy  however j  Thc^t  nothing 
in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  as  modifying  or  repealing  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  'An  act  defining  butter,  also  imposing  a  tax  upon  and  regulating  the  manu- 
facture, sale,  importation,  and  exportation  of  oleomargarine,'  approved  August  2, 
1886;  or  of  *An  act  defining  cheese,'  etc." 

Upon  comparing  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  1806  with  those  of  the  later  act  of 
1898,  such  as  relate  to  the  subject-matter  of  this  prosecution,  we  think  it  clear  beyond 
reasonable  doubt  that  section  13  of  the  former  act  has  been  repealed  by  operation 
and  &dr  intendment  of  sections  4,  6,  7,  and  8  of  the  latter  act  of  1898;  and  this  was 
simply  affirmed  by  the  last  section  of  the  act  of  1898,  when  it  declared  that  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  therewith  were  thereby  repealed.  It  is  conceded  that 
section  7  of  the  act  of  1896  was  repealed  by  the  provision  m  the  subsequent  act  chang- 
ing the  marketable  standard  of  milk;  and  we  think  section  13  of  the  act  of  1895  is 
also  rep^ed,  because  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  latter  act,  and  because 
the  provisions  of  the  latter  act  were  intended  to  furnish  the  one  general  and  sole  rule 
upon  the  subject.  The  act  of  1895,  however,  is  only  impliedly  repealed  by  the  sub- 
sequent act  of  1898,  80  far  as  the  provisions  of  the  latter  act  are  repugnant  to  it,  or  8o 
far  only  as  the  latter  statute,  making  new  provisions,  is  plainly  intended  as  a  substi- 
tute for  provisions  contained  in  the  former  act.  (Umted  States  v,  Henderson,  11 
Wall.,  652;  Fabborr.  Murphy,  95  U.  S.,  191.)  It  was  not,  clearly,  the  purpose  or 
intention  of  Oon^^ress,  in  passing  the  act  of  1898,  to  keep  in  existence  two  different 
methods  of  examminff  ana  testing  of  milk,  any  more  than  it  was  to  keep  in  existence 
two  different  standards  or  tests  of  the  purity  of  the  article.  The  act  of  1898  not  only 
changed  the  previous  standard  of  milk  that  could  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  District, 
but  it  made  substantial  changes  in  the  method  of  examining  and  subjecting  to  test 
the  milk  offered  or  that  could  be  offered  for  sale.  After  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
1898  it  was  no  longer  necessary  to  make  the  analysis  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses, 
as  previously  required;  that  was  found  to  be  productive  of  delay  and  inconvenience. 
Instead  of  making  the  analysis  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses^  the  i)arty  having  the 
milk  or  other  articles  of  food  for  sale  is  required,  upon  application,  to  furnish  a  sam- 
ple thereof  to  an  officer  of  the  health  department  for  analysis,  and  the  party  analyz- 
ing the  article  is  required  to  reserve  a  portion  of  the  same,  sealed,  for  thirty  days, 
which,  in  case  of  complaint,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  defendant  or  his  attorney.  It 
is  objected  that  milk  can  not  be  preserved  for  such  length  of  time.  But  it  is  shown 
by  the  testimony  of  the  chemist  that,  by  the  use  of  a  sterilized  bottle,  milk  may  be 
preserved  for  an  indefinite  time.  The  whole  subject  of  the  retail  sale  and  disposition 
of  drugs  and  articles  of  food,  including  milk,  has,  by  the  act  of  1898,  been  placed  under 
the  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  health  dei>artment  of  the  District,  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  Commissioners,  as  a  means  of  protection  against  adulteration  and 
impurity  of  the  articles  offered  for  sale.  As  we  have  seen,  the  health  officer  is 
required  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  enforcement  of 
the  act,  and  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations  with  regard  to  the  proper  method  of 
collecting  and  examining  drugs  and  articles  of  food;  and  this  power  mlly  embraces 
the  method  of  examining  and  testing  milk  as  prescribed  in  section  13  ol  the  act  of 
1895. 

2.  The  next  assignment  of  error  is  that  in  regard  to  the  supposed  right  of  the 
defendant  to  show  by  evidence,  and  to  have  the  jury  instructed,  that  the  provision 
of  the  act  of  Congress  of  1898,  prescribing  the  standard  of  milk  for  sale  in  this  Dis- 
trict, is  unreasonable  and  oppressive,  and  therefore  void.  This  assignment  of  error 
presents  a  question  of  the  gravest  importance,  and  one  which  can  only  be  made  in  an 
extreme  case.  To  declare  an  act  of  Congress  unreasonable  and  oppressive  and  there- 
lore  void,  is  a  power  that  the  courts  can  not  exercise,  except  where  the  provision  of 
the  statute  is  shown  to  be  plainly  violative  of  some  provision  of  the  Constitution. 
The  subject-matter  of  the  act  of  1898  is  plainly  within  the  power  of  Congress,  and 
the  ooorts  can  not  amend  or  modify  any  of  the  provisions  of  that  act  so  as  to  oring 
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them  within  what  may  seem  to  be  reasonable  bounds.  They  can  not  examine  qnee- 
tions  as  expedient  or  inexpedient,  as  politic  or  impolitic.  Considerations  of  that 
nature  must,  in  general^  be  addressed  to  the  le^lature.  Questions  of  policy  deter- 
mined there  are  conclusive  with  the  courts.  ( License  cases,  6  Wall. ,  462, 475. )  If,  by 
the  plain  words  of  an  act  of  Congress,  an  impossible  thing  was  required  to  be  done, 
or  some  thing  done  in  an  impossiole  manner  (if  such  legislation  could  be  rationally 
supposed  to  occur),  in  such  case,  the  courts  would  have  no  alternative  but  to  declare 
the  statute  to  be  incapable  of  enforcement  in  the  particular  case.  But  statutes  are 
not  to  be  declared  void  because  of  diflBculty  of  construction,  or  because  of  apparent 
hardship  in  their  application;  nor  are  the  plain  words  of  a  statute  to  be  refused  their 
application  upon  any  theory  that  a  more  reasonable  provision  could  have  been 
adopted  for  the  state  of  case  presented.  All  statutes  must  receive  a  sensible  construc- 
tion, such  as  will  effectuate  the  l^islative  intention,  and,  if  possible,  so  as  to  avoid 
an  unjust  or  an  absurd  conclusion.  (Lsw  Ow  Bow  r.  United  States,  144  U.  S.,  47, 59; 
Hawaii  v.  Mankichi,  190  U.  S.,  213.)  It  is  true,  a  municipal  ordinance  professed  to 
be  passed  under  a  general  or  implied  power  given  by  a  statute,  must  be  reasonable  and 
lawful,  and  not  oppressive,  ana  if  it  be  not  so  it  will  be  declared  void.  But  this  is 
upon  the  presumption  that  the  legislature  did  not  intend  by  the  general  terms  of  the 
statute  to  authonze  the  making  of  such  an  ordinance.  ( 1  Dill.,  Mun.  Corp.,  sec.  319; 
Cooley,  Const.  Lim.,  192-3,  (6th  ed.) . )  And  it  has  therefore  been  held  that  an  ordi- 
nance can  not  be  held  to  be  unreasonable  and  void,  which  is  expressly  authorized  by 
the  legislature.  (Coal  Float  v.  The  City  of  Jefferson,  112  Ind.,  15;  Cooley,  Const 
Lim.,  241.) 

In  this  case,  the  offer  was  made  to  show,  and  the  court  was  requested  to  declare, 
not  that  the  act  of  Congress  required  milk  to  conform  to  an  impossible  standard  or 
test,  or  that  the  milk  onered  for  sale  should  contain  constituents  that  nature  did  not 
supply,  but  that  the  standard  prescribed  was  unreasonably  high,  and  could  not  by 
ordinary  care  be  maintained  through  all  seasons  of  the  year.  There  may  be  diffi- 
culty in  keeping  up  the  standard  throughout  the  year,  and  more  expense  and  greater 
effort  may  be  required  at  some  seasons  of  the  year  than  at  others.  But  the  very 
object  of  the  statute  was  to  reouire  this  more  than  ordinary  expense  and  labor,  on  the 
part  of  the  owner  of  cows,  to  keep  up  and  maintain  the  prescribed  standard  of  milk 
when  necessary;  and  this  is  accomplished  by  proper  care  of  and  food  supplied  to  the 
animals  producing  the  milk.  For  it  is  well  known  that  the  quality  and  richness  of 
milk  depend  largely  upon  the  condition  of  the  animal,  the  care  with  which  it  is  kept, 
and  the  kind  and  Quantity  of  food  supplied  to  it.  It  is  not  attempted  to  be  shown 
that  Si  per  cent  of  mt,  as  a  constituent  of  good  milk,  is  greater  than  can  be  supplied 
by  proper  care  of,  and  good  and  abundant  food  supplied  to  ttie  cows.  If  the  propo- 
sition of  the  defendant  were  sustained,  the  question  of  the  reasonableness  of  Uie 
statute  would  be  one  of  fact  for  the  jury;  and  we  should  likely  have  different  juries 
determining  the  question  in  different  ways.  We  think  the  court  was  clearly  right  in 
its  ruling  upon  this  question,  and  in  holding  that  the  question,  whether  the  standard 
of  milk  prescribed  by  the  statute  was  reasonable  or  not,  was  not  open  to  inquiry  on 
the  trial. 

3.  The  next  question  is  upon  the  assignment  of  error  upon  the  ruling  of  the  court 
as  to  the  extent  of  the  inouiry  open  to  the  jury.  The  court  instructed  the  jury  that 
the  extent  and  limit  of  tneir  inquiry  was,  whether  the  defendant  sold  the  milk  as 
charged,  and  whether  in  fact  itcontamed  less  than  3}  per  cent  of  butter  fat,  contrary 
to  the  act  of  Congress.  We  perceive  no  error  in  thus  chai^ng  the  jury.  The  ques- 
tion of  intent  was  not  involved,  as  it  would  have  been  if  the  case  had  been  under 
section  7  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1895,  before  its  repeal.  But  under  section  3  of  the 
act  of  1898,  the  question  is,  whether  the  sale  was  niade  of  the  article,  which  was  in 
fact  under  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  law.  The  party  making  the  sale  is  bound 
at  his  peril  to  know  what  he  is  selling,  and,  to  keep  within  the  law,  he  must  know 
that  the  article  complies  with  the  standard  of  excellence  and  purity  prescribed  by 
the  law.  Unless  this  be  so,  it  would  be  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  ever  to  con- 
vict a  party  of  a  violation  of  the  law.  And  for  the  same  reason,  the  court  below  was 
right  m  refusing  to  allow  the  defendant  to  introduce  evidence  to  show  for  what 
purpose  he  had  kept  the  milk  on  hand — that  being  entirely  immaterial,  if  he  sold  the 
milk  that  did  not  Dear  the  test  prescribed.  The  question  of  sale,  and  the  question 
whether  the  milk  conformed  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  statute,  were  both 
fully  and  fairly  submitted  to  the  jury;  and  upon  the  finding  of  those  facte  the  case 
was  fully  made  out  a^nst  the  defendant. 

In  what  we  have  said,  we  have  embraced  all  the  material  questions  raised  by  the 
assignment  of  errors,  including  the  assignmente  made  for  the  refusal  of  the  court  to 
grant  the  first  four  prayers  offered  by  the  defendant  for  instructions  to  the  jury. 

We  find  no  error,  and  must  affirm  the  judgment;  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Judgment  affirmed.
